Sfow that which 
makes a man truly wife , and double faced with Janus, 
h Hifory of things paf i without the {nowlcdgc of 
which, a man hath but one face , and looks onely upon 
things before him • andfucb are Children , faith Tufly , 
though they be aged ■ whereas Hifory makes men ripe and 
.pied in Knowledge, though they be children in Years, (jod 

(Y) hath 
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hath appointed two (juides and Conductors of Mans life, 

while we are Pilgrims here in this Valley of Tears- namely, 
Precept and Example : The Law furnifetb ns 
wttb Precepts, Hiftory with Examples - which make 
our way more fort and eafic then the other, as Se¬ 
neca tells us: -> (Longum iter per praecepta, breve <Sc ef- 
ficax per exempk) Thefc two (juides are like the two 
TOlars that conducted the Ifraelites through the Tcfart - 
and indeedthey are both fo needful, that without them,we 
fall never attain to the Land of Tromife, the Canaan of 
our Happincfs. And as Hiftory is nccejfary to all, fo 
chiefly to tbofe who are fet upon the Tinacle of Ho¬ 
nour, wbofc aCtions are obvious to all eyes, and obnoxious to 
all mens ccnfures • who being placed upon JVitch-Towers, 
had need of better eyes, and a longerperfpeClive then tbofe 
who live below ■ CAfow Hiftory is the Tcrfpective that lets 
them fee the danger afar off: Had it not been for the know- 
ledg of Hiftory, Lucullus the Roman had never fubdued 
Mithridates the Kfng of? ontus ■ nor had Xanthippus the 
Lacedemonian overthrown the Romans - whereas before 
this,theC:mh aginian Qommandcrsfor want ofHiflorical 
Knowledge, were flillworfledby the Roman Armies. In 
Hiflories great 'Men will find what uncertainty and vanity 
there is in outward fplcndor ■ what it is that makes true 
and genuine Ufobility , and diferiminates it from that 
which is fuppofititious and adulterate ■ and it willfl?ew them 
that there is no confidence to be given to humane flrength, 
Tolicy, nor Actions. 

Edocet humanis quae fit fiducia rebus. 

They thatfit at the Helm of government, had need of 
the Hiflorical Qompafs to fleer by. Among other emolu¬ 
ments which accrew to Trinces by Hiflory, they willfinde 
them to be their trueflfriends, and wifefl Qouncellors, both 
in admonfing and reproving them : For this caufe 

Deme- 
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Demetrius Phalerius advifcd King Ptolemy to read Hi¬ 
fories, that from them he might learn truth■ For Friends, 
either out of fear or frame , will not tell Trinces ofthofe 
faults , which Hifory blufreth not to demonjlrate. F>e- 
fides , great Men receive this bene ft by FI if one, That 
"they are incited to vert nous allions, by the examples of 
thofe brave men who went before them. So was Alexan¬ 
der^ reading the Storie o/Achilies • and Caefar by rea¬ 
ding the Stories 0 /Alexander ■ and the Turk by rea¬ 
ding the allions of Caefar. Thus ALnaias animates his

Mnd as they are incouraged to vertuous Achievements 
by HiUorie •fo for the fame Achievements they frail be 
made glorious by HiUorie to all Toferity• which will be of 
longer continuance then TSragen or Marble StatuesfTher- 
fore Thefeus was more beholding to Connidas the Hi- 
forian who wrote his life alien to Silamon that paintcd,or 
Pharrhafius that ingraved him to the life : And for this 
caufe the Hiforian was more honored by the Athenians, 
then the other two • for Statues exprefs the Lineaments of 
the body onely • but Hifories aemonfrate the Endow¬ 
ments of the minde : Statues are for a time • Hifories 
forperpetuitie ■ which had Pericles fnown, he would rather 
have entertained the Hiforian to regifer lots allions, then 
Phidia the Fainter to ‘Dehneat his FiBure fighting with 
the Amazon upon Minerva’s Target • which is long fince 
lof ■ butlhe Hifory remains. In a word, I may call Hi- 
f ori'e with Polybius, 4 »</;Ariftotle, 3 

XpwriftZwj yvfjsaaicur the truef hfnde of Learning,and ufefullef 
exercife in the world. 

S\ow my Lord • confidering with my felf, that what I 
Qzz') ' have 
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havefpoken here, is the objeU both of your knowledge and 
practice ■ <iA iid dtiely wctghingyour noble ex trail ion, your 
Learning, and love to learned men ■yourgoodnefs tWifdom, 
and aff ability ,with tboje other eminent parts inyouyvherin 
you are nothing inferior to any of your honorable Progeni¬ 
tors ■ I was ambitious to fend abroad this Piece under the 
Jheltcr of your Honors Patronage , fnowing it will receive 
the better acceptation , if it be graced in the Frontifpiece 
with your Jfoblc Pities.

READER. 


Had fcarcccaft Author in the Har¬ 
bour ■, and finifhcd myNavigati- 
on in the Sea of Sir Walter Ran* 
Itigbs Hiitory , which I bounded 
within the narrow Strcights ofan 
Epitome^ when 1 was lollicited 
by fomeof my Friends, to hoife 
Sail again, and to ianch into 
the Ocean of the Generali Hijlo- 
ry of the World , that 1 might 
finifh what he had begun, and 
begin where he hadfiniffied •, defeending from the times where 
he brake off abruptly, into thefe later Ycares, that lo there 
might be a compleat Abridgement of all Memorable Pajjages 
from the beginning of the World till thefe prefent times The 
Task I found lbmewhat difficult, being forced to be both Ship - 
tnajler , Pilot , and Mariner my felfalone,as not having any A- 
manuenfisi but was fain to read, digeft, contract, and write all 
my felf; Yetconfidering I was now at leifure, and naturally 
hated Idlenejje, the Mother of mifehiefe, and the Devilr CuJhion y 
as the Fathers call it j and that I was not born for my felfe, but 
fent hither to doe fervice in this great Houfe of the World j to 
imploy the Talent committed to me, and not to wrap it up in a 
Napkjn i to impart the light of my Candle to the Family , and 

not 
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not to hide it under a Buflell ; to work in the Vineyard , and 
not to (land idle in the Market-place all the day long } to labour 
( whilftitisDay, before the Night come wherein no man can 
work ; and to be lo imployed, that when my Majier cometh, 
he may fay, Euge ferve bone confidering alfo how pretious 
time is, how quickly gone j how long a Lcffon,andhowfliort 
a Life^as Theophraftus complained) Ndfw/r hath given us ; how 
great the account is we are to make up,of fo many Hours, Dayes 
stn«*. a n d Tears fpent, either idlely , or wickedly , or impertinently, and 
how uncomfortable muft the end of thole be, who fpend their 
dayes like Sardanapalus, or Hogges rather, in eating, drinking , 
peeping and playing , having no remorfe with Titus for fo ma¬ 
ny days and years which they have loft,wherein they have done 
no good,but like fruitlefs Fig trees cumber the ground : When 
I confidered, I fay, thefe things, I adventured rather to under¬ 
take this Task, then with Solomons Sluggard to fold my armes, 
to peep and pumber away the lliort remainder of my Dayes in 
Idleneffe, or vain and finfull Pleafures', There are above three 
parts already of the Glafle of my Life run out, being now alinoft 
61 years of age, 1 defire that the fourth part may not be worfe, 
for that were (defnere in Pifcem) to look like a Syren or Mer¬ 
maid, to begin in the Spirit, and end in the Flefb, with the foo- 
lilh Galatians I (hall be loath to degenerate with Hercules , of 
whom the Poet fpeaks: 

ovirf. ( Cscpifti melius quant definis ultima primis 

Cedunt dijpmules hie vir , iUa putr -) 

1 have been hitherto a carefull difpenferof my time, and a 
Niggard of my dayes,having imployed as few of them as I could 
in Idleneffe, and even from my youth I have been more conver- 
fant among the dead then the living, though I have feemed to 
fome of Epicurus his fwinifh Sc hollars , no better then one of 
thofe madmen in the Gofpell, who dwelt among the Graves , 
yet 1 have found more true content among thefe Dead men 
then ever 1 could enjoy among the living. But why (hould 1 call 
thofe dead,who ite now more alive in their Works, then when 
they were alive in their Bodies ,having attained to that life com¬ 
mended by the Orator (De quis nulla unquam conticefcet at as , 
qu<e memoria vigebit faculorum omnium . quam ipfe set emit as fern- 
per intuebitur) I have been content hitherto, rathertocon- 
verfe in the StoicaU School of Zeno , then in the voluptuous 
Garden of Epicurus, and with Ceefar (Equitare per Britannos 
Scoticus patipruinas) then with Floras, cur fit are per ienebras, 

pulices 
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pulices pdti rot undos ) But let men (pend their days as they lift, 
or as their good and bad Genius induceth them, lamfure, that 
they who have imployed their time in doing good according 
to their Calling, (hall finde true content and comfort on their 
death-beds, when they are departing hence, to him that Tent 
themhither; and who will exa& a drift account of theirtime 
fpent. Whereas the others muft needs at their departure be 
accompanied with grief andhorrour, remembring the preti- 
ous houres and years they have mif-fpent. fayine with old 
Evander , """• 

( 0 mihi preterit os refer at ft Jupiter annos 1 ) 

Which the Poets did elegantly and wittily exprefs unto us, 
by (hewing that none went over the River Styx into the 
Ely fan Fields, but fuch as had Charon for their Pilot that is, 

The comfort and joy of a goodconfcience, which will never 
prove the guide or companion of pleafure and fin. 

• Sometellmc, that it is time nowto give off* writing, being 
old, and having the burthen of 61 years on my back. To 
whom I anfwer, That my age as yet (blefied be God) is to me 
no burthen ; ■ as it is to (bme who finde it heavier then JEtna was 
to Enceladus. I cannot accufe my age, as he (aid : ( Ntbil ba- Cicer °’ 
beo quod accufem Sene&utem meant. ) But I may fay with the old 
Italians in the Poet — ■ Nee tardafeneBus 
-- mAt / [Debilitat vires animi, nintatvc vigorem ) 
and to whom God hath given, crudam viridemq ; feneSlam^ vivid 
and vegit old age , he expefts of them more fruic in that age; 
who is fo apt to write or (peak as he who hath experience with 
maturity of Judgement,"Wifdome and learning > which can¬ 
not be inyoung men} (ffenter it as florentis xtatis , prudentia , 
SeneSiutis) young meri'may be fit in the great Ship of a Com- ckm. 
irionwealtb, to liale the Ropes, to hoife the Sailes, to draw the 
Pump, i to weigh the Anchor, and to clamber up the Mails; 
bud old men are fitted tbfifit the Stern, to Steer the Ship, and 
to keep her from falling oh the rotks and quick-fands.Wine 
is.ever. bed when it’s old ,• and-Fruits are Tweeted when riped. 
Young men arefor aftion; v Old men fbr direfti on ; young meii 
may fee farther} biit^ld men'eah judge better; the one may hayd 
a quicker Cofprbtal',feutth'e other hath a nimbler Mentall fight :

both to grow Old with Teaching, and Learned with 
Age 

It were weaknefs in me to claw the Reader with flattering 
tearms for his approbation or favourable cenfure of thefe my 
pains, and to beg his good word for my good will in compi- 
ling this Epitome j for he that is Learned, Judicious, andln : 
gcnuous, cannot fpeak ill of what is meant well, nordifcom- 
mend his pains that are undertaken fora Publick benefit *, as 
for the carping Monte who hath a fling with the Wafp, but no 
honey with the Bee , who can be content to take his eafe, and 
carp at other mens pains, which every Dunce can doe, being 
farre more eafie to play the Mome then the Mime , to reprehend, 
then to imitate* as for fuch, I fay, they can no more refrain 
their tongues from carping and reproving even thole things 
they know not, then Rats and Mice can forbear gnawingof 
Books and Papers they underfland not ; which doth argue 
want,both of judgment,learning,and ingenuity* for the infepe- 
r able companions of Mow/r*,are Pride and Envy : Lafinefs and 
Ignorance his Parents, which the Poets wittily exprefled, by 
making him the Son of Night and Slumber. 
ciem. I will not here aigrefs into the commendation of Hiftory , 
which Tally cals the Light of Truth, the Witnefs of times , the 
Miftrcfsof Life, the Meflenger of Antiquity, and the Remem¬ 
brancer of Life. It is indeed one of the moft delightfull and 
profitable imploy ments of a mans life, to read Hiftories, which 
i Airs up men to vertue, and deterrs from vice, whilft they read 
how the one is rewarded , and the other punilhed •, it makes 
a man fciviceablc, bdfltlrto the Church and State* it isaStudy 
fit for Divines to illuftrate and confirm their Do&rins, whilft 
they exhort to Vertue, and dehort from Vice* it fliews them allb 
the increafe and decreafe of Religion, with the divers concomi¬ 
tants thereof * it’s fit for the Lawyer^ to fhew him the original, 
diverfities, and changes of Laws and Governments* for the 
famecaufcitisafitftudieforall Princes , Magistrates , and Po- 
lititians , without which their Government will be but lame: 
and no lefs neccflary is it to Soldiers , efpecially to Common - 
ders and Captains , where they may fee the divers caufes,events, 
attendants, and Stratagems of War. : Phyfitians alfo, Philofo- 
pbers, and Poets may reap no fmall benefit by reading ofHifto* 
ric«. Alexander made himfelf fo expert a Warrier ashe was, 
by reading the Life and Aftions o {Achilles, Stlymas the T«rj^ 
caufed the Aftions of Julias Cafar to be translated (whereas his 
predecefibrs flighted all Hiftories as fabuJous)and by reading of 
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thefe, he became fo expert a Soldier , that in a fliort time he o- 
verrun a great part of Africa and Afia. So Cefar was animated by 
reading the Life of Alexander , to undertake his great exploits. 

Plutarch tels us that Paul JEn/ilius who fubdued Ptrfet the Ma¬ 
cedonian King, fpent all his idle time in reading of Hiftories, T! ““ r ‘ k - 
which made him fo good a Soldier. Charts the Great was fo 
affe&ed with Hiftories, that ul'ually as he fat at dinner and fup- 
perhecaufed them to be read to him. And Alexander Seve- Lmfruuu. 
rus never undertook any great A&ion , till firft he had confu¬ 
ted with Hiftorians.And becaule of the great benefit which re¬ 
dounds to a Kingdomc or State by Hiftory, we read how anti- 
ently Hiftories have been honored. Polybius that wrote the 
Roman Hiftory,and their Wars with the Carthaginians; was ho- 
noredat Megalopolis with a Statue on a high Pillar : TheHi- 
ftoryof Tacitus is commanded by Tacitus the Emperor to be 
placed in all Libraries, and left it (hould peri(h,he caufed it e- 
very year to be written ten times ovct.Pompey the great hono- cut<» 
red Theophanes the Hiftorian with the Privilcdgcs of the City 
of Route. Titus Vefpaftan beftowed great wealth and honors 
on Jofephus the Jewifb Hiftorian, whofe Statue was cre&ed at ^ rfh ' 
Rome : And fo did Julian the Apoftate upon Aurelius ViStor, 
the Roman Hiftoriographier. The JE gyptians who were care- s t uiiu. 
full to preferve their Hiftories and antient Monuments, (light¬ 
ed the Grecians for their neglecf herein, accounting them no 
better then children. A nd we read of Alphonfus King of Arra- 
gon , that he doated upon Lj-zw Hiftory. Buthowncedfull 
Hiftory is for Governors and Princes, let Claudian (peak in his 
own Language to Honorius the Emperor.

Cato s misfortunes triumph o’re fuccefs. 

What an exceflefs fortune may exprefs 
We hence may learn, Curius even then was poor 
When he fubdu’d proud Kings by armed power : 

A Who Pyrrhus gold defpis’d was poor enough* 

Serranus the Di&ator held the plough * 
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The Li&or then the Cottage walk’d around, 

Thcfafccs ty’d to willow pofts were found, 

The Conful hous’d the Corn, theCouncry than 
Was till’d by a Senatoricall Husbandman. 

Hiftory isalfo ufefull to Oratorio, as Tnlly ofeen fheweth; 
without which an Orator either in ptrfwading or difi’wading, 
will prove dcfc&ive. It isalfoncceflaryfor School-Mafters; 
therefore Quintilian will have Pa-dagogues to read Hiftory to 
their Schollars, whereby they may have matter for their Exer- 
cifes andOrations: Tobcbrief, Hiftory hath this prehemi- 
nence above Oratory and Poetry, that Oratory hath been re¬ 
jected by the Lacedemonian r; Poetry by Plato , TertuHian and o- 
thers, as two pernicious inftruments in a Commonwealth, to 
pervert mens minds; but Hiftory was never yet rejefted by any; 
andhowcanit, abounding with fo much profit and pleafure; 
for what can be more profitable then to learn Wifdom by o- 
ther mens follies, to get experience by ether mens coft and la¬ 
bours, and to be lafe by other mens dangers ( Fa-lix quern faci- 
unt aliena pericula caution.) Hiftory is I ike a watch-Towcr on 
which we may fee dangers a farre off, and fo avoid them; and 
what can be more pleafantthen to feeaTragcdic aftedto the 
life; which onely is to be feen in Hiftory ; for here we fliall 
fee the whole world, but as a Stage on which men of all forts 
havea&ed their parts; Princes, Prelats,Pefants of all agesa&ing 
• the fame things, on the fame Stage; who after they have laid a- 
fide their diferiminating Vizards, and perfonating garments, 
they are all alike , as they were before they put them on : For 
Kings and beggers have the fame way of coming in, and the 
fame way ofgoingout: Mors Sceptraligonibits xquat : Diogines 
cannot diftinguifh King Philips skull from the reft; nor is there 
any difference in Carons Boat,between the greateft and the mea- 
neft; all muft Row there alike. 

This Hiftory which I have compiled out of many Writers, 
contains all themoft memorable paflages and events which 
have been Recorded fince the fecond Macedonian War,in which 
that Kingdom ended about the year of the World 3790. and 
the 155 Olympiad after the building of the City, Anno.^g 3. a-- 
bout 250 years before Chrifts Nativity ; where Sit Walter 
concludes his Hiftory ; fo that from that time till this are about 
1900 years; in all which fpace you (hall fee upon the fame 
Theater ofthe World, the fame Tragedies of Wars, Plagues, 
Famins, Oppreffions, Tyrannies, Thefts, Murthers, Fires, 
Earth-quakes, Inundations, Maftacres, Ruines of Caftles, 

(b a) Temples, 
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T emples, Palaces, Detection of Countreys, Kingdoms and 
Commonwealths, Devaluation of Towns and Cities, Alterati¬ 
on of Laws and Governments, Traniportation ol Coloniesof 
men, women, and children, from one place to another; I lay 
you (hall lee the fame Tragedics ('with fomc variation of Cir- 
cumftances) reiterated by different A&ors, fuccceding each o- 
ther in their Generationsrlfyou ask me to what purpofe have all 
thefeftirs continually bin,and yec are ftil in theWorldd anfwer, 
to no other purpofe,but that infatiablc,covetous,and ambirious 
Mindcs may have more of this earthly Turf to crawl and domi- 
nier upon (as if they wanted elbow-room ) and lomemore 
clodsofcaith , whereof a little will content them, when their 
vaft and ambitious thoughts are laid as low as their carcaffes; 
then (hall alhort and narrow Coffin contain thofc, whom one, 
or more Kingdoms will not content: Within how little room 
was that Pelican Youth Ihut up, whom one World could 
not fatisfie : Ecce vix tot am Hercules implevit ZJrnatn, the huge 
body of Hercules did fcarce (ill an Urn , when he was burned to 
a(hes. What madnefs is it then to turn the World upfide-down, 
to cheat, oppreffe, and murthcr one another, for more room, 
whereas a little wil ferve a contented mind; one world can con¬ 
tain many Elephantsjmany woods,fields,medows,hilsand dales 
cannot fuffice one covetous and ambitious mind ; t ant us amor 
nttmnti, & domittandi infaua enpido, but ifwe wil truly conlider 
the (hortneffeofourlife, the eternitie that comes after, theva- ' 
nicy, uncertainty and meanneffe of the things weftruggle for; 
we (hall finde on our death-bed, that w;e have been driving all 
this while for Goats wool, an Affes ffradow, Moon-(hine in the 
water, for butterflies, nutfhels, toics, and babies of clouts, with 
children, faving that Majora Indiums, &grandioribus pilis , we 
fport our feIves, and trifleaway our time with greater babies 
then they do; fo that we do little better then gather pcble 
(tones with Caligula and his Army, and hunt all our days after 
flies with Domitian : and when we have toiled our felves in vain, 
we may fay with Peter , That we have laboured all night, but 
lucim. have got nothing. In Lucian when Mercury lifted up Charon 
to the top of Parnaffus , which they placed upon Ojja , Pelyon , 
and other high hills, he (aw from thence vonufw rvfSir $ yx- 
sit lapa^nt leu / 3 /ov, &C. a various and confufed multitude, whofe 
life was full of troubles , fome failing, fomc fighting, others 
. pleading, fome ploughing , fome hoarding up their moneys, 
and others-begging : the houfes looked like mole hills, and the 
men like Emmets, the Cities feem’d to him like bee-hives, 

- wherein 
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wherein each Bee had a fling, wherewith they did nothing but 
fling one another;fbme domineering like Hornets,carrying and 
pulling the weaker ; Tome like Walps, others as Drones ; round 
about them did flie, hopes, fears, madnefs, covetoufnefs, an¬ 
ger, hatred, befides multitudes of difeafes; as Fevers,Confump- 
tions,Inflammations,Swords, Theeves, Judges, Tyrants, and 
foforth, tZ’afxh’trtmv, : If (faith he) Men would;™ time ac¬ 
knowledge themfelves to be Mortall , and that after they had fi- 
nifhed their J&w# pilgrimage here, they mull forfake all terrene 
things ; and awake out of their fleep, having been in a Dream, 
and would live more prudently and circumfpcflly , they would 
belefs troubled in the hour of death , and not depart howling 
and weeping to Charon , as they ufe to do .♦ but the Poet Bucha¬ 
nan tele us, in few words, mens vanity in this point.

theeie, but noways fatisfie the domach- And how the things 
we negleft are truely fatisfa&ory and eternall, whilft we with 
JEfops Frog arid Moufe,fight eagerly for nothing; Death, that 
great Kite , which isftill hovering over our heads, comes and 
carries us all away in his talons. Why fhould we dream of long 
continuance here, when we fee the great Empires, Monarchies, 
0M States, Cities, and Magnificent Buildings of former times, all 
fallen into dull and nothing. Nunc fegetes tibi Trojafuit , Troy is 
a cornfield; Jerufalem a heap of floncs, In aternot collapfa cine- 
H,mm. rcJ _ fa'ich Hterom, fallen into perpetuallafbes ; and is ruine 
according to the oldProphefie, H*' fW of which 

Bellay the French Poet fings, as he is tranflated by Spencer. 

Thou drangcr which for Row; in Rome here feek’ft, 

And nought offlfywein Rome perceiv’d at all; 

Thefc fame old Walls,old Arches,which thou feed, 

Old Palaces, is that which Rome men call. 

Behold what wrack, what ruine, and what wad, 

And how that (he which with her mighty power, 

Tam’d all the world, hath tam’d her Self at lad; 

The prey of Time, which all things doth devour. 

Rome,now of Rome is th’ only funerall,

So then that once glorious City and Qyeen of thcworld, isbut 
now, as Buchanan cals her, T ant mu veterit cadaver *Vrbis, a car¬ 
ed fs only, or bare fceleton of that ancient City. When Sulpitius 
failed by the ruins of Corinth, and other ancient Cities, he writes ' 
to Cicero ( who was much grieved for the ldfs of his daughter 
Tnllia') {hewing he had no reafon to be ; difeontented at the 
death of amortali Woman; whereas thecarcaffesof lomany 
Cities in one place lay flat with the ground i 1 ( Not' hoimnculi 
indignamw fl quit nostrum interiit', cum uno in loco tot oppirtirum 
cadaveraprojeziajaceantflhc uncertainty therefore, and vanity 
of humane ajfairt,evcn in their greated glory,have induced many 

' ' brave 
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brave men to quit their Dignities and high places, and to be¬ 
take themfelves to privacie thus Diode fan and Maximilian 
were contented to lay down their Imperial] Ornaments and 
Power, and to defeend to a mean, yet a more fecure condition of 
life y fo that Diocleftan preferred his garden of Potbearbs to all 
the Roman boners. Amadeus Duke of Savoy found more content 
and happineffc in his Monajlery then in his Dntcbie : And of 
late years, Cbarls the fifth, Emperor, after fo many Triumphs 
and glorious Atchicvements, was pleafedto exchange all his 
dominions and ImperiallRobes, for a Monies Habit, and a place 
in the Monaftery of St.Laurence'm the Efcitriel, five miles from 
Madrid: And it’s no wonder that Princes and great Men many 
times are out of love with their own greatnefl’e, if we confidcr 
the perpetuall anxieties, feares, cares, jealoufies,dilcontents and 
dangers they are fubjefl: tojfo that King Antigonm truly told his 
fon,[fheknew with what cares and troubles his Crown was fluf¬ 
fed. , he would not tal^e it up if he found it on th c ground: there¬ 
fore it is faid of Pythagoras, whole Soule had lodged in fo many 
Bodies,That he lived happier when he was a Frog , then when he 
wasaKrag; the high Hills, not the low vallies, are mod wea¬ 
ther-beaten, as the Poet tells us.

(welled into too great a bulk. For this caufe, and thatthe/i- 
ries of the Hi Aories might not be interrupted, I have not infers 
ted any Theologically Politically or Chronologicall Difcourfes or 
Digrelfions, as Sir W A L T E R RALEIGH hath done in 
his Hijlory, whereby his book is fo voluminous,for what I have 
written here,is meerly Hiftoricall, and I hold it fitted: to refervc 
fuch obfe/vations to a book by thcmfelvesapart, which perhaps 
hereafter I may publifli, if it (hall pleafe God to afford me lo 
much time, health and opportunity. As for any encouragement,! 
expe& none in this illiterate A gey wherein Ignorance is honored 
& Knowledge flighted, by our unlearned Lacedemonians’, but the 
beft is, Learning and Wifdom are juftified of their own children, 
and Verttte is a reward to her lelfe.

The compendioufnelfe of this Chronologicall] Hijlory , ot 
Hiftoricall Chronologic ( call it which you wil, for it containcs 
both)wil be ufeful and acceptable to moll forts of men: i. To 
thofe who have no time notLeifure by reafon of their other ftu- 
diesor employments in the world, to read over the many Vo¬ 
lumes of Hi Aories which have been written: In reading of this, 
they (hal not need fpend much time,which is but Ihort, and eve¬ 
ry wife man wil be willing to husband it as well as he can. a.To 
thofe who have no Patience to dwell too long upon prolix and 
tedious Hyftories, from reading of which many are deterred, as 
growing weary before they be half way, dcfpairing ever to at- 
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tain the end ot their journey. And indeed it’s no wonder when 
weconfider that Ars longa, vita brevis, that our life is a (hurt 
Wintersday,in which wee ai*e to goea great and tedious jour¬ 
ney, and therefore had need to make the more haftc; a man Hull 
arrive fooner into the Harbour in a final Pinnace, then in a great 
Ship. It’s better and healthier to rife with an appetite from a 
fliort dinner, then with a furfeiting or faftidious ftomach from a 
tedious Feaft. 3. To them who have already read the Hiftories 
at large,who commonly loath to read them over again, to them 
I fay,this Book will be as a Table, Index, or Remembrancer, to 
put them in mind of the chief things they had heretofore read; 
fo that here they may have a fhort Collation after a long Feaft. 

4. To thofe alfo (" Quibns res angutta don it) who either cannot 
bccajife of their narrow Means ; or will not becaufe of their nar¬ 
row Minds , part with too much money on Books; in this, they 
that cannot reach to the price of a long Gown , may buy a Ihort 
Cloak. Laftly, This benefit will accrew to all men who read 
this Hiftory, that they fhall buy at a far cheaper rate the Expe¬ 
riences of others Recorded here, then they can buy their own; 
for they that live long and travel far, pay foundly for their ex¬ 
perience ; but they who read Hiftories enjoy the expcrienceof 
all that lived before, which is far greater and much cheaper. 

I have for the greater eafe of the Reader, fubjoyned a Chrono¬ 
logic to this Hiftorie, wherein as in a finall Map may be feen the 
chief memorable Paflages that have fallen out in the World, 
fince the Overthrow of the Macedonian Kingdom , till thefc pre- 
fentTimes. Hijiory, indeed, is the Body, but Chronologie 
the Soul of Hijlorical Knowledge', for Hiftory without Chro¬ 
nologic, or a Relation of things paft, without mentioning the 
Times in which they were A&ed, is like a Lump or Embryo 
without articulation, or a Carcafs without Life, Ihave notdi- 
gefted this Chronologieas others do, according to each particu¬ 
lar year, but have reduced the whole time into fo many Decads 
or Tens, fo that we fee at one view what hath fallen out every 
ten years; which way is more ready to be found, and more ea- 
fie to the Readers memory. Befides, 1 finde much difference 
among Chronologers, and much incertainty in their Computati¬ 
on of years j it is not yet agreed what year of the World Chrift 
was born in,there being four or five years difference in the Com¬ 
putation ; nor can Chronologers yet agree when the World be¬ 
gan : It is ordinarily Recorded that Julius Cxfar Reigned five 
years; whereasin truth his Reigne lafted not above three years 
and 8 months; fo that there are wanting of five years,almoft 1 6 
, months; 
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months* for the firft year of his Rcigne contained but 6 months 
and a few days * and hisfifth year but 2 months i $ days* for he 
was murthercd the 15 of March : fo that Emergent years, wherein 
Computations take beginning from fome memorable Emergent 
Accident, fall out fome times in the middle, fometimes near the 
end of the Tropicall year, fothata partis ufedfor the whole 
year* Bcfides, there is no certaintie when the Olympicl^s and the 
Citie of Rome had their true beginning,and yet our Computati¬ 
on dependeth upon them. The Julian year alfo which we ufe, 
is longer then the Tropical or C<tlettial by eleven Horary Scru¬ 
ples, whereof each Hour containeth 60. theJEra of NabonaJJar 
in the fpace of 1 460 Julian years,gaineth one whole year*fo that 
1460 Julian^ make 1461 Nabonajfarian years,becaufe thelc years 
confiflof 365 days, without Intercalation of the remaining 6 
hours, which every fourth year makes a day * and as there be 
divers Computations of years, fo they have divers initiations^ the 
Olympiads take their beginning from the NeipMoon next the 
Summer Solflice , the year of Ipbitrts contained 10 Olympiads , 
or 40 of our years : the threefold Seleucidan Computation,hath 
different beginnings* for that which is called the Judaicall^bc- 
ginsthe 1 3 of March, the Alexandrean or Antiochian , takes be¬ 
ginning in Autumn * the Chaldean in the fubfequent Spring * lo 
that the Antiochian^ begins in the middle way between the 
Jndaical and ChaldaicaL The Dionyfian /Egyptian Computa¬ 
tion begins the 2 5.of March , the Macchaboean the 04 of Novem¬ 
ber * the Spanijb begins the 1 of January , but 6 years later then 
the Julian , becaufe it was brought into Spain 6 years later then 
into other places : The Computation from the Confuljbipoi 
Augufiu'. r, begins the 2 2 of September * the ABiac &ra \$ two¬ 
fold, onebeginsthe 2 oiSeptember , when Augnjhisat ABium 
defeated Antony • the other begins the 29 of Augujl of the next 
following year * to wit y from the taking of Alexandria , and the 
death of Cleopatra : the Augufian Computation begins the 14 
of February, when OBavius was Ailed Auguflus by the Senat. 
Dioclefian JEra beginsthe o^of Augujl , which is yet in ufe a- 
mong the Ethiopian Cbrijliatss * the Hegira or Arabic and T#r- 
htfb Computation begins the 1 6 of July , intheyearof Chrift 
622 andconfiftsof Lunary years * the Je^dagrid or Perftan 
-^Er^begins the 1 6 of June y Anno Chrifti 6^2. Thefe and ma¬ 
ny more differences may be feen in Scaliger y Calvifms y Helvicm y 
Petaviu4 y Cenebrard , and other Cbronologers. jhave in this 
Chromlogie fet down the years of Popes and Princes Reignes, but 
have omitted the odd months and days for brevity fake, as being 
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a thing of lmall concernment: I have likewifein every Decad 
diftinguifhed the Church Affairs from the States to avoid con- 
fufion ; and I have let down the number of Synods in each De~ 
cad, but not the Circutnjlances of die Place, Afts, and occafion 
of their calling (except of fomc that are more famous) to avoid 
prolixitie, and that the Book might not fwel too big : There arc 
alfo fome Paflages touched in the Chronology , which were omit¬ 
ted in the Hijlory j and what is either wanting or brief in the 
Cbronologie , will be found more fully in the Hijlory , that there 
might be no defeat in both together, though the one may feem 
to be lame without the other, 

Laftly, I have in this W-Wi^performed the part of an Hijlori- 
an , not of an Orator , or Tragedian. Two things are commen¬ 
dable in an Hijloriaa , to wit, brevity and ftmplicity ; brevity to * 
diftinguifh Hijlory from Oratory ; fimplicity of words and phra- 
fes , to diferiminate it from Tragedies , in which high and lofty 
Exprejfions arc ufed to move the AfFe&ions. In Hijlory nothing 
is aimed at but a bare narration of things a 3 ed, or words fpokgn, 
which ought to be delivered without the painting of Tropes and 
lacivious drejfngs of luxuriant pbrafes , whichoftentime adul¬ 
terate the Truth ; whereas Jbe fhould be nakfd without any gor- 
dious attire, orgawdy trappings, for fuch are fora wanton cour- 
tefan ; not for a mode# matron. Therefore Alcibiadcs confefl'eth 
that he could never give credit to the Folified and painted 
fpeecbes of Pericles } and could neverbut give credit tothefim- 
ple and naked Exprejfions of Socrates. Hijlory then is to be 
lb light for , notin the delightful Cave or Grove of the Mufes, 
but in that deep and horrid well where truth lay hid fo long ; 
yet E denic not but an honejl woman may be comly attired , and 
Hijloricall narrations may be fweetned with fome Oratoreall 
Flowres but Ne quid ninth: in this the Hifiorian who writes at 
large, muft be very fparing, much more he who writes an E- 
pitome. Perhaps fome will objeft to me, that S.Him»« com¬ 
mends Livie for his Milfye Rivers of Eloquence, the Flowres of 
NeStar , the Marrow of Honey , and the Attic junkets that are in 
him. To whom I anfwer, That S. Hierom in this Commen¬ 
dation looked upon the Orations and Speeches fet down in that 
Hijlory , rather then on the Hijloricall Narrations themfelves; 
Now in thefe fpeeches Scaliger obferves, that Livie playes the 
Poet rather then the Hiftorian,in faftning fuch Eloquent fpeech¬ 
es on thofe who were never guilty of them. 

To conclude all, I wilh that Gentlemen who read Hiftories, 
may receive the fame benefit in the cure of their fpiritual mala¬ 
dies 
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dies by which the Soul is uifeded,chac Alphonf.ns King ot Spain, 
and Ferdinand, King ofS/c»7y, obtained in the cure of their bo- 
s "" dily Difeafer, for that Health which neither of them could have 
from the Phyfitian, they had from the Hijlorian ; for the one 
by reading of Livie, the other by reading of Curtins, recove¬ 
red their health again. Now this fpiritual benefit they fhall 
obtain in reading Hiftories, if they will but diligently obferve 
how God hath fhewed his Prefence to the World in all Ages, by 
guiding this ‘Univerfe in Jujiice and IVifdom 5 by Pumping 
wicked men in his Anger, and Rewarding good men in his Mer¬ 
cy ; if they will look upon the various Examples of Vertue and 
Vice ; of Humane Imbecilities, of various Changes in Kingdoms, 
States, and all Governments, of the Mutabilitie that is in mens 
minds, of the Inconjiancy in their affe&ions, of the Cunning and 
Falfbood that are in Promifes and Covenants,and the Vanity that 
is in all Humane Felicitie : They will trucly findc that there is 
no fuch Antidote againftthc Infefiion and Poyfon of Sin, as 
the reading of Hi fork : And fo I bid thee farwcll.

ker the Scribe being 90 years old, and his Brethren, and perpetrated many hor¬ 
rid ads, murthering and captivating incredible multitudes of Jews. This monficr 
of men, notwithftanding, the Samar it am in hatred ofthe Jews honoured with di¬ 
vine titles; which cauied Matthias the Prieft, and one of the Jflamencan family, 
to beftirre himfclfe, who having killed a Jew for polluting himfelfc with idolatry, 
joaflembled a multitude of his kind red and alii a nee, and all fuch as loved God and 
their Countrcy, who brake downcthc profane Altars, circumcifed children, and 
by degrees fetied the true Religion, but Matthias growing aged and unfit for afti- 
on, gave the charge of the Army to Judas Maccabeus his ion,and appointed Simon 
to look to the State. 

Apollonius the Kings favourite having invaded Jitdea^ was by Judas overthrown ^ 8 07 . 
and (lainrfo was Seron the Governor of Syria whom Succeeded Ly/iasjvho fends 
an army of 40000. foot & 7000 horfc againft Judea under the conduft of Ptolemy , 
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Gor<s~s,and Nicmcr s ludas with 3000 fals fuddenly on Corgi is his campe, 
(himfclfe being then abfent) which lie burnes and lpoils, fo that Gorges was 
forced ro torlake I udea, Ljftas fends ^ new Army of 6ccqo horfe* and foor, 
which ludas with 10000 overthrew, killed 5000 ot the enemies, and ob¬ 
tained a great booty-, then hee began to pUrgctli Temple wluch was lcftdcfo- 
late three" years. He repairs the Lords Altar,* appoints p .lefts, keeps the feaft 
of Dedication, and gnrds the Temple with fouldicrs, that the priefts mieht not 
be hindred in their Ktndions: but heanngofgre&t preparations againft him, by 
the Ed»m>t:s , sdoniahs^Syrtans, LAaomMiterfdkia Arabians *, refolvcs to hinder 
their combination. Therefore he fir ft fals upon the Edomites andfubducs them: 10 
then he invades the Ammonites, and Arabians, and fends Simon againft the Pbeni- 
c/aks in the interim leaves Icj'tfbtts , and A\anv togovorpe Wm, with a charge 
not to liazzard their army upon a kattcll but they being more forward then wife, 
wouldneeds befiege Umn;a, where Girgias brake out luddenly upon them, and 
routed them with the lofl'e of 2000. Auttochtu being difgracefully repulfed by 
his owne fubjefts, as he was going to plunder the Temple of Diana Elymaa, 
and hearing of the great Ioffes his armies had received in Indca, fals defpe- 
rately fick,and dieth,having reigned 12. ycars,to whom fuccecdcd his fon Eupator, 
a childc. . . - . , . * 3 ' \ 

Lyfias who took upon him the government of the young King, invades In- 20 
diA with .an ^nny of 100. thouland 1 Foot, 20000. Horfc, and 32. Elephants, 
hetakes in Bet^ura, then bcficgeth lenifalem^ -but hearing that Philip ( whom 
Ep phones on his death-bed had appointed governotir) *vis' now fctledin An¬ 
tioch^ ar.d mcanuo rule the kingaoiuc, cauleth the young King to make peace 
with the lines, which was performed, and ludas proclaimed Prcfident, who put 
to death Memlasu the prieft, the chief plotter and caufe ot thefe laft warres*,to 
'whom fucceedcd^f/c/w/w in the prieftliocdu* but two years alter the death o fEpi* 
pbanes, 1 Eupator and Lyfta* were both (lain by their owne fervants, after that 
their army had revolted to* Demetrius, the fon of Selene us, who being anhoftage 
at Rome, came hiddenly into Syria, and feifed upon Tr polif, and claimed the 30 
kingaome in the rigut of his Father Selene us, who came by the elder fon of An¬ 
tioch ns the great. In the mean while Alctwus accuted ludas of rebellion, and can- 
fed Demetrius to fend an army under his condud and Ntcanors againft ludas this 
army ludas overthrew, and fo was made high prieft by the people, and then 
enters into league with the Remans, but the next year he was ovcrthrfcwnc in a 
battell by Eaicb.des and flain ; whofe death was the occafion of much mifery 
and oppreftion in Indea. His people for whom he had done fo lnudyreacheroufly 
forlook and left him to be facrincedby his enemies, andfo multitudes flocked 
to Baeeb dcs, who by him being put into offices, tiled all the cruelty they could up¬ 
on the friends and followers 0 i ludas. 40 

lonatha* is then made Govcrnour by the people, who in a battell upon the 
fabbath day was fet upon by Baeeb ides, the fight was fierce, Baceh/des loft a 1000 
men. Ionatbas with his army cfcapcdto the other fide of Iordan, in the mean 
while Baeeb ides fortifies Bet hell, GaSCi, and Icricho, with other towncs, Ionatbas 
plundered the Amorttes for killing his brother John. Alcimus the prieft, as he 
was going topulldowna wall within the Temple, was fuddcnly ftruck with a 
palfic and dyed. Bccchides rcturnes to King Den:sinus and J cnatbas lived quiet¬ 
ly fortwo years; in which time a plot againft him was dcte&cd, and 50 of the 
plotters were put to death. Upon this his enemies invite Baecbidcs again into 
J udea, upon hopes of an eafie vi&ory, but he found fuch ftrong oppofiuon and 
harfh entertainment by J onathas and Simon , that in a rage he fell upon thofe that 
fent for him,and put many of them to death-, and then makes peace with \onathas, 
who for four years lived quietly and governed J udea. 

About this time Ptolomie Philometor, who had been driven out of his king- 
dome by his younger brother, is reftored againe 5 and an agreement concluded, 
that one of the brothers fliould reign in Egypt, the other inCjrene, in the mean 
while Anamhcs King of Cappadocia dieth, he had one fon Mit bn dates, who di¬ 
ed 
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cd young, but his two fuppolititious Ions Anarathes and Olof ernes who conten- A AA 

dcdfor the kingdome, Demetrius aflided Olofemes and made him King. But * * 

the Remans took part with Anarathes, and eftabliflied him in his kingdom* in 
lpitc of Demetrius. About which time C. Marius the Conful iubdued the Dalma¬ 
tians, for molefting the lily runs, confederates of the Romans • and they were at 
lad totally conquered by Or. Najha the Conful. About this time Spam rebelled 
againd tit Romans, and Antioch againd Demetrius for his tyranny, inviting Alex* 
ander who called himfclfthe fonof Antiochus, and claimed in right of his fa¬ 
ther the kingdome of Syria. Hcwasaffifted by Ptolemy King ot Egypt, Ana - 
lo rathesKin° of Cappadocia, and At talus King of Aft a who fuccccded his brother 
Eumems, that had reigned almod 50. years. Alexander having all this ftrength, * 
and the affidance alfoof Jonathas, whom, he declared high pried 5 two great 
battels were fought, in the fird Alexander was worded, but in the fccond he 
obtained the' vitfforv $ in which Demetrius Soter or Saviour, fo callcdog^ 
for the judice lie dief upon Herachdes and Timarchns , ( the two great oppreflours ^ 
of Babylon) lod both his life and kingdome, Alexander liurrycd the caughtcr of 
Ptolemy Philomtt or . 

Demetrius Soter had two Tons, the elded called alfo Demetrius was invited by 
Apollonius governour of Ccdojyna , to take up armes againd Alexander,who gave 
20 himfclfc to all kind of luxury. This Demetrius having the alfidancc of the Cretans , 
comes luddenlyinto Syria, but was overcome by Jonathas, and loft 8oco of his 
men * J onathas takes in Ajcaton and Joppa, burnes A^otus to the ground,and over- 
throwes the Idol Dagorr.fot which good fervices he ishighly rewarded by AlcAan- 
der . Shortly aftc r this, Prujias King of Bithynia( who fawning upon the Romans 2 o 2 oi 
kiffed the threiliold of their Scnatjcalling the Fathers his Gods) was for his wicked J 
life flain by his owne fon A 'teemedes, being a Hided by Attains King of Per gam ns. 

Pmfias indeed had intended to have (lain A iccmedes, and to have let up his other 
the Romans had fent three Embalfadors to reconcile the father with his fon. 

Thefe were the three which Cato faid, had neither head, feet, nor heart, becaufc 
5 0 the one had many fearres in liis head, the other was gowty,and the third was none 
of the wifed. 

Ptolemy was much incenfed agrinft Alexander his fon in law for his tyrannie 
anddiffolute life. Wherefore he comes into Syria with a great army, pretending 
he meant to defend Alexander againd his enemies, the gates of the cities arc 
opened toh4m,fo that all the feacoall even to Seleucia is delivered up < to him, 
then having taken his daughter Cleopatra, and bedowed heir upon Demetrius, he 
entred Antioch and put both the Crownes of Syria and Egypt on his head. Alex - 
ander brings an army out of Cilicia, but is overcome and flycth to Arabia-, all 
his fouldiers revolting to Demetrius, Zabdteloi Diodes a prince of that countrcy, 
cut off his head, and fent it to Vtolemy, who not long after dyed, whiled the . 
Chirurgians were curing of the wound he had received in his head. Hcc 
reigned thirty five years, to whom fuccceded his younger brother King of 
Cyrcne. ' 

The third and lad Carthaginian warre was occafioncd by the difference be- o 82 2 6 
tween Ma fant(fa and Carthage about fomc lands. The Romans would have rccon- ^ ^ 

cilcd the difference, and M afanijja, was willing for peace fake to yeeld up his right. 
But-fuchwasthe pride of Carthage, that they would hearken to no reafon ibefides, 
againd the articles of peace, they had prepared an army and fleet. Cifco, Amil- 
cars fon, was a great (tickler,and caufeof this war, and fo incenfed the people 
50 againd Rome, that the Roman Ambaffadors were fain to flye, for fear of affronts. 

• The Roman Scnat was muchexafperatcd againd Carthage, yet by the perfwaficfn of 
P. Cor. Najrca, ten Ambaffadours are fent thither to try, if they would hearken 
to reafon*, the wars in Spain at this time, made the Romans the leffe willing to ' 
quarrell with Carthage ; The Ambaffadors returning to Rome acquainted the 
Senat with the preparations of Carthage both by land and fea-, wherefore war 
is denounced againd Carthage^ and it was debated in the Senat, whether that city 
fhould be utterly dedroyed or not. Najiea would have it referred,flawing it fuited 
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not 
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~j IT* not with policy to deftroy that place, which excrcifcd the Romm forces, and 

A.LVL' kept their armesfrom rutting-, nor was it confonant to the clemency of Rowe, to 
dettroy and undoc fuch multitudes of people. But Cato told the Senat, that fo 
long as Carthage flood, R owe could never bcfccureand quiet-, this opinion pre¬ 
vailed. As foon as the war was ^proclaimed, Vtica fubmitted prefcntly, and fo 
did Cartha ge,dclivcring up their (hips and towncs, which L. Mart/w, and M.Man- 
lues Consuls, burned in the fight of Carthage. Then command was given that 
all the chief citizens (hould depan from Carthage, and build them a city io 
miles off frem thefca. This command was rejeded, and fo they all refolved to 
defend themfelves and city* upon this the Con fuls fet down before it, and onid 
all fides fo befiegeit, that no provifion of corne could be brought into it, ma¬ 
ny skirmifiies , aifaults, and eruptions there were, in which the Romans were 
fometimes worded*, fometimes the Carthaginian* .-this war was managed chiefly 
by P. Seif to Rrmlm.tu, the fon of Amilins, but adopted by Scipio the fon 
ot that Seif io who overthrew Hannibal. This P. Seif to JEmihus had done good fer- 
vicc in Spam-, where he obtained a murallor wall crowne, and being Tribune of 
the fouldicrs, advanced the Roman caufe much in Africa. He was chofcn Con- 
ful younger then was ufuall. After the Carthaginians both men and women 
lad fought ftoutly in their owne defence,at lad they yceldcd. The women had 
(hewed luch courage that they cut off their hair, and made ropes thereof for the 20 
warlike engines. 

This city haddood70o years, it was 24 miles in conapafle : the cadlc called 
Byrfii,held out fomc ’time after the city wa$ taken. This lad Carthaginian war 
fell out in the 604 year of Rome, the 52 year after the fecond Punick war, and 
lafted 4. years ; they procured their own deftrudion by fending an army againd 
their articles of peace of 5 8000 men in Mafaniff i's country, which army was de- 
droyed by famine, and the forces of that old King, for he was 94 years old 
when he dyed, at 86 he lad a fon, andufed to goc bare-headed in all weathers. 
Before the city was taken SciPio%wt way to all that would to be gone: 50 
thoufand departed. Afdrubal fubmitted himlelfe to the Confuls mercy, but his 30 
wife with her twochildren flung themfelves into the fire, which burned for 17. 
dayes together, before it could be quenched. When Sciptohw Carthage on fire, 
he wept, repeating that verfe, IHd dies veniet cum fate Troia peribit-, andpre- 
fagingthat the like calamity might befall Rome it felf* as it did under 7*//74thc 
Goth, 700 years after. Mafamfjds kingdome was parted between his three Tons 
Myeipfa, Gklufla,and lAanajl abet is,by the advife of Sc//w,who by the old King was 
chofen arbitrator for that purpofe. 


Chap. II. 4°

T He fame year proved fatallas well to Corinth, as it did to Carthage. The 
Acharans and Boetians 50. years after Greece was made free by Tit. Flami¬ 
nins, rebelled againft the Romans, to whom the Spartans had complained of the 
wrongs done them by the Acha?ans: Ambafladors are fent from Rome to Greece, 
rodiflolve the confederacy of the Achara ns, and to reftore every townc to its li- 50 
berty * which fo madded the Achaeans that they fell upon the Spartan agents, 
plundred them^ind being fled into the Roman Ambafladors lodgings for fandu- 
ary,wcrc thence violently drawn out & beat, fo that the Ambafladors themfelves 
were in fome danger. Critolaw the Achean pretor gathers great forces together, 
which Me/ elltts who then had the charge of Macedonia quickly difperfedand flew, 
the Pretor himfelf in his flight was drowned in the fords. Diatu the next Prc- 
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tor undertook the war, againtt whom L. Mummius the Conful marcheth with 
25000 foot, 3 coo and50ohorfe: the Achacans had not about 14000 foot- and 
600 horfc, who were quickly cut off by the Romans in the prefence of’their 
wives and children. Ditns having firft killed hisownc wife, poifoned him- 
Telfc. M ctcllus had taken in Thebes and Megara, and was now las ing fiege to Co- 
rinch:but M ummius lends him into Macedon,and fits down before Corinth, which 
at Iaft he took by ftorme and burned: all were put to the iviord except women 
and children, which were openly fold in the market. The chiefc ornaments and 
monuments of this rich city, were tranfported to Rome, fuch abundance of'gold, 
10 lilvcr, and braffe ttatues were melted in that conflagration, tliat meeting all toge¬ 
ther made up a mixt mettle called the Corinthian braffe,and of greater etteem°at 
Rome then gold. All the other cities were by the Conful difarmed and unwal¬ 
led. And fo now ended the liberty of Greece, which became a province, and had 
a Prctor fent from Rome, being called the Pretor of Achaia,not of Greece,becaufe 
Achaia had the principality when Greece was fubdued. This fell out the 160. 
Olympiad. $>52. years after the building of Corinth by hales fonof #/)>- 
foies. 

After thefe great vidfcories over Carthage and Achaia, the Romans by degrees 
falling from their mafeuline Vcrtucs, gave thcmfelves over to cafe, luxury and 
20 magnificent buildings. In Afia, Egypt, and Syria, both princes and people 
became extreme diffolutc and profane. In Egypt after the death of P bilometor 
J?hyfcM y (o called from the great gUt (becaulehc had fo great a belly that 
he could not fland or walk without a ftaffe)fucceedcd King, and called hiinfclf 
P /olomic Energetes^ but by the Alexandrians he was named and that dcfcrvedly 
for his wicked life: he had a good fchoolc-matter, to wit, Arijtarchus 
the Samothracian,a famous Grammarian*, and he wrote fome books himfelfe. 
But became fuch a tyrant, that his fubjeds weary of his cruelties fell upon his 
houfe,and burned itto the ground: he fled away in the dark to Cyprus. Cleo - 
fatra his wife and fitter is proclaimed Queen of Egypt* upon this P hyfeort divor- 
jocethher, and marries with hisownc daughter ^ he murthers his fon which he 
had by her, and fends his head, hands and feet, for a prefent to the mother 
whom hercfolves to perfccutc with open war: here we may fee what diffe- 
, rence there was between thismonfter, and his brother P hAometor, who kindly 
entertained Onias the high priefts fon, and gave him leave to ered in Jicliopolis, 
aTcmplc,noleffe magnificent then that of Jcrufalcm, and punifhed the Samari¬ 
tans for building a Temple at Garizim contrary to the Law of Mofes. 

Demetrius Ntcanor the fon of Demetrius, having recovered his fathers king- 
dome of Syria, hecaufed J^/^theprieft and captain ofthejewes, to give 
off the fiege of Sion 5 and permitted to him the government of Samaria, Ga- 
4olilee, and Joppc: but he became infolcntwith too much profperity* he disban¬ 
ded his old native fouldiers,and retained the Merccnarics,which give offence to 
Diodotm his Generali, who perceiving how divers cities weary of the Kings cru¬ 
elty began to fall off from him, caulcd Antioch us the fon of Alexander^ wno was 
the fonof Efifhanes , to be fent for out of Arabia, andfets him up, having in 
abattell overthrown Demetrius, and driven him into Cilicia. He imployesthc 
help of the two brothers jofiatbas, and Simon , Who had done good fcrvicc for 
Demetrius at Antioch,and by their afliftancc he drives out of Gaza, Bethzura,and 
all Galilee, Demetrius his commanders. In the mean while J onatbas fortifies Ju¬ 
dea, and renewesthe Covenant with the Romans and Spartans. But Diodotus 
50 otherways called Tryphon ^dciirous to be King himfclf, refolves to make away with 
young Antiotbus^ and fearing the greatneffe of J onathas^ whofc affcdfcion was 
true to the young King, perfwadeshimto disband his forces, and come to Pto- 
lemais *, whither when he came, he was feifed upon, clapt up in pri- 
fon, and his guard being a 1000 fouldiers were all ttain. At laft having trea- 
chcroufly murthered both jortathas, and young A ntiochus, made himfelfe 
King of Syria: hecaufed the young King to - be cut of the ftonc, pretending he 
died under the cure. 
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in the government of Judea fucceeds to J onatbas: he obtaincs the fa¬ 
vour of Dwetnus, takes in the tower and garrifon of Sion, overcomes Gaza, 
and made his fon Hire anus Generali of his forces, andfo advanced the Jcwifli 
affaires, that after Demetrius they never admitted any Macedonian to reign 
over them. In the mean time D.w^r/w fuffenng Tryphon for a while to reign in 
Syria,made war againfl the Parthians,who under Mttbndates their King, had iiib- 
dued the Bactrians,Medcs,and Elimxans,extendine their Monarchy from the hill 
Oaucafus to Euphrates. Therefore Demetrius by the help of the Perfians,Greeks, 
Elinmns, and Bactrians, did in divers battels overcome the Parthians : but at 
length under pretence of peace he was taken and carried in the fight of thofc cities 10 
which had revolted from him, to be laughed at: then he was lent to Hyrcania 
where he was well ufed. 

Irypho/is luxurious life and government began to be wearifome to his foul- 
diers^ therefore they fell off from him to Cleopatra the wife of Demetrius-, (he 
was then at Sclcucia with her fons, and imployed A ntiocbus the brother of her 
captive husband,to purfuc Trjpbon with an army-,which he did in hope to get both 
the kingdome and the Queen to boot. He overthrowes Trjpbon drives him out of 
upper Syria,and (huts him up within the CaftleDora. But eicaping thence to Apa- 
mea he was (lain,having reigned 3 yearsin Syria. A ntmhus forgetfull of the afli- 
ftance he hadfrom Simon the Jew,againft his enemy,fent Cendebrus to fubduc Ju- 20 
dca.but Simon overthrew T him,having fent againfl him an army of 20000 men un¬ 
der the condud of his two fons J«^/,and }obn y (o that Cendebens was forced to flie 
into the Cattle Cedro: but Simon was trcacheroufly murtheredata fealt,by his 
fon inlaw Ptolomie whom he had nude governour of Jericho. Simons wife 
and two fons were alfo put in chains 3 Hircanus or ]obn the third fon cfcapcdby 
times, who fucceeded to his father and drove the parricide out of Judea. Upon 
the death of Simon y Antiocbus Soter y { fo called from preferving of Syria, and Se - 
detes from his country ) befieged Jerufalcm, and in it Hjrcanns y fo that there was 
great famine in the city,- being the y ih - year wherein the land relied from tillage. 
And the fcafl of Tabernades being come, Hyrcanus obtained truce for feven dayes 30 
oi Antiocbnsjxho fent thither alfo tothefeaft bulswith guilt homes, gold and 
filver goblets full of fpices : and made a great fcafl for the fouldiers,wherefore he 
was call Pius. Hyrcanus in retaliation oflo great favours,payeth tribute to Ant to- 
, ehus : He takes out of Davids fepulchre 3000 talents: with five hundred of thefe 
he buyeth his peace ,with the reft he hircth fouldiers, which he imployes for the 
Kings fcrvicc againfl the Parthians,and there having overcome the Hyrcanians , he 
obtained the name of Hyrcanus . 

Demetrius Ntcanor being weary of his private life,though he lived plentifully and 
like a prince, having marryed the daughter of Arjaces y King of Parthia: yet as 
foon as his father in law was dead, he endeavoured to flye into Syria, but Phraa - 40 
fttthe fucceffor of Arfaces y fent a troop of horfe who overtook him in his jour¬ 
ney and brought him back to his wife-, a flronger guard then was fet over him, 
yet he efcaped again,and was retaken*, and reproved : and to let him fee his childifii 
levity, the King prefents him with fome golden dice, or huckle bones to play 
withaU. In this interim, Antiocbus with an army of 800 co men expert foul- ' 
diers, bcfidescooks, bakers, skullions a multitude, invades the Parthian, and 
having fought three battles, obtains a great vi&ory, and takes in Babylon. Di¬ 
vers of the eaftern Princes being weary of the Parthian government, fubmitted 
theinfclves to him, fo that the Parthians were confined within their ancient 
bounds. In the mean time Phraates fends Demetrius with fome Parthian forces 50 
in Syria, purpofely to draw Antiocbus into his owne countrcy, which was now 
in danger. Antiocbus had quartered his army in divers cities *, which being of¬ 
fended with the burthen of free quarter, and the fouldiers infolencies, revolted 
from him to the Parthians, and falling on the difperfed fouldiers, killed them. A n- 
t toe bus hearing of this, marcheth with fuch forces as he could at that time raife,’ 
and encountreth with the Parthian King: but being forfaken by his fouldiers 
he was flain. Phraates beftowed on the dead body princely obiequics, and mar- 
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ried with the daughter of Demetrius^ whom Knticchus had brought alon 15 
him. P hr antes icpeming that he had fent away Demetrius^ would have recalled - 
him again, but it was too late: for the troops'of horfe he fent to apprehend him 
found him in his kingdomc. P braves employed his captive fouldiers againft the 5 
Scythians,and was killed by the Grecians. 

Demetrius having regained the kingdomc of Syria, was follicited by Cleopatra n 
Qiicen of Egypt his mother in law, to raife an Army againft Ptolemy her hus- 3 ^ 43 * 
band and brother too, who had devorced’her. Demetrius fet prefently upon 
Ptolemy^ butwithall loft his owne Kingdomc of Syria * for firft the Anti txhians, 
io then the Apamcnians, and at laft all the other Cities wearied with Demetrius his 
Parthian infolencics fell away from him. i > /0k//jyunderftanding, that his Sifter 
Cleopatra had fled with the chief wealth of Egypt to Demetrius her fon in law 
into Syria * fends one Zebina a young man home to Protarchus a Merchant 
with an Army to conquer Syria, pretending that he was the adopted fon of Kin<* 
Antiochns: the Syrians were glad to acccprof any King, rather then endure.the 
cruelties of D:mctrms , admitted this Zebina , calling him by the name of Alex¬ 
ander in the mean while the Parthian King fent the corps of Antiocfm in a Sil¬ 
ver coffin to be interred by Alexander^ who expreffing much forrow (as if it had 
been true) obtained the love of the people. Demetrius being overcome by Alex- 
zoander, was at laft forfaken by his own Wife,and fans, fo that he was forced to flee 
to Tyrus for Sandhiary, but as hcewas comming out of the fhip, hec was 
flaine by the Governours commandown of his fonnes S eUncus was killed 
by his mothers appointment, for crowning himfelfe without her conlent* 
she . other fonne Grypbejo called from bis big; noft*,was crowned by his mother-, fo 
that hec carried the title of King, but the wliolc Government of the Kingdorae 
was given her * but Alexander having got Syria, inf 61 ently began to flight Kto- 
lomy by wbofc help he obtained that Kingdomc : therefore Ptolemy bein* re¬ 
conciled to his fiftcr* rcfolved to deftroy die newnpftart King Alcxandcrjxhc re- 
fore he fends to Gtyphus a great Army,and beftowes his daughter Trjphena on him 
30in marriage, by which means the Cities fell off againe from Alexander ;who being 
overcome in a battaiie,fled to Antioch , where wanting money to pay the fouldiers, 
he commands them tofeife upon the golden Image of Viftorie in Iupiters Tem¬ 
ple, fcoffingly faying that *Jupiter had lent him Vi&orie for a while- ftiortly af- 
tcr.commanding iupiters own golden ftatue to be taken down, hec was fet upon 
by the people, and forced to fly -, at laft his fouldiers being overthrown in.a ftorm 
he was forfaken, and.token by fome robbers, by .whom he was brought toGry- 
pbus,and /lain. 

About this time, the Jews injoyed their liberties under Lohannes tiyrcanus , 
who having renewed the League with Rome, repealed all the Ads of Antiochns 
40 Sedetes, hec fubdued Idutnca, andtorcedit to receive Circumcifion, ice pulled 
.down the Temple.of Samaria, which had ftood 200 years, and was builc under 
Alexander. He made Antmhus Gryphnsk avethefiege of Jerufalem which hec 
: had begun, this Grjpbus was like to be poyfoned by his mother Cleopatra out of 
a deft re to reign alone*, which defirc made her betray her husband Demetrius , 
and murther her cldeft fon.Cn/>^^had.fecret information of the poifon prepared 
for him, which when it was prefented by his mother to him, he caufcd her to q q 
drink it up her felf, and foftice p riflicd by her owne device. Afterthis Antiochns 
Gryphus reigned 8 ycares,peaceably, till he attcmptedto poifpnhisBrother^- 
t/ocbus Cy^icentis oithe fame mother, but begot of his Uncle Antiochns Sedetes, 

50thefe two brothers quarrelled fo long about the kingdomc of'Syria till they 
jwere both thine , Gryphtts by Herodian , Cy^jcenns by Seleucus , the fonne of 
Gryphus .

.29 ycarcs^ the government of Egypt Jwas left to his wife, and To one of 
hisionnes* 

The Romans about this time had their Armcs excrcifcd at home by the Gracchi n g 3 q 
in Sicily by the Oaves in Spain by ftriotus,in Afia by Anfiontcnsi Tiberius Grac- ' 


thus 
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W^Tribunc of the people was petitioned by the poorc fouldiers to have the Laws 
called Agrarta , put in execution : by thefe Lawes none of the fouldiers could en¬ 
joy above 500 acres of land * neither muft the richer fort buy the poorerout of 
their edates: Gracchus urged the execution of thefe Lawes, as alfothat the trea- 
fure left by King Attains might be diftributed among the poor. In rhefe things 
hee was oppofed by the rich men chiefly by C. Ant emus the Conful, and Ottavi- 
us the Tribune,from whom Gracchus in an unufual wav tookc away the Tribunate, 
hee alfo drove to continue in his Government againd the LaWs upon this Seif it 
Najica the chief Pontifiee calls up the Scnat tothe Capitoli, who being accom¬ 
panied thither with a great multitude * made Grauhns his friends fQrlakc him, 10 
who driving to elcapc was flame by his colleague Satureius^ and 300 Citizens 
with him, wmofe bodies were flung into Tibris, the body of T thenits Jav unburied; 
this fell out an.nrbis 6 0. About 4 ycares after Car bo the Tribune of the people, 
made a motion in the Senat, that the fame man might be chofen Tribun as often 
as he pleafed-, this was feconded by C. Gracchus, Tiberius his brother, but mainly 
oppofed by Sctfto EmltariHs ^ wno the next morning was found dead in his bed, 
nor without fufpicion of poyfon by Scmpron/a his wife, and After of Gracchus the 
56 year of his life. Carto killed himfdf. C* Gracchus and Fulvius having feiled 
upon the hill Avcntin with an armed multitude were flaine by opimtus the Con- 
fiJl; bcfides,3Coo citizens were killed in that kdationopimius after this was con- 26 
demnedoftreafon. 

The Servill warre in Sicily began by means of on z[Eunus a Syrian,who encou¬ 
raged the flaves (complaining of their hard ufage) to rcbcll, this Bunas made 
thcmbelecvc he was a Prophet, fern to foretell their profperous fuccefle*,for con¬ 
firmation of thisheufedto breath flames out of his mouth, having had within 
a nutfhell fire and fulphur* the flaves cholc him for their Kihg, the prifons were 
broke open , and a great army of flaves were quickly raifed. Another flave one 
Cleon of Cilicia gathered together 70000 runnegadoes * thefc overthrew the Ro-; 
manPrctors, the charge of this warre was committed to C.Eulvtus the Conful 5* 
after him to Pifo, then to Rupilws^ who after divers events overthrew the flaves-, 30“ 
by famine he caufed the cities Tauromcmum and Euna to yecld. Cleon was flaine 
in the fight: Bunns was taken in a cave,where he hid himfelt,and died in prifon be-. 
ing cat up with licc.Thcfc troubles were prefaged by the birth of an Hcrmophro-* 
dice in Rome,by the growing of corn upon trees in the fields of Bononiaandby 
the eruption of fire out of Etna in Sicily. 

yiriatus a Portugall of a robber in the highwayes, became a terrour to Rome; 
for he overthrew the two armies of C.Vetcltust he Pretor,and of P laud us Claudius> 
eretting the Roman Enfignes for Trophees on his Mountains * about that time 
300 Lufiranians encountred with a 1000 Romans, and killed 320 of them having 
loll thcmfelvcs 70 men. Apfius Claudius the Conful,was beat by the Salaffit, but in 40 
the next bartail he got the victory * for which he demanded a triumph, having kil¬ 
led 5 000 men: but becaufe of his former overthrow,it was denyed nini,wherefore 
he triumphed on his own charges. JjjEFabius Conful drove away yiriatus from the 
fiege of Vacceia,and took the City with many forts and caftles,ne cut off the hands ' 
of 500 Princes,who upon his invitation had yccldcd themfelvcs to him. Pompejus 
the next years Conful was beaten in Numantia having loft the greateft part of his 
army, and many men of quality, at laft yiriatus after 14 ycares war,being betray¬ 
ed to Serviltus Cepio^ was flam by him, but the traitors received not any reward 
or thanks from Romans. Cefios army was rewarded by Inn. Brutus Conful the 
with landsj and a City called by them Valentia. 

About this time the Plague was fohot at Rome, that fcarcewere there found * 
men enough alive to bury the dead* this calamity was prefaged by the birth 
of a hermophrodite at Rome, which by the Harufpices was drowned, S. Ce¬ 
cilias, (JHetedus , and C. Fab. Max. Scrvilianus Confuls * another was burned 
alive about the beginning of the Marfian warre. Much about this time T. Man- 
lius Torquatus caufed his fonne lumas SiLnm Prcw of Macedontobe put to 
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m death, for oppreffing the Macedonians with unjuft taxes, then alfo was C. Ma¬ 
tt enus accufed for deferring his army in Spain, for which he was whipped under 
the fnrea or gallows, being a long pole laid upon two crc&cd forkcs,and was fold 
for a flave. 

Maneinus the Conful at Numantia had fuch ill fucceffc in liis warres, that he 
was forced to make a diflionourable peace, which the Senat would not ratific-, 
tor 30000 Romans were overthrowne by 4000 Numantians. Mariams 
was made to Ihnd naked with his hands bound behinde him, at the gates of Nn- 
mantuM\\ night, being forfaken by all his friends, and expofed as afpe&aclc 
| 0 of mifery tohis enemies. But Inn . Brutus in the inward parts of Spainc o- 
verthrew 60000 Gallecians, who came to aide the Lufiranians, in that bat- 
tailc 50000 were flaine, 6000 taken, the reft fled*, but in the hither Spain Le- 
pidus the Proconful was beaten by the Vaccei, and that dcfcrvedly * for they 
would have fubmitted to him, the Senat interceded for them, as being a harm- 
lcflfc people, yet he would needs provoke them to fight, in which skirmilh hec 
loft 6000 Romans, the reft fled. Rome to vindicate the loifes and affronts fu- 
ftained by the Numantians to C.Fulvms joined P.Scipio^ whowaschofen Con* 
ful by allthcTribunesbefore his time* for none could by the Law be Coniul 
twice, till after the expiration of ten yearcs. Scipio therefore beficgech Numan- 
*otia, which was feared on a hill, having walls 3 miles in compaffe. This towne 
had received and entertained the Roman fugitives, and had much affii&ed 
the armies of Pompey, Papiltus^ and Mancinus * Sctpio did not fodainly fall upon 
them, but firft trained and cx<rcifcd his fouldiers, reducing them by degrees front 
their idlcneffeand loofe behaviour, to the old military feverity*he was a man both 
fortunate,courageous and magnificent, for he gave a lift of the rich prefents fent 
him from Anti nh us Sedetes, that the Senat might diftribute themtothebeft de¬ 
fending fouldiers, whereas other Generalls ufed to conceal their prefents fent them 
from Princes. The Numantians would have fubmitted upon tolerable conditions, 
which when they could not obtain, having drunk largely (not wine, which that 
30 countrey did not afford ) but a liquor made of wheat, prepared as we doe our 
malt of barly * madeafally out upon the Romans, but feeing they could doc 
little good that way, refolved to fly * which their wives hindered by ^cutting 
the horfes girths and bridles, at laft they fet the towne on fire, andfo con- 
fumed themlclvcsandall their wealth, leaving nothing for the Romans to tri¬ 
umph over. 

Arijtonicus in Afia made work for the Roman armes, hee was the baftard fori^ VrbUi 
of EumencsyYL'u\% of Pcrgamus .Attains Philometor being now dead,and having left r 
his vaft eftate to the Romans * ‘ Arijlomcus made haft to take poffcffion of his u 
brothers Kingdomc, he draws many to fide with him *, he took by ftorm Myndus, 

40 Samos, and Colophon, which townes held for the R.omans, againft him was fent 
Lictmus Crajfus Conful and High Prieft with a good army affiljcd by Nicomc* 
des King of Bithynia, Mithridates King of Pontus, (againft whom the Romans 
afterward made war )Ariaratbcs King of Cappadocia, Pjlejnenes } Kin° of Paphlago- 
nia a great battaile was fought, and great (laughter on both fides* but Crafjns loft 
the day and his life too* for being almoft taken prifoner by a Thracian, he ftruck 
him in the eye with his rod, which foetfafperated the Barbarian that hee runne 
Craffus through with his fword, and folic efcaped by his death his fliame and 
captivity * upon the news of this overthrow, Perpenna the Conful haftneth to A- 
fia, falls fodainly on Ariftonkus being fecure, forccth him to fly to Strato- 
5onicc the towne, which being befieged, and almoft famiftied, yeelded * Art - 
fionkus is fent to Rome , and all the wealth of Attains. Perpenna fell fick 
at Pcrgamus and died. Aamlins put an end to the Afiatick warre, who by 
poyfoning the Wells and Iprings caufed divers Cities to yecld. Ariftonicns was 
ftranglcd in Prifon at Rome*which now enjoyed both the vices and wealth of Afia. 

Whilcft Plautius^ Hypfeus^ and Fnlvms were Confuls Africkwas fo infefted 
with Locufts, that after they had deftroyedall the fruits, corn and grafle, they 
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A M ;vcrc carr >' cd headlong into the Sea by a ftrong windc, and drowned-, but with 
iVl% tides they were driven on the (hoarc, and there left upon the ebbing of the Sea, 
whofc putrefied bodies foinfeded the air, that thereby all living erearures were 
poyfoned, fo that there died in Numidia 800000 foules upon the coaft of Car¬ 
thage and Utica above 20000, and in Utica it fclfe there died 3000, fo that in one 
day there were carried out ofthe gates of theCity 1500 dcadbodies*, aboutthis 
time the Gaules marching in a great Army to aid the the Allobreges, were over- 
throwne by Q L Fab. Max'. the Nephew of Ambus in the flight 120000 were killed 
and drowned in the Roan whileft their bridge of boats broak under them. Bituitus 
the King and his fon were imprifoned in Alba.

The Syrian aff 
fa/res under Scleucus, Hufebes, Philip, Demetrius, The Reman Wars with 
Jugurtha, the Cimbrt , the Thracians and Sicilian Jlaves .

T He Jews under Hyreanus , by the favour of the Romans enjoied peace abroad, 
but were diftrafted with Setts at home, the Pharifees fo called from fepara- 
tion from all other people, or from their expo/mon of the Prophets , placed 
merits in externall ceremonies and traditions, and looked for a Meflias, that 
ftiould be a temporal! Prince,who fhould make the Jews Princes over the Gentiles: 
the Sadduces or Judiciaries were againft traditions, they rejeded all the Pro¬ 
phets, fave Mofes, they denyed Angels and Spirits, the Immortality of Soules, 
and the Refurreftion: the Elfeans,thatis, labourers from Afa, to confider and 
contemplate*,(for they gave themfclves to fpirituall and corporall exercifes)living 
0. a ftrhft life, (pending their time in reading, praying, ftudyingof Phyfick) doing^ 0 
good workes, chiefly of charity to the poor * wno had all things in common , 
and lived apart by themfclves. Hyreanus favoured the Sadduces, and rejefted the 
Pharifees traditions,hc befieged Samaria,& laid it even with the ground .Anttoebus 
entred Judea,thinking to raiic the fiege, but was driven outagainc by Antigenus 
and Arflobnlus , the fonsof Hyreanus then returning with new Forces from Pto¬ 
lemy King of t gypr^began to waft and fpoil the country,but having loft the great¬ 
er part of thofc 6000 men he brought with him, was forced to give off. Shortly 
after this, Hyreanus dycth having ruled Palcftinc 31 yeers, his lonnc Arijlobulus 
changed the pinripality of Judea into a Kingdomc, and was the firft that 
wore the Diadem lince the Captivity: hce reigned not above one year* 0 
having murthcrcd his brother Anttgonns with his ownc hand, fearing that ^ 
hce aimed at the Kingdomc*, he killed his Mother alfo, and then being tor¬ 
mented in confcience, and vomiting out his bloudy foule, dyed. He enlarged Ju¬ 
dea by the addition of Jtnreajo him fuccecded his youngeft brother Alexander Ian - 
neus. 

This Alexander began his reign with the murthcr of one of his Brothers, the 
other he permitted to live a private life in his rcigne. Ptolemy Lamyrus killed 
30000 Jews, feeding the captives with the flcfli of their flaine countrymen, after, 
this hce took Gadara, Amatbus y 2ndGa%a- y hee had divers encounters with Deme¬ 
trius, and was oftentimes trouhled with the fa&ions, and confpiraces of the Jews 50 
againft him,800 of the rebels hecaufedto be crucified whileft hce was fcafting 
with his Concubines *, and banifhed 8000 ofthem.Hc fubdued many places in Sy¬ 
ria, Idumea & Phcnicia, then having fallen into aquartanc ague of three years con¬ 
tinuance, got by his intemperate drinking, he dyed in the campe, leaving his wife; 
Alexandra fucceflfour* whom he advifed to continue the fiege of the caftleRaga- 
bc beyond Jordan, and to keep good correfpondencc with the Pharifees, who 
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were then the prevailing fotftion and to deliver his body to them to be ufed at their 71 / 
flcafure*, which was done accordinglypnd interred honorably, having reigned 27 * 4 

years and lived/) 9. 

The kingdome of Egypt was left by Viol. Vhjftin to his Queen Cleopatra , and 
to that Tonne whbmihelnouid chufe • (heeaffv&cd Alexander the younger, but 
was forced by the people to chufe the elder* wlio was furnamed Lathurus y be- 
caufe he obtained the kingdome as it were fccretiy and by ftealth* for the hatred of ^ 6 
his mother he was nicknamed P^//fW*rr.His.ittothcr made him repudiate his dear ^ ^ 
wife,and fitter Cleejiatm^ and marry with the yoynger fitter Selene. Cleopatra, be-* 
ibingdevorced married in Syria with Ax\tochus CyT^cenns , who ihortly after by 
the help of the Cyprians wagcd'war with his brother but loft the bat- 

tail, and was forced to fly to Antioch. Gryfhtts befieged the Town and took it * he 
would have preferve d Cleopatra, as bcinp fiftcr to his wife Triphena , but this 
cruell woman fent foirldicrs to murthcr her,after fhee had taken Sanftuary * but 
Ihortly after Jn another battaile*! Cfiicenus had the better of his brother, 
who tookb Gryphns his wife, whom be cm fed to be killed for murthering of her 
fifter. * ” 

' Cleopatra Ptolemies jfeothcr caufed the people to rife againft him, (hee baniflied 
his wife Selene after (hec had borne him two fonsihee made Alexander the young- 
20 cr fon King, and perfuds with openwarre hereldcft fonne into Cyprus , who 
efcaped from thence, fhee being enraged at the Generali of her Army, for 
differing her fonne to eiape, duffed mm to be flaine. Shee had in great e- 
tteeme Chela as and Asian: as the formes of Out as, who built the Temple in He¬ 
liopolis, for thefetwo were faithullro her. Whileft Grypfms and Cy\hems 
were ftriving for Syria, Alexander befiegeth Ptolemy and waftes the coun¬ 
tries of the Gazcans and Dorenfcs* thefe expc&ingno fuccour from the Kings 
of Syria coll in Lathunts Alexanders brother,out of Cyprus, who perceiving that 
his brother Alexander meant to betray him, foils with ft re and fword upon Judea, 
and overthrows Alexander in a battail r.ccr Jordan, he killed 30000 Jews, takes 
30 Ptolcmais with divers Caftle c which he throwes down, and was in fomc poffibi- 
lity to recover Egypt from his mother 3 but fhec comes into Syria with a great 
Army under the command of Chelcias and Ananias the Jews, fhec recovers Pto- 
lcmais,and frees the Jews from the feare of Lathams , blit Alexander fearing 
his mothers cruelty betooke himfclfc to a private life. Cleopatra fearing 
left Cytyeatts fbould • affift her eldcft fonne to recover Egypt, fends great 
Forces to- Gryphns, and calls back her fonne Alexander to his kingdome 5 
but intending to murther him, which hee knew well, therefore having 
got her into his power, hee flew her: the people underftanding this pa^ 
ricidc, drove him out of his Kingdome, and rc*cftablilhcd Ptolemy again in 
4 ° his Throne. 

A nttochus Gtyphus being flaine the 29. yeare of his rcigne, his fonne Selencus 
fuccceded, who made warre upon his Uncle Cy^cenus, at laft took him, and 
killed him not long after, his fonne Anti ochas Etthbes revenged his fathers death, 
by driving the murtherer quite out of Syria, who flying into Cilicia, for his 
cxa&ion was burned in the Palace with his friends, his brother A ntio- 
chns wasalfo overthrowne by Eufebes and loft both his Army and life. Afo 
ter him Philip Gryphus his third fonne reigned in a part of Syria. Demetrius 
E itferns the fourth fonne was by P lolcmy Lathams or Lamyrus as Vint arch 
calls him, fent for out of Cnidus and made King of Damaicus. A nttochus 
50 Eufebes ttoutly oppofed thefc two brothers, but yetfhoi tly after was flaine,as 
hee was fighting againft the Parthians in defence of the Queen of the Gala- 
dens. So P hdtp and his brother Demetrius injoyed the Kingdome of Syria, 
this Demetrius was called in by the Jews againft their owne King Alexander 
who in their civill wars had’ killed above 6oouO Jewes, hee drove A- 
lexander to the Mountaines after he had flaine all his Mercenary fouldiers,but 
upon afupplyof 6000Jews. Alexander made him tQ retire back 3 this Deme¬ 
trius

irms would have driven his brother out ot' Syria s who for his ownc defence cals 
in the Arabians and Parthians, thefe forced Diweinns to yeeld, and fent him 
prifoner to M ithnd.it es the Parthian King 3 drortly after he fickncd and died. 
Then did 'ehiltp enjoy Syria alone, but not long, for Anuodus Dttnjfius having 
feifedupon Damalcus, endeavoured to get the kingdomc ofCoelofyriafrom his 
brother Philip, but whileft he was making warre upon A retas King of Arabia, 
Philip invaded Damafc«s,and thought10 carry it by treafon, but was difap- 
pointcd,in the interim, Antiochus fighting againft the Arabians was killed. 

A reus challenged Coclofyria, and overcomes Alexander King of the Jewes near 
Adid. About this time A ppton brother of Lathams by a concubine died, and left 10 
by his laft will to the Romans the kingdome of Cyrene, fotliat part of Lybiawas 
made a province. 

About the time that Hyrctnns bcfieced Samaria > the Romany overthrew Iu- 
gnrthd and leifed upon Numidia. TKis htgurtba was M* fern (fas Grandchilde, 
but adopted by M yap ft. He made warre upon bis brother Hyempfales and kil¬ 
led -him : the like fact Ire fhtended againft the other brother A dberbales, but 
he fled to Rome*, wherefore Ingnrtha fends thither by his Legats a great fum 
of money to draw the Senat to confent, that the kingdome between him and 
A dherbaUs might be divided. Legats with M. Scatmis are fent. But the Ro¬ 
mans perceiving Ingurtha s cunning and bribery, in corrupting their legats,20 
denounce war againft him as a Paricide. Calpburmus Bejiia the Conful is fent in¬ 
to Numidia, but the crafty King bought his peace, and feemingly fubmitted 
himfelfe. He is lent for by the Senat, and upon the publick faith repaires thi¬ 
ther*, in the interim he caufeth Msftv* competitor of the kingdome, being the 
nephew of Mafinifla, to be murthered*, wherefore Sp. Albwus is fent over with 
an army, which the King corrupts with his gold, hereupon the army makes a 
voluntary flight, and gives him the vi&ory. Mttellusto revenge this diflio- 
nour, fals upon the King in earneft, being no wayes moved either with bribes, 
threats or prayers, wafts and plunders all his countrey, feifeth upon his capitall 
totVncs, and drives him quite out of his Kingdome, purfuing him through 30 
riunix and Gaults . At laft Msrins is fent, who being an upftart himielf rai- 
fedan army of the meaner fort, and with incredible valour took Capfa a city 
environed with fands and fcrpcnts.He took alfo Molucba built upon a rocky hi^and 
inacccfliblc. Shortly after he overthrowes not only lugurtha^ but alfo Joe - 
ehns king of Mauritania, who laid claim to Numidia as being next in bloud: 
this Botcbus had in his army 6occo horfc* the fight continued three dayest 
at laft by the help of a great ftormc of raine, which fo moiftned the African 
targets and weapons that they were made unfcrviceablc, the Romans prevai¬ 
led. This battcll was fought near Cirthathc ancienttowneand court of Msfa- 
wjfr. Boicbus to ingratiate himfclf with the Romans, catched lugurtha by a 40 
train and'dehvered him by Sylla the Lcgat to Marius . At laft this crafty King,who 
wont to lay, .that it were an cafic thing to fell Rome if there were a buyer , 
was carrycd chained in Triumph with his ttvo fons before Marius his Cliariot,and 
prefcntly after,was ftrangled in prifon. Marius was the firft that ever entredthc 
Senat in a triumphant garment: he was continued divers years in his office bc- 
caufc of the Cimbrick war. 

The Cimbrians having much of their country overflowed by the fea, were for¬ 
ced to feek out new plantations. They firft fall upon Illyria where they over¬ 
threw Vapyrius Carbo the Conful: then they fend a Petition to Silanus that they 
might have leave to plant themfelves fome where*, their requeft being denyed,j 0 
they refolvc to plant themfelves by force of armes : therefore they fall furioufly 
firft upon S/tow/, then upon Manlius, then upon Ce/>/o, and overthrew all their 
three armies. Then the T/gnrius overcame L. Csfius the Conful upon the borders 
of the Allobroges or Savoyens. A urelius Scaurus alfo was beat with his army by 
the Cimbrians, and himfelf killed by King Belr/s for diflwading him to paffc 
the Alpcs, faying the Romans were invincible. At the river Rhodanus C.Man- 
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lit* r,and SU Strv/liuj C*pio, were defeated by the Cimbrians, 80000 Romans A jur 
were (lain, befides 4000c pages, and drudges who carried wood and water for /1 ' 
the army. Capio is condemned at Home for his temerity to be ftrangled, and 
flung over, the ScaLtGcrnor.i*, and his whole cfhte confifeated his daughters 
died all miferably after they had beenabufed* this judgement fell onOf/o for 
bis facriledge upon the Temple of Tolofa. The Cimbrians having wafted all 
about Rhodanus, and the Pyremeans entred Spain, but were driven out by the 
Celtiberians: Then returning into France, they joyned their forces with the 
Teutones, and having divided their army into three parts, hafte to croffc the 
jo Alpes $ Manus being now Conful the third time, fets upon the Teutones at 
the foot of the Alpes. Hte army being pinched with thirft, complained to him, 
who told them if they were men, they would fight for the river, which was now 
in the poffeflion of the enemy-, upon this they fell furioufly on the Teutones, beat 
them, and got the river, drinking almoft as much bloud as watcr.Of the Teutones 
and Ambrones were (lain 200000 bcfidcs poooo taken-, fearfc 3000efcaped. 
Ttutebodns their Generali \vas (lain: the women petitioned for their lives, which 
being refufed, theyfirft dalhout their childrens brains, then they hangthem- 
felves. 

The Cimbrians having beaten proconfull from the Alpes, ^ 891 ? 

20 enter Italy: againft whom Marius being now the fib time created Coftful is lent. * * 

He taking his opportunity with the advantage of the fun and winde; being aflifted 
by C atulus his forces, falls upon them unawares, and routs them, 140000 of them 
were (lain, 60000 taken. Marius by this victory was honoured with the Con * 
fulflip the fixt time thus the Cimbrians invincible elfcwhe'rc, were eafily 
conquered in Italy, being foftned by the delights thereof. The Cimbrian women 
defpairing of mercy, killed one anorher. Mar/#/his triumph was accompanied 
with a fad dvfaftcr for Pubitcins Mailt ol us murthred his mother * for which 
wickednefle ne was the firft that was fowed in a fack and flung into the fca: 
this Cimbrickwar continued 8. years; Strabo thinks thefeCimbri to be from 
^ 0 thc Cimnrierii, and others, that both arc from Gomcr the fonne of J aphet i the Teii- 
tones were Weftphalians as Melanchtbots gathers out o (Tacitus and Ptolemie .The 
Ambrones dwelt neare the Rhene. 

About this time the Thracians fometimes rhe Macedonian tributaries rebelled, 
wafting Theffalic, and Dalmatia, even ro the Adriatic fea.The Scordifci a people 
moft fierce in Thracia,faith Floras, (but Stadias will have them a people in Gallia 
upon Ifter) totally routed the army of Portias Cato. Didtus beat them home a- 

S im intoThracia. Dru/ius confined them within Danubius. Minuttus wafted 
cm along the river Hebrus, in which many of them were drowned, rhe yce de¬ 
ceiving them. Ptfo went as far as Caucafus and Rhodope. Curio entred Dacia 
40 on the North fide of Danubius. Lucullus marched toTanais, and the lake Mao¬ 
ris. Thefe Barbarians were deftroyedwith fire and fvvord-, many of the cap¬ 
tives were left alive in mifery and pain, having their hands and feet ent 
off. ^ 

Licin'm Narva Prjetor of Sicily, about this time, gave ocafion to the (laves to 
break out again into an open warre. He was commanded to fet all the Ingcnui at 
liberty, bccaufc of the Cimbriari wars,which he refufed to doc •, whereupon 30 
(laves began the rebellion, and grew quickly into a great body, againft whom 
Titinius a captain of the high way men was fent *, whom the (laves flew': and being 
incrcafcd to 6000 made one Salvius a Soothfayer their King:thcn they lay fiege to 
joMorgantina, and beat off Ltcinius as he wascommingto raifethe fiege. S ohms 
feeing the Romans run away, made proclamation, that none fhould be killed who 
flung down his armes, whereupon he was fupplycd with fufficicnt armes. Atbtnio 
aCuician Aftrologer, and captain of the whole legion, joyneshimfclfctoS*/- 
vius who cals himfclfe now Trypbon , and makes his rcgall feat at Tncata ,, which 
he fortificth with walsand trenches,having the command of 40000 men: againft 
him Licinius Lucullus is fent from Rome with 18000. * who fal$ upon the (laves, 
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kilsiooaoof them, in this conflict Athenie was wounded, the reftfiy to Tricala 
which they held outagainft Lncelh,; in the interim,d.eth.A/W fuc- 
ccedshim : againfthim M. Aqmlnu collcgue toMar/wm his fift Confulfliip is 
fent he kilsA^e/H*fighting ftoutly, and was wounded himfclf in the head, he 
overthrowes the 10000 that were left, and the lad 1000 being taken piifoncis, 
were condemned to be thrown to the beads, which they prevented by killing 
one another. 


Chap. IIII.

r Marius hitherto the pillar, now the caterpillar of .his country, (heathes 
^'the conquering fword of Rome into her own bowels, which he had un¬ 
scathed againd her enemies: Having got himfclf to be made Confull thefixt 
rime by bribery and Apuldus Saturnmui Tribune, he endeavoured to renew the 20 
Agrarian lawes,purpolely to bringdown the nobility, which were a fore in his 
cycthatwasanupftarr, or new man. Hecaufed A. Nomius the competitor of 
Saturnisms to be murthered, and M etellus Numidicus to be baniSed, to the 
great grief of all the nobility: and becaufe he was afraid that M emmius would 
be chofcn ConfuH, S aturntnus by his procurement, caufcd Jiim to be murther¬ 
ed. Glaucta , who aimed at the Confulfhip,was amain man for Saturninus *, the 
Senat and people inraged at thefc murthers, made fuch a tumult in the fvrum y 
that they fell to skirmifhing, Manus fided with the dronged party, which was 
the Senat,and drove Saturninus into the Capitoll where he was befieged, and the 
Conduit pipes which conveyed water thitficr cut off* Saturninus openly pro-30 
feffed, that M arms was the caufe of all the trouble. Upon his fubmiflion he 
with his complices were received into the Cun a : but the r people breaking infu- 
rioufly fell upon Saturninus^ and tore him in pieces with S aufeius and Tabienus . 
Glaucta was drawn out of Claudius his houfe, and dain. Cn . D olebella with 
L. Gegamus as they thought to efcapc through the hcarb market, were killed 
alfo. Thefe incendiaries being (lain and their edates condfcatcd, Cato and 
Pompey motioned that MettUus fliouldbc recalled home, but they were oppo- 
fed by Marius^ and Furins the Tribune, and honed Rutilius was banifhed into 
Smyrna,where he fpent his time in dudv. 

Mete/lus being brought back into inc city with great honour, fo difcontcn-40 
ted Marius^ that he went to Mithridates king of Pontus , to incenfe him againd 
the Romans. This was the fonneof that Mithridates , who for his fervice a- 
gaind hr if emus y was rewarded by the Roman Senat with Phrygia the greater. 
When lie was young he ufed fo many Antidotes fearing the treachery of his 
governours. that when he was old, he could, notpoyfon himfclfe. He fpent 7. 
years together in hunting, never all that time cntnng into any houfe * fo fear- 
full he was to be murthered •• but when he came to reign, he enlarged his Do¬ 
minion by lubduing the Scythians, and driving A riebar^anes the Romans 
friend ou^ of Cappadocia, whom Sy/la redored again: he fpake 22 lan¬ 
guages. jo 

Li'vius T)/nft r Tribune of the people dirredup the Italians againd Rome, 
they being denyed the priviledgesof the city, and underdanding Drafts their 
patron was privately murthered, fell upon C.Servtbus the pretor, who was fent 
as aLegattothe Picentes, Samnites and others, and flew him with divers other 
Romans. Hereupon Cn. Vempeins the Pretor was fent againd rhe Piccntcs,with 
an army which was beat by them. So was J«/. Ceftrby the Samnites. Rutili¬ 
us theConful was dain with 8000 Romans by the M arft h which daughter 
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M Arms repayed with the overthrow of Soot. Martians. with jus army 
was ovcrtlirown by the Veftini, but Cefir having renewed his forces iub- 
dued tiic Samnites and Lncanians: upon newes of this viftory the Senat put 
off their Souldiers caflbck whiclt they had put on in the beginning of this war, 
and was their habit of mourning, and betock themfclves again to thesjowne; 

After this Manus puts 6oco Mariians to the (word, and ditarmes 7000* Sylla 
raifeth thefiege from Aeferinawhere the Romans werclhunip. Pompey over¬ 
threw the Piccntes. Thefe good (ucceffes made the Senatputon their Latuh- 
via or white coates imbroidercd with finds of purple refembling broad nail- 
10 heads- Cato overcame the Errufei, Plotins the Vmbri. Pompey took the rich 
city Afculus, killed i8coc Marfians, took 3000 priToners, and drove 4000 to 
the mountains where they died in the fnowandycc. ThcPicentes were utterly 
defeated, whofe Generali htdaciltus poyfoned himfelf. 

Vofthumius hlbinns SylU's Legat was in a tumult murthcred by the fouldicrsy^. ZJ , 
which occafioned the death of 18000 Samnites. Cato, for extolling his ownc a&i- c /C 
ons above thofeof Marine, was knocked down by Marius his Ton. C. G«binius 
is killed. The Veftini and Marrucini are plundrcd, P ompeditts and ob(id<as 
Italian Commanders with their whole army are overthrown by towpeys Legat 
Sulphites at Afculus. Pompey caufed all the commanders to be whipped and be- 
20 headed, and the fervants to be fold. At Rome the Senatand Roman Knights 
fell out about the Agrarian lawes. Livius the Tribune threated C &ptv with 
death for refilling him, and beat P htlip the C onful. Bur ihortly after was 
fo wounded in a tumult, that he was carrycd home half dead. Validns was 
(tabbed with a knife * P htlip and C apio were iulpecled for this murther. 

Mi t hri dates upon thefe troubles in Italy, takes occafion to invade Paphlago- 
nia, Galatia, and Cappadocia 5 threatens alfo Bithynia, and flirres up all the 
EaflagainA the Romans. Sylla then befieging Nola, is chofcn to goe againft 
Mithndates, but he rcfolvcd to take Nola firlt* whereupon Marius being 
now 70 years old, by the help of Sttlpttius the Tribune, obtained the charge of 
j 0 this Mithridattck war, and got thcadl fer Sylla to be repealed. The Tribune not 
content with this, kils Syllds fon inlaw, and fends to S ylla to deliver up his 
Commiffionand the army: Sylla in a rage haflncth to Rome, skirmilheth with 
the faction of M/ir/wrand S ulpitius, and drives them out of the city. M arms 
both father and fon wifh 10 more are by the Senat denounced enemies to the 
State * S ulpitius was betrayed by his fervant, and killed* the fervantdemanding 
his reward, was* made free* but for his treachery to his mafler was flung 
downe from the Tarpcian rock. Manas the fon goeth over to Africk. Old 
Marias hiding himfelf in fomcMarilhes, was by the Minturnians condemned to 
die, but die executioner being de.erredby the majefly of the man, returncs 
40 without doing him any hurt. So he . fades over to his fon into Africa. Sylla 
reignes at Rome* his Colleague <%±Pompetus Conful isflain by Cn. Pompeius 
the Proconful,for demanding the army from him. 

Mit bn dates in the mean time fubducth Phrygia and Afia, and caufethallthc 
Romans that were found in Afil to be (lain in one day. The city Rhodus held 
out for the Romans, and beat M ithridates by fea. He fends Arch elans into 
Greece with an army of 120000 men. who lubdue Achaja and Athens . But 
whilefl Sylla was about to raife the liege from Athens, the fire of difeord 
breaks out again at Rome under Corn. Ctnna and Cn. O flavins Confuls. Cinna 
would have Marius , and the others baniihed by Sylla to be recalled * herein 
50 Otiavius refifts him, and drives:him out of the city. Manus in the interim 
rcturnesfrom Africa. The army at Nola under jfffsus Claudius joyned with 
Ctnna * the Italians whofe caufe Cinna much favoured, unite themielves in a 
great body to him. So that the army confiftcd of 30 legions. Cn. Pompetus the 
father ot great Pompey, after'much wavering encounters with Sylla under the 
city wals, where a great battell was fought. In it_werc two brothers, the on« 
having killed the other ignorantly, who as he .was. Gripping his dead corps, 
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perceived it to be his brother* and with grief ftabbed himfelfe over his bro¬ 
thers body, fo both were burned together in the fame pile. Cwna and M arias 
divide their army into four parts, two whereof were committed to Strtorins 
and Q*rbo: after many skirmiflics and much (laughter, C mm is received in¬ 
to the city, and after him Marins. Fcmpey is flruck dead with a thunderclap, 
his army deftroyed by the plague. ottavius is murthered, and his head cx- 
pofcdto the publick view before the Rojlra or pleading place, wbich was a great ^ 
building within the forum Romanum^ and in it a pulpit called Rojlra befet with 
the fterns of Blips taken from the enemies. The head of O. Antonins was pre¬ 
sented upon Marius his table; C.C t[*r, and Fimbria were murthered in their 10 
ownc clofets at home. Craffus both the father and fonne were (lain in the 
fight of each other. Bebiw and Numitor were dragged by the hangmen through 
the Forum. Catnlus killed himfelfe. Mmtla y who was made J upiters prieft,bc- 
fprinklcd his ldoll with his ownc bloudmo rich man at that time could eicape. 
t inna and Manus create each other Conful, without calling the Gomitia or 
Parliament. But fhortly after M arms dieth, being diftratted in minde. In 
thefe troubles many of the nobility fled to Sylla in Achaia and Alia * who had 
recovered Athens from Muhndates^ and had killed above 200000 of Iris men, 
and had taken near as manv pritoners. 

L. FL cchs fuccecds Sylla, fie was hated of the army for his covctoufncfTe,20 
andflainby C. Fimbria wl o fuccecded him. This had good fucceffe againft 
Mitkndatc: ,100k Pergamus, and almoft had taken the King in it. He overrhew 
Ilion the townc * and recovered a great part of Afia from M ithridatts. Sylla 
in the interim overthrew the Thracians wafting Macedonia. Cinna and Papirius 
Garbo made themfclvcsConfuls for two years: L . Valerius Flaccus , and other 
peaceable men.fentto Syllaxo have peace eftablilhed 5 but O rna raifed an ar¬ 
my: and as he was forcing the fouldicrs to goc on fhip-board at Ancona was 
ftoned to death: thcnO^ was Conful alone. Sylla rook Afia,Bithynia, and * 
Cappadocia from M it hr 1 dates. Fimbria being forfaken by his army which 
went to S> 74 i, made his ownc fervant to kill him. Sylla returnes this anfwcr30 
by the Legats to the Senat, that he would fubrnit, conditionally the citizens 
banifhed by China might be reftored. This was refilled by fa&ious Garbo and 
bis crew. Syllds Legats who were lent with articles of peace, were abufedby 
the Confuls Narbonus and Gorn. S cipio Afiaticus^ both whom Sylla, overcame 
near Capua, and let Scipio goe without any hurt. So moderate was he both in 
his victories over his country men, and carefull rather to iubdue the common 
enemy, then to revenge particular wrongs Fcmpey the fon of him w'ho took Af- 
culus, having raifed an army of Voluntcirs, joyned himfelfe with Sylla, andfo 
did all the Nobility. 

Young Manus and Corbo^ Confuls, to be revenged on. the Senat fidingnow^o 
with Sylla , bcfetjthc Curia with fouldiers under Damajippus the Pretor*and 
killed every one as he came out, and tmirthers were committed every wLere 
in the city. Pontius Telejinus Generali of the Samnites, with an army of 40000 
fought fo with Sylla ax the port Collina, that the city was in danger to have 
been deftroyed urterly* for he faid that Italy fliould never want wolves tode* . 
vour their liberties, untill the w f ood that flicltred them were cut down. The fight 
continued till it was paft midnight, at laft the Samnites retreated, and Telefinus 
the next morning was found gafping for life* whofe head Sylla caufcd to be 
carryed about Prseneftc where Marius w r as 5 who now dcfpairing tryed to 
cfcapc, butw’as prevented and flain. ThcnSy//* obtained the title of Happy , ifj 0 
there be happinefle in fhedding of bloud, for he (lew above 70000 in his wars 
again ft Manns and Tclcfinus , by Mctcllus^ Luculhts and the Scrvilii he over¬ 
threw the armies of Garbo . He killed 8000 of thofc that ycclded to him, 2000 
ofthofe that were Profcripti ( whofe goods were confifcatcd , and the perfons 
thcmfelvcsto be banillicd) fuffred death. Marius his brother was murthered by 
degrees,firft having his hands and feet cut off,then his eyes put out* he kil¬ 
led 
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led all the Prcneflinians, he killed Carbo in Sicilie and many o:!ier cruel! ads^ 
hee did, rhen he was made Diti.itor , none having had this honour till now, 
fincc Jianrihls departure cut of Italy, which was lioycatcs fpace: Ik had 24 
fajees or bundles of rods with axes carried before him, hee weakened the Tri- 
buniciall power, by debarring them from making Lawcs and publick fpccches. 

Hee filled lip the Senat with Knights-, and killed his friend Lucretius Ajr/U 
for offering without his confcnt to demand the Confulfliip: he cncreafcd the . 
Colledges of Pricfts andAuguresro 15. hcc fold the goods of the banifiicd 
and debarred their children of all honours-, hcetooke Nola, and divided the 
10 lands of the Samnites, among 47. Regions. By Cn. ro?npr ns he overcame and 
flew Domitius that was ba nil lied*, and larbas king of Numidia *, hee was fcver6 
againfl the bani(lied and thofc that received them, that Daftia the wife of Mctct- 
lus refufcdtolet him in though difguifed, wherefore he flew himfelfe,befprink- 
ling his unthankfull gate with his ownc blond, at laft being flighted by the 
people and Senat having laid downc his Di&atorfhip 2 yearcs after he dyed at 
Cumc of the lowfie difeafe, and his body was burned honourab’y in the 
cum fits Marti us. M. Lefidns would have repealed all his a<fbs* bur by Catnlus 
his Fellow' Conful hee was banifhed Italy, and dyed in Sardinia. About thi$ 
time the Roman Capitol, and the Delphic Temple were burned. ThcfeCivill 
iobroiics at Rome were prefaced by fire from Heaven, by unufuall haile and 
flormes, by the running of Sheep and Oxen out of their Rabies and folds to the 
hils and woods, by bloud gulKing out of bread ,> and by the unufuall howling of 
dogs,and great Earthquakes.

CYria being nowtorne inpecccs by Civilhvars, Aretas reigning in one port, 

^and Antiochus in another, Tygranes King of Armenia is fent for, Mit hr 1 dates ' * * 
not being able to a ffiil them, becaufe of his warres with the Romans, and Ptole¬ 
my King of Egvpt they durfl not truft, as aiming at Syria himfelfe. Therefore 
having fubdued the Gordycans, Atropatcnians, and Mefopotamians, croffeth 
Euphrates and feifeth upon Syria and Phenicia hee befiegeth Ptolcmais with 
40 50000 men, at laft hee tookeit, and in it Cleopatra Sctene , being banifiicd* 
out of Syria, whom hee flew. Antiochus was driven to a corner of Cilicia, 
and Tigran es poffcflcd the greater part of Syria for 18 yeares together, in tvhofc 
time there penftied by Earth-quakes there 17000 men,and many towns, aprefage 
of the great change that was at hand,fo r the whole kingdome of the Selcncida , was 
feifed upon by the Romans. 

Alexandra Alexanders widow now reigned in P def ine under whom the 
Pharifees were lb powerful!, that they rilled all and put many good men to death, 
who did not favour their fadion. Alexanders cldcft Ion Hyrcantts was then High 
Pricft. Arifiohulus the younger had no command,*the Queen fent ricfi prefentsto 
joTigraves whileft he lay before Ptolcmais,by which fticansihce kept her countrey in 
quictncflc 9 yeares, but whileft (lie lay Cck,A rifiobnius feifeth upon divers Towns 
and Forts,and fo makes himfelfe King, caunng Hyrcanus to content himfelfe with 
the Pricft-hood. 

InEgyt Lathyrus being dead, another Ptolemy fuccccds. He was accounted 
the fon of Lathyrus by a Concubine. Ptolemy the (on of Alexander was with Syl~ 
h, whom he made King of Alexandria, but the Citizens not induring his info- 
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A/f lency killed him the 19 day of his reigne*, his brother fuccccds, and him they ba- 
nilhed*, at laft Ambus who called himlelfe Bacchus fuccceded, famous in nothing 
butin’luxury, and piping,for which he was called AnUtes . 

The valiantcft of all thofc whom Sylia proferibed was £K Scrtorius , 
whole valour was known both in Africk,the Baleares and the Fortunate Ulands, 
at laft Spaine under him rebelled-, hcc overthrew L. Manlius Proconfulof 
Gallia, and M. Ant owe Legar, by Hirfuleins theQucftor*, hec took in many 
towncs, and threatned Italy it Yclfe. But Metellns Fins overthrew 
hirtnlatu his Army in Betica now called Granata or Granada * and Fompey 
(who being as yet"but Queftor, was honoured with Confular authority, a 10 
thin*4 not tiluall; recovered Gallia*, (hortly after Scrtorius overcame both 
Mete Ibis and Ferpenna , who within a while lay fiege to the Townc Cala- 
gurium; which made Serttnus jealous of his friends, many of whom hec 
put to the fword upon fufpicion of treafon. Mstbndates upon this enters in¬ 
to league with Scrtorius by whofc hclpehec overthrew M. Aurelius Cotta the 
Conful neer Chalcedon, 12000 Remans were loft in the Sea fight, 5000 in 
the land skirmiih.Mf/r/to/and Fompey were fain to give over the fiege ofCa- 
lagurium: at laft Scrtorius being betrayed by feme ot ylntonies and P erpennds fu¬ 
gitives was flainc at a feaft, this P e/penna and M arms were afterward dc- 
ftroyed with their Armies by P empty , who recovered Spain after 10 years 20 
war by the Roman Commanders ftriving for maftcry, Calagurium was ftarved 
and at laft burned. 

ZJ. The Spartickwar followcs immediately upon the Scrtorian, one Spartacus a 
Thracian louldicr, then a highway-man, at laft a Gladiator or Fencer, with 74 
• more Fencers being Ihut up in Capua by Lentulus ^ broke loofe, and betake 
thcmfelves to the hill Vefuvius, then Claudius P///r^rbefcts them round, bur 
they fuddenly fell upon Claudius hiscampeand furprifedit* the like they did 
to P. Vorenus Pretor, or chiefe J uftice s then they overrun Campania plunder¬ 
ing all, even Nola and Nuceria, Thurus and Metapontum, their Armyin- 
creafed dayly, malecontcrits from all places flocking to them, for want of bctteujQ 
arms they made thcmfelves Targets of twigs covered with bcafts skinnes and 
fwords,and darts of the prifoners iron fetters,they quickly alfo horfed thcmfelves, 
their Captaine Spartacus had the Fafces carried before him, which were taken 
from the Prctors.Thefc Rebels overcame both Ltntnlus and Cajsius y and intended 
to fall upon Rome*,but M Mantns Crajjus firft overthrew 30000 of the Gaulcsand 
Germans, who aflifted Spartacus , then he fell upon Spartacus his ownc Army and 
killed 6coco fugitives-,took 6000 prifoners,the reft that thought to cfcapc to Sicily 
for want of (hipping, were feifed upon, and killed with Spartacus their Captain. 

The war was fcarce ended,. when the Romans were forced to fend an Army to 
iupprefle the Dardanians and Scordifci (a people of Pannonia, fome fay of Thra- 
cia) who overrun Macedonia ^ thefc Scordilci ufcdto drinke out of dead mens 
skills, againft thefc A f. Claudius was fcnt,and Cur 10 Scnbontus: (hips arc alfo rig¬ 
ged out to fupprcflctheCilician Pyrates who much infefted the Sea. P.Servibus 
lubducd Cilicia and Pamphilia, took the chief Towns of Lycia,and overcame the 
Ifauri, whence he was called Ijattricns -, thefe Ifauri arc at the foot of Mount 
Taurus*,the firft Roman that pafledthis Mountain was this S trviitus.Cononius the 
Proconful conquered Dalmatia and after 2 years fiege tooke Solone a great City. 

lAithridates having broke the league he made with Sylia, invaded Cappa¬ 
docia by Tygranes his fon in law: againft him the two Confuls Lie mins LucutLus 
and Aurelius Cotta are fent. Cotta was worfted and driven into Chalcedon. 

M tthrtdates removes thence and fits downc before Cyzicumarich and popular 
City in an Iflandof the fame name within the Propontis, fo called from the 
King Cy\icus whom ylyfjes killed 5 this place was an inlet to Afia, but Lucnllus 
comes and raifeth the fii ge, and drives him into Byzantium. lAithridates loft 
then alfo his fleet of 100 (Kips, with all his provision and furniture 5 and it's 
thought, that hee loft by Sea and land in the fiege of Cyzicum above 300000 

men 
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mcn,amongft whom yarns dyed, with diverso hers proferibed by SylU. Yet A M 

Mithridates though thus weakened will not yccld but ftirs up the Armenians, I- ' 1 ' 

berians, Cafpians and Albanians againft Lncullm r, who had now lent to the Sc- 
nat his Laurcat Letters ;n token of viftory* for fo Conquerors ufc todoel 
Rich Ltfcif/lns,Cra(Jns,arACn.\>ompejus were now Confuls: they reftored the 
Tribunitian power againe, which ^//ahad wcakned. Cotta a little before had 
advanced the order of Knighthood-, at that time CM.TnL Cicero bein<* Queftor 
drove Verres Pretor of^Sicily out of his place by his eloquence, accusing him of 
oppreffion: And fuch corruption was at Rome, that L. edhus and C. Lentulus 
10 Cenfors, removed 6 4 Senators from their places. LhcuUm iq the interim reco¬ 
vers Paphlagonia and Bithynia .- invades Pontus,takes the two chief C/ties there¬ 
of, kills 30000 of Mithridates his Army, and purfucs him to Comana .* the crafty 
King to hinder the Romans from purfuing him, caufed money and rich things to 
be ft rawed in the way, andfo with 2000 horfe he efcapcd to Tigrancs,who did 
not admit him into his prefence, but gave order hce lhould bee ufed like a 
King. ^ 

Mithridates now defpairing of himfelfj fent Beech us his Evneuchto his Pa¬ 
lace, to kill all his wives fifters, and Concubines, which being done, the Go¬ 
vernors ofalmoft all the Garrifons fell off from him 10 Lnculhu^o whom La- 
20 chares Mithridates hisfonne fent a crowite of gold: hce tookc divers Sea towns, 
heepurfuesT^r^w and defeats his army for refufing to deliver up Mithridates 
and overthrowes 300000 men being invited by the Grecians, he befiegeth and 
takethTygranoccrtalately built: he makes Antiochus the lonnc of Ci\ycenus 
King of Syria, llithridates flics to Pontus * Tygranes into the remoreft 
parts of Armenia 5 whom Lncullus could notpurfue becaufcof the winter, but 
upon a mutiny in Locnllus his Army for want of pay, the fouJdiers refufed to 
inarch. Which gave opportunity for Tygranes and Mithridates to renew their 
Forces. Mithridates flew C.Tnarius , Lncullus his Legat, and overthrew his 
Army, among the dead bodies were found ijo Centurions and 24 Tribunes 
Soflaine: the Sea even to //ereWw pillars, were fo filled with Pyrats by Mithridates 
and the the Cretans,that all provifion and commerce with Rome was intercepted, 
till Crect was lubdued by Q.M etellns called therefore Creticus , and the Sea fcow- 
red of Pirates by Vompey^ which was done in 40 dayesfpace, fuch of the Pirats 
as efcapcd had lands affigned them in Cilicia, far from the Sca,that in ftcad of pi¬ 
racy ,they might be cxerriicd in husbandry. 

Cn.Manthus the Tribune, being alfifted by Cicero and Cefar got an aftropaflc 
that P empty fliould have the chirge of the Mitbridatick warre -, this caufed great 
emulation between Pompy and Lucnflns. Pompey accufed Lncullus of avarice 
and profufion , calling him the gowned Xerxes > and he againe accufrd Pcmpey 
40 of pride and ambition* yet nonvithftanding full power is committed 10 Pcmpey 
overall the Roman Armies without Italy, with an ample Commiflion to de¬ 
clare friends or foes whom he pleafed*: never had any before him the like power 5 
hee was alfo the firft Roman Generali that ventured over Euphrates : who ha¬ 
ving made a bridge of Boatcs, falls upon Mithridates fuddenly, and routs him 
in one batteil,thcn purfues him tb Colchi * but Oror^es king 6f Albania and Arte - 
cus King ofHeberia with 70000 in ambufli thought to intrap him-, but heundcr- 
ftanding the plot befet the wood,where they were, and fet it on Arc, that the ene¬ 
my was forced to fubmit and give hoftages : in the meane while M \LucuIIhs Go¬ 
ve rnour of Macedonia overthrowes the Bcffi a people in Thratia ncef Pontus a- 
jobout hill ifcrtius, and made all their country tributary while ft the other L.Lucul- 
Itn was taking in Nifibis upon Tigris. 

Pompy being now furc of Mithridates^ marcheth againft Tigrant's his alTociare r 
who having overthrown the Seleucida called himfelfc King of Kings, heehad 39 °^ c 
three formes by Mithridates his daughter, one of them he flew for rebelling, the 
other he killed in hunting, for not helping up his Father when hce fell from his 
horfe, but fuppofing him dead with the fall, took the Crownc from his head,and 
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fet it on his own : the thud Ton Tigrants^ rebelled againft his father, and being o- 
verthrown ftedioPbraates King of Parthia, and from him, humbly to Pompy: 
fo did old Tigranes ,who prefented him with 6000 talents*, and the fouldiers with 
500 drachms: whereupon he obtained pardon, and the Government of the 
greater Armenia, conditionally that he did furrendcr all his late conquered coun¬ 
tries. He furrendred all Syria, from Euphrates to the Sea, which he had taken ’ 
from Antiochus Lnfebes. Young Tigranes obtained the Idler Armenia which he 
did not long enjoy*, for whileft he was confpiring with the Parthians againft his 
Father, heewas apprehended by the Homans, led in triumph, and dyed in pri- 
fon. Verupt) having built Nicopolis in the Idler Armenia, he beftowes the 
Kingdome of Cappadocia upon Aribar\anes with the Provinces of Sophena and 10 
Gordcna,and makes Syria a Province, which he refuted to confer upon Ahtiocbm 
Cermgerms^ the fon of Bufebes, though he petitioned for it. 

Shortly after this Catalin with Lent ulus, Ceihegus^ and many other difeon- 
tented Gentlemen confpirc agairft the State. Cicero that year was made Conful, 
who by his induftry detc&cd the plot, and by his eloquence overthrew it. 
Lent ulus with fome noblemen are apprehended, imprisoned, and executed by 
the Confuls command, and Cate* s periwafion , though Cafar fpoke againft it. 

Cat i l in being driven out of the City,tailed an army in Italy, which was deftfoyed, 2 o 
and he fighting ftoutly was killed.In this interim M it bri dates tvas betrayed by his 
fonne Pbarnaies, who had got the Armies good will*, he fearing to be delivered up 
by his fon to the Romans, attempted to poyfon himfelfe, but could not, being his 
body was fo ufed to antidotes. Which is no wonder, for we read of fome who have 
fed altogether on poyfon,and could not cat any other foo d.Galen fpcaks of an old 
woman at Athens who lived altogether on Hemlock •, and Albert ns Magnus knew a 
maid whofc ordinary dyct were Spiders. But Mit bri dates did by the fword, which 
lie could not by poyfon: he was 69 years old when he killed himfelfe, lie reigned 
57. vharnaces by fending his fathers corps totheencray, obtained the Kingdome 
ofBofphorus. 30 

Antipateriht Idumeaii about this time fomenting the difeord between Hyrea- 
ms and his brother Arifiobnhts about thekingdoine of Judea, had drawn thi¬ 
ther 50000 men under A ret as King of Arabia Nabatbea , he overthrows Ariftobu- 
lus in a battell and fliuts him up within Jcrufalcm, during the liege, onus that 
holy man was floned to death by the bcficgcr$,bccaufe he would not pray for their 
fuccefle: therefore God punilbed them with famine. Anfiobulus procured M. 

Sc auras for 400 talents to raife the ficge: he purfues them in the flight and kills 
7000 of them, among the reft Antipaters brother who had raifed the warre. 
Tempey was now at Damafeus taken lately from Areats by Me tell us and Lolli- 
ns Legatsor Lievetenants Generali to Powpty. Anfiobulus prefents Pempey with 40 
the golden Vine worth 500talents: the Romans thought that the jewes in 
honour of Bacchus kept this Vine. Pompey having heard both the brothers plead 
difmifTcd them with a promiic that he would ihortly vifit them *, as foonc as 
he had fetled the Nabathcan affaires-,but Arfi chains fcifcthonthc Caftlcs,and to 
fheltcr himfclffrom Pompey , whofc anger by this mcanes he had procured,haft- 
cned to Jerufalem, but fearing left Pompey who was now marching after him 
through the woods of Jericho, fliould overtake him , fubmitted himfelfe, and 
obtained pardon, Gabinitis is fentto Jerufalem to receive the moneys, but is 
kept out by the fouldiers, wherefore Arifiobulus is fecured', and Jerufalem 
beiieged. PifoPornpeyS Legat is received into the City and Palace, but is kept y 0 
out of the Temple by the Garrifon of Mount Sion. Which hec beficgern, 
and the third month takes it, on the day of expiation 12000 of them were flam* 

P empty entered into the Holy of Holyes, but medlcd not with the Treafures : 

Hcc rcftorcs Ilyreams to his Priefthood, but not to ,the Crowne: hcc re- 
ftores Samaria, Azotus, Pella with other Townes overthrowne by the Jews, 
to their ancient Inhabitants: hcc carrycd with him to Rome in chaincs A- 
rifiobulus with his two fonnes, one of which namely Alexander made an 
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efcape by that way and raifcd new troubles in Judea, againft whom Gahi- A 7 \/T 
TJttts is fent, to him A lexsndcr fubmits and delivers up the Cattles hce had^ 1 * 1 * 

taken , all which Gabinius demolished , Alexanders mother being gratious with 
Cabintns obtained his pardon* and procured 5 Courts of Jutticctobeere&cd 
through Judea in 5 Cities, ro wit, in Jerufalcni, Gadara, Amathus, Jericho, and -j) 

Saphora. . 

Pmpey having cleared the Sea of Pyrats, overthrown Mithriiates , fubdued 0 Q Qt 
Armenia, and all the neighbour Nations to Egypt, beftowed Gallogrecia oi-s®' 1 * 
Galiatia on JDeje tarns , Paplilagonia on Attains^ C oleh on Ariftarchns , and 
10 .15000 talents on the Armies: returns to Rome, where with great iolcmnity and 
gratulation$,he obtains the name of Pvmpey the great, he enters into a League with 
Cf/ar, who having conquered Lufitama irt his" Prerorfliip was now Conful, and 
with M. Crffus * thefc three divided the Scnat into factions, onely Cats 
with a few others preferred the publick good to their owne private intcrcfts. 

Cafar promotes the Agrarian Lawes, by which the Publick Lands are af- 
figned to the common people, and 20000 men arc fent to plant. Cicero 
is banilhcd, his goods plundered , ahd his hou(e pulled downe by the means . . 
of P . Clodins a rich, but a wicked man, who was found in womens ap-3913. 
parcll in the folemnities of Bent Dea. He by bribery having got himfelfc 7 
zo to bee made Tribune, never retted till Cicero was banilhed, who with 
C/efar accufcd him for murthcring Lentulus and Cetbegur , w hen he was Con- 
ful* thus Cicero was forced in the night time to depart the City, and returned 
not in 16 moneths, after which time he returned,and was received with great joy. 

About this time Clodius the Tribune got an A& topafle againft Cyprus j that 
the wealth thereof (hould be brought into the publick treafure: this he did to be 
revenged on the King of Cyprus, who refufedto ranfome Clodius when hereto¬ 
fore he was taken priloner by. the Py rats: the King hearing of this Aft poyfoned 
himfelfc. Cato is imployed in this bufineffe, who brings with him to Rome all 
the wealth of Cyprus. Ptolemy had nothing left him now but Egypt, his bro* 

30 thcr being dead, and Cyprus loft y therefore labours earneftly, to make the Ro¬ 
mans his friends: but his power was fo fmall at home that he could not lave one 
Roman, who had ignorantly killed a Cat (afacred creature among the Egyp¬ 
tians) from punilhment:. atiaft for his exadionshee was driven out of his King- 
dome by the Alexandrians, who crowned Berenice his eldett daughter, though 
he had Tons, becaufe lbce only was legitimate, this Queen (hortly after her mar¬ 
riage (bangles Cjbiofattes her husband for his fordid bafenefle * and marries with 
Archelaus , who called himfelf the fon o iMithfidates , whereas he was indeed the • 
fon of that Archelaus who warred with Sylla in Greece.

C H A P. V I. 

I. Oefars exploits in Gallia^ Germany and Britain. 2. The affaires of Komi 
under Pompy, Craftiis and Marcellus. 3. Crattiis his mi[carriage in Afta, 
4. Some parages of Iudea and Egypt. 5. of Ckcvoand Cato. 

Q Jut. Cafar having got 5 ooo talents from Anletes King of Egypt, to re-in- 
thronc nira , undertakes the Government of Gallia and Illyricum with 4* 
50 Legions for 5 years, and to ftrengthcnhimfelfe the better, beftowes his daughter 
Julia upon Pompey. He overthrew 47000 Helvetians, who not content with 
their owne habitations,., burnt downe,their owne walls-,-and drive to ob¬ 
tain new Plantations. : After this .Cafar overthrowes Arioviflus King of the 
Germans, who refufed to^ome-to him being fent for* faying he was a better man 
then C<e/4r, and refufed to depart out of Gallia,. (hewing that Cafar had no more 
power to meddle with his affaires, then hee had to meddle with CWwthis ftout 

' anfwct 
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a ~TUf anfvvcr of the Kings fo difmayed the fouldiers , that even the chicfcft and ftouteft 
***• of the maine body began to make their laft wills: but Cafar bravely roufed 
their drooping fpirits by his eloquence: Anovtslits did fo befet his ar¬ 
my round with wagons and carts , that no hope there was of flight, multitudes 
of women were imployed, with their cries and ftretchea outarmesto diflwade 
the fouldiers from cowaidifc,the Germans came info fall upon the Romans tliat 
they had noufe of their darts,but fell to their fwords hand to hand: the Germans 
defended their heads with their Targets, bit the Romans fell fo ftirioufly on, that 
they plucked their Targets out of their hands, which caufed the Gt nnans to flye 5 
in which flight multitudes were foWcd^A now fins cfcaped over the river llhcnc,but 10 
one of his daughters was taken. 

The Bclg& tearing the Ioffe of their liberty, raifed an Army of 272000 men, 
with whom Cafar would not encounter but broke them with delays,and weakened 
them with often skirmiflics * in which he had alwayes the better: he fubdued 
the Soiflfons in the Province of Rhemes: with the Bellovaci or people of Beau¬ 
vais and the Ambiani alfo, or people of Amiens in Picardic. Thcie gave C\e- 
far hoftages for their fidelity: but theNerviior thofe about 1 ornay, with the 
Adtiatici about Beaumont were not fo cafily mattered * their liberty was not loft, 
without the lofTe of muclibloud, both of the Romans and of their own: the 
Vcragriand Scduni inhabiting the Alpes did much trouble Strutut Galba his 20 
Winter quarters* after C*f<r was gone into Italy, Galba was left there for to 
fecurc the paffages for Merchants that travelled that way. He by a fudden ir¬ 
ruption put the enemy to flight : Cafar ftippofing Gallia had been quiet, march- 
eth into Illyricum* the countrcy being commanded to viftuall his Army, rai¬ 
fed great Forces againft him, and were affifted by theOfifini, Lexobii, Morini, 
and others inhabiting the Sea coaft of Britaine and Normandie* they alfo fend 
for aid out of great Britaine over againft them: it behoved therefore Cafar to 
provide (hipping, which he did * and though hee was much crofted both with 
the tides and windes, and unfcrviccablenefle of hislhips, yet partly by the Ro¬ 
man valour, partly by the ftratagem of iharphookes faftned to long poles laid 30 
athwart, by which the ropes of the croffe malls was cut, fo that the failcs fell 
down, and could doe no fcrvice to the enemy, Cafar got the viftory. About the 
fame time ^ Ttturitts Sabinas fubdued the Eburones, or the people of En- 
reux 9 and P. Craffus mattered Gafconia not without much expence of 
bloud. 

The yearc following Pompey and Crafftu being Confuls again, the Germans 
paffed over with a great Army,thc Rhene, but were fo defeated, that there per¬ 
illed of them partly by the fword, partly by fubmerfion in the river 430000* 
3017 . then did Cafar make a bridge over the Rhene, and drove the Suevi into their 
' woods and bogges, in this interim Cato being angry that Vat ini m obtained the 40 
Pretorlhip which he fued for, endeavoured to hinder the palfing of that Aft by 
which Pompey was made Govcrnour of Spain, Cafar of Gallia and Germany, 
and Crafts* of Syria for 5 years: but the Aft patted, Cato was laid in chains, and 
thisTriumvirat ruled all in Rome. Gabinim is fent againft the Parthians, with 
order to rcftorc Ptolemy to his kingdome, and put out Archelau* whom the 
Egyptians had chofen for their King. Ptolemy remunerates Gabmius with the 
wealth of Egypt, puts Berenice to death, with the wealthieft men of his king- 
dome. * ’ 

t , Cdfar paifed over the Sea into great Britain,whofe fudden arrivall fo affrighted, 
the Inhabitants, that they prefently delivered up to him their armes and hoftages* 53 
heedid not march far at this time into the I (land, becaufca great part of his 
FJeet was caft away in a ftorm, but thefccond time he came over, hecincreafed 
both his Fleet and Army, and drove theBritains all the w f ay before him even 
into the Calydonian woods in Scotland: he laid in chaincs Cingatonges one of 
their Kings and fo returned with a great booty * in the mean while Ariflobtilus e- 
fcaped outofprifoiv and makes new work for Gabinins by'fcifing upon a Fort 

which 
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which he could not hold above two dayes. , Wherefore he was apprehended 
and fent back again to Rome with his lonnc Antigonus: but Alexander the 
{brine of Artficbulus raifed iuddenly an Army m Jndea and encountrcd with 
Gabmius , bur hee loft the day, and-withail 20000 Jewes. Gabintus having 
fctlcd Judea, went againrt the Nabathcans, and defeated thein. But hee was 
acciiied at Rome for letring goe Mrthridaret and Or fanes x\\c fonnes of Phra- 
ates , who being banifhed by their brother Orodes\ fled to the Romans for pro¬ 
tection, but he was bribed.; andfo gaveout that thefe two had made a private c- 
feape*, he Wasalfoaccufed by Cicero lately returned from his bamfhmcnt, that 
loheehadopprdfed Syria Avith covetous exadions, and had re-eftabhfhed Ptole¬ 
my without command froiti the People, contrary ro Sibyllas oracles. P empty and 
Cafar tooke Gabmtts his parr, and made Cicero to defend him, whom he had before 
accufed, fo that he got the name of Tranffuga^ or turnc-coat. Gabtmus notwitfa 
Banding was condemned by the people, and M. Lictnitts Crajjus put in'his 
place. : , — 

Crafl/ts more covetous then his Predeceflor, robbed the Temple of Jerufalcm 
of ioooo talents, and a golden beam weighing 300 mint. Every mina weighs 
1 1 ounces and a half,which was more then the Roman pound /by 4. drachmes, 

Hee invaded the Parthians, having no Commiflion from Rome, and plunder- 
20 cd Mefopotamia. Orodes fent to know why hcc broke the peace, hecanfwer- 
cd, that Scleuaa his chiefe City {hoUld know r the rcafon. Hereupon Orodes 
fends to keep Ambries the fonne of Tygranes from aiding Crjjfus, who paf* 

Ting over Euphrates being warned to-the contrary was circumvented by the 
Parthians who laid an ambuflifor himthere'was killed the fonne of Craffus 
a gallant young man, ’with many Senators and Confular men •, at laftC raffus 
was taken by Sureties the Parthian Generali and killed*, they powered melted 
gold into his motuh, tofliewhiscdyetoufncfle-, for he was wont to fay, he Was a 
poor man that could not maintaine an Army in the fieldfome of the Romans c- 
icaped to Carrx a City in Mefopotamia beyond Edefla, where Caracalla alio died* 
jo Cafins Longinus having recolleded the difperfed Forces quelled the infurre- 
dionsof Syria and Judea upon this overthrow',he defeated Antiochus Comagenus 
and beat the Parthian Army from Antiochia, having flainc their tw'o chiefe 
Commanders, ofaces and Pacorns. Cicero had now an Army in Cilicia, his own 
Pcovincc,whcrc he tooke in the City Pindevi(Tus,<hewing that he deferved to bee Epift.fam 
Called Pmdeviffirms^ as Scifio to be called Afncanns^ how ever, he was called Impc* 2.epift 10. 
rater or Lord Generali. 

• Whilcft the ftatc of things went thus irt the eaft* Cdfar in the weft was much 
vexed by the Gaules* Ambtcrix their Generali had circumvented Cotta and 
Sabi Tins C a fan LcGtfts and by the hclpe 6f the Ebutoncs,and Advattci^ overthrew 
49 the whole Roman Legion, then joining themfelves to the Nervii, fetupon 
Cicero's winter quarters, and befieged him: he prefcntly by a letter tyed to a Jave¬ 
lin implores Cajars help,who returns him an anfwcr in Greek faftned to the loope 
or firing ofthc dart, which the bearer flin^ within the Fort. The Gaulcsbeing 
6othouiand ftrong, left the fiege, when they heard of Caftrs coming and march 
diredly againft him, hee by a counterfeit flight drawes them to a place of difad* 
vantage, where he killed multitudes of them, and difarmed the reft. Labienus o- 
vcitamc theTreviri and flew Induct mar ns their Leader,C afar fearing the revolt 
of the Gaulcs procured from PomPey ,being then at Rome, 3. new Legions, then 
hcc pafleth over the Rhcne to enaftifethe Germans, for fending fupply to the 
foTrcviti*, butunderftandingthatthc Sucviinthe entry of the Forrcft Hircynta 
waited for the Roman Army *, hcc cut downc a part of the bridge,and c reded a 
Tower, and put a Garrifori in it, on the banks,for he feared the want of Corn,fee¬ 
ing the Germans were not then addi&cd to husbandry, and fo he purfues Ambi- 
ortx\ who flicltred himfelfc in the Forrcft of Arden or Arduena,and fo he loft his 
labour. - AjZJ . 

About this time T. Amins Milo killed P. Clodtus his Competitor for the Con- 

fulfliip700. 
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fuUhip in via Appia which was a ftreet paved by App:us Claudius the Conful 
reaching from Rome to Brundufium-, this murther was done at Bovilla? a Town in 
Latium not farre from Rome, the body of Clodtus being brought into the Curia 
Hojhlia^or Counccll-houfe, built by King Tullus Hcftitins , was by the incenfed 
multitude burnt with the whole building together,the City honours were taken vi¬ 
olently by tbofc that were ftrongeft, for there were no Magiftratcs lawfully called, 
fo that they were forced to make P ompey Conlul the third time, who began to fu- 
fpeft Cajars power, and Cafar envyea P ompey s honours, for the death of lulia 
Lafars daughter, diflolved the amity that was between thefe two great Comman¬ 
ders, P ompey to take off the envy of his grcatnc(Tc,chofe S^Scipio for his colleague, io 
Cicero pleaded for Mtlo^ but not fo refolutely as he was wont>becauic P ompey had 
filled the room with armed men. Milo was banifhed and retired himfelfc to Mar - 
feilcs. 

Cafar was forced to be abfent from the City,bccaufe of the Gaules rebellions 
and cor.fpiracics, therefore P ompey part an Aft, that Cafar fhould not be pre¬ 
judiced in his Confulfhip, thougn in this he was thwarted by M.C*tr, yet P ompey 
made Marcellas Conful •, and Curio Tribune,C afars greateft enemies: the Gaules 
thinking that Cafars imploymentsat home would keep him from coming to the 
Army, bcgana t ainetoftruggle for their liberty, the Carnutcs now called Char¬ 
tres, fell firft upon the Roman Favours, killed them •, and feifed on their Eftatcs. 20 
This murder being committed at Gcnabum, which fomc think to be Orleans, o- 
thers Gian about Sun-rifing,the report of it came by Pofl that Evening to Averni 
now called Auvergne jx\\\c\\ is 140.mile$ diftant, Ycrcingiterix Celt/tins his fon, 
whofc Father ruled over all the Gaules, 1 aifed a mighty Army out of divers 
countrcys.prefling all forts of men to take up Armcs under paine of death. C afar 
hearing of this preparation, rcfolves with all fpeed to prevent the uniting of the 
enemies Forces. Hce placeth (Irons Garrifons in all parts bordering upon the ene¬ 
my ^ through fnowie Mountaines he marcheth into the bounds of Auvergne, and 
had got all his Legions together,before the cncmic knew of his coming, he took in 
three great towncs at one clap. 30 

At that time Avaricum now called Chaftcau ncuft or Bourges cn Berric was a 
ftrong city and chief of the Biturigcs * Cafars fouldicrs being inraged, that the 
Gauls had burnt down r 9 towns round about,purpofely to ftarve the Romans,laid 
fiege to that city,*took it by (form*, and put all to the fword,men,women, and chil¬ 
dren of 4CCO0 icarcc Soo cfcapcd, who went to Yercingitorix . After this Cafar 
divided his Army, foure Legions hec fent againft the Parifians and Senones, 
whofc fore-fathers under Brennusxheir lcadcr,burnt Rome, andbefieged thcCa- 

f >itol, fix legions he condu&eth himfelfe againft the Auvcrni, or Auvergne, and 
its downe before Gergobia now Clermont in Auvergne, within this ftrong ci¬ 
ty were 8occe men. Here Cafar loft 4 6 Centurions, by the temerity of his^o 
(ouldiers venturing too haftily upon the enemy .The Hcdui whofc countrcy now 
is pofleffed by the Burgundions, fell off from the Romans, who for their fide¬ 
lity were wont to call them brethren. Whereupon Cafar fends into Germany 
beyond the Rhene for a fupply of Horfe and Foot, by whofc helpc hec over¬ 
came Verangtortx , who aflufted the Hcdui, then he befiegeth Alexia, a city, 
now a Village in the Dutchie of Burgundic called Alife, and by famine 
forced them to furrcndcr. There were now flockt together of Gaules 
24000c Foot and 8oco Horfe, which vaft Army after many dayes fight was 
overthrown by Cafar. Yercingetorix, beholding from the Townc: this great de¬ 
feat of his Army, furrenders all,and fo the Hedui return again to the Roman obc- j 0 



diencc. 


Labiems had now fubduedthc Parifians. C afar in the interim marcheth a- 
gainft the Bellovaci, a people that lived about Bayeux, andfubdues them. O- 
thers bein<*' weary of warre fubmit now themfclvcs to the Romans.Uxellodunum 
called Cadcnac in Qucrcy held out againft Cafar till third forced them to yccld, 
for there was but one fpring of water that ferved the Town, which Cajar cut 


off. 
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off. He fpared their lives, but cut off their hands to witneffc their rebellion Af-^ 
ter this he piaccth Garrilons every where, fo that partly with fear, partly with 
fair words he brought all Gallia in ,fubjc<flion. About this time died Ptolem * 
Anletes King of Egypt in the 29 year of his reign, to whom fuccceded Ptolemy 
DionfftM the lafl King of Egypt, he wa$ now 13 years old,and married his filler 
Cleopatra , who afterward inarryed with Ml Antony.

/^Alliii being now quieted by the Ioffe of 400000 men befidcs many mote 992^ 
^prifoners, C*f*r returncsinto Italy where he is received with Sacrifices ** ^ 1 
joy, and triumphs by all the cities through which he went: an Aftpaffcdinthe 
Senat, that Cafar fhould part , .with two of his Legions for rfic Parthian war 
20 which he condefccndcd to 5 but underftanding by Curio, the Tribune*, (whom 
* Cafar by paying his debts, of an .enemy had made his friend) that3/.M4r- 
cellus the Conful had appointed them for Pompey , and fo were retained in Ita* 
ly, and withall that it was motioned in the Senat that Cafar fiiould lay down his 
Commiffion, and deliver up the Army 5 hee perceived that his enemies went a- 
bout to mine him * wherefore hcerefufedto pait with his Army, except Pom- 
fey might doe the fame. This was held rcafonable by 'Curio but Pompey % 
friends would notafTent 5 wherefore Cafar is commanded to repair to Rome 
as a private man, and to petition for wnat heedefired, and if he did not by a 
certain day deliver up his Army,he fhould be proclaimed enemy to the State. Ca- 
W 0 fi* r knowing that Vompey ruled the Senat, and that Marcellus,Lent //to, and <7*-’ 

5 to his mortall enemies meant to bring all his attions in queflion if he fhould come 
to Rome as a private man , refufeth to lay down his Commiffion: therefore is 
by M arcellua and Lentulus Confuls, denounced enemy to]the State, and comman¬ 
ded not to paffe the river Rubicon now called Rugum, which divided Italy from 
Gallia of old. 

Now begins this fatall War, which wasprefaged by an eclipfeoftheSunne" 
and caufcd by the ambition of Vompey , who retained his Armies in Spain all 
the three years fpacc that he ruled in Rome, and yet could not endure that Cafar 
fhould enjoy the like priviledge 5 he was favoured by the Senat, Cafar by the 
40 Army, both prefumed on the juflicc of their caufc, but neither of them had any 
goodnefTc or juflicc, who did facrifice their countreys fafety to their private 
quarrels. Cafar paflethovcr Rubicon, and comes to Ariminum, where he ac¬ 
quaints the 5 Cohorts he had with him to be his Guard, of his wrongs, and 
that he meant to reftore the Tribunes that were banifhed,thefe five Cohortes were 
half a Legion, which confiflcd of ten Cohortes,every Cohors of three Maniples, 
and each Maniple of two Centuries or 200. fo his guard confiflcd now of 3000 
men. 

The firflTowncC^rtookewas Auximumor Ofimum: which fo terrified 
Rome , that M arcelltts and Lentultts the Confuls with the reft of the Magiflrates 
5oforfookc thecity. Inthcinterim Cafar takes7Cohortes which were at Sulmo 
from Lucretius , and procured the 3 Legions which‘with L. Domitius were at 
Corfinium,to join with him. Vompey who a little before bragged that if he did but 
knock the Italian ground with his foot, he fhould have armed men enough, 

, hearing of C<efars firength and preparations, intends with mod of the Scnac to 
leave Italy, therefore they betake themfelves to Brimdufium a Sea Port in Ca¬ 
labria upon the Hadriatic Sea, from \vhencc was [the ordinary paflage into

a 7 ~M, Greece. Cef^r dilpatchcth letters to fevcrall places of Italy, complaining of 
P mftj) and defiring he might be brought to anfwer Cefars accufations, hcc 
defired the quarrcll might be ended without bloud-ihedding*, for that end, hce 
attempted to furprife P ompey in Brundufium, but though he ler guards upon the 
harbour, yet P empty efcapcd by night*, therefore Cefar repaires to Rome, be- 
ing’now iecurc, enters the Scnat, (hews how he is forced to take up Armes in 
his owne defence. Then hee feifeth upon the Treafury, which P ompey in his 
fudden flight neglcftcd*, and having broken open the doores he taketh 4135 4 
weight of Gold, and almoft 900000/. weight of filver: thence he gocth to his 
Legions at Ariminum, and from thence over the Alpes to Maflylia, which IO 
fluit the gates againft him. Hcc gives charge to Trebomus, with three Legions 
to take in that city, thenhehaftes to Spain, which was now fubjeft to L. Afra- 
M. Varro y Pompey sxhixe Gcneralls.Thcfc in divers battells he 
overcame Aframus Petrejus. and M. Varro in the further Spainc ycclded, and 
delivered up his Legions to Cefar. Cato was driven out of Sicilia by Curto , 
Cotta out of Sardinia by Valerius T ubero out of Africa by Varrus . Maf- 

fylia alfo fubmirteth, which is plundered of all,except life and liberty. 

Pompey was now Matterol the Sea-and gave a checkro Cefars vidtorics/or Ofia^ 
vius & Libo Pompey s Lcgats did circumvent Dolobclla and Antonina that Were for 
Cefar , and who were appointed by him to guard the mouth of the Hadriatick Sea. 

C. Antomus held the Curicttic or Corcyrean fhoarc, but fubmirted, and ycclded 
up 15 Cohortcs to Octavius his Fleet. Libo drove DolobeHa from Illyricum or 
Dalmatia: the Ships alfo that Bafilus fent to help Anton/us were carched by the 
Pompcjan Cilicians, with a new trick of ropes made like gins hid under the 
water. CurtoMo Cefars Legat, after he had overthrown Varrus in Africa, loft 
both hinifelfe and Cefars Army, in a ra(h battcil with luba King of Mauritania. 

P ompey chofc Epirus , now Albania, a countrey famous for good horfes, to be 
the feat of the war: and Cefar having made all the Provinces fure bchinde 
him, makes all the fpeed hee can to encounter with P ompey y therefore ventures 
in a fmall Pinnace to croffe the Sea in the midft of Winter, and in a ftorm*, 30 
wherein he fhewed more courage rhen the fearfull Shipmafter, whom he checks 
for his timidity: Fear not (faith he) thou carryeft Cefar . When he came on (hoar* 
and had gathered his Forces together, being impatient of dclayes, ufed all m,eans 
pofliblc by plundering of Towns, and taking in Forts, to draw Pompey to a bat¬ 
tle, which he warily avoided , hoping by tergiverfation to break the courage 
of Cefars Army, but Pornpey’s fouldicrs did interpret his procraftination, cow- 
ardife .* fo that Cefar faia truly when hee went to Spaine, that he went againft 
an Army without a Captain: but jwhen he came into Epirus, that he went a- 
gainfta Captainc without an Army, for his fouldicrs were young gallants, and 
raw in military affaires. Some skirmilhes there were between the two Armies. 40 
Cefar fell upon T orqnatus and his Legion, being in Garrifon,PM«^ came with 
his whole body to refeuehim. Whereupon Cefar left the fiegc to encounter 
with P ompey, Torquatus follows him from his Garrifonin the rcare, but Cefars 
Sould;crs perceiving theirdanger, betookc thcmfelves to their heels*, fo that 
Cefar could by no mcancs hinder their flight: and' if P ompey had not 
recalled his army from the purfuit, hcc had got the day, and the quarrcll 
had been ended, which made Cefar fay, that Pompey knew not how to con¬ 
quer. Many Roman Knights were knights were killed,with 30 Centurions, and 
4000 common fouldicrs. * 

3924. Upon this defeat, Cefar makes haft through Epirus into Thcffalia in Greece, j Q 
famous for the Gyantswarrc againft Ij*ptter - 7 and there chooferh thcPharfali- 
an fields called alfo Philippics from the town Philippi clofe by) for his Campa¬ 
nia. Pompey follows after, whofc Army confiftcd or 40000 Foot 3 in the left 
wing w'crc 7000 horfc 5 in the right 5000. befides the Auxiliary Forces of the 
Eaft, with the Nobility, Senators, Prctorian and Confular men. Cefar had 
not above 30000 Foot, and 1000 horfc, but ftoutfouldiersall.Thc battell con¬ 
tinued 
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tinned doubtfullfor a whi!c f till the German cohortes fell f< 71 m ioufly upon A. 11. 
P ompeys Horfe, that they were forced to give ground, and at hft betookc 
thcmfclves toa difordered flight, the Cefanans purfucthem with a command 
from Cefar > that they ihould aim at the Pompcjans foc.s, and wit hall to 
fparc their fellow citizens. Of the Pompcjans were fteine 15000. and .3$ Cen¬ 
turions, P ompey himfeife efcaped with the two Lentuli , Favonitss the Pretorian 
and his fonne Sextus. Some perfwaded him to goc to Parthia, others to his 
friend King Iuba of Africa, but he chofe rather Egypt for his retreat, hoping 
to be kindly ufed by young Ptolemy^ for old courtdies beftowed by Pm fry on 
10 him, and his Father * therefore became firft to Larifla, then by Sea to Mity- 
lcne-, thence he failed with his wife Cornelia into Egypt, the bafe King fends to 
receive Pompey into his own Ship, and a warrant there to kill him,being perfwaded 
thereto by Pothtnus the Eunuch, and his Tutor, by Th'odoins alfo, and Achil¬ 
las his Generali- for they feared that P ompeys intertainment would draw all the 
Roman Forces thither, therefore Achillas and Septimms now a Coloncll .but here¬ 
tofore a Captaincin Pompey s his Army, firft murthers this brave Comman¬ 
der, and then cuts off his head in the fight of his w.fe and children-, he was 58 years 
old. _ Cl . ' 

Vompe^s Gcncralfhip was profered to Cicero , which lie refufed, and betook 
aohimielfe privately to Brundufium. Cefar not made infolcnt with his vidory, 
gives a gcncrall pardon to all his enemies. At Romchcc was created Diftator 
though abfent, in three dayes he comes to Egypt, where Theodotus prefents him 
P ompeys head and ring, at fight of which he weeped, andchecktthc mui thercrs, 
then he went to Alexandria , and demanded contribution , the Kings Govcrn- 
ours pretend poverty, Achillas is commanded to difmifle his Army of 20000 
men v but hee marcheth w ith him againft Cefar ^ a battcll is fought in which 
the Kings Fleet is fet on fire, the flame whereofconfumcs a part of the city,and 
ia. it, Ptolemies famous libraric of 400000 volumes: in the Iflc P hams 
was a great fight in which Cefar loft many men, and P ompeys murtherers (lain, 

30 Cep/ himfeife hardly efcaped into a cockboat, which with the w eight of the 
paflengers funk, but he faved himfelf by fwimming with one hand, for the o- 
ther in jwhich he held his papers, he was forced to hold above thcw'atcr* fo 
having fwimmed .200 pafes hcc came fafely to his Ship: then hec renewes 
his Forces, and in a bdttell overthrown the Egyptians, in which 20000 are 
flaine, 12000 with 70 long Ships taken, and the King himfeife tvas drowned 
in a boat overfet with paftengers. So Alexandria being forced to yeeld , 

Cefar bcftow'es Egypt on Cleopatra , the Kings body was found in the 
mudde. 

Pharnaces the fonne of lAithridates tookc occafion by this Roman dif-3025. 
40 cord to rcbell againft him. Cefar marcheth, and at the firft encounter o- 
verthrowes him, fo that hee truly faid, I came , I fuv / I overcame^ Phar- 
naces. Having fled to Bofphorus Cimmeriusin the mouth of the lake Mco- 
tis, .diftant from Bofphorus Thracius 500 miles. Here Pharnaces w T ho 
would have betrayed his Father M ithndates y is betrayed by his friend A finder 
and murthcred. 

P ompeys fa&ion inraged againft Cefar , breakes out in two places •, in Africa 39 ro¬ 
under King/w&t, Scipio P ompeys Father in law, and Cato Goveinour ofU- 
ticavin Spain, underC*. P ompejus great P omteps eldeft fonne. At Rome 
alfo they began to ftir, but Antonins Generali ot the Horfe to Cefar , appeafed 
jothe tumult with the murder of 800 citizens: in Africa, Scipio y Iuba and A- 
franius arc defeated by C far, 10000 men were flainc, and 60 Elephants taken. 

Cato at Utica killed himfeife, having firft read Plato’s Book-of the immortality 
of the fonlc. Iubahlrcd Petreius to cut his throat, which he did, and then killed 
himfeife with the fame fword. Sf/^/0'being kept back by contrary windes 
from Spain, murthered • himfeife on Ship-board. Torquatus alfo was kil¬ 
led. Cefar commanded P ompeys daughter and his Nephew's to bee flaine, 
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"but Catos fonnc, and others that beeped for mercy, were pardoned. 

Cefar upon his ret nrne to Rome, was honoured with four triumphs, arifwcring 
his lour conquefts of Gallia, Egypt,Pontus,and Africa,hc made a fumptuous feaft, 
and exliibitcd magnificent (hews,he pardoned M . Marcellas upon the Senats intrea¬ 
ty,and called him home from his banifiuncnt,for which Adi of clemency he is high¬ 
ly commended by Cictio in his incomparable oration for M. Marcellas-, but before 
he could returnc he wasmurthcred by Magi/ts his client at Arhcns. After the war 
wasended a lift was taken of the citizens, and there were not found above 150000 
whercJs four years before,about the beginning of the war, there were reckoned a- 
bovc 400000 citizens. Cefar was now made Conful the fourth time. He prepares 10 
for Spain againft Pompey srwo fonnes, Ctt. and Sextus, but both their Fleets were 
fpoiled at Sea, after divers townes were taken by both Tides, a great battell was 
fought near the city Munda, wherein Ce/Sr at hrft was defeated, but upon a frefh 
encounter he got the day. Cn. Po/npcjus fled into Munda,but Cefar making a ram- 
pire of dead bodies, took the town, Pompey fled, but was overtaken and killed by 
Ctronius , the younger brother efcapcd. T. Labicntis that had done fo much good 
fci vice in Gallia for Cefar^bux now adhering to Vmfcys fa<ftioh,was flain. 

The civill war beins every where compoicd, and Cefar returning from Spain was 
honoured with the fifth triumph, the title of pater patri<e y and of perpetuall Ditfa- 
tor y and that he fhould be fo*/ <; **1*®-, that is, Holy or inviolable , but he conti- 20 
nued not long in honour •, for lie returned from Spain ro Rome in Oftaber, and a- 
bout the ides or midft of the next March he was flainc, this was not above five 
months. His great honours, felicity, and pride had procured him envy .• for 
when the Fathers before the Temple of Vtms came to confer thefe honours on 
him, he fate ft ill in his chair of ftate, and did not ftand up, as hcc ought: and 
though he refufed to wear the crown which M. Antonie put on his head, in the 
Lupercall folemnities, but fent it to Iupiter in the Capitol: yet when one had 
placed a crown on die head of his Image, hce was content it fhould remaine 
there, wherefore he thruftthetwo Tribuncsoutof their office, for queftioning 
the man that crowned his image. A plot being then contrived by M. Brutus y C. 39 
Trtbonins y C;CaJsius y D. Brutus his favourite, and forac others, he was murthered 
in the Curia of P ompey y having received 25. wounds,whereof the fecond was on¬ 
ly mortal! which he had inhisbreft, his murthcrcrs fltd to the Capitoll t refolved 
to make an a<fl of Oblivion, to fling Cefarsbody into the Tibris,and to fcife up¬ 
on hiscftate,but they feared chcgrcatncffcof Antonins and Lepidus.Sucb was the 
tragicall Cataftrophre of this brave Commander * who had fought fifty pitched 
battels with the common enemies of Rome, befides his many vidlotlcs in rhccivill 
war.Hc made many wholcfomc Laws, he reformed the Roman Calender by the 
help of Soft genes the Mathematician of Alexandria , he not ondy conquered his 
enemies,but his paflions alfo, in advancing his greateft adverfarics to honours4o 
and places of rruft. When he took Vompefs cabinet at Pharfalia, and Seipio’% at 
Thapfus, he burned all their Letters without looking into any one of them. Hce 
who was carried fo often in triumphant Chariots, and whom no forraigne force 
could fubdue, is now conquered by a few traitors at home, and carried by three 
of his meaneft fervants. So horrid was this murthcr, that the Sun is faid to hide his 
face from it, by an cclipfe: and fofar was his death rhccaufe of peace , as his 
enemies thought, th.ac it prcfentlyoccafioncd more civiil wars; and fo little were 
his enemies fecured by his murthcr, that none of all thefe traitors outlived him a- 
bovc three years,but all perifhed miferably, yet defervcdly, even fomc of them 
with the fame fword that wounded him > tic was 5 6 years old when he died. 5 0

j/^Riftobulus being fent back in chains to Rome, Cejar in hatred , to P ompej fets 
10 him free, and gives him the command of two Legions* but being in the way 
feifed upon’, by the Pompejans he was poifoned, and left his Tonne Alexander 
{hpuld make any trouble in Iudea, his head is cut off by Set-to Pompefs Fa : 
tber inlaw at Antioch: but after the death of P ompej, Hyrcanus and Antipa¬ 
ter did good fervice for Cejar in Egypt, in helping to fubduc Ptolemy. Where¬ 
fore tiyrcanus iscftabliftied in the Pontificat, and Antifater is made Governour 
of Palcftina, whole fonne P hajelus is fet over Icrufalem, and Herod the other 
fonne over Galilee. This Herod caufcd E^cchias the high way man, with many 
others to be flaine, which fo offended the 70 Elders, that they lent out their 
warrants to bring him to juftice for medling with their authority, hcc by the 
>Ocounfelll of his Father Antipater , gets him a ftrong guard of Souldicrs, to 
awe the great Counccll of the 70. which made old Simeon (called the juft,) 
rife up and tell the Counccll that Herod deferved death, for this his preemp¬ 
tion. Which foincenfcd Herod agaioft them, that hec nevtr was at quiet, 
till hce had quite overthrown that Councell, which hcc did, as foonc as hec 
was made King, and killed all the 70 except old Simeon, who cfcaped, being 
prcfcivedby God, to receive Chrift in his armes, and to prophefie of his Salva¬ 
tion. * 

At Rome C.ottavius Cefars nephew by his lifters Daughter Atia y or Accia,^ ^ 
being adopted by his Uncles laftwul, and conftitutcd heir to 9 parts of his eftate, ** 
30 which was called Hares ex dodrante, rcfolvcsto revenge his Uncles death, hec 
was now about ip yearesold, and of fuch parts and hopes, that Cefar meant to 
have made him his Colleague in the Gctic and Parthian warre: the fouldicrs be¬ 
gin to flock to him amainc, from all parts, both becaufe of their affc&ion 
to Cefar , and that they faw the brave difpofition of ottavius , and becaufe 
Antonies impotent Government was diftaftfullto them*, as likewife to the Se¬ 
na t and people, who had bcenalfo exafperated againft Antonie by Ciceros in- 
vc&ivcs. M* Antonie hkewife being madde that Octavius a youth, was pre¬ 
ferred to him, in Cefars will, rcfolves to crulh him betimes * but the people 
having large legacies left them by Cefar , adhere to Ottavius , whom they call 
40 Cefar from his Uncles, but now his Fathers name. D. Brutus being defigned 
Conful, joints his Army with Ottavius his Forces 5 theSenatalfo fends him the 
Confular Ornaments, gives him power to make war againft Antonie: and ho¬ 
nours him with the titleof Imperatoror L. Generali. Hirtius alfo, and Panfa 
the Confuls^ con joy nc their Armies with ottavius. M. Brutus feifeth upon Va • 
tint us his Army in Greece, and on the Province too for the ufe of Ottavius 3 and 
in Epirus wreftsthe Legions from C. Antenius, Monks brother. 

Octavius began his Government upon the death of Julias Cefar, which was 2 82 
yeares after the death of Alexander 5 before the birth of Chrift 42. and about 
the yn yearcof the city : fhortly after this C. Trehomus one of Cefars mur* 
JOchcrers was killed in Alia by Dolohella that fuccceded him, this Voloieila was 
killed by C. Caffiuszt Laodicca, I). ** being befieged by M. Antonie\nMu r 

tina now Modina a Town in Lombardic or Galllta Ctfalpina he is alfiftcd by Otta¬ 
vius > Panfa^nd Hirtius,ihc fiegc raifed,and Antonie forced to flic into France; 
in this fight P anfa and Hirtius loft their lives, but honored with a publick Sepul¬ 
ture. A triumph is appointed for Brutus, but no notice taEcn of Ottavius, for the 
Pompejanfa&ion began again to bare fway at Rome*, he perceiving how hec was 
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jy t flighted ^ and that in fcorn he was called childe, fcnt Corncku* a Centurion with 
400 fouldiers to thcSenat, to demand the Confullhip for oHavtus in the name 
of the whole Army: the Scnatfeeming averfe was threatned by Cornelius^ who 
drew his fword, and told them, that if they would not yccld to ollavius his 
requeft, the fword fhould fierce them - ? the meflengers returning to Oefavtus 
without fatisfadion, hec by Leners invites Antonins and Leptdus into Italy with 
their Forces, who being united into a body, fit downe before Rome, whereupon 
Octavius is prcfcntly made ConfuLwho banillieth all that had any hand in Cefars 
death, and accufcth Caffius with the two tfm/ofhisimirther. PUncus Brutus his 
Colleague, and Afinius Potlio a great Antt-fiempejan deliver up both their Ar-10 
mies to Antontus. D, Brutus is forfaken by PUncus and his fouldiers, and is killed 
by Ant ontus. 

Lepidus and Antonins being both proclaimed enemies by the Senat, and otla- 
rvius (lighted as was faid, they had no other way to fave themfelves but by uni¬ 
ting their Forces, therefore otfav/us imbraceth the occafion, and clofetn with 
Antony , whootherways was rcfolved to join-his Forces with Brutus and Caf- 
fius who had the command of 17 Legions, but Octavius unworthily baniiheth 
Cicero the eloquent mouth of that glorious City, leaving him as a prey to 
Antonins his fworne enemy, who fent fomc of his troopers to murther him,which 
they did*,and placed his head and right hand on the Koftra,to the great grief of the 20 
city; Fttlvia Antonies wife, abufed the head with all kindc of indignities. In 
that profeiption of thefe Triumviri Were banifhed befidcs knights 130. Senators, 
and not onely Cicero^ but all his family alfo: but Ciceros fonne was recalled. 

^ Cajftus in the mcane time pofiefleth Syria, and vexes Judea with taxes. Mali- 

*** * chns who hadpoyfoned Antipaten is by his fonne Herod flaine, Hycanus not 
daring to revenge this death of his friend Mal/chnsjhcn Caffius takes Rhodes , and 
Brutus fubducs theLycii, then they psfle over with their army to Macedonia 
where necr Vhtlippy Octavius and Antony fight with them, this fecond battel] was 
fought with various fucceflfe,in that fatall field; the wing in which Brutus was,had 
the better of OHavius , then fick and not in the camp, but Caffius his wing was 3* 
defeated, who fearing Brutus had been in the like condition, forced his own fer- 
vantto kill him, thclouldier whom Cafjius had fcnt to bring tidings to Brutus y 
return ng too late, found his Generali dead on the ground, wherefore accufing 
his flowncfleto be the ca\sfe of Caffius his death, fell upon his own fword. Bru¬ 
tus a few dayes after fought againe; but as his death and overthrow were fore¬ 
told by his evill Genius the night before, fo it came to pafie. For feeing his Ar¬ 
my defeated, he thruft Stratos fword through his left fide, and fo died immedi¬ 
ately. Here died the fons of Cato y Hortenfins^ Lucuttus , Drufus , Livtus y gutntthus 9 
Varies^ and many more brave men. 

Sextus the fon of great Pompey at this time returning from Spain, firft feifed upon 40 
Meflana, then upon all Sicily,to whom there was great concourfc both from Italy, 
and from the brutian Army. ThcSenat had reftored him to his Fathers eftate, 
and made him Admirall of the Seas, when the Pompejan fa&ion prevailed, now 
hec receives all fugitives and flaves, and with Piracies infefts the Sea , which his 
Father had cleared, Antonins Ryes to fettle the Tranfmarinc Provinces, otfavi- 
us rcturnesto Italy, which he nndes full of tumults. For Fulvia Antonies wife 
ftirred up the old louldicrs again!! him 5 and L . Antonins the Conful, Markes bro¬ 
ther accufedalfo Cefar to the fouldiers of his unjuft dealing with them, and ha¬ 
ying raifed an Army, marchcthto Perufia, at this day Perm a city in Hetruria: 
in which Cefar hefiegeth him, who being forced by famine yccldeth : and obtains jo 
his life,fo did Fulvia^ and PUncus, and all the fouldiers upon fubmiflion obtainc 
. pardon,only the town was thrown down-, & fo this war ended without bloudfhed. 

Embaflfadors from all parts repair to M. Antony in Bithynia 5 among the reft 
were the prime men of the Jews, with an accufation again!! Phafelns and Herod : 
for incroaching upon Hyreanus his Government, and for banifhing unjuftly An- 
tigonus the fon 01 An ft chains : but Herod prevented them by bribing Antonins , 
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and by the marrying of tfyrcanns his Neece, and fo he obtained the title of Tt-A. M* . * 
trarc h: at Tyms the Jews arc fome put to death, fome imprifoned by Antony for 3931. 
accufing Herod again: but the next year Antrgonus taking occafion of Antonies 
dallying with Cleopatra Queen of Egypt, calls into Sym^Pacorus the fonne of 
Or ides King of Parthia, who with force and fraud leifed upon Hynanus^nd Pba* 
ff/ts. Herod prevented the plot laid ngainft him.* the Pari Ilians took and plum 
dered Jerufalcm, and then delivered it over to Antigonns , who cut off Hyrcanus 
his eares, that he might be incapable of the priefthood* Phafclvs daffted out his 
own braincs,to prevent the tortures intended by his enemie. Herodbcing wea* 
lory of following Antomus ^ takes fail for Rhodes, and from thence to Rome: 
there Antony to make his peace with- Ceftr , marries his fitter Oct avia , having 
firft put away his wife Fulvn r, and betrayes his friend Q Ruffns to Augufius , 
againtt whom he was plorting mifehiefe: Therefore Ceftr to gratific Antony , 
makes Herod King of Judea, and i^Antigonus for joining with the Parthians, is-j^*; 
denounced Traitor. Venttdms and Silon Antonies Legal* are commanded to efta- o. 

blifh//er^in his Kingdome,but they being bribed by Antigonus in three yeares * ^ * 
l'pace did nothing. 

Sextus Po/npejus had now got allSicib’, and hindred provision from coming 
to Rome, therefore upon the defire of the people, Cefar and Antony conclude 
to a peace with him *, and permitted him the Government of Sicilia and Achaja, 
and withall recalled divers of the Nobility fiom baniihment: but this peace held, 
not long, for empty contrary to the Articles of peace entertained fugitives, and 
Cefar received Mena who revolted from Pompey with 60 Ships. Him oHjvjhs 
made Admirallof the fame Fleet againtt P ompey % who had filled the Sea with 
Pyrats; a great bartcll was fought at Sea but after C efir had gor the better, hcc 
loft many of his Ships byaftorm'on Sylacarum upon the coaftof Calabria- a 
place infamous for Shipwracks: Cefar had alfo a fccond Ioffe neer Tauromenium Nauftagum 
a Towmc in Sicily *, he loft alfo divers Ships, fome whereof where ‘ burned by^o^""**. 
intent who revolted to P omtey^ the fame runnigado revolted again to Cefar with^ zr £ 

306 Triremes who gave him his life, but never imployed him any more: in the loft 
Sea fight againtt: P ompty^ Agrippa Ccfars Admirall took and funk 103 Ships,of 
Pmpeys , who hardly cfcaped to Aua with 17. where by command from AT. 
AntonyfTittns (lew him. 

Cejar hadcalled Lepidus out of Africa With fome Legions to aid him ♦, but the 
vain man bragged that he and not Cefar had defeated Pompey s therefore hce 
challengcth Sicily to himfelfc, and permits his fouldicrsto plunder Meffana*, at 
which mfolcncies Ce/ar being offended, comes into Lepidus his Cafiripc, to ex- 
poftulatc with him, Lepidus commands his guard tb knock him down, but hec 
wrapping his upper garment about his arm, received the blowcs without hurt, 

40 and having laid hold on the Eagle, putsfpurto his horfe, and carries it to his 
ownecamp, upon this his Army falls upon Lepidus his quarters, whofc Soul- 
diers after fome fmall skirmiihes revolts to Ceftr * Lepidus being forfaken puts 
off his Gcncralls habit called Paludamenttim or Chlamys , and in mourning 
fubmits himfelf to Ceji^who gave him his life and goods,but degraded him from 
his honor and charge, and then banifhedhim. Ceftr now having 44 Legions un¬ 
der his command,which began to mutiny about their pay, he discharged 20000 of 
them,rcftored 3C000 (laves to their matters,and crucified 6000 who were matter- ^ 
leffe: then hcc returnes to Rome, where he is honoured with the letter tri¬ 
umph or ovatio , fo called from §vu the Shecpe, facrificcd then by the 
5oConqucrour. 

In theEaft Ventidus Antonie s' defeated the Parthians in a great hat- - 
tell, flew P acorns^ and carried about his head on a pole, that the revolted cities 
might fee it: but Antony defirous to inlarge his Dominions,Would needs with 1 6 
Legions march through Media and Armenia againftthc Parthians, where hec 
loft two Legions, and was like to have loft allj had he not hcarknedtothccoun- 
fcllof a Roman captive, who being taken in the Graflian overthrow, came by 
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night into the Roman campe, and wiflied them not to inarch any further,bur to rc- 

turnc with all haft through the woods and hills*which they did accordingly, yet 
werefo befet with Parthian Archers, that had they not kneeled, and kept off the 
the ftormof arrowes from their iheads, by holding up their Targets they had 
been all loft ^ then Antony returning into Armenia, feifeth upon Artavafdes y the 
King, puts him in golden chains,and beftows that Kingdome on his fon, which he 
had by his wife,or Concubine rather Cleopatra s but afterward Artaxiat recovered 
his Fathers Kingdome. * 


Chap. IX. 


The affaires of the 1 eives under Antigonus, Hyreanus, Herod, and Archc- 
laus. a. The affaires of Rome and Egypt under Antonius and Auguftus. 
3. The birth of Chnft, the life and death of Auguftus, andt be infurre- 
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lUdca, Galilee and Samaria, werenoivin acombuftion, becaufc Herod an Idu- 
®incan had got the Kinsdome.-ri>>W finding fmall aid ini Antonies Legats,makes 10 
a journey to Antons himfclfc, who at that time befieged Samofata, a town upOn 
Euphrates, and amfteth him to take it, whereupon he obtaines two Legions un¬ 
der the command of Sofius y to fubduc Jerufalcm. Withthcfc he revengeth the 
death of his brother lofeph y and of his fix Cohortes who were overthrownc by 
Jdocbera * which gave occafion to the Galileans to drown all they found of Herods 
faction in the Sea of Tvberias, and becaufe had killed his brother Iofcfb y 
and Antigonus cut off nis head: Therefore Herod having overcome the Galile¬ 
ans cuts off the head of Pa]fus y and fends it to Pharoras his younger brother: 
After this he befiegeth Jeruialem with 11 Legions and 6000 horfe*, befides the 
Syrian Auxiliaries: the Jewsftifly held out againfttbe befiegers, and would3a 
not be advifed by Sameas a prime man in the Sanhedrin to fubmit to Htrod y till 
firft the lower city and outward Court of the Temple were taken, and at laft: 
the reft of the City and Temple was ftormcd,upon the Faft day the inraged foul- 
diers fpared neither man,woman, nor chiIdc, to that Herod was fpreed to hire 
them to give off, asking them whether they meant to make him a King of bare 
walls: Herod had ufed all the meancs he could to make that ft iffe-necked people 
accept him for their King, hec befieged them in three Sabbaticall years, when 
they could receive no fruitcsof the earth for their rcleifc* he married with Ma¬ 
rianne the daughter of Alexander Antigonus his brother, he profeffed the Jcwifli 
Religion, he promifed them all the happinefle they could defirc under any King 5 40 
but all thi$ could not move them: fo at laft hec obtained by force wnich hee 
could not by intreaty that kingdome, which at firft after the captivity was ruled by 
Zorobabel , Nehemias y and other Princes,after them by Pricfts, and the 70 Elders, 
and at laft by the Affamoneans 12 6 years. 

Antony by the perfwafions and bribes of Hcrod y firft crucified Antigonus and 
then beheaded him -, and becaufe he knew there would be fmall fecurity for him, 
fo long as any were left alive, that might claime title to the Kingdome, hee in¬ 
vited Hyreanus home from Babylon * Herod made great (hew of love to him, in 
proffering a (hare of the Government, in calling him Father, and ufing him 
with all civility, till he had fet himfclfc faft in the (addle, and then deftroyes him * 50 
he highly efteemed Poliio the Pharifee,and Samias his Difciplc, two prime men of 
the counccll , becaufe they counfelled the Jews to fubmit to Herod y heebeftowes 
upon Hananelus the Pontificate but upon the intrcatic of Alexandra * (whom 
notwithftandirighe (till fufpedfed and perfecuted) he took it from him, and con¬ 
ferred it on Arifiobulus Manamnes brother 5 but being jealous of him alfo, 
m the fccond year of his Pontificat he drowned him, for whileft hec was 
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fwimming, Herod caufed two that were fwimming with him,as it were in fport to^ \a 
hold his head under the watermill he was ftiflcd-,ofthis Alexandra complained and ’ # 

fo did Cleopatra who defi red a part of the kingdome oFTudea*, but Herod with his 
bribes pacified Antony , and fru ft rated Cleopatra^ whom he would have killed had 
hee not been dift waded by his friends. y 

M, Antoiy having wholly devoted himfclfe to Cleopatra y arid to ail licentiouf- 
neffc,and puft up with pride,wealth,and flattery,begins todefpife Ottavios he puts 
away Ottavia his filler,he refufeth to part with his triumrirar though the time was 
expired, hee calls himfelfe Father Liber , he defires that Egypt and all the Pro- 
10 vinces even to Euphrates maybe conferred on his two fonnes by Cleopatra.Ceflr 
underftanding of this after his returning into the City, upon the conqueft of Dal- 
matia,and Pannonia.pcrfwadcs the people to make war againft A* tony and Cteo- 

{ atra y which was eafily affented to *, therefore he was made Conful the third time 
is Colleague was MeJ] ala Cor virus. Antony having fubdued Artabanes King 
of Armenia, and having forced him to deliver up his treafurc, which was very 
great, was now full of money, yet Ce/ar exceeded him in number of Ships of 
good Commanders and fouldiers. Planus , Dolebella and Donut jus revolted to 
Cefar. M. Agrippa in the fight of Antonies Fleet took Lcucas a town in Leuca- 
dia, Patra? a City in Achaja {famous for the Martyrdome of St. Andrew ) and 
aoCorinthalfo. The two Fleets fought at Adtium a promontorie in Epirus, where 
Attguflus after this built a town and called it Nicopolis from his victory * the fight 
iafted doubtfull two houres,at laft Cleopatra takes her flight with 60 fad. Antony 
follows after *, the foudiers feeing this, fubmitted to ottavms, who pardoned 
them. The fame (ucccffe he had by land againft Antony the next yeer. Ce/ar per¬ 
iled Antony and Cleopatra into Alexandria, the war is renewed, but Antonies 
Fleet revolting *, his foot Forces being beaten, and at laft all his horfc defeated, 
he fled into the Palace, and run him fclfe through with his own fword, and then 
fell into thearmesof Cleopatra y whom he thought had been killed, and in her bo- 
fomc breathed out his fpirit: the Queen courted A ugufts with prefents, and 
jo thinking to gain his love,betrayed to him P eluftni neer Arabia P etrea - but fearing 
that Ce/ar would carry her in triumph *, feeing Alexandria and all was loft, (hee 
poyfoned her felf by applying an Afpe to her Brcaft* thus ended the Civill War. 

Herod in this meane time being inccnfta againft the Arabians, for killing 
his Embaftadours, raifeth a great Army, and in two battels utterly defeats them: 
then hearing of Antonies death and overthrow, he was much perplexed: fearing 
left Ce/ar would unthrone him, for aflifting of Antony * therefore he re folves to 
repair to him 3 and to make his peace if poffible*, but ^doubting left Hyrcanus 
might ftep into the throne in hisabfcncc, he puts him to death upon fufpition 
that he held fccrct intelligence with Maluku King of Arabia: whereas indeed 
40 he wrote him a letter upon the importunity of his daughter Alexandra y only that 
he would permit him being now 80 years old, to end his dayes quietly in his 
countrcy,feeinghecouldnotin hisowneby rcafonof Herods jtaloufie over him: 

(oHeted having fccurtd all at home,rcpaircs to Crpr at Rhodes, to whom fub- 
mitting himfclfe,and promifing him the fame meauire of fervice and love he (hew¬ 
ed to Antony, and prefenting him with 800 talents, he was received into favour, 
and the kingdome confirmed on him. 194 J* 

Cefar returning into the City obtained 3 triumphs, the Illyrian, Naval, and 
Egyptian* M* Lepidas the Triumvirs fonne for offering to railc a new warre is 
put to death*, fo* all things in the Roman Empire being now compofcd, which 
5 <>nowwas the twentieth year after the Civill war of Ce/ar andP ompey b Ottavi- 
tts is honoured with the name of A ugufins^ and the month Sextilis'isnamc Au- 

f uftfrom him, as gnintilis was called July from Julius . Dalmatia which 
eld out in rebellion 220 ycares, the Alpes inhabited by barbarous people, 

Spainc which had been vexed with 200 years war, and all other places lubmit-^ 
ted to A ugufius : the Parthians alfo fent back to him the Roman Enfignes, 
which were taken by brides from Crafts, and byP braates from Antonins: the 
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Tcinp’e of I an us which had flood open 2co ycares, was now ihut by Auguflus 
being 36 ycarcs older, it was now flint a fecond time in his reign, after the fub- 
duingofthe Cantabrians and Afturcs in Spain, and of the Salaflians in Infubria, 
that part of Italy where Millan nowftands, Egypt which had ftooialmoft300 
years under the Vtolemies or Lagidxfo called horn Lagus father of the fir ({Ptolc- 
tf/<7,yeeldcdherneckto the Roman yoakc, this gcncrall peace gave way for the 
birth of the prince of peace now at hand who came in the fulncffc of time to de- 
ftroy idolatry, which was now at the hight* ? for at Rome the Pantheon or Temple 
was builtfor all Gods. At Ephcfus,Nicea,Nicomedia,& Pergamus. Temples were 
dedicated 10 luhus and Augufius , at Ephcfus, the city of Rome is made a goddeffc, iq 
and facrificcs offered to her * a theater was crcded at Jerufalem, and the holy 
city polluted with the vanities and profanenefle of the Gentiles, as fword-play¬ 
ing and Rage-playing. Birod upon lufpition murthers his vertuous wife Mari¬ 
anne , and his mother in law AUxandra^ with the Sanhedrin of the 72 Senators, 
and fets up the golden eagle over the porch of the Temple. 

Augufius took order for furnishing the c ty yeerly with corn, from Egypt he 
fent honeftand able ProconfuP into all the Provinces, he reformed the Scnar, 
and reduced the number of Senators to 60 Hecgave order to the Pricfts to 
tranferibe the genuine Bookes of the Sibyls, and to bume the fuppofititious: he 
overthrew the noufe of VedinsPolhe for feeding his lampreys with mens flefli: 2( * 
hec maintained a ftrong guard over himfclfe, to prevent the mifehievous plots 
of male-contents, who defired to build themfelves upon the ruines of the State^for 
fo many confph acics were intended againft him,that he fometimes rcfolved to be¬ 
take himfclf to a private life. Yet of his guard he maintained but- three cohortes 
within the city. He gave liberty to the Jews every where in Afia and Cyrene, 
to ufc their own religion.He was fo grieved for the Ioffe of Varus with his three le¬ 
gions in Germany-,that fometimes he would beat his head againft the wall, crying 
out O Varnsjcdtpic the Legions.He would not be called Dominus^ or Lord by any. 

Herod rebuilt Samaria and calledit Sebaftc from Augufius^ he beautified Tunis 
Stratonia and called it Cejaria^.c erefted many Towers, and placed Garrifons in 3$ 
them to keep the Jews from rebelling, he furmfhed the country with corn from E- 
gypt,in time of famine, he marries the daughter of Simon Boethus , and beftowes 
on him the Priefthood * le builds a Temple to Ccfar near Panea, by the Springs 
of Jordan, and to keep the Jews from ftirring at this Idolatry, he remits to them 
the third part of their tribute, and to make fomc fhew of piety in the midft of his 
impieties, in the 18 year of his reign, he inlargeth the Temple with a magnifi¬ 
cent build ng called the Court of the Gentiles, becaufe they might enter thither, it 
was 100 cubits long, and 120 high with large porches,and marble pillars,the out¬ 
ward work was 8 years in building, a year and 5 months more were ipent in the in¬ 
ward ornaments •, it was fini (lied the 2 8 year of his reign. 9 ycares before thrifty 
afltimcd the Temple of his body in the Virgincs womb.he had 9 wives and many 
children •, he murthcrcd his two Tons Anfiobulus and Alexander being falfly accu- 
fed by Salome his fiftcr, and Antipater their brother by the fathers fide, which 
Antipater was'afterward alfo put to death by He>od: thus was he the butcher of 
Hyrcanus his father in law, of Alexandra his mother in law,of Marianne his wife, 
and of his own 3 fons,fo that as A ugufins faid, it had bccne better to be Herods 
fwine,then his fon. 

Whilcft Herod is thus raging againft his own bowels, our blefled Redeemer 
Jefus Chrift is born of a pure Virgine •, the report of whofe birth did fo trouble 
Herod , that he caufed all the Bethlemitifti children under two years old to be mur- 
the red-, and before the expiration of the fame year he died, being tortured fo long 
with his rotten body, crawling with wormes before his death,that he would have 
killed himfelfcjhad ne not been prevented by his friends, he dyed the 70 yeare of 
his age, and the 34 of his reign having y dayes before murth^red his wicked fon 
Antipater^c left the kingdome to A rchetaas and the Tetrarchic to Herod Ant/pas, 
but Augufius divided the kingdome into two parts, to A rchelaus he gave one part, 
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to A?*f//^and P/kty the other, firchefaus in the ioycare of his reign was zccu r A. iW* 
fed before Augustus for his cruelty and tyranny, the Jews in a tumult demanded 
juftice of thofc that had inccnfcd Herod againft Iudas and Matb/ts two famous 
Lawyers * ArcheUtts fent a Tribune to fupprefle the tumult,whom they hurt with 
ftoncs 5 whereupon he fent his army againft them,who at their Palchall folemnity 
killed 3000 of them. 8000 Jews repair to Rome with a complaint againft Arche - 3982^ 
law, whom they accufed for conferring the Pontificat upon unworthy men, and a. C. ir* 
fuch as he pleated *, therefore he is bamlhed to Vienna about the twelfth year of 
Chrift,his goods confifcarcd,and Judea annexed to the Province of Syria,thi$ was 
10 done the eleventh year of his raign. 

AgnpP* Augufius his fon in law by the help of Tiberius Nero, and Drnfta Cer - 
manicus brought under the Gcrmans,Pannonians, Dalmatians, and Rhctians. A- 
grippa being acad,T iberius is made fellow T ribiinc with Augufius^ but being offen¬ 
ded at the fliining vertucs of Cajus and Lucius^ having asked leave of Ce/jr 3 went to 
Rhodes,where he remained 8 years: thefe two Cajus and Lucius were Augufius his 
nephews. Drufus & Tiberius were his fons in law .Drufus dyed in the go year of his 
life: Tiberius undertook his charge in Germany,which he made a ftipendiary pro¬ 
vince. Cajus Cafar Augufius his nephew by Ltvia being wounded in Armenia, 
where he (pent moft of his time, returnee! in his old age to Italy, where he dyed 
2oat Lycia or Limyra, his brother Lucius in his journey to Spain dyed at Maflylia. 

Tiberius .therefore with his brother Agrippa arc adopted by Augufius : but Agnpi- 
pa was afterward rejeded, fo in Ttherms alone remained the hope of fucceftion,he 
fubdued utterly the Dalmatians,Marcomans,Pannonians,and other barbarous na¬ 
tions : but §>uinulius Varus being too fecure was defeated by the Germans, under 
Arminius their Captain*, which overthrow fo troubled Augufius j that he appointed 
watch and ward over all the city,and out of forrow fufferea his hairs and beard to 
overgrow,yet this Arminius was quelled by Tiberius^ who beyond the Rhene ck- 
ftroyed all with fire and fword. 

Augufius fends his nephew Germanicus the fon of Drufus into Germany,and ap- 
3 o points Tiberius for Illyricunv, but at Nola falling fick he recals T iberius now in his 
journey,with whom he had fecret conference a long time. He defired his friends to 
give him a plauditejf he had aded his part wel on the ftage of Mortality*,fo having 
bid farewell to Livta his wife, who (as it's thought) poyfoned him with figs, he 
departed the 76 year of his life,the 57 yearofhis Empire,& 44 years after the A- 398^ 
dian war. He was a moderate wife,and fortunate Prince jhe added to the Empire V.C.^66. 
Egypt, Parmonia^Aquitania, Rhetia,the Vindclici neighbours of Rhetia, with all,*. C. 14. 
the Sea ports of Pontus: he fubdued the Germans, the Daci: he recovered Ar¬ 
menia from the Parthians *, he was honoured with gifts from Scythia and Judia: 
he made Galatia a Province; he made Rome marble,which before was brick*, he 
40 ereded a (lately porch and Bibliothec in his Palatine houfe •, he appointed watch¬ 
men, who all night went about, to keep the city from firing: he wentinto all the 
Provinces himtelf except Africa and Sardinia: hcdcfpifeathctitlcofLord,and 
flighted all Libels caft out againft him. He was mcrcifull to his enemies, forhee 
made Cornelius Conful, though he plotted to murthcr him. He loved Mecanas 
decrly, even when he called him camifex or Butcher, and upon that word from 
him rofe up, and would not pronounce the fentence of condemnation againft fome 
_ traitors.Be was modeft in apparell, wearing no other, but what his wife, After, 
daughters and neeccs made. He was temperate in his dyct, fparing in wine, an 
honourer and lover of learning, he was a good fcholar himfelf,and wrote divers 
50 tradats, he left a breviary of the whole Empire,a lift of all the fouldiers in pay, of 
the money in thetreafury, and of the fums that were due. He crcdcd an Altar 
in the Capitoll (to God the firft begotten) fending to the Pythian oracle to know 
of his fucccffour *, he wasanfwered, that an Hebrew child flopped his mouth, and 
commanded him to return again to hell. Whereupon the Gentile oracles ccafed* 
darkneffe giving place to light.ln the 42 ycar,or as others fay in the 41 .year of his 
ieign Chriftwas born, Jfytirinus, or as the Evangelift faith, Cyenius being Pre- 
fident of Syria, who was afterward fent toconfiicate Archelaus his goods that 
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reigned in Judea,Idumea, and Samaria, as liis brother Herod Antipns In Galilee 
ana Pcrira*,their mother was Marthace a Samaritan. Philip was Tetrarch of Tra- 
chonitis and Batan.ra. 

The infurreftion ofthe Jews again!! Archelaus , gaveoccafion to Iudas , Simon 
and other ambitious fpirits,under pretence of liberty to fet up a King of their own, 
but they were quickly fupprefled by Quint Hitts Varus who afterward was killed in 
' Germany^hc with three lesions,and Arabians Auxiliaries appeafed them,and cru* 
cified about 2000 of the rebels. Much about this time Chrift being 12. yeares of 
3 982. age difputcd with the Do< 5 !ors in the Temple. ludas a Galilean becaufe of the Ro- 
A. C, 1 1 . nun taxes perfwaded the Jews to deny the pa y ment thereof, teaching that they x 0 * 
were a free people,and that no mortall ftiould call himfelf Prince or Lord. Hence 
began the Seft of the Zelotes , which maintained thisdodlrinc with their lives, 
forcing men by the fword to embrace it, in maintaining of which they were fo 
/!itfe,that no torments could force them nor their children to recant. 


Chap. X. 

The lift and death ^/Tiberius and Sejanus,n>/VA their cruelties. 2. The baptifm^ 
life y and death/efurre chon and afeenfion of Chrifl.

Cicero wrote his book of Epii!lcs-,he had 2 years before Augustas his deaths adop¬ 
ted Germanic as his brother Drufas fon, he concealed the death of Augufius , till he 
had made away with young Agrippa his onely nephew left, who might have hin- 
dred his fucceflion: he made ihcw of unwillingncfle to accept the Empire, (hew- , 
ing truly yet diflemblingly, what a dangerous bcaft it was, but this was onely to 39 
found the Senators affed'tions towards him, that fo he might ruine them 5 and in¬ 
deed lie caught many fimple meaning men,with his bait of difTimulation,therefore 
not without caufc did his Tutor perceiving his fanguinary difpofition, whileft he 
was young call him clay tempered with bloud h and bccaufe of his intemperate drink¬ 
ing he was nick named Cal dins BiberiusMcrofox Claudius Tiberius Neroiznd Augu- 
fins did forefee his nature,when he faid,r£e Romans jbonld live miferally under Jncb 
thin //nr^hc was learned, but cruell and covetous,of a diflcinbling nature,frowning 
on thofe whom he lovcd,and fawning on thofe whom he hated:he was better at ex¬ 
temporary ,thcn premeditate counfels.Out of his pretended modefty, he would not 
at firfl be called Emperor, nor Pater Patrise, and bccaufe he knew that the armies 40 
would have had Germanicus to be Emperor,which he modeftly rcfufed,he fubmit- 
ted himfelf to the Senates ekd!ion*,he pafled by injurious language,fay ing that in a 
free State tongues fboutd be free.In all tilings hefubmitted himfclfe to the Senate, 
and (peaking again!! heavy taxes, he faid: that good jhepheards ufetoJhaer , not to 
flay their fhcep. He was fevere again!! adultery and robbery,and infurre<f!ions,and 
cither fupprefled or reftrained the abufe ofSan&uaries. 

At a certain Funeral! one cryed out aloud, defiring the dead corps to tell Au¬ 
gufius that his legacies which he left to the people were not paid,by Tiberius , who 
prefently apprehends the party, and having paid him his iliare commands him to 
be flain, and then to report the truth to his father Augufius . He reduced the king- yo 
dome of Cappadocia after the death of old Archelaus into the form of a Province. 
r A.C. 17. The fourth year of Tiberius, Germanicus triumphed over divers German nations, 
3988. between the Rhene and Albis now called Elbe or Elve * Drufas Cafars fon is fent 
to Germany to be trained up in the wars, and to appeafe the Germans, now at civil 
wars among!! themfelvcs. At this time 12 dries of Afiawerc overthrown with 
earthquake* 5 ofthefe he repaired PJiiladclphia, Magnefia, and Apollonia. Ger¬ 
manic 
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manicus in the Eail endeavoured to re-enthrorte Vonon the Parthian,thruft out b yAn.Mundi 
Artabanusjoux. could not prevail. He made Zeno King Pdemons &on of Pont us Go- 
vernour of Armenia, fliortly after he is poifoned at Antioch by P/fo, being fccretly 3990. 
incournged to commit this wickcdnelfc by Lsvta August a. German tats was much A . C, 19, 
lamented being a Prince,mildc to his enemies,and curteous to his friends*, but Pi jo 
murthcrcd himfelf at Rome. 

About the 21 year of Chri A the image of Partus fell down at Rome, Tiberius dc- 
ftroyed the fpurious books of the Sibyls, he drove out of the city the wanton fo- 
lemnitics of the Egyptian Ifis, asalfothe jewilh religion, bccaufe the wife of Sa- 

10 tttrntnus had intercepted great fums of mony, conveyed to Jcruialem * the 
Jewes were fomc banifhed, feme killed , he would not yceld that Armini - 
us the Roman enemy fhould be poyfoned, Ihewingthat the Romans nfed not to 
fuffrefic their enemies by treachery^ but b/ valour. Yet this Armimns was (hortly 
after flaine, by the treachery of his friends. Cafir now being rid of Gerrnanicus , 
began openly to (hew his truculent nature,hc maintained yalerius Grants Prefident 
ofPalcftinalnhiscovctoufneflc*, who had changed four High Priefls in a (hort 
rime,to wit, AnnasJfmael^Elea^er^nd Simon^ and had now let up C alphas^ no leflfe 
cruell then Ttberins. 

4 tA.ltus Sejanus heretofore the dtartiite of Apicius the glutton,who wrote a book^r^* f/, 9 . 

20ofglutony, and having found upon the calling up of his accomptsbut 100000 
Scfiertia left for his kitclun,hanged himfelf^ I fay this Catamite but now dale and 
out of date, is by Tiberius advanced to great honours,and power, purpofely to cir¬ 
cumvent and ruinc all good men. He ufed to fubomc falfc witncflcs,toentrap ho¬ 
ned men, andcfpecially if they were wealthy *, fo that no good man could live in 
Rome at that lime with any fecurity: the Scnat was brought into fuch a fervil con¬ 
dition, that they durdnotcontradi&ordeny anything,though never fo unjuft, 
that C&far or Sejanus would have done, Vrujus Tiberius his only fon is poy fon- 
ed by Sejanus his means; bccaufe upon a quarrell between them, Drufus Arook him ^ « 

on the Face,who never left till he had made Ltvia with whom Sejanus committed * # 2 * 9 

30 adultery,poy fon her husband,upon promifes that he would marry hcr,and thatfhc 
(hould have a (hare in the government: this murther was concealed 8. years toge¬ 
ther. Sejanus feeing this murder fucceeds fo well, refolves to make away with Ger - 
manic Us fons, who were to fucceed next into the Empire: he could not workc 
any thing upon Agrippinas chadity, therefore he goes about to accufe her and her 
3 fons of treafon: he alfo falfly accufed and condemned Silt us their friend,as if he 
intended to poyfon the Empcrour* but he prevented his tortures by his volun¬ 
tary death, and felf-murther. Dolobc&a defired and deferved the honour of a tri¬ 
umph, for fuppreffmg Tacfaronm^ who by the help of the King of the Garaman- 
tes, committed great outrages in Africa 5 but Sejanus deny cd him this honour, 

40 and conferred it on Iunius Blefus y his uncle, who had not defeated and killed the 
enemy as Dolobclla did: he countcnanccth and rewardeth informers, he animates 
the fon to accufe the father, Ktbius Cerenus was falfly accufed by his own fon, 
that he meant to raife war in Gallia, and to deftroy the Prince. Cecil/us Cornutus y 
once Prctor, being alfo falfly accufed offending many to raife a rebellion, killed 
himfelf, Crcmutius Cordus was accufed for pray fin" M. Brutus in his Annul es 
which he publiflied, and for faying that CaJJius was the lafl of the Romans, who 
after he had dec red himfelf, went out of tne Senate and ended his life by abfti- 
nence* Order was given by the Senate that the Aediles (hould burn his books, 
which notwithftanding were prefervedi 

50 About this time Poppaus Sabtnus fubduedthc High-land Thracians for refu-] 

(ing to muAcr their bed fouldiers for the fcrvicc of the Romans. Sejams petitions 
eth Cafar that he might marry with Livia ;which being denyed him,he perfwadeth 0 * 

him to remove himfelf from the City tumults, and to folace himfclfe with a pri¬ 
vate and quiet life in fome plcafant place far from Rome. By this means he knew 
that his own power (hould be the greater *, that no accede could be had to the Em- 
perour,nor no letters fent but by the fouldiers, which were at his devotion.* hcc 
made (hew of friendlhip to Agrippina >and told her that (he (hould beware ot eating 
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A f. Hand ; or drinking with her father in law, who meant to poyfon her 5 but flic not knowing 
howtodiflemblc, could not be perfwaded at table, either to cat or drink 5 or be 
cheerful. Ttberins commending the goodnclle of the Apples that were fet down be¬ 
fore him,gave one of them to his daughter in law, which (lie would not tafte, but 
delivered it to one of the waiters. 

Ctfar pretending to dedicate a Temple to Jupiter at Capua, and another to 
Augufltts at Nola,rcmovcd to Campania,purpofely to be far from the City,that fo 
the fufpition of his cruelties and oppreffion might be concealed,in refpeft of place, 
though not of deeds: that he might make his majefty more terrible by that great 
diftance *, and to avoid his mothers company, whom he had made his colleague in l0 
his gov ernment: therefore he fliut him (elf up in the Hie of Canrea?, where hcc 
flayed not long,being recalled by the people thence,upon the fal of an Amphithea¬ 
ter at Fidemr, where 5coco men were flain. He haring fhewed himfclfe to rhe 
people,' returned again to the Ifland, where he remained 11. years 5 in all which 
time there were no Prefidents of the Provinces, nor Tribunes of the fouldicrs 
changed. Spain and Syria were fomc years without Coufular Lcgats,or Leivete- 
nant Deputies, he fuficrcd Artabanus the Parthian to poffeife Armenia,the Daci¬ 
ans and Sarmatians to waft Mefia and the Germans to fpoil Gallia, to the great 
difiionour and danger of the Empire. 

The beginning of the year was polluted by the flamclcfTe murthcr of Tit ins 2 q 
S ab turn an honorable Gent’eman/or his affcdion to Germanic us ,and his family,he 
was entrapped by Lattarisin d others to fpcake fomc words in commendation of 
Cerma, uus, the a(F,i< 5 fcion$ of wliofc family he bewaylcd * as alfo the inifgovcrn- 
ment of Sej anus. Vpon this he is prefently accufcd, condemned, and haled to Ti- 
. beris with his garment turned over his head, where he was drowned, though his 

dog in the water ftrove to keep his mailers body from finking,but in vain,this was 
done on the Calends of January: not long after died 1*IU Augujla , or Livta Ti¬ 
berius his mother 5 who neither did vifit her in her fickncfTc,nor with his prefence 
honour her funeral!, on which he would fuffer no coft to be bellowed as the Senat 
had intended-,!!* being gone who held in the exorbitances of Tiberius and Sejanas 3 30 
now a gate is opened for all wickednefTe and oppreffion. Men durft not vifit or 
confer with their neighbours and friends, for fear of (ufpiiion.Agr/ppfm is accufed 
of plotting with the Army,wherefore flic is banifhed, her eye beat out by a Cen- 
turion, andatlaflfamifhedtodeath. Nero and Drufus herfons arc alfo accufed as 
enemies, and both flarvcdwith hunger, Nero in Pontiaan Ifland in jhe Tyrrhen 
Sca,aud Drufus in the Palace. 

3 0 0 Whilcfl the world croanes under the tyranny of Tiberius , John Baptifl the fort 

A • of Zac bar ids the High Priefl prcacheth repentance to the Jewes, and bapti2eth 

them,fhcwing that the Lambe of God was comming to take away the finnes of the 
world,& who ftiould baptize them with water and with the Holy Ghoft.Then he 40 
4000. baptizeth Chrifl in Jordan,who being declared by the voice of God from heaven, 

A. C. and by the fitting of the Holy Ghoft upon him in the form of a dove, was carried 
i nto the wilderncfle to be tempted by Satan, whom having foiled he goeth to Ga- 
lilcc^ and choofcth his Difciples,with whom he goeth to Cana, and there at a mar¬ 
riage turncth water into wine: thence to Jcrufalcm, and at the Fcaft of Eailer 

4 o o 1. purgeth the Templc ofbuyers and fellers: from thence he goeth again into Gali- 

A. C. 30. lec,when he undcrflood that lohn was caft into prifon by Herod Antipus , for re¬ 
proving his incefl with his brother Philips wife , taxing the ingratitude of his 
country,!* goeth to Capernaum,where he heals a Rulers fon, Piters mother in 
law, with many others,thence going about into other cities, he prcacheth the Go* 
fpclI,andworketh miracles. 5 

4002. The next year he went up to the Feafl of Eafler: then he cured him that lay at 
A, C. 31. the pool ofBcthefda 38 years. He vindicates his Difciples from breaking the Sab- 
batn.He lends abroad his Apofllcs to preach and cure difeafes. He heals the Cen¬ 
turions fervant,and reflorcs the widows fon at Naim to life: fo he did the daugh¬ 
ter of Ia/rus^hc caftctli out divels,and rebuketh the windes.In the mean time Herod 
at the intreaty of //c/W/,?/ 5 bchcadcth lohn Baptrft. for which cruelty he was juftly 
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punifhcd with the terrour of an evill confidence, thinking Chrift had been then ri- A^.Mtndi 
fen again from the dead, and with the loflc of his Army, defeated by Arttas king 
of Arabia. Eajter drawing necr Chri ft retires to the Defart, where he fed5coo4oo3. 
men,befide$ women and children, with five barly loaves and two fifhes, having A. C. 32. 
left twelve baskets full of crums * upon this they would have made him king * 
fliortly after he fed^oo men with feven loaves. He foretels his Dil’ciples of their 
perfecutions and deaths. Then he tranffigured himfclf on mount Thabor* and af¬ 
ter that he informes his Apoftlcs of the nature ofh:s kingdome, and that they 
(hould not lord it over others, as worldly kings doc over their fubjedls. 

10 About the end of his third year, Chrift went up to Jerufalem to the Feaftof 
Tabernacles * then lie fendeth abroad 70 other Difciplcs to preach and work mi¬ 
racles : he fliarply reproveth the corrupt manners of the Jews. Then he raileth Lj- 
\arus being 4 days dead: W hereupon multitudes follow him riding to Jerufalem,4 004. 
with olive branches and palms in their hands. Then he whipt the buyers and (t\-A. C. 33. 
lers out of the Temple. Caiphas and his father in law Annas, hired lidos to betray 
his Mailer *, which he did for 30 pecces of filver, in the night time whileft Chrift 
was at his devotion : who with his word made thefouldiers that came to appre¬ 
hend him,fall back tothe ground. Then being carried to the High Prieft, he was 
accufed by him, and the Elders of fedition j Eilat would have abfolved him, but 
aodurft not ^ fearing the difpleafurc of Tiberius h therefore lie condemned him to be 
crucified,for faying he was a king. But the miracles at his dea> h, and his glorious 
Rcfurredtion the 3. day, his 40 days convcrfation with his Difciplcs, and his a- 
feenfion to heaven, fhew^that he was a king indeed 5 but not of this world. There¬ 
fore the better toadvancc his fpirituall kingdome, eleven days afi er his afcenlion, 
on the day ofPcntecoft, he fends downc on his Apoftles affembled in an upper 
roomc, the Holy Ghoft in form of cloven firy tongues, fo that they all began to 
fpeak divers languages, preaching Chrift > fo that at P^rjfirft Sermon 3 oco. 
afterward 5000 were converted, thePricftsand Elders ftorming at this,impri- 
foned and whipt the Apoftles,and ftoned Steven *, but to no purpofc: for the Go- 
30 fpcll ftill increafcd, and Saul the great perfecutor is converted, and becomes a for- 
vent preacher^fo in 7 yeers fpace was confirmed the covenant made to Abraham 
his poftcrity: which now Fcterjauljohn^htltf^md Barnabas ^ began to communi- a, C . 34. 
cate to the Gentilesrand fo according to. Daniels Prophecy the 70 weeks arc finifhed 
thedayly facrificcended finis abolilhcd.andcvcrlaftmg rightcoufndfe eftablifhed. 

Ac Rome fuch cruelties were exercifed by Sejanus^ that many brave men killed • 1 
thcmfel ves: his flatterers facrificed to him,as well as to Tiberim^ and fworc by his 
Genius. So great was his power,that Tiberius grew jealous of him*, therefore he 
fent letters privately tothe Senat,to imprifon S ejanus, which was done according- 
ly, by Regulus the Conful, and Laco captain of the watch. His Images arc broken 
4odown and melted. He was flung down from the top of the Gemonian ladders, and 
his body dragged up and down the ftreets by the people 3 days together: his chil¬ 
dren were condemned to die. His daughter which was promifed to Claudius his 
fon,is firft defloured by the hangman, then ftrangled* for it was not lawfull to put 
a virgin to death. All his friends were either (lain, or baniflied, or difgraccd * and 
his body flung at laft into Tibris. After his death Tiberius was more cruell then be¬ 
fore, by which it appeared that Sejanus was but the inftrumentof his cruclry.Thc 
Statue of liberty notwithftanding is eredted in the Forum * a prefagethat Rome 
fhould be ere long freed from Tiberius his tyranny * who being defired by Galius 
Afimus whom he had condemned to dy,that he would hallen his death he anfwcr- 
50 cd: / am net yet friends with you, 

The rcafons that moved Tiberius to deftroy his favorite were many.v/^.dangcr- 
ous words from Sejanus againft the Prince:his caufing of him to retire to Caprex: 
his great power: his marriage with "Livid Drufns widow i his ruining of the houfc 
of German ecus: his great train of fervants: his defire to be Tribune j and for that he 
held Drufus prifoner, and C. Cafar at his mercy: and yttTibertus fufpcdlcd aod 
hated Cajus: at laft he dyed, the 78 year of his age,having reigned 2 3. Some thinkc 
he was poyfonedby Cajus^ others, that he was ftifledby Macro Co\or^W of the 
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An.Mund’* Guards and Cayts his creature. -Which Tiberius perceived when he told Macro , 
\S~\r\s that he did 1 veil to look towards the Sun rifmg. Tiberius was a wicked Prince, hated 
and feared of his people *, and fo fearfull himfclfc by reafon of his guilty confci- 
ence, that he trembled ft ill when itthundred * fothat then ufually he wore a bay 
garland, he was wont to call h ing Prumus happy, for furvivrng all his children. His 
body was carryed by the Souldiers to Rome,and there folcmnly burned: The peo¬ 
ple curling him,and wilhing the M wes or Gods of the dead^not to admit his ioulc 
in the company of the juft* 


Chap. XI. 
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1. The life and death of Caligula,*/;^ of the R Oman ard lewilh affaires under him. 
2.7 he life and death of Claudius, and of air\he memorable accidents in Rome, 
Part hi a, 1 tides, and el ft where under him . 3 . Of Agrippa and A ntipas. 

4008. Cnfdr Caligula fo called from the buskin or fhoc he wore in the campe, 

. where he was born,was begot of Germanic us the fon of Drafts $ his mother 
was Agrippina Augttfius his Ncece*, the daughter of Agrippa. His fucccf- 
fion was joyfull to Rome,wearied with the infolcncies of Ttbenus: & becaufc of the 20 * 
great love the C lty bore to Gemanicus poyfoned by P/fo , whofe death was much 
lamented by the Romans. His parents and brothers w'ere murthered by Tiberius . 

It was faid of Cahgula, that he was a good fervant, but a bad maftcr 5 for he was 
very obfequious to Tilenus . At firft he fhewed fome tokens of goodndfe by cal¬ 
ling home the banilbed and condemned Citizens,and freely pardoning them. By- 
giving full power to the Senat to determine all matters without appeal to him. He 
flighted the information of a plot intended againft him*,faying, he feared ho plots, 
having never wronged any man hitherto. He banilbed A ntipas to Lions with his 
coneubin Herod/*j\pang accufed ofopprdfion by Agrippa. 

But he was an enemy to Chrift, in pcrfecuting him in his members,whom Tibe- 39 
rjus would have honoured as a God, when he defired the Senat to admit him a- 
mong their Gods.Cajus alfo commanded his own image, withthofeof the heathen 
Gods to be ereded in the Temple of Jcrufalcm.Hc pcrfccutcd thejc\vs,&rcjc<ftcd 

4010. their Petition,and Philo their agent: he beftow’cd on Herod Agrippa golden fet¬ 
ters in lieu of his iron oncs,bccaufc he wilhed the fudden death of Tiberius who im- 
prifoned him, and the fucceftion of Caligula-, then made him king over Philtps 
and Lyfiniasxctnrchy : hccrefts a temple to himfclf, and in it his own image, 
which he clothed dayly in the fame habit he went in himfclf: he would m?ke (hew 
of conference with lupitcr, as if he had been his equall. He appointed Priefts and 
folemne facrifices for himfclf .He commanded Petrontus Prefident of Judaea to de-40 
dicatethe Temple of Jerufalem to his deity: -which upon the Jews importunity 
Petronius refufed to doc •, w herefore he is condemned to dye by Cajus. But before 
he heard of this fcntcncc wa$ (lain. Hcthrcatneddeftru&ion to the Jews of 
Alexandria being accufed by Appion the Grammarian*, but Philo pleaded for their 
innoccncy, and comforted them with the aftiirance of Gods afliftancc when mans 
help is furtheft off *, w r hich fell out to be true upon the death of this monftcr, who 

4011. fparednot his own brother Tiberius, whom he murthers treachcroufly by a Tri- 

A . C. 40. bunc. He caufed M. S/Units his father in law to cut his ow n throat: he deflowred 

his three filters: he banidied Agrippina and LiviUa, he murthered Macro and his 
w ife Enma: Having condemned at one time fome Gauls,and fome Grecks,he brag- 
ged that he had fubdued Gallogrxcia. 

This tyrants whole pleafure was in (bedding of bloud, and tormenting of men 
with lingring deaths,commandingthcm fo to be flain that they might feele them- 
felves dye. His wilh was,that all the Romans had but one neck tint he might ftrike 
it offat one blow r . Whofe common phrafe w r as. Let them hate mefo they fear me. He 
complained that in his time there were no publick calamirics,as fire^ftilcrcc, fa- 
mine, earthquakes. All kind of carnaU pollution he cxcrcifcd publikely in his pa¬ 
lace. 1 
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lace.He fpenc above a ioo and 20000 Seftcrtia in one ycer idly . that being ‘.'pent he An.M^dt. 
raiicth intolerable taxes,and perfccutcs all rich men for their wealth & fils the city 
with bawdy houfes for gain.He threatens Germany & Britanuy with war:he made 
a bridge of (hips over the Biy of Baut almoft four miles long. He threatned Gallia 
with a war, but imployed his fouldiers to gather and fill their helmets with fhcls 
and piblc Bones,returning in triumph to Rome for plundering Neptune.He brag* 

f ed that he turned Sea into Land,and day into night, when lit built his bridge and 
efet it on both fides with torches in the dark.Fie intended to hivc murrhered all 
his chief Senators and Knights,and then to remove to Alexandria or Annum s for 
I0 inhis elofet were found two fcroles containing'the names of the chief Senators 
and Knights, the one he called the fword,the other,the dagger-, he had alfo a great 
chcftfull of all fort of poyfons, which being cart into the Sea poifonedthe fiih.Bat 
he was fuddenly cut off himfelf by Charea Caffius ,and Corx.Sa bus Tribunes,who 
gave him 30 wounds* dabbed his wife Cafovta, and beat out the hrainesof his 40 1 2. 
young daughter. He lived 19 yeares, and reigned or raged rather 3 years and 10 A.C. 41* 
moneths. * 

In the mean while the Gofpell fpreads. /Wconfuteththe Jews in their Syna¬ 
gogues : he is commanded the 3 year of his Apoftlclhip to preach to the Gentiles •, 
and fq is cariyed by Barnabas to Cilicia-, & Peter is fent to Cornelius whom he con- 
2.0 verts with his whole family. But Satan beftirs himfelfc to hinder the workc of 
Chrift, and caufeth the Dragon with 7 heads and 1 o horns to oppofe the woman. 

About this time Pilat being thruft out of his office by Vtteliius the Governour of 
Judea,murthers himfelf. An dCaiphas was forced to refign the Pricfthood to Jo¬ 
nathan thefonof Annat . Anti fas and Herodia* dyed miferably, and in want • 
he was banifiicd for keeping correfpondcncy with the Parthian; his Tetrarchy is 

i prento Agrippahiszccukr fo that now he hath Judea, Samaria and Carfarca 
ubjefttohim. 

‘ So hatefull was the mifgovcmmcnt of Tiher/us , that the Senat met in the Capi- 4012. 
tol, to abolifli the Caefarean family, and to affert their former liberty. But thc^* C. 4 1 * 
fouldiers made Claudius the fon of Drufns and Uncle to Caligula Emperor, as he 
was hiding of himfelf. For which favour he promifed to cadi fouldicr 40 Seller- 
tia,which may be about 3 50 crovvncs. He was but a fimplc and foolifh man,other¬ 
way es he had not cfcaped the cruelty of his Vndc Tiberius, nor the fury of his 
brothers fon Caligula ; and this benefit his folly afforded to the Stare -, that he be¬ 
ing of a timerous and flexible nature, fuffered himfelf to be ruled by wife men. 
Whocaufedhim for example fake put chorea, (who was alfo called Caffius,) to 
death. Sabinns the other Tribune killed himfelf. He repealed all the A£ts of Ca- 
jus: he reftored the Senat to rheir authority: he mitigated’: he rigour of fome 
laws: he caufed tiofe (laves to be made free,who in their fidmeffc were ncglctfed 
40 or expofed by their Mailers •, and he took away the power of life and death which 
they had over the flaves: he puniflied the ingratitude of manumiffed fervants 
- With the Ioffe of their liberty. He was a lover of learning, and learned him felfc 
both in Greek and Latin hiftories. He was not fuch a monftcr as Caligula , who 
would have abolilhed Homer and Virgil. He confined the Roman bounds, Eaft- 
ward with Euphrates, Northward with the Rhcnc,and Danubius,and Southward, 
with the Mauritanians: He wentin pcrfon,and fubduedthc Britains, and added 
the Orcades to the Roman Empire. 

Agrippa ufed all means to make the Jews faithfull to him,at Jerufalcm he was a 
drift obferver of thejewilh Religion:hc removed firft Thcophtlus, then Simon from 
t 5© the Pricfthood, and conferred it upon Matthias the brother of Ionathan : he hung 

up in the Temple of Jerufalcm the golden fetters fent him by Cajus. And toplcafe ., 
the Jews he beheaded lames the brother of Iohn, and irrip *i(oncd Peter, intending 4 0 1 5 • 
to murther him at Eafter but an angel delivered him. The 3 yearc of Claudius 4 0 1 4 * 

• at Antioch Chrifts followers were called Chriftians. Agrippa in the midft of his 
glory at Carfarcawvhileft the people in flattery called him God,was fo (truck with 
a loathfome difeafe, that in 5 days he died,being confumed with lice and vermin, 
the 44. year of Ghrift, 10 whom luccccded Cafpiut Fadus in Jud^a. For Agnp- 
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; uundr P a s ^ on v ‘ as not y ct ^ or government. The famine foretold by Agabtts , about 
this time was great, every where, but Helen* queen of Adiabcne a country in Af- 
fyria helped the Chriftians with money to buy corn: Then it was that Theudas a 
falfe MefTias,raifed 400 Jews againft the Romans,but the tumult was quickly ap- 
peafed, the rout routed, and he killed: Then Matthew wrote his Gofpeli.Pa*/and 
B*mab>is converted Sergius Paulus the Roman PrO'Conful in Cyprus to the Faith. 
And ftruck Eijnt,u the Sorcerer with blindncfle. Then was Paul caught into the 
third Heaven, and (hordy after he with Barnabas preach the Gofpell through all 
Afia. So doc Judas and Sylvanus. 

At Rome Claudius is in danger of his life by the tumultuous people, fori 0 
want of corn, fo that lie incouraged the Merchants, and provided Hups for im¬ 
portation of provifion. He repaired Oftiathc port town to Rome, built by Ancus 
Martins* Hce made the great Aquxdutfs called from him Aqua Claudia, fur- 
nifhing the City with water, wh ofe fprings were 40 miles off. But he was unhap¬ 
py in nis wife Mefalina , an infatiablc bead, committing unclcannefTe without 
llume or moderation with people of both fexes: which occafioncd Claudius to give 
Iiimfclf alfo to unlawfull plealures and luffs: and whilefl he was at Oftia with his 
Concubines, flic at Rome publicity marryed with C. Sihus : for which caule hcc 
put her to death: and withall abolimed all ftrange religions in Italy,and fupprefled 
the Druides,and advanced the ancient Arufpices. 20 

In Partliia were great civill wars. Goihar^es intending to kill his brother Arta- 
banus invaded the langdome. The Parthians fearing his cruelty fet up his other 
brother Bardanest, who having railed an army meant to march as foonashc 
had taken Scleucia, which he was then bcfieging: But in the mean while Go- 
th*r\es ftrengthened himfelfe, and Meherdates King of AfTyria did feife upon 
Armenia. But fhortly after common danger made the brothers friends. Bardanes 
is hindredby yibius Marfa Legat of Syria, from Armenia: he was afterward 
killed by his own followers,as he was hunting. Got barges for his riotoufnefTc is 
hated of the Parthians, who weary of his tyranny,fend private petitions to CUu - 
diHs^ bcfccching him toeftablifh Meherdates the ion of P hr antes , in his Fathers 50 
^ 0 j dignity. 

A. C. 4Whereas the fecular folcmnitics were wont to be a&ed but ,once in i«o years, 

1 which is the age of a man * yet Claudius caufcd them to be proclaimed fixty eight, 
others fay fixty three years after they had been aded by Angufins . About this 
time Claudius placcth a King over the Cherufci, a people in Germany,who was 
defeendedof Aminats , but bred in Italy. He fends Corbulo to fupprefle the re¬ 
belling Frifians. The Hedui in Gallia (now the feat of the Burgundians) had the 
priviledge of Senators in Rome.The army being purged and muftered,which was 
called in Rome coniere lujlrum $ and was performed every fift year, there were 
found at this time 69 hundred, and 44 thoufand Citizens. Mefalina being dead, 4c 
Claudius his free men ruled there * chiefly Poftdio his Eunuch-, Polybius pxhom he 
ice between the Confute-, Padas^vhosn he honoured with Prctorian robes, and 
NjrcijJus his Secretary .When he complained of the poverty of his Exchequer, it 
wasanfwercd, that he fhouldbc rich enough, if his Liberti or Frec-men would 
admit him into their company. Thefe tyrannifed over the people, andcaufedthc 
old man to fall in love with his brothers daughter Julia Agrippina. Pallas the 
maker of this incefluous match having had the ufc of her body, caufcd Claudius to 
adopt her fon by Domitius Aentbarbtts^he was called Nero^ & became both fon and 
fon in law to Claudius , to the overthrow of Germanicus , whom he begot of Me fa 
lina. This Agrippina fent a Colonie to that City of the Vbii > which from her was-^ 
called C olonia Agrippin t. Upon a fecond tumult of the people for want of corn,* 
Claudius hardly eicapcd with hi5 life. In his reign, faith was feen the Phoe¬ 
nix in Egypt but Tacitus will have it in the reign of Tiberius , which was the 54 
jyear of Chrift, fhortly after his refurreftion, who is ahe true Phoenix. But 
I have elfewhere proved that the Phoenix is no fabulous bird. 

Fado being Govemour of Judaea of a Jew became a Gentile, under his fucccf- 
for Ventidius-y an impudent fouldier, (hewing his naked genitals in dcrifion to the 
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Jews ^ai fed fuch a fedition at the feafl of unleavened beard, that in it 20006 An.Mnudu 
Jews were (lain. Mcherdates hoping by the help of Cajus Cafius to obtain Par- uATU 
rhia, and failing of that aid which was promifed by the Adiabem and Edeffent, fell 
into the hands of Gotar^es^ who cut off I.is cars, after Gourdes fucceeded Vono - 
nes who lived obfaircly* hisfon Fologefes fuccecdcd. The Jews and Samari¬ 
tans inveterate enemies, were animated by their Govcrnours, Cum amts president 
of Judaea, and Felix of Samaria, to molcft each other by inroades, which they 
did, fometimes fpoiling and killing each other in ambufties, foinetimes in open 
battelh But gjuidratus the Governourof Syria ferthe Province at quietneffe 
and revenged the death of the Roman fouldiers,thcn being authorifed by Claudius 
to punifluhe Procurators if guilty. He condemned Cumanus, but advanced Felix 
into the Tribunall among the Judges, though both were equally guilty. Cuma - 
nus is fent to Rome with Ananias the High Prieft, and A nan us the Captain. 

Claudius the 12 year of his reign bellowed Iurea and Trachonitis on Agrip. 
fa the younger. Felix prefuming on his brother Pallas greatneffe intifed 
Vrufilla from her husbands bed, and marryed her. A\tn king of Emcfa was her 
husband. 

About tills time Claudius baftifheth the Jews out of the City,for railing tumults 40*0.’ 
againft the Chriftians. With them Aquila and PrtfctlU of jewes now made 
soChriftians, are forced to fly to Corinth *, where Paul met them, having preached 

in Macedonia to the Philippians and Thcffalonians.At Athens Paul converted or 4 0 2 °* 
atleaftconfirmed Dionyfurs the Arcopagitc,in the Faith by his dodtrine and mi--'** C* 
racles. From thence he wrote to the Thcfialonians, at Corinth he found Silas and 
Timothy - returned from Macedonia, and being much oppofed he preached 
the Gofpell to the Greeks. In the 13. year of Claudius a Sow brought 
forth a Pig, having the lharpe talons of an hawke. .Which portended 
Hero that fnortly fuccecdcd, for he was a rapacious tyrant, and the fonne of a 
Strumpet. Agnfftna being affrighted at a fpcech let" fall from .Claudius in his 
drink,which was, that it was fatall for him to bear withhis wives lewdneffe and 
3 °thcnpuniflnhcm, Ihcc infufed poyfon into a Mulhrome, in which he delighted 
much, and becaufc he had then a loofeneffe, which might hinder the operation 
^ of the poyfon, Ihc procured Xenofhon the Pbyfidan tothniftafeatber down 
his throat dipt in ftrong poifon * pretending it would make him vomit: Co he 
dyed in the 64 year of his age, having reigned 13 years and 9 moncths. Shee 4 0 2 J • 
concealed his death, till Hero his fon in law had ftrengthened himfelf in the^* Ct 55 * 
-Empire. < 1 ,* 

In his time Helena Queen of Adiabene was converted: fo was EZates the Kin^ 
and y/Wrf/king of Edcffa. Phil if the Apoftlc.was crucified at Hierapolis fn 
Alia for preaching Chrift,and then was ftoned to death. Simon Magus was ho- 
4° noured with a Statue,and the title of Holy God. And vet the Mathematicians were 
driven out of the City, fortheir juggling tricks-, and who a greater juggler then 
Simon Mdgusl Paul efcaped ftoning at Lyftra. Peter reftores dead Tabttha to 
life. Intk ^Egean Sea there ftaned upon Ifland of 30 Stades. Claudius caufed 
the lake Furinus now called LagodoMarfo to be drawn dry, by the dayly toile 
of 30000 workmen,but to no purpofc.In his time alfo departed the Virgin Mary, 
being 59. years old. Peters wire was martyred * and the Synod of the Apoftles 
held the 16.-year after Chrifts refurreftion, and the 8. year of Claudius his 
reigne. • ‘ 
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3 •The wicked life and death o/Ncro. 2. The affairs of Germany, Britain, Par - 
thia, and Armenia at that time.$.The inferable condition ofItidxa,Gahlee,&c • 

the laft and worft of all the C a far s (for he outrun Caligula his Vnclc in4 o 2 5* 
^^allWndeofwickcdnefleJ began his reign the 55 year of Ghrift, he beings, c. 55 * 
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An. MurJi. then 17 years of age be commits the government of aHdiing* to his mother. He 
folemniled the Funerals of Claudsta. He made great (hew of avertuous Prince 
for 5 years, promiiing he would be another Au^ufius. He either remitted or mi¬ 
tigated heavy taxes. When being delircd to fubferibe to the condemnation of one, 
who was to Differ * his anfwer was: / wjh 1 could not write* Burrhus was his tu¬ 
tor for military affaires, Seneca for Philofophy and Oratory: In his childhood he 
learned all the libcrall Aris. But his Mother kept him back from the ftudy of 
Philofophy,affirming (but foolilhly,and like her felfe) that it was repugnant to 
princely Government: and tliat Seneca might make his own Oratory tlic more ad¬ 
mired by Ncro^ he hindred him from reading the ancient Orators * therefore he I0 
applycd himfelf to painting, graving, finging,and verfifying. 

Under Nero Pontus was made a Province, he began to ffiake offhis mother for 
reproving his doating upon Atte the freed woman. He removed Pallas her fa¬ 
vorite, and match maker with Claudius , from all Government * and being jealous 
of Britannic us the truefonof Claudius > who was now i4vearsoId, and of a to¬ 
ward! y difpofition, and whom Agrippina threatned to eftablifli in the Empire, 
Nero by the help of Locufia a nat ghty woman, poyfoned him* who falling down 
dead at the drinking thereof,made all at the table amazed: but Nereis if he knew 
nothing,gave out that he was fubjedi to the Falling fickncfle. But the fame night 
he cauled his body to be burned , and to be buried in Campus Martins * at which a o 
time there were fuch ftorms and fhowres, that the people took this for an evill 
prefage: he rewarded Locufia. Then he went about in fcrvill apparell, among the 
bawdy houfes, where he received many a knock,which lx bore patiently, becaufc 
he would not difeover himfelf. He allowed to Valerius Majjala , and other decayed 
gentlemen yearly ftipends. Wars between the Romans and the Parthians increafed 
dayly, under Domnins Corbnlus about Armenia, which had been conquered by 
Lncuiltts and Pompy, but now fallen off. At la ft Tiridates King thereof was 
by the help of Ant toe hits Cemaguus , and rharafmenns forced to yecldto Cor - 
bulo after he had taken Aitaxata the chiefe City , and evened it with the 
ground. id * . 3° 

4033. After this Nero being taken withthe love of Poppaa fir ft made her his Con- 
A.C. 6 $. cubinc (her husband Salvtus otho confcnting to it) then he marryed her, having 
firft murthered his own wife Ottavia the daughter of Claudius . About this time 
the Frifian EmbafTadours at Rome, perceiving that in /^/^Amphitheater 
the Embafladours of thole Nations who were faithfull to Rome, fat among the 
Senators * they alfo fat down, faying that no nation was more faithfull, to Rome 
then the German, which was taken well by the fpe&ators. About the fame time 
alfo the Herraunduri quarrelling with the Catti,Doth being German people 3* 
bout Salt pits , the Catti were overthrown. Poppaa often folicitea Nero to 
make away his mother, as if fix intended his death. Therefore he put herein a (hip 40 
that could eafily fall a funder in the Sea*, bur having efcaped that dangcr,he cau- 
fed Anicetus his freed man to murthcr her. At which horrid a<ft the Sunne fo- 
dainly was darkened, and at Rome a woman was broughtto bed of a Snake,and 
Nero himfelf tortured with an evill confciencc, and with the ghaftly fights of his 
mothers ghoft, perfuing him with whips and firebrands* he gave bimfelfe after 
this to all uncleanncfle, and cruelty: For he caufed himfelf to be marryed in the 
manner and apparrellof a Virgin. Upon the fight of a Comet, he cauled many 
of the Nobility to be murthered, faying, that Comets ufually portend Mortality. 

He ufed to fifh with golden nets, and to waffi himfelf in pretious ointments. He 
ufed to ling to the harp,and to be Hill exercifcd in the race of chariots. But in the 
midft of his jollity,whileft Panlinns was taking in of Mona or Anglefcy,the Bri- 
tains invade the Roman Colony at Camalodunum or Maldonin Eflex. where 
70000 Romans and their aftociates were killed,but Paulinas returning with an ar¬ 
my of 10000 killed Soooo Britains. His fucceuour Turfill anus lived idly without 
a< 4 ing any thing. 

At Rome 400 flaves are killed, becaufc Pedianus the town Pr;rfe<ft was mur¬ 
thered by a flave. Burrhus is poyfoned by Nero, by which Seneca’s power was 
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much weakened. TV/.** alfoispoyfoncd •, Ottawa's head is brought into the city Art. Muudi. 
by Anted u* who killed Agrippina, and great folemnity isufed in the Temples •, 
the bafe and degenerated Senar in the interim applauding and flattering Nero\x\ all 
Ins adions. Cafennius Patui who bafcly yeeldcd Armenia to Fologefes the Par¬ 
thian, was pardoned by Here. But Cotluius forced Tirtdttes to lay down his re¬ 
gal diadem at the feet of Nero's image, r nd to receive it from Cafars hand. Ne¬ 
ro alfo was the fir ftthat perfecuced the Chriflians openly in the 10 year of bxi 
reign. Parti is accufed by the Jew's before the Deputy of Achaja, and is by himi 
ablolved. From thence lie went to Ephcfus, then to Jerufalcm, and then at An- 
I0 tiochhctold 7 > f/er ) that none fliould be compelled to Judaifm who had fub- 
mitted themfclves to Chrift- having confirmed the Difciplcs through Galatia 
and Phrygia,he returneth coEphefus where he layeth his hands on the 12 men 
whom Afoftcs had baptized *, and they lpakc with firy tongues. Then he difputcd 
in thefehoolof Tyrannus, and by handkerchcrs and aprons he wrought mira¬ 
cles confirming the Gofpell in Afia. So that the books of Exorcifts were burned, 
and the worfhip of Diana at Ephefus overthrowne 5 at which Demetrius the 
Silver-fmith ftormed, and raifed a tumult, out of which Paul efcapcd, and went 
to Macedonia, leaving there Timothy,to whom he wrote an Epiftle, and another 
to Tit ms Bifhop of Crete. After this he wrote to the Corinthians from Philippi ,4 024® 

20 he thought to have returned to Ephcfus, but being in danger of the Jews, goeth 
again to Macedonia. Thence by Titus and Luke he writes again to the Corinthi¬ 
ans, and from thence to the Romans: In his journey at Troas he reftores Euty 
chits to life, then at Jerufalem he was fet upon by the Jews, but was refeued 
by Claud us Lyftas : and comforted by Chrift himfelf e. Hcc pleads before 
Claudius , Felix and Drufilla . But Felix is afrighted at the lafl judgement 5 
being guilty of the murther of Unathan the High Prieft, and of his own inconti¬ 
nent life. 

Felix having fet up Ifmaela. tyrant in Pontificall chair, and having 4° 2 ^ 

delivered over Paul bound to his fucceftbur Port jus Fejlus, to pleafe the Jcwes 
3° whom he had offended * he is called home to Rome, where he had juftly fuffered 
for his mifgovernment, but that his brother Pallas by his greatnefle proteded 
him. Fejtus fends Paul to Rome, as himfelf defired, whither he arrived the 
next year after his fhipwrack, and is committed to the charge of Afrani us Bur¬ 
rhus. He lived two years in his own houfe with his keeper: in which time he con¬ 
verted fomejews. From thence he wrote to the Galatians and Epheflans. He 4 o4 ^ t 
fends abroad divers Difciples * cals Timothy and Mark out of Afia: He wrote 
to the Philippians by Epaphroditus,tothc Coloflians, and to Philemon bv Tychi- 
cus , fhe wing that he hoped to be fet free by Nero, who troubled not himfelf with 
any religion, but with that of the goddefle Syria . By Timothy alfb Paul wrote to 
40 the Hebrews: being delivered out of the mouth of the Lion, and difmifled after 
two years confinement by Nero . He goeth to Afia with Luke^ who then wrote 
the Ads of the Apoftles: he taught alfo in Macedonia, Italy,. Spain, and other 
places. Peter was at this time in Rome, who came thither the fetond year of Clau¬ 
dius . Here he wrote his two Epiltles.Pi*#/ returns a^ain to Rome,and is beheaded >, 

by Nero. He had familiarity with Seneca . peter with his prayers overcame Simon 4 0 3 <>• 
Magus, who offering to fly in the air by his Magick, fell down and broke his neck . A * • 
Peter is crucified, and many Chriftians killed upon fufpicion that they had fet the 
City on fire, which was done by Nero himfelf. Who whileft the City was on 
flames fung the Iliades of Troy. Many Chriftians were covered with wild Bcafts 
5 0 skins , and caft to does to be tom by them *, fome were burned *, Lucan the Poet, 4 0 3 *5 
and Seneca the Philosopher were flain With many other worthy and innocent mfcn, 
as if they hadbeenconfcious.of P/jVs confpiracy. Petronius Arbiter was killed 
alfo.This tyrant banifhed Rufus Mu founts the Philofopher with many other brave 
men^and killed his own wife Popfta being great with child,with a kick of his foot; 

There did die alfo in one Autumn 30000 of the Plague. 

After this he crowned Tiridates , and killed Corbulo that conquered him 5» he 
went to Greece where headed the Stage-player, and then attempted to cut the 
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An. Mm & Jjlhmus ofPeloponncfus. So having wafted the treafure, hcfalstocxa&ions and 
rapine, permitting no rich man to enjoy his own. He fpoiled all trading ' hec de- 
ftroyed all his kinared * but the world being weary of 14 years flaveiy under fuch 
a monftcr, began to caft off the yoak. Wherefore the Gauks under Inliut Vindex, 
and Spain under Galba revolted; the news of which being brought to him at Na¬ 
ples, he fwounded. He had heard of Vindex his revolt the fame day he killed his 
mother. But when he heard that the othcrarmies were fallen off, that Galba was 
marching againft him,that he was proclaimed Traitor by the Senat, that he was 
condemned to have his head fet in a fork, and whipt to death*, about midnight he 
flolcoutof thccity, with Sportts his Eunuch (to whom he marryed himfclf,af-10 
ter the death of Poppaa) and a few more, hee being alfo afrighted with an 
earthquake, and the gaftly apparitions of thofc he murthered, cries out, have 
4 0 3 9 * I rieither friend nor foe lefti and fo faJs on his fword, and Epaphroditus difpatch- 
A. C. 69. ct h him the 33yearofhislifeand the 9 month* the 13 yearofhis reign and 8 
month. 

In Judea Ananias the fon of Annas the High Prieft put to death with many o- 
thers fames the fon of Alp ha tts and brother of our Lord,after he had been Bifhop of 
Jerufakm 30 years. Ananias being depofed for his lcwdncffe, Agrippa lets up lefus 
the fon ot Vamruusy and fhortly after another^/®/ fonneof Gamaliel, which 
caufed civil! quarrels. Albinus governed Iudea a while tyrannicallyto whom* 0 
fucceeded Geffi us Floras, as great anoppreflouras the former* who laughed at 
the lews Petition which they preferred to Gallus Deputy of Syria, againft him. 
Floras exafperated the lews by his facriledge, and they him by railing and upbraid¬ 
ing fpeeches, denying to deliver up the chief authors as was demanded, where¬ 
fore the fouldiers plundered the city and killed divers. Thclcwcs finding no rc- 
dreffe of their opprelfions, about the 12 year of Nero, fell upon the caftle Mafiada, 
4038/ and killed all the Romans in it. Elea\er Nephew of Anna the High Prieft who 
mocked Chrift, perfwaded the Prieftsnot to facrifice any more for Cafar . Agrip- 
pas garrifon of horfe is driven out of the city ,and the Roman Garrifon contrary to 
faith and promife murthcrcd.^4w;iw the Prieft, with divers others are killed for 3 ° 
perftvading them to moderation. Uponihefabbath day 20000 lews arc flain ac 
Cefarca. At Alexandria 50000 lews were deftroyed \ the Greeks and the Syrians 
that dwelt among the Jews went to wrack. Thus began the war that utterly ruined 
the Jewifli nation, prefaged fomc yeers before by the Sword comet hanging over 
the city a whole year*by a hidden light that fliined in the Temple for half an hower 
at Eaftcr } by the brazen eaft gate of the Temple, which flew open of it felf, and a 
voice was heard, faying .* VepArt hence . Armed men were fecn in the air.OneJky** 

4 0 3 3. the fon of Ananas for divers ycarscryed out rvoe to lerufalem, and with this woe in 
his mouth he dyed. 

Gallus Governour of Syria, came afore Jeiufalcm withan Army, but was repul- 40 
fed with the lofle of 5000 foot, and 1000 horfe. The Jews encouraged with this 
fucccffe,leavy new Forces,choofc new Commanders, and commit the care of both 
Galilccs to Ananas the Prieft, and Jofephus the fon of Matthias . But the Chrifti- 
ans got out of Judea by times, fearing the fudden ruinc of that countrey. Vefia- 
fan famous for his fucccffc in Briranny and Germany, is fent by Nero into Syria. 

His fon Titus was his Legat or Deputy. Seppboris the cliiefe city of Galilee, 
opened their gates to Vefpafian : there quickly he got an army of 60000 out 
of ;£gypr, Syria, and the neighbouring places, lofephs Forces being too tveake 
to make rcfiftancc, Gadara is taken, then Japha where 15000 Galileans arc flain, 
the Samaritans on Mount Garizim arc defeated by Sextus Cerealis , where they y 0 
loft 11000 and 600 .Jotapata after along fiege under lofepbnsywzs taken by Vefpafi- 
an with the lofle of40000 Jews the 13 year of Nero.lofepbusycdds himfelf to Vc- 
Jfafian^nd isby him kindly ufed JoppefTiberiasfTarichea arc taken.So great was the 
daughter of Galileans, that the whole Lake of Gennafereth was infected with the 
dead bodies. Above 30000 were fold,6ooo are fent to Nerofto dig the Ifthmus. 77 - 
tus his horfe was flain under him, but having backt an other, he killed his enemy. 

Galilee being fubdued Vefpafian intends to fall upon Judea,but:efolrcsto de- 
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fcr the fiege of Jerufalcm, becaufe he undcrftood by fame f ugitives, that they were An. Mttnii 
like to de'ftroy one another within the city, which now was the reft of all unclean 
birds, and the fink of theeves and rogues, which had no fear of God before them. 

The rich went to wrack, the High Pricft Ananus was thruft out, and one 
phanneas an ignorant clown put in his place. The people arc inccnfed a°ainft 
the Zelotes, who feemedtobe moft eager for their law; Now the Temple is 
become a den of theeves, and receptacle of all the feditious rout. The Zdotes 
arc befieged, who in the night let in 20000 Idumcans, they fall to skirmifhing fo 
fiercely that 8000 were found dead the next morning. Ananus the High Prieft,and 
10 moft of the prime citizens arc killed, befides 12000 of the meanner fort. Ve - 
fpafian in the mean time fvbdues Perxa driving the Inhabitants before him to 
Iordan. Whom Placidtts the Tribune dcllroyed. 15000 were flaine by. the 
fword, befides unknown multitudes which were drowned in Iordan, and in the 
dead Sea. But as Vefpafian was preparing to fet downc before Ierufalem, 
newes are brought of Nero's death, which fomewhat retarded the war.

mitian. 2. The utter definition of ferufalem, andfiavery impofed on the oh- 
fiinate fern, 3. Some paffages of Part hi a, Armenia , and other parts . 

OErgius Galba in Spin was chofenEmperor by the fouldiers, and confirmed by . 0 , g; 
^theScnat. He had been Commander over the German and Spanifh Forces, but Ct ^ I# 

fo fevere, that when he came into the camp, they ufed to fay .♦ Souldiers learn to y\ c'%z& 
fight , this is Galba , not Getulicus * He was infamous for fodomy, gluttony and co- 
vetoufneflc. When the fouldiers demanded of him a donative, he anfwcred that, 
Heenfedto choofe , not to buy fouldiers. Which fpeech was very diftaftfuU, for the 
30 fouldiers ufed to receive from their Gene rails donatives or military rewards, 
which was cither Adorea a mcafurcof corn, or a chain, orabracelet, or horfe- 
trappings, or hafiapara y a fpear without an iron point 5 or clfe garlands. There¬ 
fore as Galba was never too well loved by the fouldiers, fo now hec is extreamly 
hated j and fo much the more, bccaufe he was now altogether ruled by Cornelius 
Laco , 77 . Vinitts , and Uelus, all three infamous the firft for pride, the fecond for 
covetoufneffe, and the third forfluggifhneflc.Thcfe three infeorn were called Gal¬ 
ba % pedagogues or tutors. He was flain by the fouldiers in the Forum, as hec 
came to appeafethe tumult of Otho’ s Legions, who would have him to be Em- 
perour. His head was cut off by a private fouldier, and carrycd about on a pole, 

40 that Otho might fee it-, but be defired rather to fee the head of Licinius P/fo 
whom Galba had adopted, and thought to have made him his fucceflburin the 
Empire. This head alfowas brought to Otho-, and Galba* s three tutors were 
killed. Thus ended Galba being 73 years old, and having reigned 7 months:thc 
Senat would have cre&cd a ftacue for him, but Vefpafian hindered it , bccaufe 
he had heard that Galba had employed fome fouldiers to murther him in Iudara. 

Otho fucccedcd, but reigned not above three months, he perceiving that Galba 
preferred Pifo to him 5 partly by bribes, partly by fair words, induced the fouldi- 
ers being angry with Galba, to murther him, and then to confer the Empire on him- 
felf. But fhortly after hearing that Vitellius was made Emperor in Germany by 
5ohis fouldiers.* he rcfolvcdto cndthccontrovcrficinabattell. Three battels were 
fought, in which Otho had the better: Butin the fourth he was defeated 5 and 
then out of impatience, he flew himfclf, the 3 8 year of his age, ro the great grief of 
the people, who had great hopes of his good government. He was fo well be¬ 
loved of his fouldiers,that divers ofthem, looking on his dead body killed them- 
felvcs:in his younger ycars(its thought)hc was Nero’s Catamit,& rival for poppa*. 

Aulus Vitelltus returning vi&orto Rome, was falutcd Emperor by the Senat. 

In his younger dayes Tiberius made ufe of him for his body, Cajusio r his skill in 
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AnMundi charrioting, Claudius and Nero lor his cunning in dicing. He was fo poor, when 
he was Cent to Galba ro Germany, that he was fain tolct out his houfe and to fhut 
up his wife and children in a hired chamber ; he was fo kindc to the fouldicrs, that 
they chofc him Emperour, but when lie was viewing the dead bodies in the camp 
where Otbo's army was defeated, he let fall an unfavoury wprd more unplcafing 
to the ear, then the dead carcafles were to the eye: A Jlain enemy fmels ipell y but a 
citizen better. He made himfclf perpttuall Conful: he was a notorious glutton. 

His brother Vitell'tus beftowed a fupper on him, at which befides other cheer there 
were 7000 birds and 2000 fifties. He barboroufly murthcred Sabinus Fefpafians y 
brother, with all the Flavians in the Temple of the Capitoll, by fetting it on fire 10 
whiieft they were in it* wherefore the Syrian, and Pannonian, and Macfian fouldicrs 
fel pff I tem him to Vefpafian. As the Spanifti had done before to Ca!ba y the Praetori¬ 
an to Otbo y and and the German to Vitelltus^ whohadufed all meancs poflible to 
keen the louldiers faft to him , but in vain*, wherefore feeing himfelf circumven¬ 
ted by his enemies, and forfaken by his friends, he hid himfclf, in the palace, but 
being drawn out thence, was carried about naked, with his hands bound behinde 
him, and with the point of a fword his chin held up, that all might fee his impu- 
4040. dent face, which the people defaced with dung and dirt, and fo is dragged to the 

Gemonian ladders, and there is beat to death with innumerable blowes. Having , 
lived 5 7 years, and reigned 8 moneths, he with his fon and brother are drotvned in 1 ? 
Tiber. 

In this civill war Cremona was burnt and fackt after it had flood 2 26 years, 
no thins was left untouched, but the Temple of Mephitis or goddefle of ftink*, 
which fioad without the wall. In the dry were killed 50000. In Iudaea fire 
and fword raged every where, chiefly at Icrufalcm. One Johannes fonne of 
and one S/ww, two feditious ring-leaders filled the Temple with bloud 
and dead bodies. Vefvafian underftancnng the good fuccefle his Army^had in 
Italy againft the Vitcllians, made haft homeward, and leaves his fon Tttus y with 
fome choice Regiments to fubduc Icrufalem? almoft fubdued by intcftinc 
wars# 34 

Thcfliortbut furious florin of civill war being overblown, there fuccecds a 
fudden ferenity under Flavius refpafianus, who had been Deputy in Germany un-’ 
der Claudius: and had fought 30 battels with the Britains. One time being in Ne¬ 
ro's company he was like to have been killed by him,bccaufc he gave ho better ear 
to his mufick whiieft he was finging: as he was concealing of himfclf from Nero's 
fury, the government of Iudara, with an army is conferred on him. Whiieft Otho 
and VittUius were tearing the Roman State in jpecccs, he was incouraged by his 
friends to undertake the Empire, which he refuted, till Tiberius Alexander prefi- 
dent of Egypt,had revolted to him with his Lcgions-,whofe example others follow¬ 
ed : and fo at lift being perfwaded by Mucianns promifing him the aid of his Army, 40 
he rcfolvcd to venture.* the armies of Egypt, Iud*a,Syria,fwcar allegiance to him. 

Sob emus , Antiocbus , Agrippa , all powerful! Princes and Commanders * Queen 
Berenice alfo with all the Provinces of Afiaand Achaia proffer their afllftance* be¬ 
sides he is animated by the priefts, Arufpices, and divers prodigies, chiefly of 3 
cypreflc tree which fell down, and the next day rofc up again of it fclf in his ground, 
more green and fragrant then before. Antonins primus alfo a flout Commander 
under Galba y having the command of the 7. Lcgion,fubmits to Vtfpafian y with ma¬ 
ny other Legions# Julius Sabinus who had named himfelf Cafar y lay hid 9 years 
together under ground in a cave with his wife, by whom he had two Tons, this vain 
man with an army of male-content?*,fet upon the Sequanians, and is beat by them* 
in his flight he fet the village on fire,where he hid him felf a while, fo that it was ‘ 
thought he had burnt himlctr, till now that he was found, and put to death for 
his folly. . 

Icrufalem in the mean time is torn with three fa<ftion$, to wit, of Simons and 
4401# fa^ns who had the wals and city, and of E/eafys in the Temple. Which $ohn 
got pofleflionof, by cutting off EleaT^rs Forces. Titus fat down before the wal$; 
the befiegers made divers fadJics^ but were ftill beat back with lofle- the famine 

within 
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within was great* for being the time of unleavened bread, multitudes of peopled. Urnil 
had flocked thither. So great was the famine,that from the midft of Aprill to the 
firftofjuly, there dyed within the wals above 700000: fomc were glad to cat 
their own excrements, fome their own children. Many fled out of rhe city, of 
which number 200.1 in one night had their bcllycs ripe by the fouldiers thinking 
they had hid their gold there. At laft the city being intrenched round about was 
taken the 8. of Auguft. And two dayes after the Tcmplc(which Tms would have 
faved but could not)\vas burned with multitudes of people in ir.In one porch there 
were burned 6100. there dyed in all 11 hundred 1 oco. Of Captives there were 
lotzkcn 97000,as Jofepbus who was prcfcnt,wimefleth. Titus levelled all with the 
ground, except a few towers, which hec let ftand to witnefle to pofterity, 
the ftrengthot that place. He burned and deftroyed by wild bcafts 2500 cap¬ 
tives. 

Titus returning to Rome had the honour ofa Triumph beftowed on his father 
and him:in this triumph was carrycd the golden table,& golden candleftick and the 
Law,which was laid up afterward in the palace.Thctwo chief aftors in rhe rebnli- 
o r\,S>mon and ^£/7,were.both beheaded in the Forum .Ctulius Bajfus took the two 
caftles Herodion and Machsrus, partly by ftorm, partly by furrendcr. He flew 
300© that fled into the woods: all the land of Judara was fold by Cafar, ‘ except 
20 Emaus, which was beftowed upon 800 fouldiers for their habitation. The di¬ 
drachma or 15 /. of our money, which by the law was payable to the Temple by 
every Jew above 20 years old, is commanded to be brought every year into the 
Capitoll; the caftlc Maflada which held out laft, under Eleazar nephew of Ju. 
das GaltUus , who had 1000 fouldiers in it, was let on fire by Flavius Sylva , the 
garrifon within being defperate killed one another,except fomc children, and two 
women that hid themfelves. So liketvife divers jews having fled to Egypt, fuffer- 
cd all kind of tortures rather then they would acknowledge Crfar for the ir Lord,- 
who were notwithstanding flaves to their own wills and wickeancfle. Thisobfh- 
nacy made Vefpaftan deftroy theJewifhTemplc at Heliopolis,which had flood 353 
3 o years, fincc it was built by Onias. The Jews of Cyrcnc being feduced by one Jam- 
//j^animpoftor incurred the difpleafure of Catullus the Govcrnour, who flew 
3000 of them-, and accufed as many more of rebellion both at Rome and Alexan¬ 
dria amongft whom was Jofepbus the hiftorian,but thistyruntimferablydied 
fhorrly after. 

The Alani, a people originally Scythian, about this time breaking through the. 

Cafpian ftraights, which arc narrow pafTagcseight miles in length through rocks, 
but icarfe the breadth ofa cart, fall upon Media and Armenia with tire and fword; 
fo that Tiridatts king of Armenia hardly cfcapcd. Vcfpafian denyed to aid the 
Parthians in this cafe, being they were not under the proteftion of Rome. King 
40 pclogefes in his letter to Vefpafian cals himfelfc kins* of kings. Which vain title 
Vehaftan reproves not, but returns it inodeftly to him in nis anfwer. Now was 
Achaja,Lycta,Rbodus y Byzantium, Samos, Tbracta, Cilicia , Cor,'agent mace Pro¬ 
vinces. In his time divers Cities were overthrown with earthquakes, which he rc- 
ftored.Not lone before his death appeared a Comet, which he merrily Laid por¬ 
tended not his death, but rather the Parthian Kings,who wore long hair. 

Vt[pafian was a wife and moderate Princc.Hc fet all things aright which were a- 
mifle. In his time the Temple of Janus is (hut,which is notv the iixt time,Since the 
beginning of Rome.In 120 triumphs,never was it known that the Father and fon 
triumphed in the fame chariot rill now. Neither fince the beginning of the Env 
50 pire,nad any Emperor a fon which fuccccdcd him, till yefpafian. He pafled by 
many wrongs, he never delighted in any mans death, but Sometimes wept, when 
the lentence of death was pronounced. He loved learned men, and appointed 
yecrlv ftipends out of the Exchequer for Rhetoricians of both languages. He 
placed many Garrifons in Cappadocia to keep out the incurfions of barbarous na¬ 
tions : by day he fuffereci the gates of his Palace to ftand open without any guard. 

He was not moved with the icoffs of Bsmctrtus Cynicus, but flighted them,faying; 

/ ufc not to kill barking dogs. Only he was taxed for ufing fo many wayes rp raife 
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AnMudi money, which he cxcufcd, by (hewing howthe Treafurcshad been exhaufted by 
the lo'ofncffc of his prcdeceffors: which m:dc him fell pardons fometimes, and life 
his officers like fpunges. When Titus reproved him for laying a tax upon urine, 
holding the money to liisnofc, he rold him thatthc money did not fmell, though 
the urine did.In his time Linns Bilhop of Rome was martyred. He dyed of a flux, 
but would dye (landing,^ it became an Emperor, he was 69 years old. 

recalled alfo ref oaf an , the delight of mankinde, from his goodneflc fo 
named, was excellent both in literature and nrmes * in all venues he exceeded his 
father. In his younger years he was liotouily and wanronly given, fpending 
much time idlely with Queen Berenice , rhat many were afraid he would have I0 

S »rovcd nnotherJVrro * but on a hidden he fo reformed himfclf and his Court,that 
ic put away Berenice, and all about him that were lewdly affefted. He never took 
any thing by oppreflion, and yet no Prince more munificent. He never fuffered 
any Petitioner to depart without hope, faying: No man ought to depart out of the 
Princes prcfcncc mth a fad countenance. He confirmed all favours granted by his 
fuperiors to any, by one Edift. Whereas the former Emperors gave new Parents 
for every particular favour, as if they had been the firft doners. One night at fup- 
per calling to mind that he had not granted any favour that day, to any man, he 
cryesout: Alas friends ive have loft a day. He was fo mild that not only did he 
pardon two prime men, that confpired againft him-, but at a publick fliew he made *0 
them fit down by him, and calling for a (word, to try the edge of it, delivers it 
firft tothc one,then to the other-, faying: Powers arc given by fate, and in vaine 
doe men attempt any great atfion, cut of fear to loje , or hope to obtain . When he 
underftoodthat his brother Domitian intended treafon againft him, he told him 
weeping, that he needed not feek to obtain that by treachery, which he was to have of 
him willingly * and the rather bccaufc he had already made him his colleague in the 
-Empire. He banifhedall informers* and relieved thofc that were opprefted, 
chiefly thofe of Herculamim and Pompeii, which two townes were overthrown 
with an Earthquake and the eruption of the hill Vefuvius, which in Titus his tunc 
flamed out 3 dayes and nights together. Where the older Pliny loft his life in 30 
venturing tooncrc tofearch thccaufe. The afhes of this burning darkened the 
Sun, and were carryedasfar as Rome, Africa, Syria, and Egypt. Titus tothc 
great grief of all good men dyed (hortly after, the Provinces grieving as if they 
had loft a 'Father. It was thought that Domttian poyfoned him,The lived $9 year$,5 
months and 2 5 dayes. 

Flavius Vcmittanw making more haft then good fpecdto be Emperor, caufed 
his brother to be ftretched out for dead, before the breath was out of his body. In 
the beginning of. his Government, he gave himfelf to catching and killing of gnats 
and flies, as if he had warned imployment: fothat one asking if Cafar had any 
company with him, it was anfwered by Vibius Criftus , not fo much as a flye. He re- 40 
pudiated his wife, and then received her again. Tncrc was in him a ftrange med- 
!y of vice and vertue* till at laft his vices prevailed. He forbad the gelding of boys* 
he fupprefled private ftage-playes and Libels, punifhing the Libellers. He thruft 
Can Itus Rufirms out of the Senat bccaufc he delighted in dancing. He fuffered not 
whores to inherit: he puniftied informers,faying * that not to punift) fitch, were to 
incourage them. He was at firft libcrall and abhorred bafeneffe: he was foskilfull 
in arching, that he could fhoot his arrowes between ones fingers ftretched out,and 
not hurt them. He was carefull in repairing of decayed Libcraries, and fupplying 
of them with coppies from Alexandria and elfewhere.But he was of a cruell and 
fierce nature,given to luft alfo and wantonnefle , which he (hewed in his younger y 0 
years ,whilcft his father and brother were abfent in Juda a/or then he ufed to com¬ 
mit adultery .with noble mens wives. 

Aftrologers had foretold Demitian, that he fliould be murthcred*which m 3 dehim 
fierce, and fufpitious of almoft every man. He never loved any man but in (hew, 
and his pride was fuch, that with Caligula he aflumed the title of Lord and God. 

His hatred to the Jews, made him rage alfo againft Chriftians, for under him was 
the fecond perfection, in which John the Erangelift was baniflieJtothelflc

Pathmos where he wrote his Revelation: underftanding that one of the feed of;*;/. Mnndi 

David fhould be univerfall King, he caufcd all of that feed to be fought out and 
killed. He either banifticd, or difgraccd, or murthered the prime men of the Se- 
nat. He flew his neereft kinfmen, upon pretence that they favoured Chriftianity. 

Under him Clemens loft his life * immediately followed thundering for 3 months, 
fo often, that he crycd out, Let it netvfirike , whom it will. The Capitoll with 
the tops of fome other buildings, and his own chamber were thunder-ftruck. His 
treafury being exhaufted,.he gave himfelf to rapine and cxiorrion. He intended 
once to have disbanded divers regiments and garrifons, to leflen his charges, but 
io fearing the incurfion of barbarous nations, he changed his minde, refolvin^ to 
maintain them with the fpoil of his people. He fo affrighted the Senators, that he 
got from them a great fum of money * for he invited them to a funcrall lupper, at 
which all the waiters and fervants were fo difguifed with vifard*that in their gaftly 
looks they reprefented Hobgoblins and Ghofts * which fo affrighted the Senators 
that they looked Fof prefent death* He committed inceft with his brother Titus his 
daughter^*///. L. Antonins who had the charge of High Germany, being pro¬ 
voked by his wicked life, and fomc diftaftfull language, revolted * but Domitian 
having overthrown him by Norbanns Appius, and L. Maximus , g rcw more in- 
folent and cruell then ever. It's thought that he poyfoned that excellent man ?u- 
20 Itus Agricola, , father in law to Tacitus t he liiftorian * though he feemed to be forry 
for his death. This Agricola fubdued the Britains, and by his fleet was thefirft 
that difeovered it to be an Ifland. He alfo fubdued the Orcadcs: for which good 
fcrvices he was highly extolled by the people,and Domitius his falfe conquefts,and 
fcall triumph were cryed down* for though his armies were beat in Mxfia, Dacia, 

Germany, and Pannonia, yet he braggedthat he had fubdued his enemies, and hi¬ 
red divers multitudes,which gave out they were his captives, to the end he mi^ht 
obtain a triurflph:this love of the people haftned Agricola s death. 

Domitian being hated of all men, was murthered by Pmhentus his chamber - . 
lain, Stephen his Stewardjahd Domitia hiswife, who loved Paris the Stage-player ' * 

3 o better then her husband : thefe hired fomc freed men, who with many wounds 
killed him. Domitia foundin' his clofet a lift of divers whom Domitian meant to 
murther, among which Ihe found her own name •, but before he was killed, Ner~ 
va’s friends had got his confent to accept of the Empire, left the fouldiers fhould 
mutiny,: he reigned 15 years, and lived 45. The Senar ordered that his body 
fhould hot be carryed in a bed or hearfe. but in a common beer,aitd that his name 
fhould be every where razed.. His death was foretold by Procttlus in Germany: 
and the fame houre that Domitian was killed at Rome, Apollonius^ at Ephcfusjgot 
up on a highftone, and cryed out, faying * Well done Stephen, kill the mur- 
therer. Not long before his death, a Crow, upon the Capitoll fpoke in Greek * all 
40 Jhallbewcll. In Domitian s time, the Pi&s out of Scythia fecled themfelves in 
Scotland. the Areopagite preached the Gofpcll to the Parifians. Then 

did’theEbionitesorPythagorianCnriftians, (commanding abftincncc from all 
flefti, and confounding Law with Gofpell,) begin to broach their hcrefies, as alfo 
' the Nicolaitans urging community of wives. Thcfc TcrtnUian cals the Patriarchs 
ofhcrcticks.

INTREATING 

Of the times from NERVA the ROMAN 
EMPEROR, tilltheRcign of CONSTANTINE 
alone, containing 333 Yeares. 


I , of the Roman affaires under Nerva, T rajan dnd Adrian. 2. of the affaires of 
fetvs y and ChriH’tant during that time. 

Occejus Nerva a good but a fhort-lived Prince, whofc juftice 
was fuch in publick, that he was not afraid to fp^fid his life in 
private: he repealed the unjuft a&s of Vimittan calling home 
the exiled, and reftoring every man to his own again. Some 
think he was born in Narnia a City of Umbria^fome in Crete. 30 
The firft Emperor of a ftranger.Hc was faluted Emperor both 
by the Scnatand Army, yet was doubtful 1 to accept it, till 
he was allured By Partbeniuf that Vomitian was dead. He melted all the golden 
andfilver Images of Vomitian, and converted them to money. He fuffcTcd no 
man to be accufcd or troubled for religion. In Vomit ians time it was law full for 
any man to accufc another*, which made Trento fay, that it was ill living under 
that Prince where nothing was lawful Jut worfe under him where ail things were law- 
full. By vertuc of Nerves edi<ft. John the Evahgclift returns to his Epifcopall 
charge at Ephcfus. Where he publillicth his Revelation and Gofpell againft 
Cerinthus who denyedChrifts Divinity: and his three Epiftlcsalfo, though 40 
fome have queftioned the two laft, but injurioufty. In his Epiftlcs, by the Anti- 
chrifts that were come, he means Simon Magus and Menander , (being Sama¬ 
ritans and affeftors of Divine honor) with the Nicolaitans, Ccrinthians, and Ebi- 
bnites. Nerva alfo took off many publick fines,he provided carefully for the poor, 
that there might be no beggers in Italy,he was fo loath to burthen his people with 
raxes, that he would rather make ufc of his own revenews. Though Calphnrnius 
Crafus for his treafon in labouring to draw the armies from Cafar deferved death, 
yet he only banilhed him to Tarentum. 

The fouldiers (but againft Nerva s will) killed Petronius , Steven and Parthenius 
the murtherers of Votnttian^ they firft cut off Petronius his genitals,and flung them 5 0 
in his face, Cafpenus Ahanus bought his own pa r don for a great fuin^ and out of 
his infolency caufed Nerva to thank the fouldiers publickly, for killing the three 
traitors, perceiving how necdfull a ftout, and ftrong bodyed man was to rule *, he 
negleding his own kindred publickly adopted Trajan a Spaniard to be his heir 
and fuccclfour, preferring vertue to kindred or country: therefore Trajan is firft 
made Cafar , then Empcrour, with him he lived 3 months. He dyed ofa Feavcr 
the 65 year of his life, having reigned owe year and 4 moncths. His death was 
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accompany cd with an Eclipfc of the Sun. Cor . Tacitus commended him in a Fune- An. Mundi 
rail oration. 

M. vlpiusTrajanus being at Colcn received the Enfignes of the Empire fcnt40 6p. 
him from Rome. He was a man endowed with piety, wildom, valour, and all o- 
ther princely vertucs * and a great lover of learned men. He delivered his fvvord 
to the Captain of the Guard,willing him to t/fe it for bint ff he did ive//, but againjl 
him ifotbenvife. He told the Senat one day that he had a command fenthim 
from Jupiter to maintain the ancient religions of Rome,which were now weakned 
by the increafing of Chriftianity, for many of their Temples lay defolatc,and few 
iofacrifices were offered. Therefore now began a new pcrlecution againft Chrifti- 
ans. Simon the (on of Cieopbas our Saviours kinfman, andBifhop of Jerufalem, 
was there crucified being 120 years old. Ignatius Bifliopof Antioch, at Romero 7 o, 
was flung to the wild Beads. Clemens Bimop of Rome, whom Patti mentions m 
his Epiftle to the Philippians, was beheaded* though fome think lie differed before 
this time. Trajan did not dircftly perfecute the Chriftians for their Religion, but 
becaufe they were accufed for Magicians in that they wrought fomany miracles. 

2. Becaufe they had their meetings and conventicles, againft which fevcrc laws 
were made.3.Becaufe they had fo many jars and contentions amongft themfclvcs, 
by which they might occafion commotion sin the City * and indeed thefe jars 
20 were caufed by the neretiques. Yct Pliny the younger Proconful then of Bithy- 
nia in his Epiftle to Trajan, writes that he found no fault in Chriftians, but only 
that they met to fing hymnestoChrift before day, whom they worfhipped for 
their God. And that they bound themfclvcs by Sacraments not to fteal, or com¬ 
mit adultery, or any fuch wickcdnefle. Therefore Trajan wrote back , that fuch as 
were accufcd fliould be fpared if they would worfhip the Roman Gods. By which 
, the heat of pcrfccudon was abated. About this time dyed John the Apoftld being 
nigh 1 Oo years of age. 

Trajan had 5 years war with Vecibalns King of Dacia, which now is Tranfyl- 
vania and Nalachia.. This vvar began in -time, at laft Trajan fubdued 

50 T hc Daci, but with great lode, for there wanted linnen to bind up the wounds of 
thofetliat were hurt* fo that Trajan was fain to tear his own robes. Decibalus 
being killed, the countrey beyond the Rhene was made a Province. In his time 
yjrabta Petr&a was taken. At Rome Trajan exhibited imports or fpc&acles,wherein 
XO 000 wild beads wereflain, andasmany£/4^/4/w\lid fight.’ He made war 
lipon Armenia and Parthia, becaufe the Armenian held his crown of the Parthi¬ 
an, and not of him. He recovered Armenia, and killed Pharnaces their King* 

Divers kings did homage to him. He fubdued a great part of Perfia,with Baby¬ 
lon,* Seleucia, Ederfa and Ctcfiphon. He made Aflyria, Armenia, and Mefo- 
potamia Provinces. He built a Fleet in the red Sea, to goc for Judaea* therefore^,® 8 1• 

40 the Senat gave him the title of optimus : and appointed him as many triumphs as 
hepleafed: but Trajan wis puniftiedat Antioch with an Earthquake, for mur- 
thering of Ignatius bi (hop thereof, multitudes of people were deftroyed there.The 
city being then foil, becaufe of the Emperors aboad there. Trajan having efcaped 
out of a window, was fo affrighted, that for a great while, he durft not lye with¬ 
in doores. 

The next fpring Trajan renews the Parthian war, and that he might incourage 
his fouldiers, he went on foot before them. But as he was preparing for his 
voyage many places fell off from him* divers of his Garrifons deftroyed. A- 
gainft thefe rebels Lucius <fytetusfLr\& Maximus , are fent. Maximus is killed. Lu- 
50 cius recovers Nifibis and Edcfla. Seleucia is taken by his Deputies, and burned. 

He fet a King over the Parthians. But as he was figuring againft the Agarens his 
Army was forced to give off,bcing bearen with thunder, lightning, and whirle- 
windes. He was infefted with fwarmes of flies, that he could not keep them off 
from his meat and drink/ Shortly after this he fell fick, being poyfoned, and dy-4 0 8 80 
ed in Cilicia the 64 year of his age, having reigned ip years 6 months and 15 
days. After whofc death, the Parthians returned to their own Government. He 
ere&ed many ftatcly buildings at Rome, Getting his name every where,for which 
caufe he wa-s in feorfe called Wall-fewer. F 3 About 
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An* Mundi About the 18 year of Trajan^ the Jews began again to rebel!: in Cyrencthey 
muriher Greeks and Romans promifcuoufly: the like they did in Egypt and A* 
Icxar.dria. In Cyprus they flew about 240000. they cut many by the middlc,and 
many they flung to wildt ocafts, and fuch was their madnellc, that they cat mans 
flefli. But they were fliortly after fubdued by Lucius and Turban: and it was 
mjde death fora Jew to enter Cyprus. So barbarous were thefejews, that they 
girded themlelves with the guts yet bleeding of thofe they flew, and clothed 
thcmfclvcs with their skins. The allies of Trains body were tranflated from that 
town of Cilicia where he dyed,called Silinus, and from him Trajanopolis, and 
brought to Home with great folemmty,where he was buried alone, being againft j 0 
the laws of the 12 Tables for any to be buried in the City. His aihes were buried 
under that magnificent pillar which he caufed to be crc&cd the 15 year of his 
reign, with his ftatue on ihe top thereof. This pillar is yet extant, and in (lead of 
Ttaj&n now Hands Peter in brafle richly gilt, by Sixtus ow/ntus thenbilhopof 
Rome. Trajan after his death was defiled-, and called Dactcus from his viftories 
over the Daci, which were engraven on his pillar. The Senat ufed to falute every 
♦Emperornewly made with thefe words: Happier then Augiftus, better then 
Trajan. 

4*8$. p. ts£l/us Adr -anus y the fon of Adrian the Senator, who was coufin german to 

A.C. 118. f rajan^ was by him adopted, or at leaft given out fo by Plotma T rajans wifc,and 20 
was notv Governour of Syria,who for his own worth and neernefle to Trajan^ was 
falutcd Eir perorrthat he might not be kept back from Rome,he quitted all beyond 
Euphrates, contenting Limtelf with the ancient bounds of the Empire. He fent 
for bus Seious out of Britain into Syria to chaftifc the turbulent Jews,whofe 
Cap ain Bemecbaa^ that is, the fon of the Star (alluding to that Prophcfie, A Star 
fhall ar fc out of faccb) called himfelf the MefJidJ>to make his power the greater. 

He held in Ju&rafor feme years 50 caflles, $8o Villages, and fortified the 
town Bethoron, whence lie (allied out divers times upon the Romans. But Adri- 
an returning into Syrab.figed Bethoron 5 years and a half: at laft took it 
by ftorm, and in it Captain Bencochab^ but indeed Benco^ba the fon of a Lye , as the 30 
deluded jews now called him. The number of them that dyed by the plague,fa* 
mine and fword, was 500C00 men. This fellow was a pertilent enemy of the 
Chnflians, ir.urthering them where ever he found thcm.But Hadrian rebuilt Hic- 
rufalcm, and called it t/fi/i* by his name, in which he permitted Chriftians to 
dwell, but not the Jews-.yea he made it death for any Jew,either togoe neer it, or 
to look on it: only fuch as paid a great fum of money, were permitted to goe thi¬ 
ther and bewaile it.The Temple of Jupiter Capnolmus was now built, where 
Salomons Templc flood. Therefore the town was now called Ailiaa Capitolina. 

The Jews alfo were forbid to circumcifc thcmfelves; all their ftrong Eons were 
oaerthrown. 

Adrian being confirmed in the Empire, he made away thofe whofe greatnefle 
hr fufpedted, chiefly Ctljus^ Ntgnnus^ Palme , and Lucius, being four eminent 
ConUlar men. Having quieted all in the Eaft, returns to Rome, and remits 
mary debts due to the Exchequer, and withall the fum of money which was ufed 
to be prefented to the V j&or called aurum coronanum , in lieu of the golden coro¬ 
nets, which of old they wont to °ivc him. Pfamarofjeris whom Trajan had made 
king ot Parthia was flighted by them, and fo by Hadrian was made king of the 
nexi bordering countries. He was very courteous, affable, and familiar with his 
friends.chiefly when they were fick. He ftill kept the fouldicrs in exercife, ever 
in tirce of peace, and uted to feed with them on cheefc, lard, and pufia 5 which 
was adrink made of vinegar and water. In this he imitated Scifio t^milianus 3 ' 
Mttellns , and Trajan* Being more defirous of peace then war,and finding the Bri- 
tains ftiliiroteftcd by the Scots and Pids,hc built a wall 80 miles long, to keep 
them out. He killed his crabbed wife, for faying fhee bad taken a courfe , that bee 
fiould nc* er have any children to the dejlrutf/on of mankinde . He killed alfo ApoU 
lodorus an Architect for finding fault with his errours in building. He was of a 
various yetcunning and diflcmbling nature. He feldomc kept his promife. He 

was 
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was {till inquifitive of mens fecrcts, he was alfolafcivioufly given, but quick wit- An; Mundi 
ted , and ready at anfwers. He had skill almoft in all Arts •, and had a rare 
memory,and a ftrong body *, for he ufed to goe about the Provinces on foot, and 
to outwalk his followers. He reduced all Manufa&urcs into Companies or Cor¬ 
porations. He could not indurc that any fhould profeffe an Art, wherein he was 
no: exquifice, and therefore would hire fome for money to give off their profef- 
fion. He would goe bare headed in the eoldeft weather.He loved his horfc Rory- 
jthenes fo well, that he eretted a monument for him, With an Epitaph. He was 
affable to the meaneft. He wascarefull of the poor, and would not fuffer Ma¬ 
rc fters either to kill, or fell their flavcs to Fencers nor Panders. He advance.i what 
he could the Romifli fuperftition, but pcrfecuted the Chriftian religion. Which 
Anfltde j the Philofopher, and Quadrants the Eifhop, both Athenians, defended 
by their apologies: whereby his rigour was fomewhat tempered. He had adop¬ 
ted lins whom he called Caftr before he was Emperor, but he died ^ there¬ 
fore lie made Aurelius Ar.tonjns\\\stuQQc{tot) called afterward Pius for refeuiog 
divers Senators from the fury of Adrian, who killed Servians his fitters hus¬ 
band, and his nephew Fufcus for finding fault with his adopting of Antonins. 

When Servian us was to dye, he prayed tnat Adrian might with for death,and not 
obtaine it-, which fell out to be fo, for he was tortured with a lingring difeafe, that 
20I1C wilhed his friends to kill him, and offered divers times to kill himfelf, had he 
not been hindred-, at laft, he deftroyed himfelf with abftinence difputing and 
doubting whither his foul fhouldgoe *, hccryedout againft Phyfmans, faying, 4 104^ 
Many P by fit tans had killed the King : His bones were laid up in that great building 
eretted by him,and called Moles Adriani •, nowthe Caftle of S.Angelo.Hc lived 72 
years, and reigned 21 and 11 months. Similis the captain of his guard, having got 
leave to fpend the remainder of his life privately in the country, lived there 7 
ycarcs, after he had refigned his place ; and caufed this fepitaph to be en¬ 
graven on his tombe: Here Ijeth Sim ills tv ho fifent many y cares out lived on* 
ly jeven . 

30 In Adrians time lived the hcretick Carfocrates, author of the Adamites and Gno- 
fticks, fo called from their fuppofed knowledge above others. Under him alfo was 
Enjlachinm called Plaudus before his baptifin, martyred-, he had done good 
fervice under Fefpafian againft the Jcws,and under 7><t;4/;againft the Daci.- He 
was firft caft to the Lions, but they fpared him, at laft he was burned in a hot bra- 
fen Bull. In his time was Nicomcdia overthrown with an Earthquake, fo were 
Nicopolis, Niccea, and Caffarea. He called the city Ufcuduma in Myfia, from 
his ownc name Adrianopolis. To vex the Jew's he fet over one of the gates of JE- 
iiathe pi&ure of a Hog * a creature hated by them, and by which he would re- 
prefent their hoggifti qualities; then it was as fome think that the candidates of 
40 the Empire, began to be called C*fars- ? though fome were called Co before. 

And about this time AqutU of Pontus was converted to Chriftianity; but 
being reproved for Spending too much time in Aftrology: he circumcifed 
himfclfc, and became a Jew, and tranflated the Bible in Greeke, but cor¬ 
ruptly. 


Chap. II. 

1; 7 he Roman affairs under Antoninus Pius, Antoninus Philofophus,W Com- 
5 ° dus. 2 bt affairs of the Chriftians, and of forraign Nations at that time. 

KNto’nius was furnamed Pius by'the Senat, for his aids of piety in building of 4 10 9 * 
•^Temples, advancing of Pricfts, honoring T of learning, aligning large 
ries throughout the Provinces to Philofophcrs and Ilhctoricians; in fparim* and 
pardoning all criminals in the beginning of his reign, faying; that he ought not 
to begin his reign with bloud; inpreferving Adrian from killing of himfelfc,and 
in maintaining the Empire in peace and plenty all his life. He was a juft, mild and 

learned 
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At 7 .Mundi learned Prince, who as he advanced men of parts, fo he hated idle drones, 
y^Y^^and difcountenanccd ncedleffe Artiftsby abridging them of their maintenance. 

He was indeed another Nnma Pew films : Only out of the common error of thefe 
times, he did not much favour the Chriftians. Yet he was content to tolerate 
them, being pacified by the apologies of Jufiin Martyr and others. He honoured 
the Senate, and they him. He would not give way .that all the A&s of Adrian 
fliould beiepealed: there was but one Senator in all his time banifhed, namely 
At tit ns Tr.tj anus who for affedting to be King was proferibed by the Senat. He 
forbad burying of the dead within cities. His aboad was moft in the city, for >thc 
greater cafe of Embuffadors: he fcldom made progreffes,(hewing how chargeable i 0 
and troublefome the Princes rcmovall was to the country though his attendants 


were but few. 

Antoninus his father Aurelius was a Tranfalpin Gaul. Arrius Antoninus his 
Grandfather by the mother had been twice Conful. He was comely in his perfo- 
nage, but more in his conditions. So great was his authority that the Indians, 
Badlrians, and Hircanians made him Judge of their differences. He appeafcdall 
feditich$,not with cruelty but gravity : he quieted the Jewes,Britains, Mores,Da- 
ci and Germans. He placed a King over the Lazi a people in Scythia. He kept off 
by his bare letters the Parthian King from Armenia. .In no Princes time was there 
lefle bloud fhed then in his, whofe faying was the fame with that of Sapio’s: 20 
I bad rather favc one fubject, then kill 10000 enemies . In times of dearth he reli- ’ 
ved the poor out of his own ftorc. When he came to fee omulns his houfe,he in¬ 
quired whence he had his marble pillars, oww////anfwered, that in another mans 
houfc he fliould be both deaf and dumb *, with which anfwer he was well plcafcd. 

He rebuilt divers towns overthrown with Earthquakes. 

In his time Pope Sixtus fuffered Martyrdome, not by any edidl from the 
Prince, but by the malice of the Senat againft Chriftianity.Thenfprung up^a- 
lentinus the hcretick, with his fpawnof Canites, Scthitcs,and Ophites,or Snako 
worfliippers. As alfo Cerdon and his fcholar M arcs on whom Pelycarpns called the 
divelsjirfl begotten fonne: and Apelles who gave Chrift a fideriall or aeriall body. 30 
Pope Tefefpborus with fome others were martyred. So was his fucceffor Pope Hi- 
gtnitts . Antoninus dyed the 70 year of his life,and 23 of his Empire. In his time 
was feen in Arabia a raained Serpent, which eat up his own tail*, 4 Lions fo tame 
that they fuffered themfclves to bee taken * and barly grew upon fome 
trees. 

Marcus Antoninus Philofophus being adopted by Pitts & approved by the Senat, 
fucceeded Emperor, to whom he joins his brother Lucius Verus as his Colleague* 
fo now two Emperors reign together.3/4rc«r was every way an excellent Prince, 
both for armes, and learning *, whoufed to frequent the Philofophy Schooles, 
after he was Emperor: but Lucius was given to delights and luxury *, which Mar - 
(tv by his goodneffe covered as much as he could * and left his vices fliould be 
too much obferved, living in Rome in the eye of the world * he got him to under¬ 
take the Parthian war againlt rologeJus y who had defeated the Roman Army, 
and molcftcd Syria*, but Lucius at Antioch and Daphne,gave him felf over whole- 
ly to his plcafurcs,and committed the care of the war to his Deputies, among 
which Avidius Coffins defeated Vologcfus, took Seleucia upon Hydafpes with 
400000 men,and burned the town: he took alfo Ctefiphon,and demolifhed Volo- 
gefus hishoufes. 

The Parthian war being ended, and Armenia fetlcd, Lucius after 5 years re- 
turncs to Rome, where with his brother he was carrycd in triumph. He brought 
from Parthia not only Mimicks, Stage-players, Fidlcrs, and Jugglers great ftorc* 5 ° 
but the Plague too * which at Babylon brake out of a golden chcu: which a foul- 
diertook out of Apollos Temple, when the cheft was opened fuch a peftiferous 
vapour burft forth, as multitudes were infedted by it. At Rome they-dicd fo faft, 
that the dead were carrycd out by cait-loades. After this Marcus and Lucius goe 
againft the Germans * who had allconfpircdagainft the Roman Empire*, but 
when they came to Aquilcja, EmbafTadors met them from all parts petitioning 1 , 

that 
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that they might be pardoned for their defection. Lucius would have goneback,^*. Mttnd* 
but Marcus would nor, fearing that this repentance of the Barbarians was conn- 
terfeit, only to keep off the Roman Armies from their countreys .• fo having paf- 4140. 
fed the Alpcs, and fortified Italy, rl cy quieted Panmnia* Lucius longing to be at A.C . 170. 
Rome again returncs. but in the way bring taken with an Apoplexy fpeechlcfi'c, 
dyed the third day, having reigned with Marcus 11. years,fome think he was poy- 
foned by JF*nJHiM y ihc wife of Marcus. 

Marcus undertakes alone the war againft the Marcomanni or Moravians with 
their confederates, and becaufe the plague had aeftroyed many, therefore as‘in the 
10 Punic war, fo now ufe is made of fiaves, gladiators, and robbers 5 and that hce 
might notoppreflethe Provinces with taxes* he fold or pawned all the Jewels, 
p!ate, and rich utinfcls of the Court, to m;.ke moneys which he redeemed a'gainc 
(when the war was ended) of thofe that were willing to part with their bargain.In 
two years he quite overthrew the Marcoman fa&ionwith the Jazigcs orTranfil- 
vanians. He alio miraculoufly overcame the Qcadi,thatis,theSucvians and Po- 
lonians. For the Roman army beins* like to perifh for want of water in a dry and 
barren ground, by reafon they were befet round about by the enemy, the captain 
of the Guard told the Prince that there was in the army a legion of Chriftians,who 
ufed to obtain any thing they asked of their God 5 immediately they were defired 
20 to pray, and no fooner had they prayed,but a great ftiower of rain rcfrelhed the 
Roman army, and the Barbarians were overthrown with thundering and light¬ 
ning, fo that they who remained alive, did either yecld or flye; after which vido- 
ry thcChriftians were favoured by the Emperor, divers of them advanced, and 
their accufcrs punifhed. So that the fourth great perfection is now ended,partly 
by the conftancy of Polyearfus^Pius , and! Anicetus^ and divers other martyrs, 
partly by the fccond apology of ^ufttn y partly by plagues, famine, earthquakes, 
rebellion, and confpirarions, and partly by this ftrangc defeat of the Barbarians, 
at the prayers of the Cliriftian Legion, whichever after was called The thundering 
Legion. 

go Whi’eft Marcus was making Provinces of Marcomannia and Sarmatl x>Avid'mt 
Caffius giving out that Marcus Antoninus was dead, rebelled in theEaft, drawing 
' all wi .hin Mount Taurus to his faftion .* Whcrcforcthe Emperor makes an ex¬ 
pedition into theEaft, the fouldiers finding he was alive, fell upon Cafjiusand his 
4on, and killed them both, his head was brought to Antoninus , but he noways re- 
joycing at the fight, commanded it to be buried. He pardoned Antioch , and the 
other cities that adhered to him ; he was highly beloved of all the Eaft parts. E- 
sypt did honour him for his Philofophy. His wife Fatiftina infamous for adultery, 

Syed fuddenly ncer the hill Taurus,whom the Emperor commended and concealed 
her faults, for by her means he got the Empire.*, therefore being wifhed by fomc 
^oto put her away for her adulteries, anfwercd.- If l dev orcc my wife, / Jhottld re¬ 
store her dowry* At Athens he gave annuall ftipends to profefiours of all fcienccs, 
at Rome he gave gowns to the iouldiers, faying thofe cities flourifhed mtfft where 
-Pliilofophers were rulers, or rulers PhilvTophcrs. He was much addiftedto Sto* 

• icall Pnilofophy,he was very moderate both in rewards and punifhmencs. He was 
never without good Lawyers about him * he defired to heat what the people faid of 
him,that he might amend what was amifle. He hated cruelty, therefore would not 
fuffcr the gladiators to fight with (harp fwords. He thought it more rcafonable that 
he fhould follow the advice of his friends being many, then that they fliould fol¬ 
low his being but one. He fufered not men and women to bath together,nbr did 
50 he permit riding or coaching within cities, he was ftill prefent at their Parliaments, 
and neverdeparted till the fathers gave him leave. 

The Sarmatians, Marcomans and their neighbours rebelled again > fo that Mar - 
~cus was fain to be there in perfon. After three years war he fubdued them, (hortly 4151. ^ 

after he fell fick, and dyed the 19 year of his Empire, of his life the 5 8. to the A.C* ioX#j 
great grief of all good men, a happy Emperor, had hcbccnchildlefie, for his Ion 
Commodus was a wicked Prince. W hen Marcus was asked to whom lie would!rc- 
commend his fon,anfwcrcdi if he be good to God and you. He was offended

Jn. Mundi when his friends weeped for him in his iickneflc, wifliing them rather to weep for 
yyyx./thc publick ca’atimies. In his t-iitie Lucius king of the Britains was converted to 
Chriftiantty, by thole whom Pope Eleutbertus fent thither to preach. Lucia* 
the great enemy of Chriftiauity, was then tohi by dogs. Then Mont Anns the he- 
fetique with his Maximilla and prifcilla, began to divulge their falfe prophelies, 
thcfewerc the ailthors of the Caraphrygian hcrctiques, which lived about Phry¬ 
gia, 1 Montanns called himlelf the Paradet that was promifed. 7 dtums then liv’d; 
he was father of the Encratites,that is continent ; for they abhorred marriage and 
Wine, hence they arc called Aqnarii and Hydro-p arajflatd, with divers other hcre- 
tiques. 7 hen was Pope Anictxus martyred and Soter his fucccffor, with many other 
Chrittians* 

4151. Commodits fucceedcd, who by reafon of his wicked conditions and his mothers 
ji'C. i 8 i . loofcneflc, was thought to be the fonne of a Sword-player, rather then of Vcrns , 
fuch an excellent Father, and this fnfpicion grew the rather, becaufe he delighted 
much in fword-playing, even openly upon the Theater, and in the Amphitheaters 
he ufed to fight with wild BeaAs. He murthered many of the Senators, andfuch 
asexcellcd in vettue and nobility; he (hewed hi$ cruelty at 12 years of age in cau- 
fing the man that was wattling him in the warm bath to be flung into the fiery fur¬ 
nace, bccaufc the water in which he waflied was hotter then ordinarily. He gave 
himfelfeto all kind of luxury arid uncleannefle; He fet none but the worft men o- 20 
ver the Provinces. He became fo hateful!/that his own lifter Lucitla confpircd his * 
death, with Quadrants^ and 7 arentenus captain of the guard'; Claudius Pompeja ~. 
ntts who was imployed to kill him, comminginto his chamber drew his fword, 
faying, this fword the Senat fends you. But before he could doe any thing, hec 
with the reft of the confpirators were laid hold on and killed. Lucilla was firft 
baniflied, then executed. SowasCrifpina AngufU^ and the whole family of the 
Quintilians with many more. 

v " After thisCommodus was wary into whatcompany hecamc, he would fuffer 
none to fpeak to him, but by Ptrennius captain of the Guard, tvho knowing the 
length of his Matter* foot, counfcllcd him to take his plcafurcs, and hce would 30 
look to the managing of affaires. In his rime Vulpins Marcellus overthrew thofc ; 
Britains that came over Adrians wall. The plague was fo hot at Rome that there 
dyed oftentimes 2000 a day. Commodus in the interim with 300 Concubins,and 
500 Sodofriitcs in the Palace gave himfclf tofeaftingand notoufnefle. But Pcren- 
nius having got the power into his hands, made his fonnes Generals over the Illy¬ 
rian armies, and got them with bribes to alienate the fouldiers from the Emper¬ 
or, whom he meant himfclf tdmarthcr. This plot was detected by one in the ha¬ 
bit of a Philofopbcr; who with a ftaffc in his hand, and a powch hanging from his 
flioulder, being halfnakcd, runs to Commoduszs he was fitting in the Tfcater,and 
tds him it was not a fit time for him to folace himfelf with publick fhewes, when 40 
Ptrennius his naked fword was hanging over him. Ptrennius prcfently caufed the 
.man to be apprehended, and burned for a mad dangerous fcllow,but afterward mo- 
ny was brought to Commodus having the image o i Ptrennius. Hereupon com¬ 
mand was privately given to cut oft Ptrennius and his fon, which was done accor- 
dingly.But Cltander a worfe favourite fuccccded.Hc of a fervant became the Cap* 
tain of the Guard,and High Chamberlain to Commodus , who did what he could to 
aleniatc both the fouldiers and people from the Emperor, he expofed all places of 
honor and trufttofdc. He both called home the banifhed, and preferred them to 
great places. He killed Byrrus tvho had marryed Commodus his fitter, becaufc he 
complained to his brother that Cltander a ffetfed the Empire. He murthered alfoj 0 
many others, that difliked his ways. Commodus in the mean while gave himfelfe to 
his pleafures taking no notice of his favourites oppicflions. 

One time whileft* Commodus in the Suburbs was fporting and delight¬ 
ing himfclf, the people in a tumultuous way came with a petition againft 
Cltander y for buying up all the come, which occafioned both the plague 
and famine at Rome, Cltander commanded the guard to fall upon them, who 
killed and wounded many of the unarmed multitude driving them within 
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die city gates, the people within fall on the foul die rs, and what with (tones from An. Mundi 
the tops of the houfes, what by o chcr means,multitudes of them were killed,the ci- vyYXJJ 
ty being all in an uproar, Fadilla the Emperors eldeft After came weeping, and 
tearing her hair and garments to the Emperor, telling him that he and his Empire 
would befuddenly ruined if Cleandtr and his complices were not punifhed* the 
Emperor having underftood the truth of things, which had been concealed from 
him till now, fent prcfently for Cleander, whole head being cut off, hccaufed to 
be let on a high pole, and (hewed to the peoplc,at fight of which they were appea¬ 
red , and the louldiers that fought for him, affrighted. Such was the peoples ha- 
iotrcdagainft Cleander^ that they numbered all his friends and children with their 
mothers, and having dragged their bodies through the ftreets, flung them into 
privies. It’s faid that Cleander lxgot thofe children of Ccmmodus his concubins. 

Then the Emperor though fcarfull of plots returns to the ciry. 

, In his time many monfters were born, the Temple of Peace into which many 
rich men had fent their wealth for fecurity, was burned to the ground * this was 
held a fad prefage of wars and miferies, which fell out true $ for many ftatcly edi¬ 
fices in the city were con fumed with fire* fo was the Temple of Vefta,the Pal¬ 
ladium that was brought from Troy and kept hid all this while, was now fecnc 
whileft the Ycftall Nuns did refeue it from the flames, and carrycd it publickiy 
20 to the Emperors Court. He no wyes troubled with thefc difafters runs on in 
lus vain courfcs, and would in (lead of Comnodus be called Hercules Ama\onius 
Exfuperatjs^ and prefented himfclf to the people inthc Lions skin, and carrying 
Hercules his club.Hc changed the names of the months, & called them by his own 
names and titles. He caukd his ftatucstobefct up,which after his death the peo¬ 
ple overthrew,and fet upthe ftatueof liberty. He fought openly in the Amphi¬ 
theaters with wild Beafts, which he caufcdtobe brought thither from all parts.* 
he killed 100 lions, fo skilfull he was in arching that he never miffed. He fhewed 
himfdf one time naked among the gladiators, fometimes he would fhew himfclfc 
in womens apparell * he caul'ed all the criplcs about the City to be affcmblcd in 
jo one place, and cloathingthem like Gyants reprefenting ferpents fcet*hc played the 
part of fapiter, (booting at them his arrows. He had fet downc in a booke the 
names of thofe lie meant to murthcr, among which was Murcia his concubine, for 
giving of him good counfcll * Latus Captain of the Guard,with many other rich 
men, whofe wealth he meant to beftow upon his (ouldiers and gladiators, but the 
book being found Marcia poyfonshim* and left it might fail, Narci(fus ftrangled 
him* the Scnar upon the report of his death, proclaims him an enemy to God 
and men, razeth his name, and throws down his Statues. 

The Capitoll in his time was fet on fire by thunder, in which the Biblocthec 
with the records,and other writings were burned. Then it was that Pantenny 
40prcachcd Chrift to the Indians, and there found S. Matthews Gofpcll brought 
thither by Bartholomew the Apoftle. Vittor Bifhop of Rome excommunicates 
the Eaftern Churches for obferving Eaftcr with Polycarpus on the 14 day of the 
Moon * which rafhncffc is reproved by Iren&us Bifhop of Lions. Theodotion 
fets out a new Greek tranflation of the Bible, which is the third. The Chriftians 
Uved quietly ail his time, for Martia whom he fo loved did much favour thcm.He 
Yeigncd 12 years and 9 months, he lived 31 years and 4 months.In his time, they 
found our a trick at Rome, to kill men, by (hooting at them poyfoned needles out 
of fecret places. 
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fObmedus being dead, it was divulged abroad by Martin, Latus , and Elc- 
flns who was High Chamberlain, that the Prince dyed of an Apoplexy, 

'to which he wasfubjettin his dninkennefle. And they rcfolvctofix the 10 
Empire on Ptthhus H elvius Pertinax who had been Conful and Governour of 
Ma fia,Dacia, and Syria. He was an Italian born, a brave Commander, and one 
of thofe to whom Marcus committed the care of hisfonC<wwW*j. In the night 
time L*tus,E left its, and fomc others brought news to Pertinax being in his bed, 
of the death of Cemmcdus, and that he was fitted in refpeft of his age, valor and 
good fcrviccs to the State 5 he at firft feared they came to mock, and then to mur- 
ther him * but finding their finccriiy, accepts their counfcll and advice, Lntus and 
Ele flits prepare the Army to receive Pertinax, who no fooncr came, but he was 
with joyfull acclamations fainted Emperor and Attgtijhts by the people firft, then 
by the fouldicrs: and fo haring taken the Oath of allegiance, they follow the Em- 2 o 
perorto his Palace with bayes on their heads. The next morning Pertinax went 
to the Senat * but would not have the fire or other cnfigneS of Principality carrycd 
before Km, till he obtained the Scnats approbation, which he doubted, being of 
mean parentage in coinparifon of the former Emperors: but the whole Senat 
unaminouily ialutes him Emperor, which honour he defired to avoid, befceching 
the Fathers that they Would confer it on Clatrio thenoblcft of all the Patricii.But 
Clahriv refufed it,fo that Pertinax was forced to fit down in the chair of ftate, who 
having made a fpeech,abd offered facrificc went home. 

At. the bruit of Pertinax his being Emperor, all good men rejoyced, the barba- 
jous Nations fent EmbafTadours to congratulate.Thc people found that he tvould 3 ° 
prove a Father more then an Emperor. For he bound up the hands of the foul¬ 
dicrs from plundering and robbing* he beftowed all the waft ground in Italy 
o n tliofc that would take paincs to improve them. He fold the goods of 
Cmwedns with his boys and Concubines, and the money he raifed bythefalc 
(which was great) he beftowed on the fouldiersfor a donative. He lcffcned the 
Emperors charges, cutting off fuperfluousexpenfes. Hefhewcdhimfclfmildand 
affable toall*,he w r ould not have the Senat call his fon Cafar till he deferved it.But 
he was not fo bountifull as affable. The fouldicrs repine at his ftriftneffe, being 
acci ftomcd to rapine, opprcffion, and luft. Wherefore they rcfolve to make 
him away * and choofe another: Therefore they fuddcnly rufh into the Pallace 5 40 
the good old Emperor Was wifhed by his friends to fly and hide himfclf, till the 
people were in condition to refeuehim, which he thought did not confift with his 
honour, but confiding in his ou F nc worth and innocency, prefented himfelf to the 
fouldiers,w T hom by his grave fpcech and prefence he fo moved, that they were 
turning back, till one more bloudy then the ltft.thruft his fpear into his brcft,who 
praying to Jupiter the revenger, and covering his face with his robe fell downe 
dead, having received many tvounds. Some thinkethat Ldtus who made him 
Emperor gave him his deaths wound. He lived 67 ycarcs, and reigned almoft 
3 months: the Senat deified him ; and buried him honourably. 

Didius Julian us nobly born, and very rich, but ambitious, bought the Empire * Q 
which the fouldiers profered to fell to him that gave moft.E/avtus Sulpitianus Fa- 2 
thcr in law to Pertinax offered a large fum for it,which they rcfufed,becaufe of his 
affinity with Pert max.Therefore Julian by them is chofcn,who promifeth to fet up 
again all the ftatuesof Conmiodus which were call down,and to give them the fame 
pnvilcdges they had under him: wherefore they gave him the name of Commo- 
dns , they conveyed him to his Court, through the ftrects, but covered their heads 
with their targets, bccaule of the ftoncs flung on them from the tops of the houfes* 
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the people, in Head of acclamations', faluted him and them with imprecations, for An. Mundi 
buying and felling the Empire. Vidius gave himfelf wholly to his pleafures and 
riotoulncflc * hcc failed alfoinhis promifes to the fouldicrs, for he could not 
pay the promifed fum, out of the treafure which was exhaufted by Commodus , 
nor out of his own Eftate, which came fliort of what he bragged* therefore the 
ibuldicrs began to dillike him: the people did continually rail at him *, and fends 
to ATferthen Confuland Governourof Syria, that he would accept the Em¬ 
pire. He being in good hope to obtain what was preferred ( feeing that D.dius 
was hated both by the people and ibuldicrs) aflemblcs the Syrian Army, which 
10 loved him well, becaulchis government was gentle and plcafant. in that he gave 
way to (hews and plays,wherein the Syrians delighted: he askes their advicc*they 
all with one voice falurc him Augujim , puts on his Emperiall robes, and carrying 
the fire before, they convey him to the Temple at Antioch. EmbafTadours from 
all the Eaftern parts repair thither to congratulate,proffering their afliftancc * but 
Jfiger thinking himfelf fecure, gave himfelf to his delights, and ncgleded the 
opportunity of repairing to Rome, wherefore Severn an African, a (lout and 
crafty man, being Governourof Pannonia, and perceiving in what condition 
the Empire was in, and being incouraged by his dream, wherein he thought that 
the horfc wh : ch carryed Pert max through the vta facr.t , flung him down, and 
20 fubmittcd liis back to Severn * he 1 fay byfaire promifes and bribes, obtains 
the good will of the Northern Armics,affuring them, that he intended to revenge 
the death of Tertinax^ by whofc name he would be called, and exhorts them to 
make haft with him to Rome,the Impcriall Seat, that they may firft feife on it, 

Thcarmies having falutedSet/e™/Emperor5 he lofeth notime, but withall 4 1 ^ 4 * 
fpced, enters Italy, before any there knew his intention. All the Gities living in 
long peace, and being affrighted at the greatneflfe of his armies, opened their 
gates, and proclaimed him Emperor, Julian hearing ot Severus his approach, 
raifeth mony for the fouldicrs, which they took from him as a dcbt,not as a gift: 
and feeing that he was hated by the people, flighted by the fouldier$,and defpifed 
30 by the Senat, he wrote letters to Severus, proffering to make him his Colleague 
in the Empite. But when he faw that all forfooke nim, defircdrhc Senat to take 
the Government from him, and beftow it on Severus, which they did, and with- 
all gave charge to a Tribune to put him to death, which he had bought with fo 
much money. Vidtts being (lain. Sever us fends for the Pretorian Guard which Vidus lived 
murthered i^crri/w^wifliingthemtoleavcthcir Arms behind, and to come only 60yeaned 
with bayes in a triumphing manner to re joy cc with him * they did accordingly,™^ 66 
lufpcfting nothing * but upon the Emperors command, they were incompalfcd^ f * 
round by the Army,ftript naked,and chekt for their murthering of Pertinax , and 
banifhed 100 miles from the City. He might have killed them all, but would not 
40begin his reign with bloud. 

Severus coming to Rome was received by the Senat and people, with joyfull 
acclamations. He diftributes large gifts among the people and Ibuldicrs, makes 
large promifes of his good Government, but fome of the old Senators fufpc&ed 
the Fox. Who having flayed a while in the City, prepares to march into the Eaft * 
againft Niger, who was fporting himfelfe at Antioch. Great preparations are 
made both by Sea and Land. But fearing left Albinus then Governour of the 
Britains, who was a Patrician and Commander of warlike Nations not far from 
Italy, might in his abfence invade the Empire, thought it his beft way to invite * 
him by his letters, to (hare with him in the Government, and to commit the care 
50 of the City to him •, which Albinus willingly accepts.Thus Severus having made 
all fure beninde him, marchcth againft Niger y with whom he had divers battels, 
in the Hdlcfpont,atCizycu$an Ifland in Propontis, at Nicomediain Bythinia 
upon Pontus over againft Thracia,and in Cilicia,at Jaft he quite defeated him* and 
caufed his head to be carryed about the Camp on a pole. He banifhed his wife and 
children, and at laft murtnered thcm.So he did kill thofe Senators and men of note 
that adhered to Niger . He beat down the wals of Byzantium, and turned it to a 
village, he punifhed Antioch, Paleftina, Arabia* the Parthians, and all the other 
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Jn.M* d: places winch Tided with Ntg*r. After this, returning to Rome, he made warre 
upon Albinusjx ho in the firft confli& got the better of Sevcrnsiw ho having rccrui- 
ted 5 his Forces being now 50000 ftrong, at Lions cncouniers again with Albmus 
whom after a long and doubtfull skirmifh, he at laft defeated: but he was fain to 
tear his robes, and run furioufly upon his fouldiers with his naked fword, as they 
were flying away, or dfc he had loft the day. Albtnus is brought to him forely 
wounded, whole head he caufcd to be cut off,and fent to Rome with letters, expo- 
ftufating with the Senat for their affeftion to his enemy: many of his favourers 
both in Spain and France he put to death,and itirichcd his coffers with their confif- 
catcd eftatcs.Hc murthered without anyinditement 43 of the Nobility:hc caft Nay- 
cifjus to the Lyons for ftrangling of C6Mrnod/ts,whom in hatred of the Senat,he fil¬ 
led God :he calls himfelf the ion of Marcus ,and brother of Ccmmedus , and called his 
fon Saffian ns by the name of Amoninus . He extineuifhed Albmus his whole race. 

Whileft Severtis was bific in thefe civill wars, the Parthians feifed upon Me- 
fepotamia, againft them he fends a great Army, takes Scleucia and Babylon j and 
Ctefiphon alio, where the Parthian Kings ufed to winter, and in it 100000 men, 
but for wantof provifion he was fain to quit this place again. He laid fiegc alfo 
to Atra a ftrong and well walled City in Mefopotsmia (landing 6na high hill 5 
but by reason the place was fo ftrong, the Inhabitants fo rcfolute,the air fo intem¬ 
perate, and the fickneife in the Army fo great, he was forced to raife the fiege. In 20 
this expedition he VWsLatus for being too well k loved of the fouldiers, as alfo 
tfttlius Cnfpus for reciting fomc vcrlcs in Virgil, which he thought reflected on 
him: Many other brave men he put to death on frivolous pretences .Plautianus was 
his great favorite, without whom he afted not anything*, this man being raifed 
from nothing to that greatnefle,that he ruled all, even the Emperor himfelf^madc 
it death for any man to look on him whileft he pafled through tnc ftreets. People 
were commanded to fwcar by his fortune. Severus honoured his daughter Plant t/U 
with the marriage of his own fon Antoninus *, more wealth was beftowed on the 
Bride,then might fufficc 50 queens-.his ambition was fuch .that he aimed to be Em¬ 
peror, therefore imployes one Saturninus a Tribune, to murthcr him and his fon j 0 
Antoninus in their chambers * but Saturninus difeovered the Plot to Sevcrus. 
Plautianus is fent for, hoping the Princes had been difpatched, but found them 
both alive, who having accufed and reproved him, caufed him inftantly to 
be flain. PlatttifL is banifhed with her child, and afterward both killed by 
Antoninus ,who with his brother CcM,bcgan already to tyrannife over the people. 

Sivcrtts his Government was fo rigid and cruell, that he was truly called 
'vtrns, and Perttnix, He was a great punifher of thceves and robbers 5 he flung 
to the wild Beafts one Bulas a Captain of the High-way-men. His laft expe¬ 
dition he makes into Britain,where lie loft, partly by the unwholefomenefle of the 
waters, and partly by the Caledonii about 50000 men. But he at laftjforccd them 
to lay down arms: his fon riding behind him, had almoft killed him,ifhe had not^ 
lookt back, and with his ftern looks affrighted him,whom he only at that time re¬ 
proved. The Britans rebelled,& the fouldiers mutincd,who w'ould have made his 
ion Emperor, againft whom iscarcyeuin his Litter,beingthcn ill of the 

Gout * wliofe prefence made all fubmit * he caufed all the Authors of that fediti- 
Bucbaturt l .4 on to be put to death, except his fon; and fitting in his chair of State bid the foul- 
makfs ibis diers take notice, that the headccmmar.ded y not the feet. He repaired or enlarged 
S< V mleS Hadrians wall,which before w r as 8o.now is 130 miles long.He dyed at York being 
Hadrians™ ^ y cars jn the 18 year of his reign *, his two fonnes being reconciled, car- • 

418 4. r * cc * * n an a ^ a blafter urn to Rome. Thus dyed he, whofe cruelty made 

A,C. 212. K. omc wifh he had not been born, and whofe unworthy fucccflburs made them 3 
# wilh he had not dyed. 

In his time lived Ihtcdcttis a Tanner atConftantinople, who denyed Chrifts 
Divinity, he rejected the Gofpell and Revelation of St. fohn, wherefore he with 
his‘ Difciplcs were called Alogi, that is, without the Word or reafon: there w f as 
another Theodotns about that time, affirming Chrifttobe inferiour ro Mclcbife - 
dec-, then fprung upthcMelchifedecianhereticks, affirming Melchifedec to be 
an angcll. Then lived the Praxcani or Patropafliani, fo called from Praxens the 
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Auehor, who affirmed the Father to have fuffered on the Crofle. The Chriftians An. Mnndi 
were faJfly accufed for worfliipping an AfTes head *, and for being enemies to Mo- 
narchy. Hence Vittor was martyred with divers others • the Patrician hcrcticks 
affirmed that Satan was the Author of mans Body. Lenidcs Father of Origen then 
Fuflercd * young Origen could fearfe be kept back from fuffering with his Father, 
whom by his letters he exhorts to conftancy. This is that Origen who gelded 
himfelf and wrote the Hcxaplon or Six-fold Expofition of the Bible diftinguirtied 
into fix columnes. The i. Hebrew in Hebrew letters. The 2. Hebrew in Greek 
letters,the 3. the Septuagints Interpretation, 4. that of Aqtti/a^ 5. of Symmachus^ 

10 6, ofT beodotton .Thenalfo fiiffered for Chrift, Philip Governourof Egypt, trena- 
m Bifhop of Lions,and many more which made up the fift,or as fome fay’ the 6 per- 
fecution. Then was Narcifns B. of Jcrufalem hilly acculed of adultery, and his 3 
accufers ftrangely by God pumftied,the one by fire, the other by a loathfome diP 
eafe,rhe third with blindncfle.

The Roman affaires under Caracalla, Macrinus, Hcliogabalus, And Alexander ‘ 

0 2 .'The affaires of Chrifiians,Per ft arts , and others during that time. 

T He allies of Severus being brought into the City by his two fons in great 41 gj^ 
pompe, and interred in great folcmnity, he was deified by the Senat, towhora a. c! 212? 
v fucceeded his two fons Co-Emperors 3 but Caracalla his eldeft fon by Mar- 
tia y began his reign with the bloud of his brother Geta jhc fon of Julia, whom he 
murthered in Jiis Mothers arms^after the murthcr he runs into the camp,perf\vading 
the fouldiers to protect him, for he had efcaped a great danger, his brother ha¬ 
ving an intent to kill him* which was falfe. He likewife flew his fathers Phyfitians, 
for preferving him fo long alive.* he was called Caracalla from the barbarian gar- 
3 °menthe wore. He marryed his mother in law Jnlia^ Ihe animating him thereto, 
and ffiewing him that he might lawfully doe it, being Emperor* who runs to give 
laws, not to receive any. He caufed to be put to death’all that favoured his brother 
CTeM, 20000 at leaft, befides Papinianus captain of the Guard, for faying, that it 
was caper to commitparicide^then to exctife it. Becaufc the Alexandrians called him 
Oedipus , and his wife Jocajic, he gave the city to the plundering of the fouldicrs > 
who murthered there mulritudesof all forts.He burned Ariflotles books,becaufe he 
thought that he had a hand in poyfoning.his fcholar Alexander. He regarded none 
but the fouldiers,fceding them flill with money. When Julia told him, that he was 
too prodigall he laid nis hand on his fword, faying: IftjaH never lack money , fo x 

40 long as this is with me. He delighted much in Necromancy and conjuring $ one 
time calling up the Ghoft of Commodus , he heard a voice, faying: Goeto thy pu~ 
nijbment. under pretence of making a league with Abgarus King of the Olroeni 
a people between Syria and Mcfopotamia , he call him into prifon, and feifed on 
his countrey.The Armenians fell from him. He would doe any fervill work with 
the fouldiers, he flighted the Senat .* he coyned falfe mony,and offered the fword 
that killed his brother to Serapis the ^Egyptian God, which fword afterward was 
melted with lightning. He took great plcafure in fencing,and killing ofwild beafts. 

In France he caufed many officers to be put to death, "in Germany he killed ma¬ 
ny thoufands, and then called himfelf Germanicus. In Afia he fell upon the Par- 
5 ™ ns, pretending that Artabanus had denyed to marry his daughter to him accor¬ 
ding to promife, and took the city Arbcla in Pcrfia 5 and overthrew the Par¬ 
thian Kings Sepulchers, carting away their bones. At lart amongft his own foul- 
diers,whom hcfomuchtrufted, as hee waseafing of him felfe, betwccnc Carre 
and Edefla, he is flainc by Macrinus whom he had made captain of the Guard- 
The Emperor having received letters from Rome, as he was at his fporrs,gave 
them to Macrinus to read, among thefc he found one, written by fome footh- 
layers to the Prince, wifliinghim to beware of Macrinus , for he aimed at the 
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An.Mundi Empire. lUcrmns knowing in what danger he was, if Baffanus fliould know 
of this letter-, hires one M<*rtia!is tokiU him *, which he did-, the fouldiers pur- 
8 o fued this Marttalis on horfc back as he was flying, and with their arrows Ihot 
AC * 8 l lirn dead. Macrinus hearing that the Emperor was (lain, came wxeping over the 
.C. 210. corps, as if he had known nothing. Serapion -of Alexandria foretold 
that Macrinus fliould fuccecd to Bajfianus^ this Serapion Antoninus killed af¬ 
ter the lions had fpared him.He lived 29 years, and reigned 6 years twomoncths. 

In CaracalL's time the Tcrtuliianifts jfprung up who taught the tradudion 
of foules, and that after death they were converted into divcls. Origin (called 
Adamantinus for his indefatigable pains,) writes divers books, and vifits the See id 
of Rome. The Chriftians enjoy reft from perfection,for Antoninus had fucked 
the breads of a Chriftian,who in his youth promiled much goodnefle, and was fo 
tender hearted,that lie wept, when he heard of any that were to be flung to wild 
beads * but wnen he was Emperor, God made him a fcourge to the R omans who 
had flied the innocent bloud of many Chriftians. 

• « opiiins Macrinus an African, as untoward in conditions, as he was in countc- 
nance, was made Emperor by the Syrian Armies, and confirmed by the Senat, 
yf * C * 21 ’not out of any affedion to him, but out of hatred to Baf/ianus^bcin* guilty, both 

of paricide, inceft, and all kind of wickedneffe. He made war with the Parthians, 30 
but being worfted was fain to buy his peace * that he might give himfelf over to 
his plealures at Antioch, whence lie baniflied Julia Augujla for fomc harfli words 
flie had let fall againft him, and afterward procured her death: as he did of all o- 
thers who repined at his birth and Government. For his cruelty he was called Ma- 
ctlhnus from inacellum a fliamblcs, for his houfe was little better. Therefore for 
his cruelty, voluptuoufnefle, and parcimony toward the fouldiers, he was hated 
by them. He ufed to burn adulterers alive,binding faft their bodies together. He 
indofedtwo fouldiers into two oxen,their heads flicking out,that they might fpeak 
and breath,& fo there they remained till they dyed : for a rape committed on their 
hoftcflc.Hc galled Diadumcnus his fon,^^r^//;w,kuowing how grateful that name 
was to the fouldiers,& made him Cafar, and his colleague in the Empire.But Mefia * 
Julia's fifter, which wa$ the wife of Sevenajtizd two daughters Sortmis Concubine 
of Baffanus, who of her begot Heltogabalus a.nd\lammaa,\\\c mother of Alexander . 
Sevcrus begot ofher by Vartus Marcellas. This M ajia by bribing the fouldiers, 
got them to fall off from Macrinus to her fon Helio^abalus.Macrinus fent Julian to 
deftroy both the mother and fon,but the fouldiers h\\edjulun,6c adhered to Heli - 
ogabatus, where upon a battcll was fought,in which both Macrinus and his fon were 
flain He ufed to puniih informers with death,if they failed in their proofs,if not,he 
rewarded thcm-,but ftill with difgracc: he lived 54 years, and reigned 14 months. 
4189. Vanns Antoninus Hello grains was eleded Emperor, with no lefle applaufc then 

AX.219- rejeded with indignation. He was called F4/7»j becaufe fomc think Van us Mar- 40 
cellus was his father •, Antoninus from B afjian us ,who by So am is was faid to be his 
father, and Heliogabalus , or as ic is in ancient coincs Elagaba/us, from the name of 
the Idol, whofe 1 rieft he was, either from the Hebrew bl-Gel*!, the God Gebal, or 
from 'H/ua< the fun, and the Syriac Cabal ,which fignificth Bounds or C< nfines,bc- 
caufc the Sun bounds orconfincs the year,by his morion in the Ecliptick.This Idol 
was a ftatue of a triangular figure, reprefenting 1 he Sun whofe Prieft he was. He 
loved his mother fo well, that he was altogether ruled by her. He fet up the fer- 
vicc of his Syrian God upon Mount Palatine, intending to have him worshipped 
every where. He expofed all honours to faic. He put Fowfonins Bajfes and many 
other worthy men to death, for prying into his manners. He marryed Bajus his jo 
wife, thcr tepudiated her for having one fpot in her fair body. Then he marryed 
with Atjuila Severn a vcftall Virgin, and afterward marryed himfelf ro men, as if 
he had been a woman. He facrificcd men to ius Idol: 1 c fed his dogs with g^ofc 
livers: his Palace was a mcer bawdy houfe, he never fpencJcflc cna iupper, then 
30 /. weight of filver. He caufed 10 thoufand pound weight of Cobwebs from all 
parts of Rome to be brought to him, by that {hewing the greatnefle of the city. 

He caufed himfelf to be drawn into his Court,by 4 great dogs,&: never would wag 

any 
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any where witJiolit 600 Chariots, (hewing that the Perflan King never travelled An, Mnhdi 
with lefle then ioooo Camels: he fpent tvholc dayes together among rofes and 
fweet oyntments i he Tent yearly prefents to his flatterers, rowit, vcflels hall of 
fnakes and fcorpions, and boxes full of flies, calling them tame Ikes: he wore nc> 
fhoes but what were befet with rich jewels : he ufed to have came Lions and Leo¬ 
pards at bistable : he lnarrycd his Idol of the Sun to the talUdium or Image of 
Pallas,) which he caufed to Be brought into his chamber • then divorced them bc- 
caufc (lie was armed, and made a match between his Idol and Fran/a, which re- 
prefented the Moon * which Idol was confecrated by T>ido ^and held in much ve¬ 
to neration by the Africans 5 this Fran/a had a great dowry conferred on her 5 and 
Fcftivall dayes appointed through all Italy for joy of this marriage betweene the 
Sun and Moon. This Image of the Sun he tranflated from the City, into the 
Temple which he built in the Suburbs, with great folcmnity he himfclfc going 
backward before the Chariots, caufing all the way to be ft rowed with the dull of 
gold 5 then affembling multitudes of people together from a high tower, he flung 
down amongft them gold and filver platc,and other rich thing$,which occaftoned 
a great deftruftion,people treading down one another. 

When Heliogabalns law that the Senats affe<ftion was more fet upon Alexander 
his coulin German, whom they had made Cafar* then on himfelf * he adopts him, 

?Obut lbortly after repenting, indeavoured tomunher him, bccaufe he would not 
follow and approve of his wicked courles * wherefore the fouldiers intended to 
cut off this young SardanapsltiS) for fo they calied him*, yet for this time they 
fpared him, upon hopes he would reform(being yet but young)and put away from 
himbis evili Counsellors, but he grew rather worfe *, and fought to murthcr Alex - 
under: wherefore the fouldiers fell furioufly upon his followers,and parafites.cut 
them in peeces,and flew the Tyrant in the privy,where lie went to hide himfclfe 5 
whofe body was dragged up and down, and flung at laft into the river being fa¬ 
ttened to a great ltone. His mother,with whom he ufed to commit inccft was flam 
with him * and an A <51 made, that never henceforth any woman (hould be fuffered4 i 9 3* 

50 to come into the Senat: for her fon was wont to bring her rhither/ He lived 18 A.C.*2$* 
years, and tyrannized aImoft4. From the manner of his death,and place ofbury- 
all, he was called Tratfitius and T/berinus y he gave way to the rebuilding of Ni- 
copolisor Emaus in Paieftina, upon the intreaty of Julius Afrtcanns a learned 
. Cnriftian.He thought to have aboliilicd all religions except that of his Idol,or clfe 
to transfer all religions,cvcn the Chriftian to Mount Palatine. 

Aurelius Alexander joy birth a Syrian, was fon to Farius t and Mammsta^ he would 
neither be adored nor flattered, nor take upon him the name of Antoninus or Mag- 4 1 9 3 ' 
nusy yet for his ftrift life 3 c Government,he was called by the fouldiers Sevents .He A* C. 223. 
countenanced Chriftians. His mother was a Chriftian, and a great lover of Ori - 
ip gen. He was much addicted to learning and learned men. He kept the fould ers 
in awe by paying them duly, and disbanding the refra&ory, fometimes by 
whole Legions together, knowing that poverty made fouldiers acfpcrate, arid due 
jpaykept them in awe. He fufferednone of Heliogabalns his preferring to ftay 
in their places: and never bellowed preferment but on thole that feeined to 
be unwilling. He cared not for rich apparell, faying that Principality conftfleJ in 
venue , not in ornaments. He was milde, curteous, and affable. He would have 
had all offices, trades, and callings, mailers and fervants, to wear diftintt appa¬ 
rell. He repaired all Cities demolilhed with Earth* quakes, but would be flow 
no gold on Tcmples^Ihewing that it was ncedlefle there.He forbad the ufe or abufc 
50 rather of Evnuchs. He admitted no magiftrate. but fuch as the people approved 
off, knowing that mens eftates and lives depended on them. He amgned falaries 
for all publick officers. He fuffered no place to be bought, faying: be that buys mitfi 
fell. He caufed one to be ftifled with (moak, for felling promtfes of preferment: 
the Executioner in the mcane time crying, He is puaifhea with frnoik that 
fold fmoak. He had in his private chappell the Images of Chrifi , Abraham , Apol¬ 
lonius , and Orpheus. He would have built a Temple for Chrift,but that he feared 
the Gentile Temples then would be fprfaken. He made much of that Chriftian 
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AnMurdt fentence, Doe to nil men, ns yon would have all men doe to you . Undcrftanding that 
one Cam. Urn fought to be Emperor, and to make a rebellion, he thanked him 
for affeding that charge, which sood men did avoid, tlcn did he make him his 
Colleague,clothed him richly,anJ made him undertake the managing of the wars 
with him,till he was weary ,andfo upon his defire was difmilfcd, and fent fafely 
home .The Chriftians haa gotapubhke placetocxercifc in, which the Cookes 
challenged did belong to them. Sevents told them,that it was a place jitter for the 
WC1Jh.p tf Cl idJ hen the drejfing of meat. 

Art a xerxes the Perfian Kir g came into the field with a mighty Army in which 
were 70c Elephants, 1800 hooked Chariots. He having fubdued the Parthian I0 
King Artabatusy and united both Kingdomcs : lie demanded reftitution of all the 
Afiatick countries, which of old belonged to the Perfian Monarchy. Sever us re¬ 
turned him this anfwer, that he we re be fl make much of what he had in poflcfli- 
on,and not meddle with the Roman confines, left lie buy his demanded purchafe 
at too dear a rate. T his anfwer not being fatisfadory,but injuries increasing day- 
ly, a battelhvas fought, in which the Romans took 300 Elephants, 200 Cha¬ 
riots,and defeated 100 and80 thoufand horfe,and Mefopotanuawas recovered*,the 
Perfians redeemed their Captives, and never durft in 40 years fpacc take the field 
again: ]thc Romansalfo loft many of their men in this battell. They had alfo good 
fucceflc in Armenia, Mauritania,and Illyricum.The enemies lands were beftowea so 
on the fouldiers that were left to guard the borders, and on their fonnes, if they 
proved fouldiers. After this, when Sever tu had qucllcdthc rebelling Germans, 
and had commanded the disbanding of fome fed tious Legions, he was murther- 
cd with his mother Hanmaa bv the German fouldiers who could not indurc to be 
curbed, having injoyed fo much liberty under Heltogabalus : this murthcr was 
committed by the inftigation of Maxmtnus that barbarous Thracian, pretending 
that his exadions upon the Provinces, caufed by his covetous mother, were in- 
fupportablc. One of the Drmda foretold him this fatall ftroke, by tvifhing him to 
beware of the fouldiers. He dyed necr Mentz in Germany, in the year of his life 
29. of his Empire 13*His chief Counsellors were Vlptanus the great Lawyer,and jo 
Julius Paulas . 

Vlpian was a great enemy to Chriftians, caufing many of them to be put to 
death*, but he himfclfcw r as killed ini he night by the Praetorian Guard. Pope 
Calltjlus was flung into a deep well and drowned. Caltpod/us the Presbyter 
then fuffered * fo aid Hyppolitus a learned Chriftian. Under Vlpian Govcrnour 
of the City, the Scdoi Valefians then flouriflied $ who after the example 
of Or 1 gen gelded thcrafclves^ therefore were called Eunuchs: then was Ori- 
gen excommunicate for his errors. Cacilia the Virgin was then martyred. 
Uierorn about this time tranflated the Hebrew' Bible into Latinc 5 becaufc 
there was great altercation about the LXX S Tranflation, being then three cditi-40 
ons*, to wit, origtnsy Lucians the Martyr, and that of Hefychius. Then Grego¬ 
rius Thaumaturgiu fo called, and Magnus too, for his great learning and won¬ 
ders, was ma r tyred. Hee was Bifliop of Neoca?faria, the Scholar of Ori - 
gen'y his name before was Tbeodorius then Ammoruus a Chriftian Fhilofopher 
profeffed publickly at Alexandria •, then were there common buriall places 
made without the City for Chriftians, called Cccmeteria , Arety Tun/ba, Cat «- 
turhb&y CrypUy &C. 
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The Roman affaires under Maximinus, Philip, Decius, Gallus, Valerian, Ga- 
licnus Arid others, 2. The Christian and forraign ajfatrs of theft times. 


M Aximinns a Thracian, whofe father was a Gotland his mother an Alan 40 2 

or Scythian * was the firft that without the Senats decree, by the fouldiers A.C . zz6. 
was made Emperor; to whom he joined his fon for his Colleague .■ he be- * 
10 ing confcicus of his mean parentage,hated the Senat and Nobility, whom he mur- > r 

theredat his plcafure, andallthofc that knew his originall: he furthered at one 
time 4000,at another rime in Germany beyond the Rhene, hcc plundered and 
burned the countrey for 400 miles together, killing multitudes of people : thence 
he intended to make war againft the Sarmarians> and to reduce all thofc Northern 
countries to the Roman obedience * but neither the Romans nor Armies could in- 
durc his cruelty 5 therefore in Africa the fouldiers in a fudden tumult made old 
Gordianus being now 80 years of age Emperor, againft his will, he was Deputy 
Conful of Africa*, the army having killed Maximinus his Procurator, put upon 
Gordian the Impcriall robe, and faluted him with his fon by the name of Angit- 
zo fius : he was brought to Carthage in great pompe, whence he wrote to the Se- 4CM g 
nat, how he was forcibly elctfed Empcror.T he Senat out of hatred to Maximinns , A.C 2 % 
approved his ele<ftion,gave order to deftroy all Maximinns his friendsjthey declare * 2 * 

him and his fon enemies to the State 5 and Letters are dirc&ed to all the Pro¬ 
vinces, to fliakc off their allegiance .* which imaged Maximinns : he bribed the 
fouldiers, and makes haft for Rome. 

CafeUianus a Commander under Maximinns in Africa, raifed an army againft 
G or dianus. The old Emperor fends his fon with fufficient forces to encounter 
him: the skirmifti was hot, in which young Gordian was killed; as fooneas the 
'Father hears of his fons death, knowing the cruelty and ftrength of Maximinns , 

^and the perfidiotifnefle with thewcakneflc of the Africans, heftrangles himfelf. 

Then did CafeUianus either banifb or murther ail that were of Cordtanus his fide. 

He robs the Temples, plunders the cities, and gives thefpoilcto the fouldiers .* 
when the Senat heard of this,thcy crefted two Emperors,to vrii^MaxintusPaptenus 
the city Captain , and Clodius Balbinns , of an ancient and noble Family, to 
whom they join the young nephew of Gordian by .his fiftcr. Maximus marched 
forth with an army, Balbinus ftayed in the city to appeafe the tumults * for 
the Senators fell upon the Pretorian guard for prying into their fccrets, and 
the Guard fall upon the people* fire and fword rageth through the city, nei¬ 
ther could the tumult be appeafed till young Gordian was prefented to the 
^people. 

When Maximinus had entred Italy, his army was pinched with famine,all the 
frovifion of the countrey being carried into ftrong Towns and Garrifons. Aqui- 
leja fhuts the gates againft him -■ he befiegeth it round • butthe Inhabitants made 
ftout refiftance, continually annoying the fouldiers with darts, ftones, fire-brands, 
burning pitch and brimftonc • and when thcirEngines grew ufelcfle for want of 
firings or £ords, the women made firings of their hairs. Maximinns being mad 
that he could doe no good upon the town , thinking it had been the lafinefte or 
cowardile of the fouldiers, put many ol the Commanders to death, which (b exa- 
fpcrated the fouldiers, that whileft Maximinus and his fon in the heat of the day 
c 50 were reftinginthetent, thcyrulh in and killed them both, laying: of a naughty 
brood , one rvhelp k not to be left alive. Their heads on long poles were carried 
about Aquil eja to be feen,and thence to Rome,to the great joy of the people and 
Senat,which had facrificcd to their Gods, that Maximinus (hould never return a- 
* livc.Thus dyed he who of a (hepheard, and then of a foot* boy to Severus became 
Emperor. His nimblcneflc in running, keeping pace with Severus his horfe, niade 
1 him a Tribune, his fon was a comely youth, but haughty and wicked, permitting 
men to kiflc his knees and feet: their bodyes were flung into the river, and ^hcir 
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A,, >/«»</< heacFs difgracefulty ufcd, then burnt in Campus Manius, the people (tiling him Cj-

He railed chc fixt perfecucion againd Chriftians, out of malice to Alexanders 
Family, bccaufe many of them profeffed Chriftianity, and to palliate this cruelty, 
it wasjgivcn out that the Gods had lent divers earthquakes lately for tolerating 
Chriftianity, and ncgledting their fervice. Then was Pontianus Bilhop of Rome 
martyred, and within a month his fucceflor Anterns with many others, chiefly 
Clergy men. 

4 i 6 9. Maximus and Balbinus driving for fuperiority, the former {landing upon his va- 
^.C.259* Jour, thelattcron his nobility, gave occafion to the fouldiers who loved neither ofiq 
rlicm, (becaufc chofen by the Senat,) tomurther them both. Whereupon Gordi - 
anus is proclaimed Auguftus being 13 years old, or as others fay 16. His fhort 
reign was prefaged by a great earthquake, and fuch an edipfe of the Sun, that they 
were fain to burn candles by day: he fupprefledthe fa&ion of Africa raifed a- 
gaind him by Sabinianus $ then marryed with the daughter of Mi fit hens a wife 
and learned man, whofc advife he alwayes ufed. After this he openech the Temple 
of tfanus, and dcnounceth war againft Sapores the Parthian King, who had inva¬ 
ded Mefopmamia. He gocth into Madia, fubducs his enemies in Thracia, drives 
the Perfians out of Antiochia, and takes many other townes from the enemy * he 
fils all the Garrifons and frontier Towns with provilion* but after the death of2o 
M fit hens his father in law, he was flighted by the army for his youth,and one Phi - 
Itp is appointed to be his tutor,and Govcmonwho infiiicingovcr the young Prince, 
firflthruft him quite outof Government, rhengaveway to murthcr him, which 
was done by nine aflafinats, who all of them afterward (lew themfelvcs , with the 
fame fworos that murthered the,r Lord. This was the end of Gordian the third, in 
the 20 or 22 year of his age, having reigned 6 years. This priviledgc rhe Scnat be¬ 
llowed upon his family that none of them fhould bee called to publick offices oc 
imnloyments againd their wills. This Epitaph was fet up for him on the confines 
ofPerfiain Latin, Greek, Perfian, Hebrew,and ^Egyptian letters Dtvusfiord/anu r 
cnqneror of the Perfians, Goths fiarmatians^fubduer of the the Roman feditions , con- 30 
queronr of the Germans, but not of the Philips. About this time Helcjonidcs dif¬ 
fered Martyrdom, whofe brefls were firft cut off,and flung to wilde beads,then fhe 
was tortured with fire,and at lad beheaded, 

Philip the Arabian of obfeure parentage fucceedcd with his fon Saturnisms* 
whom now he cals Philip ; he made peace with the Perfian, built Philippopolis in 
Arabia, made a great Pan for water beyond Tibris where water was I'carfe, and 
celebrated the thoufand year of the city with fecular fports, in which were fhewed 
to the people all forts of wild beads, as Lions, Leopards, Tigers, Elephants, &c. 
which Gordian had provided for his Perfian triumph. But fuch multitudes of 
torches there were in the night time that a great part of the city took fire* Philipp 
was the fird Emperor that was baptized,bur was not admitted to the Communion, ‘ 
till he hadpublickly made confcflion of his former fins, his fon was fo grave, that 
he was never obferved to laugh. Philip having fent Decius againd the rebelling 
Pannonians,was by him dript both of his life and Empire. For Philip hearing that 
422 o. Dec ins was made Emperor by the Pannonian fouldiers, left his fon in the city, and 

A.C. 250. marchcth againd him with an army, the battcll was fought at J'er^in which ?£/- 
lip ris (lain and his army defeated; upon the news of this, his fon is fkin ac Rome 
being 12 years old,they reigned 6 years. 

About this time the Arabian hcrefic, concerning the dying or fleeping of the 
fouls with their bodies,and their rifing again the lad day,was refuted by a Synod ^ 
held in Arabia,and by origen who dilputed againd them. Then did Cyprian fuc- 
cecd ponattts in the Biihoprick of Carthage: who fcoffingly was nicknamed 
Capri an by hi$ adversaries.The Chridians in Alexandria, are pcrfccuted, among the 
reft, Ap oilonia the Virgin, who differed all her teeth to be beat out, hcrjawsBro- 
kcn,and at lad to be burned,rather then Ihe would blafpheme. The Hclcefcitcs de¬ 
nying Pauls writings,and holding mentall faith fufficicnt, without oral! confcffion, 
arc refuted by Origen , 
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Dscius a Pannom'an born, is with his Ton D carts confirmed in the Fir pile by they/;/. M:t 
Scnar.In their reign was a gicat pc\(cchUon.r>abylas\v&> niartysed at Anticch,^/r.v- 
a^Itrai Jerufalem, \P attaints ar R<jme> all B'(hops. did fir ft lee his 3 ionnes 

martyred, exhorting them to conftancie, thenfuffcred himfclf, his wife looking 
on, who buryed their dead bodies. He had warswithrhcGoThsorGetcsofwhom^i 22.' 
he killed 30000. btir fhortly after his fonne was killed, and he hiinfclfc driven by A.C.2^2. 
the Goths into a lake where he was drowned, nor could his body bee found after¬ 
ward : they reigned two years. In the great and feventh perfection, which was a- 
bout their time, fW,(and after his cxamplejothcrs retried for fecuriiy into the wil- 
10 dcrnefTe whence begun the order of Anachorites to increalc - 9 then alfo did Gre¬ 
gorius Thaumaturgus retire into thedefarr. 

Gallus afrerthe death of Deems and hisfon waschofen Fmperor by the fouldi- 
ers and confirmed by the Senat. It's thought that they both loft their lives by his 
treachery: he concluded a difhonourablc peace with the Goths, making him> 
fclfc their Pcnfioncr : then he went to Rome with his fon Voluftanus whom hee 
made Cafar, and his Colleague in the Empire : hee adopted Deems his other 
fonne, and then murtheredhim: his cruelty againft Chriftians, and his carc- 
leffe government drew in the Scythians,Gorhs, Burgundians, andPerfims, who 
wafted the borders of the Empire lying neer them: befidcs the plague from j£tfo- 
20 0pia raged 15 years throughrhe Empire.Emihantts Generali to Gallus, in onebat- 
tell defeated the Goths. Whereupon he was made Emperor by the fouidtcr$,which 
Galius underftandin j,marched with his fon againft him*,but they were both flain in 4 2 2 ' 
the fecond year of rheir reign,and Etmlums 3 months after was killed by his foul-^ #c 
diers in the 40 year of his age/ 

About this time Novatus and his fe&aries lived, who called themfelvcs Catharl 3 
that is, Puritans, they denyed hope of pardon to thofethar fell in rime pf perfe- 
cution: he was condemned by a Synod of 60 Bifhops called by pope Cornelius ; 
and fo he was by Cyprian and by the Bifhops of Africa. Sabellms then taught that 
there was but one perfon of the Father, Son and Holy Ghoft. Origen about this 
50 time died being 68 years old, who at Alexandria had indured divers tortures for 
Ghrift, at laft offered inccnfe to the Idol, to avoid the abufing of his body by a 
Black more-, tor which fa<ft he fpentthe reft of his time in weeping, and filcnce, 
refufing to Preach or write any more : not long before this, in the time ofX>o 
cius feven young men at Ephefus, to avoid the pcrfecution fled into 3 cave, 
where being fhut up by their perlccurors, flept in the Lord * hence they were cal¬ 
led The feven Beepers* then Pionius Biftiop of Smyrna, Agatha the Virgin,and ma¬ 
ny orhers were marty red.Pope C ornelius alfo fuffered martyrdom about that time. 

Lucius Valerianus being now aged is made Emperor in Rheria .* his Ion Gallic A 2 } r * , 
tfttfismadc Cafar. Valerian had gone with much credit through all degrees 
40 honor, at firft he was a great friend of the Chriftians,till he was perverted by a cer¬ 
tain Magician of Egypt .* who brought him to cxercifc diabolicall arts,to facri. 
fice men and children, and perfecute the Chriftians.For which impieties the 
whole Empire is’punihed with famine ,plagucs and war-, the Scythians and Marcc- 
mans break in upon Macedonia and Greece: the Goths and Burgundians upon I- 
taly,thc Scythians and Perfians rage in Afia. Valerian having, left the Govern¬ 
ment oi the Weft to Ga/henns, makes an expedition into the Eaft againft the Per¬ 
fians who had taken Antiochia and Caelarea he did what he could to keep out 
the Scythians, but in vain, for they brake in with fuch multitudes, that they 
burnt and fackt Trapezus, Chalccdon,Nicomedia, Nica?a,and many other towns, 
5pcarryingaway infinite booties and numbersof people. At laft finding his army wa¬ 
fted with fickneflc,and that he was not able to encounter with Sapores the Pcrfian, 
he offered to buy his peace, but Macrinus his ^Egyptian witch, who had in- 
cenfed him againft the Chriftians, betrayes him to Sapores , who fo lon^ as hec 
lived ufed him as his foot-ftoole when he took hotfe, at Lift flead him alive * his 
fonne Galltenus deified him after his death, whom he ncglc&ed in his life. For he 
rejoylced when fic Heard his Father was dead-, that being freed from aceofor, 
he might give himfelfe to his pleafurcs, leaving the Eaft at randorae, which

' .* The Gauls & Germans were driven out of Italy,with their Emperor by GMenus # 
ln°twins is overthrown by him at Murfia, and whole Cities left dcfolat z.Regdia- 
nus is defeated alio by C 7 *//< and P/fo in Theflaly by Valens^ is killed and he by 
the fouldicrs ihortly after. Aurelius in Illyricum overthrowes M&crt*n*s , who 
came thither out oi Afia with 44000 men : he with his foil Mamms were both 
killed, and 30000 of his fouldicrs became prifoners to Aurelius . His other fon 10 
Quietus and naifia^ were defeated and flain by odenatus. Thus was Macrtanus 
punifhed with his two fons, for his treachery againft Valerian. and the Chriftians: 
and Gallienus for his favour to them began again to flourilh : he proclaimed peace 
through all the Provinces,and permitted Chriftians to have their meetings in their 
Cawetcria. Enultanus Governour of Egypt and Thebais for his cruelty againft 
Chriftians, was in a conflict taken prifoner by Tbeodotus, Gallienus his General), 
fent to Rome, and there ftranglcd in prifon: he had been made Emperor by the 
fouldicrs, who fotyrannifed that Dionyfius Bifliop of Alexandria,was glad to fly 
with many more to the Defarts of Arabia: where in ftead of preaching, he fpent 
his time in writing. Cattfoletts brother to Tbeodotus defeated T rtbellttts^ whom the 20 
Ifaurians a people in the lefler Afia had made Emperor .Yet henceforth they (hook 
off the Roman yoak, trufting to the naturall ftrength of their country, more then 
to their men. 

In Gallienus his time Poll humus rebelled in Gallia, and armed the Franci a peo¬ 
ple ncer the Rhcnc, not known or named before this time in any Hillorian. He 
governed with great moderation for 10 years, at laft was flain by his fouldicrs; 

In his time alfo befidcs the mifery of war, there were divers earthquakes, and 
fuch darkncfic for many, day es together, that people dyed with fear. So great 
was the plague at Rome and Achaja, that 5000 dyed in one day.Macedonia is o- 
verrun by the Gothes •, Afia by the Scythians, who fpoiled and burned the Tcm- 30 
pie of Drawt- Sicilia by the Haves*, Gallia and Spain by the Francs. Saloninus 
Gallums his fon is killed by Pojlbumius , and Gallienus himfclf wounded *, his fa¬ 
ther a prifoner and flavc in Perfia. Yet for all this Gallienus muft triumph at 
Rome over the Perfians by whom his father was beaten-, fo that fcoffinglya- 
mong the Pcrfian captives at Rome, inquiry was made for Valerian the Eai- 
perour. 

Ti e valour and fidelity of odenatus ^ Generali of Gallienus in theEaft, is re¬ 
markable 5 for when allfeemed to be loft, heraifethan army, takes in Nifibis 
and Mefopotamia, dcfcates Sa fores , and makes him fly, feifeth on all his treafures 
and Concubines, fends the captive Pcrfian Nobility to Rome, to be infulted 0-40 
ver* in rcquittallof which good fervice, he makes odenatus nis Colleague, in 
his Empire, cals him Augujlus, and on his money ftampt his vidories. In the 
mean while the Sc7thians returning home with tneir booties and captives , were 
moft ofthem drowned by fhipwrack. And fuch is the uncertainty of military fe¬ 
licity, that Odenattts by tnc treachery of Mtenius his coufin german is flain with 
his fonne H erodes 5 and M a owns Inortly after by the fouldiers. Zenobia the 
mafculinc wife of odenattts undertook the Government in her childrens minority, 
fo dextcroufly, that (he kept all about her in fubjedion: So was Pofihumius after 
all his good fcrvices flain in Gallia by Loll1 anus , and he by Vittorinns , the fon of 
Victorina who like another Zenobtaby the help of Tetricus and Marius, ft opt 50 

the incurfions of the Barbarians. Vittorinus a brave Emperor, but given to wo¬ 
men, is murthered by the means of a woman the wife of AttitUnns , whom he 
loved. Marins a Blackfmith is made Emperor, and the third day after was 
murthered by his fervant. Then was Tetricus made Emperor by VtZlorina . He 
was of a noble extradion, and Governour of Gafconic: his fon Tetricus is made 
Cafar. 

Galltenus wholely addided to his plcafurcs ncglcdcd the Government: 

among 
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among d^vtrs of his ridiculous Aft>, this is one*, hecaufeda certain fellow for fcl-A/? e Mnndi 
ling gkillc jewels in Read of rrue,tobe brought ro the place, where he was to be caft \S\r\j 
to the Lions •, but inftead of a Lion,he lets a Capon out of the coop upon him • 
whileft the people flood wondering at this toy, he caufcdthis to be proclaimed: 
the cheater is cheated. His carelemefTe drew Aureolus with an Army of Rhe- 
tians and Pannonians towards Rome, w horn Galhems met and drove him into 
Millain* having defeated his Army. But Galhenus was not long after by Mama- 
/w/and //tracltariHs murthcrcd in tne dark, as he fuddenly ran out of his tenr 3 up- 
on a noife that the enemy was breaking in upon him. / lurcoins was guilty of this 
I0 murthcr * for he dctocea letters in which were writtenthe names of the Tribunes 
and chief Capraines of Galltentts his Army whom he meant ro flay • thefe Let¬ 
ters were fecretly flung over the wall, and taken up, as if they had been loft by 
chance. By this device Galhenus was fufpe&cd, and fo murthered,having reigned 
9 years alone, and 6 with his Father. He was deified by his lucccflbr Claudius * 
but vilified by the Senat, who decreed that his friends and courtiers lhould bee 
flung down the Gemonian ladders,and prayed the infernall Gods, that his place 
might be among the wicked. 

G allien its was a wicked Prince yet mild towards the Chriftians, who put an end 
to the perfection by his Father Valerian, under whom Pope Xttfns was mar- 
20 tyred * Cyprian beheaded 5 and S. Laurence the Deacon,broyled. About this time 
was the great difpute concerning rebaptization. Cyvrian made hcreticall baptifm 
void. TheBifhopsof Rome held it to be good $ anafo did Dsomjiusof Alexan¬ 
dria* only he made void the Baptifm of thofe hcreticks which aenyed the Tri¬ 
nity. He alfo refuted the Millenaries opinion of Chrifts 1000 years reign. About 
this time fprung up the Angel-worfliippers, called Angelic/, who were quickly 
extinguiflied * and the Apoflolici , who held it fin to poflkfle cither goods or wives: 
then was Samofatenus wnodenyed Chrifts Divinity,condemned by the jSynod at 
Antiochia: and depofed afterward by Aurelian.

Chap. VI. 

1. The Rowan affaires under Claudius, Aureiianus, Tacitus, Probus, Pro- 
cuius, Bonofus, Carus, Numcrianus and Carinus. 2. of Zenobia, and of 
the Chrijlian and forraign affaires . 

Lavish Claudius a Dalmatian, was by the Senat and fotddiers named Em- 423^ 

[ peror. He was ftiled by the Senat, Father, Brother , Friefy. He overthrew 269 . 

in a kartell and flew him. He defeated the Alemans, ncerthe lake 
40 Bcnacus.Thc Goths,and Scythians, to the number of 300 and 20000. fall upon 
divers parts of the Empire, at fuchatime when the Romans had neither offen- 
fivc nor defenfive Armes, when Tetriciu had all Gallia and Spain, the chicfe 
flrength of the Commonwealth,when Zenobia had al the Archers with her,yet the 
Barbarians were ftill put to the worft both at M«fia, Martianopolis,Byzantium 
and Theflalonica.Multitudes of them fled to the hill Hcmus,where without purfu- 
ing of Claudius, they dyed of the plague and famine. The Romans carcJcflely 
bufied about their plunder, loft 2000 of their men by the Scythians in their flight, 
returning upon the Romans,but this lofs was repayed with the flaughtcr of 50000 
Scythians. 

50 About this time Zenobia Queen of PalmyrcnaaTownand Countrey of Sy¬ 
ria, raifed an Army of 80000 againft Egypt, and caufed the Egyptians to receive 
a Garrifon* but Frobm Admirall of thofe Seas under Claudius drove out the 
Garrifon againc, and with an Army of Egyptians and Africans, defeated the 
Palmyrenians * but ftiortly after being betrayed by Ttmogenes the Egyptian, he 
killed himfelf. The Scythians invaded Crete.and Cyprus, but could doe no good 
by rcafon of the fioknefle that followed them * of which Claudius dyed at Sirmi- 
um in Pannonia ncer Danubius.Hc was not only deified, but had a golden itoue . 
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wm diQ refled to him, ncer |upiter in the Capitol-, and a golden Target with his Image 
* on it in the Curia. He dyed of the plague with which alfo the Homan Army was 

infefled. 

gjtimilltts his brother fuccecded, a Prince of excellent parts had he lived 5 but 
he dyed the 17 day of his Empire, being flain by his fouldicrs for his feverity*, or 
as others fay, at Aquileja he killed himlclfe for anger, that Aurelianus was made 
Emperor by the fouldicrs. In Claudius his time the Chriftians began to be perfe¬ 
cted afrelh. An cdlfl being publiflied that all Chriftians fhould keep within their 

E rifons, otherwayes they Ihould beepuntfhed if any of them were found a- 
road. # 10 

4241. Aurelianus was elefled Emperor by the fouldicrs * he had given good proof of 
Jtf.C. 271; his valour in the time of Claudius by expelling the Goths out of Tnracia. In the 
Sarmatian war he fkw in one day with his own hands 48 of his enemies, and in 
divers battels above ^50. He was born in Syrmium of mean parentage, his mo¬ 
ther was a prieftc fie of the Sun. He was a valiant but cruell Prince. He caufed a 
fouldier for committing adultery with his hofteffe, to be torn afundcr between the 
bowes of two trees. He kept the fouldiers in fuch awe, that they durft not quar¬ 
rel!, nor be feen in Taverns, nor fuffered to ftcal or rob the lcaft thing without 
puniftimcnr. He recovered all the Roman bounds invaded by the Barbarians.Hc 
overcame the Marcomans, and in 3 great battels, to wit, at Placentia, at the river 
Mctaurus and in the fields of Ticinum now called Papia in Infubria.But not with- * 
out great Ioffe of the Romans, who prefumed fo much on his valour, that they 
thought it needleffe to implore the help of the Gods. He returnes to Rome and 
appeafeth the City feditions, having put to death the chief incendiaries, and feme 
Senators too,for (mall offences,taking the witneffc of one mean man againft them. 

He inlarged and (Lengthened the Roman wals, fo that now they were 50 miles in 
compafle. He marcheth againft Zencbia , now Queen of Egypt, and of the Eaft ; 
in the way he had many skirmifhes with the Barbarians. Thyana Ihut the gates 
againft him, whereat he'vowed he would not leave one dog alive in the town*,yet 
when it was betrayed, he fpared it, killing onely the Dogs for his oaths fake, and 30 
theTraitour, faying .• He that tvas notfaithfull to bis countrey, would be faifh . 
full to none: then he recovers Antiochia, and afterward defeates Zenobia , (after 
the Roman Horfc had fled ) by the Foot incouraged to fight 5 by a divine 
apparition. So at iaft Zenobia being difeomfited, hcc enters Emiffa vifto- 
rioufly. 

Aurelian having quieted the Syrian$,Pcrfians,Saraccns,Armenians t and Egypti¬ 
ans,befiegeth Palmyra,and in it Zenobia , whom he had already overthrown in bat- 
tcls.Shc finding tit town in danger, makes an cfcape, toward Perfia upon Drome¬ 
daries, but is ovenaken and brought back to Anrelian , who referves ner and her 
children^ for the triumph. He fpared the town, but flew Longinus the Philofo- a 0 
pher, and the other Authors of this war. Having pacified the Eaft, he returns to n 
Europe 5 where he fubducs the Carpi •, in the mean time the Palmyrians rebcU, 
fills tnc Garrifon, and delivers Acbilleus to his enemy. Aurelian upon this re¬ 
turns in fury, levels the town with the ground, and kils men, women, and chil¬ 
dren. Then returning to the Weft, he makes Egypt quiet • thence he marcheth 
againft Tetricus in Gallia, who delivers up his Army, which he could not rule to 
Aurelian * fome of thefe Legions he fubdued,the reft lubmittcd to him. So having 

3 meted Eaft aud Weft, he is carrycdin triumph through Rome,and was the firlt 
lat wore the Diadem with Robes all of gold and rich ftoncs. After Zenobia had 
been led in triumph with her children, they were permitted to live privately atjo 
Rome. 

In his time the coyners of felfc money, fearing to fuffer, rebelled, and raifed an 
army of 7060 in the city * whom Aurelian overthrew,and cruelly ufed. He con¬ 
demned alfo many of the Nobility. He removed the Roman Garrifons out of Da¬ 
cia which he could not keep, and placed them in Mariia. He incrcafcd the citic 
provifions, hemadean 4 w**/?joraflof Oblivion, and put downc all informers. 

He punched exa fling and corrupt Officers moft rigoroufly. He was rich in gold 

and 
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and jewels, which he laid up in rhe Temple of the Sun.* At laft having denounced An. Mundi 
war againft the Perfians, in the way betweene Heraclca and Byzantium, hce 
was murthered by his Secretary Mnefieue^ who fearing to be queftibiied for fomc 4 2 4 
bribes he had taken, and for exadion,counterfeited the princes hand, and fenta-^’ c#2 7 ^ 
broad among the fouldkers the names of thofe whom Valerian meant to cut off* 
but falfely. The iouldiers thinking this to be true, plotted his death. But when 
truth was difeover cd,Valerian was honoured with a Templc ; and Mnejlcus flung to 
the wild hearts. * » 

In his time Samofatenus Bifhop of Antioch, was maintained in his hcrcfie by 
j 0 Zenobta , then Qgeenc of all that Countrey . Whileft Aurelian was putting pen to 
paper to fubferibe an edid againft the Chnftians,his armes were taken and fhaken . 

* with fuch a fuddenpalfie, that he could not write. Now dyed Plotinus the Phi- 
lofopher,and Porpb.yne his fcholar ? firft a Chriftian, afterwards becomes the bit¬ 
ter enemy of Chrift, againft whom the eight, or (with others) the ninth perfec¬ 
tion was raifed, in which Pope Felix was martyred. Now the Maniehees fpread, 
and Manes their Patron is flead alive by the Pcrfian King, for Undertaking to 
cure his fick fon with his prayers, which he could not doc,for the child dyed. In 
the Sea of Antioch Domnu * 1 ‘ucceedcd to Samofatensss, and to him Timaus. Annti- 
an reigned 6 years. • 

20 To him fuccceded Claudius.Tacitus, chofen by the Scnat, fix moneths after Au- 
reliant death * for all that time the fouldiers refufed to choofe any, leaving the c- 
ledion to the Scnat, at which all good then rcjoyced. But he feigned not much 
above fix months, for he dyed of a feaver, fome fay he was killed bv the fouldiers, 
being 66 years of age. He was an excellent Governour: he caufcd a golden fta- 
tue to be credcd to Aurelian , and put to death all that-had a hand in hi^ murther: 
bis brother • Florianus fucceeded as heir, withofc confent of Senat or Army ,2 74 7. 
wherefore he continued not much above two moneths,for underftanding that Pro- a,G, 277^ 
bus 'was chofcn Emperor by the Armies,and was marching againft him,ne fell into 
a deep melancholy, and killed himfelf* others fay, he was killed by his Guard, 

30 being 23 years old. He affeded the Empire, which his brother Tacitus refufed 5 
who made it death to^dultcrate moneys who beftowed his Patrimony on publiclc 
ufes. He highly honoured Tacitus the Hiftorian, placing him in eVery Library: 
he was very foarc in hisdyet, and modeft in his apparell, wearing no richer then 
private men ulc to wear* nor did he fuffer his wife to wear jewels; he never fuf- 
fered a night to paffe,in which he did not cither read or write fomewhat: He was 
too good for the Romans to enjoy long. - 

Aurelius Probus fucccedcd,being a good man both in name’and life. He was an 4 2 4 7 * 
Hungarian born, and fon of Maximus the T ribune. T he fouldiers made him Em- d.C, 277# 
peror againft his will * and when it was propounded, that none ftiould be chofcn 
40 out he that was valiant, juft, holy, modeft, and mildc,all cryed out with one voice, 

Codfave Augufius. Probusl He was made a Tribune, before he had a beard: he> 
executed jufticc on thofe that plotted the death of Aurelian and Tacitus : but fpared 
them that followed Florian^ becaufc he was the Princes brother, and no tyrant: he 
drove the Germans out of Gaul,& recovered from them 60 Cities,& killed almoft 
4oo®oo Barbarians.9 German petty kings humbly fubmitted, and fell flat at his 
feet. He fuppreffed the Getesand Sarmatians: then marching intothe Eaft, he 
cleared thole countries of oppreffion, robbers,and high way men: he made peace 
with the Perfians. And translated 100000 Balhrni (a people of Sarmatia) into 
the Roman Territories: he fuppreffed the Vandals ana others who rebelled: hce 
50overthrew Satarninus Warden ofthe Eaft Marches. Him the Egyptians againft 
his wiilfaluted Emperor .Probus lent him mild Letters,and promifes of pardon,but 
the fouldiers would not truft him * wherefore he was fain to fubduc him by force 
of armes * whom he overthrew in divers battels, at laft befieged him, whom the 
fouldiers took and flew, though againft Probus his will. He overcame alfo Pro- 
culus whom the Gaules had faluted Emperor* And Bonofus the great Drinker, 
called therefore the Hanging Tankart : this man was imployed by Aurelian , to 
entertain Embaffadours purpofely to fox them, that thereby ne might fiHi out of 

H them 
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jn.Muods them their lecrc.s. He being overcome by Probus ftrangled himfelf. But his wife 
(being a noble Goth and a good woman ) hcc refpe&cd and beftowed on her 
whilcftfhe lived a yearly Penfion. But the wicked fouldiers could not long brook 
fo good a Prince-,for they hated him becaulc he would not fuffer them tolive idlely 
like drones, and to feed upon the fwcat of other mens labours, therefore 
he imployed them in making vineyards throughout Gallia, Pannonia and Marfu: 
and as he was imploying them to drain the fens of Syrmium,where he was born, 
there he was murthered,having fled into* a towcr,but to nopurpofc.*He reigned a- 
bout 6 . years,and lived 75. 

4 2 5 -• Thus ended that good Emperor, whofe Epitaph was this: Here lieth Probus I0 

A. C. 2 Si. ( fj e Emfcror y truly Probus, or good. Cornier or of the Barbarians^ Conqueror of 
the Tjrarts . After his death the fouldiers grew exorbitant,taking on them the full 
power to choofc the Emperor,which the Scnat outofeovetoufnefle,' orcowardifc, 
or fa< 5 ftons,ncgle&ed. In his time Trofhimus and others were martyred at Anti¬ 
och. Pope EutjchiAmts who had buryed with his own hands 42 Martyrs,* fuffered 
martyrdom himfelf. 

Carm Captain of the Guard fuccecdcd. Him V rebus had recommended to the Se- 
nat for a brave man.Hc fupprefled the Sarmatians,making irruptions upon Panno¬ 
nia and Thracia,and made them quiet after he had killed 16000 of them,and taken 
priloners 20000. Hcc had rwo fonnes, Connies and Humeri an us jehtit he named 10 
Cafars: he commits to Carmen fa wild young man) the charge of Gallia-, and 
takes Humenann* a folidand eloquent Prince alongft with him into the Perfian 
War. He enters Mesopotamia with a great Army, and takes it. Thenmarch- 
cth along to Ctcfiphon without rcfiftancc, andobtaines the title of Imferator 
Perftcus. But having pafled beyond the bounds of the Empire, he was ftruck 
with thunder, and dyed fud^nlytin his Pavilion. His beft forine Humeri - 
anus was fubjettto foar Eyes, which now ware fo weakewith weeping, that 
hcc was carryed in a Litter. Arm Afer his Father in law, aiming to be Em¬ 
peror himfcllc *, murthers Humenanua % and conceals the faft, giving out that he 
could not come abroad becaufe of his foare eyes •, but the fmell of the dead car- jo 
kafle revealed the murthcr ; whereupon * Diocletian is chSfcn Emperor by the 
Army; and Afer flainc bythefeid Diocletian •, fo the Druide tola him, that he 
(hould be Emperor when he killed the Boar ; which now was fulfilled : for Afer is 
a Boar. 

Car in us the other fonne, and another Heliogabalus for wickcdncfle, hearing 
his Father and Brother to bee dead, grew worfc then before. Hcc over- 
, threw and killed Julian and his Army, who aimed at the Empire. In divers 
battels he with flood Diocletian. At laft hee was killed by his own fouldiers. * 
He did fo degenerate from his Fathers vertues, that he denyed him to be his 
fon. Humerian was a good Poet, and like to prove an excellent Prince. Thus^ 
Corns and his two fonnes reigned about two ycares. Corns lived 43 yeares.. 
Nutycrianus 20. and Carinus 18. to Humeri anus was created an Image of 
b^affc.

4254.' 7 Alerius Diocletianus born in Dalmatia, his Father was Secretary to Ami- 

A. C. 284. \ the Senator: his mothers name was Diocl/a. He finding the Em¬ 
pire fubje&tofo many diftra&ions, did choofe a Co-Emperor, Maxi- 
!»"**' of country parents, but a good fouldicr. He called him Herculeus y and 
mmlclfe fovius , after hee had fubdued the Perfians and Egyptians. They alfo 
choie tvvo Cafars to affiftand fucccedthem. Diocletian chofe G alerius Maxi ¬ 


minus 
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minus a Thracian, Maximinns clewed Flavius Conjlantius Chlorus , whom Corns An* Mundi 
meant to have made his fucceflor, and to have killed his flagitious fonne Carinus. 

Maximianns marcheih into France, and fuppreflfes the infurreftions thereof the 
countrey people, and robbers, called by them Bagaud*. Thefe fourc thus divided 
the Empire between them. Maximianns Hercnleus obtained Italy and Afric. Con- $ ^ 
ttantius all beyond theAlpes Northward. GaUrins allthecoaft of Illyricum to \\ 2 qi 9 
Pontus. Diocletian undertook the reft. By marriages thefe great Commanders u- ' * 
nited themfelvcs, for Diocletian beftowed his daughter Valeria upon Maxi*, 
minus . Max. Herculcns gave his daughter in law Theodora to Conjlantius . 

10 Diocletian fubdues Egypt, and in it ~AchHlens who called himfclfe Emperor, 
whom hee condemnes to the wilde Beads. Unwalls Alexandria, over- 
throwes Coptus and Ptolcmais , and punifheth multitudes with perfccutiohor 
death. * * ' 

' Maximinns Cafar isfent againft the Perfians, by whom hee firft was beaten. 

Wherefore was narfhly ufcdoy Diocletian , when he came to meet him, for he 
fuffered him in his purple robe to run before his chariot a mile or two. At lafl 
having recruited his army with old fouldicrs, marcheth through Armenia againft 
the Parthians; falls fuddcnly upon Narfns the the Pcrfian King, wounds him, and 
drives him tothemountaincs, and takes his wifes, children. Nobility, prifoners 5 
20 and plunders his Palace and treafure .* and if Diocletian had not hindred him, he 
had made Perfia a province. Yet the Romans got five countreys beyond Tigris, 
fo that the palling beyond the old bounds of Euphrates was nor alvvaycs unfor¬ 
tunate to the Romans .• as the ancient Oracles foretold : becaufc though M,Craf~ 
fuSy Valerian , and fome others mifearried 5 yet'Trajan, odenatns. Caws, Pro* 
htts y and this Maximinns Galerius , had good fucceflc. Car an jins invaded Britain, 
which he held 6 years,till he was traitcroufly killed by his Colleague //r,whom 
in 4 years fpace Conjlantius by Ajclefedat us captain of his Guard,overthrew, and 
added Britain again to the Empire. 

About this time the Marcomans and Carpi were conquered again 5 in the mean 
3 ° while the city was well governed, for all oppreflions and wickednefle were fc- 
vcrcly punillied: the poore was provided for with corn, and ftipends were duly 
paid. But Diocletian gave himfclf toexccffe in wearing cloth of gold, in treading 
0 upon filk and purple carpets, befet with pretious ftones. In caufing himfclfe to be 
" called God, and to be adored after the manner of Caligula^ and Domitian.So Her- 
culeus gave himfclf over to allliccntioufiieflc, being a manof as (lem a counte- 2 w iil 
nance as conditions. Thefe Emperors Triumphed at Rome, where the wives,fillers, 1 

and children of king Narfns were led before the chznotyConfiantius in iGallia BeU A ''*'* - 

gica did then wage war againft the Alcmans,w ho after he had by them been driven 
into the town, where he wastaken upby ropes over the wall,(thegates of JLingon 
4 ° or Cangrcflc being (hut) killed 5 hourcs after, when his army was come, about 
. 40000 Alemans. 

The Empire flouriflicd all this while, Rome, Carthage, Milan, and Nicomc-^.c.jotf. 
dia were fenced with new wals 5 and the barbarous Nations feared the Romans* 

But Diocletian about the 19 year of his reign with Maximianus, began to rage a- 

5 ;ainft the Chriftians, beginning firft with the fouldicrs whom they cafticered, and 
ome they flew. Then publick edidts are made for pulling downe the Chriftian 
churches, for burning their Bibles 5 for degrading of fuch as were in honour,and 
inflaving fuchas were free. All Bifhopsand Paftors of Churches, who would 
not deny Chrift, or offer incenfe to Idols, were commanded to be flain.Then pro- 
50 mifeuoufly the fword raged againft all forts of Chriftians. More crucll were thefe 
men, then the wilde bcafts, wno oftentimes fparedthofe, whom they murthered 
with all kind of tortures , which malice could device. Cofmns and Damianus af¬ 
ter all forts of torments, at laft were beheaded with three more of their brethren. 
Sebajlianus a Commander in the army,was firft wounded with many arrowes, af¬ 
terward recovering was whipt to death. None were fuffered to draw water, nor 
grindc their corn, till they had offered incenfctothc Idol. Pope Cajus fuffered 
Martyrdome, fo did that Noble Roman Gabinias, with his daughter Sufanna . A 
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Jn.Mundiiw hole Legion of Chriftians after two decimations, were all at laftcutoffby the 
command of MaxmUnns. So were the two Captaincs, Cerion and Vi ft or with 
their Troopes. Marcellus the Centurion with his 1 2 fonncswcrc martyred • and 
fo were Zenoche Tribune with all his fouldicrs .* with many other brave men and 
womeivlnachurchof Bithynia, on the day of Chrifts Nativity were burned mul¬ 
titudes of pcoplc.In one month there dyed 17000 Martyrs. In Egypt theredyed 
by Martyrdome 144000in ten years fpace, befides 70000 banifbccL No leftc 
cruelty was ufed in Africa, againft thofc who would not be Traditores y that is 
would not deliver up their Bibles to be burned. In France among many other 
Martyrs, Vtftorims Bifhop of Poytiers fuffered. In Spain Vincentias the Pea- 10 
con. 0/w.r Billiopof Corduba, ana many more * Agnes 9 EncrMtisjihtwno EulaU, 
with divers other Virgins (hewed more then humane courage 'in fufferingun* 
fpeakable tortures*, whereas Pope MmtUinns fainted as Peter did before 
him* 

- 2 - , Diocletian and Maximianus being fatiated with innocent bloud, tortured with 

A. C .304. difeafes, and ancvill conlciencc , fell madde, and foboth in one day refigned up 
their Empire, being content to live privately*, Diocletian was then at Nicomedia, 
HerctUus at Millain. This betook himfelf into Lucania, the other to his native foil 
atSalonae. Both raging, that they could not with alhheir cruelty fupprefle the re - . 
ligon and name of Chrlftianity. Diocletian poyfoned or dabbed nimfelf, being 68 20 
years old. Maximianus dyed ofaloathfome and torturing diicafc in his bowels in 
the 68 year alfo of his age. 

Conjlantins Chlorus, and Galtrius Maximinus^ are declared Emperors. Con- 
Jlantius was favourable to the Chriftians, a Prince of an excellent temper, who 
cared not for wealth, holding himfelfe fufficicntly rich, if his fubjeds were 
lich.When Diocletian upbraided him for his poverty,he preftntly gathered great 
(lore of wealth, which having (hewed, he rcflorcd again to the right owners. He was 
the fon of Eutropius, a noble Roman,and of Claudia daughter of Claudius Augujlus. 
Though Italy, Africk,Gallia,Germ any & Britain w ? cre allotted to him for his (hare 
of the Empire* yet lie contented himfelfwith Gallia alone*, which hec ruled with 30 
good laws and moderation; 

Galerius was a good fouldier, and a handfome man, bom in Dacia, of mean pa- * 
rentage, for his father was a husbandman,and he himfelfe a Cow-heard, whence 
he was called Armentarius . Hce gave out that his mother had begot him of a 
Dragon, as Olympia did Alexander ♦ He w T as indeed a Dragon to the Chriftians* 
for his persecution was thcbloudieft of all, to prevent which, multitudes of peo¬ 
ple fled to defart places and rocks. Urbanus prefident of Paleftina put Appianus 
andEdnfeui his brother with many others to cruell deaths. But he himfelf was by 
Maximmus , (whofc cruell commands he fo readily obeyed) fentcnccd to death. 

But Firmilianus worfc then he, raged over dead carcaftcs,denying them buriall ^ 
which inhumanity the very Gentiles abhorred,when they faw wildc oeaft sand birds * 
carrying away menslimbes. When the friends of Fawphilusi aw, that his body 
and 12 ethers lay four dayes in the ftrects untouched by any beaft, took the bold- 
nefle to bury them. An dFirmilianus fhortly after Iheathed the fame fvvord in 
his own bowels, which he unflicathcd againft Chriftians* fo fierce was this Dra<*on 
againft all that profefled Chrift, rvithin his Dominions of paleftina, Egypt, Syria, 
Mefapotamia, Pontu$,Cappadocia,and Bithyriia,that he burned a whole townc of 
Chriftians ar one time.The Governour of Provinces proffering rewards to thofc 
that (hould find out new tortures. 

About the 8. year of this bloudy Tragedy, both Judges and Torturers began to e Q 
grow weary of adling, for they perceived that Chriftians ran as cheerfully to Mar- * 
tyrdome , as the Romans did to a May-game. 1 herefore the tyrants fearing that 
their cities would be left dcfolate, were contented to put out oncly one eye, and 
to break one of the confeftors thighs, and to condcmncthew to work in mines. 

Many Bifbops and Presbyters fuffered martyreome in thefe times. But Conftan - 
ttus was a friend to the Chriftians, who did not (uffer under him , but in the two 
years of Diocletian and Maximianus . One day Con ft anti us would try the fincc- 
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rity of his Couriers, commanding all that did worlhip Chrift, either to renounce An. Mnnh 
him,or forfakc his Court 5 many went, many flayed-* thofc he recalled, thefc he ex- 
pellcd, flawing chat they who were not faithful! ro their God, could not be faith ^ 
full to him that was but a man. 

M&ximims having alfp obtained the Government of Italy, appoints two Cafars. 

Scverusfo r Italy, and Maximinus his fiftersfon for the Eaft, both being Illyrians.* 

He kept 0/^4ttf/>**byI?iiiias an hoftage,undcr pretence of religion. For heefaw 
in him though a childc, more then a manly fpirir. Therefore he mdeavoured to ex- 
pole him to danger, fometimes wilhing him to fight with feme barbarian, or with 
10a Lion. But he perceiving his life aimed at,fled,and to retard the ptirfucrsj killed all 
the Poft-horfes that hec fotind in the way.- and fo came fafeto Britain 3 where 
hec found hi's aged Father fickly^ who dyed not long after ar Yorke 
the 15 yearcof his reign, the 6 3 of his life. Heewas deified by the Ro¬ 
mans. 

The Praetorian fouldicrsat Rome being bribed, declare Maxentins the fon of 
tferculeus Emperor. Upon this. Hennleus mikes hafte for Rome, hoping to bee 
re-inveftedin the Empire, which hc.unwiilingly loft 5 to that purpofe writes let¬ 
ters to Diocletian , that he would rcaflumc again his command and dignity, who 
returncs this anfwer, that he found more pleafure in planting his pot-hearbs then 
20 ever he did in ruling over the Romans. But Severn Cxfar is fent by Galenas to 
Rome, to appeafe the Praetorians, and Maxenttus, He firs downe with his army 
before the city: but his fouldiers forfakc him, and join with M axtntifis. Severus 
betakes himfelfto Ravenna: but Mdximianus. cunningly inticcd him to come 
forth, whom he carries to Rome, where he is put to death. After this M aximi- 
anns in a full aflembly went about to difeover hisfonnes nakednefle, and to (hew 
how weake he was, and.unfit for.Government 5 but for his labour he was 
railed at by the fouldiers.Thenc’e he went to Gallia to Conftantine , to whom Hec 
had given his daughter far/fta in marriage- pretending that heewas banifhed 
by his fonne 5 and that hce was defirous to live with Conftantine ; but in- 
30 deed his intent was to kill him. which his daughter Fartfta perceived, and 
acquainted her husband with it. Whereupon hec flies to Maffilia, intend¬ 
ing to fade to his fonne, but by the command of his fonne in law, hee 
was there ftranglcd > yet others thinkc, hee dyed of a loathfome difeafe*, as I 
fhewed before. 

About this time Licinius the Dacian was made Emperor by Galenus, whody-j.^ g 0 ; 
*d fliortly after, having reigned Emperor 13 years. For having left Licinius to j* c 21V 
rule the Illyrians and Thracians , hee went to Rome to fupprefle M axentius* * * ' 
but finding himftrongly maintained.by the fouldiers, whom he bribed, and 
fearing his own fouldiers would be bribed to betray him, departed out of Italy, 
4oandfhortly after died of an uncurable wound, his genitals being putrefied, and 
his whole body cat up with Vermine. Hce was told by his Phyfitians (many of 
whom he killed out of impatience of his paines) that his difeafe was incurable .* 
he finding himfelfe chcckt in confcience for murthcring fo many Chriftians, re¬ 
pealed his editfts againft them, fee them all at liberty, and recommended hunfelf 
to their prayers, and fo dyed. About thefe times Pope M arcellims y Serena Dio - 
cletians wife, S .Catharine, Lncianus who was the feventh that turned the Bible 
Into Greek,and many more fufferedmartyrdomc. In the Councell of Rome cou- 
fifting of 30oBi(hops. Marcellinas condemned himfelfe for offering incenfe to 
Idols. Donatus the Numidian (forming that Cacihanus was preferred to him in 
50 the Bifhoprickof Carthage,broached his fchifm, which in a fhort time became an 
hercftc .* he objc&ed againft Cacilianus y that he was one ofthem who delivered up 
the Bible to he burned, but he was abfolved by Conftantine. Theofhilus was made 
the firftbifhop ofthc Goths* 
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Chap. VIIL 

Of the Roman affaires under Conftantinc, Maxentius, Maxirainus, and Licini- 
us. 2. Of the Chriftian f executions, and forraign affaires •, during that 
time . 

C Onflantine was the fonne of Conjlantius Chlorns , and Helena ,not a Bithy- 
nianas fomc think, but a Britain,he with Maxentius y Ltcinius , and 

ruled the Empire, yllexander who had then a command in Afric, jq 
would have been a fife Emperor, he was a Pannonian, and of mean parentage^btit 
Rufus Folufiaryts bring fent by Maxentius did quickly fupprdlc him. So Africa 
was now expofed to the fury of Maxentius who raged in Cartilage, and all about 
with fire and fword. At firft he (hewed fome favour to Chriftians, but being 
confirmed in his Empire, he perfccuted them with as great fury, as ever did his 
predeccffors. Neither Virgins nor Matrons could clcape the fury of his luft, but 
fuch as fled, or dyed. He abufedmany noble women,and then fent them back to 
their husbands.Hc ftudyed magick,and to that purpofe he cut up the bowels of di¬ 
vers children,and ript up the bellies of many mothers* 

After the Eafl had relied a while from perfection, upon the recantation of a o 
Ca/lerins his fuccdfor y Max/minus fell with freih fury on the Chriftians, imputing 
to them all the mifcrics that had fallen on the Empire-, and recriminating them 
with pollutions and abominations whereof they were no way guilty * he com¬ 
mands all the Idol Temples to be repaired, their facrifices renewed, and the 
Chriftian religion to be quite banifticd. But by Divine Juftice itcaftic topafle, 
that plagues, famine, and unufuall difeafes never raged in the world fo much as 
now, that Chriftians are perfecutcd, who notwithftanding the miferies they indu- 
red did ibew the fruites of their Religion, by burying the dead bodies of their 
enemies, which lay feattered up and down the ftreets.But the Armenians by force 
of armes compelled Maxentius to permit them the free cxcrcifc of Chriftian re-30 
ligion. After this Maxentius cxercifcd his crucll and barbarous nature againft the 
Nobility of Rome and Italy,which Confianttne underftanding,rcfolvc$ to cafe the 
Empire of fuch a tyrant. Wherefore having quieted Gallia, to make himfclf the 
ftronger, he marrycth his fiftcr to Licinius 5 Diocletian was invited by thefe two 
Emperors to the wedding * but he cxcufed himfclf by reafon of his age and weak- 
nefte. Upon this denyall he rcceiveth menacing letters, (hewing that he favoured 
Maximinus and Maxentius 9 whereupon he fearing fome difgraccfull death, poy- 
foned himfclf, as was faid.Hc was an ambitious and proud man,as may be feen by 
aflliming to himfclf Divine honors, and by changing the ancient computation of 
years, caufingtheaccompt begin from the firft year of his reign, this was called^ 
tA.ru Dtccletiani, and continued 248 ycarcs, Yct hee was a fcarfull man, chiefly 
of thunder and lightning, with which notwulfftanding his Palace was fet on 
fire. 

Confiantine haftneth to Rome, the noife of whofe approach affrighted Maxen¬ 
tius. \ et an Army is fent to retard Confiantmes march,at Verona the two Armies 
meet: Maxentius loft the day who was little troubled, either at thclofs of his 
Army, orthedifafter of his father-, at laft with much adoc, he ventures with a 
freih Army againft ConJiantine y 9 miles from the City, who obtaines a fecond 
viftorv Maxentius flying back to Rome, and entring upon a bridge of boates, 
over the river, his horfc ftumbled,and he fell into the water, where he was drown- 
cd with the weight of his armour, and fcarfe could his body be found in the mud. 
The fame fate befell his guard and Courtiers. Thus dyed he in the 5 . year of his 
reign. His Arraie confifted of 170000 Foot, and 18000 Horfc, whereas O/?- 
ftantines were not half fo many. The report of this overthrow was not at firft 
oelccvcdintheCity, till Maxentius his head was brought in upon a pole*, then 
there was great joy * for both Senators and people were delivered from the maf- 
facre intended by the Prartorian Guard upon them • which murthcr was plotted 
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by Maxentiusjind (hoiild have been executed by his fouldicrs, wham Conflantine An. Mnndi 
for this put to the fword, and deftroyed their fortifications. 

Whileft Conflantine was in doubt whether he lliouldgo againft Maxentius or not 
there appeared to him aboilt noon,the fign of the Grofu in the air, and on it thefc' 
words mgraven,/# this thou fli.il overconteiwhkh fign the next night Chrift himfclf 
confirmed by his own pre fence to Conflantine^ bidding him make ule of this ii^n 
againft his enemy. Upon this vi&ory edifts arc fent abroad for the free exerafe 
of Chriftian religion Maximmtu in the eaft hearing of his fellow tyrants death,out 
of fear defifted from perfecting of the Chriftians, yet he did not permit their af- 
, 0 femblies.But Licin'ms in a fliort time delivered thcCnurch from this oppreflbr*,for 
underftanding that his fouldiershad forfaken him *, he purfues him from Illyricum 
to Thracia,and from thence to Cilicia,where he (huts him up withinTharfus-,there 
he dyed the third year of his reign, of a loathfome difeafe * in which hee loft his 
fighr, and his body flunk like a dead carkaflc, before hee was dead. Thus the 
Church ts freed of feven tyrants, to wit, Diocletian^ Msxtmianm^ Galerius Max- 
irntnut , Maxentius , Valerius Maximinus , Sevents, Galerius his Colleague , and 
Alexander tyrant of Africa, there remaines only LictniUs with his Col leagues*,but 
not long. * 

Licimus giving too much heed to Magicians and Soothfayers, began firft to in- 
20 hibit the meeting of Bifhops* then prohibited women to come to Church, 
commanding them to be inftru&cd at home by thofe of their own fex, (hortly af¬ 
ter he (huts up all the Churches, caflieers all Chriftians in his Armics,and banifti- 
eth them from his Court. At laft he embrewed his fword with the bloud of Bi- 
Ihops. He overthrew the Church Amafcna in Pontus, and cur fome Confeftors in 
peeces,thcn flung them into the Sea.Hc hated learning,and fcholars, chiefly Law¬ 
yers and Philofophers, calling letters the poyfon and plague of the State. He was 
friendly to none, except to husbandmen, from whom he defeended, and footh- 
fa/ers, who foothed him up with promifes of great happineffe. Y et this was com¬ 
mendable in him, that he kept the fouldicrs in good order •, that he hated catamites 
j G and flatterers, calling them the rats and moths of the Palace. Many Chriftians fled 
to Conflantine^ who both maintained Chriftianity and learning, being afcholar 
himfelfc. He abolifhed the puniftiment of crucifixion, and breaking of legs. He 
fuppreffed all oppreflion and tyranny* he wrote kinde letters io Ltcinius , 
denring him to bee favourable to Chriftians, according tothe league made be¬ 
tween them: he wasproudly anfwered,that he had no reafon to meddle with his 
part of the Empire. Whereupon Conflantine with his fon Crifpus^ marched a- 
gainftZ/V/W#/inThracia,whcreneerOdri(ra,fincc called Adrianopolis, he de¬ 
feated him*, from thence Ltcinius flyes to Bythinia in Afia, andraifetha new ar¬ 
my, which Conflantine overthrew by the power of Chrift, the reprefentation of 
40 whofc Croffc he carrycd (till in his Banners, and on his Coin. 

Licimvs fends his wife Confiantines After to procure his pardon, which was 
granted, conditionally, that he Ihould live privately with his wife at ThcfTalo' 
nica. But Valens whom Ltcinius had chofcn for his Colleague, was put to 
death by Conflantinei Zofmus writes, that Conflantine not only pandoned, but 
alfo received him again as Co-Emperor, and named his fon nr Lic'tnUnus fel¬ 
low Cdfir 9 and fucceffoiir with his owne fonnes Crtfpus and conflantine. But fix ^ 
ycarcs after, this peace was broken, and Lie wins driven out of Thracia into 
Chalcedon, where hechofe Martinianus for his Cafar. And asLufibius ynkt^ 
they were both overthrown by Conflantine , who having received his imperi- 
j call robe lent by his wife, pardoned him again, and fent him toThcffalonica, 
whereupon new commotions raifed by him and his Colleague Martinianus , 
they were both put to death.. Ltcinius reigned about 15 years, and lived almoft 
60. About thefc times the Chriftian Religion was much propagated through 
Scotland, by mcancs of the Britaines who fled thither to avoid the fury of Dio¬ 
cletian. But Chriftianity wasimbracedin Scotland above loo yeares afore this, 
by Donaldus their firft Chriftian King, in the year of Chrift 1 9p.about the time 
>hat feverus came over to J 3 ritamc, to fupprcfic the Scots andPitfs, which haxt 
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“ j 1D adc divers incurfions upon the Roman Territories there, and had committed 
k'j‘U rs-t 0 teat flaughtcr upon thetn. For which caufe he was forced to build a wall and fortt- 
hcations to keep out thefe Northern Britaincs, a people frcc 5 and no ways difpoicd 
to receive the Roman yoak.

controverfies are filenced 5 therefore Confiantine gives »order for calling of 
Councels, and will him felfe hear the difference between C tcili an and Donatns , 
by his Deputies who abfolvc Cacilian and condcmne the turbulent fpirit of Do¬ 
nat us , and his fed. Confiantine compelled no man to embrace Christianity 5 yet 
fuffered none to commit Idolatry: he would have Chrift to be profeffed freely 5 4(| 
not by conftraint. He will not ufc that bloudy courfe againft Pagans which they H J 
ufed againft Chriftians. Furious reformers of Religion, are the iucceffors of Di¬ 
ocletian^ not of Confantine. But this fair day of the Churches peace was quickly 
ovcrcaft by the black cloud of Arianifme, which like a fparkle being kindled at 
Alexandria by Artus Presbyter > there did fpread it felfe foon after into a flame 
through Egypt) Lybia, and the reft of the world. The Emperour willing to 

a uenen this nre betimes, fends opus Bifhop of Corduba, with letters ,; defiring 
liem to ftttdy more piety, and leffccont rover fie, left they become a mockinrftock to 
the Infidels. But feeing he could not thus prevail, he cals a Councell at Nicea in Bi- 
thyniaof3i8 Bifhops, bcfidcs innumerable Presbyters and Deacons. y 'sylvejtcr 50 
the Pope by reafon of his age could not be there, but fent his Deputies. Con fan . T 
tine fitting down in his gilded Throne, exhorted them, to decide the controver- 
fie by Scripture, and to lay afidc all emulation and ftrife. In the cn dfirius is con¬ 
demned andbamlhcd ? and the cternall Confubftantiality of the Son of God with 
his Father is confirmed. The controverfie alio about Eaftcr is abolilhcd, and it 
is commanded to be kept, the firft funday ftill, after the Equinoftiall full Moon, 
and not with the Jewes, the 14 day of thp Moon. All other controverfies between 
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the Bilbops he ended by flinging the papers in the fire. He commanded the Lords An^Mund* 
day to be oblervcd, he put downc the Gladiators^ and would not fuffer any Chri- 
ftian to be flive to a Jew. He did not permitthe Govemours of Provinces to in¬ 
fringe theBifliops Decrees and Canonr. Hecaufed the Church goods to be re- 
ftored, which were held by the city, and many othcrcxcelicnt laws he made in fa¬ 
vour of Teftators, Orphans, and Virgins. He alwayes heard Sermons lhnding, 
acknowledging thereby what reverence was due to Gods Word. 

After the overthrow of Anus , Confiantine celebrates the 20 yeare of his reigne, 
and entertaines the Biftiops with a great Fenff, on whom he bellowed gifts. Hec 
10 kilted the fears of Paphnutius Bifhop of Thebais, and of Spirrd/on bifhop of Cy¬ 
prus, calling them bleffed that were wounded for Cbrifi. It was this Paphnutius 
that flood up in the Councell in dcfcnceof the marryed Clergy. Confiantine re¬ 
proved Acejius bilhop of the Novatians, for denying the Communion to thofc 
that had fallen, andwifhedhim to fet up a ladder^ anddiwbe up himfelfe alone to 
heaven . But the Arians did notceafc to fpewout their malice againft the Or¬ 
thodox, by falfe accufacions, whereas other wayes they could not hurt them. In 
the meantime Conftaminc gives order to pull down the chappcJl of Verms , built 
over the Holy Sepulchre, and in lieu thereof to ereft a Temple to our Saviour 5 
and a town, which he called newjcrufalem. His mother Helena built churches in 
20the places of Chrifts Nativity and Afcenfion. Shce fearched and found the HoLy 
Crolfe 3 by which miracles were wrought. At laft having done much gcod 3 flic dyed 
being80 years old. 

Crifpus xvasConftantines cldeftfon, who being falfely accufedbyhis Acpmo- 
ther Fautfa, that he would have raviftiedher, is by his Fathers command put to 
death, and fhe afterward being found guilty of this murther, is killed in a folding 
bath. Heccaufcd alfo Liciniams his fiflersfon robe flain. Then he repaircs and 
beautifies Byzantium, and cals it from his own name Conftantinople, and having 
#tranflated thither many Noble Families,and wealth from Rome,and created mag¬ 
nificent buildings and Temples there, it was called new Rome: he buildes again 
jo the wals which by Severus 130 yeares before were thrown down-, and gives the 
fame priviledgcs to new Rome, which old Rome had. This he didin hatred to 
Romes greatnefle and Idolatry * andbccaufe this city lay fit tor the fupprefling 
the Goths, and Sarmatians but it was impoliticly done to weaken the old 
fear of the Empire, and Italy which by fo fit for Dominion. He adorned alfb Ni- 
comedia, Hebron, and Antiochia and other places. He caufed Idolatry to be fup- 

E refled, and Idols to be thrown downe, and heretical! conventicles tobeabolifhed: 

ee fubdued the Scythians and made them tributaries, and likewife the Sauro- 
matx or Sarmatians, Indians, Ethiopians, and Perfians honour hint with pre- 
fents. Hormifdas the Perfianking.fled to himforaid. Hcupon fpleenofhisNo- 
4obilicy was put by his right,bcing the eldeft fon,and call in chains •, the younger bro¬ 
ther was made king: but Hormifdas wife delivered him,by fending him a fiih,and 
in it a file, wherewith he filed off his fetters, and in the clothes of an Eunuch pafled 
unknown through the drunken guard $ and fo got to Armenia,and front thence had 
a convoy to Confiantine : who had fent to Sapores the old perfian King to furceafe 
petfecuting the chnftians,as he did^uponthe infligationof Jews and Magitians, he 
killed above itfoooChriftians. 

Confiantine in his latter dayes began ro waver, for the Arian faftion wrought 
upon his filler Confiantia , tnc wife of Licinius, and fhe upon him,ro recall 
from banifhmcnt. Eufebtus alfo bifhop of Nicomedia, with other Arians faHly 
foaccufcd Athanaftus fu<?ccfiour to Alexander in Alexandria, and in a counccll held 
at Tyrus condemned him,with Eufiachius bifhop of Antioch, whom they faluy 
accufedof adultery, Athanaftus is banifhed to Trcviri, but by a Synod of 80 bi- 
fhops in Egypt, he is abfolvcd from the Arians unjuft ftntence, who condemned 
him for a magitian: but Arius having fraudulently fubferibed and hvorne to the 
Nicean creed, having another under his arm, was received by the Emperor, ana 
order given ro Alexander bifhop of Confhntinople to receive him publickly in-4 3 ° 6- 
to the church there, feeing the Alexandrians refufed to communicate with him •• A . C . 330. 
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An. 3/iwrfibut the next day as Anus was going in pomp towards the church,he ftept afidc to 
\Z\^X^eafe himfelf,andinthcpii v y 5 his guts and foul went together. He dyed belike of a 
rupture •, this was it that Alexander in his prayers diafo earncftly defire the night 
before. 

Conftantine had three Tonnes befides C riff ns whom the ftepmother Fatifta the 
daughter of Mix^/wmurthcred, that her own Tonnes might fucceed«, the el- 
deft Conftanttnus was made* Caftr the io year of his Fathers reigne* Conslans 
the fecondfon in the 20 year , and Conftantius theyoungeft in the 30. In lieu 
of Criffus unjuftly flain, and much lamented by Helena his Grandmother, and the 
whole city. The good old Emperor having celebrated the marriage of his Tonne 10 
4307. Constantins , and anTwered the EmbafTadours of India and lbcria,as he was going 

A.C, 337. againft the Perfians, and was baptized in the Suburbs of Nicomedia, departed 
this life the 63 of his age, and the 31 years of his Empirc.His death was foretold by 
a cornet, his body was interred with great folemniry in the Apoftles Church 
which he built at Conftantinoplc. He was much lamented by the Romans, fuch 
was his piety that he taught his armies to pray, and gave themafet forme of his 
own making. Hecaufcd his Image to beftampt on his coin, in the geftureofone 
kneeling and praying to Chrift: In his time Meletius bifhop, for his mifdemean- 
ours was degraded,and then out of fplcen became Arian. Clodomerus King of the 
Francs invaded Gallia > the two Feafts of exaltation and invention of the Croffe were 20 
inftituted. The Irifli are converted by the preaching of St. Patrick. Chriftianity in* 
creafethin India, Iberia and Armenia. 

Conftantine a little before his death, upon the importunity of the fouldicrs made 
Dalmatius his brothers fonne Cafar alfo 5 but by the fame fouldiers he was oppref- 
fed, and fo the Empire was divided betwccnc the three brothers. Conftantine the 
cldeft had for his fmit Spain, Gallia the Alpes and Britain, Conftans ( whom 
others call Conftantius confounding the names)had Italy, Afric,Gr2ecia,and Illyri- 
cunv Conftantius or Conftans obtained the Eaft. Conftantine having reftored A-% 
tbanaftus, as his father had ordered, quarrelled with his brother about Italy and 
4510. Alric, and was overthrown by Conftans his army j having received many wounds 30 
A. C. 340. as hce fell from his horfe neer Aquilcja, and is flung into the river Alfa, the 3 year 
of his reign, the 25 of his age. Couftans was at firft a valiant and juft Emperor, 
but afrer growing gowty, he began lafevious and cruelJ. Hcefubdued the Francs 
opprefling Gallia -• he maintained Atbanafius and the Nicean creed : but one day 
as he was hunting, Chreftius^Marc tilt nus and Magnentius , confpirc againft him, 
and murther him. Ungratcfull Magnentius forgot that onetime Conftans faved 
his life, by cafting his robe over him, when the fouldicrs would have killed him. 
4320. Conftans dyed the 13 year of his reign,be had been Cafar 3 years before his fathers 
A. C. 350. death, he was 27 years old, fomefaygo. Magnentius made himfclfc Emperor of 

the Eaft. Vetranius Generali of the Illyrian and Pannonian Forces, invaded the 40 
Emprire on that fide, but Conft ant ius by an eloquent fpecch bee made to both 
the armies ready to fight, made Vetranius lay down his command, the 10 month 
after he had taken it up, and content himfelfe with a private life. At Rome Nefo- 
tianus filters fonne of Conftantine the Great, having flaine>the Govcrnour 
of the city is made Emperor in fuch a tumult, that the ftreets ranne with 
bloud, and all places were filled with dead bodies. The Perfians alfo invaded the 
Empire. 

Conftantius finding how unable he was alone to manage the Empire, makes 
Callus his coufen German Cafar, and marrycth to him Conftantina his After, who 
had been marryed to Annibalianus Govcrnour of Auncn&. Magnentius alfo makes Jo 
. his kinfman Decentius Cafar, beyond the Alpes. Thefe having many times skir- 

miflied, at laft encountred with all their ftrength necr Murfia, where Magnentius 
the Gaul is defeated, having loft 36000 men, and Conftantius }oooo. 7 his victory 
was deer bought, for by the Ioffe of fo many men, the ; Empire was much weak- 
ned, fo that the barbarous Nations could not be kept out. Magnentius fad to 
43 23. Lions, where he killed himfelfe with his own fword, the 4 yeare of his Empire 5 *

innocent men to be murthcred,upon falfc accufations of informers, Ihc thought fire 
might doe any thing,being the Emperors filter. But they both were invited by 
flattering letters to come to Confront ius. She feared her brothers cruelty,, yet ad¬ 
ventured to fee him * but having come to Pithy nia, fire fell fickof aFeaver and 43 24. 
dytdfiallus was apprehended at Pola a town of Iflria, where he was accufed of all c. 354. 
his cruchics^hc laid the blame of al upon his wife,but there he was beheaded,the 4. 

10 year of Iris tyranny. 

Silvan us was chofen in his room by Confront ius 5 he was a Gaul by birth, but 
of an afpiring nature, who aiming too high was. killed by the fouldiers, within 
a month of his advancement. Co/fr annus having now no Competitor, begins 
to exercife his cruelty,accufing many, as if guilty of plotting with Magnenttus 
Callus 3 and Sjlvanusz gainft him.He baniflreth alio many Orthodox Bilhops.And 
bccaufe the Francs, Alemans, Saxons,and Quadi made irruptions upon Gallia,ht 
chofc Claud/us Jultanus the brother of Gaflus, and having‘lent for him from A- 
thens, makes him Cofar: and gave him command over the Tranfalpin coun¬ 
tries, he fubdued the barbarous Nations thereabout $ and took king Chonodema - 
20 ***** prisoner * and regained the ancient bounds of the Empire. Hctookalfo pri- 
foncr Badomarins chief King of the Alemans. He defeated the Saxons and Qua- 
di^ upon this he is proclaimed Augufrus by the Army. Confrontius by Embaf- 
fadours counfells Eum to content himfelfc with the title of Cofar * whoreplyes 
that he will bcnolnTe officious and obedient, under the high title of Augufrus 
then before. • • * • 

Confrontius overcame the Sarmatians, who had over run Illyricum,but having 
Ho fucccflcagainft theFerfians, and undemanding that Julian was marching 
againft him with an Army,out of impatience and long watchings, fell into a vio¬ 
lent feaver and dyed,at Mcfoctcnc neer the foot of mount Taurus,having reigned 
30 2 4 years, 8 alone, 16 with his brother & Magnentius.Hc had fought 9 battels with 
the Perfians,but with little fucceflfe: the laft was loft by the wilfulncfle of his foul¬ 
diers. He was a good archer, temperatin dyet and deep,a good fcholar * and one 
that could indurc hard labour. Not much given to vencry,contenting himfelf with 
his wives,chiefly Eufrbia. Hee favoured the Arians, being induced thereto by the * 
fame Presbyter that wrought upon Great Confronting fifter.He was 41 years old 
when he dyed-,his genius that was wont tobe chcerfull with him, a little before his 
fickhclfe looked fad upon him. ... * , 

In his time Athanafrus was much vexed by the Arian Bifhops,for returning to 
his charge without Epifcopall approbation ♦, for bringing into the Church the 
40 word Confubfrantioll not found in Scripture. He to avoia Confrontius his fury, 
flics .to Pope Julius at Romeinhisabfcnce on e George fits down in his chair 
at Alexandria and Eufeb/us at Antioch in a conventicle of 80 biftiops,expds the 
word confubfiantioll^znd poflefleth the chair of Conftantinoplc,which belonged to 
Poults the true bifhop. But after his death Paul is received again by thcCatho- 
licks* but Macedonia is ordained by the Arians, and ratified by the Emperor. 
whofifnt Hermogenes with fome Forces to thruft out Paul. But the people killed 
the captain, and burned downe his houfe. For this fedition the city is fined ,Paul 
banilhcd^ and Macedonius with the Ioffe of 3000 citizens gets up .into the chair. 

By the favour of C inf tans and Pope Julius, Athanafrus rcturnes to Alexandria, 
jo an d is baniftied the third time, being accufed for converting the Poors corn to 
his ownufe. He flics to Conjtanceyind deli res a free Synod. His fellow-fuff c re r 
Paul , by the Arians malice periihed in* his exile : and Macedonius himfelfc, 
who held the Holy Ghoft tobe the fervant only of the Father, and the Sonne, 
was . ihortly expelled by the Arians, bccaufe he would not call the Son of God a 
creature. # ' 

conftans calls a Synod of 300 Wcfterns .and 800 Eaftern Bifhops at Saraica 
in Thracia, in which' Athanafrus isabfolved by the Weftern bifhops, and is a- 

gain 
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An Mundt g ain rcftorcd to his chargc,to the grief of the Eaftcrn Clcargy: but Conftans be- 
dead 5 Conftantins was much abuled by the Allan bilhops, chiefly by Va - 
v lens who prayed with C on ft anti us y while ft his Army was fighting with Mag- 

nentius , and got him the nrft news of the vi&ory * he with divers others, ftill 
waited on tie Emperor, foliciting*him agai'ft the Catholicks^ whom George 
at Alexandria did eagerly pcrfecute. phottnus biiliop of Syrmium is condemned 
by a Councell held there, forgiving Chrift no other beginning but from Mary. 
tsEtins and his fcholar £unomtus y diflent in this from the Arians in denying 
Chrift to be like his Father. A Synod is called by Conftantins at Millan in 
which Pope Liberins , tiiUrtus bifliop of Poyturcs with divers others are banifhed 10 
for not fubferibingtothe unjuft fentence againft Athanafius . But the Arians dif¬ 
fering among themfclvcs,& with the Orthodox gave occafion of calling another 
Synod at Ariminum in Italy of4co bifliops. But there could be no reconciliati¬ 
on. Whereupon a Synod is called at Scleucia, in which much digladiation there 
was about the word or like $ whethei was meant the fimilitude of .ejfence 
prof void. But nothing could be agreed upon, wherefore the Arians fly to Con¬ 
stantinople, and forced many Orthodox bifhops to receive that fallacious Symbol, 
which was compiled in the Synod of Sclcuda, in which the word #/£», orfub- 
ftance was put outyind concluded that the Son was like the Father,and that he was 
not a creature like other creatures: but fome who refufed to fubferibe were banifh- 2® 
ed. Hilariits is fent back to France,as being found too hard a difputantfor the ea- 
ftern bilhops. 

About this time Afollinarts ftarts up, affirming that the Word aflumed the 
flefli,but not the foul, or minde, and that God was the mind Sf foul of the flefti af- 
ftuped. Conftanttus was a great enemy to liipcrftition ^ hepunifhed all that con¬ 
futed with cunning men or witches. He removed out of the Forttm y thc image of 
Cybete. . Many Jews were converted to Chrift upon the fight of a fiery crofTe in 
the air,reaching from Golgotha to Mount Olivet.

43 3 1# TT ^ avtus Claudius , fu Harms i\\t fonne of Cenftantius Conftantine the Greats 
A. €.361* brother, whofc mother was Bafilina a Noble Lady.In his youth he was bred 
^ a Chriftian under the bifhop of Nicomedia, and for his pregnant wit and c- 
loquence was made reader in the churcjf. He was ftudious and expert in the 
Greek tongue. But being too familiar with Ltbanius the Sophifter, with fam- 
blkus y Maximus, and other Philofophcrs, hee became a heathen, a magician, a 
perftcutorof Chriftians, and a rignt Apoftate. He ufcdto diffame great Con- 
y/.wr/>jf 5 calling him an innovator and difturber of the ancient lawes. He put none 
to death for religion, but pretended other caufes: hce Ihut up all fchools of learn¬ 
ing among Chriftians, knowing that learning was an enemy to Gentilifm. He 
opened the Idolatrous Temples, and commanded facrificcs thereto be offered. 

He ftampt upon his coin ffnpter y fining the crown on his head-, Pallas putting 
on his cloak, and Mercury giving him the feepter. He robbed the church of 
her revenues, telling the Clergy chat they fhould be the finer for heaven, bccaufc 
it is written, Blef’ed be thefoore. He fuffered no military honours to be conferred 50 
on Chriftians.* He writ invc&ivcs againft Chriftian Religion,which Nafyn^en 
, and Cynll refuted. He would nor permit Chriftian children to .learn Rhetorick, 

fearing left they might wound the Gentiles with their own quiis.He incouraged 
the Jewes in hatred of Christianity, to let up again their owne State and religion, 
promifing them great immunities and priyiledgcs. Upon this the Jews began to 
rebuild the Temple, but they were faine to give oft by reafon of thunder, 
hail, fire, and earthquakes which deftroyed many thoufands of them. Where 

ever 
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ever they caft their eyes they law crofles on their garments and tables* thc^tf. Mundi 
Delphic Temple alfo, was much about this time overthrown with thunder and 
earthquakes, as Julian was fending thitherto know by the Oracle what fuccefle 
he fliould have againft the Perfians. It had been overthrown before and fpoiled 
4 times, namely by the Phlegians. 2.by Xerxes his fouldiers. 3«by the Phoccnfes 
4. by Brennm * but ftill it was rebuilt again * by the overthrow of thefe two Tem¬ 
ples Judaifm, and Gcntilifm were deadly wounded. 

It’s recorded of Julian (whom Athanafns called a cloud fosn van/Jhing)xlut 
in private he put divers Chriftians to death for their religion: among the reft 
IO Artemius Govcrnour of E<>ypt, which made the Alexandrians fall furioufly up¬ 
on George their Arian Bilnop, and murther him. This George had tiled to in¬ 
veigh bitterly againft them, to makefport with the skills otrlic murthered Ca- 
tholicks * trickslittcr for a Turkifli turbant,thcn a Bilhops miter. Jnhtnx hr ear¬ 
ned to revenge this murther of George , but was taken off with fur words, and 
the Perfian war: which he was preparing for. Underftanding that Apollo could 
utter no Oracle, becaufe the chriftians had buryed fomc of their Martyrs nccre 
to him, he caufed their bodies andreliques to be removed, the people indie 
interim finging that of the Pfalmift: Confounded bee all they that wurjh/p . - 
graven Images. At which Julian was vexed inwardly, but could not helpc 
20^ but vowed to facrificc the bloud of chriftians to his Gods, if he prevailed 
againft the Perfians. About this time alio Apollo % Temple at Rome was burned 
down. 


Sapores who was made King before he was born,24 years of age,made irrupti¬ 
ons upon the Empire. Juiun with 65000 fouldiers rooke divers Forts and 
Towns from the Perfian, and wafted all Afiyria. Having croffcd the river Ti¬ 
gris, he burnt his boats, as if lie had conquered all: but being brought into an 
ambifli by a fugitive, where he was befet with famine and Perfian armies,was 
fhot in the liver > by an unknown hand * he in a rage flinging the bloud of his 
wound in the air, cries out, Thou bast overcome meeo Galilean , and fodyed 
3othc 31 year of age, having reigned alone 1 year, 8 months, and 10 yeares with 
Conjfantius . His wife was Helen a great ConjUntms djugbter, of whom hec had 
no children, her Matrix being poyfonedby Enfcbia the EnjprefTe, fo hee dyed 
childlcflc. Maris bifliop of Chalcedon was blind, whom Julian mockingly told 
him,that he could not have fo much as eyes from his Chrilt. / thank Chnft for it 
(faith he) for fo I [hall not jeethee , who art the great plague of the world. At ha - 
nafius after the death of George was reftored againc to Alexandria* but pre- 
fcntly was forced to hide Iiimfclt a while from Julians fury* in which time 
he compiled his excellent Symbol. Na^iau\en wiites of Julian , that he was 
unftable in his head, eyes , and feet * at firft he exhorted them to agree a- 
4omong themfelvcs, and not to trouble thcmfelves with points of Religion, 
but to let every one enjoy his owne opinion. He reftored to the Donatifts their 
churches again. 

Jovintan or fuccccded, lie was cliofen for his fathers fake Varoniantu a4 3 3 3,* 

Noble Pannonian,and who had done good fcrvicc. Jovinian was a good chri-^. c. 363, 
ftian, a bountifull Prince, and a liandfomc man. He was forced upon the ill fuc- 
ceffe of Julian to make a dishonourable peace with the Perfian, upon thefe arti¬ 
cles. 1. That five regions beyond Tigris with fome cafties fliould be furrender- 
edto the Perfian. 2. That Nifibis and Singara, which the Romans held ever 
fince Mithridates till now, fliould be delivered to the Perfian, but not the inhabi- 
50tants. 3.Thatthc Romans Should notaid Arfaces King of Armenia the greater 
againft the Perfians* this Article was hard, being this King was alwayes faith- 
full to the Romans* but they were forced to yetld, bccaufe the Army was 
much weakened with famine and war in that hoftile and barren countrey. Hee 
would not take upon him the Empire, till the whole Army had declared them - 
fclvcs Chriftians, for many of them in Julians time had apoftatifeJ. Hclhucitp 
aithe Idol Temples again,and reftored the true worlhipof God,with the churches 
revenues > and Valenti man (who had been banilhcd) to his former charge of the 
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An. Mundt Army. Hcrcca led the banirhed Bifhops, chiefly Athan/ifins^ to whom he wrote 
for a copy of that truth in Religion which he was to follow. Upon this Athanafius 
cals a Synod at Aiexandria,whcre the fum of the Cathohek Faith was compiled, 
and fent to the Emperour. 

As the Emperor was returning from Perfia, the Semi- Arion Macedonian hc- 
retickcsmet him, crying out againft the Arians,and driving toinfinuatc them- 
fclvcs into his favour, but he rejeded them, profefling that hcc would give no 
ear to conte: tions. Acacnts the great Arian, Bifhopof CaTarca, who had been 
a great ftickler for Arianifm, is now'(but hypocritically) content to fubferibe to 
the Niciran Creed in the Counccll of Antioch held by Melenns Bifhop there,who i o 
was lately returned from exile: his example was followed by divers other Ari¬ 
an bithops, more out of fear to the Emperour, then love to the truth. Jovi- 
nhn could abide nodifputcs in Religion, but advanced thofc who were mode¬ 
rate arid peaceable men. He dyed in lllyricum fuddcnly of a furfeit the 8 month 
of his Empire, and of his age the 33 year.In his time Vlphilas the Arian Bilhop 
of the Goths found out the Gothic letters, and was the fir ft who turned the BL- 
. . . . ble into the Gothic tongue. He was interred ncer to the Capitol, and his ob- 
A, c.3d4 . fc< l uics kept in Pannonia-, before his death a comet appeared, and the Library at 
* Antioch was burned. 

Valent >ni*» the firft fuccecded, he had been Tribune of the fouldiers undergo 
5Ptt//4 7,whocafheeredhim for ftriking a heathen Pricft , that bcfprinklcd him 
with Holy water in the Church porch, as Julian was facrificing to his Idol. But 
Jovtnian reftored him. He w r as a Pannonian born, his fathers name was Grstian, 
who was fo ftrong that five fouldiers could not with all their ftrength wring a 
rope out of his hand, which he had then to fell. The Army urged Valentinian 
tt> choofe a confort-, one told him,that if he loved his kindred, he had a brother^ if 
the State, he lhoirld feck out fome other. This fpcech angered him 5 but hce fold 
nothing ullhecametoConftantinople, and then pronounced Vulens Co-Em- 
peror: no man daring to oppofe him, they two depofed moft of Julians officers. 
h bout this time the barbarous Nations on all fides invaded the Empire,the Pids , 0 
S axones, Scots, and Attacots, (a Nation in the South of Scotland, or North of* 
England) fell upon the Britaines, the Pcrfians on Armenia, the Alemans on 
Gallia, the Sarmatians on Pannonia, the Goths on Thraria,and the Maurifci on 
Africa. Upon this Valent in tan fets up his feat at Millan, Valens at Conftantino- 
ple, where he was infeded by Ettdoxt# ihc Arian biftiop, from thence he remo¬ 
ved to Antioch, where lie caft the Catholicks out of rheir churches. Petronius 
his Father in law did fo pole the people w r ith extortions that they fet up one Pro . 
cofitn to be Emperor of Conftantinoplc, Armies are raifed,and Bithynia is taken. 
The Thracians and Goths arc invited to fide with them. The pofthumc daughter 
of Confiaxt tts , the Emperor is carryed about the Army,as if this new Emperor 
intended her good : is taken •, but when Prtcopiu* fhouldhavc fought 

with Valtns, his fouldiers forfook him,and he w*as brought to Valens, who gave 
order hce lhould lofc his head, and bequratered-many alfoof his fide fuffered 
with him: thus ended that civill broil. 

At this time a great fclufm was in RomCjabout the cledion of the Pope 
f/fj and VrfuiAr.us driving for it «, the fad on was fo great, that many were killed-, 
at ljft Dmaftts carryed it. He was the firft that authorifed the Latin Verfion 
before the Greek: but the Clergy retained their old Pfalmcs-, he caufed the 
Creed of Conftantinoplc to be lung in ftcad of the Niccn. Lucifer bilhop of Sar¬ 
dinia brought a fchilm into the church, for refuting to admit thofc Arians into 50 
the Pritllhood,w ho had renounced their errours. Ambrofe then tranflated from 
. preek into the Latin church the tinging of hymnes and Anri-hymncs he was 

made bilhop,being Governour of Millan,for he being commanded by Valent inion 
to fupprdlc the feditionthat was rifen about the cledion, he himfclfe was eleded 
by the approbation of all. 

4337. After Vale hitman had fupprdfed the Alemans, and was recovered from a de- 
A.C. 307. fpcrace fickncife, he named his young fonne Gratianxs Emperor: fo now are 
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three Emperours. Hce began to be a rigorous punnifl-.erof every final! offence An. Mundi 
in the Army. He fupprefied the Scots and Pifts incurfions upon the firitains: 
whom ftill titey vexed in the Romans abfence. He fubdued the Randen the Ale¬ 
man, and fortified the Rhenc. Valens alfo fupprefied the Pcrfians, and killed their 
King Arfaces. At Rome Maximtms rageth upon all forts Of people. One Theo¬ 
rems at Antioch foretold that the fourc firft letters of his name did belong to 
Gratia ns fuccclfour, meaning Tbeodoftus, but this The odoms with fome other Ma¬ 
thematicians were burned 3 and divers Philofophers beheaded* $amb liens poyCon¬ 
ed himfclfe. tor Valens raflily condemned allfuch learning, not difenmina- 
lo ting between good and bad, nocenr and innocent. In the Weft Vdentiman did 
fo opprefTethe people with taxes and tributes 3 that the Mauritanians rebelled 
and made one Ftrmns their Emperour, whom in divers battels Theodofms defea- 
ted.This Firm** flying to the neighbor king I<rma%a?ies for hclp 3 but finding none, 
killed himfelf. The Quadi alfo rebelled bccauie Garrifons were placed beyond Ift- 
her, and Gabinins the king was flain by Cadefttns Perea at afeaft trcacheroully, 
therefore they fell upon Pannonia, and had almoft taken the daughter of Conftan- 
tius . whowasgoingtobemarryedto Gratia if Jsl'fda Governour of Panno- 
nia had not by poll brought.her back to Syrmiumi The Sanitarians alfo breake < * v 

out, but they were fo beaten by Thcodofius then a young man •, that they were for- 
aocedtobeg for pardon and peace from Vdentiman^ exculingthemfelves,thatthis 
infurredion was not caufed by the Nobility 3 but by the countrey people,who were 
angry at the new creded Garrifons .Valenunian in a violent paflion reproved them 
for this frivolous excufe, and their ingratitudc 3 and upon the vehemenr ilirring of 
his fpirit fell into a Eeaver 3 and within fow dayes dyed, having reigned about 15 
year$,andlived55. * 

Valnitinian had two wives. Severn the mother of Gratia#, and tfuftina mother 
of Valentinian tht fecond. Tnis being as yet but4yeare$old is made Emperor, 
of that part, by the Army which might be indangered without a head, lireing 
. Valens and Gratia# were tar off, and could not help them. So he is Emperor of 
30 Italy, andAfric 3 and Illyricum. In the mean while the Hunnsan unknown peo¬ 
ple beyond Marotis towards the frozen Sea, having no fetlcd aboad,nor houfes,' 
norlands, but lived in waines, made a fudden incurfion upon the confines of 
,|flher: fothat the Goths and Scythians implore Valens for aid. He unwifely re¬ 
ceives thcjjj barbarians within the Roman territories, who being pinched with 
. famine, in great multitudes pafle over the Danow, and enters Thracia with their 
Armes, which they were commanded to deliver up, when they petitioned for 
help : blit Maktwua and the other Roman Governours were carclefic.F-*/#?/ was 
forced to leave the Perfianwar, and to aid Thracia, which was opprefled by the •“ ; 
Goths, to whofc affiftancc there did flock all forts of difeontenred perfons: be- 
40 fides as Gratia n was coming with an Army to aid his Uncle Valens j ie was fet up¬ 
on by the Aleman forces, but Gratian defeated and killed 40000 of tYicm.Valens 
unwilling that Gratian fhould have any (hare of his vidory, would not ftUy for his 
aflifiance, but ventured with his Army upon the Goths, Alans, and Hunns , who 
defeated him, and at laft burned him in a cottage whither he had retired, to drefle 
his wound he received by an arrow. He lived almoft 50 yearcs •* and reigned a- 
bout 14. This, next to that of Cannae, was the greateft blow that ever the Rortians 
had *, the Goths alfo loft aboundance of men,both in this battell, and in their fiegc 
of Adrianapolis 5 hee was a cruell and an illiterate prince, who could indurc 
any religion except the Orthodox. Which againft his brothers will he perfecuted. 

50 As he was fubferibing an edid for banifliing of Bafil out of Ca?farea, v nis arm was 
taken with fuch a fhaking,that he was forced to defifl. He cruelly caufed to be 
burned in a fliip 80 Orthodox men,' that were fent to petition for tnc free exercifc 
of their faith. About this time dyed Athanafius, having beene bifbop of Alexan¬ 
dria 4 6 years. In the time of Cohfiantius he hid himfelfe 6 years in a dark cave . 
where he Cnv not the Sunall the rime of tythan, he hid himfelf in Alexandria, un¬ 
der Valens he lay hid4 months in his fathers tomb. To him fucceeded Peter , but 
becaufe he was Orthodox,^/™* thruft him out,and fet up Lncitts the Arian.

A*C. 37o.i after the death of Valeris called home the banifhed Catholicks. He would 

V-Incithcr take the title nor habit of the High Pricft ,as others ufed to doe. He j 0 
was moderate in his fleep, diet, and delights.He permitted liberty of confidence, 
except to the Manichees, Eunomians and Photinians: he fentfor Theodofius out of 
Spain, and made him Co-Emperor,by whom he fubdued the Alans, Hunns, and 
Goths, Nations not touched by Alexander * and he overthrew them at fueh a time, 
w hen the Roman army was almoft loft, and when the enemy had furnifticd them- 
fclves with the Roman horfe and arms. Cratian reigned with his Father Valentini- 
435®* an 8 years,with his Uncle and brother three.with tnc fame brother and Theodofius 

A.C.3 80. four, with thefe and Arcadius 6 moncths.Tbeodopus was baptized at ThcfTalonica, 
and after his great vi&ory in Thracia which he fet frcc,entrcd Conftantinople, 
and was made Emperor. a 0 

Valens had placed in divers towns of Afia,thcfonsof the chief Barbarians to 
be civilized and educated. Thcfc underftanding of the great overthrow of their 
countrymen, refolved to facrtfice to their Ghofts, thefe towns they dwelt in*, but 
were prevented by ffulius who had the charge of them: for one day he aftcmblcd 
them all rogeihcr,asif hec meant to reward them, and fuddcnly by the fouldiers 
kid in ambulh, flew them. 1 heodefius made much of the Fugitives, and mixed 
them with his own fouldiers. He was a Prince endowed with as many vertucs 
as ever any, and nothing inferiour to Trajan his countryman, from whom he 
derived his pcdegrcc* but hec exceeded Trajan in being more temperate, 
and lefle ambitious. His diet was fimplc, his apparelhvas plainc like others-, 
his modefty was fuch, that hce forbid the marriage of coufingcrmans. He 3 
was an enemy to all lafeivioufnefle, not fuffering women to play or fing at 
Fcafts. He was learned, wife, diligent, fober 5 a hattrof C/Vwrf, Marius , Sjlldy 
and fiich like tyrants. He overthrew Idolatry, and cftablifticd the tr#c religion. 

Cratian began to grow carclcffc , and to prefer the Alans before the Roman 
fouldiers, fo that hce became hatcfull 10 thtm.Maximus Theodofiushis fellow foul- 
dier, angry that no honour was conferred on him, in Britain made himfclf Em- 
45 5 3 - perour, then palling over into France, Grattans fouldiers being angry with him, 

A* C. 383. entertained Maximus for their Generali, who driving him to Lions, killed him, 

having lived 28 years. He was a good Oratour, whofe Epiftlc to S • Ambrofe, -2 
wherem hce profefleth the Niccn Faith is yet extant. In his time Audaus in Sy • * 
ria, taught that God had a humane lhape •, his fcholars were called Audeani 
and Anthrofomorfhttes . To thefe were coctaneall the Mcflalians, called E whites 
and Enthuhafts, who bragged much of prayer,and of the Spirit, in the i ntcrim li¬ 
ving an idle lif e. Pnfcilhanus then lived in Spain, who renewed the hcrefic of 
the Gnoftics, he with his followers were banilhed out of Spain, and in Gallia be¬ 
ing b rought before Maximus Emperour,there were punilhed with dcath.Thc Mcf- 
falians or Euchitcs were called Valentinianrybcczufc in his time they firft appeared. 
Vigilant ius and fovinianus hercticks affirmed, that all fins were cquail. The Sa¬ 
racens and Gothes turn Chriftians, bur withall, Arians. Theodofius calsa Sy-- 0 
nod at Conftantinople,where Macedomus is condemned, and the Divinity of tnc * 
Holy Glioft afteited,then was the title of Patriarch firft mentioned, and given to 
the four chief Bifliops. 

, Cratian being dead, Theodofius chofc his brother Valent ini an the fecond, yet a 
child for his colleague, ffulhna his mother fupplycd his room, in his minority ^ 
l£c Had a fair face, but a foul foul,infe&cd with Ariantfm. Shcc would have ex¬ 
pelled Ambrefe outof Millan, but he refilled the fouldiers that w ere font into the 

Church 
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Church to apprehend him, faying the Church was Gods Houfe, not thfe Effipc- An. Mundi 
rors. Maxima, who had the charge of Britain, Gallia, and Germany, not con- 
tent with this lhare aimed at Valentin/ans a\Co y wherefore having part the Alpes, 
he drove Valentmian out of Italy, w ho fled to Theodofius for help, the rather be- 
caufe he had new marryed with the daughter of old Palestinian and fufti- 
na *, for he had buryed his former wife pUctfU mother to Ar cadi us already created 
Augufus y and his brother Honor/us, He refolvcs therefore by reafon of this affinity 
with Valentinian i and the juftncfTe of this catife,to aifilt him. Andragathrus Gencrajl 
of Maximus his Forces, had fortified the pafTages of the Alpes , but hearing of 
10 Theodofius his preparation , forfakes the Alpes, and by a naval expedition, in¬ 
tends to prevent the enemy * Theodofius unexpededly paffeth the Alpes now o r 
pen, falleth upon Aquileja, where Maximus thought hunfclfe fccurc, takes him, 
and kills him. Andragathius hearing that Maximus was (lain,flings himfelf over¬ 
board into the Sea. So Valentmian recovered Italy and his Empire, and by the 
perfwafion of Theodofius cmbraceth the Catholick Faith. Theodojius in his victo¬ 
ry fhewed great clemency in fparing Symmachtts and otters of Maximus his 
fadion. Victor Maximus his fonne Generali of the French Forces was now dead, 
whereupon Valent ini an repaircs thither, and governed Gallia about 5 ycarcs. 

Theodojius goeth to Rome, and there flints up the Idol Temples, and rerormes 
20 many abufes. Valenti man atlaftby Engemus his Secretary, and Arbogajhtsxhc 
Goth, Generali of his French Armies, was ftrangled at Vienna * becaufe hee 
had cafficered Arbogajhs upon fufpicion oftreafon. He rold Valcntmtan to his 
Face, that hee received no preferment fro?n him y nor had hee power to cajheer him- y 
and fo put himfelf out, and killed his Lord. 

Arbogafus prefuming on the fouldicrs favour raifed a great Army, and de¬ 
clares E agent ns Empcrour, who unwillingly accepted itknowing hec fiiould 
bee Emperour but in Title. Thcfc two intended to rc-cftablifh Idolatry: but 
Theodojius hearing of thefe great preparations, betakes himfclfe to his prayers, 
then marchcth with hisfmall army againftthc enemy, carrying the Croflc for 
30 his ftandard. Arhetion with a part of the enemies Forces went over to him.In 
the hcatofthcbattell,afudden whirlewindc fell upon the enemy , and beat the 
darts againft themfelvcs. Upon this the whole Army fubmitted to Theodo¬ 
fius , for whom the Heavens did fight. Eugtnius fell flat at the Emperors feet, 
but was killed by the fouldiers. Atbogafius killed himfelfc. Theodofius returning 
vi&orious to Rome, declares his fon Honorius Emperor, and appoints Stiltco for 
his Tutor. He perceiving how unwilling the Romans were to leave their old I- 
dolarry, under which they had flouriffied 1200 ycarcs, feifeth upon all the re¬ 
venues that belonged to the Pricfts and to the Idols, andfo Idolatry began to 
decay: and the poor in Read of Idols were relieved: yet Gcntilifm could not be as 
4 ° yet quite extirpated. 

Whileft Theodofius wasat Millan in a popular tumult, atTheffiilonica, 
ricus the Governour there was killed. Upon this the Emperor in anger fentthi¬ 
ther fomc Troopes to revenge his death, thefe killed about 7000 men. Ambrofe 
Bifhop of Millan, hearing orthis, debarred Theodofius from the Communion, 
who publikely acknowledging his errour, fhewed ferious repentance, and made a 
a law that 30 dayes ffiould intercede between the fentence and execution. For 
Theodofius though an excellent Prince, vet was oftentimes ralhand rigid in pu- 
nifiling, as may bee feene in the Antiochians whomhecaufcd to bee plundered 
and inflaved, for breaking downe the fhtue of Plactlla the Emprefle. - Yet 
5©was afterward pacified by FlaiAanns the Bilhop, and fo hee was recon¬ 
ciled to the Byzantines .for pulling downe the Jcwcs Synagogues, and by 
S. Ambrofe perfwaded to thruft them out of all Citres into the Suburbs. After 
this good Prince had reigned 1 6 years, he dyed at Millan, the 50, others fay the 
65 year ofhis age, and left the Empire to his two fons, his body was buryed at 
Conftantinopie. J 

The Goths not long before Theodojius chofe them a King , /llaricus by 43 6 5. 
name, who perfecutcd the Chriflians. Afterward fre embraced Arianifm,*n which A. C . 3V 5 
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/U?. Hnnd\* he Gofhs continued 213 y cares. Tbeodofms fubdued them $ to whom they Tub - 
^/-y^^mirted, but afterward chole Alarictu for their king. The Hclvidians or Anti- 
dicomarianits lived about thefe timesthen alfo ccaied the Olympiads, and the 
Indiftions were inftituted. JfdigerdespcrkcutQS the Chriftiansin Perfia. Gregory 
Na^jan^en furrendred for peace fake his Bifboprick of Conftantinoplc, to whom 
fucccedcd Netfaritts who aboliflied private conteffion, upon an abufe offered by a 
’ Deacon to a Noble woman: a Synod was held at Conftantinoplc, and another by 
Vamafhs at'Home. 

After 7 h cod op us. Arc Adi us fucccedcd in the Eaft, Honorins in the Weft. Thefe 
two were bred under Arjcnius a Roman Deacon, whom Theodopus one day com- 10 
ing into the ichoolc reproved, for fuffering his tonnes to fir, whileft hee flood 
teaching them •> therefore he made them (land up, and him fet down,charging him 
to whip them when they deferved. This Arfemus might have had any preferment 
from his fcholars, but nee refuted all, and lived an Ercmit. They had two Govern¬ 
ors in their minority-, Arcadius had Rnffinus a Gaul and a wicked man ^Honorius 
had Stilico : to Gildo was committed Africa. Rnffinus drew Alaricus the Goth in¬ 
to Greece, where he committed many outrages. Stilico marryed with Serena , the 
daughter of Theodoftus his brother,of her he had a daughter Mary by name, whom 
he marryed with Honorins. Then fends Captain Gxina with an army to Arcadius, in 
whofc prefence they kill Ruffinns. So Stilico was rid of a corrivall. Gildo by defrau- 20 
ding the fouldicrs of their pay,caufed them to rebel I,hoping thereby to be Emper- 
our. But him alfo Stilico defttoyed by the help of his brother Mafcel^eljxho hated 
Gildo his brother,for fome wrongs received from him,therefore he overthrows him 
in abattell,and drives him to felf-murthcr. Afterward Mafcel^el by Stilico s trea¬ 
chery was drowned in the river. ■ 

The two Emperorshaving now got fome breath after thefe tumults, in imi¬ 
tation of their Fathcr,command all Idolatrous temples to be overthrown, and the 
gladiators to be aboliflied. Chryfopom was then fent for to be Bilhop of Conflan- 
tinople* who reproved Gatna to his face for aiming at the Empire; and en¬ 
deavouring to overthrow Entropins who fucceedcd to Rufpntts in the Empcrours 
favour .* Gain as confpiring with his countryman 7 ribigildns, began to make fliew 
of a civiil war. Tribigildus waftes many places in the provinces, againft him (74/- 
ruti is lent, who of purpofe incrcafcth the feare, and labours with Arcadiiu 
to banifli or put to death Entrofius for his ownfccurity. So Gai»/u a Goth 
and Arian is received within the City, defircs to exercife publikely the Arian 
herefie, telling the Emperor that it did not fland with his honour, that he who 
was the Roman Generali fhouid exercife his Religion without the wals. But Cbry - 
foltomc refilled him, telling him of his ingratefulnefle,and turbulent nature. But 
the Traitor intends to invade the city and Empire,wherefore under pretence of re¬ 
creating himfclf,rcmoves into the countrcy, carrying fome Forces with him, and 
leaving fome in the city to aft for him. But whileft they thought to ftirprife the 
city in the nigh:,there appeared a guard about the Tower,as if they hadbeen angels. 
For /lrcadius not doubting of treachery, placed no guards in the city.But fome ar¬ 
mour which lie was conveying away being found, Gainas is proclaimed traitor,and 
all the Goths in the city, were by the inraged multitude murthcred; even thole 
7000 that had taken fanftuary in the Temple.Then 7 ravittas being made Generali, 
overthrew C? 4 / 7 j///inaSeafight, and drove him home into his ownc country, 
whom at lafl the king of the Hunns overthrew in a battell, and then put him to 
death. 

The Alani abourthis time made inroadcs upon the Empire. Stilico the Van- 50 
dall got the good will both of the Roman and Barbarian fouldicrs. He kept fc- 
crct corrcfpondency withthcenemies of the Empire,and endeavoured to fet the 
two brothers Emperors at variancc.Hc imployed Alaricus to feife upon Illyricum, 
and all this was to make his own (on Euchertus Empcrour. Hcc imployed alfo 
his countreymen the Vandals, with the Alans, Sueves, Goths, and Huns againft 
Gallia and Germany. The Vandals under Crofcns their Generali did much iiavock 
in Gallia. Alaricus kingof the Vifi goths, or Wcftcrn Goths, drove the Alans 

and 
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and Sucvcs with the Vandals thence into Spainc. Stilico's ambition was rnifed by An. Mundi 
the great vitfory he gor over the Scythians, of which 2oocoo under their king 
Ehadagatfus break in upon Italy,having laid waft many towncs by the way* Hec 
vowed the bloud of Chriftians for a facrifice to his gods. But St Wee fo fliut him 
up within the barren hils of Fefula?, that they confumcd away with the plague and 
famine, their king was laid in irons, andftrangled, and they were fold by flocks 
like (beep,a crown then could buy a whole flock; blit they dyed fliortly alrcr.In the 
mean while Arcadius dyeth,being 31 years old, having reigned 14 years alone, and 4 3 7 & 

13 with his Father. His Emprcflc Eudoxa dyed a little before,having a dead child 480* 

10 in htr womb. 

In his time the Monkes who in Diocletian* s perfecution began, were increafed 
to great numbers ‘ they perfecutedT/>m^/ 7 //jBill)Op of Alexandria, for deny¬ 
ing to God a humane fhape, this Theofhilus was an enemy to ChryfoJlome^bccauCc 
hce befriended the Monkes which he had excommunicated, for commending Ori- 
gens bookes. Chrtfofiome flood for Or/gen , whom Epiph amus Bifliop of SaJamis 
in Cyprus refilled condemning thefc bookes, which Methodius Bifliop of Lycia, 
thcnofTyrus, compared to the Syrenes for their many allegories. Epiphanius 
was reproved by the Monkes for condemning thefe bookes before a Councell was 
called, and fo as he was returning home dyed by the way. Chryfojlome for being 

20 too free in his fpeech, chiefly againft Eudoxa the EmpcicflTe,whom he calls Hero - 
dias^ inveighing bittc rly againil her and her ftatuc which was ere&ed nccre the 
Church upon a marble pillar, at which the Stage players ufed to adl. Hec thruft 
out alfo 13 Bilhops*, and reproved the Monkes for comming into cities ; re¬ 
filling to converfe or cat with any of them. Hereupon hec is banilhed , but by 
the importunity of the people recalled again; yet could hec not refrain from 
inveighing againft Eudoxa , which made Arcadius being uxorious banilh him the 
lccondtime , then he dyed on the borders of Armenia, a year before the death 
of two years before Rome was taken by Alar tens. But Pope inn&ctmi- 

us excommunicated the Emperour and the Eaftcrn Churches for condemning of 

30 Cbryfoflomc. 

Arcadius left one fonne Theodofius behinde him, z child of 8 years, to the tuiti¬ 
on of Ifdigerdes king of Pcrfia, hopcing by this mcancs that the Perfians would 
forbeare to molcft the kings pupill by incurfions on his territories. He was a 
milde and religious Prince,\vell educatedjby his lifter Putcheria, who in his mino' 
rity ruled the Empire with great commendation. About this time a certain pa- 
ralytick Jew by bnptifm was recovered, and Mambas Bifliop in Mefopotamia 
by his prayers freed Ifdigerdes from his continunll head-ach, and his fonne from 
the evil! fpirit with which he was pofielTcd,fo that the king was like to turn Chri- 
ftian had not his Magi hindred him. 

40 The fameycarthat young Theodofius began his reign, Honorius underftanding 
of Stilico’s treafons caufed him to be put to death at Ravenna with his confedcrats. 

Stilted s daughter that was marryed to Honorius , isreftoredto her mother Sere - 
na. His fonne Eucherius is executed at Rome, and the wives and children of the 
Goths are by the inraged fouldicrs through all the townes of Italy murthered. 

The Goths to be revenged, aflembled themfclves in a body of 30000 under Ala-4 3 79I ^ 
ricus , who finding no jufticc from Honorius , ,by a fecrct command as hec faid, ^.C.40^. 
marcheth toward Rome, without medling with any towns by the way; tohinder 
him .• hec feifed upon the harbour and ftopt all provifion. He laughed when hee 
heard the citizens would fight; faying: that thick hay is eafyer cut then thin. In- 
50 nocentius caufed all the Images to be ftript of their ornaments and jewels, to make 
up thefummeof 5000/. weight of gold, and 30000 of filver, to pay Ala- 
ricus y who upon receipt thereof, removed the liege. But Honorius refufed to 
give hoftages, and to ratifie the peace which the city had made with 'Alarms, 
wherefore hec intercepted the fouldiers which Honorius fent to guard the 
City. 

Honoring continuing in hisobftinacy fent for the Huns to affift him, and 
remitted to Conjtantinexbs Tyrant, all the Territories beyond the Alpes, then 

did 
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Art* Munch did the Britain* s, Celtor, and Annorici recover their liberty, by expelling all the 
Homan Officers. y//dw<ubcfiegcth Rome againc, and forccth the citizens to 
make Attfilni heir Governour Cafur, and to join their Forces with himagainft 
Honori ns. But the Army of A f loins which hce fent tofubduc Africa, was cut 
off by Htracltanvs Governour thereunder Honorius . Alarms would willingly 
have made peace with Hononns , and to that purpofe lent divers Embaffics, 
but Honorius had vowed the contrary. Ait Am with a great Army drew neer Ra¬ 
venna where Honorius was, which fo affrighted him, that hee pn fferred to make 
Attains his colleague, which he refufed, in a proud and fcornfuil way whereupon 
Alarms dev^fted Attains ot all his honour, and princely ornaments, which hee j© 
fent to Honorius, hoping thereby that hee would hearken to peace. But Sarus and 
tfovins the two great Commanders of Honorius his Armies,would not give way to 
any peace. Wherefore Alarms by treafon takes Rome, and fackcs it $ when the 
newes thereof came to Hononns , that Rome was taken, he thought the meffenger 
had fpokeof his great Cock, which hee named Rome. Alarms gave order that 
none Ihould be flain who took Sanctuary: but he could not keep the fouldicrs from 
pillaging and burning. So great was the famine in Rome before ir was betrayed, 
that the people defired a price might bee fet upon mens flefli. Alarms ftayed 
not in the city above three days, lor he feared left Theodofius Honorius his brothers 
fonne, might be coming with his Eaftern army, wherefore having wafted Italy, as 10 
he was palling over injo Sicily, dyed fuddcnly,to whom fuccccded his kinfman A - 
tattlfhus . 

This Ataulphus marryed with placidia Honorius his fifter, who by her allure¬ 
ments was pcrlwadcd to make peace, and gocinro Spaine, that Honorius might 
fupprefierhc newupftart tyrants, which invaded the Empire, to wit, Constantine^ 
Constant 5 Gerontius , lovinus , Scbajtian , Sar*s y and others. Which was effected 
by themeanesof Conjlantius and Vulphilas his Generali* Confiantine at Arcla- 
tum is befieged,taken, and flain by Conjlantius: his fonne Con Hans is killed by 
Gerontrns y and hee by his own fouldiers .*■ tfovinns alfo is flain. Attains is carryed 
away with the Goths into Spaine, and being taken at Sea, had his head cut off.//c- 30 
rachanus with a great fleet entred upon Italy, but being beaten back as hee was 
landing, returncs to Carthage, where hce is flaw by the iouldier. About this time 
Conjlantius recovered Gallia from the Goths. Athaulphus for defiring to make 
peace with Honorius is killed in Spaine by his fouldiers .* and fo was his fucceffor 
Sttgeriens, for the fame caufe. After whom Malli* was cle&cd by the Goths, to 
bre^k the peace,\vhich the two former kept^but he remembring the miferies,which 
the Goths formerly fuffered for violating the peace,madc a firm league with Hono- 
rius, gave him choifc hoftagcs,and fent him back his fifter Placidia 5 who afterward 
marryed with Conjlantius that brave commander, and of him had Valentinian^ af¬ 
terward Emperor. In the interim the Vandals and Suevi did continually war with ao 
the Goths,to the great advantage of the Romans* But the Burgundians being gric- 
voufly opprefted by Uptarus king of the Huns , refolveto ferve Chrift, and fo 
having received baptifm, they fall fuddcnly upon the Huns, and in oncbaucll 
kill 30000 of them. Since which time they conftantly maintained the Chriftian re¬ 
ligion. 

In tW^^Baraanes the Perfian, upon the inftigation of his Magi perfecuted 
the Chriftians, which ifdigerdaa tolerated, and becatife Thcodofius would not re- 
ftorc thole that fled to him, hee is threamed with war: but Ariaburins the Em¬ 
perors Generali defeated the Perfian Armies, and flew 10000 of their prime foul- 
dicrsjwhicb they called immortally 100000 Saracens being fuddcnly taken with 
panic fear, as they were flying from the Romans over Euphrates were drowned. 1 
The news of this defeat was by PaUadius in three dayesfpace brought from Meso¬ 
potamia to Confhntinoplc. About this time Honorius dyed of an Hydropfic at 
Rome the 30 year of his Empire, and the 40 of his age. He had made ConSt antius 
his Afters hasband Co-Emperor, but he dyed 5 moncths after his inauguration. 
Abou t tfiefc times lived Ptlagius the great patron of free-will, Helvjdins alfo, 
Andaus and Be no jus hcrcticks. From Atulphtu the Spaniards reckon their kings, 

for 
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for before him Spain wjs pofleflid by Vandals, Alans, and Sueves. The French ~Aa. Muidi 
begin their Chronicles from Fttumund their firft king,and General of the Francks. UW 
Vafconia is Co called from the Vifigotlis which drove out thence tire Vandals, A- 
lans and Sueves into Spain,and ipycarsafter theydrove the Vandals thence in¬ 
to Africa, they alfo overthrew the Alans and Sucvcs.and reigned thereabout 286 • 
veares 3 unrill thty were deftroyed by the Mores. Innocenttus tire firft drove the 
Novaiians out of Rome. The Brirains being forfakenby rhe Romans, became a 
prey to the Scots and Pitts; from whole oppreflions that they might be delivered, 
they invited to their own deftruttion the Saxons or Angles out of Germany .The 
loGaulcsalfo IliookofFthc Roman yoak, and called in the Francks, .whileft Atari - 
cus was raging in Italy. Palladius by Pope Celefttne is fent into Scotland, to 
convert them from the Pelagian hcrefic.He was the firft Billiop there, before him 
that Church was governed by Monks. About thefe times dyed S. Hierome'in 
Bethlcm pi ycaresold. and about 11 or i 2 years after, S .Augujhne in Hippo in 
the 7 6 year of his age,the 40of his Bilhoprick. The Univcifity of Sonoma is infti* 
tuted by Theodoftus.

Divers Alterations in the Em ft re under Thcodofius, Martianus, Leo and Ze¬ 
no. 2. The Weft erne Empire ruined by the Goths , Vandals , Huns, and 
Heruli . Divers forraigne fajftges of thofe times ; and of the Church 

affaires. 

V Pon the death of Honorius, Caftinus Generali of the Army, advanceth 
fob* the Secretary to the Empire; who fent Embaftadours 10 Thcodoftus 
for his favour and approbation. But hecimprifons the Embaftadours, and 43 p 5.' 
(ends Ardaburius the Praetor againft him,whom ^ohnneet Ravenna beftt round. A. C. 4a 
30 Which being known, Theodoftus fends Valentinian the fonne of Placidia fiis 
Aunt, whom hce had made Cafar to recover the Weftcrn Empire. Afper the 
fonne of Ardaburius was fent before, whom a fhepheard in an unknown habit,con* 
dutted through a Lake into Ravenna. Ardaburius is fet tree John is fubdued,and 
Caftinus baniftied. So Valentinian by the confent of all Italy is made Emperor. 

Bonifacius and Aetius by Theodoftus are allowed for his Gencralls. But theft rwo 
by their emulations, and Valentinian his negligence ruined all. Spain, Gallia, Bri« 
taine, and weft Lybiaarc loft. Aetius inftigatecf the Emperour again ft Boniface Go* 
rernour of Africa, who underftanding of the danger he was in* and what was in¬ 
tended againft him by Valentinian and Plactdia^cAlcd in Gum hart us and Gcnfcri- 
apeus kings of the Vandals then in Spain; Theft with fire and fword waft Africa, and 
poyfon it with Arianifm.But at laft Boniface undcrftahding that Aetius his letters, 
which he fent him Were falfc concerning the Emperors intentions againft him,would 
fain have thruft the Vandals out of Africa again,but could not,wherefore he comes 
to Rome, and in a fet battell defeats Aetius , but fliortly after hee dyed, and left 4 40*2. > 
Afric to the Vandals, who befieged Hippo, in the 3 month of this fiege S.Au-a. C. 43 a.' 
ft in dyed. 

After this Aetius is reconciled to the Emperour*. Numidia .is given to the 
Vandals and a peace concluded with them. Aetius forccth the Burgundians,and 
Ltioriusyi he Goths then befiegingNarbon; to hearken to peace. Theodojtus his 
30 wife Athena is daughter of Leonti** the Athenian Philofophcr, was baptifcd, and 
new named Eudoxia . Shec exprefled fome places of Scripture in Homers 
vcrfes,as Prcba Falconia did before her in Virgil'S. This Eudoxia hadadaughtcr 
by Theodoftus of her own name, who was marryed to Valentinian in Conftan- 4 
tinoplc. Eudoxia the mother went the next yeare to jerufalem, whence fhcc 
brought Peters chaines, in memory of which dice caufed the firft of Augufttobc 
kept holy, which before was obferved in honour of Auguflus his vittory over 
Antonins and Cleopatra, In the 30 ycarc of Theodoftus there were earthquakes 
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which lafted mdny moncths together,overthrowing houfes and towncs, which pre- 
fagedgreat commotions and changcsin thcStatc. In thefe earthquakes a ccitainc 
yo^ng man was fuddenly taken up in the airland let down again, who told the peo¬ 
ple., that they inn ft ail (Fig : Holy God , Holy andfrongyholy and Immortally have 
fhcrcy upon ns. Hereupon they all fung Kyrie eleifon^wnd the earthquake ceafcd.But 
the Empire began move and more to decline For Tbeodoftut let loolc the rains to his 
Covetous Eunuchs* 

The Goths fir ft defeated Valent inians Army, xooV thorns his Generali pri- 
foher, and forced the Emperour to fuc for peace, and to furrender a part of Gallia. 

Jn the interim Gerfericus pc (Telle th hitnfelfe of Carthage, the next year he crof-io 
feth over to S clly,which he wafteth. Theodofius fent Forces thither, but to little 
purpofe, Shortly after, that fcourge ol God Attila king of the Huns, waftes Thra- 
cia and lllyricim .* takes in all Cattles,and Cities, except Advianopolis and He- 
raclca. So that Theodofius was fain to hire hinuobegone, for 6000 lib. weight 
of gold, and a yearly tribute. Bat pretending not long after, that his tribute was 
not duly paid, he renews the war *, and being confederate with GcnfericuSy he arms 
tho Scythians, Oftrogorhs, Sarmatians, Marcomans, Saxons, and divers other na¬ 
tions, making (hew that he would drive the Goths out of Gallia, and makes the 
Goths beleeve, that he was thegreateft enemy the Romans had. But Valent inian 
having difeovered his cunning plot, unites hlmfclfto all the kings of Gallia, to Theo- ao 
dericus of the Go\hs ,G undericus of i\\c Burgundions, Merovenus of the Francs, and 
Sangibams king of the Alans 5 all thefe under Aettus his Generali,he cmployetha- 
ga'ntt Attila. In the large fields ofCatalaunum or Chaalons the battel was fought, 
on both fidcs were (bine 162000, bcfidcs 90000 of the Gepida 1 and Francs, 
wh'ch before the great battcll had killed each other in the night time. The Francs 
held with the Romans, the Gepida' with the Huns.Tfood or ic us king of the Gotlis, 
or of Spainc was killed by a fall from his horfe, as hee was riding about his 
fouldicts, animating them to fight. Attila after rhe battcll durft not ven¬ 
ture out of his Camp. It's thought hee had in his Army 500 thoufand 
men. k jo 

Theodofius the fecond being 50 ycares old, dyed of a bruife which hee had by a 
fall from his horfe, he reigned 42 ycares after his father. In his time lived Pope 
Zee a grc 3 t Champion againft Eutyehes Archimandrite or Abbot of Conftanti- 
nop! ^ who held but one nature in Chrift. Him flavianus the Bifliop excommu- 
hicated, Eutyehes appeares to Leo, who condemned his Colleague of temerity: 
and the hcrctickby thcmeancs of Chryfaphtus the Eunuch got a Counceli to be 
held at Ephefus, in which Viofeorus of Alexandria guarded by fouldicrs was prefi. 
dent. Here flavianus was condemned, and Eutyehes db[o\vcd. The Bifhopsrhcn 
prefent out of fear were lain to fubferibe to Viofeorus.Flavianus was kickt out of the 
Counceli by Diofcortts,2nd dyed three days after. It’s faid that Viofeorus troad on 40 
liim after he was dead. This fecond Counceli of Ephefus was called a or the 
thcevidi Synod. After this Vomnus of Antioch repenting that hee had voted with 
that impious Sy nod,i neenfed the Emperour againft Viofeorus , to appeafe whofe an¬ 
ger Chryfaphius made Anatolius Bifhop of Conit an tinople,and removed Fulcher's* 
from the Court,upon falfc furmifes. But Theodofius upon better information ba- 
niflicththe Eunuch, recals his After to the Court againe, and reproves his wife, 
who pretending a vow went to Jerufalcm. But the death of Theodofius , and wars 
of Attalus hind red the full decifion of this hcrefic till the third ycare of 
Martian. ' ' , 

Before this, in the 24yeare of Theodofius the fecond, the firft Counceli ofEphe- jo 
fus was held againft Nefiorius the Syrian Biftiop of Conftantinoplc, who held 
there were two perfons in Chrift. Againft him Cyrill of Alexandria wrote, whofe 
dodrine was received by the Church of Conftantinoplc. Nejlorius is banifhedbe- 
youhd Thebes in Egypt, where he dyed,his tongue being cat out with worms:this 
Ecclcfiafticall broil raifed by Nejlorius was preftged by the mnrther done in the 
Church ofConlhntinople.Not long before* fome (laves being threatned by their 
Mafters, took fanduary in the Church, from whence they were commanded to 

depart 
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depart, but they having killed a Prieftymd one more that redded them,at lad mar- M tn l} 

thered one another. And not only was the Church infeded with Neftori.lns and 
HutychianSjbut with Pelagians al.o and Novatians,againft whom divers Coimcels 
were aflcmbled ^ and thoNovatiansby force of armes were forbid die cxerdfe 
of Religion. The Jewes about this time were driven out of Alexandria, and thofe 
of Crete being deluded by a falfe Mefs, who peri waded many oft hem to leape 
into the Sea, promifing he would divide it for them, as the true A irjes once did, 
weredrowncd,and the red being wifer were converted. # 

The Goihs being gone, layethfiege to Aquileja, which hce took and o- 
ioverthrow, with Millan, Ticinum,andVinccncia: the Vcneti or Hcneri, a people 
of Paphlagonia feated neer the Hadriatic,for fear of Attih fled into thofe lit¬ 
tle Illands of tne Sea, and laid the foundation of Venice. Pope Leo fo pacified 4 4 2 4 * 
AttiU^ tliat he went not further,but returned with his army into Gallia, where 
hee was defeated by Thurjimtusdus^ and fo retreated into Scythia, where he dyed in 
his'marriagc bed .* for though he had many wives,yet he would marry with Hil- 
dicoz young maid and daughter of the King of Baftria , that eight being infla¬ 
med with wine and Venus ^ nc furrendred his bloudy foul, being choakcd with 
bloud in his deep which gulhed out of his mouth in great aboundance. Not long 
after Faleniinian was murthered by Maximus who was then a great man at Rome, 

20and whofewife Valentinian had abufed by fending her husbands ring to her 
which he in fport pulled off from his finder, Ihe thinking it had been her husbands 
pleafure to repair to the Court, wenr,wlierc fhe was ravirticd by the Princc.To be 
revenged of this wrong, Maximus alcniatcs VaUntintans affection from Aetius^ 
as if nee aimed at the Empire. Whereupon Aetius who had done him fomuch 
good fervice, is by his command put to death 5 Valentinian ( as one told him; had 
done better to have cut off his own right han <\,Maxtmu* caufcth two of Act!ns his 4 4 2'y. 
fouldiers to kill him, which they did, and thus was his magick, lulls, and murthcr A . C. 45 fi 
punifhed in Campus Martius the 30 year of his Empire. About this time the Sax¬ 
ons being called by the Britaincs again ft the Scots, drove thofe they ihould have 
- 0 aided into Wales. The Acephali were the Eurychian fpaune,who held that Chrift 
was to be worfhipped but in one nature,which was made up of the divinity and hu¬ 
manity. 

M&ruanut fuccccdcd to Thecdoftus^ he was a Thracian by birth,and the Gene¬ 
rali of Theodofius his Army in Africa againfl Genfericus y and in Syria againft 
the Perfians. Pulcheria being now a Virgin of 50 years, advanced him to the Em¬ 
pire, and marryed with him condirionally,that he fhould make no ufe of her bed, 
for ihe meant to dye a Virgin. He had been taken heretofore a prifoncr in Africa 
by Gcnfirtcus, to whom hcc fwore that if ever he were Emperor,he would hold 
perpctuail peace with the Vandals. For when he was fleeping among the reft of 
4othc captives in the field, Ge> fencus obferved how an Eagle fpread her wings o- 
ver his face to keep him from the Sun, which he tookc as a preface of his fu¬ 
ture Empire. Therefore difmiflcd him , on the condition above faid-, which he 
obferved, holding it unlawful! fora publick perfon to breake the Oath he made 
when he was a private man. That he might put an end to the quarrels of the Ma¬ 
cedonians, Arians,Neftorians, and Eutychians,which had now troubled the world 
15c years, he cals a general! Counccll at Chalcedon,in which he was preient with 
tfco and 30 Bifliops.Herc viofeorns of Alexandria was condemned^and it was de¬ 
termined, that in Chrift remained the two natures without confufion, mutation, 
divifion or reparation, united in one perfon. 

The quarrell was no looncr ended,but upftarts another between the two Patri¬ 
archs of Rome and Conftantinople about the primacy'; Leo challenging the head- 
fhipover all Churches. The Counccll gave to Conftantinople an equall fhare 
with Rome. In the mean while Attila was wafting all the Wefterne Empire. 
Earthquakes every where, and flafhes of lightning in the air. Leo dillikcd the 
definition of the Counccll, and impugned it with publick and private Epiftlcs 
written to the Churches. Valentinian and Aetius being killed, the Barbarians, 
without feare broke in on all fides upon the Empire. The Francs were now fub- 
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; c ft to Mcrovitts, after Feranittndus- and Clagio * they took polleflion of Paris, 
and the Ulcof France. The Vifigoths under Thtodoricus were fented in Spain, 
whence they .cxpulfed the Sucv. At Rome Maximus nurryed with £mloxi.i 
the daughter of Jhccdofius , and wife of Valent ini an. PoflclTing both wife and 
Empire together by force of armes. But when foolilhly hce had difeovered to ■ 
the Empertfle, that lice was the caufcof t'alentinians death $ iliee dcfiring to bee 
revenged, invited Genfenctts out of Africa by private letters. Genfcrtctts glad 
of this occafiondiaftcns to Rome with a great Fleet. Maximus being unprovided, 
thought to ci'cape by fliglit^but his own louldicrs ftoned him to death* The Prin¬ 
ces ftye away,the City is delivered to Genfericus , which the fouldiers for 14 dayes 10 
together Ipoil and plunder,carrying away the rich ftatues and ornaments thereof 
with the plate widen Titus brought From jcrufalem * this plate Relhhrius after¬ 
ward, having recovered Africa, fent to Conftantinoplc, and by tfupnian it was 
remitted to Jerufalem: the City al(o in many places was fired •, but confecrated 
places upon the intreaty of Leo were fpared, much of the Ipoil was caft away by 
iliipwrack,as they returned home. 

The tyrantcarryed with him to Africa Endoxia with her two daughters, 
which dice bare to ralcntinian^ Phcidia, , and Gal/a, , Endocia , with many more 
Captives. Hccmarryed Endocia to his lbnnc Hunnertcus Plaadia to Olybrius 
a Roman Senator. Others write that Genjencus to appeafe Marttanus who was 20 
moved for the lolfe Rome had fuffered fent, to him Placidia with her mother * 
but before they came Martian was dead, andfol^had them. Gallia now is di¬ 
vided amons the Burgundians, Goths, and Francks. But on a fudden Avttus 
whom Maximus had made his Generali invaded the Empire of France,which he 
was forced to lay down again,and to accept of the Bilhopwrick of Placentia. But 
thinking himfclfnot fafe there,returned into Gallia where he dyed of griefe. Him 
(hortly after followed Martm.us who dyed the 7 year of his Empire* He was a 
peaceable and religious Prince. 

Leo fucceeded to Martianus^ hce was a Thracian, and had bccnca Tribune of 
the fouldiers, he was the firft Emperorthat was crowned by a Patriarch. Anato - 3 ° 
It us was the Biihops name that crowned him. Hce maintained the Clialcedon 
Faith ♦, and punilhed the Alexandrians for murthcring Protenw their Biiliop. He 
made Majcwtu Generali of his Forces, and fent him to govern the Weft, which 
he did for 4 years, atlaftwas killed by Riciwerus, whom hee had invited with 
his Army to expellthc Alans out of Gallia. Leo made a league with the O- 
ftrogoths, who drove Hcrnacus the forme of Atttla into Scythia, and the Suevcs 
out of Spline. Ardaricus King of the Gepidae, a people among the Gera?, the 
firft who freed himfdfc from the fiaveryof Attalus his fonnes, received Dacia 
from Leo. The Goths had Pannonia, a part of the Alans had the lower M.rfia. 
After Majo>avHs } Severns reigned 3 yeares, under him Ricimer defeated the A-40 
Ians, breaking in upon Italy, and killed Beurgus their King. By a Candle left 
burning in the forum c arelcflely, Conftantinople took fire, which could not be 
quenched in 4 dayes. Antioch, Gallia, and others parts were fiiaken with Earth¬ 
quakes, which occafioned Mamertus Biiliop of Vienna to iaftitute larger Litanies, 
which afterward were wont to be fungftillthe fixt week after Eafter. S events 
being killed by/J/c/^rthc Goth Anthemius is fent to Italy by Leo , upon the 
intreaty of the Romans, his daughter Ricemer marrved, and fowas quiet a while. 

•In the mean time Genftricus is defeated in a Sea fight. Leo’s Fleet was 1000 and 
ico (hips •, but ihortly after, Bajil/fcus the brother of Verm a. Angttjla^ ('whom 
Leo upon the recommendation of his two great Gencralls Afpar and Ardalutins 50 
both Arians, had made Admirall) treacheroufly loft this Fleet to the Vandals, 
BaJtl.Jcus being an Eutychian, and willing to pleafe his two Patrons, that the 
Arian herefie might flourilh. Ricemer alio the Arian befiegeth his Father inlaw 
Anthemius in Rome, which hcctook, and then murthcrcd him, having reigned 
5 yeares ^ but hcc ihortly after dyed, to whom fuccecded Anicius oljbrius , who 
dyed 4 months after. Then did Leo upon the importunity of Afpar , create his 
fonne Cf/ar, at whichthe pcopc repined,that an Arian (hould reign over them. 

But 
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but not long after Leo finding A [pars treachery,commanded both him *nd his two A ». Muitdl 

fons to be flain and bequeathed by will,the Empire to his Grandcliilde by ArUdnd 
bis daughter. . 

■ To olybnus fuccecdcd Glycerin* at Ravenna-, he bribed the Goths to keep out 
of Italy, and fo did Leo to keep them off from Greece. Wholhortly after dyed of 
a loofencffc, having reigned 17 yeares. Hee named Julius Nepos for the weftern 
Empire, wnocommingto Italy by Sea, removed Glycerins after he had reigned 
5 yeares, and made him a Bilhopin Dalmatia. I n Leo’s time Clnlderictn King 
of the Francs, was banifhed by the people (for his infolency) into Thuringia, 

XOand by them tsEgidiu* a Roman Commander is chofen : bgt 8 years after cbtlde - 
ricus retumes, and rs received again, whofe reign afterward was more moderate. 

The name of France was given to all that part which Me row us held. About this 
time dyed Pope Leo, to whom fuccecdcd Hilarious* And at Conftantinoplc’ to 
Gotandtus fiicceeded Acacias . Stud/us a Confular man fet up an order of watch- *-> + 
ing Monkcs who were to fing divine Service, and to watch by turncs night and v . - .K 
day : in Conftantinople.Thcre a certain painter reprefented Chrift in the form 
of Jnfiiir , • whereupon his hand withered. Vesuvius brake out into gre*t 
flames, with the allies whereof many countrcys were covered: in memory of 
which, an annuall folemnity was ordained to bee kept at Conftantinoplc. Euty- 
20c^randD/^ir(?r^rcfufingtoftandtothcdccrccsof the Councell of Chalcedon, 
divided thcmfclves into divers fc&s* the two chiefe were the Jacobites, fo called 
'from Jacob the Syrian, and the Hdfit antes or Diacrinomeni , which doubted 
whether or not they (hould receive the faid Synod. The Rogation folemnity 
was then inftituted by Mamercns Bifhopof Vienna: In which the time was fpenc 
in fafting, praying, nnging, and weeping, itwasoccafioncdby the Earthquakes 
of Vienna, and tnc irruption of Wolves and other wild Bcafts into the City^ 
which deftoyed many people; then did Rabbi Jonathan perfeft the Thalmud of 
Jcrufaleitn 

Leo’s Nephew being dead in his infancy, deformed Zeno Leo’s fon in law, a * * 
3 °Cilicianof obfeure parentage, and father to the forefaid Infant, fuccecds in the 
Eaftern Empire, and Neposin the Weftern, whom orejles drove into Dalma¬ 
tians Nepos had done Glycerins before. Nepds his fonne called Montylhes , is made 
Augujlns , and for his fmall ftaturc is named Augnjlulns. But hee mortly after is 
banilhed by odoacer King of the Hcruli, who being called in by the friends of 
Nepos, overrun all Italy, Hew Orejles at Placcntia,and took Rome *, which is now 
‘ the 4 time it is taken. 1. By the Gaulcs. 2. By the Goths in the time of Hono - 
rius. 3. By the Vandals in Martians time. 4. Now by the Heruli. And 5. it 
was afterward taken by AttiU . In the rcigne of J ujlinian , as wee (hall 
fee, Odoacer named himfelfe King of Italy, abolilhed the ,Confular dignity, 
4°tran(ferred the feat of his Kingdome to Ravenna,, and fo that glorious^ Em- 
pre which began in Augufitts ended in Augujtulus , 522 years lincc Augnjtus 
Cafar. ...... 

In the Eaft Bafilijcus brother to Vertna the EmpcrcfTe> made war againft Zeno, A^* 47 ^ 
(hee animating her brother againft her fon in lav/, Zent being a coward,fled with 
bis wife Ariadne to Ifauri ncer mount Taurus in Cilicia, where hee was bom-3 
there he lived one year and 8 moncths. In the meanc time Bafilijcus as bad as 
Zeno , advanced the Eutychian hcrcfic, and forced Acacias to fide with him a- 
gainft the Counccll of Chalcedon. But within two yeares his Army under Har - 
watus fell off to Zeno, againft whom they were fent, and brought him back to 
50 Conftantinoplc, who lent away Bafilijcus with his wife and children to a Caftle 
in Cappadocia, where they periled with famine. In Bajitifcus his time, the Li¬ 
brary oi BfUntium took hre, in which 120000 bookes were burned. Zeno be¬ 
ing nothing bettered by thefe troubles, names for Csefar Bafil/fctts fonne to Har* 
matus the traitor 3 hee firft kills Hermam the father, not daring to truft him who • " • • f > 

betrayed his Matter, then after hee had named his fonne C<efar, according to his 
promife, hec makes him a Clergy man. Zeno’s fonne dyed, before hee attained 
the Empire. And he hirafelf being one day dead drunk fell down fpecchleffe, his 
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lAn.Mfinds wife Ariose burycth him before he was quite dead, no mart offering to help him, 
>^v«widioiigh he groned lamentably, and fo dyed having reigned 17 years. 532 yearcs 
after /»/. C a furs death. 

Two years before Zeno dyed, Theodorictts thefonne of Amain s] King of the 
Oftrogoths, havingoverrunThraciaand Marfia, threatens Conflantinople.Z^ 
a better flatterer then a fouldier, invites his enemy into the City, made hint 
Conful, and bellowed divers honours on him* and‘at laft perfwaded him to 
goe againft odoacer in Italy. Theodorictts an aftivc Prince was eafilv perfwa¬ 
ded to this, being troubled that Italy the miilrefTe of the World fhould bee 
fubjeft to the obfeure Nation of thcHcruli , and finding that odoacer having I( 
fubdued Fbxbas Prince of the Rugi upon the Bahick fea (whofc feats were now 
pofTcfledby the Longobarbs) was fecure at this time* haflcnsinto Italy, and 
defcates him at the bridge Sotius, then gives him a fccond overthrow neer 
44^0. Verona, whence he was called Veronenfu, In the third encounter hee drives 
A,C, 400# him within Ravenna, who having made a fally upon Theodoricus in the night, 
was beat back again * a part of the Army was left to bcfiegc the town c, with 
the reft Theodorictts marcheth about Italy, makes peace with Huncricns King 
of the Vandals in Africa, and frees Sicily from their oppreffion. This Hu- 
w trie ns worfe then Genfericus his father, upon the indication of the Arians, 
banifhed and flew 400000 Catholicks.. Hee cut out fome of the Preachers a 6 
tongues: and at laft hee fellfo maddc that hectorc and bit his ownc flefti, 
fo that hee dyed miferably, his body being putrefied, and eat up with ver- 
jninc the S yearc of his reigne. odoacer after hee had beenc befieged three 
z yearcs in Ravenna, was flainc by Theodorictts , who having recovered Italy, 
recommended the care of Rome to the Senat, and made Ravenna the feat 
of his Kindgdome. But being an Arian hee imprifoned Pope ffohn^ till hcc 
dyed there, for not permitting the Arians to have Churches. Hec imprifoned 
at Ticinum two Senators, Symmachus and his fonne in law Boetius 5 then 
feifed upon their eftates, and flew them. Not long after, at fupper, as hee - 
was looking on the head of a fifh * hee thought hee faw Symmachus with 30 
fiery eyes gaping on him, which put him into luch a fhaking, that he wascar- 
ryed away to his bed and dyed. This Symmachus was not hcc that in the time of 
Theodofius wrote againft the Chriftians. 

About Zeno* s time the South-Saxons cre&ed their Kin°;domc in England 32 
yeares after their arrivall. The Jcwcs at Tiberias by the help of Rabbi Ben Afer, 
and R, Ben. Nefthali found out thofc Hebrew pricks which we ufc at this day in 
ftcad of vowels and accents, which are read in fome words otherwayes by the 
Eaftern Jcwcs about Babylon, then by the Wcftcrn.£//r/Vw King of Spain was 
the firft there, that gave lawes to the Goths in writing. Pope Gelajius compiled 
the Canon of the Mafic, and the Collc&s or (hort Church- yuycts.Clodeveus the 40 
firft Chriftian King of France is bapiized by Remigius Archbithop of Rhemes, 
who gave him the name of Ludovicus . The holy -Oil was then (if we may bc- 
lecvc it) brought by a Dove from Heaven,with which he was, and his fucceflours 
arc at this day anointed. 


Chap. V. 

The Roman affaires under Anaftafius, Juftinus and Juftinian. 2. of the 
Pcrftans , Goths^ and other barbarous Nations of thofc times, 3. The affaires 30 
of the Church . 


2 I.no being ftarvedinhis tombe, for want of foodcatuphisown flcfh,vf- 
riadna his wife not fuffering any to help him * advancech to the Empire 

_ j0mw Anafiefitts, with whom 'tis thought (hee was too familiar in her former 

husbands time * therefore now makes haft to marry him. Hcc was before but a 
Court Scribe or Secretary, called Stlcntiarius , for Secretaries fhould be fit cut, he 
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was nick named Vic or in becaufe the apple of his eyes were of two colours.£///>/>*- An. Mundi 
mius Patriarch of Conftantinople, refilled to crown him, till he had fubferibed to 
the councell of Chalcedon: which in policy he did , (hewing great jufticc in the 
beginning of his reign •, in abrogating thofc ads by which taxes were raifed by un- 
lawfull wayes, as of publick ftewes, and filch like* he baniflied all informers 
from the city 5 and would fuffer no offices to bee bought and fold. Hcbanifhed 
• Longinus ^Zcno'% brother, for afpiringto the Empire, at laft flew him for arm¬ 
ing the Ifauri againfl him. Hce forced tlfc Arabians who had overrun Me fo- 

? otaniia and Paleftina,to make peace with him. He took Amida from Cabades the 
'erfian King. Whom his fubjc&s imprifoned for * making it lawfull that * 
wives fliould be common. But his wife got him to be difmiiTed by proftituting 
her body to the Goal Keeper. He fhortly after recovered his power, and became 
a good friend to the Chriftians. But killed his brother who had reigned z years. 

ylnujlafins being felled in the Empire, began to flievv hinafelfe in his true colours 
being difguifed before. He demands back his hand-writing, by which hec had 
promifed never tomoJcft the Orthodox profeifours.Hc banilheth Euphe/nws^ni 
lets up Macedomns in his place, from whom violently hee extorted his hand¬ 
writing, and thenbanifhed him, advancing Timothats liis flatterer, and Pander. 

Hce baniflied alfo the chief of the Orthodox Clergy. He built a wall 280 fur- 
2olongs dift^ntfrom Conftantinople,to keep off the barbarous incurfions of the In¬ 
habitants about Pontus,Colchis and Marotis. But he could no.: keep out Vitalmms 
the Thracian with his Myfians and Scythians from plundering the countrcy all a- 
bout Byzantium*,who alto befet the City with a Fleet of Ships. But Annjlajitis fent 
M&rtinns captain of his guard with an army againft him, and by burning glafles, 
which Proclus the Mathematician had madc,fet all the enemies fhipson fire; yet I10 
wasfainto begge for peace, which was granted conditionally, that the Orthodox 
Bifliops which Annflfijius baniflied, be recalled home * and that a Synod bee cal* 
led. Which was*aflented to, and Vitahanus is made mufter matter 6f Tliracia, 
and rewarded with a great fummeof gold. Pope Hormifdas fent to Anajlafius 
3 °about this Synod, but upon fomc difcontcnts,ormifearriage ofthc Legats, they 
were fent privately away, v r ith command not to return anymore into G rcece. So 
. little hope there was of a Synod, PUvUmts Bifhop of Antioch was aflaulted by the 
Eutychian Monks,becaufe he would not abjure the Councell of Chalcedon,but the 
townfir.en fell upon the Monks,killcd many of them, and drove many into the ri¬ 
ver Orontes, where they were drowned. Hereupon Flaviantts is baniihed againe, 
and the Eutychian Seve/us let in his chair,, who being incenfed againft foe Monks 
. of Syria for aiding FLtvianus, he flew 300 ofthem,and would not fuffer them to be 
buryed. Anastoji/ss adding to the hymne of the T rinity thefe words, rvb$ was ern* 
cijiedfor tts , as if he meant,that the deity was crucified,occafioaed fuch a tumult in 
. 40 the people,that he could fcarfe appeafe them, though he layed down his crown be¬ 
fore them. 

' In the fecond year of Anapfms^ Odoactr was killed by Tbe odoricus , who was 4 4 § ?• 
King of Italy 33yeares5 he repaired thedecaycsof Rome 1 , and was boUDtifulM.if.49j* 
to the people. Clodovens then King of France, partly by the inftigation of his 
wife, a Burgundian,and partly becaufe of his vow which he made,became a Chri- 
ftian, for he vowed fo to be, if he obtained the vfiftory over the Alemans, which 
hee had. He overcame alfo Gmidcbzldus of Burgundy, and Theodor icus the Goth 
King of Aquitania, fo having inlargcd the bounds of France, he fet up his Court 
at Paris, he was angry with Anapps for diverting the Bulgarians, (a people 
; $Ounhcard of •till now) from Illyricum,and Thratia,wherc they were feating them- 
. felvcs, and fent them into the Weftern Provinces. Thefe overthrew, 

and added Syrmium faith Pannonia to his Dominion. Anapfius made Clodo- 
veus a Patrician, afid named him A ngups,whence great jealoufies arofe between 
Clodoveus and The odor icus jx nd then wars in which 30000 Francks were killed by 
the Goths. Pope Antpfws being dead, abloudy quarrcll arofe at Rome, v abou£ 
the election of a new Pope $ fomc flood for Symmacbus 5 fome for Lan~ 
rent ins. The quarrcll lafted 3 yearcs. till Jbedoricus coded it, who affigned the 
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An. Mun ^/honour to Symmachw that was fir ft nominated. About this time the Catholicks 
in Africa were fet at liberty by Gnndmundus the Vandal!, but tfr y were banifhed 
afterward by Thrafamundus. One olympitts as he was blafp! emiirig the Trinity,was 
vifibly burned by a fire dart from heaven. Theodoricus the Arian tilled one Diaco - 
nus whom hec loved well, bccaufc he became an Arian fot the Kings fake,faying .• 
lie that will not befaitbfull to God y will never befaithfull to the King : for he hated 
thofe that changed their religion. Severn* the Eutychian Bilhop of Antioch' 
would have converted Alamundanis the Saracen king to Eutychianifm. The King 
fained himfclfto befadforthe death of Michaelihc Archangel: the Bifliops told 
4488. himan Angel could not dye, to whom he teplycd .* How then could Chrift dye, if 10 
A . C. was only 'God ' and fo flopped the Eutychians mouths. 

Anafafius having lived 88 ycarcs,and reigned 2 7. was ftruck dead with thunder. 

In his time the Accphali orheadleffc hercticks, having no Bifheps to patronife 
them, divided themfclvcs into many fedfs: to wir, Trithaits, Agonets, Thcopa- 
fehites Jacobites, Armenians,&c. A people of Perfia called Immercs, who had 
been Jews, after Salomon had vifited their Queen* but turned again to Gentilifm, 
fent to Anafiaftus fora B;fhop, andfo embraced Chriftianity. Alamundarus alfo 
the Saracen Prince was baptized. The Babylonian Thai mud was now finifhed by 
the Rabbles, about 100 vearcs after the Thalmudcfjerufalcm, and 79. years af¬ 
ter, the invention of the Hebrew pricks. The feaft of Michael the Archangel is 20 
inftituted. A naflafiits dreamed before he dyed that 14 years of his life fhould be cut 
off,for his hcrcfic'jhc was forewarned alfo that he fhould dye by thundcr.His ftatues 
and his wifesare dragged through the ftreers of Byzantium by the inraged people. 

spvjlinus a Thracian born, of a Sow* herd became Emperor, by bribing the foul- 
diers. For Amwtius the Eunuch and great Chamberlain to Anajlafius, had given 
to fuftinusz large donative tobediftributedamongthefe fouldiets, wlodidvotc 
for his friend Theocritus whom he meant to make Emperour, Infhnus preferred 
himfclfc, and fogot the fouldiers to vote for him.* Amantitts beirg thus delu¬ 
ded confpired with Andrew the Chamberlain, and Theocritus againft tfuftinusy 
but the plot being dilcovcrcd, they were all three flain. Amanttus had dreamed a jo 
4889. jittlc beiorc this, that he was devoured by a great hogge. fuftin tofhcvv his zcale 
A. C. 5 iP«to the Counccllof Chalcedon, called his wife Dupicina by the name of Enphe¬ 
rnia the martyr, inwhofc church that Councell was hdd.Hc recall’d the Catho- 
licks from banifnment, exiled the Ariansar.d Eutychians, thruff Severn* from his • 
Bifhoprick of Antioch, and condemned him to lofehis blafphemous tongue. Viu- 
lianus muftcr-mafter under Anajlafus ^xidvery intimate with fnjlin was (as its 
thought) by his command murthered in the palace. In whofc place lujtintin his li¬ 
fters fon was chofen. 

Cabades the Perfianking having wars with tfttftin^ he hired for gold Zeliobes 
King of the Huns, to amfthim. Who being invited by the Pci fianf or a greater 40 
fumme forfook Infiin y and affifted the Pcrfian.//^/>by his letters acquainted C 4 - 
bades how this difhoneft King had ferved him, who could not deny, but hec had 
received the money, whereat Cabades being incenfcd flew him, and many more of 
the Huns with him, which had not efcaped by flighty (there were iocoo of them) 
and peace was made with Iufin for his Cnccrity, which lnftrd not long: for 
Tfathixs King of theLazorsor Colchi revolting from the Pei flan, came to /#- 
Jtrn, receives the Chriftian religion and is baptized, therefore hec is called King 
by Iujlm y and is fent back to Colchis, which then was fubje<ft to the Pcrfian.This 
caufed aquarrell* the Colchi and Huns join with Juftin againft the Pcrfians. But 
Cabades being aged and fickly, defired his fonne Cofroes might bee adopted by /#- 50 
which bedbccncdone, but that he was by Proclns hisTreafurerdiflwadcd, 
as being dangerous both to himfelfe, and to Injlinian . Upon this the quarrcll 

f rew gieater 5 and now not only is Cabades lnfttns enemy, lor advancing Tfathius y 
ut Theodoncus Keronenfe zKojorpcrkcuuno the Arians. Pope John the firft 
fuccefTourto Homifdas with Boetius and Sjmtnachns, came to intreat Injti?t,ihat 
heewpuld not bee too rigid againft the Ariar.s, left Theodoricus ftiotild ufe the 
fame rigour in his Dominions againft the Catholicks. Thefc Embaffadours were 
honourably entertained, and great joy there was to fee a Pope in Conftantinoplc, 
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who bccaufc he was above the Patriarch, Jaflin would bee crowned by him $ Until 
hee was the firft Emperour that was crowned by the pope-, 7 hcodortcus t/W 
hearing of this was inraged, thinking thefe Embaffadours had plotted with 
Infix, againft him, and his YVcftern Dominion, therefore he ftarved Uhrt in pri¬ 
son and llcw the other two (as was faid) with their followers* he dyed iliortly alter 44 9 ^* 
himfclf. 

His daughter Amalafunta fucccedcd with her young fonne Atbahricns, they reign¬ 
ed together 8 yeares, and reftored to the Francs thole parts oh Gallia, which the 
Grand father had taken. After the death of Alimas, Amalafunta made Theo - 
10 datus her coufin german Colleague wuh her in the kingdome, whom ihee ufed to 
reprove freely for his loefe manners. Shce alfo put to death three prime men of the 
Goths,for telling young Alaricus^ that it flood not withthegrcatneficof a Prince 
to bee under the mothers ferula. But llice for her good will towards her fonne 
andcotifin, loft her life* for by command of Jheodatus (lire was ftrangled in a 
bath. But Endoxia daughter to VrienttntAn the third foinftruSed her fonne 
Chtldertcus , that hce having obtained the kingdom of theVandalsin Africa, by 
the death of Tharfmund^ broke the Oath which his Father macc him fwcare, to 
pcrfccutc the catholicks, and hearkening to his mother, called home all the ba- 
nifhed BilTiops. Iufin in the mean time having reigned 9 yeares,and lived 77 dy- 
2©ed of grief,/or the overthrow of Antiochiaby Earthquake, in which Enphrdftus 
the Bilhop, with millions of people pcrifhed, foure moneths before his death hee 
nominated his filters fonne, Infiintan Emperour, In his time the Manichces were 
utterly destroyed by King CabAdes in Perfia, becaufc they poyfoned hisfon Pba* 
taarfas with their hcrefies, and were tampering with him, to bring innovations in¬ 
to the kingdom. C/odovejtts fourfonnes divided the kingdom amongft them,and to 
entertain peace with Alamaricus the fon of AUrinus they marry their filler Clotilda 
to him. AUricas 2 King of Spain, and Aquttain marryed with AmaUfinthA 
daughter to Theodortcus King of Italy. Shcc was learned in the Grceke and 
Latin tongues, befides divers vulgar languages * whereas Inltin the Emperour 
a 0 could neither write nor read .AlAmericas marryed wither ctttlla the daughter of king 
Clodovejas, whom hce ufed roughly for holding firm to the Catholick Religion, 
which caufed a warre between •Cbildebertus (who fuccecded Clodoveus) and Al- 
marnuS) who here loft his life. S. 2 >e;W/V 7 inftitutcd the order of the Bcnedtttin 
nionkes. Slavi a people of Scythia invaded Iftria and the borders of Vcnetia? 
thefe in the time of Mauritius tranfplanred thcmfclves into Bohemia and Polcnia. 

The Hiftrians upon the comming of thefe Slavonians removed to the Ille Ca- 
praria or Aegilon in the Tufcan Sea, abounding in Goatcs * here they built Jufti- 
nopolis. The Longobards invade Pannonia, whence they drive out the Huns and 
Oftrogoths* Tbeedortctts reftorcs Spain and Aquitania to his Nephew AtnaUrs- 
40 chs. About this time lived S .Brigid that famous Scots Lady,who was very intimate 

with S. Panic* ^ 

Infintan fucceeded,a Catholick Prince,learned and fortunate, by reafon of his4 4 9 7 r ^ 
good Commanders, but covetousand wretched, extorting great fummes from A»C. 527* 
the people, which he (pent on his buildings and fouldiers. He fo broke the Perfian 
with that war which Iufiin began that he forced Cofroes the fon of Cabades to file for 
peace* He flew alfo the rebellious Jews, hec caufed 7 rtbonianus and other Law¬ 
yers to abbreviate and reduce into method, the old lawes confuted and difperfed 
in many volumes. Whence we have the Codex, the Digefi and inftttutions. The 
reft ot Antioch is overthrown with a new earthquake, and in a dangerous feditfon 
50at Conftantinople above 30000 were flainc. For Hypatias Pompejus and Probus 
coufin germans,and the Nephews of Anaftaftns, being armed by the people who 
were weary of I a ft triads taxes, invaded the Empire, firft pillaging for five dayes 
together, all that were loyall to Inf tint ax. But H ippatins and Pompejus were both 
flam, as they were offering to feife upon the Palace, by Beltfanus who being be¬ 
fore in fomc difgrace, did now by this faft rcingratiate himfelfe with the Em¬ 
perour. 

In Afric Gil inter having killed Hildcricus the fonne of Hnnericus, and Eudoxa 
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/#/?. Mttndi V&lcntinians daughter, took the kingdomc of the Vandals by force. Inftiman 
interceded for the life of Htldericus, finding his requeft flighted, and Hil- 

' “ dertcus murthered in the prifon, fent Belifarins with an Army, who drove Gihmer 

into Numidia,took Cartilage, which had been 95 yeares out of the Romans 
pofleflion, fince Gerfertctis tooke it. Gilmer beingbefieged and forced with fa-^ 
mine, was taken and car ryed in filver fetters by Belifarinsio Inftintan, who as he 
was led in triumph crycd out Vanity of 'vanities .and all is •vanity. Thus was the king- 
dome of the Vandals extinguished in Africa, which had continued fince their firft 
comming thither 108 yeares. Inftixian divided Afric into feven Provinces,three 
Confular,and four Pro:torian:that is,tbrce were appointed by the Confuls and pco- 10 
pie,and foureby the Emperour,then Belifarins being made Conliil is fent into Sicily 
ro revenge the murtherof the Queen AmaUfvcnta, who in prifon implored the 
Empcrours help. Bed farm having feifed upon Sicily fTheodatns fends Pope Aga pe¬ 
tit j to Conftantinople to make his peace with the Emperour. Agapetus condem¬ 
ned Antbimus the Patriarch of herefie, and having got Mertna to fuccced him,dy. 
ed fbortly after at Byzantium, to whom by the appointment ofTbeodatus Silve- 
rius fuccecds. Belifarins takes Naples, upon which Tbeodatus is ilain at Ravenna 
by his fouldiers for his carclcfncflc, and fo hee was punifhed for the rourthcr 
of Amdafvema his coufin german. Vitiges is made King by the Goths. Bclifu 
ritss was invited to Rome by the citizens, who takes it and repaires the walls; 2 o 
the Italians fall off every day to Belifarins^ Vitiges joining with the Francs, raifeth 
an Army ofi 50000 men, layeth ficgetoRome, Belifarins floutly defends it, fo 
that 30000 Goths were at tliis fiege deftroyed in one day. Thcficge lafted a- 
bovc a year, in which time there were 69 skirmiflics, and the Goths at laft driven 
from the fiege. Pope Silvcrius being accufedof treachery is by I aft ini arts com¬ 
mand baniflied into Pontia an Ifland in the Tyrrhcn Sea, called Porce. Inwhofc 
place Belf wins fetsup Vtgilins , and then raifeth the fiege before Ariminum. But 
the Gothsaflifted by the Burgundians, take Millan upon funcndcr,and put all to 
the fword-, it’s thought at leaft 300000. of all forts, the women were bcftoived 
on the Burgundians. 50000 dyed of the plague at Picenum, and fo great was the 30 
famine, that mothers cat their children. This famine drove the Francs back again 
into Gallia ; wherefore Vitiges being in great flraights, folicitcd Cofroes the Per- 
fian to make warre upon the Emperour, who othenvayes was like to bring all 
his Forces into Italy. But in the meane while Belifarins tooke Ravenna, Vitiges 
fubmitsto him; the Goths proffered to Belifarins the Empire of Italy, which he 
refufed, and rctorning home upon f tillmans command,carryed with him Vitiges . 

In whofe ftcad the Goths beyond Padua fet up Tbendibaldtis , who having fcarfe 
reigned a year, was killed. Ararieus fucceedcd,who was flain fljortly after-, tnen To - 
tilas was made King. Hcthruftsthe Romans out of Ravenna, and overthrowes 
them in a pitcht battell. 

< 5 1 lt Belifarins upon his lerumc is imployc'd in Syria and Perfiaagainft Cofroes , at 

A, C. 54 ! Mvhich time the plague fo ragethat Conflantinoplc, that there dyed 10000 a 
day. Cofroes burnes Seleuciaand divers other cities. In Italy Ncapolisis reco- * 
covered by the diligence of the Goths. The Garrifon is friendly difmiflcd, and 
the Inhabitants almoft Aarvcd, arc kindly ufed. So ftrift was the Difciplinc of the 
Army- that Totiits executed a kinfmanof his for lying with a maid,wnofe whole 
eftate he beftowedon her. Italy being in danger to be loft again. Belifarins is cal¬ 
led back from Pcrfia, and fent to Italy, where hee could doc but little good, bc- 
caufc the old fouldiers were either al gone,or clfc they werc^rown ftubborn.There¬ 
fore takes Rome again,being betrayed, and almoft all ftarved, and overdo 
throwes fomc parts of the walls, but abftaincd from flaughter# In England 
Occa King of Cantium having invited the Saxons againft Arthur King of the 
Britaines, was difappointed; for they were not permitted to land, wherefore they 
take cayundcr the French King. SerdittHS King of the S outh*S axons, feifethon 
the Iflc of Wight,which he beftowed upon Stnffa and lVbttgar, who deftroyed the 
old Britiins .IVbitgar called the Caftlc thereWhitgarsburg^now briefly Garesburg. 

Belifarins returncsagain into Italy, takes Tarcntum, Spolctum, and Rome, 

which 
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which hcc fortyficth $ but the Per/ian warre being renewed by C of roes, hec was a- An* Mundi 
gainc commanded thither. Whole departure gave occafion to Totilas to over- 
runne againeali Italy: hcc obtaincs alio Rome by the treafon of the Ifauri* which 
now hee fenceth for himfelfe. Not long before this, die Danes bcins driven 
out of France, fell upon Frifia. The Lombarbs came out of their coumreys be¬ 
fore this, Sujon being then king of the Darts, they under their Captain Alboi- 
ms , on the borders of Pannonia overcame Cnnim undus Kingof thcGepidx, to 
whom Syrmiumand much of Dalmatia was fubje<ft. Shortly after Narfes whom 
tfuftinian fent to Italy in ft cad of J*chfiritis lends for thefe who did him good 45 22 ; 
iofervicein fubduing the Goths: in a fhort while after T ctilas in Tulcia was over-552. 
thrown and killed. So Rome and Italy became fubjed again to ^faBmUn ^from 
whence the remainder of the Goths were quite expulfed, who chofe Tcjas for 
their King. He having raigned one year, was in a battcll overthrown at Cumx, and 
flaine.Thcaaycarottfe'Gothicwar. Aligcrnus Captain of the Cumxan Garri- 
fon, yeeldcd himfelfe to Narfes. Shortly after the Francs and Alemans, as they 
entered into Italy, and fell to plundering, were fet upon, ftript of all their booty, 
and of 30000 Scairs 5000 returned home, the reft being coniumed by the fword 
and the plague. So Italy being quieted, and Cofrocs forced by many loflcsto 
fuc for peace, both Rome and ConlHntinople were fliaken with earthquakes, 
a 0 upon which follows the plague, which fwept away multitudes of people: Injlinian 
laying afidehis Crown, beft owed the money on the poorc, which was wont to 
be imployed on fports and playes. He made a law againft Sodomites, puniftiing 
them with the lofic of their genitals, and facriligious perfons with the loflc of their 
hands. 

Befifarius though now aged,yet was imployed againft the Huns,who had broke 
In upon Chcrfoncfus and Greece, thefe alfo he overthrew, and cleared the Em¬ 
pire of them. But after all his good lcrvices, uponfufpicionoftreafon hce was 
imprifoned, fome fay hec was forced to begge for almes ^but hce being found in¬ 
nocent, was reftored to his wealth and honours,and two ycarcs after dyed in peace. 

30 lufiintan alfo dyed the fame yearc, having reigned 38yeares and 7 months. In his^ 535'. 
time the fifth genera 11 Counccll was called at Conftantinoplc* in which Thtodd- ^^ ^^; 
rus Biftiop of Mapfvefta in Cilicia, Thcodoritus Biftiop of Cyprus, and lias Bi« 
fhop of Edcfta were condemned, which had moved many dangerous deputations 
favoring of Neftorianifm * Origtn was alfo condemned, thougn Vigilius the Pope 
would not be prefen^ or give his aftent, for which caufe hec was bamihed, but re¬ 
called by Narfes thcEvnuch, and in his return dyed of theftone injSicily. In 
this Counccll alfo were condemned the two Originifts, Didywusapfa Euagrius^ 
for teaching that the foules were extant before the bodies, that the levels lhould 
bee laved, and that the pakes of hell were not etcrnall. Iufiinian occafioiicd 
efi much barbaroufncftc and ignorance in his time, by converting the falaries allowed 
for maintenance of fchoolcs and learning, to his owneufe$ hefp^nt vaft fununcs 
in building .* the chiefcft whereof was the Temple of S. Sophia, dedicated to the 
cternall wifdome of the Father. Hee held before hee dyed, that Chrifts body was 
iramortall and incapable of differing from the time of bis birth .* which opinion 
be forced upon all men, andbecauTc Eutycbius thePatriarch of Conftantinopk 
would not give his aflent to it, hce wasbaniflied, and Iohannes Scbolajlicus fubfti- 
tuted in his place. In his time David an Indian. king, upon a vi&ory hcc had 
over the Homeritsa people of Ethiopia, became a Chriftian,and had a Biftiop with 
fome Monkes fent into nis country, two of thefe Monkcs brought home with 
'50 them Silk-wormes, which were before unknown to the Romans, and fo they learn¬ 
ed to make (ilk ftuffes,'which they were wont to buy ready made, hitherto. As 
Iu(l inns had commanded Chrifts Nativity to bee kept, fo did Jujttnian fefi urn oc¬ 
cur [us Simtonis the purification of A/*ry,and afterward Mauritius her deep 

or death.Then did the Avarcsg people of the Huns obtain from Iuflinian a place in 
Pannonia to inhabit, upon the removing of the Longobards from thence into Ita¬ 
ly. GetbesKltxg of the Heruli, Gorda Kingofthc Huns, Abafgi and divers other 
people upon Tanais become Chriltians.Thc Sarmatians and their new King Julian 

were 
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dft. Munis were deffroyed. Toletumis taken byithc Francs, who plunder the Churches 
• thereof. The hercticks called Agnoeta:, held that Chrift knew not the day of 
juds’emenr. Pope Agafcttu for" calling faflinian Diocletian , in that hcc became 
an Eutychian,\vas fmittenen the face by a courtier * fomc thinkc Iuflintan dyed 
madde. Narfes of the booties which hce tooke from the Goths, built a Temple at 
Venice to Theodoricus the Martyr, where now is the Church of S. Mark. Rufer- 
tus Bifhop of the Francs converted the Boii or Bavarians to Chrlff. The laft of the 
Confuls was Ba/iliusj n whom ended that honorable Offi ct.Childebertns & his bro¬ 
ther Chtharitts , takes divers towns in Spain, and bring away with them the coat of 
Vinctntius^ the martyr, to whom they build a church in the Suburbs, now called S. 10 
Germans. 


Chap, VI. 

I. Of Juftin,Tiberi'us, WMauritius. 2. of the P erftans^ Goths , Longolards 
Suevi, Avares , and others of thefe times . 3. The affaires of the Church 
then . 

r 

I lijlinus the fecond a Thracian born, and Nephew to fufinian by his daughter, ao 
fucceeded*,in the beginning of his reign he took off many taxes,built fair houfes, 
and adorned the Churches. But fhortly after, being of an infirm body, hec 
gave himfclfc to women and idleneffc. Hce fold the Church livings, and by con¬ 
nivence, permitted many injuries, till one demanding of him tire Government of 
the City, and wilhing him to give way for execution of juftice, caufcd a Senator 
that was found guilty to be whipr, and lb the others by this punifhmcnt were af¬ 
frighted. 'fujlin depofed Narfes being accufcd by the Romans for his oppreffion, 
and Longinus is fent in his place.In whom began the Exarchat of Raven na^t he Em¬ 
perors Deputies being called Exarchi.Sophia the Emprcflc, fcoffingly fent word to 
the Ennuch, that hec flionld returncto fpin among the women. Hee returned hci ^o 
this anf\vcr,that He would (pin her fuch a thred^as neither flee nor her husbandjhould 
bee able tountwifi. Whereupon hec cals the Longobards into Italy, who under 
45 3.S- their King Alloinus^ made no fcruplcto exchange poore Pannonia for rich Italy, 

A. C . 568. thither they came accompanyed with the Saxons and other Nations-leaving Pan¬ 
nonia to t he Huns, bnt conditionally, that if things fell not 6gt to their mindes in 
Italy, they might injoy a^ainc their old habitations. This migration of the Lom¬ 
bards intofrtaly was prefaged by the ruffling of armed men in the air .Narfes having 
raifed the ftdrm, forfooke Rome, and fhcltrcd himfclf in Naples, Pope John the 
third(w ho Succeeded Pr/jr/tfr)followcd after, defiring his return to Rotnc$ but not 
long after they both dyed, and left Italy as a prey to the Barbarians. In the inter-40 
im the Huns and Avares did utterly extirpate the Gepidar, and the Saxons coun¬ 
try being forfaken, is rc-peoplccjby the French King with plantations ofSue- 
vians. 

Alboinns having pofTcflcd himfclf of Gallia Cifalpina, called it Longobardia , 
now Lombardic. He fpent 3 vearcs and 6 months in the fiege of Ticinura,which 
hee took,and made the feat of his kingdome, and called it by the name of Papia. 
Three dukedomes were cre&cd : one called Forojulium now called Friuli, the fe¬ 
cond at Spolctum, and the third at Bcnevcntum. ButAlboinus in the 4. yeare of 
his reign ended his life by drunkennefle. He had killed fome yearcs before Cum - 
mundus king of the Gepidar, whofc wife being dead ffhcc was the daughter of Clo- 
tharius the French King) He marryed with Rofimunda the daughter of Cunimund. 
One day at Verona in a feaft,hee drunk to her in a cup made ofher Fathers skull,dc- 
. firing her to be merry with ha* Father. Shce in a rage proftit utes her body to Hel- 

miches the kings page, and to one Perido a refolute fouldicr, defiring no other re¬ 
ward but the murther of her husband. Upon this Albotnus is murthcred in his 
chamber,as he was flccpins* after dinner. Helmiches flyes with adulterous Rofmund 
to Longinus the Exarch. Slice falling in love with another poyfoned Helmiches r as 
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he was coming one of the bath * he pcrcci ving that hce was poy foned , drew his An. Mundi 
fword, and forced her to drink up the reft of the potion: thus three murtherers are 
juftly punifliccj. 

To Albo/nus (uccccdcdClephus, who having reigned tyrannically T yearc and 
6 months, \vas murthered by one of his fetvan s. After him the Longobards 
chofe them Dukeses they were wont. Tliefc fubdued a great part of I caly, and 
made warres upon Gallia , theft* lafted lOycares, till one of them fell off to Lon¬ 
ginus the Exarch. About this time the peace was broken by Tuft in with the Perfian 
for he with held the payment of 500 /. weight of gold winch hce r.fed to pay to 
10 Cofroes-. ■ He armed Aretha* the Ethiopian King againft the Parthians, and under¬ 
took alfothe protection of Armenia the greater. Marttanns Tuft ms Generali, de¬ 
feated the Perfian,and befieged Nifibis* but lttftin mnft fool (lily took away Mar* 
tiar.ns commilfion, and fubllitutcd Acacias as great a coward as himfelfe. This 
made the Army in a rage give off the fiegc, which the Perfian perceiving* pre¬ 
sently H or m if das the fonne of Cofroes, fends Ardamanes with new Forces, wnich 
far and neer wafted the Eaftern Empire * fo that Sophia the wife of IuHin (who 
was now become phrcnctick upon his bad fucccfle; was forced to fue for peace. 

Tuft in being recovered, by the advice of his wife made Tiberius a Thracian, but 
. a good fouldier, his fuccefibur,to whom hee gave many wholcfome admonitions, 

20 in which hee fhewed himfelfe a better Counfelloar, then an Emperor. And fo 
grieving at his own follies and mifearriaees dyed the 15 yeare of his rcigne. In his 
time Cantabria was fubdued by the Vifigoths, who having overthrown the Suc- 
vi, made Toletum their Rcgall Seat. In France there were civill wanes between 
the four fonnes of Clot bar ;us. T wo French Bilhops Sagitarms and Salonins were 
degraded in the councell of Lyons, for arming thcmfclvcs like fouldiers, and 
going to the wars* blit upon their appeal to Pope Tohn they were reftorcd,yet after¬ 
ward continuing in their lewd courles they were degraded again in the Counccl of 
Cabilon. Herebertus or Charibertus y the fon of Lot harms or Clot harms King of 
Paris,for putting his wife away unjuftly, & committing inceft with his nvo filters, 

3 0 was excommunicated by German ns Bilhop of Paris, and fuddenly after dyed. 

Tiberius Con ft antimis was made Co*emperor with Iuftm before his death, and 
was crowned with his wife Anaftafta by Eutychius the Patriarch. He was a juft, 
mildc and bountiful! Emperor, chiefly to the poore, whom Sophia the Emprcffe 
reproved,as being too prodigall * he anfwcrs, that hee jhould never want wealth on 
earthy as long as bef laid up treafures in heaven by relieving the poore. For as hee 
caufed a marble ftone to be taken up, on which was ingraven the crofle, count¬ 
ing it unchriftian like totread upon it, hec found many talents of gold buryed 
there. Hec was alfo informed of the great treafurc which Narfes had hid * with 
this wealth he relieved the poore, and made war againft the Perfians which had 
40 broke in upon Armenia, and recovered all that had beea loft under Tuftinian and 
Iuftin. Cofroes being aged and grieving for his Ioffes dyed * and made a Law that 
no Perfian King hereafter fbould make war againft the Romans. Tiberius having 
found fuch good fervice from Mauritius in this laft Perfian wane, bellowed his 
daughter Corftantina on him, and having crowned them both,made him his fuc- 
ceftour in the Empire. He (hewed himfelfe fo gratious to the captives, rhat hce 
fent them home without any ranfomc. He releived the Romans with corn from 
Egypt, when they were almoft farailhed, and ready to furrender tothcLcngo- 
bards, or long bearded Barbarians, who were grown very infolent, becaufe Lib:- 
tins was wholcly employed about the Perfian war. 
jo Tiberius before he was made Emperour by Iuftin^ was fent againft the Avares, 

who being vexed by the Turkcs their neighbours, removed from the higher Scy -4 4 3 . 

thia, and palling over Caucafus, fat down upon the banks of Ifter, and threat- A* C . 57 ** 
ned to takrSyrmium.In this expedition Tiberius efcaped narrowly from being ta¬ 
ken. But at laft he made peace with them. Coganus their King deGrcd Tiberius to 
fend him fome Carpenters to make baths for him after the Roman fafhion * but 
when the Carpenters came, hce forced them to build him a bridge over Vanubi- 
tis y that he might on all occafions plunder the Roman Provinces. Tiberius having 

reigned 
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Jx. Uundi reigned with 5 Pn fir its 5 ycarcs and 11 moneths, and by himfelfe 4 yeares, dyed 

V^O^ofafurfeit, eating to° many mulberries. In his time Pelagias the lccond being 
confccrated Pope without the Emperors knowledge, fent Gregory then a Dea-j 
con, to cxcuie him to Tiberius y whom he could not acquaint with his confecration > 
becaufc the city was befieged: then did Gregory begin his Commentaries on 
$ot * and canfed Eutychitts the Patriarch to renounce his Origcnicall opinions, 
Mich violent Arians were in the Goths in Spain, that King Lemugilds flew his 
ownfonn zElmingtldm ^ becaufe hee forfookc the Arian hcrcfic. Many Jevvesin 
histimcbccamc Chriflians. It’s thought that Cofroes dyed a chriftian, and that he 
ft nt two golden erodes, with other rich prefents to the Church of S. Sergius in 10 
Anrioch.The remainders of theSuevi arc driven out of Spain,having leigned there 
177 years. The Gothifh Kings who hitherto wore the fame clothes and ufed the 
fame feats,that the Nobility ufed-, begin now to fit in a throne and to wear the re¬ 
gall purple. One Don at ns then, was the firft that brought into Spain jhe raonafti- 
call profeffion. 

AC sV Blauritttts a Cappadocian born, fuccceds : an excellent Prince had he not been 
^’covetous. Having taken Alanmndarus the Saracen in the Pcrfian war, and fcnc 
him prifoncr to Sicily, he had wars next with CaganusYimo of the Avares, who 
bad taken Syrmium the chief city of Pannonia,and exaded a yearly ftipend from • 
the Romans. And not content with this, he fends the Sdayi to plunder and wafte 2 © 
the Reman territories,whom Mauritius by his General Commentiolus fupprefled* 
and recovered all the Roman prifoners, and the booty. Ilormfdas the Perfian 
King flighting his fathers command, makes wars upon the Romans. Againft him 
Mauritius fends Phih pficus , on whom he beftowed his fifler in marriage. The 
Roman Army had rejc&cd their Generali Prifens for his info’cncy, and chofen 
Cewanus y but by the inireaty and eloquence of Gregory • they received Philippi 
cus for their Generali, who had good fuccefle againft the Mcdcs and Perfians,but 
Martyr cpolis was b.ctrayed to the Perfian by Sttta the Decurionf, whereupon Com - 
wcntioius is fent in Philippics his place. He overthrowesthe Perfianncer Marty- 
ropoiis. Hormtfdas being angry with Baras his Generall,(whohad fubdued the 30 
Turks , and made them tributaries to PerGa)baniflieth him to Colchis,where Ba¬ 
ras was again overthrown by Rovuinus Mauritius his Prartor.Upon this II or?* if das 
takes away the Generals place from him, and in a fcoffc fends him a womans gar¬ 
ment. Baras to be revenged of this difgrace,faincs letters as from the King written 
to the armies, in which he upbraided them for their cowardife & effeminatenefle, 

1 and withdrawes aifoa good part of their pay. The fouldiers thinking thefe let¬ 
ters to be rcail,f\vcar fealty to Baras . Bynoaoes a great man whom Hormifda had 
p^t in irons was fet at liberty by his brother Rafia * who feife on the King, and 
imprifon him. Thefe having called a Parliament* condemne the* King 
as unworthy of Government, becauleof his cruelty, and needlcffc wars, bcfidesj 0 
his other crimes. Hereupon he is depofed, imprifoned, and exoculatcd, his wife, ^ 
and fon whom he appointed his fucceflour, both put to death, and his fon Cof- 
w/whom he hated is made King. This new King ufed his Father at firft very 
kindcly, but being exafperated by his railing language continually againft him , 
at laft commanded him to be cudgelled to dcath.This fad made hinj odious to his * 
people,who fcl from him to Baras. Hereupon Cofroes flyes away on port Horfes to 
the Roman camp: He was received by Probus the Patrician, and recommended to 
Mauritius , whom he animates againft Baras • Narfes is fent with the Army, who 
overthrovves Baras : bcfidcs many thoufand Pcrfians chat were flainc, 6000 were 
taken prifoners. Cofroes is reftored to his kingdoms* who puts all the captives to 50 
thefword, except the TurLes who are fent to the Empcrour at By2antium , and 
foin the 8 year oi Mauritius a gencrall peace is concluded in thcEaft. But the 
wars with Cagarms King of the Avares is not yet at an end. Many dolibtfull bat¬ 
tels are fought betwixt them. And many inrodes arc made by the Schvi.But Mau- 
r tttits in the 10 year of his reign removed Caganns out of Thracia by this trick. 
Hcfaigned fome letters and lent them to Pnfcus the Praetor, who was then be- 
fieged in acaftlc by Cagantts^ he wifheth him to hold out the fiege,for the Barbarian 

. ihould 
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ibould be forced to remove fuddcnly-, bccaufc the Fleet whichliec had fenTto^XjtfW/ 
waftchiscoaft, had already made great havock in his countrcy-, Chaganus ha- 
ving intercepted thefe letters, and fuppofing them to be true," raifed the fiege and ^ ~ 
marched homeward. But for 6 ycarcs after there \vere continuall wars * iothat 
Chaganus fackt 40 cities of Dalmatia. Mauritius out of coveroufne{Tc,and the bad 
cotmfell of Commenttolus , gave way that Caganus (hould take many of his foul- 
diersprifoners, bccaufe they refufed to contribute towards the charges of their 
armes and clothes, yet rooke 12000 captives, whom hce offered to releafe 
for a fmall fum, which Mauritius out of hatred and avarice refufed to pay. Where- 
10 fore Chaganus in a rage put them all to the fword,and would not depart thence,till 
he had received a great fum of gold. 

Mauritius was fo little fcnfiblc of what lie had done, that he abfolved Commit 
tiolus ? when hce was accu fed as the chief adorin this treachery, and his ac- 
cufors were punifhed 5 which foincenfcd the people, that they flung Rones at the 
Emperor as he was going to the Church. He had after this foinc victories over the 
Avarcs. But ihortly after a Monkc running with a naked fword through the 
ftreets cry cth our, Mauritius failfartly be killed with the {word. A comet burned 
for whole 6 moneths. At lafl his heart fmotc him, for the murther of the fouldi- 
cr$,and defiredthathe might be prayed for-, In his deep hee thought that hce 
io flood before Chrifts T ribunall, where he was asked, whether ue would be fun 1 fad 
here or hereafter: he anfwcred here Lord , and fo he was by P hoc as -, of whom he 
iinderftooa by Fhilipptcus , that he was a rafh young fellow, but unconfiderablc , 
and a coward-, then (aid Mauritius : if a coward, then a murthertr. This Pfrocas was 
a Centurion, he had been Yeoman of the ftirrop to Prifeus the Patrician 5 but 
now a great fticklcr againft Mauritius his government. Whouiedhis army un- 
difcrectly and rigidly, abridging them of their pay-,and refufing to let them have 
any provifion but what they fnould take from the enemy, and therefore willed 
them to take up their Winter quarters among the Slavonians. Upon this the 
Army did mutiny, and lifting up on a Target, as the enftome was, they 
go felute him Emperour 5 Peter Mauritius his brother who had charge of the Army is 
forced toflye. In Conftantinoplc they would, have made Theodoftus the fon of 
Mauritius,or c\k Theodofius his father in law Germanicus Emperor* but Mauri¬ 
tius had already imprifoned Philifficus who marryed his own fifter, upon fuipi- 
cion. He cudgelled his fonne. Germanicus took fanftuary in a Church, whence 
Mauritius would have pulled him out, but the uprore fo inercafed , that hee is 
driven our of the City* Phocas is received, who having, fworne ro maintainc 
the Orthodox Religion, is crowned by Ciriacus the patriarch. 5 dayesaftcritf**- 
r/Z/wispurfuedby Phocas and taken at Chalcedon, where hce fell lick. In the 
prcfcncc of Phocas,Mauritius his two younger fonnes are {lain, then his 3 daugh¬ 
ters, at lafl Conflantina their mother and daughter of Ttber/us , though fomc write 
that the mother and 3 daughters having taken fanttuary, were not beheaded till . r : 

5 ycares after. Bit Mauritius having icen the execution of his ions,and his ownc 
at nand,cries out : tfufi art thou 0 L ord , and righteous arc thy judgements : and fo 
fubmitted his neck to the fvvord. After their heads were cut off, their bodies were 
left onthe (bore for the gazing obje&s of the people * but at lafl they were bury- 
td in the Church by a certain Eunuch. Theeldeft fonne Theodof/us was fled to 
the Perfians by his Fathers advice: but he was fo eagerly purfued, that he was 
overtaken, and by a command from phocas, flain alfo. Shortly after Germanus 
is killed, and his daughter the wife of Theodofus * and at lafl all that had any re- ^ ^ y 
Relation to Mauritius even his youngeft child of all, which was but an Infant,^ 602 • 
and whom the Nurfe would have faved, by offering her ownc to death, 
which Mauritius refufed. He reigned 20 ycarcs, three moncths, and fomc odde 
dayes. 

In his time the Saxons being weary of the Longobards Government, returned to 
1 ' therr own countrey, which was now poffefled by the Suevi, between whom there 
arofc fuch a quarrell about the removing of the Sueves* that 20000 tverc killed. 

Jhc Lombards after they had bin ruled 10 years by Dukes,they chofc them a King 
“— “ whom 
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. w 8n ^/whoni they named fUvms. bccaui'e this was an honourable name among the 
Romans * "on him they conferred the halfeof their goods, that hce might main- 
* taine the greater (late. Mauritius hired Chi Id chert us the French King, to op- 

pofc him, which caufcd great troubles in Lombardy. Such inundations 
of waters there were in Italy, that Tibris overflowed thewals, a great Dragon 
fwimined through the city downc towards the Sea, upon which followed the 
plague, whereof Pope Pelagtus dyed .• this fickneffc lafted many ycarcs. Grego¬ 
rius is made Pope; who by letters defired Mauritius not to con firm this elc&ion, 
but this honour was forced on him * and not without canfc was he called great, if 
\ve confider either ills dotfrine, or life.. Hce appointed Litanies ajgainft thatiq 
plague, which fwept away in anhoures fpace 80 people. Gregory lent Auftin 
with fome other Monks to inftruft the Saxons in the Chriftian Faith, who had 
now been fetlcd 150 yeares in England. Antioch 61 ycarcs after the former 
earthquake was fhaken again, in which there dyed 60000 people. Gregory Bifhop 
of that City was ftrangely preferved, for no fooner was he gone out of the houfe, 
but it immediately fell down: rfohn Patriarch of Byzantium affumtd the title of 
Oectnucnicdl Bifhop 5 which Antichriftian pride in him Gregory (harpely reproved. 

In Spain Rtcared us the forme of King Livuigildus who killed his fou tor being a 
Catholick, drove the Arian herefie out of Spain, and obtained the title of Catno- 
lick King. He overthrew 60000 French, who had broke inupon Spain. Hec 2 ^ 
was both a good and fortunate Prince, who having reigned 15 years dyed at To- 
lctum. Such was the ignorance of that age, that neither the Latin tongue at Con- 
ftantinople, nor the Creek at Rome was underftood. C hi If eric us King of France 
was flainc by his fubje&s, at the perfwafion of his wife Fredegunda , for his 
cruelties, and hcrcfics * a Synod of 62 Bilhopsin Toledo is held againft Arianifm. 
With Religion,learning flouriihed in thefe South parts of England ? till Charles 
the great, who fent for Seda's fcholars hence to teach in France and Italy. The 
Slavi fet thcmfdves in Iftria and Dalmatia,which from them is called Slavonia: 
Gregory calls himfelfc the fervantof fervants. He introduceth many ceremonies, 
fets up divers Mona fieri es, one in his own lioufc,and fix in Sicily,and fends abroad 3<i 
many Apoflles to preach the GotpcU.Columbanus out of Ireland prcacheth to the 
Pi&s. . 


Chap. VIL 

The affairs of the Empire under Phocas and Heradius. a. of Mahomet and 
the Saracens. 3. of the Church and divers Forraign f of ages of thefe times . 

P Hec as who murthcrcd his Maftcr, and by fedition * got the Empire, byty-^Q 
ranny maintaincsit. But not long * for hec tyrannifed not much above 7 
yeares. That Army of his which murthcrcd Mauritius is overthrowne by 
Ccfroes. And hce who cut off the head of his Mafler, had his own head at laft cue 
off with his armes and genitals. Notonely he, but the whole Empire fuffers, for 
hiscrucll paricidc. The Perfians fubduc Phcnicia, Syria, and Paicftina, they 
waft Galatia, Paplilagonia, and Cappadocia. In Europe the Avares overrunne 
Thracia,and kill every where the Roman Legions. In Antioch the Jews murthcr 
the Chriilians,and among the reft Anaftafius their Patriarch , whole body they 
burned. The J ewes for thefe outrages are condemned to lofe firft tlicir geni¬ 
tals, then their heads. Phocas was a notorious drunkard, who being taxed by fome 50 
for that vice, rageth on the people murthcring multitudes of them: but tyranny 
is (hart-lived: therefore Heradius Govcrnour of Afric, enters into a league with 
Frifcus and Gregor as Patricians, that hec who firft did difpatch Phocas , Ihould be 
Empcrour. Heradius the fonneof this Heradius^ by a Fleet of Ships obtaines 
Ccnftantinople. Photius a Noble man,whofc wife Phocas had abufcd,breakcs into 
the 1 alace,flings dovvn Phocas from his thrown Jays him in Irons, and brings him 
to Heradius , who kicking him wkh his heels, caufed his genitalis with which he 

abufal 
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abu fed To many women to be cut off, and at laft his head * Tome fay he was burned An^Mnndi 
in a brafle furnace. It's remarkable that of all Pbocas his Army,which confcnted to 
the death of Mauritius , there arc but two left alive, ifi lcfle then 8 yearci 
fpicc. 

Caganus King of the A varcs enters Lombardy‘kills Gifnlphiis , king Agilulphus 
his Generali, and befiegeth Forojulium,and rakes it by the treachery of Romilda 
the wife of Gifttlpbus, to whom hec promi fed marriage. Caganus hating the trea¬ 
chery and leathery of Romild 4, performed his promi le for one night, and lay 
with her,then he delivered her to the luft of his fouldiers , who having'abufed 
I0 hcr, thruft a long pole through her. But her daughters more niodcft tficn the 
mother, preferved their chaftity, by keeping in their brefts the fl eft of chickens, 
which putrefying with heat, fo Bunk that no fouldicr could come neer them, who 
thought that all the women of Lombardy had fmelled thus ranck. About this 
time the Sclavi fliake offthetyrannicall yoke which the Huns and Avares (now 
called by one name Hungarians)had laid on them-, and nude one S anion a French 
Merchant their King, under, whom they defeated the Huns in abattell. Agthlphnh 
Duke of Taurinum in Lombardy is cliofcn King by Tbeudolinda (the widow of 
the former King Ant furus) whom flic m 3 rryed,and made a good Chriftian 5 het 
Gregory had by his letters feafoned with the Catholick Relig.on. This King made 
a0 peace with France,and with the Exarch,& caufcd al Church Lands to be reftored, 
whicKhad been taken away. In Spain yittencus obtained the kingdomc by mur- 
thc ring the fonne of Recare dus the former king, ana he himfclfe in the 7 year of his 
reign was murthered by his own fubje&s at a feaft. Gtndemartts that followed 
reigned 2 yearcs, and Sefbutus his fucccfTour 8 ycarcs. Pope Gregory dyed the a 
y'earc of Pbocas , to whom fuccecded Sabtniatttis^a nd afrer him, b outface the third; 
who obtained of Pbocasjhat Rome lbotild be the head of all other Churches.* He 
was willing to comply with the Pope, knowing how conducible this was to his af¬ 
faires •, Bout face the third, 8 months after this dyed; to whom fuccecded Boniface 
the fourth,who turned the Pantheum dedicated of old to all the Glods,t6 a Church 
30 dedicated to Mary and all the Saints.took Jerufalem from the Romans and 
carrycd away the Croffc to Pcrfls with many thoufand Chriftians. About thefc 
times the ufe of clocks and bcls was found out. The Roman government was quite 
extinguifhed in Spain by Sefbutus King there. 

Herat It ns a Patrician,W ionne of Her a chan or Heraclius Governour of Africa, 458^ 
is made Emperour by the Senat and Army .He with his wife Tabid Endoxia were d.C.619] 
crowned by Sergius the Patriarch. Heindcavourcdfirft tomake peace with the 
Perfian, but could not, except he would rejett Chrift and worfhip the Sun. In 
the interim the Jcwcs infult overthc ChrittianSjhaving bought from Cofroes their 
conqueror poooo of them, which ihcy barbaroufly murthered. Jerufalem bc- 
40 ing taken 5 the Pcrfians feife next upon Alexandria, Egypt, and Libya, fubduing - , • 

all to Ethiopia, about the 6 yeare of Herachus\ and in the 7 they tooke Carthage: 
and at the fame time Caganus was pillaging Thracia. At the fame time alfo Jo¬ 
hannes Ltmigius fucceflour to Smaragdus in the Exarchat, and after him Eleuthe- 
rius for their tyranny in Italy are flame by the fouldiers. Heraclius \Vho could not 
make peace with Cofroes , makes it with Cagantts • and fo removes his European 
Armies totheeaft: Exhorting them to remember thcwroiigs done to Chrifti- 
anity by CcfroeslX hey firft enter Armenia, and dcfcarSjtWwj the enemies Ge¬ 
nerali there. In the 13 year of his reign he marchcrh through the heart of .*Perfia, 
killing many thoufand of Perfians,and overthrowing their groves, and fire which 
^othey w orfliippcd. He had fo many captives,that in Albania where he wintered, he 
fuftered jooootoefcape. 

About this time appeared Mahomet the Saracen, being left a poor orphan, he 
marryed his rich miftrefle Cbadiga , wiiom hec made beleevc that his falling fick- 
neflewas butaconfternationof his mind, proceeding from the fight of the An¬ 
gel Gabriel , who ufed to appear to him: which lye was confirmed by Sergiuszhc 
Monk, who was baniflied out of Byzantium fer his Neftorianifm,by whofe help 
and of an impoftor Jew, hce compiled a gallimafry of errours out of Chriftian,

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'A and Heathenifh writers, which he called Alcoran, wherein hec denyes 

hrifts Divinity, and the Trinity ? approving Circumcifion and Polygamic. Of 
this abfurd and impious book I have (poke, in my caveat againft the Alcoran. He 
was forced to flyc from Media* being in danger to lofchis life for his errours. 
This flight the Arabians call Hegira,that is, the perfecution,from whence they 
compute their yeares. Cofrees mad at the fuccellc of Herachns^ plunders all 
the Chriftian churches of his Dominions, and forces them to embrace Ncftori- 
anifm, already profefled by the Armenians and Georgians. Hec invites the Bul¬ 
garians. Avarcs, Gcpida?,and Sclavi to invade Conftantinople. Herarclius hear- 
g of this,calls in the Chazari or T urkes to the number of 40000. Byzantium 1 o 
is befieged by the Barbarians, who ten dayes after were forced to flye. Heracltus 
marchcthasfarrcas Ninivc, where he defeates the cnemie, kills Routes their 
Generali, and many of their prime men *Cofroes (huts himfclf up in Seleucia,and 
fends Sfartariuno kill ChArdangas^ who with Sarbarus befiegeth Chalcedon, 
bccaufe hec fufpefted that hec entertained corrcfpondencc with Heraclius . This 
bufinefle of killing Chardarigas was difeovered, at which the Perfians weredif- 
contented, and the rather becaufe Cofroes refufed to hearken to any peace with 
Cifar, GundabundAs a Coloncll to Sabdros revolts to the Romans ? many of the 
Commanders fals off to Siroes the Kings cldeft fonne, whom he meant to dif-in- 
herit, and to crown Merdacts hisfon, by another venter. Upon this Heraelius a o 
and Siroes conclude a peace ? wherein it was agreed that all places and captives 
4598. fhould be reftored. Siroes the new chofen king purfucs his father, overtakes

which he hadBought at fo deare a rate from the Romans, by the Ioffe of fo much 
blood, he left them with him to feed upon, for he was was kept 5 days without 
food? then having feen Mer dices whom he defigned for his fuccefTor, with his 
other fonnesmuithercd before his face, by Sjroes command he was (hot to death - 
with anxnvcs, and fo he loft bah his crown and life by the Romans? of whom he 
had received bah. Thus the captives & plunderings being reftored on both fidc% 
the Croflc and ZAcharias Bifliop of Jcrufalcm,thcn a captivc,w # crc reftored.

In Lombardy Rotharis fuccecded Ariobaldus , who fet down in writing the Laws 
3 oof the Lombards 77 yearcs after their comming into Italy. Muchaviusthc Sara¬ 
cen after 7 yeares fiege took Ctffarea Palcftina. In France Rrunchilide the 
Queen mother of Childericus who had caufcd much effufion of bloud, by fet- 
ting the French kings at variance among t hem fdves,and had been the death often 
kings, was by king Lothanus of France condemned to lofe one foot and one arm 
then to be tyed to the tail of an unruly horfc, and torn in funder.To Lot barms fuc- 
cecdcd Vagobertus in Auftrafia,Neuftriaand Burgundy i His other fonne Art - 
terms fuccceded in Aquatania. Rupertus or Robert us Bifhop ofWoorms firft,then 
of Ratisbone converted Jheodon Duke of Bavaria to the Chriftian faith 5 Lupus bU 
being baniflied by Lotharius baptizeth Duke Bofon in Auftria.

The Jacobites fo called from facob the Syri¬ 
an incrcafe much. Pope Honorius the firft in the 4 Councell of Toledo is excom¬ 
municate and degraded by the Bifhops. The Weft Saxons are convcrrcd by the v ; 4 • 
preaching of Bertnus ; fent thither by Pope Honorius . Sever us a Bifhop in Spain 
is martyred. Chilenus a Scotch man converted to the Faith the Atrebatcs or 
people of Arois, about Arras. The Univerfity of Cambridge was erefted by 
King Sigebert , or as fomc will have it repaired or inlarged by him, but founded 
5oby Cantaber King of Spain many yearcs before, when hcelived herein exile. Cyrus 
tnc laft Bifhop of Alexandria favc one, a Monotholit, paid to the Saracens for 3 
years an annuall penfiori, and fo long Egypt injoyed freedome of religion-but when 
Heraclius refufed to allow it the Saracens fubded it. Heraclius was the laft elective

A.C. 542* I nothclifc^ind a perfccutor of Orthodox men. By Theodorus Cadiopas the 
Exarch.Pope Martin was feifed upon, and fent to this Conffans who banifti- 
ed him into Chcrfona where hcc was ftarved to death, bccaufchc condemned the 
Monothelitcs in a Synod held by him*, in whofe chair he fet up Eugeni us. He mur- 
thcred his brother Tbeodoftus, though a Cleray man, with the horrour of which 
murther he was fo affrighted in his ffeep (for fie drcimed that his brother prefented 
him with a cupfullof bioud) thathcrefolvcd to transfer his feat from thence 1030 
Romc,faying,r he Mother dtferves more honour then the daughter, but he was diffwa- 
ded by his wifCjChildren, & friends.Yct he went over into ltaly,and made war upon 
PtmoaldusVmg ofthcLongobards /from whomhcc tookc fomciownsin Apulia, 
and was fet down before Benevcntum; but hearing that Grimoaldus Prince there¬ 
of was commingtoraifethefie^c, Cafar removed to Naples, and there being 
beaten by Romoaldus he marchcth to Rome. Pope Vitalianus with all the Clergy 
and people met him, A cloak interwoven with gold was by Conftans prefented to 
S. Peter which hee had better been without. Bor Cafar robbed the Churches and 
City toooi all their braffc ornaments, for 12 dayes together, andftript the Pan¬ 
theon that was covered with braffc, then he laid heavy taxes upon Sicily 3 Calabria, 40 
Sardinia,and Afric,and who did not pay, had cither their waives or children taken 
from them. So that he was laden with the curfcs of the Sicilian women, and un¬ 
der this burthen hcc dyed, being ftifled in a fealding bath the 27 yeare of his 
reign. 

4 6 3 In the 11 year of Conftans his Empire there rained alhes, upon which followed 

A. C. 66 9. a croel plaguc^a Ghoft was feen to knock at mens doors, and as often as he knocked 
fo often there dyed foinc out of that houfc 5 a year before his death ,Sapor Govern- 
our of Armenia who revolted to Muhavias had his brains dafhed out againft a wall 
by his horfc.In his time Homar having built a Mofcu at Jerufalcm was dabbed by a 
Pcrfian, to whom fuccecded Hormams, who defeated Gregory the Patrician in A- 50 
frica, having rebelled aeainfl Conftans, and fo impofed a tribute on that part of 
Africa. The next year wnich was the feventh of Conftans Muhavias in a Fleet of 
1700 fhips invaded Cyprus and took Conftantia the Metropolis of that Ifland. He 
conquered alfo the Ifland Aradus after much oppofiition. Confhntinoplc was 
delivered from a fiegc by two fonnes of accrtainTrumpctcr,whobrokc their prifon 
doores,flewvifw>4jand fet the Fleet on fire, but Muhavias prepared a new Fleet 
with which hec beat Conftantinesncct Phcnice a harbour ofLycia, the Sea was 
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died with the Roman bloud,the Emperor was fain to difguife liirafelf in a poor ha- An. Munds 
bit 5 and foefcapcd.ThenalfodiddicSaracens fubductbc Iilcof Rhodes, and in it uTAJ- 
break down the Coloflus of the Sun,which a certain Jew bought. The brafle of 
that ftatuc loaded 900 Camels. 

Shortly after this the Saracens fell out among them (elves. Some of them fol¬ 
lowed Mnb'ivias, fomc Alj Mabomets fon in law, who called himfclfc the true 
Prophet, faying that the Angcll Gabriel was Cent to him, and not to Mahomet; 
but by a miftakc. Muhavias during this divifion was humbled, and content to pay 
a ycerly penfion to the Empcrour, which afterward when things were fctlcd he re- 
iofufcdtopay. He fubdued Haly and his fadion, by intercepting the waters fo that 
being tormented witfi thirft they fubmi ted in the 15 ycarc of Cor.ftar.ee. pope Vi- 
tali art ns brought the ufc of Organs into the Church, Eli gins Bifltop 0 f Novioma - 
gum converted Flanders to ChTift, Zee hi us a Croatian, by birth a Sdavonian ha* 
ving committed murthcr at home,fled into Bohemia, and there planted. His’bro- 
ther Lechus planted in Polonia, fo called from foie which in Sclavonic frmifies a 
plainor championcountrcy. Thepoftcrityof Zecbins planted Moravia a b nd Lu- 
fatia. But Ruffia and Pomerania were , peopled by the children of Lechus.Si^eber- 
tus in France, fearing hee fhould bechiJdieflc made Hildebert fon of Gnmnalius 
his fucccflour. Butbeyond hope having a 0 t a fonne, whom he called Dagobcrt 
20 hec commits the care of him to Griwoaldus , and then dyed. Gr/woaldus having 
fliaved Dagobertfcm him into Scotland, and made his own fonne Hddcbertkinv. 

The French hating this treachery, fueshim before Clodrveins, who impnfortai 
him, thruftsouc Hildebert , and fets, up his own fonne Hilda tens Kinq of the An- T; .

The Saracens hadalfo another Ioffe by the 
Mardaitsin Mount Libanus .* they made them fee for peace, which was granted 
for 3oycares, paying yearly during this time 3000/. weight of gold, 50 men, 
and fo many of their bed hoifes to Cafar. Upon the report ofthis peace, Cxfars 
European enemies, fearing left their countrcys might be made the feat of warre, 
by prefents and intreaties, obtained alfo peace of the Emperour: the ycarc fol-* 0 
A. C. 67P. lowing there was a great Earthquake, a forerunner of the Bulgarian eruption 
out of Scythia upon the lower Myfia not farre from Byzantium,called from them 
Bulgaria, and this from the river Bolga, whofe fprings arc from the lakes of Mo¬ 
nrovia .* againft thefe Confiantixe marcheth with an Army,which made the Bulga¬ 
rians keep thcmfelves within their trenches. This war was like to hold*, Caftr be¬ 
ing troubled with the Gouc,went to the baths of Mefembria,* city in Thracia. His 
fouldiers thinking that hee had fled tor fear, began all to fly,which the enemy per¬ 
ceiving,purfued and killed multitudes of them : and fubduedthe Sdavonians-C^- 
fiantine was forced to pay them a tribute, that they might not annoy the Roman 
territories. A bout this time dy cdMuchavias Prince of the Saracens, to whom fuc- *o 
cecdcdhis fon GiQldus. 

Confantinsc are now was, having peace abroad, to quiet all controverfies in 
4653^ the Churchalfo: therefore cals a Synod at Conftantinople of 280 Bifhops.This 
A*C*680t was the fixt occumenicall Councell,in which the five former were confirmed, and 
the Monothelitcs condemned for hcrcticks : among which were Sergius, Pyrrhus, 
Cyrus, Paulus, Petrus and Vopc Honorius, who lived in the time ofHcraclitts. But 
fome cxcufc him in that he held there were not in Chrift two contrary wills. The*- 
f banes the Abbot was made Bifhop of Antioch. Alexandria and Jerufalem,fcnt 
no Bifhops, being-now in the poffeffion of the Saracens. Pope Agath* his Le- 
gats had the chief place in the Counccll next the Emperour. Who cafed Romeofjo 
the money which was wont to be paid to the Emperour, for the Popes ordination, 
but conditionally,that the Pope fliould not be confecrate without the Emperors de¬ 
cree. The Bifhop of Ravenna is commanded to receive his ordination from Rome,' 
which hitherto he neglected, prefuming on the greatnefle of the Exarchs . 

* In Confiantixs time Partharis king of the Longobards, after the death of GrL 
moaldus is called home from his banHhmenr, and is made King, Samba King of 
Spain, having reigned 10 years with great commendation, and after hee had Tub- 
dued the Saracen Pyrats on the Coaft, became a Monk. Hildericus or ChilderL 
rtf/the French King, for caufing Bodilo a noble man to be whipped, was with 
his wife great (with child) killed by this Bodilo , as hee was hunting 3 and fo Theo - 40 
doricus, who had been thruft into a Monaftery, was called to the Scepter. To 
AdeodatusfuccccdcdDoxxus who was Pope five ycais, his fucceflotir was Agatho 
who (ate two ycares. Under him began the fixt general! Counccll held in Conftan¬ 
tinople, but it ended under Pope Leo the fccond,who fate not above 1 o moneths. 

At this Synod the Popes Legat eelebrared the Mafic in the Latin tongue be¬ 
fore the Emperour and people in the great Church of S. Sophia in Conftantino¬ 
ple. In this Synod the Monothclits were confuted out of the writings of the Greek 
and Latin Fathers. 

Cxfarea Queen of Perfia with her husband and^poo Perfians are baptized at 
Conftantinople. This Pope Leo brought into the mafic the'holy kifle or of-50 
culum pads. In Spain to Bamba fuccccdcd Eringius 3 in that time Maildnlphusa. 
a Scotchman, was a famous profeflbur of Greek and Latin tongues in England. 
ToXeo fuccecdcd Btneditt the fecond, who was Pope 10 moneths, who fent 
Chi It an us to preach the Gofpcll in Germany, chiefly in Franconia. His ficcef- 
four ffoban the fifth, was Pope 1 year. He ordained that the Pope fliould bee con- 
fecratcd in the Church of Lateran by the Bifhops of Oftia,Portunus,and Vclirer- 
num, whichcuftomc yet continues, whereas before, he was only carried to St. 
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.Peters chaire where nee fare while Abdiwelech King of the Saracens, recovers Mundt 
Pcrfia,Mcfopotamia,Armenia,and Hircania, having overcome his two enemies 
If dr in Pei fis*,and Said in Mefopotamia. Cotton in the Popcdomc fucccedcd to Iohn, 
and fate 1 i months. Conjlantine reigned 17 yeares. 

tj'HfiiflUn rhefecond fucceeded Conftantine, fon of Andjlafid the Emprcflc. 6 6. 

by Leontius his Generali fubdued divers Nations in the Eaft, whileft the Saracens A* C. 696* 
were at difference among them felves .• for Abdmelecb had great warres with the’ 

Kings of Perfia and Arabia, whom he fubdued, andfo he put an end to the Ma- 
humetan civill warre. In the $ year of rfuJHnidn, with whom the Saracens made 
10 peace, by reftoring to him Africa, and paying dayly 1000 peeces of lilver,with one 
fervant and one horfc, conditionally that $uftinian would clccr Ltbanus and the 
adjacent Mouncaincs of all the Mardaitcs, which much infefted the Arabian ci¬ 
ties. But in fo doing Ctfar weakened the Empire, for fo long as thefe Mardaitcs 
held the Mahumccans play, they troubled not the Empire, but when they were 
removed, the Saracens power incrcafed. Hcc alfo weakned himfelfc by breaking 
the fccond yeare of his reign the league, which his Father made with the Bulgari¬ 
ans. At nrft he had the better, but afterward, he loft his Army, and was forced 
to flye almoft alone to Byzantium. In the 7 year of his reign, having entertained 
30000 Sclayi, and trufting to his power, broke the peace with the Saracens, pre- 
20 tending that the money which was paid him for a tribute, was not flampt with his 
Image. The Saracens calling upon God the revenger of perjuries , and carrying 
on the top of a fpearc in Bead of a Banner the Articles of peace, fell upon the Ro¬ 
man Army and routed them. The Sclavonian Generali having firft revolted 
with 20000 to the enemy, who corrupted him with money, tyufttnian hard¬ 
ly cfcapcd, who comming toLeucatCj commanded the remainders of the 
Sclavi to be killed and flung into the Sea. Aftcrthis the Agarcns made havock of 
the Roman Provinces, a n&SMatiw the Armenian Praetor, delivered up Armenia 
to them. 

The Arabians overrun Africa, to whom Sergius the Patrician betrayed the city 
30 Lazica. But fohn brother to the Empcrour Leontius recovered Africa again,and 
drove out the Saracens. This Leontius had been imprifoned 2 yeares by Theo - 
doftus and Stef hums the Empcrours favorites, but having cfcapcd out of prifon, 
was by the Patriarchs help made Emperour. He cut off luttinian’ s nofe, and 
banifhed him to Cherfoncfus, having reigned 10 yeares. The two fycophants 
jheodofius and Stef hums , were by his command dragged through the ftrccts, by 
ropes faftned to their feet, and afterward were burnt. Leontius after thrccycarcs 
reign was by Trberius Apjtmarus (whom his Amy had made Emperour, upon his 
return from Africa) feived,ashe ferved tfujlinuin for he cut on his Nofe, and 
then thruli him into a monaftcry: then he fent his brother Utraclius into Syria 
^oagainft thcSaraccns, who tookc and flew of the cr.cmies about 200000. ThcAr^ 
mcnian Princes killed their Agarcn Governours, and returned to the Roman o- 
bcdicncc. But Mdhumet Prince of the Arabians, fubdued the Armenians again, 
and burned their princes alivc.Yet in Cilicia he was defeated by Heracliusvtho took 
multitudes of the Saracens prifoners, and fent them to his brother Abifmarus for 
ilavcs,who about this time lent Thcophjlatt into Italy as fucccffour t o$obn iri the 
Exarchar. After this ffujtinUn cfcaped out of prifon, and marryed with Theo* 
dord the filler of cbdganus, with whom hec lived a whole yeare in Phanogoria a 
town of Sarmatia. But the Barbarian king being corrupted with gold from Abif- 
rndrus, promifed to betray him, which hec underftanding by hisAvifc, fled to Tre- ^ c.jo f' 
5 o bell is the Bulgarian king, by whofe Armcs hec was reftored, the 10 yeare of his 
banifhmcnt. The thirdday after lie laid fiege to Byzantium, by fomc lluccs of 
water which he opened, he got within the town. Abi [warns fled, but was overtaken 
and brought back, multitudes of the people who nad abufed Cdfar with ill -lan— 
guage as hee lay before the City, were fiainc. Leontius and Ab/fwarus being in 
irons fell flat attheEmperoursfcct, who troad on their necks, the people crying 
out: Thou [bait walk upon the Afpe y and the Bajifisk , and then they were both be¬ 
headed. Cdllinicns the Bifhop had both his eyes thtuft out, and was banifhed to 
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An. Hand 1 Rome, and Cjwietupin his place, who had incouragcd the Emperour in his 
bamfhmcnt to recover his right. Abifmarns had reigned 7 yeares. It's faid of 
J>ufttm*n that ft ill when hec wept or blew his cut noic, he caufed one of Leonti- 
% v ns his faction to be (lain.For he had vowed before when lie was like to be drown¬ 
ed in a ftorm, tliat if God would preferve him then, he would fliew no mercy to 
' hisenemies. 

Things thus fctlcd, King Trebcllts being honourably rewarded was difmifTed; 
but aftenvard quarrelled with him about the extent of their borders: 

the Bulgarians being fuddenly fet upon by the Impcrialifts,ficdtothe mountains, 
whence afterward perceiving the Greeks to be fecure, came down and made fuch i<j 
( laughter among them, that in haft got on flripboard, and returned 

with diilionourto Conftantinoplc. Afterward hec lent an Army againft the 
Cherfona?ans, among whom lie had been exiled. They in the beginning of his 
defignes would have deftroyed him •, therefore he caufeth them to be cruelly mur- 
thered, and their Grandees to be burned: and delighted himfclfc to fee 73000 of 
their youths drowned in a ftorm. The Chcrfonad being thus barbaroully ufed, 
and their childrens heads by tynjtman s command dafhed againft the wals, im¬ 
plore aid from the Chazari, and perfwade Philip Bardanes^ lately returned from 
banifliirk nt, and made Admirall of the Seas, to invade the Empire, with him 
joincs Elias the I J ra:tor, ivhofe children tfttjtitjian munhc>ed in their mothers 20 
breaftsj and marry ed her to an Indian cook. Bardanes with El/as rife againft 
the tyrant, who was now in Amaftrisa town of Paphlagonia, which Eh as took, * 
4682. an ^ ,n 11 whofe head lie cut off with his own liands $ and flew his fonne 

A, C. 712. T‘lf nus whom he begot of Theodora , and had made his colleague in the Empire. 

This w as the laft of Heraclms his race, who of all the Emperours had the hap- 
pinefle alone, to have a fixt fucceflour of his own bloud. ffujlhnan reigned 7 
years after hb bamihment. He was nicknamed Rhinotmetus from his cut nofc? 
his tongue alfo was cut out by Lor, tints after he had been animated by the Aftro- 
logians, and Cabmens the Bilhop ( whom faftfaUn had firft defigned for the 
(laughter)' to invade the Empire. In his time a Synod was held in the palace cal* jq 
led 1 l.ullus of Conftantinople, wherein Clergy men are ordained to rctainc 
their aviVcS. Pope Stratus who fuccccdcd Con on oppofed this Synod, wherefore 
frtftirndiic 6mni;:nds him to be brought to Conftannnoplc^butin vain,lor the Ar¬ 
my at RutfeAha rdifted,and did not luftcr the Pope to be touched.Befidcs Kikams 
that was lent to Convert the Franconians in Germany,who was. murthcrcd there. 
tytgVcrthi ivith divers other preachers from England,were fent to convert the Fri- 
Tiahs,paiics, Saxons and others. : 

At this rime Cmnberttts the fonne of Bcrtarius was King of Lombardy. Him 
Alchtfits Duke of T rent, whom Cumber; us favedwhen his Father Bart anus would 
have killed him, drove him out of his kingdomc. But Akhifusxyrannifin^ over 
the Clergy; tyas^uitcd, and Cantben is reftorcd*,who defeated Alchpts in a bactcll, 
and-then cut oft fns head and feet .To Cumbert fuccccded his young fon Ludbtrt - 
whom he •recommended to the care of Duke Affratidus. But Rcgmbert Duke of 
-Taiirinuprmadc war arid overthrew the young King with his Governor Ajpran* 
das $ andfo made himfclfc King. Hedyeth within one yeare of his rcigu, to 
ivhom fuc<£cded his foijnc Anpertas the fecond, who reigned n Vcarcs. He kil¬ 
led the lawful! Iicirs. Ludbert 5 whole Governour Ahrandus fled into Bavaria, 
where he jived in exile 9 yeares : then being aflifted by Dnhbertns Duke of Ba- 
% J •' varia , hec rcturnes to Lombardy; where he overthrowes in a great battell ^r/- 

J f*rths tHfdfurperj and in his flight at Tidnum kills him.This Anpertas beftowed 50 
O'n ihe Popedom ct hat part of Picmont, which of old was called Alpes/Cottiar, 

Or t ottia:; of G orii '[tx,terdnclla king of the Weft-Saxons was baptized at Rome, 
and there dyed, to tvhom fuccceded In*. Coaxedus King of the Mercti , thatis,of 
Hotting hhhiihire and Darbyfliirc, taking Offa the fon ot Sigerus King of the Eaft- 
Saxons with him, at Rome puts on the. habit of a Monk. In Spa : nc all the lews are 
made flavqs'^ their goods confifcatcd, $nd their children delivered to Chrifti- 
/???> t0 be bred by them. Felix Arch bilhop of Ravenna, for refufing to 
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bee fubjett to the Pope, loofah his Bifhoprick and both his Eyes. Mundi 

In Spainc tfultanus a Grandee wliofe wife King Rude runs abufed, called the \S~y~\J, 
Saracens out of Africa, who opprefled the Goths^ and in a great battell over¬ 
threw Rudericus and killed him. The Saracen Generali was Tunchusy from 
whom the Mountainc Gibraltar, upon which he pitched his camp, was called of 
old Gebel-Tarich. So now the Saracens pofiefle Spaine, and drive the remain- 
ing Go.hs toBifcayand the Pyrcncean hils, and the Aftures, whofc Captain Pe- 
lagtus was the firffc King there. In France Pip in us Duke of Oftrafiawas Maftcr 
of the Palace under Thcodorieus^ Ciodoveus and C hi Idtbertns the French Kings,' 

IO whofc power he excrcifed * he made Lambert us Biftiop of T rajettum, or Utricht, 
who enveyed againft Alpaida pipins concubine, of whom lie had Carolus Mar- 
tcHu*. She caufcd her brother Dodo ft to murthcr the bilhop, to expiate which 
wickcdncfie fhee cretted a Colledgc of Canons-,but the murtne. cr was cat up with 
vermine, the (link of whofe body was fo odious, that he was flung and drowned 
in the river Mofa. Egicaa King of Spain was like to be murthcrcd by the Jews, 
which was the caufc of their hard ufage there, as is faid. Sergius was Pope 13 
ycares, he added divers Litanies to the Mafic. His fucccfibur was $ohn the fixt, 
who fate 3 ycares* 

Paulas Atta^ar of tieracleavn Magna Gracia is chofen thefirft Duke of Ve- 
10 nice under Ahfmarus 252 ycares fince the building of that City. The Egypti¬ 
ans fall off quite from the Empire, and choofetnemfelvcsa King, whom they 
call Caliph . Afric which was recovered by Belifarius from the Vandals,and had 
continued fince fubjett to the Romans 170 ycares, is now pofiefied by the Sa- 
racens.Thc Weft Goths had now reigned in Spain 256years, but(as is faid)alrea- 
dy, arc driven into corners,which is ^4 6 years fince by the Huns they were thruft 
out of Scythia. So the Saracens have now all Spain (except Gallicia the feat of 
the Aftures and Cantabrians) which they injoyed 800 yeares together. The Vi- 
figoths yetpoflefte Aquitania, but ten yeares hence they are driven out by Caro¬ 
lus M*rtellus y Vittfa the fonne of Egicaa King of Spain, orders the Clergy to 
30 keep what Concubines they will, and forbids them to obey the Pope, llltd king 
of Arabia deftroyes the Chriftian church at Damafcus, commanding the Ara- 
bick tongue ro be ufed in ftead of Greek. To Pope $ohn fucceeded Zojimus for 20 
dayes,and after him Confiantinus 7 years, whom tyuftwian in Nicomedia hono¬ 
rably ufcth,to Whom hce confefled his finnes, and received abfolution, lying 
proftrate at the Popes feet. He was the firft Emperour that ever kifled the Popes 
Feet. . # 

philippicus Bardanes having murthered Juftinian, obtaineth the Empire for 
1 yeares and 9 months. The Pope rejetts him as an heretical 1 Emperour, for he 
abrogated the fixt Synod, and reeftabliihed the Monothelitcs, upon the requeft 
4 oof that Monkifh Aftrologer who foretold him, hefhould be Emperour. Cyrus 
the Patriarch is depofed by him, and one $ohn an heretick is advanced. He pro¬ 
digally exhauftedthc treafures which were ’eft by his prcdeceflors, luffcring in 
the interim Thracia to be exhaufted by the Bulgarians, and Afia by the Saracens: 
wherefore he was hated by hisPceres, two of which, to wit, Theodoras and 
Buranipbus deprived him of his eyes, as hce was repofing himfelfe afrer dinner, 
this was done by the advice of Artemius the chief Secretary, who the next day 46 8 5. 
is proclaimed Emperour. Pope Con(tantine y abfolves the Empcrours fubjetts^. C.725. 
from their allegiance to him. Artemius or AnaJlajfus the fecond reigned one year 
and 3 months* Heeprepares a great Fleet againft the Saracens, and takes order 
50 that Byzantium be turnifhedwith 3 yeares provifion. But the Army upon a fo- 
dain fedition (oicexh one The odojius of Adramyttum; a Collcttorot Subfidies, 
and a quiet man, to accept the Empire againft his will. Anaflajius upon this 
laycth down his Emperiall Enfignes, is made a Monk, and is lent to Theflalonica* 
he was both a good fcholar, and a good Catholick. He put down $ohn the here¬ 
tick, and let Germanus in the chair of Conftantinople. About this time dyed Pi- 
pinus . Carolus Martellus is imprifoned by his ftepmothcr Plearudts Pipins wi¬ 
dow 5 but Dagobertus being dead, he cfcaped out of prifon, and recovered his ta- 
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* xj -others dignity, which he fomanaged, that he eftabliflied Ms pofterity in the king- 
dome - of France. 7 heodofius was Emperor not much above a year,for underftand- 
ing that Leo tfauruus was made Emperour by the Army,and that his fon Thtodo- 
i C 7 fi Ui was Ta ^ cn ptifoncr,hc refigned up his intcreft to the new Empcror,and having 
* ' '* received the publick Faith for his indemnity, he with his fon enter into holy Or- 
ders,in which they fpent the remainder of their days at Ephcfus,in his his time Mu- 
falm.u the Saracen took Pcrgamus. 


Chap. IX. 10 

7 hc Roman affaires under Leo the third , and Conftantinc the fifth. 2. of 
Pipinus, and Forraigne affaires. 3. The Church affaires of thefe times. 

L Eo the third called before Ifaur/ts Conon from his country IfauruL had been 
Governour of Albania in f ufiinian s time, and fubdued the Abafgi a people 
of Scythia. Now in the beginning of Ms Empire he is exercifed by the Sara¬ 
cens, who with a Fleet of 3000 thips bcficge Conftantinoplc almoft 3 years, buc 
of this great number fcarfe 5 efcapcd, but were all confumed with famine,plague 
warre, thunder, ftormes, and artificiall fi res in the water. The Bulgarians alone 20 
killed 22000 of them, as they were plundering of the countrey. In the mcanc ' 
while Sergius Prrrtorof Sicilia, with one Gregory at the Empire, buc they 
Were quickly fupprdfcd by Leo * Gregory was killed, Sergius upon fubmiflion{is 
pardoned. Leo in his third year overthrew Nicetas Xyltnites and feife upon his 
whole eftate for affifting Artemttis (who was now banifhed in Thcflalonica) to 
recover the Empire. Artemius with his Bulgarian Forces arrive at Byzantium, 
hoping the City had been for him, but finding it otherwayes, the Bulgarians for 
money betray him to Leo, who put him,with all that were of his plot,tothe fword. 
The plague at this time was fo hot at Rome and Byzantium, that it confumed 
300000 Inhabitants. Tyhris overflowed the walsof Rome: the Jews were a- 30 
A.C. 718. gain deluded by a falfc Mefftas , a Syrian born. Which caufcd Leo to force bap- 
tifme upon them, for which fomcof them were fo defperate, that they burned 
themfclves with their families. One Radhodus a German Prince and Heathen, as 
he was ready to be baptized, asked whether there were moft of his Anccftors in 
heaven or in hell, it was anfwcred in hell*, with that lie pulled his foot out of the 
water, faying: I w til rather follow many then a few$ but within three dayes 
after he dyed .* So Gilfd a Saracen Prince was perfwaded by a Jcwifli Ira- 
poltour, that hec fiiould raigne a long time , if hce would abolifti the Im- 
4 6 9 5 * ages of Chrift, and of the Saints,which he went about to doc, but dyed the next 
A- C. 725. year after. .q 

Leo in the ioycarcofhis reign commanded all I mages to be aboliflied. ?£////>- 
ftcus Sardines had commanded the fame before, but was refilled by Pope Con - 
famine^ as Leo is now by Pope Gregory the fecond, who would not fuffer any 
tribute to be payed to the Emperour out of Rome and Italy, becaufc he took up¬ 
on him to alter religion. T his gave occafion of great troubles in Italy,between 
the Pope and the Exarch, till it came to that paffe , that the Emperoi;loft all his 
power in Italy, and had almoft loft it in Byzantium* for not oncly were his offi¬ 
cers murthered by the tumultuous multitude , but the City alfo was aflaulted with 
new Fleets of Saracens and others, which were forced withloflc to be gone. Leo 
depofeth Germanus the Patriarch and other Bifliops, for refilling his command 5® 
about the Images, andfetsup Anafiafuts Patriarch, whom Gregory in the Synod 
which he ajTcmblcd condcmncth, and then dyeth the i6ycarcofhis Poprdomc, 
to whom fucecedcd Gregory the third, no lefle zealous for Images then his pre- 
dcccflbur, againft whom £fofenta Fleet of ihips, which mifearryed in a ftorme. 
Upon this the Pope cals a Councell, and excommunicates all enemies to Image- 
worfhip. This fo inraged Leo that he did cruelly put to death divers learned 
men and others, who diftiked his proceedings againft Images. Occtmemcus pro* 
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fcffour in the Colledgc of Conftanrinoplc is burned with his bookes. Hereupon /Lx. Mundl 
Rome and Italy by Gregorio means fall off quite from the Greek Empire. A 
league is made bctcwccnthc Pope and the French againft Lnitpundits the Lort- 
gobard, who was now befieging Rome. Corolus ManeHus caufcth Luitpundus 
to raife his fiege and be gone. Leo feeing all his revenues in Italy to be flopped, 
gave order toconfifcate all the Popes revenues in Sicily and Calabria. He pur- 
pofcdto be revenged upon Italy, but was hindred by the incurfions of the Sara¬ 
cens upon the Eaftern Empire, n Gregory having excommunicated the Emperor,4 7 1 f; 
dyed the ioyearof his Popedome, whom Leo followed (hortly after.He reigned a.C. 741 • 
1024 yearcs and a moneths: before his death the walsof Conftantinoplc, Nicea, 

Nicomedia, and other tovvnes were lhaken down with earthquakes. In his time 
dyed venerable Beda- and IthnDapiafcen for patronifing Images, was baniihed 2* 
mong the Saracens. Leo dyed of a bloudy flux. 

In this Leo’s time Endon Duke of Aquicania, calls into France the barbarous 
Saracens to fupprefle the greatneffc of MarteUns^ they under Abdiran their General 
take Garunda and Burdcaux. Charles being aided by die Lombards and Ger¬ 
mans, fubducsthc Saracens, and kills their Generali .Eudon, repenting for cal¬ 
ling in the Saracens, turnes head againft them. Ids thought there were killed 
in that war 375C00 Saracens, of the French oncly 1500. Pope Gregory fent 
20 to congratulate with Marteflus this great viftory, and withall to implore his 
help for the City and Church of Rome. The Venetians and Pantapolitans, by 
the Popes authority (hook off Leo’s Government, they kill the Duke of Cam- 
panic with his fon, and foon after Paul the Patrician and Exarch, whofe fucccffour 
Eutychius is excommunicated by the Pope. The Romans fweare to defend Gregory 
againft the Emperour. The Exarchwith LuitprarMs King of Lombardy, en¬ 
ter into a league to fupprefle Rome, Beneventum and Spolctum, and to reduce 
them again unto the Empire. But Gregory made all quiet, and a peace is conclu¬ 
ded. Ttberius who thought to be King is lolled. Inns King of the Weft-Saxons 
commanded that each houfc (hould pay a penny to St* Peter yeerly. Luitpran t 
30^#/ confirmes the donation of the Alpcs* the Patent whereof written in golden 
letters was carefully kept at Rome. Pope Gregory the fccond, ordained that 
on every Friday in Ltnt there (hould be fading and folcmne mafle. He fent 
Boniface or Vtnefred to convert the Frifians and their neighbours, who is made 
the firft Bifhop of Mcnts*Undcr Mart ell as S.Williborc converted the Wcftphalians. 

Whileft Pergamus wasbefiegedby the Saracens, they were perfvvadcd by a 
(Magitian to rip open the belly of a woman with child, and to wafh their right 
hands in thcchildsbloud, which they did in hope of victory. But they loft 
with the town,in Gods juft fury. 

Pelagius descended of the Gothifh Kings, is made the firft King *of Afturia 
40 and Legion or Leon, by the remaining C nr iftians of Spaine, four y cares after 
Kuderic had loft Spaine to the Saracens. Hee tookc for his armes a red Lion in 
a white field, which yet the Kings of Leon wear to this day. From him is de¬ 
fended without interruption Philips the nofv King of Spain. TheKings ofNa- 
varand Aragon are defended from Garfiaa Ximcmus the Goth, and firft king 
that reigned among the Pyreneans. The Chr.ftians that were permitred ro live 
in Spaine were called Mozarabes,becaufe mixed with Arabians.This liberty con¬ 
tinued till Alphonfsuthc feventh. About the yeare 1100 that the Almoad Arabi¬ 
ans came into Spain, they fuffered no Chriftians to live among them. MarteUus 
fubdued Burgundy and Aquitania,flcw Eudon y and drove the Saracens quite 
5©out of France. Alphonfua the firft King of Galicia, foDinlaw,andheiretoiV- 
Jagim drove Ariaaifm quite out of his kingdoroe * for which he obtained the 
name of Cathoiick for him and his pofterity. Abathaminuc Calytha nephew of 
Abdsmelech having fubdued Egypt built Cayro where Mempnis of old ftood. 

From him C 4 W//w became a title of honour^ both in Egypt and Babylon, or Bal- 
dac< About this time dyed Carolus Mar tell us , who would no: be called Major 
Domus as his predeceffours, but Prince of France. He left two fons Carolomanw 
andP//>/^/torulcFrancc.Thefefuppre(Ted the Saxons: then Carolomartus be¬ 
came a Monk. Con- 
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Au.Mundi Conn*ntint\ he fifth, fonne to Leo Haurictts caWcd Iconcmachus , tor being an 
cncmic to Images, was crowned at twoyeares old, therefor* the firft that was 
called rorphyrogemtns. He was called Copror.ymus from fouling in the Font when 
liee was bapti2cd, which feme held as a prefage that lie would pollute Religion. 

He wasfulpededtobcaNcftorian. Whileft he was imployed in the Saracen 
war, Artabafdus his fitters husband, by rheaidof Anojtafius the Patriarch, fet 
up the Images in Byzantium agiin, and for this caufc was falutcd Emperour by 
- the people-, which cauied three yearcs wars. In the end Gonftanttnc took Artd- 
hfdti$ and his fon, tlicfc he banded. Arutltafius the Patriarch he caulcd to be car- 
ryed about the city upon an Att'e, with his face to the Affes tail, but afterward io 
reftoredhim to his fptrttuall charged In the fifth year of his reign, vvhileft the 
Saracens were inrolvcd in civil} broilcs, he overrun Syria and Aflyria, he tookc 
the city Ccrmanitia between Cappadocia and Cilicia , and there advanced the 
Chrittian religion^ He made a league with the Bulgarians, and marryed with the 
daughter of Clonus , who after ihee was baptized was called Irene. But his lia- 
tred to Images, reliques,and intcrcdfion of Saints : his perfecting of Prictts and 
Monks who fided not with him/orcing them to marry, caufing them to be beaten 
and banifhcdto Cyprus, which was then invaded by the Saracens: his buyring, 
burning, drowning and breaking of pidurcs and Church ornaments, mack him 
odious to the people and Clergy, many calling himthe young Leopard, and brat ao 
of the old Lion *, i'ome cal’cd him Gaballtnns^ bccaulc hee loved to wallow in 
horfc.durg. The fixt andfeventh ycare of lus reigne were terrible by reafon 
of a violent plague through Calabria, Sicilia,Greece and T hracia*, at Byzantium, 
there wanted people to bury the dead: fuch darknefle there was for todays to¬ 
gether in Auguft, that mens hearts failed them for feare: fuch Earthquakes were 
in Syria, that hils were turned into valleys, and towncs removed 6 miles out of 
their places. 

CwJlAfitine cals a Synod at Conftantinople, in which were prefent 338 Bi- 
fliops, who condemned Imagc-worfliip. This Councell he named thefeventh 
Occumcnicall, notwithstanding the Popes oppofition. He was not content to de- jq 
mokih ttatues and Images , but violates the Temple of EuphemU the Martyr, in 
flinging her odoriferous bones into the Sea, which being driven by the wind to 
the lile Lemnos, were taken up and brought back to Clwlcedon. HedrcwJfc- 
phn the Monk out of hiscloyftcr, bccaufe hce taught men to defpife worldly 
greatncffc. He killed and banifhed many of his Grandees he made all men fwear 
againtt worfliipping of Images. Gonjlantine the Patriarch who fuccecded to 
Awfiefi*^ wasaccufcdof fccrct plotting and correfpondency with the banifhed 
Princes,for which caufe he was baniilicd, and then bafely murthered. It was trea- 
fon to fay , JMother of God help us: or to watch at the tombes of the dead. He 
took fome towncs of Armenia from the Saracens, and filled Byzantium againe^o 
with Armenians and Syrians, which had becnc almoft exhaufted of people by 
tile plague. In the 22 of his reign lie tookc occafion toquarrell with the Bulga¬ 
rians, w Illicit they were intangled withcivill difeords-, he defeated Zelttine* 
their new King, who was therefore murthered by his people, and (hortly after his 
fucceffour $&h.nus was baniflied for defiring peace: but the Emperour comming 
upon them with new Forces, made them tuefor peace, which they obtained: but 
Teleric/jus their King refolvcd tobreakeit, by afiaulting fuddenly the Roman 
Forces. For thatpurpofcanambufhis laid, which was difeovered to Cajar by 
fome of the Bulgarian Nobles. He without fhedding of bloud feifed on the am- 
bulh, and took all that lay in it. T eler/ehus .perceiving his plot was difeovered ,50 
thought to finde out the difeoverers by thdcmeancs. He makes fhew as if he 
would fubmit himfelfc to C.tfar^ for this caufe he defires the names of fuch men 
as might be. fitteftto be imployed in this Negotiation, and fuch as Cnfar might 
put inoft truft in * divers of Ttlerichtts his friends were nominated unawares; 
thefe the Tyrant munhers fuppofing they had difeovered the plot. Conflantinc 
to be revenged on the Barbarian for his treachery, refblves to fall againc upon 
Bulgaria, but in the interim he is taken with a burning Fcavcr, which was fo 
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hot, that hccryed out, he was in burning flames* and fo dyed, hiving reigned A». UunAl 
almoft 35 years. He had been three times marryed, his firft wife was Irene the Bui- 
garianmothertoZ,^, whom he marryed with Irene Attics, who made hini * 4745 * 
Grandfather, by the birth of his nephew to Confidetine , in the 30 yearc of his *-^ 77 f# 
Empire. 

In this Emperours time, the Turkes breaking out of the Cafpian ftraits 0- 
ver-run Armenia and Iberia* and being richly'laden with bootics^cturn home. 

This was about the year of Chrift 7*3 and 764. At which rime there fell out 
fuch a cold winter,that the Euxin fca was frozen 30 foot deep,and xoo miles over. 

IO Upon this followed fuch a hot fummer, that the fpr.ngs were dryedup. Moun¬ 
tains of ice broke i.own the walsof fonic towns. To Lnitbrandus in Lombardy 
fucceedcd Retchefius , who forgctrng the2oycarcs peace he made with Pope 
Zscchsrj i and which he confirmed by an oath, befieged Perufia. To his camp 
the Pope repaires, and fo wrought upon him, with preknts, and his eloquence, 
that to expiate the violation of nis oath, he rcfolvcs to enter into a Monaftcry,and 
did accordingly, with his wife and fonnes: but his brother and fucceflour At - 
fiilfhf*t tookc another courfc. For hec feifed upon Ravenna, and the whole 
Exarchat, and drove Eutychiu* the Exarch to Byzantium. This Government 
had lafted in Italy 182 ycarcs under 10 Princes. 

40 Aiflulphus withheld from the Pope thofc towns which hcc faid belonged to Su 
Peter. Wherefore Pope Stephen who was the firft that fealed his buls with lead, 
and the firft that was carrycd on mens (boulders to the Lateran,implores the help 
of France,which he obtains for the courtefie Pi fin had received of Pope Zacchary- 
which was this: Pi fin had two brothers* the one Carofomannw was entred in¬ 
to aMonaftery* the dihcr Gryphon was killed* wherefore he affe&ing the king- 
dome of France, by his letters defires to know of Zacchary, whether* tfupid 
Prince or an atfivc fubjett were fttefi to rule . The Pope underftanding his 
meaning, gives prefent order to Boniface being lately made Archbiihop of 
Mints, to annoint Pi fin King of France, fo Chilpericua being held unfit for go- 
government, was forced to lay dowmc the Scepter and Crown* and to content him- ^ 7 * 
felfe with a Monks hood. Hewas the laft of the Mtrcvean race. Thus Piptnbe-' L * 
ing eftablifbedin his throne by the Popes mcanes, could doc no lefletheri aflift 
him to recover his own*whcrcfote having parted over the Aipcs with an Army,he 
wrefts from Aijlulphus the Exarchat,and Pentapolis: and for the good of his foul 
he bellowed as a patrimony on the Church*Ravenna, Bononia, Imola, Fa- 
ventia, Ferraria* and in Pentapolis, Aiiminum, Pifaurum, Ancona, 

Auximum and Urbinum, of old thefe provinces were called jErmilia, Fla- 
minia, and Picenum. Atthisday they arc named Romandiola,andMarca An- 
conitana. 

No lboner was Pi flues returned to France,but Aiftulpbu* repenting of his bir- 
gaine, befiegeth Rome with an Army, wafting all the coumrcy about with fire 
and fvvord. Wherefore Ptpins hclpbcing implored again, Aijlulphus is forced 
to pay the third part of his treafures, and a tribute to the French. Shortly after he • ^ 

broke his neck with a fall from hishorfc, as he was hunting. JV/w having with 
a long v/ar Wearied Guaiofariw Duke of Aquicania, for denying of the Chur¬ 
ches rights ; and the Duke at laft being killed by his people, erilargcth his Domini¬ 
on by the addition of Aquitania. Conjlantme the Emperourin hope to reco¬ 
ver the Exarchat of Ravenna, fchdsprcfentsto Pipit*, and among the reft a rich 
Organ, the firftthat was evcrfccnin the Weft.Buttono purpofc, forinVas aii- 
jofwxrcd him, that thofc countries were purchafcd for, and given to S .Piter: Co, 

Pi fin dyed at Paris. To Charles he left Au ft rail a, to Carolomanue his other fon, 

Burgundy and Alcnunnia. Gafeonv is divided between them. He founded the A.Csy^ii 
Bilbopricks of Sakzburg,RatisbonCj Aichftart and Frifinge. Burchard fouhded 
the Church ofHerbipolis or Wirtsbiirg ; and Boniface the Abby of Fulden in Ger¬ 
many. 

Aijlulphus being dead, Ratichifushzdi mindc to recover the Kingdome of 
Lombardy, flighting Vefid trite* who from the Duke of Tufeia came to fway

An.~Muniii lie Scepter of Lombardy, but Pope Stephen changed his minde * he having con- 

^^^v-^firmed Veftderias ) received from him Favcntiaand Ferraria.In Spain to Aiphon- 
Jtcs fuccecdedhis fonne Erotolas, who overthrew fn\aphus a Prince oft he Sa¬ 
racens on the borders of Gallicea, after which time Spain was no more tribu¬ 
tary to Mircwtlirus the Babylonian. For Abderamen thruft out tfn^apbus 
and mode himfclf king of Corduba.Thc Saracens were now diftra&ed into butt¬ 
ons, fo that their Dominion was divided among divers. Abnbales had Perfia, 
Salman Egypt, Habdallas Syria, who having killed the other two obtained iq 
the whole Empire of the Saracens 21 years.He laid heavy taxes on the Chriftians 
and favoured the Jewes, yet permitted the Antiochians to choofc them a new 
Patriarch, having been 40 yeares without one. He punifheditf of the Perfian 
for offering by the vertue of ccrtainc inchantmcnts to flye in the aire, 
whence they fell down and hurt thcmielvcs. Habdailus Prince of Arabia dyed, 
the fame month that Conftantine did. The fame year Adefgiftts fonne of Deft- 
derius King of Lombardy fled to the Emperour Charles the Great, having in¬ 
vaded his Fathers kingdomc, which had continued 206 yeares. Charles wa6 
fet on by Pope Hadrian , bccaufc Deftderius laidclaim to all the lands granted 
by Ptptn to the Roman Church. And Charles had devorced his wife Ber¬ 
tha the daughter of Defidertus , which made him a greater ft ranger then before, 
to the Lombards *, wherefore paffing over theAlpcs with his Army, he gave 2c 
battcllto Deftderius , whom he defeated, and drove into Ticinum* at laft tooke 
him upon furrender of the town, whom he fent with his wife into France * for 
his fonne Adelgiftus was gone to Conftantinople. So Charles obtaines all Ita¬ 
ly except Neapolis, and the Provinces belonging to Sicily. He reftores to 
Pope Hadrian the Exarchat and Pentapolis. Who having called a Synod makes 

A . C. 775 * Charles a Patrician, and power is given him to inveft Bifhops.Two years be¬ 
fore this Italian war, the French made war upon the Saxons, as yet heathen 
Idolaters, who exercifed Charles hisarmes 33 yeares. The Church was much 
beholding to thefe two Princes, Piptn and Charles , for their munificence to¬ 
wards her, for propagating Chriftianity, and fupprefling Heathcnifmjudaifm, jq 
and herefics, for a fetled Parliament in Paris, the work of Pipin y who.was the* 
firft that brought the ufeof Organs into the Wcftcrn Church,aftcrhchad been 
prefented with one from the Eaftcrn Emperor* he alfo brought into the Gallican 
Church,the regulated mufick of Rome, for before him, the French mufickwas 
confufcd,and inharmonious. 


Chap. X. 

The affaires $f the Empire under Leo, Irene, and Conftantine. 2. of for-40 
ratgne affaires under Charles the Great. 3. of the Church affaires in 
thoje times. 

A, C.yfi. y £ 0 the fourth fucceeded to his Father copronymus. Hec was alfo called 
Perphyrogenitus^ bccaufc in his childhood hcc was made Co-empcrour 
*"^with his Father, and was clothed with a purple robe. He baniftied his 
brother Nicephorus with divers more, upon fufpition, that he aimed at the Em¬ 
pire. By his prefwafion King of Bulgaria being baniftied by his own 

fubjefts, was baptized, andmarryed with Irenes coufin german, then hcc was 
made a Patrician. Lee was perfwaded to make his young fonne Conftantine yo 
Co*cmperour with him. Hee had warres with the Saracens in Syria, where 
hec killed 5 of their Amiras, and 6000 Arabians. Hee removed the Jaco¬ 
bite Syrians into Thracia. By this war he exafperated the Mahumetans, fothat 
they overrun Afia, but all provifion being conveyed into ftrong towns, they 
were faine to return home without cffc<fting any great matter. Mahdy con¬ 
trary to his oath pcrfecuted the Chriftian within his Dominion, fo that di¬ 
vers fuffered Martyrdomc. Leo perlccuted and punifticd the Image-wor- 
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ilnppcrs as his Father did. The fife yeare of his mgne, hcc tvoulds needs An. Mundi 
fee upon his head- the Sacred Crownc befet wirh rich jewclls which Man* 
rictus had dedicated in the Church of S. Sophia upon the wearing of thi $4 7 S 0, 
Crownc, his head fwellcd with carbuncles, then he fell into a violent leavehand 
fo dyed. 

Charles the fon of Pipin fuccecded profperoufly in his wars againft the Saxons/ 
Weftphaluns^HunSjAngarians^HefTians. Rodgundus the Longobard with divers o- 
v thers. In all his conquers he fettles Chriftianity.Hc<;avc many honors,and crea¬ 
ted many Nobles, of fuchas had done him good fervicc.. He had alfo good 
zofucceflein Spaine againft the Infidels, but in his return he loft the greaccft part of 
his Army among the Pyrenean hils, the Vafconcs being better acquainted with 
thofe places deceived them, and cue them off. Herein were llainc Eginhardtts 
Atifbelmas , Roland, and many more ofliis chief commanders. The Saxons un¬ 
der Witskundus their Generali oftentimes rcbd f cd,and were ftill fubdued^hey were 
fupplyed ftill with Auxiliaries of Danes, and Vandals, bur at laft WitiknndHsvm 
baptized in the year of Cbrift 785. Charles crctf c i the Bifhopricks of Paderborn, 

Mindcn, and Ofnaburg in Germany. About this rime Xtmemus the firft King of 
Navar dyed,to whom fuccecded Gar^icas Eunicus^ who relieved P ampilona, & and 
took many caftles and garrifons from rhe Moores. One Left us was the firft that 
*0 taught the Polonians about this time to (hooc horfes. 

Irene Leo's widow, with her young fonn eConJU/stinc rule the Empire. She was 
a great defender of Images. Having underftood that her husbands brother had 
plotted treafon againft her, (hec caufcd them to be lhavcD,and then made Pricfts 
of them, and baniflied all thofe that favoured them. To make her fonnes Em¬ 
pire the more firmc, (lice contratfs him to Charles the Greats daughter,for that 
purpofe fends Elifeus the Eunuch to inftruft her in the Greek tongue and cuftoms* 

Shce overthrew in divers battels Elptdius. . Prartorof Sicilia, and forced him to 
fiye over to the Saracens in Africa, bccaufc he would have fet up Nicephorns 
Conjlantincs Uncle. Shec let the Saracens enjoy Afric quietly, being afraid of 
30thcir power, and made the Empire tributary to Aaron the Saracen Prince. Patti 
the Patriarch repenting that he had withftood Image-Worfhip, enters into a 
Monaftcry* Tarajius his fucccflburadvifcth Irene to call a gcncrall Synod,which 
was done by Pope Adrians afliftancc, whofe Legats were there. The place was 
firft at Byzantium, then Niceaof Bithynia. In this 7gcncrall Counccll was 
undone whatfoeycr had been done by Leo ijaurus , and his fonne and grandchild 
concerning abolilhin^ of Images. The 6 yeare of her reign a great commoti¬ 
on was railed, which difturbed the proceedings of the Synod, fo that the Bi- 
fhopsbcing 350 in all were forced to rife; the Emprcflc making fhewof anex- 
pedition againft the Saracens, demands all the armesof thofe who were of the 
^contrary fide and enemies to Images, which when (bee, had gotten fhee baniih- 
eth them all from the city, and arms her own parly,and calls the Councell again, 
the 8 year of her reign at Nicaca,Image Worfinp is their concludcd,and by her° au¬ 
thority confirmed. 

After this (lice diffolvcs the conrraft made between her fonne and Rhotildei 
and made him againft his will to marry with one Mary an Armenian. She fends 
alfo Adalgifas the fonne of Depder/us , with feme Commanders to make new 
ftirres in Lombardy againft Charles bccaufc hce had feifed upon the Duke- 
dome of Bcncvcntum. But Adalgifu; is overthrown by the French and Lom¬ 
bards in a battcll, wherein he was taken and put to death. Conjlantine per- 
50ceiving that his mother did what fhc lifted, and was altogether ruled by Stau^ 
rams a Patrician* and that hee being the lawfull heire, and now of ycares 
fufficient to rufc the State, was flighted, and kept like a child under the fe* 
ntla j rcfolves to take the government upon himfelfe. But (hec on the other 
fide will not part with any fharc of her power-, keepcs her fonne at home 
under corrcftion being aoyearcs of age$ banifheth all who adhere to him, and 
makes the fouldiers fwearc fidelity to her alone, and not to acknowledge any 
power in himwhileft (lie was alive. But the Armenian Armies were conftanc 
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An. Muni* in their loyalty to Conliantine , and would not acknowledge the mothers fo* 
veraignty, whofe example moved other fouldiers, againft their oath, to fall off 
fronTthc Emprcflc. Therefore Confiantint by their helpc takes the reines in 
his owne hand, commands Stauratius to forbear e meddling with State affaires, 
and confines his mother to h:r palace at Eleutherium , which Ihee had lately 
built, in which fhec was entertained with all princely re fped, and the next year 
he intending an expedition into Bulgaria,and another into Arabia, reftores her a- 
gain to her former power* which when fhec had obtained, lhcefell to vex and i© 
punifli all his friends and acquaintance-, hee makes an expedition iuto Bulga¬ 
ria, but with ill fucceflc, for his army was defeated, and his chicfcft Nobility ci¬ 
ther killed or taken prifoners. Upon fufpition of treafon, hee caufcd his three 
Uncles Nicephorus,chriJlopherus,znd Nitetus to be apprehended, and their eys to be 

E utout,which cruelty made him to be hated,chiefly of the Armenians,and to make 
imfelfc the more odious hee puts away his wife Mary, pretending fliee would/ 
have poyfoned him, whereas it was known file was a vertuous and religious Lady.: 
then he being puft up for fome good fuccelfe hg had lately againft the Saracens, 
takes one Tbeodate a Virgin out of the Nunnery,and makes her his Emprcflc, which 
iuccnfed the Monks againft him,who accufcd him of bigamy, for which he banilhed 
them. 

Cenfiantine makes a fccond expedition into Bulgaria, to take off (if he could) 20 
the tribute, which they fo infolcntly demanded, but underftanding that his 
wife was brought to bed of a fonne, hee rcpaircs to the City, and commends 
the charge of the Army to his mother: Dice takes this abfcnce of her fonne, 
as a fit opportunity to rcinveft her felfc in the foveraignty * to this end both 
fhee and Stauratius with bribes and flatteries worke upon the Army,whofe good 
will fliee obtained. Upon this the Empcrour is called home from the Saracen 
war,the intent was to apprehend andfccurchim, which was done accordingly* he 
' a* thought to havcefcapea, but could nor, wherefore hee is brought back to the 
4 r S City, anchhis eyes arc "put out, 5 ycares after hcc had fo ferved his Uncles,and 
A.Cqsft. on that very day. Not long after he dyed, his death was accompanied with 1736 
dayes darknefle, the eye of the world difdaining to looke on thofe who had thruft 
out the eyes Jot their Soveraign. Hcc reigned 3 ycares alone. His mother aftet 
this reigned 3 yeares, in which rime fhec put to death her husbands Uncles, that 
they might not afpire to the Empire. Embafladours are fent by her to Charles 
for confirming a folid peace, for parting the Empire between them, and for the 
making up of a match between Charles and her •, hee likewife fends Embafladours 
to Conftantincple to the fame effed-, butwhileft they were there a great change 
fell out * for Irene being fick,it was given out by 1 ’omc of the Grandees,that flic had 
nominated Nicephorus the Patrician 10 fuccced her in the Empire* upon this,hc is 
faluted Empcrour by the Armies, to whom hee gives the oath of allegiance ,40 
then befiegeth Irene in the Palace, makes her deliver up all her treafures* 
then baniflieth her to the Ifle Lesbos, where fhec was fecured with a ftrong 
guard, thereIhee pined away with griefe, and dyed, having reigned 2 j ycares. 
Nicephorus difpatchcth the Embafladours with letters to Charles y dewing a 
ratification of the peace, propounded by Irene . Charles having again fubdued 
the Saxons, hcc tranflates a great number of them into Flanders and Bra¬ 
bant* Hec beat the Sclavi and Vinidi, as they were plundering of Magde¬ 
burg. Hcc takes Thaffilo forne in law to Dejiderius , who by his wiles per- 
fwalion had renewed the rebellion. Him hee condcmncs of treafon, and then 
fends him to a Monaftery. Charles alfo fupprefled the Hungarians, who were jo 
Tbafftloes aflociates, and had invaded Germany. So having after 8 years want 
fubdued the Huns, and quieted Pannonia, cW/e/afiembleth a Synod at Franc- 
furd of 300 Bifliops, wherein Neftorianifm is condemned, which Flipandt/s and 
Felix two Bifliops had renewed, and it was defined that Chrift according to 
his fklh was the true fonne of God, and not adopted, and that in his huma¬ 
nity he fliould be worfliipped, nolcflc then in his Divinity. Image worfliip is 
condemned, and the fccond Synod of Niccrcjcdcd. Alphonfus alfo King of 
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Aftoria and Galliciain Spainc wearyed with payment of Virgins which was c x-An.Mundi 
a&cd by the Saracens, in way of atribute, refolvesto fight them, and did ac- 
cordingly, in which* batteli hee defeated them, took Ljsbone , killed many tooo 
of them, and freed a greae part of Spain from the Saracens yoak. The Enfigns 
of thisviftoryhe fends to Charles. After Stephen the fourth, or third as fomc 
fay, who fate 4 years fucceeded Adrian the firft,whofate 23 yeares. He ordained 
that everyday ioopoore people fhouldbc fed in the Lateran Court. In Leo\ 
time a coffin or chcftofftonc, was digged out of the ground, chrifiJhall be born 
of a Virgin. In himl belteve,- was ingraven on it, the dead body that was found 
loin it, is thought by fome to bee Plato's, this was found a little before 
the warres of Charles with the Avarcs and Boii, whofc laft King Taffilo hee 
tooke with hisfonne, and put them in a Monaftcry. About this time England 
was invaded by the Danes. Inthcyearc 791. the Univcrficy of Paris is crcfted 
by Charles , whofe firft profelTours were fourc Monkes, all Bedds fcholars, to 
wit, Rabanus, Albinas, Claudius and Scot as ■ not Scot nsfab til is the Francifcan, who 
lived long after: he crc&ed alfo the Univerfities pf Papia 3 pf Ticinum,ofOfnaburg;’ 
and renews that of Bononia founded by Theodojias.To Hadrian fucceeded Leo the 
third,who fate'4yeares:hcloft both eyes and tongue by the malice of the Romans. 

He efcapcd out of prifon^nd was reftored by Charles* In his time the Empire was 
lotranflated from Greece to France. But which was a greater wonder* Leo was refto-, 

‘ red again to his eyes and tongue.

Chap. I. 

The affaires of both the Empires under Charles in the JVeJl, tinder Nice¬ 
phorus, Michael, and Leo in the Eaft, 2, Of the Nations hbdued by 
Charles. 

H ARLES having obtained the name of Great for his con¬ 
quers over the Saracens, Saxons, Danes and many other bar¬ 
barous Nations, is brought to Rome by Pope Lcofwho having jq 
beenc condemned to pnfon, and to lofc his eyes for fome 
crimes objected againft him, efcaped out of prifon, and cither 
by miracle received his fight again, or clfe nee did not totally 
lofc it, the executioner taking pity on him* Charles was at 
Paderborn in Saxony with his Army, when the Pope came 5 who made no delay 
to follow his ghoftly Fathers conduct to the Impcriall City with his Army, where 
having called a Synod to examine the crimes objc&cd againft the Pope 5 l>c was 
told, that the Riff op of Rome was not to be judged by any man. And therefore no 
crime being there allcadged againft him, hec cleared himfclfc by his ownc oath,and 
fo was abfolvcd, and placed 3gain, to the great griefc of his enemies, in his pontiff- 40 
call chair. To requite this favour of Charles • in S. Ptters Church upon Chriftmas 
day, the Pope folemnly pronounces him Emperour,fetting the crown on his head, 
and the people with loud acclamations, faying: Long life and viftory to Charles 
Augnfftts, crowned by God, the Great,/he Peacc-tnakfr, Emperour of the Romans, 

1 Iencc came the cuftomc,that the Weftern Empcrours received their Crowns from 
the Popes. For the Eaftcrn Empcrours had been now for a lon^ time flighted at 
Rome, ever fince they oppofed 1 mages. Charles now intends to fubdue Sicily,but is 
retarded by Irenes Emhafladors,who promifed marriage with her/his Embaflic was 
acceptable to Charles , who hoped by this marriage to unite the two Empires again. 

But Aetiusihe Eunuch, who endeavoured to have his brother Leo then Governor jo 
of Thracia and Macedonia to be Emperour, marred this matched he was alio de- 
ccived,tor Nicephorus (as we have faid) obtained the Empire. 

Nicephorjts a perfidious and covetous man, fpared not thofe by whole helpe hee 
obtained the Empire. Hec got by his fairc promifes Bardan.is the Patrician whom 
the Eaftern people had proclaimed Auguftus, to relinquifli his title, fwcaring hee 
flioitld receive no prejudice by it 5 no fooncr had Rardanas devefted himfelfc, and 
entred of his ownc accord into a Monaftery, but Nicephorus under hand caufcd his 

eyes 
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eyes to bee chruftout,and thenwepr, as if this had been done without his know- /lx, Mundi 
ledge. Then lice makes St wraths t he fonne (for the father was dead) his Co- W~\ r \J. 
Emperour, and fliortly after fighting againft the Saracens, heeloft the battell,nar- 
rowly e fcaping himfclfe. He fortifier!) Ancyraof Galatia, and other tovvnes to 
keep off the Saracens incurfions .* but bafely hee made him fclfe, his fonne, and his 
Empire tributaries to the Mahometans, who tinder Aaron being 300000 ftrong, 

.overrun Romania. Hee promifed to pay yearly 300000 pceccs of filver for the 
Empire, aud 3000 for himfelfe and his fonne: binding himfelfc alfo not to repair 
the Forts demolifhed by the Arabians. But fliortly after Nicef hortts as his mai> 

10 ner was broke the league;\vhich brought the Saracens upon Cyprus,who overthrew 
the Churches of that Ifland, and drove out the inhabitants; they alfo invaded 
Rhodes, but could not take the town, having loft their Fleet in a ftorm. Shortly 
after Aaron dycth, to whom fuccceds his fonne Mahomet ^ hee had civill warres 
with his brother which was pernicious to the Chriftians and Arabians of thofe 
places, many Churches and Monaftcrics were deftroyed. I n t he interim Nicef ho¬ 
rns gives himfelfc to wanronnefte, hecabufcth two Ladies of great beauty, and 
beftowes one Thtofhania another mans wife,an Athenian,and of kin to Irene , upon 
his fon. 

Nicef horns fearing Charles his incrcafing greatnefle fends Embafladors t <5 prof- 310^ 

2ofcr him Italy, except fo much as lay upon the Sea between Naples and Sipontutn 
or Siponio in theApulia.Hc defired they two might live as brothers,that one might 
injoy the Eaft, the other the Weft. It was alfo covenanted that Venice which had 
now ftood 35oycarcs, fliouldbe free from both the Empires. Yet this fame year 
they drew upon themfclves, both the Grecian and French Forces- 1 ; for they had 
expelled $ohn their Duke: whom Nicef horus would have forced again upon them. 

But the Frcnchunder Pi fin us were fern by Charles to affiftthc Venetians. Who 
finding obelerius the Tribune thruft out of the Ctry, for favouring the French, 
fell fowlc upon the Venitians*, but having loft many of his men, and done no good, 
was forced to make adifbonourable retreat to Ravenna .* yet Charles fuffered the 
30 Greekes to enjoy Venice. Nicef horus the 9 yeare of his reign invades Bulgaria, to 
be revenged on Crunnus king thereof, who had leifed upon the fouldiers pay by 
the way, as it was conveying from the Emperour to the camp. Hee had alfo taken 
Sardica, and killed many icoo Romans. But was willing to make his peace $with 
Nicefhorus\ and to give fatisfadion * which proffer was rejected, and an army is 
fent to waft Bulgaria. But fuddcnly in the night Crunnus fals upon his camp, made 
great (laughter among the Romans, and killed Nicef horus himfelfe in his pavil- 
lion,whofc head Crunnus faftned on a long pole,and carrycd it about. Moft of the 
Nobility were (lain,all the arms and the imperial wealth in the Camp were carrycd 
away 5 Stauratius Ciefar rcccircd a wound in his reck, and fled to Byzantium 
40 where many who hated the fonne of Nicephorus , intended to make Curopalates 
husband of Procopia Stauralius his After Emperour. Michael Curopalates perceiving 
tbe peoples inclination towards him, and Fearing left hee fliould bee prevented, 
procured alfo the fouldiers goodwill, fo the next day t he Senat being called, (he 
was faluted Emperor the third month after the death of Nicef horus. Staur at ins 
hearing the acclamations of the people, put on a Monks habir,in which 3 months 
after he dyed of his wound,which did ftink abd fcftcr. 

Michael being fetled defired the fricndfhip of Charles and PopeZefl, propound¬ 
ing a match between his fon and one of Charles his daughter. After this he led an 
Army againft the Bulgarians,but with ill fucccflc,for the Barbarians prevailed,who 
50 wafted Thrac.a and Macedonia, and drove the Chriftians out of Beroeaand An- 
chialum* many imputing thefe miferiesto Imagc-woriliip, andwifhing that the 
fonnes of Copronsmus were fent for out of Panormus,to free the Empire from the 
Barbarians : thefe Michael puniflied with banifhmcnr, and thelofTcof their eyes- 
Crunntis propounded peace to Michael on this condition, that he might enjoy the 
ancient bounds of Bulgaria, and have liberty to receive fugitives*, which being 
denyed him, hee fals upon Mcfembria,and by the help of a certain Arabick Chri- 
ftian, whom Michael had defrauded of his pay, tookeit, and in it muchtrea- 
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yf/r* Uundt iluc * Shortly after he gave fuch an overthrow to Michaels Army, that he having 
loll ail, and in dclpairc ever to recruit again, fled and changed his fobes with a 
jVWnks habit, and left the Empire to Leo the Armenian, Thecphilatt Michaels 
ionne, being already called Emperour, had his genitalis cut off, and hcc with his 
mother Procopia and brothers were banifhed.- Ntcephorus reigned 9 yeares.S/^*- 
ratitts the younger one year, and Michael hilmoft 2 ycarcs. The Danes afore 
this had invaded England, andcarryed away great booties, they vterccalled 
Normans, a gcnerall name to all the Northern people, their King Cddefrid had 
wanes with Charles , with whom hec quarrelled for invading the Nordalbing 
Saxons, now called Hollatians. Two years after Codcfrtd with 200 (hips arrived in 10 
Frifia, where having fubdued the Frifons inabattcll, impofeth a tribute upon 
them : but before hce could encounter with Charles , hee Was killed by a fouldier. 

To him fucceeded Hemingu* his brothers fonne, the fame yearc that Ptpima 
kirg of Italy, Charles his cldeft fonne who beat the Bcncventins, and Venetian 
Cap aincs, departed this life 5 when upon the refloring of Venice to Ntcepho* 
rus y peace was concluded between the Greeks and Francs. The next year peace 

A* C. $11. wus concluded between the Francs and Danes-, Hemingns fent him divers plefents 
and then dyed, to whom fuccccdcd Stgcfridus and Antlo , who both were (lain 
in battell, and 1 icoo with them of the Danes *, Ha^ald and Reginfrid obtained 
Denmark the fame time that Michael got the Empire of Byzantium, Butthefc 20 ' 
brothers were driven out of their kingdomc by another faftion, who had lived ' 

47 84. in exile among the Suiones now called Swedes. This fell out the fame yearc 

^.C.8 14. that Chrrles dyed of a Feaver and Pleurifie the 72 yearc of his age* having 
been K:ngof France^. of Italy 42. and Emperour 14. yeares. Hcc was ho¬ 
nourably buryed at Aquifgranum, now called Aix, (where he dyed ) in our Lad/ 
Church built by himfelfe.He was a wife, valourous,learned and fortunate Prince, 

He built divers religious houfes, Churches and Collcagcs, hce inftituted the iz 
Peeres of France. He built a mod fumptuoiis bridge over the Rhcnc necr Mintz. 
This bridge was counted halfe a mile in length, ten yeares were fpentin build¬ 
ing it: which a yearc before his death was burned downe, fomefayby cafualtjr,jd 
others by Rnolphus the Archbilhop,becaufe in the night time many robberies 
were committed there. He gave Teutonick names, (that being his own tongue) 
to the windes and moneths. Hee appointed proper Leffons lor each Feftivall 
day, to be read in Churches. He was canonized by Pope Alexander at the de- 
fire of Frederic the firfl Emperour * and a hymne appointed to befungto him 
at Aix. He fubdued the greatcftpait of France, of Spain, of Italy, befides 
Pannonia,Saxony, Hiftria, Dacia, Liburnia, Dalmatia, and many barbarous Na-^ 
tions. The Greeks with prefents (ought his fricndfhip, fo did Aaron Prince^ 
of the Saracens, who fent him an Elephant, a rich clock, and other Princely 
gifts. He bequeathed by his laft will all his treafures on charitable and pious 40 
ufes. Hee never mifearried bur that time he returned from his vittory over the 
Moores in Spain, for as he was comming downe the Pyrenrean mountaines hee 
loft his Army , by the treachery of the Vafcons, as we have (hewed. 23 Me¬ 
tropolitan Churches inherited his treafures •, to wit,Rome, Ravenna, Millan,Fri- 
uli, Gradus, Colcn, Mintz, Saltsburg,Ro\vcn, Ttevcrs, Sens of old Scnones, Vi- 
foniium or Bifontium, Lions, Rhemes, Arles, Vienna,Tarentafia, Ebrodunum, 
or Yucrdon, Burdcatix, Turones or Tuois, Bituriges. Charles had four wives, 

1. Htrnuagardh daughter to Defideritis King of Lombardy, whom hce put away. 

2. Hildegardis daughter to Codcfr/dDuVcof Alemans, who bore tohim3fons, 
Charles^ P/p/n^and Loaovic y 2nd four daughters. 3. Faptrada a French Lady«yo 
4. Lttitgarda an Alcman.By his Concubines he had other children, one of them 
called Pipin, who was crooked,with fomc others plotted treafon againft him,which 
he prevented, and caft his fon into aMonaftery. Among his three fons lawfully 
begotten he divided his Empirc,to he gave Italy, to Charles Germany, to 
Lndovic France and hither Spain,but Pipin and Charles dyed before their Father. 

Pi pm left one fon Bernhardns and 5 daughters. Charles dyed the yeare after his 
brother,having fubdued the Sorabi a people in Lufatia, and killed their King Mi - 
lodnctis. After 
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After the death of Charles the Great's uvo fonnes, the Saracens and Moores in- //*.Mnndl 
vaded Italy 3 Charles lends his Grandchildc Btrnardus^ who tooke from them Ni- v/W 
cea in Gallia of Narbon,and Centum cell* in Hetruria, which fome thinke to be 
Ctvitd vechia. Pope Leo the third, after he was reftored by Charles /are 1 6 years, 
fo in all he was Pope 20 yeares. Egbert fubdued all the South part of Great Bri¬ 
tain, and ordained it lliould be ever after called England. In Charles his rime 
jcooo Saxjmswith their wives and children are planted in Brabant and Flan¬ 
ders, and many Flemings are fent into Saxony. The 12 Peeres of France 
which C^ur/mnftituted were 3 Archbilliops, 1 of Rhemes,2 ofLaudon,or Laon, 
i0 3ofLingonorLangres. Thcfe were alfo Dukes ; tlr.ee Biihops-, and Counts or 
Earles: It. of Bcllovacum or Beauvais in Ficcardy. 2, Of Novionor Noyon in 
Piccardy likewife. 3. Of Cataiaunum or Chalon in the Dutchy of Burgundy. 

The fix of the Laity were.1 three Dukes, t. of Burgundy, 2. of Normandy, 

3. of Aquitan or Gafcony. Then3 Earles: 1. of Flanders, 2.of Tholoufe, 

3. of Campania, which at this day are changed according to the pleafure of the 
King. Among other Nations fubjed to Charles , England alfo fubmitted to him, 
who fent thither Guido to fubdue it. The clock and candlefticks which the Perfian 
king fent to Charles he bellowed upon ourLady Church at Aquifgranum or Aix 
in Province. The Saracen Kine of Gallicea being fubdued by Charles , received 
2©the Chriftian Faith. The Normcm people that molefted the Chriftiansin Ire¬ 
land arc driven out by the Scots. Crurmus the Bulgarian King was not con¬ 
tented to carry about Nicephorus his head on a pole, but hcc alfo at laft 
made a cup of it to drink in. Charles ere&ed Cathedrall Churches, to 
wit, Monfter, Winden, Ofaaburg, Brem, Paderburn, Vcrden, Hambcrg, 

Hildcmen and Halbcrftad in Saxony. Heufedto have read to him in fupper 
time S. Aujtin of the City of God.Hc caufed Paulus Diaconus write the lives of the 
Saints. 

In the Eaftto Michael fuccccdcd Leo the fifth. Hee fubdued Crutmus that 
wa$ now putt up with fo many vidorics, and gave him a deadly wound by an 
30 arrow, Who after this vidory over Crunnus^ commanded the abolition of Im¬ 
ages, banilhed Nrcethorus the Patriarch, for withftanding his edi^t, and fee 
tip Theodatns in nis roome. Michael Balbus confpired againft him: for 
Which tteafon hee condemned to bee burned, but by the intreaty of his 
Emptefichce put off the execution to his ownc dcftrudion, till the lolenmity 
Of Chrifts Nativity was palled. In the mcanc while hee kept the key of the 
prifon: but in the night time not being able to fleep, hcc rifeth and goeth 
into the prifon, where hee feeth Balbus ilccping foundly upon the bed, and 
papias his Keeper lying on the ground. At which Leo was much moved, 
and with his hand gave threatning fignes, for Papias affedion to his prifoncr: 

40 one of the watchmen upon Leds departure awaked Pap/as , and told him of the 
Empcrours being there, and of his anger * hcc awakes Balbus and tells hitn 
what had happened: upon this they tell the Allafinats, that they mull dis¬ 
patch the Emperour quickly, or elfc Balbus who was condemned, would dif- 
cover them. They being affrighted at this, without delay put on Priefls habit, 
and joine themfclvcs with the Tinging men in the Quire, having their fvvords 
under their garments, fo while the Emperour was finging Divine Hymncs, with 
the reft they foil upon him, cuts off his head and hand •, thtn run into the prifon, 
breaks off the fetrers from Balbus , and proclaimes him Emperour .* then crowns 
him in the fame Chappell where Leo was killed: they bamlh his tvifc,and 4 Tons, 

50 after their privy members were cut off. Leo rcigr.ed 7 years and 5 months. 
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Chap* II. 


The affaires of the Empire under Ludovic aud Lotharius, in the JVefl, under Mi¬ 
chael Balbi.s, Thcodofius, Theodora, Michael thefccondjn thcEafl* z.For- 
raign affaires of tbofe times and of the Church , 


4 .C. 814. T Udovic (called tl\c godly from his bounty to the Clergy and the poorj about 
_ a month after his fathers death, removes from Aquitain to Aix 5 where 

-^-^hcc began his reien. He renewes the league with Leo the Emperour ofio 
Byzantium. *Pope Leo being dead CuccccdsStcpben the fifth, who crowned Lu¬ 
dovic at Rhemes the third yearc of his reign. To Stephen who fate but 4 months 
fuccecded Pafchalts who was Pope 7 yearcs. Ludovic was like to be killed by the 
fall of a porch or gallery at Aix, by which fall hcc was hurt in his body, and 
mortified in his minde. At the fame time ScUomirus King of the Eaftcrn Sclavo- 
nians revolted from him , and Bernhard in Italy raifed an Army againft him. 
But when Ludovic was marching wiih his Forces againft Bernhard^ his fouldicrs 
forfookchim, and fo he furrendcrcd himfclfe to his Unde. Ludovic having af- 
fcmblcd a Councell at Aix, condemnes the chief authours of Bernhards fedition; 
the Clergy men he puniibeth with degradation, and the Laity with Ioffe of their 2 q 
eyes, and both with banifhmcnt. Among thcl’c were yinfelmus Bilhopof Millan, 
and Thecdulphus bilhop of Orleans or Aurelia. Bcrnhardusz few dayes after hcc 
had loft his eyes dyed,which made Ludovic grieve for h*s rafli fentence. Not long 
alter this Irmengardis his wife dyed,by her he had 3 fons, Lotharius , Pipttms , and 
Ludovic : but the lofTe of his wife was rccom pcnlcd, by the regaining of a loft kinfr* 
dome : for Sclaomir was brought captive, who not being able to excufc his rebel¬ 
lion,is devefted of his kingdomc. 

A.C* 82 6 * Ludovic after this marryed with one tfuditba, a Bavarian and his neer kinfwo- 

man, this marriage cof VFredcr.c bilhop of Utrecht his lifc,for he fpokc againft it, . 
as unlawfullywhereupon fuditha fent i'ome Aifafinats who murthered him at the 30 
Altar. About the 7 yeare of Ills rcigne, he had a crucll warre with Lnidevicus 
King of Hungary * which war ended with the death of Luidevicus. Bernhard 
King of Italy being dead in themonaftery, where his Uncle put him, Lotharius 
is made King of Italy, ar.d Cxfar by his father Ludovic, wno marryed to him. 
Irmengardis the daughter of one Hugo. Afterward he fent him into Italy, and 
defircs Pajchalis the Pope to prodaime him Emperour. This Pafchah if was elefted 
Pope by the Romans, without the Emperours knowledge*, at which he was dii- 
plealed*, but quickly pacified again by the Popes excufe: who purged himfclfe 
by oath, that hee had no hand in the murtlicr of the Emperors fervants at Rome. 

To Pajchalis fuccccdcd Eugeni us the fccond who fate 4 yearcs, and then gave 40 
place to Gregory the fourth,who fate 1 6 yeares. 

In Ludovic $ time the Danes by Ehbo Archbilhop of Rhemes were converted 
to Chriftianicy, who cauied lieraldus (that was lately after iiis banilhment*, fet- 
lcd again in Denmark by CaTar's means ) to be baptized at Mintz, with a great 
multitude of Danes. About the time that Kantmir fuccclTour to Alphonjus in 
Spaine obtained a great viftory ofthe Saracens, wherein were flame 40000 Bar¬ 
barians: but this joy lafted not long, for the Dane was expelled by Godefrids 
fonnes \ the Saracens out of Spaine wafted Barcinone or Barcellonc in Arragon 
r.ow, but in Aquitain of old: the Bulgarians plundered Pannonia \ for which 
caufc many of their Commanders and Officers for their neglcft wcrecalheered.50 
The fpoilc that was done by the Saracens in Spain is repayd by Boniface Earl of 
Corftca who plunders the coafts of Africa, and doth not luffer the Saracens to 
fettle their wealth in Sidy, which they tooke lately from the Govemour there¬ 
of under Balbus . Ludcvic was fevcrc againft the rich apparell of the Clergy. 

But the Nobility perce.ving that hee was altogether ruled by his wife tfuditTm , 
they ftirup Pi pm King of Aquirania againft his Father, as unworthy to reigne 
any longer * with him in this confpiracy Lotharius is joined, lately come out of 

Italy, 
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Italy, tfndttba is commanded from the Court $ and the Empeiour 
is threatned to be put intoa Monaftcry, but the controverde was quickly taken vy\> 
up, the Emperour ar.d his fonnes are reconciled 5 the Authoursof the .'rebelli¬ 
on arcfliut up in Monaftcries, efudttba isabfoived, and reftored to her dignity 
again, and Ludovic to his Empire by the Germans help. Barnhard Eafle of 
Barcilonawho wasaccufedof adultery with her, f which was the tnairte.caufc 
of this rebellion of the tonnes agair.ft the father; protFerred to vindicaV his inno- 
cency by his fword 5 but no adverfary being found, hee cleared himfclfe by oath 
and is alfo reftored to his honor .Pipin would not give his confcnt to this,whereforc 
10 hec is confined to Aquae in Aragon: but he efcaped thence into Gafcony. Which 

when his father underftood, hee commanded that P/p/n fliould be fecurcd at Tre- r't 
vers 5 bur he having made his party in Gafcony ftrong, and his brothers being 
animated by bad Counfcllours to joine with him, they refolve to take arme$,and 
to force their father to give over the Empire, the rather becatife they thought fu$ 
love was altogether fet on Charles the balde, his fonne b yifuditha* VVith thefe 
Pope Gregory the fourth combines, threatning to excommunicate the Emperor, * r ■ 
out of a grudge, becaufe Ludovic commanded that the Popes eleftion ihould : nOC 
be valid,unlcfle it were examined and confirmed by his Legat. At length both Ar¬ 
mies meet necr to Bad, ready to fight, but the Pope cunningly gocth over to 
20 Ludovic^ pretending to reconcile him to his fotines, but indeed to protraft- time, 
thit the Empcrours army might be wrought upbn his followers* to fall off to his 
fonnes: which partly by promifes, partly by threatnings was effefted. Ludovic 
being thus forfaken, went over to lus fonnes camp hoping tq.be kindly ufed by 
them, but he was put in prifon, and his power weeded froip ifm» This unnatu- 
rall la ft was fo odious to Varinus and Bernhardus h that they fend Loti;Antes a 
challenge, either to fet his father at liberty,or clfcto fight with cither of them. He 
laid the fault upon the Bifhops, and fo leaving liis Father in the Moiiaftery of Su 
Dennis retires to Burgundy , where he begins ro fortific himfelfe* and to raife • T > ?. 
arms: in the meane while Ludovic by thchelpof his friends is reftored againc 
30 to his right, and Let he ri us being for/aken by nis brothers, Ludovic and Ptpin^ 
came humbly to his father and fubmitted himfclfe to . his,energy, who ; having 
Iharply reproved him, gives him the oath of allegiance, which,he took* and then 
returned to Italy. Ludovic flopped all paffages towards Italy, that none, might 
come thence into Germany without his knowledge. Bbbp that converted the 
Danes with divers other Bilhops are degraded '• and banifhed for their fedidous 
counfels, the reft of the evill counfcllours are purfued by Divine juftice * for in 
the fpace of 7 weekes the plague fvVept them all away, j in whofc deftruftion • Lu+ • 
dcvtc rejoyced not, but prayed for them. Ptpin the fifth yeare after he was repof- 
feft in his power was ftruck with an untimely death, which was ufhered by a co- 
40 met, at the fight of this Ludovic prefaged fomc evill comming, wherefore hee 
by alms giving and prayers labours to divert Gods anger. 

After this, by the perfwafion of ftdttba, hee divides his Dominions among 
his fonneS. To Lotbarius he gives the Empiie, with Italy, and the Sourh part of 
France j even to the river Maffa. The reft of France he beftowes on Charles the 
Balde tfudithds fonne, and to Ludovic he bequeathed Germany ♦, who not con-' 
tented with his portion, laid ctam to all beyond the Rhcnc, and to began make 
new commotions. Auguftus haftning to appeafe them is forewarned by a ter¬ 
rible cclipfe of the fun, that the light of the Empire fhould be removed* which fell 
out true the tame month. For the Emperor dyed of grief, and of an Inpofthumc, 

50 neer Mintz the 64 year of his life,the 18 of his Empirc.Dr^^ his brother Bifhop4 810. " 
of Metz in Lorrain,fometime the Capitol City of Auftrafia, performed hii func- A. C. 840^ 
rals there with great folemnity. 

Michael Balbus a Phrygian born, a defender of hercfies, a hater of deputations, 
a countenanccrof all Religions* adenyerof the Rcfurrcftion, and of Divels, a 
maintaiher of whoredomes,a rejefterof lawfuil oaths, the fink of all Wicked- 
neffe: as he nefarioufly got the Eaftern Empire, fo he ruled it, or rather mif- 
rulcd if. He was called Balbus from his Hammering tongue. He could neither 

read 
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Ar Chnfi 't read nor write, and therefore differed no childrcnto be taught to read, left they 
Ibould bclcarneder thenhimfelfe. One Thom# who called Tiimfelfc Conjlantinc^ 
a Tribune, and who had defeated the Hagarins, ftrovetobc Emperour^ there¬ 
fore with a great army befiegeth Byzantium: but Winter commin^ on he was 
forced to raife the fiegc,and return the next Spring. Many encounters he had with 
Balbmibut at hftbytnc help of the Bulgarians Thom as is defeated,& flyes to Adri- 
anopolis where he was apprehended,upon the furrender of the City by famine,and 
tortured to death,his hands and feet being tuft cut off. Perinthus the Metropolis of 
- 7 hracia,called alfo Heradea from Herat Itus, held out a great wlii!c againft Balbus 
in defence of Them*. Sodid aifoPanium, but they vurc at laft taken. In the 10 
8 2*3. mcane while the Agarens of Spain feife upon Crete,and there fettle, having made 
828. flavesof the Iflanders.Thc Saracens of A Erie invade Sicily,which they took by the 
treachery of one Euphemism, whem the Praetor of the I (land fhould have executed 
for- the abufing of a Nih ^Balbus ftrovc to recover thcfe,but was ftill beat off with 
loffc/Dalmatia likewise (book off the Grecian yoak,and became a kingdom. Thus 
8 2 9 * b ,the Eaftern Empire being torn ^Balbus dyed of a Phrenfie and Strangury , or as 
fome fay of a Bloudy flux,having reigned 8 ycares. 

- 'To'him fuccccded Theofhilus his fon, who juftly puniihedthe murthcrcrsof 
Uo ArmcniuS) though they advanced his father Batons from theprifonto the 
Throne. He punifhed his wifes brother for building fo clofc to a widows houfe,*o 
that he ftopt up her windowes. Many other ads of jufticc he did*, and was a great 
cncibic to Images. He burned off the fingers of one Lazarus 2 Monk, for painting 
or colouring of Images. He confcffcd that he never had to doe with any woman 
but his own wifc.cxccpt one Lady,for which hcc was forry. He W3s a great lover 
of Mufick. W ith divers fucceflc he madecxcurfions upon the Arabians.He took 
Sozopetra in Syria, Amirds native place* in rcquitall of which Arxira took A- 
morya in Phrygia (whence Theophtlus derived his pedigree,) killed many rhou- 
8 4 I# fands in it, and imprifoned the Nobility,whom would have ranfomed, 

but could not, whctcupon with gtiefe hcc fell fick and dyed the 13 yearc of 
his reign, the next yearc after . Ludovic’s dcccafc, but before his death hcc 3 $ 
had overcome and (lain Theophobw whom the Ferfian Army of 30000 men had 
named Eroperour. 1 

: In thereignofthtfe Emperours Garfiai King of Navar dyed, ro whom after 
4 years interregnum fuccecdcd Euviens who was anointed King. The Bulgarians 
had received tnc Chriftian Faith the former age, but were fince returned to Gen- 
tilifm,thcy are made Chriftians again under Ludovic, A.c.&iy.zhcrwird An,% 6 o 
they were totally converted under Theodora. Near Tulle in Bclgica a maid lived 
3 years without meat or drink. The Paulicians then flourifbed in .Phrygia and 
Lycaonia,thcfe were a new fed of Manichces patcht up of Judaifm,Gcntiiifna,and 
Chriftianiim*,thcfc were favored by Balbm .By the skil of George a Venetian Pricft,40 
at the»chargcs of Ludovic water Organs wtre made at A ix. Ludovic parted with his 
right of eledion of the Popes and confirmed the Emperors former grants to them. 

S. Marks body is tranflated from Alexandria by Sea to Venice, to which a mag¬ 
nificent Church is credcd. The Fcaft of all Saints which had been 220 years 
before this time, obferved in Rome, is now by Ludovic impofcd upon France 
and Germany: the Saracens plunder in Italy, and rob the Vatican at Rome, 
but intheir rcturnc they made fhipwrack.^/*^/#* the third firnamed the Great , 
reigns in Spain, Egbert in England, Kenneth the fccond fon of Aifinns in Scot¬ 
land. 

. To Ludovic fuccccded his fonne Lotha/ius in the Empire. He would have fub- $0 
jeded his brothers to him, as Emperour, and attempted to deprive them of their 
inheritance * making Ludovic to content himfelf with Bavaria,and Charles with 
Gafeony, which they muft hold of him in Fee. Thefe fcorning to be fubjed 
to their brother, and to loofe their Patrimony, underftanding alfo that 
hcc had raifed an Army againft them, refolvc to join their Forces together, and 
to withftand Lot hart m : a bloudy batt ell is fought neer Antifliodorum or Acxcr 
in Pfovincc ; in this conflid above 100000 men were (lain, on both fidcs ,Lotharius 
- * loft 
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loft welnigh all his Army,and lie was fain to fly to Aix,where he recruits his army-, dn. chriftl 
the next year his brothers meet him again in the field-,but his i’ouldicrs being mind- 
full of their laft great defeat/orfook him, fo that he was forced toflye again. Yet 
doth not mean to give over,but recollects his Forces,and cncampcth neer Matifcon 
a town in Burgundy, thither his brothers came with their Army 5 as they were 
ready tofight, the Peers of the Empire did fo mediate between them, that Ludovit 
ihould have Germany for hislharc, Charles fliould injoy France, and Let harms 
Italy with the Empire, and fo much of Germany as lay between the two rivers, 
theRheneand Moiell, hence the countrey was called horn Lotharios Lotnarin- 
I o gia. Prpm the fonne pf Ptpio had Aquitania, wliich Charles not long after aim¬ 
ed at, not without great Idle of his men, yet at laft by force lie got it, and tout up 
Ptpifis two lons,to wit, Pipw and Charles >\nto two Monafteries, whence they made 
an cfcape, but were brought back at laft. Lttdovic Germanic us bellowed on Charles 
the Archbiihoprick of Mints. Charles killed alfo Bernhard ^his mothers favourite of 
old. Lttdovic Gerruaniats fubdued the Abotriti a people bordering upon Bulga^ 
ria,and killed their King,who was the caufc of their re volt,and fet Dukes or Go- 
vernours over them.He caufed 15 Bohemian Dukes to be baptized, and brought 
all their countrey in fubje&ion. 

About this time, the Normans with a great Fleet plundrcd the coaft of France, 
acand by the river of Loire entred into the bowels of the countrey as farre as 
Paris. King Charles not being able to force them, perfwaded them by mony 
to be gone out of his Kingdomc. They had firft infelled the Spanilh lhoare,buc 
were beat offby King RAmmirus , they molcfted alfo England, Frifland, and Sax^ 
ony, they overthrew Hamburg, whicn Charles the Great built as a bulwark to keep 
them our. At laft they took the Ifle Valaci a,and called it Seland: fo after they had 
done much mifchief abroad,and had vexed France 20 ycars,they returned ro Den¬ 
mark laden with gold, where they deftroyed one another with civill wars .Lotha- 
rijts the Emperourunderftanding that the Romans had a minde to deliver up the 
City to the Greek Emperours, nee made a journey thither-, punilhed the authors 
3 ° of this plot, changed tne Magiftratcs and rcaffumed his ancient right in confirm¬ 
ing the Popes eledion. Returning from Italy, he divides his Kingdomes among 
his 5 fonnes. He declares Lttdovic Emperour and Lord of Italy. Hee placeth 
Charles in that part of France which of old was called Gallia Narbonenlis, and 
Braccata, containing Languedoc,Provence and Dalphine. LothArius the youngeft 
is fetledin Lotharingia or Lorrain: fo being weary of the world, and lorry for 
the great mortality that was in all his Dominions by the plague, willing alfo to 
expiate his rebellion againft his father 5 layethafide his Empire, and entercth in¬ 
to a Monaftery called Brumia ncer Trevers, where the next yearc after hee dyed, 
having reigned 15 ycarcs. His fonne Charles did not live long after his father. 

4 ° Lotharios having put away his wife Bitberga^ marryed his Concubine Baldradx 
the Bifticp of Colens filler, wherefore he was excommunicate by the Pope, which 
coll him a journey to Rome * where he obtained abfolution.thcn having aflifted his 
brother in fupprefling the Saracens, in his return homeward he dyed of the plague 
at Placentia having loft a great part of his Army. This Lot harms had twoTons by 
his Concubine^ Lothariusxhc third 3 and Hugo Duke of Lorrain. Ludovicos Ger -%6 ^ 
mamcHs had long wars with the Sorabi,Bohemians,and Marcomans. He had three 
fonSyCarolomanus the eldft who dyed of an Apoplexie , Charles furnamed the 
groftc and L udovic. His daughter Lndgarta, lived a monafticall life* to Ludovic 
the third fon of Gtrmaniem t lie Empire fell. 

5 0 In the reign of Lotharios the Arabian Mores plundered the coaft of Campania, 
feifed upon Bencvcntum, fackt Caflinum and pillaged the Suburbs of Rome: then 
was Sergtusxhe fecond Pope,bcfore his Popedom he was called Os porciox Swines 
face, of which being aihamed hee changed liis name to Sergius , whence it came 
to be a cullomc afterward for every Pope to change his name. He fate 3 yeares, 
to whom fuccccdcdZeflthe fourth, who fortified the City againftthe ; Saracens, 
and by the help of the Neapolitans and Cajctans overthrew their fleet.The lilan- 
ders oi Co.iica and Sardina, were forced to leave their habitation to the Saracens, 
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An c^tfiandtodwciUtRome, Leo was the firft that forbid laymen to be in the Quire at 
Mafic time. He caufcd Cloyfters or Schoolcs to be built neer the Churches. Leo 
fate 8 yeares , to him fuccccccd Benedict the third, who fatcayearcs. After 
whom fate Nich clans the firft 9 years. He excommunicated Lot bar ins. In Spain 
Haldaragmatt the third,and after him his fon Mahomet reigned, 'who 3 times per- 
fecuted the Chriftians. The Saracens take thclflc Lipara, and in it they found 
the reliques ofS .Bartholomew, which fhey abufe and dilperfe. 

At ConftantinopleT/w^rrfthe wife of Thcopbtltts the Emperor, reigned in 
her fon Michael’s his minority. She was given to Images,therefore repeals the ads 
of Theophilns againft them, depofeth John the Patriarch, and fets up Methodius , 10 
who being accuied of whorcdome,cleercd his innocency by (hewing to the Judges 
iiis flirunk and dryed genitals. The Bulgarians rebell againft Bogoresthe'w king, 
for being a Chriftian, but hec overcame them in a battel 1 , and by Theodora 
obtained the inlargcmcnt of his territories. The Paulician Manicnecs, fell off 
totally from the Arabians, and infefted the Provinces of the Empire with 
many incutlions. About this time Godaltjcus the Monk mil-underftanding 
St. Aufitns Dodrine of Predeftination ^ taught that God abfolutely decreed 
the falvationand damnation of men •, and that Chrift did not dye for all. Af¬ 
ter Jitncniartts Bi(hop of Rhemes, and Rabanus Billiop of Mints had refu¬ 
ted him, Lodo'vic drove him out of Germany. Then lived Etclnoolph King 2 o 
of England, who made his Kingdome tributary to the Pope. Kenneth the great 
in Scotland was yet alive. He by a ftratagem of fifh skins,with which in the night 
lie was clothed,and lpcaking through a bugles horn, incouragcd his Nobles to 
give baitell the next day to the Pids which they did accordingly, fuppofing they 
had been warned by an Angcll-,and obtained fuch a vidory as quite extinguifhed 
the Pids Nation. 

S55. Michael having fhut up his mother in a Monaftery, undertakes , the Eafterne 

Empire. He was a drunken foole, a Have to his pieafures, his belly, and his flat¬ 
terers, heefpent the whole treafurc his mother Theodora left, upon his luxury 
and pieafures, and at laftvvas fain to make money of his robes and houftiold- 30 
ftuffe. He was twice defeated by the Saracens : but his Uncle Petronas gave 
them fuch an overthrow, that hee killed their King Amin/s, andtookehis fonne 
prifonner: but after Petronas was dead, the Saracens tookc head again, and feifed 
on the Cyclades Iflands, and with their incurfions infefted the Greekes in Sy¬ 
ria, Michael beftegeth the City Samofata in Syria, but was beat oft' with almoft 
the Ioffe of his life. Hee made Pardos his Uncle by the mother, Cottar, and 
committed all to his managing. This Bardas advanced learning, by ereding 
Schooies, and profeftours of all Arts, to whom hec allow ed good maintenance. 

Hee made great ufeof one Leo a learned man, who in the Ille Andros had been 
taught Rlietorick, Arithmctick and Philofophyby Michael PfeUns. Amirumnes 40 
the Saracen Prince offered to Theophilus this Michael’s father, a great fumme of 
money, if he w f ould part with Leo , to teach the Sciences in his Dominions: but 
Theophilus confidering the great happinefle and honour that learning brought to 
Greece, and unwilling the Agarensihould out ftripthe Grecians in knowledge, 
would not part with Leo whom hee made Bifhopof Thcflalonica, which dignity 
bee loft under T heodora , for fubferibing againft Images. But Pardos for • his Bi- 
flioprick, gave him the Mafterfhip of all the Colleges which hee ereded. 
This fame Bardas was excommunicate by Ignat itts the Patriarch for aevorcing 
bis wife. But hec thruft Ignatius out of his place, and fet up Photius a learned 
man: whofc Bibliothec and Nomocanon arc yet extant, with Balfomons^ 0 
Notes. 

In this Emperours time the Rolfi or Roxolani, whom at this day wee call 
.Mofcsand Molcovitcs, inhabiting the North fide of Taurus,with a Fleet invade 
I Euxin Sea, and lay fiege to Byzantium, but were forced to return by ftormy 
tne x. , w j t | 10Ul effeding any thing. Michael grew every day worfe and work 
one time being in his fports,news were brought him that

He had 
raifed onzBaftlins anHorfc-courfer,tobcmaftcrof his horfe* he was a poor ex¬ 
ile j but (aid to be defeended from the ancient family of tli cArfacid*. He was fo S 6 6* 
well beloved by Michael, that he heard his falfcaccufations againft Bardas, whom 
hec fuffered to be murthered in his own fighr, bccaufc he ufed to reprove him for 
his fooleries. Then he marries this Bafiltus to Ettdocia his ownc Concubine, and 
proclaimcs him Carfar. in his mad humour he ufed to cur off the nofes or hands 

10 and heads too fometime of his mod familiar friends, in fporr. The new Csefar 
fearing left he might be thus ufed, endeavours toprevenr ir, by the death of the 
tyranr, which was haftned by this occaiion. A certain waterman highly extolling 
and flattering the Empcrour, was by him clothed with the purple robe, then turn¬ 
ing to Bafilitts fwho frowned to fee this fight) Have not 1 power (faith he) to make 
this mananEmperouraswellasthee? Bajilius fearing that Michael might fpeakc 
in earned* in the night when he was drunk and a flccp, he brake into his chamber 8 6 7. 
with his aflociares and murthered him, having reigned alone 11 yearcs with his 
mother 14. Baftl of a horfe-courfer becomes Emperour, and rules tbc Eaft 17 
ycares.

The affaires of the Empire under Ludovic the fecond. Carolus Calvus. Lit- 
dcvic the third\ and Carolus Craflus tn the YVeJi,and of Bafilius tn tie Baft. 

2. of for rain affaires of theft times. 

L ydovic the fecond Lotharius his eldcft fonne was made Co emperour with 
his Father, hcc with the help of his brother Lotharius ftoutly oppofed the 
$\j Saracens at Bcnevcntum .* but having loft a great part ofthe Army by fick- 
nefle, he left the defence of the town to Adalgifus Prince of S j! c rnum,who in the 
Empcrours abfcnce revolted to the Greeks, with all t he towns of Samnium,Cam¬ 
pania and Lucania. Lttdovic to be revenged of this treachery, returnes into Ita¬ 
ly, and recovered the revolted towncs, even Capua at laft which had made long 
refiftance, and drives the Saracens out of Campania. But hcc (hewed himfclfc a 
weak Prince, in Offering himfclfc to be deluded and perfwaded by Adelgtfus, to 
disband his Army* which when hce had done, Adclgtfus with fire and fword fet 
upon his Palace having no fufficient guard, and forced him to fwearc that hec 
would never come again within the confines of Bencventnm, and that hee would 
40 not revenge this wrong. But Ludovic was abfolvcd lliortly after by the Pope from 
this forced oath, and focomming upon Adelg/fus with an Army, drove him out 
of Italy into Corfica,and punifhed his friends that remained. So having fctled I- 
taly, he dyed at Millan the 20 year of his reign,without iflue male which miniftred 875. 
occafion of quarrell for the Empire, betweenc his Uncle Charles furnamed the 
Balde king of France, and Ludovic king of Germany. But this con r rovcriic was 
betimes compofed in a Synod , called by the Pope, in which by general! confcnc 
Charles is named Empcror,and is crowned by Pope fohn the eight,at Rome whom 
fome call John the ninth. 

Baftlius the Macedonian having by the murther of Michael obtained the G reck 87 6 * 
50 Empire. He firft of all redemands the money which Michael had profufcly fpcnr, 
cauhng every man to reftore who had not right to it. Yet when it was reftored, he 
was content with the h.dfc, returning the reft again: hee preferred none to places 
of judicacnre,but fuch as were uncorrupt, and free from covetoufnefte. Hjs ears 
were open to all complaints, and he was a carefull provider for the poore. rhotius 
the Patriarch fufpended him from the Communion for his murther, wherefore he 
depofctli him, and fends for Ignatius who had been bar.iihed having difeovered 
a plot of his Grandees againft him. Hcc inverts his thrte fonnes Conffantine, Leo, 
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An.Chnp and Altxdrdtr withrhe Impcri.ill EnfigncsOf his fourth fen S^/>£e#hee made 
a Clergy man. Againft the Eaftern Asarens lice tough: with good fncccffc, and o- 
vcrrtnall Afiaevento Euphrates, where hce tookc in many Caftles, nndfo re¬ 
turned in triumph to new Rome. Heercftorcs Photins agamc to his patriarchar, 

8 7 8* Ignatius being dead * and yet Phot jus for oppofini* Images had bccnc condemned 
by a Synod at Conftantinople. Bafilius by Ntccpherrts Pbocas drove out of Apu¬ 
lia (which with fomc other places adjacent belonged upon agreement to the Greek 
Empire) the Carthaginian Saracens which had invaded it, and took Ragufinm (a to 
city in Sdavona, where Epidaurus of old Rood; from them, by the help of Lu - 
dovic the fccond Emperour, and of the Venetians. Hce overthrew the Saracens 
power at Sea, and convened many Jcwes to Chnftianiry, to the profeflion of 
which he perfwaded alfothc Roffi.-nnd fo he did the Bulgarians, tvhofc King having 
entred into a Monaftcry, delivered the government to his fonne $ but fhorcly after 
perceiving that he was falling back to Gcntilifm, rcaffumes his own power, depo- 
leth his (onne, and puls out nis eyes, and then makes his other fonne King. Bap 
Hu* alfo overthrew the Mahumetans, and flew Chrifochires their Prince, who had 
invaded the Greek Territories. Heetooke in Gael area of Cappadocia, and laid 
waflemanyof the countreys of theAgarens. The Saracens of Tarfiswith their 
Amir as wrote defying letters to Bafiltns fliewing that neither he, nor the fonne of 
Mary ftiouldbe able to breakc his power: aeamft thefe Bragadoccs Andrew a 20 
Scythian and Patrician is fent, who fo quelled them, that fewof all that bragging 
Array were left .* but Andrew isdepofed for not taking in of Tarfus, and Stypejo- 
f 4 , wnofc tongue was nimbler than his hand,was fent. He carclcflcly fate down be¬ 
fore the wals*and neglected to intrench himfclf,whcrcforc he was fuddcnly furprifed 
by the Saracen horlc. 

Ludovic and Bafil joining their Forces together fupprefled the Weftcrn Aga- 
rens, and tookethe Sult3n prifoner, who being brought in triumph to Capua, 
and fuddcnly laughing at the volubility of the chariot uhccles, was asked why he 
laughed, he anfwered, that he faw in the whirling about of the whcelcs, the Symbol 
of humane mconfiancy. For this faying Ludovic re ccivcd him into favour, but hce 
was deluded by him, when he perfwaded him to tranfplant to fome other places 
the chicfe families of Bcncvcntum and Capua, to prevent in fur reft ions, then he in¬ 
formed thofc againft whom hce gave this advice, that Ludovic meant to remove 
them, whereupon they fell off from him, and carrycd back the Sultan into Afri¬ 
ca, ycr at Jaft they were forced to fubmir to Ludovic.Bafil having reigned 20 years, 
one day in his hunting was wounded by a Sragge, of which wound he dyed.* the 
Staggegot him by the girdle on his horns, a Courtier for drawing his fword ro 
cut the girdle, wasunjuftly put to death, as if hce intended to kill the Empcrour. 
Hce left behinde him three fonnes above named, the fonrfti Conjlantine was dead, 
hi> daughters hce (hutup in Mor.afteries. Abour thefe times fome write that Pope 40 
Joan the woman lived, whom fome call John the feventh, fome John the eight. 
Nicolaus the firft fate 9 years,to him fucceedcd Adrian the fccond, who was Pope 
5 years. Photins the Patriarch calls a Synod at Byzantium againft Pope Nicolaus , 
upon thisafehifm is made between the Greckcand Latinc Churches* and then 
openly the proceffton of the Holy Ghoftis oppofedby the Grcekes. Cyrillus and 
Methodius preach to the Sclavonians, and Dalmatians. Pope Adrian the fecond 
was the firft that crowned Elf red the fixt King of England. Then was the Uni- 
verfity of Oxford created, where 3 Colleges were built by the King. Some think 
the foundation of this Academy was laid in the Britains time in Wiltshire, and 
from thence tranflaced by EJfrcdxo Oxford.In Scotland reigned Dothe fifth, 
who overthrew the remainders of the fugitive Pids aflifted by the Englifii,and not 
long after was overthrown himfelfe, in another battell by the Englifti. His fuc- 
ceflour Conjlantine the fccond defeated the Danes in Fife, and in a fccond bat¬ 
tell was defeated by them. 

*7 5 -' Charles the Bald Grandchilde to Charles the Great, fucceeded in the Empire, 
to Ludovic. He by bribes got the Popes good will, and therefore was preferred 
to his elder brother Ludovrc, who entred upon France in his brothers abfencc, 
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but fhortly after dyed abroad. About 37 years alter the dcceafeof his father Lttdo- An.Chrifii 
vicus Pius 5 hlsCotmc Carolmannus held Bavaria, Bohemia, Moravia, Carinthia, 

Pannonia three ycares. His other forme Ludovtc held Belgium, France, Saxony, 
and Thuringia, with the Earoli. Charles the gforte obtained Suevia, Alfatia and 
Lorrain,till he got the Empire.Carol ns Calvus his fecond wife was Rothildis the wi¬ 
dow of Lot bar ins, the dcccafed Empcrour,Hy whom lice had children, but they 
all dyed. Hee was a proud, but a cowardly prince*, having made Bofon his wifes 
brother Duke of Italy* prepares an Army againft his brorher who had invaded 
France, but underftanding hee was dead, lcfdlvcs to imploy his Army of 50000 
10men againft his brothers fonnes, therefore hafteih towjrds Germany. Ludovic^ 7&\ 
the younger laboured what he could to make peace* but not prevailing, he with his 
people betake thcmfelvesto fading and praying* after which hee marchcth with 
his fmall Army againft his Uncle, whofc great Army he fo defeated, that he was 
fainc to flye for his life. Carolus Calvus falls dcfperarely fick upon this over¬ 
throw, but being recovered, hee is lent for to Italy againft the Saracens, who 
were fallen upon the Popes territories* as foonc as hee arrived thither, hee makes 
Bofon King, and fends his Army againft Carohman his coufin German • and then 
out of feare flyestoRome, Caro lew an for fakes Italy. Calvus about to return to 
France fails licks at Mantua. It's thought he was poyfoned by .Zcdechias a Jew 8 7 7* 
2ohi$Phyfkian. His bxatketLudovtc King of Germany dyed the year of Chrift 882. 

Caroloman of Bavaria deceafed two ycares before A, C. 880. Charles theGrofle 
fuccecdcd in the Empire. 

About that time Pafquintan and Varfrand Dukes of Britanny, having killed Sa¬ 
lomon their King, fell at oddes between thcmfclves ; a cruell battcll is fought, in 
which Pafquintan though backt by the Normans, is defeated by Varfrands 
fmall Army, and when Pafquintan renewed his Forces, hee was put to flight by 
Varfrand though fick in bed. Pope foban, the eight who fate ten ycares, crowned 
3 Emperours in 4 ycares fpace,to wit, Charles the Balde, Ludovic the Stammerer, 
and Charleszhc Grofle. Swarmes of Locufts in France for one dayes fpace dark- 
30 ned the air 5 till flying to the Britilh Sea, with a fudden blaft of wind arc all drown- 8 7 4I 
cd* upon this followes the plague and famine, which confumcd the third part 
of the people. t 

Ludovic the third firnamed Balbus or the the Stammerer, the fori of Calvus , ha¬ 
ving with much pompe and magnificence intertained Pope fohan the eight at Ly¬ 
ons is by him inverted Emperor,and crowned by Hinenur Archbilhop of Rheme ^ 8 7 9I 
He did not live long after,nor did he any memorable ad : for he dyed the fecond . 
year of his reign, not withouc fufpition of poyfon. He fent his crown as he was dy¬ 
ing with his rcgall robes to his fon Ludoviczs yet but young.To whofc fliarc France 
ten, to his other fon Caroloman, Burgundy. Ludovic in the year 882 dyed, Carols 8 8 2I 
40 man in 884. The Normans under Rolloto their Captain feat themfclves in that part, 
which is from them called Normandy,it was called Ncuftria before. Theodoricus 
was created the firft Earl in Holland. 

Carolus the third firnamed Crafjfo or Grofc, the youngeft fonne of Ludovic 
the fecond King of Germany, obtained the Empire from the poftcrity of Ludo¬ 
vic the third,he was brother to Ludovic the French King(who dyed a year after his 
cldeft brother Carcloman)and great grand childc to Charles the Grcat.His two bro¬ 
thers being dead, all Germany, Italy, and France did now belong to him. He was 
forced to lee the Normans quietly injoy that part of France called Normandy from 
them: and uppn Godefrid the Norman he beftowes Frifia with the daughter of 
50 Lotharius, His brother Ludovic tooke a part of;Lorrain from the French. He 
' defeated 5000 Normans neer Scaldis, and was defeated by rhem in Saxony having 
loft i2 Earles, and 2 Bifliops, among which was Duke Brunno the builder of 
Brunfwick* His brother Carolonun dyed ofrhcPalfic. This Charles the GrofTc 
overthrew Hugo and Bofon, who laid claim to the Kingdome of France. He thruft 
out Hugo's eyes, and clapt him up in a Monaftcry. He drove Bofon out of Vienna^ 
then ported to Rome where hee was crowned by fohn tlie eight. Ludovic be* 
ing dead, the Normans rage with fire and fword in Germany, they plunder 
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/in% Chrifli Utricht,Collen,Trcvcrs (whofcBilliops they flew) with many other cownes. Lu* 
dovic'i only Tonne at Ratisbone falling from a window broke his neck. Charles 
having made peace with Codifrid King of the Danes or the Normans, hecaufed 
him to be baptized. Pope $ohn the eight having fate 10 ycarcs was poyfoned, 
and then knockt in the head, his fucccflor Martin the fecond flit not much above one 
yeare. Vido Earle of Tufcia, and Duke of Spclcto being guilty of treafon, toa- 
void punifhmenr, cals into Italy the Mauritanian Sarsccr.sagainflhim. Charles 
fends his Kinlman Btrenganus , who overthroives Vide. Hreatlaft deeredhim-10 
felf by oath of the treafon objifted againft him, and fo is received again into 
Charles his favour. Caroloman the fonne of B alb us is wounded by a Boareas he 
was hunting, which coft him his life. Charles after much luppindfc, and many 
viftorics, was faincto come under the tuition of his brothcis fonne Arnttlfhus , 
whom the Francs, Saxons, Bavarians, and other Germans made their King at 
Fruncfurt. Becaufc Charles had caftoff his chaftcand lawful! wife, and hadgi-r 
88 8. ven too much advantages to the Normans enemies of his Kingdome: therefore 
finding all his friends toforfake him, he fentprefents to Arnulfhus defiring fome 
maintenance for his lifc.which he obtaincd.and the next year dyed, having reigned 
almoft 9 ycares. 

In his time Rollon being fetled in Neuftria or Normandy bordering on the Bri¬ 
tans, and Gallicoccan, tne capitall City whereof is RothomagumorRoan, re- 2© 
ccived the Chrifli an Faith, and with it Charles the Simples (or as others fay) 
Charles the Groflcs daughter in marriage, and a new name alfo, for he was named 
Rnfcrt , from whom defeended the Norman Dukes, among whom was Richard 
the lecond, who by his fword conquered Apulia, Calabria and Sicilia, having dri¬ 
ven out thence the Greeks and Saracens. This Carolus Crafius had for wife Rtchar . 
dis daughter to the King of Scotland. About thefe times the African Agarc ns,' 
overthrew Syracufls •, Abdalla a new Caliph of Africa, abjured Mahomet , and fol¬ 
lowed //a/jfj and withall changed the Saracen rites and Prayers - y his nephew 
ghnedinaiias having obtained Egypt fet up his regall feat at Cair, cquall to that 
of Babylon. The Roflior Rum were miraculoufly converted to Chriftianity; 
for the Bifhop whom Bafil fent for that end caft his Bible in a flaming fire, which 
was found among the ames untouched by tne fire. It is reported ofthe Emperor 
Bajily that defiring to fee his fonne ConPtantine who was dead, one Theodorus a 
Monk, reprefentedhim, as if he had been alive, for this Baflt $ other fonne LeOy 
^ccufeth him fot a witch, but Bafil favoured and admired him. Theodorus to bee 
revenged of Leo , counfels him to wcarc a dagger in his bootes privately, as a fpcll 
againft all danger, and then informes his Father, that Leo meant to kill him, for he 
cariyed a dagger in his bootes for that end.* the dagger being found, Zeojslaid 
in Irons, at which the people were much affli<fted,crying out ,Ala(fe Lord Leoahcfc 
words a Parrat learned, and one day as Bafil was at dinner fpcaks them * at which he 40 
being movcd,and earncftly intreated by the people, Leols fet free. About that time 
alfo the Danes invade England again,and arc cxpulfcd,except fuch as becameChri- 
ftians. Theofhylatt is fent by Photius the Patriarch to be Bilnop of Bulgaria. Charles 
the Groflc was the firfl that dated his Letters and Patents with the year of Chrift: 
whereas the Eaftern Princes,even untill the Councell of Bafll ufed no other com¬ 
putation in their fubfciiptions, but that ofthe World,according to Bufebius his ac¬ 
count, which is erroncous.To Martin fucceedcd in the Popedome Adrianx he third 
who fate one year. He renews the Decree of Pope Nicolaus the firfl,to wit, that the 
Popcfhould be chofenby the Clergy and people of Rome without the Emperour. 
To him fuccccdcd Stef hen the fixt, or as fome fay the fifth,he fate 6 years. 5 o 
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fuccccded his Unde Craffus, who had a fonne called Bernhardy by a concubine: 
and Ludovic Balbus had a pofthumc fonne named Charles , but thefc were pafled 
by, and the French choole for their King Odo or Otho the Earl of Paris, who 
had ftoutly defended the City againft the Normans. Him Arnulphus permitted 
to be King, conditionally that hee did homage and fealty to him .• the Italians 
chofe lor their King Bcrengarius the fonneot Ebcrhard y Duke of Friuli: others 
chofc /'/WoDukeofSpolctum, who defeated Berengarius in a battell, and forced 
him to flye to Arnulphus. /'/^having got the Empire of Italy, enjoyed it but 
3 years. For B'erengarius by the help of Arnulphus obtained it, whoftript him Q „ 
20 of his Empire, and drove him to Spoletum. Hee dyed the 3 yeate of his Empire, *1 9 
vomiting bloud. His fonne Lampertus Empcrour in name dyed in hunting. Ro - * ^ ^ 
dttiphus the fonne of Conradas and Grandchiide of Hugo Mas makes himfelfc 
King of Burgundy, the Normansbreakein upon France and Germany: the 
Hungarians upon Italy, Pannonia, Carinthia, and Moravia: the Chriftian Bri- 
tains in a battell killed r 5000 of the Inhabitants that were Gentiles. Arnulphus 
brought the Hungarians firfl into Germany, bywhofe help hee overthrew the 
rebelling Bohemians. The Normans at firft defeat Arnulphus hip Army, but in 
a fecond battell arc fo defeated by him that fcarfe were any left to carry home ti¬ 
dings. The Danes who were then the chief of the Normans loft two Kings Code- 
lofrtd and S/gfrid with 16 Enfignes. Berengarius being aflaulted by an Army under 
Lambert Vi do s fonne was forfaken for his tyranny by his own fouldiers, andfo 
loft his Kingdome. Otho King of France is driven out by Charles the fimple fonne 
to Batons. 

Arnulphus is forced to make a hot her journey into Italy againft Lambert, who 
was crowned by Pope Formofus. He layeth fiege before Rome, and enters it by 
the guide of a Hare: which the .fouldiers purfuing with hooting towards the 
walls, and the Watch thinking that they were comming to alfault runne away: 
and lo the imperiall City, which from Pope Leo was called Lconina is furprilcd 8 9 6i 
by a Hare. Arnuiphnsis crowned there by Formo(iis y and his enemies areputto 
death * the Romans take the oath of allegiance to him: the government of the 
City is committed to one Foroldus. Lambert in hunting was killed by Hugo Earl 
of Millan, whofe Father for rebellion hee had put to death, when he was King. 

From this time that Arnulphus is crowned, the Germans claim title to the 
Empire. The wife of V/do and mother of Lambert was then at Firmum, which 
fliee held but againft Arnulphus . Slice cunningly fends to him by his fervanc a 899J 
poyfonable drink, which put him in a Lethargy, and fo the fiesc broke up. Ar¬ 
nulphus the third ycarc afrer his imperiall inauguration dyed of the loufie difeafe. 

This Kingdome of Italy begun by Berengarius 80 years, till the 32 

year of otho the great, whothruft out Adelbertus. The Iralian Kings were thefe, 
j 0 i .Berengarius. 2. Vigo. 3. Lambert us. 4. Ludovic the fonne of Bofon. $. Hugo. 

6 . Lotharius with his father. 7. Bercngarius the fecond. 8. Adelbertus. To Adri¬ 
an fuccceded Pope Formofas who fate 5 yeares: fome thinkc that Charles the 
fimple-, the French King after the death of Otho, was the firft that wore in his 
coat the three hikes .Rodulphus about this time cre&ed the kingdom of Burgundy. 

To Formofus frtccceded Boniface the fixt, or as fomc fay Romanus y who was Pope 
atfdaycs. His fucccftbur Stephen tkefeventh fate one yeare. Hcc hated Formo- 
ftts fo much, tliat hec condemned and abrogated all his Decrees t drew his body 
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An.Chrift't out of his tomb, robbed it of all its pontificall ornaments, an J having cat off three 
of its fingers,commanded it to be filing into Tibris. R emanns fuccceded who fate 3 
months, and to him John the ninth,who was Pope 2 yearcs.lt was agreed that the 
Biihop of Rome fbould be called Pope, and the Biihop of Conflannnople Patri¬ 
arch, and bo.hOecumcnicallor Univerfall. 

S 9 9 f To Bafil in Conftantinople fuccceded Leo his fonne, called the Philofophcr 

for the love be had to learning. Hce remembring the wrong done him by / he- 
odor us Santabarenns the Monk in belying him to his Father,firft degraded him (for 
now he was a Bifhop) then caufed him to be whipt, and then bantlhcd to Athens, 
where his eyes werethruft out by his command: and became Phot ins favoured 10 
him, hce is depofed from hisPatriarchallchaire, font into a Monaftery, and his 
brother Stephen placed in hisroomc. Hee wasdiiliked by his people, for doat* 
ing upon his Concubine Zoe , whom after his wiles death hce marrydd. He made 
warres upon Ang&us or Berengarius Duke of Lombardy. Hee raifed fuch cu- 
ftomes upon the Bulgarian goods, that they tookcup armes againft him. Leo 
not being ftrong enough to mafter Simeon the Bulgarian King, cals in the 
Turkes bordering upon Ifther,thcfe were called then Hungarians, they at firft de¬ 
feated the Bulgarians, but at laftwere defeated by them: the battell was fo 
great, that of the Bulgarians were flaine 20000. and molt of the Impcrialifts 
were killed. 20 

One Bajt lifts coufin german to Zoe , cor.fpircd with fome others againft L to, 
but the plot was difeoveredby 5 ^^/an Agaren, and Bafif is banilhed. L eo'$ 
third wife was Eudocia who dyed inchildcbed. On the day of Pemccoft as 
Leo was going into the Church, hce was knocktdown with a cudgell, and nar¬ 
rowly cfcapcd death. One Alexander was fufpedled to be the Authour of this 
plot: but nothing could be proved againft him, yet hce was quartered and 
burned. Leo entertained friendfhip with Arnulfhtes , and fent him divers pre- 
fents. He Would one night try how vigilant his guard was, by difguifing him- 
fclfe, and bribing theni with money, the firft and fecond guard tooke money and 
let him pafle, but the third would upon no tearmes, but beat him and impri-30 
fonedhim. So knowing who were falfe, who true, hee expels the one from 
his Court, and advanced the other: hee reigned 25 yeares, thendyed ? having 
p 1 i. left the Empire to his fon Confiantine which he had by his laft wife and to nis bro* 
poo. thcr Alexander . 

Ludovic the fourth fon of Arnnlfhm fuceeeded his father in the Weft-Empire. 

His tutors were Otho Duke of Saxony, and Hutto Archbilbop of Mints. In his 
minority there were many civill broilcs. Zuendcbold Arnnlfhtts his baftard was 
killedbv his own fubje&s whileft hee was ftriving to reduce them to his obedi¬ 
ence. L udovic the Emperour for a great fumme of money made France tributary 
to the Hungarians,who upon this becoming infolent fall with fire and fword upon 40 
the Italian cities beyond Padua. Ludovic the fonne of Be fon drove Berengarius 
out of Italy into Bavaria,and upon this disbands his army thinking all was fate,but 
Verona which favoured Berengarius calls him again into Italy , who comming 
fuddcnly with his Army in the night feifech upon Ludovic , and deprives him 
both of his eyes and kingdomc: fo Berengarius is faluted Emperour. About 
this time Nicolaus the Patriarch excommunicates Leo the Greek Emperor for his 
fourth marriage *, Nicolaus was entreated to abfolvc him, but would not, where¬ 
fore Leo depofeth him, and fends him into a Monaftery,and then fets up Euthymi - 
us Sincellus in his room. After Le/s death, his brother Alexander governed the 
Empire,or rather negledlcd it,giving himfelfto voluptuoufnefTe & gorrnandifing, 50' 
He thought to baveemafculated his pupil,but he was hindred by death,for having 
overcharged himfclf with too much meat and drink, as he was taking horfe hce 
broke a vcift,fo that he dyed bleeding. 

In Germany there were civill wars alfo in Ludovic s time •, for Adelbert Earl 
of Bamberg, for 7ycers flood out in rebellion againft the Emperour, the Biihop 
of Mitzburg, and Conradus Earl of Eaft Franconie,oppofcd Adelbert or Albert, who 
in this expedition loft his two brothers,whercfore to be revenged he treacheroufiy 
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murthcred Conradas. Ludovic fummons him coappeareand to give account of dn.Chrift 
this murthcr * but refilled, whereupon an Army is levyed againft; him. Ha.to Bi- </YV 
fliop ofMintz pcrlwadcs Albert tofubmit himfeife to the Emperour,which hedid* 
and then immediately being condemned of high ueafon, he loft his head : his 
poftcrity afterward became Marqueftbs of Auftria. There brake out alfo civill 
wars in Lorrain, and other places of the Empire, which brought the Hungarians 
out of Thrace into Bavaria, wafting Paiinonia by the way. Lndovic with all the 
ftrength he could make fights them for three dayes together * in this battcll lice 
loft the flower of all the German Nobility, and himfeife was forced to flye: the 
! 0 Hungarians purfuc their vi&ory with fire and fivord, fo that Ludovicns was fainc 
to buy peace of them for a great fum of money, which coft him his life *, for up¬ 
on this he grew fickly and melancholy,and in the 24 year of his age dyed, having 
reigned 1 2 years: in him ended the ilfue male of Charles the Great, from the be¬ 
ginning of whofc Empire, to the death of this Lndovtc were 111 years. He dying 
childlclfe miniftred occafion of much trouble in the Empire,till by content Henri- y * 
ens Auceps was elc(fled. 

Alexandor Leo's brother on his death bed recommended the care of his brothers 
fonne Confiantine being yet but 7 yeares old, to his mother , and to foinc of ihc 
Nobility: having made Phocas Generali of all the Land Forces, and Romar.us an 
20 Armenian Adnurall of the Seas: but Conjlant/ms Due as the fon of Andronicus 
aiming at the Empire, raifed a fa&ion againft the young Emperour, which was 
quickly appealed by ihe Tutors and Praetorian Guard, who leifed upon Ducas, 
and cut off his head. Then thefe Tutors began totyrannife, which can fed com¬ 
motions in the City •, and drew the Bulgarians againft them,who fate down twice 
before the city *the licae could not be railed without much intreaty, and great fums 
ofmonyuhey pillaged Hadrianople twice, and in their laff expedition they wafted 
Thracia,and made incurfions upon Maccdof\ia,ConJianttne longing to fee his mo¬ 
ther Zoo, who was banilhed from the Court by Alexander is fent for,vvho fhori*, 

ly after takes upon her thegovcrnmcnt,and removes moft of Conjtantines Tutors - 
30 Roman** the Admirall having removed Constantines mother from the govern¬ 
ment ar.d mued her up in a Monaftery, he marryeth his daughter to him, and then 
fetting him afide, makes himfeife and his own fonnes Emperors,and lo ruled the 
Empu e 26 yeares, but at laft hcc was taken by his fons and banilhed. Thefe Tons 
Confiantine feifeth upon whom he ibavethand makes Priefts of them : and then 
ruled all alone. He recovered in Italy from the Lombards Beneventum. Hee had 
no luck againft the Saracens. He quieted the Turkes with money which he could 
not doe witharmes, and converted many of them to Chrift, at laft; he waspoy- 
ibned by his ownc fonne R cmanus, after he had reigned 54. years, 13 with his La¬ 
ther, Uncle and Mother, 2 6 with Rmanus his father in Law, and 15 years alone: 

40 but the poy Ion being not ftrong enough to kill him,he recovered and betook him- 
felfc ever after to a private life*, fcqucftring himfeife from the world, in hill o - 
lytxptts with one Thee dor cus SyZteus a devout man: his life was equallto his 
reign, for he lived 54 yeares. Phocas Gererall of the Land Forces was oppreffed 
by'thegrcatncdc of Romanttspxid his cys put out.R omanns flighting his fon in law 
Corftantine fo much, that he was fain to get his living by painting*,Had made his 
owne fonne Chrifiepher Emperour, but he dyed fhortly after. At laft Confian * 
tine being deluded and abufed 2 6 yeares together by Roman**, and his two other 
tonnes* by the help of Stephen his kinfman he layes hold upon Romanies whom 
lx fliaved, and ban.lhcd to Prota a ftnall Iflc in Bofphorus Thracius. His 2 fons 
j 0 a$ they were with him at dinner, were fuddcnly by his command layd hold 
on, put in Irons, and fent to keep their Father Romanus company in his exile, in 
which one of them Conilantrne by name, as he was ftriving to efcape loft his life. 

To Pope $ohn the ninth, who called a Synod at Ravenna in which hcrcfcin- 
deth all the decrees of Pope Stephenfiuccccdcd Benedict the fourth, who fate > 
yeares: after him came Leo the fifth or fi xth,who after 40 dayes was caft into pri- 
ion by Chnfiophenhc Prieft, who invaded the Popedome *, this having fate 7 
moneths, was by sope Sergius the thitd affifted by the French King imprifoned 
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An.Chrtflt and afterward made a Monkrfo was alfo Cbrtflopher after he had fate 7 momhs.Ser- 
£/*/thc third fucceedcd,whowas Pope 7 years.He rebuilt the Lateran church from 
the ground which fell down in h s time. About thefe times Gregory called the Great, 
King ofScotlana,fubducdthc Danes & Northern Briraines,went over to Ireland, 
befieged Dublin,and took it, where he was mJdc Protestor of Ireland, during the 
minority of young Duncan the Prince. After his returne into Scotland, he be¬ 
gan to build the City of Abcrdenina pleafant place betwcencthc two rivers of 
Dee and Done famous for Salmons, which beyond Seas are of more account, 
and dearer then any other Salmons. In King Milcolumbus his time,about the year 
of Chrift 943. Cumberland with Wcftmcrland are annexed to the Crown of Scot 10 
land conditionally,that the Scots King fliould fwear fealty to the King of England 
for thofe lands. 

9 1 2. The race of Charles the Great having now failed * Conradtts Duke of Eaft 
Franconi (his fonne that was killed by Adelbertus) is by the Pee res of the Em¬ 
pire made Emperour. Againft him confpirc Arnnlphus Duke of Bavaria, Gijil- 
bert Duke ofLorrain, and Burg/ ard Duke of Suevia, who fend for Carolus Pofi~ 
humus out of France, with whom Henry the fon of Of ho joyns his Forces. This 
diflenfion had broke out into a civill war, but that the eruption of the Hungari¬ 
ans into Germany hindred it* thefe came with their whole ftrength upon Bavaria, 
but were defeated by Duke Arnulphus , with whom having made their peace,rhey 2 o 
fell upon Italy: where they were overcome by money, not by armcs,and fothey 
return to Germany,making havock of all before them, 10 that Conradus was fainc 
to buy his peace, by payment of an annual! penfion. After this he proferibes his 
enemies, and drives Arnulphus out of Bavaria, who returns thither again, after the 
Emperours death. He beheaded the two brothers of the Duke of Lorrain: hcc 
fufpe&ed the grcatnefTcof Henry the fon of Otho Duke of Saxony, and the ra¬ 
ther bccaufc he was one of thofe who had formerly confpired againft him * there¬ 
fore he imployed Hatto the Biihop of Mintz tocatch him * Hatto by a golden chain 
thoughttohave intrapped him,or elfe by Conradus his army to force him,but Hen - 
ry very wifely avoided the treachery, and fortunately defeated the Army. Hatto 30 
being troubled in confcience for caufing fo much bloua to be fpilt,removed himfclf 
from the Court,and was cat up by rats. After this Conradus fais fick*who notwith¬ 
standing that Henry was his enemy, yet knowing his power and worth,names him 
Emperor,& fo dycd:he reigned 7 years,& was the firft of the German Emperors. 

0l8. To Pope Sergius the third, fucceeded Anafia/ius the third, who fate 2 yearcs. 

About this time a new order of Bcnediftin Frycrs,was inftitured in Burgundy by 
one Otho or Oddo . Ennius the Goth King of Arragon drove out the Moores 
that were returned to Arragon and Ccltibcria: there were at this time three 
eminent men in Spain,namcly Ferdinand , who obtained the Kingdomc of Caftile 
and Legio. 2. Garcias King of Navar, and 3 Santlius King of Arragon. Garcias 40 
his pofterity lafted not long, therefore Navar hath beenfubjeft fometimes to the 
Frcnchjfometimcs to the Spaniard.

The affaires of Italy ^Germany ^Franee^ and other neighbouring countreys under 
Henricus Auceps, and Otho the Great. 2. The Eatterne affaires under 
Conftantine and his fon Romanus. 3. The affaires ofthe Church . 


H Enricus Auceps or Henry the Fourier (To called bccaufc he loved fowling) 
the Nephew of Arnulphus the Emperour by his daughter Ludgarda was 
the firft Saxon Emperour, Arnoldns Duke of Eavaria, thought by force 
of armes to obtain the Empire: but when both his Army and Henrys were ready 
to fight, he fo mitigated Arnold with his wifdomc and eloquence, that he fub- 
mittedtothc Emperored from him received power to eftabliih the bifhops of his 
own jurifdiftion. The Hungarians for non-payment of the tribute promifed by

Ludovic the Eraperour, over-run Henry's countrcys of Saxony , killing all the An. ChnGi 
men that were above 14 years of age.//oft? though fickly at that time, yet raifed 
an Army, and fought the Hungarians neer Met burg in the confines ol Saxony. 

Hcc charged his fouldicrs to keep off with the Targets the fird flight of arrows 
fhot at them, and then fuddcnly to rufli in upon them as they were making ready 
to (hoot again, which they did accordingly, and by which meanes they «ot the 
vi&ory, driving thefeTurkilh Farmers-likeihccp before them: few o? them 
cfcaped, but either then were killed, orfliortly alter by the impri toned malefa- 
ftours who were fet at liberty to purfue and dertroy the red of thofc Hungarians. 

10 So having quieted Germany, hcc crcfts divers Offices called Marquifacs, for 
guarding and fecuring the Marches and borders of the Empire from forraigne 
force. Againd the Danes he fet up the Marquifat of Scldtfmc^ whence came the 
word Danimarchia or Denmarck : againd the Hencts he eroded the Marquifat 
of Brandebttrg : againd the Polonians and Bohemians the Marquifats of Ltnsberg 
and Mifne : and againd the Sorabi or Suevi, the Marquifat of Lvfatia. He began 
alfo to build the Churches of Mifnie or MeyfTin in the upper Saxony, of Bren* 
deburg , and of Havclbnrg. He caufed Charles tlie liraple (fo called for Ids ftu- 
pidity) to fubmit the kingdomc of France to the Empire, and to rcdorc the king- 
dome of Lorrain,which he took from Rndbert the fonneof King Odo^ which Rud- 
lobert he killed in a battell, when he claimed from Cbaric j the kingdomc of France* 

This Charles was fliortly after apprehended in Gaftony, and there committed to 
prifon where he dyed the year following : his foil flew into England. Rodulphns 
King of Burgundy takes pofTeflion of France, his kinfman Ludovic having extor¬ 
ted from Bertngarius the kingdome of Italy, which he fliortly after loft, and his 
eyes to boot. But Berengartus recovered Lombardy, who would have forced 
Lambert to buy the Biflioprick of Millcn, and put divers of his Princes in pri¬ 
fon, wherefore the Italians call in Rodulvhus of Burgundy-, Berengarnts to re¬ 
fill him, hires the Hungarians, andbytneir help takes or kills his fa&ious fub- 
jcdls, except Earl Gihberd wnom he difmiflcSj but within 30 dayes Gihberd 
30 forgctfull of this courtefie, brings Rodtriphus back into Italy,who being received 
by all*, Berengarnts hath nothing left him but Verona.Threc yearcs after Berenga- 
nus got an Army together of perfons difaffetfted to R odnlphus s a bloudy battettis 
fought,in which Berengarins is defeated,and fliortly after murthcred by one Flau¬ 
bert whom he had advanced, who for-this murthe r was hanged by Mclo Bereng*- 
r/>//his friend. 

The Hungarians after the death of Berengarins rage through Italy, take and 
burn Ticinum. Rodulphns doats upon Urine r.gardis the ftrumpet, and neglefts 
the publick affaires ^ wherefore he is forfaken by Iris friends, is forced to flyc 
back into Burgundy and to leave the kingdome of Italy to Hugo Earle of Arles, 

* 0 who kept good corrcfpondency with both the Emperours. In this meane time 
great commotions are at Rome. Guido Marqucfl'c of Tufcia husband to Maro^ia, 
who was thought to be Sergius thethird’s Concubine, enters the City with an 
Army, kills Peter Pope Johns brother, in his prefence ftifles the Pope himfelfe 
in prifon with a pillow held to his mouth, fets up John the eleventh, who was 
thoughtto be the baftardof Pope Sergius by this Maro\ia. Alter the death of 
Guido this King Hugo marries her $ by whole mcaneshegot Romc,but was ex¬ 
pelled again by Albericns the fonne of Guido the Marquefle by thisMtr^/rf.Thc 
King raging at this affront, revengeth himfclfe upon Lambert Guido's brother, 
and puts out his eyes, then creates Bofon Duke of Thufcia, and beftowes PrQ- 
5ovcnce upon Rodulphns, that he might not lay claim to Italy.* after this Hugo o* 

Verthrows Arnoldus Duke of Bavaria at Vciona, and drives him back into Ger- » 
many. Bpt he co; Id not recover Rome from Albericns , though he had bellowed 
his daughter upon him, nor could he hinder the Saracens from wafting Fraxien- 
tuiij, o, keepcoff the Africans from plundering Genua. Godblaftingall hisen- 
terprifcs,for his facriledgeand whoredomes with his Concubines, among which 
was Bert ha the widow of Rodulphns King of France. 

Heur) the Empcrour overcame the Sclavi,bcfiegcd Prague, and made a league 
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'/rZchrijli wih Wencejlaus Duke of Bohemia, who the yeare after was treachcroufly mur- 
thered by his brother Bolejiatts in the Church. He killed alfo 120000 Vandals in 
9 2 5* a great battell ncer the Baltic fea, for wafting Saxony. He made Vormns King of 

9 3 Denmark pay him tribute,he fupprefled alfo the Rhcdarii a people of Sdavooin, 

and cauied many of the Northern people to receive Chrillianity. Among the reft 
he made Chiupa King ofithe Danes to be baptized. At laft having agaii.c de¬ 
feated the Hungarians, and diftribtued among the poorc, that tribute for 
936* which they had raifed this war, Hce dyed of a palfic the 18 yeare of his iO 
reign. 

;■ At Conftantinople Stef hen the Patriarch was now dead, Jryphon a Monk is 
named his fucccffour, but conditionally, that afrera certain time he ihould re- 
fign his Bifhoprickto Theophylacl , fonneto R ananas the (Hmperour, being yet 
very young,this Tryphon was unwilling to doc, till he was perfwaded to write down 
his name on a blank*, and then Caters friends filled it up with a refignation of 
the Patriarchate to whkhTryphon was forced to ftand, beieg (though ignorant* 
ly) fubferibedby him .• and fo a boy of 16 yeares old was made Patriarch. 

Inger King of Ruffia with 15000 faile bcflcged Byzantium, but they were fo de¬ 
feated and dilperfed that few of them returned home. Lttdovtc fonto Charles 
the Simple, after his Fathers death is called home by Hugo . This Ludovic was 
called tranjwarin from his his travelling beyond the Sea. Hcc found France20 
full of troubles, therefore marcheth with his Army to Lorrain, hoping to 
9[3 9. recover that which his Father refigned to Henry: but hecWasthruftout thence 
ajaine by Otho the fonne of Henry , and Gifelbcrt Henry's fornc in law, and 
Covernour of Lorrain, with the reft of thofe that rebelled arc killed by 
Oth'o. 

Otho the fir ft furnamed the Great, for his happy government of the Empire 
36 yeares , the fonne of Henry by Mathilda the Saxon was annointed at Aix by 
the Bifliopof Mintz. Hee firft fupprefiedthe Bohemians,and then put an end 
to along and feditious war raifed againft him by difaffedfed perfons,ro their own 
mine. Tancwarus Otho's brother becaufc he had not the Marquifat of Brande-30 
berg conferred on him, joincs himfelfe to Bbcrhard^ Count Palatin , and Gifclhert 
Duke of Lorrain , and fo fell upon the town Barduic, and fackt it, but fhortly af¬ 
ter hcc was taken and flaine. Ebcrhard armes Henry Otho's other brother agninft 
him, who is affifted by Frederic of Minrz, the Empcrour having fubdued the Tons 
of Arnold D ukcof Bavaria, who were in armes one againft the other about their 
Fathers inheritance, and having repaired Magdeburg or the confines of Saxony, 
which hebeftowedon his wife lor her dowry,marcher hover the Rhcne againft 
his enemies, whom he fobdued by good counfell more then by force. Many of 
them being ftruck with Divine terrour flung down their armes*, and the rather 
when they perceived how refolutc he was in defending the Churches lights,and 40 
that hcc would not confent to part with that upon any tearmes, which was de- 
dicatetoGod. As he was at prayer in a Church of Alfatia, newes came to him 
that his chief enemies were overthrown by Conradns Duke of Suevia,that Eier- 
bart\\'i$(h\n,andGifcllert drowned intheRhene, that the Bifhop of Mintz was 
forfaken by his people and gone they knew not whit her. otho's brother find¬ 
ing all had failed him,comes in black apparell to the Empcroar at. Franckfurr, falls 
down athisfcct,calsformercy,promiiingeveraftertobe faithfull and obedient, 
and fo he was pardoned. 

Ludovic the French King, let fall the war hce undertook for recovering of Lor¬ 
rain, and marryedwith Otho's After the widow of Gi/lebcrt . Bertholdus Duke jo 
of Bajoaria marryed her daughcr. Conradus rook to wife Luidgard Otho's daugh¬ 
ter, wirh whom he had Lorrain. Herm annus Duke of Sucvia marryed his only 
daughter to Liuthulfus Otho's fonne. In Italy Bercngaritis the younger put him- 
fclf under Otho's protedion, which occafioned King Hugo to enter into a league 
with the Saracens whom he might have deftroyed, after hee tooke Fraxinetum 
their ftronggarrifon; but Bcrengarius by 0/A/sheIp got in afhorttime the 1 J 
nlians love, who dilliked Hugo's government, whereupon Hugo retires to 
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Provence, where lie dyed, and left his fonne Lot hart us to thecourtcfieof Beren-An. Chrifti. 
gar t us: who being fetlcd in Italy, received in a tax 10 bufliels of money towards 
the removing of the Hungarians thence: fo much Hugo had payed heretofore. 

After \i\i%otbo with 32 Legions enters France, and fets Lndovic their King at 
Liberty, who was confined for hanging up Herbert his fathers enemy and for kil¬ 
ling William of Normandy. Shortly after tliis Othc made wars with the Danes* 
whom .he caufcd with their King Hara/dio embrace Chriftianity, which Harold 
afterward was dcpoled for his til government by his own fon Sue. 0: who deftroy- 
ed Religion again/or which he was highly beloved of his people, and 3 times by 
10 them redeemed from the pyrats,who had taken him. 

Shortly after this Lotbartns Hugo's fonne dyed of a Phrenfie in Italy. Berets- 
garit/s)u s Covernour befieged his widow Adelheided auglitertd King Rod til phut 
and heir of Italy: the Queen witli Pope Agapet'ts the fecond, implore Otbds help, 
who fends his fon Lmthulphns , and comes after himfelfe with a greater Army. 

Berengarius and divert or, Altericus^ are thru ft out of their kingdome. Adelheidt 
is fet at liberty, andmarryed tothe Emperour. The daughters of Berengarius 
are fent into Germany: then Conradus otho sfon in law is made Governour of 
Italy, who having taken Berengarius with his fon conveys them into Germany: 
but Lujthnhlm or Ludolphits Otbo's fon difiikcd his fathers marriage: and Con- 
rad us found the Emperour not well pleafed with his fervxe in bringing Berenga- 
ritts into Germany, wherefore they twoconfpircagainft Otho^ and Berengarius 
having fworn fealty tothe Emperour is fent back tdltaly. Rut Aquiieia and Ve¬ 
rona areafiigned for Henry Otho’s brother: this diflenfion cod much bloud; 
but Conradtis by furrendering Mintzto0/£o, was made friends with his father 
in law: Ludohhns having fcifcd upon Bavaria,-fcated himfelfe in Ratisbonc, 
where he was io ftii&ly befieged, that being pinched with famine, was forced in 
a poorc habit to fubmit himfclf and to beg for pardon, which was granted him by 
his father,but he was fharply reproved by Henry his Uncle. 

After this the Hungarians who were brought into Germany by the rebels,com- 9 y f a 
30 mined many outrages, but neerAugufta iooooo of. them were overthrown by 
eight Legions of Othos^ Conradus who had heretoforccallcd them inwasflainc 
in this conflift. T he Sdavi alfo at this time were deftroyed in Germany. Her - 
mavhus Bth'gus received from O^the.Dukedomeof Luncburg. So after that 
Ctho had overcome his brother Tanguardus^ and fubdued the Bohemians,Hun¬ 
garians, and defeated theconfpiracyof his brother Henry with his complices 5 
and hadforetd H^go Capet us Earle of Paris to reftore France to Ludovie , in 
which expedition he loft his Englilh Lady Edith* : and after hce had broken the 
ftrength of Berengarius in Italy, and delivered the captive Queene Adelheide 
whom lie marryed: after he nari broken the plot of his fonne Ludoiphus^ and his 
$0 fonne in law Conradus. After he had vanqniihcd the Danes, and by the help of, 

Adaldagus Bifliop of Hamberg, ’ had convened them to Chriftianity, and fetlcd 
3 Bifiiopricks amongftthem: after he had overcome the Hcneti, and brought 
them alfo to Chriftianity: after all chcfe noble exploits and good fucccffc, nee 
is vifited with an affii&ion, as it were with feme water to temper his wine, in the 
death of his fonne Rudolf hus , who had done him good fervice in Italy' a- 
gainft Berengarius , his body was honourably buryed by William his brother 
Lifhop of Mintz in the Church of St. Alban . Lndolphns and William were Othd s 
Tons by Edit ha. 

The death of Litdolphus occasioned Berengarius to flie out again, being urged 
5 0 thereto by Pope John the twelf th : fo that otho is called again into Italy 5 but be¬ 
fore he went, he called a Diet or Parliament atRatisbone, where he declared his 
fon Otho being 7 yeares old Emperour, and committed his education to William 
his brother, upon this he enters Italy, takes n Ticinum and the other Townes, 
purfued Berengai i and in the way enters Rome, where he is by Pope J>ohn fit-9 $ ^ 
luted Emperor,and all both v enatand people take the oath of allegiance: after this 
hce purfueth Berengarius, whom he tooke prifoner,and brought him to Ge many, 
where hec was condemned to pcrpetuall imprifonmenr in Bamberg, where hec 

O dyed 
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cAr/ 7 ?/dycd, with his wife. In the mean while the Pope repenting of what he had done, 
Albert hs the fon of Berengartus into the City $ whereupon Otho makes ano¬ 
ther journey to Rome ; the report of whofe march made tne Pope and Albertus 
to flye: the Citizens take the Oath of allegiance the fecond time to Otbo . and 
fwcare never to create any Pope without the Empcroursconfcnt. Withall he cals 
963* a Synod here, in which Pope fohn the twelfth, for his perfidioufnefle and other 
crimes is depofed: and Leo the eight is fet up in his roomc, who confirmed the 
Enipcrours afTent in thecle&ionof Popes, with Anathema to thofe that fhould 10 
oppolc this decree. Otho alfo fwore not to order any thing in the City without 
the Popes aflent, which oath forae think to be fuppofititious, but when Otho was 
gone,the Romans being corrupted by Albertos call home Pope John, and depofe 
Leo: after the death of J>ohn one Bcneditt is chofcn. 

otho hearing of the Romans revolt, returnes again with his Army, and befie- 
^ 6 4 * geth the City To clofe, that they were forced by famine to yedd. Pope Benedict 
is banifhed and committed to the cuftody of Adaldagns bifhop of Hamburg,where 
he dyed: fo Italy after 60 yeares trouble under divers Lords is fetled by Otho • 
Pope Leo being dead, the Romans defire the Empcrour to name his fucccfTour,he 
names $obn the thirteenth, whom they prefcntly imprifoned. Upon this Otho in 
a rage returnes to Rome, fets up again the Pope, hangs thirteen of the prime 
Authours of his imprifonment, whips the City Govcrnour, fets him on an 20 
Aflc with his Face backward, and condemnes him to perpctuall imprifonment, 
then becaufe he meant to ftay fometime in the City,the better to fettle the people, 
he fends for his fonne Otho y and there caufcthhim to bee declared Emperour. 

Nicephoms of Conftantinopk fent to Otho to renew the old league between his 
Anceftors,& the FrenchEmpcrors^tothatpurpofc o/^demands Theophamax he 
daughter of Romanos , and daughter in law to Nicephorus for a wife to his fon; 
which the Greeks refufcd,and affronted his EmbafTadours, wherefore he pillagcth 
Calabria and Apulia, arid atlaftinfpitc of them carrycd away Theo/hanu, and 
married her to his lbn, then returns into Germany; wnere he makes one Her - 
wanna* Duke of Saxony,a man of mean extraction, but had done Otho good fer- * 0 
vice; and had faithfully governed Saxony in his abfencc. He beftowes on him 
the inheritance of the Marquiflfe of Steden there. The laft Duke of this race was 
taken by Henry the fourth, and imprifoned, where he dyed without Ufue-malc. 

T hen Otho among the Hencti ereCts the Biftiopricks of Aldeburg,Havelburg 5 and 
Brandcburg, and fubjcCts them to the Metropolitan of Hamburg. Amongft the 
Sorabihc makes bifhopricks of Magdeburg, Merfburg, Ciccn, and Wifnen. At 
9 7 3 * laft lie dyed fuddcnlyofan Apoplexy the 37 ycareof his reign being; begun. 

He was buryed at Magdeburg: a little before his death, Hat to Biftiop oiMintz, 
who luccccdcd William the Empcrours fon, was eat up by rats, for deluding the 
poore people whom he burned in a barn, calling them the rats of a common-40 
wealth. Otbo by Adelheide had 3 fonnes, Henrj y Bruno y and Otho his fucceftour, 
and one daughter Adelhe:de y whom he marryed to Hugh Capet Earl of Paris,and 
King of France. Otho founded a Church in Denmark called from his name o - 
tenpa or Othoma. In his time Pope $ohn the fourteenth called a great bell by his 
own name, whence came the cuftome of naming and baptizing bells. About thefe 
times the Univerfity of Lovan is founded by John Duke of Brabant. Parnaftus 
a City in Lombardy is overthrown by the Neighbours, and all the Inhabitants 
killed, for maintaining the herefic of the Anthropomorphitc$,they who recanted 
their herefic were fpared, and permitted to build Crema, a town hard by. Ste¬ 
phen the firft King of Hungary, for his piety was canonifed. William the fc- 50 
cond Duke of Normandy was killed by Rolio : Ihortly after that Dukedome was 
turnedinto an Earldomc,and feifed upon by the French Kings, which mini- 
ftred occafion of long warre betweene France and England. EtbelJlanKing 
of England got from otho Conjlantines fword, in the hilts of which was 
one ot the nailes that faftned Chrift to thc*Crofle. He obtained alfo the Lance 
with which his fide was pierced, a peeccqfthc Croffe, and of the Crownc of 
Thorns. 
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R omanus the younger having poyfoned Ins father Con ft amine , reigned \r\An, CbrijH 
Conftantinoplc 13 yeares, 10 yeares vvhileft his father was alive, and 3 yearcs 
alone. Hec was much addided to luxury and wantonnefle, therefore was fur- 
named the Childe, N/crphorus Phocxs his Generali took Candacethechicftown 
of Crete, whence the whole Ifland is called Candy, and expelled all the Saracens. 961* 

Hee beatalfo the Saracens in Syria. At laft R omanus having fpoiled his body 
with luft and glottony, dyed, being 24 years old, a childe both in years and man¬ 
ners. His firft wife was Berta Hugos daughter King of Italy: his iccond rkeo-* 
pbanUoSvf}\om he had Bap and Co»Jtamine y and one daughter Theodora who mar- 9 6 j* 

10 ried to Zimifca, who afterward was made Emperour. 

To Pope Anajtafus the third, fuccceded Lindua who fate 6 moneths. After 
him came fobnt he tenth 13 yeares. then Leo the ninth followed 7 moneths. Af¬ 
ter Lce^Stephen C, ate 1 moncth. fobn tlx eleventh -his fucceflfour 4 yearcs. Leo 
the feventh followed 3 yearcs. Then came Stephen the ninth or eight 3 ycares. 

Mart intis the third fuccecded 3 yearcs whofe fucceflour was Agapetfs the lecond 
7 yeares. T o him fuccceded Jpohn the twelfth 9 years, then Leo the eight 1 year. 

the twelfth returning from hisbaniihmcnt fate 3 moneths. Benedict the fifth 
fet up by the Romans againft Leo the eight, was Pope 2 months. Leo being re- 
ftored fate 8 moneths: to him fuccceded ~fohn the thirteenth, who fate almoft S 
10 yeares. In Scotland a great Army of Danes were defeated by means of one Hay 
a country man and his two fons-, the Scots at firft were forced to flyc being over¬ 
powered by the Danes *, but this Hay with his two fons being at plough, met them 
in a narrow lane,and upbraiding their cowardife,madc them for tfiame return,who 
fell with that violence on, the Danes, that they utterly deftroyed them. Hay 
was rewarded with as much land as a Falcop could flye over at one flight, 
which was'6 miles in length ^Whence came the noble family ,pf thei/<yr, whofe 
chief is Earl of Arroll. § r ? r ^ *

R oman us being dead and his two fonnes Constantine and Bafil , as yet too 
young to meddle with publick affaires, Nicephorus Phocxs rs bytheEa- 
ftern Army declared Emperour. r He marryed with Theophania the wi¬ 
dow of Romanus , He defeated the Saracens in Cilicia, recovered much of Afia 
40 and Syria, and took in Antiochia the Metropolis: but by Sea his fucceflc was not 
fo good, for Manuel his Admirallloft liis Tlcct and Army, and was taken him- 
felfe by the Saracens. Bringes the Chamberlain thought to have becne Empcr¬ 
our,and to that purpofc was incouraged by Ztniifccs Generali of the Land Forces, 
to look after it * but he was hated by the people, therefore Ntaphorns carrycd it* 
Polyeuctus the Patriarch would have diffolvcd the Emperors marriage with Thee - 
phania , pretending a fpirituall affinity, bccaufc hec had been Godfather to one of 
her children •, but inthc Synod which was called for that purpofc, it was conclu¬ 
ded, that the Emperours marriage could not be hindred by fuch affinity. This 
Nicepborus was a good fouldier, but a bad Emperour, for he opprefled the peo- 
50ple with heavy taxes, pinched them with hunger by ingroffing the corn, and rai¬ 
ling the price thereof. He abafed the coin, and yet railed the value of it. Where¬ 
fore knowing how hatefuli he was to the people for his covetoufnefle, and bad 
fucceft’e his Eject had in Sicily, being fpoiled upon the Syrtcs by the rafhneffe of 
young M inuet the Patrician •, hec caufcd an high wall to be built round about his 
Palace •, but that could not favc him •, for foon after the wall was finilhed,although 
he kept the keys of the gates himfclfc, yet lie was found out by Zimifca and the o- 
tficr confpiratars, who being pulled up in baskets, got over the wall,and in the 
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4tf7chrtflrti ight time break inffrhischamber,where the-murthcrcd him.Noe long before his 
death, as he was in the Eorum y the people railed and flung ftones at him * fomc 
9*>9- think his wife Theopha/ttahzd a hand in his death, being jealous that hec would 
defeat herfonnes by her former husband, of the Empire, and confer it on his 
brother Leo. He was no friend to the Church, but envyed her wealth complain¬ 
ing that it was mifpentby the Clergy, therefore would rot fuffer any lands or 
money to be given by legacies, or other wayes on Churches or Clergy men. He 
dyed the 57 ycarc of his age, and reigned 7 yeares. The Saracens be-10 
ing imaged at the great Ioffes they had fuftained by Ntcephorns in Syria, 
they burned downc the goodly Temple of Chrifts Sepulchre, with the Patri¬ 
arch in it. 


Ntcephorses being murthcrcd,Z/W/r« invades the Empire, whom Polyenetus 
the Patriarch would not crown, till he had cleercd himfelfe of the murther,and 
banifhed Theophawa, (whom others call Theodora ) and all the reft of the con- 
fpiratovs, and till he had repealed Nicef horns his Aft concerning the cleftion of 
Bifl.ops, to wit, that none be chofcn B.mops without the Emperours confent: all 
this being performed by Ztmifccs, and having fwornthat he did not touch Nice* 
phorttsjic was crowned by the Patriarch, who about a month after dyed,to whom 
fuccecded Bafltus the Monk. Zimtfees obtained a great vi&ory over the Sara¬ 
cens as they were befieging Antiochia. He made peace with otho by fending 20 
him his wife Theoph*M & y \\\id was crowned at Rome by Popc^o^ the fourteenth. 

He made Baftl and Confianttnt thefonnesof Eomattt/s, conlbrts with him in the 
Empire. He fubdued the Roflians and Bulgarians, by Bard.es Sclerus his wifes 
brother, who tookc the Bulgarian King prifoner, and made them fue for peace. 
After which vi<ftory he rode intoConftantinople in a triumphant manner,carrying 
in waggons the plunder of Bulgaria, and the Image of the Virgin 'M try with great 
folemnity.He caufed ftamp upon his gold and filver coin, this infeription, fefns 
9 7 5* Chr/f King of Kings': at laft having reigned almoft 7 yeares, he was poyfoned 
by Bafl his Chamberlain, for reproving his covetoufncfle,and threatning to take 
his place from him. Zimtfees favoured the Manichees,and callcdthem out of A- 30 
fia into Europe. 

9 6 About thefc times Miefatu Prince of Poland received the Chriftian Faith, and 

was baptized: from which year the Polonians began their Calender. Harald King 
of Denmark with his wife and fonne Suetto arc baptized*, who before worlhipped 
966. Chr.ft and Idols together, now they flung away their Idols being induced there¬ 
to by/wo a Clergy man, whocarrycd before the King a burning Iron in his 
hand, without hutt. Edgar King of old Albion (as he was ftiled then) perceiving 
how England was obnoxious to forraign invafions,as fit ft by the Romans,and then 
fo often by the Danes and others *, for want of (hipping, caufeth a great 
Navy to be built, which like wals fhould fecurehis Kingdomc. Egbert had40 
built fomc (hips before,and 30 years after him Alfred ^but they were either difufed 
or confumcd by the enemy. 

Othoi\\e fecond being twice declared Emperour in his fathers time, once at Aix 
^ '* and the fecond time at Rome, is by all received, after his fathers death, except 

by Henry Duke of Bavaria his coufin german, who by the help of fomc Bilbops, 
caufed himfelfe at Ratisbonc to be proclaimed Emperour. Otho funnnons him 
to ihewcaufewhy he afilimcd that title, he perceiving his owne errour, and 
how few came to aid him, laycth afide his claime, andfubmits himfelfe to the 
Empetour, who gave him his life, butbanifhed him, and beftowed the govern¬ 
ment of Bavaria upon Otho Duke of Suevia, his nephew by his brother Lu- 
dolphus. He cauled alfo Harold the Dane, Mefco the Polonian, and Bole (Ians the 
Bohemian-, who had entred into league with Henry , to lay downc their Arms.But 
whikft 0^0 is thus imployed, Lotharim the French King byforceof armes la- 
boureth to regain Lor rain. Otho marchcth againft him with an Army, at the re¬ 
port of whole approach Lotharhts^. yes^ upon this Otho purfues him, wafting 
and burning all before him, even to the walls of Paris, then having burned the 
fuburbs, retreats with his Army homewards, Loth&ritts purfucth him in the rear-, 
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many of Otbo’s fouldicrs were drowned in the river Axona, and many hee loft at An. Chnfil 
Arduenna; and if he had not made the more haft, he had fallen into the hands of 
the French. Yet fhortly after peace is nude, and Lorrainis reftored to Otho,t hough 
the French Peers ftormed at it. Some parts of the country the Emperor affions to 
the Bijfhops ofCollcnand Leege-, the reft hebeftoves on Charles the brother of Lo -* 
tharius , conditionally that he ihould hold it in fee of the Emperour, as a Province 
of Germany. 

Things at home being thus compofed, Otho intends an expedition againft the 
Greeks and Saracens. In his minority he had done his Father good fcrvicc in A- 
10 pulia and Calabria, againft the Greeks: whom he drove out thence : but whileft 
hee is brfie at home, the Greeks by the help of the Saracens of Sicily, under 
Bafil and Confiantinc recover thefccountreys again, being loft by Nicephorus . 

Otho to regain them raifeth a great Army of Germans and Italians, which under 
Or^Duke of Suevia expelled the Greeks out of their Garnfons of Iftria and 
Palmaria. At Beneventum a great battell is fought, in which Otho ,was defeatcd,' 
and he hirafdf hardly cfcaped:for he flung away his arms and clothcs,that he might 
runnethe more nimbly towards the Bay of Tarentum, where his wife Theopba- 
nia was, but before he could get to the town , he was intercepted by the Sara¬ 
cens, and fo was fain to leap into the Sea, and there was taken by the enemies 
10 fbips, who not knowing him, let him goc again for a pecce of money, fo he came 982? 
fate Home* where he raifeth a new Army, and rcrurncth into Italy, to fight the 
Saracens , tyhofc Forces he utterly deftroyed •, after the battell he puniiheththe 
Romananld Ber.cventanfouldicrs, who rreacheroufly forfooke him in the firft 
Conflict-, the chief Romans he put to the fword at a Fcaft, and the Beneventins he 
punifhed by the totall deftru&ion of their City which he levelled withthc ground, p 8 3* 
Shortly after he dyed at Rome,having reigned 10 ycars,and was buryed in St. Pe- 
ters Cnurch in a porphyrie tomfy. ♦ . 

About this time Adalbert Biihop of Prague being weary of the Bohemians, 
went down to Pannoniai and baptized Geifa KingofHungaria; thence he wenu 
30 :0 preach in Boruffia, where hee was tofnin peecesby the Barbarians. To Pope 
L - fohn the fifteenth fuccceded Benedict the fifth or llxth one year-,he was ftarved to 
death in the caftle of St. Angelo . His fucceflour was Donnus the fccond,onc year. 

Boniface the feventh followed who fate 7 moneths. Benedict the fixthor feventh 
his fucccflour fate 8 yeares. Stephen King of Hungarie lends to Pope Benedict 
to have the title and Crownc of a King conferred on him, which he obtained; 
blit this favour was denyed to Mica flans Duke of Polonia, whofentto Benedict 
the Biihop of Crccovia- St. Edward tjje fonne of Edgar Kingof England, and a 
hopcfull Prince was munhered by his ftep-mother to advance her ownc fonne 
Etheired * whofe Kingdome layd in bloud profpered not, bur became tributary 
40 to the Danes * who laid heavy and yearly taxes upon the land, before which 
time impofmons called then Dane-gelt were not known in England. Otho had 
by Theopbania otho the third, yet a childe ; . Hugo or Ulricas Marquiflc of 
Saxony, and 5 daughters. Othoi minority occaiioncd new troubles in the Em¬ 
pire. 

Zimifccs being poyfoned by Bafil the Eunuch, the Eaftern Empire came to Ba- 9 7 5 i 
ftl and Confiantinc the fonnes of Romanns the voungcr. Confiantine was more ad¬ 
dicted to his pleafurcs,thcn to government.^-*/?/ being 20 years old; and Confian- 
tine the 17. began to manage publike affairs by the advice of Bafil the Eunuch.Hc 
recalled his mother Theopbania to the Court, being baniihed thence. Fearing 
j C tbe greatnefle of Bardas Sclerus, focal led from hisharth or hard difpofition, who 
had done in the Eaft great fcrvice, he tooke much of his power and command 
from him, making him content withthc government of Mcfopotamia. But hee 
would not be content to be thus affronted, therefore raifeth all the power he had 
in the Eaft againft Bafil , defeats his Army, and takes in Nicara the Metropolis 
of Bithynia: upon this Bhocas Bardns is lent for from his baniftiment,and is made 
Generali of all the Forces of the two Cxfars. He in a Duell having wounded 
Sclerus , put to flight all his difturbed Legions. Scleras was fain to flye to Cofroes 
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ThTSultan^FBibylon-,but being accufed of treachery, he was imprifoned .• So Bafil 
being freed from civillwars, rcfolvesto recover Calabria, and Apulia, Theof ha- 
mas* clowry. Or/>* inthefixthyeareof his reign, marcherh into Iraly with a great 
Army, to defend his wites dowry. In the firft corifldt he defeated the Greeks and 
Saracens, in the ftcord he was defeated, as we have ibid. About this time olaus 
King of Noraway converted his country to Chriftiamcy,and fent fhortly after fome 
to convert Ifland. 

■ Baftl i nderftanding that George Lord of the inward Iberia, had invaded the io 
bounds of the Empire, fends an Army againft him, and forceth him to buy his 
peace for a great fumme * till payment of which he gave his fon as hoftage, but 
he afterward flood not to his promife 5 therefore Bafil 1 s Army fell upon him, 
and utterly defeated his Forces. Hec fubdueo alfo the Saracens in Sy* 
riaand Phamicia. Shortly after he and the Bulgarians fell at variance for fome 
wrongs offered by them to the Greeks. About which time thcrcgall family of 
Bulgaria ended in Peter who was now dead. Thereupon 4 brothers of an ancient 
family drove for the principality: Three ofthefe failed by death, the fourth Sa¬ 
muel byname, taking advantage of the civill wars of Greece invades divers of 
their towns which he tookc. Bafil upon this undertakes an expedition againftBul¬ 
garia, where his Army mifearryed by the treachery of his Commanders. And 
witliall Photos who before had defeated Sclerus, now rebels again {i Ba/lK For he 20 
finding himfelfc flighted by Bafil , whom hec had delivered from fo great an 
enemy, invades the Empire * but hec was overthrown in divers battels, and 
at lad dyed fuddenly. Bafil alfo had good fucccffc againft the Bblgarians, 
by the induftry ofhis Generali Uranus. He took fome towncs beyond Mount Hc- 
mus,and the next year he invaded Bulgaria himfelf, and rebuilt the Greet Garifon$ 
in ThefTalia that had beene demoiiflicd, about the time that Veremundus 
King of Spaine had overthrownc Almanfior Lord of the Corduban Sara¬ 
cens. * • *'« * ^ ' * 

Samuel King of Bulgaria could not be quiet from molcftingthc Greeks, where¬ 
fore Bafil in the 3 8 year of his reign fuddenly falling behindc the Garrilons thatjo 
kept the narrow paflages between the hils, put them to flight, and withall tookc 
15000 Bulgarians, whofc eyes hec thruft out, leaving onely for every htindreth 
a Captain with one eye, to conduft thereft/rhefe heefentto Samuel, who be¬ 
ing affrigted of fo many calamitous people, became fuddenly vertiginous, and 
within two dayes dyed. His cotifin German Blad/flatus to be revenged, railed an 
Army*(but this alfo was dcfcarcd, and he himfelfc flain, foatlaft Bulgaria was to¬ 
tally Uibdued, and the chief Nobility was tranfported to ConlhntinopIc.Hcreupon 
fhortly after the Crabits and Syrmium the chide City of Pannonia fubinittcdto 
Cselar. 1 

At the fame time the Turkes, a race of Hunns inhabiting the North fide of4o 
Caucafus, were fent for, and imployed by Mahomet, Sultan of Perfis and Media 
againft the Perfians, who were animated by Inargus (who was of the bloud 
royallof Peifia) to rebell,and vindicate their liberty, from the Saracen yoakc. 
Cofiroes then had Bardot Scleras with many other Chriftian fbuldicrs,hcpromifed 
to fet them at liberty, if they did defeat the Perfians, which they happily did.So 
Scleras having obtained the victory, rcturnes to the Chriftians, and joines him- 
fclfc to Barden photos, who was then contclling with Bafil for the Empire. He 
cunningly fent his fonne Romanus as a fugitive to affift Bafil . whileft he himfelfe 
flayed with Photos, to the end that if Bafil prevailed, Romanus his fonne might 
procure his Fathers pardon* if Phot as prevailed, that then hce might obtainc fiisyo 
ions pardon. Bafil having got the vidory, Romanes who was now become his 
favourite, perfwadeshim to remove the Eunuch Bafil, (by whofe mcancs Ze- 
mificts was murthered) from all government being he was hated by the people* 
this was accordingly done, Zemifices fhortly after dyed of griefe. Photos 
alfo dyed fuddenly. Sclerus by his fonnes mcancs is made the chiefc Steward of 
the Palace. But before came to Byzantum, hee loft his Eye-fight with age. 

The Prince of Iberia being now dead, Bafil feifeth upon it. He recovered alfo 
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Media and Cliazaria the4ycarcof his Empire, and mide the Princes of Tripoli, dn.Chrifli 
Daimfcus, and others who were plundering rhe Territories of Antioch, to become \/YV 
his tributaries, thus beiog pufrip with victories and wealth (forhenad heaped 
together 2ococo talents of gold, bcfidcs jewels,pearlcs, and an infinite made of 
filver) hee began to flight both citizens and fouldicrs, and to account of learning 
as a thing ufclefle, which made him more feared then loved cf his people. So 
intending to recover Sicily from the Saracens,tends his Fleet before with a purpofc 1 o 2 r,’ 
to follow himftif,but his journey was hindered by death.He had lived and reigned 
72 years, 50 alone,and the reft ofthc time he was Co-en perour with his Father * * * * § , 
xo then with Nicephorta^ and after him with Z: mi fees. 

After the death of Rafliw his younger brother Conjlaitine ruled the Empire 3 
years,by others rather then by himfclf. For he coda fearfe fpirt fo much time 
from whoring',drinking 3 dicing, hunring,and Stage playing. Under him divers towns 
of Syria and Phenicia^ re*aflumcd their liberty, and killed their garrilons. Hefent 
twice to fuppreflethe Saracens in Italy and Sicily, but did no' good. Yet by his 
Generali Conf minus Diogenes^ Governour of'Syrmium and Bulgaria, hee 
drove away the Scythians beyond Ifthcr. The Governour of Samos over¬ 
threw the Saracen Fleet which had wafted the Cyclades. Hee caufcd Rv- 
manus Argyrus to marry his daughter Zoe , /having taken his former'wife 1 0 a 
*°from him, whom hee fhaved, and put into a Monkery* but thfc third day af¬ 
ter the marriage, he died the 70 yeareof his lifer in his haft and furic he ufed 
to kill or blind Ills chiefc Courtiers, and then to weep and repent when it was too 
late. t ^ <> ‘ .» . .41. ' ... f 

C frees the Saracen being dead'! Mahomet \iv$ fucceftour inferiour in ftrcn®th 
to Ptfdfiyius Prince of the Babylonian Arabians, was fain to call in theTurkes 
(as wchavcfaidj for his affiftancc by whofc help he overcame the Babyloni¬ 
ans and Indians: but having other enemies to buckle with, he was loath to let 
the Turkes goc home, till they had done the reft of his work ; therefore hee de- 
taines them in Perfis, and befets theriverAraxesfover which they were to pafsj 
l^with ftrong guards# The Turkes were highly incenfed, that they fhould be forci* 
bly kept fiom their native countrey by him who quietly injoyed his own country 
by their nicanes: wherefore in a rage they forfooke him, and being about 3000 
tookc pafleffion ;of the mountaines,and fell to plundering the Saracens. Mahomet 
to drive them out of their ftrong holds fends 20000 mtn, who were put to flight 
by TangroltpexMucaletus the Turifli Prince. The,Sultan inraged at thisdifgracc, 
blindes many of the Captaines who were fent againft the Turkes, and fo terrified 
his Army with threatoings, that moft of them Fell off from him to theTurkes. 

The Sultan robe revenged raifethan Army of 500000 men, who were all defeat¬ 
ed by the Turkes. So Araxes being now made paflable , the Turkes came 
4°fwanning in upfcnthc Territories of Babylon, and fo they obtainc the Saracens 
Kingdomc#* \ . •» « -a 1 * u ^ * -

50 f^^Tbo the third, asyetachilde fuccccdcd to his Father, forwhofe fake hce^S*. 

§ 1 was beloved, though difaffefted by fome bccaufc his mother was a Greek. 

Therefore Henry his coufin german, and Duke ofBajoaria took upon him 
to be young Others Prorc&or, and torulcthc Empire* but the Saxons being 
mindful! of their oath and allegiance to Otho 3 by the help of the Princes got the 
young EmperOur again out of Hettrys hands,and reftored him to Theophanif his 
mother, and Adelbtd.t his Grandmother, under whom he was bred in all kind of 
divine and humane learning. His mother fome few years after dyed, fo char his 
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jiff c/^f Grandmolhcr had t he foie education of him, till he by the evill counfdl of fomc 
green heads, puts her away. In his minority new troubles fprung up, Crtfanttus 
the Roman Conful will have the City choofe an Emperour of their own, and call 
off the Germans in France. Lotharius makes wars upon Germany for the Duke- 
dome of Lorrain, which Oihothc fccond took from him. In Germany Henry the 
Bavarian returning from banifnment, after the death of Otho Suevictes^ not oncly 
recovered Bavaria,but aimed alfo at the Empire. * 

When Otbo was come to yeares of diferetton, he falls upon fetling the Empire : 
in the interim Lothantu was forced by death, to give off his challenge of Lorrain. 

His fonne furvived his Father but one year: Charles alfo dyed , the brother of 10 
Lot hart as he was challenging the kingdome of France, which Hugh Capet 

Earle of Paris invaded and obtained now the whole race of Charles being cx- 
cindt. This Hugh began the third race of the French Kings which hath lafted 
till this day ; the firff race began in Merophens or Clodoveus^ and ended in Hilde - 
runs. The fccond which began in Ptptn and ended in this Ludov'tc the lafh Hu¬ 
go acknowledged Otho for Emperour,and permits otbo the fon of Charles to en¬ 
joy Lorrain as in fee from the Emperour. But debarres him from his right in 
France. « . ' 

Otho. having fetied Germany, bends his whole (Length to appeafe the diftra- 
dfions of Rome and Italy; Therefore underftanding that Crefcentit&s did domi-jq 
neer in Rome, and had thruft outthc Pope, he marcherh thither with his Ar¬ 
my, but in the way at Ravenna, newes came to him, that the Pope was dead, 
wherefore he appoints for his fuccefl'our Brurwo his kinfman, fon to Otho , Duke 
of Suevia, and nephew to Lndolpfms^ whofe name was changed to Gregory the 
fifth.He is fent before to Romc,tne Emperour with his ArmyTollowes, who be¬ 
ing-let into the City, pardons Crescent ms upon his fubnuffion,and then is crowned 
Emperour by ihePope. All things being there fctled, he marchcth back toward 
Germany, but he was not gone far, when Crefce/Jtrus thiufts out Gregory , and fets 
«p Johannes Plaemunus a wealthy man, and withall fortificththc City with Bul- 
warkcsagainftafiegc. Hee (huts himfelfe up within that ftrong and fpacious30 
building called then Moles Hadrtani, being his buriall place, then the towxr of Cre- 
fccmjus , now the caftleof St. Angelo, Otho hearing of this, rcturnes to Rome, 
the Citizens open the gates, prefuming on pardon, which was promifed to Cre - 
fentius , if he did deliver up his ftrong hold,which he did 5 but the promife was 
not kept •, for Crefcer.tiw being carryed on a jade through the City, with his face- 
backward, and torn by the people, was at laft hanged w ith 12 more of his afloci- 
atts', tfoHArwes Placentmus had his nofe cutoff, and his eyes put out, and then 
was flung dow T n headlong from the CapitolL the other Senators that were ac- 
ccflary to this plot Otho banifhed into Saxony. Upon this fedir ion it was agreed 
betw een the Emperour and Pope, that the Germans alone ftiould have power to 40 
choofc their Emperour, and the Pope to confirmc the Elcftion. When hcc is 
cliofen he was to be called Carfar, when confirmed by the Pope, Au°uftus. By 
which mcanesallfa&ions both in Italy and France, for the imperiall place and 
dignity (hould be prevented. And Italy with Germany ftiould be the (Longer u- 
nited againft the incurfions of Saracens, Turkcs, and other barbarous Nations. 
This would be a meanes alfo to quiet the Italian Princes , who fell out among 
themlelves, and ambitioufly driving for the Empire deftroyed one another,and 
chiefly by this the Popes powder was bridled, who tookcupon him to nominate 
Empcrours, which caufed much bloud ihed. There were 7 elc&ors appointed 
to avoid confufion and quarrels, to wit, 3 Biftiops of Mintz, Colon, and Tre- 50 
vers, and 4 fccular Princes, the Palfgravc, Duke of Saxony , MarqucfTc of 
Brandeburg, and King of Bohemia: but whether thefc were ordained then by 
otho or afterward, when the Empire was in the Family of the Suevi, is uncer- 
tainc. 


Otho h aving fetled the Empire , undertakes a pilgrimage to the bones of Adel - 
hert in Polonia, where being 'magnificently entertained by Bolejlaus Duke of 
Poland, by way of recompencc, hec named him King: and ere&cd there an 
. ,n.» ' Arch- 
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Archbi(hoprick ac Gncfnau, under which were Crocovia,Colberge, and Vioti- An.ChriJti 
flacn, Suffragans. He was forced to make a new journey to Rome, to appeafe \/YV 
the commotions there raifed by the Pope, for being excluded from the Emperors 
election. There he fell in love with the widow o fcrefcenuns pretending to marry 
Tier, but when (he perceived, that hcc meant no fuch thing, upon his returning to 
Germany, flic prelentshim withapaircof poyfoned Gloves, which killed him 100 il 
the 30 yearc of his age, of his Empire lhe ip. He dyed childlcffe, his former wife 
j&wy,daughter to the king of Arra^on,hc caufed to be burncd,bccaufe (he had falfe- 
ly accufed and caufed to oc put to death a young Noble man , with whom (lice 
to was in love, for that he would not pollute the Empcrours bed at her inftigation ; 
to be revenged of hint, (he accufcth him as if he meant to ravilh her, where¬ 
upon he was condemned and executed. But his wife (hortly after to prove his in* 
nocency, carryed in her hand a burning iron without hurt: Which induced 
Otho to doe juftice on his perfidious Emprefle. Otbos bowels were interred at 
Auguftaor Ausburg, by Henry of Bavaria his fucceifour,who be flowed on them 
a marble tomb: his body wasburyed at Aix. He was a prince indowed w r ith fo 
much wifdome, learning and piety, that hee was called the wonder of the 
World. 

In Otho* stime arc recorded ftrange prodigies, as uncouth earthquakes and^^. 

20 Comets, (howres of wheat and little fifltes out of the clouds. In Sicily necr 
tna w r ere heard ftrangecryesand yellings, which were then fuppofed to be the 
complaints of tormented loules in purgatory,whence the fcaft of All fouls was or- 9 9 7* 
darned. Fire brake out of the river Rhene which burned down the neighbouring 
villages. Great Frofts in the midft of fummer, which deftroyed grade and corn, 
whereupon followed plagues and famine , and the eruption of the Sdavonians 
upon Saxony. Vlodomrus Duke of Rufliais made a Chriftian. 

To Bened/H [uccccdcdfohan the fourtecnth,who was Pope 3 months,and then 
wasimprifoned* whereupon Boniface the fixth was rc-inthroned, and fate foure 
months, his fuccefTour f>ohn the fifteenth fate S moneths: to him fuccceded -fohn 
30 the fixteenth, who was Pope 10 ycarcs. Gregory the fifth his fucceifour 2 ycarcs. 

$ohn the feventeentha Greek and Magician,thruft out Gregory for id months,but 
was himfelfc deprived both ol his dignity, eyes, and life by Otho , and Gregory 
leftorcd, to whom fucceeded Ccrebcrtus or Sylvcfier the fccond, a Mathemati¬ 
cian and Philoiopher, and therefore in that rude age, he was thought to bee a 
witch. He was fir ft Archbi(hop of Rhemes 5 then of Ravenna, laftly of Rome, 
where he fate 4 years. 

Much about the fame time the Empire of Germany, the kingdom of France, 

Poland, Hungary, and Bohemia were cftabliflicd * ar.d thekingdomeofthe A- 
rabians in Corduba which had Continued 3Coyeares, had its period: and theni 000. 

40 began the Hebrew tongue to flourifh there , under B. frftfh) who turned the 
Thalmud into Arabick, then an Academy of Saracens w*as crc&ed at Ba¬ 
bylon. 

In England the Danes were generally inaffac red for their intolerable tyranny 
and oppreflions, whereupon Swam King of Denmark armed with rage and 
power, came with a great Fleet, and conquered this land, drove King Ethel red 
to Normandy, but upon the death of Swatrte he was called home \ whofc Forces 
Kmti or Canutus Swuines fonne defeated. Ethelred being dead, his fonne Ed - 
tf/uzd Ironjide fought divers battels with the Danes; not without good fuccefle, 
till at laft he was betrayed and utterly defeated, and io Camites obtained the 
5oKingdome. But neither Srvatne nor his fonne C amt ns had filch good tucccflc in 
Scotland, for in two feverall battels they were w f orftcd: in the mft Smine w^as 
utterly defeated,and hardly cfcaped with his liferin the fecond Camt was fo weak- 
ned, that hce was forced to fue for peace, in which it was agreed,that the Danes 
fhould depart Scotland, and that neither Scots nor Danes (hould moleft one a- 
nother, during the lives of Mtcolumbusi he Scots King, and Stvaine the Dane. 

Yet this Mtllcolurnbus or Malcolme^ whom the Danes could not hurt was after¬ 
ward murthered by feme of his own fubjeds in his bed/ becaulc of fame opptef- 
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An. Chrfti fi° ns committed, or'at Jcaft permitted by him upon his Nobility-, but ven- 
geancepurfucdthc murtherers immediately after, even the lainc night-, for ha¬ 
ving mittaken their way in the (now, they fell Into alakc, in which they were 
all drowned, mcnandhorfe, as they were flying away, the icebreaking under 
them. 

Otho the third being dead without children, Henry thefccond fucccedcd: lice 
was Duke of Bavaria, a Saxon by bloud, but a Bavarian by biuh .* He was the ne- 
phewof Otho the firft by his brother. In the beginning of his reign he wasoppo- 
fed by Ethard , Marqtiiflc of Saxony, whom 'Letfawns and Benno Dukes of 
Saxony killed. Henry alfo Mirquiflc of Auftria, with his brother Brnnno Bi-io 
(hop of Ausburg madcinfurredtions againfthim, but they were quickly fuppref- 
fed. So having fetlcd things at home he went againft the Hencti, who had fallen 
off from Chriftianity, which they had imbraccd in Othothc firftstirae, and were 
now become heathen Idolaters, having firft deftroyed i heir Churches, and mur* 
thered their Bifiiops. But Henry brought them again under the obedience of Chiift, 
and made them rebuild their Churches, then he endowed the Bifhopricks with 
new reveneus, chiefly that of Marburg, to which he afligaed a great part of the 
fcarldomeof Marburg. Having fubdued the Hcneii, he made wars upon the two 
BolejlAtiy the one king of Poland, the other Duke of Bohemia : thefe having 
flowen out into op. n hoftility againft him, lie caufed to fubmit to his obedience, jq 
and to doe him homage. He converted alfo the Earldorae of Bamberg (Earle 
Rtnold being dead without children) into a Bifhoprick, and fo inrichcd and ho* 
notired it, that hec made the chief Princes of Germany the Bifhop of Bamburgs 
Vaflais, and to doc him lealty, fo that the Electors as yet hold of him in Fee , 
what foe ver they enjoy as Electors. He fiipprcflcd alfo the infurreft ion ot Henry y 
and Theodor tens brothers to Cnnegunda his wife, who (formed becaufe they could 
not t njoy their fitters eftate being now dead, and which the Empcrour had dittr’r 
buted among the Clergy men. Thefe two brothers raifed an Aimy againft him 5 
invaded and took Ausburg, then thruft Brnnno the Emperors brother thence 5 
but the Emperour overthrew them both in a battcll, and depofed Henry from his 30 
Dtikcdomt ,yct afterward upon fubmiflion, reftoredhim. 

Hermannss Duke of Sucvia being dead, he made Ernejlus husband to Gifcl his 
1 c 0 5 coufin german Duke thereof, and fo having ferledthe troubles of Germany, he 
addrdfes himfclfc for Italy, to take poffclHon thereof as Emperor, to fupprefle 
the Greeks and Saracens there, and tofubduc Ardninus whom the Bittiopsand 
Nobility had proclaimed Empcrour at Millan,who in two great battels was over¬ 
thrown by the Empcrour and flainc. Henry was taken pi ifoncr himfclfc, but ha¬ 
ving deceived his Keepers, leapt down from the wall, and fo broke his thigh, 
1014. which made him halt ever after, whence he was called Henry the lame. After this 

** viCfory he was crowned Empcrour by Pope Benedttt. After this hcc marcheth^o 

towards Apulia and Calabria, againft the Greeks and Saracens, who were drug¬ 
ging forthatpartof Italy, a (hare whereof William Duke of Normandy had ta¬ 
ken from them under Othoi\\& third,andac laft r hat whole country of 
era became fubjed to the Normans. But at this time Henry fubdued both the 
Greeks and Saracens, and tooke from them their New Troy, which the Greeks 
1022. had lately built in Apulia * in that fame place where anciently Hannihals campc 
lay. This was the third journey that Henry made into Italy, and the latt. In his re¬ 
turn homeward, he had conference with Robert King of France, about fctling the 
Stare and Church : and to that purpofc they appointed to give the Pope a meeting 
* 1° 2 4. at Ticinum, but death prevented this, for the next yearc after he dyed at Gro- 50 
ning che52ycareof his life, and was buryed in his own Church of Bamburg. 
Hcc reigned 22 ycares. Being childleflc, hee nominated Conradus for his 
fucccfToiir. -Hec was a pious and a munificent Prince who, (as they fay’; lived 
perpetually chatt with Cnnignnda 9 though marryed. Hence hec was called 
Saint. 

In his life time he had many wars with the Polonians,Bohemians,Italians,Ruf- 
fians, Greeks and Saracens, in all which he had good fucceflc. He had a dangerous 
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war with Baldwin Earle of Flanders about the Dukcdome of Lorrain, which he An.Chrijl* 

oavc away after the death of Duke Otho, to Godefrid Prince of Arduenna: but 

*Henry by thehelpcof Robert King of France, and Richard Duke of Normandy 

took Gant and wafted Flanders, fotliat Baldwin was fain to lubmit, whorccci* 

ved in Fee from the Emperour, the Ifte of Zeland, with the City Valentina. In 

the time of this Henry } the Turkcs tookc Jerufalcm from the Saracens, and over* 

threw the Temple wnich Conflanttne had built there. The King of Denmark with 

a great train wcnttoRome, to intreat the Pope that the Churches of his king- 

dome might be exempted from the jurifdicffion of the Archbiftiop of Hamburg.* 

10 the Pope promifed to fend a Cardinall thither, for that purpofe, but nothing was 
done in that matter till Gregory i he feventh, who fubje&ed all the Churches of 
Denmark, Swcthland and Noraway to the bifhop of Bremc. The Tranfiivani- 
ans by themcanesof Stephen King of Hungary receivedthc Chriftian Faith* fot 
he tooke Giula with his wife and children prifoners, who being releafed were all 
baptized. Cavutus King of Denmark and England, obtained alfo the kingdomc 
of Norraway. Rainimir the fonne of San ft ins Major was fit ft King of Arra- 
gon. To Sylvejler fuccccdcd pope John the fcventcenth or eighteenth, who fate 
4moneths: his fucccfibur^^# the nineteenth fate 4 ycares, to whom fucceeded 
Sergius the fourth, who was Pope two yeares. Benedift the feventh or eight fate 11 
lOycarcs: andfo many yeares fate his fuccdTour tfobn the nineteenth or twentyeth. 

Cantttus King of England marryed Emme widow to king Etbefred. He went a- 
bout to extirpate thoieof the royall blond of England ; therefore fent away the 
twofonnesof the late king Edmund^ and h is brot he r, to be mu rt he red abroad*, but 
they were by divine providence preferred. Hee went to Rome, and freed 
the Saxon Schoolc which the Kings of England had erefled there, from all im- 
pofition. 

From the Saxons the Empire of the Weft is tranfiated to the Francs in the per- 1 0 a 45 
fon of Conradus the fccond, who is called Saliens bccaufc the country of Franco¬ 
nia was called Salia, from the river Sala, whence came the Salique law, with the 
30 French, which by the Salii or Francs were driven out of Franconia. The Em¬ 
pire continued in the Saxon Family about 100 years; this Conradus was de¬ 
fended of the ancient Gtbelins in Franconia. Hee marryed with Giftl Henry 
the Emperours kinfwoman by whom hee had a fonne called alfo Henry. In the 
beginning of his reign he was threatned with wars by his coufin german, and 
competitor for the Empire, Cuno the younger. By Erneftus alfo the Emperors 
fonne in law, by Frederic of Lorrain , by Boleflaus Kins* of Poland, and Ro¬ 
bert King of France,but all thefc clouds he difpeilcd by his wifdom and dexterous 
carriage. 

The third yeare of his Empire he prepares an Army for Italy, to quiet the 
4Pcommotions there: and withall holds a Parliament at Aix,where he declares his 
fonne his fuccefTour: whom 3 yeares after he mide Duke of Bavaria, Duke 
Henry brother of S. Cnnigunda being dead. Hcc caufcd thofe of Papia who 
had demolifhedhis Palace to rebuild ir, hee quieted the people of Ravenna, 
who would have driven him out of the City, and rewarded a fowldicr who for 
him had loft a leg in that skirmifh,with a boot full of filver. From thence he went I o 2 
to Rome, where he was crowned Emperor by Pope $ohn , and was conduced to 
his chamber by two Kings,namely Canutus King of England, and Kodulphns king 
of Burgundy. At Rome two fouldiers falling out about an Oxc hide, the one being 
an Italian,the other a German, raifed fucb a tumult that many were flain in ir, the 
5$ Romans being worfted, were fain to beg pardon bare footed with ropes about their 
# necks* which they obtained. Conradus beftowed Apulia upon the Normans to be 
held by them in fee of -the Emperour for the defence thereof againft the 
Greeks. 

Whileft Conradus was in Italy, Frederic of Lorrain, Cuno of Wormatia , and 
Ernejlus of Alemannia Dukes confpiredagainft him; but Frederic dycth be¬ 
fore the plot came to maturity. Cuno was glad to demolifli all his fortifications to 
obtain the Emperours favour. Ernejlus having pillaged Alfatiaand Burgundy was 
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An* Chr;jli at laft torlakcn by his touldiers, and To) ecldcd himfcLc a priioncr *, but afterward 
dying out aguine, was fo horly purfued by the Empcrours guard that they inclo- 
fed him within a wood, and flew him. About this time t onradus brought Mi- 
feco the Polonian in fubjcction, who had expelled hi$ brother Otho out of the king¬ 
dom by the means of < 7 >/i 0 the Emprifle, he was reconciled to Conradus , and 
1031. was reftored to the third parrot Poland. He quieted alfo the Francs, French, 
and Bohemians and Stephen King of Hungary, who made war upon Conradus tor 
the Dukedome of Bavaria, which he claimed as his fonnes right, being the childc 
of henry the Saints After: but the wa‘r ended by the death of Emencus Stephens 
fonne. ’ 10 

R odsilphus King of Burgundy by his will bequeathed his kingdomc to Cenra- 
X o 3 5. dus . but Otho nephew ro R odulphus by his Cher laid claim to it, and thought by 
the fwordto obtain it, but lie loll both it and his life to boot, being killed in the 
battcll, and fo Burgundy was made a Province of the Empire, having continued 
a kingdome, from the death of Carolus Calvus 144 years. It was made a king¬ 
domc under Arnulphusjt was afterward parted into the Dutchy*which the Emper- 
our retained,and the county which tell to the King of France,this Jkcdulpbus who 
gave it away was the tenth and laft king. 

After Conradus by his fonne henry had fubdued the Bohemians,he marryed him 
to Cnuehnda daughrer of Canutus king of England and Denmark ;lhe being brought 2 o 
to bed of a daughter to him, dyed in Italy, and was buryed in Limburg , at that 
time the bifliop of Millan with fomc other bifliops of Lombardy, railed a fatflioti 
againfl the Emperour, which he fuppreft by taking in of MiUan,Parma, and the o- 
thcr rebellious towns, and by banifhingtne feditious bifliops. So having quieted 
Lombardy, he rcturncs to Germany, and puts his fonne in pofleflion of Burgundy, 
Hermannus Duke of Sfeicvia being dead of the plague in Italy, the Emperour be- 
1 0 39 * flows that Dukedomcon Otho nephew to otho the third, Emperour by his After, 

at Lift hedyedfuddenly at Utiicht in Frifia the i5yeareof his reign, the year be¬ 
fore dyed St. Cunignnd , and St. Stephen , king of Hungary .Conradus was a valiant 
and wife Prince; he fliewed princely magnanimity in his warre againfl Mifcco^o 
king of Poland, whom ycUlricus the Bohemian tooke prifoncr, when hcc fled to 
him for flieltcr. The Emperour hating the treachery of him that did betray 
his truft, would not countenance the 1 raitour, nor receive the King as a pri¬ 
foncr. Hec was buryed at Spire in the Church which he built himfelf. 

About this time in Ferdinand the Great, were united the kingdomes of CaftiJ, 
Navar, and Legido, by the marriage of Santtia the onely After and heir of Vere* 
mund , and at laft Aragon alfo by the death of R arnirus his bafe brother. In Eng¬ 
land to Canutus fucceeded his fonne Harald^ . who reigned but 4 ycares, in which 
time hce.baniflied his ftepmother Frnwe, and put out the eyesof Alfred her fonne 
by Ethelred and caft him into a loathfome prifon,whcre he dyed. In Scotland king 4 q 
Donald did homage to Canutus for Cumberland. Hee wasmurthered by Macbeth* 
his coufln german, who got himfelfe to be proclaimed king.The Danes had fo ma¬ 
ny overthrowes in Scotland,that they vowed never to returnc thither in a hoftile 
manner,for not onely were they deftroyed by the fword, but many of them were 
poyfoned with the juice of feeds o f Solatiumfmntferum^ an hcarb we call Nighc- 
fliadc mingled with their bread and wine. i

The affaires of the Eafiern Empire under Argyropolus, Michael, Calaphatcs, 
7.nr Thrnrlorn . and Monomarhns. 2. Of the Turkes and Pnt>*< af 



C Onftantine the Greek Emperour being dead, Romanus the third, called 
Argyropolus^ from his too great bounty, or rather prodigaliry, fucceeded. 

Hec to ingratiate himfelle with the people took off the tribute, which 
they called allelengium • impofed on all rich men by Baft l. This was to bee paid 
by wealthy men to the children of thofe fouldicrs which had dyed in the w T arres to 
confirme nis title. He put away his wife, and married with barren Zee the daugh¬ 
ter of Constantine^ (he being 50 ycarcs old, and he 60. He inrichcd the biiliops 
who had been beggered before: and baniihed Theodora Zoes lifter into an Ifland 
upon fufpition : and fent Confjtantinc Biogenes for affc&ing the Empire into a 
ftrong tow er, where he killed himfelfc by leaping ftom a high window , left he 
ihould be forced to difeover others that were of the plot with him. He beat the 
Saracens at Sea,but was beat by them on the land: for as hec was driving to rcco- 
20 ver thetownes of Syria.which his predcceflbur had careleft'ely loft, he was over¬ 
come and forced to flye to Antioch whereas hce might have had thefe townes 
without Idle of bloud, had hec hearkened to reafon rather then to ambition,whileft 
he ftiived to extort that by forcc^ which was proffered in love *, yet by the help of 
Amir as of Tripolis, whohad fallen off from the Egyptians, herooke in two 
caftlesin Syria; but could doc no good againft the Saracens in Sicily nor againft 
the Normans in Apulia being aided by Conradits Cafar. Under him George Ma- 
nhces took Edcffa by ftorm, where finding theEpiftle which as they fayChrift 
wrote with his ownc hand to King Algarus , he fent tt 5 to Conftantinoplc:but(hort- 
ly after this Roman us by exadions opprelfcd the people; andbccaufc hce could 
30 not make his old barren wife fruitful!, hee began to flight her, at which the libi¬ 
dinous woman being impatient, began to dote upon Michael the Paphlagonian. 

This the Emperour iufpcdcd, but Michael by oaths denyed there was any af- 
fe&ion betweene Zoe and him, for which perjury he was taken with the Falling- 
fickneflc,which abated Roman us his fufpition *, for hec thought that Zoe could not 
affed one troubled with that difeafe: but at laft Romanics was poy foned by Zoe, 
and being one day in the bath, the adulterer held downe his head in rhe water, till 
hce was almoft ftifled, and then being laid in his bed,dyed immediately , having 
reigned 5 yeares,and 6 moncths, to whom by Zoes help fucceeded Michael\ 

Michael for his adultery and murther is rewarded with the Eaftern Empire, at l 0 , 
40 firft he (hewed himfelfe a good Governour, but not fo good a Scholar as his pre* * 
deceflour, who was skilled in the Greek tongue, in Phdofophy, and in the laws* 

All the while that Michael was Emperour, his Dominions were vexed with co¬ 
mets, plagues, ficcity, ftcrility, earthquakes and locufts, w hich fo devoured tlic 
- fruitesof the earth, that the Inhabitants were faine to change their habitation*: 
thefe locufts were by a ftrong winde carrycd info the Hdlcfpont,and there drown¬ 
ed, but after they were left dry upon the lhoare, they revived, and for 3 ycarcs 
together wafted Thracia, till at laft they were deft royed at Pergamus. At firft: 
Michael made much of Zoe^ till hce. was throughly letled, afterward he kept her 
lip foclofc, that all her fervants were removed from her, and none fufferedto 
5 o fee her, or (peak with her, but by leave of the Captainc of the watch,who exami¬ 
ned thccaufe of their comming. Some thinkc Michael was vifitedwith ancvill 
fpirit, which to palliate, he called the Falling ficknefl'e. Hee made three ycarcs 
peace with the Amir as of Egypts widow' .Under him George Maniaces by the help 
of France recovered all Sicily from the Saracens, after they had pofteft it 230 
yearcs,- who were at civill warres among thcmfelves. But Stephen fooliibly let 
the Sultan cfcape, for which being (Imply reproved by Maniaces , hee wasaccufedr 
by Stephen as if he had aimed ac the Empire. Upon this George is imprifoned, 
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^nd Stephen made Govemour of Sicily, who in a ihort.time loft it allagaine-, 
Michael falling into an Hydropfic,andfo unfit for govcrnmcnt 5 and being touched 
in confciencc tor his murthcr and adultery, entredinto a Monaftery, where hce 
dyed, having.fir^named for his fucceffour MichaelCalaphates , his nephew by his 
After, he.reigncd 7 yeares. In his time a Thracian woman killed a certain ftran- 
oer with his own fword, for offering to ravifti her, which faft was fo approved 
by the 1 hracians, that they crowned her with garlands, and flung out his body 
into the ftrects, who as a fclf- murthcrer lay there unburyed. 

Michael Calaphates the fenne of Stephen who loft Sicily, was adopted fucccftor 
by PaphUgo, and confirmed by Zoe^ who made him fwear, he would be faithfull io 
and loving to her, but he quickly forgot his oath ana duty. For he banifhed Zee, 
and dcpolt d his Vnclc John from his Government,by whofc help he obtained the 
Empire,when he fell on his knees to Zoc^ befceching herto confirm Michael’s adop¬ 
tion. He cmafculatcd moll of his kindred: but for this his infolcncy, the people of 
Conftantinoplc role in armes againft him.calls home Zoe with her After Theodora , 
makes them lay downc their monafticall habit, and afliimc the imperially in 
the tumult 3000 Citizens were flainc by the Pratorian Guard, yet the Citizens 
prevailed who thruft Michael: with his uncle Conjfantine into a Monaftcry, 
and tlxn put out their eyes, and drove them out of the City. Not l©ng after 
old Zoe marryed againc to Conjlantine Monomachus whofc former wife was 20 
the nephew of komanus Argyropolus, hin Michael had Ipaniflicd upon fufpition 
of his too much familiarity with Zoe . But now hec is called home, with 
his wife Sclerena : fo now the Empire is guided by one man and three wo¬ 
men. 

This Conjlantine Monomachus isconBrmcd in the Empire,which he much wcak- 
ned by his prodigall wafting of the treafurc, which made him lay heavy taxes 
on the borderers of the Empire, to keep off foreigners, but the borderers grew 
carcleffe, and let all break in that would, when they faw the treafurc exhaufted, 
and the burthen lye on them, they knew their condition could not be worfc under 
ftrangers. Michael GovcrnourOf Dyrrachium,(now Durazzo a City in Mace- 30 
donia on the Adriatic,) under Moncmachus was killed with 40000 fouldicrs by 
the Sc) thians,whohad wafted the Tribailians and Servians people inMeAa join¬ 
ing upon Pontus. George Mamaccs^ was animated by»his Army to invade the 
Empire, which he did *, but he was flainc in Bulgaria*, though his Army had the 
better of the Impcrialifts.and fo this war ended. LeoTortncius kinfman to Mono - 
mac bus did alfo enter in competition for the Empire, which Monomachus percei¬ 
ving, caufed him to be lhaved with intent to put him in a Monaftery. But hce be¬ 
ing we!) beloved by the Macedonians, was received at Adrianopolis, where hee 
quickly raifedan Army, with which hce bcAcgeth Byzantium, and had taken it, 
but that he was dull and negleftcdhis opportunity, permitting the Empcrours^o 
Forces toincrcafe, by which in divers battels he was overthrownc , and at lift 
taken alive by his enemies, who thruft out his eyes. vladomirus Prince of Ruffia, 
for having had one of his men killed at Byzantium in a quarrel!, raifedan Army 
of 1 oooco, which in boars made of one pcecc of timber, called Monoxyla hec 
brought afore Conftantinoplc jeonditions of peace were offered him, which hee 
refuted, therefore his Army and Fleet inGods juft judgements were utterly o- 
vcithrown.Thc Bcffini a people of the Haft,were fubdued by Monomachus . 

Ar this time the Turkcs were grown fo ftrong, having taken Babylon, and 
fubdued Media, that they fend an Em baflic to the Empcrour Monomachus offeri ng 
to make a league with him, conditionally that he will become tributary to thejo 
Sultan, but the Embaffadour was flighted, andfent back without any anfwcr; 
whereupon the Turkes overrun the Eaftern Provinces, even to thcSeaCoaft of 
Byzantium, where they encampe over againft the City. Monomachus had lately 
fubdued the Pazinaca a people of Scythia *, and having convened them toChri- 
ftianity, placed them in Bulgaria: he fends 15000 of thefc to Iberia to flght a- 
gainft the Turkes*, who had taken *Ltpanus the Iberian King prifoner, and 
made him fwear never to raife armes againft the Sultan any more. But th*fc 
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Pazinacae would go no further then Chrv fopolis, therefore they fwim their horfes An. Chrifi* 
over the Hcllefpont, and join thcmfelvcs to their country men, wafting Thra- 
cia, Macedonia, and other parts necr Conftantinople : at laft, after divers skir- 
mifties, they make a league for ^oyearcs: in the meanc time the Turkcs make ha- 
vock of all without control * for the borders lay open, being the Garrrifons were 
difeharged for want of pay. But the Turkiih conquefts were a little flopped by 
a vi&ory obtained againft them by the Prcfidcnt of Media, and by the ci- 
vill warre that fell out bctweenc the Sultan of Pcrfia and his brother A • r 

braham . 

xo Monomachus being long troubled with the Gowt, fell at laft.into a Plcurifie and i o 5 4. 
dyed, having reigned almoft 13 yeares. He left the Empire to Theodora, lots 
fitter, who dyed not long before, being 70 yeares old. Slice reigned alone almoft 
2 yeares .* fo finding her felfe aged and fickly, by the intreaty of the Peers, (he 
names MichaelStratioticus for herTuccefTour and then dyed. To Pope John the 10 5 5 * 
nineteenth or twentyeth fuccecdcd Benedict the eight or ninth, who fate 13 yeares. 

But his chair was invaded by Sylvejter the third, who fate one moneth, and then 
was forced tofurrender his pontificate to Benedict again,and in this fchifm Gregory 
the iixthischofen, who fate 2 years: fo tharnow Rome is like the three-headed 
Cerberus . After them came Clemens the fecond, who fate 9 raoneths.and after him 

to Damafcus the fccond, who was Pope 23 dayes -, then came Leo the ninth, who fate 
5 yeares. About thefe times Ca/imir of a Monk and Deacon became King of Po¬ 
land,being the next heir, with whofe orders and vowes the Pope difpcnfed'Q^ccn 
juxa the mother of this Caftmtr, for her mi l-government was fain to flyc from the 
fury of the people, with this her young fonne ? for not oncly had fliec incenfed 
her ownfubjefts, but the Ruffians alfo who broke in upon the North , and the 
Bohemians who pillaged the South part of Poland. In memory ot this dif- 
pcniaiion given to Cafimir , the Polonian Knights,at certain folemnities in the 
Church ufe to wearc long white furpluflcs, after the manner of Priefts and Dea¬ 
cons-, the Plebeians were taxed by tnc Poll to pay ycarcly one penny towards 
30the maintenance of a pcrpctuall light in Saint Peters Church : they were 
alfo injoyned to bee fliaved on the crownc like Monkes, and to wearc fliorc 


haire. * 

Berengarius the Archdeacon broached his dodftinc againft Tranfubftantiation, 
which afterward he recanted, whether willingly or by force, is dou.btfull. The 
dignity of Cardinalls began about this time to be in requeft. At Rome was found 
a Gyants body uncorrupted, which being fet up right, was higher then the City 
walls: Its Epitaph was this, Here lyetb Pallas the fonne of Evandtr, killed by 
Tumus his Lance . The Hungarians fell off again to Pclagianifm, and killed the 
Clergy: but Andrew the fourth King of Hungary, made it death for any man in 
40 his Kingdomc to profeffc Paganifm. 

In England Hardiknut fono f Kmtt by Qoccne Emme fuccccdcd to Harold, 
whofe body he caufed tobcuntorabcd, the head ftruckoff, and flung into the 
Thames. He puniiheth fuchas were guilry of the death of Alfred his brother 
by the mother. Hee offended the whole Stare by grievous taxes he called home 
Edward his other halfe brother out of Normandy-, then dyed fuddenly the fe¬ 
cond year of his reign: and in him ended the Danifh Kingdome in England, hal¬ 
ving lifted but 26 yeares under thefe 3 laft Kings. Edward the ConfefTour 
is crowned. He was fon of Ethelred , and is commended for his gentlenefle, con-1 o 4 2. 
tincncy, andpiety, who with his touch cured certain difeafes. Yet the Earl God - 
50 totn made inlurreftions againft him, bccaufchce favoured the French too much 
that were about him,being led altogether by them: till at laft hee made his peace 
with the King*, whereupon the French forfook both Courr and Kingdome: which 
occafioncd the firft difiesence with Francc.This Prince having reigned 24 yeares 1065* 
dyed, his corps was interred in the Church of Wcftminfter, which hcc had 
founded alittlcbefore. In Scotland Macbethus having treachcraufly murthered 
King D«»f4»,invadcdthe Kingdomc, and for 17 years poflcfTcdit, untill Mileo- 
lumbus the flam Kingsfonne being aflifted by King Edward of England w jth 
10900 men,recovered it from Macbethus, pa Chap* 
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H Enry the third, firnamed the Black , from the colour of his hair, fucceed- 
edto his Father Conradus, againft him Fratijlans king of Bohemia made 
vvarre by the afliftance of Peter King of Hungary in this warre Henry 
loft the chief Commanders of his firft Army-His expedition againft the Bohemians 
was fruftrated, becaufe they had ftopped all the pafl'agcs and high-wayes by cut - 
cing downc the woodes. But in his fecond expedition hee forced them to fob* 
mit, and to pay the annuall tribute which they had refufed. Hee had another war 
againft the Hungarians, who had depofed King Peter grandchildc to Stephen for 
being too favourable to ftrangers, and for maintaining of Chriftian Religion: 
but pretending his mif-government-, ovo was the King they fee up againft him. 
Henry employes Leopold Marquifle of Auftria, who having recovered a great 
part of Hungary, forced this new King to beg for peace and pardon, which was 
granted him / but afterward falfifying his oath and promife, hee renewed the war *0 
in which hee was utterly defeated, put to flight, and at lafl being apprehended,' 
was brought to Peter , and was by the lentence of the Peercs of Hungary 
beheaded. But Peter would not bee induced to forfakc Chriftianity and 
ro profefle Paganifme, wherefore the Hungarians confpircd againft him, and 
fent for his kinfman Andrew whom they had baniflied ; him they made King, and 
put out refer f eyes,who fliortly after dyed at Alba Regia . 

After this Henry marryed with Agnesthc daughter of William Prince of Pi<fh- 
via.* hec rejefted the Mufitiansand Players thar came to the wedding, think¬ 
ing thefe fooleries fafre below his impcriall gravity ; bur hec could not enjoy 
peace long; for Godefrid Duke of Lorrain enrredinto league with the French 30 
king, and with Baldwin of Flanders, to cxpell his brorher Gottello out of his 
part of theDukedome, thatfo hee might injoy all alone • this fo inctnfcd Henry 
that hec caufed him to bee apprehended and imprifoned, yet upon his fubmifli- 
on hcc let him goc, and fent him with aid to Pope Leo the ninth againft the 
Normans. In the meane while Beneditt the ninth, Sylveficr the third,ancl Gregory 
the fixrh. Anti-Popes made fuchftirsin Rome and Italy, rhat the Emperor was 
forced to repaire thither, and ro call a Synod at Surrinum not far from Rome. In 
this Benedict, who had fet up his rcfidencc in the Palace of Lateran, 5 y/vey?er at S. 
Peters , and Gregory at S. Marks , were all three depofed, and Sindeger or Suideger 
Biibop of Bamburg was clewed,who was named afterward Clemens the fccond. 40 
In this Synod alfo was confirmed the former Att, that no Pope ihould be chofcn 
without the Emperors confent. 

After this Henry being crowned Emperour by this Clement , marcheth with 
his Army into the farther part of Italy, to compofc the differences becweenc the 
Normans and Lombards, fome whereof were yet remaining there .• fo all things 
there being fetled, Hec rcturnes for Germany* but before hec could get out 
of Italy Pope Clement the fecond is poyfoned, and immediately after him 
Pope Dsmafus * therefore hee was faine to choofc Pope Leo the ninth, who 
was the third hee chofc before his departure from Italy. This Leo being af¬ 
terward to ftayinRome, accompanies tne Emperour into Germany, where in 50 
the Council at Mints aflembled thefe by Henry * the Pope was forced to 
fubmit and give way to the Bifliop of the place, who claimed it as his 
due. 

After Henry returned from Italy, hee made an expedition into Hungary, a* 
gainft Andrew their King, to revenge the death of Peter ^ but hec had nofuccefle 
in this interprife: oncly Andrew the King was flaineby a fall from his horfe, 
and tjodc under foot. Hee baniflied Cottradus of Bavaria, for his mif-govern* 
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ment, and for entering into league with the Hungarians, who at laft made their A*. Cbnj:< 
peace with the Emperour by promifing to pay a vecrly tribute, and to furnifh 
him with Auxiliaries upon all occafions. Caimans dyed in his exile : where¬ 
upon Henry made his young fonne Henry the fourth Duke of Bavaria, being but 10<? .^ a 
2 ycaresold, and got him to bee declared Emperour. Thenhec fcntback Po pc 1 5 

Leo into Italy with an Army under thccondiuftof Godef rid Duke of Lorrain 
to fuppreffe the Normans, who at firft were put to fi ght, but rccolletfing their 
difperfed Forces overcame their overcoinmers. Shortly after Godef,rid marked 105 s. 7 
with Beatrix the widow of Boniface Marquifc of Tufcia in Italy , Henry fufpe- 
10 (fling that Godef rid (whofc Faith was wavering, and fpirir ambitious Jby this mar¬ 
riage aimed at the Empire, returncs with an Army into Italy to put a flop 
to Godefrids intentions, in the interim hee crowncshis fonne at Aix , being 
4 ycarcs old. Hec flayed a yeare in Italy, where having fetlcd all things hee in* j 0 5 
vadcstheScIaviof Lufatia,by whom his army was totally routed, and ne fliortly 
after dyed of grief,after he had lived 40 years,and reigned J 7: he was burycil at Spf- 
ra neer his Father Conradus\ ic was a good and uuld Prince:his firft wife ms daugh¬ 
ter to the King of England, who dyed childlc fie. Htsfecond wife Agnes bore him 
Henry the fourth. 

This Henry the fourth was 7 ycares old, when his Father dyed, who 
20 committed to his wife the care of this Prince • and his education to Conra - 
dus a Nobleman of Suevia. She* wasalfo truftedwith the Government of the 
Empire, which prudently fhcc managed for 5 yearcs fpacc.- but afterward be¬ 
ing depofedbytheplotof fomc Princes in Saxony, ll.ee lived privately in a Mo- 
naftery.The young Emperour is conveyed fraudulently into Saxony by the Bifhop 
of Colcn. itbert Marquifte of Saxony, and Ottoihc Saxon who lately had obtain¬ 
ed Bavaria of the Emprefle, pretending that they would breed the youth in Mili¬ 
tary Difcipline, and State affairs which he could not lcarnc under his mother, but 
rather effeminatenefs-, whereas indeed their aime was,cither to procure to thcmfelves 
the Empire, or at leaftthc adminiftration thereof during the childcs minority. 

3° In the inrerim the fouldicrs grew licentious and outrageous for want of dilci- 
plinc, and having got to thcmfelves a fit Captaine Otto the brother, begot of 
Wtlltam Marquifle of Thuringia by a.Concubine, they began to rob and plunder 
Saxony, this theevifh Army of robbers was at laft defeated by Bruno and Hebert 
brothers, MarquifTes of Saxony, being affiftedhy.thc Emperours Forces,the bactell 
was fought above Mcsburg, where the young Emperour was placed a little way off 
from the ATmy,asatcirourtotheenen>y,andafpccftatourofthc vi&ory. In this 
conflict Bruno was flainc, and fo was Otto the ring-leader of the robbers, whofe in¬ 
heritance in Thuringia was feifed on by Ecbert Marquifte of S jxony, who ere&ed a 
Colledgc of Canons at Naumburg,and tranflatcd thither from Cyzicum, the Epi- 
4 ° fcopall Seat. 

Henry being 13 yeares of age, undertookc the managing of the State; 
and firft hccaflifted Salomon hiskinfman King of Hungary, againft Bela who 
thruft him out of his kingdome .* this Bela's Army Henry overthrew, arid rc- 
cftabliftied Salomon in his kingdome: then hee waged warre againft* the Sclavi of 
Lufatia with good fuccefle •, but the Saxons ftorming that the Empire fhould 
bee anywhere, except among themfelvcs confpircd againft the young Emper¬ 
our, the authour ofthisconfpiracy was Otbo Duke of Bavaria, whom a little 
before Henry had fent into Italy with the Bifliopsof Colen and Trent, to confirm 
the Italians in their allegiance ro the Emperour, and to demand the ordinary tri- 
5 °bute. othoby infinuating himfelfc with the Princes of Italy, brought a fufpition 
upon himfelfc, that hec aimed at the Empire. The chiefc adors with him irf 
this confpiracy were the Bifhops of Magdeburg and Halberftad, with fome Dukes 
and Marquiflcs. But he quickly overthrew their Forces by the help of Rodulphu* 
of Sucvh,and others. This Rodulpbus being defirous to take up the differences,and • w 0 * 
end the war, interpofed himfclfeas a Mediator between the Emperour and them-,but 
they rejecting all mcanes of reconriliation,wcrc apprehended and imprifbned,aftcr~ 
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An.Chrifrw* rd cfcnping our of prifon, they grow more eager and fierce againft the Empev- 
our then before. Olho the Bavarian was not indeed in rhe battcll, yet he was con- 
vi&ed oftrcalbn againft the Emperours life, wherefore hec loft Bavaria: which 
caufed him to raife new Forces againft Henry out of Saxony and other 
places. 

1073. Pope Gregory the feventh,called Hildebrand before, was chofcn without the 
Emperours confcnt againft the ancient lawes of cleftion, Henry to bee revenged 
of this wrong 5 raifcth an Army, but hee was pacified by Gregory forthepre- 
fenr, who not long after makes a decree, that henceforth the Emperour fhould 
have no hand in the Popes eleftion, andwithall cites Henry ro make his appear¬ 
ance in the Court of Home, to anfwerto fuch things as jhouldbee objc&ed a- 
gainft him, concerning his wicked life andfimoniacallprattiles in permitting all 
Bifhopiicks and Church-dignities to be bought and fold. At this the Bifhops 
of Germany (formed, but the Saxons were glad, who nflift the Pope againft 

X07 6 . Henry. Hee therefore to clccrc himfclfc rcpaircs to Rome in the midft of 
Winter, that the fentence of excommunication againft him might bee taken 
off. Hee was forced toftay from morning to evening barc-foor, and without 
any food before the Popes Palace , ere hec could bee admitted inro his 
preknee, which was not till die fourth day after, then being admitted, and iharply 
reproved by the Pope, hee is injoyned todilmiflc his Army,tolorhearc mcdling*° 
any more with the government of the Empire, ortlfe to hold it of the Pope,and 
withal! to call a Parliament. The more fierce was Gregory againft him, bccaufc 
hee had called a Synod at Wormcs: wherein Gregory was condemned of 
Simonie.Toclcare himiclf of which he took the Sacrament, imprecating againft 
himfelf luddcn death, if hec were guilty of the crime of Simonic, and wifbing the 
Emperour to doc the like, which hcrefufed,affirmingthar he would make it ap¬ 
pear in the Parliamcnt,howhc had dilchargcd his duty in managing the Empire. 

But the Pope fearing left Henry ibould gather ftrengrh again, and revenge 
the affronts put upon"him, lends his Decree to bee proclaimed in Germany, 
whereby Henry is excommunicate, and bv the inftigarion of the Saxons a cro wn 30 
of gold is fern to Rodulphus Duke of Suevia, with this infeription * The rock gave 

X o 8 o. to Peter y and Pcrer/o Rodulphus Diadem. Rodulphus upon the perfwafions of 
the Bifhops of Mints and Colcn, that hec was bound to obey the Pope and noc 
to keepe Faith to him who was excommunicate * accepts the Title of Carfar, 
and is crowned at Mints 5 and fo takes poflcfTion of the Empire* forgetring 
what favours hee had received heretofore from the Emperour. Then he prepares 
an Army againft him, relying on his owne and the Saxons power, with whom 
joined divers Bifhops and Dukes. But rhe Francs and others abhorring this 
pcrfidioufncfte, under Duke Godefridsss Bthenetts in the Emperours abfcnccat 
Rome, raife an Army to defend his right. Henry underftanding by the Bifhops 
of Strasburg what was done, ftealesaway out of Rome, fends a new Duke in¬ 
to Suevia, drives Rodulphus his Garrifons out of Mints, encounters with 
the Saxons in nine fcverall battells, in the fourth whereof Rodulphus is de¬ 
feated, deadly wounded, and his armc cut off* which when it was prefent- 
cd to him as hec was dying, confcflcd that with this hand he had confirmed his 
faith to Henry which he falfihcd, and fo accufing the Bifhops for their wicked 
counfels,dycd.\Vhcn it was told the Emperour that Rodulphus was richly intomb* 
ed. I envy no t that honour to him (faith he ) hut rvijh that all my enemies tvcrc thus 
entombed. 


Rodulphus being flaine Henry converts all his force and fury againftthc Pope, 50 
from whom hec meant to recover his rights, which hec had invaded, but firft 
hec calls a Synod at Brixia, wherein hee caufcth Gregory to be cxcomunicatc and 
depofed, andimprifoncdinthcCaftleof St. Angelo, having named for his fuc- 
i 0 8 4. ceflour Clement Bifhcp of Ravenna .* whom hee brought to Rome after two years 
fiege, and there placed him being confccratcd in the Pontificall chair, and was by 
the fame Pope declared Emperour, and crowned with his wife Bertha . In this 
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expedition Henry corrc&ed the Normans for aflifting the Pope. But the Saxons dn.Chriftl 
after Bcdnlpbtu his death renew their Forces, and ma’ c Hermanns Prince of ^/’Y"X 4 
Lorrain Emperour by the Popes command. He fought with Henry, and over¬ 
came him neere the town of Wurccburg: but hee was quickly driven thence in¬ 
to Saxony, where he thought to renew the warre, but was forfaken by his 
fouldiers. Hee at laft by the fall of a gate which hee was befieging was 1088. 
flainc with many others. After him Ecbm Marquifleof Saxony invaded the 
Empire : but hee (hortly after was (laine by Henry s guard in a Mill, whither 
\ he had fled. Thus the fury of the Saxons was by fo many bad fucceflcs fome- 
10 what abated; but the Popes indignation incrcafed: for Urban the fccond, ftir- 
red up againft Henri, his fonne Conradus by his firft wife; who by his fa¬ 
ther had bcenc made Governour of Italy, but he being taken away by untimely 
death, Pajcbalis the fccond fets up his other fonne Henry again!! him whom 
his Father had named his fucccflbur in the Empire. Hee by the help of the 
Saxons, wrung the Empire bom his Father, whom tie Biibop of Mints ini ioj* 
the prefence of his fonne difgracefully devefted of all his impcriall ornaments. 

But whileft the old man went about to raile new Forces to revenge this 1 1 o $ e 
wrong, he eyed at Leodium the 56 \care of his age, and the 49 of his 
reign-, whofe body was not buryed *n 5 yeares fpace after his death, at lafl 
20 it was removed from Leodium to Spira, where it was intombed ncer his Fa¬ 
ther. This war againft Henry lafted 38 yeares fronuhe time he went out of 
Rome till he dyed. He had two wives, by the fi r ft lie had Conradus^ who having 
marryed Rogers daughter of Normandy,called himfclf King of Italy,but (hortly 
after dyed,and was buryed at Florence He had another ton H tnry the filth, who 
fuccccdcd him. 

In Henry the fourths time divers Bithops & Princes of Germany made an expedi¬ 
tion into the Holy land,but with ill fucccfle,for moft of them were deftroyed by the 
Turks & Saraccn$,for of 7000 fearfe 2000 returned home. In Spain AnfnlV ing of 
Gallicia after fomc years fiege took from the Saracens there greateft City T ole do, 

30 and there eftablifhed the Chriftian Religion. This age produced the Carthufians x 
by Bruno of Colcn: and the Ciftertians by R obert Abbat of Molifmum : the old 
Benedictines were much deg' nerated from the rules of their Anceftors. We (hewed 
before that the Normans had taken Apulia from the Greeks*, William lbs. ion of 
Tancredws was the fi; ft Prince there,then Drogo^o whom fuccceded Hunfnd . After 
him came Robert Wifi a rdtv, who were all brothers: this Robert helped the Pope 1 0 7 4 - 
agafnft tlic Emperour,and ti bdued Calabria with Sicily, whereupon Gregory the 
ievtnth excommunicated him *, b t afterward he fubmitted to the Pope, and was 1 0 ® 
contented to hold thefc Provinces in fee of the Church, paying a yearly revenew 
to the Pope. The next year Robert with 15000 overthrew Alexius the Greek Era- 
40 perours great Army of 100 and 70000. Hereupon Alexius for a great fumme of 
money procures Henry the fourth to invade Roberts Territories, but he imployes 
the money againft Pope Gregory die feventh,whoKn he (huts up in prifon* takes pof- „ 

(ionof the Palace of Lateran where he placeth Gmbert the Anti- Pope. Robert re¬ 
turning with his Army,dnvcs home the Emperour to Germany, puniflicth the re¬ 
bellious City, lets Gregory f; ce,and brings him to Salernum where he dyed: and 1085*’ 
lhortly after followed the death of R^er/,\vho left the Dukedomes of Calabria and 
Apulia to his fon Roger;/#. 

About thefc times Henry by extraction a French man having marryed Thercjia 1100* 
the daughter of Alfbonfus the fixth King of Caftile, with her got the Earldome of 
5 o Lufitania or Portugall. He by his valour drove out and fubdued the Saracens, and 
fo obtained the principality of Lufitania,which was the beginning of the kingdom 
of Portugal; The T emple of the holy Sepulchre,which was demolilhed by Sultan 
Calif ha , is rebuilt by the permiflion of Daber Caliph of Egypt,at the coft ofMono- 
chusand Argyropilus. The Vandals and Sclavi having killed Gcttfcbalu* their 
Govcrnour with all religious perfons they revolt again to Paganifm, which is now 
the third time. The Church fcrvicc or Liturgy in Spain was compiled by S. 
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c i /r fr,Lc cjNf-r and S. ///^called MoUvbttm is changed by Gregory the feventh. One 
JVier an Eremit, and afterward a Captain in the Holy War, was the firft that 
j o $ 6 , taught to pray upon beads. The Dtikedome of Bohemia is now created into a 
Kingdome: for Frat flans b.caufc he fubdued Leopcldm Marquiffeof Auftria, is 
by Henry the Emperour at Mintz declared King, and crowned by Gilbert Arch- 
bilhop of Trevers The Italians by the perfwafion of Pope Filler invaded Africa, 
where they killed icoooo Saracens, and overthrew their chief Cities. Abftincncc 
from fkfli on Saturdayes is injoyned by Gregory the feventh. The States of Ve¬ 
nice and Genua contend for the mattery of the Sea, both of them having done 
good fei vice for the Holy War. But at laft the Venetians obtainc the totall com-10 
mand of the Sea. Reger Duke of Normandy was the firft King of Sicily ^ 
Apulia and Calabria: to whom fuccce;cd his fonne William furnamed the 
Wicked. 

To Pope Leo the ninth fucceded Filter the fecond,2 years after himeame "Stephen 
the feventh,by fome the 9 ,by others the 10, he was brother to Gotfnd of Lorrain. 

He being fent to Byzantium cals a Synod,at which bccaufc the Emperor and Patri¬ 
arch would not be prefent the Cardinal departed, & with Apottolicall indignation 
beat the dutt from his Sandals, he was chofcn Pope after this without the Emperors 
fuffiage : and lubjc&ed the Church of Millanto the See of Rome,having been in¬ 
dependent 2co yearcs. He fate but 7 months, to him fuccccdea Benedict the ninth 2 o 
or tenth, who having fate 9 months, w j as thri ft out by Gerard Biihop of Florence, 
called Nicole us thcicccnd, though foiremakcthcfct\vodiftin<ftmen..Hccaufed 
Birengarins openly confcfic that the true body of Chrift was eaten in the Sacra¬ 
ment, which opinion was confirmed by LAnframns^ who wrote Bookes to this 
inirpofe. He was Pope 3 yearcs, to whuti fucccedcd Alexander the fecond, who 
had been Bifhopof Luca: againfl him was fet up Cadulus Billion of Parma,who 
comming twice to Rome with a great Ariry, thought to obtain the Pontificate by 
force, but could not. Alexander fate 11 years, his fucccffour was Gregory the 
feventh,who tvas Pope 12 years. He could (hake fire out of his fleeves when hcc 
was angry: he inhibited the marrirge of Clergy men,which Henry the fourth com- 30 
manded ♦, in thofc daves marryed Clerks were called Henrician hcreticks. Againft 
tiiis Gregory Henry advanced to the chair one Guabert or ( 7 //£rrf,aflumingthc name 
of Clemens the third, who was Pope (but not without oppofition) 17 years: after 
him came Victor the third, who fate one year, and then was poyfoned, to whom 

,.\ - fucceedcdKr^ the fecond,who fate 13 years. He animated the weftern Princes 
to undertake tiie Holy War. 


The Eaf cm affaires under Stratioticus, Ducas, Diogenes, Michael, Botoniates, 
and Alexius. 2. The Holy War ai d Kings of $ eru(alem y and new orders of 
Knighthood.

But he flighting the fouldiers, and 
Nobility-, he being very aged, bcfidcs his want of skill , the Army chofc Ijfaacuo jo 
Cirnncnui to be Emperour, againtt whom St rati otic ns fends Theodoras > with an 
Army, but he was defeated by Cmnent whereupon Stratioticus willing to make 
his peace, fends to aflurc Conmenus that he willmake in his laft Will him heir of 
the Empire, with which Comnenu* feemed to be contented, till he faw that Stra - 
tioticm under hand did bribe the people and Nobility, to the end they w f ould not 
give their confent to his election.

One time qs 
he was huntings he was fo alighted with the fight of an horrible Boare (which 
lofojroc thinkc-wa$an apparition) and with fudden lightning and thunder that he 
fell from ,hfs horfc, afeej; hee had reigned 2 yearcs, and 3 months, and laving 
refignedthq Empire to r Confiantine Doc**,he betooke himfclf to a private life. 

bucas was»focovetoustl>atto fparc charges he disbanded a great part of his Ar- x 0 
my,and garrilpns,giving thereby boldnclfe totbe neighbouring Nations to invade 
that little of the Empire, which was left * whereupon the llzzi a people of Scythia* 
being doooo in number pad over the lfther, and invaded Macedonia and Greece. 

Dhcas bciugdedirute of fpuldicrs for want of pay, betakes himlclfc to prayers 
and tears,by which armes God was overcome,who ient a plague among the Ibzi, l0 6ft 
which fwept away mod of them: the remnant were dedroyed by the Bulgarians: 

20 thefe calamities were forewarned by an earthquake,which overthrew divers houfes 
and Tcfnplcs; tlierefluned alfo a Comet as big as the Moon at the full, but as the 
Moon inc.reaied, this decreed and vanilked. D/tc# advanced Johannes Xifhili- 
iius of Trapezuntium to the Patriarchate,affirming that he had rather obtain ho¬ 
nor by fcholars then by fouldiers.Having reigned 7 yearcs and 6 months, he dyed 
of a lingring difeafe in the 61 year of his reign: he recommended the Empire to 
his wife Eniocia, whom hccaufed to fweare that lliee would never marry again, 
nor leave the Empire tp any, except to his three fons, Michael, Andronictts , and 
Conjlantme. Shee therefore undertook the Government, but finding thatthc Em¬ 
pire was much wcakened,and the enemies thereof increafing dayly, and that there 
3c were need of a dronger defender then her felf, rcfolves to break her oaih, and fo 
marrycth 7 months after her husbands death with R omanus Diogenes , a good foiil- 
d;er,who became Emperpur ihortly after. 

Diogenes againd his promife made to Ettdocia , excludes her out of the Govern-? 
ment, and undertakes the Empire alone, that he might without oppofition reco¬ 
ver the honour of the Eadern Empire, almodbd, by reafon the Turkes had in¬ 
vaded Afia, which they were like to carry elect away having noGarrifons to re- 
fid them. TLcrcforc he marcheth into, Alia againd the Forces of Afpafales Ca¬ 
liph of Babylon, whole feat was nowin Perils, he by his Sultans had fent two 
Armies, one into Cappadocia which he waded, the other into Syria : with thefe 
40 Diogenes encounters^ccleatcs them, takes Hicrajpolis and Alepus, and feifeth ort 
their plunder,which they had laid up in Neocaefcara. His next expedition was 
into Cappadocia, 1 * where he had divers encounters with the Barbarians, who by 
the help of the Armenians overthrew the greated part o\ them. After this pre- 
fuming on his good fuccedc, he would needs fight with AT^n the Sultan,who of¬ 
fered him honourable conditions of peace,but he rejefted them. He fought dout- 
ly with the Turkes, then towards the Evening returned into his Camp. Androni- 
ens the brother of Conjhntine Due as, fupppling Diogenes had fled * withdrawes 
his Forccsiuddcnly, and leave s him for a prey to his enemy: but hec perceiving 
how he was betrayed, rcfolves tQ fight again notwithdanding, which he did cou- 
.p ragioufly, and killed many of the Turkes, but at lad by the fall of his horfc which 
* was wounded, he was taken by the enemy andbiought to the Sultan, Who firft 
poad upon his neck, and then commjfc rating his cafe, ufed him with all refpeft, 
and having made a league with him, after he had honoured him with divers rich 
nreients, he lets him goc hpme, where hee found harder ufage* for being 
hated by Eudvu and her . children, in his abfencc, the Empire was conferred 
on Michael the elded fon of Due ns, who beficgcci Diogenes in Adena, then 
v.J* caufcd 
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A Cbrrfti caufed him to deliver up the cownc, upon aflurance that hce Ihould receive no 

huv\> but Michael againfthis oath ? thruft out his eyes, his head for want 
1071. of good looking to putrified, and fo he dyed, having reigned almoft 4 years. 

lohim Michael fucceeded, whofe fimame was faraptnacius from pinattum the 
fourth part of wedymnn* y which was a mcafurccquall almoft to two of our buflicls, 
bccaule in his time was a great famine, in which this meafure of corn was fold at a 
deer rare. A little before this famine was born a monfter with Goats feet, and 
one eye in his forehead, upon which followed a great plague. This Michael gave 
himfelfe more to ftudy then to government, under Pfellus the Plulofopher whofe 
Arithmctick is yet extant 5 hence it came to pafle tiiat the Eaftern Empire was ru-io 
ined for want of a good Emperour. FortheTurkes fubdued all the countreys 
about Pontus, and crewed a Kingdomc, called yet Turcomania. Towards the 
Weft the Croats or Heneti overrun all the countrey even to Byzantium, and at 
laft feated tbemfclves in that part of Illyrisor Pannonia, which of old was cal¬ 
led Libumianow Croatia. The Crabats or Servians infefted Bulgaria.The Em¬ 
pire being thus without a guide, Nicephorus Botoniates , who wasdefeended of 
N/cephertts rhocas , enters into a league with the Turkesof Afia, an d Nicepho¬ 
ros Bnemtuu Duke of Dyrrachium lets up a new Kingdome in Thracia, Bmini¬ 
ates at the fame time poffcfleih Niexa. Bnennius is overthrowne by Rufe- 
Itus Latinos , wherefore Botoniates growing potent by the Turks powc^, made 20 
Michael give up his Empire which he did willingly,and entred into a Monaftery, 
w'ith his wife jV<*ry 3 hav.ng reigned almoft 7 jeares. In the Patriarchat to learned 
Xifhihmif fucceeded Cejmus a dunce. 

1078. Botoniates fuccecdsin the Empire, who firft of all fupprefleth Briennius and 
kills him, then he defeats Conttar.tine Duc.ts , the fonneof Mtchatl whom the 
Army had proclaimed Emperor at Chryfopolis: but the brothers AUxii con- 
fpired againft Botoniates , and by the help of the French befiege Conftantinople, 
which having taken, they raged promifeuoufly upon all ages and iexes. Then 
they thruft Botoniates into a Monaftery, after he had reigned 3 yeares. So the 
1081. Empire is divided among the brothers. Alextw he had the imperiall title and 3 ° 
power, his brother Ifaacius by anew name is called Sebafiocrator: the third 
called Adrian is named Protofbaslos , and the youngeft Sebajlos. Thefe four 
divided alfo the revenues of the Empire amongft ?them, fo that there were not 
meanes left for the Emperour to rdift an enemic. 

Alexises wanting money fell to exactions and rapine, in ftcad of gold and Gi¬ 
ver coin, hee made ufc ot brafle, yet would have all his taxes and tributes to bee 
paid in gold. Neer Epidamnum he received a great overthrow by the Normans 
under Duke Robert. He loft the Iftands of Chius, Lcsbus, Samusand Rhodes 
to the Turkes, under their Captain Zacchabus , who alfotooke from the Greekes 
11 96. Crcctand Cyprus. Alexius alfo had warres with the Bofini who overthrew.^ 
him, and made him buy his peace, by afligning them feme lands to dwell in. He 
was alfo defeated by Gedtfrid ot Bullion in his expedition into the Holy land: 
he Lved 70 yeares, and reigned 37. a little before his death all his friends forfook 
1 1 p 8. him,fo finding himfelf flighted,dyed with grief, having firft named his fon 

Emperour. His body was buryedwithbut any folemnity: he was Co-Emperour 
with Henry the fourth. 

In thefe Emperours time the Holy war was undertakan by Codefrid Duke of 
Lorrain with his brothers Lufiachtus and Baldwin , by Robert of Normandy, 
Hugh brother to Philip the French King,with divers others. Peter the Eremit had 
undertaken an expedition before this, but with ill fuccdfe, his Army which con- 50 
fiftedof 40000, came to nothing, for they were utterly deftroyed by Solyman 
the Turk, after they had futfered much by the Bulgarians, in their march to¬ 
wards Afla^ there were alfo before Godefrids two other Armies fent, thefe 
were defeated by the Hungarians: but Gedefrid had better fucccftc, who having 
fold his patrimony, the Dukedome of Lorrain to the Bifhop of Lcodium, fpent 
it all upon this expedition, which he undertooke about the middle «f Auguft, 
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nnd arrived with his whole Army before the end of that year at ConftantinopJe. An.Chrifi 
He mufteredhis Army ^tChalcedon now called Scutari, and found that it confi- 
ftedof dooooo foot, and iocooohorfc, their badge was a red CrofTeon their 
Ihouldcr. The Turks had fubdued all from Pontus to the Hcllefpont in the fpacc 
of 40 ycares • the Greeks and Saracens being driven out thence*, and both the Ca¬ 
liphs of Babylon and Egypt much weakened,they had alfo fubdued Palcftina, and 
taken in Jcrufalem: but this they did not enjoy above 8 yeares,for it was retaken a- 
gain by the Saracens. 

The firftconflift the Chriftians had was atNicara, with Solyman the Turkifli 
ip Sultan, and firft of that name, whole great Army they overthrew, and after 2 6 
dayesfiege took the town, and in it the Sultan Solym.ms wife. In <4 ycares fpace 
they fubdued Lvcaonia, Cilicia, Syria, Mefopotamia, and Comagena, all the - 
Turkes being either deftroyed or fled: thefe vi&oricsfo affrighted the Saracens, 
that rheCalyphaof Egypt, by Embaffadours was glad to fuc for peace. They 
befieged Antioch and after 9 months took it. But the Sultan Bclcbiacor fent an 
other Army of Perfians,who befieged the Chriftians within the City, fo that 
they were pinched with famine * the Greek Army fent by Alexius to raife the 
fiegc,durft not venture upon fo numerous an Army of Saracens, wherefore the 
weftern Chriftians within perceiving they were in a defpcrate condition made 4 
20 furious fallv upon the enemy, whomthey routed and put to the flight. TheSa- • 
racens loft nerc above icoooo; but the Chriftians fliortly after this victory loft 
^ooc6 by the plague*, at Jail they befiege Jerufalcmnow in the Saracens pof- Ic ^^ # 
fion* and after38 dayes’fiegc took it, not wirhout much difficulty, for they 
were fo familhed, that they went praying for 8 dayes together bare footed 
about the walls, and at length were animated to fall on again by a glittering 
Target which they Ciw in the air over Mount Sion. The City being taken, 
and fo muchbloud filed, that it came up to the horfes knees*, Codefrid who firlt 
fealed the walls, was by gencrall confent made King * but he would neither 
take the Title nor Crowne in that place, where our Saviour had been crowned 
30with Thomes,wherehec had fuffereddeath, andfo much difhonour^ yet there 
he eftabliflied the foundation of a new Kingdome,which rhe Saracens poffeffcd a- 
bout36oyeares. 

Baldwin the Kings brother was now r in poffeffion of Cilicia, Comagena, 
and Mefopotamia, and was honoured with the Title of.Farl of fideffa which 
is a City in Comagena called Rages in Tobias s Hiftory, at this day it is 
named Orpha. Tancredns nephew to Gufeardus by his lifter, obrained the 1 100. 
Government of Tiberias. Boemundus Prince of Tarentum, who was one 
of the undertakers of this expedition, got the government of Antioch 2 
But this ycarc pro\ r ed fatall to many Princes, for GedefridKing of Jcrufalem 
4c dyed, having reigned one year. Boemundus Duke of Antioch was taken by the 
Turkes, whom Tancredus Earl of Tiberias fucccedcd. William Rufus King of 
England was killed by chance. Henry of Lovan was (lain in running a tilt. Britt - 
jlaus King of Bohemia was murthered by a highway robber as he was returning 
from hunting. 

To King Codefrid fucccedcd his brother Baldwin Earle of Edefla. He by 
the help of the Fleet of Genua took Ca?farea of Paleftine, Ptolemais, Tripolis, 
and Berythus, with other towncs, the third part of which is afligned to the Ge* 
nuans. Apamca alfo and Laodicca townes of Syria, were taken about that time, 
and fo wasCarra: of Mefopotamia by Boemund (who had been ranfomed)and 
- 0 Tancridus, But they loft it again, whileftthey were ftriving for the fupenority of 
it. Hereupon Boemund rcturnesto Italy: but having married with Covjtantti 
the daughter of Ihilif King of France,he returns to Antioch. Robert Earl or Flan¬ 
ders with Eujlachius the Kings brother, goe back again to thtir ownc countries. 

Baldwin having taken the Ifle Pharos in Egypt, after he had raigned 18 ycares 
dyed. 

To him fuccecdcd his coufin German Baldunus de Burg *: in his time was in- 
. ~ " touted 
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ftutcd the order of the Knights of St. John of Jerufalem,afterward of Rhodes: 
r^X-^thefe were to wait upon the King in his expeditions againft the common enemy, 
to defend and enlarge the bounds of C hnftianity * to clcare all the wayes of Pil¬ 
grims to Jerufalem from thcevesand robbers. Thefcdid good fervice whileft they 
were afTifttd by Chriftian Princes, but being forfaken by them, they were for¬ 
ced to give up Rhodes to the Turke, and to containc thcmfelvcs within the 
fmnll confines of Malta, After them fprung up two other Orders offacred Knight¬ 
hood : to wit, the Templars and Teutonics, the Templars had one lingo Ve Pa- 
ganis , and Ganfrcd for there Authours .* thefe fcated thcmfelvcs in Jerufalem, 
and were to guard the pilgrims from the Seafidc to Jerufalem, and back againc. io 
But inprocefic of time they difperfed themfclves into all parts of Chriftendomc, 
aiming at nothing but wealth, grcatndTc, and luxury, being quite degenerate from 
their liift inftitution * fo that the Chriftian Princes having aforehand plotted their 
deftruftion did fuddenlyat once extirpate them, after they had continued about 
200 ycarcs, in the rcignc'of Henry the fevemh Emperour. The ebiefe Mailer of 
1 1 go, this Order had liis fear at Jerufalem, The Teutonics from their profeflion and 
Symbole were called Marians , their beginning was at Ptolemaisin the time of 
Henry the fixth Emperour, where ccrtainc rich Citizens of Lubcc and Bremc 
built a large Hofpitall for Grangers who Ihould be of that Order* from thence plan- 
• tations were derived into Germany * their firft Mafter was one Henry Walpodius. 20 
Thefe Colonics growing numeious and wealthy,in the time of Frederic the fccond, 
fubdued Pruffia and Livonia, and kept out the barbarous Nations from thefe parrs; 
but when thefe Knights grew loofe, effeminate, and careleflc, Pruffia and Livonia 
1131. were tome from the Empire. King Baldwin having defeated the Turkes at Da- 
m a feus, and the Saracens of Egypt, and taken in Tyrus, dyed in the 13 yeareof 
his rci°n. 

Baldwin being dead , the Princes fell at variance among thcmfelvcs, which 
increafcd the flrength and courage of'their enemies. Fulco ion in law to Baldwin 
is made Icing, in whofc* time there was nothing but civill jarresabout the princi¬ 
pality of Antioch : he having reigned 1 1 years dyed at Ptolcmais, by a fall from his 3 ° 
norfc in hunting,lcaving two young Tons Baldwin and Almencus . * 

Baldwin was afliftedby Conradusiht Emperour by land, and Teethe French 
1162. R^g by Sea. But Conradus having loft his Army in the fiege of Damafcus and 
Afcalon rctuines home. Baldwin having at laft taken Afcalon, dyed atBcry- 
ihus the 74 yeareof hisieigne .- to whom fuccccdcd his brother Almericns , he 
invaded Egypt, and fought with Saracon the Sultan, who had driven the Caliph 
out of Egypt. Hce had warns alfo tvirh his fucccffour Saladm , but with no 
fucccfl'e. Almericns dyed the 12 ycarcpf his reigne, leaving a young fon Bald¬ 
win, who being leprous, and dcfpairing of ever having children, made Baldwin 
fonneof William MarquifTeofMontfcrrat, his lifters fonne, his fucccflour,whom 40 
Guido his Father in lawpoyfoned, that hcc with his wife Sibylla might obtaine 
thcKingdomc, whereupon Bannnndtis the young Kings tutor made warre againft 
Guido^ hcc to ft lengthen his caufe drawes Saladme out of Egypt, which was the o- 
t'erthrowof that kingdome of Jerufalem, for hcc took* upon furrender Prolemais, 

1 1 8 7 * Alotus, Bcrythus,and Afcalon: and after one moncths fiege Jerufalem, 88ycare$ 
after it was taken by Godefrid, 

Silylla with her fourcchildren were killed in the tumult, her lifter JjabelU 
the wife of Humfrcdus Tor on 1 us was carryed avvav by Conradus Marquiffc of 
Montfcrrat, hoping in her right to obtaine the kingdome but hce was mur- 
thered, .and Henry Earle of Campania and LordofTyrus, marryed with/yi-50 
bella , but rcfulcdthe title of King of Jerufalem, bccaufc Guido Lujignanus. a 
. Frenchman laid claime to it in the right of Sybillas children, whofe Father in 

law hce was. He helped Richard King of England with money when he was about 
to rccovcrthe Chriftians lofTcsin Afia, and forthis mony Cyprus was pawned or 
fold to Guido * after Richard had Teifed on the Ifland and had taken Alexius 
C omnenus prifoncr. His pofterity held Cyprus till the death of Jacobus Lufignanus, 
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the laft King, and then it came into the p r fTffion of the Venetians. For his An.ChriJll 
Widow being a Venetian borne, and too weakc to buckle with the power of 
the Turkes, refigicd it to tie Venetians who held italnioft ioo ycarcspay¬ 
ing a ycarcly tribute of 400co Crowncs to the Egyptian, and after to the 
Tutkiih Sultan. But they loft it to Mu ft a flu Generali of the Turkes under 
Selynttts the lecond : As for the Kingdome of Jcrtifalcm, John Dc Breen 
was the laft Cl.riflian King lhercof in Syria or Pale ftinc, whole daughter Teo- 
Uud mariycd to Fredric Emperour and King of Naples , who in her right called 
lumfclfKingof Jerufalcm* which title the King of Spain retaincs as being King of 
I0 Naples. 

In this Holy Warre the Venetians,Genuans, and Pifans did much good fcrvicc 
by Sea,and innehed thcmfel ves with the fpoils of Syria: rhe Genuans commanded 
thcJigcan, Bofphorus, Hcllcfponr,Thracun and EuxH Sea • the Venetians were 
maltets of Crccic 5 Peloponnefus,the Cyclades,Thcfl’alonica, andlfles of the Io¬ 
nian S;as* thefe two States having opprefTed the Pifans, contended long 
about the maftcry of the Sea with various fucccffc, till at laft at Me- 
thon rhe Genuans were overthrowne, and fo the Venetians became abfolntc 
Mafters. 

About this time began the Kingdomc of Portugal in Alphonfus the fonne 
10 of Henry' Earl of Lorram. This Henry marryed with Tarefia the daughter of Al¬ 
phonfus the fixthkingof Spain, who took Toletuin from the Saracens. Henry 
obtained Portugall for his wifes portion, whofe fonne Alphonfus was con¬ 
tent at firft with the Title of Duke: but having fubdued the Saracens, 
hec was fainted King by the fouldicrs. The Monaftery of Clarevail was 
erefted andS. Barnard made the firft Abbot thereof, S. Agnes inftituted her 
Order of Nuns at Jerufalem. otho Bifliop of Bamberg convened Pomerania to 1(1 oy* ^ 
the Faith. t , % ' sm . .. 

In England King Harald was affaulted «by his younger brother Toutfain and 
Harftger King of Norway, both by Sea and LandV but thefe both were flame* 
jo and Harald obtained the vi&ory. Shortly after William Duke of Normandy, 1 0 > 

pretending a right to the Crowne of England, by the laft Will of Kin<» Edward 10 
his kinfman, landed in Sufltx, where a bloudy battcll was fought, in which Ha* 
rold was flaine, and with him almoft 61 thoufand Engliftij and fo ended the Sa¬ 
xon line, about 500 years after the firft comming in of Hengiftf William was re- - ^ 0 
ccivcd into London and crowned on Chriftmas day at Wcftminftcr by Aldred 
Archbilhop of York the next fpring William returnes to } Normandy to fettle 
his affaires there, and takes with him chechiefeof theEnglifti Nobility: fearing 
left they might revolt in his abfencc. Upon his return there were divers difeon- 
tents and rebellions at Exeter, Oxford, and chiefly in the North, the Nobility be» ‘ ' ^ 
. 6 ing difeontemed with Williams bounty towards the French: but hec fubdued them 1074* 

* all, and defeated alfo afterward another rebellion in the Iflc of Ely. Prince Edgar 

Williams competitor, with many of theEnglifh Nobility were fled to Scotland, ^ 

who were prote&ed by King Malcolm: whereupon William withaputflant Ar- 1 

my enters Scotland, wheie both Kings conclude a peace. Edgar fubmits, and 
is reftored to grace, and a fairc maintenance. Roger Ftts-Aubir with many others 1 0 7 
confpirc againft William * but the fire was difeovered before the flame broke 
out, and fo the plot vamihed •, after this the king in the 13 ycarc of his rei<m 
fubdues Wales.In Normandy his fon Robert rebels againft him,which drew V.VilU- 
am over thither with an Army, Robert lying in ambufla with 2000 men, fell upon 
^the King, defeated his Forces, unhorfed t|icKing himfelfe, and wounded him in 
thearme,but heewas cured ar Roueh* 3nd reconciled to his fonne, who rcbellsx 
the lecond time: and upon his fathers arrivall, fubmits againe to hinrat Bur- 
deaux: but William brings him into England, and employes him againft the 
Scots; for now the ddague was broken Setwecnc the two kings. After this 1 08 
liis fonne Henry , and Louis the French kings eldcft fonne fell out at Gheflc, 
and wounded each other, which occafioncd a Warrc betweene the two Fathers: 
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An. Cbriftithc French with Robert invade Normandy, VV'tlltam enters France, and at 
Koucr is reconciled the third time to his Tonne Robert : a fliort peace was made, 
which was quickly broken: Tor William refufeth to doc homage for the king- 
dome of England, though lice was content for Normandy, The French 
1087, king mocking him Tor his great belly, made VViUiam enter France ngainc, 
where at Mantz he was hurt, and thence conveyed fick to Rouen, and fo 
ended his Warre. VVilium changed thelawcs, and puts them in French, al¬ 
ters the tenures: but the cuftomes of Kent tve repreferved by the mediation of 
the Archbifhop Stigand . Hcc feifed on all the Forrefts and Chafes of the 
kingdome. Hee dif peopled for 30 miles fpacc the countrcy of Hamlhirc on to 
the Sea coafl, and made it a Forreft. Hee feifed upon the Plate, Jewels, 
and Treafurcs of the Monafterics, pretending that the rebells had hid their 
wealth there as in priviledged places : he relyed much upon the advice of Lanfranc 
an Italian born, and Archbifhop of Canterbury, he dyed at Rohan the 74 ycarc 
of his age, and ai of his reigne: his Corps lay three dayes neglected, rill 
his youngeft fonne Henry had It conveyed to the Abbey of Cane, where it could 
not bee interred, urn ill the ground wherein hee lay was purchafed. To Robert 
his eldcftfonne hee left the Dukedome of Normandy, to William his third 
fonne England *, to Henry the youngeft, histreafure with an ycarely penfion .* 
his fecond fonne Richard was ftainc by a ftagge in the Forreft 5 where William to 
the fecond alfo was flainc by an arrow, and Richard the fonne of Robert Duke 
of Normandy broke his neck. Hee creded feven Abbyes ofMonkcs,and6 of 
fJuns,bcfidc$ his munificence to 9 Abbies & 1 Nunnery in Normandy.In England 
he founded one Abbey where he fought his firft battcll,and two Nunneries, one at 
Hinching-brookc in Huntingdonfhirc, and the other at Armchcwc in Cumber- 
:i land. 

jo 87- William the fecond fuccccdcd, who was fainc to make an agreement with his 
elder brother Robert, who challenged the Crovvnein right of Primogeniture, 

; r by paying to him jodoMarkes fer annum* Odo Bifhop of Bayeux, with divers 
of the Nobility, confpire againft William, and invites Robert into England, but 30 
the King by ingratiating the people to him, and by granting them many freedomes, 
difappointed the plot, takes in divers Forts-, which his enemies had pofleflfcd againft 
him, and tranfports an Army into Normandy, where hcc tookc many places from 
108 8. Robert y though aflifted by the French .• at lafta peace is made bctwcenc them, 

that the Siuvivcr of cither of them fhould fuccecd to the rule both of England 
and Normandy. After this William aftifts Robert y againft his brother Henry , 
who had taken the Fort of Mount Michel , for not repayment of the money 
109I# which Henry had lent Robert againft William : the Kin® was like to have been 
taken prifoner, as hee was alone on the Sea fhoarcnccr the Fort, had notrefeue 
r. come the fooner, for his horfc being loft, hee defends himfelfe with the faddlc40 
from the darts (hot at him: at laft Henry is reconciled with his brothers, and 
j 0 9 a# was allowed to hold in morgage the Countrey of Conjlantine , till the money was 

payed- but whentheday came, for want of payment Robert is imprifoncd,nnd 
forced to renounce the Countrey of Conftantine. This was after Robertt re- 
r ' turhc from Scotland, who was imployed there againft Malcoline . After this 
Robert raifeth Forces to recover the Caftlc of Dampfront in Normandy taken 
by Henry y and mvcighes againft William for underhand dealing, buthepaffeth 
over with an Army into Normandy , and fees the French King toforbeare aid 
to Duke Robert. Hee thereupon made his peace with William : who upon his 
S 094 « return made warre upon Scotland, and Wales 5 in Wales the Earle of Shrewf-S^ 
bury ufed much cruelty, but was afterward (hot in the eyes, and tumbled into 
the Sea. Robert of Mouberry raifed a fedition againft William which was by 
his diligence foon ended. Robert being dead in the Holy expedition. King Wtl- 
Ham obtaincs Normandy, and fo became more infolent, laying heavy taxes on 
his people,keeping Bifhopricks vacant,that hee might receive their rcvcnues,taking 
money of the Jewes^d felling all fpirituall prcfcrments,which hee profufely fpent 
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on buildings,and oil the French to keep them quiet, he makes another expedition in¬ 
to Normandy againft Corttede U Elefhe^ who-had ft* rpvtfcd the City of Mains 
him he takespriioncr, and after rclcafes him: at laft hce was lho: by Walter 
Tctellz, Norman in the new Forreft, being 43 yearns old, and having reigned 
1 2 years. ' * : . 

c. In Scotland Milcolin or Milcolnmbus fi married Canmore^ reigned. He brought 
in tiie titles of, I>ukcs 5 Marquifles, Earles, Barons and Knights. The Nobility 
before were called Thanes He entertained Prince Edgar with his mother and 
fitters, and divers of the Englilh Nobility, which fled to him from the tyranny 
10 of IVtlljJtm the Conquerour. He marryed MMrgartt eldcfl litter to Edgar: then 
many Englilh planted thcmfclves in Scotland. In the mid it of Stanmore was c- 
revtted a Croffc of ftone called Retrofie or King-crolfc} with the King'of En- 
glands ttatueandariiicsonthconefidc, and tlic King of Scotlands on ihe other. 
This Crotte divided thetwokingdomes. He created the Churches of Durham 
and Dimfermling. He delivered Edgar to WiU/am , but upon honourable tearms. 
He wisthrcatncd.witha civill warre at home by the Moravians, Roflians, Ca- 
thanefians and Iflandcrs •, but the quarrcll was compofed by the mediation of the 
Clergy. The infurrc&ion in Galloway was ftippreffcd by one Walter^ whom 
for lus good fervice the King made chief Steward of Scotland : whence the fir-. 
20 name of Stewarts had its originall He crcded two Bilhopricks,to wit, of Murry 
and Othncfle.He aboliflied that barbarous law of Euge, //At,which authourifed the 
new marryed Brides to proftitutc there Virginity to their Lords. As Malcolm* 
was befieging Anwik Cattle which William Rufus had furpri fed, hec was 
flaireby one Robert Mowbray who delivering the Cafile keyesto the King on 
the point of his lar.ee, runne him through* the eye * hereupon Mowbray was 
called Vade , of whom arc the Earles of Northumberland. Prince Edivardin 
revenging his Fathers death was alfo flain * this double Ioffe was the caufc of queen 
Margarets death. He reiged 3d ycares, his body with his Tons were tranflated from, 
the Abbey of Tinmouth, to the Church of Dunfermlinga 
30 .At Rome to Urban the fccond,fueceeds Pafchalis the fccond, who fate 18 years: 
lie called a Councel atLateran: in which he anthematifeth Henry the fourth 5 
another Counccll he calleth at Florence againft: Flttentmus Bilhop thereof, for 
holding that Antichritt was then borne. Hecaufed Henry the fifth, in his Fathers 
life time call a Synod at Northufcn in Thuringia againft Simony and the marryed 
Clergy. The Synod called at Trecaflina in France, was called by Pafchalts for the 
lame end, he cals alfo another Synod atLateran , in which he excommunicates 
Henry the fifth,for mcdling with inveftitures of Bittiops. In Pafc halts his time were 
3 fchifraaticall Popes. '

Chap. XI. 

7he Weftern affairs under Henry the fifth > and Lotharius Duke of Saxony, 
2. The E aftern under Calojohanncs. 3. Theaffairs of France, S[ain,England> 
Scotland, Denmarkwith the Popes of thofe times . 

H Enrj the fourth being dead, but not buryed (for his body by the Popes 
command, lay fiveyearcs without fepuituitj Henry the fifth. Ills fonne 
lucceeded. Hee firft punillieth Henry Duke of Lorrain, Robert Earle x 
of Flanders, with Colen, Norinburg, and iome other cities, who were faith- 
full to Henry the fourth: then he affifts A^tcs King of Hungary againft Coloman . 
Shortly after hcc made war upon the Polonians, for denying to paying theac- 
cuttomed tribute to the Emperour 5 but the Bohemians his Auxiliaries fal¬ 
ling off from him,he loft the battell, and was forced to give off the fiegeof Glo- 
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An. Chnfii govc, and to make his peace with the Polonian. In the fifth yeareof his 
1 eigne heccntereth Iraly with an Army, to regaine his right of inveftiture 
of biihops and Abbots by the crofier ftaff and ring* A right which the 
Geiman Emperours have obtained for above 300 ycares, ever fince Charles 
the Great * on the other fide rafchalis claimed that right as belonging to the 
Clergy and people of Rome: and whereupon Henry befiegeththe City, takes 
it, and in it the Pope and Cardinalls: which hcc imprifoned, till his privi- 
ledges were confirmed $ which being done, and crowned Emperour, hcc re¬ 
turns into Germany, where hee beftowes an honourable funerall on his Fa¬ 
ther at Spire, but the Clergy (forming at the Pjpesconceflions, and Henry'slO 
power in Ecclcfuftick dignities, they caufe him to repcale his former grants , 
and to excommunicate Henry i or his Simonv,and vvithall they ftirup the Saxons 
to rebcll,by the BifhopofMinrs, who travelled through Saxony incouraging 
the people to joine with Lotharius their Duke. Rodtfphus MarquifTc of Bran- 
deburg , and Sigefrid Pahtin of Saxony, (whofc 1 fc the Emperour had late¬ 
ly fpared) with divers others fide with Lotharios . But Henry in a great battell 
overthrew all thefe Forces, and flew Sigefrid: after this victory hcc marry- 
ed with Mathildis the King of Englands daughter at Mints, where Duke 
Lot hart us in fackcloth fubmitted himfelfe to the Emperour, who pardons 
him. 20 

But Lotharius fhorcly after this , forgctfull of his pardon, with the Bifliop 
of Halberfiad , raife new tumults, and with a great Army of Saxons, en¬ 
countered with the Emperour in the County of Mansfield, and defeated him: 
in this copflft Hugtrus Earl of Mansfield Henry's chicfc Generali wasflaine, 
and hcc himfelfe was forced to flye, and to remove as fiirre as hcc could 
from the fury of his domcftick enemies. Hcc goeth into Italy, being fent 
for to take pofleffion of the inheritantance of Mathildis widow, who was 
filler to Ecbert MarquifTc of Saxony. This yearc was terrible by reafon of 
ftrange tbunderings, • earthquakes , and apparitions in the aire. Pafealis hear¬ 
ing That Henry ms marching towards Rome, went into Apulia, where hcc jo 
raifeth an Army of Normans, with which as foonc as hee came to Rome, 
hee dyed, to whom fucceedcd J-ohan Cajetan , who tookc the name of GeU - 
fins the fecond. Hee refufed to abfolve Henry from his fentence of excom¬ 
munication, wherefore hee is depoled, and on cBerdinus or fas fomc call him) 
Mauritius a Spaniard is made Anri-Pope, whom afterward Calrxtus who fuc¬ 
ceedcd, Gelafius tookc prifoncr, andbanimed, having excommunicated the Em¬ 
perour again * wherefore hee is forced to rcturnc into Germany,with a refolution 
to punifli Mims for the perfidioufneffe of their Bifhop * but hee durft not, bccaufc 
hcc underftood that the Saxons were making new preparations againft him by 
the Popes inftigation. Gelafius not being fuffered to live at Rome, retires him-40 
fclfe into France, where hee dyed the firft year of his Pontificate, and there Guido 
of Vienna called Califius the third, is made Pope by the Cardinals at Cluni- 
acum-, who refufed the Pontificall habit,till the Romans had confirmed hiselc- 
<ftion. Hee continuing the Paoall hatred againft Carfar, at Sutrium feifeth 
on Berdmus the Anti-Pope, who having fet him on a Camefl, leads him to 
Rome in triumph, where being difgracefully ufed* hee is thruft into a Mona- 
flery. 

The Emperour finding himfelfe too weaketo refift the Popes power, being 
backt by France, Italy, the Normans, Saxons and others, is perfwaded by 
his Pceresto yeeid, and to refign againe the inveftiture of Bifhops, and clefti-S® 
on of Priefts to the Pope, which hcc did: and this agreement was publiquely 
proclaimed at Wormes with great acclamations of the people, who hoped by 
this for perpctuall ferenity. In the meanc while Rogenus Prince of Sicily, flight¬ 
ing the Emperours threats and exhortations, invades Apulia and Calabria, in the 
abfence of Duke William , by the inftigation of Califius the Pope, the Vene¬ 
tians drive the Babylonian Turkes from the fiege of Joppe, a*daftcr4 months 
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ficgc take in Tyrus the Metropolis of Phoenicia, having firdcovenanted with An.Cbrijli 
WiUtaw. Viceroy of Palcftine, that they fliould enjoy the third part of vy~y"\jj 
the Maritime; townes they tookc in. Shortly after the Pope dyeth-, Henry 
having compofed the troubles in Belgium raifed by Lotharrus of Saxony, 
having alfo aided Henry the king of England, his Father in law againft Levis 
the French king, he makes a journey to Utrich, to fettle the diforders of that! i 2 5. 
place, where, he fell fick and dyed the 19 year of his reign. In his time Otho Bi- 
ihop of Bambcrge converted Pomerania to the Chrifttan Faith. Henry dying 
chiidlcflc, left Franconia to Conradus of Suevia, who after Lotbarius was Emper.- 
10 our, he repaired the City ofNorica,and built a Monadery to S .Acgtdius, which he 
greatly inriched. , . 

Lotbarius Duke of Saxony was made Emperour by the inftigation of the 11 2 
Pope, and Saxons, who were willing to afllime their ancient dignity and 
power. Conradus Henry the fifth fillers fonne, who had got Franconia by Henry 
the fifth, as his Father had obtained Suevia by Henry the fourth, challenged 
the Empire in -right of his mother; yet Lothanns carryed it. Conradus 
hoping to prevent Lot bar jus, haflncth for Italy toobtaine the Popes confirma¬ 
tion, having fecured Ulma, Nonmberg, and Aufpurgfor him, buthefpoiled 
his caufc by invading of Lombardy, and accepting there of a Crow f ne from 
20 the Archbilhop of Mlllan, thnugh it was but of iron * for Pope Honorius 
excommunicates him $ fo that he was forced to fpidatc Italy ; but whert 
hce returned to Germany, hcc found the Cities which he had fortified j 
all furrendredto Lothanns, whereupon finding all hclpe failed him, by the 
mediation of S. Bernhard who flourilhed at that time, he was reconciled to Le- 
thar/us, 

Lotbarius being fetlcd, upon the rcqucfl of Pope Innocent the fccond, became 1132. 
with an Army into Italy, to fuppreflethe fa&ion at Rome, which had fet up 
Anacletus an ‘Anti-Pope: when he came$ the fadlion fled, and he was crowned 
Emperour by Innocent, whom he brought back to the City ,bcing driven out by a 
30 prevailing party. Lotbarius demanded the Emperours rights back again from 
Innocent but being diflwadcd by the Pope and S. Bernhard whom hcc 
brought with him, to claime that which had caufcd fp much trouble and 
bloudlhed, lets fall his demand. After this , he made a fccond expedition in¬ 
to Italy again/l Roger King of Sicily, who had invaded the Churches lands. 

Wherefore having pafled tlx: Apcnius without refinance, he takes in Ancona, 1 1 37- 
Spolctum, and other towns, and by the help of thePifan Fleet purlues Roger 
by Sea and Land, fothat he was forced to abandon Italy: which at laft being 
fetlcd the government of Apulia was committed to Reginaldus , and of Thuf- 
cia to Henry his fon in law, but as he was returning into Germany, through • 

<j.othc groves of Trent, hec fell fick in a poorc cottage, and dyed the 13 year of fas 
reign, and was buryedin aMonaftery of Saxony, called from him Lot ban* c*- 
furti. 

Before this laft expedition into Italy, Lotbarius pacified the troubles of Den¬ 
mark, which were occaiioned by Magnus King Nicolaus his fonne, who 
had murthcrcd Canutus his coufin German. Encns brother to this Canutus im¬ 
plored the Emperours aid againfl themurtherer, who with his Army quieted 
the Cimbrians a while but after hee was gone Ericas with his Forces 
which confided mod in horfc, fell - fuddcnlv on Magnus his quarters, kills 
him with mod of the Danifli Nobility. Shortly after Nichplans Father to* 
jo Magnus was murthered with his guard in his own Palace; by this mcancs 
Ertcus obtained the kingdome of Denmark. Lothartus authorifed Vernerins 
to gather together and to teach the Roman Lawes, which had been ncglcdled 
above 600 years. Rome and Bononia were the places appointed for this read¬ 
ing. About this time alfo Gratian the Monk compiled together the Popes 
Decrees, to which many additions have been made by the fubfequent Popes. 

From hence fprung up the Canonids and Schoolemcn *, the one maintained 
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Jit. Chrift the Popes Hierarchy, the other his Doftrine, which Schoolc do&rine was 
‘compiled afterward in Frederic the firfts time by Lombard , called the Ma¬ 
tter of the 5 . cntcnccs, on whom Thonus, Scot us , and innumerable Schoole- 
men have cormncn ed. Lot harms had by. his wife Rtxa one fonne, who dyed 
young, and two daughters, the one he marryed to Henry the proud Duke of Ba¬ 
varia, to whom he gave Saxony, the other he beftowed on Lovis the bearded Earl 
of Tunngia. 

In France to Hugh Capet fuccecdcd his fonne Robert , who built many 
Churches and Monafterics: he reigned after his Fathers death 3d years: to him 
fuccccded his fenne Hemy the firft, who placed Wtllram the baftard fonne 10 
of R tbett Dike of Normandy in his Fathers inheritance, having flain jocoo 
- r Normans, lie dyed the 2S ycarc of his reign, whole fonne Vhiiip a childc 
fticceeded, Baldwin Earle of Flanders was his Govcrnour. He was cxcommu- 
hic/.te by Pope Vrban^ for repudiating his wife, and marrying another, but 
1108. two yeaics after, he was abfolvcd and reconciled, he reigned 4 9 ycarcs* to 
him iVccceded Lovis the fixth furnamed the Grcfit : for fome difference be¬ 
tween him and the Archbifhop of Rhemes, he would be anointed-at Orleans, 
and crowned by the Bit hop of Senon. Hcfaw 5 Popes in France, to wit, Vrban > 
pafchalis, Getafius , Cahxtus, and Innocent . He reigned 30 years , the Monaftery 
of Clartvall was created in his time, the firtt Abbat whereof was S. Bernhard. 2® 
Alfbonfps the feventh was called Empcrour of Spaine, by his death the 
kingefomes of Legio and Caftile were divided in his two formes Sauciius and 
Ferdinand us , in his time the Arabians in Spaine called Almohades, would 
fuffer no Chriftians to live amongft them under pain of death. The ninth 
gencrall Councell, and firft among the Latines called the Lateran of 900 
**• " - Eifhops and Pricfts was held, about the recovering of the Holy Land from the 
Saracens and Tuikes.The Synod of Rhemes was fummoned by Gelafiw and held 
by Calixtus againft Simony,in this the Empcrour was excommunicate. Andcoun- 
cel alfo was held at;Ncapoh in Samaria for reforming of Manners.^*;# is excom¬ 
municate by Stephen biihop of Paris, for invading the Churches rights. Af- 30 
ter which hee lived not long, befidcs he loft his fonne Philtp as hcc was* 
tiding through Paris in his regall ornaments, by a fall from his horfc, by which 
he dyed fuddcnly. One Tamdevms authour of the Adamites, feduced many 
people at Antwerp-, againft whom was fet up Norbertus bifliop of that place, who 
. _ ‘was authour ofthat order which was called Premom Jlratenfis *, from the place 
where hec retired him felfe. In a Synod held in France 2 it was ordained 
that the Knights Templars fhould wcare a white cloak, of which order there 
were not at hrft above nine-, but in thcfpaceof 50 yeares they grew to be 
300- abounding in wealth, befidcs innumerable inferiour brethren, which they 
called fervants$ their office was to defend the high-wayes and pilgrims to-40 
wards or from Jerufalem, as the Knights of Saint John were to provide lodgings 
and ufe hofpitaliry. 

' In-the Eaft to lexises Comnenas whileft he was yet alive fuccecded his 
fonne Calojohannes , a better and greater man then his Father 5 for hee fub- 
dued the Tifrkcs in Afia, the Scythians and Tartars in Europe, who had 
fwarmed like Locufts into Thracia and Macedonia in time the of Alexius 
Corn run us. Thefc Calojohannes drove out* he fupprefled alfo the Huns 
neer Relgradum: a place famous for the {laughter of tnc French by the Hun¬ 
garians , as they were marching towards the Holy Land. He fent Embatta- 
dours to congratulate Lotharius his vi&ory againft Rogerius y whom he drove jo 
out of Apulia. He afterward entred into league with Conrad ns Suevus. He 
was a rich Prince in money •, therefore bought Antioch for a great fumme 
from Ramund Prince thereof, finding fome rcfiftance as he went to take 
pofleflion, hee wafted Syria: he tookc Sofopolis the flrong City of Pamphi- 
lia by a ftratagem, caufing his men to ride as necre as they could to the 
Workes, and let flic their arrowes at the Garrifon, and then to runneaway 
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‘towards the Woodcs, purpofcly to toll the Garrifon from their ftrong hold, Jn.Chrjjtf 
which was done accordingly, and fo the Grecians wheeling about entred vy"y\j; 
the Townc. He tookc Caltamon from the PeTarmenians, and returned with * 
triumph to Byzantium *, but this Iiappineflc lafted not long, for fhortly af¬ 
ter Tatufwant/ts the Turk, and then Mahnmet recovered what they had loft, 
and Gangra to boot with the ftrong City Pontus: at laft, as hce was hunt* 
ing of the wilde Boarc in Cilicia, lie hurt his left hand with one of the 
poyfoned arrowes which fell out of his quiver, whereby it gangrened, 
and his whole body was infe&cd, fo he dyed the 25 ycarc of his reigne. 

10 The Phyfitians would have had his hand cut ofF-, but hce refufed, faying, 
one banded C<cftr was not fit to governs the World. He had four formes, 
two dyed before him* of the other two, lie chofc Manuel the younger, 
to fuccced him, finding Ijaacnts the elder of too harlh and fierce a na¬ 
ture to govcrnc. About this time dyed $ohn a Stampis , who had lived a- 
bove 360 yeares, for he was a fouldier under Charles the Grcat,and dyed under 
Lovis the Groffe. 

t In Hngland Henry the firft firnamed Beanclerkc for his learning, theiioo* 
youngeft ionne of William the firft, was crowned after his brothers death, 

Robert being then in Apulia: hee recalls An(tlme Archbilhop, fumiflietlithe 
2° vacant Bifliopricks with fit men, relieves the Laity of their prcfturcs, and 
puniflieth the Miniftcrs for their exactions. Ralph Bifliop ol Durrham is 
imprifoned for his evill counfclls to the late King: the Court is reformed, 
the lights in the night are reftored, which were forbidden by William after 
the coverfen bell. He marryed Maude daughter to Margaret late Qiiecn 
of Scors, and Neccc to Edward Athtling : but Robert having returned in¬ 
to Normandy, arrives at Portfmouth with a ftrong Army to recover the 
Crowne: the Armies being ready to encounter, for avoiding bloud a peace 
was concluded, that Henry fhould be King during his life, paying to Ro¬ 
bert 3000 niarkes per annum. 2. That Robert furviving lhoula fucceed. 

3 °3. That all Robert’s friends fliould bee pardoned. After Roberts departure 
Henry afliimes the inveftitures of Bifhops, which Anfelmix oppofed * Henry 
Tends to the Pope Pafcaljs to let him know the collation of church dignities 
was derived to him from his predcccftburs. Anfelme oppofeth the Ambafla- 
dours at Home, wherefore hee is baniftied: but by the Popes perfwafions 
Anjelme is reftored, and rhe Kins forbeares ro meddle with me Church. In 
the interim Robert de Bclefme Earle of Salisbury fortifies his Caftles, and 
combines with the Welch againftthe King, but in 30 dayes his caftles were 
retaken, and his complices fcattered, and the Earle banilhed into Nor¬ 
mandy, where combining with William Earle of Mortaigue, he commits ma- 
4°ny outrages, Robert conniving at the fame, and afterward joining with thefe 
Earles, railed Forces againft King Henry , who being invited overby rhe Nor¬ 
mans weary of Roberts oppreffions, and incouraged by Pope Pafcad , fights 
againft his brother and defeats him, then brings Robert priloner to England, 
commits him to the caftlc of Cardiffe, where hee lived 26 yeares*, his eyes 
were put out for attempting an efcape: fo Henry after his brothers death t \ 0 ^ 

became abfolute Duke of Normandy: hee kept good corrcfpondency With 
Scotland, and France*, hce fent into Wales a colony of Flemmings, which 
muchinfefted this countrcy: he had fomc debate with the Earl of Flanders, 
about the payment of a penfion, which the Earl claimed, but the debate was 
50 more vcrball then reall. But after this Lewis theGroflc, had fome quarrels 
with him about the Dutchy of Normandy, which was intertained by the 
quarrcll between the Pope, and Henry the fifth Emperor. The King of England 
having marryed Maude his daughter to him, animates him againft the Frchch, r r T 
who iiipported the Pope againft him *, but by the mediation of the French 
King Lovis , the Emperour fubmits to the Pope: all differences arc taken up 
betweene than and Lovts^ fo'that the'King of- England was difappointed 5 
.. yet 
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Vet hee continues his quarrell with Lovis ^ for procuring Tulle Earle oi An- 
£ C ou to fcize upon the countrey of Maync, and animating Baldwin as isfaid 
aeainft him for with holding his Pcnfion which was paid by the conquer- 
our onely to Baldwin the fifth Earle of Flanders during his life, and was up¬ 
on couitcfic continued by fucceeding kings. But Henry beat the French, and 
at laft they were reconciled. After this the Wellh rebelled, and were fubdued by 
him : but hec was much afflifled for the Ioffe of William the young Prince, 
who was drowned returning to England, with many perfons of honour, and 
their attendants to the number of 140, bcfidcs 50 Mariners. After this 
the Empcrour being dead, Henry marryes his daughter Maude to Geffery Plan- 10 
tagenet the fonne of Toulke , Earle of Anion , by whom lhcc had three fonnes, 
jc 1 4. Henry who was King after Stephen, Geffery and William . Thcfirft Parliament 
Hefiry eftabliflied in^Salisbury confiding of the three Eftates/ about 5 ycares 
after the death of Anfelme . Ralph Bifhop of Rochcftcr, is made Archbi- 
(hop by the King, and gives him his inveftiture, but Thurjlon the Kings 
Chaplaine, who was defigned tor Yorkc, refufeth to fwcarc obedience to 
Canterbury,appeales to the Pope, whoabfolves him, inverts him, and gives 
x 1 him the Pall: the king is forced to fubmit in this alfo to the Pope .• at laft 
having reigned 35 ycarcs, he furfeted on a Lamprey, and dyed,he was buryed 
in the Abby of Reading, which he had founded. He ereded two Bifliopricksao 
of Ely and of Carlyle .• and founded the Mqnafterics of Circerter, Reading 
and Shytborne. Hce compounded withPricfls for annuall Pcnlions to keep 
their wives. He lcvyed but two taxes on his people, the one was to maintain 
his wars againft France, the other to preferre his daughters marriage with the 
Emperour: in him ended the irt'ue males of the Conqueror. He built the mannor 
of Woodftock,and inclofcd the Park wit h a ftone wall. 

In Scotland Malcolme being dead, the Crownc was ufurped by Donald, who 
was affifted for that end by the king of Norrcway, which fo exafperated the 
people, that they lent for Duncan Malcolmes fonne out of England, upon wliofe 
approach Donald fled, being forfaken by his people, the fixth moncth after heejo 
had invaded the kingdome. Neither did Duncan continue long, for his govern¬ 
ment was fo harlli that hee was hated by his people, upon which Donald got 
Malpender Earle of Mermcs to murthcr him, and then returning from banifh- 
ment, invaded the Crowne a^ainc, but in the third ycare of thislecond invafion 
hce was taken and imprifoned, where he firft loft his eyes, then his life. To this 
Donald Malcolmes brother fuccccds Edgar Malcolmes fonne, who lived peaceably 
9ycars,hebuilttheMonafteryof Coldingam, whodying without iftue, his bro¬ 
ther Alexander fuccccded. This king in the very beginning of his reign, was aflaul- 
ted by an Army of the difeontented youth of the kingdom,whom he defeated near 
the tiver of Spffa. Afterward hce was affaultcd in the night as he was aflccp,40 
by fomeaffafinates, who were let in by one of the groomes of his bcd-cham- 
ber*,but lie fuddcnly awaked,flew to his fword,killcd the groom, and fix of the aflafi- 
nats, and fo hotly perfued the refhthat few of them efcapcd, After this delivery he 
built the Church of St. Michael at Scone. Having alfo cfcaped drowning in a 
(forme* he erc&cd a Church to St. Columbus , and inrichcdthe Church of Sr. 
i 124. Andrews . He dyed without iffue •, to whom fuccecdcd his brother David * who 

gave himfelf to building and repairing of Churches and Monafteries,he built Holy 
rood houfc, with 9 other Abbeys, and two Nunneries* one at Carlilc, thcottar 
at Berwick, and two Abbeys near New-Caftle.To the 6 former Bi(hopricks, he 
added four more,to wit,Rofs,Breichin, Dunkcld, and Dunblane, allowing them 50 
large revenues out of the Crownc Lands, by which hec impovenlhed his fuc- 
ccflburs. Hecpoflcffed Huntington* befidcs Northumberland, Cumber and 
Wcftmcrland. Hec walled Carlilc: and had fome quarrels with king Stephen of 
1139. England, which were lhortly after compofcd. Maude the Empreffe fent her 
fonne Henry (who fuccccded Stephen afterward) to receive the orderof knight¬ 
hood from king David his great Unde, whole eldcft fonne Prince Henry of 
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Scotland dyed, to the great griefe of tbc kingdome, his eldcft fonne j n . Chrltt 
eolme David caufcd to bcc declared Prince of Scotland, and made William 
his fecond fonne Earl of Northumberland : at laft David dyed the 29 ycare of his 


reign. 

In Rome to Pafihalis who fate 18 ycares, fucceedcd Cehfttts the fecond on£ 
ycare * * Berdinus called Gregory the eight was Anti Pope. To Gelaftus fuc- 
ceedcd Cahxtus the fecond five ycares; his fucceflour was Honorius the fe¬ 
cond five ycareshis Anti-Pope was Celejtinus the fecond. To Honorius fuc- 
ceeded Innocent the fecond 14 yearcs. When hce came into France, thc 
loParifian Jcwes prefented to him the Volume of the Law wrapped up in a 
rich cover of cloth; to whom hce faid: Almighty God , remove the vailt 
from your hearts : He annoints at Rennes Lovis thc younger King of France* 


Chap. XII. 

I. A briefe Hifiory of Egypt from Auguftus, till the Turk if) conquejh' 
20 2. The ive [tern affaires under Frederick Barbaroflc. 5. Divers pa(]ages 

of Italy , Germany , and Denmark , and the other Holy VPar re. 4. Z>/- 
vers occurrences , and the Popes of thefe times , with fome pafjages of 
Tart ana. 

A Fter ^Egypthad been fubduedby Auguftus C afar y it remained fubjetft to 
the Romans till thc Empire wastranilated to Greece,and then it was under 
thc Greek Emperour till being weary of their oppreifions, they called in 
thc Saracens, whofc Calipha they chofc for their Govcrnour, and fo fluked off 
thc Grecian yoke; this Caliph was defeended from Mahomet the Impoftour, and 
3 ° different both in Government and profdfion from that other Caliph of Babylon. 
The laft Caliph of jFgypc being much troubled by Almericus , who in the king- 
dome of Ierufalcm fticceeded Baldwin , craved aid from thc Sultan of Syria, who 

* fcnt thither Sarraco with an Army which overthrew Almericus , and drove thc 
Chriftians quite out of ^Egypt, this being done he fuddcnly feifed upon thc Ca¬ 
liph, whom he imprifoned, and daftit out his brains, and then makes hipfelf king 
ot i£gypr,to whom fucceedcd Saladin Ills nephew by his brother. He overthrew 
the Chriftians in Syria and Paleftine, and brought their kingdom of Jerufalem to 
nothing .To him fuccceded his brother,whofc poftcrijy reigned till Melechfala 5 he 
finding his beft and oldeft fouldicrs almoft quite extind by rcafon of his continuall 
40 wars with thc Chriftians, and not daring to confide in thc treacherous and effemi- 
nate Egyptians, buyes of thc Tartars,who had lately broke into Afia through the 
Cafpian Straights,and hadfubduedthc Cappadocians, where of old dwelt the 
Colchi, iberi, and Albani along the Euxin Sea (at this day they are named Men- 

S rcllinSjGcorgians, and Siberians) he bu\ es I fay of the Tartars their captive 
ave$,tranfports them into Egypt,& trains them up in Military difciplinc,by their 
help he overcame Levois thc French 6 king at Damitia, in jEgypt, which was the 
old Heliopolis or Pelu[tum y takes him prifoner, and deftroyes nis brother Robert i 
with his Forces, who was got fart her into -Egypt, for this good fervicc Melecbfa- 
At,chofe out of them a guard for his own body, but not long after he was mur- 
50 thered, by this new guard, who feifed on thc kingdome after it had been poffeficd 
by thc poftcrity of larracon about 100 yearcs. 

Theie (laves having now made themfclves kings, chofe Alcairof old called 
Memphis or Babylon, for the feat of their kingdome: thc country out of which 
they came is now called Cercalfia, thc inhabitants arc of thc Greek Religion with 
thc Mufcovitcs and Raxolans,their children w r erewonttb be fold, and by Mer¬ 
chants tranfported by Sea to Alexandria, and thence to Memphis, where abju¬ 
ring 
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hiring CluiftianReligion, thcywcrc fcnt 10 fchoolc to be indnided in the Ma- 
humets Religion, and then were trained up in Military affaires, and fo were im- 
ployed in the wars, which cuftome the Turkes learned, in making of their Jani- 
faries: thefe were called Mamaluchs, which figmfiethcircumciied. None were 
admitted either to the regall orcqueftrall dignity in Egypt, but thole that were 
thus born, and educated, fo that neither the Mamaluchs children did inherit their 
fathers equeftrall, nor the Sultans children,the rcgall honor.Thc firft flavc that ob¬ 
tained the kingdoraewasTwnj«ewe»/x^, he was intituled the Sultan, and To were 
all the tuccceding Kinss, as before they were called Caliphs. This new Sul¬ 
tan rclealed King Lems from his impnfoment,and grew fo infolcnt andimperi-i° 
ous over his fellow (laves*, that he wasmurthcred by Ccthm^ who for this fadt 
was faluted king by the Army of (laves, and was after he had overcome the 
Tartars, flair.by Bendocadcr, wholuccced d. He drove the Chiiftians out of 
Syria, and recovered Antioch. Alter he had much wafted Armenia, he was 
poyfoned at Damafcus. Melechfait fuccceded,w!ioin£/^thruft out of his throne 
and numbered' He took from the Chriftians Tripolis,Sidon,Bcritus,and Tyre 
and razed them, fo made them unulcfull for the Chriftians, he was murihcr- 
ed by one of his guard in the camp, his fucceflour Sitlechjeraph , or Fflrcphns 
tooke Ptolemais the laft Chriftian towne, and razed it to the ground. He was 
murihcrcd by his guard, as he was hunting, to h.m luccccdcd Melechuafar , and 20 
after this Mclechadcl, with divers others, nil Caithbeius , whofe names arefcarfc 
known,much lefle their a&ions. This Caithbem was a great fcourge to the 
Turkes under Baju^et thefccond, whom he overthrew in two great battels,(its 
fonne Mahomet fuccecded contrary to their cuftome, therefore he was depofed, 
and upon this arofe divers factions in the Court: fo that in three ycarcs weie 
five Sultans, the two laft were Camffon^ Gaurus, who reigned 1 6 yeares, at 
laft Tiding with the Pcrfian againft the Turk, then rft was overthrown 

and (lain in the battcll. The laft was Tonmbc/us , whom S^limw overthrew, 
tooke pi ifoncr, and hanged him up in the gate of Memphis, fo ended the Ma¬ 
ns a l nebs kingdome, having continued 260 years. Egypt fincc that time remains 30 
a province to the Turks. 

Corradusihc Emperor before his death named Frederic the firft,called Barb.tr o^a 
and Aenobarbus from his read beard, for his fucccffor, though lie had a fon of his 
115 5* own now at years 5 at this time Henry of Auftria,and Henry of Saxony his fonne in 
law did contend for the Dukedome of Bavary. This controvcrlie was fo taken up 
by the Emperor, that Henry of Auftria was honoured with the title of Duke, who 
before was but a Marquifle *, and had wirliall a pat t of Bavaria afligned to him. He 
held aDyec at Mersbiirg,where he compofedthe difference between Canutus the fon 
of Magnus^ Sneno the Ion of Fruits^ and Wooldewarus the ton of Can at ns whom 
Magnus flew, whichthrce contended for the kingdome of DenmaiV there it >vas40 
agreed that Sucno fliotild hold the kingdom of the Emperor, Gaunt ns of Sueno , and 
FFoldemar fliould be bound to appear fuch a day in the high Court: fo Frederic 
having in feme fort quieted Germany,he makes an expedition into Italy,bcing cal¬ 
led upon by the banilhed Apulians, andfomc Cities of Lombardy, which were 
opprcflcd by the Millanois, who aimed at a Soveraign Dominion. He ufed great 
feverity againft Verona for excluding him the gates.bccaufc he was not as yet con¬ 
firmed by the Pope. Millan for a time fubmitted to him«, then having crofted the 
Appcnin,hc enters Rome, where he is crowned by Adrian the fourth, not without 
great tumults and oppofition of the people,lo that he was forced to fight within the 
City in his ow f n defence*, in this conflict many were taken and (lain, and many^ 0 
drowned in Tiber. After this he returned into Germany, where he compofed the 
difference between Arnold Bifliop of Mints, andHermanthc Palatin^ the Bi- 
fliephe fparedbccaufc ofhi$age,and*order,bcinga Church-man, but hcc canfed 
Hetman to rtroubling Germany with a netdlcflc war, to carry a dog upon his 
(boulders, holding lum by the hindmoft legs before all the people 5 which then 
was accounted a great punilhment. Hec caufedalfo Bolijlaus King of Poland to 

pay

pay aline or mulct, for neglecting to bring inwUic Emp^ll Exchequer' ArbchrOi 
yearly tribute. 1 

But wliilcft the Frapereur was imploycd at t ome, the Millanois made new work 
for him abroad, byorpreffing their neighbour Cities, and drawing many into 
their rebellion •, with whom Pope Adrian confpired, who alfo exafperated 
Fredenck by fending him word,that the Empire was at his dilpofin^ to give it ro 
whom he plea fed-, wherefore he thought it time now, to look ro himfelff therefore 
with an Army he paffethover the Alpcs, falls upon Millan which hccrook by 
florm, and wasaboutto deftroyir, but upon the fubmiffion of the citizens, with 
naked lword about their necks, and crofles on their breafts, falling downe at his 
feet, he fpared it, yet heimpofedon them a niulft of 9000 markes, and injoined 
them to build him a Palace Jin the city, and refign over to the Empire their coin, 1 1 5 
harbours, and cuftomes,and withalho repair the towns of Cuma? and Lauda,which 
they had fpoclcd.But fcarce was Frederic gone thence into Burgundy,when the Mil- 
lanois enter into a new confederacy with other cities, with Wtile am of Sicily, and 
a great number of Cardinals, animating the Pope ro excommunicate him,bccaufe 
he made the Bifliops to doe him homage, for their tcmporalties, which he affirm¬ 
ed were given him by the bounty of his predeceflors, hereupon the Millanois ftonc 
Frederic’s Embafladours, and intend by fome affatfinates which they had hired ci- 
20 ther to poyfon or flab him wherefore lie enters Italy again, overthrows Crema, 
a confederate city with Millan, fights with the Millanois army, defeats them,and* 
befiegeth their city.Adrian in the mean while as he was preparing the thunder of 
excommunication againft him, is choakcd with a flye in his drink, and fo dyed: but 
before his death he bound 14 Cardinals by an oath, not to choofe any man Pope 
but him who would oppofe Caefar and maintain the caufe of Millan, and of Wtl* 
ham the Sicilian. Hence two Popes arc cliofcn, one Roland named Alexander 1 1 
the third: by the Millan fadion, the other Otfavian named ^/c 7 <?r by the Emper- 
ours fide, to whom were joined the kings of England, Denmark, Hungary and 
^ o Bohemia: a Synod is called at Papia, where Alexander is cited to appear; he con- 
demnes that Counccll,and refufeth to come, affirming himfelfe to be above Coun- 
ccls-, he excommunicates alfo Frederic for holding with Victor^ and procures the 
greater part of Italy and France to fide with him: upon this Fredericks again up¬ 
on Millan furioufly,takes it by ftorm, overthroweth it to the ground,and foweth fait 
on it-, then the chief adours of this laft rebellion were condemned and beheaded,! 1 6 it 
the reft wandering up and down in Italy,and deftitute of all help and comfort, fet up 
a new ordcrcalled Humiliate 

Pope Alexander in the mean time was not idle, but drew France, Spainc, and 
England to his party. Venetians alfo with Padua, Verona, and others places join 
with him againft Frederic . The Romans call home Alexander -, thetowncs of 
40 Lombardy calf out the Empcrours garrifons, and all arm againft him. In the in¬ 
terim Vittor the Anti-Pope dyed at Luca-, in whofe place was fubfticuted one Guido 
of Crema, who takes the name of Pajcalis, Frederic is forced to return againe into 
Italy, where having crolfcdthe Pope, he takes Ancona 5 encounters with the 
Roman army at Tufculum, where they loft 15000. He cmersthccity 5 Alexan¬ 
der flyes, tmd f afealii is placed in the Palace of Latcran 5 the Romans take the 
oath of allegiance ro Frederic . But he loft divers principallmen in this fight, 
befidcs there dyed of the plague the Bifliops of" Colon, Ratisbonc, and Spire, 
with Frederic the fonne of Conradus Casfar, and divers other prime Commanders 5 
this lofs with the news of the Greek Emperour,who had promifed aid to Alexander 
50conditionally, that he would reftoreto him the Wcftern Diadem, and the jea- 
loufichehad of the Italian treacheries , made him to rcturnc in haft to Ger¬ 
many. 

* About this time after Waldemar had killed Sucno ^the murthcrer of Canutns he 
obtained the Kingdomc of Denmark-, and made divers expeditions againft the 
Sdavi, who with their Piracies infefted the Danifh Iflands. He brought Niclotus 
Duke of the Sdavi into great ftraights, that he was farced to deftroy many of his 

own 
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AK . cfoiftt ownc towncs ^Uennctts Leo . And Albcrtm l h fits wafted moft of his countrcy 
peopled it with Flemings, Hollanders, and Friflanders, who erefted divers 
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Churches there. Roftoch was built bv Pnwtjlaw fonne of Nichtu*, 
vcicamc the Rugi. Eneas King ofthe Succi fubdued the Finlander 
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Kugi. Ericas King ofthe Sueci Inbdued the Finlanders. The Mer¬ 
chants of Brcme and Lib.c, by their arms brought the Livonians roChri- 
ftianity. Dantfick isbrilt by the Danes in the month of the river Viftula. In 
Italy the rebels by thcafliftance of Alexander and the Greek hmperour, rebuild 
Millan, they build alfo another City, which from the Popes name, they called 
Alexandria and peopled it with 15 occo men. Erederu to hinder the Popes pro¬ 
ceedings, prepares a fift expedition into Italy, after he had demolifhedthe wals and io 
fortifications of Mints, which had lately ixuirthercd their Bifhcp Amoldus , and had 
baniihed Chnjtianw his fucceffour: for Conradus rhe Popes Bilhopof Mints, was 
joined with Alexander, and mainly oppoied the Emperour, who lent Chrtfttinus 
the baniihed Biihop into Italy, He did goodXcrvicc there for Frederic , in recover¬ 
ing Ancona a Sea town, from the Greeks. The third year after he came thither, 
by the addition of Caviars Forces he befieged Alexandria, which held the Oefa- 
rians play along time to their great Ioffe. Whcrciore hee was forced to make 
peace with them: and fo disbands imprudently a great part of his Army, where¬ 
upon the Lombards revolt again: Frederic is lain to fend back for his disban¬ 
ded men-, and becaule the power of Henncus Leo was great in Germany, as*o 
being Duke of Saxony and Bavaria, having alfo conquered the country of the 
Sclavi, and being likewife in league with Waldemar King of Denmark •, having 
bcfidcs done good fcrvxc at JcrufaUm: the Empcrour carncftly implores his 
help, which hcc favouring the Pontifician party, denyed, pretending that hee 
was aged and infirmc of body. Frederic was vexed at this dcnyall, yet ven- 
. tured upon the Ligurians, and was by the treachery of the Brixians overthrown. 

His Eagle is taken,' and he knockt downe from his horfc, being miffed 5 dayes, it 
was thought generally, that lie was dcad,butthc fift day he fhewed himlelfc at Ti- 
cinum, where the Biihops all protefted to forfake him, if he did not fubmit tothc 
Pope. - 30 

In the mean time Alexander miftrufting the Romans, fled to Venice in a 
Sea mans habit, otto Frederic sfonwith a Fleet of 50 Ihips purfucs him. The 
Venetians in defence of the Pope, encounters with oh t, defeats him, takes 48 of 
his (hips, the other two being funk,andcarrycshim prifoncr to Venice. The 
Pope to reward this good fcrvicc, beftowes on the City a ring of gold, with which 
they fhould cfpoulc the Sea to them, which cuftomc. is yearly obierved upon A- 
feenfion day by calling a ring into the Sea. Frederic having loft both his Ions,the 
one by death, the other by captivity, finding alfo that.his enemies incrcafed both 
in number and power, and that he was not able to help the afflided Chriftians 
in Alia* in this turbulent condition ofthe Weft, refolveS by the advice of his 40 
friends to agree with the Pope * who would condefcend to no agreement, till 
Frederic fhould come, and tailing downe at the Popes feet, fhould petition for 
abfolution: then that hcc fhould quiet Italy, and lead his Army into Afia. 
Frederic having confented, repaires to Venice * and at the Gates of S. Marks falls 
down at the Popes Feet who fets his foot on his neck, faying: thoujha/t iva/k 
upon the Baftltsk and Afpe, and upon the Lion , and the Dragon thou [hajt tread, 
Frederick replyed: not to thee bat to Feter . Yes faith the Pope , both to me and to 
Peter . . r 

The Pope having honoured Venice with many priviledges, returnes after 18 
yearswars into Romc,where he calls a Synod , in which he affumesthe power ofyo 
canonizing of Saints, to him and his uicccffours alone. The Waldenfcs there are 
condemned and decreed, that they fhould be fuppreffed by force of Armes. Peter 
Lombards unjuftlv condemned of herefie, concerning the Trinity. It was alfo 
decreed that none fhould be held for Pope, but he who was choicn by the major 
part of the Cardinals, and that the Roman Magiftrates Ihould fwearc -obedience to 
him and his fucccffours,and then dyed. „ t • . \ 

, Frederic 
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< Frederick returns 10 Germany, to fit himfelf for hi iAjlatick expeditions to sln.cbntii 
that end he calls n Diet at Bamberg, where he a ecu fi t h Henri an Leo of Tie*- 
fun,condemns, and piofcribts him, commanding the neighbouring Princes to 
invade his Cattles and Dominions; he gave away Saxony to Bernard of Anhalt^ 
and Bavaria to Otto of IFitttljbhcb , for their good fervice to him : yet Leo by 
themeansof Henry King of England, his father-in-law , obtained lo much of 
his land again from l redericl^d s now the Dukes of BrunJjo/ch and Lunebnrg do 
poflette. 7 he Duke of Bohemia for his good fervice to Frederick at Aiillan, 
obtained the title of King , or atlcafta confirmation of it. Some think the 
io ftven Elttters had their original at this time; It is certain, that before this,the 
Marquette of braiidcLurg and Palatine of Rhone were of fmali account, and 
"Bohemia but a Dukedomc. After this, Frederick, declared his fon Henry,C^Jar,by 11 8 a* 
girding his fvvord to him. In the Diet at Afentz the next year, Pope Lucius 
the 3. and Frederick qua 1 relied about the Rowan Confuls, whom the Pope 
would have abolifhed, and therefore was thrutt out of Rome by the Citizens; 
they quarrelled alfo about the Principality of Afaulds'or Alath.Un ■ which 
Cftar challenged as given to the Empiie, the Pope as due to the Church; bc- 
fidc$C<ry>chofe Rodolphu* for Eifhop oil rovers , but the Popcfetu pFoloma- 
rus being nominated by the greater pait of theCanons; therefore Lucius re- 
ao fufeth to confirm Henry in his Regalities, except his father would give over 
the Empire. At Millan the marriage was celebrated between Heary £ rederichy 
fon, and Conjtantia the daughter of IVilliam King of Sicily , by which means n 8 6; 
Apulia and Sicily returned again to the Empire : This Henry efcapeda great 
danger at Erford : for as he was compofing a difference between Conradtts of 
Afentz , and the Lanrgraveof Thuringia, the floor of the chamber yeelded, 
where they with many others were; four Earls, and divers Gentlemen fell 
down into a finke 01 privy, where they had an uncleanly death. Pope Lucius 
died at Pcron'a, to whom lucceeded Vrbanus , called Turbanus, from difturbing 
the peace of Italy, in railing his Country-ircn the Lombardi againft Frederick , 

30 whom he was about to excommunicate, but that death prevented it : Some 
think he died for grief at the Idle of j jerujalem. To Vrban fueceeded Gregory 
the 8. who died at rifa the 57. day of his Pontificate his fucccflor was Clement 
the 3. who by his Ed id urgeth the Holy-war againtt the Sarazcns , for Saladin 
the Sultan or JFgypt had taken five and twenty Cities from the Principality 
of Antioch, which City alfo had bem loft by the corruption of the Patriarch 
* who was bribed, had not the unexpected arrival of the Sicilian fleet under 
IF 1 Ilium hind red it. 

The Chriftians having loft all in Syria and Phanicia^ except Tripoli,Tyrus and 
Antioch, having loft their Army, and the Crofle, the TempJers and Hofpitalers 
40 being (lain by Saladmeyx nd Jcntfalem furrendred: FredcrickpR ifted by Richard 
of England and rhihjp of France, prepares an expedition intoSyr/4; therefore 
advancing the Crottc, he gathered an Army of 30000. Ifaacius the Eaftern 
Emperor made fome refittance, fearing left Fredericks intent might be to fub- 
ducthe Grecians; but afterward underftanding the truth, heforniffiethhim 
with flipping and piovifion: he patted over the Propontis into Ajia,- but the 
French and FngLJhi upply could not comefoon enough, being hindred by 
ftorms. Frederick recovered Cilicia,and killed multitudes of Turks at Icon mm 
which he took, Sc upon the Sultans fubmiflion reftored it; then he d rove S<iAr- 
dmes forces cut of Armenia ; but unhappily as he went into the river Serra, ot 
5c as feme call it Cyduus, tofwim, he was carried away by the ftreamj and with 
much difficulty drawn out by the fouldiers, he remained fpcechlcflc for three 
dayes and fo died, having reigned 38. years: he was a valiant Pi ince 3 but foil of 
troubles; by the father he was of the Gibelinc race, and of the Guelphs by the \ \ ^ a, 
mother; he was buried by his fon Frederick, in Tyrus , who undertook the re- 6 
mainderof the war, conduced his Army to Antioch^ and thereleft a ftrong 
Gat rifon; thence he went to Laodicoa,ready to revolt to the Sorazcn, which he 
% K pacified 
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An. Chrifti pacified, and fortified, he took alfo Bcrythus and other Towns, then went to 
VW relieve Ptolemais^ where he died of a peftilent Fever., andmoft of his Army. 

By his fecond wife Beatrix y Frederick had five fons JHtnry his fucceffor, Frederick 
of whom I fpake now, Otto Earle of Burgundy, Conrad us Duke of Suevia, and 
rhilipDukeofTHfaa, who reigned after his brother Henry. Its written of 
Barbaroffa, he fo much honoured Pope 'Urban , that he lighted from his horfe 
when he rid to meet him, and held the Popes ftirrop s but afterward he raifed , 
the Cruel fe&ion in Italy between the Pontificians which they called Gnelps, and 
the Cffarianr called Gilellins, from the two families in Germany , between 
which of old was deadly feud : fhortly after his death the third Holy-war ia 
ended, about which time two Orders of Knighthood were made in Spain , 

. -i the one of Calatarava, the other of S. jf ago or James $ but I finde that thefe Or¬ 
ders were more ancient, for Sant jus King of Toledo inftituted the Knighthood 
of Calatrava, An.u^o. fo called from the Province where thev were fetled 5 
their garment was black, and on it a red-croffe: The Order of S. lames was 
much more ancient, being by King Ramiro inftituted when he defeated the 
Moors at Compejiella } at which time St.j ]ames of Compefiella was honoured with 
many priviledges, and great riches, their Enfign was a Red-croffe in form of a 
fword. 

About thefe times Petrus Aboilardus or Alardus, broched many dangerous 20 
errors in Divinity, againft whom under herds the younger, a Councel is 
held at Senon. From Petrus de Bruis fprang up the Tetrobrufiani called Sacra¬ 
ment arians. Gilbertus rorretanns Bifhop of PoiBou was depofed for denying the 
Divine-Effence to be God, but upon his recantation he was reftored. /The 
Archbiihoprick of Lisbon in Portugal is erefted, and the four Archbifhopricks 
in Ireland , to wit, Armagh,Dublin,CaJJils, and Touman. By Pope Adrian , William 
is crowned King of both Sicilies ,which he holds in fee, then began Sicily to be 
called Peter s-?atrimony. Livonia or Lifiand is converted to the Faith by 
S .Menardits, who by Pope Alexander the 3. is made Bifhop there, where now 
is Riga the Metropolis. 30 

Much about this time alfo, the Tartarian *, a mighty and warlike peop!c,but 
without fetled habitation, wandring up and down the vaft Northern Coun¬ 
tries of Europe and Afia, being fubjea at firft to that great Lord called Vncam 
or Prcsbytcr-John, to whom they paid the tenth of their Beafts for tribute^ but 
he fearing their multitudes which daily increafcd, refolves to difperfe them 
into divers Countries, which fo difpleafed them, that they forfook their for- 
g 0 mer places, and went further North, refilling to pay any more tribute to Vn¬ 
cam $ then they chofe for their King one Cingh Can , who in a fhort time grew 
fo great, that they fubdued nine Provinces next them, andatlaftcame upon 
Vncam with a great Army, and flew him, and (oCingis pofleffed his ftate, and 40 
daughter too,which Vncam refufed to beftow upon him in marriage, when he 
defiredit* the fucceflors of this £/#£«■ waxed fo potent, thatthty over-run 
the great Country of Cathaia, wafting many times the Dominions of the 
Turhy, MnUcovites, Polonians , Hungarians and others, of whofe antiquities and 
aftions I dare not fpeak, becaufe for the moft part fabulous and uncertain: 
They are of different Religions, fomeChriftians, fome Mahumctans, and 
1 I 7 I * fome Pagans. About this time, a certain mad Sardinian lived a longtime in 
woods and defarts among the Deer, feeding on graffe, and walking upon all 
four like bcafts$ one day as the King of that Ifland was hunting, he was taken 
and brought to his parents, who would neither fpeak to them, nor tafte either 50 
of bread or wine, but eat graffe^ in the night he made an efcape to the woods, 
and was never afterward feen. The Order of Hcremites , called Williamites 
from William Dukcof Glaf :ony their author, fprung up at this time, they were 
to follow the rules of S. Aujbne . The eleventh General Councel, and fecond 
of the Latinos, was held in the Latheran by Pop e Alexander $ there the Wal- 
denfes fo called from Waldo of Lions, are condemned, and the Popes eleSion 
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by Cardinals alone ellabhlhed. Tetra a town beyond Jordan, is made a Bilhop- An.Chrifii 
rick. The Jewcs are perfecuted in France and Germany, for crucifying a Chri- 
Ilian child. The Carmelites Order began m the Defarts of Syria, which after¬ 
ward was brought into Europe, by Albert Patriarch o iConjian:inopU\ There 
was long debate between the Popes and the Romans, about the government 
of the City, and form of Magiftrates: this difference lafeed fifty years, from 
Innocent a. till clement 9. who at Iaft prevailed. 

In Rome to Pope Innocent 2. fucceeded Celejlinc 2. five moneths: his fuc- 
ceffor was Lucius 2.eleven moneths: to whom fucceeded tugenius 9. S .Bernardr 
10 difciple,who fate eight years, to him he wrote his Books of Conjidcration : his 
fucccfior was Anafiafim 4. one year: to him fucceeded Adrian 4. an Englilh- 
man, who had before his Popedoine converted the Norwegians to the faith, 
he fate almoft five years: Alexander 9. fucceeded, who fate one and twenty 
years, longer then any other Pope except S. refer, who fate five and twenty 
yearss Silvefieru ana Adrian 1. who reigned three and twenty years} his 
Anti popes were, Vl&or 4. Cal/xtus 9. and Pafchalis 9. To Alexander fuc¬ 
ceeded Lucius 9. four years 5 he was the firft that was created Pope by the Car¬ 
dinals alone; his fucceffor was Vrban 9. one year, whom Gregery 8. fucceeded 
for one moneth and 27 dayes: Clemens 9. fucceeded for three years.

Chap. XIII. 

The Eafiern affairs under Manuel C^mhenus, Alexius, Andronicus, Ifaacius and 
Alexius-Angeli. 2. The affairs of France, Spain, Denmark, Conflantinople, 

Rome, England and Scotland, in thefe times , with divers other ptif/ages, 

3. Henry the 6. Emperor . 

T O Calojohanncs in the Eafl, fucceeded Manuel Comnenas, a perfidious, 
turbulent, and unhappy Prince; Conradus the Emperor of the Weft,ana 
he, married two fillers: yet by his treacherie and confpiracie with the 
Saracens , the A rmies of Frederick, and Lewis the French king were overthrown} 
for Conradus having crofted the Thracian Bofphorus , entred Ajia^ where he was 11 4 7 * 
promifed to be furnifhed with all neceftaries by the Greeks, who both de¬ 
ceived him, and betrayed all his counfels to the Sultan of Iconnm, whereby 
the German army was fpoiled with famine and the fword, and unknown dan¬ 
gerous wayes: wherefore the Emperour was forded to bring away the re¬ 
mainders of his army, and to fend Frederick, his brothers fon poll, to acquaint 
the French army who were going to Iconiwn , of the Greeks treacherie} for 
40 they had fuborned fome to tell the French, that Iconium was delivered up to 
the Germans,purpofeIy to bring them to the fame miferie: it was laid that the 
Greeks mingled chalk and lime with their flower,by which they poyfoned the 
Latines. Conradus flayed a while at Ephefus . The French at the river Meander 
were beaten by the Turks. Roger the Sicilian, to revenge the Latines wrongs, 
with a Fleet otfhips takes Corcyra, andwallesall the Greek coall. At la ftCon- 
radus and the French arrive at Syria } Lewis hallencth to Jud<ca, Conradus be¬ 
ing brought to rtclomais , and thence to Jerufalem, gave way to befiege Oamaf- 
cus, whidi coll the Latines much blood} for having taken the fuburbs, the 
City was upon furrender, till the Princes began toquarrel wholhould be go- 
50 vemour } the old fouldiers perceiving that /hcodoricus of F landers wa< like to 
carry it, removed their camp to the other fide of the City,and fo permitted the 
inhabitants of the fuburbs to get within Dantafcus, which fo angred the Em¬ 
peror, that he left the liege, and returned home by Conflantinople inglorioufly: 
the French followed the next Spring, and were like to be furprifed by rne 
Greeks, had not Roger encountred with Michael Vahcologus , Manuels chief 
Commander. 
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An,Chrijli At that time, Roger brought from Chalets Silk-makers into Sicily and 
Apulia. Another Fleet of Chriftians at that time took Li shone 9 and the 
Country about from the Saracens $ tlfat City was delivered to Alphonfus , made 
lately Duke of Lujitania by the King of Cajiile . The Danes and Saxons brought 
the Sclavi to Chriftianity. Lewis returning from Sicily into France , put away 
his wife Flianor, pretending the unlawfalnefle of that marriage, by leafonof 
confanguinity: fheprefently married to Henry of Anjou, King of England and 
Duke of Normandy by right of his mother, Earle of Angiers and Tnron by the 
father, but by the right of his wife Earle of foictou and Duke of Oafcoigny $ 
which occafioned great war between England and France. Legats are fent IO 
iiom Armenia to Pop eEugenius, to be inftrufted in the myfteries of Chriftia¬ 
nity 5 who brought news, that rresbyter-john that great Eaftern Prince had 
overrun Media and Perjia, purpofely to invade jerufalem $ The al Coup¬ 
on the departure of Conradus and Lewis, chiefly the Sultans of Damafcus and 
Jconium, began again to make excurfions upon the Chriftian territories. jofco- 
limts Earl of Edejjap s he was at ftool, was furprifed and imprifoned* Noradmus 
made excurfions upon Antioch. Manuel the Greek Emperor obtains Edejffk 
from Baldwin the 3. and within a year loft it to NoradinRaimundus Prince of 
Antioch is Gain by NoraJwe, whofe widow Reinold of Caftle married, and with 
her obtained Antioch : He fupprefled the high-way robbers of Cilicia and for 20 
want ofhis pay from the Greek CaTar,plunders Cyprus $ and afterward to pre¬ 
vent a greater war,fubmits to Manuel. The Templers and Hofpitallers,though 
much inriched with booties, deny to pay their Tenths any more to the Patri¬ 
arch of jcrufalem, having for mony procured immunity at the Court of Rome. 

In Manuels time lived Eujiathiur, Homers Interpreter,and Bifhop of ihejjalonica^ 
who manfully refilled Manuel , endeavouring to corrupt the Chriftian doftrine 
with foine points of Mahumetanifmc. As this Emperor had many faults, yet 
fome good things he had in him $ for he was very bountifall, in forcing all his 
treafures upon the Sultan of tconium , when he was in want of money, ( but I 
fliould rather call this prodigality: ) He was alfo tender-hearted, for not 30 
only fent he Greek Chyrurgions to cure his fon-in-law, Baldwin 3. king of 
*jerujalem, who had broke his arm in hunting, but he himfelf alfo on his knee 
didufe to foment and bind up the Kings broken arm: He (hewed alfo his 

B r , before his death, in repenting that he had entertained Aftrologcrs, or 
kned to their predictions, finding them by experience to be falfc and de- 
luforic, for they had rromifed that he (hould live fourteen years longer then 
he did, therefore by his hand-writing he condemned their impoftures^ he 
1 1 8 o. reigned 38 years, and died the 6o.ycar of his age $ a little before his death he 
refigned his Empire, and imbraccd the Monaftical life 5 he had two wives,one 
was Conradus Cafars wifes fifter, the other was daughter to Raimund Prince of 40 
Antioch , of whom he had Alexius his fucceffor. 

This Alexius was betrothed to Anna daughter of Lewis the French king, 
which exafperated the Greeks, fearing the Latines would become too great 
in Byzantium : therefore they fend for Atidronicus the coufin-german of Ale- 
xius , living in exile among the Turks in Chaldea 3 he raifeth an Army, which 
he brings in view of Byzantium, having firft overthrown the forces of Proto- 
jebajtur , who undertook the proteftion of the young C*fan> afterward Andro - 
nicus puts out his eyes, and imprifoned him : So being admitted to the go¬ 
vernment, he thruftsout all the Latines,and many of them he murthers $ then 
undertakes the proteftion of Alexins , whom he carried on his (houldcrs to the 50 
Church to be crowned 5 then having removed all that might oppofe him out 
of the way, he accufeth Xcnc, Alexius his mother, of treafon, as if fhe had plot- 
cd with Bela king of Hungary againft the State, and fo ftrangles her 5 (hortly 
after he ftranglcs the young Emperor, being but fifteen years old, and having 
reigned but three, whofe body being wrapped up in lead was let down into 
the fea. 


Andro - 
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An drome us having murthered Alexius , reigns alone, and marries with Amu An.Cbriftt 
or Aytcr who had been betrorhed to Alexius , being as yet but eleven years 
old,and he an aged man. He took N/rara and rrujra, excrciling all kind of cru- 1 * 8 3. 
city on his enemies who had fled thither. Alexin /, Manuels Nephew, and the 
Latine fouldiers Hie to William king of Sicily , who to revenge the wrongs re¬ 
ceived from Andronicut , took Thcjjalonica Sc Dyrrachium , tiling all kind of era* 
el desaga in ft the Citizens. In the mean time Andrenicus rage th like a lavage 
beaft at Byzantium, upon the living and the dead alfo, caufing them to Be drag¬ 
ged out of their graves: Undeiftanding that one whofe name began with 
IO thefe letters, J.S. was to be his fuccdfor , and that it was jfaacim Angelas, he 
fent one to kill him, who was killed bv him * whereupon Angdu r fearing the 
cruelty of Andronicas , fled into the Temple 5 the people immediately in a 
great tumult falute him Emperor. Andronicut perceiving that he was hated 
by the people, forfiken by his fouldiers, and purfued after by r* illiam of Sicily, 
ha thought toefcapcby fea, but could not by reafon of the florins* therefore 
he is laid hold on, brought back to the City, fet with his face backwards on a 
lean fcabbed Camel, his right hand being cut off,and one of his eyes thruftout, 
at laft is brought upon a theater,where he is hang’d by the feet upon two pofts, 
and there by the enraged multitude is torne inpceccsby pincers and fldh- 
20 hooks, he crying out in the mean while. Lord be mcrcijull ! and, Why do you 
brnije the broken reed l So he died after two years reign, and in him ended the 
Consncnu 

if audits Angelas by the popular fa&ion is made Emperor: he at firft com- 1185. 
plied with the people, andeafed them of many burthens} he overthrew the 
Sicilian fleet fent agninft him, and took the two chief Commanders Richard 
and Baldwin * but undcaftanding that King William was preparing another 
Fleet for revenge, he made his peace with him: He was much troubled with 
twofalfe Alexn, who called themfelves the fons of Manual * but having fup- 
prefled them, he gave himfelf to luxury, wantonnefle,and opprefiion. He had 
30 ill fucccflc againft the Alyjians or Wallas h'tans, who rebelled agninft him : He 
ftrove to hinder Barbaro/jas march through Thracia, but fo doing he procured 
his anger, to his great lofle: He fent a Fleet to regain Cyprus from Ijaacms 
Comnenas the Tyrant, but with no fuccefle: He committed facriledge in rob¬ 
ing the Churches. At laft he was feiled upon by hi* own brother Alexius An - 
gelas, (whom he had redeemed from the Turks with much gold, and made 
him his Con fort in the Empire) and was by him deprived both of his eyes and 
government, the xo.year of his reign, being deluded by the Aftrologers, who 
made him believe that he fliould reign two and thirty years: His fon long 
after got him out of prifon, who upon the change of a ire and d iet (hortly after 
40 died. 

Alexin 1 Angelas, who changed his fir-name, and would be called Comnenas * 1195. 
having blufted his brother, invades the Empire $ but as he was riding in tri¬ 
umph with the Crown on his head, the Imperial horfe ("having more wit then 
the people that chofe this T yrant) flung him down,with which fall the Crown 
broke, an ill prefage. He gave himfelf to rioting and tyrannic: he chreatned 
to kill s lexius the younger, fon to Ifaaciur, who therefore fled to Venice , where 
he procured the Venetian and French afliftance. At that time Boniface Mar- 
quifle of A Ion tferr at, Baldwin Earl of blunders, with divers other Commanders, 
were met at Venice, to have their afliftance in their expedition to Apt, which 
$0 was promifed with a great fum of mony, conditionally that they would aflift 

the IVepublike to bcliege the Town fidcra, that had revolted from them to • * 
the Hungarianr, which accordingly was performed. In the mean time Alexius 
arrives,coin plaining of his Uncles tyrannic,his Fathers imprifonment, and his 
own banifhmem * promifing them great matters,ifthey would aid him to put 
down the Tyrant. 

R 3 Upon 
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Att.Chrifti Upon this a Fleet is prepared of two hundred and fifty (hips, in 

which were thirty thoufand Foot, and a thoufand Curifers. Alexius the 
Tyrant, in the interim, fuffers his Towns to be taken in the Eaft by the 
Sultan of Iconium , and his Armies to be beat by the Schythians and IVal- 
lachians . The Venetian fleet fets faile from Dalmatia a and arrives into 
the Bay of Byzantium , having broken the Iron-chain which fecured the 
Bay : Upon this , the Tyrant robbed the Emperours Tombes, and fled 
with a great treafure of gold, having reigned eight yea res. The City- 
gates are opened to thebehegers, and the Citizens adore their old Emperor, 
whom the Latines had delivered out of prifon and re-inftallcd : but the pco- f c 
• pie defirc that young Alexius might bejoyned with his father jfaacius $ this 
was granted, conditionally that the old man would ratifie his fons promifes to 
them: but the people murmured and fretted, that fo much treafure fhould be 
given to the Latines as was promifed, crying out,that the Empire was pawned 
by a Child,to a proud and covetous Nation 5 hereupon the Latines being in- 
cenfed fall to plundring, not fparing the Churches,they fet on fire the Saracens 
Synagogue, by which a great part of the City was burned; there is no end of 
their exa<ftions:Thc two Emperors fate ftilLpcrmirting their deliverers to pay 
themfelvcs 5 whereupon the enraged multitude, by the inftigation of Alexius 
£>//<%/* a ftout man, met together in the great Church, railing againft both the 20 
Caefars, calling them evil Angels,and threatening to choofc another Emperor $ 
in the interim old ifaactus dicth, and one Nicolas Canobus is named Emperor: 
Alexius upon this fends baefc for Boniface the Marquis, and the Latines, to put 
down this new Tyrant. D7/f</r(7imamed Aiurzufins, from his hanging-brows) 
comes privately to Alexin x, counfels him toflie Detimes from the fury of the 
people, and therefore gets him to come out of the palace, pretending that he 
would protett him, but he prefanly thruftshim into a dark dungeon,and then 
ftrangleshim the 7. moneth of his reign , andwithall drawes Canalus out of 
the temple: for feme time he defended the City againft the befiegers, at 
length he goeth out to treat with them, but was beat back with lofl'c} he 
fuftainedthe fiegea while, but finding the City unable to hold out, he gets a- 
wav, the 7&day of his government,carrying with him Ettfbrojtnc the Emprefs, 
ana her daughter Fndocia 9 vtuh whom he was in love. Theorems Lafcark (on- 
in-law to Alexius Corunenus fled like wife. At laft the Grecians fall to petition 
for quarter, fubmitting themfelvcs to the Latines , who ufedthem with all 
kind of rigor and tyrannic. This the chief Grecians departing out of the City, 
and the reft yielding themfelvcs, Byzantium and its Provinces fall now into the 
power ofthe Latines, After this, AJurznjfus or Ainrziphlus is apprehended in 
Feloponnefns, , brought to Byzantium, where his eyes were thruft out, and he 
flung dowti from a high tower by the Latines 5 the people raged on the dead 40 
carkafle, tearing it in peeccs. * 4 

The City being taken, fifteen men are felefted who fhould name the Em¬ 
peror : the Venetians were to name a Patriarch of their own Nation, if fo be 
the Empire (hould not fall to them: So the Earls of Flanders and S Tool named 
five men apceee, Alontferrat and the Allobrogcs as many more, the Venetians 
name the reft} the fuffrages fell to Baldwin Earl of Flanders, to whom was given 
the halfof the Cities, of the Provinces, T ributes, and other things which they 
had conquefted in the war. Thus the City being fctled, they march into 
cia , where all places between Byzantium and Aclnanopohs are furrendred. 
Baldwin to gratifie his fellows, declares Boniface the Marquis King of 7 hefjaly, 
andbeftowesthelflcofCrcto ( which Boniface had got as a gift from Alexins > 
Angclut,*cid which he willingly refigned)upon the Venetians 5 this occafioned 

I204. the emulation betwixt the Venetians and Genuok, So now the Eaftern Em Dire 
h transferred from the Greeks to the French . 
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In'Fnrjftv, to Lewis the Grofle fuccecdcd Lewis the 7. called the Younger: An.Chrifli 
he married with Ahbtora the daughter of WiUiam Duke of Gafeoigp. He made ‘ 
his expedition into Valcfisna, where he loft his Army by the Gree ks perfidi- 
oufneile (as we have faid ) after a years flay he ieturns,and divorceth Alienors, 
then marritth with AUry % or as home call her Beatrix, daughter to Alphonfns 7 
Emperor of Spain, and Aliettora {asis already Taid) married with Henry Duke 
of Normandy and King’of ingland. This Lewis died at Paris the 44. year of his 
reign. To him fucceedcd r£/ 7 /p£allefl Attgnjhff, and Adeodatus : he was made 
King in his fathers life-time: Hebaniflied the ferres out of France^ and with 
10 Richard of Fitglancl went to r a left inn , where with the confederate Princes he 
took Acona , and returns the fame year into France : He had five years war with 
Richai'd ofEngland^ he obtained two vi&orits,opc over the Englifh at Toi&ou., 
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another over Otho the Emperor in Flanders 3 he died the 43. year of his reign 
nfrer his fathers death. In his time was hcfda Synod at Paris, in which the 
Clergy parted with their Tythes, for promoting the war againft Saladine the 
Turk: he much enlarged and beautified Park. In his time a cuftome arofe 
in J* ranee that when any Prieft was dying, he laid on his bread: a paper 
containing the true faith of the Refurre&ion , becaufc at that time 
fome made queftion of it. Then alfo did feme Citizens of Frew*? and Lubec 
2ofet up the Order of the Marian fouldiers at Ptolomais , after the form oF 
the Teutonick order, which two arc by fome confounded : Colonies of 
them were tranflated into Germany, to fubdue the Sclav 1 and other Northern 
infidels. 


In England, after the death of King Henry, Steven Earle of Boloigne , fonne 
and heire-apparent of Stephen Earle of Bloys , and of Adela the Conquerors 
daughter, made himfclf King, albeit he had folemnly vowed to King Henry 
to further the fucccflion of Manld the Emprefle , and Henry's daughter. 

He feifed on the treafure of his unkle King Henry , and difpcrft it among 
fuch asheknew would (land him in need. He created divers Noblemen and 
Knights, and releafed the Dane-gilt, caufing fome rigorous lawes to be 
mitigated: He much advanced the Clergie with priviledges and immuni¬ 
ties, exempting them from the Temporal Magiftrate: he ere&cd many Forts 
and Caftles : he gave all Cumberland to David King of Scots and uncle to 
JHattld the Emprefle, that he (hould not help her to recover her right5 he 
alfo made Davids eldcil fon Earle of Huntington 5 yet not long after ("in 
lier quarrel) he waflcd the North with fire and fword , till lie was forced 
withlofieto retreat by 7 hrrjion Archbilhopof Tork. Inthcfixth year of his 
reigne, A fauld, with her bafe-brother Robert Earle of Glouceftcr, landed with 
an Army, which was much increafed by the accede of Engliflxand Welfh: 

40 the King with his Army encounters the Emprefle 5 a bloody battell was 11 4 
fought, in the end the King is taken, being forfaken by his common- 
fouldiers, and fent to the Caftle of Briftol , and after three monethsfet at 
liberty, to free the Earle of Gloccflcr who was taken prifoncr. The Emprefle 
is received into London , where flic was like to be furprifed, for refufing 
to rcftorc King Edwards lawes $ therefore (he fuddenly flies to Oxford, where 
flieis uncxpc&edly bdieged* butcloathing hcrfclf, with herchicfcfl:com¬ 
plices, in white, flic efcapcd by the benefit of thefnow, and got away in a 
(hip to Normandy After this was peace. In the 17. yeare of this Kings reign 
died Gcoffery vlantageuct husband to the Emprefle 5 and Henry shdrt-mantle 
- 0 hcrekleft fon married Ehanor (as was faid already) heire to the Earle of 
5 roifiou. This Henry w as encouraged to inyade England, which was his due 

in the right ofhis mother* Hctherefore arrives with his Army, whom King 11 5 u 
Steven encounters, whofe only fonne Eufiace was unfortunately.drowned, 
which cauftda peaces for Steven being childlefle, adopted Henry , and pro¬ 
claimed him heir-apparent to the Crown : the Prince returns to Normandy, 

and 
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An.Chrijit and the next yearc after King Steven died, the nineteenth ycarc of his 
Reignc : he was buried in the Abbey of Feverjham in Kent, which he 
had founded. And fo in Henry, the Saxon blood is again teftored to the 
Crown. 

1154 * As Henry was befiegingone of his Ca flics in Normandy, which was fur- 
prifed by the French, newes came to him of King Stevens death: He was 
advifed to raifethe liege, and haften for England? but he refolves not to 
ftirre till he had taken the Caftlc, which upon this was furrendred: then 
he failcs into England, and is crowned. He reformed the Common- lawes, 
and divided the Kingdome into fixe Circuits, appointing Judges twice IO 
every ycare to ride thefe Circuits. He banilhed the ftrangers, who had 
flocked hither in great multitudes, and fuch of the Nobility as had ad¬ 
hered too much to King Steven : He caufed inoft of the Tnland-caftles 
to be demolifhed : He feifed on all Crown-lands which had been aliena¬ 
ted, and refumes into his own hands Cumberland, Northumberland, and 
Huntington : He married Geoff cry one of his youngeit fonnes, to Conjiance 
daughter of Conaccn Duke of Bn t any, by whom he had that Dutchy; 
his youngert fonne married with Adda King Lewi* of trance his daughter 5 
and he beftowed his daughter Aianld tut Henry Duke of Saxony , about 
which time died the Emprcfle his mother. He never fullered his Souldiers 20 
to be idle, but did ftill exercife them at home or abroad. In the 19. year 
of his Reignc, he failed into Iceland, and made himfelfe by his Victories 

1174. L° rc J °f 1 hat Country. He caufcd his eldcft Son Henry, and his wife /'* targaret 
the French Kings daughter, to be Crowned twice; hitnfelf, the fecond tirnc^ 
ferving as a Sewer at his Sons table; who then bragged, 7 hat his Father 
was but the Son of an FmprcJjc, but himfelfe the Son both of a King and, green. 

His fonnes Henry, Geoffery , and John, with the Earles of Leicefier and 
chejier, and Will}am King of Scots, took part with the French againft him; 
yet Henry prevailed^ and pardoned his Sonnes and Lords for this rebellion. 
Prince Henry died before his Father, and John was poyfoned by a Monk, go 
The rebellions of his Sonnes put him into a Fcaver, which killed him in 
four dayes : He died in Normandy, the five and twentieth ycarc of his 
Reignc , and was buried at Fountevcrard in France. He was a fortunate, 
wife, and valiant Prince : but unhappy in his Childrens rebellion; his 
vain dotage on Rofamond, whom he loved above his chafte wife Eli an or? 
and in his quarrel with 7 homos Bechet Lord Chanccllour, and Archbifliop 
of Canterbury , who would not be inverted by the King , but went to 
Home , and received his Pall from Innocent the fccond , and was made a 
Legate: at his return , he furrenders his Chan cel lorfhip and Grcat-fealc to 
the King, not (hewing him any reafon why he didfo. Upon this difcord4o 
between Henry and ‘l bonus # the Clergie grew infolent without con troll; 
whereupon the King calls a Parliament , in which King Stevens Law for 
exempting the Clergie from the Temporal power, is abolifhed, bythccon- 
fent of thcBifliops, even of Bechet himfelfat lart, but with much adoc ; who 
after he had (\v_ornc to allow this a ft, yet rclapfcs, and obtaines the Popes 
pardon for this fin of his: hereupon the King (eifeth upon all Bechets Tem¬ 
poral lands, and demands an account of 3CCC0 marks, which he had in his 
Chancellorfhip turned to his own ufe: This Bechet refilled to doe, and went 
privately to Rome ; after whom the King fends letters to the Pope, complain¬ 
ing of Bechet ; but the Pope took his part,nnd threatned the King with excom- 50 
munication,unlel]e he were reftored. In the interim he is recommended to the 
Abbot of Tvntinyack in trance , to whom the King fent to have Bechet turned 
out, and withall forbids accede from the Pope into England, Bechets friends 
alfoarc banilhed: The Abbot fearing the Kings ci i fpl cafu re. perfwadcs 7 hem as 
to leave his houfc; then did Lems the French king procure him better enter- 

. taininent. 
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mcnt, and animated t he Pope againft King Henry * who fails over into France % AnjCbriJl* 
and in the French Kings prefence proffered to reftore Thomas and his friends, 
if he would take the former oath and fubferibe* which he utterly refufed to 
doe, except he might adde this exception, Salvo honore Deis, which highly 
difpleafed the King, who returns into England: twoLcgats with an Inter¬ 
dict againft him came from Romc 9 which made him pafte over to Normandy 
to conferre again with Eccket y who wasftill the fame man y fo the King was 
forced to reftore him. The young King Henry was alfo offended with him, 
for refilling to abfolve the four Bilhops whom he had fufpended for perform- 
io * n 8 x ^ c folemnities to him without his leave, and fo was confined to his houfe 
in Canterbury, but within foure dayes after, Secret was murthered by foure 
affafinates in his own Church, for which the Pope accufeth the King, and en- 
joyns him to war three years inperfonin Palejtina > but this he redeemed by 
creating three Religious houfes^ he vifited Beckgts Ihrine, walking bare¬ 
footed from London to Canterbury as he was enjoined, and there was whipped 
by all the Monks , the four murtherers died miferably in exile, within four 
yen res. 

Richard firnamed Cour-dc-Lion , king Henry the 2. his cldeft fon now living, 11 8 o 
(iicceeded his father: he firft of all enlargeth Queen Eleanor his mother, who 
20 had been reftrained by Henry , fordilliking his wantonneffe with Rofamond. 

She governed the kingdom, t ill her Son came home from Normandy : ftiefet 
at liberty prifoners for fmall offences, and paid many of their fmall debts: in 
this her fon Richard did imitate her, pardoning ordinary offences, and freeing 
all his debtors. He made his brother John Earl of Lancafier , and married him 
to the Earl of Gloccjlers hcire$ he gave him alfo Nottingham, Devonfiire 9 and 
Cornwall but he proved unthankfull, in affetting the Crown. This Richard 
in a fhort time by his bounty exhaufted all his fathers treafures. He was per- 
fwaded by the Pope,to accompany in perfon Frederick^ the Emperor and Philip 
Augnfins of trance , into the Holy-lana $ Sicily is the place appointed for their 
30 meeting: And becaufe he would not be burthenfome to his people in taxing 
them, he fold his Forts of Z>*rn>/r^and Roxburgh to the Scots King for locool. 
he fold alfo the Earldom of Durham to the Bifhop } he made falealfo of divers 
Honours and Manors. Having fitted himfelf for this expedition, he commits 
the government oftheKingdome to William Longchamp Bifhop of Ely y who 
fhortly after was made the Popes Legate. Then he failed to Cyprus , being 
driven thither by tempeft * which he won,and fold to the Templars for 30000 
marks: Thence he fail’d into Sicily, where he difeonten ted Philip the French 
king, becaufe he denied him a fhare in his conqueft of Cyprus, being he was ab- 
fent when it was taken, and becaufe their covenant of equal-fharing extended 
40 only to the Holy-land} yet they agreed for theprefent, and proceeded to¬ 
gether in their journey, having good fucceflc againft the 'Turfy $ they took 
many Towns and Forts, and among the reft Aeon , where FJchardpuWd down 
the Banner of Archduke Leopold fet on the walls, faying, that his own Banner 
(hould be firft fet up, feeing he firft entred the City* at this Philip was much 
difpleafed again with Richard , fo that he returned in a rage home, carry¬ 
ing with him the Forces that belonged to the Emperor and to Leopold : 

King Richard notwithftanding, by the help of fome Chriftian Princes with 
him, perfued his victories againft the and then returned to Cyprn r,which 

he won from the Templars, and exchanged it forJentf<tlem 9 \v\th Guido or Guy 
50 of Lejtngham , the laft Chriftian king,whence Richard was filled King of Jcrufa- 
lew. In the mean while, the Bifhop of Ely (fon of a Cow-herd^ did fo tyrannife 
over the kingdome in his Proteaorfhip, that he became odious: wnercfc^e 1 j 9 1. 
perceiving how he was hated, went difguifed in a womans habit toller, 
purpofing to leave the kingdomebut he w as difeovered, and by the people 
dragged up and down, and after fent to the Tower j but when the King re¬ 
turned, he was reftored to his offices: fhortly after, as he was travelling to 
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A n. Chrifti Rente, he died. In the Kings abfcnce,his brother John feifed upon many Towns 
and Forts, angry that Fly was preferred to him in the Protc&orfhip: K .rktlip 
alfo made many incurfions into Normandy } which caufed king Ric hard to for- 
fake his Conquefts in Ajia: but in his return he fuffered fhipwrack, between 
Aejnikta and Venice, and by fwimming faved his life } he was Ihortly after taken 
prifonerby Leopold in At/Jlria , and fold to the Emperor Henry the 6. for 60000 
marks, from whom he ranfomed himfelfe for icocoo pounds: then he rides 
pofttoN^w^^/r,raifeth an army,and revengeth himfelf upon the French king. 

In this mean w hilehis brother John repaires to him, with humble fubmiffion 
and acknowledgment of his dflloyalty,laying the fault thereofupon Elys mif- 1Q 
government * hereupon John is received into the Kings favour. Richard, upon 
his return, ranfacked theMonafterics, taxed the people, and refnmcdall the 
Mannors, Caftlcs, and Offices he had fold, into his hands, to pay his ranfome, 
8ooco.l. whereof he paid, the reft was difeharged by Leopold , whom the Pope 
excommunicates for making Richard aprifoner, after his good fervice in the 
* 1 9 3 * Holy-war. He caufcd himfelf to be again crowned King5 then tranfports an 
Army into Fran re, where at the Caftlc of Chalous ncer to Lymoishe wasfhot 
with an arrow, of which he died within three dayes, the 9. year of his reign * 
but before he died, he won the Caftlc # caufing all to be put to the fword ex- 
1199. cept the malefa<ftor,whom he pardoned. In the beginning ofthis Kings reign, 20 
Robin-Hood and Little-John robbed and fpoiled many rich mifers and uferers* 
but Robin being betrayed bled himfelf to death, fo his theevifh rout was dif- 
perfed. King Richard was buried at f 0 iteverard in Fram e, at his fathers feet: 
he left three parts of his treafure to his brother John , and the fourth to his 
fervants. 

11 5 In Scotland , to David fucceeded his grandchild Malcolm , a gain ft whom 

5 Sumerlcd 7 hane or Earl of ArgtU rebelled, whofe Army was defeated, and he 
driven into Ireland by Gilrhnjiiui Earl of Angus . King Henry of Fngland, for- 
cetfoll of his oath which he made to king David when he knighted him, that 
he would never trouble him nor his pofteritie for thofe lands he held in Eng- 30 
land, took the jurifdifrion of Carhjlc fromtheArchbifhopofGAi/^^ then he 
caufed this young King to fwcnr him fealtie at chejier , and carried him againft 
his will over w ith him into France, thereby to keep the Scots from invading 
England , and to bring Malcolm in diflike with the French king. At his return 
\mo Scot land, he endeavoured to pacifie the offended Nobility, excufing him- 
felf, that what he did in aflenting to king Henry's demands, was by force 5 and 
fothey were pacified for the present. After this, Malcolm is invited by Henry 
tothc Parliament at Tork, whereheis accufed for afllfting the French 5 there¬ 
fore his lands in England were forfeited to the Crown: upon his return home¬ 
ward, the people were fo incenfed, that they had almoft feifed on him in his ^ 
houfeat Berth : He complained to his NobiIity,how he had been circumvent¬ 
ed by Henry , wherefore a war is proclaimed 5 the two Armies met at Carlijle * 
but to avoid blood-fliedding, Henry was contented to leave Cumberland and 
Huntington to Malcolm, and only take Northumberland from him 5 to which 
Malcolm the mind of his Peers aftented, and therefore was defpifed by 

them : Upon this the country of GaUoreay rebels,but in three battels they were 
defeated by Gilchriji Earl of Angus. The Moravian rebellion was worfe, in 
w'hich the Kings forces were beaten firft; but a new Army being fent, the Mo¬ 
ravians were quelled, and moft of them killed or fled. Sumerlcd took occafion 
1163. hy thefe tumults, to invade the fea-coaft with an Army, having the afliftance 50 
5 of malecontcnts; but he was apprehended, and his forces defeated. The Par¬ 
liament propofeth a marriage for the King, being now 22 years of age 5 but 
he refufeth to marry at all, preferring Celibate to the married life.and fhewing 
that he had provided an heire for the Crown. So all being quiet at home and 
abroadjhc gave himfelfto repairingand building of Religious houfcs,and died 
1165. fhortly after, the ?. 5 year of his age, having reigned above 1 2 years. 
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To Malcolm fucceeded his brother William . He is called upon by king Htnry An.Chrifv. 
to do homage for Cumberland and Huntington $ for that caufe he repairs to him; 1 

and withall remands Northumberland as his due. Henry promifed to fatisfic him 
the next Parliament, at which he wasdefired tobeprefent: thither when he! 
came, Henry going over to France with his Army,takes/F/Zfaw with him againft 
his will: having ftayed there fome time, with much adoe he got leave to go 
for Scotland \ whither when he arrived, he fals to fettle the kingdome, and to 
build forts: then he fends Embafladors to Henry , to demand Northumberland : 

Henry being bufic in the French war,was content to part with a (hareof Norths 
i 0 humberland , but not with all , afterward this fhare caufed a new war, for Wil¬ 
liam demanded the reft, and Henry was forry for giving fo much 5 Armies are 
jaifed, and incurfions made on both tides} at laft they came to a parley, in 
which William unexpectedly was furprifed by 400 horfe in ambufh, which he 
thought to have been Scots, and carried into France . Having ftaid there fome 
time, heranfoms himfelf, by delivering unto the Englifh four garrifons, viz. 

Edinburgh, Sterhn, Rofburgh, and Barrcicl^, with fifteen hoftages, till thefum 
agreed upon was paid $ in the mean time he is difmifled, who being returned 
home, he with his Nobility fwear fealty to the King of England, till thefe gar¬ 
rifons were redeemed 5 then he quiets the tumults at home. King Henry de- 
20 inands, that theBiftiops of Scotland fhould acknowledge the Archbifhopof 
TorkSox their Metropolitan, which they refofed to do, for this caufe they com¬ 
plained to Pope Alexander 3. who freed the Scotifh Biihops from fubjeftion to 
the Englifh yoke. Shortly after this, Gilchrifi kills his wife the Kings fifter, for 
being founa in adultery: he is fummoned to appeare to anfwer for this mur- 
ther, who refufeth, therefore is proferibed, his houfes pull’d down, and his 
whole eftate forfeited : Some years after this, the King returning from Murry, 
where he overthrew Donald Baan that had rebelled there, meets with Gilchriji 
in the habit of a begger, whom demanding what he was, fell flat at the Kings 
feet,eonfefiing his miferable condition 5 at which the King being moved with 
30 pity, confideringhis former greatnefle and good fervices 9 reftored him to his 
ancient honours and eftate. 

King Richard having fucceeded Henry , and preparing for his Eaftem expe- 1190; 
dition, fends home the Scots hoftages, and reftores to William his three garri¬ 
fons, (for Edinburgh- Caftlc was redeemed before, upon the payment of the 
fourth part of the ranfome ) he frees him alfo and his fucceffors from all bar¬ 
gains and covenants made with king Henry 5 in requital of which favour, Wily 
Ham fends him towards his charges in the Holy-war 10000 marks, and fent his 
brother DavidEaxl of Huntington to wait on king Richard t who in his return 
from Syria was fhipwracked, fold by the Egiptians , bought by the Venetians , 

40 and fent home the 4. year after his departure from Scotland. King Richard alfo 
being returned, was vifited by king William and his brother, with a prefent of 
2000 marks: here William fell fick, and it was rumoured through Scotland 
that he was dead * which gave occafion to Hai'ald Earl of Orkney and CathneJJe , 
to pick a quarrel with the Biftiop of Cathnejfe , and then to thruft out his eyes, 
and cut out his tongue 5 but William being returned, he caufed Harald to be nag; 
apprehended and hanged, having firft put out his eyes, and cmafculated all his 
male-children. This lame year Alexander king Williams fon was bom. 

King lohn of England quarreled with William , for refuting to aid him a- 
gainft rhilip the French king s therefore began to erett a garriion over againft 
50 Barvoick) which the Scots threw down again : upon this Armies arc raifed on 
both (ides $ but without any blowes, a peace was concluded, and agreed, that 
IVilliams two daughters fhould marry Johns two fonnes, and that ntf garrifon 
fhould be built neer Barwick. After this,William loft his youngeft fonne, with 
his nurfe and fourteen more, by the fudden inundation o^Tay, which drown¬ 
ed a great part of Berth in the night-time,fo that the king hardly efcaped him- 
fclfj therefore he caufed the Town to be built in a more fafe place upon the 
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An.Cbrifii fame river, and called it Perth , now S.jf ohns-town. After this it was agreed be- 
tween the two kings, John and tVilhain, that for the time to come,the children 
of the Scots kings (hould do homage for their lands in England > but not the 
i o i 4, kings themfelves. Not long after this, IViUiam died, the 74 year of his age* 
and of his reign 49. 

In to Clemens 3. fuecceded Celefiine 3. who fate 4 years and 7 moneths; 
he excommunicated all France for king Philips divorce, who had repudiated 
his wife Gclbcrga, he confirmed the Teutonick Order, preferibing to them 
the rule of S.Augufiine, with a white-garment and black-crofle, injoyning 
them to fay in 24 hourcs, the Lords Prayer, Creed , and Ave Maria, 200 times. IO 
To Celefiine fucceeded Innocent 3. w ho fate 18 years and 7 moneths: He fent 
fomc Religious men to convert the tartars, who by the Sarazens perfwafion 
preferred Mahumetanifme toChriftianifme$ fomc think this was done after¬ 
ward by Innocent 4. He alfo procured Livonia to imbracc the Chriftian faith: 
under him was held the 12. Oecumenical Councel at Lateral at which were 
prefent two Patriarchs, of Cotifiantinople and Jcrufzlcm, feventy Archbilhops, 
four hundred Bilhops, twelve Abbots, and eight hundred Priors5 in this 
Synod the word Jranjnbfiantiation was confirmed. About this time fprang 
up the Order of Predicants by Dominions the Spaniard, of which are recorded 
to have been 4143 Monafteries: the Minorites Order by Francis the Italian, 20 
of thefe were 900CO. in Platina's time; the Carmelites , oy Albert Patriarch of 
Jerufalen/i \ the Eremites Order alfo of S.Aujiin, 8c the Order of the Holy trinity.. 

I 1 9 1 . In Germany , Henry 6. fucceeded to his father BarbaroJJ'a, whofe wife Con fiance 
daughter to Roger king of Sicily , was married out of a Monafrcry} by her 
Sicily was annexed to the Empire: when (lie was fifty years old , (he was 
brought to bed at Panormus of Frederick 2. in a publike Cnap}>el which Henry 
had built to that purpofe, that it might be feen the child was not fuppofititi- 
ous. He was refilled in the beginning of his reign, by the Bifhops of Colen and 
Liege, with whom the Burgundians tided, but they were quickly fuppreffed by 
Henry , after he had put the Bilhop of Liege to death, who was more attive a- 
gainft him then the other. After many conflitts, he quieted the Sicilians and 
Apulians who would have revol ted from him, and put divers of their ring¬ 
leaders to exquifite torments, fleaing fomc of them alive, blinding others, and 
thrufling (harp pikes through them$ fome that aimed to be Kings,he crowned 
with Iron-ciowns red-hot: for this caufe he was named Henricus Afier, Henry 
the rough or lharp. In Italy he placed new Govcrnours, to keep them from 
rebellion: Being well ufed at Cremona and Bcnonia , he gave them power to 
coin their own mony. The death of Saladhte 9 (who canted his fhirt to be car¬ 
ried in his funeral, with this acclamation. Here is all that is left of the great Con¬ 
queror of the EafilJ gave hopes to Henry of fome good to be clone in Syria $^0 
therefore he prepares an expedition, and to that purpofe fends great forces 
before, under the Bifhop of Alentz and divers other Commanders, who took 
Joppe from the Saracens, and fortified divers Towns; but as Henry was coming 
after with his fupplies, he fell fick of a feaver at Mejfana , where he died * fome 
think he waspoyfonedby his wife, for his adulteries«, lie was buried at ra- 
w/y/winaPorphyrictomb, having reigned fom what above feven years: his 
fon Frederic^ was now five years old, whom he committed to the care of his 
brother Philip 5 him he had made Governor of Hetrurja , and married him to 
Irene the filler of Alexius the Greek Emperor. Henry s death hindred the Chri¬ 
ftian s progrefle in Syria, 

In Spain , the JStuwidians, Moors , and Africans , being arrived in great fleets, 
fet upon Alphonfus king ofCafiile , whom they overthrew, and laid waftehis 
country, fo that the French were afraid they would pafie over the Pyrenean 
hills thither : this expedition of the Moors into Spain, was occafioned by the 
Danes, f rifianders, and Hollanders , who in leveral fleets fet upon and wafted the 
coaft of Barbary ; in revenge whereof, the Moors fell upon Spain .

SS 3 , He re P ort of Htnrys death being come, Philip hafteth from r , . a . 
Hetruria into Germany, fending the Peers of the Empire 
before, defiring them to fulfill the will of the deceafcd 1 20a 
Emperour, in confirming His Tons Succeflion,and his own 
Prote&oifhip* but Pope Innocent by his Legatsfentto 
the Princes to refeind the will of Henry, and to rejefr Phi* 
lip from the Government of the Empire, for he hated 
Frederick^ his race,and fo he did Philip for curbing the 
Popes power in //^.-‘therefore he is excommunicated, and the Biftiop of 
Sutrie thatabfolved him degraded upon the Popes inftigatidn. Many voted 
for Pert ho Id us D. of Lor ingia : but the King of Bohemia, D. of Sjx^Marquefs 
of My fnia and Bavare, with others in Parliament declared Philip Emperour* 
which Bertholdus perceiving, and that his power was too weak to refill 
yielded to Philip ; upon this the Pope inftigates the Princes to confer the 
Empire upon Otto the fon of Henricus Leo , and withall excommunicates Philip 
which made the Bohemian and other Princes to fall off* hereupon Otto is 
crowned at Aix by the Biftiop of Colen^ but Philip being nothing dejefted 
4 ° raifeth an Army, takes in Strausburg, and at Spire encounters with Otto, whom 
he defeats and puts to flight* upon this the Lantgraveof Thuringia , after 
his Countrey was wafted by Philip , fubmitted : then, becaufe the Bohemians 
fided with Otto, Philip fells upon them with fire andfword* he forced alfo 
the Cities upon the Rhme,t\en Colen it fclfto yield, fothat Adolphus the Bi¬ 
ftiop w as fain to crown him at Aix, notwithftanding R .Richard and K .7 ohn of 
England ftood entirely for Otto, being his Uncles: Otto thrufts Adolphus out of 
his Bifhoprick, Philip maintains him * hereupon another Battel is fought by 1207* 
Coleu , in which Otto loft the Field, and was forced to flie into England . ' # 

^ Cour td us Biftiop of Mcntz was lately return ed from Palefiina * he for fiding 

5 ° with rhttip , is ftript of his Bifhoprick by the Pope, and fo was his fucceflour 
Ludolphus , and Sigifrid, Philips enemy,is made Biftiop: but an end was fhortly 
after put to thefe Civil wars by the Marriages of Philips Daughters, for the 
two eldeft he beftowed upon the King of Bohemia and Duke of Brabant , the 
third he married to Richard the Popes Nephew by his brother, and the fourth 
to his Competitor Otto , who upon this left off profecuting his right in the 
Empire: By this laft Marriage Philip bought his peace, but loft his life* for 
■ *' A a _ 
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An.Chrifti. one Otto IVittelibachius who hail been a fuitcr to this daughter, and was by 

- Philip encouraged in the fult, but afterward rejetted, in a rage gets into the 

room where Philip was at Bamberg with a private friend, and thrufts his 
Dagger (which he had under his cloak) into the Emperours throat, of which 
wound he dyed, having reigned ten years almoft*, the Paricide efcaped by 
s 20 8, means of Erbert Bilhop of Bamberg , but afterward he was apprehended and 
(lain, f bilips body was buried at Bamberg, and from thence tranflated to 
Spire by Frederic (the Second } his wife Irene dyed (hortly after with grief. 

Otto (uccecdcd to Philip, for fo they had covenanted, that Otto (houldnot 
meddle with the Empire vtbikti rhilip lived, but he did not enjoy it long iq 
quietly, for fhorrly after he had been crown’d by Pope Innocent the fecond at 
Horne, fwhere his Gold prevailed more then his Sword ) there arofe a quarrel 
about the Principality of Maud, fometimethe wife of Henry the Fourth, this 
(he had bequeathed on the Church of Rome, but the Emperours ftill claimed 
it as their due 5 therefore OM?refolves to recover by Armes both that Mar¬ 
quifat and the other Territories with-held from Frederick the Second's Tu¬ 
tors. At this refolution of Ottos , Pope Innocent was highly offended, and 
becaufe he would not leave off his claim, he is excommunicated $ therefore 
Otto fets Guards upon the Pope, fuffering none to have accefs to him , which 
caufcd fuch a tumult in the City, that Otto, not without great (laughter, was 20 
fain to flie thence into Lombardy, where hecolletts his Forces and invades 
Rjotnandiola, Tnfcia, and the Marquifat of Ancona $ thence he marched into 
Apulia to recover what the Pope had detained from the Empire: in the mean 
feafon the Popes curfe is publifhed in Germany, and the Princes are defired to 
thruft the Excommunicate Emperour out of his Government. Hence arifeth 
a new War, which drew Otto home out of Italy , fome do fide with him, but 
more with the Pope $ hereupon the chief German Princes, with the Bohe¬ 
mian, fend for Frederick^ the Second out of Sicily, remembring the promifc 
they had made to Henry his father, about fetling his fon in the Empire. Fre- 
derickscmos into 'AlfatU •-> Otto with his Army prepares to encounter him,but 30 
moft of his Souldiers forfook him, fo that he returns into Spain $ Fredericks in 
the interim takes in all upon the Rhine, then being crowned at Aix, he makes 
a League with Philip the French King;, the King oF England aftifts Otto with 
men and money*, upon this the War is renewed * but it lafted not long, for 
1214 . otto being defeated by the French, and forfaken by his men, refigned up his 
Empirethe fourth year after be had undertaken and five years after this 

refignation died of the bloody Flux, and was buried at Brufwige . 

In thefc Civil wars of Germany, the Marquefs of Brandenburg drew the Sclavs 
S a 1 8. to rebell againft Canutes King of Denmark. Peter Bifhop of Rofehild arrived 

in the Oder with an Army, which he landed in the Marquifat j a bloody Bat- 40 
tel is fought, and he taken prifoner, but efcaped, and with another Army de¬ 
feated the Marquefs as he was plundring of Sclav/a, and took divers places in 
Holfatia from Adolphus the Earl who aided the Marquefs: At laft Lnbec being 
taken by Valdemarus D. of Slefvic who aflifted Peter, Hamburg is furprifed by 
him, and in it Adolphus. Canutus being dead, Valdemor the fecond is ialuted at 
Lubec, King of Denmar(and Sclavia, and Lord of Nordalbingia . Adolphus for 
his ranfome delivers up the ftrong Fort of Lavenburg to tjie King. 

About the fame time Philip of France recovered all Normandy again, the 
270 . year after it had been given to Rollo the Dane , from whom till this time 
were reckoned twelve Dukes, fix whereof were Kings of England . odoacer 50 
King of Bohemia, for fiding with the Pope, is depofed by Otto the Emperour 
at the Dyet of Nori mb erg, and his fon fet up in his place. 

The IValdenfes, called commonly the poor men of Lions, Albigenfes and 
Begginj, were bufic about thefe times in oppofing the corruptions of Rome, 
againft whom the Dominicans and Francifcans were imployed by Argu¬ 
ment, and the Earl of Monts fort with fome other Princes by the Sword, many 
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of them were flain, and many burned for Hereticks : the Saxon r Wefifaliant, Au.chrijh. 

Frifanders , and Aufbrians were making an Expedition againft them, but r 
changing their mind, theyalfifted Spain againft the Moores or King of Mo± 
rocco. Peter King of Arragon loft his life in amfting the Albigcnfcs . 

Frederic^ having fetled Germany and annexed again Belgium and Lorain to the 
Empire, was fain to be crowned the fecond time at Aix , and to take a folemn 
Oath to the Pope, that he would raife all the ftrength he could to recover the 
Holy-Land^ for which purpofe alfo he affembled the Councel of Later an, and 
promifed to declare Fre^era^Emperour 5 but before this could be performed, 

10 innocent died at Perujtum^s he was going to compofe the War between the 
Pifans andGenuois : Atlaft Innocents promile was performed by his Succcf- 
for Honorius. After this, Frederickjc turns to Italy, to take order with the 
Tufcians and Apulians , who by the affiftance of theBifhops, had invaded and 
Iboiled the Emperours Territories s thefehe fubdued, and removed the Bi- 
lnops out of their places, which fled to rhe Pope for remedy, whodefired 
Fre^r/V^toreftorethemf which he refilling, ana withall inveighing againft 
the Popes pride, covetoufnefs, and frauds, gave occafion of new troubles, by 
which all Italy banded againft the Emperour,and at laft the French were called 
in to the Kingdom of Naples , fthefe troubles were prefaged by Earth-quakes, 

20 and blood mingled with duft, out of the clouds, at Rome.) Tne Emperour is 
excommunicate $ the Sicilians take up Armes againft Frederick * having fhaken 
off his Government,therefore Frederickjs forced to leave Italy, and to pafs over 
into Sicily, which hcquicted,and performed Funeral obfcquies to his wife Con - 
fiantia lately dead: Thence he returned into Germany , where he held a Dyet 
at IVutceburg^d made his fon Henry by Conflantia his Colleague in the Empire, 
but afterward condemned him to perpetual impiifonment in Calabria , with 
his two fons,by confent of the German Princes(where he died the next year af- 
ter)becaufe he aimed to dethrone his Father,againft whom by the Popes infti- 
gation he ftirred upthe Citiesof Lombardy : This quarrel was fomewhat miti- 
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30 gated between the Pope and Emperour by 'John de BregnaK. of Jerufalem, who 
acquainted the Pope with the danger of Ajta, and that if Damiata had not been 
furrendred again to the Sultan, theChriftian Army had been drowned by 
opening the (luces of Nilus. He alfobcftowed his daughter jf ole upon Frede¬ 
ric^, with the Kingdom of Jerufalem for her dowry, to engage his fon-in- 
law againft the Sarazcns in AJpa$ Frederick having undertaken the Expediti¬ 
on, fends his fon Henry into Germany jlo have a Dyet called for railing of tnony 
horfe and men towards this Expedition* 

Ludovic Lantgravc of Thuringia is by the Princes made chief Commander of 
the German Forces. Frederick, invites the German Princes into Cremona , to 
40 confult with them about the Empire, for he could not with fafety leave Italy . 
This the Pope fufpe&ed, wherefore by railing of Lombardy he hinders the 
meeting«; but Pop cHonorius dieth in the interim, to whom fucceeds Gregory 
the ninth, as fierce as the former againft the Emperour, accufing him for 
lmgring in Italy, and negle&ing the Allan Expedition, whereas he knew that 
Frederick by his fon Henry was promoting the bufinefs in Germany * Brundujtum 
was the Rendevouz for the Souldiers, wnere the Lantgrave of Thuringia, with 
divers others fell lick 8c died j Frederickjdfo himfelf was ill difpofed, by reafon 
of the unfeafonable weather, and when he put to Sea, was beat back again by 
contrary winds, fo that he was forced to ftay at Brundufum the Pope not- 
50 withftandingrageth againft him, accufing him of perjury, adultery, and cru¬ 
elty to his wife $ of treachery alfo, in fuftering Damiata to be loft * therefore 
' he curfeth him, and denounceth war againft him, to that purpofc calleth Bre - 
gna or Brcnnus his father-in-law into Romandiola, giving him the Title of 
Exarch r , he armes alfo the Tufcians and Lombards againft him. Frederick to 
purge himfelf from the Popes criminations, calls the Princes together at Ra¬ 
venna, but the tumults of hind red that meeting, therefore he clears 
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An.Chrifii, himfelf by writing. So having repaired his Fleet, he fets faile for Afta > having 
fcnt before, with'the greateft part of the Army, Remold D. of Bavaria , and 
t 2 2 fc. Mafterof the Horfe, the charge of Italy was committed to Remold D. of 
spoletum: but becaufe Fredcricksook not his leave of the Pope, nor expiated 
his crimes, contemning as it were the Popes curfe, he commanded the Syrian 
Armies not to follow, or to obey him,and withall layeth hold on the King¬ 
dom of Naples and fills all Italy with troubles: Frederick notwithftanding for- 
tifieth Joppe, and forceth the Sultan to reftore lerufalen/, Bethleem^ Sc Nazareth. 

This Bren a us or Bregna had married Mary the daughter of Almaricus King 
of Cyprus and Jerttfalem, and with her received the Title of King: he did good io 
fervice in Ajia 5but being forfaken of Andrew King of Hungary , who having 
wafhed himfelf three times in jf ordan 9 thought he had fufficiently paid hia 
vow, returns home with his Army : being (I fay) thus forfaken, and hope- 
lefs to recover Valejiina , he intrcncheth himfelf between Ctfaria and the 
hill Cdiaphd; and grew foftrong with the continual aid of Pilgrims, that he 
much infefted the Barbarians $ then having got a Fleet of Ships, he failes to 
Damiata (of old Heliopolk) in a£gypt 9 breaks down the Chain which kept off 
Ships from entring Nilus, and at laft,not without much labour and blood took 
the Barbarians ftrongeftHold. Here SaphaAmas was flain$ his fon wanting 
provifion, retreats from the place with his Army. Conradin the Sultan of Da- 20 
niafcus and ‘jeritfaletu , and the fon of Sapbadin , offers conditions of peace, and 
promifeth reftitution of the Crofs,and all that the Chriftians had loft in Cyria 0 
or Theniciat) this was liked by nil the I jitmes, except by rdagiu< the Cardinal, 
who would yield to no tearms till Egypt were firft fubdued : At this ^Conradin 
in a rage demoliftieth the walls and chief buildings of femfalem , Ctfaria, and 
other places, that they might not be ferviceable to the Chriftians, who loft 
many men by the Plague and Famine $ at laft, Damiata after a years fiege and 
a half, is taken } Velagius claims it as the Popes due 5 King Brennus retires to 
VtoUmak , who w T ith much intreaty of the Princes returns 5 Velagius the 
Legat urgeth the fubduing of Egypt , and firft of the regal City Cayre , whom 50 
Brennus refifteth, alledging they came not for Egypt, but for recovering the 
Holy-Land 5 but the Legat would have his will 5 therefore commands Lodo- 
vickofBavaria to go before, and the reft to follow, threatning to curfe thofe 
that obeyed him not $ about 70000. went for fear of his curfe 5 no fooner had 
they pitched their Tents about ten miles from the City Cayre , when the Nile is 
let in upon them, many were drowned, and the reft forced to forfakc 
Dam/ata , and to leave Egypt 5 the Sultan of Damafcus made Truce with 
them for ten years 5 upon this Brennus repairs to the Pope for new' fupplies. 

About thefetimes, Waldentar the fecond, King of Denmar^wzs furprifed 
and carried away with his Son by Henry Earle of Smrinum , whofc Wife the 40 
King had abufed whileft Henry was abfent at the holy War,notwithftand¬ 
ing lie had intrufted hfcr with the King, hoping fhe could not have been any 
where fo fafe. This King having recovered by his Armies, and fubdued the 
ScUvian coaft of the Baltick Sea, and having regained Hamburgh from Otto 
the fourth, was in his deep feized upon by night, carried away in a Ship, and 
imprifoned in the Caftle of Daneberg \ fo that two years after he was forced to 
ranfome himfelf with 35. Talents of Silvery fo he recovered his Kingdome, 
but in the interim loft the Town of Vandalia^ which revolted from him. 

123c. Frederick having returned from Aj*a y fhew'ed that he was not dead, as was 

given out, purpofely to encourage Brennus to invade Apulia and Calabria , be- 50 
ing the Lands of one dead in Excommunication. Frederick lands in Sicily^ and 
overthrows in a Battle the forces of his Father in law, and reconciles himfelf 
to Pope Gregory^ who had been driven outofitawby the People for his exa¬ 
ctions,- and was indigent of money; therefore the Emperour by Leopold of 
Aujlria fends him a great fumme, and upon that he is Abfolved and entertain¬ 
ed by the Pope: So they joyn their forces together againft the Rebels and 
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Heret.cb, raging on them with F ire and S word * Frederickoxuhc Meffantans An.cbnfli 
in Sicily, Gregory on the lento,,, ■, who being again purfued byth c Romans 
aiming at chcir ant tent liberty , ftoutly defended himfelf: At Reatum a 
bloody battel is fought, in which socoo. were flaine: After this, he fends his 
Preachers about for raifingof men and money again for the Holy Land A 
great Army is railed under Theobald King of Navarre and other Commanders- 
They march by land,fuffering much hardfhip and lofle by the way $ but fhort- 
lyafter they were come to Ptolemak , the Turks Army overthrew them fo 
that few efcaped, who returned home with dilhonour. 4 5 

About this time Ferdinand King of Cajhle took Hifpalk and Corduba from 
the Sarazens ; and James King of Arragon , Valentia and Majorca , driving the 1 2 3 5 * 
Barbarians into Africa : And about the fame time did Henry rebel againft his 
Father Frederic 4 , whom he alfo would have poyfoned as feme think upon 
fofpition that he loved his Son Conrddus begot of jole the Queen of Jerufalem 
better then him. The fame year, Frw/er/c^ married ifabel Sifter to King Henry 
the Third of England ; then did Pope Gregory fet forth his Decretals : Frede- 
nV^prepareth an Army to chaftife the Lombards, chiefly the rebellious Mil/a~ 
nok\ but the infolencies committed againft the Hungarians by Frederick of 
Aitjiria , who defpifed the Emperours Summons, caufed him to raife his Siege 
30 from before Mill at n and return home, where he ftript th tAuJirian of all 
his power and bands ; then renews his quarrel with the Millanois, whom he 
fubdued, and took in Sardinia fubjeft of old to Sicily : The Pope challengeth 
Sardinia as a part of the Churches Patrimony ; Frederick refufeth, (hewing it 
belonged to the Empire, the Priviledgcs of which he was bound by Oath to 
maintain; upon this Frederick is accurfed for an Heretick, and an Enemy of 
the Church: He on the other fide, by Letters to the Chriftian Kings excufeth 
himfelf, and accufeth Gregory of high crimes, whom the Romans upon hope 
of gain by his prefence, received again into the City.- Then did Gregory 
ftrengthen himfelf by th t Venetians and Genuois, who had contended long for¬ 
go the Dominion of the Sea; betweenthem he made aLeague for Nine years 
that they might be the better ableto aflift him againft Frederick.: Healfo in¬ 
vites Lewis the French King to take upon him the Empire, which he refofeth; 
yet afterward both Lewis of France and Henry of England fell foule with Frede¬ 
rick, for imploying the Earle of To We bis forces againft Raimund Earle of 
Province jn\\q was Father in Law to both Kings: however, Fredericky/as preva¬ 
lent againft the Pope by Land, and againft the Venetians at Sea; onely Ferr arid ' 
was recovered by Gre.50ry.Such confiifion was then in Italy,thit the Emperour 
could fcarceknow who were for him, who Were againft him; therefore he 
brought in for diftinftions fake the Barbarous names of Gttelphs and Gibellms 
40 which two Families had heretofore quarrelled in Germany ; the Gefarians arc 
named G,bcllins s the Pontificians Guelph, ; thefe two factions fill all places of 
Italy with blood, moft Towns fell off from the Pope, even Rome was ready to 
forfakehim, butthatheina folemne fupplication caufed the heads of the 
two Apoftles Peter and Paul to be carried through the City, to move the 
people to commiferation. 

Frederick in the mean fpace takes B eneventum by ftorm, and overthrows if 
he drives the Rencdttftncs out of their Monafteryat CaJJinum , and gives N«- 
ceria in Apulia to the Sarazens ( whom he drove out of Sicily :) He fills fud- 
denly upon Ravenna and fubdues it. Upon this Gregory cals a Synod at Late- 
50 ran for depofing of Frederick, who by his Letters to the Princes (hewed that 
both the time, place, andperfons,ana other circumftances were for Grigories 
advantage,but all to his prejudice; therefore he fhutsup all paflages to Rome 
both by Sea and Land, and intercepts fome Cardinals going thither‘ whom 
he imprifoned, with divers Bifhops; which fo grieved Gregory , that he*fell fick 
and died, the 15. year of his Pontificat, and almoft 100. of his life. Thendid 
Faventia after a long liege yield to Frederick: his two fons, Conradu, and 
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An.Chrijli. Henry drove the Tartars from Danubius^ thefehad plundred rolandfinngariafi c 
Silejia ^ the Church wants a Pope for twenty one inoneths, in which vacancie 
Frederic^ removes theUniveruty of Bottom* into Padua 5 at laft the Em pc- 
rour by the intreaty of Baldwin, who had left Ajsa, and of R timnnd the Tolofan, 
being both now in Italy , difmifleth the imprifoned Bifhops and Cardinals, 
wifhing them to choofc a new Pope, which they negle&ing to doe, were for¬ 
ced by Frederick Armes, and Lewis the French Kings threatnings * at length 
Innocent the Fourth is chofen at Anagni now called Campagnia di Roma * he 
1 2 4 5 - pretending that Frederick meant to kill him, fled to Genua from Rome , and . 
then by Sea into Lions } in the interim , the Romans overthrew Fredericks IO 
Garrifons, and in a Skirmifti one like unto the Emperour was killed, where¬ 
upon it was rumoured that Frederick was killed,which caufed many to fall off 
from his Fadcion. 

The Pope in this mean while choofeth new Cardinals,whom he honoureth 
with Scarlet Garments and Hats 5 then he fals with his Curfes upon Frede¬ 
rick, and invites the Germans to choofe Henry Lantgravc of Thuringia for 
their Emperour, which was hindred by Fredericks Armies5 this not fucceed- 
ing, the Pope cals a general Council at Lions , there Petrus de Finest with 
1245. others ftoutly pleaded for Frederick yet not wit hft an ding he is anathemati¬ 
zed : But to (hew how much he flighted this Curfe, he fals upon opprefling 
the MiUanois again 5 but finding divers of the Princes to forfake him as an Ex- 20 
communicate Perfon, hepromiieth the Pope tomaintaine the Holy War, if 
he would abfolve him and fettle his Son Conradus in the Empire, which by 
him was refufed; of this Frederick complains to the Princes, but Innocent 
proceeds in folliciting Henry to accept the Empire, which he did at laft, whom 
Conradus Frederick Son oppofeth with an Army * but his Commanders being 
bribed forfook him, fo that he was fain to return with difhonour to his Father: 
after this, the Lantgrave by the help of the Bi(hops,playcs the Emperour, and 
as he was going to receive his Inauguration at Vlma ,was fet upon by Conradus ; 
the Landgrave had the better, but a Referve of 15000 Conradus had laid in go 
Ambufh , breaking out fuddenly on the Lantgrave, defeated his Army, 
in which he received a wound, and of that died (hortly after, 
j 2 ? Innocent being much troubled at this, fends his Oratours abroad to follicite 
the Princes to rife unanimoufly again ft Frederick, and withall fends a great 
Sum me of money to William Earle of Holland, to raife an Army and to invade 
the Empire, but the money was intercepted by Frederick Friends s yet by the 
diligence of Conradus biihopoF Cullen, and the other Prelates of Germany , as 
alfo by the continuall preaching of the F rancifcans and Dominicans , infinite 
fummes were raifed for William, with which he raifed an Army that drove 
Conradus King of the Romans quite out of Germany > wherefore Frederick 
refolvestogo into Burgundy , that from thence he might fend forces againft^ 0 
Lions where the Pope was $ but in his journey he wasftayedby Pi*rzvj,which 
thruft thegatesagainfthim, he refolves not toftir till he haa taken it, but 
the fiege lafted a whole year, in which time he builds a new town clofe by it, 
which he called ViUoria , and caufed new Coyn to be ftampt in honour of Vi¬ 
dor the Martyr , to whom he vowed to build a Temple, if he fubdued the 
City: He had there three Sons with him, Henry the younger whom he crea¬ 
ted Vice-Roy of Italy, Frederick the baftard Prince or Antioch andGovcmour 
of Tufcia , and Henfius King of Sardinia $ he had alfo received Elephants 
and iome other wildebeafts out of Africa , with thefe he made publick fhews 
atanunfeafonabletimc, andfpent his treafure vainly $ fo that he was faine 3 
to turn his new ftampt Gold into Leather money, promifing to repay it again 
in Gold: The Citizens of Parma prolTered to mrrender upon Articles,which 
were denyed them by Frederick, wifhing them in fcorntoeat fparingly,and 
make much of their provifion, for that fhould be the laft that ever they 
fhould eat $ this fo exafperated them, that defperately they falley out upon 
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the Csfarians (Frederick^ ing then retired for healths fake, with fome part of An.CbriJli. 
his Army) whom they defeat and put to flight, feife upon 15000. Horfc, and 
cut Thaddam the General in pieces, and the new City I'ttloria they overthrow 
and level with the ground. 

William of Holland in the mean fpace, defirous to be confecrated, laid fiege 
to Aix, the Dukes of Saxony and bavaria were a gain ft him 5 but he had the 
Bilhop otColen, with the reft ofthe Clergy, for him, whofe Armes and purfes 
were at his command * by their help, ana by an inundation of water, the City 
yielded, and received William. About this time Petrus de Finch,, who had 
10 pleaded fo much for Frederick^ was ill rewarded by him, upon fufpition that 
Pope Innocent had hired him to poyfon the Emperour by his Phyhcian, who 
having brought the potion, and willed by Fmfmd^firft to take it, poured it 
on the ground * upon this, Peters eyes were thruft out, who to avoid further 
puni(hment,orelfemadfor being falfly accufed, beat out his own brains a T 
gainft a pillar. In the_mean while Frederickjbegins to prevail again5 he drove 
William back into Holland * he fubjededP^r^ being fecure,with other Cities 
in Italy . People began to murmure,that the Popes, perfecting of Frederic k, 
kept him from Afia, where all was now in danger to be loft, many revolted 
from Chriji to Alahumet : Hereupon Innocent is deli red to receive Frederick. 

20 into favour again, that he might heal thefe fores of Chriftendome, or elfe that 
he fhouldbe gone fromLions , but he remained inexorable, and therefore 
fends to the King of England to have B urdeaux for his refidence, being he was 
banifhedfrom his own Church. In this mean fcafon Frederic kdied in Apulia, 1250. 
of poyfon, as fome think, of a Feaver, fay others* and tohaften his death the 
fboner, hisBaftard-fon^«/re^ftifled him with his pillowy he died the 38. 
year ofhis Empire, and the 54. of his age* by his Will he left a great treafure 
towards the holy Warr * he was buried at Panormits in a Tomb of Porphyrie, 
on Manfreds charges, to avoid the fufpition of murder. 

He was a Prince eminent both in vertue and vice: he was a good Scholler 
20 and Linguift * he caufed Anflotle, Galen, Ptolomy, and Avicenna to betranfla- 
ted into Latine out of the Greek and Arabick* hecrc&ed an Univerfity at 
Hap les, corre&cd many of the Laws, and was a lover of learned men.* he had 
three wives, the firft was Cortjlantia Queen of Arragon , of whom he had Henry 
the elder Duke of Suevia and King of the Romanes * the other was lolefiregnas 
daughter King of Jerufalem, whence the Tide of King of Jerufalem was an¬ 
nexed to the Kings of Sicily and Naples, of her he had Conradns , on whom 
Fre^r/Y^conferred the titles of his brother Henry , and bequeathed him Sicily 
and Naples : The third was King Johns daughter of England , of whom he had 
Henry tne younger: he had alfo, oefides divers daughters, baftard-fons* Man- 
40 fred prince of Tarentum, whoftlfledhim for giving away Naples from him* 

Henjtns King of Sardinia , whom the B onanians killed, being (hut up in an iron 
Cage * and FredfWe J^Prince of Antioch .

1. T he trueefiateof theEaftern Empire . 2 . The affaires of France, Tartary, 
Denmark, Poland, England, Scotland, Spaine* and other places . 3. 7 he Popes 
of thefe times, 

T H e Greek* having loft the Eaftem Empire, Balduinvs Earl of Flanders, 
being but 32.years old, is made Emperour of Conjlantinople * who to in- 
large his Empire,pafleth into Ajra, having fent his brother Henry before, 
againft whom Trufa of B ithinia (hut her gates. P>aldvpitt was quickly called 
back out of Afia, upon the revolt of fome Cities in Macedonia and Tbracia, 
among the reft Hadrianopolk , which held out fo long, till John Duke of A/yfia 
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An.chrijli. came with his Army to raife the fiege$ the Latine Army is overthrown, and 
divers Commanders taken prifoncrs 5 he had reigned but one 
year, when he was laid in irons, at laft they cut off his hands and feet, and fo 
left him alive for a prey to the Birds, but he died the fecond day after. The 
1 ° Latines to be revenged, rob and murther both by fea and land, fo that they 
and the Scythians deftroy one another. Henry, baldrvms brother, fucceeds in 
the Empire* and Boniface the Marquis having loft moft of his Townes, (huts 
himfelf up in 7 hejjalonica. Miferable was the condition of Greece at this 
1 2 0 time, men devou ring one another, as Wolves do fheep. 

In the Eaft,Pr*y*, Kick*, Smyrna, Ephcfur , and divers other places, with the 10 
Lydians, fubmitted themfelves to Theodor us Lafcark, who having got toge¬ 
ther a Fleet of Ships, fubdued divers Iflands. David and Plexus, brothers, the 
Nephews of Andronicus fometimes Tyrant, Aldobrandinus the Italian, and the 
Gennok who took Crete , tore away divers limbs from the Greek Empire. Henry 
made peace with the Bulgarians, and married with the prince ot bnlgarus 
daughter 5 fo returning with his Army to byzantitim, he tonified the City, 
where having left a Garrifon, went to Thejfalonica , where the Marquis of 
A font sferr at was, whom he made King there * and then returned to Constan¬ 
tinople where he died the 11. year of his Reign, having betrothed his daugh¬ 
ter Jolanta to retrus Antifedorenjis , who in her right claimed the Empire, and 20 
then he went to Rome to be crowned by the Pope. In the mean time Theodo- 
1216. ms Lafcaris , who had overthrown the Turks in a great battel, and killed the 
Sultan with his own hand, made himfelf Emperour at Hicha, and feifed upon 
Epirus and Dyrrachinm, that he might Ihut up the Emperours paffage in his 
return to the City * he befieged the Tower, but to no purpofe 5 fo he promi- 
fed to raife the fiege, if Theodorus would give him the publike Faith for his 
fafe departure, which he did accordingly * but as the Emperour was palling 
through the Woods of T hejfaly, he was treacheroufly apprehended by fome 
Forces in ambufh, which brought him to Tbeodorus , by whom he was condem¬ 
ned, imprifoned in a loathfome Dungeon, and two years after beheaded * his go 
widow ruled the Empire in the mean fpace, till her Ion Robert was returned 
from France * becaufe he could not come by Sea to the City,the Enemy having 
Ihut up all paflages, he makes a long journey through Panonia and Myfia. 
When he had got the Empire, he admits Martimts Michael, the Venetian 
Pretor, out of his love to the people,.to be his Colleague in the Empire* but, 
he lived not long, for he died in Acbaia, as he was returning after his inaugu¬ 
ration,from Romesy his fon B aldrvin was as yet too young for Govcmmcnt,and 
the Lafcarins with the Comnins were bufie in ufing all means poffiblc to reco¬ 
ver the City* which danger the Venetians perceiving, entred into a League 
with the one to deftroy the other* therefore they advifed the young Empe-40 
rour to marry with the daughter of Alexius Comnenus^ butthe French Peers 
fearing a change of Government in a Grecian affinity, rejefted this whollbme 
advice, and by the fuggeftion of Pope Gregory, they made a match between 
the young Emperour to Martha the daughter of Brcnnus King of Jerufalcm, 
whofefifter, or (as others fay) daughter jole, Frederick married. So long as 
B Sennits lived, baldrcin was ftrong enough for his enemies * but after his death 
the enemies increafing, and his treafures being fpent,which ihould have main¬ 
tained the Venetian Fleet, he was forced to repair into Italy, hoping for aide 
from Frederick (then before Parma) and the Pope, but both failed him* yet 
when he heard of the death of Tbeodorus Lafcaris , he took courage, and re- 50 
turned ro Conjlantmople hoping to auell his cncm ies * but Michael PaLeologns v 
forced him into the City, which he befieged, and at laft by treachery took * 
Baldwin efcaped narrowly in the night,and got into Italy by Euripus 6c EuboU, 
then in the Venetian poffeflion. Thus was Conftantinople loft by B aldrvin 
the lecond, the 60. year after it had been poflefled by baldwin the firft. 

ihcodorus Lafcaris Emperour of Nicha, having defeated the Turkifh Sultan, 
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(uhofe head he carried upon a long pole about his Army,to the teriour of th CAn.rhnfH, 
Turks, who fainted at the light thereof, and fubmittedYo him ) reigned 18. 
years, and theii died, leaving for his fuccellbr Johannes Due as his fon-in-!aw, 1 2 2 
whom 3?. years of his Reign recovered ahnoft all the Empire from the La- 
tines, and then dyed * whofc fon 7 hcodoms Labans fuccecdcd, who died the 1 2 5 5 - 
fourth year of his Empire, being 5 6. years old, and left a fon, John by name, of 
6 . years old, to fucceed him 5 but Michael VaUoIogns ufurping the Empire, 1 2 5 
thruft out the eyes of this young Emperor, whofc tuition he had undertaken * 
and fo being now ten years of age,loft both his eyes and Empire at once. 

10 In France^ Flnl/p raifed an Army againft the Albigenfes^ who were defended 
by the King of Arragon ,and Raimond Earl of T holonjc . In this war fSimon Mont - 
fortius , General of the Catholike Forces, gave divers defeats to the Albigcnfes, o ~ 

and at laft was killed at the fiegc of Tholoufe, which was given him by the La- 1 2 . * 
teran Councel as a reward. This war was renewed by K.Lc w/s the 8.and deter- l 2 26 
mined by his fon St. Leiv/f, who caufed Earl Riinimd at Vans to abjure their 
opinions * and then he beftowed his daughter, with the Earldotae of 1 holonjc 
upon Alpbohfo the brother of St. L ew;s, The FnghJJj were beat out of Roclsel 1 7 7 9- 
and a great part of Gafconj s by Lems the 8. who returning from his Albigcn- 1244. 
Jtan Expedition, died the fourth year of his reign, whofc {on Lewis the 9. was 
20 crowned at Rhemes the fame year, the 12. year of his age * he for his good life 
was canonized by Boniface the 8.and called Lcirw-thc Saint: he fubdued in the 
begin ing of his reign 7 heobald Earl of Campaina^ and Hugh Earl of Marchiaythen 
having made peace, and being recovered of a dangerous licknefs, he raifeth an 
Army, and under the lign of the Crofs laileth into Egypt, obtains a Viftory 
and wit hall Damiata * thence he march eth to Cayre, and was in a fairpoflibi- 
lityto havetaken it, the Calf ph Forces being much weakned: but by rfcafori 
of the tinwholfome vapours of thofe Marifh places, rhe Peftilcnce grew fo 
violent in the French Army, that multitudes died 5 fo that the King being de¬ 
feated, and taken prifoner, was forced to yield to fuch conditions as pleafed 
3 ° the enefny, to wit, that Damiata (hould be reftored, with the captives on both 
fidcs, a great fum of money (hould be paid, to wit, 8000. Marks of gold ,• 
and truce madefor 10. years* fo the King and Army were difmifled : °The 
Kings intention was to have recovered Jcrufalent from the Parthian /, who be¬ 
ing beat out of their own Countrey by the Tartars, entred Syria^ took Jerufa - 
Av//, and deftroyed it, abufing and polluting the Temple of the Holy Sepul¬ 
chre. This King was very devout and religious, caufing publike fading and 
prayers through all bis Dominions, when France was vifited with the Plague: 
he redeemed the Holy.Reliques of Chrifts Paffion, among which was the 
Crown of Thorns, from the Venetians, to whom B aldwin had pawned them 
4c fora great fum of money, to be imployed againft the Greek ,which incenfed 
them exceedingly againfttheLatines, (forming that thofe Reliquesfhould be 
pofl'efTed, bought and fold by them, whereas they had beenfo carefiilly kept 
by the Grecian Princes fo many years. Lewis had alfo a religious Mother 
Blanca 6 Who in his minority and abiehce governed the Kingdome with great 
prudence * by her meancs peace was made between France sin d England, This 
fame Lewis took many Towns in Brittany find caufed the Di do him homage * 
he advanced the Univerfity of raris± aftermany Schollers had left it upon 
fomeja its between them and the Citizens: he; would not be perfwaded to' 
forfake the Army, when the Plague was hot among them in 'Egypt, but flayed 
5pallthe while, and was at laft infe&edhimfclf* the fame of hisfanttity caufed 
a gfeat Prince of the Tartars^ and many of the Scythians to become Chrifti- 
ans* he ftayed 5. years in theEaft, converting the Barbarians by his good 
life* he lent home his two brothers Charles and Alphonfns- to comfort their 
difconfolatc Mother,after they were fet free, being taken prifoners with him? 
as he was returning homeward, hi$ Ship was caft upon a rock by a (form,* 
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An.Chrijli. during which time he prayed kneeling, and fo the Ships got off without 
L/ P Y>^ hurt. 

About thefe times the Tartars, under the conduft of their King Horcottas y 
did in great fwarmes enter Ajta and Europe 3 they fubdued Pcrjis y and all the 
Countries between that and Tanais 3 at length they over-ran Poland and Hun¬ 
gary, even to Aufiria : upon this, Pope Innocent fends fome choife Francifcans 
and Dominicans, to try if they could bring thefe Barbarians to the know¬ 
ledge of Chrift, which they did accordingly, fo that their new King Mago^ or 
Akto , was baptized: Halon, King Mcto's brother, having defeated the Turks, 
recovers Syria 9 and was in poffibility to have fetled the Chriftians again in 10 
J trufalem, had not their own difeoras hindred, and his departure thence $ 
tor at that time his brother Mcto died, and he Was called away to inherit the 
Kingdomc. 

In Denmark, to Walckmar the 3. fucceedcd Ericns ? vvhofe brother Abel was 
made Duke of Jutia$ this Er/cwx, as he was preparing to chaftife Lubcck. and 
Hatnbnrg^ who had entred into confederacie againft him, was treachcroufly 
murthcredby his brother Abel, who having reigned two years, was in Gods 
juft judgement (lain by the Frifones in a tumult, as he was railing an Army 
againft thcm,for refilling to fubmit to his unjuft exattions. To him fucceedcd 
Chrijlopher, the third brother 3 againft him his fubje&s rebelled, and threw 20 
down hisCaftles andHoufes} heimprifoned his Archbifhop, for which his 
Kingdorne was under the Popes curie nine years. 

Poland at this time was afflifted with Civil Warrs: for Conradns and Henry 
the two Tutors of young Bolejlans the King, ftrove for the Principality} divers 
battels were fought, till at length Conradns the Kings Uncle prevailed 3 but 
the Queen and her fon were more inclined to Henry $ wherefore Conradits 
feifethon the King, and (huts him up in a Monaftcry, where he made an 
efcape, having intoxicated his Keepers with wine, and fo betakes hhnfelf to 
HenrjyWho with much trouble fetled him again in his Kingdorne, both the 
1240. Tutors fubmitting. In the interim, the Tartars break in upon Poland^ deftroy- 30 
ingall with fire and fword} fo that the King with his wife fled into Hungary 
to his Father-in-law 3 but he alfo by the fame ftorin was driven out of his 
Countrey 3 which fell likewife upon Silejea and Moravia* Bolejlans was glad to 
hide himfelf in a Caftlc 3 in the mean while, the fon of Henry the Kings Tu¬ 
tor, upon the death of his Father, who was (lain in the war, takes poilefiion 
of Poland, whom Conradns , Bolejlans his Uncle, drove out 3 but he did not en¬ 
joy the kingdorne long, for he grew odious to the people, for laying heavy 
taxes on them, that a way was made for />W<y/*;/x to. return. who upon the 
death of Conradns , which fell out fhortly after, paflefled the Kingdomc 
quietly. 40 

j 2 4 7. In England , John Vlantagenet , youngeft fon of King Henry the 2. fucceeded 

/ to Richard , albeit Arthur Plantagcnet his Nephew, and fon to Geoffrey his elder 

brother was then living, whom rbilip the fecondKing of France animated 
and afiifted with men and money againft King John, fothat in a fliort time 
Artkur levied a puifant Army,and invaded Normandy, where he took divers 
ftrong places 3 at length King John came over with a ftrong Army,and fought 
divers battels with his Nephew 3 after which they came to an agreement,and 
a place was concluded, but (hortly after interrupted by thd French King, who 
with a more numerous Army enters Normandy , and depopulates it: king John 
for want of money and courage gave way to the French Viftorics, till the ^ 
people crycd out on him, and fumifticd him with a large tax, every lufty man 
proffering his fervice 3 upon this an Army is raifed and transported into Nor¬ 
mandy , where cruel battels were fought, and the French defeated > Arthur the 
kings Nephew, and rightful heir, was taken prifoner, and fent to the Caftlc 
of Roan ^ where upon hope to efcape, he leaped from the Walls, and was 

drowned 
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drowned in the Ditch. The next year following the French king pretending An. 
title to that Dutchy, invaded it with fuch a power and fury, that the whole ^ 
Countrey,to avoid defolation,fubjcfted it felt to him. Shortly after this. Pope 
Innocent the third quarrelled with king John, about the election of the Arch- 
bifhop of Canterbury $ for upon the death of Hubert, St. Aujiins Monks there 
without the kings confent elefted Raynold a brother of their own, of whom 
they took an Oath to repair to Rom* for his invefture and pall: the King be¬ 
ing difplcafed at this, they eleft John Gray Bilhop of Norwich, in whofc behalf 
the King fent to the Pope, intreating him to ratifie this laft choyce^ but the 
10 Popellighted the Kings Letters, and con finned the firft cl eft ion $ yet under- 
fhmding that divers of the Monks difliked the firft eleftion, becaufe it was 
• done in the night, advifed the Monks to cleft S even Lawton the Cardinal of 
Chryfogone,veh\ch was doneaccordingly,albeit the K.prohibitcd the choice,who 
ftorming that he was thus flighted, writes to the Pope, that he would not from 
thenceforth fuffer him or his Kingdom to be thus enflaved to Rome: The Pope 
anfwers, that the cleftion fhouldftand, requiring the King to give him quiet 
pofl'cfIion,and to recall the banilhed Monks, and authorifed 4.Bilhops to inter- 
dift the King and Kingdom, if he did not obey } the King upon this feifedon 
thefeBiftiops lands and goods, promifing to do the like to all that fliould have 
20 any recourfe to Zioz/zr., wherefore the Pope fends his twoLegats, Vandulphus and 
JD»r,w;t,wi(hing the King to fubmit himfelf to the Pope,and to be reconciled to 
the four Bilhops, and the Monks of St. Aufiin , which he was willing to do 
conditionally that he might not allow the Cardinals eleftion $ upon this the 
Legats pronounce the Popes Curie againft the king, abfolving his Subjefts 
from their allegiance, and withali gave his Crown to rhilip the French king: 
this fulmination the King flighted 5 and to confront the Pope, he enters Scot - 
Undvt ith a great Army, becaufe King Alexander the fecond had fided with 
the Pope, and entertained divers of his rebellious Clergy^ theScottifh King 
to avoid further trouble, reconciled hiinfelf to King King rhilip of 

30 France having now fome pretence to war upon England , provides a great 
Army, but 300. of his Ships laden with Viftuals were furprifcd by King 

2 'ohn, fo his hopes failed him: but the Pope purfued the King fo eagerly with 
is Thunder-bolts, that he was fain at laft on his knees, before Pandulphus , to 
confefs hisdifobcdience to the pope ^ and craving pardon, by a publike In- 
ftrument under his hand and fcale refigticd his Crown to the popc,which Van* 
dulphns kept four dayes for the popes ufe, and then gave the Crown to King 
John and his heirs, referving a tenure thereof to the Church of Rome, with art 
annual Tribute of toco. Marks, 7000. for England , and 3000. for Ireland. 

Many of the Nobility upon this revolt from the King, andflieovertoFr.*;*^ 

40 to affift Philip againft him, who was making preparations for his fan Lems to 
invade England * which he did, and was like to have carried it, had not the 
Pope required rhilip and his fon Leirk ttfdeGft from all hoftility againft that 
Crown which washolden of the See of Rome : this injunftion tne French 
King refufed to obey * \\ herefore the pope fends Gkxllo the Cardinal of Saint 
Martini hither, who accurfed rhil/p, Letr/^ and thc Englilh that fided with” 
them: Hereupon the common Souldiers forfook their Leaders, and went 
home, and divers of the Countrey people fell to robbing and plundring the 
houfesof the Nobility and Gentry that were accurfed $ which caufed them, 
being deftitute of means,and forfaken of their friends, to fubmit to King John; 

50 who pardoned them, and reftored them to their Honours and Lands 5 and fo 
after this followed peace. The pope fhortly after, in the Courted of Lateral 
publilhed, that the tenure of England was to be of the Church of Rome . At the 
lame time Otho thcEmperour, Peter King of Arragon, and Raymund Earl of 
Iholonje, with fome other princes, were excommunicated for herefie, aswas 
pretended, but indeed to fubjeft their temporaltics to the pope$ and there¬ 
fore it was decreed, that no man ftiould be made EmpCrOur, untill he had 
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An.Chrdh. fworn his homage to the rope. But the Clergy was never heartily rcconci- 

w^vv led to King John, againft whom they ftillbore a private gmdge 3 therefore 
in the Abbey of SwinJicdr\QQX Lincoln he was poyfoned by a Monk of Saint 
Bernards Order, who to make furc work, drank firft to the King* and poy¬ 
foned himfclfforcompanysfotnethink hedied ofa furfeit of peaches and new 
,Alc. Kingjf ohn reigned 17. years, and was buried at IVtnchejier . In the 7. 
year of his reign he went 'mtolrcland, and reduced that revolted people to his 
obedience. In the 9. year he renews the Londoners Charter for the annual 

1209. elefting of a Maior and two Sheriffs. The next year London-Bridge was built. 

He had two fons, Henry, who fuccecded him, and Richard Earl of Cornwal and 10 
King of the Romans . His three daughters were, jf oan the cldcfr, married to A - 
lexander the fccond, King ofSffl/J 3 FJiartor, wife to Simon Earl of Lciccjlcr 3 » 
and Jfabel the youngefr, who was married to the Emperour. 

1216. Henry, King Johns fon, was crowned at the age of 9. years, whofc Proteftor 
was the Earl of Gloucejler. In this Kings minority, the French invade this 
Kingdome jWith whom the Welch take part 5 but the Proteftor ftoutly op- 
pofed them : The Pope in the mean time thunders out his curfes ana Ex- 
communications againft the French, and their adherents : At this. Prince 
Loivrdefifted from Armes, but his father rhihp (hipped new Forces to aide 
his Son. Hugh de Burgh Mafter of the Cinque-Ports rigs out a Fleet, and beats 20 
the French 3 wherefore Prince Laois makes peace with the Englilb, and for a 
fum of money received, he furrenders all the Forts and Towns he had taken, 
and returns to trance. -Upon his departure, a Parliament is called, in which 
King Edwards Laws were eftablilhed 3 and the grand Charter, or Magna. Charta, 
the Wardfhips and Marriages of Wards granted of old to King Edgar and Ed - 
ward the Conftflor, were revived, and a voluntary Tax given to the King for 
railing of Forces to be conduftcd by Richard Earl of Cornwal , the Kings bro¬ 
ther, for recovering of Voytccrs and Gafcoign again from the French 3 which 
Provinces were (hoitly after recovered by the fame Richard , but invaded 
again, and taken by the French, and re-taken afterward by the faid Richard 50 
the fecond times at laft a peace is made between the two Kings. After this 
the Barons of Fnglmd were difeontent with King Henry , for applying himfclf 
mecrly to (hangers, and neglcfting them 3 which error the King perceiving, 
he reconciled himfclf to his Nobles, and refumed the Earldom of CInfer into 
his own hands, John Scot the Earl thereof being dead without ifl'uc male 3 the 
foui daughters of this Earl were, by way of exchange, enriched with other 
Territories and Honours. Prince Edward, the Kings fon, is married to Elmnor 
the King of Spains lifter, on whom he bellowed Guian, Ireland, Chejlcr and 
llales 3 thefe two laft dignities he annexed to the cldeft fons of the Englifh 
Kings. Not long after a Scholler in Oxford intended to murthcr the King, 40 
but milled him, for that night he lodged not in hie ufual bcd-chambcr 3 fo the 
Traitor was apprehended and put to death. In the 24. year of Henry s reign, 
Lewis the 9. invadeth Guian, againft whom King Henry carried over an Army 3 
divers skirmifhes there were, with diverfe fucccfs: After King Henries return 
into England, the French King married his brother to the daughter of the 
Earl of 7 hoi aife, to whom he gave roytiers and the Englifh Territories in AH 
heme 3 he invades alfo the EaMomc of March ^ king Henry upon this tran- 
fportethan Army unto Burdcaux, and neertothae place fought the French, 
but loft the Field 3 whereupon the Earl of March fubmitted himfclf to the 
French king. Henry upon his return, married his filler to Alexander king of 5c 
Scots . The ropes exaaions were fo great upon this Land, and his demands 
fo unrcafonablc, in fending his Mandate to have 30c. Romans preferred to 
the Benefices which fhould be firft vacant in England , that the Clergy gene¬ 
rally murmured 3 the Archbifhopof Canterbury , Edmund, in difeontent gives 
overall, and retires to the Abbey of Vontiniac ‘m France^ and the king was 
fain to complain in the Lateran Councel againft the rope, who had no other 
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fatisfattion from him but rhis, Letusfirji k/Hthe great Dragon, (that k, Frede- An.Chnftr, 
rick the Emperouy)<«f^ then rvy {ballquickly tread down thjepettyjnakgr , that * 

is, the inferiour Kings and Prince*. 

In Scut! it inf to king William fucceeded his fon Alexander 16. years old * he 
being invited into England by the opprelled Clergy under king John, falls up¬ 
on the Royalifts and their Lands with fire and fword. KingjMj/in requital 
enters Scotland \ wafting all before h‘m in Lothian . Alexander was deterred 
by the Popes curfc, from rflihing Prince Lewis of France againft King Join, 
who had how refigned htf Kingdome to the See of Rotie\ therefore he re- 
10 turns to Scotland , but with great difficulty, king join having caufed the Brid¬ 
ges over Trent to be broken down * but his death (by poyfon,) did facili¬ 
tate Alexander r return,who being abfolved by the Popes Legat from his curfe, 
makes peace with King Henry of England, whom the Pope had now cftabli- 
lhcd in his Kingdome. The Scots reftore Carltle which they had taken in the 
former war, and the Enghjh furrender Berwick. The Legat by his excommu¬ 
nication raifethagreat fum of money from the Scotiftj Clergy, who joyning 
with the Clergy of England, fend Meflcngcrs to Rome with complaints againft 
the Legates fordid and unjuft carriage on whom the Pope fet a great fine. 

ACgidius the Cardinal after him was fent to raife more money in both King- 
20 domes, which when he had laviihly fpent, returnsempty to Home, pretending 12 2 c; 
he was robbed by the way j After him, another Legat comes, but he was 
commanded todcpart,\vitl out giving him any thing. Afterthis, a great Re- 
bellion was in Rojje under bne Gtllefyic, who had taken Innernefs, and done 
great hurt thereabout: Cuntm the Earl of Buchan is fent againft him,whom he 
defeated and took, w ith his twofonr, their heads he cut off, and fent them to 
the king. The people of Cathnejs burned the Eifhop, with fome others, in his 
houfc, having before complained of his exa&ions: the chief adors were cru¬ 
elly put to death 5 and the Earl of Cathnejs being fufpe&ed to have had a hand 
in this murther, though ablent, was brought to the king, who upon his fob- 
- c miffion was pardoned. After this, another Rebellion of icoco. difconte%tcd 
perfons,under l homas the Bnftard-fon of Alan Earl of Galloway , was fupprelled, 
with the lofs of 50C0.Rcbcls, and their Captain. After this, he loft his Queen, 
who returning with the Englijh Queen from vifiting the R cliques of Canter- 
Wj,fcllfick and died, being chiidlefs; he married again, and had by this 
wife, Alexander the third, who fucceeded him. Two years after this, whilft 
the king was at Haddington , the Earl of Athol was burned, with fome others, in 
his houfc. Pat rick,the chief of the Fij'ots, was fafpe&ed* he to clear himfelf 
offered a Duel with any of his accufers, which being denied him, he fled with 
divers of his Family, into Ireland . Another tumult was fupprefied in Arguile * 

40 and not long after this the king died, the 51. year of his life, and of his reign 
the 5^. ‘ . 

In Home to Clemens the third fucceeded Celeftine the.third. Who fate four 
years: his fucccflor was innocent thethird, who was Pope 18. years* In hi s 
time the Greek Lhurch, by means of Baldwin Emperourof the Eaft, was re¬ 
conciled to the Latine, and i homas the firft of the Latine Church, was made 
Patriarch of Conjtant wcplcpgrinft whom the Greeks chofc Michael the fourth 
who fare without the City. The Venetians take Crete or Candy from the 
Greeks, but permit them to retain their Greek Ceremonies. This Ifland was 
the caufc of70. years war between the Venetians and Genuois , which by Gre- 
so S or J 1 °* was at compofed, fo that the Ifland remained in the power of 
the Venetians . refer the fecond, king of Arragon,was crowned by this Innocent 
at Rente, who authorifedthe Arch-biffiopoPL/r/wnw to crown his Succeflbrs 
at Cajarangujia. His Succeflour Janies took from the Moors the kingdome of 
lalcntia , and Aturtia , with the Ealearcs. Alexius Comnenus, fit her-in -1 aw to 
7 he odor us LaCcaris, cre&td anew Empire at Traperuntmum , containing Cappa¬ 
docia and Colchis: St. Clara, a Difciple of St. Francis , fets up a new Order of 

Nuns. 
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An.Chrijti. Nuns. To CcLjline fucceeded Gregory the 9. who fate 14. years: He Canoni- 
ze d $t. Dominick. and St. Francis , and forbad the Civil Law to be read at 
Pans : He digeftcd the 5. Books ofDecretals into that method they now have * 
he foibad L ay-men to preach. Power is given to the Archbiihop of Mcntz to 
confecratc the kings of Bohemia , which continued long, till one of them fold 
that priviledge to the Church of Prague. To Gregory fucceeded Celcjiine the 4. 
who fate but 18.daye$ * then followed the vacancy of one year nine moncths, 
in which time S.Ferdinand drives the Moors ahnoft quite out of Spain 5 having 
obtained both the kingdome of Cajlilc and Legion, with Cordnba and HijpaliS, 
heerettstheUniverfityof&*//;/j//of. Innocent the 4. ischofen Pope$ he fate 10 
11. years. About this time the Bible was diftinguiihed into Chapters, as now 
we have them, the diftin&ion before was uncertain. Robert Sorbona , a Divine^ 
founded and enriched the Colledge of Sorbon at Paris. To Innocent fucceeded 
Alexander the 4. who fate 6 . years 5 he reconciled again the Greeks and La- 
tines in the Councel of Lions.

I. Fredericks pofterity. a. The Affairs of the Weftem Empire under Rodul-20 
phus, and others. 3. Oj France, England, Scotland, and other places. 4. Of the 
Popes ofthefe times , and other memorable things. 

F Roderick the fecond, before his death, had made his Son Conradus king of 
of the Romans and of Sicily * to his Son Henry ,\vhom he had by his Engl/Jh 
Lady, he bequeathed the kingdome of JernJdlem, and to Manfred the go¬ 
vernment of Italy. Conradus fell furioufly upon thofeTowns, which after his 
Fathers death revolted to Pope Innocent : He overthrew Naples after eight 
, 2 5 , moncths liege, driving from thence all the Nobility 5 he plundred Capua and 

untiled it, and burned Aquwum. But Manfred aiming at the Empire of 
Italy and Sicily,j>oy{oncd Conradus, four years after his Fathers death a a juft 
reward for him, who had caufed his younger brother Henry, and his fon Fre¬ 
derick, to be murthered : Manfred alfo commanded Conrad in us, the fon of 
Conradus , to be poyfoned, having undertaken his tuition > and then fals upon 
the Towns of Apulia , and of the kingdome of Naples , which he took from the 
Pope, and fo made himfelf King, giving out that Conradinus was dead, but 
was not: After this he feifeth upon Sicily , and to make himfelfe the ftronger 
again ft the Popes power, he makes a match between retev the fon of James K. 
of Arragon , and his daughter Conjiantia. Upon this, Vrban the 4. Alexanders 
fucceflor, curleth Manfred , and armeth Charts of Anjou , brother to Lewis the 40 
French king, who encountring with Manfred, defeats and kills him, andfo 
obtains both kingdomes, paying to the Pope fourty thoufand Crownes 
yearly. 

Conradinus being now of years, and having raifedan Army of Germans, 
with whom divers Italian Townes joyned ; Conradus alfo, his brother, Prince 
of Antioch, helped him to recover Sicily } the Sarazcns like wife afiifted him 5 
all Sicily yielded, except P an or m us, Mejjina , and SyracuJ'a. Conradinus after 
this, fighting with Charles , is defeated and taken, and fo was Frederic kDu ke 
1268. of Aujtria , both whom upon the Popes perfwafion he caufed to be beheaded 5 
as for Conradus Prince of Antioch, he firit pulls out his eyes, and then caufed 
him to be hanged. Thusthe French obtained Sicily 5 whofc tyranny, pride, 
and luxury was fuch, that John Duke of Proclyta, whofe wife the French had 
abufed^and himfelf by them was plundred,having ad vi fed with Pope Nicolas, 
(Charles his enemy) as alfo with John PaUologut Emperour of Conjtantinoplc^ 
(who hind lately taken Byzantium from the French) and with Peter king of 
Arragon , Manfreds fon-in-law, they all agree to cut off the French, and to 

con- 
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cor fer Sully on the Arragonians } a Fleet for this purpofc is prepared by both An.Chnjti. 
kings, and the bufinefs kept clofe for two years together, till the very hour 
that all the French throughout the whole Illand were deftroyed, as it were, in 
a moment, except a few who were in the ftrong Cattle of Spirlmga } it is 
thought, that in the fpace of two hours, above 800c. were flam by the Sicili- 
ant) who fpared not women great with child, but ript up their bellies, and 1282. 
dafht the infants againft the ftones, that none of the French blood might there 
remain 5 (this was done on Eafter day at evening Service, March 30. Hence 
the proverb, fefpcr# SicuUf) The (laughterbeing finilhed, Peter of Arragon y 
IO who (fayed at Hippo in Africk, with his Fleet, waiting for the event of the Si¬ 
cilian confpiracy, was fent for, and by the Nobility hath the IHand furrendred 
to him. Thus C harlcs loft Sicily quite, who though he raifed a war againft the 
Arragonians , yet they kept the Illand till his Race was wholly extinguiihed, 
and then they obtained alfo thekingdome of Naples, being invited thither by 
Joan the widow : And thence alfo the French were quite excluded. After¬ 
ward Ferdinand king of Amgen dying without ifiiicMalc, left thefe king- 
domes to Charles the 5. his Grandchild by his Daughter. 

William the Emperour being (lain, ashe was preparing an Army againft the 1257.* 
Triflanders , Germany was divided into Factions about a new Emperour} fome 
20 were for Richard Earl of Cornwall k. John of Englands fon, others for Atphenfiff 
king of Cajlile , both had made parties by giving large bribes,and both are no¬ 
minated} Richardsbyfhel&iihopsof AfcntZyColens and the Palatine } but he 
being too eager and violent againft thofe that were for Alphonfus, and having 
run himfelfoutof all his monies by his too much bounty, is forfaken of his 
own party,and fo forced to return to England . Alphonfus being fent for into 
Germany by his own party, to wit, by the Bifhop of Trevers, the Duke of 
Saxony , Marqucft of Brandenburgs and king of Bohemia } but delighting more 
in Mathematicks then in Dominions, and being fearful to meddle with the 
diftratted eftateof Germany , ftaid fo long in Trances that he loft both the Em- 
30 pirc and his own kingdome, which his fon Sanciu fetfed on} therefore he re- 
tumsdifeon tented to Sivi\ % where with grief he died, having advanced the 
knowledge of Phyfick and Aftronomy, to his great charges, and the benefit 
of pofterity} for he fpent above 40000. Crowns in compiling of his Tables, 
and interpreting of Arabick,and Other books into Latine. 

Germany being expofed to every great mans violence, for want of a Head, 
and both Frederick* fattion and the Popes were fo ftrong there, that no man 
durft venture to meddle with the Imperial Government: Pope Gregory is at 
laft moved with the affli&ions and complaints of that Countrey, fo that he 
gives order to the Ele&ors to choofe them a king of the RomariSs otherwife 
4 ° he would provide one for them : When they met at Franckforts they unani- 
moufly pitched upon Rod alphas of Habfpurgs who was then oefieging of Bajil } 
upon the news othis Eleftion, which at firft he did hardly believe, he makes 
peace with the Bajilianss repairs to Aix y where he is crowned with his wife 
Anna. As foon as he was fetled, heapplycs himfelf to compofe the differen¬ 
ces of Germany $ complaint was made againft Ottocar king of Bohemias for in- # 
vading and feifing upon Aujlria. The Hungarians had invaded the lower,and 
the Bavarians upper Aujhia } their oppremons were fuch, that the people 
tcfolvcdto invite thither, either Henry Marquefs of Myfnia , the husband of 
Conflarcas who was filler to Frederick^ the laft, or elfe one of his two fons. 

50 Wcncejlaas king of Bohemia perceiving this, married his fon Ottocar to Marga¬ 
ret the Widow, who had boirn two fons to Henrys Frederick L the Emperours 
fon : Upon this Match,Off0cjr pretending a Title, invades Aujlrids which he 
did not long enjoy, for Rodolphns the Emperour overthrew him, brought 2 8a 
him on his knees, and took Aujtria from him, which he beftowed on his fon 
Alhcrtus^ whofe pofterity hath pofleffed it till this time. But not long after, 

* Ottocar fcorning that he fhould be thus ufed by Rodolphits ,who had heretofore 

been 
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An.Chnjii . been his Ten ant, being alfo inftigated by his wife CuniganeLi f, (for he had un- 
juftly repudiated Margaret) fecretlv raifeth iocco men, and with monies tries 
to corrupt the Peers to forfake C<cjar ^ but the bufinefs could not be To dofely 
carried as he fuppofed* for Rodolphns with an Army of Germans and Hunga¬ 
rians beat Ottocar ,, whom a common Souldier killed after he was taken, be¬ 
came he had killed a brother of this Souldicrs. In this Battel the Emperor was 
beaten down from his horfe, yet recovered, and 14000. were flam * prefently 
after this Moravia is fubdued. A new League is made between Csefar and the 
Queen of Bohemia* that C<efars daughter fhould marry with IVenceJlans the Ton 
of Ottocar , and fo he fliould hold Bohemia in fee of the Empcrour. IO 

After this, Ralph forceth the Berrien r, Helvetians, and Burgundians to fubinit 
to him, and having in fourteen fevcral Battels got the better (fill, he is 
honoured with the Title of Victorious* In Thuringia and the neigh¬ 
bouring places he pulled down 66 . Caftlesof the Rebels* He reigned 18. 
years, in all that time he never Taw Italy, affirming that the former Emperours 
went thither rejoycing, but returned forrowing: He beftowed Romandiola 
upon the Pope * He fold to the Bonomans , Florentines , Genuois , and Lucans 
their liberty for gold* He deftroyed all the High-way Robbers in Germany, 

29. he put to death at onetime* There was one who refembled fomewhat 
Frederick^ Duke of Suevia , who was beheaded with Conradinus * this fellow 20 
began to draw people into Rebellion, fo that the Emperour being afraid, left 
oft the (lege of Columbaria, and made fhew as if he would fubmit to this new 
C<cfar , whofe knavery when he found out, he caufed him to be burnt alive. 

But the Pope fearing his greatnefs, renewes the Decree for recovering the 
Idoly-Land. which was almoft gone, for in three years after it was all fwal- 
lowed up by the Egyptians, He alfofetoutanEdift for the defence of Italy , 
the Sea r coaft of which, for want of Garrifons, was expofed to Piracies. Ano¬ 
ther order he publiftieth for expelling the French and Spaniards out of Sicily 
and Naples * and if the Empcrour made not hafte to reform thefc diforders, he 
threatens to invade Hctrnria and the Exarchal or Romandiola in Vicenum, Fla- 
minia^vA Mmilias he allowed alfo for the holy Knights, the fourth part of^ 
the yearly Revenues * but Ralph not being willing to quarrel with the Pope, 
parted with the Fxarchal , as we faid. 

ILilph the Emperour being aged and fickly, calls a Diet of the Princes, 
wherein he moved that-his ion Albert might oe his Succeflbr * but not pre¬ 
vailing, and finding himfelf ill-difpofcd, removes from Frankfort towards 
l ->91. Spire, faying, Let us go to the other Emperours, and fo died by the way, the 19. 

~ ' * year of his Reign, and was buried at Spire, neer Philip of Suevia. He had by 
his wife Anna, Albert Duke of Aujlria, Ralph Duke of Suevia, with divers other 
foiis and daughters: In his time rtolemais was oncly left to the Chriftians, a- 40 
bout which, whilft the Patriarch of j Jcnijakm, the kings of Cyprus and Sicily , 
the Hofpitallers, Templars, and Teutonick Knights ftrived for fuperiority , 
Sultan JiJelcch Sap berates (that is to fay, the illuftriousKing)befiegcd it two 
moneths, the Chriftians within not being able to hold out longer, got away 
pi ivately by Sea, and fo the Town was utterly deftroyed, 196. years after the 
Conqueft by Godfrey of Bulloign * fo that in Ajia, onely Cilicia , now called Ar¬ 
menia minor, retained the Chriftian Profefiion. Amain caufe of our loifcs in 
Phoenicia, and the Levant, was the quarrel between the Venetians and Genuois, 
upon ,fu( pit ion that rhilip of Montferrat Govern our of Acre or rtolemais was 
more favourable to the Venetians then the Genuois: There was alfo in the 53 
Town a Church of Saint Saba, for which they ftrove* the Pope underftand- 
iogthis difference, decreed that the Church mould be common to them both * 
whereupon the Genuois got into it fit ft, filled it with Souldiers,and turned it 
1259. into a Garrifcn : The Venetians hearing of this, in a rage parted from Tyre 
with three Gallics, enter forcibly the Portofytov, break down the Chain, . 
and bums 23. Ships with two Gallics of the Genuois * afterward they over- 
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throw the Church, affirming that the Gcnuois had profaned it: Ofthefe finall An.Chrifii. 
beginnings, fprung that war, which held fo long, in which many cruel Battels 
were fought 5 the Venetians at firft being fuperiors, by the alliftanccof the 
Tifans , ana of their own Forces. 

In France S. Lewis reforms the Laws and the Judges 5 ordaines that all blaf. 
pheiners and profane fwearers by Gods Name,(hould be burnt in the forehead 
with a hot iron, wilbing he might be fo burnt himfelf, conditionally he might 
purge his kingdome of that hainous fin : He built and finiftied divers Reli¬ 
gious Houfes, as that of the Jacobins at Varis % of the Cordabcrs, of the Carthu - 
10 Jians, and others: he married his fon rhilip to the Infanta Elizabeth, daughter 
to James king of Airagon $ he reconciled the difference that was between the 
children of Margaret Countefs of Flanders . Having fctled his kingdome and 
houfe, he goeth on Ship-board at Marjtles,mih his three fons, Philip, John and 1270. 
refer, and lets fade for Carthage, where he takes divers Ships in the Fort, and 
finks the reft, and then laid fiege to the City} a furious battel was fought be¬ 
tween the French and Moors, which continued doubtful a great while, at laft 
a party of the French Army getting between the City and the Moors, feifed 
* on theCaftle, and took it} the Moors having loft their Fort, and being affaul- 
tedon both (ides, fubmitted, and were received to mercy by Lewis, and fo the 
20 Town was furrendred. After this, the French Army marchcth towards Tunis, 
the Royal City at that time, with an intent to take it: The king of Tunis en¬ 
counters them with his Army in the way; a Battel is fought, in which ioocb. 

Moors are killed, and the whole Army defeated, andfohe marcheth to the 
City, which he befieged 6 . moneths fo clofe, that no provifion could come 
thither 5 the Citizens begin to think of a furrender, and were beginning to 
Article, when the Plague feifeth upon the French Camp, fo that many died 
everyday, among the reft, Prince who from this fad unfortunate acci¬ 
dent was named Trifian,he was bom whilft his Father was a prifoner in Egypt 5 
and Saint Lewis himfelf, to the great grief of his Army, and of all good men, 

30 died in the Camp of a Flux, the 2$. of Auguft 5 after whofe death the king of 
Sicily arrived before Tunis with a great Army, to the comfort of the French, 
much deje&cd for the lofs of their good king. Henry alfo Earl of Cornwal 
fhortly after arrived with a great Fleet, hoping to finde Saint Lewis alive,that 
they two might joyn their Forces with Prince Edward of England, for reco¬ 
vering of Syria, 'lunis being now befieged by Italians, French , and Englijh 
both by Sea and Land, the Moors within, whonfed to make daily Tallies be¬ 
fore, do now begin to faint and yield 5 the Chriftians being weary and fickly, 
yielded to a peace, that the Barbarous king ftiould permit the Gofpei to be 
freely taught through all his Dominions, and that he fhou Id pay yearly to 
40 the king of Sicily 40000. Ducats, which wasthefum due from Sicily to the 
Pope: After this,the Chriftians refolve to go for Sicily, there to refrcih them- 
fclves with the change of aire,but they were furprifed by the way with fuch a 
ftorm, that all their Ships were fcattered fundry wayes, and many of them 
funk and torn} befides, the Plague was fo hot amongft them, that they re- 
folved every man to his own home, and to give off their voyage intended for 
the Holy-Land. 

To Saint Lewi x fuccceded his fon Philip the third, firnamed the Bold: the j ^ 7 !♦ 
next year after his return from Africk^ he was crowned at Rhemes $ he made 
Gny Earl of Flanders in place of his brother, who died in Sicily. The Queen- 
50 Mother following the fteps of her Husband Saint Lewis, gave her fclf wholly 
to devotion, and founded in the Suburbs of Paris a Covent of the Order of St. 

Francis . The King made himfelf Lord of T holonfe, the Heirs thereof being 
dead. His eldeft fon Lewis was poifoned by his Chamberlain Peter de la Br i cche 9 
who accufcd the Queen, Philip / fecond wifo, of the murther, as if (he had 
done it, that her children might fucceed to the Crown: The King (ends to an 
old Wizard in Brabant, famous foe divination, who excufcd the Queen, and

Au.Chrifii. laid the blame on L* Broebe, whom upon this he caufcd to be hanged. He re- 
‘ CAvryJ (J u ced the G.ifcoigus : He raifed a great Army againft Arragon, whofe King 
1284. Peter had feifedupon Sicily, and was excommunicate by the Pope, and his 
' kingdomcbeftowed on rbihp Valois , king Philips fon. At the liege of Gerunda, 
winch Philip took, refer was killed ^ Cut Roger Admiral of the Arragonian 
Fleet falls unexpectedly on the French, as they were removing ihence,becaule 
of the Plague, andfets both the Town and Fleet on fire, and fothey make 
their way through the Pyrenean Straits with their fwords. Philip at this news 
fell lick and died at Perpinianuntjor Parpignanyitxd was buried at S.Denk. This 
year was famous for the death of three Kings, namely, of Charles King of Si- 10 
cily, Veter King of Arragon , and Philip King of France. He reigned above 15. 
years^ he left two Tons behind him by his firft wile Jfabel the daughter of Ar- 
ragonjio wit,P/j///p the Fair,his SticccHour^md Charles Valois^ of his fee on d wife 
Mary the Brabant ine, he left Leins alive. 

Philip the Fair had almoft continual wars with England and Flanders, that 
were Confederates: by his brother Charles Valois, he defeated the Forces of Ed* 
ward the Second, and recovered Gafcoigtt. Guy Earl of Flanders , who took 
part with Edward, was overthrown with him at turn* by the fame Valois , and 
caried prifoncr to Paris with liis two fons.After this the Flemings rebel againft 
the K. and defeat his Army at Court raj 5 but two years after, they fought again 20 
at Andomaropolis, and were beaten by the King : Then there was a peace con¬ 
cluded between them.. This Philip tor refulingto undertake the Holy War, 
was accurfed by horn face the 8.but his Succdlour Pope Bcneditf abfolved him. 
Classens the 5. who translated his feat to Avinion, where it continued yo.vears, 
confpircd with this Philip againft the Templars, whom they deftroyccl, and 
beftowed their wealth on the Hofpitallers, except what they put up in their 
Exchequers. He fixed the Parliament, which before was ambulatory,at Paris , 
and built the great Hall of his Palace, with other convenient rooms for that 
purpofc} and at the rcqueft of the Hermans, he granted them a Parliament at 
Rouen their capital City, which fits twice yearly, in the Spring and Autumn, jq 
for fix weeks at a time. About this time Queen jf ane founded the Collcdge of 
Navarre. King Philip, after he had been royally entertained in Flanders , with 
all the coft and magnificence that could be deviled, left fuch Govcrnours be¬ 
hind him, who did fo tax and opprefs the people, that they refolvc to fhakc 
off the French yoak* to that purpofc a cruel mnflacre was committed on them 
at Bruges in their beds at night * and all the Gentry of Flanders , with the pco- 
ple,arm thcmfclvcs againft the king, who was railing an Army of 24000. to 
ruinc Flanders , and was on his march as far as Dorvayj but being difl'wadcd by 
his lifter.king Edwards wife,upon his inftigation, who was loath that Flanders 
fliould be fwallowcd up by the French, Philip returns back with a part of his 40 
Army,leaving the reft to Gairjfbn the frontier Towns: but he could not be at 
quiet with himfclf, till he had revenged this murther of his Subjects upon the 
Flemings $ therfq re under the comand of the E.of Artois he fends a great Army 
againft them who furioufiy and foolilhly fet upon their Ttenches^ where the 
Flcntingt held them play fo long,til a great part of their Army wheeled about a 
private way, and fell upon the Rear of the French, whom tney fo difordcrcd 5 
that i2coo. Horfe and Foot were (lain, befides many prifoners * Count Artois 
with many of the Nobility, werckillcd, over whofe dead bodies, chiefly of 
the Earls, the enemy barbaioulJy infulted. Upon this defeat, the king fends 
old Guy their Count, to fee if he could perfwade them to fubmit upon hope 50 
andpromifeef pardon} bqt they would not yield t and withall, being puft 
up with their Vi&ory, they invade the Countrey of Henault^ but they were 
beat back from thence. The French king fends for 6. Gallics from Genua , re- 
lolvingtobtat the Flemings both by Sea and Lands, but they being nothing 
daunted, make excursions as far as Arras, fettingfire on the Suburbs thereof* 
but the F reqeh recovered fomc part of their honour loft at Curtray , by defeat¬ 
ing 
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ting the Fleming neer Saint Orner , where they killed 15000 of them, and fhort- An.Chrifi. 
ly after 800. of Bruges, and 500. before Towrtidy * but thefe lottcs did not dif- 
courage them * therefore they refolve with frcfli Forces to allault the French 
again* which they did with fuch fury, that Valois took his heels, but the king 
w ith his Army fought ttoutly, and got the Vi&ory, with the lofs of 6cco. Fle¬ 
mings on the place* among which was found’the body of William, fon to Guy 
Count of Flanders. This defeat made the Flemings fubmit to peace, which was 
concluded upon this condition, that 200000. Crowns fhould be paid to the 
French king, and Flanders rettored to Robert, Guys eldeft fon, for the Father • 

IO was dead in France. 

About this t ime, Cajfan the Tartarian Prince, who was become Chriftian, 
having defeated the rerjians , and chafed the Sultan out of Syria, writes to the 
Pope and French king for their aide, and alliance with the Latine Princes, for 
recovering of Jcrufalem : Upon this, Pope Boniface the 8. fends menacing 
Letters to Philip, to promote with all fpced this Expedition : which Letters 
the king (lighted, and wit hall imprifoned the Bilhop of ralmicrs (which place 
he had lately eretted into a Bifhoprick for the Province of Narbon) for hold¬ 
ing correfpondency with the Pope againft him 5 and forbids any of his 
Clergy to repair to the Coiincel which thp Pope had call'd : Hereupon he is 
20 excommunicated, and his Subjefts abfolvcdfrom their Allegiance5 fothat 
the king was forced to fet theRifhop at liberty. But Boniftee not yet contented 
ftirs up Albert Duke of Aujlria, e\c&cd Emperour, to invade France 5 but he 
ftirred not: He folliciteth alfo the king of England, but he could not, being 
imployed in his Scottijl) wars. Vhtlip fends an Embaflador to the Pope to be 
reconciled* the French Clergy fend alfo three Deputies in their names toex- 
cufe their not waiting on his Holinefs at the Councel * In the mean while the 
Pope was feifed on at Anagnis, a City of Abruzzo, by SciarraColoncfs, a Ban- - . 

dito of Rome, by the French Kings aide, and carriea to Rome, where he died 1 3 0 3 * 
(hortly after. This Vhtlip afterward being prefent with the Kings of England 
30 and Arragon at the Popes Coronation in Lions, was like to be fmothered by the 
fall of a wall, which killed and hurt many, among the reft j John Duke of Brit - 
tain was (lain. The Templars were accufed by this King and the Pope, of 
hain'ous crimes, and of keeping correfpondency with the T urks and Sarazens* 
therefore were condemned to be burnt alive : The great Matter, with his 
brethren, protetted before God at their death, that they were free from the 
crimes objefted againft them. The Templars of Germ.iny were more favour¬ 
ably dealt with, for though their ettates were taken away, yet none were con¬ 
demned, but fuch as were found guilty. The Hofpitallers being enriched with 
the Templars Ettates, raifed a great Army, with which they took the Ifle of 
4 0 Rhodes from the Turks. The war of Flanders was beginning again, be- 
caufe the money agreed, upon, was not as yet payed * therefore the 
French Army enters the borders 5 but upon promire of fubmiffion and 
payment, the peace is renewed. A little before Philivs death, a great tu¬ 
mult arofe at Lions between the Epifcopal party and tne Royal, about their 
Rights, which with much ado was appeafed by Lewis King of Navarre, and 
the Count of Savoy. The King died at Fontainebleau where he was born, and 
buried at 6. Dennis, h aving reign ed 2 4; years. 

In England, Wmg Henry the third hearing of St. Lewis his captivity, and that 
he was willing to refign Normandy , if Henry would come to his refeue * Upoii 
50 this, he prefently undertakes the Crofs, and demands the Tenth of his Clergy 
and Laity, for defray ing of the charges, exhorting the people to attend him* 
but he found the Lon loners backward * a Parliament is called, in which the 
demanded Tenth is denied by the Bifhops arid Lords* but fuch were the. 
kings wants, and Qafcoign was upon revolt, that another Parliament is cal¬ 
led,and a Tenth is granted by the Clergy for three years, and Scutage three 
Marks of every knights feeoy the Laity for that year. The king refumes

gave it to his eidetic Son Edward* Richard was unwilling to part with his pof- 
feffion,and fo were the Gafcoign s to part with him : Whereupon Simon Mon- 
fort Earl of Chejhr, aftcmman, is lent with a Charter for 6. years, to curb 
them. Three years after the Gafcoigns accufe him ofTyranny $ the king fends 
for him, but he being fupported by t he Nobility, conterts with the king, who 
is fain to fend him back again to his charge, with promifetothe GaJ coigns, 
that Prince Edward (hould come (hortly after } but Mon fort tyrannizeth more 
. then cver^ wherefore Henry goes over into Gafcoign with 300. Ships, and 
depofeth Monfort } andbecaufe the Gafcoigns had put themfelves under the 10 
proteftion of the king of Spain , who claimed Title to Aquitane, Henry propo- 
fetha Match between his fon Edward, and Elinor the Spaniards lifter} The 
Marriage is agreed upon and folcmnifcd at tiurgo* , where the king of Spain 
knights the Prince, and quits his claim to Aquitane . Henry inverts the Prince 
and his wife therein, and gives betides to him IrelandWales, Erijiol , Stamford, 
an A Grantham. After this, king Henry returns homeward by Vans , with one 
tboufand Horfe, and is fearted by Saint Lewis lately returned from captivity. 
Upon king Henry ’/arrival into England, he fines the though they had 

prefented nini with a hundred pound in mony, and two hundred pound in 
plate. After this, Elinor the Princes wife arrives with a great Train. There 20 
comes alfo from the Pope Alexander the Fourth, the Birtiopof Bononia , with 
a proffer of S/<v/y to Edmond the kings fccond fon. Then comes Rnjlanchts 
with power to collect the tenth of England, Scot land, and Ireland, which is 
denied him} he conics aIfo with power to abfolve the king from his Oath 
for the Holy War, if lie would deftroy Manfred fon to Frederick^ the Emperor, 
now king of Sicily and Apulia } but the Apulians angry that the Pope (hould 
give away their Land to a ftranger, help Manfred to defeat the Popes forces. 

In the mean while, Richard Earl of Cornwalxs elefted King of the Romans, and 
crowned at Aix. King Henry demands a Tax for attaining the kingdomc of 
Stcily for his fon Edmund } two and fifty thoufand Marks arc granted} but 50 
this contents him not, he demands a greater fumme, which is denied him. 
Hereupon Prince Edward is fain to mortgage Stamford, and other Towns, to 
William deValenccjLo fupply the Kings wants. After this a Parliament is called 
at Oxford , called the Mad Parliament, where many wrongs are complained of, 
and many things t ftablifhcd tending to the weakningot the Kings Preroga¬ 
tive : Twelve Peers are chofcn, whereof the Earls of Leiccjicr and Glouccjtcr 
were chief, to whom power was given to maintain the Laws made lately, 
which were ratified by the King unwillingly} but he being difplcafed that 
the twelve Peers (hould remove from him moft of his chiefServants, calls a- 
nothcr Parliament, where he complains of this wrong} but theyfo little rc-40 
garded the kings difpleafure, that they ratified the Laws formerly concluded 
on: This made the King comply with France and Scotland for aide. He re- 
1 2 6 1 . fignj Normandy, with the Lordmips of Anjou, roy tiers, and Mayrt, to Lewis } in 
lieu of t\\i$,Hcnrj is made Duke of Guy an, for which he was to do his homage: 

He alfo procures two Bulls from Rome, by which he and all others that had 
fwom to maintain the late Laws,were abfolved} notwithrtanding the twelve 
Peers went on in reforming abufes, and removing from their charge fuch Of¬ 
ficers as the King had placed. The king publiflicth the Popes Bulls, counter- 
mandeth the Authority of the twelve Peers, and makes the Londoners fwear 
to aflift him. The Barons upon this raife an Army, and write to the king, be- 50 
fccching him not to fupprefs the Oxford Laws,and withall they march toward 
London, fpoiling by the way the honfesof all thofe who held for the Popes 
Bulls s they write to the Londoners, who font the Letter to the king, and their 
refolutions to hold with the Twelve Peers in maintaining the lateLawcs, and 
fo they receive the Barons into the City with joy : from thence they march 
with the Army to Windfor Caftle, where they plunder and difplace all the 
- Aliens 
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Aliens, who had Offices there. The Lords of the Kings Couneel gave order An.chrifii. 

for reftitution ofthc Aliens goods 3 but the Barons reftifed to obey : At laft 
thefc differences were referred to the judgement of Saint Lewis, whofe fen- 
tence was, that the twelve Peers fhouldlole their authority, and noneftiould 
rule but the King. This fentence, as partially isrejc&ed by the Barons, who 
repair again to the Marches of Hales, and levy a new Army 5 in their march 
toward London, they plunder and bum the houfes of Sir Roger Mortimer, who 
counfclled the King to withftand them. The Prince levicth another Army, 
which is beat bv.the Barons, who remain Matters of the Field. After this Vi- 
ioftory, they arc joyfully received at London $ and two Conftables elefred by 
feme Citizens gathered a multitude together, who fpoiled the houfes of Rt- 
chard King of the Romans, lately returned from Germany, whom the Barons 
forced to fwear to maintain their caufe : But now he becomes their enemy, 
who before was mediating a peace. The King in the interim furprifeth Nor¬ 
thampton, and in it Sir Veter Mont fort, and Simon, Leicefiers eldctt fon, who 
had raffed an Army thereabout for the Barons. Another Battel after this 
was fought neer Lewis in Snfiex, where the King with his brother Richard, 

Prince Edward, with many Knights and Gentlemen are taken prifoners, and 
more then ?coco. flain. After this, a peace is made, and agreed that the King 
*qo (hould confirm the twelve Peers authority 5 which being granted, the two 
Kings are fet at liberty, and their two Tons left for Hoftages with the Earons, 
who fend them to Dover Caftle.Then did the King call a Parliament,in which 
he fwore to maintain the Barons rights, untill they (hould be reformed, if any 
thing were ainifs. Hereupon the Princes were enlarged. Shortly after the 
two heads of the Fa&ion, Leicefier and Glonccfier, did jarre about thefc Ordi¬ 
nances. Prince Edward,upon this, with Glonccfier , Warrein, and Sir Roger Mor- 126$, 
timer raifed a new Army 3 Leicefier did the like 3 a cruel Battel is fought at 
Everfijam in IVorccfierJhire, in which the Barons are difeomfited: Here Simon 
Earl of Leicefier, with his eldettfon, and Sir Hugh Spencer, with many other 
30 prime men were (lain 3 the Earls carkafs was inhumanely mangled by the 
Souldicrs, who cut off his head, hands, feet, and privy members. Upon this 
Viffory, the King calls a Parliament, in which he recovers his former power, 
and the Barons utterly loft theirs : The King alfo inftigatedby his brother 
Richard, refolved to confumc Lotidon with fire3 but the Citizens came humb¬ 
ly fubmitting their lands, goods, and lives to his mercy} but he was fo im¬ 
placable, that he would not hearken to them, nor to any for them, rill at laft 
the Prince mediated in their behalf, and fo the King was content with a fine 
ofonethoufondMarks, he pardoned alfo the Cinque-ports, for their rob^ 
bing at Sea, during the troubles. But the Earl of Gloucefia', who by his revolt 
40 from the Barons, nad furthered the kings good fuccefs, being flighted for all 
his good fervice, grew dcfperatc,goeth to London, and there the rafeality flock 
to him, and having committed divers outrages, falls upon the Kings houfcat 
tVefiminfier, , which theyranfack and plunder} but the Prince again inter¬ 
ceded both for the Earl, and the other offenders: The Earle defirous to 
be imployed, requefts that he might be fent with an Army to the Holy-Land, 

Which was granted, becaufe the K. was willing to be rid of him 5 but he ufing 
too long dclayes, loft this opportunity, which was laid hold upon by Prince 
£^3r*rd,whocondu&edthc Army into the Holy-Land, where he did brave 
fervice, and raifed the fiege of Acon^ he was traiteroufly wounded with a 
50 poifoned knife by a Sarazcn, but recovered. His Coufin Henry, fon to the king 
of the Romans, was flain in the Church of Viterbo in time of divine Service, by 
his own coufin-germ an Guy de Mont fort fon to Simon Earl of Leicefier, in re¬ 
venge of his fathers death : king Richard died Ihortly after * and the next year 0 - 

following k. Henry the 3. departed this life, the 6$. year of his age, and the 5 7. ~ * ** 

of his reign3 he had by his wife Elinor 6. fons, whereof two furvived him, Ed¬ 
ward and Edmund 3 ana two daughters, Margaret, wife to the king of Scots, and 
Beatrice, who married John the firft D. of Brittain * To 
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To //ti/rj fuccecds his Son Edward, being now in Syria., who three years 
after his departure from England, begins his voyage homewards 5 he lands in 
Sicily, where he is royally feafted by Charles King thereof * he is alfo in Italy 
honourably ufed by the Pope and Princes; and in France entertained by rh/l/p 
the third, to whom he did homage for his lands held of that Crown * at laft 
arrives in England after fix years from his fetting out: Alexander King of 
Scots, and John Duke of Brittain were prefent at his Coronation: He began 
betimes to clip the Clergies wings, by caufing the Statute of Mortmain to be 
enafted, againft which afterwara the Clergy petitioned the King, when they 
had railed him a great film of money, but they were not heard: he abridged 10 
alfo divers Monaflerics of their Liberties, ami took from the Abbot of Weji- 
minfter the Return of Writs granted him by King Henry the 3. Herefolves 
to mbdu eWales which had alwayes been a receptacle for the Engl/Jh Rcbels:he 
fummons Leolin their Prince to be prefent at the Parliament who refufed, 
therefore he enters H ales with fire and fword, and forceth Leolin to fue for 
peace, which he had , paying a Fine of 50000 lib. and 1000 lib. per ann, but 
withall delivers him Elinor, Simon Monforts daughter Earle of Lcicejter, with 
whom he was in love, the comming from France was taken at Sea * yet for all 
this, within three ycais he rebels again with his brother David, on whom the 
King had bellowed divers graces-, an Army is raifed againft him, Leolin is (lain 20 
in the battcll , and his head ds fent to King Edrvard 9 who caufed it to be 
crowned with Ivie, and fet upon the Tower of London : thus ends the laft of 
the Welch Princes $ his brother David is apprehended, drawn at a horfes tail 
about the Citv of Shrewsbury, then beheaded, his heart and bowels burnt, his 
head fent to the Tower, and his four quarters to Brijiol, Northampton, Tori ^ 
and Winchejler . In this interim Alpbonfus the Kings eldcft Son twelve years 
old dyeth, fo Edward born at Camarvan is heir of the Crown, and firft of the 
Englilh who was ftiled Prince of Wales, After this, King Edward at the death 
ot Philip the Bold, pafles over into France, there to do homage to the new 
King rhihp the fourth for Aquitain * then he reconciles the King of Arragon 33 
and Sicily in Spain , and redeems Charles Prince of Achaia(S on to King Charles 
of Sicily) prifonerin Arragon for 30000 lib. After three years and fix months 
being abroad, he returns into England, calls a Parliament, reforms divers 
abufes, and cnricheth himfclf with Fines laid upon corrupt Officers and 
Judges* he bnnifheth the Jews, feifeth Upon their eftates, for which the King- 
dome gave him a fifteenth, and the Clergy a tenth* many other fupplies of 
money he had in his time, he new coynca all the old money which had been 
defaced by the Jews, for which two hundred ninety feven fuffered at one 
time \n London. He waschofcn Arbitrator by the Scots, who were divided 
about the truefucceffor of King Alexander * and as he was going Northward, 40 
his vertuous Queen Elinor dyca, who had fucked (as fome write) the poyfon 
out of his wound given him by the Sarazen. Whereupon he Returns with the < 
Corps to Wejlminjicr, he caufed Crofies to be creeled at Stamford, Waltham, 
Wejl-chcap, Charing, and ellewhere in memory of her, with her ftatue thereon. 
Alter this, he returns to the North, and by his means Baliol is made 
King of Scots, who afterward upon an affront offered him in the Court of 
England , defies King Edward, fo a long Wat begins* K ing Edwards nters into a 
League with Guy Earle of Flanders, with Adolph the Einpcrour, to whom he 
fends 1 5000 lib . to recover his lands in France, and with other Princes * fo he 
fends an Army into France, where all his Territories are forfeited and feifed 
upon for refilling to come and do his homage. He then enters Scotland with * 
4000 Horfe, and 30000 Foot,bcfide 1 coo Foot, and 5ooHorfe of the Bifhop 
of Dnrefmx many places in Scotland axe fubdued, and Baliol fqesfor peace, and 
doth homage : after this he raifeth heavy Taxes on the Clergy and Laity* the 
Clergy refufe to pay, whereupon they are put out of the Kings protea i on : 

But \vcn they few hoW they were expofed to all wrongs for want ofjufticc, 
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they fubmitted, and redeemed themfelves and Monafteries, which the King 
hadfeifedon. His brother Edmond in the mean while dyed at Byon , having 
befieged Burdeaux a long time to no purpofe; upon this news the King calls a 
Parliament, in which he defires his Lords to goto Gafcoign , which they rc- 
fiifed, except he went in perfon, which he could not do, bccaufe he was tycd 
toaffift Guy Earle of F landers, whofe Daughter the French Kingkeptas a 
prifoner in Park, for that Guy was to marry her to King Edwai'ds Son : Befides 
the French King falls upon Flanders with an Army of 6 ccoo and wins many 
Towns : King Edwardupon this pafletli over into Flanders with 500 Sail,and 
10 and 18000 men, but was difappointed of the Empcrours afliftance, and fo 
could do little good for Guy: He ftaid that Winter in Gaunt, where held! 
many of his men whom the Gantois killed in a mutiny, and Edward h\\nfc\f 
hardly efcapcd^ therefore he is forced to makepeace with the French King 
for two years, and to leave Gui to himfelf, wholhortly after was carried pri¬ 
foner to where lie dyed (as fome think) and his Daughter of grief. King 
Edward upon his return, underftanding that the Scots by the courage of Mil 
luwiWaflv, had almoft regained that Kingdome, makes a new invafion, and 
defeats the Scots in a great battel at Tonkjrki during this time, the Exchequer 
and Courts «of Juftice were kept at Torl^ about fix year?. At the Parliament 
20 held in S. Andrews, th c Scots (except Wallas and his partyj fwear fealty to the 
King of England . 

In Scotland,Robert Abbot of Dumferling* was removed by King Alexander the 
third from his Chancellorfhip, for legitimating the baftard daughter of King 
Alexander the fecond, intending fhe (hould fuccced if the King died without 
ifiiie 5 the Seal was delivered to Gamtlinus Archbifhop of St. Andrews . Some 
of the Lords being fummoned to anfwer for their oppreflions, refufed to ap¬ 
pear * wherupon they are by the young King declared Rebels, they watching 
an opportunity when the King was thinly accompanied, feifed on him, and 
carried him to Sterlings pretending they removed him from his Englifti Coun- 
50 fcl by which he was much ruled, being lately returned from England, with his 
Lady King Henries fitter, and a great Eng!lfh train : but the arrival of Acho 
King of Norway, with 120 fhips caufed the King to be fet at liberty, and the 
Lords to be pardoned * for then was no time to quarrel, when the common 
Enemy was lo near. This Acho pretending right to fome of the Scottifh 
Weftem Iflands, came with iocoo Danes , and fnddcnly feifed upon two of 
thegreateftlflcs;, then he landed his men on the fhorc of Cnnigamc, againft 
whom Alexander Stewart grandfather to him who was firft of that name King 
of Scotland , was fent with an Army 5 he after a long skirmifli defeats the 
Danes , kills fix teen thou fand on the place, and drives the reft on (hip-board, 
40 all the fhips were caft away on the Ifies of Orkney by ftorms,except four which 
came fafe home to Mw^fhortlyafter this King Acho died of griefs hisSon 
Atagnus was glad to make peace with the Scots, and refign all his right in the 
Wdtem Iflands,for which he was to receive 4coo marks prcfentlyand a hun¬ 
dred marks yearly,befides a match is made Between Margaret King Alexanders 
daughter, and Hangonan King Magnus his Son: about this time King Alexander 
took the Ifle of Man, it was there agreed that it (hould be under the pro- 
te&ionof Scotland , and that the King of Man l hould furniflrthc Scots with 
ten (hips when he (hould be required : After this, Alexander fends five thou- 
fand Scots to aid King Henry againft his Barons in England, where moft were 
- 0 killed, the reft taken prifoners.* At that time there was great emulation in 
Scotland between the Nobility andClergy,whofe wealth and power was much 
envied 5 complaints of wrongs done by tome young Lords to the Clergy were 
brought to Alexander, which he flighted 5 but the Clergy threatning to com¬ 
plain to the Pope, King Alexander was forced to comply with them, for 
avoiding further trouble, and caufed fatisfattion to be made them $ in the 
interim a Legate from the Pope comes tocollett money for the Holy War, 
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An.Chrijli. but he was not differed to enter the Kingdome, and anfwer was made him, 
that the King would himfelf raife money, and fend Souldiers to Syria } there¬ 
fore an Army is lent under the Earles of Carrie and Athol to the French King 
Ltirkfo. to the Pope a thoufand marks. Not long after,the King loft his wife, 
and both his fons 5 firfb David , and then Alexander, who had married the Earl 
of F landers daughter : Margaret alfo his daughter the‘Queen of Norway 
died, who left one daughter,called the Maid of Norway his fccotid wife the 

Earl of Dnjx his daughter in France. , he had no iffuc $ for the fame year of his 
1285. .fecond marriage, he fell from his Horfe neer Kingome, and dyed the five and 

fortieth veer of his Age, and the feven and thirtieth of his Pv eigne $ his death jq 
was much lamented both for his good Laws, and his juft government. 

After Alexanders death, Six Govcrnours are fet over the Kingdome, three 
for the South-fide, and three for the North-fidcof Forth. In the meantime. 
King Edward finding an opportunity to unite the two kingdomes, fends Am- 
baftadours into Scotland, with Propofitionsof a match between his Son and 
the Maid of Norway, Inheritrix of Scotland ; the match js agreed on, and Am- 
baffadours fent to Norway to bring away the young Queen 5 but ftic was dead 
before they came, to the great trouble of England , andalmoft the mine of 
Scotland^ which was torn into many factions by divers Competitor $ the two 
chief oFwhich were r john Balhol and Robert hr ace John had the better right, 20 
but Robert the moft affc&ions, and both ftrong parties to fide with them y 
Itrucc had lands in England, Eatitol in France, and both had great pofteflions in 
Scotland : To avoid civil wars, the controverfie by gencrall confcnt is referred 
to king Edward of England, both, becaufc of his fathers affe&ion and alliance 
to Scotland, and of his own defire to have renewed this affinity with a new 
match: King/^/nw/v/upon this comes to Barwic^, cals the Nobility thither, 
not as Subjects, but as Friends $ they fent their Deputies} Hefirft fwcars the 
Competitors toftand to their award, then he fvvears the Peers to obey him 
that (hoiild be named king $ this oath he cauled to be ratified by their Hands 
and Senls>then he choofeth out twelve prime men of Scotland, as many of Eng- 33 
land, whom he fvvears to give their Verdid juftly and fincerely^ the chief 
Lawyers of France Are fent to, for their opinion in this difficulty, but their 
anfwer was not fatisfadory : the twenty four were enclofed in a Church alone, 
to determine the controverfie 5 in the mean while Edward deals with brace a- 
part,whofe title was weakefhand proffers him the Kingdome, if he would be¬ 
come his Vaftal, which he refufed 5 then he deals with Jtal/iol, who accepts the 
proffer 5 fo halfiol fix years and nine moneths after Alexanders death is decla¬ 
red king of Scotland, and crowned at Sconce but Bruce and divers others re- 
fufed to fwear Allegiance to him , who repairs to King Edward at Ncw-Cajile, 
to whom as he promifed, fwcars Fealty, to the great grief of the Lords, who ^ 
could not now tell how to help it: Hut not long after, the Earle of Fifes bro¬ 
ther having his lands wrongfully given away by Balliol , and his brother mur- 
thered by the Abcmethies without juftice^ appears to king Edward fitting then 
in Parliament: halliol was called upon to anfwer to his accufation, and to 
comedown to the Far, (for he fate next the king) at which indignity hefo 
ftormed, that he went home, cals a Parliament, at which were prefent Arabat 
fadorsfrom France, defiring a renovation of the old League $ and alfo from 
England, demanding afiiftance againft the French according to their allegiance. 
The French League was preferred and renewed, being at that time of five hun¬ 
dred years continuance 5 and the Englijib allegiance rejefred, as being extorted 
from a king without confcnt of his Parliament. Upon this, a defiance is fent^ 
toking£^n\i/v/,who having a Fleet ready, intended for France, fends it to Scot¬ 
land, which the Scots overthrew in the mouth of the river toward 
this foexafpented king that he invites Br;/re to accept of the king- 

dome, and withali befiegeth Warwick,, which after a long fiege by a (light was 
taken s for king Edward making (hew of a rctroat, the Town-gates were open- 
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; opened,the fould.ers went out to refrefti thcmfcl ves;in the interim, the Englilli Av.Clrifii. 
Horfe return fuddenly, enter the town and put all to the fword : then he be- wVv 
fiegeth Dunbar and takes it, and defeats the Scots army that came to relieve it * 

Upon this Edinburgh and Stcrlin are furrendered * at Jaf>„ B aUtol fubmits him- 
felfand kingdome to Edward: who fends him by fca into Fnuland, and caufeth 
the Scots Lords to fvvear Fealty again to him .♦ Balliol is imprifoned the 
fourth year after he was crowned, but upon the Popes intreaty is lent into 
France, whither king Edward alfo went with a great army. In this mean fpacc 
' John Cumin Earle of Buchan is fent by the Scots with forces into England, who 
IO with Fire and Sword fall upon Cumberland and Northumberland^ WallasWo a 
private man, but well defeended, of a high fpirir, and ftrong body, pittying his 
countries fad condition, gathers an army together, and allaults the Englkh 
Garrifons beyond Forth , which he took in 5 then lights CraJJingham\whom 
king Edward had left tobc Trcafurer o( Scotlancf)defeats his forces by Stcrlin 
and with his army enters England , where he ftayed without oppofition three 
moneths, and returns home with much bootie. Upon the report of thefe pro¬ 
ceedings , King Edward hafteneth out of France , raifeth a great army, and 
marcheth to Statnmor or Stainfmoore^ the Englifh feeing the carriage ot Wallas 
and his Captains, with the order of his army, which confided of 30000. rc- 
20 treated without fightings Wallas fearing lome treachery did not purfue* 

Hereupon, the So?// Loras who held for King Edward , envying Wallas his va¬ 
lour and fucceflc, gave out that he aimed to be King himfelf, and that it were 
better for the Scots tobefubje&to King Edward, then to a newupftart $ be- 
fidcs, the Scots army began to mutiny among thcinfelvcs, which was the caufc 
of their overthrow fix miles from Sterlings in which conflift ten thoufand 
Scots were flaine: Wallas upon this difmiffeth his forces, and King Edward re¬ 
turns into England. TheScots that flood upon their liberty, fend to King 
Thilif of France to mediate for a peace with King Edward, which was granted 
for feven moneths * during which time, the Amtafladors that were fent to 
30 Pope Boniface the eighth were intercepted by the Englijb and imprifoned* 
this with lome other wrongs incenfed the Scots again, who drove all the En - 
glijb, and Scots that were for King Edward, out of their Garrifons: another 
army is fent into Scotland , which being divided into three bodies, were all 
three defeated in one day by an army of eight thoufand Scots * which fo en- 1 3 b 2» 
raged King Edward, that he raifed tne greateft army that ever was raifed by 
him* he ngs out alfo a great Fleet, and fo invades Scotland by Sea and Land: 
fo great was his army, that it went through the mod part of Scotland without 
oppofition * onely Wallas would fally out of his Ambufhes now and then upon 
the Rear: King Edward with fair promifes would have drawn him to his fide 
40 but could not prevaile* all the Caftlcsand Forts which had held out againft 
the Englifh hitherto, now yeelded* Sterling which held out three months, was 
faine to furrender for want of provifion.The Scots again(except Wallas and his 
party) fvvear Fealty to King Edward , who returning ir^> England carried with 

him theantient Records, Monumcnts,Libraries, Learned men, and theFatnll 

Chaire of Scotland. Wallas keens himfelf in fafe places, till ])e was betrayed by 
hisklendMontiethto king Edward , who caufed him to be put to death in 
London , and his quarters to be difperfed to divers parts of both Kingdomes. 

King Edward now thought all fure * but he found afterward that he had to 
todoe withaflippery Kingdome, which he could not long hold: For Robert 
50 Bruce the fon of B alliols competitor, and j John Cumin Ealliols Coufin-german, 
taking the oath of fecrefie from each other, combine to revolt* they agree 
thatB^cefhouldbcKingj and Cumin next in dignity* and fhould alfo enjoy 
all Eruces poffeffions, which were very great* yet Cumin repenting of his bar- 
gainreveals the PI otto king Edward, who refolves when opportunity ferved, 
to have him queflioned for high treafon : Earle Gomer or Glocejler , B races old 
friend, advertifeth him of his aanger 3 not by word or writing, for he durft not* 
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An.Chrifli. but by fending him a pair of gilt Spurs with fome money by his fervant , pre- 
tending he had borrowed thefe of him : B tnce underftanding the meanings 
caufeth three Horfes prefently to be (hod backward, that in the Snow the 
tracks might not be known, and with his two fervants rides poft into 
Scotland, where by the wav he intercepts Cumins Letters going to Ring Ed¬ 
ward, in which he found, that Cumin did inftigate the King to difpatch Bruce , 
with what fpeed he could,for he was a dangerous and attive inan,popular and 
potent in Scotland : Up^n this Bruce gocth to finde out Cumin , who was then 
1 f> O 5 » in the Gray-Friers Church at Dumfr/fc, and iheweth him his own Letters,which 

hedifclaimed} with that Bruce in a rage runs him through with his fword, 10 
and leaves him dead in the place. 

In tor, Alexander the Fourth was Pope fix years 5 inwhofe time Daniel 
Duke of Rttjjia made the Popes Legate in rolonia believe, that he and his 
Countrey would be of the Romijh communion, and Would maintain the Chri- 
jftian Religion againft the Tartars, whofe power was grown formidable to the 
Chriftian Princes $ but as foon as he obtained what he fought for, to wit, the 
Crown and Title of King, he continued in the Greek communion. To Alex- 
andcrfucctxdcd Vrban the fourth, a Coblers fon } he fate three years} he or¬ 
dained Corpus C/»r/y//day : In his time Byzantium was taken with eight hun¬ 
dred men, by PaUologus, from the Latines, in whofe Family it continued al- 20 
moft two hundred years, till it was taken by Mahnmet the Turk. To Vrban 
fucceeded Clemens the fourth} he was Pope three years, and had two daugh¬ 
ters by his wife, who was now dead. After two years and nine moncths va¬ 
cancy Gregory the tenth was clotted, who fate'four years} he ordained the 
ufeofthe Conclave in the Election of the Pope, to prevent future vacancies} 
for the Cardinals muftnotgo out of the Conclave, fill they have chofen a 
1274. Pope: He ordained in thcCouncc! of Lions , that none fhould undertake the 
charge of a Parochial Church, till he was five and twenty years old. About 
this time died 7 bom as Aquinas, being fifty years of age} and the Whipping 
Hereticksarofe, who preferred their Whipping to Martyrdome. Pope lnno-%$ 
cent the fifth fucceeded, he fate fix moneths } he w T as the firft Pope of the Pr/c- 
dicants Order. Adrian the fifth fucceeded, who fate but one moneth and nine 
dayes} he died before his C^nfccration, and revoked the Decree of the Con¬ 
clave, which revocation was confirmed by his Succeflor 'John the one and 
twentieths and fo without the Conclave were eletted Nicbolans the third, Mar¬ 
tin the fourth, Honorius the foui\h,N icholaits the fourth, Cclcjline the fifth,who 
renewed the Conclave, and Boniface the eighth confirms it. John the twenty 
one, or as fome fay, twenty two, fate eight moneths: Tohitn fucceeded N/- 
choiw f the third, who fete three years, eight moncths: In his time the Turks, 
after they had been fupprcfTed by the Tartars, gather new ftrength,and invade 40 
p the remainders of the Greek Empire. Pope Martin the fourth Succeeded four 

1 2 * years. Honor/us the fourth followed two years} he confirmed the Carmelites 
Order, and turned their party-coloured coats into white} and confirmed al- 
fo the Order of S. Aujiins Eremites. Honorius the fourth fucceeded, and 
late two years: In his time Rodnlph'us the Emperour fubdued the Helvetians 9 
who before were fnbjctts to the Earl of Savoy. Nicbolans the fourth fucceeded 
four years} he was the firft Pope ofthe Francifcans. To him Celeftine the fifth 
fucceeded five moncths, who was deluded by a voice through a Cane, as if it 
had been from Heaven,wil!ing him to refign his Pontificat to Boniface : he de¬ 
creed, that the Popes and Cardinals fhould ride on Affes,as Chrift did,and not 
on Mules and Horfes} he openly in theConfiftory laid down his Mitre,Ring$ 
and Sandals, and forefigned his Pontificat to Boniface the eight, who came in 
as a Fox, leigned like a Lion, and died like a Dogin prifon} he Canonized 
S. Lewis, ; and ordained the Jubilee to be every hundreth year: In his time 
the ftreets of raris tvere overflowed with the Sein,fo that there was no paffage 
through them without boats: He put on both the Pontifical and Princely 

1 habit. 
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: habit, caufing two fwords to be carried before him. The Tartars imbrace Ma- An.Chrifii . 
humctanifm 3 and (b loft both Chriftianity, and Ajja together. Hence the Ot- VW 
j tonkins began to flourifh. Selymus the Turk married with the daughter of the 
.Prince of the Precopit Tartars, who feated them felves in Tanrica Cherfone- 
fits. . This Match produced Solyman . And much about the rifing of the Otto¬ 
man Family, arofc the Houfe of Aujlria .

Chap. IV. 

1 . 1 be EaJIern Affairs under Michael Palaeologus, Andronicus the elder , and 
younger. 2. The Turkifti and .Tartarian Affairs. 3. The Affairs of Hungary, 
Poland, Denmark, the Low-Countries, chiefy Holland, and the Switzers. 


I N the Eaft, Michael VaUologus having blinded Johannes Lafearns , invaded 
the Empire, and drove the French outofZ^£4>*//////i } he gave Vera or Ga- 
Uta z over-againft Byzantium, to the Genuois for their good fervice. . Aza- 
tines Sultan of Iconinm being driven out of his Kingdome by the Tartars , fled 
to this Michael. Twenty thoufand Bulgarians invade Tbracia, and plunder it. 
The Sultan of Iconinm , whom Michael had kept in ftrait cuftody, efcaped by 
helpofth t Scythians. The Sultan of Egypt and Arabia having the Hel/ejpont 
open, carries away many ofthe Scythian (laves, about Tanais and M eotis, into 
• Egypt , by whofc help he drove the remaining Latincs out of the Eaft. Michael 
to ftrengthen himfelfby the Pope and Italian Princes, againft his enemies, re¬ 
pairs to the Counccl of Lions (leaving his fon Andronicus to rule the Empire) 
£0 and there acknowledgeth the Popes Supremacy,and reconciles the Greek and 
Latine Churches: but upon his return home, he was hated for yielding to the 
Pope 3 and being dead, was denied the honour of burial by his own fon. He 
lived eight and fifty.years, ar d reigned five and thirty. He had two fons. An - 
droniens his fucceflor, and Conjlantine , a good Souldier,* who had fought fuc- 
cefsfully againft the Turks $ but Andronicus^ upon fufpition that he affetted 
the Empire,put him in prifon. v < 

Andronicus hired the Alam that dwelt along the coaft of the Euxine Sea, a- 
gainft the Turks; Thcfe Altni being impatient of the flavery they were in 
under the Scythian Tartars , repair in great multitudes to Andronicus , for fome 
4 ° new habitations within his Dominions 3 Thcfe he armed againft the Turks in 
Afa> by whom they were defeated 3 and fo many as efcaped the Turks fury, 
faved themfelves over-againft Lesbos on the coafl: of Greece . Rogerius Laurea , 
Admiral of the Arragonian or Spaniff Fleet, againft the French in Sicily , was 
invited by Andronicus with his Fleet againft the Turks. He get$ leave of the 
Arragonian , having made peace with the French , to go with his Colleague 
Tiringcrius Terza. Andronicus , to. make them both the more cordial to him, 
creates Rogerius , C£far 3 and Piringerius , the great Duke : Thcfe did beat the 
Turks in divers battels, but for want of pay they became enemies, and fell to 
plunder the Greek Territories. Rogerius is killed in the tumult, and his Col- 
50 league was taken afterward by the Gennoir , who ftript him both of his Admi¬ 
ralty and life. The Catalani^ defeended of the ancient Catti and Alani , much 
. infefted Andronicus^ againft whom heraifeth an Army of Thracians and Mace¬ 
donians 3 but he was put to the worfe,and forced to flic. Thcfe Catalans^ by the 
help of the Turks, wafted Macedon y and without them over-run Thejfaly 5 
thence pafling into Btroti'o and Attica^ furprifed Athens and Thebes , where they 
feat themfelves, having killed the Prince of Athens . 
u.: * Dd 2 At 
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An.Chnjii* At this time John Prince of Thcjffaly dyed without ifl'ue, having lived three 

years with his wife Irene, the baftard of Andronicus the Emperour } and fo the 
dominion of the Angcli ceafed in T hejjaly, Epirus, and Stolid, apart of which 
returned to the Emperour, and the reft the Princes and the Catalans tore away. 
Some of the Turks who turned Chriftians, went to the Prince of Scrvia; the 
reft made a league with Andronicus , for a fafe convoy to the Hellejpont, and 
from thence to Cherfoncfus with their booties} but the Emperor kept not 
promifc with them, and fo they were cutoffby the Genuanand Bulgarian 
forces} for which perfidioufnefle the Turks were enraged againft the Chri- 
ftiaus in Afia . In the mean while Maria Domicilla, who by right of blood claim- io 
ed title to jerufalem, refigns her right to Charles King of Sicily, though Hugh 

1287. King of Cyprus claimed it. The Armenian Chriftians being deferted by the 
Tartars . were miferably butchered and deftroyed by the Turks : The falling 
off of the Tartars from the Chriftians and Chriftianity, and their civil wars 
among themfelves, gave opportunity to thc^Egyptiuns under Melech-Meffor 

1288. to bdiegc and take Tripoli, which they burned, and in it killed feven thouund 
Chriftians. His fonne Scrip has , about three years after, took Ptolemak with 
6000c. horfc, and 140000. foot: there were flain of the Chriftians 30000. 
the reft that efcaped were drowned with ftorms,except a few which recovered 
-Cyprus. Tyrus, Si don, Bcritus, and whatfoever the Chriftians had in Syria was 20 
deftroyed. This Seriphus afterward 5 as he was preparing a Fleet to invade 
Cyprus, was numbered by his own Captains,who fell at variance among them- 
felves. Cazanus the fon of Argon Prince of Tartary,was invited by the Sarozens 
to embrace Mahumctanifme} which he did for a while to obtain his ends, 
therefore permitted the Chriftian churches to be deftroyed: but when he had 
increafed his wealth and power,he fell upon the Mahumetans and killed them: 
upon this MclechNafor the Tyrant of Egypt fights him} but he, though al- 
moft defeated, fo carried himfelf, that he left 20000 Sarazens dead on the 
place, and drove the Sultan into Baldac or Babylon of Egypt . This vi&ory gave 

a (hort breathing to the Chriftian affairs. 3 ® 

The Greek Church was now divided into three Fa&ions} fome holding 
with Becus the Patriarch ofthc Latino profeffion, fome with Jofeph the other 
Patriarch who was put out, and lome with Arfenius who was dead. Where¬ 
upon to c^uiet all, Andronicus makes Gregory of Cyprus Patriarch} Bccus and 
thePontihcian party are bauilhed} Grv^ryalfofhortly after isdepofed, and 
Athanaftus the Eremite is fubftituted, who becaufe he fent every Bilhop home 
to l6ok to his own flock, foure years after he alfo is depofed, and driven into 
the defarts. Andronicus by evil counfel deftroyed the Grecian fleet as ufelcfte, 
being now affianced by marriage to Spain, which had the kingdomc of Sicily : 
but the v\ ant of a fleet gave occafion for all pirats to plunder the Greek coafts. 40 . 
The Venetians of Byzantium pretending fornelofles they received by Andrew 
vic'ifs, phmdrcd both by land and fea; which gave occafion to Othouian a petty 
Prince in Carmania, (but ofan aftive fpirit,and ftrong body ) to raife an army 
againft the Chriftians; fo that he with other Turkilh Commanders divided 
a great part of the Greek Empire amongft them. In the battel that was fought 
in Cherfi nefus between the Greek* and lurks, for the booties which the Turky 
Carried from Greece under the fafe conduft of Andronicus , his fon Michael loft 
the day, and withall the Imperial ornaments, which the Tnrky difgracefully 
ufed. They brake into Thracia with fuch multitudes, that they plunared it all, % 
fo thlat in two years the Byzantines durft not go out of their gates; The moft $0 
ofthc Cities or Bythinia are taken by Ottoman , who makes Trufia the capital 
city of his new-ereffed Monarchy} (o the Chriftian Empire in the Eaft is but 
ameer Sedit on. The calamities that fell on this Empire by the Turks, were 
prefaged by frequent earthquakes, comets and ecclipfes in the fun and moon. 
Andronicus lived till he was foventy years of age, and faw not only thefe pub-* 
like calamities,but alfo the private miferies of his own family$Tor hisfonnes 
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and grand-children proved both flagitious, and fa&ious againft each other, An,ChrijlK 

and moft ungracious to himfelf, for Andronicus the younger, fonne to Michael 
and grandchild to this Andronicus the elder, thruft his grandfather, being al- 
moft blind with age and forrow, into a Monaftery, where he dyed 5 Michael 
the father of this younger Andronicus , was dead before $ Manuel the other 
fonne of this Michael , was killed by the City-guard, whilftin thenighthe 
went to find out this difMute brother Andronicus the younger. 

Cazanus the Tartar (as wefaid) having beaten the Egyptian Sultan, was 
mafterof Aj/a. He was by profeflion aChriftinn, and therefore married the 
io King of Armenia s daughter. Finding that his Kinfman Cay don was raifing a 
Fadhon in Perjia, fends Ambafladors to the Pope and French king, for a union 
with the Latme Princes, towards the regaining of the Holy-Land. But he 
committed a great error, when he intrufted Caycaphus a Saracen fugitive with 
the government of Damafcus , having been governour before in that place 
under the Egyptian : for this Saracen revolted from him,and brought all Syria 
into the obedience of the Egyptian Sultan. And fonow the thoufand y cares 
are ended, in which the Church did reign with Chrift $ for Mahnmets religion 
prevailed fo faft,that it drove Chriftianity out of the Eaft. The Armenians and 
Cyprians endeavoured to recover Syria, but could do nothing,becaufe Cazanus 
aofellfick. The Egyptian Sultan carried away all provifions from theChriftian 
quarters,and poifoned the grafleand fodder. After the death of Cazamis, his 
brother Campanda turned Mahumetan 5 and fo the i nrkj over-ran all, even to 
the gates of Byzantium, 

Michael Paueologus father to Andronicus the younger, being in Thejfaly , and 1 ^ 

underftanding how his younger fon Manuel was killed, died for griefe. Old ^ ; 

Andronicus , receiving continual complaints againft the oppretfions of his 
grandchild the younger Andronicus , was refolvcd to imprifon him: which 
he underftanding by the Patriarch, fled to Adrianopolk , and by the help of 
j John Cantacuzetius,andSyrgiannesthe baftard (bn of Conjl ant ine,2nd grandchild 
go of old Andronicus , who was now hated for the continual taxes which he was 
forced to lay on the people againft the Turks, raifed an Anny againft his 
Grandfather: therefore young Andronicus , promifing exemption from all 
taxes, drew almoft all Thrucia and Macedon to fide with him $ fothat the old 
man was glad to content himfelfe with Byzantium, and a part of Macedon, 
leaving the reft to his grandchild. Upon this rent, the Turks build jthips, with 
which they infeft the coafts of 1 brace and Macedon, Wherefore old Andronicus, 
to furnilb himfelf with mony againft them, was forced to fell the ornaments 
of the antient Emperors. But Syrgiannes , angry that he was not Colleague 
with young Andronicus in the Empire, flics to tnc old man, and puts him in 
40 hope to recover all again. Young Andronicus at this rnifeth an Army, and 
brings it to the gates of Byzantium , pretending his grandfather was dead $ and 
to deliver his mother Xene , whom Confiantine the Dcfpot or Lord had carried 
away by (hip from Theffalonica to Byzantium, and there iinprifoned her: But 
her delivery caufed a new peace, and the rathcr,becaufe Philadelphia was now 
befieged by the Turkj. Young Andronicus is now crowned and made Confbrt 
of the Empire with the old man 3 but Syrgiannes is iinprifoned and plundred. 

In the interim, Ottoman fubdues almoft all bythmia $ who having reigned 
38 year% died, and was buried in a Silver-tomb by his fon Orcanes , after he 1326. 
had taken Prufa by famine. After this, young Andronicus defirous to reign 
50 alone, makes a league with Michael Dcfpot or Lord of Bulgaria, with whom he 
marrieth his fifter,purpofely to defeat the old man,which they did by the help 
of their Captains, who worftipped the riling Sun : Confiantinople is betrayed, 
the old Emperor feifed upon, and by the advice of Ntphon the Patriarch is 
depoled, who with grief loft his eye-fight. Young Andronicus makes an expe¬ 
dition into Ajta againft Orcanes, where he was wounded in the foot,and fhame- 
fully loft his army to the Turky ; After this he fell dcfperately fiej^upon a cold 
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An.chridi. he took after bathing. The report of his death thruft the old Emperor into a 
l/Y^ Mon a fiery in Byzantiunr, where 7 heodorus Synadettus made him abjure his Em- 
pi remand change his name from Andronicus to Antoni us. But young An drome us 
recovers,and was invited by the Bulgarian againft the TribaJ//,but refuted to go, 
being content tolleep in a whole skin. This Bulgarian Lord had married An- 
dronicus his fitter (as was faid) and therefore put away his other wife, lifter to 
the King of Servian whereupon this King made war upon the Bulgarian,thruft 
him out of his principality, and put Alexander his kinfman in his place. 

1332. About this tim e 9 Orcattcs the Turk took Hic£a ofB ythinia, after a long liege. 

In the midft of thefe miferies, old Andronicus dyed in his Covent, the $0. year 10 
of his reign. Y oung Andronicus makes war upon Alexander the Bulgarian, who 
defeats him, and having cooped him up with the remainder of his forces 3 takcs 
pitty on fomany Chrittians, and proffers peace upon promife of future mo¬ 
deration. After this, Syrgianncs is accufcd of trealon, but efcapes,and with the 
Triballi invades Macedonia . Andronicus not able to fupprefs him by force^nur- 
thers him by an afibfinate: the Triballian Prince being bribed by the Emperor 
makes peace with h inland fo Alactdon returns again to the obedience of Cafar .. 
The Ccnuois in Peru were grown fo ftrong, that they flighted Andronicus. Ca - 
tanes a Gentian feifeth upon Myiilcnc , but not long after Andronicus recovers 
it, having brought the Pboctans into fubjeftion. The Scy thi*ins beyond Ijiher 20 
overrun Tbracia, , and carried away for (laves 30000. Greek/ and Turks. Or canes 
did lie in wait to furprife Byzantium-, but Cant acumen us with 70 Greek horfmen 
overthrew a great number of the Turkifh infantry. Andronicus calls in the 
Turky upon the Illyrians, who had offended him: And whilft he is fubduing 
Aetolia and Fpirns (which fhortly after he loft) Orcanes takes Hicomdia of By- 
thinia , and fo the next year, the Turks without refiftance overrun 7 hracia } a 
1341. while after they pafle over the Hdlefpont, and by the help of Soliman , Orcanes 
his eldcft fon, took it. Shortly after,, Andronicus died of the Spleen, being 4$ 
years old,and having reigned 2c. He left two Tons by his wifi eAnne the Abstain, 

• ‘ John Sc Manuel, over whom he appointed governor John Cantacnzenus , whom 30 

lie made fwcar to be faithful in preferving the Empire to his young pupi YJohin, 
but he fhortly after forgot his oath,(lighted the youngC<f/*r,and to make him- 
felf great,humoured the Greek Princes, and married his daughter to Orcan the 
Turkifh Sultan. Orcanes having reigned 3c years, died. 

In Hungary, K.Lad/Jlaus with L'olejlaus had fcarce driven out the Tartars,who 
had overrun Hungary and Poland when the people, who hated the tyrannical 
deportment of Ladijlau *, choofe for their King Andrew, called Venetus , from his 
mother and education,being Venetian: he was grandchild of K .Andrew by his 
fon Steven. After the death of this Andrew Venetus , Charts Nephew to Clandns 
of Sicily, Robert Unde to Charts, and IVenceftans the Bohernian,DecameCompe- 40 
titors for the kingdom: but the Pcercs chofe Otto the Bavarian , who being 
taken by the Tran ft Ivan ian,Qfcxpcd by the help of his wife,and returned home: 
Albert eftablifheth Charts in the kingdome, whobaniflied many of the Nobi¬ 
lity, and fo he prevailed over his Competitors. 

In roland was the like contcftation: For to K .Bclcjlaus fuccccded Lefcns 
N/gcr, who had fubdued the Jazyges and Rufsians , and his Competitor Conra- 
dns Mafovius, whom divers of the Nobility had chofen for their King. This 
Lcfcus died without ifliie} wherefore Bolejtaus Mafovitis, Henry Vrctiftave, and 
Ladifiaus Lo&icus brother to Lefcus, ftrove for the fucccflion. Jn the mean 
while, IVenccJIans the Bohemian invaded the Territories of C racovia andSe#- 
dontina , in right of the Queen, who had bequeathed them to him 5 thq Tartars 
fall upon fome other places of that diftra&ca kingdom: in thefe tumults, Henry 
Vretijlave dieth, and Primijlaus is chofen King by the Polandcrs, who lived not 
above feven m oneths after. Then vvas Ladijians chcfen : bqt he who with fo 
much toile and trouble got the kingdome, with too much cafe and luxury loft 
it s for the Peers depofed him, and conferred the kingdome upon Wcnccjlaus 
the Bohemian. * In 
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I TiDetttftark.) Fricus the (ixth , Grandchild to Waldemar by his fon ChriftO-An.Chnfit. 
fher, was trcacheroufly murthered, to whom fucceeded his fon Ericrts the fc- 
venth, being a child } In his minority, the Kitigdome was well governed by 
Agues of Brandenburg and the Nobility. The Kings murthcrcrs were all bani- 
ftied} Pyratsfeverely punifhed} the Holfathns and l an dais reconciled} the 
Territories of Rojloch, and other places over-gainft Denmark, reduced intd 
the Kings obedience. This Ericns afterward became tyrannical and facrilcgi- 
ous, who for his wicked life, and the whoredomes he committed upon divers 
Noble.Matrons., was murthered in a Barn, where he was found deeping, by 
lOfeven aflafinats, who gave him feventy wourtds. Re married his Daughter 
Sopbiato IValdemar King of Swethland, who for inceft with his lifter was driven 
out of his kingdome} to whom fucceeded his brother Ladijlam. To Ericns 
the feventh in Denmark fucceeded Ericns the eighth, who obtained fome Vi- I 3 1 9 * 
ftories againft the Teutones } He died without iffue, having reigned three and 
and thirty years. To him fucceeded his brother Chrijlopber, an unfortunate 
and carelels Prince, a haterof his Nobility, and an oppreffor of the people } 
for which he was driven twice out of his kingdome. He pawned to the Hol- 
fatians all Scania, who upon this aimed at the whole kingdome, which the 
Danes perceiving, called home again king Chriftcphcr , whom they had bani- 
20 (bed, and let loofe his fon Ericns, whom for his bad government with his fa¬ 
ther they had imprifoned} but fliortly after both the father and fon died. 

Magnnr the king of S tret bland redeemed Scania from th c'Holfatians for fe¬ 
venty thoufand Marks of filver. IValdemar, king Chrijlophen other fon, was 1335. 
declared king} but he was not as yet returned from the Emperours Court} 5 
during which time, the Holfatians feifed upon Jutia, but their chief Comman- 
derswere in one night furprifed in their Garrifon, and murthered by the 
Vanes: Upon this the new king Waldcmar returned home. 

In the Low-Countries, John Duke of Brabant buyeth the Earldome of NV- 
tnonrs and Dutchy of Limburg, The Earl of Geldre next heir oppofeth. A war 
30 followeth, in which neer Colen 9 the Earl is defeated, and taken prifoner, with 
theBifhop Colin, Adolph ofNajJovia^nd Henry of Lucclburg,. The Earl of Gel¬ 
dre, upon renouncing of the Dukedome, is releafed. Henry s fon married the 
Duke of Brabant s daughter, and with her had the Earldome. Not long after, 

*john was flain in Tornament. 

Holland, called by the Romans, Batavia, in the time of Charles the Great, was 1294. 
over-run by the Danes } but about this time Flofentiw the fifth was Earl of 
that Province, who was trcacheroufly murthered by fome male-contents, as 
he was Hawking, becaufe he had made a league witn France . to the prejudice 
of Guy Earl of Flanders, and the King of England^ the murtnerers cut off his 
4 ° hands, and gave him two and twenty wounds. Before him were fixteen Earls, 
the firft was Didericus a good man, who ftoutly reprefled the Norman in vafion} 
to him fucceeded Didericus the fecond, of whom no memorable aft is extant. 

Amolphus followed, who had long wars with the Frijlandcrs, in which he, 
with the moft of his Nobility were flain. His fon Didericus or 7 hedoricus the. 
third fucceeded, who had wars with the Frijlanders , whom the Bifhop of f Q * 
Vtricht aflifted againft the Earl, whom at laft he defeated. His fon Thedoricus * 
the fourth fucceeded} he unwittingly killed the Bifhop of Colons brother} in 
revenge of which, the Earl being fled, two of the chief Nobility of Holland 
were murthered by thofe of Colen : To requite this murther, the Earl burned • 

50 all the Ships of Colen and Leege which were then in Dort, and imprifoned the 
Merchants: Upon this, the Enemy feifeupon Dort } the Earl gets into the 
Town in the dark } a doubtful skirmifli was fought, in which the Earl at laft 
had the better} but in the morning he was Wounded by one of the enemies in 
the thigh, and died within two dayes after. His brother Florentins the firft 
fucceeded, againft whom the Bifliop of Colen and Leege, with fome ncigbour- 
ing Princes, raifed a great Army, feven and twenty thoufand of which were 

drowned 
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An.chrifti* drowned in the Ditches neer Dort, and the reft (lain by the Earls Forces: 

vVv After four years peace, his former enemies renew their Forces , and in¬ 
vade Holland again, and were overthrown again : Butwhilft the Earl with 
fome Troops were fecurclv rcfrcfhing themfelves neer the A fofe, Alrad brother 
to the Duke of Lorain with frefti Forces falls upon the Earl, whom they killed 
with two thoufand and fix hundred of his men. This murther was afterward 
repaid by the Citizens of Dort, who killed all the murtherers. The Earls 
Widow, Gcrtmdis, during his fons minority, for two years ruled the State. She 
married Robert the Friflander, fo called, becaufe he with his wife ruled Holland , 
which was then called Frijta$ this Robert was fon to Baldwin Earl of Flanders, lO 
againft whom Wihrambimop of Vtricbt raifedawar, which ruined Holland. 
Henry the fourth Emperour beftovved this Province upon William, who to ob¬ 
tain it the cafier, procured Godfrey (from his low ftature and crookednefs, cal¬ 
led Gibber^Dukcof Lorain,ioamfth\m, who with a great Army overthrew 
the Hollanders, and drove Robert with his wife and children into Flanders $ fo 
by the Bifhop of Vtricbt podfrey was made Protestor of Holland, After this, he 
falls upon the Wejl-Frijlandcrs with fire and fword, and in a Battel kills eight 
thoufand of them $ but afterward, as he was on the clofe-ftoole at Antwerp* he 
was numbered $his death was fhortly after accompanied with the Rifhops,who 
was a great Favourite of Henry the 4. and an enemy to Heildebrand. Didericns 26 
the fifth, fon to Florcntius, being now of age, is affifted by Robert Friflander {D and 
the Flandrians > to recover his Fathers Province: Him the Bifhop of Vtricbt op- 
pofed with an Anny,afljftcd by Ccnrtdus the Sueve 9 whom the Emperour had 
10 g 2. made Earl of Holland 5 but they were both defeated by Didericns,and forced to 
refign their claim to him the right owner. His fon Florcntius the fecond 
fucceeded,a peaceable and juft Prince,who died in the prime of his years 5 to 
whom fucceeded Didericns the fixth, who w r as forced by Henry the fifth to 
hold Holland in Fee of the Empire: He aimed to be Earl of Flanders, but miffed 
of it. He twice fubdued the Wcji-Frijlanders^ then his brother Florentius ta¬ 
king part with Frijia, was the occafion of much blood-fhed. At laft Lotbarius 30 
the Emperour reconciled the two brothers. Florentius afterward tvas mur- 
I 1 Si. thered. Hiderintf had feme controvcrfie with the Fla/tdri an s,about the Id an d$ 
of Zeland, but he died before the controverfie was ended. To him fucceeded 
Florcntius the third, who married the daughter of Henry Prince of Scotland 5 
he had fomcconteftation with the Bifhop of Vtricbt , but the Emperour Bar- 
barojfa reconciled them : He had wars alfb with the FriJ/ans, and did good 
fcrvice under Barbarojfa, who bv theH^Zto^ftiips brake in upon Da mi at a or 
Tclufum . Having ruled Holland three and thirty years, he died in the Holv- 
8 1 9 o. War, and was buried neer Barbarojfa in Antioch , whofe fon T btodoricus tne 

feventh fucceeded> He had wars with his brother William about Frijland 5 the 4^ 
quarrel at laft was compofed,by afligning Eaft-Frijland to William: He had 
wars alfo with Flanders , and a controvcrfie with the Duke of Geldrc about the 
cleft ion of the Bifhop of' Vtricbt--, the matter was referred to the Pope, who 
made the Earl Proteftorof the Bifhoprick, till a new Bifhop was chofen. He 
' had alfo wars with the Duke of Lorain, whofe woods he cut down and bur¬ 
ned, and carried the Dukes brothers away prifbncrs: but Lorain y by the help 
of Colon, Limburg, and Flanders, fet upon the Earl of Holland, and took him 
prifoner. In the mean while,the Bifhop of Vtricbt fell upon Geldre and Holland 
a 203. with fire and fword} but fhortly after, the Duke, the Earl, and the Bifhop 

were made friends. Then the Earl died, having ruled Holland thirteen years> 50 
to whom fucceeded his brother William, who was oppofedby the Earl of 
Lojfen, whom hedcfeated.Then underftanding that Malcolm King of Scotland 
his Uncle was dead, and that he thought himfelf next Heir, repairs into Scot- 
land with a great Fleet, where he found a party to joyn with him 5 but per¬ 
ceiving what great oppofition he was like to have, and that the Earl of Lojfen 
had invaded Holland in his abfence, returns home, and drives out his enemy, 

having 
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having mlcd nineteen years, he died, to whom fuccceded his fon Ftoren- Att.ChnjlL 
tins the fourth a he was father to William King of the Romans, and to Mar- 
garet , who had at one birth 3 6 5. children , he was impioyed with the * 2 7 
Dukes of Brabant and Cleve, by the Pope and Emperour, to fupprefs the Hea¬ 
then Idolatrie that was begun to fpread in thole parts 5 He was killed in a 
Torneament by Claremont anus. To whom fuccceded William the fecond his 
fon, being fix years old. His Prote&or was Otbo his Uncle Bifhop of V- 1 2 3 5 * 
tricht. The Earl on his wedding-day was like to be burned with his wife, for 
the houfe took fire fuddenlv, fo that it was burnt down, with divers in it, and 
10 much Plate and Jewels. A Dout twenty years of age, Freder/V^the fecond be¬ 
ing excommunicate, he accepts the Imperial Crown * he removed his Court 
from Harlem to the Hague, and built the Palace there: He had Wars with the 
Flandrtans about the Ifle Walacria of Zeland', which they claimed as their 
Ifland * A battel is foueht,in which the Flemings were overthrown, drowned 
and (lain. After this, Charles of Anjou, brother to King Lewis of France, renews 
the quarrel in behalf of the Flemings, having received Hanonia as a reward 
for his afiiftance, but William drove him out thence $ and then a peace is 
made with Flanders. After this, being at Vtricht, he is wounded in the head 
with a done which was flung at him, for the Frijrans, and thofe of Vtricht ha- 
aotedhim$ and as he was making an Expedition againft the Frijlandcrs, who 
had rebelled, he and his horfe were both drowned, the ice breaking under 
them * and being found, was cut in pieces by the Frijlandcrs: He had been 1255, 
King of the Romans feven years. To nim fucceeded Florentius the fifth* in his 
minority' were great troubles between Holland and Vtricht 5 asfoonas he was 
of age, he made an Expedition againft the Frijlandcrs in revenge of his fathers 
death 5 thofe he fubdued 5 about which time many Towns of Frijland were 1 2 g - 
drowned byan inundation : Then alfo was Zeland united to Holland by mar- 
riageofC»y the Earl of Flanders daughter with Florentius : He was one of 
thofe Competitors with BaUiol for the Crown of Scotland, being defeended 
50 from Ada wife to Florentius the third, and daughter of Henry Prince of Scot - • 
land , but by the advice of King Edvard, he fold his Title for a fumme of 
money: he had wars with the Flemings, and for making peace with France he 
was murthered (as was faid.) To him fucceeded John the firft his fon, whofe 
prote&ion the Earl of Cleve undertook 5 but he was put out of this Office, by 
'John Earl of Ha?inonia . About this time great troubles fell out between Hoi- 
land and Vtricht. Middle burg alfo in Zeland was befieged by the Flandrians . 

The young Earl of Holland having married King Edxrardt daughter of Eng- 
was much carried away by his Favourite Wolfardus, who caufed him to in¬ 
fringe the Liberties of Dort, upon which arofe a Civil War : Dort will not 
40 lofe her priviledges} therefore the Earl befiegeth it, but is beat off with lofs. 

Wolfardus is fo hated by the people, that they hanged him by a long rope out 
of a high window, where he was impriloned, difgracefully abufing and 
wounding his body. The Wcjl-frijlanders being wearied with a continual 1298, 
war, fubmitted to Holland, . which overthrew their Caftles, and feifed upon 
half their goods. After this, the Earl died, not without fufpition of poy fon, 
to whom (becaufe he wanted ifiue) fucceeded lohn of Hannonia, fon of King 
Williams filter. , ; 

About this time the Switzers or Helvetians began to Cantonize themfelves* 
they for their good fervice. in Italy againft the Sarazens, were permitted by 
- c the Pope and the Emperour Ludovic, fon to Charles the Great, to live after 
their own Lawes* which liberty they enjoyed till Italy and the neighbouring 
Countries were dift ratted by the Gnelphs and GibeH/ncs *, then Barbarojjk took 
them into the proteftionot the Empire} but when theHoufeof Aujlria be¬ 
gan to opprefs them, and infringe their Laws, they revolted, and vindicated 1307. 
their ancient Liberties, which they maintain to this day. The three Cantons 
that firft revolted, were SBvte ( whence all the left arc called Switzers ) Vry. 

Ee and 
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AnJChrijti. and Vnderval, which with Lucerne, Zngh, and Sokerre retain the CatholikeRc- 
UW ligion 5 but Eribnrg, Bajtl, Bernk, Zurich, and Sch.iffowL are Calvinifts * the o- 
ther two, Glark and Appentzel profeisboth Religions.

Chap. V. 

i. T heaffairrof Germany under Adolphus , Albertus, Henry tlse feventh, io 
and Ludovico/ Bavaria. 2. 7 he affairs of Sicily, Naples, Florence, Rome, 
and Millain, and other parts of Italy, with the adjacent Countries, from the year 
1298. till 1347. 

A Dolphtts of Najfovia, Kinfman to Gerhard Bifhop of Mentz, is by his means 
declared Em perour: Count Palathie i\ood for Albertus of Aujlria, but 
could not prevail,and was hated for this ever after by the Bifhops Fa&i- 
on, whofe creature Adolphus was *, he to ftrengthen him felt in the Empire,de- 
fircs to marry his fon to Albertus the Andrian , which motion is rejc&ed*^ 
whereupon a war is railed between Adolphus and Albertus , both for this re- 
pulfe, and becanfe the Emperourhad bought the Principality of Thuringia. 
with the money which he received of King Edward of England, upon hope 
that he would afiift him and Guy of Flanders againft the French* but ho 
failed both * wherefore both (having made peace with the French) became 
his enemies. The German Pr inces feonied that their Emperor lhould become 
a mercenary Souldier to the Enghjh Kingdome* and the Thnringiansft ormed 
that they fhould be bought and fold. Albertus of Auflria (hewed that he had 
reafon to ferve the French, if the Em perour would abafe himfelf to ferve the 
Enghfh : Hereupon forces are raifed agtiriftAdolpbus, whom the fame Bifhop 
of Aleut z that made him Emperour, depofeth, and fetteth up againft him 
Albert of Aujlria, with whom the Princes joyn * Onely the Duke of Bavaria, 
and Kodolpbus Count Palatine, who was fon-ift-law to Adolphus , adhered to 
1298. him. Neer Spira the battel js fought* Adolphus too haftily with his Horfe, 
before the Foot came up, fell upon the Auftrians, who had the advantage of 
the ground and Suns The Adolphians are defeated, and Adolphus himfelf 
wounded in the eye, and beat'down from his horfc* whom as he was riling 
again from the ground, Albertus runs into the neck, and kills him, the eighth 
year of his Em pire * he was buried at Spire. 

Pope Boniface the eighth, who fpeakingthrough a long Cane in the wall, 40 
had made Celejiine lay down his Pontificat, endeavoured to make peace be¬ 
tween the French ana Arragonians,perfwadingjf4AW/ to reftore Sicily to Churls 
the Lame * but Frederic 4 , brother to James, came in the interim with a Fleet 
from Spain into Sicily, and is falutcd King by the people. When James was 
dead, Robert, fon to Charles the Lame, came over into Sicily, and took Catana * 
but the Sicilians, whofavotired the Spaniards more then the French, in a Sea- 
fight defeat Thilip, the brother of Robert, whom they took and bnprifoned. 
Frederic^ recovers in a fhort time both Sicily and Calabria in Hetrnria . The 
Genuois were fo incenfed againft the Vifans, that they funk great (hips in the 
mouth ofthe River, to hinder their Navigation: About which time, there 
were fuch fearful Earth-quakes, that the Pope being at Mafs, was forced to^ 
givcofF, and run out ofthe Church into afmall Cottage, fearing the earth 
would open $ then alfo appeared a Comet. The Gibelhnes and Guelphs now 
raged in Italy, but under newnames, of Whitcand Blacky the Gibelhnes were 
named White, whom the \Floreutnses drove out oft hpr City, with Dantes 
the Poet. The Pope, to be out of danger, removed his Seat to .Evenion 
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in France, which Clement the fixth bought; the Italian affairs he committed to An.ChriJli. 
the care of three Cardinals * the Popes abode in France was feventy years, in 
which time divers Schifmcs were in the Churchyhc Italia ns chooting a Pope of 
their Nation, and the French of theirs. This time the Italians called the feven¬ 
ty years Captivity of BabeU 

Albert vs having (lain Adolphus, is made Emperour * fuch was the concourfe 
of people to fee him, that the Duke of Saxony was fqueezed to death with 
theprefs. He reconciled himfelf with Otto Duke of Bavaria , whofe llnkle he 
had killed: But this friendftiip lafted not long, for Otto being ccl'ed to be 
10 King of Hungary fell upon Syria*, but fhortly after, Otto is by the Hungarians 
baniftied. Alberts# defires to be confirmed by the Pope in his Empire, which 
Boniface refuted to do, (hewing by the Crown on his head, andthefword by 
his fide, that he was both Pope ana Emperour himfelf* yet ftiortly after in ha¬ 
tred of Philip the Fair,he declared him Emperor,and withall conferred on him 
the title of France: but Philit to elude the Popes fury,beftowcd in marriage his 
daughter Blanca upon Ralph Alberts Son-,th'isAlbert made his Son Ralph King of 
Bohemia,IVrnccfiaus the feventh being in a tumult (Jain in Moravia*, but Ralph in 
the very beginning of his Reign,was murthered in his chamber*/*?/^ Duke of 
Carinthia , and Son in law to Wenceflaus the fixth, having feized on the King- 
20 dome, not withftanding that Frederic^ Alberts other Son was elc&ed King by 
the Peers. Albert had wars with Qtto of Bavaria , whom Conradus Biftiop of 
SaltsburgaGtiicd^iuH withall foendangered the Emperors life with a poyfoned 
cup, that had he not vomited presently, he had dyed5 yet he never 
throughly recovered. Afterward the fame Emperor was (lain, and cut in 
peeces by means of the Duke of Carinthia , whilft Albert was making war 
againft Frederickpf Myfia, which Country he aimed at, as being a convenient 
inlet to Bohemia. This Frederick was Son to Albert Earle of ihnringh,* wicked 
man, who would have murthered his wife, daughter to Frederick the fecond, 
Empetorjbeing animated thereto by a harlot whom he doted on: Alberts Lady 
3 ° fled to favc her life,and as (he kitted her Son Fredericki in her flight, whom (he 
bore to this Albert , in her paffion flic bit his cheek, the mark whereof he ftill 
retained. Dietricas Mnrauefs of Myfia, Alberts brother, commiserating this 
difconfolate Lady, gave her entertainment, and made her Son Frederick, his 
heirto Myfia, at which Albert the Father ftormed,and caufcd this his Son to be 
imprifoned a whole year, till by the favour of his Keepers who pitied his cafe, 
he was let go. After this his Father Albert dyed miferably. Frederick, fubdued 
all his enemies at lafl, and among the reft Albert the Emperor, and fo obtained 
both theEarldome of Thuringia, , and the Marquifat of Myfia, The Emperor 
v/as fet uponfirftby John his brothers Son, whom he had removed for his 
4 °loofelife from the government of Suevia . This John gave the firft blow, 
thrufting his Dagger in the Emperors throat* after him came others who clave 
his head in the middle, and others gave him divers wounds in the breaft 3 he 
dyed the tenth year of his Empire. 1308* 

Albertsss being dead, Philip the Fair of France was now in hope to be Em*- 
peror, having the Pope within his Dominions* wherefore by his brother 
Charles Valoife , he raifeth an Army: but the Pope confidering how dangerous 
the tranflation of the Empire might prove to the Italian Princes, fends fe-j 
cretly to the (even Elc&ors to haften the eleftion of a German Emperor, which 
was done accordingly* and Henry Earl of Lncelburg was chofen upon the com** 

50 mendationsof his brother Baldwin Archbilhopof Trevers*, the Pope by his 
Legats declares him Emperor, conditionally that within two years he would 
repair to Italy, and there compofethe long differences with which it was al- 
moft ruined : he to that purpofe fets himfelf, but firft refolves to fettle 
Germany * therefore he confirms Frederick, the Sonne of Albert in his 
poffeffion of Auftria, conditionally that he would refign his right in 
Bohemia, which when he had affented to, the Emperor by confent of the 
4 Ee a Elc&ors 
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Art.ChrjJii. El eft or s, depofcd Hcnrj the Corinthian , and made his own fon John King, by 

marrying him to Elizabeth the daughter of Wencefiaus the eldcft,andnecce to 
Ralph the Emperor. Henry after this , compofed the wars of AfyJ/a or Myfina 9 
fo that Frcdirickjhou\d content himfelf with Thuringia and M \jjra 9 and ftiould 
leave the lower Lufatia to the Bohemians: fo Germany being quieted, he raifeth 
an Army for Italy? but firft he performs the Funeral ceremonies to Albert and 
Adolph , whofe bodies he tranflated to Spire 9 and declared all thofe to be 
Traitors who had a hand in the murthcr of Albert , all which dyedmi- 
• ferably. 

In Italy moft of the Cifalpin Cities had changed their Govemours * the Sea - 10 
tigers had feifed on Ferro na , the Valerius on Mantua 9 the Carrarians on radua y 
the Venetians on Ferrara , and the Florentines on rijlorjvm * in MiUainthc Turn- 
ans chief of the Guclpbs under Guido had fupprelied the Gibellins , and driven 
out thence Matthew the Vifcount , who complains to the Emperor ; being on 
his march towards M illain 9 he rcftorcs them both to their ancient patrimony 
andfetsthe City at liberty* but becaufe Henry placed Matthew on his right 
hand, and Guido on his left , as he was going to receive his iron Crown , Guido 
raifeth a tumult in the City which had indangered the Emperor, but that 
Matthew fuddenly railed all his friends, and by the help of the German forces 
fell upon the Tttrrianr , and drove them out of the City * the charge of which 20 
was folely committed to Matthew. Cremona , rhacenz*a ? rarma , Vapi& 9 and 
Brixium , who favoured the Gttclphs , were reduced by C<efar 7 to whom the Crc- 
mom an s with ropes about their necks acknowledged their fault, and paid their 
Fine. Brixium Mo was punifhed with a mulft, and demolition of their walls* 
and one Theobald who had caufed them to rebel, was torn in pceccs by 
horfes. 

Lombardy and other places being fetled, Henry goeth for Genua , and from 
thence by Sea to P//>, the Army he fent by land towards Rome 9 where the two 
families of the Vrjini and Column1 for three months together skirmilhed daily, 
that the ftreets ran with blood* Robert King of Apulia fon to Charles the lame, 3 ° 
aided the VrJtns againft the Gibellins who ftood for Csefar , and ftrove to keep 
him out of the City, but the Column} prevailed and brought him in, where he 
^ was crowned the third time with much difficulty and rcluftancy of the Car- 
0 ** dinal Legats. Cdjar after his Coronation made haftcout of that turbulent 

City, and fatal to the German Emperors : he made a League with Frederic^ of 
Sicily 9 who then had war with Robert of Apulia : the Florentines with the Bo- 
noniansf erroriansjmd ocher Cities held out againft the Emperor,who burned 
their fields and provifion, that they might for want be forced to yeeld the 
fooner: He fummoneth Robert to appear and anfwer to his accufations,but he 
icfufcd to come, and fo is condemned of Treafon and Rebellion,his Arms arc 40 
tom,and his right and name of King taken away. This fentence Pope Clement 
Ihortly after repealed, as may be fecn in his Conftitutions called Clementine 
fet forth by his fucceflor John the 3 3. Henry having laid fiege to Florence , and 
preparing to go againft Robert upon the invitation of the Neapolitans , is poy- 
fonerd by one 'Bernard a predicant Friar, being hired thereto by the Floren¬ 
tines * the murtherer f who poy foned the cup^, or as fome fay the Sacramental 
1 3 1 3 - bread, was flia'd alive. Henries body two years after his death was tranflated to 
Tift: the Florentines in thee battels were defeated by the Pifons 9 who ftood for 
C^/Wrand the Gibellins * wherefore the Legats ana King Robert, offended at 
this fucccfs, give their afliftance to the Guelphs 9 v/hok Army Matthew Vifcount 50 
of M illain defeated: Hereupon he is excommunicated by Fafco the Cardinal, 
and Legate to the Pope* yet his fons had good fuccefs againft theC?/*//>A/,not- 
withftanding the aid they had of the Neapolitans under Robert , of the 
French under rbilip Valoife , and of the Germans under Henry Duke of 
A ujlria. 

John aftenhis fathers death raifed an Army, and confirmed the Cacfarian 

forces 
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forces in Jtalv : He enlarged alfo Bohemia by the addition of Lufati and a Au.Chrifth 
great part or Silejias which Country lying between Poland and Bohemia , fell 
off from both, and made themfelves frees but having abufed their freedoms 
with inteftine broils, the Bohemians fubdued them : This John was afterward 
killed in the battel of Crefsyjn which Were flain alfo Charles Valoife ,and thirty 
thoufand French . 

, After thedeath of Henry the feventb, the Empire wanted an head fourteen 
months,becaufeof the rent among the Elcftors* lor the Biftiop of Mewtearid of 
Treves with the Marquefs of Brandenburg flood for Ludovic of Bavaria * but 1 3 * & 
10 the Biftiop of Cclen, the Palfgrave> and Duke of Saxony , were for Frederic 4 of 
Auftria : both were crowned* Ludovic at Aix the ordinary place, by the Biftiop 
oiMentz, and Trevers , whofe office was not to confecrate* Frederick Bonn ox 
which was not the ordinary place of Coronation, by the Biftiop of C olen, 

Whofe charge it was to confecrate the defied Emperor: the King of Bohemia 
with his rafting voice, conferred the right title on Ludovic * yet to avoid jars, 
theElcdors, by the Popes advice, were content that both (houldbe called 
Emperors, arid both equally rule together, as of old, M. Antonins and L.Verus 9 
Valentinian and Vakns , Grattan and iheodofius , with many others, reigned to¬ 
gether as Colleagues. Ludovic thruft his brother Ralph the Palfgrave out of his 
2 0 inheritance, becaufe he preferred Frederick to him* This Ralph afterwards 
dyed in FngUnd . But thefe two Emperors could not agree* Germany is divided 
into two faflions, which Jaft eight years* thefe troubles were prefagedby a 
Comet,and accompanied with famine and mortality: five feveral battels were 
fought* the two greateft were, that at FJling in Suevia % which was befieged by 
Frederick for adhering to Ludovic * in this conflift many of the Nobility were 
flain and taken on both fidcs, for the viflory inclined to neither, however the 
liege was raifed. The other great battel was fought near Muldorjfe in Bavaria ,, 
which Frederick, had invaded with ten thoufand Hungarians , and twenty 1 3 
thoufand A ujirians : Ludovic meets him with thertrength of Bohemia ^ and 
the neighbouring parts* great daughter is committed on both fides* at laft the 
Hungarian i arc forced to give ground, and though the A uftrran horfe held out 
a while longer, yet they yeeld at length * Frederick. with his brother Henry are 
taken prifoners* three years was this Emperor detained a prifoner, then was 
fet at liberty, conditionally that he would be content with the bare title of 
Emperor whilfl he lived, butlhouldnotnot meddle with the Government, 
nor enter into Italy : Seven years after he dyed, his brother was releafed by 
reftoringof fomeTownsana Forts in Moravia , which in this Warthe A*- 
firians had taken from the Bohemians . 

After this viftoryqf Ludovic , Pope Johnx\tt2i. or 23. accufeth him for 
ip aiding Galcacius of Millain againft the Guelphs , and for exercifing his Emperial 
right without the Popes confirmation* his anfwer was, that#s toon as he was 
defied, hewastoadminifter jurtice, and to defend Gahacius , who hada juft 
caufe* upon th\s Ludovic is condemned by the Pope as an heretick, and the 
fentence declared againft him at A venion , for maintaining that thepope was 
not to meddle with fecular affairs. Leopolds brother to Frederick ■ , who came 
not in time to aid him, doth much hurt in Klfatia and Helvetia , afterward he 
became mad and dyed, jfota King of Bohemia^ and Charles King of Hungary , ' 
with Otto Fredericks other brother over-run A ujlria * fhortly after Otto dyed, 
and fo did Frederick „ being confumed by a LoVe-potion. Four years after the t $ $ 0* 

50 viftory, Ludovic marcheth into Italy to eftablifti the Gibel/inf ,afhon 5 the chief 
of which were Gahacius and his four brothers, John t M ark 9 Luchin , and 
£ttttf/*,Vifcounts of Millainyhe fons ofM itthew. Galeacius had taken Placenta 
from Klbertus Scotus: noon this, King Rohert^the Pope , and the Florentines , 
who had been mclefted by Caftmcius , a great friend of the Galeae}i , entred 
Into a League, with whom the French King joyned, in hatred to the Emperor, 
to re-eftablifh the Guelphs in Italyythc Gtfolirts underftanding that Philip Valois 
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An.cbrijh. and his Confederates were railing Forces againft them, they befeech the Em- 

WV peror to haften into Italy , who did fo $ he was met at Verona by Mark, , who 
complained of his brother , that he did afliimc the folc command 

over Milan:, infringing their liberties. This accufation Lndovic put off, till a 
more convenient time: in the interim he goeth to Milain , where he is pom- 
poully received by Galcacius, and in the Church oiS.Ambrofe receives his Iron- 
crown from the Bifhop of Aretrn a great Gibellifie. Here was prefent at that 
time Cat us Scaligcr , with a thoufand Horfe and fome Foot-companies, to wait 
on the Emperor ^ who having heard his accufation and Marks againft Gale- 
anus , underftanding alfo that the would pay his Army, if their Re- io 

publike might be free,and having intercepted fome Letters of Galeaei us enter¬ 
taining Correfpondency with the Pope, he puts him with Luchin and John his 
brothers, his ion Actius, and fome others in clofe prifon , Then were chofen 
four and twenty men out of every T ribe or Ward to rule the Commonwealth; 
And fo having left Mont fortius with fome German forces to guard the City; 
Ludovic pafleth into Hetrnria , and fo to Rome , where he complains to the 
Cardinals and Senate of the wrongs done him by Pope John 77 . withall he 
makes one Veter Corbarius a Francifcan, Antipopc, by whom he and his wife 
1328. Margaret Lady of Holland and Frijland , arc crowned in the Vatican . But no 

fooner had Lndovic left the City, when this poor Anti pope ( called now Nico- 70 
laus 5.) is by Boniface Earl of Prfa apprehended, laid in irons, andfenttothe 
Pope at Avenion^ where he ended his dayes in mifery. 

About this time the Emperor takes C admins Duke of Luca out of prifon, 
and beftows honours on him$ at whole requeftthe Vicounts are reftored. 

But all this could not fecurethe Emperor in Itah $ for he found them, upon 
the Popes difpleafure, to fall from him 5 belidcs, Rome had received King 
Robert of Naples , his forces in Germany were defeated, the Catti and Saxons 
had revolted} And fearing an Italian fig or pill, makes hafte awayinto Ger¬ 
many ^ where having aflembled the Peers, he makes confefsion of his faith, as 
hchaddone at Rome before the Cardinals, and complains of the Popes inju-30 
ftice.and tyrannie, ddiring the continuance of their allegiance to him: withall 
he ufeth tne beft means he could to be reconciled to Pope Bcneditf the ninth, 
Johnrfacccftor', whofenthim word, that he could not abfolvehim, being 
hindered by the Kings of lr<nce and Naples . Lndovic , to be revenged on 
the French king, who follicited the Pope to make him Lieutenant of Italy^ 
joins hiinfelf in league to King Edward of England , to the great prejudice of 
trance , which was wafted by their forces. Wherefore the French King cun¬ 
ningly got the Emperors wife to take him off from the Englijb , alluring him 
by oath and promife that he would reconcile him to the Pope, which he did 
not: He procured alfo John King of Bohemia to forfakc him, who with a great 40 
Army enters Ita pretending that he went to fettle the troubles of Lombardy , 
where the Lieutenants or Vicounts of thofe cities which Ludovic had left to 
their government ftrove for the dominion of them. King fuddenly fei- 
feth upon Brixia , Civwena, Vapia 9 and divers other cities 5 whereupon the 
Gnelpbs and Gibellines (being affrighted at this fucceflc, and fearing left Philip 
Valon and the Pope had confpirea with King John to fubdue all the Italian 
cities, and to divide the dominion amongft them) of long enemies became 
now li iends,and enter into league againft John , whom they defeated at Ferrara 
and drove him out of Italy 3 yet he retained Varma^Rcginm^ and M ntina^ which 
be committed to his Son Charles. 50 

Ludovic having conferred the Dukedome of Corinthia upon the Anflrian , 
which King John hoped (hould have been given to his f n in right of his wife, 
the daughter of Henry of Carmthia $ he declares himfclfan open enemy to 
Lndovic , and joyns with France , where he loft his life. Pope Clement the fixth 
who fucceeded Benedttf , renews the fentcnce of Excommunication, delivered 
by Pope John againft Ludovic, and urges the Eicftorsto choofe another Em- 

perours 
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perour'* and bebaufe theBllhop ofhenii Would not call the Princes togc- An.ChriJli . 
therforariew Eleftion, neisfirft fexcbthrtiunicatcd, and then depofed, and 
/another Bifhop put in his p lace , but the Ele&ot of Trevkrs, who had been Lt<- 
dovicks chiefCourtfellor and fupporter, fell off from him, and encouraged 
Charles Prince of Bohemia to undertake the Empire: The like did the Duke 
of Saxon. The new Btfhop of Mentz aflembleth the Princes. Charles Marqiiefs 
of Moravia (whole Font-name was Wencejlaus^ but afterward called Chark s by 
Charles the French King, Who had ihhrfted this Bohemians Aunt) King johr/s 
fon is ele&ed, dnd is conveyed to Aix to be crowned 5 but the City "denied 
1 6 him entrances wherefore he is, by thb^ifhop of Colen 7 crowned at Bonn*, a 
Town upon the Rhine ncer Colen : Notwithftanding’thut Lttdovic , by con- 
feffion of his faith, had refelled the Herefiesobjeftcd againft him, and had 
ftraightly charged, upon pain of profeription, that none fhould obey the 
Popes Orders, nor leave offperforming of Divine Service, bccaufe of his Ex- 
communications. The French King did labour to reconcile the Pope and 
Emperour, but in vain 5 for the Pope would notabfolvc him, except he 
would openly confcfs his Herefie?, refign his Imperial Crown, and hold it bf 
him j which L ndovic refufed, affirming, that though ho had h is Confccration 
from the Pope,yet the right of the Empire was not in him, but in the Electors^ 

20 but Lkdovic died the next year after this new Ele&ion, by a fall from his horfe 
as he was hunting,or rather by poifon,which he could not vomit up,therefore 
he thought by riding and agitation of his body to difpd its but the poifon 1 ^ 
was fo ftrong, that it put him into a Convulfion fit, in which he fell from his ^ 
horfe. fie reigned 50. feme fay 33. years* his wife Margaret, daughter to 
William the third of Holland, wcnttotdke pollcflionof that Province fallen 
to her by the death of her brother William the fourth, killed by the Fr//- 
landers. 

About this time* the Florentines being opprefled by CaftMitls and th'cir 
own civil difcords, yielded themfolves to Charier Duke of Calabria ,• fon to Ro- 
30 King of Naples. Ludoliic Gonzagx invaded the Dominion bf Mantua, ha¬ 
ving kilted Pdflerinhs Lord thereof. Catos Scaliger, Lord of Verona, having ta¬ 
ken in Padua, and 'Tarvijsum, from the Carrarii , died, whofe fon Majihiut fuc- 
ceeded. Gakacius alfo died with grief, having loft his fathers Princi palicy by 
Cafirutius Duke of Luca, and Lora of rife and Pifiorinm * whom the Pope ex¬ 
communicated, as he was riding in triumph into Luca for his Vi&ory over F/- 
fiorinm, upon Which he died with grie£ and his children ftript of their inheri¬ 
tance by tnb fcmpefour, who had for Cafirutius fake incurred the Popes dif- 
pleafure.. Majlinus Scaliger to his fathers inheritance added Vicetia , Brixia i 
Bergomus, Varma^ and Lk&z, dnd aimed alfo at Venice, which was his undoings 
4 ° for the Venetians took from him Padna and Tarvifsnm . Luchinas the Vicount 
ftript him of Brixia and Bergomus . Bencdift the eleventh fends his Lcgat to pa¬ 
cific the tumults in Kobse, where by his command FPanels Petrarch the Poet is 
carried in pomp to the Capitol, ana there crowned with Bayes. He confirmes 
Scaliger with the other Princes in their tote purchafcd Dominions .* but a dan¬ 
gerous war afofe between the Florentines and Pijans, in which Florence was 
like to befiirprited by Valter 9 Duke of Athens , who was font by Robert King of 
Naples to affift them * for he undertaking to fettle things, was made Protector 
By theRepublike, but he made hiirrfelfabfolute Lord ^ whereupon the Bi- 
(hop of Florence raifetJi the people againft him, who both drove him out of 
50 the City, and the Nobility with hirti. ' — - # . • 

The KingdomeofN^y at this time Was in great trouble* for King Robert l 3 44 - 
the fon of Char Us the Latme, dying without iflue male, marfieth his Neece 
Joan by his fon Charles, who was dead, to Andrew King Charles of Hnngarics 
youngfftfon, and makes him his Succeflor* but he not being able to fatisfie 
ner unfatiablc luft, was by her means ftrangled, and then marricth with Ludo- 
vic the Prince of Tarentums (on, and her Coufin-german, who had more right 
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An.chrijli, to the Kingdomc then the other. Hereupon LudovfcK.ofHungary 9 to revenge 
w~v^v-> his brother Andrews death, marcheth into Apulia with a great Army, at whofc 
approach Ludovic with his inceftuous wife and parricide fled} andfohefei- 
fccton the Kingdomc. Shortly after, the Hungarian having fetlcd Naples 9 re¬ 
turns home. 1 he Tarentine with his wife,being in Marjiles, repair to the Pope 
at A vinton, who buyes this City of them, and re-eftablifh them in the king- 
dome. Not long after the Tarentine d ieth, and his’wife marrieth with James 
the Arragonian, Duke of Calabria , whom {he within a while cafts oft, and 
marrieth with Otto of B rnnjwicy and adopts L ewis of Anjou , brother to Charles 
the fifth of France , fon of king John. Pope Vrban the fixth being offended at io 
the levity of this woman, invites Ludovic of Hungary to repoflefs Njpfe/,which 
he refufed, becaufc of his age 3 but fends Charles the fon of Lewis of Dyrrachi - 
nn/y and husband to Margaret y Joans fitter, who fuddenly enters Italy before 
Anjou was rcady,dcfeats Otto of Brunfwicky and imprifons him 3 and Joan 9 who 
had yielded her felf, by his command is ftifted with a pillow held on her face. 
Three years after Otto efcaped out of prifon, and recovers Naples 3 but fhortly 
after died. Lewis of Anjou , by the help of Clement the feventh, raifed 30CCO. 
men, with which he makes war ngainft Charles two years together, takes in 
'larentiwiy with fomc other places, and was like to carry the whole kingdomc 3 
but being f>oifoncd by a draught of infetted water, died 3 and fo the Army, 
and withall the kir gdome fell to Charles without blood-fhed, who ftiortly af r 
ter is called back into Hungary againft Sigipmtndy where he is treacheroufly 
killed by the Queen widow. His fon Ladijhins took Rome twice, being divi-i- 
ded into factions. Againft him, Alexander the fifth, and the Florentines call in 
Lewis of Anjouy fon to the former, who defeats Ladijlaus 3 but afterward An¬ 
jou was worfted, and the Florentines forced to make peace on difadvantagious 
tcarms. Ladijlaus is poifoned at Rome 3 to him fucceedcd his After John in the 
kingdome, who adopted Alphonjusy king Ferdinands fon of Arragon y and after¬ 
ward dif-inherited him,(he promifeth tnc kingdomc to Lewis of ^///^grand¬ 
child to the firft Lewis ; Hereupon a war is raifed between Alphonjus, and g 0 
LewiSy in which Alphonfus at laft got the vittory, and left the pofleffion of the ' 
kingdome to his bafe fon Ferdinand. Lewis y by Joans confent, makes his, bro¬ 
ther Renat us Heir to the Crown 3 but (he dy ing,he loft his right. His fon John 
was defeated at Troy. Retutus the father conferred his right upoabis brother 
Charles his fon, who was onelyleft alive of the ftockof Anjou 3' he left his 
right by will to Lewis the 11. of France. Charles the eighth, the fon of 
Lewis y fey claiming his Right, occafioncd great wars between Arragon and 
France. , , . . \ 

Romcy in the Popes abfencc, is torn in funder by the Colunmii and Vrjini. 
One Nicholatts a Scrivener did fo infinuatc himfelf into the foolifli multitude, 40 
by his wit, that he made them bcleevc they might recover the Cities ancient 
Monarchy, by adhering to him 3 whereupon he took upon him the Titles of 
AuguJhiSy Severusyind Clemens 3 then feifeth upon the Capitol 3 multitudes both 
of the City, and abroad, adhere to him : he fends his Edi&s to the Italian 
Princes to fubmit thcmfclvcs to him 3 he fends to the Pope to repair into the 
City within the prefixed time of a year, or elfe to lofe his Pontificat 3 he com¬ 
mands the feven Ele&ors, and other Princes of German) to wait on> him,6r elfe 
he would proceed againft their contumacy 3 but the next year this Qiort-lived 
Emperour was by the Popes forces driven out of Rome and Itaiy 9 apd after¬ 
ward being apprehended, was fern in chaincs to the Pope. About this time 
thePeftilcnce k> raged through Europe that it fwept away the tHird part of 
mankind: The Jews were accufed fwa burned for infefting the $pnngsi

A Fter the death of Andronicusfenior the (on of Michael , the Valdutlogi be- 1332. 
gan to reign at Byzantium, which race continued 121. years. Androni¬ 
cus junior having (as is already faid) depofed his Grandfather, reigned - * 
eight years, and left John Cantacuzenus Tutor to his two fons, John PaUologus 1 3 d 
and Manuel. Sixteen years after Cantacuzenus was driven out, 2nd John PaU- 
ologus reigned feven and twenty years, whofe fucceflor was Manuel \ he rtiledt 
foflr and thirty years, to whom fuceeded his fon John feven and twenty years, 
whofe Succeflor was Confiantine the eighth and laft, for in the eight year of 
his reign Conjlantinoplc was taken by the Turks. 

20 Cantacuzenus, for his ambition in aiming at the Empire, is banifhed$ where^ 

upon he raifed an Army, with which he vexed John,and his Mother a widow, 
five years together, at laft took Byzantium by treachery, and made himfelf 
Emperour, and John his Colleague, on whom he beftowed his daughter in 
marriage^ but he difliking his father-in-laws greatnefs, fled to Tenedos to 
raife Forces againft him* and procured Francis Catalufcus the Genuan to affift . 
him, for whofe fervice he gave him the Ifle Lesbos with M itylene, which his * 5 
poftcrity held till Alahumet the iecond. Cantacuzenus in the interim enters 
into league with the Venetians, Catalanians , and King of Sicily againft the 
Genuois. A war is begun, the Gcnuois in a Sea-fight at Scutari, between By- 
30 zantium and Chalcedon, get the Viftory, under Auria Admiral of their Fleet} 
but the next year the Genuois at Corffca are overthrown by rifanus the Venetiast 
who funk one and forty of their Gallies. After this Auria renewes his Fleet, 
and fights rifanus necr reloponnefus 9 defeats and takes him prifoner with* 5000. 
more, whom he carrieth in triumph into Genua. Upon this Cantacuzenus re¬ 
mits the Empire to his cldeft fon Andronicus, and (huts himfelf up in a Mona- 
ftery. His youngeft fon Manuelhe makes Defpot, and Governour of Sparta in 
Laconia: His daughter he had married before to Orchanes the Turkj, but An¬ 
dronicus is driven out of his Empire by PaUologus, and flies to Rhodes, hoping 
to findc affiftancc of the great Mafter $ but failing of this he repaircs to 
40 his brother at P eloponnefus % where he (pent the reft of his life in pri¬ 
vate. 

1 John having obtained the Empire, or fhadowof it rather, went to Italy 
for afltftance, but being flighted there, returns to Byzantium and feeing he 
could not maintain himielf againft the Bulgarian and Servian Forces in 
Armes againft him, he makes a league with Amurathes , to whofe prote&ion 
hebothlubmits himfelfandKingdome, promifinga yearly tribute, for the 
payment whereof he delivers his youngdt fon 1 heodorus as hoftage: By this 
means the Greek Emperours became Vaflals to the Turk. John , in his 
abfence had made his cldeft fonne Andronicus Governour of the Em- 
pire 5 and his other fonne Emanuel , Ruler of T beffalonica* Andronicus was 
accufedof Treafon, asifhehadconfpired with Amurathes his fonne to kill 
the Emperour} therefore with fealding Vinegar his eyes were put out. 

Bajazet fent Theodorus into P eloponnefus, having put the Cantacuzeni to 
death. Blinde Andronicus, having recovered a little fight, complains of 
his father and brother to Bajazet , who thruft both the Father and the 
fonne into a dark Dungeon, and conferred the Empire on Andronicus 3 
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An.Chrijii. but three years after Emanuel efcapcd out of prifon, and by the help of Ri- 
jazet thruft him from Ills government, and fent him bound with his fon Johit 
to the Turks Court. 

Emanuel having profferred a yearly tribute of three millions of Crowns 
to btjazeL obtaines the Kingdome 5 he is enjoyned to deliver up Philadelphia 
which had been divers times befieged in vain,to give hoftage$,and to bind hiin- 
felf by oath toaid the Turks witli Auxiliariesupon all occafions. But not long 
after, John the fon of Andronicus accufcth his Uncle to btjazei 9 i and alienates 
him fo from Emanuel, that be befieged Br& antium^nd feeing he could not take 
it by force,rcfolves to gain it by faminesbut the fudden breaking in of Tamerlan jq 
the Scythian 1 diverted him from his enterprife. Enunncl intending for ifci/y 
to procure men and money of the Latine Princes againft the Turks, leaVes 
John the fon of Andronicus governour of the Kingdome in his abfence* 
for he was now out of the lurks favour, for complying fecretly with, his 
brother : Theodorus, the other brother, fearing left Bajazet would have taken 
iyzantinm , when he lay before it, fold Argos and Nauplium to the Venetians , 
and Sparta to the lihodians * But the Tiirkj afterward deftroyed Argos > and 
Sparta returned to the PaUologi. This Emanuel hadfeven fons, by his lurkifi 
wife, widow to the King of Trapeziwtnm * John hisfuccellour, Andronicus 
governour of ihcjfalonia, which he after fold to the Venetians, and (b in 20 
i'eloponefus obtained ASantin£a of his brothers. His third fori was Atichael^ 
the fourth 7 heodorus Prince of Peloponefns , he ftrovc with, his brother John 
for the Empire, choofing Amurathes for Arbitrator 5 the fifth Demetrius, He 
took from the Albans Pcloponnefus by the Turks help, for which he paid a 
yearly tribute of fifteen thoufand Crowns, at lad he yceldcd himfclf and 
Sparta to Ala hit met * The fixth Thomas, who after Byzantium was taken, 
and Pcloponnefus lofr, lived obfcurcly in Rome 5 The fcventll Con fan tint, fuc- 
cecdcdjohn in the Empire. * , < *r 

About ihefe times Greece was torn in pccces by the Venetians , Gchhojs, 
Neapolitans, Spaniards, Bulgarians , and Servians, or Triballians, everyone of 33 
thefc fnatching away a fhare of that wretched Country * not long after there- 
nctians lo ([Athens to Antonins the fon of Reinerins the Florentinc.'Thc widow of 
this Anthony after her husbands death, bought the Principality from Mahnmet, 
and filling in love with a Venetian Merchant ( who for her fake poyfoned his 
former wife) made him Prince, who being accufed by the Gentry o£ , Athens 
for Tyranny, is by Atahumet commanded to be flaih, and' his wife alfo, and 
then commands the Prefidcnt of T hejjaly to take pollelTion of Athens * which 
afterward, bccaufe of the often feditionsof the Citizcns,he deftroyed with its 
Tower, and fo endeth this famous City for Arts and-Arms,, having 
flourifhed from Solon to this Mahnmet two thoufand years : now.it is 40 
a poor Filher-town. Ihcodorus Emanuels fourth fcm kept out the Turks -by 
land from Pcloponnefus by building a wall in ifihmns reaching between 
the Ionian and JEgatan Seas, where flood the two Cities Corinth and.Mt- 
gara. * . . 1 * ?.-* Lr: 

• To Emanuel fuccccdcdhis eldcft fon John, whobeingftript of all power 
could aft nothing memorable; he went to thcCounccl of florence, and ftiottly 
after his return dyed, to whom fuecceded Conftantincthe feventh his youngeft 
brother. He had done good fervice againft the Turks before he was Emperor* 
but when Amurathcr had taken Heradca, he was forced to fubmit to the Con¬ 
queror, and to beat down the wall again of Pcloponncfus^ which afterward the 
Venetians fet up, but Mahnmet totally overthrew it. In him ended the Greek 
Empire, Byzantium being taken by Atahumet. ' I * 

/ The Turks, originally Schjtians , or Sarmatians, who had broke into Aft a 
through rhe Cafpian ftraits, and had ferved Hcraclrvt againft the Perfians who 
afteiward ferved the Verftans, and fubdued them, and withall received 
from their conquered fubjefts A/ahumctanifme: whom afterwards the Tartars 
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much weakned * but after their departure, the Turks recovered all that they An.Chrifii. 
had loft in Ajia, and much more, dividing themfelvcs into divers Tetraichics 
according to their Families, of which the four chief were, the Ajfimbei > Candc- 
lori 9 Caramanus 9 and dttomanus. The firft pofleffed Cappadocia with Armenia 
the leflef Theftcond had the Country Sinope about P ontuss The Carmans 
had Ctlicia, and the Ottomans BithiniaynA the Country about Olympus : but in 
time Mahumet the Ottoman fvyallowed up the Candelerians and G Iranians 
Countries , who fled to the Ajfimbeans for help $ of thefe came VJJumcaJfanet 
who fubdued the Kingdome of Perjta , and had long wars withthe Ottomans , 

10 as we (hall fee hereafter. The occafion of the quarrel were Hali and Homar 
the two Interpreters of M ahuntets AlcoranfThe Ottomans followed Hali 9 the reft 
Homar. The nrft Ottoman began to flourifh about the year 1300. and reigned 1 3 2 7 * 
twenty nine years 5 HewnsthefonofOrr/w£/*//>/, chief of theOgttcian family 
and was called Ottoman from a fmall Town of Galatia , named Ottomanzicum. * 

He took Natolia and Ancyra in Phrygia , Sinope in Galatia ,, where King M ithri- 
dates was bem and buried, and Scbaftia in Cappadocia , it is at this day called 
Siva * He fubdued alfo P rufta the Metropolis of B ythina 9 and there made his 
refidence, though fome adferibe this to his fon Orchanes. A little before his 
death, eight thoufand Turks brake into Europe , having pafled the HeUefpont 
20 and joyned themfclves with the C ataUani. Ottoman left three fobs 5, the 
youngeft Orchanes , (the other two brothers being (lain,) fuccecded. 

Orchanes fubdued Myjsa, Lydia , Lycaonia , VbrygiajLtid Caria 9 extending his 
conqueft to the HeUeJpont and Euxin fea, whilft Cantacuzenus 9 and the 
PaUotogi arc ftriving for maftery^ fome think he was (lain by an arrow at the 
liege of rrujsa, others that he was killed in a battell againft the Tartars , Some 
write he reigned two and thirty years, others but two and twent\\ To him 
fucceeded Amur at he s the firft, whofe elder brother Sdlyman , that firft of the 
Turks entred Europe with an Army, was dead ofa fall from his horfe, as he was 
courfing an Hare. This Amurathes overcame the TribaUians , enemies to the 
50 Greekj* andtookin diversTownsof Thracian multitudes of Chriftians fled 
into Adrianopolis 9 whom he befieged and took. Thendefirous to tranfport 
them into A/d, he wasadvifed by his Priefts to pick out every fifth man that 
was mofthandfome and found $ thefe were diftributed among the Turks to 
leam their difeipline and cxcrcifes, and after three years to be brought to die 
Port and made janifars , in which confifteth the Turkijh ftrength againft Chri- 
ftendome. He makes Adrianopolk the feat of his Kingdome. He plunders 
Macedonia ^and gives the booty to his Souldicrs > but uhderftahdingthaf the 
Myfsans and TribaUians had raifed a great Army againft him, wa$ refolved to 
reftore to the Greeks their Cities again, and to return into Ajsa 9 had not 
40 the Earthquake which overthrew the Walls of many Townes* invited 
the Turkes topofiefs them. He falls upon the TribaUi as they were^n drink, 
and fubdues them. Sufman King of Myfta 9 to pacific Amurathes , beftows 
his daughter on him, the other he marrieth to Andronirus the fon of 
1 ohn\ who became ftipendary and tributary to the Sifltan . After thir 
Amurathes fubdues the Govemours of Ajia who had revolted from him! 

Whilft he with John the Emperour wereabfent in Ajta 9 his f bnSanzes With 
Andronicus Johns fon, combine againft their Fathers, who Were rewarded 
both with the loflc of their eyes. Amurathes at laft fubdued j Lararus the 
Vefpot of Servia or TribaUi a , and put him in prifon : to revenge this 
50 wrong, afervantof Lazarus feining himfelf a fugitive, got accefsto the 
Sultan , whom prefently he run through with his fword$ and fo dyed 
Amurathes , after he had fought feven and thirty Battels, andireigned two 
and thirty years, fome fay but three and twenty. His fonne Bajazet fuc- 
cceded. 

Bajazet the firft, with ftrangling his brother Jagupe 9 begins his Reign: 
he enters with a great Army the Bulgarian and Servian Countries, called 
* * F f2 anciently 
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AnXhnJh. anciently Myfia and Tribal/ra , along Jjlbcr to the Pontic fea, and defeats 
j\{ arc us the Defpot with all the Nobility, and fo rangeth through lUiricnm ,> 
Macedonia, and Albania, even to Hungary without oppofition , driving thence 
multitudes of Chriftian^and infinite ftore of plunder. Shortly after, he over¬ 
runs ihejjaly and 1 brace , even to Eofp horns , then deftroyes the Suburbs of 
Byzantium, and fo affrighteth John raUologus , that he is forced to feek out aid 
of the F retzeh ^ Char let the fixth then reigning, fends John Earl of Hrvcrn his 
Coufin-gcrman, who afterward got the Dntchy of Burgundy with an Army to 
affift Sigifmnnd King of Hungary a gain ft the common enemy 5 divers Princes 
of France and Germany accompanied John. After they had joyned their 10 
forces with Sigifmnnd, they march through Servia , and obtained fome finall 
vi&ories by the way. Then they laid fiege to Wcopolis, which gave timeto 
Bajazet to arm himfelf, who having gathered together two hundred thou- , 
* fand, lent before eight thoufand light horfemcn, which the French fet upon, 
1396. and after them the Hungarians and Germans * but on a fudden they were en- 
compafled with the whole Turkjjb Army. The French firft go to wrack 5 the 
Hungarians feeing the Froze/* horfe returning without their Riders, betake 
thcmfelves to their hcd^Sigij'mnnd efcapcs to Byzantium in a GaWcyfjohn and 
divers others are taken, fome whereof were cut in peecesby Bajazet s com¬ 
mand 5 John with five others were ran loir cd for two hundred thoufand 20 
Crowns,which was paid by fames Prince of Mytilene . John upon his return or¬ 
dained the Order of the Golden-Fleece, in memory of hisbanifiiment in that 
Country where the Golden-Fleece was found by jafon, and where Peter and 
Andrew the Apoftles preached : Their garment is of crimfon Velvet, with a 
Mantle of the fame lined with white, and richly embroidered round about 
with a border of Flames and Fleeces 5 the Hood alfo is of crimfon Velvet, the 
Collar of gold, the Toifon or Fleece hanging thereat, either in memory of 
lafons, or of Gideon t Fleece. Some think this order was inftituted afterward 
by Philip Duke of 'Burgundy and Earl of Flanders in the year 1429. having a 
refolutien to conquer the Holy-Land. 3 ° 

Bajazet after this vi&ory returns to the fiege of Conjlantinople , which he 
was forced to give over, upon the entring of Tamerlan into Ajia, having 
four hundred thoufand horfe, and fix hundred thoufand foot. This, Tamerlan, • 
called by the Greeks Timy res, was a Citizen of Samarcanda Metropolis of the 
Z a gat ai ns in Tartary . He entring Ajia takesjn fome Towns of Armenia , and fets 
on fire Snltania called of old Tygranocerta fometime the feat of the Perjtan 
Kings. So having eroded Euphrates , he enters Cappadocia where he took 
Sebajlia now called Sttias, and in it put to death Orthobnles Bajazets fon. He 
caulcd his horfe to tread to death all the Captives, being innumerable. B ajazet 
with a great Army met him at mount Stella, where Pompy overthrew Mi- ^ 
thridates , at the foot of Antitaurus , a cruel battel is fought, in which a hundred 
1400. anJ forty thoufand were llain 5 B ajazet is taken, his horfe being fliot under 
him with many arrows, who being brought to Tamerlm was fhut up in a iron 
Cage, which was in derilion carried through Ajia, and made Tamerlani footftool 
when he took horferrhus was the murtherer of his brother ufed 3 and that cruel 
Butcher of Chriftians two years ago, when he defeated the French a ndHunga- 
runs. At laft perceiving how he was made the fcorn of the world, and forced 
to cat the feraps that were flung <from Tamerlans table like a dog, and. feeing 
liis Concubines abufed in his prefence, chiefly his beloved Wife, the daughter 
of Lazanis the Defpot, out of impatience dafhethout his brain&againflt the 50 
iron grates of his Cage , and fo dyed , being unwilling to be carried alive in 
triumph toSamarcanda* 

After this vi&ory Tamerlan haying palled over Taurus, enters Mefopotam/a, 
fubduing all before him even to the Syrian {c a. He defeated the Egyptian 
SultiMgnot far from Fclujium. All the Cities of Syria, even Dmitfeus at laft: 
yceldcd to, him*. Hiscuftome wastoprefentawhite Flag the fixftdaythac 
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the firft did figmfic mercy, thefecond pumfhment, and the third death to *^VNj 
thofe that held out three dayesagainft him. So having glutted himfclf with 
fpoils and viftories, and the plague raging in his Army upon the defarts of 
Egypt, he returns in triumph to Samarcnndt t where he died 5 he reigned fony 
years, and Bajazet smothers fay 26. What Tamerlan fuddenly got, was as fud- > 40 *. 
denly loft by his Tons, in theirmutual quarrels. Bajazet left five fons* the firft 
JoJhtta, who feifed on the Dominion by the help of the Souldicrs, and four 
years after was killed by his brother AM ft man , whom fome call Solyman. 
to This fought with his other brother A/oyfet } v/homlamcrhn had taken prifoner 
and fet at liberty. This Moyfet was overcome by AM finnan \ but afterward’ 
for his infolent government he is deppfed, and delivered by the army to 
Moyfet, who put him to death. Moyfet afterward for his tyrannie is delivered 1 4 1 \ 
to his other brother M abumct, who ftrangles him, and imprifons the other 
brother Mufiapha for aiming at the Empire. But the Greeks give to haiazet 
two Tons only, to wit Celebinus and M njiapha* 

Scandia or Scandinavia, from whence of old iffued out upon the Roman 
Empire, Swedes, Normans, Vandals and Goths , contains now three Kiligdomes 
Swet bland, Denmark and Norway : Swet hi and is the ancienter, giving original 
20 to the Kings of Denmark,^ Norway^ forD**thc firft king of Denmark, which 
from him was called Dania> was the fon of Unmet the fixteenth King of Sweden^ 
nr but there had been five and twenty Kings in Sweden, before there was 
any King in Norway, Halandz nd others who fucceeded him were but petty 
Kings, Harald the firft was the firft Monarch there. Sweden was governed by 
its own Kings, till Ericbfon (otherwi fe Smcckf) King of Sweden and Norway was 
depofed by his fubjefts, and Albert Duke of M egapolis his lifters fbnne made 
King, who opprefling the Nobility, and filling the kingdome with Germans 
thePeers fell off from him to Margaret Queen of Denmark^ and Norway , who 
was then in arms a gain ft Albert, and fo the three kingdoms were united 3 till 
2 0 the Kings began to defpife the Swedes , and commit all power 1 6 the Daner $ 
whereupon the Swedes and Norwegians chofe Charts the fon of Canutus,A Noble 
man ofSwethland, for their King: but the Norwegians being enticed by C hri- 
ftiern the firft. King of Denmark , fubm itted to the Danes . 

In Swetbland, Gujtavus the firft defeended from the ancient Swedilh kings* 
freed his country from the Danilh yoke $ in thankful remembrance of which 
benefit, his poftcrity are allowed by the Swedes to inherit the kingdome. The 
firft Chriftian King of Swcthland was Biornus •, before whom though they 
reckon an hundred Kings, yet are their ftories fo defective, that moft of their 
names and adions arc buried in oblivion. This Biornus lived about the year 
40816* in the time ofZ*ir*r fon to Charts the Great. The next we find after him 
is Ericus Santtus, whom they reckon their 124. King. After him the pofterity 
of Suercherus and Erie us reigned by turns: for Suer chews king of the Goths 
and Swedes, being murthered by his own fervant, Ericus obtained the king- 
dome by his worth and prowefie 5 He made good la wes, converted the Fin¬ 
landers to Chrift, and governed his kingdom in peace and juftice 5 yet he was 
murthered by his Nobility. To whom fucceeded Charts the fon of Suercherus, 
after he had reigned two years over the Oftrogot hs, who fell off from the Swedes 
for choofing Ericus to be their King $ after whofe death he governed both 
kingdoms eight years: but being hated for his affc&ion to the Danes , he 
50 was murthered by Canutns the Tonne of Ericus Santfits , who believed that 
Charts had conlpired with the Danes to murther his father: He died in the 
year 1168. C auutns fucceeded, the fon of Ericus Santtus, who died with grief 
for murthering Charts , in the year 119a. Suercherus the fon of Charts fuccced* 
ed$ He intended to revenge his fathers death upon the pofterity of Canntus, 
but his Danifh forces were overthrown, and he in another battel was killed by 
his fubje&s, an. 1210. Ericus the fonne of Canutus , havipg cfcaped the ftiry of 
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An.Chrifii. Snerchcrus, reigned 6 years and died, arr.\ 216 . Hisfon John, a youth of great 
hopes, died the third year of his reign. Erictts balbus, great grandchild to 
F.ricnf Santtus, lucceeded* His kinfman Carmtus confpired againft him, and 
drove him out of his kingdome* but he raifed an army, defeated and killed 
Canutus, and returned in peace to his kingdom* He fubdued and converted 
the Tavefiii , by the help ofB/rger#/ Prince of the Ojlrogoths^ and then died, 
^.1250. 

Vaide mar us the fon o£?>irgerus was chofen King in his fathers abfence, who 
returning from th cTaveJlii challenged the kingdome, as being rather due to 
him then to his fon * but was refitted by the Army, and contented to be Tutor i o 
or Prote&or during his (ons minority. Valdemar after his fathers death, by the 
inttigationofhis Danifh wife, tyrannizeth over his brothers, for which he is 
depofed by the Swedes,and ftript alfo of the kingdom of the Goths. His brother 
Magnus Ladolus fucceeded, art. 1 276. who took nis brother Valdemar prifoner, 
ana fo the quarrel about the dominion ended * He murthered at a feaft the 
chief men amongft the Folchungi : then giving himfclf to devotion and works 
of piety, died, brigerus his fon fucceeded, an a 282. the murtherer of his bro¬ 
thers, whom he accufed of treafon * they to defend themfelvcs, raifed an 
army againft this Tyrant, and took him prifoner $ afterward reconciling him- 
felftothem, invites them to a feaft, and trcacheroufly layeth hold on them 20 
and puts them in a dungeon, where they perifhed with ftench and famine, 
(for he flung the keyes oftheprifon into the deep river hard by, that none 
might have accefle to help them ) upon this his fubje&s take arms and drive 
him out of his kingdome into Denmark where he died miferably with his 
wife. Magnus Smecch fon of Eric us, killed by his brother Birger us, fucceeded 
*#.13(9. He was a wicked and libidinous Prince: In his wars againft Norway 
he was taken prifoner by Hatjurn the Norwegian king, from whom being de¬ 
livered lie fled into Denmark-, there he proferibes all the Swedifh Peers* which 
they flighting,call in Albert the Megapolitan, whom by publike confent they 
confirmed in the kingdom at Stockpclnr, He proffers reconciliation to Magnus, 30 
which he reje&ed, preferring war to peace * wherefore he is taken prifoner* 
and kept in cuftody feven yeares, till he was freed by his fon Haquin. Albert 
afterward began to flight the Swedes, therefore is flighted by them, and in his 
wars with Margaret Queen of Denmark,'^ taken ana detained feven yeares a 
t ' j 4. prifoner, at laft is forced to abfolve the Swedes from their allegiance, an. 1394. 

3 J Margaret the Dane, wife to Haquin king of Norway fucceeds* and is now Lady 
of three kingdoms* A magnanimous Princefle, but covetous, and one that 
made no bones to break oaths and promifes* (he committed the chief places 
of truft to the enemies of Swet bland, and out of hatred to the Swedes left them 
and made her refidence in Denmark, having full procured the kingdome 1040 
1412. Ericrts her Nephew by her fifter, flic died, and was buried at Flensburgh 
an. 1412. * 

In Denmark, Haldemar thethird, whom they reckon their 94.King, fuc- 
ceeds his father Chrijlopher $ he was fimamed the Reprobate, for his wicked life. 

In the begining of his reign, an a 340. he cuningly got the poffeflion of Scania 
from King Magnur, and his Caftles which were kept by the Germans. The 
next year he invaded Onland and G^/AW,havingflain in that 500.in this 2000. 
and loft them both again the fame yeare. He found his kingdom much im- 
poverifhed and wafted by foraign incurfions, but he left itrichandfiourifh- 
ing: He was a cruel Tyrant againft his Nobility, which he endeavoured to 50 
extinguifh, therefore they often rebelled againft him * but his daughter 
Margaret Queen of the three kingdomes afterward fcvercly punifbed thofe 
rebellious Lords. This Haldemar being threatened with an Interdift by 
the Pope for his tyrannic and perfidioufneffe, returns this Anfwer.*

Albert after fix years captivity, is let free 
on^condidon to pay 6cocoJMarks for his ranfome, or to deliver up the City 
Holme', orelfe to return aprifoner} Holme upon his Letters is delivered up, 
and fo the three kingdomes are united} and it is agreed, that in the ele&ioii 
of the King, the Swedes and Danes (hould have the firft futfrage by turns 5 but 
the Danes not content with the firft fuffrage in the ele&ion of Ericns , they 
challenged it alfo in the ele&ion of Chrijtophcr, which fo offended the Swedes, 
that they chofe them a King of their own, Charles the fon of Cauxins. Marga¬ 
ret being cliildlefs, (for her fon Olaus was dcadj (he fends for Ericns her Ne¬ 
phew out of Pomerania, and makes him Kin gat fifteen years of age?, fo they 
20 reigned together till (he died. He married Philippa the King of Englands 
daughter. At laft Margaret died, and was richly entombed at Rojchilda, 
An. 1413.

I. 'The affairs of Italy, Germany, Bohemia, the Netherlands, under Charles 
the fourth, and Wenceflaus, Eneperours. 3 .- 7 he Wars between Venice and Ge- 
* nua for the ifk o/Tenedos, from the year 1349. till 1400. 

A Lthough Charles the Fourth, fon to King John of Bohemia, had beet! 
crowned at Bonna before the death of Ludovic the Empcrour $ yet he 
now being dead, divers of the Eleftors make void charier his Eleftion 
as fraudulent } wherefore in the Dyet of Frankfort, Mentz , Palfgrave, Saxon, 
and Brandeburg proffer the Empire to King Edward the third of England, who 
had lately beat the French and Scots} but he prudently confidering the dif¬ 
ficulties of that great place, and the danger his own Kingdome might incur by 
40 the French and Scots in his abfcnce, waved that proffer: Then they invited 
FrcdSer/c^Marquefs of Myfnia, a rich and potent Prince} but he refiifedthe 
motion, knowing that he could not enjoy the Empire (being Charles was al¬ 
ready chofen) without much trouble} therefore Charles prefents Fwderick* 
with a gift oficcoo. Marks. The Ele&ors at laft fet up Gunter Earl of Stvarce- 1 3 4 9, 
burg in Thuringia, who came with an Army to Frankfort , whither Charles alfo 
came with his Forces, but refufedto hazard all his fortunes upon one bat¬ 
tel , therefore labours to undermine, his enemy without fhedding of blood} 
whereupon he makes his peace with the fons of Ludovic his Predeceflbr,whofe 
lands he had fpoiled with fire and fword} then he marricth the Palfgraves 
50 daughterjOnd lb got the Houfe of Bavaria to ftand for him: He alfo by a Phy- 
- fician poifons Gunter, who died the fixth moneth after his Ele&ion} but charts 
is content to pay tohis Heirs in recompenfe of their fathers Ioffes and char¬ 
ges, 32000 Marts of filver, andwithall to refignover to them two Townes 
itiThuringra$ healfo brought back the publike Mart to Frankfort, which he 
had thence tranflated to Mentz: and fo at laft Charles obtaines the Empire a- 
lone, not without much bribing. . 

Charles 
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An.Cbrifti Charles in his younger dayes was educated in Prance with King Charles 5 
therefore brought many French cuftoms into Germany ■, and parted with the 
rights of the kingdom of Arles to the French, to the great detriment of the 
Empire. This Arles is the chief city of Carbon, which the Burgundians made 
the metropolis oftheirkingdome 5 in this three famous Councels have been 
held. Charles alfo to weaken the greatneflc of the German Princes, armed di¬ 
vers Cities againft: them with immunities and priviledges 5 he inlarged 
mia with Silejsa and Lufatia , and made divers Countries thereabout feudatory 
to Bohemia . He made John and Albert , Princes of the Henets on the Baltick fca, 
Dukes of the Empire. He advanced the power of the Senate in N orimbergh $ 10 
which had hitherto been opprefled by the popular fury. Being invited by 
divers Letters from retrarc h and others, to fettle the tumults of Rome, here- 

1355. pairs thither:, After he had been crowned at AJilain with iron,is there crowned 
with gold. There he ftayed but a fhort while, for To he had promifed by the 
Cardinals to Pone Innocent 6. left his long abode there might weaken the 
Popes power,ana caufe alterations. At M /lain he made Galeacius and bamabof 
the Vicounts, Vicars or Lieutenants ofthe Empire in Liguria . This Galeacius 
was a great Lover of Learning } therefore by the advice of Petrarch erecied a 
Library, having before inftituted a famous Colledge, in which his fon>A* 
Galcticius allowed large ftipends toB aldus and the two Raphaels to read the 20 
Law, to M arjilius to profefle phyfick, and to Emanuel Cbryfoloras to read the 
Greek tongue. 

Charles having returned into Germany, calls a Diet of the Princes, where he 
contrafts and digefts all the ancient rights, cuftoms, priviledges and conftitu- 
tions belonging to the Empire, into an Epitome and method: this was called 
Lex Carolina, & Attrca bulla , the golden Patent. This contains all the rites and 
la wes concerning the Emperors elc&ion, and fhewes how far each Princes au¬ 
thority extends \ By this all contentions about the Emperors ele&ion are cut 
off, and each Prince confined within his own bounds. This Patent or Bui was 
made and proclaimed at N orimbergb, A fter this Diet, Charles repairs to Pope 30 

1356. Urban 5. at Avtnion , whofc ftirrop he held, and followed him on foot. Then 
dedicated the reft of his life to works of charity and piety $ To fetlingof 
B "hernia, where he inftituted the Univerfity of Prague , ana enriched divers 

1361. Monafteries and Colledgcs of Canons. At la(t he laboured with the Pope and 
Cardinals, alfo with the Eleftors by great fums of mony, for his fon Wenceflaus 
to be his fucceflor, whom with much ado he got to be crowned, and then 
within two years after dyed,ha ving reigned fince the death of Gunter 28 years, 

1376. in all 31. 

About this time, the Dukcdomeof Gelder fell from Reynold for want of 
ifliiemale, to William Earl of Julia, who married his daughter Mary. After-40 
ward, for want of iflue, William of Monts feifed upon both Gelder and Julia 3 
and becaufe Arnold of Egmont laid claim to Gelder , Gerard the fon of William 
gave up his right to Charles Duke of Burgundy. Not long after this, Cleve 
fell to the Earles of M area, for want of iflue male. B urgundy was then in 
the pofTefilon of Philip the Bold, brother to Charles the fifth of trance , 
who beftowed B urgundy on him, that he might the more eafiiy obtain the 
marriage of M argaret of Flanders. ThisDutchy fell to John Father of Philip, 
by the death of Otto Duke of burgundy, brabant was in controverfie be¬ 
tween Wencejlaus of L ncclburgh, and Lewis' Earle of Flanders , in right of 
their Wives * L cross prevailed, and left to his daughter Margaret , who 50 
married with Philip the Bold, Flanders , Artois, the County of burgundy, Ni- 
vern. Ret helm, Sahna,andMecblin. rhilip left Flanders, burgundy , and Artois 
to his fori 'John $ brabant and Lucclburgh to his fon Antony 5 to his third fon 
Th/lip, Nrvcrn and Rethelin . Antonies fon 'John Duke of brabant , founded the 
Univerfity of L ovain. 

The 
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The Emperor Charles having fold and given away fo many Towns , lands A».cbrijir. 
and priviledges from the Enrpire, much wcakned it * his chief care was to en- 
rich and honour Bohemia 5 he carried to Prague (which he had beautified and 
enlarged)the Lance with which Chrifb fide was picrced,the Nails,the fponge, 
and part of theCrofs, with the fword of Charles the Great \ and’a Tooth of 
John Baptift 9 which the Pope had honoured with a folemn Holy-day. He gave 
totheeldeftof hisPredeceflours fons the Principality of Vpper-Bavaria , to 
his other fon Brandeburg , to William the third fon Holland and Hannonia , to 
Margaret the widow their mother a yearly penfion : but (he difeontented for 
10 the lofsof Holland , requires it again from her fon William, which he refufed* 
upon this a war is raifed , and a cruel battel fought between the Mother and 
Son 5 'at hR Hannonia is given to the Emp refs for her life, after whofe death 
William grew dift rafted 3 andfo continued many years. Charles before h is 
death divided Bohemia into twelve Counties, and abolifhed the new fctt 
of Whippers $ he bought the Marquifat of B randeburg from the pofte- 
rity of B avare , and bellowed it on his fonne Sigifmttnd : when he lent 
his fonne Wencefaus to be chriftenedat Aix , he fent with him his weight 
in gold, to make him the more welcome to the Vrrgin-Mary $ at two 
yearcs old he gave him the Crowne of Bohemia^ at fifteen he made him 
20 Angnjiusi) having promifed to each Elcftor a hundred thoufand Crowns, for 
payment of Vvhich he made over to them the publike tributes of the Empire: 
he married his fon Stgifmund to M ary the daughter of Hungary , therefore fent 
him thitherto be educated in the language and cuftomeof the Country, in 
hopethathelhouldbe King 5 he made Lunenburg a Dutchy, and punilhed 
thofethat imprifoned any Clergy-men. 

About this time, the Venetians and the Genuoss quarrelled, becaufe Tetrinns 
King of Cyprus at his Coronation, had preferred the Venetians to the Genucis^ 
whereupon Cyprus is wafted, and Tamagufia taken by the Genuois. Shortly 
after the Florentines being offended with the Popes Legat, caufed many 
3c Cities of Italy to fall off from the Pope,who in their Banners carried the word 
Liberty * with thofe the B ononians joyned* Pope Gregory font an Army 
of Britons to reduce them to obedience, but in vain $ wherefore being 

K rfwadcd by Catherine of Sena , and perceiving what lofle Italy fuftained 

his abfcnce, returns to Rome, andfo much the rather, becaufe one day , 
reproving a Bilhop for being fo long abfent from his charge, whoanfwered, 1 3 7 
And why do yon who Jhould give example toothers , Jiay fo long away from your 
BiJhoprickJ Divers Towns of Germany finding no favour or affiftance from 
their Princes,enter into a mutual confederacies thefe are called Hanf-towns 9 * 
whereof there be fix in Vandalise ight in Pomerania , fix in Prutenia , four in L/~ 

40 vonia, thirteen in Saxony, ten in Wejlphalia , fix in Clivia and Monts , fe ven in 
Geldria , three in Tranfthania , and three in Frijta, befides fourteen other 
Towns that fell off afterward an. 15 54. 

To Charles fucceeded his fon WenceJJaus in the Empire : when he was bap¬ 
tized he fouled the water with his dung,and fo he did the Altar two years after 
when he was crowned Kings this prefaged his foul and vicious life, for he was 
notorious in drurikennefs, tyranny, cowardife, and letchery: In his time mod 
Cities were infefted with (editions, and the high-way with robbers, whilft he 
lay wallowing in lull and pleafures $ nor durft any man admonilh him, he was 
fo cruel, that he fpared not tomurther them at his table $ he carried about a 
- Hangman with him,whom he called Goflip, becaufe he chriftened his childe$ 

5 many times he would make him light from hishorfe in the high-way, and 
murther fome whom he met,whcn he had a minde to it : He was fo offended 
with his wife the daughter of Albert of Holland, that becaufe (he reproved him 
for his whoredomes,he drowned her Confefior for that he refufed to difeover 
her fins foe had confefled* andthen befethis Maftif-dog which he kept and 
fed in his chamber, upon her," and xmmhered her; He permitted many 

G g thoufand 
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Att.ChriUi. thoufand Jews tobemurthercdina tumult at Prague } for which cruelties that 
City was fo vifitcd with the plague, that in oneParifh in the fpace of four 
months, there dyed three thoufand five hundred : about which time was found 
out by B ertholaus Niger a Monk, the diabolical art of (hooting with Guns, 
worfc then the plague : The Venetians were the firft that made ufe of them 
againft the Genuois. The people being impatient of fuch a Tyrant, notwith- 
ftanding his ftrong guards, which he was ftil changing out of jealoufie and fear, 
feifed upon him, and imprifoned him four months at Prague : at laft, by much 
1 3 9 3 * intreaty he was permitted by the Senate to bathe himfelf, and to warn away 

the filth of hisbody * in the meanwhile having retired a little towards the 10 
bank of the River to cool himfelf, he fpies a fimerboat, into which he leaps, 
being naked, and his naked wa(her fiufan by name,with him, and fo efcapes to 
the new Tower on the River, where he is defended by his brother John Mar- 
quefsof Lufatia , and rrocopins the Moravian : but he was never a whit bet¬ 
tered by his imprifonment, for he made as much ufe of his Gofiip the Hang¬ 
man as before, and was not aihamed to ufe Sufan for his concubine^ fo that the 
people being enraged againft him, fent for his brother Sigifnsund who was 
now Ring of Hungary, his father in law being dead, and his Competitor Charles 
of Naples (lain* but he was run fo much in debt,that he was forced to mortgage 
the Marquifat of Brandcburg to his Coufin-gcrmans, Jodocus and Procofisss 20 
Marquifcsof Moravia : this is that Sigifmitnd whom Bajazet overthrew with 
the trench-, he upon the invitation of the Bohemians, enters the Country with 
an Army, feifeth on his brother, and carrieth him to Vienna to Albert of 
Ajbv^notwithftanding the oppofition made by John his hxoxhcr^x\AProcopius 
his Coufin-gcrman : tnis Albert was fon in law to Sigijmtind. Lvdovic of 
Aujtria was (lain by the Switzers. 

IVcnceJIans willing to cfcape, promifed great matters to a Ftfher-man, who 
ufed to bring the prifoners fometimes fmall Fifties, out of pity: this Fifher- 
manby the help of a long firing got him into his Boat, and brought him 
to Vicegrad , whence he got away in a Beggers habit to Prague , where having 3 ® 
got within the Caftle, cries out, He was the King, and wifhed all Royalifts 
toaffifthim* upon this, above twenty repaire to him, and feifeupon the 
Governour, whom they put in irons : Then did IVenctflaus force him to 
write Letters, and to feal them with his own Seal, inviting divers Magiftrates 
into the Caftle, who not dreaming of the Kings being there, were by his 
command apprehended and put to death: theFilherman was Knighted. Then 
to ftrengthen himfelf, he marrieth with Sophia the daughter of John Duke of 
1 4 0 c. Ewaria: but the Eleftors perceiving that he grew rather worfe then better # did 
unanimoufly depofehim From the Empire, having reigned two and twenty 
years after tne death of his father Charlerfhe was fifty (even years old when he 
dyed, being taken with an Apoplexieat dinner, when news were brought 
him that the people were in Arms, had (lain the Senate, and were now com- 
ming towards the Caftle. 

Among other wrongs done by him to the Empire, the felling away of 
the Principality of MiUan , was not the leaft 5 for whereas till now the Go- 
vernoursof Millan were the Empcrours Lieutenants and Deputies, JohnGa - 
leacius the Vifcounr.for afumot money, is made Duke and abfolute Lord 
for him and his pofterity, and the Cap with the Scepter are fent him from 
1 3 7 7 - iVcncejiaus. Under his father Charles the Empire was weakned by great quar¬ 
rels and wars between the Earles of lVirtenberg\ and the Cities of Suevia: 5© 
In the firft combat three Earles, feventvtwo Knights, with divers Barons 
were (lain by the Cities : but in the (econd connitt the Cities upon the 
Rhine, and thofe of Suevia who had joy ned their forceSp were defeated by the 
1286. Wirtenbergians and Bavariansjbut not without great iofle on this fidc,for there 
were (lain four Ear 3 $,fixty Knights, and a multitude of common fouldiers; the 
Helvetians had better fuccefs againft Leo fold the third of Aujtria , whom in a 

great 
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great battel they defeated and flew, fo that the Princes were forced to yeeld An.Cbrifti. 

to the Switzers. * r 

The great quarrel between the Venetians and Gehuois fell out upon this 
occafion. The two brothers Andronicus and Manuel ftrovc for the Greek: 

Empire* Andronicus the elder claimed it by right of primogeniture, Manuel 
the younger by his fathers laft will ^ who bequeathed it to him : With An - 
dronicus the Genuois fided, with Manuel the Venetians. The one beftows 
the Ifle Tcncdos on the Genuois, the other on the Venetians, who presently 
feifed on it, lying in the mouth of the Hellespont , convenient for Trade. 

10 Upon this, Legats are fent from Genua to Venice , demanding reftitution of 
thelllamH xhcVemtians refufed, affirming they had it of him who had mod 
right to it; : wherefore the Genuois fent a Fleet of ten Gallics under Arnns 
Strupa to Tcncdos , which took fomc of the Venetian Ships and burned them, 
but could do no good upon the Fort, being ftrongly manned* therefore 
they went to infeft the Venetian Iflands in the Mg&an Sea * hereupon the 
Venetians rig out a Fleet, and the Genuois add ten Gallics more to their 
Fleet under Lewis fltfcHs , who meeting the Venetians, fell unadvisedly 
with five of his Gallies upon them before the reft could comcup* a cruel 
conflict enfues, in which many were killed onbothfides* at laft the five 
20 Genuoy Gallies were taken, the reft efcaped faye one which fell upon a 
rocke, andwasfunkc : The Genuois hearing of the overthrow, were Solici¬ 
tous for Famangufia in Cyprus, which they had taken from the King of that 
Ifland, fearing left the Venetians would leife on it, or affiftthe King to re¬ 
cover it 3 therefore they fend one of the Gallics that efcaped thither with 
Arms and Men* the other three were committed to the charge of refer 
Ticconus, with commandto repair to their other Fleet * with this Veter fails 
into the Adriatic lea, where he did much annoy the Venetians, who enter 
into a league with Bernabos Prince of Millan, knowing that he being a 
near neighbour to Genua, could much annoy them 5 and hinder provifions 
50 from them by land out of Gallia, and all commerce thence* they wifely 
alfo make a league with Janus King of Cyprus , angry with the Genuois 
for the lofie of F amangujta ; the Genuois being much troubled at this 
league of the Venetians with the Millanois, which would hmder all Trade 
with Gallia, Cifalpina, and befides force them to employ their men in 
Land-fervicc, which they fbould fend abroad to Sea* riiey refolvc to 
make a league with Henry the Fmperour , being offended with Venice 
for lUiricum , which they took from him : They alfo fend Legats to 
the Patriarch of JquiUa, from whom the Venetians had taken Trioli * 
and to Francis Carr aria Prince of radua, on whom Venice did frill in- 
40 crotch. , , . . , 

The Legats of Genua complain to the Emperour of the wrongs done by 
the Venetians to the Empire* of thcirinfolcncicsin maintaining the younger 
brother againft the elder, and in feifing upon Tenedosyx nd that their aim was to 
invade the Empire: Henry anfwers them, That the Turkifti wars kept him off 
from puniftiing the Venetians, yet as foonasthc feafon of the year permitted, 
he would either come or fend an Army againft hm. With this anfwerthe 
Gcnumwcie pica fed * therefor? they caufe two and twenty great Ships to 
be built *-and becaufe the Aur'ue, chiefly Lambas and Tagnanus had done good 
fervice heretofore againft Venice * they pitch upon Lucian us Anri a, whom 
- c they make Admiral of thejr Fleet, and &11 home all that had been pro- 
feribed or banifhed for robbing in the high-wayes. In the meane wnile, 

Domini evs Fregofus Govern our of Genua, is removed by a contrary faftion 
from his place, and HicolaitvGoarcv s made Govemour : fhortly after, all 
the Fregojan family are banifhed the City* Dominic Fregofus and Peter im- 
prifoned 3 butPr/^rcfcapcd. The. King of Cyprus who had lately married his 
daughter by the the Venetians means to Bernabos of MiUan, attempted by the 
. 1 G g 5 help * 
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help of five Venetian Gallies to take Famangufta , but the Garrifon within 
had notice of the plot, and prevented it by their vigilancie. Awns Strug* 
having returned with his ten Gallics from the JEgtan Sea, Lucian us Anna 
is lent into the Adriatic with two and twenty Sailc, which much annoyed 
the Venetians . In the interim, the Emperours Army enters into the 
Teritoryof Frioli * Franck Carr aria befets Parvifinm witn Horfe and Foot, 
the Towne held out a while, but feeing no luccour come from Venice , 
yecldcd them [elves to the Emperour, by the permiflion of Franck . The 
Venetians upon this, began to defpairc of their Townes in lUiricum 
and F riotis but they were more folicitous after their Sea affaires* there- 10 
fore having riggd out twenty Gallies fraighted with five hundred Soul- 
diers befides Mariners, under ViBor Pifanus : Lnciamts encounters with 
then/ncar P olla^ the fight continued long and doubtfull, the greateft 
flaughter was on the Venetian fide, which fo heartened L uaan 9 that he 
pull'd off his Helmet, hoping the viftorv had been got, and in the in¬ 
terim was (het through the head, and fo dycdinftantly : They that were 
next to him, for fearc left the Souldiers lhould be difheartned, or the 
Enemy encouraged, convey him afide, and place another in his Arms 
where he ftood. V/Bor held out as long as he could, at length having 
loft fifteen Gallies, flycth backc to Venice with the remainder of his 20 

Fleet. 

The news of thisvi&ory wrought great joy in Gcnna^ which was quickly 
quailed by the report of the Emperours death, to whom they appointed 
yearly Applications at, the Altar of John the Evangelift in St .Georges 
Church, with yearly fabrics out of the publike Trealure to his fon and 
pofterity. Then they make Veter Auria their Admiral, who repaires with 
one Galley oncly to the Fleet in the Adriatic . The Venetians were much 
troubled for their Ioffes, therefore they fend to Bcrnabos to invade the 
Genuok by land, they might be forced to call home their Fleet out of 
the Adriatic . Barnabos raifeth an Army, invades the Territories of Genua 50 
with fuch celerity, that they plundered 'about the City before they had news 
of his comming* be feifedalfo on divers Citizens, who were that time of 
theyear intheir Country houfes. The City was in a great fearand uproar* 

Hi coitus the govemour fearing left his adverfaries would take occafion to 
thruft him out qf his Princioality, commands that none (hould take up 
Arms but thofc whom he trufted* and then having paid a great fummeof 
money, eafeth the State of the Enemy, and prevents fedition againfthim- 
felf : In the mean while the Venetians fend nine Gallies to molcft the coafts 
of Genua, which plundered fome fm all Iflands, and Sea-towns of the Enemy. 
The Gen no is upon this rig out nine Gallies, becaufe they would not call 40 
home their Fleet out of the Adriatic. The Venetians perceiving this, fetfail 
presently to their Illands in the Agsean Sea * and the Genuok miffing the 
Enemy, fail immediately to Vetrus Anna inth e Adriatic, fo that now they 
makeup thirty Gallies befides other veffels for carriage, by which Venice is 

About a mile from Venice on the Adriatic fhore, ftands the Church of, 
St. Nicola^ which fenced them with a ftrong wall, and a deep ditch * along the 
ftiorc were divers forts : hither Veter came with his Fleet to ftraiten the 
Enemv * having landed his men, Jic falls on the wall before the Church, and 
with much lode gains iynd with it the Church. Then he comes to the Town 
called Clodia Fcp> at this dayCi/^w, with his Fleet* Franck marched along 
the fhore with his Land-forces. The Venetians had filled the Towne with 
hired Souldiers. Peter and Franck with all their Forces fall to (forming 
of the Towne, which was ftrongly defended by the Souldiers, with much ex¬ 
pen cc of blood on bothfidcs* at laft the Townef-men being wearied out, 
and over-powered with multitudes, delivered up the Town and Garrifon. 

The 
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The Venetians hearing of this lofs, and calling to mind the lofs of Tar- An£hrifii. 
and of their Fleets, the exhaufting of their Trcafure, the want 
of commerce and decay of trade, with the fmall hopes they had in Ber- 
nabos, they fend Letters to Peter in Clodia , to intreat for peace, allcdging 
to him the inconftancy of Fortune, the good that Genua (hould get by this 
peace, and the glory that Peter had purchafed to the Gcnnois, it making 
Venice foe for peace, which had hitherto been fo often victorious, and 
had never been forced in (even hundred yeares till now, to foe for peace*. 

Veter replies, that he was not ignorant either of the inconftancic of 
jo Fortune, or of their ancient greatnefs, but that now they muft confider 
not what they have been, but what they are , and that the conquered 
muft accept of fuch a peace as pleafeth tne Conquerour to give * but the 
conditions were foch , that the Venetian Senate rejefted them with 
fcome, preferring all extremities of warre to foch unjuft conditions of 
peace * therefore they refolve to fend Legates to Bernabos , complaining 
of the miferies they were driven to, and that they had no other hope 
left but in him, who by his Land-forces wafting the confines of 'Genua , 
might occafion the calling home, of their Fleet : So the Romanes by in¬ 
vading the Carthaginians drew Halciar out of Sicily , and Annihal out 
20 of Italy : Upon this Bernabos allures them, that he will not faile them in 
this their extremity, and therefore prefently hireth three thoufand horfe- 
men, who had been high-way robbers, thefe fuddenlymake inroads up¬ 
on the Gennan Territories, which fo affrighted the Countrcy-pcople, that 
fome fled into the hills, fome into the Cities* the Genuoit prefently put 
themfelves in Armes, with a refolution to aflault thefe Robbers, which 
when they perceived, they refolve to be gone, but ambulhes are laid for 
them j and all by-wayes and Groves are intercepted, fo that few of thefe 
Robbers efcapea alive : In memory of this defeat dn annual fopplication is 
appointed at S. Georges Church. * 

In the mean while refer (hut up the Adriatick, (b that Venice was in danger 
to be ftarved for want of provifion. Manuel the fon of Calciantiesj the Veneti - 
ans friend, befiegeth Per a the Gennan Colony by Bizantium * whereupon the 
Gentiois fend Nicholaus Marcus with three Gallics thither,but the fiege was rai- 
fed before they earner in the way Nicholaus meets with fome Cfae^Gallies, 
and beats them. The Venetians underftanding that the Gennois were carelefs 
and fccure in Clodra 9 and that moft oftheir Fleet were fent abroad, they in the 
dead oft he night go to Clodia in final boats, and were foaling the walls, but 
were difeovered by the clafhing of their armour, and fo forced to return with 
fome lofs. Upon the coming back of the Genuan Fleet to Clodia , one of their 
40 Gallies appproaching too neer Saint Georges Church, within halfc a mile of 
Venice , ftuck faft as the Sea ebbed, and wasTeifed on by the Venetian 
Boats* they loft alfo to the Venetians a* great Ship richly laden* as fhc 
was riding at Anchor neer Rhodes . The Venetians refolve to try once 
more with Genud , for their lives and liberties * therefore privately they 
prepare a Fleet of three and thirty Gallies, within their Arfenaly with 
other Veflels^f burthen, intending if they could not mafter the enemy, 
to tranfport themfelves into Candy with tneir wealth and Families * for 
effefting of this work, becaufe the Treafure was exhaufted , many prif*, 
vate rich men cheerefully brought in their Gold and Silver to the Se- 
- 0 nate, for which piety they were made Senators. Andrew Contarenus then 
5 Duke of Venice , an expert Sea-man, with the greateft part of the Se^ 
tiate, and four of the Nobility, arrive at Clodia \n the night unexpectedly* 
the Gennois then had in the Harbor nine and twenty Gallies, the reft were dif- 
perfed in the Adriatic fa the fight begins with exhortations, Peter wifhing the 
*. Gennois 
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An.chrifli. Gcnuois to remember their former fucccfles. Andrew defiring the Venetians . 
jo fight for their liberty, for their parents, wives, children and countrey: the 
skirmifh was doubtful a great while 5 but the Venetians at laft wereworfted 
and forced to flie back to Venice : the Genuoh fuppofing the enemy had been 
totally defeated and difheartened, grew fecure, and negle&ed to guard the 
Clodian Harbour} Upon this the / dictions finding thatfomc Keels of their 
great Ships which the Gennois had burned, were funk in the mouth of the 
Harbour, refolve to fink feme more filled with (tones, in the fame place, fo 
that the Gcnuan Fleet could not get out: the Venetians having done this D 
they gave a great (hout, at which the Genuans were amazed, not dreaming 10 
the Venetian Fleet had been fo neer 5 therefore they get prefently on 
Ship-board, intending to fight the enemy } but as they were failing out of the 
Harbour, their Ships ftuck on the funk vcflels, and could go no further} fo 
they perceived their errour, of which they repented, but too late: thofe in 
Genua not knowing of this ftratagem in the Adriatic 4 , had fent thirteen more 
Gallics under Jlfath.Afarr/ifvs tojoyn with Pe/cr,who finding his Fleet ufelefi, 
that he could not get out, expofetli his Forces on the fhore, and made excur- 
fions upon the enemies Territories } butashewas beGeging the Caftlc Bron- 
duhw/y he was (hot in the head, and fo died 5 yet the Caftk was taken by the 
Gcnuo/t 5 who underftanding of their difafters in the Adriatic^, were much 20 
grieved, knowing that their treafury was exhaufted, and that the vigilant 
enemy would not reft here} therefore they choof eGajperSpinola> a brave 
man, for their Governour, who prepares to encounter the Venetians by 
land. - j ' 1 

Venice having loft almoft three years the pofliflion of the upper Sea, 
which now they had recovered , refolve to bcfiegeCWM, being furthered 
by the Plebeians, and women, who brought in their Plate and Jewels} their 
Army fits down between Y>rondulum and Clodm, to hinder all provifion from 
the Clodians. Spinola who was now come to C hdia> fearing the lofs of Bron- 
duluw 0 made a bridge to relieve it, and perceiving the enemy advancing to- 30 
wards him, exhorts his Souldiers to be couragious, a bloody battel enfueth, in 
which the Genuans being defeated , flie diforderly back to Clodia $ in this 
flight many were drowned, the Bridge which they had lately made 
breaking under them with their weight. The Venetians having thus de¬ 
feated the enemy, fall to the fiege of Brondulum , which prefently yiel¬ 
ded; then they oefiege Clodia by Sea and Land: The Ctaw/rwere much 
dilheartencd, having no Land-Army, nor any by Sea, but their thirteen 
Gallics under A/rfrcv'Jitf, who durft not come neer to C lodia y for fear of 
the Venetian Fleet} and fufpefting that Xernafas with an Army would 
invade their Countrcy, they build a Tower five miles off from the City 40 
in-a narrow pallage, to keep off Bcrnabos. Marwfns meets at Sipontnw 
fix Venetian Gallics, and twclvfc Ships of burthen, thefe he fets upon 
and but tics j and takes the Admirall ihadaus, whom he fends prifoner 
to Genua, and makes his way through fourty Venetian Gallics, jf anifins 
with five Gallies is fent from Genua to joyne with .Matthew, but they 
could not get toC lodia, by rcafon of the enemies Fleet } in the interim Her* 
nabos had fent fome Troops of horie to plunder the Gennois Countrey, but 
they were beat back with lofs. 

g c The Clodians having now fuftained fix moneths fiege, and being forced 
* ' for want of foodto eat dogsandcats, and finding all paflages for their ro j 0 

Hef (hut up by Sea and land, deliver up the Town to the Venetians, who 
fetit the chicfc prifoners to Venice } the Gcnuois were known from others 
by pronouncing crapa inftead of capra , and were detained } the reft 
' were fet free. After this the Venetians take in Laurentum, t juJUnofolua 9 

. fola. 
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Pola , with other Towns and Cadies they had loft. The Genuois. perceiving An.Chrilli. 
that they were all bent upon their Land-fervice, andneglettcd the Sea, rigW'V'S* 
out thirteen new Gallics, appointing no Admiral, but that each Captain 
fhould be Admiral by turns for fome dayes. Thefc are commanded into the 
Adriatick tojoyn with Matthew*, they much annoyed th c Venetians. But Ni¬ 
colaus Goarcus Prince of Genua , underftanding that Peter Frego Cut his enemy, 
who had cfcaped out ofprifon, had raifed Forces and joyned himfelf with 
B ernabos againfthim and the State, fends for Spinula and Marulus to come 
home with fome part of their FleetThefe having fet their Forces on fhore, 

10 Peter with his Companies run away. After this, the Venetians by land, the 
Gcnuois by fca, do much annoy each other. Vpon this, Arnatns the 7. Prince of 
Savoy enaeaVours to reconcile thefe two States} to this purpofe AmbafTadors 
are fent to him from both, to whom the Prince makes a fpeech in commenda- 
tLn of peace and concord, of themifehiefof war, and of the vanity in (hiving 
for a barren Ifland with the expence of fo much blood andtrealure. Atlaft 
it was agreed that both States (hould renounce their claim to the Ifle Tenedos 
feeing there could be no peace fo long as either of them pofleflTed it* The 
Bi(hop of Aquileia was to enjoy his right in Friuli; fothe peace is concluded 
the fourth year of this war. The Gen uan Fleet is called home from the Adri- 
20 atick_: The Venetians fend to the govemour o(Tenedos 9 to come away with 
hisgarrifon, and to (light thecaftle* which he refuting to doc, the Genuois 
were permitted to ftorm the caftlc, and to demolilh it.

30 I. The liver of the Popes, from the year 1305. till 1389. 2. The biftorj of 

Holland and the next Provmces % fro?n the year 1298. till 1404. The hifidry of 
Savoy, from the beginning till theyear 1397. 


W E will now fpeak a little of the Popes of thefe times. To Boniface 
the 8. fucceedcd Benedi& 10. fome fay 11. he fate eight moneths and 
feventeen dayes* He excommunicated all thofe who had a hand irk 
the death of his Prcdeceflor s he reconciled James and Peter de Colon a (whom 
his Predeceflbr had degraded from their Cardinalftiip) to the Church again; 
40heabfolved alfothe French king, whom Boniface had excommunicated, ana" 

his kingdome from the interdid. About this time Ottoman laid thefounda- 120?. 
tion of the Turkifh Empire 5 which Nation had been now five hundred years * 
in Ajta 9 but without a Monarchy till now. About the fame time alfo, Flavour 
Melfenfis in the Kingdome of Naples , found out theufe of the Load-ftone^ 
and Mariners Compafle. To Benedi& fuccceded Clemens the fifth , of 
Burdeanxy, he fate eight years and ten moneths 5 he had been Archbiihop of 
Burdeaux: This was he that tranflated his feat to Avenion , where his luc- . 
ceftors continued (eventy years, till Gregory the 11. Jt was at his Coronation^ 
that the wall fell down, which killed the Duke of Britain mxh many others* 

50 the Popes Crown fell from his head, by which he loft a Carbuncle worth 6000 
Florcns. He made 26 Cardinals, among which were 'James and Peter de Colony 
whom B ontface had degraded. He confirmed the King of Arragon in the king- 
dome of Sardinia. In the Counccl of Lions ( which was the 15 gen. CounCef) 
he condemned the Begards 6c Begums t who denyed the Popes power, and held t 31a* 
that man might be more perfett in this life then Chrift was, and that one may 
be without finite abol ifhed the Templars^ who had ftood 184 years: in his time 
; ' Philip 
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An.Chrifli. rhilip the Fair banilhed the Jewes out of France } 7. years after Lewis Vtinus re- 
w^V'w ceivcd them again.KA^x is taken after 4.years fiege from theTurk.The pain¬ 
ted Horfe ofconfiantinopleyo the great terrourofthe people,neighed twice in 
one night. 'John King of Armenia left his Kingdom to his brother,and became a 
Minorite. Clemens confirms theUniverfityof Orleans , which Philips refted. To 
Clement fucceed John the 22. who fate nineteen years and four moneths} he 
erefted the Arch-bilhopricko (Toledo^ under whom he appointed fix Suffra¬ 
gans : He fet up in Portugal a new Order of Knights, and alfo in Algarbia , cal¬ 
led the Knights of Jefus Chrift, on whom the Templars eftates there were be- 
13 1 9 * flowed, to refift the Saracens : He fet out the Conftitutions called Extrava - 10 
gantes : He appointed the Ave-Wiary Bel to be rung three times a day, towards 
the evening: He maintained that the departed fouls refted in certain recep¬ 
tacles, in which they had not the vifion of God, till the Refurreftion^ this 
opinion he ret rafted upon a Decree of theFacultie of Paris : He canonized 
7 homos Aquinas: He confirmed Burgundian Collcdge in raris , erefted by 
Joan wife to Philip, the fifth daughter to the Earl of Burgundy: In his time 
Atphonfus the eleventh king of Spain , by the afliftance of Alphonftts the fourth 
king of Portugal, his father-in-law, overthrew the king of Mcrocco , and five 
other barbarous Princes, befides 45CCCO Sarazcns, With the lofs of 2oChrifti- 
ansoncly. The Plcilcan Collcdge at Paris is erefted by Godfrey PleJJy. The 20 
Earl of Lurbon is made a Duke. Vladifiaus receiveththe Crown at Cracovix 
from the Pope, whofe predeceflbrs, for the murthcr of Stanilaus, had loft it. 
Againftthis Pope was fet up Nicbolaus the fifth, by Ludovic the Emperour, 
who having fate three yeares and three moneths, died in prifon at A - 

•venion, . . _ _ _ . - — ..— - - 

! ^ n r ToJ^//fucceededinthePopedomeBe;;^/ftthe eleventh or twelfth } he 
5 3 * fate feven years three moneths: He founded the Colledge and Temple of the' 
Bernardines at raris ; he fet out a Decretal, thwarting his Predeceflbrs opi¬ 
nion concerning thedeparted fouls } In his time two other Colledges were 
built at P./r//,to wit, the Colledge of Eduett by Bertrandus Bifliop of Edna , and 30 
the Collcdge of luron by Bnrgolus Archbilbop of Turon . The Sultan of Egypt 
1342. committed the cuftody ofChrifts Sepulchre in Joritfalem to eight Francifcan 
Friars. To Benedict fuccceded Clemens the fixth,who fate ten years fix months: 
Hcfent into Germany to have war proclaimed again ft the Turks, promifing 
indulgences to all that Ihould contribute towards that war, and befides, li¬ 
berty to eat eggs and milk upon all falling dayes, except Lent} this priviledge 
was procured by the Bilhops of Trovers and Colon, to their Diocefs} but bccaufe 
theBifhopof Mentz, reflifedto give aide, his^Diocefs was denied this privi- 
ledge, fo that to this time they eat no eggs on falling dayes. Clemens reduced 
the Jubilee to each fiftieth year, and abolifhed the Whippers: In his time the 40 
Delphinat of Vtftna is fold to Phil. Valois for 40C00 Crowns by Prince Humbert 
who became a Dominican,upon this condition, that the French kings eldeft 
fonlhouldbe called the Delphin, and that Humbert for his life Ihould be al¬ 
lowed yearly icooo. Florcns. About this time in France was inftituted the 
knighthood of the Star, and in EngLmd the knighthood of the Garter. This 
Clemens was a great enemy to Ludovic the Emperor. To him fuccceded Jnno- 
*3 5 *- cent the fixth, who fate nine years right moneths} he reconciled the Kings 
of France and Englandihc ratifies the Univerfity and Archbifhoprick of rrague 
in Bohemia, erefted by Charles the fourth. About this time John IVickf ijj began 
to broach his opinions in England. % 50 

t To innocent facce&kdVrban the fifth, who fate eight years four moneths} 

5 this Pope confecrated Mayans the Neftorian Patriarch, who came purpofely 
from Mofal or Selencia , where the Patriarchs feat is, to be confecrated at Rome . 

^ T 1 He confirmed the Order of Saint hriget. At this time John the Frehch king 
v invaded burgundy, and annexed it to France, which Charles of daimea 
as bis inheritance} this Charles the fifth afterward bellowed it on his brothel' 

Philip 
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Philip the Bold. This Pope confirmed the Order of Mount-Olivet. To him An.Chrifiu 

fucceeded Gregory the eleventh,who fate feven years two moncths} he brought 

back his Chair from Avcnion to Rome, upon the revolting of his Towns in 

Italy. Charles the wife about this time ordained, that the Tons and heirs of the 1 3 7 l * 

French Kings, fliould be crowned and confecrated at fourteen years of age. 

John Galleacius having bought the Dukedoine of Mill an from IVenceJJaus, took 
away Verona and Vinccntia from the Scaligers } Padua, Tarvijhtm, and other 
Towns from the Qararians, and fubdued T rent, Perujiud, and other places } he 
defeated alfo the Florentines , with their Auxiliaries the French. The Polan- 
io ders for jco. years, even till the death ofC ajlmir the Great, had enjoyed their 
own Kings and Princes, that is till the year 1370. except JVenceJJaus the Bohe¬ 
mian } but now Cajimir dying without illue male, Luclovic the Hungarian, and 
his fon-in-law Vladijlaus Jagello the Lituanian obtained that Crown, which his 
pofterity enjoy till this day. After this Gregory had returned into Italy, there 
arofea great Schifme in the Church, for the Italians chofe an Italian Pope, to 
wit, 'Urban } the French chofe a Frenchman, Clement the feventh, who betook 
himfelf to Avcnion $ this fchifme lafted 36. years, even till the Councel of 
Conjlancc . To Clement fucceeded Benedict the 13. of Arragon, who fate in Ave- 
nion. About thirty years after Urban the Italian Cardinal chofc Boniface the 
20 ninth. Innocent the feventh, Gregory the twelfth 5 France , Spain , England ,, 0 
and Scotland followed the French Pope, Italy and other places the Ita- 1 57 *'* 
lian. 

To Gregory fucceeded Urban the fixth a Neapolitane,who fate eleven years, 
he appointed the Feaft of the Vifitation of our Lady} In his time Jagel/o Prince 
of Lituania, after the death of Ludovic King of Hungary and P o/onia, whofe 
daughter he married} he imbraceth Chriftianity, and is crowned King of Po- 
land in Cracovia, and is named Vladijlaus } his Countrey Lituania was the laft 
in Europe that received Chriftianity. Great conteftation arofe between Jdm 
the firft King of Cajlile and Legian who had married the daughter of Ferdinand 
« 0 King of Portugal, and J^/nhebaftard of this Ferdinand, about the Crown of 
Portugali but V-^theBaftardin the end carried it, and of a Monk became 
a King. This Pope allowed and confirmed the Monkilh Order of Jefuites, fo 
called for often ufing the Name of T E su $. John Colnmbanus and Francis 
Vincentius of Seva were the firft Authors of this Order, they wore a white 
coat, girt with a leather girdle, and a cloak of fine wooll over their coat 5 they 
went bare-footed,only they ufed wooden foies. Charles the fixth of France re¬ 
duced the many Lillies in his Armes to three: In his minority the Clergy 
loft their Tithes, which were employed upon the wars. TheUniverfity of 
Cracovia is inftituted by King Jagel/o, and confirmed by the Pope. ProfdTors 1 3 ® ?• 
brought from Prague, they were maintained out of the Cuftomes and

Tole of Salt. T wo Colledges were erefted, one for Divines and Philofophers, 
the other for Lawyers and Phyficians. To Urban fucceeded Boniface the 9! 
fourteen years eleven moneths 5 this Pope injoyned the Anuates,or one years 
fruits of Benefices, to be paid into the ApoftolicalTrcafure towards the wars 
againft the Infidels. About this time Emanuel Chryfoloras , by the Popes allow¬ 
ance, brought back into Italy the Greek Tongue, which had been banifhed 
thence70c.years. TheUniverfity of Erfurd is erefted, and four Colledges 
more at Paris . At Avcnion to Clement the 7. fucceeded Benedict the 13. Anti¬ 
pope, who was depofed by the Synod of Paris. 

We faid before, that to John the fourth of Holland fucceeded John the 
Hanonian , who descended from King IVilliam by his lifter} this Hanonian 
was oppofed by John ReneJJius heretofore condemned for Treafon} he drew 
to his fide molt of the Nobility, and feifed upon IValachria } the controverfic 
is referred to Charles the French King, by the Earle of Renejfius $ but he per¬ 
ceiving Charles inclined to the Earl, appeals to Albert the Emperour, pre¬ 
tending that Holland did now fall to the Empire, the Earles Family having 

H h . failed} 
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Jn.Chrijli failed 5 Upon this Albert raifcth an Army, whom the Earl meets with his 
Forces 5 when they were ready to fight, the Bifliop of Cohn interceded, and a 
peace concluded, conditionally that the Earl fhould hold Holland in fee of the 
Empire* foRenejJius his hopes were fruftrated, and commanded to forbear 
medlingwithZ eland $ yet he raifed fome troubles afterward in Holland , but 
he was defeated and driven into Brabant. After this the Earl had wars with 
thcBifhopof Vtricht , in which theBifhop was killed, and another fubftitu- 
ted in his place. At laft the Earle defirous to live quiet, beftowed Holland 
upon hiseldeft foil, and TLcUnd upon William , and fo went back to Han on? a 
or Ncrvia, but his tranquility was interrupted by the wars of Flanders with 1Q 
Philip of France for the Earl of Artois, fon-in-lawto this Hanonian, had in¬ 
volved himfelf in this war, in which he loft his life, The Flandrians having 
defeated the French, invaded Hanonia, bccaufe it fided with the French* 
whereupon Holland , to help the Hanonian , and to call back the FlAndrian 
Forces thence, falls upon Flanders : under the conduft of William , the 
Flandrians in the interim invaded Walachria , William is forced to encounter 
them * but his fucccfs failed, for he was defeated, and hardly cfcaped to Mid - 
dhbnrgh , which he was alfo forced to quit to the Fleming, who had now got 
all Walachria , onely Zirizea remained, which was a flicker for William^ this 
Town held out a liege, and at laft with a few refolute Souldiers flew and 2Q 
drowned 15C0. of the enemies. Cuy of Flanders upon this refolvcd to invade 
Holland , and firft he defeats the Battavian Army 5 then takes in all the Towns 
of North-Holi and, except Harlem . The Duke of Brabant claimes title to South - 
Holland, which fubinits to his Forces, except Oort $ this Town not onely held 
out againft him, but at length, with incredible fucccfs, drove him quite out of 
Holland. Guy retumes into Zeland, befiegeth again Z/rizca, which ftoutly re¬ 
fitted, though much opprclled by the enemy without, and famine within. A 
French Fleet is font to joyn with the Zdanders againft the Flemings $ Four 
of the French Ships ft tick upon the (helves, which the enemy intended to 
burn with fome hre-fhips * but the wind turning about, drove the fire^ 
upon the enemy * a great fight enfued, in which the Flandrians were 
defeated, and Guy carried prifoncr into France: fo Z irizea and all Z eland 
arc now at liberty, Rencjfius the prime incendiary, who had fled to V- 
iricht , not daring to truft the Town, was ;naking an efcape by boat, 
which in the River by the weight of the pafl'engers was funk, and fo 
they were all drowned. Hannonius hearing of the great fuccefs of his fon, fell 
fick with fudden joy, and died. 

After this Robert Earle of Flanders intended to renew the vvarre with 
Holland , but is reconciled by the mediation of friends. About this time 
it rained for ten moneths together, upon which followed a general Plague 40 
and Famine. 

William after this had feme controverfie with Vlricht upon the death of 
Guj the Bifliop, who held fome Lands belonging to Holland * he joyned him¬ 
felf afterwardto Ludovic the Empcrour, againft Frederic 4 the Aultrian, and 
then forces the rebellious FrifJanders to pay tribute to Holland. At laft this 
1 3 3 7 • Earle died, and was buried in Falencient. He was fo juft, that he put to death 
theGovernour of South-HolUnd, for taking a Cow from a Countrey-man * 
this was William the third. 

To him fuccecdcd William the 4. he married the D. of Brabants daughter, 
by whom he had no children * he aflifted Ediv. of England againft the French, - 0 
the Borufiians againft Cajlmir of Poland, and the Spaniard againft the Sara- 
zens * he vifited the Holy-Land $ to him was offered the Empire, when Lndo- 
vic was caft out by the Popc,which he refufed to accept}in hisvvars againft V- 
tricht he received a wound in the foot 5 and as he was fighting againft the 
Fri (landers, he was flam, and his head cut off in difgrace, and his whole Army 
defeated $ he being dead without iflue, his fitter Margaret , wife to Ludovic 
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the Emperour fucceeded, who having ruled that Province one year returns to An.ChriJiu 
her husband ludovic, and commits the care of the State to her fon William of 
Bavaria, conditionally that he fhould pay yearly to her looooScutati} about 
which time Vtricht and Holland fell our, and the Hollanders were beat} but 
Jby means of the Duke of BrabantandEar\ of Cleve , the Biibop was forced to 
make peace with Holland . About this time Margaret pretending that her foil 
did not keep his Articles, demands her Earldome again, which he upon this 
iorfook,. to the g reat difeontent of Holland , for they loved him better then 
the Mother: hereupon a Civil war arifeth between tnofe who favoured the 
Ip fon, and them who adhered to the mother: Leiden, Amfierdam, and moftof 
the Cities held with' William, King Edward cf England affifted Margaret } 
there enfued a cruel Sea-fight between the Brill and Gravefcnd in the mouth 
pf the Mofa. Atlaft it was agreed upon, that Margaret ihould have Hanonia * 3 5 *. 
and William the reft, who married with the Duke of Lancafiers daughter, of 
>vhom be had no children : The Biftiop of Vtricht and he had Wars, after 
which he fell mad, and killed one Gerard a Nobleman in his fury, wherefore 
he is imprifoned, and ftri fe a rofe about the Government of the State} fome 
(landingfor Williams wife, others for Albert his brother, who upon this 
is lent for} the old civil quarrel burfts out again, which not without much 
20 blood and-trouble, was appeafed by Albert , who was Protcftor of Holland 19 
•years} at laft William being dead, Albert fucceeded. 

Earle Albert having buried his former wife, marrieth with Margaret 
the daughter of Adolphus of Clive , of whom he had no children he do¬ 
ted wyx&xAlitha a Strumpet, who was killed by the confcntof the Nobility} 
thefe the Earle threatned with death} the Earls fonne interceding for them, 
was forced to Rid into France from his fathers wrath} but John of Bavaria 
obtained pardon for them all. At length Albert died, and was buried at the 
Hague.:] , : v. " - '* - - 

Savoy or $aba?tdia, of old Allobroges , from a King of that name, was in 
50 th z Romanes time a! Kingdome, whofc king Bitnlto was taken by Fab. Max . 

Afterthe Romanes, the Burgundians obtained this kingdome, and was a part 
of Gallia NarbonenJtsj and of the Kings of Arles } it was a member of the Em¬ 
pire till the 5x3^999.'when Berald of Saxony, brother to Dtho the third, for 
killing^.**? his Uncles wanton wife, fled from Germany , and fen ted' himfelf 
here in the City Morienna, to whom fucceeded his fonne Humbert firft Earle 
of this City , which title he obtained from Conradus, fome fay Henry the 
fecond Emperour, bccaufe his father Berald had recovered it with the 
kingdome of Arles io theDukedomeof Burgundy from his enemies and 
had made the wayithroughthe^/p**/, clear from Theeves and Robbers} he 
40 married the daughter of the Marquefsof Segufia , by which he with his wife 
’ becametos Heirs. He died at fifty years of age, to whom fucceeded his Ion 
Amadetis . Humbert was buried in S. Johns Church of Morienna," which * he had 
beautified and inriched. ■> ^ 

„ * Toy Humbert fucceeded his Sotme Ankadeus n Ear\e of Maurienna , and 
Marquefs of Sufa }: he was called Candatx* by Henry the Third, Empe- 
rour ^hecaufc.of his long Traine or Taile of young Gentlemen that al¬ 
ways followed him. He affifted WHlidm tauie of Burgundy againft the 
Prince of Lorainci After he had given good proofe of his valour in that 
war, hedied, and 1 is buried with his Father. To him fucceeded Hum - 108a 
*6 fat tbei ftcond , who having fubdued ihe petty King of Brianconium 
that tyrannized over his.Subjecb and Neighbours: he went againft the Sa- 
razens, and in the Holy-Land did good fervice in Godfrey of Bui- 

loign\ he confrafted in’ hisJong journey,- a difeafe, which at lehgth killed 
him. In his tim $ Kruno having qrawn many fchollers with him out of Paris 
retired ipto a defart neer Gmianopolh in Narbon, and there inftituted the Cjt- 
tbujid* Order. hA •. ww/- iL > M s «cl l on\ \ * 
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An.Chrifti. To Humbert fuccccded his fon Amadeus thefccond: for his valour and good 
tivij fervice to the Empire, he is made by Henry the fifth Emperour, Earle of Savoy, 
which was held in fee of the Empire, of old ie depended upon Burgundy * but 
whenthiswasapartof the Empire, Savoy was governed by the Empcrours 
officers, who abufing their power in opprefling the people, were put out, and 
this AmacUus made Earl e. He fubdued the Earle of Geneva, who out of fpleen, 
becaufe AmacUus would not marry his daughter, invaded his Territories with 
a great Army, which was defeated, and the Genevan himfelf killed. He had 
quarrels with Utcit the G rolle of France, which were taken up by St. Bernard: 
Afterward he went againft the Saracens in 'Ajia, with the fame Let us, and la 
Conrad*: the third, Emperour* but in his return home he died in Cyprus. He 
1 1 4.8. erected two Abbies. 

To him fuccccded his fon Hmttbert the third, who fo grieved for the death 
of his wife the Earle of Flanders daughter, that he could receive no comfort, 
till by the adviceof theBifhop of Geneva , he went to two holy men who had 
retired thcmfelves from the world, and profeffed a thrift kindeof life, near 
the lake Lcmanuus * from thefe he received fo much comfort, that in memory 
thereof, he created a Monaftery in the fame place, called Altaco/uba, which 
he richly endowed, and furnifiicd it with twenty Monks taken out of the 
Ciftercien Abbey* there did the Earle himfelf live a monafrical life with thefe 20 
Monks for one years fpace, and then returned to his government. By the 
earneft intreaty of his people, he was induced to marry again* his fccona wife 
dyed, and his daughter he had of her, which fo renewed his grief, that he re¬ 
tired privately to nis former couffe of life in a folitary place near the fame 
, lake,where he founded anAbbey to thcVirgin-Mary,zn& having placed Certain 
11 9 5 ‘ Monks there, refolves to live and die with them * but that he was again over¬ 
come with the importunate requefts of his people,befeeching him to return td 
his government, and to marry again for procreations fake : of this third wife 
he had a fon called Shorn as, whereat he was fo glad,that to tefrifie his gratitude 
to the bit-fled V irgin, he founds a Priory at the entry of the fame lake to her, 3 ° 
and to SxManritiui the Martyr, and filled it with Monks out of the Society of 
St. refer of Chtnie. At laft this devout Earle, after his return from PtokmaU 
with Philip Augujlus, fell into a lingering difeafe, and then died : Hewas in¬ 
terred in the Monaftery of Altacomba which he built to the Virgin. To him 
1 * his fon '[homos fuccccded, being yet a childe. ..’r 

TheEarlcof Uncle to this undertook his tuition, which 

he performed faithfully, keeping off all the (forms which ufc to fell upon 
States in the Princes minority. 7 homos being noW of years, fupprefleth the 
forces of Guy Earle of Geneva, him he takes prifbnCr with his daughter,whom 
he was convey ing to Philip Augnjtus the French King to be married * but the 40 
Maid was fo in love with Thomas, that (he married him againft her fathers con- 
fent, therefore Thomas would notfet Guy at liberty, becaufe he refilled to 
give his confent, till he had made the Earldomc of Geneva a fee-fa rmtOSa- 
voy. After 7 horn is had returned, from his expedition againft the Albigcnfer, 
whofc doflrinc was much fpread through Narbon , he joyned the Principality 
of Picueoi/t (which was fallen into divers fa&ions for Want of afucoeflbr, the 
Princes iffue being extinft) to his Earledome of Savoy. In Piemoht he built 
many Caftlcs to keep the Country in obedience,and eafed them of their heavy 
Taxes, and fo prevented all occaiioas of rebellion. He fubdued alfo rife Mar* 
quels of Montiferrat , and the Ajlenfes, who were confederate with ViemOnt. 5® 
At laft grieving for being forced to fide with Frederic 2. Emperor againft the 
1233, Pope, fell fick, and died. , •• 'V. 

ToT homes fuccccded his fon Amadeus the third: he took divers places in 
Lombardy upon the civil quarrels of that people, and killed the govemour fot 
imprifoning his Ambaffadours as they were going from Amadous 16 Rome. He 
reftoredthe Country of Valejia to thcChurchof Sedan: At laft, returning 
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from Lion^ahcr he had faluted the Pope,and had conveyed his fitters daughter An.Chr/Jlu 
to be married to Charles Saint Lewis his brother, he died;, and was buried ^^ 0 ° 
with his Anccftors in the Monastery of Altacomb* ; whofe (bn Lon/face fuo- 1 2 4 & 
ceeded $ his fortune was not anfwerable to that of his Predeceflors, for as he 
. was fighting againft the Marquefs of Montsferrat , the Taurini and AJlcnjh, he 
is taken prifoner and carried to Taurhitm 5 with his chief companion and 
counfeller the Marquette of Salnjsa, where he was unworthily ufed, not with- 
ftanding Pope Alexander 4, had laboured for his 1 iberty, which would not be 
granted, and therefore the Taurinians are excommunicated* in the interim 
to Karl Boniface with grief, fomc think with poifon died, never having married * 
his body being ranfomed with a great fum of mony, was buried m S. Johns 
of Maurienna . At this time fell out the captivity of Saint Lewis and his 
brothers. I 2 5 & 

Though Boniface had a fitter* yet ihe was not permitted to fuccced, beeaufe 
ofherfex* therefore his uncle Peter is made Earl of Savoy. Henry the third 
of England, who had married Elianor his fitters daughter, made him Earle of 
Richmond. For his fortitude and fuocefle, this Peter was called Junior Charles 
the Great. Hepurpofed to be revenged of Taurinum for the death of Boni¬ 
face, therefore layes a ftrait fiege to it 5 which was relieved with vittuals 
20 ftrangely , two hundred Boat-men, for a great fumme of money, chained 
certain oarrels full of provifion, which they fank into the rivers, fo artifici¬ 
ally* that neither did they fink to the bottom, nor appearc above the water* 
behind them certain Divers fwimmed under water, which thruft the Casks 
forward * and before there dived others, who pulled the Casks into the town: 
butatiaft this trick beingeither found out or fufpefted, a bridge of boats is 
made over the river,and great peeces of timber driven into the ground-, that 
nothing could paffc that way * fo the Town having fpent her provifion, was 
forced to furrender. The firtt thing Pe/erdid, was the punching ofthofe who 
had a hand in the death of Boniface * afterward this City of 7 nrm was beftow- 
ed by the Emperor upon Ureter. A \\ ... a. 

^ After this* Ptfeffubdued many of the neighbouring places, took in divers 
Forts and towns upon the Lake of Geneva jn\d difmifled all his prifoners With¬ 
out ranfome, having fwom fealty to him. So Veter quieted all about him, and 
takes a journey for England to fee Queen Elianor his fitters daughter. The 
Earl of Geneva takes occafion by Peters abfenoe to ftira rebellion Agaihtt him, 
and therefore feifeth upon feme of his cattles, givingout he wasdead. Vpon 
the report of thefc doings, Peter procures 4000. Engl ifh foot, which he tranfi- 
ported by fea to Savoys his coming was fo fudden, that'nonc knew of it till 
he was there: He firtt takes in the Cattles that were revolted * and puts the 
ao Covemors to death * then falls upon the Territories of Geneva 5 but by the 
mediation of the Earl of Burgundy a peace is concluded between-the Savoyan 
and Genevan , fo that the Genevan fliould pay a great fumme of mony to the 
Savoyan for the charges he had been at in this war,and withall Amadetr* fltould 
keeptheCaftleswhichhehad regained. Thai he builds a ToWn called Mar- 
gift** upon the bank of the Lakeland four Cattles in the Territories of Vienna * 
afterward he makes a joumy into Germany xx>\iS\X.Rirhard Earl of Cornwall 
who had married Elianors fitter Queen of England, and was In competition; 

With Alphonf w for the Empire. Peter having fwom fealty to Richard, obtains 
of Wm foil power and right over the Taurini, 'Veragri, saUfsri , and Z\mfxti 9 
^ 0 forhimarid his pofterity v but at length Pe/er being returned from Germany 

vdto Savoy, fell into a Hngting malady, of which he dyed, having made his t 2 6 & 
brother Philip (being then at Rome) His .heire andfuccettbr, in confirmation 
ofwhich hecaufcd his Ring to be delivered to him, as Alexander did to 
Pifdicas * thiscuftoinetdntinuedeve^aherm^^^. > .IntJ. 

* Philip having received the ringbf S. Mantlet^ ( which had been given to 
peterbyz certain Abbot) fucoceds in the Earldome * he was a Church-man, 
bet , and 
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Au Chrifti. and held the BiOiopricks of Lions and Valentium in ComwcncLum but this Church- 
- life he forfook, and married. Thqfeof 2 ?m*e and Friburgb, having made their 

peace with the Emperor Ralph of Habjpurgh , who had made war upon the 
Switzers, he takes lorne towns and forts from this rbilip, who complained 
thereof to the Pope, hoping he would have dealt with the Emperor for fatif- . 
faction 3 but finding none, hefellfick with difeontent, and fo for ten yearcs 
together pined away, and died. He divided his eftate before he died, among 
his Brothers fons : to 1 hornets the cldcft he bequeathed Viedmont 5 to Lewis the 
youngeft, the Barony of Vaplxium ; but to Amadeus the middlemoft, w hom 
he had bred and loved beft, he gave Savoy ; for confirmation of which, left his 10 
brothers afterward Ibould quarrel with him, he beftowed on him S.Aianricc 
his Ring, and caufed mony to be damped with his name on it; healfo by his 
laft will ordered, that if either of the other two brothers fiiould repine at this 
divifioh as being unjuft, . he (hould forfeit his lcgacie. Before his'death, he 
caufcd proclamation to be made through Savoy and Burgundy , that if he had 
done wrong to any man; or was indebted to him, he would make fatisfh&ion 
to the full. He beftowed the richeft furniture of his houfe upon the Abb'yof 
Altacomba , where he would be buried with, his Anceftors, and increafed the 
revenues thereof. \ ^ I ’• 

To rhifip fucceeded Amadeus 4. his brothers fecond fon. He had long wat 
with the Earl of Geneva^ arid Humbert theDelphinof Vienna: the Genevan 
laboured to incenfe t homos, under pretext of wrong done him bv Amadeus his 
younger brother, foraccepting Savoys but ihomas was fo faitnful, that he 
wou ld not ftir againft his brother s' wherefore the Delphin got him withfome 
of his forces which he had raifed.m defence of his brother, into an ambufti, 
and Hew him : but fearing 1 tfo Amadeus would be revenged upon his Country 
for. this (laughter, he invites the Genevan to fall; with fire and fwordupon the 
Linds of Lewis the youngeft brother, hoping by this to keep off theSavovan 
forces from his owrk land., Amadeus, feeing that one of his brothers was killed; 
and the lands of the other wafted, fals fudaenly .with an army upon the Gene-^o 
van territoties, feifeth on the bridge which joyned Savoy with his brothers 
country,and guards it; the Genevan being amazed at'this fudden . coming of 
Amadeus ,;prefently flies ; the. Savoy an takes in fome forts and caftles, which 
he furnilheth with men! and prbvifion to keep off anymore incurfions into 
his brothers country 5' the territories bn both hdes are mifcrably wafted with 
fire and fword, and the inhabitants with plague and famine, till peace was 
concluded by the Popes Legats,and the Englifli and Burgundian A mbafladorsr; 
but £hjs> peaoe. laftedmot long; for. when, the Delphin underftood that the 
Frtbmgcfs I whom the Savoyan aflifted, were overthrown by the Bcrnens , he 
took.oCeafibn upon this to iirradeithe Savoy art territories', againft his oath 40 
and proirtife^ rAwadsvi was'now forced to-take arms] therefore invades the 
enemies,country, takes.the town Bcl/bcomba^nd puts all that made rdiftance 
ft> the (word; then he marchethto Qoncellbtuni whithfcr the Delphin had fled;

Geneva builds a Caftle near the Town , much offenfive to the Savoyen . He 

again on the other fide builds a Caftle to offend the Genevan^ and fo the peace is 

broken again. The Delpbin alfo, who ftill fided with the Genevan aeainft Savoy , 

draws away fomc of the Savoyen Tenants from their allegiance , chiefly Mom - 

be Hus Lora of Entremchtium. Hereupon Amadeus befiegeth Entremontium^ and 

takes it and in it the Lord,who falling on his knees begged pardon,and had it. 

Whilft Atttodctis was employed in befieging Entrcmonthm 9 the Earle of 
Gcnevaby the help of afaftionmthe City , got pofiefllon of it, which did 
10 properly belong to the Bifliop of Gbieva^ not to the Earle 5 but in a fhort time 
the City declaring for the Savoyen , drove out the faftion, and the Earle was 
fain to flie : Many were laid in irons, and their houfes pulled down, whom 
Amadeus put to death as foon as he came, and took the Caftle which held out 
againfthim, putting all within it to the fword, except the women : fhortly 
after the Bifhop was banifhed for plotting to bring in the Earle of Geneva. 
again, and his Caftle pulled down : Not long after the Earle of Geneva 
dieth, and fo doth the Dolphin , whole Tons confpired to cont inue their fathers 
quarrel againft the Savoyen , who hereupon fends his fon Edward. \v ith a 
puiffaut Army againft them, Edward obtains a glorious viftory, and returns 
20 to his father with great joy : At length the Countries being wafted with long 
war, a peace is concluded, andth c Savoyens daughter is married to William 
Earle of Geneva*, but this peace lafted not above two years * for the Delphin 
perceiving that he could not perfwadethe Genevan to break with his father 
inlaw, labours by treachery to get the Town and Abbey of Ambrunaya , for 
that purpofe deals fecretly with three wicked Monks of that Abbey, born in 
Dclphiny, to betray the place, which they did, by letting in through a back- 
gate the Delphins forces* this being done, the three Monks feife on the Abbot 
in the Church-porch betimes in the morning as he was going to Mafle, and 
hanged him from a high window, becaufehewas alwayes averfefrom their 
jo wicked courfcs > the Savoyen hearing of this wicked aft , fends a confiderable 
Army thither,who fuddenly feifed on Ambrunaya , puts all to the fword that 
were for the Delphin ^ and lends the three Monks to the Ecclefiaftick Magi- 
ftratetobc puniihed. The Dolphin upon this, takes by treachery from the 
Savoyen the Caftle Mircbcllum, which heftrongly garrifons^ and returns to 
Delphiny , when he heard that the Savoyen was upon his march with a great 
Army, who fits down before the ftrong Town of St. German in the Delphinat 5 
but perceiving the place was well provided of all things to endure a long 
fiege, he ufeth this ftratagem: He rifeth with his Army pretending to befiege 
Languienum 5 when thofe of St. German feeing the danger Langiennm was in, 

40 fent out their chief provifions and forces to relieve it: Upon this, the Savoyen 
returns with his Army to S. German , which he takes with eafe, being deftitute 
of theiraid, which could not get in to them, yet the Townsmen fought till 
they were almoft all (lain} the Caftle alfo atlaftyeelded : then Amadeus be¬ 
fiegeth and taketh the Town Amberievnm. The lofs of thefe two places fo 
grieved the Delphin , that fhortly after he fell fick and died. About which 1 3 ° 4 * 
time was the war between rhilip of France and the Flemings 5 Philip to make 
himfelf fo much the ftronger, got the Savoyen and Delphin to refign both 
their Armies to him, which they did$ and after a long war peace is concluded. 

Amadeus made his fon Edward General of the Savoy forces. 

5 0 This Amadeus for his good ferviccat Rhodes was honoured with the title 
of Great 0 and a filver Crofle (the Arms of the Knights of S.John of Jcrufalem) 
was added to his Arms. He inftituteda Colledge for fix little children in the 
Monafteryof Clnny , who were to pray for the Earles of Savoys becaufethe 
Earle ana his wife both dreamed at one time, that they faw fix little children 
pray to God to fend the Earl and his Countefs iffue which hitherto they 
wanted: This Colledge was called the Holy Covent. At laft, Amadeus , as he 
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An.chrifti. was going to Avenion to procure aid for his fon in law, the Empcrour of By- 
34tf/v//w,againft the Turks, died, and was buried in Altacomba. , 

1 3 2 3 * Edward the ninth, Earle of Savoy , received the Ring, and fuccceded to his 

father } he was a good Prince and Souldicr , but fo wafteful in his expences, 
that he was forced to raife heavy Taxes from his people 5 he picked a quarrel 
with fV?«c/^/;//who married his lifter Mary, and without anycaufe at all, 
made war upon him, in which his Army was defeated, and had almoft been 
taken prifoner himfelf, but that he was refeued by the Lord of Entremontium ., 
whofe life he had faved heretofore, when he was taken by his father Amadeus. 
This fame Edward interceded for his life the fecond time, where being Am- le 
bailadour for the Delfbin at raw, he killed in the Kings own prcfencc the 
governour of his Palace, for which he had fullered, if Edward, being then pre- 
1329. fent, had not begged his pardon. This Edward died with grief at raris, for 
the ill fuccefs he had in his former war, and is buried in Altacomba. 

Amadeus the fifth, brother to Edw<ird being at Avenion with Pope John 22. 
is called home againft his will, and inverted in the Earldome by the Ring* 
Edwards daughter, by the Saliquc law, is put by^ but her husband the Duke of 
Britan would not fuffer her to give up her right till (he received a great fuinme 
of money for it. Th c Delphi# growing infolcnt for the vifrory he got a while 
ago over Edward , began now with fire and fword to wafte the borders of 20 
Savoy. Hereupon Amadcnt, though otherwife a peaceable Prince, is forced to 
take Anns in htsdubjefts right, having firftmadc a league with the Earl of 
Geneva 5 he therefore firft fets upon the Caftle Monthctijium , which he took 
with great refolution and courage, for he was the firft that fealed the walls, 
and leapt down thence upon a Plaid, keeping off the Enemy till his forces 
cametohisaififtance : after this he built and took in other Caftles. The 
Delp bin to requite Amadeus , befiegeth the Caftle Perrieria in Savoy } but as he 
was coming too near to view the works, is killed with an arrow} whereupon 
the Caftle was the riiorc fiercely affaulted, and at laft furrendered, upon con¬ 
dition that they fiiould have their lives} but the Articles were prefen tly bro- 3 ° 
ken by the befiegers, who put all the befieged to death , for the lofle of 
their Commander, having no regard of fcxcorage : the Caftle alfo is totally 
demolilhed. But when Humbert the Delphi# r brother fucceeded, Philip Valoife 
makes a firm peace between Savoy and the Delphinat : So Amadeus gives 
himfelf totally to building, repairing, and enriching of Religious boufes} he 
gathered together all his Ancefters bones which had been buried abroad, and 
inid them lip in the Chappel of Altacomba. At laft he died, having left a young 
1 3 ^2. fon Amadeus nine years old. 

Amadeus 6 . fuccecded,fumamed the Grecw,becaufe he and his Court did wear 
ufually green cloaths.Upon the death of Robert King of the Principality 40 
of Piedmont fell to th is Amadeus, and to lames Prince of Aforea. Roberts Necce 
being reje&cd by the Sal/q/te law. The nrft ad Amadeus did, was the reftoring 
of theBilhop of Sedmtum to his place, being wrongfully thruft out by the 
giddy multitude. After this, new quarrels arife between him and the Delphin, 
becaufc Hugh of Geneva had got the Earonry of Geijinm, which was given by 
Hngard Lord thereof to Amadeus the fifth of Savoy. Amadeus the fixth fends to 
Hugh that helhouldcomcand do his homage for that Baronry'} this he refufed, 
faying/, that he was bound to do his homage to the Delphi#, not .to him. 
Whereupon the Savoyett takes the Caftle of Florimontnm by ftorm,and Ihortly 
after the ftrong Town Gcijtunt. Hugh of Geneva to requite this, takes fome 50 
Forts in Savoy , and puts all to the Sword. Great (laughter and fpoil is done 
onbothfides, till the Delphin refigned hisintereftin the Delphinat to Philip 
I'aloife the French K ing. Upon this, thelimits of Savoy , and the Delphinat are 
fo fctled, that all occafion of future quarels are taken away. The river of 
On ferns is made the bounder of their Territories: But no fooner had Amadeus 
disoandedhis forces, when the Archbilhop of A fill an took occafionto lay 
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claim to riewont, therefore entertains the disbanded Souldicrs, with a mul- An.chrjjli. 
titude of high-way men, whom he employed to invade Pumont 5 yet in this 
aftionhewouldnotbefeen himfelf. But the Savoy en quickly fuppreficdthefe* 

Robbers, and hanged up David and Robert their Captains, with many others 
whom they took alive. After this he bought theBaronry of Vattlxium % and 
made war upon the Prince of Morea for killing the Earls meflenger fent to 
furnmon the Prince: He took divers Forts and Caftles from this Prince, which 
afterward he reftored, being reconciled to him, having loft Batmens and 
Cbalantiufy his two chief friends in this war. 
to This Earle inftitutedthe order of the Anunciada y in memory of the An¬ 
nunciation of our Lady: He ordained fourteen of the prime Nobibity to be 
of this Colledge, on each of whom he beftoweda golden Collar, with the 
Virgins effigies hanging at it * within the links of the Collar, arc engraven 
theft four letters, F. E . R. T. which was the Motto of Amadeus the Great, 
who took Rhodes $ for the meaning is, Fortitudo ejus Rhodum tennit. The 
annual folemnity is held on our Lady-day in the Caftle of $. Peter in Turin : 
this example was followed by Lewis the eleventh of France, who infticuted 
the order of S. Michael 5 Philip the govemour of Burgundy , author of the order 
of the Golden-Fleece \ and tdvrard the third of England , who ordained the 
20 order of the GartenThis Earl eretted a Monaftery of Carthujtans to pray for the 
fafety of this order of the Annunciation. After this,the Earl goeth againft the 
Marquefs of Saluzzes^who had conlpired with theArchbiftiop of Atitian againft: 
him, whom having befieged, he forced him to come into his Pavilion in an 
humble way, with a napkin bound about his neck, and publikely to beg par¬ 
don, and to take again the oath of Allegiance. Afterward peace being con¬ 
cluded in France^ the Englifh fouldiers going to help the Marquefs of Monts- 
ferrat againft the Yicount of Mrffan , were forced to march through Piemont j 
at which the Earl being offended takes up Arms againft them : the Englijb 
upon this take many of his Forts, and befiege the Earl in Lanfat, but upon 
the payment of two thoufand and four hundred pounds, the EnghJfj are con¬ 
tent to leave off the fiege, to reftore the Forts and prifoners, and to march 
peaceably through the Country. After this he raifeth a great Army,and fo did 
Lewis Duke of Burbon againft Veter K. of Caftile, who to pleafe his whore Mary y 
had ftifled his own wife Blanca filter to the Duke of Eurbon 9 and to the wife of 
Amadeus : but hearing that Peter was killed by Henry his baftard brother, they 
alter their refolution from invading Cajlile , and intend to fet upon the Defpot 
of Bulgaria^ who under pretence of friendftiip had imprifoned John Paleologus 
Emperourof Conjlantinople j he tranfports his men to Callipolis y which Amu- 
rathes had invaded : the Barbarians refifted his landing a while, but at laft 
40 were forced to give way. As foon as the Chriftian Army was landed, they 
had divers skirmifhes with the Turks and Bulgarian /, whom Amadeus defeated, 
and took in divers of their Forts, afterwards he befiegethFUrw,/,which caufed 
the Bulgarian to fet the Emperor at liberty, who with Amadeus were received 
into Bizantium with great joy : But the Savoyen faWting divers of theGrve^ 
Ceremonies in their Divinc-fervice, urgeththe Empciourto unite the Greeks 
Church with the Latine , to which hecondefcended* and to let the Earle fee 
he was reall, lie fends to Per*, where An/adeus was, the fons of his chief 
Nobility as hoftages, and withal) the Imperial Diadem, and fhortly 
after he goeth himfelf to. Rome for that purpofe* but being denied by 
50 the Pope a few Gallies againft Amnrathes the Turk , he returnes home 
without any thing done in the union, which might then have been eafily 
effected. 

Whilft Amadeus was abfent in Conjlantinople, Barnabas Vifcount of 
Millan , with his brother Galeacius invade Piemont , to whom joyned the 
Marquefs of Salitjjia , and Philip fon of James, Prince of Morea j Earl Amadeus 
hearing of this,was forced to leave off profccuting the union of the Greek/ and 

I i Latine 
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An.Chriftj. Latin e Churches, and repair withallfpccdto Savoy, at whofc comming the 
Enemy r a rents back to Lombardy } but the Salnfsian, and Tkihp of Morea flay¬ 
ing too long bchinde, were cut off by the Savoycn. After this, the Marquefs of 
Aloni sferrat with the Savoycn help, overthrew the Vifeounts Army, which had 
taken fomeTowns from the Marquefs, and befieged Alla ? upon this defeat, 
thefiege is railed. After this, Antdcleus is employed by Charles the fourth, 
Emperour, Pope Gregory the eleventh, and Joan Queen of Naples, all 
whofe lands were invaded by Barnabo of AliUan , and his brother Galcacins : 
againft thefe the Earle marcheth, takes Coma, and redo res it to rhe Queen* 
then takes divers Towns from the Enemy, and forceth Guleanus to make his 10 
peace, which was granted conditionally he fhould not help his brother, and 
fo all the forces joyn together againft Barnabo, who upon this hafteneth to 
AJiilan , fearing the Enemy would befiegeit, which indeed the Savoy en in¬ 
tended, had the Popes forces come in time, which were now upon their 
march, but could not joyn with Amadeus , bccaufe Barnabo had opened the 
fluccs, and drowned all the paflages ? yet afterward Amadeus made a fhift,and 
got with great difficulty to the Popics Army at Eononia. Thefe together 
plundered the Countries of Via centra and Parma, and were preparing to fit 
down before Placentia-? but Amadou fell fuddcnly lick, fo that he was forced to 
be carried in a Litter to Aiunna ? and upon this the Army dilfolved. After- 20 
ward Amadeus being recovered, and now in the Kingdome of Naples with 
an Army againft Pope Z'rbat: the fixtb, in defence o£ Lewis of Andes , fell 
1 2 fuddcnly fick again, with the Duke of Andes, and a multitude of fouldiers 

^ ’ ar.dhorfcs that had drunk of a water which the Enemy had poyfoned, all 

thefe died : Amadeus his.body is carried to Altacrmba. It is reported that 
Barnabo had poyfoned, before this expedition „ all the bread and wine in the 
Town of Vi comer cat , whither lie knew Amadeus was TO come with his 
forces, but the treachery being found out by fome that fell fick upon the 
eating and drinking of that poyfoned ftuffe, they were all cured by 
St. Maurice his ring dipt in vinegar 5 though this is not likely, yet not im-30 

pofiible. # . 

Amadeus the feventh, fon to the former, having received the ring, fucceeds: 
he was now three and twenty years of aec, and had already given good tefti- 
monvofhis valour in his fathers time, by takingin fomeTowns and Forts 
upon the River Araris 5 his dominions were enlarged by the Ifle of Tcnedos, 
which was given to his father by the Venetians and Gcnuok , between whom 
he made peace, after they had quarrelled long for this Ifland, as we have faidj 
the City Coma alfo was beftowed upon the fame Amadeus the father, by 
legacy from the Queen of Naples. This young Earle made war,with good fuc- 
cefs, upon the Marquefs of Mont sferrat, for caufing fome of the Savoycn 40 
fubjeftsto rebel. He took Scdsm with their Forts, and made them receive 
again their Bifbop, Fdrvttrd the Prince of M areas fon , whom they had thruft 
out : he defeated the Marquefs of Safnzcs forces which had invaded his 
Country-, the Seigniority of Nicea chofc him for their Prince, and fodid fome 
other Princes thereabout. But after Amadeus was returned home, one day as 
he was hunting the Bore, he fell from his horfe, and forely wounded his 
thigh, which a Montebank out of Africa , who then waited on the Duke of 
1 3 9 7 Burbots, undertook to cure, but it’s thought he poyfoned him, for fo the Earl 
as he was dying confcffed: the Phvfitian is apprehended and imprifoned, 
\yho having cleared himfclf, is baniffied out of Savoy, Prance , Burgundy and 
Germany, into England, The Earl is buried in Altacomba .

J N France ,to rhilip the Fair fuccecded his fon Lewis Hutin , who had before 1 3 1 
this time fucceeded to the Crown of Navarre, by the death of his 
mother 5 he caufed Enguerrand great General of the Finances , for impufing 
10 divers Tributes on the people, to be hanged, and his image to be flung down 
from the Palace flairs where it flood. This King refolves to make an expe¬ 
dition into the Holy-Land, beineenjoyned thereto by his father Philip , who 
had for that purpolc fequefl red the Clergies ty thes 5 but before he could ac-* 
complilbhisdchgn, hediedinthefecond year of his reign, having left his 
Queen great with childe, his name was John, and lived not above eight daics: 
fo Lewis had now onely one daughter Joan, by Margaret daughter to Robert 
Duke of burgundy, but (he could not fuccccd, becaufe of the Salique 
Law, which faith. Let not women fucceed in the Saltqne Land, which 
was meant of Prance, becaufe Ammian Marcellin writes, that in his time 
20 there were a people in France called Saties$ therefore though the Duke 
of burguny uncle to this Princefs flood for her right a while,yet at laflyeelded 
to the other Peers of France, and acknowledged Philip le Long, the deceafed 
Kings brother, lawful heir, who was crowned without contradift ion $ he be¬ 
llowed his cldeft daughter on this Odon Duke of burgundy , and with her the 
Country of burgundy V his fecond he gave to Lewis Count Roberts fon of 
Flanders , who in right of his mother was Count of N/vcrn : the third was 
efpoufed to the Dclphin of Vienna : Jane the defonft Kings daughter, was 
married to Lewis Count of Evreux , who by her obtained the Kingdomc of 
Navarre . ' J 

g 0 In the mean while , the Pope confirms the peace between France and 
Flanders , by which it is agreed that the Earle of Flanders fhould pay to the 
French a million of Crowns in twenty years by equal portions. The defign for 
the Holy-war ishindred, by the debate that was between Lewis of Bavaria, 
indFrcderic of Aujiria , the Gibcllins that were banifhed out of Genua pro¬ 
cure fon to Matthew chief of the Gibellin fa&ion, and Vicar of the Em¬ 

pire tobefiege Genua, which fcnt to the Pope for his prote&ion: the Pope 
commands Mark to ccafe from molefting thofe who fought his protection * 
M^refufed to obey, whereupon he is declared an hcretick, and an enemy 
to the Church, and fodenounceth war againfthinij foreffetting of which 
40 he reconciles King Robert with the King of Arragon, whom he makes to re- 
fign eRhege to Robert± who thereupon prefents himfelf before Genua with 
fifteen Gallies of his own, and ten of the Popes, but thefe could not 
make M/r 4 raife the fiege, till art Army was fent againft M Ulan, which caufed 
the Millanois return home to fave their City : Philip alfo, fon to Charles of 
Valok, and to King/tokrto lifter, marchcth with an Army into Italy , upon 
whofe approach Galeas Vifcount, and fon to Matthew, proffers to fubmit 
himfelfto the French Kings Arbitrator, which this young Prince believing, 
returned with his forces into France, where he found the King dangeroufly 
lick, and a great mortality every where caufed by the Jews, who poyfoned the 
watery partly hired by the Turks and Saracens, and partly to be revenged for 
their banifliment under Philip the Fair $ the Jews arc apprehended and 
imprifoned, who that they might not fall into the Chriitians 1 hands did 
hang one another in theprifon$ the laft man being left alone thought to 
efcapeby a rope, but the rope brake, and he was found maimed, but the 1 3 2 *• 
next day was hanged. The King about this time died without iflue 
male. • 


Charles 
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AnXhnftb Charles the Fairer bilips brother fuccccded: He falls prcfently to execution of 
juftice,being omitted by reafon of the great mortality,and the fhort livesofthe 
late Kings. "He caufcd one Jordans, a kinfman of Pope John, to be hanged for 
murther. Itnr/f Count of Nta/er/is imprifoned for his prefumptuous behavi¬ 
our toward the King. One Hugh ocenfioneth great troubles in France, for 
building a Fort in Gwen without the Kings leave, pretending it was Englijh 
ground } At laft, it was after much debate demolilhed by Charles Valosfe , who 
with an Anny defeated Hugh , and his Englrjl) forces. This Charles was he who 
caufcd En^uerranmn his fpecial friend to be hanged;for which faft afterward he 
grew fo difeontented, that he fell fick, and died} but before his death, he pro- 19 
cured of the King leave to take down the corps from the Gibbet, and tobury 
it magnificently. In the mean while. Chirks the Fair having reigned feven 
years, died, ana left his wife great with childe: King of England, fon 

to Philip the Fairs daughter, fifter to the laft King, claimed title to the Re¬ 
gency, as,being next of kin} but the French told him that he was tco young to 
govern fach a Kingdome, and that he had need to have a governour himfelf. 

]Philip fon to Charles of Valotfe told him plainly, that France was not to be go¬ 
verned by women, and that it was unreasonable for a daugher of France mar¬ 
ried in England to claim that right, w hich was denied to her that was married 
to the Fur gun di an , which was alwaies accounted French } much was debated 2 o 
to and fro about this bulinefs : In the interim, the Queen Dow ager brought 
to bed of a daughter} upon w hich, Philip of Valoife is declared King, andcon- 
fecratcd at Rlsemes, and crow ned at S. Dennis , thence he rides in great ftate to 
1328. Paris, where he is received by the Nobility, City, Clergy and Univerfity, in 
great pomp } and a match is made between this new Kings youngeft fon 
rhsl/p, Duke cf Orleans , with Blanch the former Kings daughter lately 
born. : 

rhdip being fctled, refolvcs to make wars upon Flanders , for not paying the 
million of Crowns agreed upon} Earle Lewis fent his collcftors to raife the 
money*, but they were flighted, and he forced to flye, becaufe of a fire that 30 
happened at 'iurncy whilft he was there, the people fuppofing that he had fet 
the Town on fire. The French King raifeth an Army and befiegeth Cajfcl , 
upon the boiders where he Flemings had put a Garrilon} but he could not 
cither take the Town, or draw the beiieged to fight, wherefore he falls with 
fire and fword upon the Country all about, hoping to draw the befieged 
out of their ftrong hold, but could not,: At length the Souldiers returning 
with great booties to their Tents, began to make merry, andbe carelefs} the 
Flemings feeing this, iflue fo fuddcnly out of the T own upon the Camp, that 
they had almoll furprifed the King} but the alarm being made, and the King 
on liorfc-back, the French fall furioufly on the Flemings , routs them , and kills 40 
eighteen thoufand; fo Cajjel is taken, iackt and burned, and Count Lewis is re- 
fttlcd in his Country, where the authors of the rebellion are put to death} 
William Canute one of thechiefeft, was fled to the Duke of Brabant , but he 
was forced to deliver him up to the King, who caufed his head to be cut off at 
raris. In the Kings abfencethe Clergy incroached much upon the feculao 
Courts, of which complaint was made to the King} but he favouring the 
Clergy was content to let them go on in their judicatures. Shortly after there 
met at Amiens four Kings, to wit, of France, of England, of Bohemia, and of 
Majorca : King Edward came to do homage for the Dutchic of Gttien. The 
French King prepares for his expedition into the Holy-Land, therefore goeth 
to Avenion to confultwith the Pope about it, and withall makes his fon John, 
now fourteen years old, Duke of Norntandjr and Regent,pf France . Then he 
fends to the King of England to joyn with him in this holy expedition, but he 
found that he was otherwaics bent,and intended to invade France, wherefore 
the expedition into ralcfiine is laid afide. 

Robert Earl of Artois ,yfho had been fo hot for the Salique law,in the right of

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King P hi lip againft the Englrjh Ambafl'adours, is now quite changed , and al- AnXhriJli . 
together for the Engli/l? Title s whereupon to fecurc himfelf from rhilips.vn- 
dignation, conveys his chief wealth to Eurdcaux, then in the Enghflj poflcfii- 
on,and repairs himfelf to King Edward in England, who had already made 
war upon David King of Scotland, whereby the French King is ingaged in ho¬ 
nour to a (Tift his friend and allie 5 and now open afts of hoftility are commit¬ 
ted by the French and Engliih on each other both by Sea and Land ; in the 
interim king rhilip to ftrengthen himfelf the more, beftowes his daughter up¬ 
on the young Duke of Brabant, who was aimed at by William of Henatdt, for 
10 one of his daughters, and drawes in all his ancient Confederates to joyne 
with him in this war 5 for this purpofe he reconciles the Savoyans and Del- 
phinats 5 there is alfo alliance made by marriage between France and Bohemia s 
and for fear left the Flemings fliould fide with the Englifl) , the Pope con- 
firmes a folemil league betw ? een the French and Flemings , thele fwearing fide¬ 
lity to France , which they promife to keep, or to forfeit a million of Crownes * 

E ace alfo is made between Arragon and Navar, both kings engaging them- 
ves to ftand for Frances but Lewis of B avarc the Emperour takes part with 
king againft the French, becaufe he thought the French king kept 

off the Pope from abfolving him s William of HenattU alfo was againft the 
20 French, bccaufc he intercepted the Duke of B rabant, with whom he meant 
to marry his daughter } the Duke of Gadders, the Marquefs of jf tdiers, and 
Eifhop of Colen were alfo enemies to France * but the Earl of t landers ftood 
firm to the French, he beheaded LeCourtiJien a French Lord at Gaunt, for 
keeping correfpondcncy with the Englifl', upon which the Commons fell to 
mutiny, and killed fome of the Earls Officers, and the Earl himfelf, pretend¬ 
ing he was going to hunt, fled to Franco^ the Fnglijh in the mean time take 
fome Townes from theFrench* thefc invade England, and plunder and burn 
Southampton : Camhray is fummoned to furrender to king Edward, as Vicar or 
Lieutenant of the Empire, allcdging that the City belonged to the Empire, 

30 not \oFrance,bnK the French Garrifoti within refiifed to obey. 

The French Army confifted of four Kings, to wit, of France, Scotland 
Bohemia, and Navar s of fix Dukes, among which were the Duke of Britany and 
Lorain , fix and twenty Earls, four thoufand Knights or Cavaliers,in all icocco 
Souldiers} the EngliJJ) and German Camp confifted of 6ccoo. which by the 
advice of Robert of Artois wasraifed from the fiege of Cantbray, bccaufc he 
thought fuch a gallant Army would do better fervice in the Field, then to lie 
idle a whole Summer before fo ftrong a place. The Count of Henatslt, upon 
the borders of France, took his leave of King Edward, (hewing that he waited 
on him fo longas he was within the limits of the Empire, being the Emperors 
40 Lieutenant, but he would not enter into France to make war againft his Un¬ 
cle : The two Armies being within two leagues of each other, prepare to 
fight s the Challenge is fent by an Herald from the Engliih,and entertained by 
the French 5 but king rhilip is advifed by Robert king of Sicily, and his wile 
Councel,not to fight with the Engliih, and hazard /*m*reupon the fortune of 
a Battel $ the Dutch being weary of the French delayes, began to think of re¬ 
turning home* King Edward gave them leave, and retires to Flanders with 
his Army, purpofely to draw the Flemings from the French to his fide, which 
they were unwilling to do, becaufe of their engagement and promife 5 Upon 
this King Fdrcard takes the title of France upon him, and wcares the Lillies in 
- Q his Colours, by this telling the Flemings , that they did not violate their oath 
* in fubmittingtohim,being bothKlng ofFrance and England ^ and fo got thc 
Flemings to fide with him, for which they are excommunicated by the Pope. 

After this, King Edward went over to England to raife money, having left his 
Queen at Gaunt ready to lye in 3 inhisabfence, King rhilip by his Ncccethe 
Emprefs, got the Emperour Lewis of Bavaria to renounce the Englijh, and to 
take away from Edward the Licutenantlbip of the Empire, becaufe he had not 
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An.Chrifii paid the fumnre fie promifed to the Emperour * in the mean while the French 

I/VNj and Flemings made daily excurfions upon each others borders $ the Earle of 
Salisbury before Life is taken prifoner, and carlied to Park, two hundred of 
his men being cut offby the French, who took the Towns of Efcandnrc and 
Thin, 

The French fent a Fleet of 380 faile to lie before the Sluce in Flanders, which 
1 3 * c# now fided with the Englilh: King Edward encounters this Fleet with another 
of fewer Ships, but taller and better manned ^ a terrible skirmifh enfues of fix 
hours, in which were killed 30000 on both fidcs $ at laft the Englifii got the 
victory. King Edward received a hurt in theancklc, which was Ihortly after 10 
cured * then having recruits from England and Germany, with the help of 
upper Flanders , hebefiegeth 'iournav, and Robert of Artois with 30000 men 
fits down before Saint Omer, in which the Duke of Burgundy was with a ftrong 
Garrifon, who Tallied out upon the beficgerS) Count Artois drew the Duke 
as far as he could from the Town, hoping to have furprized him, but the 
Duke fell with fuch fury, on ^Flemings, that he made them retreat difor- 
dcrly, having killed 3000 on the places the Count retreats to the Camp * 
before Tour nay 5 many Tallies were made out of the Town, but at laft they 
were put to that ftrnight, that the French Army under King Philip was forced 
to encamp within three leagues of the Engliln* in the night time Philip re- 20 
lieves the Town with -2000 horfe, which made King Edward out of hope 
to gain that places therefore upon the intreaty of the Countefs of Henanlt , 
his wives mother, and fifter to king Philips he makes a Truce with the French 
for three years$ the Flemings are abfolved by the Pope* the prifoners fet 
free on both fides * the Scotch King is carried home in French fhips, the King 
of Bohemia ftayes in France 5 the Duke of Brittain dicth by the way home* 
ward : the King of Navar raifoth an A rmy againft the Sarazens. 

It fell out well for Spain, that this peace was made^ otherwifethe three 
African Kings who had joyned their Forces with the Sarazen King of 
Grenada, and had defeated the Spaniards divers times both by Sea and Land, 30 
were like totally to have fubdued the Countrey but that the two Alphonfus 
Kings of Cajlilc and Portugal, with the French and Flavor Forces in a great bat¬ 
tel totally defeated the Barbarians ,feifed upon all their rich plunder, and car¬ 
ried the African Banners in triumph to the Pope at Avenion, where 
they were hung up in the chief Church. About this time Count Evreitx king 
of Navar diedf and immediately began the war of Britany, upon the death of 
Duke John^ who died, as is Taid,going home from Tournay 5 he had married his 
oncly daughter before to Charles (on of the Count De Blois, and of Margaret 
fifter to Philip the French king $ but Duke Johns third brother Count de Mont - 
fort laid Title to the Dutchy of Brittany , and for that caufc foiled upon Nantes , 
Brcjl, Rheme r, Venucz, and the treafure of Limoges. Charles de Blois in right of 
his crooked wife, claimed the Dutchy, both appeal to the Peers of France and 
Parliament of Pam, who declare the Right to be in charls : At which, John 
de Mont fort in a difoontent goeth into England, and entertaines a league with 
king ErfivW* but when he was returned into Brittany, hcisaccufod for do¬ 
ing homage to king Edward for that Dutchy, this he denied * yet when the 
king had commanded him to ftayinP<*r*f, he ftole away thence by night, 
which foexaTpcrated the king, that prefently he font his fonne, Prince John 
Duke of Normandy with an Army to fettle Charles de Blois in his poflefo 
lion of Brittany , who laidfiege to Nantes , and took it upon compofition, 5 0 
and in it John clc Mont fort , who is font to Paris , and imprifoned in the 
Louverc, 

• Cl an da , therr.afculine wife of Mcntfort , took up Armes in her husbands 
quarrel, Tends to England for aide, foifoth upon Hembont whilft Charles is 
befieging Rhemes , which being Turrendred he brings his Army to Hembont y 
where as he was aflaulting the wall, Clauda flips out with a party at a gate, 

and 
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and enters the enemies camp, which (he plunders and fets on fire; but upon /tn.ChriJii. 
thecommingofthe Englifh fnpplies, charier raifeth thefiege. Pope Clement 
the fixth being newly elefted, procures a truce of two years between Charles 
and Mont fort. C Linda upon this goerh over to Fngland, where a Match is pro- 
pofed between her young fon and the kings daughter : then (he procures a 
fleet from England, under the conduit of Robert of Artois : the Ingltjh being 
landed, feife upon Vermes } the French wirh an army befiege it } but as Robert 
was driving to raife the fiege,he received a hurt, of which he (hortly afterward 
died, at which king Edward was much grieved, and with an army pnfleth him- 
10 (t\f into Britany, where having taken fometownes, upon the Popes defire a 
truce for three yeares is concluded between France and England 5 wherefore 
Mont fort is fet free,and (hortly after died. 

Ring Philip in the interim caufed a drift fearch to be made for fuch as fa- 
vouredthe Englifh in the former war } divers of the Nobility of Kormandy 
and Frit any are fentto Farts and beheaded, j kejfry de Harconrtcfc apes into 
England. About this time, one J'antes de Artenel a Fleming, at Gaunt, made a 
fpeechagaind the French in favour of the Englifh, and advifeth the people 
to drive out their Earl for favouring the French, and to choofe a new one, 
or to admit of him whom king Edward fliould fend. Upon this the Flemings 
20 were fo enraged, that they tore him inpeecesand flung his carkafle to the 

dogs. King Edward in the mean time with a thoufand fail arrives in Normandy* 134 6 . 
takes divers towns, burieth honorably the heads of Perfl and Bacchon, which 
were fet up at Carentan , for their fidelity to him. Then he went to C./e;/, 
where he fought with Raoul the Conftable of France , and the Citizens, whom 
he beat into the town, and the Englifh entred pcl-mel with them, about five 
hundred Englifh were killed out of windowes and from the houfe-tops $ the 
Conftable having faved himfelf a while in the tower, yieldcth to king Edward\ 
who commands Jeoffry to fet the town on fire, becauie of th^*ir obfrinacie} but 
he defired the town might be fpared, bccaufc he had divers friends and kind- 
go red'in it, which was aflented toby the king. Inthemedh while a Herald is 
fent from king Vhilif to king Edward, to appoint a day and place for a bat- 
tel 5 king Edward fent word, that he would fight neer Paris, in the view of 
that great city, which the French believing fitted theinftlves there for the 
battels, but the EngliJI) having deluded the French , encamp t hem (elves neer 
Crefcy in Ponteu, by a great wood} in this battel the Engl/fo were viftorious, 
in which were killed thirty thoufand men} Count de Blots, and de Sanccrre , 
with the Earl of Flandci's, and king of Bohemia with all his forces were (lain, 
befidcs twelve hundred Chevaliers, all of antient families 5 the King himfelf 
had his horfe (hot under him,and being mounted again by Count de Beaumont^ 

40 fled to Broy, and from thence to Amiens, leoffry de Hare curt hearing that his 
brother was killed, fell off from the Englim, came to king rhilip with a rope . 
about his neck, and caft himfelf at his feet craving mercy for his rebellion, for 
which the king pardoned him. 

King Edward finding Cal ice a fit port for his paflage into England, fate down 
before it with his Army, and having befieged it eleven moneths, at laft took it 
upon com Dofit ion} fixe of the chief Burghers were demanded by the king to 
be put to aeath, who willingly offered themfelves, whofe courage when the 
king perceived,hc pardoned them all. The French king daring tne fiege came 
with an Army hoping to raife ir, and therefore prefented battel, but the Eng- 
lift would not leave their trenches, whereupon the French retreated. Charles 
de Blots and his two fonnes were prifoners in England } but he was fet 
free upon the earned requeft of his coufin-gcrman the Queen of England. 

The fame year died king rhilip of France, who left two fons John his fucceftor, 1 3 5 Q» 
and Philip Duke of Orleans. Then a Truce was made with England for two 
years} in which time Raoul Conftable of France^ who was taken at Caen, initi¬ 
ated this young Kings reign with his blood, for he loft his head, being accufed 
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An.Chiriii. of Treafon, the Delphin having loft his fon in this war, and being about to 

f c n his Signiory to the Pope, the French fo prevailed, that it (hould be an¬ 
nexed to France, conditionally the kings eldeft fon might be ftiledthe Del- 
phin. Charles cf Effpagn: ismadeConftable, whom Charles king of Navar fo 
hated, that he caufed him to be murthcrcd in the night times and withall, 
gave out that he was forced to do it in his own defence, and that the Confta- 
ble intended to murther him : Upon this King Charles is fummoned toahfwer 
in perfon to his accufers, which he refafed to do} but at laft upon better advice 
he came to Paris, his fatt was pleaded before the French King,and being found 
'guilty he is feifed upon by James brother to the Duke of Bnrbon, who was made | 3 
Conuable of France after the death of d* Effpagne, and delivered to the Officers, 
who were to carry him to prifon} but by the inccrccfiion of three Queens, to 
wit, of jane widow to Charles the Fair, this King of Navars Aunt, Blanch the 
Kings mother-in-law, and jane the King of Navars wife, and the French kings 
daughter, he was pardoned * bui: yet he took this accufation for an affront, 
and therefore carried a grudge ever after to his father-in-law, who when he 
was railing fome Taxes on his Subjefts, to fupprefs the Englff\ who out of 
Bordeaux and Cal/ce did plunder the Countiies, this King Charles did 
what he could to hinder the Taxes, which notwithftanding were rai- 
fed, though with feme difficulty and oppofition, chiefly of Arras , which was 20 
quickly quieted. 

King EJnu/v/undcrftanding that an Army of 30000 French was railing, re- 
turnes to England } in the interim King John makes his eldeft fon the Delphin 
Duke of Normandy, whom he fends thither to take poireffion, where he is met 
at Rotten by the chief Nobility of that Countrey, and by the king of Navar, as 
being Count D' Fvrenx } King 1 hn hearing of Navars being thcrc,makes haftc 
to Kw?/,fcifeth upon him and John de Harcourt, who was of Charles his coun- 
fcl, for which his head was there prefen tly cutoff, and King Charles fen t pri- 
fonerto Paris; Upon this the Townes of Ewe#* and Harcourt ftood out a- 
gainft king john, ai*l all Normandy ready to mutiny. King Edward being ad- 3 ° 
vertifedofthis opportunity, fends the Earl of Gloucejler thither with a great 
Army , with whom joyned rhrlip, brother to Navarre , and Geoffrey 
1356. Harcourt Uncle to john who was beheaded,thefe fall to taking and plundering 
ofTownes,but thccommingofthe French king made them retreat} in the 
mean while Edward Prince of H ales went out of Burdeaux with 2000 horfe, 
and 8 cco Fnghjh Archers, befides the chief men and Garrifonsof Gaffcoigny, 
thefe overrun the Countries of Poitiou and B erry, killing all the French that 
made oppofition} which K.J ohn underftanding, left a flying Army in Norman¬ 
dy, and nurchcth towards Prince Edward, who having done his work, which 
was to draw KJjohn out of Normandy, retreats to Gafcoigny } where having met 40 
with the Popes Legat, who came to makepeace, and finding the conditions 
unrcafonablc, intrenched himfclfwithin two leagues of PoiUicrs, a place by 
rcafon of large Ditches and Vineyards very difadvantageous for the French 
Horfe.in which their ftrength confiftcd 5 thefe might have ftarved the Engltjb, 
had they been patient, but they would needs fall upon them in their trenches* 
300 of their prime men were chofen to begin the battel, which were defeated 
by the Fngltjb Archers} the French Army was divided into three battalions^ 
the firft under the Conftablc, the fecond was conduced by the Delphin, and 
the third by the king himfelf, all thefe three were defeated one after another, 
the king and his fon rh/l/p taken prifoners,and with them 1500 Gentlemen, 50 
5ccowere (lain on the place} great debate arofeanv ng the Souldiers for 
their prifoners, fo that divers Gentlemen were killed, for the Souldiers would 
rather kill their prifoners then part with them to others} roitfters received 
fome of the French that fled, but fearing that the Englijb would enter pell- 
mell with them, fhut their Gates} the king is honourably received into the 
Princes Tent, and fealied} thence he was carried to Burdeaux, but the Gaff 
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coign r would not fuffer the King to be carried into England, till they were ap- 
peafed by rich gifts and promifes. 

K. John is received in England with great magnificence * in the mean while 
the D. of Normandy affembles the chief men of France at Paris, out of which 
fifty Deputies are chofen toadvifehow the King (hould be fet free: there it 
was propofed, that the King of Navar (hould be fet at liberty } that fix of the 
Clergy, fix of the Nobility, and fix of the third eftate (hould govern the young 
Delphin} but he difliking this way, didolved the Affcmbly. The Parifians 
murmure for railing the value of money. The king of Navar being let out of 
la prifon by fomeofhis own faftion, drives to raife new troubles in France flic w- 
ing that ne had more right to the Crown then the k. of England, which made 
k, Edward backward in aiding the Navarro/s. David k. of Scotland, who had 
been taken prifoner, was ranfomed for ioooo Crowns. The French king was 
content to pay his ranfome, but not to part with the right of his Crown. The 
Delphin went about from Town to Town, railing all the money he could for 
his fathers ranfome. Languidoc and the Ckamperois were very forward,even the 
women to part with their rings and jewels, but the Parifians were hindred by 
the k. of Navar 9 who in all things oppofcd himfelf to the Delphin, who was in 
danger of his life whilft he was there, having fome of his fervants killed in his 
20 pretence. The k. of Navar raifed great Forces in Normandy , and tent for l occo 
Navarrok, which took divers fmall Towns} the Pefants alfo began to mutiny 
and to take up Armes againft the Gentry,which made the Delphin leave Park r, 
and having railed an Army of Gentlemen, defeated the Pefants} then he 
brings 30000 men neer to to curb their Faftions$ the Provoft-Marlhal 
.who flood for Navar, being demanded the keyes of the City-Gates by fome of 
the Delphins friends, is prefently flain for refufing, and the Gates are opened ' 
for the Delphin, who caufed two chief men of the Fa&ion to be hanged, and 
then prepares to fupprefs the k. of Navar. • y 

The Truce between France and England being ended, king Edward pafieth 
g 0 over to Calice, and from thence to Rhemes, a hundred thoufand Crowns are 
fent him to forbear fpoiling and plundring the Countrcy* thence he march- 
eth to Paris, and offers battel to the Delphin,who will not hazard his (Irength, 
therefore king Edwardbuxns and fpoils all about Paris, intending to ruine all, 
or to b; ing France in fubje&ion } but when he underftood the difficulty of this 
work by the Duke of Gloucejter , and beingalfo affrighted with Thunder and 
Lightning, which killed fome of his men, hedefifted from his enterprife, defi¬ 
ring pardon from God for what he had already done 5 fo now a final peace is 
thought upon, which was concluded on thefe Articles, That k. Edward and 
his fon (hould quit the right they claimed over Anjou , Tourain, Moyne, and 
40 Normandy, and that the French (hould render Guien to them, and that they 
(hould pay three millions of Crowns to the Englijb, and fothe Armies to be 
difbanded on both fides* which being performed, kin gjM>« returns to France 
after four years captivity, where having faluted the Pope, he binds himfelfby 
a vow to make an Expedition againft the Infidels, buefirft he means to fettle 
his kingdome, and having occafion to go into England about fome weighty 
Affairs, he died at London, and was buried at S. Dennis. 

Charles the fifth fon to king John fucccedcd ; he made his chief abode at 
Paris, committing the managing of the war to his brothers, and other Lieute¬ 
nants } he defeated the king ot Navar fly Bertrand du Guefcon a valiant Com- 
mander. KingPtfcr of Lt/fgnan came from the Eaft into France, folliciting 
the King to further the HoJy-war intended bykingjM>#$ but he could not 
prevail, for the Souldiers were employed in the Civil wars of Brittany : at 
lad peace being made between Jane the widow of Charles de Blois, who was 
(lain, and Mount fort,he is declared Duke of B rittany. Peter of Cajlile having 
allied himfelf wither*#**, by marrying the French Queens filler, daughter to 
the Duke of Bnrbon % fell off from the French, andfided with the Eiiglifh*

the king of Arragon, a friend to France. The Ballard is brought back by Ber¬ 
trand du Gutfcjuin, and crowned, having chafed away king Peter. The Prince 
of Wales reftorcs Pe/crtohis kingdome. In the interim the king oi Navar is 
furprifed,a$ he was (hewing the way to the English Army through theSpanifli 
countrey, and brought prifoner to the k ng of Arrugon. The Englifh defeated jQ 
Gncfquin, and took him prifoner, then drove out Henry y and replaced Peter in 
his kingdome. Ktv,tr having given his fon for Hoftage, isfet free, and fois 
Gnefqttin for a ranlome. Henry being furnidled with another Army from 
France, returncs into Caffile, where finding Tr/rr forfaken by the Englifh for 
want of their pay, he defeats and kills him, and then made himfelfking by 
confent of the whole kingdome. 

The Prince of Wales being ncccffitatcd,impofcth heavier Taxes on Guiett 
then the French ufedto do, whe reupon they complain to the French king 
and Parliament at Paris, who would not feem to countenance their complaint 
till their Hoftages were returned from England^ then did king Charles upon 20 
reiterated complaints fend a fummons to the Prince at ^terdeattx, and open war 
is denounced againftking Edward * hereupon divers Townes revolt from the 
Englifl) ^ king Edward to defend Gnicn , fends over an A rmy to B nrdeartx, who 
took the Dutchefs Of Fttrbon, the French Queens Mother/with divers other 
Dnrr.es, prifoners, and let them not go without great ranfomes j another Eng- 
lifh A rmy lands at Caber, burning and wafting all before them * they took and 
burnt Limoges for revolting to the French 5 but at this time the Englrjh Army 
had no great fuccefs at Land, and ]cf$ at Sea, for their Fleet of five and thirty 
faile was overthrown by the French and Callilian Navy neer RocheL S. Severe 
is taken by Gnefj/rin. Portion and Sain&dnge are given to the Duke de Berry. 30 
Rpchcl is furrendred to the F rench, and a part of the Englilh A rmy under Ca¬ 
p-aide Bus is defeated. The D of l>ritany ? k.Edn>ardr fon-in-law,drives to draw 
1 ; $ J. the Britains to the Ertghjh fide, but is refilled by feme great Lords,which made 
the D. retire to England, having left Robert Canol an Englilhman Govcrnour 
of Dritany,whom the French befiege in the Caftle of Brcjt, and his coufin Hugh 
in Dcrval\ thefe both accorded to furrender their Forts,ifthey had not fuocors 
from England within twomoncth?, andfo Hoftages-aregiven* in this mean 
time fupplics come from England, which would not land, though invited by 
the French, but flayed on (hip- board till the two months were expired,& then 
received the'Englifh Army into Brcff? theFench threaten to kill their 40 
holla&es yCanol replies^ hat then he would kil all th tt rench prifoners inBritany. 

The Englifh Emballadors com plain tothePof>e, of the wrongsdone them 
by the French, in breaking the peace, and falfifying their Oaths $ the French 
defend them felves, clearing both King Charles and his father from perjury 5 
the Pope would not take notice of their differences, but was content to hear¬ 
ken to the French touching the affairs of Flanders $ for king Edward defixous 
to marry one of his Tons to the Earle of Flanders oncly daughter, fent to the 
Pope fora difpenfation, which wasdenyed, bccaufc it would caufc per* 
petuall warre between France and England $ for Flanders had thitherto 
been a dependant of France } fothis Match being broken , Philip le Hardy 50 
Duke of married the Lady, whom if the French King had marri¬ 

ed, the addition of blunders would have been a great ftrength to France. 
After this the King of Navar made his peace with France , who Ihortly after by 
fomc*a(Tafinate$ (who were put to death for this villany) intended to have 
poifoned the French King. Navars wife dicth about tjhis time, and he is decla¬ 
red cn£my to France , from whom they takbthe City Evratx. Shortly after 
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died Prince Edward of Wales, and the year following King Edward his father. - An.CkriJ'tu 
k.Cbarlcs remembring the infolencies that were afred in Paris during his mino- 
rity and his fathers imprifonmem 5 ordained that after the kings death his eldeft 1277. 
fon fhould immediately fucceed, and that he fhould be crowned at the age of 6 ' 

14. and then fhould be out of his non-age, that the Princes Governors fhould 
not have too much time to make themfelves great .Guefquin takes many towns 
from the EnglifJj on one fide, and D. Philip le Hardy on the other took all from 
them round about Calice, fo that he hem’d them in from making exciirfions.For 
maintenance of the war/ubfidies are bid upon fait and mnepWEritany except 
10 Brefi is now under the French: hereupon Ambafladors are fent from England 
to the German Princes,complaining of the wrongs done by Frances the French 
AmbafTadorson the other fide defend themfelves,and complain of the wrongs 
they fufhined from the Englijh, chiefly that they exatted more for the ranfom 
of k .John then th ^Egyptians did for S.I«w/,and withall they defire thcGermatt 
Princes to renew their alliance with France, which was urged alfo by Charles 
the Emperour, Uncle to the French king, and by Wenceflaus his Ton* who to 
make an agreement between the two kingdomes went themfelves into France, 
where they were magnificently received in all places where they came,chiefly 
at Paris , where great toy and pomp was fhewed, and all prifon doors let open * 

20 but thefe joyes and tnc Treaty of peace were croflcd by the Queens death and 
one of her daughters. 

After this, the Emperors, French and Engl ifh Embafladors, with the Arch- 
bifh.of Ravenna the Popes Legat met at Gaunt, to advife about the fame pence* « 

but this meeting was alfo diflolved by the fchifme of the Church,which lafled 
30 years* for Pope Gregory who removed his feat from Avenion to Rome, being 
dead, great debate arofe between the Italian and French Cardinals about the 
ele&ion of his fuccefIor,as we have already (hewed, Vrbah the 6. being chofen 
by the one,and Clement by the other,who held his refidence at Avenion. About 
this time D. Thomas, uncle to k. Richard of England, went over to Caliee with 
30 8coo Engli/h , who from thence pafled into Brittany to affift the Duke in Flan - 
^rj.Thc Gantoh complain againft their Earl for railing new Taxes upon their 
Merchandifes, for infringing their liberties, and too much favouring of Bruges 
who cut achannelfor the river Lis to flow through their Lands: this occafi- 
oned a war * for the Gantois taking Armes and white Caps, were met with by 
the Earl and his Army, who upon their Petition promifed to take off their 
Taxes, and to maintain their ancient priviledges* and fothey laid down 
their Armes and white Caps* but?^* Leon thcii Captain dilKvaded them 
from laying down their Caps,the badges of their liberty,whereupon they took 
up their Armes and Caps again, and killed the Earls Governour of (?<**#/* this 
40 was done by the meaner fort, but the richer and wifer chofe 12. men whom 
they fent to the Earl at£r#ge/,who filling at his feet befeech him to take pity on 
thcirTo\vn,like to be ruined by fa&ious people/^# Leon hearing of this, and 
that his cafe was defperate, if he Ihould be leifedon bv the Earl,aflembleth his 
whitc-Caps togethcr,and falls upon the Earls Palace full of wealth in the Sub¬ 
urbs of Gaunt , which they pillage and fet on fire * the Earl highly difpleafed at • 
this, refolves to raife an Army, and for that caufe goeth to Terremond : Leon in 
his abfence marcheth with his white-caps to Bruges , to whom the faint-heart¬ 
ed Townf-men furrender themfelves, and opened their Gates* thence he 
marcheth to Dam, where he is received, and fhortly after, as its thought, was 
^ 0 poifoned: notwithfhmding the death of their Captain, the White-caps la¬ 
bouring to draw all the Flemings to their fide, went and belieged Hypre , where 
the Earle had fome Companies of Foot, and Troops of Horfe,which defen¬ 
ded the Town a while ? at Iaft wereforced by the Townf-men to yield,, but 
Audenard held out againft.them. D. Philip of Burgundy fearing his own lofs ift 
thefe troubles of Flanders, if his father-in-law fhould De worftedby his peo¬ 
ple, goeth to his brQther the French K. of whom he obtains leave to mediate a 
4 Kk 2 ' peace 
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An.Chrifli. peace between the Earle and his people, for this canfe he goeth to Tonrnay 7 
L/VSj whence he fends to the White-Caps to lay down Arms, and then he would 
procure them a general pardon and aft of oblivion, conditionally they would 
rebuild the Earles Palace at Gaun /} fo Arms were laid down on both lidcs, and 
the Earle received with great joy into Gaunt . 

In the mean while, Oliver , Coufin-german to Roger govemour of Gaunt, 
who was killed, in revenge of his brothers death, took forty veflels of pro- 
vifions going for Gaunt , which caufeda war between the Gentry and com¬ 
mons of Flanders } the like commotion was beginning in France , for thofe of 
Montpellier killed the Kings receivers andcolleftors ofSubfidies, and were 
takingup Arms, butthe Duke of Anjou quicklyfup prefled them, and hanged 10 
up the chief mutiners,and laid a great fine upon the Town : then was Duke do 
Berry , the Kings brother removed from the government of Languedoc , and 
Count de Foix (to pleafe the people) out in his place. This year died King 
1380. Charles 3 having left three children, Charles , Lewis % and Catherine^ Duke <£ 
^»^«ismadeProteftor, the young King being as yet but thirteen years olds 
the Dukes of Burgundy and B urbon arc made Tutors to the children.

Chap. X. 

A profeention of the French Hi ft ory from theyear 1380. tiU Ii.07. In which 
are interlaced divers pajfagcs of Italy, Flanders, Navarre, Afric, Britanjr, 
England, Scotland, Spain and Hungary. 

C Harler thefixth is confirmed in his Kindome by the Peers aflembledat 
J\ir#f} fo are the Dukes of Burgundy , the Kings uncle by the father, and 
of Burbon by the mother, eftablifhed governours to the children. That 
day the King was crowned at Rhemes, being to dine(as the cuftome was) at the 3 3 
Archbifhopshoufe, a conteftation arofc between Duke Anjou and Burgundy 
about precedency^ Anjou claiming it as governour oftheKingdome, but Bur¬ 
gundy in refpeftof his Dutchy, and being Dean of the Peers of France . The 
King, to avoid further difturbance of that folemnity, ordered that burgundy 
for that time Ihould fit nc*t the King } wherefore Anjou being fet down firft, 
burgundy thrufts himfelf between him and the King. At thistimethc Englrjb 
had laid liege to Nantes in B many , but having loft before it feme prime 
Commanders upon the (allyingout of the Garrifon, they raifed the liege: 
the britons being wearied with war, defire their Duke to make his peace with 
the French King,or elfe they would forfakehim} whereupon he was forced to 40 
fend Ambailadours to beg for peace, which he obtained, and fworc fealty to 
the King, but would not acknowledge Pope Clement } fothe Englijb return 
home. Anion the Regent of France did much favour Pope Clement , becaufe 
hepromifedtogivehim the Kingdome of Sicily , which depended on the 
Church} for his ad verfary Pope 'LV/w; had fent for the Hungarian tofeife on 
that Kingdome, and to revenge the death of his brother Andrew , murthered 
by his wife Queen Jane : but Pope Clement who had received Avenion from 
her, was willing to'fupport her caufe, therefore advifeth her to make Duke 
a* Anjou her fon and heir, which (lie did : he to raife an Army, got the King 
to grant him Subfidies, which did much vex the people, fo that at Tark they 
mut iny, yet are appealed by good words} but finding no deed$,they fall upon 
the jenv, whom they plunder} and then upon the Kings col leftors and re¬ 
ceivers of his rents, whom they rob of all their monies, and bum their books 
of accounts : by this example, other Towns deny to pay more Taxes. Lan¬ 
guedoc refufeth to receive the Duke of Ktrry for their govemour, and caufed 
Counts Foix to raife ah Army againft him, which defeated fome of the 
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Dukes companies, after which he advifeth them to fubmit to him for avoid* An.chrifti. 

ing further troubles, which they did the more willingly, bqraufehe was the 
Kings uncle. 

Pope Clement to'ftrengthcti Anjou's caufe in Sicily , impofeth a tenth upon 
the French C\eigy, at which they ftorm, protefting both againft him and his 
Cardinals, chiefly the Sorbon : JohnGerfon declaimed in the Univerfity of 
Paris againft this Popes proceedings, which fo anfftd Anjou, thathefent to 
apprehend Gcrfon , butthcSchollcrs refeued him, upon this he retires to 
Rome, where he is entertained by Pope Urban * a trap was alfo laid to appre- 
l0 hend the Re&or of the Univerfity, but he efcaped * the Schollers grew fo dis¬ 
content, that multitudes of them forfookthat Univerfity. Divers Ambafla- 

Clement for upholding a fchifmc to 
bans eleftion was generally approved 
Anjou flood up, and maintained that 
Urbans election was forced by the Romans , whereas that of Clement was 
peaceable. In the mean time , Charles whom the King of Hungary had fent 
with an Army into Italy againft the Venetians having made peace with them, 

S oeth to Rome, where he is by Urban crowned King of Sicily, this Charles was 
efeended from Charles the Lame, and Mary his wife Queen of Hungary : he 
20 without great oppofition, obtained Sicily and Naples , took Queen jane and 
Duke of brunfrvic 4 her husband prifoneis. Anjou in the interim tries all 
means poflible to raife money, and impofeth in tne Kings name a gabel upon 
the twentieth part of Merchants goods, which is generally refufed: At laft, 
as he was endeavouring by other means to raife money, a dangerous mutiny 
arofein rarity fome of tne colle&ours are killed, the City Magazine broke 
open,and the people having armed themfelves x they chain all the ftreets,open 
the prifon doors, and let loofeall theprifoners: Tne Biihop being fled, they 
broke open his prifons, and let out one Aubriot whom they make their Com¬ 
mander * he had been Provoft of Paris, and done much good in repairing and 
20 building fome publike places* but being accufed of herefie, he was imprisoned 
bytheBifhop: being now delivered unexpcftly, he promifed the people that 
if they would return to their houfes, he would the next day be ready to ferve 
them * but knowing what danger there was in being Captain to a mutinous 
people, he ftole away that night out of Paris : the like mutiny there was at 
Rouen, where the people made one Gras their King, commanding him to 
abolifh ail taxes and irapofitions whatfoever. 

The PariJr ans feeing that Aubriot was gone, were advifed by John des 
Marais 9 to fend him with fome others that were not criminals to the King to 
teg for pardon,which was aflented to, and pardon granted conditionally that 
40 they paid fixty thoufand Crowns, and that theauthours of this fedition be 
put to death* Marais returns with this anfwer to Paris , oncly he concealed the 
putting to death the incendiaries, fome of which he caufed in the night to be 
Hung into the River, which made a new mutiny : hereupon the corporal 
punilhment is put off, and the King is content with the fixty thoufand 
Crowns. In-this mean while Duke d* Anjou is crowned at Averitonby Pope 
Clement , King of Sicily and Jerufalem*, then hegoeth about the Towns of 
Province , defiling them to acknowledge him for their Lord, fhewing that he 
was the adopted heir of Queen Jane, their lawful Countefs * but when he faw 
them unwilling * he forced them* then marchcth into Italy with thirty thou- 
j 0 fand horfe, not againft Pope Vrban,\eXt the Country (hould rife, but againft 
King Charles at Naples, who forbore fighting with Anjou , purpofely to weary 
his Army by delayes : in the mean While Anjou dicth, fome fay by poyfon, 
fo his Army without fighting returns with his corps to Prance. King Charles 
reigned four years at Naples', m the interim King Lewis of Htuigary dieth: the 
Peers of that kingdome call home King 'Charles , notwithftanding Sigifmond 
the Empcrours fon had married Ring Lews his ddeft daughter: King Charles 
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An.chriftr having left at Naples his wife and two fons, haftes to Hungary y where he is 
crowned, and ffiortly after murthered in the houfe of the Queen, widow of 
Hungary , who ftormed that her daughter (hould be deprived of her inheri¬ 
tance : upon this Sigifmnnd is crowned m Hungary , ana Ladifiaus the foil of 
King Charier at Naples. r : 

About thk time a new war began in Flanders , upon the taking of the 
forty fhips of Gaunt by Oliver Coufiri to Roger who was killed : One John 
Prmeau gave out, that Oliver durft not feifeon thefe (hips without the Earles 
command, therefore affembleth the White-Caps, and marchethto Audcnard \ 
andfuddenlyfurprifethit, the Earle hearing of this at Lijle, complains to the io 
Gantoif, that they had broken the peace made by the Duke of B urgundy 5 they' 
anfwer, that he broke it firft, by fuffering Oliver to take their (hips without 
reproof or punilhment : the Earle willing to recover Audcnarde , andtolivc 
quietly, agrees with the Gantoif, that he would banifh 0//wr, conditionally 
that they bani(bed Pruneau , which was done, and Audcnarde reftored again to 
the Earle, who prefentlv fent to rebuild the demolifhed walls, and placed a 
ftrongGarrifoninit : after this rrunean is apprehended by the Earls Coufin 
the Duke ofbrabant, whom he fends to Lijle in chains, where he is beheaded 
and bis body broken on the wheel $ the like end had divers others of Bruges, 
and elfewhcre, who had animated the White-Caps : the Gantoif fearing their 20 
turn would be next in thefe punishments, confpire unanimoufiy again!? their 
Earle in defence of their lives and liberties 5 and to make furc work, theyde- 
molilh thehoufesof the Gentry who favoured the Earle, they alter the Form 
of government, and make new offices both for Civil and Military affairs 5 a 
war began, which lafted (even years, in which died above two hundred thou- 
fand men. 

The Gantoif understanding that the Earl was about to befiege Hypre 
which held with them, fent threethoufandmen thither, and v\ithal nine 
thoufand were armed to fall upon tte rear of the Earls A rmy, who was on his 
march with twenty thoufand againftH/fre, whilft they within (hould fally 30 
out upon the Vantguard : but the Earle having laid many Ambufcadoes, de¬ 
feated the Hypreans , of whom two thoufand and foure hundred werelJain, 
the reft fled, and fo both Hyprc and Courtray , are furrendred to him , who put 
to death feven hundred of the chief criminals in Hypre, and took two hun¬ 
dred hoftages of Courtray : then he went to befiege Gaunt , which he cculd 
notfoinclofe, but two gates were free to receive fupplics from Liege and 
B ruxels : the Gantoif being no whit difmayed at the Earles ftrength, fend out 
apartybyoneof their gates which was not befieged, and went immediately 
to Tcrrcmunde which they took,this made the Earl raife his fiege: but the Gan¬ 
toif fliortly after received fome lode, for two Captains with their forces 40 
inarched out upon fome defign, one of them was aflaulted and defeated bvth.e 
Earl, fo that fix thoufand Gantoif were partly fJain, and partly burnea in 3 
Church, whither they fled$ the other Captain not being able to help thefe by 
reafon of the marifh ground between them. Hereupon the Gantois chofe 
one General who (hould haveabfolute power, his name was Philip Artenel,be- 
caufe many Generals did oftentimes erode one another 4 this ’Philip by the 
mediation of the Bifhop of Liege, the Duke of brabant, and Albert Count 
of Hcnault , endeavoured to make peace between the Earle and his fub- 
jetts : Philip proffered to the Earle at Tournay, where the Aflcmbly waskept, 
full power over the bodies and eftates of his fubjc&s to banifh and fine whom 
he pleafed, fo that he would fpare their lives i the Earl would not have his * 
power confined, but would have all,both men and women above fifteen Vws 
ofage,to come out of Gaunt onely with one garment apeece, and ropes about 
their necks, to be difpofed as he pleafed : Artemi acquaints the Citizens, that 
either they muft fuffer their throats to be cut, or elfe take up Arms to defend 
their liberties $ for his part he was refolved todic in maintenance of their 
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caufe* whereupon they all agreed to take Arms : with this hechufethout An.Cbrifii* 
ofthe white Caps five thoufond of theftouteftand ftrongeft, with theft he 
niarcheth toward Bri^e/3 they that remained were refohred, that if thefe five 
thoufand were cut off, they would bum themfclves and City, rather then 
yecld to fiarery : the Earl at Br»gj?/ underftanding of Artcncls marching 
thither, flighting his fmall number, met him in a place difadvantagious to 
him,with his Army, which was defeated and driven back into the Town, 
whither the Gantok entered pelmel with their enemies : Artemi makes di¬ 
ligent fearch for the Earl, whom he meant to have ufed with all refpeft, and 
10 to have brought him to Gaunt with all poffible honour, to induce him to fhew 
mercy tohisfubjefts} but the Earl hidhimfelf in a poor houfe, and thence 
efcaped to Lijle : Artenel gave charge that no hurt fhould be done to any 
ftrangers within Bruges , bccaufe he would not provoke forreigne Princes 
againft him. After this he pillaged Hypre , and feifed on the Earls treafure, and 
divers Towns yceldcd to him; its thought that now he had above a hundred 
thoufand men in Arms, fo that the Earl was forced to implore help from the 
French King, and acknowledgeth himfelf to be his vaflal} the French were not 
unwilling to affifthim (though he had hitherto befriended the Fngl/Jh') be- 
caufe the Flemings made excursions upon the i rcnch borders 5 order therefore 
20 is given for taking out the facred Standard, called the Anriflamme : this was 
ofredfiJke interwoven with flames, it was of old fent from Heaven to King 
Clouts , to be carried in the wars againft Infidels : this Standard was not to 
be ufed but in great neccffity, and to be carried by fome holy Knight, but 
afterward it was brought out upon all occafions, and therefore at laft in a 
battel againft the Flemings, it was loft, none knowing what became of it. This 
Standard being received by the King with great devotion from the Abbot, he 
gaveittoone Peter Villkrs to becarried} then having placed thereliques of 
the Martyrs on the Altar, he begins his march with a gallant Army through 
Artok. 

2 0 The Flemings hearing of the French march, brake down pjefently all their 
bridges upon thePviverL*f, except one which theyftrongly fortified : the 
King fends the Conftable Clijffon with the Vantguard to gain the bridge, 
the Flemings being hardly prefled, were forced to break down this alfo}in the 
interim whilft they were skirmifhing, a party df French in boats get over the 
River who charged the enemy in the Rear, whom they utterly defeated, and 
killed three thoufand on the place} fo the bridge was gained and repaired, and 
the whole Army got over. Artenel upon this, leaving a party to continue the 
fiegeof Audenarde, marcheth with fixty thoufand againft the F rcnch, and 
fights them } the fog was fo thick that morning that fcarce could any per- 
40 feftly difeern their next neighbours, till the Aurijhmme was difplayed, and 
then (if you will believe) the mjft vanifbed ; The French Army is divided in- 
• to three battalions} that of the Kings is charged by the Flemings f hoping to 
take him prifoner, as the Fnglijb did King 5 but the other two battalion^ 
falling on the Flanks of the Flemings , did fo prefle them that their ranks were 
difordered, who both hindred and hurt one another,and fo at laft they are to«* 
tally routed by the French } thirty thoufand were killed on the place, and ten 
thoufand in the purfuit} theboay of Artenel was found yet breathing, who 
refiifedto have his wounds drelled, not defiring to live after the Ioffe of 
his Fellow-citizens, fo prefently died, and his body was hanged on a 
50 Gibbet. 

The report of this defeat caufed the fiegc before Audenardc to rife in hafte} 
then Dam , Bruges , and other Towns yeelded to their Earl} but the French 
burned Courtruy , bccaufe they found in their great Church the golden Spurs 
of the French Gentry that were killed in that place eighty years before: There 
were alfb found fome Letters written from the mutiners of Paris to the 
White-Caps, which haftened the Kings return thither} by the way he flopped 
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An.Chrsjii* at St .Dawk, to give thanks to God and the Martyrs for his viftory, and then 
reftored the AttrijUmmc to the Abbot * thence he marched through Park with 
his Army, without taking notice of the Provoft and Sheriffs that met him * 
having at laft fung TeDeum , in Nojire Dame, he caufcd thcTownfmen to af- 
femblc inonc place, whom he environcth with his Army, then did the 
Chancellor upbraid them with their rebellions, and the Kingthrcatned to cut 
them all off, but his Uncles being there begged their pardons* the Towncf- 
men on their knees cried for mercy, which they obtained, onely a fine was 
put upon them , and three hundred of the chief incendiaries were beheaded* 
the chains of the ftreets were carried into the Loure, and the King ordered 10 
that henceforth they (hould have no more Provoft nor Sheriffs : but five 
years after, their priviledges were reftored*with a Provort and Sheriffs. 

Shortly after this, the Gantoss and Fnghjh, who held for Pope Vrbats , enter 
into a league againft France , and Pope Clement : Vrban had granted to the 
King of England the tithes of the benefices within his kingdome, towards 
this war*eight hundred Englifh hoifc, and ten thoufand foot are tranfported 
into Flanders, who made war with divers parts of Flanders, and yet pretended 
they came to nflift the Gantois * complaint is made again it them, but no re- 
drcflcs : having taken Bourburg and Graveltn, they (it down before Hypre^ but 
hearing the French Army wascomming, fetthe Suburbs on fire, and went 20 
their way towards Caff el, but could not ilay to befiege it, becaufe the Con- 
ftable of France was drawing towards them with his Army, who purfues 
them to Gravehn , and thence to Bourbotirg , where they are bclieged, and 
forced tofurrender, having leave to depart with their baggage. At which 
time Lewis Earl of F landers died at St. Omer 9 and is buried in Ltjie^ his daughter 
Margaret, wife to Philip kHardy Duke of Burgundy, is his foie heir, by which 
means Philip is now Lord of all F lauders, except Gaunt , which wouldnot yet 
fubmit. Shortly after Dam is furprifed by one Arteman a Captain of the 
Gantok,ve\\\\{^ tnc governour was gone to the Court. About Lwsojtn alfo and 
Toitlou there was a great infurre&on of malecon tents under one Peter Brmcrs 33 
their Captain * theft: did much mifehief till the Duke de Beny fupprefled them 
in a battel, and hanged the chief incendiaries. 

The French King having an intention a long time to invade England , pre¬ 
pared a great Fleet at the Since, which Arteman the Gantois Captain refolvcd 
to bum, but the plot wasdifeovered, diversof the plotters vvercimprifoned 
and efenped, feme were hanged. Then the French befieged Dam a whole 
in6nth * at laft Arteman within not able to hold out longer, got away with his 
forces in the night, the next morning the French enter, and having plunde¬ 
red the Town, utterly dc roy it* then they fall upon Zealand with a Fleet, 
which they pillage for aiding Gaunt , fo that they were forced to beg pardon 40 
and peace from the Duke of Burgundy , which was granted them. From the 
Slucc, where the Fiench had built a Caftle to guard the harbor, the King fends 
John dc Vh'un* his Admiral with lixty great (hips, to help the king of Scots 
againft the Englilli * this Fleet, with tnc Scots forces, burnt and fpoiled many 
places in England * but upon a falling out between the French and Scots, the 
Admiral returned home, and told the King that hedurft not ftay long in Scot¬ 
land, becaufe the people banded againft him, and that England was in a good 
condition to be conquered,becaufe the D. of Lancajierfon in law to Peter k. of 
Cj/Wt/whowJs killed by his baftard brother Henry\ was gone into Spain with 
the beft fouldicTs,to fettle his wife in Caftilc. for,faitn he,The Englifh can eafily 
be conquered at home, but hardly abroad : upon this the Freaking, witn 
the Duke of Burgundy, prepare twelve hundred fail to invade England * but 
Duke dc Ferry tbc kings other uncle was againft this expedition,and diffwaded 
the king from venturing his perfon, wealth, and Nobility, upon uncertain 
fucccfs, bcfidcstlut the. Etigliih were all in Arms to refift his landing* upon 
this the voyage is put off, and the great Fleet difperfed without aftion. 
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The hext year Lefck Duke Tourain the Kings brcther 3 rharried with Valentine Attjchrifir. 

daughter to John Galeacius Duke of Millan } and fhortly after the King went 
ro Pope Clenient at Avenion, where Lewis of Anjou (fon to that Letvk W no d ied 1 * ' * 

in Italy') is crowned K. of Sicily and Jerttfalcns, purpofely to crofle Pope Vrhan\ / 
and King Ladijlaus Ton td king Charles of Naples. Languedoc complain* to the 
King agairtft Duke de Berrys exattions, therefore Count de Foix is made thejr 
governor,who married the King of Natoars fitter,whom he flightcd,becaufe her 
brother owed him a great fum of money, which either he would not, or could 
not pay, therefore fent her with her fon to him back againj becaufe fh'e took it 
10 ill that her husband ttiould prefer his baftard fon to his legitimate fon by hers 
when (lie came to Navar^ and had acquainted her brother of her husbands 
bad conditions, he gives her fon a bag of powder, which he wittied him to be- 
ftow on hi* fatherland that he would mix it with wine,for it would procure hi* 
love to his wife again : the young man fiinply carried the powdfct to his 
father, who finding it to be poy fon, caufcd him to be put to death in a prifon* 
ThisKingof Navar was alfoextreamly hated of his-people whom he impo- 
verifhedwith continual cxa&ions} hereupon he is one night burned in his 
bed, fome fay by accident, fome fay purpofely } for being feeble with age ahd 
letchery, his body was anointed wjth certain unguents, and wrapt in a linneri 
20 cloth dipt in Aqua viu , which prefcntly took fire by a candle that was in the 
hand of one of his fervants then by his bed, and fo he was burnt, and within 
two dayes died : Count Arntignac &\(o died about this time as he Was on hi* 
journey from Italy, with an Army of French fent to help the Florentines 5 
w ho were like to be fu^prefled by tne Millanois; * 

After the two King* of France and England had ihade fceaCe, anddit 
banded their Armies 5 many French fouldicrs who could not live but by the 
fword, aflembledtogether, arid made to themfelves Commanders, then itt 
companies difperfed themfelves into divers Countries; forcing the Inhabit 
tarits by paying contributions to buy their peace of them. Count Armignac 
30 having raifed a great fum of money, procures fifteen thoufand horfeand tert 
thoufand foot of the Bandit o's to accompany him into Tiemont agiiibft thfc 
Millanois .* j James Verme the Duke of MilJans General, fhut himfelf up ih yilei c- 
andria, not finding it time yet to fight this frefli enemy* Who perceiving he 
would not fight, falls to plundering, and fo being laden with ftore of wealth 
were marchingaWav fecurely: rerwebeingadvertifedofthis, chargeththem 
in the Rear unexpectedly, kills fix thoufand, and puts the reft to flight fAr? 
mignac i§ taken' prifoner', and died prefently after of his wounds } (o France 
was quieted by the defeat of thefe unruly fouldiers, yet fome of them return¬ 
ing made new troubles, till they were all furprifed rind hanged, and the Caftle 
40 of Vantadour in Limojin (which they had takenj furreridered. £ bout this 
time the Genuok being much mblefted by the African Pirats, which they could 
notofthemfelvesfupprHfe , ekcfcpt they would negleft their trading with 
forreign Nations, wherein the greatnefle of theirCity confifted fends Ani- 
bafladors to the French king for aid againft thefe Barbarian$,alleadgihg many 
reafons for their aflifrance, as the vicinity of Liguria to France , the greatnefle 
and wealth,and ancient glory of the French in fubduing the Cnemies of Chrift, 
and the danger thatChrittendome is in by the greatnefle 6f the Barbarians,and 
that the Ports, fhips 2nd wealth of Genua was at the French fervicej be (ides, 
that the paflage from France to Afric was fhort. 11 
The motion was hcarkned to by the French Gentry, the Duke of Bur bon is 
chofen General} England is invitee! to joyn with the French in this honourable 1 3 9 °* 
enterprife, which is willingly affented to by the Eriglijb Gentry} great com¬ 
panies pafle over to France, who bein g joy ned together march over the Alpcs} 
atCf««//theyfiride a pliant Ffeet of Ships anaGallies ready and well ap¬ 
pointed, among which were divers Venetian veflels which they had fent 
thither for this expedition, joyning their forces againft the common enemy, 
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An.Cbrrfti, though otherwaycs thcfe two Cities were mortal enemies. All things being 
ready, they fet fail for Afric: when they came within light of Tunis , the royal 
City of Barbary , they fee the Barbarians in battel array, whoftroveto keep 
the Chriftians from landing but the Englijh Archers made the Barbarians give 
way, fo that our Army landed : the Barbarous king fent fome of his forces 
into the City, the reft entrenched themfelves, who refufed to fight, though 
often invited, fome light skirmifhes there were between us and the Nn/n/dian 
horfe, but when we could not draw the King to fight, though we burned and 
ruined all the houfes thereabout, atlaftwe refolve to lay a ftrait fiegeto the 
Town,which ftoutly held out, notwithftanding the King durft not adventure iq 
to relieve it, but kept himfelf dofein his Camp, The Commander of the 
Townc perceiving his own danger defired a parly, which would not be 
granted, except he came out himfelf * this he would not yeeld to, fearing he 
might be kept as a prifoner yet fome Gtnuok who fpoke the A frican tongue, 
are fent to parly with the Towo-governour, who wondred that the French 
and Enghfl) ftiould come to vex Afric which had never done them hurt, it was 
anfwered, that the hurt Afric had done to Genua, andthellJes of Italy , was 
done to them, being all Chriftians and of the fame faith. At laft they come to 
an accommodation, the King fends to the Chriftian Army his Ambaffadours, 
where it is agreed that the Africans (hall not henceforth offer to moleftany of 20 
the Chriftian Territories, that they lhould fet at liberty all Chriftian prifoners, 
and pay ten thoufand Ducats •> and fo the Chriftian Fleet returneth to Genu*, 
and each man thence to his own home. - l 

France is now cjuiet, but in Brtlany begin new troubles: for the two fons of 
"John Mont fort being ranfomedby theConftableof France a Britain , and the 
eldeftof the two married to his daughter, gave occafion to the Duke to 
fufpett that the Conftable aimedattheDutchyforhisfoninlaw^ therefore 
one day invited the Conftable to a fcaft, and after dinner pretending to fhew 
him a new houfe that he had built, detained him there as a prifoner, at which 
the king was highly difoleafed, the Duke cxcufed himfelf, that he did this to 30 
be revenged of tome affronts done him by the Conftable,being a Britain born: 
this anfwer did not content the king , but the Duke of Burgundy mediated for 
this Duke of Brit any , who let the Conftable go, after he had parted with a 
great fumme for his ranfome, and divers of his landsw After this, Veter Craon 
the kings favourite, is banifhed the Court, upon fome difeontent taken 
againft him by the kmgs brother the Duke of Orleans, Craon fufpefting the 
Conftable, that this affront he received by his procuring, watched him one 
night as he came late from the kings lodging?, fell upon him, and fo wounded 
him t^at he left him for dead, yet afterward recovered. The king was fo 
enraged at this Craon , thathecaufed his goodly houfe at Paris to be pull'd 40 
down, and turned to a Church-yard $ ana fufpe&ing that the Duke ot J 5 ri- 
tany had animated Craon % heraifcthan Army againft him 5 the Duke fent to 
excufe and clear himfelf, but could not oe heard : therefore the 2$. of 
J uly % in theextream heat of the year, he takes horfe and marcheth before 
his Army with a thin cap on his head 5 his Phyfitians and Peers diffwade 
him from going in fuch dangerous weather, but in vaine : he was fcarce 
gone a mile from the City Mans ^ the Metropolis of Maine ^ when he was 
taken with fuch a phrenfie, that he killed two of thofe that were next him, 
and hurt divers others, laying about him, till he fainted and fell from his 
horfej and is carried back to Mans , where he at laft was cured, but not totally: 
the Duke of Britany with his wife and children, and chiefeft gdod^had takea 
(hipping at St. Mallo for England , but underftanding of this accident, returns 
home again. , ' ~ 

About this time the people began to murmure againft the Conftable,that he 
could not have gathered together fo much wealth as he had, without robbing 
them; wherefore he to ftop their mouths,reconciles himfelf to the D.and fo all 
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former wrongs are forgot and forgiven; The lying being returned to TVrv/, the , 
government of France bygenera! aflent of tbfcPcers is conferred upon the kings' 
unclcSjthoUgh the D. of Orleans the Rings brother laboured much for italic he 
was too young for that employment.Many Playcs and Masks were performed 
at Court to drive away the kings lnelancholyV in onebf the Masks, the king 
with five others difgiufcd thcmfclvcs in the fhape of Uottsi their linnen covers 
were pitched,that the threds which refembkd the hairs of wilde beaffs might 
flick the fafler} as thefe were dancing the round , and (ingihg nuptial fctigs in 
honour of a great favourite lately rriahfed, the Dukcbf Organs flood fo near 
fo with his torch , that a fpark fell Bli the king which fet alt bn fire} every one 
funning to fave the king, left, the others to (hift for thcmfelves, two of which 
were bunted prefently, and died with horrible skritches, two others died the 
next day: the fifth was faved by water and wine flung upon him}thc Dutchefs 
of Berry inftantly flayed the fire on the king by the long tiain of her gown 
which dieflapt upon it 5 theDuke_of Orleans excufed himfelf, that what he 
did, wasagainfthis will : but this accident increafed the kingsdifeafe, for 
whofe recovery many vows and prayers are made to God. 

Clement the Antipope being'dead, Ambafladours arc fent from the 
kings uncles to the Cardinals ox Avcnion , to define that no Pope fhould be 
chofen till the fchifme were firft remedied } they all (wore, that if he n't Rome 
would lay down his Pontificat, he fhould do tne like at Aversion , that was to 
be chofen : Pierre de la Lune. a Chilian is chofen ,to whom the V ings uncles re¬ 
pair, befeechinghim to make a peace in the Church 3 and that he would fEb- 
mit himfelf to a general Council} he anfweied, that he would not leave the 
helm of Chrifts fhip, (blong-as he lived, and fo the Princes returned without 
effe&ing any thing, which much difeontented the kirg} but the Pope, to 
pleafehim, authorizeth himtoraifeatenthfrom theClcrgy, this made him 
more odious 5 whereupon command is given that noBullsfhallbe received 
from him, and that no Clergy man fhould acknowledge himand withal an 
~ 0 Army is fent to befiege him} wherqupon lie removes from Aversion^ and reiu ns 
home to Spain , having the Eucharift carried all the way before him, that none 
might hur thim. 

Great debate arofe about thekingdome of Arragon , between divers Princes 
defeended from king Peter by diflerentbran ches: Duke de Anjon laid claim to 
it in right of his wife Jotaw/, the daughter of John eldeft fontoking refer ^ 
all parties were contented to fubmit themfelves to the arbitration of fome 
holy and learned men, thefeadjudged the kingdome to Ferdinand youngeft 
fbn to the king of Cafiilc , and Lconar daughter to Pcfcrking of Arragon^ whofe 
eldeft fon was dead, having left one fon named John of Cajtile. The kings of 
England and France meet near Calif^ where a match isconcluded between the 
daughter of France , and the king of Evglands fon. 

After the Chriftians were defeated at Nicapolls by the Turk ,young Sigifmund 
king of Hungary} who had cfcaped, returned into nis Country : he it was for 
Whofe caufe king Ctar/ex of Naples was murtheredby one Niconat the com¬ 
mand of the old Queen, both which were fhortly after put to death by Charks 
his friends. This Sigifmund returning, found that in his abfence the people ha <4 
been much wronged by. theNobility,wherefore he cut off the heads of two and 
thirty of his chief Lords} fbmc think this execution was done before the battel 
of Nicopolirjbut he was fo hated for thi$,and flighted for his overthrow at N.t:- 
50 P°^9 that two of the chief Lords of Hungary confpircd againft him,and took 
him prifoner,committing him to the cuflody of Nicoris two fon>, hoping fhey 
would keep him fure : then they, fent to LadiJ/artskmg of Naples to accept of 
the Crown, but he remetnbring the difafter of his father Charles made no hafle 
thither} in the interim the iviqow of Nrcon intreats her two fons to fet free the 
king>left Ladijlaus obtaining the Crown might revenge his fathers death on 
them} fo Sigifmund is fet free, who inftantly cuts off the heads of thole 
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AnjChriJii. two Lords who apprehended him. About this time IVenccpus the Em- 
perour being depofed, ^Robert his fucccffour made war with the Duke of 
- Milan , by whom he was defeated and driven back to Germany : two years 

* * after rhe Duke of Millan died. ^ 

During the French kings indifpofition, there arofea great debate between 
the Dukes of Orleans and ’Burgundy about the government of F ranee ; Shortly 
after, Vhilif le Hardy Duke of Burgundy died $ but the feud between thefe 
two houfes grew hotter, fo that Paris was much difturbed with the two 
factions,which came to that height, that one night the Duke of Orleans as he 
went late from the Queens lodgings, wasmurtheredinthc ftrects, by fome I0 
that fled immediately into the Duke of Burgundies houfe* the Duke him-

1 2 0 1 A Peace being made between France and England, King Edward the firft 
* /A makes a third expedition into Scotland , where he did nothing but be- 

•A. A.ficge Sterling three moneths, which in the end was furrendred upon 
compofitiom but the King kept not his promife : The Scots complain to the 
Pope of King Edwards ufurpation over them,being hitherto a free Kingdomc* 
the Pope writes to the King to forbear medling any way with Scotland. , as be- 
longing to the Church : The King defires his Holinels not to trouble him- 
fell in this matter, ulleadging that Sca/AWappertained to the Crown of Eng¬ 
land. Then being furnifbed with men and money, he makes a fourth journey 3 ° 
to Scotland, where he had fealty again fwom to him> then returns home, ancl 
removes the Exchequer fiom Fork. Sr .Nicholas Segrave being accufed by 
Sr. John Cromwel for treafon, offers to juftifie himfelf in a duel, which the 
King denied him \ whereupon he leaves the Kings camp, and gocth beyond 
fea to fight his enemy, for this he is adjudged guilty of death, but by the in- 
tcrctfiionof the Peers is pardoned : then the King makes inquifition for in¬ 
truders on other mens lands (this writ was called Irailbajlon) for batteries, 
ravifhers, mutthereis, &c. He terrifies divers of the Nobility for their former 
infolencies, and got great fummes of them: He got the Pope to unty the Co¬ 
venants made between him and his fubje&s,after he had fent him fome golden 4 ° 
vellels for his Chamber. Eut when he heard that Bruce was king of Scotland[ 
he was flartlcd, and begins to comply again with his people : Fembrook , 
Clifford and Percy are fent vriih an Army to relieve his Wardens of Scotland^ 
he follows after with another Army: three hundred fons of Earls, Barons and 
Knights, afiemble to wait upon the Prince in this expedition, all whom he 
girds with a Military belt, as the King did likewife the Prince, whom then 
he Knighted : then the King made a folemne vow to be revenged on Bruce

In the mean while King truce fecover$ new Forces, aflailes the 
Earl of Pembroke, and defeats him } then three dayes after chafes the Earle of 
Glouceficr mto the Cattle of Ayer, where he bdiegeth him$ but the fiege is raifed 
by King Edwards forces, whoatlaft, having (hed fo much blood, dieth of a 
Bloody-flux, uponthefandsof Scotlandby Rwrougb, by which weihay fee, 
that the Kingdomesofthis world^ire built upon fandy foundations 5 he reigh- 
ed four and thirty years (even moneths, his age was fixty eight i his fiitcrfloi' 
was Edward the fecond, on whom was Conferred the Earldome of Cornwall^ 

10 Edmund King Richards fon of the Romans being dead without ittiie } but this 
Earldome young King Edwardbettowed on Pierce Cavefione, whom he ffctal* 
led from his banifhment, notwithftanding his father had forbid him, being 
he had corrupted his youth, and caufed this young Prince to commit divert 
riots, for which Prince Edward had been a while imprifoned by hi$ Fa¬

King Edward the fccond prcfently upon his entring into his Government* 
difpleafed his people by recalling Gavefione , and beftowing bri him riot ondy 
Cornwall but alfo the Bimop of chejiers goods, who had been his Fathers Tfea- 
furer$ him he arrefts, imprifons, and beftowesall his eftatfcupon this Gavt± 
softone, bccaufe the Biflhop had complained againlVthe Princes riots to his Fa-J 
ther 5 then makes a new Treafurer, arid removes all his Fat hers .Officers with¬ 
out confent ofhisCouncel } he calls a Parliament at Northampton, in which i 
fifteenth ofthe Clergy, and a twentieth of the Laityare gfanted' him. After 
his fathers Funerals, he is married to 7 /*W, Philip the Fair’s Daughter 5 the? 

Nuptials are performed at PuUoign With great folemnitv 5 inthefecond year 
ofhis reign heiscrowned, which was like to have been hind red by the Lords* 
becanfe he fuffered himfelf to be totally ruled by Gavefione^ who corrupted 
both him and his Court with all manner of excels ancf debauchery $ but hd 
promifed the Lords, that he would perform their defircs the next Parliament. 

30 Shortly after his Coronation,all theKnights-Templars in England a re arretted 
and imprifoned. Gavefione is profecuted by the Lords, whom he flights and 
nicknames. A Parliament is called, MagnaCharta confirmed, ill Counfellors 1 3 1 o« 
and flrangers are removed, the Kings power reftrained, and Gavefione banl- 
fhed into Ireland. Thcfe Articles are ratified, and Excommunication denoun¬ 
ced againftfuch as fhouid contraditt them, by the Archbifhopof Canterbury ,, 
lately recalled from his banifhment 5 but the Kingfhortly after calls home his 
minion Gavefione^ whom hemarrieth to his Necce, fitter to Gilbert de Clare 
Earle of Gloucefier y and daughter to John de Acres, and beftoweson him the 
Jewels ofthe Crown, which he fold to ftrangers,* and conveyed away much 
^otreafure. 

The Barons threaten the King with a war, unlefs he put aWay his minion* 
who therefore is banifhed again, and threatned with death, if ever hereafter 
he be found within the Kingdome* he fhelters himfelf awhile in Flanders j 
but finding no fecurity there, nor elfcwhere, rcturnes to the King, who joy¬ 
fully receives him } the Lords upon this combine againft him, an Army is 
raifed, the King is befought to deliver up Gavefione } blithe conveyes him to 
New-Cdfile, where undemanding ofthe Barons Army, they both remove by 
Sea to Scarborough CafiUi where the King leaves him guarded, and gocth him¬ 
felf to WarwickJkire } Scarborough is befieged, Gavefione is taken, whom the 
_ 0 Lords (notwithftanding the King follicitcd for his life) condemned him to 
5 the Mock,and beheaded. After this the Lords threaten the King, thatunlefs

In this mean while king Bruce growes fkrong in Scotland , which he had al- 
xnoft totally regained, and with an Army invades England king Edward rai 4 
feth an Army of one hundred thoufand againft him : Neer Sterling upon 
the River Bannock ^ Bruce with thirty thoufand horfe and foot cncoun- 
tred king Edward the Scots had digged trenches which they pitched full of lQ 
(harp ftakes, and covered them over with hurdles and turfe, by which the En- 
gltj!) horfe were confounded, and their whole Army utterly defeated 5 here 
were killed divers Lords and Earls of Euglandfc yen hundred knights,Eftjuires 
and Gentlemen, of common Souldiersten thoufand, many prime men taken 
prifoners, but the king efcaped back to York , who defired to be revenged on 
1 3 1 the Scots, but could not, thcEnghJh borderers run all away, leaving their 
countrey to the. mercy of the enemy.

to the imprifonedKingto require the renunciation ofhis Crown, which he xo 
aflented to, having cxcufed his mifgovemment, and thanked them for eleft- 
ing his fon. After this he is removed to the Cattle of Corff, where he was mur- 
thcred by his Keepers, who through a horn,which they put in his fundament, 
pierced his guts with a burning fpit, having reigned nineteen years and about 
eight moneths: After his depofing he was the Founder of Orial Col ledge and 
S. Mary Hall in Oxford s he had two fons,P. Edward, and John of Eltham Earl of 
Cornwal, who died young in Scotland^ his daughter Joan married to David 
Prince of Scotland, and Elia nor to the Duke of Gelders 2 Some write that he 
was carried up and down from one Cattle to another, that his friends might 
not find him, and all plots difappointed, and that he was murthered in^r^- 20 
ley Cattle $ but I will not drive about circumttances. 

King Edward the third being but fourteen years old when he began his reign 
was thought unfit as yet to manage the kingdoms therefore five Biihops 
and feven Lords are chofcn to govern the kingdome $ but the Queen and Ro¬ 
ger Lord Mortimer ruled all. The (hangers that came over with the Queen un- 
der the Earl of Hcnaults brother,are fent to joy n with the Englijh Army at Tori ^

The next year the 
Marriage with Philippa of Hcnault is folemnized, and a Parliament held at Nor¬ 
thampton,in which a difhonourable peace is concluded with Scotland, and their 30 
homage releafed 5 Jane the Kings fiftcr is marred to David fon to Robert Bruce s 
S r Roger Mortimer is made Earl of March, the Inftrument or Charter of the Scots 
fealty is rettored : In the Parliament held Qiortly after at IVinchefter, Edmund 
Earl of Kent this young Kines Uncle, for intending to reftore the King his bro¬ 
thers condemned 5 he flood four hours on the Scaffold for want of an Execu¬ 
tioner, at laft one was found. 

The next year a Parliament is held at Nottingham, in which the Queen 
lofcth her great Joynture, being three parts of the kings Revenues, and is put 
to a penfion of a thoufand pounds per annum. Mortimer is accufed for procu¬ 
ring the late kings death,for receiving a bribe of 20000 pounds from the Scots 40 
by which the Army efcaped at Stanbop-Pwk s for making a diflionourable 
peace with Scot land, for being too familiar with the Queen, and for the death 
of the kings Uncle 3 for thefe he is condemned,drawn, and hanged at Tjburne, 
where his body hungtwodayesasa fpc&acle. After this, king Edward being 
fummoned by Philip lalois now k. of France , goeth over to do his homage for 
theDutchy of Guiens by this he acknowledged the right of his Competitor 
for that kingdome, becaufe king Charles being dead without iffuc male, the 
Crown by the SaliqueLaw fell to Philip Valois the Coufin-german, and not 
to king Edward, though nccrcr,and the Nephew of the faid king Charles , as we 
have already (hewedin the Hiftory of France. King Edward then did his ho- j 0 
mage,by prefentinghimfelfin perfon in the great Church of Amiens Jin a crim- 
fo n Velvet Gown embroidered with Leopards, having his Crown on his 
head,, a fword by his fide, and golden fpurs on his heels 3 king Philip fate in 
his Chair of eftate in a violet-coloured Velvet Gown embroidered with gol¬ 
den Lillies, his Crown on his head, and Scepter in his hand, in the midft of his 
Peers 5 king Edward by command of the Chamberlain of France puts off his 
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crown /fWdiri and fpurs, then kneeling on a aimfon velvet cufhion before ^nXhrifiu 
king rh/hp, promiftth to be loyal as Duke of Guycn and Peer of France, to King 
Tbthp s the Chaml>crlain pronouncing the words of homage before, and ptft-r 
ihg his hands together between the French kings hands v then king Edward 
rifeth,and kificth the French king(as the Lord of the Fee)in the mouth. 

After this, k Edward returns to England^ and aids Edward Bal/ol fon to John^ 
who 32 years before had ufurped theciown, and wasdepofed. This Edward 
Bal/ol, whilft the young k .David Bruce was hi France , got himfelfto be crown¬ 
ed king at Scone , having firft defeated the Bruceans, by the help of thofe Scots 
ic that were for ftaliols yet this new King is driven out of Scotland by the Bru¬ 
ceans. King Edward comes with a great Armyand after threemoneths fiegc 
takes Berwick , and defeats the Scots army at Halidown-hill, who came to raife 
the fiegc $ here were ilain 7 Earls, 900 Knights and Baronets, 4CC Efquires, 
and 320CO common fouldiers, ftheScotifh writers mention but 14000.) The 
Lord Seaton, who was governour of Berwick conditions with king Edward, 
that if refeuc came not by fuch a day, he would render him up the Town, in 
afliirance of which he delivers him two of his Tons 5 but when king Edward 
few the Scots forces come before the dayhe fummons^/^ to render the 
Town prcfcntly, or elfe he fiiould fee his two Tons executed : The Lord being 
20 doubtful what to doe, is encouraged by his wife rather to lofe their two fens* 
then his faith to his Prince, charity to his Country, and dignity of his Family- 
And fo the two young Gentlemen were hanged. 

K. Bal/ol being fetled in Scotland l at Ncwcajile doth homage to the king of 13 33; 
England, for which the Nobility ot Scotland arc difeonttmtea, and threaten to 
drive him out: So that k .Edward was forced to raife vaft fums of mony upori 
theEnglilh to maintain the Scotifh war,and three years together goeth thither 
in perfon with new Armies, being defirous to fubdue Scotland before heat- 
tempted France . A Parliament is held at London, wherein the Flemings arc 
invited hither to make their Cloth, becaufe no Wooll wastobetranfported 
50 beyond Teas $ this was to draw the Flemings to fide with him againft the 
French: It was alfoena&ed, that none,fliould wear other then Englifh cloth* 
except the King,Queen,and their children : Tenths, Fifteenths, the Churches 
treafure for the Holy war, Subfidies of wools, and the goods of Lombards, Cln- 
neaqttes, and Ciftercians , are given to the king towards this expedition into 
Frances the Empcrourand divers German Princes fide with him. Then the 
King with his Queen and Children go over toF landers, thence enter Frances 
the two Armies look upon each other, nothing was a&ed, only a Hare ftarted 
before the head of the French army,which occafioned a new knighthood,call’d 
knights of the Hare: other particulars we have mentioned in the French ftory. 

40 K .Edward after a years abfence returns into England, leaving the Queen in

He calls a Parliament,and receives great fubfidies of Clergy & Laity, and hath 
loans of many Wealthy men :For his mighty fubfidies,divers pardons are grant¬ 
ed, and the great Charter confirmed. The Englifh are worfted at Lijle , but the 
French fleet is beat at fea .Tournay is befieged by the Englifl^A challenge is fent 
by k.Edward to k.P£;/;/>,but reje&ed.After Tournay is befieged 3 months,by the 
mediation of rb/l/ppa y s mother (a Nun) truce is concluded for one year, So Q. 
rh/lippa after 3 years abfence returns to England with the king: me had two 
fens in Flanders s Lionel D.of Clarence^ and john^ born at GauntjD.of Lancajler , 

50 The king complains that he was forced to raife the fiege from Tournay, for 
want of mony, for which he accufeth John Stratford Archbifhop of Canterbury^ 
he by his letters (for he durft not come to the king in perfon) clcares himfel£ 
and accufeth the king of tyrannie and oppreffion, chiefly of the Clergy, divers 
of whom he had imprifonditheking is forc’d to collogue with his Parliament 
for more fupplies of monies, Stconfirms divers grants,which when his turn was 
ferved, he revoked. Shortly afterthis, John of Alontfort being in competition

of the knights are 26 befides the king* thefe held a yearly feaff at Windfor, 10 
where the fame kingE^nur^ founded a Church,and gave to certain Priefts and 
Prebends large ftipends to ferve there* he ordain’d alfo 13 aged decayed Gen¬ 
tlemen to be there maintained,to pray for the profoerity of the Knignts. 

In a Parliament at Wejbninjier complaint fa made againft the collation of 
Benefices on grangers, therefore a Letter is font to Pope Clement the 6. from 
the Lords and Commons, feconded by the Kings Letters, by Sir John shordich 
a civil Lawyer, defiring the Pope to recall all fuch collations and refervations * 
all Patrons alfo are prohibited to grant fuch collations under pain of imprifon- 
ment or death * in this Parliament Archbifhop Stratford upon fubmiffion is re¬ 
conciled to the King>and P. Edward about the age of 13.1s created P.of Wales, a a0 
tenth is granted by the Clergy, and a fifteenth by the Laity, then general inuft- 
ers arc taken through the whole kingdom* then k .Edward goeth over to Flan¬ 
ders , James Artevile is imployed by him to induce the Flemings to revolt from 
their Earl, but he had his brains beaten out at Gaunt for his labour, and fothe 
kings defign failed him. And now the wars breakout again between France 
and England * K. Edward left the Lords Piercy and Nevil Wardens of England 
and takes with him the young Prince being aged 18 years, and an Army of 
4000 men at Armes, icooo Archers,befides Welfh and Irifh * he lands in Nor- 
wandy, and divides.his men into three battails, one to march on his left hand 
along the fca-coaft, the other on the right conduced by the two Mar(hals,and 30 
him/clf in the midft with the main Army * the Earl of Huntington is Admiral s 
of the Fleet, he firft: facks Caranton and burns it, having found the heads of Ba¬ 
con. , Piercy , and others there maflacred by K.P/j///p,then he takes Lo, Cain , and

doubtful * King Edward is fent for to come up with his aide, but refufed,when 
he knew the Prince was alive,for he defired that the honour of the day (hould 
be his* the French Kings horfe being flain, and he convey'd out of the field, 
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the reft were diftieartned, and fo the Ettgfifl) got the day, 30000 were flam, of A'k.ChriJii. 
which were 15000 Earles* Earohs, and Gentleinen > other particulars we havfc 
touched in the French 'dory: the next morning King Edward ferit out thrc6 
hundred Lances, and two thou fa nd Archers, todifeover what was bccomfcof 
the enemy, who found foine Troops Comming to the Arlnv, being ignorant 
of what had hapned* thefc are dlfo defeated. The Engl/jb Forces fait t6 
aide Mont fort again ft Charles de ^//,prcvailcd,and took Charier prifoner With 
fome Lords and Knights.

0 the Arch-bifhopof Saint Andrews^ ahd others are taken prifonets. Henry of 
L tncajler with ah Army of fix thoufand pillageth the eountrey of Voi&ou. 

King Edward befiegeth Calice . The French King having punifhed his Trea- 
furers and Colle&ors, raifeth a great fum of rrfoiiey, and with it an Army, but 
could not raife the fjege from Calice 9 and fo breaks up his Afmy and returnes 
to Park } two Cardinals are fent to make peace, but could not: Calice U fur* 
rendred, which continued with the Ehglijhtvto hundred and ten years after $ 
fo a Truce being made for fome moneths^ King Edward returnes triumphing 
home.

King Edward having kept the French king four years prifoner , and finding 
thattheTe was no haftc to ranfome him, and that he would notyceldto do 
homage for the kingdome of France ,.refolves to take poflcflion by the fword$ 
therefore he pafleth over to Calk with a Fleet of eleven hundred fail > he di¬ 
vides his Army into three battalies, one he commits to the Prince, another to 
the Duke of Lahcsfier\ the third he leads himfelf$ he marcheth to Paris, and 
took divers Towns by the way s the Dutchie of Burgoyne redeems it fclf from 
fpoil for two hundred thoufand florins of gold : the Dolphin was now at 
Paris which he hadmaftered , king Edward could not get him to fight, where- 3® 
fore he returns to Britany , where having refrelhcd and increafed his Army : 
returns to Park, which he found fo well fortified by the Dolphin that he could 
do no good on itat laft, being terrified with thunder, vows to make his peace 
1361. with France, which was done * and, king "John ranfomed : km^ Edward calls 
a Parliament, in which the accord is ratified by the Eftatcs. The Priors aliens 
have their land refiored, which were held from them during thefe wars.

his chief officers, bccaufe he relied upon their fanttity. 

He was vifited fhortly after by lohn the French king* who died here, as like- 
wife by the king of Scots and the king of Cyprus, Prince Edward after his go¬ 
ing over to Bunkaux, affifted Feter ot Cajhlc againft his brother Henry, whom 50 
the F rench aided $ he beat the French , cftabl ifhed refer in his Throne, and re- - 
turned vifrorious to Burdeaux^ but not long after refer is overthrown and 
killed by his brother, fo the Prince is deceived of the great rewards promifed 
by Peter hence the fouldiers murmure for want of their pay, to pacme whom 
the Prince is forced to raife taxes on the Country of Aquitain } complaint is 
made to Charles the fifth the French king, who fummons the Prince to appear 
.. before 
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before him at Paris , fontrary ro the Articles of agreement bctvveeh the two 

Kings* the Prince refufech to come, hereupon moft of his Country revolt to 
th c french, fo that what king Edward With much blood and treafure had beert 
getting in two years,is loft in one. After this 5 the French king fends a Navy to 
trouble the coaft of England : k\n% Edward (ends John of Gaunt with an AnnV 
untoCVt/^ .which marched without any great oppofition to Bnrdeauxto the 
Prince his brother* wafting the Country as he went: another Englijb Army is 
fent Unto St. Ornery under Sir Robert Knowlcr , depopulating all in his Way till 
he came to Paris * he took fortie Towns in the Earldome of Anjou ^ which 
10 again revolted to the French upon a defeat given to the Englijb by king 
Charles . 



King Edward upon this diforder, calls a Parliament, in which the Tempo¬ 
rality grants himaSubfidic of fifteen thoufand pounds, but refufed by the 
Clergy * wherefore the king in anger removes them from their places of truft 
fend profit: the Prince being fickly returns home to England, with his wife and 
fon Richard, bom at Bordeaux, and refigns the Dutchy of Aqnitain to his 
father* the Duke of Lancajier being left behinde, and having buried hi$ wife 
two years before in the great ficknefs, in which alfo Queen Philippa d ied # he 
marrieth Conjlance, cldeft daughter to refer king of Cajlile, by whom 
2ohee had the empty Title of King of Cajlile and Leon, but their daughter 
Katherine afterward became Queen of Cajiife and Leon, being married 
to Henry 5. who was in pofleflion : her pofterity wfcre kings of Spain, 
Edmund Earl of Cambridge married Ijabel king refers youngeft daughter 5 
I>0*c/Dukeof Clarence marrieth the Duke of Millant daughter * and inortly 
after died : the other two returned to England with their wives. Rochel is be*- 
(Tegedby fea bird land * the Earl of Pembrool {is fent with forty ftiips well 
manned and monied, but he is defeated there by the Spanijh Armado; and 
taken prifoner* King Edward fent forth an Army to recover thefe Ioffes, but 
was beat back by contrary winds * nine hundred thoufand marks fpent in this 
30 expedition. Shortly after this the Duke of Lancajier loft his Army atnong the 
mountains of France, before he came to Bnrdeaux : the next year he returns, 
having effc&cd nothing, but loft all the Towns of GaJ'coigne, except Buhdeaux 
and Bayon. . s v 

King Edward being fupplied With a new Subfidie, defires to end the quarrel 
With France by Treaty* two years are fpent about this at J rages, but nothing 
done* for the French demanded, and great fums of money, which could 
not be granted i In the inean time the Staple is removed from Calis , becaufe 
of the danger of Merchants goods. Another Parliament is called at Weft- 
mrnficr * the King calls for mdney , the people for redrefs of abufesinhis offi- 
cm, and that the Duke of Lancajier , Lord Latimer the Chamberlain* Alice 
Tierce the Kings Concubine, and fome others might be removed froin Court* 
to which the King aflented. Another Jubilee is kept in this Parliament, being 
the fiftieth year of the Kings reign * another general pardon is granted, onely 
William Wicham Bifhop of Winchejler is executed by procurement of the 
Duke of Lancajier^ but this Jubilee is turned to forrowby the death of 
the Prince, upon which the excluded parties return to Court , the Speaker 
of theHoufeof Commons la Mare is committed to perpetual imprifbnment 
at Hottinghim at the fuit of Alice Pierce * who now took upon her to fit and 
interirtedlem the Courts of Juftice* the Duke of Lancajier now manageth 
50 all : but to prevent mifehief, Richard of Bnrdeaux in Parliament is created 
Earle of chejier and Cornwall, and then Prince of Wales i left j ]ohn of Lancajier 
(hould fupplant him * the Earl of March is commanded by Ldn cafier over to 
guard Calis , which he refufeth, therefore his Office of Marfhal is given to Sir 
Henry Mercy. Prince Richard is fetih the Kings feat in Parliament bv L an- 
tafttr, who demands of the people more Subfidies * which is denied till la 
Mare the Speaker be enlarged : then the Duke demands aid from the 
* * 
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Billiops, that is alfo rcfufcd till the Bifhop of Winchefier be reftored. 

At this time jf ohn Wiclfiiffe, being deprived juftly of his Benefice in Oxford 
by the Archbilhopof Canterbury, did begin to inveigh againftthe pride and 
wealth of the Clergy and Monks , which hath at mod times been a plcafant 
do&rinc to covetous mindcs 3 he gotprefently ftore of difciples, afterward 
called Lollards , profefling poverty , going barc-footed , and meanly appa¬ 
relled 3 he taught, that in times of necefiity Lay-men might feife on the 
Churches and Monks revenues. Thefe opinions he preached boldly , being 
fupported by L ancafier and ftercji wherefore he is cited to anfwer in Pauls be¬ 
fore the Bifhops; at the day appointed he is accompanied by Lancafier and the jq 
L ord Marllial,who animated him againft the Bilhops* feme harlh language fell 
out between the Bilhop of L ondon ScP/m^becaufc he commanded Wickjiffe to 
fit down before his Ordinaiy^ Lancafier took the Marlhals part,who threatned 
to pull down the pride of the Bifhops, and to pull Londonoutof the Church 
by the hair of his head 3 this fo exalperated the Londoners, that they vowed 
rather to lofe their lives, then fuffer their Bilhop to be thus ufed* the more in- 
cenfed they were againftthe Duke, becaufe he threatned to take away the 
Maior of Londons power. The next morning the Citizens aflemble, and be¬ 
ing animated by the Lord Fitzwatcr ( whom at firft they fufpefted to be their 
enemy) take Arms, aflail the Marlhals Inne, broke open the gates, and feta 20 
prifoner at liberty, but found not the Martha!,' who with the Duke dined that 
day at the Savoy , which by the multitude is alfailcd^ the Duke and P iercy 
efcape by a boat, and complain to the Princefs, who then was at Hennington 
near Lambeth, with the young Prince : a Prieft for fpcaking againft Peter U 
Mare was wounded to death3 the people thinking he had been the Marfhal 
difguifed} the Bilhop of London was fain to go himfelf and appeafe the 
people, who upon his exhortation, and being the time of Lent, forbare to 
aflault the Dukes houfe, whofearms with the Marlhals they hung up reverfed 
infignof treafon ; they alfo were perfwaded by the Princefs to make their 

E cace with the Duke, which they aflented to, if ne would have permitted the 30 
ifhop of Winchefier , and la Mare to come to their anfwer. They fent alfo to 
the lick King, cxcufing this tumult, and that it was raifed upon information 
that the Londoners Ihould lofe their liberties, which the King allures them was 
never in his thoughts, but rather to enlarge them. 

The Parliament confidering the Kings wants, grants him a Subfidie, which 
was to be committed to certain Earls and Barons to fee it ifliied $ everyone 
above the age of 14. years was to pay four pence, only Almefmen excepted* 
every benenced Parfon was to pay 1 a. pence, and other religious perfons four 
pence the head. The Maior and Aldermen are brought to the King at Shene, 
and commanded to crave pardon of the Duke for their offences 3 they again 40 
excufe their innoccncy, and promife to bring in the malcfaftors who 
Ihould make fatisfattion, but for all this they were put out of their places,' 
and others put in their room : in the interim, the Kings Concubine 
and other his attendants, perceiving him dying, fnatcht what they could, 
even the rings from his fingers, ana pack away, leaving him alone with 
a poor Prieft, who willed him to ask mercy for his offences, and to remember 
his Saviour, which he did, and fodied at Shene near Richmond the fixtv fourth 
year of his age, having reigned fifty years and four months. He founded 
Fafi-minfier an Abbey near the Tower, a Nunnery at Dot ford, Kings-hall in 
Cambridge , an Hofpital zt Cal ice, St. Stevens Chappelat Wefiminfier, with the 
endowment of three hundred pound per annum to that Church, befides his 
augmenting of Windfor Chappel, with provifion for the Church-men and 
poor Knight^ He enlarged alfo Windfor Caftlc^ and that of gueenborough, with 
the Fortifications of Cabce: his wife built Queens Colledge in Oxford, who bare 
him feven fons, five of them had iftiie 3 Edward Prince of Wales, Lionel Duke 
of Clarence, John Duke of Lancafier , Edmund Earl of Cambridge, Duke of Fork, 

afterward, 
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afterward, and 7 homos of Woodjtock } (he had five daughters, four lived to be An.chrijij, 
married} jfabcl the cldeft to Ingelrum Earl of Soifjons and Bedford , 'joan to 
Alpbonfo 11. King of Cali He , Mary to Mont fort Duke of Brit any , and Mar¬ 
garet to Hajiings Earl or rembrook. 

Richard 2. (on to the black Prince fucceedcd, being eleven years old. In the 
firft year of his reign. King Charles of France aiEfted by the Spaniard, ranfackt 1 3 7 T* 
and*bumed Plymouth, Dartmouth , Port [mouth. Rye, and other MaritineTownsj 
but they were driven to their (hips by the Earls of Cambridge , Buckingham and 
Salisbury . Alexander Ramfey in the night with forty other Scots, fealed the 
10 walls 01 Berwick^ Caftlc, and took it, intending alfo to.furprife the Town, but 
were prevented by the Townefmen , who hewed away the ftayes of Draw¬ 
bridge, which fell into the ditch, and fo the Scots were imprifoned} the Engfrjlx 
befiegc the Caftle with ten thoufand men, at laft it was with much difficulty 
y eelded, FLwsfy onely was pardoned for his valour. Shortly after the French 
land again, who fpoil Dover, IVinchelfay, Hajiings , and Gravefind, and return 
home with great booty : To be revenged of thefc wrongs, a Parliament is 
called, a Sublidie granted of four pence by every man and woman above four¬ 
teen years of age, (but the levying of this cauied much trouble) eight thou¬ 
fand men are fent over into France who fpoil all in their way till they come to 
20 Britany , where they were kindly received by the Duke jf ohn Mont fort. Upon 
the payment of the forefaid Subfidie, a dangerous rebellion began, which was 
promoted by John Wall a factious Prieft , who told the meaner fort of people 
that they were the fons of Adam , and had as great right to the wealth of the 
land as tne chief Lords thereof} whereupon multitudes of the bafer fort both » 

in the City and Country flock together, who make If at Tyler a Taylor their 
Captain} Watt the Prieft, Jack Straw, Jacks hepherd, and other? are made their 
direftors} they march towards London, rifling and pulling down the Lawyer* 
houfes, and force the Gentry either to flye or joyn with them} they beheaded 
S r John Cavendijh chief Juftice of the Kings-bench, and John of Cambridge 
50 thePrior}caufing theCovent to futrender up theirCharters granted to them by 
Canntus their Founder. They require of the king being then in the Tower, to 
come and fpcak with them, who went as far as Gravefend with his chief 
Lord$}but fearing the unrulinefs of that mad rout, ventured no further, but 
returned to the Tower : the next day they came to London , and if the gates 
had not been opened to them, they threatned to burn Southwark , fo they arc 
let in, feafted, and rich gifts preiented to them to pacifie their fury } they 
rifled and burned the Savoy , John of Counts houfe, killed all his officers j 
robbed the Inncs of Court, burned their Law-books, and facrilegioufly r ifled 
the Churches} they robbed all ftrangers about London , and open all the pri- 
40 fons. Wat Tyler caufed the head of his old Mafter, a grave Citizen,to be ftruck 
off, for fomecorrcftion he received of him for his offences when he ferved 
him, his head was born before Wat upon a Lance : they grew to be fixty 
thoufand in number, and affrighted the king, as they lay at S. Katherines near 
the Tower. 

The next morning the king goeth to Mile-end Green to fpeak with theRebels} 
in the interim WatTylar enters the Tower with forty more, robs the kings 
mother and broke her head $ and beheaded Simon Archbifhop of Canterbury , 
bccaufe upon the beginning of this commotion he had imprifoned John Wall\ 

At Mile-end Green they defire the King, that they and their poftcrity might be 
- 0 made Free-men, which the king granted, and gave them his Banners for their 
fafe conduft, and withall pardons them} this promifethe king performs by in- 
ftruraents in writing} but Wat 7 )/er,with twenty thoufand,reiolvcs firft to ran- 
fack and burn London , and fo they come to Smithfield,thc king repairs thither 
promifing them pardon and liberty 5 Tyler demands the kings fword from the 
Efquire that bare it} the Efquire told him, that the kings fword (hould not be 
given to a knave} whereupon Tyler fwore to have his head off before he did 
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An.Cbrifli. eat and drink : John Hadley Maior of London then with the* King, drew his 
fword and cut Tyler in the head, and felled him to the ground 3 upon this, the 
rcftrefolve to be revenged for their Captains death : the Londoners to fave 
thcmfelves and the King, fent him an Army of eight thou fan d men 5 before, 
they gave the charge, the King delires the Rebels to fubmit, or elfeto re¬ 
deliver his Banners, pardons and manumiflions, which being in fcorn redeli¬ 
vered, the king in their view caufed them to be cancelled and torn, which fo 
difeouraged the rout, that they ran all away, the chief of which were by their 
companions delivered to jufticc afterward, who with fifteen hundred more

mund of Langley y is created Earl of Rutland. At this time the king was milled 
by his favourites, De la rool the Chancellour, whom he made Duke of Suffolk 
and De TereEarl of Oxford , andMarquefs of Dublin , whom he would have 
made Duke of Ireland ,, if his Lords had confentcd thereunto : he caufed his 
coufin Sir Roger Mortimer , Earl of March , fon to the daughter of Lionel Duke 
of Clarence , to be proclaimed heir apparent to the Crown, but he was after- io 
wardflain in Ireland by the Rebels. The king now flights his Nobility and 
their counfel, and intended to furpi ife the Duke of Glocefler^ with the Earls of 
IParvrick. and Arundel at a banquet,but was prevented by the Maior of London'-, 
and afterward in Parliament, they were fo ftrongly guarded,that he could not 
feife on them : Dc la Pool demands four fifteens for the king, w hich is denied 
by the Parliament, w ho declaie, that as theking once a year may call a Parlia¬ 
ment , fo the Members thereof may break up and depart, if the king abfent 
himfelf for forty dayes together 3 they demand alfo la Tool to prifon for his 
wicked counlels,' and require an account of the kings revenues how they 
were wafted 5 the king requires fifty of their choifeft men tobefent him to 30 
confult with, which is refufed, (hewing that publike affairs muft be handled 
publikely in Parliament : the king at this waste incenfed, that he fwore he 
would rather fubjefr himfelf to trance then to his own fub;e&$$ the two 
l ords which were fent to him, namely , the Duke of Glocefler , and Thomas 
Arundel Avchbiihop of Canterbury , fo qualified theking, that he returns to his 
Parliament, and then was De la Pool condemned, fined and imprifoned for 
coufeniug the King, to whom all his lands are given, andtwenty thoufand 
marks befides, his Chancellorfhip taken from him, and beftowed upon Can¬ 
terbury^ thirteen Commifiioners are appointed to examine the Kings officers 
concerning their behaviour, this the King fwears to allow, all that fhould per- 40 
fwade the King to the contrary, lhould be executed as Traitors: fo a Subfidie 
of one half fifteen is granted. 

The Parliament being ended, Larool,andDe Tcre Duke of Ireland ' with di¬ 
vers others arc releafed by the King, and at Notingkam the Kings uncle ihomas 
of IVoodflock , and Ihomas Arundel Archbifhop, are pronounced by the kings 
Judges guilty of High-treafon : the Nobility petition the king that he would 
ratifie his former oath, and thruft his evil Counfellours from him, which he 
refufed to do : hereupon the Lords raifea ftrong Army, which thefe evil 
Counfellours perceiving, perfwade the king to furrender Calice to the French , 
whereby he (hall reconcile himfelf to trance , and (hall niafter his Lords, who 
otherwaics will matter him} but theking would not hearken unto this coun- 
fel, yet endeavours to curb his Lords, by commanding the Maior of London 
to raife him a fpcedy Army of fifty thoufand men 3 but the wifer Londo¬ 
ners would not yeeld that they fhould take Armsagainft the kings faithful 
Lords,whoadviled him to nothing but what tended to his and his kingdomes 
luppincls : hereupon the king relents, and fends to his Lords, acquainting 
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,thcni that he would call a Parliament, in which his favourites (hould be ain.CbriJli. 
brought to anfvvcr to their accufers, and to be punifhed, if guilty : upon this 
the Lords disband their Army, which the King perceiving, caufed Robert de * 

Vtrt to raile five thoufind men for his own defence} this made the Barons 


jealous, therefore they renew their drength, and fo encompafled the Duke, 
that he was forced to fwim his horfeover the 7 fumes, and fo efcaped into 
France , where five years after he was (lain by a wildc Eoar in hunting, whofe 
dead body was by the kings command embalmed and brought over, his Fu¬ 
nerals were (blemnizcd with all magnificence fit for a Prince. The Lords exe- 
10 cuted foine of his chief fervants, and difpcrfedghe reft of his guard, when he 
was gone over the' Thames j then they conduced their Army to London^ where 
they were bountifully entertained. Shortly after the Lords arc admitted to 
confer with the King, a Parliament is fummoned } the kings wicked Coun- 
fellours and Judges are condemned of High-treafon , John Earl of Salisbury 
aud Sir Nicholas Brmbrc loft their heads, Ircjtliau the chief Juftice was hanged 
at Tiburn} the other Judges were (pared upon the Queens importunity, but 
banilhed. 

Thetruce between England and France being near an end, the French Ad¬ 
miral is fent into Scotland with a theufand of the French Gentry and Nobi- 
20 lity,and two thoufand Arms} thefe were flighted by the Country people who 
loved not wars, but were entertained by the Scots Army, which confiftcd of 
thirty thouland, tliefe march into England wafting all before them * but hear¬ 
ing tnat the King was marching towards them with fixty thoufand-Archcrs, 
and eight thoufand men at Arms j they went over the mountains into Wales 
ufing there all kinde of hoftility, as king Richard ufed the like in Scotland , ha¬ 
ving facked and burned fome of their chief Towns. When the Scots Army 
returned home, the Country people were mad at the French for comm in g 
thither,knowing that France had engaged Scotland in thefe wars to ferve their 
own tums,and not for the good of Scotland^ whereupon they ftrip the French 
go of their horfes, arms and money, and fo fent them home } the Admiral and 
fome other honourable Perfonages they kept as pawns, till fatisfaftion 
was made for their loflcs in this war. The French king fent the money 
that was demanded, and fo the Admiral, Barons, and Gentry arc dil- 
mifled. 

The French king pretending to conquer England , rigs out twelve hundred 
ftiips with a formidable Army * king Richard prepares to welcome him with a 
hundred thoufand fighting men. The French Army is accurfed by their own 
Country-men for their plunderings as they marched $ and when they came 
to the Low-countries, for want of food they fold their arms, horfes and 
4c doaths, for their numbers were fo great, and the Duke of Berry the kings 
uncle,who liked not this expedition, was fo flow in comming, and the French 
were grown fo odious for tneir outrages in thofe Countries, that this great 
Army diflolved and came to nothing. 

After this the Scots invade England ^ king Richard prepares to go againft 
them$ but by the mediation of forreign Princes, a truce for three years is con¬ 
cluded between England , Scotland and France , and afterward enlarged to four 
years more : and now king Richard having made peace with his neigbours, 
fends John of Gannt his uncle with an Army into Spain> to demand the king- 
dome of Cajiile in right of his wife ConJiancee\dcft daughter to king refer $ in 
this expedition the Duke of Lancajler carried himfclf fo bravely, that the 
king of Spain married the Dukes eldeft daughter by his faid wife, and gave 
him eight waggons laden with gold, and a yearly penfionof ten thouland 
marks} and then the Duke married his youngeft daughter tothekihgof ror* 
tugal , who had aided him in thefe wars, and then returned home with wealth 
and honour. In this interim the king and Pope quarrelled, and then it was in 
Parliament enafted i that the Popes authority fhould here ceafc, arid no more 
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An.Chrifti. appeals be made to Rowe upon the penalty of a Fr/tmunm extending to per- 
pctual imprifonment,and forfeiture of lands and goods. Shortly atter Queen 
Anne died, and two years after this the king married to ifabcl daughter of 
Charlet 6 . of France, which caufed a peace of thirty years } the two kings met 
between Calice and Arde, and then did the kingfurrendcr Brcjl to the Duke of 
Britain, a place which had coft much Englijb blood. 7 homos of WoodJlock re¬ 
proves the King for this, and fo procures his anger, which fet the King upon 
plotting his death, who alfo intends to deftroyhis Barons } for he was made 
believe,that ifhe did fo, heftouldbe madeEmperour : upon this, Gloceficr, 
Arundel and Warwick are apprehended, and then he calls a Parliament, in io 
which John Tujh Speaker in the lower Houfc,in a flattering fpeech impcacheth 
the Lords, and chiefly Thomas Archbilhop of Canterbury of T rcafon, who was 
counfclledbythe Kingtoabfent himfelf, with an oath and promife that he 
fhould receive no prejudice, yet for want of his prefence to an fwer forhim- 
felf, is condemned and banilhed} Arundel is beheaded} Warwick. upon his fub- 
miflion and repentance is confined to the Ifle of Wight, where he died in great 
I 3 9 £. want and mifery $ the Duke of Glocejlcr is fent to Calice, though unfentcnccd, 
where by the Kings direftion, Mowbray Earl of Nottingham caufed him to be 
{mothered between two Feather-beds,for which fervice he was made a Duke. 
Authority is granted by the Parliament to eight perfons finally to determine 20 
all caufcs as were not ended there,who being named by the King, decreed fuch 
things as were hurtful to the kingdome} and becaufe the Kings guard were 
Cbejhire men, to pleafe them, he would be called Prince of Chejbire : he made 
Henry of Bulitnbrook,, John of Gannts fon and heir, Duke of Hartford, his coufin 
Ed.Vlantagenet Duke of Aubemarle, and Thomas Mowbray Marftialof Fngland, 
with divers others, on whom he bellowed the lands belonging to his uncle 
7 homos of WoodJlock, and to the two dcceafed Earls ot Arundel and of 
Warwick^ he granted alfo pardon to all except fifteen whom he would not 
nominate, to keep his Nobility in fear, left any of them might be one of the 
fifteen. # 30 

Bn!!inbrook, Duke of Hartford being grieved at the Kings mif-government, 
acquainted Mowbray Duke of Norfolk. therewith, purpofely that he might in¬ 
form the King} with this he trcachcroufly mif-informs the King, as if BitUin - 
brook, aimed to difhonour the King, which was not his intention} wherefore 
Hartford is fent for, and confclfcth to the king what hefaid, but denied the 
untrue fuggeftions which were added, and to clear himfclf challenged the 
Duke of Norfolk to a duel, which was accepted, the king did not fuffer them 
to fight, but exiled the Duke of Hartford for fix years, and banifhed Norfolk. 
forever} Hartjord is honourably received in France by king Charles 6 . on 
whom for his excellent parts, he would have beftowccl his uncles daughter 40 
the Duke of Berry in marriage, had not king R/cAW hindiedit. Not long 
after this, Duke Hartfords father John of Gaunt died, whofe lands and move¬ 
ables the king feifed on, and beftowed them on his fycophants} for which un¬ 
juft dealing, his uncle the Duke of Tork , and the Duke of Aubemarle his 
coufin forfook the Court. Shortly after the king farmeth out his kingdome 
to his favourites, raifeth an Army and faileth into Ireland, which he fubdued. 

In his nbfence, Hartford, with 1 homos Archbifhopof Canterbury, returns into 
England to make claim to his Dutchy of Lancaficr } at his landing, both Lords 
and Commons flock to him in fuch numbers, that he had quickly a great 
Army,which he leads to London, where he is feafted,thence he marcheth Weft- 
ward. 

K.,Richard being returned,and perceiving the Dukes ftrcngth,and that Scrope 
13 99. Earl of Wiltjlme, with Bnjb and Green his three evil Counfellours had loft their • 
heads, defpairing to do any good by force, comes to his coufin, and proffers to 
furrender his kingdome to him, which the Duke feemingiy refufes, defiring 
onely his own patrimony, and reformation of publike abufes} fo he caufed 
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the king to be honourably guarded to the Tower, and then afiembleth a An.Ch'rJth 
Parliament, iii which thefc Articles are propofed concerning the kings ill * 
government : I. That hehindred his dud with Mowbray his fnlfeaccufcr, 
andyetbaniflied him unjuftly for fix years., 2. That he would not differ any 
man to plead for him in his abfence, though he had liccnfed it under the great 
Seal. 3. That he would fuffer no man to be a Suiter for the fa id Dukes re^ 
turn. 4. That he had feifed upon his father John of Gaunts lands and moVe^ 
ables, and given them to his gracelefs Counlcllours. 5. That he had coun- 
felled the Archbifhop Arundel to abfent hitnfclf from Parliament, that he 
10 might not anfwer to his accufers, and then unjuftly banilhed him. 6; That he 
granted an unjuft prohibition under his privy Seal, when the Chancellor re¬ 
futed to grant it under the great Seal. 7. That he caufed Mowbray to fmother 
the Duke of Glocejlcr, whom he unjuftly banilhed, and then advanced this 
Mowbray to wealth and honours. 8. That the King unjuftly robbed the 
Clergy and Monafteriesto further his Irilh expedition 9. That he carried 
with him the plate and jewels of the Crown to Ireland. \o> In laying heavy 
Fines upon wrong information, n. That he devifed crafty oaths to undo his 
fubje&s. 12. That he caufed defperate Ruffians to accufe rich men for their 
wealth. 13. That he enriched his wicked Counfellours with heavy taxes laid 
20 on the people. 14^ That he cancelled all Records which teftified his opprefi. 
lions. 15. That he laid, the Laws were in his ownbreaft, and hereupon put 
many unjuftly to death. 16. That he ufed to write craftily and ambiguoufly 
to forreign Princes. 17. That he permitted his Chejbire guard to rob and 
murther withoutpunilhment. 18. That he had diftionourably ftiled himfclf 
the Prince of chejbire. 19. That hethreatned the Lords in Parliament, that 
offered to fpeak any thing of Reformation. 20. That heexafted great Fines 
ofthofe whom he had pardoned. 21. That he placed and difplacedBurgeffcs 
in Parliament as he pleafed. 22. That he had exiled and executed (fivers 
Lords forprocuring a commillion in Parliament to enquire of abufes, which 
commiffion he had ratified by his oath and inftrument in writing. 23. That he 
procured the Popes bulls to curie fuch as oppofed his unjuft laws, contrary to 
his own law made feven years before againft the Popes authority. 24. That 
he had difplaced good Sheriffs, and eletyed others that were for his turn. 

The authentick copy of thefe Articles is fent to the King, who confeffed 
them,and his own infumciency in govern men t,and withall under his hand and 
leal refigns his Crown to his coufin Henry of BuIIingbroo 4 Duke of Lancajlcr: 
which being read and approved by the Parliament , King Richard is depofed, 
and the faiaDuke made King, who was inftalled by Arundel Archbifhop, his 
companion inbanilhment : then was king Richard lent to Pomfrct Caftle, but 
40 fhortly after by the new kings command, who thought himfelf unfafewhilft 
Richard lived, he was treacheroufly murthered. Sir Tierce Exton, and eight 
other armed men more fet upon him, from one of whom he wrefted a brown- 
bill , and therewith flew four of them, then fought with all the reft, till the 
cowardly knight ftruck him in the hinder part of his head with a pole-axe, of 
which blow he prefently died:king Henry caufed to be proclaimcd,that he was 
la wful king by conqueft, by refignation , and by inheritance as next heir to 
king Richard : But indeed Edmund Mortimer Ear\ of March, Con to that Roger 
who wasflain in Ireland, and declared heir to the Crown by king Richard 
more right, as being descended from Lionel Duke of Clarence, cldeft brother 
50 to l°^ n Duke of Lancajlcr king Henries father, and third Ion to Edward the 
third ^ but he perceiving that there was no contefting againft the fword and 
pofleffion, betook himler 
fccurity.

obert Bruce having made his peace with the Pope for killing Cumin in 
1306. theChurch, got himfelf to be crowned at Scone, but hehadhard be- 

-^^ginnings} for he was twice defeated by the Cumins ; aflifteft by the 
Ettghfb, fo that he was forced to hide himfelf divers months together in the 
mountains and Iflands, having onely one friend to accompany him 3 in the j 0 
mean while his brothers and friends were fearchcd after and betraied, inoft of 
them were put to death, his wife was apprehended by the Earl of RoJJe ? and 
fent into England : but when all his enemies thought he had been dead, 
he fuddenly appears with a confideral>Icftrength,and takes in Citricl his own 
Caftle, now pollefled by the Englifh , whom he puts all to death 3 from thence 
he goeth to Ennernejje , and takes that Cattle alfo : The report of this made 
great commotions in Scotland , fo that multitudes being difeontenred with the 
Englifh government, flocked to him, and now he hath a confiderable A rmy, 
with which he marchcth Northward, and demolifbech all the Cattles there, 
that they might not beany more (belters for hisencmie?,and that he might not 20 
weaken his Army by putting garrifons there. John Cumin Earl of Buchan 
hearing of Bruce his fuccefle, raifeth an Army of Scots and Englifh 9 and 
marcheth towards Bruce 3 but finding how refolute the Fruceans were, and 
that he could not confide in his own Army, becaufe many favoured Frnce , _ 
he makes a truce with him, in the interim fends for more forces out of 
England. 

Shortly after king Edward dieth,and king Bruce falls defperatcly fick,where¬ 
upon Cumin raiterh an A nr y, hoping that cither Bruce was dead, or unable to 
fight, nrd therefore a fit time to fet upon his forces 3 but he knowing how' 
needfulthe prefence of a Commander was in an Army, caufeth himfelf to be 3 ° 
fet on horfdbaek, though unable to fit but as he was upheld by two of his (er* 
vantss this light fo encouraged his fouldiers,that they fought defpcrately,and 
defeated Cum/ns Army near Ennerury. Shortly after B race recovered his 
health,and led his Army into Argile , which he plundered, and drove Alcxait- 
der Lord thereof into England. , where he died in great want. Galloway alfo is 
fubdued by King Roberts brother Edward B rttcc. The report of B rue* his 
viftoi ies drew King Edward 2. of England with his A1 my into Scotland, which 
was incrcafed by the Scots that adhered to England\ but this great preparation 
came to nothings for the Englifh for want of provilion were forced to retreat, 
King Robert having removed all the corn and cattcl thereabouts to places of 40 
1310. fafety. The next year Bruce having regained the Forts'which the Englifh held 
in Scotland^ he invades England with an Army, and returned without oppo- 
fition laden with fpoil 3 after this rerth is taken, and the walls demolilhed by 
King Robcrt^Rofcburgh 9 Edjuburgh-CsL{[\C)^nd other itrong holds,with the Ifleof 
Man are furrendred. The E nghfh that were in £fcr//«rgCaftle •> being befieged 
by Edward Bruce 9 capitulated to furrender within a year, if no fupplycame 
from England in that time, which was aflented to by Edward , for which King 
Robert was angry' 3 yet yeclded to the conditions that he might not difhearten 
his brother. In the mean time King Edward of England provides an Army of 
one hundred thoufand men, conlifting of Englifh ^ Scots , French , Flemings , 50 
and Hollanders: The Scots Army under B rttcc was thirty thoufand, thefe pitch 
their camp near the Englifh by Bannocbarn , two mile* from before 

the battel the E nghfh fend eight hundred ho rfc towards Sterling) which were 
encountred and defeated by five hundred Scots horfc under Jantes Douglaffe: 
the next morning isappointed for the main encounter, the Scots are divi¬ 
ded into three battels, the right wing was led by the Kings brother, the left 
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by Randolph, and the main battel by the King himfelf^ the particulars of this 
fight we have (hewed in the Englim ftory, onely here is onepaflagc not tou¬ 
ched there, to wit, that the Englifh perceiving afar off upon the mountaincs 
the Scotch Carriages with great 1 Vote of cat tel, and fervants that attended on 
the Army, fuppofed frefti forces had been commingtoaflift theScots* this 
conceit,after the overthrow they had in the ditches, fo difheartned them, that 
they betook themfelvcs to a diforderly flight,in which multitudes were killed 
and taken * fo great was the lofs,that for three years after the Englifh were qui¬ 
et, though provoked divers times by the Sects incurfions upon England* 200 
10 of the Englifh Nobility and Gentry were (lain, about as many more taken pri- 
foners 3 the King efcaped by means of the Earl of March into Dunbar, and from 
thence to Barwick^ whom Douglas purfued with four hundred horfc,but could 
not overtake him 3 in this battel four thoufand Scots were (Iain , of the 
Englifh fifty thoufand 3 Sf« 7 /ag-CaftIe, according to promife,is furrendred4 
About this time John Mouteth. , who for betray ing iVallk was made Gover- 
nour of Dunbritton Caftleby the Englifh, intended by furrendring that Caftlc 
toKingito/>er/,tohavefurprifed him, for he hid had a great many Englifh in 
a low wine-cellar, who fliould have fuddenly feifed on the King at dinner,and 
tranfported him to England in a fhip which they had ready for that puvpofe, 
20 the plot wasdifeovered to the King by aLock-fmith, at the day appointed 
theCaftleis funendred, and by Monteth the King is invited to dinner, who 
defired firft to fee what ftore of wine was in the Cellar^ after fometergiverfa- 
tions ufed by Mouteth, the cellar-door is broken open, and the Englifh Souldi- 
ers brought out, who having confefled the plot, were put to death, and Mon - 
wAimprifoncd, but his life fpared, bccaufe he was allied to fome great men, 
whom the King at that time woujdnot offend. The next Spring Barwick^ is 
taken by the Scot/, having been twenty years in the Englifh pofieflion: then 
a Parliament is called at; 4 ye>yn which the Kingdom is confirmed upon Robert 3 
and bccaufc he had but one daughter, to avoid more controverfiet about the 
2 0 title to the Kingdome, it was decreed that Edward the Kings brother, after his 
deceafe, fhould fuccecd, and his children} but if he fhould die chiidlcfs, 
that then Mary the kings daughter and her pofterity fhould inherit, therefore 
they think of providing a fit husband for her. 

After this, Edward Bruce is fent over to Ireland with an Army, where he is 
made king, and prefently fubdueth Vljler, then marcheth with his Army 
through the Weft of Ireland 3 an Army is ferit, thither from England 3 king 
Bruce goeth himfelf into Jre/rf/w/with another Army to aidc.his brother, who 
was already defeated and killed by the Englifh before he could come to help 
him. King Edward of FwgAWunderftanding that king Bruce and much oft he 
40 Scotifb ftrength was in Ireland, fends an Army into Scotland, which was de¬ 
feated by Douglas, Govemour of the Marches 3 this Land-Army mifearrying, 
the Englifh Fleet land their Sea forces, and infeft the coaft 3 the Earl of Fife 
with five hundred horfe went to encounter them, but feeing the Englilh 
ftronger then he thought3 was retreating, but being met by theBifhop of!>////- 
kel with fixty horfe, was encouraged by him to return againft the Eng- 
lifh 3 and with that the Martial Bifhop takes his Lance, puts fpurs to his horfe, 
and with his company falls furioufly on the Englifh, whom he routed, many 
of whom by preffing into the boats, were drowned about five hundred 3 this 
Bifhop Smclar ever after was called the Kings Bifhop. That Summer the Eng- 
50 lift beficcc Barwick ,and the Scots march as far as Tork, wafting all before them, 
the Archbifhop of that place raifeth an Army of Friers, Artificers, and Huf- 
bandmen, all which were overthrown by the Scots, the Archbifhop with a 
few more efcaped 3 this was called the white battel, becaufein itfo many 
Priefts werefiain. King Edward hearing of this defeat, raifed his fiege from 
' Barwick 0 and returned with his Army into England, and then a fhort truce was 
made between the two Kings. 

King 
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King Robert after this calls a Parliament, in which he wills the Nobility and 
Gentry to fhew by what evidences they held their Lands 3 at this they were 
much t roubled,moft of them having loft their evidences in the late wars>therc- 
forc fuddcnly they all ftood up in Parliament, and drew their fwords, crying 
out that they’had their evidences in their hands s the King at this was very 
angry, yet fmothered it, till he found a time to revenge himfelf, which fhortly 
after fell out, for many of the Lords being guilty,and fearing the Kings wrath, 
confpire to betray the kingdomc to the Englifh * the King hears of the plots, 
divers Letters are found to that purpofe, whereupon the plotters are appre¬ 
hended, a Parliament called, and the Letters produced, fo all of them arc con- j 0 
demned of High-treafon, among whom was David Brechen the Kings lifters 
fon j many were grieved at his punilhmcnt, bccaufc of his blood, youth, cou¬ 
rage, and ftrength of body, who had done good fervice in the Holy-war, and 
becaufe he wasnoa&or in this plot, but onely concealed it. 

About this time came the Popes Lcgats, upon king Edwards procure¬ 
ment, to mediate a peace between the two kingdomes, which when the Scots 
would not yield to, they are excommunicated, whoto fhew how little they 
regarded tnis excommunication, follow the Legats as they were returning 
into England with an Army, fpoilingall in their way with fire and fwor <4 
King Edward in requital of this wrong, marcheth into Scotland with an Army, 70 
but provifions failing them, they were forced to return, for King Robert had 
conveyed all proviuon into Garrifons and the mountaincs; the Englifh in 
their return fpoil and bum fomc Monafterics * the Scots follow and deftroy 
alias far as Tork, fothat Y. Edward hardly efcapcs, his Army being defeated, 
fo the Scots return with rich fpoils, and king Edwards Trcaiurc. After this, 
the Scots fend away two Emballadours, one to the Pope to appeafe his anger, 
which was quickly cffe&ed, when he underftood that without ground King 
Edward the 1. had begun this war in claiming fuperiority over Scotland, which 
was a free kingdome .* the other Embafladour was fent to France , to renew the 
old League, which was alfo done, and withall it was agreed, that if any con- 3 ° 
troverfie fhould arife about the Title of the Crown, the Parliament 
fhould decide it, and whom they elefted the French king would main¬ 
tain e. 

About this time, one Hanton an Englifh Gentleman, for commending king 
Robert Bruce , was hurt by one Spencer , whom the next day he killed, and with 
that fled into Scotland, where he was rewarded by king Robert with large Ter¬ 
ritories, and made a Peer of the land, from him came the family of the Hamil - 
tons* King Edward of England being murthered, and king Robert growing 
old, a Parliament is called, in which King Roberts young fon is confirmed his 
fucceflor, to whom Robert Stuart the kings Nephew by his fifterwasto fuc-40 
cced, if his own fon fhould die without ifTue $ and to avoid all future quarrels 
about the Crown, J antes Douglas is fent to j John Baliol in France with fome pre- 
fents, to the end he might refign his title to the Crown, which he did willing- 
. ly, acknowledging the wrong he had done in accepting that Crown $ and 
withall highly commends king Robert Bruce. 

King Edward the third of England fends Embafladors into Scotland to con¬ 
clude a peace $ but the Scots perceiving fomc fraudulent dealing, inftead of 
making peace, proclaimed war with England : Thomas Randulph and James 
Douglas arc fent into England with twenty thoufand horfe without foot, that

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which they thought had been the enemy} at laft the Englilh found that the An.ChriJlh 
Scotch A rmy was pitched on the fide of a hill, from which they could not per- 
fwadc them to come down into even ground $ but one night the Scots per¬ 
ceiving the Englifh Army carelcfs, Douglas is font with two hundred choife 
horfe, which got through the Army even to the Kings Tent, and had cut two 
cords thereof^ but the Alarm being fuddenly given, the Scots returned fafe 
to their own Camp, having killed three hundred of the enemy : the Englifti 
expecting hourly when the Scots would give onfet, at laft they underftood. 
that Douglas with all his forces were marched back into Scotland, the English 
10 refolve to return home like wife $ and not long after Embaffadours are fent 132?. 
from England to treat with the Scots for a perpetual peace 5 in the interim 3 
truce i s concluded for three years. 

The next year, in a Parliament at Northampton peace is made with the Scots, 
the Articles we have mentioned in the Englifti ftory. King Robert having cele¬ 
brated the marriage of his fon with the king of Englands lifter, and being now 
aged and lickly,he commits the Government of the kingdom to 7ho. Randulph 
his lifters fon, and ‘James Douglas , and betakes himfelf to a private life, then he 
makes his will, in which he names David his fon his fuccelior, being now eight 
years old,and next to him Robert Stuart $ he exhorted his Lords to mutual love^ 

20 and wilhed them rather to fend yearly Govemours unto the Iflands called 
AEbttcU, then to appoint one Lord over them, becaufe there would be lefs cor¬ 
ruption, and more quietnefs $ likevvife that they Ihould not in their wars with 
England hazard all upon one battel, but rather tire them with alarms and 
skirmilhes > and laftly he forbids them to make long peace vvith England , left 
for want of Military exercife they grow either carelefs apd effeminate, or elfc 
fall out into inteftine quarrels 5 he recommendsalfo to James Douglas his Vow 
which he had made for an Expedition into the Holy-Land, which by reafon 
of his age and troubles he could not perform, therefore wiiheth him to carry 
his Heart to Jerusalem, there to be interred, which James undertook the next 
30 year with a company of relblute young Gallants, who joyn themfelves with 
the king of Arragon being then ready for the fame Expedition $ in this War 
againft the Sarazens he did good fervice,but at laft rulhing too defperate* 
ly upon the enemy neer an Ambulh, he loft his life * king Robert was * 3 
dead a year before this Expedition, Anno 1329. the four and twentieth year 
of his Reign. 

Randulph Earl of Murrey is made Prote&or, as the king had ordained $ he Co 
cleared the kingdome of theeves, High-way-robbcrs, and idle wanderers,that 
the countiy-people could fccurely keep open their doorsj and leave their 
rural utcnuls all night in the open fields 5 if any goods were loft, the Country 
^ojuftices were to make reparation, and the king to fatisfic them out of the 
goods of thofe that were found guilty 5 one cunning-fellow had ftole his own 
goods,went to the Juftice for reparation, which he had, but after being found 
to be ftealer of his own goods, he was hanged for his labour, and all his eftatc 
confifeate $ it Was lawful for any publike Officer to kill him that made refin¬ 
ance. King Edward of England perceiving he could do no good u pon Scotland 
fo long as this wife and vigilant Viceroy was alive, fent a Monk who profefted 
Phyfick thither, who underftanding that Randulph was troubled with the 
Stone,got accefs to fpeak with him,and undertook the cure 5 Phyfick is given 
mixt with poifon, wnich wrought gently 5 the Monk pretending he wanted 
- 0 fome drugs, got money to buy them, and to defray his charges, he returns to 
king Edward , affures him that by fuch a day Randulph would be dead 5 upon 
this an Army is levied, and fent into Scotland^ king Edward fends fpies to view 
the Scot/pofture, who finding they had an Army, and that the Viceroy was 
there yet alive, return and acquaint king Edward therewith, who caufeth the 
lying Monk to be puniftied, and the Army to retreat, leaving fpme Garrifons 
. on the borders to keep off excurfions * Randulph not being able, becaufe of his 
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An.Cbnfli. ficknefs to purfue the enemy, difbands his Forces, * and prcfcntly after died at 
L^Y^w MttJfcUwr having been Viceroy two years. 

The King now being but ten years old, Duncan Earl of AJarrc is elefted Pro¬ 
testor: that very day newes is brought, that Edward Baliol was entred the 
Forth with a great Fleet of Ships} he had been encouraged by one Laurence 
Imtte an Englifh-inan, who lived in Scotland , but for his mi (demeanors was 
forced to flie over to France } he acquaints Baliol of the diftra&ions in Scot - 
land, of the weaknefs of the King, and the ficknefs of his Prote&or Randulph , 
of the aide which he (hould have from King Edward , and of many friends he 
fhould find in Scotland } upon thefc perfwafions, Baliol obtains a Fleet of(hips 10 
and fix thoufand men from King Edward : As Baliol was landing his men at 
Kinghorn, Alexander Seaton a Nobleman of thofe parts,with fome Forces oppo- 
feth him, but Seaton was killed with a great part of his Forces} Baliol having 
refreflied his Souldicrs, which now were incrcafed to ten thoufand, marche’th 
towards Perth , and fits down necr the river, the Scots Army was divided into 
two bodies on each fide of the river } Baliol fearing to be inclofed, refolves to 
fight with one of thofe bodies a part, and firft on the Viceroy which was far- 
theft off, and feemedmoft fecure} one Andrew Murrey in the night guided 
Baliol over the river where it was fordable, who falling unexpectedly on the 
Viceroy’s Army, routed them, though at firft fome refiftance was made, yet 20 
the diforder in the Scots Camp was fo great, that inftead of oppofing the Ene¬ 
my. they fell foul among themfclves. three thoufand .fro// were (lain, the reft 
fled to Perth , but (hortly after yield the Town to the F.nglifc, which Dumbar 
with the other Army rcfolvccl to befiege,but upon better advice they retreat} 
Baliol upon this good fucccfs, and finding multitudes of Scots to flock to him, 
refolvcs to declare himfelf King, to whom divers Lords w hom he had taken 
prifoners, were forced to fwear fealty.

The Bithop iinderttanding' that F/erc/es Anny ^ was J dm^e^d/' wa/ ui f? ^ 
doubt what to do : At lad being! encouraged {by the'^bmnry^whi^ ‘ 
made up his Army ten thoufand, hee purfues the Scots , hoping to 
findc them carelefle upon their former fuccefle, or clfc wearied with 
fighting. 

The Earl tifurrey^ who now had the charge of the Army, Dottglatje being 
dead, underttandingthac the Bifhops Army was comming upon his forces, 
calls a Couneel of war concerning the prifoners} fome would have had them 
50 put to death, being dangerous to keep fo many, but this was held cruelty;, 
therefore an oath is taken of them that they fhculdnot ftir during the time of 
the fight } then they put thcmfelvcs in battel-array, each one is commanded 
to found a horn,whieh by the eccho of the neighbouring hills made a hideous 
noife, fo that the Ettglijh fuppofed the Scats to be more numerous then they 
were } this noife, and the fight of fo many dead 4 ?odies before them killed m 
the former conflict, theunskilfulnefs of the Commanders, and rawnefs of 
the fouldicrs, fo dilheartned the Enghfl) , that they retreated: Upon this the 
Scots return homeward, Ralph Mercy not being able to travel by reafon of his 
wounds, got leave with fix hundred of the other prifoners to return home 
40 upon their parol, the poorer prifoners were let go without ranfome } Henry 
Tiercy with four hundred more are carried into Scothsnd , andfhortly after 
ranfomed. The other Army which was in Cumberland 9 was not fo glad 
for this viftory, as fad for the death of Douglajjc , a man highly honoured 
and beloved for his valour, and fomuch t he more becaufe he was killed in the 
prime of years. And fo much of this battel fought at Otterburn , not far from 
Hewcajtle. 

Upon the return of the Scots , King Robert by reafon of his age finding 
himklf flighted by his Lords, and unfit foraftion, calls a Parliament, in 
which Robert his younger fonne is declared Lieutenant and Governour of 
^0 Scotland. Not long after this King Robert died, the feventie fourth year of his I 3 9 O * 
life, and nineteenth of his reign} upon whofe death Alexander Earl of Buchan , 
to revenge himfelf of the Pifhop of Murrey ^ who had angred him, fets the Ca¬ 
thedral Church of / Iff a on fire. To King Robert fuccecded hivfon jfaiw,whoby 
an Aft of Parliament had his name changed to Robert , either becaufc the two 
Johns of England and France were unfortunate Princes, or clfe becaufc the 
two firft Roberts of Scotland were brave men} there were two Families 
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An.Chrifli, of the Highlanders , whofe feud was fo great, that thev could never be re- 
w'V'V' concilcd, till it.way agreed that thirty of either family fhouid fight hand to 
. hand in the Kings prefencc, which was dqnc accordingly in open field by 
1296. Mr}h, whither multitudes came to fee that horrid butchering fpe&acle $ they 
* J ' were all killed except one of the one party , and eleven of the other , who 
were ail grievoufly wounded 5. and fo the fierceft of thefe families being (lain, 
the reft remained quiet for m^ny years after. Two years after this, the title of 
Duke came into Scotland , the firft that was fo called was David king Roberts 
fon, being eighteen years old, whom the king in Parliament ft i led Duke of 
R othefai. and his brother fcobprt Duke of Albaine: This title of Duke was 10 
proffered to Eatl Dottglajje, but he refufcd it. Not long after, George Dnmbar 
Earl of March had betrothed his daughter to David king Roberts fon, and had 
already paid a great part of the portion^ At this Archibald Earl DouglaJJc being 
offended, complained to the Parliament that the king had beftowed his fon 
without them j^nfent, and withall proffers his daughter with a greater por¬ 
tion, which is accepted ; Upon this Diwbtr with his family removes in great 
diicontent \t\ioRngland, joynes himfelf with ricrcy, raifes forces, and invades 
: hereupon Dnmbar vs proclaimed Traitor, and hiseftate 
cpnnfcate*, a Herauld is fent to king Henry of England to demand Dunbar, and 
to complain that the peace was broken-king Henry having given no fat isfadion 20 
to the Herauld, befides, hecaufe Piercy and Dnmbar with two thoufand horfe 
anfl foot had entred Scotland, (but were driven out again with the Ioffe of 
1400. their booty by DouglaJJe) open wars are proclaimed againft England .

I. The affairs <?/Italy, Germany, Hungary and Bohemia under Wenceflaus* 

Rupert, Sigifmund, Emperours. h. The Connects of Conftance and Bafil, with 
fome other pajfagbs from the year, 1400. till the year ,1439.

N the tunc QfWenceJJaur fell out the year of Jubilee, which 1 400,^ 
ftiould havc.vbcena year of reft and gladnefs, but proved 
the beginning of that mi feeble rent in Chriftendome, 
which is not yet made up } John Hujfe^r Goofe (for fothc 
word fignifiesJJ having read tVickJiffs books fent him from 
England ? began to preach openly in the Univerfity of 
Prague againitjub.ilees and Indulgences, againft Purga¬ 
tory,Image-wor(hip,Tranfubftantiation,and other points 
held by the Church} tnisnewDo&rincof hjs made fuch a diftrattion in the 
Univerfity, that moft of the Scholia's \ycnt away thence to Erford and Lipjia, 
where out of the ruines of Prague fprung up thefe two Univerfities. About 
a hundred years after out of this Goofe s egg was hatched that Gofling, which 
didmorehurtto new Earner then the Goofe of the Capitol did good to old 
40 Rome. ’ • ; ! f f i r .1 / •.* 

Hnjfe being driven by the Bifhop from Prague, retires to the Village where 
he was born, and preacheth there openly the Came dodrine} complaint is 
made againft him to Wenccjlaus, but he neither could nor did any thing againft 
him, for he was ftiorrly, after depbfed by the Electors of Mentz, Colen, Trever /, 
and the Palfgrave. Jodocus Barbate? Marquefs of Brandeburg, is named Empe- 
rour by Colen and Wentz, which ejection was approved by Wcnccflavs his Cou- 
fin-german} but he was never crowned,for within fix moneths of his cleftion 
he died } * then was Frederic of BrHnfrvic beamed by the Ele&ors, but as he was 
coming to be crowned,the Bilhopof Merits let upon him in the way and inur- 
50 thered:him} at length Rupert of &rtw/<*Eleftor Palatine is made Cafar, and 
crowned at Colen by theBiftiop, forld/x which favoured IVenccfiaus ,would not 
open their Gates} but them and other Towns which held ;with IVenceJIauf , 
thortly after Rupert brought under} this Expert was defeepded from Lndovic 
the Fourth. 

• * The Pope upon the Florentines, requeft, who were molefted by John Gale as 
of At Ulan , gave way to Rupertxo require from the Priefts of Germany their 
* Tenths 
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An.cbrifti. Tenths for railing of an Army againft Galea civs , whofc wealth and power was 
become formidable both to the Pope and the other Italian Princes 5 but 
Rupert was refilled by the Bifhopof Millan. , who alfo made Leopold of Aufiria 
and the Biihop of Colen his enemies ; Trevers likewife made reliftance, yet he 
raifedan Army, being promifed by the Florentines two hundred thoufand 
Florcns^ as toon as his forces had touched the Territories of Galeaeius , he 
marcheth thence into the Country of Brixia , but was beaten back into Trent 
by the Dukes Army , thence he came to Fadua upon the defire of the Vcne- 
tians , where he was met by the Florentine Ambafladours with fome forces and 
money to renew the war* but not finding the forces and money anfwcrable to 16 
his expeftation , and that neither the Pope nor Venetians would openly affift 
him, he returns into Germany : Whereiipon Galeacivs fends his forces againft 
Eononta , aftifted by the Florentines , he obtains the viftory and the City with- 
all, which had been the occafion of fifty years war $ Bentivolvs the tyrant of 
that City was fiain. He befiegeth Franck Gonzaga at Mantua, and forceth him 
toveeldthe Town, being almoft drowned by letting in the Rivers io and 
Aihejss'-y he took from Scaf/gcr, Verona and Vincent ha, and fhortly after Padua 
from Cararius whom at firft he aflifted againft Scaliger . After he had taken in 
Bononia , he croflcd the Apinincs with his victorious Anny, and ftruck a great 
terrour at Florence , but a violent; feaver ftopt the career of his victories, 20 
whereof he died in this expedition, having left behindc hiin'j^/w;///c/ Maria, 
and rhilip, who were the laft Dukes of Mill an of that race of V > count /, and one 
daughter Valentina married to Lewk Prince of Orleans , fon to Charles 5. of 
France . 

After the death of Galeacivs , the Guclphs and Gibellins at Millan {q\\ again 
to defixoy each other with fire and fword 5 the Cities lately taken by Galea- 
civs , fell off fiom his tons, and the jurifdiftion of Millan , to their feveral go¬ 
vern ours^ Brixia to Pandnlphvs,Vapid to Facini us CankfCremona to Eenzonesj&c. 
Among the reft lonontd fell off to the Pope, fo did Ajjijinttm and rerujia Cities 
of V in bn a. The FloreiHi ties with their money purchafed Fife from Gabriel 30 
the Eaftard-fon of John Galeacivs. Sena ‘having killed Corregius their Go- 
vernour, rcatliuncd their liberty, which was accompanied with many bloody 
feditions. The Vcn'etianf\ipon. tnefe changes, promoted their Territories as 
far as Forum , July and I ? rh\ f6 they grew great by the ruines of the Scaligers 
and Carrani $ for Novella* Carrarivs the ton of fr4/?o* 3 having recovered Padua 
by the Venetian afffuincc r torgett'ing his benefaftors, ftirsup IVilliam Scaliger 
to recover Verona , w h i ch w hen Wi l ham had obtained, Carrarivs poyfoneth 
him, and then murdereth his two tons, that without oppofition he might 
enjoy the Empire of Verona ^ and not content with this ; he aflaied to take in 
Vincent ia, which hating his tyranny,caft her fclf upon the / enetians patrocinc* 4 ° 
they being glad of this occafion; make open waragainft Carrarivs , whofe 
forces they fubdue, and drive him within the walls of Fadua, where being 
ftraitly befieged !, he with his two tons were forced to yeeld to the Venetians , 
who cautod them all there to be ftranglcd, his other two tons efcaped, but 
died fhortly after in Hetruria ; Upon this the Venetians obtain Verona , Vinceritia, 
Colonia, Fcltri urn, BeIhtntwr and Fadua. And thus was thegreatnefs of Millan 
which had fwallowed up almoft all Italy on this fide of Latium , torn in pecccs. 
Johaune f Maria became a moft bloody Tyrant, taking delight ito fling to 
hungry Maftiffs condemned pertons, or fuch as he hated 5 thefedogs he ufed 
to feed with mens flefh, and then to keep them hungry that they might prove 50 
the more fierce and cruel ^ but he was at laft by fome AiTaflinates inurthcrcd " 
in the Church, who deft his skull clofc to his eyes, and cut off his right leg, a 
grateful fpeftaclc to the people, who extreamly hated him: his brother and 
fucceflhur rh/l/p revenged his death, and recovered Brixia , rlacentia, Comtis % 
Cremona , and tome other places, but loft quite Hctruria, Vmbrio , Jt'mylia and 
Ticenim ^ he beheaded Fnndu/ivs the govemour of Cremona , who being upon 
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theScaiTbld, wasekhorced torepenr^ anfwered, That he Was To fir froin Aft.ChnJiF % 

penting, that he was forry he had not broke the necks both of S igij'mund 
the Eraperour 9 and Pope John 23. when he entertained thenl with a banquet 
upon the battlements of his high Tower. 

Rupert the Etnperour feeing but little good to be dorlciil Italy , returns, a 4 
we laid, to Germany , permitting the Italians to decide their oVvn quarreh-whd 
were then diftrafted into Italian and French factions by means of the Anti- 
popes. Ladiflaus King of Naples 7 feeming to favour the fafriun of Gregory 12; 
came fuddenly upon Home, being then in great diftraftions, .Hnd took it, with 
10 fome other Towns belonging to the Church* hethreatned alfothc Florentines^ 
butlrnwof Anjou being invited by the Popes letters, comes and joy ris his 
Forces with thofc of Florence and Seva, upon hope tO obtain the Kingdome of 
Naples^ fo he recovers the City for Alexander 5. and drives out Ladijfaus , whd 
not long after, with greater forces returns and takes Rome , having flipprefled 
the Pcntificans and French Auxiliaries* he killed many of theCicizens^ oVfct- 
threw the walls, took the Caftle of S. Angelo, with divers Towns belonging 
to the Church, and kept them till his dying day, notwithftanding that he 
was anathematized by Pope Alexander * he left by will the Kingdome to his 
After loan , who as is fa id, repudiated her hlisband James Burbon Eatle df 
20 March/a, and adopted Alphonfus King of Arragott > thinking thereby to make 
her party ftrohgagainft the Pope, and thole of Anjou * Afphoi/Jus hairihg 
flighted her, wasreje&ed by her, who lent for Lewis of Ahj oils feldcft fob; . . 

after whole death (he furrogated his brother Renat us, whentfc arofe bloody 1 4 1 
wars between thehoufesof Arragon and Anjou , the Popes tiding fometimes 
with the one, fometimes with the other. In the interim Rupert having 
reigned ten years died, and was buried at Heidelberg * he was married twice, 
and left divers children behinde him; In his time (hined a terrible Comet 
which prefaged the wars of Bohemia raifed by Hujje , the troubles of Italy by 
means of the Antipopes, and the defeat of the Chriftian Armies by the 
30 Turks. He built a Church and Collfcdge at Heidelberg. 

To Rupert fucceeded Sigifmund the foil of Charles 4. Whtim Ludovic King 
of Hungary had adopted for his fon* intending to make him heir to the 
Crown, and husband to his daughter* but Ludovic being dead, arid Sigifmund 
asyetachilde, the Queen-mother governed the Kingdome* the Nobility 
difliking her government, fend for Charles King of Naples , Ibri to Andrew 
King Ludovickj brother, who being received with general applaufc, was 
by the Queen-widow poyfoned, and the Italians driven out of Hungary > but 
his death was revenged by John governour of Croatia , who put to death the 
murthererS, and having dragged the young Queen with her mother by the 
40 hair upon the ground, caufeathe old Queen to be drowned, and her daughter 
he imprifonea* whom fhortly after, fearing an infurrettion, hefetat liberty? 

Sigifmund upon this comes out of Bohemia with a great Army, Invades Hungary 
without oppofition,and being now 20. years of age,is croWhed and (nattied to 
the young Queen. After this he repairs to Croatia befiegeth the governour 
whom be took and beheaded, with 32. more that tided with him in his rebel¬ 
lion againft the young Queen : the Hungarians repining at this feverity im- 
prifonedhim, committing the charge of him to one of the widows of thofe 
whom he. had beheaded * but upon great proraifes made tOher, (he difmiflcd 
him, who having again obtained the Kingdome, which he fecured with gar- 
- 0 rifons in all places, he put to death Steven Veivodas the chief author 6f his im^ 
prifonment, by which he auieted the reft. 

Concerning Sigifmund r bad fucCefFe againft BajatieF tf!e Turk; we 
have already fpoken,lwhofe fortune Was no better in a fecond Battel 
againft Celebin Bajaxcts fonnej who had got over the Heflcfpont, and 
had fain upon Bulgaria and Macedonia: Sigifmund en count red withf 
the Turks near S amdrtdria^ not farre front the Banks of Dan fib; us 1 
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An.Chrtfli. but loft the battel by comining too late. Notwithftanding this bad fuc^ 
cdfc, he is called to the Empire by the Elc&ors$ his chief care was td 
fettle peace in Chriftendome now diftrafred by thtc6 Antipopes , to wfc^ 
Bcncdift 13. Gregory 12. and John 23. whofe refidcncc was at Bononia, 
Grcgorus at Anminmn, and Benedicts at Avenion. Sigijmund finding that 
a Synod was fitter then A tmes to compofc thefe diftra&ions, procured by 
the confent of the Chriftian Princes, a Synod to be called at Conjiance 
where were prefent all the Princes or their Legatf, even from Byzantium 
and Trapezrtud. Here Adolphus 2. Earle of Cleve , and Atfcideuf Earle of 


Savoy, were created Dukes of the Empire ^ the Marquifiatof Brandebtirg, ic 
with thq Electoral dignity is fold to Frideric^Bur grave or Noriberg, who had 
done good fcrvice for Sigifmund againft the Hungarians and Bohemians, 
Albert the Scptemvir of Saxony died about this time, whofe Dominion and 
Flcftorihip Sigifmund transferred upon Frederic, furnamed the Stout^ 
Marqucfle of Myfnia for his charges and good fervice in the Bohemian 
warres : heerttted out of the ruincs of theUniverfity of Prague , that of 



The Synod being diffolved, sigifmund intended to make warre againft 
the Turk, and torepaire his honour loft in the two former battels, but he 
was taken off from this defigne by the commotions of Bohemia, therefore 20 
having made Moravia furetohim, and Silefa, he put to death thefedU 
tlous Citizens of Vratijiavia the Metropolis of that Country for invading 
. A \ the Government, and flinging downe the Senators from an high<Tower. 
The Bohemian warre washaftened on by the violence of the Hujfits, who 
were enraged for Fluff* s deaths therefore they pcrfecuted with all hoftility 
the Prieftsand Monks, fome of which they baniihed, others they murtherea, 
having pulled downe and burned the Religious houfes, and broken to ■ 
peeces the Images and Statues in their Churches. Divers battels were 
fought, but the Hnjjits under the command of Zifca obtained the vi&ory* 
1420. the Empcrour enters Bohemia with his forces to fupprefle thefe tumults^jo 
and having taken Prague, was ciowned and anointed King of lohemia^ 
then he fails upon the Bohemian forces, but was rcpulfed and beaten by 
them , and compelled to retreat into Moravia for a new leavy \ In the mean 
time Pope Martin 5. by the Cardinal of IFincheJter, had ftirred up all 
Germany againft B ohcmi*t', three Armies were raifed, one of Saxons by their 
Duke, the other of Francotts by the Marquefle of B randeburg^ and the 
third of Bavarians, Suntans, and others, by the Archbifhopof Trcvcrs : All 
thefe* Forces by a fudden pa nick fear w T cre diflipated^ the like fuccefic 
had that Army which was raifed by Julian** Ctjarinuf the Cardinal 5 di¬ 
vers other attempts were made upon the ^ohcmutn Hufsits , but with ill 40 
fucccflc. 

Upon this the Councel of B aJH is called 5 the Empcrour with great pro- 
mifes is invited into Italy by. Philip Maria Vifcount of Mitian, againft 
1431. whom the Venetians and Florentines made war both by Sea and Land 5 being 
received at Millan, he is crowned with the iron Crown \ thence he went to 
Parma where he wintered. In the Spring he comes to Rome, and Upon the 
day of Pcnticoft is crowned by Fngenius the 4. Thence returning through 
Ferrari a and Mantua, creates John Francis Conzaga Lord of Mantua, Mar- 
quefl'e. Thence he returnes through E *fil into Hungaric, and from thence 
into B ohemia which now was quieted by. the Councel of B vfiL Here ha- ^ 
X 4 27 ving obtained of the Peers that Albert** Auflriacus his fonue in la\y 
* lhould fucceed him to the Crownc, he retires to his daughter in Moravia, 
where he fickned and died the twentieth year of his Empire, the fever* 1 
teenth of his Reign over Bohemia, and one and fifty over Hungary, the feventy 
feventh year of his age * He was buried at Varadinum or Varaftti : He was a 
good Prince, a lqver of Learning 5 Hecaufed the Hiftory of Arrian** to be 
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tranflated for him our of the Greek into the Latine. He hated flatterers* AttjChnfli: 
therefore one day he beat one of his Courtiers tor flattering him to his face* 
at which the man repining cried out, Why doft thou beat me, fa id the 
flatterer? Why doft thou bite me, faid the Emperour? He was very muni¬ 
ficent} but one clay riding through a water, his horfe ftopt and pifled in it, 
to which one of his Courtiers (aid* This horfe is like his matter} the Em- 
perour deicd to know his meaning, the Courtier tells him, That as his 
horfe pifled there where there was too much already, fo he bcfloWed his 
bounty on thofethat needed it not, and neglctted thole that were in want: 

10 The Em perour fhortly after fills two boxes of the fame bignefle, the one 
wirhfilver, the other with lead, which he prelcnts to this Courtier, willing 
him to take his choice of eithet}. he chofe the leaden box, which when the 
Emperourfaw, he told him that it was not for want of good will in the 
Emperour, but of good luck in the Courtier that he was not lichen 
S igifmund is commended for divers Apothegmes, and for his clemencies ' 
faying, That others killed their enemies withfwords, but he ufed to kill his 
enemies with favours. iHis firft wif ^ Mary King Ludovtcs daughter of 'f- 
Hungary, died a, year after i their marriage : His other wife Barbara a la-^ 
feivious woman , bare him one daughter Elizabeth heir of the King- 
20 dome whom hec bttroathed to Albert of Anftria , he iniprifoned his 
wife Barbara for treafon againft him, for (be plotted with the Peers 
of Bohemia to feife on the Kingdome* but after his death (hec was let free} 
her life after this (he led infamoufly,and died miferably of the Venereal 
plague. 

There was nothing more commendable in this Emperour, then the paincs 
he took with the Chriftian Princes in calling the Synod of Cortftartce, to 
fettle the diftra&ed eftate of the Chriftians caufed bythethree Antipopes: 

The Cardinals at rifa had conferred their Papacie on John 23. Gregory 
and Bcncditt being excluded, who flighted this aft of the Cardinals * there¬ 
tofore to take all quarrels off, the Pontificat is conferred on Otto Colnrnnins i 
and is named Martin 5. the other three being forced to yeeld} in this 
Synod Tetrus de Aliaco Cardinal, an dGerfon Chanccllour of Boris laboured 
for a reformation of the Clergy and Court of Rome, but to no purpofe: 
here Wichjiffs do&rine is condemned, fo are John Huffe and Hieromeof 
Prague } Huffe was firtt degraded, and then delivered up to the Secular power} 
upon his head was put a paper-Miter, with the pidturcof three Divils, and 
this Infcription, Q'/ his is the Arch-heretic^: ]| Some write, that he fhould fay 
before his death, thaiont o f his ajbes fiould arife a Swan which they fhould not 
burne as they did J he Gooft , 'and that a hundred years after tfjey Jhonld an* 1415. 

40 fiver to God and him. Which words the Eohcmians ftawped upqh fome 
of their coin : he was burned in July , and tiieromc of Prague the next 
September after. In this Synod was renewed the decree of Communicating 
under one kinde : It was alfo ordered, that the fifth year after the end of 
this Synod fhould be the beginning of another, and afterward every 
tenth year a Councel fhould oe held} by virtue of this conftitution a 
Synod was held at P apia, which from thence, becaufe of the plague, 
was tranflated to Sena. This was diflolved by Pope Martin 5. becaufe 
Alphonfns King of Arragon, who hated Marlin, endeavoured to rettore 
Petrus Lunenfus to the Pontificat, which at Confiance hec had loft: 
therefore B ajil is defigned for the next Synod. Julianna the Cardi¬ 
nal is fent into Germany to promote the Bohemian war, and to call the 
Synod. , 

In this Councel of B ajil, at which divers learned Bohemians were 14.31; 
prefent, it is dccieed that the Synods authority was above the Popes: 
but Fugenius 4. fucceflbur to Martin, fearing left the Synods power 
fliould crufh the Papacie,. commanded it to be tranflated to Bononia: 
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An-Chrifii. This was fo diftafaefulto Sigifmund the Emperour, and the reft there, that 
they cite Fugcnius to appear at Bafil , or clfe to lofe his Pontificate here- ‘ 
upon Eugeni us was forced to ratific the aftsof the Synod, but taking ad¬ 
vantage of the arrival of John raUologas Emperour of Confian lino pie, who 
came tor aid againfa the Turks, he enjoyned the Synod to be tranflated to 
Ferrari* *, and from thence to Florences this difplcafed the Fathers of Bafil, 
who defired the Greeks to repair thither, if they meant to do any good to¬ 
wards their union with the Latine Church} but Eagenias hindred their com- 
ming, and now Sigifmund being dead, he ftirs up the Dolphin of France, wh6 
afterward was called Lewis the n. to raife the Synod with a great Army5 IQ 
thefe committed great infolencies in Alfatia, Kit in their journey to Bafil 
were worftedby the Switzers, who alfoloft their lives there. This tumult 
drove away from Bafil the Princes Legats^ the Greeks were perfwaded in 
this aflcmDly at Florence to aflent to the Procefiion of the Holy Ghoft, 
to celebrate the Eucharift in unleavened bread, to acknowledge Purgatory, 
and the Popes power, which was fo difpleafing to the Greek Churches, 
upon the return of the Emperour and Patriarch, that they denied Chriftian 
^ r burial to all fuch as thould aflent to thefe Articles : In the mean while 
the Synod of Bafil depofeth Pope Eugeni us, and fubftitutes in his place 
Amadeus Duke oi Savoy, who failed himfclf Felix 5. whence fprung up a$ 0 
new fchifme, which was ended by the death of Eugcnius , and the voluntary 
aft of Fclrx, who furrendred again the Pontificat.

i 1 2 IN S wet bland (as wc have faid ) to Margaret fuccccded her nephew Ericas 

* I DUke of Vomerania , he was a great hater of the Nobility, whom he much 
weakned in foreign wars both by fea and land ^ his government was op- 
pofedby Fngilbert Prince of Dalcarlia whom the Danes flew, and by Charles 
fon of Cairn us governour of the Kingdomc, who drove Ericas into Denmark ,> 
where finding no helh or fecurity, farives to make his peace with his own fub- 
jefts, and to return home, they upon his fubmiflion were contented to re¬ 
ceive him again 5 but as he was returning home, he feifethupon Gothland, 
intending to cxcrcifc Pyracie there upon all the Northern (hips} but being 40 
befet round by Charles Canutns , and fearing the Danilh forces, furrenders 
himfelf to his people,amongft whom afterward he reigned peaceably fourteen 
years from his Coronation : To him fucceeded Chrifiophcr ralatin *Dukc of 
Bavaria, nephcw[to Ericas by his fifter $ he had wars with England, but re¬ 
turning viftorioufly home, fell upon Lnbcc without any fuccdTe* he loft 
his Fleet by fhipwrack upon the coaft of Suecia, as he was ftriving to fur- 
prife the Vandalic Cities: In his time the Kingdome was ruined with plague 
and famine. Atlaft having loft in the fea all his wealth, dieth in Denmark 
childlefs. 

Swethland being governed fome years without a King, at length by 50 
I 4 5°. the confcnt of the Peers who were weary to be ruled any longer by 
Foreigners, clefted Charles Canutus for their King : He fubdueth Nor¬ 
way , and layeth heavy Fines upon the Danes for making war againft him^ 
the people being irritated by the tyranny of their Govcmours, and animated 
by the Archbifhop of Vpjalen, a rebellion is raifed, which to fupprefs, Charles 
removesto Gedaimm, where he expefted aide from Poland 5 in the interim the 
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people obtrudes tbe Kingdome upon Chrijtierti King of Denmark and croWnes An.chnfih 
him. C.itiUus Biftiop of Lmcopen^ and the Archbilhops Nephew hiving railed 
an Army, drives out of the kingdome all that fided with Cbrijtient, and in a 
memorable battel defeats Chrijtiern-y upon this Charles is called home out of 
rruffia y and by the popular breath re-eftabli(hed 5 he placed milder Governors 
over them * at laft, being full of years and peace, died, to whom fuccecded 1 47°* 
Steno Sture, Nephew to Charles by the fifter 5 he defeated the Fleet which chri- 
Jliern had fent aga\ni\ St ockholw^nd overthrew his Army which had fet down 
before the walls, fo that after this he never made any attempt againft Swede* 3 
*0 but his fon jfa/i/r, by the afliftance of the Ruffians^ and taking occafion by the 
fadions bet ween Steno and Stunt 0 , a great man, invaded S wet blind ’ where by a 
Fa&ionhe was crowned $ but fhortly after fupprefled by steno, who brought 
back to Smalanda the Queen of Denmark whomjf ohn had carried away and 
married '•> but fhortly after at a feaft he fickned and died the 30 year of his 
governments he was well beloved for his excellent parts* but chiefly for re¬ 
filling the Crown when it was proffered him. 

Suanto Prince of the Ojlrogothr, and Chancellor of the Kingdome, iselefted 
Prince of Swctbland. Gaddus Bifhop of Lincopcn conveyed privately the body 
Of Steno to Stockholm. Suanto having entredintoa confederacy with the Ih- 
20 bikers, made war upon Chrifliem the 2. againft whom whilfthe was making 
preparations* he died the 8. year of his government, Steno Stnrc the younger 
Snantons fon fucceeded, who whilfthe was fighting ftoutly againft Chrijhcrn 
Which had invaded Swet bland with a new Army, was killed by a cannon bul¬ 
let 5 he being dead, and the Swedijh Army defeated, Chrijiiern was invited by 
the Danifh fattion,& is crowned*but the Peers whom he fufpefred on that very 
day of his Coronation are treacheroufly by him murthered at a feaft, having 
caufcd firft the Town gates of Stockholm to be fliur, that none might efcape, 
bout 94 were maffacred, whofc bodies were left unburied three dayes on the 
ground,to the horror of the fpe&ators^the body of Steno but lately buried,by 
go the command of this new Tyrant is digged up, and burned with the reft * at 
length he plundred the widows and fons of the murthered Nobility 5 but hea¬ 
ring that thirty thoufand of the people were up in arms againft him, he ftole 
out of Stockholm , and through woods and by-ways efcaped to Denmark , the 
fame moncth that he was crowned $ neither was he quiet at home, for having 
embrewed his hands in the blood of bis own people, was extreamly hated, fo 
that Frederick .his Uncle, Prince of Holfatia , with the Lttbikers,ra\Ce<\ an Army 
againft him 5 whereupon being terrified in confcience he flics into Z eland with 
Jjdbel his wife, Cajdrs fifter, and his children, the third year after the maffacre 
of Stockholm . 

40 In the mean tim cGujlavus the fon of Ericrts who had efcaped out of the 
hands of the Dane , under pretence cf negotiating for Chrifiina the widow of 
Steno , marrieth with Steno's daughter, and by theconfentof the Peers, and 
wealth of the Lubikers , enters upon the poffeflion of the vacant kingdome 5 
afterthishe aboliftieth the old religion, and embraceth the do&rineof the 
Augufiine confeffion 5 at laft having governed the kingdome prudently eight 
and thirty years, he departs this life, leaving for his fucceflor Ericas whom he 
begot of his wife Katharine the Duke or Saxons daughter $ after he was 
crowned at Stockholm , he made wars upon the Danes and Lubikers , by which 
he encurred the hatred of his friends and neighbours 5 his brother 'John Duke 
50 of Finland was much difpleafed with his conditions, he having married Ka¬ 
tharine a widow, and fifter toS igifmund King of Poland. , lent him a great fum 
of money, for which he received in mortgage from the King divers Caftles ard 
Garrifon towns in Ltionia^ Ericui being fufpitious, thought his brother had 
entred into league with the Polonian and Dane a'gainft him, therefore makes 
war upon him, and having apprehended him with his wife and whole family 
at Abo a Town in Finland , caufcth him to be brought to Holmia, where being 
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An.ChrjJli. publikcly condemned, was imprifoned, and moft of his chief friends pot to 
death 5 after four years imprisonment he was fee free 3 about a year after he 
feifeth on his brother Ericus, devefts him of his kingdome, and commits him 

1 $ 6 8. to perpetual imprifonment: hereupon John is made king of S wethland by ge¬ 
neral con font 3 ne had war with the Dane and Muscovite which laded many 
years 3 he died and left one fon, S igtfmund y who was elefted king of P oland^ 
'John was of his fathers religion, confonant to the Augujitnc conkffion, but he 
differed his fon Sigtfmtmd to be inftru&ed privately by his mother Katherine 
in the CatholukJa\x\ yet would not fuffer any other profellion but Lutheran- 
ifme publikcly in his own kingdom 3 therefore he left hisbrothcr Charles Duke j 0 
of Finlutd , a rigid Lutheran, as an hoftage with his people, that no innovation 

1590. lhould be in their Religion, and withall in his Tons abfence appointed him ex¬ 
ecutor of his will, and titular King of SwethUnd. 

1412. In Denmark , Margaret, as is already faid, being dead, Ericus reigned alone, 
he was the Duke of Pomerania s fon, and great grandchild of (Voldemar $ he 
learned his cruelty and perfidioufnefs of Margaret, by whom he was educated. 

In his time the Alemans made irruptions into Denmark, but to their lofs, for* 
they were defeated and repulfed by t he Queen and Nobility,whofe overthrow 
in tnefe wars, F.ricus that hated the Peers, did chiefly aiine at 3 he be ing (light¬ 
ed for his perfidioufnefs and injufticc, is expelled out of both his Kingdoms 
into Gothland^ Aland fit for his fafcty,and for cxercifing of py racie 3 during 
his abode here, he much infefted the SwediJlj (hips, but was favourable to the 
Danes , to whom he left all Gothland to be poflefled and kept for him in his ab¬ 
fence j for not finding himfelf fecure enough in that Aland, he returns to ro- 
merania . This Ericus is infamous in the Hiftorics of Swct bland and Denmark, for 
hisadulteries,pcrjuries,plundrings,tieacherics,injuftice,and feven and twenty 
feveral treafons} when he fled toGothland,hc carried with him the whole trea- 
fures of his kingdome, and Ceccil his Concubine, who was the chiefcaufe both 

14^8. of his wickednefs and miferics. T o him fucceedcd Chrijiophcr Duke of Bava¬ 
ria, the great Grandchild alfo of Hal demur, he was chofcn by the confent of 
King Ericus 3 he was much offended with the infolencies of the Hans-towns, 
which were grown fo wealthy and ftrong, that they (lighted their neighbour 
Princes, chiefly Lubec which the Danes had built, and was hitherto fubje&to 
the Dani(h Kings, but now by treachery and cunning had fhaken off thejr 
yoke,and aimed at the government of their Governours 3 therefore to reduce v 
them to their former obedience, he raifeth out of all parts of his kingdome 
great fums of money, which fo difpleafed the Northern Juitlandcrs that they 
rebelled, but were quickly fupprefled by the King, and grievoufly fined : his 
wife was Dorothy daughter to John Marquefsof Brandcburg 3 he died child- 
lcfs, the feventh year of his reign in the Caftleof Hclfngor 3 he was a Prince 
well beloved of tnc Danes, but hated ofthe-SnWe/, over whom notwithftand- 
ing he reigned till his dying day. 

1447. To him fuccecded Chrijtianns the firft, fon of Theodoricus Earl of Adenburg y 
he was eletted by the advifeof Adolphus Duke of Holfatia his kinfinan3 he 
married Dorothy the widow of Chriftopher his predeceflor, of whom he begot 
a.daughter, Margaret byname, (who was afterward married to the King of 
Scotland) and two fons, John and Frederick 3 in his time the Srocdes fell off to¬ 
tally from the Covenant of the three Kingdomes, having chofen and crowned 
a King of their own, to wit, Charles fon of Canntut y and Lord Marlhal of that 
Kingdome, but he at laft was expulfed for his tyranny and perfidioufnefs, and 
Chrtjiianus was by them accepted as their king, to whom they were notlong 5 
fubjeft, for divers of the Swedes rebelled againft him, and called home again 
Charles from taw//, where he had lived in exile feven years 3 this cbr/Jlianus 
was a. clement and bountiful Prince, whofe government had been without 
blood, if his fimplicity had not been abufed by fome fycophants, to the great 
prejudice of Snct bland, for j John Archbifliop of Vpfalia, by the malice of fome 
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fhlfe inforibers (by whom often-times Princes are abufed) was apprehen¬ 
ded by Cbnjthnns, and highly wronged. being Tent into Denmark, where he 
lived in great mifery, and yet it was by his means that the King obtained this 
Kingdome, for this Aichbifhop was the main man that oppofed the tyranny, 
perfidioufnefs and cruelty of King Charles , that flood moil for the peoples li¬ 
berty, but King Chrijlianns having found out the knavery of thefe mif infor- 
fliers, fends the Arcnbifhop home again to Sweden with much honour, and rc- 
ftores him to his former power and dignity } in requital of which favours, he 
remained faithful ever after to Chrijlianns , forgetting the injury of his cipti- 
10 ™y ; rids King h av * n g adeemed Holfatia with a great fum of money, railed 
by way of taxes from his fubjeftsj Swet bland alfo Deing fabdued by his Arms, 
and Gothland regained, having married his fon Johnpnd vilited Home for Reli¬ 
gions fake * at laft after three and thirty years reign he died, and was buried 
at Rofchild in a Chappel which he had built and richly endowed,on the South 
fide of the Cathedral Church of Saint Lucius the Martyr} this place he had 
inriched withdivers ornaments and Reliques from Korn. 

Tohimfucceededhis fon jfata theft rft$ he married chrijlina daughter of 
Erncjlu f Duke of Myfnia, whobarehimtwo fons Chrijlicmus. and Frederick* 
and one daughter, Elizabeth, who was married to Joachim Marquefs of Bran- 
^ 0 deburg^ thisjf<?/walmoft reigned two and thirty years over Denmark* in the 
beginning ofnis reign, fome of the prophanc Peers ftirred him up againft the 
Clergy, but when he perceived that it was out of malice and covetoufuefs 
thefe profane men defired the overthrow of the Church, which is frill expo- 
fed to the hatred of the Laity, he took all Ecclcfia'lick perforis into his.pro-, 
teftion ever after $ but what thefe covetous wretches could not effed by this 
King againft the Church, they afterward did perform by Chrijiiern and 
Frederick the firft. John intended war agakift Steno Stnra Goverhout 
of Swede, which his mother Dorothy kept off whilft fhe lived, but after, her 
death he fought and fubdued the Swedes, yet fcarce injoyed lie that kinedome 
« 0 three years, for Steno and Suanto rebelled, to the hurt of both kingoomes. 
* Queen Chrijlina was befie ged and taken in t he Caftle of Holme \ he was unfor¬ 
tunate in the battel of Ditmirfc which he loft, but had better fuccefs by Sc* 
againft the Lnbekgrs, who were alwayes enemies to the kingdom of Denmark 1 * 
he died of the Plague in the town of Olburg, and was buried at Ottonia * he was 
a Prince both prudent and religious, much lamented after his death even by 
thofe that hated him in his life,’forefeeing the tyrannical government of hA 
fon Chrijiiern the fecond, whom the Hiftoriescall worfc then any Phalaris, 
Nero, or Scylla, for having found a peaceable and plentiful kingdom, he kft ic 
moft calamitous, by his (acriledge, impieties, cruelties and perfidioufne&,fpa- 
ring neither ecdeuaftick nor fecular perfons, but raging on the dead as well as 
on the living, for which his Nobility were fo offended, that by the help of his 
Uncle and Lubekcrs , they drove him out of his kingdome, the 9. yeareof his 
reign, ten years he lived an exiled man in Germany $ afterward returning with 
‘an Army into his countrey, hoping to recover his kingdome, was taken on- 
loner, and detained in captivity till his death, which befell him at Callenburg 
having lived 77 years ana fome moneths, he was buried at ottonia neer his fa¬ 
ther 5 his Concubine was the caufeofall the miferies that fell on him andhis 
ktngdomeAhe married with ifabel daughter to rhilif King of Spain and Arch- 
Duke who rived ten years*, and wasburieJdatGtfWtf, a moftchaftc 

Cc and religious Lady, who bare him three fons, two of which died in their in¬ 
fancy, the third departed in the Hungarian warre under his Uncle Charles 
5 ° the fifth, Emperour, the fame day that his father was taken prifoner} Ike 
bare^hitn alfo two Daughters, Dorothy married to Frederic ^Count Palatine, and 
Chrijlina the wife of Francis Sfortia Duke of Millan 9 and after him of Francis 
Duke of Loraine:

will he was made Duke of Slefvic, Holfatia,Stormaria 7 W.tgria, and Ditm.irf- 
chia \> bur being a child of nine years* his brother the king divides t hefe Courw 
tries with him $ when he came to mans eftate, he demanded of his brother the 
Legacies his father left him* and complained for detaining his Dominions 
from him, but receiving an un pleating anfwcr, he was contented to fit quiet fo 
long as his brother lived, whom he aided alfo in his wars againft the Ditmar- 
fhians^ at laftentring into a confederate with the Danilh Nobility, drives 
him out df his kingdome for his tyranny, and undertakes the Government of 
D?»ntjrkj\nd Norway } Hafnia furrendred to him, whither calling the Nobili- iq 
ty together,he held a Parliament, in which Cbrijtiern for his tyranny and trea- 0 
1524. chery is depofed, and Frederick. ele&ed, who prefently con ftrmea the privi- 
ledges of the Nobility as foon as he was crowned 5 he commanded that the! 
Lutheran dottrine fhould be publikely taught in the Churches > he died at 
Gottorp , and was buried at Sleftrig in the Quier of the Cathedral Church,where 
he was honoured with a Monument of Alabaftcr $ he lived fix and fifty years 
and reigned ten$ he had two wives, the firft was Stmt daughter to John Eleftor 
andMarquefs of Brandebnrg 7 who lived fourteen years with him, he had by 
her Chrijtian the third, king of Denmark^ and Dorothy I. the wife of Albert 
Duke of Lorujfia, his other daughter was Sophia wife to Bugijlaus the Tenth, „ 
Duke of Stetifi in Vomerania 5 the had three Ions John, Adolphus, and Frederic 4 , 
and three daughters, Fltzabcth mother to Sophia, who was wife to Frederick 
the fecond, King of Denmark., Anna that died of the Plague, and Dorothy the 
fecond.

Frederick, the fecond fuccceded j he had wars 7 years together with F.ricus 
the 14. King ofS wethland, till the year 1570. at length by the mediation of 
fome Princes, peace is concluded between him and John brother to Ericus 14, * 
all the reft of his reign he lived peaceably 5 at laft he fell fick of a lingring dil- 
1587. eafe, 080b. 3. and died the 4. of April following, having firft received the Sa¬ 
crament, and prepared himfelf with confeflion of his faith and prayer* he 
reigned 29 years, and lived 54. he died in S itland in his Princely houfe of An» 
c ’ derfehorv $ he was much bewailed by the whole kingdome, chiefly by the 
Church and Schools, for he was a great freind to Schollers 5 by his wife Sophia 
he had Elizabeth, Anna, Chriflianus , Vlricus , Augufla, Hederoiges , and John his 
S uccelTor was Chriflianus the Fourth, of whom we will fpeak hereafter, r\

I N Holland ^Earl Albert being dead, his Ton William fuccceded , commended 

for a good fouldier, a juft Prince, and a munificent benefa&or to the poorer 1 5 0 
his firft wife was Mary daughter to Charles the feventh of trance , by whom 
he had no children 5 but of his fecond wife Margaret , the Prince of Burgundies 
daughter, he begot Jacob* his onely daughter and heir: He had forne diffe¬ 
rence with Ar^ehusa Lord of that Country, who had feifed upon the City 
Worchom^ox Gorcum. The Bifhop of Vtricht a (lifted the Earl again ft this Ar- 
4 el/us, from whom he took fonie towns $ Gaffer* was burned to afties, and the 
feme fortune was like to fall upon Gorcum , if the Duke of Gtlder , and John 
of Bavaria elefted Prince of Liege had nor mediated a Peace between them: 

There were alfo great troubles between this John the Bavarian and theCiti- 
dozens of Liege , who defpifing the government of this Prin ce,eletted another * 
but Earl William by the aide of John of Burgundy his kinfinan, Antony of Bra- 
bant , and 7 he 0 don ass of Namurr , overthrew thefe rebellious Citizens in a 
bloody battel, and withall abolifticd all the priviledges of that City, impo- 
fing a heavy Tribute on it: This ft iUiam alfo had feme quarrels with Rcnald 
Duke of Gelder , but they were at laft compofed by the addition of Arfelius his 
dominions to Williams . After he had fettled all at home, he giade a journey 1 41 7; 
to Hannonia , and fhortly after dyed. 

To him fuccceded his onely daughter Jacoba^ whofe whole life was nothing 
elfebut a wreftling with bad fortune: for her firft husband the Dolphin of 
30 France^ John by name, fon to Charles the fixth, fhortly after her hafty marriage 
with him,died of poyfon 5 (he was then about fixteen years old ? in the prime 
of her youth, when lbe gave her confent to marry with John of Brabant 
though (he was retarded from that by Religion and propinquity of bloody 
yet Pope Martin the fifth gave her a difpenfation, which was revoked again 
by the authority of Sigifmund the Emperour. This being unknown to Jacob *, 
fhe confummatcs the matrimony at the Hague : In the interim, John of Bavaria 
aiming at higher matters, reficneshis Epifcopal feat to the Pope, and mar- 
rieth with the widow or Anthony Duke of Brabant $ befides, Sipfmitnd the 
Emperour confers upon Johnof Bavana the Arms of Holland , to whom that 
4c Eai ldome feemed to appertain, he being the next heir male, to whom the fe¬ 
male fex was to give place: Upon this, he enters Holland with an Army „ not- 
withftandingtheGrandees refifted his claim,affirming that the woman was ca¬ 
pable by their antient laws of the government of that Earledome: But John 
of Burgundy made peace between them upon thefc terms $ that what the R,*- 
variand id poftelle.he fhould enjoy by the right of Fee; yet the next year, the 
war was renewed by the City of Leyden , which fided with lacoba 3 but* the 
inhabitants being pinched with a ftrait fiege,were forced to yeeld, andfub- 
mit their necks to a new Lord. Tohn ofB rabant was forced, though without 
his wives knowledge,to deliver up the whole government of the Country to 
50 the bavarian } hereupon arofe divers jealoufies and quarrels between the mar¬ 
ried couple, fo that (he grew carelcfle, out of indignation, both of her husband 
and of the government $ befides, the finiftrous waies ufed in making up of this 
match ftuck in her ftomack,and fo ufing this for a pretencc,ffie marrieth the D. 
of Clocefter , without the Popes difpenfation * thisexafperated her former hus¬ 
band,fo that he having undertaken the government of Holland upon the death 
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yin.chrifti* oijohnof Bavaria % gocth intotaw/w///**, and being affiftcd by the Forces of 
w rhilip Duke ofB urgundy, overthrew in fcveral skinnifhes the Army of Jacoby 
whom he took prifoner and delivered her to the Burgundian, till the Popes 
opinion or judgement wasknown concerning this match 5 but (he cfcaped to 
Holland in a mans habit, where (he was joyfully received by thofe Cities of the 
Hocckt that (ided with her, but many other Townes adhered to Philip the Bur¬ 
gundian : Hence followed a cruel war, the Duke of Glouccjlcr affifted' jacoba , 
but P hi lip at laft got the better $ After this the Popes fentencc followed, ma¬ 
king her divorce from her former husband unlawful, with a command that 
(he (hould commit her felf tothecuftody of Amadeus the Duke of Savoy > till 10 
things were peaceably compofed. Hunfred of Gloucejler having repudiated his 
wife, marrieth with another: After this Jacoba laid liege to Harlem , which (lie 
was forced to raife again, and fight with Philip of burgundy , whom at lafe in a 
long battel (he overcame, and drove him into Leyden. In the mean while as 
(he was making greater preparations, John of Brabant, from whom (he had di¬ 
vorced her fclfdied, which now put her in great hopes of obtaining Holland 
again $ but thefe hopes were quickly blafted by her overthrow (he received 
neer Wiringa in a battel againft Philips with whom (he Articles* that he (hould 
be Protestor of Holland, but the dominion (hould remain in her, befides,(he 
(hould never marry without the cbtifcntof Philip * and withall, if (lie died 
childlefs, he (hould be her lole Heir : fo the Countrey enjoyed peace a 
while, which afterward broke out into new' difeords $ for Jacoba being of a li¬ 
bidinous nature, fell in love w ith Francon Borjahus , which when rhrhp under- 
flood, fuddenly he feifeth on him, and fends him prifoner to Kupel/nond t with • 
command that he (hould have his head cut ofT$ but the Governour of the 
0 Caftle being lo^th to meddle with the blood of fo great a man, gave out that 
Ecrfalius was beheaded} rhilip repenting of his rafh fentence, when he heard 
of this, was much grieved,and wept, for he delighted not in blood} but when 
he heard that %orj*hm was alive, hercjoyced exceedingly, and withall, ratifi¬ 
ed the marriage between him and jacoba , on thefe conditions, that (he (hould 
totally refign her right, that B orjahuf (hould lay claim to the Eai ldome of 
OjlerbancU) if they had children, they (hould enjoy their ancient Dominions, 
if they had none, that then all thelc Countries (hould devolve to the Heirs 
of Philip the Burgundian* and fo (he dying childlefs,thc Houfe of Burgundy be¬ 
came Lords of Hannoma , Holland , Zeland , and WeSl-briejland\ and thus Philip 
became a mod potent Prince, his firft Marriage with Michaeli* the daughter of 
Charles the fixth of France was fterile,and fo was his fecond Matrimony^ but by 
the third match with Elizabeth of Portugal he had three Tons, one of whom, 
Martin by name (the reft being dead) fucceeded him. Vhilip after this had 
long wars with the French, at laft a peace is concluded upon this condition, 4 ° 
that P bilip (hould endeavour to recover amongft other territories the Earle- 
dome of G/fen, but from this he was hindred by the Englifti out of Calice; which 
was then under them. At this rime, the tumults of Gaunt and Bruges filled the 
whole Country with difnrders : One day as Vhilip was pafling through Bruges 
the Citizens fell upon his Company, killed the chiefeft of his Nobility , and if 
he had not broken open the gates, he had been murthered there himfel^fo 
that he narrowly cfcaped. T 1 is high indignity he could not digeft, till he had 
befieged the town foclofely, that it was pinched both with poverty and hun¬ 
ger, for want of trading and provifion : whereupon the town is (urrendred, 
c ightc-en of the chief plotters were put to death, and the reft forced to redeem 50 
their lives, and the Princes favour with a great fum of money: after this 
he fupprefleth the Gan /r, and other fattions thereabout^ he made his 
natural fonr.e David Bifhop of Vtricbt, though the Citizens withftood him 5 
he alio affifted by his power Lewis to the Crown of France, at which 
time the folemnity and ceremonies of the golden Fleece were performed 
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at the Hague ^ this Order was firft inftituted at the Nuptials of Thilip and An.Chrifih

In the mean time thofe of Liege offered divers wrongs to the Earls heredi¬ 
tary countries, and drove Letvis Eurbon out of his Bifhoprick. The Earls fon 
Charles , fimamed B el/irous, or Hardy, was fent with an Army to fupprefs them, 
which he did, but they prcfentlv rebelled again, whereupon the City Dwan- 
tuw, a famous place then, is made the obieft of the Souldiers fury, who kil¬ 
led many of them with the fword, and drowned multitudes in the Alofc$ 
they overthrow the Towers and Walls of the City, and burned down the 
10 houfes with fire f, fo at laft the Citizens of Liege were forced by this exemplary 
punilhnient tofubmit, and beg the Princes favour. After thefe wars, this 
good Earl died with age and ficknefs at B rugis the 73 year of his age, to 
whom fucceedcd Charles A tor tin, called the Bell icons 5 he was three times 1468. 
married, firft with Katherine daughter to Charles the feventh, King of France } 
feeondly, with Elizabeth of Burbon, by whom he had Mary the Heir of his Do¬ 
minions} thirdly, with Margaret daughter to the Duke of X or k> ant l After to 
Edward the 4. King of England he fought divers batteis with good fucccfs* 
he fupprefled Liege , as we faid 5 he began a war with Lewis the eleventh, 

King of France , which was upon agreement fupprefled} he had fome Sea- 
20 fights with the Duke of Warwick^, againft whom he aided King Edward,whcn 
he was driven out of his Kingdonie into Holland, he had wars alfo withyfr- 
noldDuke of Geldre, who had fold Geldre and Zutpbania to Charles •> all this 
Countrey he added to his Dominion, and received it in fee from theEmpe- 
rour> but Ctfar afterward gave aide to fhe Earls enemies at Colen and Nove- 
Jsnm, a Town belonging to Colen, and there was like to be great trouble, if the 
Popes Legat had not taken up the quarrel: he had long wars alfo with the 
French,and was twice defeated by Reinold of Lorain the French General. After 
Nancy was taken by the French, Charles layes fiege to it 5 a long and bloody 
battel was fought * at laft the Earl being betrayed by CampobaJJns ah Italian, 
jo was drowned with his horfe in a Lake the 43 year of his age 5 he was a wife j ^.7 
man, a juft Prince, and a good Souldier* he fet up a high Court: of Juftice at 
Mechlin , and in the great Hall at the Hague heufed to adminiftcr Juftice him- 
felf* fometimes every weeks he beheaded the Prefident of Zeland who had 
put to death an innocent man, that he might abufehis wife 5 this Prefident 
having had his defire of the woman, fent her the dead body of her husband, 
which the Earl undcrftanding 3 font to the woman the dead body of this Prefi¬ 
dent or Govemour, and made her heir to all his goods: This Earl was too 
greedy of glory and dominion. 

Tohimfuccccded his onely daughter Mary, the laft of the houfe of B#r- 
40 gundy, from which the right of thofe Countries were trdnflated to the Houfe 
of Aujlria, and foto Spaing her tuition John of Clive undertook* till fhe was 
married to Maximilian fon to Frederick^ the third, Emperour, which was the 
originall of the Houfe of Aujirids greatnefs. Lewis the French King fought 
her for his fon, but was reje&ed, for which he was highly incerifed. The 
troubles arofe again between the Hoeckj who took Ley den fit the Cabillans who 
feifedupon Dort* The Princefs in hunting was flung from her horfe, with 
which fall fhe broke a rib, and died of an Impofthume, (he was buried at 
Bruges, to the great grief of her husband, to whom fhe bare r hi lip of dufiria^ 

F ranch who died an infant, and Margaret, Philip the fccond, Heir of thefe Do- 
- 0 minions,being fearce as yet four years old, had Maximilian his father for his 
Governour, by whofe prudence the fattionsof the Hoccks and Cabillans were 
quieted, the rebellion of the Geldrians fupprefled, the Townes of Ruremund 
and Venloa having fubmitted 5 he extinguifhed alfo the differences with 
France,by betrothing his daughter Margaret to the Dolphin, who was deluded 
by him, affe&ing rather the D. of B ritanies onely daughter, whom he married. 

Maximilian had alfo wars with Gaunt and brugfy whole flout ftomack he at laft 
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An.Chrifli. fuppreflcd$ but after he was called to the Empire, he left the care of 
1506. 

Princes of Europe , and by the death of John of Cajhk he became Heir of di-' 
vers Kingdomes, he was a vertuous and peaceable Prince * at length being 
full of wealth and happinefs, died at Burg/s a City of Granado, not without 
fufpition of poifon 5 his heart, as he defired, was buried at Jerttfalcm : To hina 
fucceeded Charles the 5. fcarce fix years old, whofe Aunt Margaret m the mean 
while governed the Netherlands > Dut after Charles attained the years of pu- 10 
berty, the whole countrcyof Belgium folemnly acknowledged him for their 
Lord. After this, at Valedolid the chief City of old Cajlile , fometime the refi- 
dence of the kings of Spam, with great magnificence, Charles takes pofieflion 
of his fathers kingdomes. 

Charles , by the death of Maximilian Emperour, his Grandfather, ischo- 
fen by the general fufFrageof the Ele&ors, Emperour of the Romanes $ who 
was no fooncr gone into Germany , but the Spaniards rebelled, by meancs of 
the infblent Government of if ilium Croijns Chierius , whom Charles had left 
as Viceroy of Spain $ the Nobility envied the government of a ftranger. Veter 
C/r^///r/,Deingaidc<l by the Peers, under colour of vindicating the liberty of 20 
Spaine , goeth to Ealledolid, where he feifeth upon Joan Mother of Charles , and 
carried her away as his prifoncr} but fuddenly an Army of Jmvcrialifts being 
levied, they regained the Queen, fet her at liberty, and put to death the chief 
rebels. Charles finding how requifitc his prefence was, to extinguifli the fire 
of inteftinefeditions, makes a journey to Spain, where he flayed eight years 5 
but whilft his prefence quieted Spaine, his abfence occafioncd troubles in the 
Netherlands , raifed by the Geldriant, and Zutphanians , who being at laft 
fubdued, were forced to fubmit to the pleafurc of theConguerour, which 
was, that Gelderland and Z ntphania being efeheated to the Emperour, they 
1514. fhould be held in fee from him $ this Z ntphan is a town in Gelderland, and hath 3 3 
been an ancient Eafldome, and is feated on the River Tjlc. Groyning alfo 
a Townc of Weli-Frtejlandj which had been wrefted from the Duke of Sa- 
xoni bv the Earle ofEaJt-EneJ.wd, and fold to Charles Duke of Gelders, was 
to Ge lurrendred to Charles the Emperour} to whom alfo Henry of Bavaria, 
thelaftBilhopof^rir/^, being expelled by the Citizens thereof and Duke 
of Gelders, refigned his jurifdittion 5 the firft temporal Lord of it was 
Charles, who built a fair flrong Caflle here5 yeti finde in BcU-Forejl upon 
15 - 9 * Gtticciardin, that William Enctyrvort Cardinal, and Bifhop of Tortona in Spain 9 
took pofieflion of this Bifhoprick by a Deputy, he himfelf remaining then at 
Rome, whofe Succeflour was George of Egmont fon to John the firft Count of 4 ° 
Egmont $ he ruled this Bifhoprick five and twenty years, whofe Succeflor 
Frederick^ of Tautenbnrg wasBiftiopof the place twenty ycares, after whom 
fucceeded none but Titular Bifhops5 Epifcopacy with the Roman Religion 
158a being both driven out at the fame time,not without great tumults, and almoft 
the overthrow of that City. 


Belgium to his Ion Vhtlrp, now almolt lixteen years or age} he by Johanna 
daughter to Ferdinand King of Spain begot Charles the fifth Ferdinand King of 
Hungary and Bohemia . and fomc daughters afterward married to the chief 
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7 he Hiftory of Savoy, and the neighbouring farts , from the year 1397. till 
the year 1452. 

I N Savoy 9 Amadeus the 8. fucceeded to his father Amadeus the 7. There was 1 2 9 7^ 
great ftrifewho fhould have the tuition of the childc$ for Bona Biturica 
his mother, Bona Borbonia his grandmother, Lewis of Savoy Prince of Mo- 
10 (who had married his fitter) the Earl of Geneva , and Philip Duke of Bur¬ 
gundy , did all daim an intcreft in this childs tuition, and government of his 
Earldome : this gaveoccafion of great differences, which were not ended till 
Amadeus himfelf being now of age, and having married Mary of Burgundy 
(according to the defire of both parents whilft they lived) undertook the g<> 
veminent: He was a Prince of great hopes, and on whofe prudence and power 
his neighbours did much relic. Italy at this time was grievoufly affii&ea with 
plagues,fudden deaths, Civil wars, and fchifmes in the Church, all which were 
portended by a direful Comet, and other fearful meteors. For mitigating of 
Gods wrath, and removing of thefe judgements, Application and procefUons 
20 were made through all Towns and Villages, multitudes of people going 
about in white garments, and fuch as did not wear this colour and go about 
with them, were counted prophane^ this garment was of white linnen, which 
covered them all over head and foot: All ages, fexes and conditions of people, 
from the mcaneft fort to the Princes, undertook this Penance freely, chiefly 
the Clergy of all degrees, fb that for three whole months there was no other 
publike exercife performed 5 neither during that time, were there any quaN 
rcls or Law-fuits. 

This Amadeus beftowed upon the Celefline Order all that building called the 
Savoy at Lions , which heretofore had belonged to the Knights Tern piers, but 
jo after their abolition to the Knights of S. John of t Jerufalem 9 which buildings 
thefe Knights had beftowed upon Amadeus 4. for his good fervice in reco¬ 
vering the Ifle of Rhodes to the Chriftians: The fame Amadeus 8 . gave order 
to his fon Lewis to build a Chappcl in that place, and to increafe the revenew 
of thofe few Monks which he had invited thither, having as vet no more but 
feventy five crowns per annum allowed them, which was performed by Lewis » 

accordingly, who alfo enlarged the bounds of the Monaftery $ this was in ho¬ 
nour of Peter Celejlin not \ongbc(ore canonized. About this time jf< 7 >«Bi(hop 
of Liege was expelled his Bilnopprick by the Inhabitants, and purfued alfo ini 
a hoftile manner : this wrong William Earle of Henault did highly refent (for 
40 this lohn was his brother) and prefently implores aid from the Duke of Bur¬ 
gundy who had married their fifter,againft the Liegers $ the Burgundian aflents, 
and withall invites to the confederacie Amadeus , who had married his fifter: 
thefe raifed a great Army, a cruel battel is fought, in which Picrweijrus the 
chief author of theBifhopsexpulfion, and his fon, who aflumed the title of 
Biftiop of Liege, with eight and twenty thoufand Liegers wereflain , and jf ohn 
the Bavarian reftored again to his Bifhopprick: Virius General of the Savoyan 
forces, with the Gentry of Savoy thex were with him, behaved themftlves fo 
gallantly in this conflict, that the Burgundian invited three hundred of them 
allowing large ftipends to be of his Life-guard, fetting Virius over them as 
Captain ^ but not long after, fome differences falling out between Amadeus 
and Lewis Duke of Bur bon about the Principality of Dutnbar 9 which the 
^ Savoyan claimed as a part of his dominon, Virius boldly byaHcrauld de¬ 
nounces war againft Lewis oft Eurbon , at which the Duke wondred that a pri¬ 
vate man durft be fo bold, therefore he fufpeftedthat Amadeus had autho¬ 
rized him to do fo, and the rather, becaufe Virius had feifed upon fome Caftles 
in the Country of Dumbar : Some think that he was encouraged by John 
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An.chrifli. Duke of Burbon 5 however it was, the Burbonian with an Army before Virius 
was aware, regained all theCaftles which he had taken, and withall threatens 
to proclaim war againft the Savoyan, if Virius be not delivered up to him : the 
Savoyan who dilclaimed altogether this raihnefs and boldnefs of/ /?•/«;, de¬ 
livers him up to the Burbonian, conditionally that he (hould be ufed as a pri- 
fonerof war, and difmifled again after he had received fatisfaftion from him 
for the Ioffes fuftained* this was agreed upon, and the difference about the 
right of homage which the Savoyan demanded of the Burbonian, was com- 
pofed by the Duke of Berrys but this accord was not long-lived, for Charles 6. 
King of France being offended with the Dukes of Orleans and Burbon upon 10 
fufpicionsandjealoufies, invites John Duke of Burgundy, and Amadeus to fall 
upon the lands of Orleans and Burbon with fire and fword, which was done ac¬ 
cordingly: Amadeus employes Virius, giving him the charge of five hundred 
Curifers, Fierbonrgius isfentby the Burgundian, thefemake havock of all 
whither they went: Berry , Burbon and Orleans being highly incenfed at thefe 
wrongs, enter into a league both againft the Burgundian,whofegi eatnefs they 
hated , and the rather becaufe his power was greater with the French King 
then all the other Princes 5 and like wife againft the Savoyan, who had mar¬ 
ried the Burgundians fifter. What miferies and defolation fell upon France by 
this confederacie, may be feen at large in the FrenchHiftories. 7Q 

This Amadeus waited upon SigrJ mund thcEmpcrour, as the fecond Earle * 
of the Empire, when he went to trance about a Synod for removing of the 
Papal fchifmc^the Empcrours Ambafladours could do no good, therefore he 
was fain to go himfelf, being attended upon(according to the ancient cuftome 
when the Empcrour travels out of the Imperial bounds ) by the Princes 
Elefrors, four Dukes, four Lantgraves, fourMarquefles, and four Earles of 
the Empire : Amadeus inKis journey fell fick 5 fome think truly, fome think 
1415, faincdly, as being unwilling ro meet or converfe with Orleans , the Burgundi¬ 
ans great enemy , and fo returns home, where underftanding that Genua was 
much diftra&ea with intcftinc broils, he fends one rhither under colour of^ 0 
fome other bufinefs to try fome of the Citizens undcr-hand, if theEmperour * 
by their help might obtain the City, which would be to him of great confe- 
qucnce for entring into Italy upon all occafions: this meffengernot carrying 
his bufinefs clofc enough was difeovered, and by Barnabas Guanon the new 
clefted govemour of Genua ( George Adurinus the ancient governour having 
freely laid down his office in thefe tumults) is apprehended and condemned 
of treafon^ but before the expiration of one year, this Barnabas was by 
1417. Thomas Fregojius thruft out of his office, and banilhed from Genua. Though 
this plot of Amadeus fucceedcd not, yet his good will was feen to the 
Empcrour Sigifmund , which he rewarded by making him of an Earle a 
Duke 5 and becaufc he doubted left Gcnwa and Laufanna. would unite 
themfelveswith the confederated Switzers, as the Cities of the Faltc tin had 
done, two years after he obtains of the Empcrour full and foie dominion 
over thefe Cities, which grant was approved by Pope Martin. After this 
Amadeus made peace between Charles the 7. of France 5 and r hi lip the Good 
Duke of Burgundy , whofc father John was killed by the faftion of Orleans, and 
procured that all who had a hand in that murther fhould be expelled France. 

A ftcr this rhilip D. of Mil/an made war upon Savoy , and feifed upon Novaria 
and Verfelli , becaufc Amadeus had made a league with the Venetians thcD. of 
Mill an s enemies, fo that the Army which the Millanois had railed againft the 
Venetians and Florentines,was emploied againft the Savoyans^but Amadeus to 
be revenged, raifeth a great Army, and by the aftiftance of the Burgundian, 
enters Lombardy with fire and fword, fpoilingall the Territories of MiUan: but 
Sigifmund the Emperour, who was now preparing to go for Italy to receive 
the Imperial Crown, obtains free paffage through the Duke of Mtl/ans 
Country, and withall procures a peace between Fhihp and Amadeus , in which 
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Novaria and Vercelli are reftored by the Duke of Millars , who took to wife Afi.Chrijlii 
Mary daughter of Amadeus. In the mean while the French King had loft a 
* great part of his Country, in his wars with England and Burgundy. The Prince 
of Orange intending to invade the Delphinat, fends to Savoy for help, which 
was promifed on this condition, that the Savoyan if he obtained the vi&ory 
(houid have that part of the Delphinat in which Gratianopolis wrfc fcated, and 
Vienna: but the event of this war proved otherwaics then they expe&ed * for 
fcarce had Orange erased the Delphinat, when Gaucourtius the Governour of 
that Country under the French King fet upon him, and overthrew his Army, 

IO fo that he was forced to fave himfelf by flight, a great many Gentlemen were 1 
taken prifoners, and above three hundred flairi. After this a great battel was * 4 
fought between Renatnt of Anjou , and Anthony the Loranger Earle of Vandc- 
snentinm $ this was of the French fadtion, the other of the Burgundian^ 
the Savoyan aflifted Anthony , who got the viftory, and took Renatns pri- 
foner. 

Now Amadeus being fixty five years old, and growing weary of the World., 
reputing with himfelf the hazard, vanity, and uncertainty of humane affairs, 
refolves to change his courfe of life, and to perfwade fome of thofe Knights 
on whom he had alwaves moft relied, to do the like 5 but firft he picks out 
ao two of them, whom he took afide into a private place, and acquainted them 
[That he alwayes truly loved them, fo that he ftill rejoyced in their company 
and prefence when he was in ail his glory $ and now defirous to live a private 
and retired life from the tumults of the world, he was in good hope they 
would not forfake him, promifing that he would never forget their kindnefle 
in this, and that for diet and cloathlng they fliould do now T orfethen he.^ 

Thefctwo Gentlemen wondring much at this refolution of the Duke, Qgave 
him humble thanks for his good opinion of them, and his affeftion to them* 
but with all they wilhed him to confidcr, that God had inlarged his Domi¬ 
nions and Titles alfo, that now he was at peace with all his neighbours, that 
- 0 he had dutiful and obedient fubje&s, and a fair iffue of children, and that no- 
6 thing was wanting to make him truly happy * therefore humbly defired that 
he would not preTer a private life to the welfare of his people "comm it ted to • 
his charge,whom he ought to rule and keep in peace,to advance the good^and 
punifh the bad, to chufe out fuch men as might adminiftcr juftice without 
partiality,that this was the high way to eternal happinefs} This they thought 
good, out of their duty, to put him in mindeof, yet no wayes willing to 
crofle bis defigns.] To this the Duke replied, [That they were mifta ken in 
placing true happinefs in outward fplendorand dominion * for ('faith he) 

There is no felicity but where is liberty, which isonely to be found in the 
40 private life, being fecluded from the tumults and dilquietncfs, cares and 
fears, theunfeparable companions of greatnefs} for a private man enjoyes 
more happinefs in a day, then a Prince doth in a year } for the one can travel 
up and down the world fecurely, and fatisfie his eyes and mindc with rhofe 
delights, which the other cannot without much fear and danger both to his 
own perfonand fubje&s $ for how many Princes have been taken travelling 
out of their own dominions, imprifoned, and fhamefully murthered, even to 
the hazarding of their people, who by tb is means have been expofed as a prey 
to their enemies } befidcs, Princes ears are ftill abufed by flattering Parafites, 
fo that they feldome hear the truth, and are made believe they are adorned 
with moft venues, and blefled with greater happinefs then all other men, 
which is moft falfe,and mccr mockery : Again, private men are for the moft 
5 ° part longer-lived and healthier then Princes , as being contented with more 
Ample fare, having better ftomacks by reafon of exercifej andthcfrdh air 
which they ftill enjoy3 whereas wc are cloyed with variety of difhes, fauces, 
and drinks, fo that many tiir.es wc loath our meat, and are opprefled with fur-* 
feittinganddrunkcnncfs,and thofe bad effefts which enfue from thence. Now 
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if you will look upon the aftions of Princes , whatfoever good fucccflc 
they have in wars and government, is aferibed to fortune b or to their 
Counfell ours 3 or the courage of their fouldiers, but if any thing falls out * 
amide, if a battel or City be loft, thefault is prcfently imputed to the Prince, 
as being either carclefs, or treacherous, or timorous: I will fay nothing of the 
continual jAloufies and fufpitions of Princes 5 in time of war they are ftill 
fearful left their counfels maybe betraied, or their perfons delivered up to the 
enemy, in time of peace they arc afraid of infurreftions^ they arc alfo ftill 
molefted with the, unbridled defire of domination, preferring that to all 
rights of affinity and confanguinity: it is alfo madnefs to count them happy be- T 0 
caufethcy pollefs much, for the greater their pofleffions are, the greater are 
their 1110I eftat ions, and the more they have, the more they covet 5 whereas 
jmvatemen arc content with little, and their defires are comprehended with¬ 
in a narrow circumference. 1 will not deny- but there is fome happinefs in 
thofc Princes that can bv their milde and juft government procure the good 
will of their fubjefts, tut this holds not long, for they are forced often¬ 
times to puniih Delinquents, and to impofe heavy taxes and payments 
on their fubjefts, by which they forfeit the love ana good opinion they 
ihould have of their people, and fo they live ftill in fears and jealoufies, though 
they have about them ftrOng guards^ therefore if you duely confider the con- 20 
dition of Princes, you will linde much more felicity in rejecting then ac¬ 
cepting of a Crown, which is ftuft with fo many cares and fears, that if you 
fhould linde it on the ground, you would fcare ftoop to take it up. Thcfc arc 
the rcafons (my friends ) why 1 defire to withdraw my felf out of the tem- 
peftuousfea of publike employments, into the fafe and quiet harbour of a 
private life, hoping to in joy more happinefs then heretofore, and the rather 
if 1 can have the fruition of your focicty: 1 will therefore commit the burthen 
of government to my fon Lends , yet refervingto myfclf thechiefeft power 
and command.*] * 

The two Knights hoping that the Duke would not continue long in this 3 ° 
resolution, but that it was a fudden conceit, which upon more furious 
thoughts he would change,adented to his defircs,profefling they would never 
forfake, but follow him whit her foe ver he went, humbly thanking him for 
counting them worthy of fo great honour as to impart to them his refoluti- 
011s, and to chafe them as his companions. Upon this, the Duke about mid¬ 
night accompanied onely with thefe two, and a few more of his domcfticks, 
removes to Rif allium , where about a mile from the Town flood a large and 
pleafant building upon the bank of the lake Laufanna , which Amadeus in his 
younger years had built there for pleafure^ there flood alfo a Monaftery de¬ 
dicated to S. Maurice 7 whom Amackus his anccftours highly honoured as 40 
their t itular Saint : H ither the Duke having entred, puts on the fame Mona- 
lficai habit which tlie Monks of that place wore} the garment was long, of an 
alh-colour, which was girt with a rich girdle, over this a cloak with a golden 
crofs on it: the garment had a long hood, which when the Monks let fall on 
their (houldicrs, they w ore on their heads red hats like Cardinals 5 they ufed 
alio to bear in their hand a writhed and knobbed ftaffc : ALnw Sylvius , 
afterward Pope Vi us the 2. faw this. Duke in this habit, attended upon by ten 
Knights in the fame habit, and of the fame order. But this fudden departure 
and refolution of the Duke did much amaze his bjobility, being no wayes ac¬ 
quainted with his counfels in this 5 all his fubjefts alfo were much troubled 
that he ihould forfake his glory and dominions to imbracefuch a life, who 
fent to acquaint him how unplcafiog this aft of his was to his people of all 
forts, andhowunbefeeming his own greatnefs and wifdome* but he returns 
anfwer, That by this departure he had neither diminifhed his greatnefs nor 
judgement, nor his care of them, but would provide that the State of Savoy 
ihould receive no damage thereby, ihcrtfoic wifted them to peiftverc in 
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their wonted allegiance 5 In the interim he fends for all the chief men of his Jn.Cbrifth 
dominions, defiring his two Tons might be brought to him 5 then he declares 
Lewis his elded fon Prince of riewotzt, and his younger Earl of Geneva^ and lb 
delivers over to Lewis the government of all his Provinces on both fides of 
the Alpes, but referving tohimfelf the fupreine power, neither did he lay 
afiae the title of Duke, nor would he have any thing of concernment 
a&ed without his knowledge and approbation. At lad he difmifles the Aflem- 
bly or Parliament, wifliing them to retire to their homes, and to be obedient 
to his Sons 5 twenty of hisdomeftick fervants he retained with him, the reft 
I0 departed with great forrow. 

The Duke took great pleafurc in conferring with the Prior of that Covent, 
telling him. That now his life did much refemble the condition of thofewho 
having efcaped (hip wrack, fate fecurely on the fhore, beholding thofe (hips 
that wereftrugling with the winds and waves, fearing every hour to be fwal- 
lowedup by the impetuous billows of that angry element. To whom the 
Prior replied gravely 5 QThereis nothing (faithhe) Excellent Prince, that 
more relemblcs the wretched life of man then Navigation,for we fee that they 
who are not accudomed to the fea-life,naufeate and grow fick with the agitati¬ 
on of the (hip,who thinking to alcviate and eafe themfelves,get into theCock- 
20 boat,as if thecaufeof their naufeating proceeded from the greatnefs of the 
(hip,not the agitation thereof: jud fo are wej who being troubled and difquie- 
tea in mindc as it were with the afltduous waves and dorms of the tumultuous 
fea of this world,think that the laying afide our greatnefs,dignities, wealth and 
publike imployments will eafe us, and that we (hall live happily and fecurely 
infolitudes, cloyfters, and retirements 5 but we delude our (elves with (hews 
and appearances, for dorms may as well attend on him who lives in a 
cottage, as in a Palace. Pardon me, mod Illudrious Prince, if I fpeak freely, 
for I am bound by my Allegiance and Order, to fpeak truth without 
flattery, which is the bane of Princes, and doth more mifehiefe to them, 
then open enemies : It is no great matter to forfakeyour Palace, State and 
6 Honours, if you forfake not your felfe, for he that follows Chrid mud deny 
himfelfe* he that retires into a delart, and carries with him his unfetlea 
thoughts, and unruly affeftions, what benefit hath he more then they who 
remove out of one place or air into another? We mud therefore above 
all things clear and purifie our mindes from all grofle and terrene thoughts, 
before we can be fit for heavenly meditations : Chrids fouldicrs mud not be 
intangled with the affairs of the world, faith the Apodle $ for as the eve can¬ 
not at the fame time look upward and downward, neither can tne foul 
elevate it (elf to Heaven, whild it is deprefled with the weight of earthly 
^thoughts, as they are whom the delights, honours, and riches of this world 
have wholly pofleffed, whom the world forfakes before they forfake it; 

Married men are dill perplexed with cares for their family and children; 

Angle men have a continual conflid with their unbridled lufts : (bmearein- 
ceffantlytroubled with defire of wealth, others of revenge , fome of ho¬ 
nours, others are never fatisfied with pleasures } how many do we fee expofc 
their lives to the dangers of the fea in their long Navigations to remote 
Countries, for a little gain? few dayes paffe in which the ferenity of our 
fouls is not obnubilated with the clouds and fogs of terrene affe&ions, fo that 
fometimes we are deprived of our nights red 5 our bed courfe therefore is to 
50 bid adieu to the world, to defpife her flatterings,to divorce the body from the 
foul, and not to fuffer any commerce in fpiritnal things between them, and 
- withal to account the dorms ( which fometimes feife on us, and which wc 
cannot avoid in our Navigation through this tempeduous Ocean) fentby 
God to drive us home the fooner to the widled -for haven of happinefs: 

Let us fo life the world as if weufed it not} let us not fo fet our affefttons 
on friends, country, wealth, honours, and other mundane emoluments, 
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An.chrifti. as to grieve or to be troubled w hen we are feparated from them * let us part 
without repinirig with our wealth, lands and pofleflions, by which often¬ 
times the minde is clogged, Gods anger provoked , and much mifehief pro¬ 
cured 5 fofhall wefindeanew light (hine in our fouls and we (ball become 
new creatures, having put off the skin of our old natures, fo (hall our fouls 
be fitted like wax to receive new impreffions of grace, when the old charafters 
of our fro ward and perverfe difpofitions are obliterated, which is effe&ed by 
the benefit of a retired life, by which our exorbitant and boy ling affettions 
are cooled, and the unruly motions of our mindes, like fo many wilde beads 
are tamed $ by this means the venomous weeds of pride, lud, natred, cove- IO 
toufiicfs, and fuch like will be eradicated , that the tender plants of grace 
and piety may profperandflouri(hinus$ our tongues (hall be accuftomed to 
praifeGod, our ears to hear his will, our eyes to behold his glory, wifdome 
and power in the Creation and Government of the Univerfe j our whole 
fenfes,faculties and imployments will be totally taken up in fpiritual .delights 
and comfortable fruition of our God, whofe fweetnefs will make us account 
all things elfe bitter and unpleafant 5 to attain which happinefs, the readied 
way is to devote our felves to prayer, reading,and meditation on the writings 
and holy lives of thofeblcffed fouls, who by fighting the good fight, have 
now attained the Crown of righteoufnefs : For as Painters who take the 20 
copy of a choice pi&ure, look ftedfaftly on it, and take notice of the lead 
lineament} fo mud we diligently obferve and follow exaftly the lives and be¬ 
haviour of thofe holy men, conforming our felves as near as may be to their 
ftriftnefs of life 5 this courfe if we take, we (hall doubtlcfs obtain our defires, 
but if we give off and faint, our labours will be lod, and our end mifcrable. 
This wasthefummeof the Priors fpccch, with which the Duke was much 
delighted. 

The Councel of Bajtl (a Town in Helvetia upon the Rhine} being called 
firdby Pop: Martin % then by Pope Eugenius , for fetling the controverfies 
of Hw//e, as we have already faid$ after the controverted points were de- 3 ° 
termined by Julian the Cardinal, Pope Eugenius his Apodolical Legat, a 
reformation of the Hierarchic was urged : Phihp Duke of JHillan a great 
enemy to Eugenius , ftirred up the Princes and Cardinals againlf him, ac- 
cufinghimof divers crimes $ bring cited, herefofeth to come, butfenashis 
Lcgats, whereupon the Cardirtals, with the red of the Synod, depofc Eugenin^ 
and fubditute in his place this Amadetu, who for hisfanttity and piety was 
now grown famous 5 Eugenius in vain gocth about to diffolvc the Synod, and 
calls another at Fcrraria , which becaufe of the plague was tranflated to 
Florence . Amadeus^ now called Felix the 5. is fent unto by his fun in law the 
Duke of Jit ill an , and the Fathers of the Synod to acquaint him with his 40 
election} he modedly defired to be excufed, in regard he was unfit for fo great 
a burthen and honour, having now renounced the world, and being bred a 
fouldicr, he was altogcthet ignorant of Ecclefiadick affairs s that office is 
fitted for one (faith hej who hath fpent his whole time in Church matters, 
otherwife it may prove as unfortunate as it did to Veter Moravius^ an. 1294. 
who though a profefled Anachoriteof the Celedine Order, yet accepted of 
the Pontincat. being altogether ignorant what belonged to that high imploy- 
ment, and fo having fat fix months,was depofed, and ended his life in prifon: 
profperity is more dangerous then adverfity* this is oftentimes madered, that 
is harder to be overcome : Thus he excufed himfclf} but at lad by the impor- 50 
tunityof the Legats fent by Duke Tfalipoi Millan , and the earned intreaty 
of his ether friends, and chiefly his fons, who thought this dignity con¬ 
ferred on the father for his worth, redounded to the childrens honour, 
he fubmitted himfelf to the pleafure of the Synod : fo the ele&ion 
being ratified, he is honoured by the Pontificial habits which the Lcgats 
eloathed him with. Shortly ader hee takes his journey for Bafrl , 
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being accompanied with all his Nobility 5 when he came, all the Cardinal*, An.chrijl;, 
Archbifhops, Bifhops, Abbots, with the reft pf the Clergy, Lawyers, and all 
that were there in the City flock in great multitudes to' meet him, fo that . 
many were killed in the prefle^ he recciveth his facred Orders by degrees and 
intervals of time, then being by the accuftomed ceremonies made Blfliop, he 
>$ brought bet ween two Cardinal Deacons tp a Theatre ereded over againft 
the Town-hall 5 after he was (et down, the Cardinal on his left hand takes oft* 
hisEpifcopalMitre, and the other Cardinal on his right harjd fets upon his 
head the PontificiaH the reft of the Cardinals and Clergy in their Ecciefiaftick 
I0 habits ftood round about him, the multitude in the interim with joyful 
fhouts and acclamations wifhing all happinefs to the new Pope, then the two 
Cardinals that crowned himpublifhed the Popes indulgences, the pne in 
Latine, the other in the vulgar tongue 5 thence he is conveyed to the Black- 
friars Monaftery,after this manner : Firft, the Cardinals domcftick fervants 
and officers went on horfeback, after them went the Popes fervants, among 
which his Chamberlains carried each one a red bag likeafhepherds pouch: 
after thefc went the Cardinals kindred, whom twelve grooms of the horfe 
followed, every one holding his red banner, bearing in them the Popes 
Arms : after thefe the City Magiftrates followed, with one oft be Teutonic 
20 Knights carrying a banner with a black erode in a filver field upon it,which are 
the Arms of that Order : after him went a Nobleman pf Savoy carrying a 
banner, in which were the Pontifical and Savoyan Arms conioyned : after 
him rode one who carried a banner, and in it the Arms of tne Knights of 
j fernfalen* : the horfes of thefe Standard-bearers were in rich trapings, and 
themfelves in compleat Armour ( except their headsj covered with copes or 
rich robes of filk,on which were imbroidered their Arms : after thefe twelve 
milk-white horfes richly traped with filk and gold were led,then four Gentle¬ 
men with Targets, every one carrying a red hat on a fpear, thefc were fol¬ 
lowed by the Popes Chamberlains, after whom went the Princes Ambada- 
* 0 dours, and Roman Nobility, whom the Apoftolical Sub-deacon carrying the 
5 erode followed , hewasulhered by two Apparitors with their Maces > then 
went twelve of the Popes intimate friends in fcarlet, each one bearing a white 
Taper, two others bore before the Hoft two diver candlefticks or lamps, with 
the lights burning, the Hoft it fclf was carried on a white horfe under a 
Canopy, encompaded with rich Tapcftry of filk and gold, with the Popes 
Arms on them: after the Hoft came the Sacrift, and after him the Scribes or 
Secretaries of the Synod, among whom was JEnaas Sylvius , afterward Pope: 
after thefe followed the Advocates of the ConGftory,thc finging men, See. and 
after them two Sub-deacons, a Greek and a Latine^ then rode the Arch- 
40 bifliopSjRHhops, Abbots, &c. next to them the Cardinals, andlaftofall, the 
Pope on a white horfe richly adorned with gold and fcarlet, eight Noblemen 
carrying a Canopy over him, with a numerous guard of Gentlemen in Arms: 
after thefe the Marfhal dings money among the people to keep them off from 
predingon the Popes guard. As foon asthePopehadentred the Black-friars 
Churchjhebleded the people, and prefented hisfoottobekided by the Car¬ 
dinals and Nobility : after this he entertains them all with a moft fumptuous 
feaft in the Epifconal palace of Bajil $ then having named whofhouldue the 
Officers and M inifters of his Court, he createth fome eminent and learned 
men Cardinals, among the reft was Tanormitan the great Dottor of the De¬ 
crees, who was imployed by Pope Eugenitts to plead for his right in the Coun~ 

50 cel of Bajil, but when he came thither he pleaded againft him 3 he afterward 
was fain to lay down his.Cardinalffiip,andliveobfcurely at home. 

JMjJeus by accepting of the Pontificate, gave occalion to a new fchifme, 
which is reckoned the 'ij. The French, Switzers, MiUanok, Neapolitan r, and 
thofe of Piemont fided with Felix and the Savoy ans^ but the Venetians favored 
Eugeni us, being born there, fo did the Florentines and Thnf fans. Hence enfued 
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Jn.Chrifii.a long war between Fugenuts , the King of Spain , and the Duke of Mill an. 

rh/hp Duke of Burgundy adhered xo'F.ngenius , though he was the fon of Felix 
• his wife. Frederick^ the Emperor fird held with Felix , but afterward he fided 
with Eugeni us, who was now become a new man, and by his clemency and 
bounty had got mod mens affe&ions from Felix. Upon this the Italian Princes 
enter into a confederacies with whom joyned alfo the Duke of Millan,i\\xt he 
might not feem to be Angular. About this time, Balthafar Offida Governor of 
Bononia , for his cruelties and injuftice is apprehended by trancis Sforth , 
(author of the confederate between the Venetians and Florentines) and fewed 
within a Bears skin raw as yet and bloody, fo that he had no ufe of hands or io 
feet, whereby he was poyfoned by the flench and vermine which that raw 
skin begot ,and fo dyed miferably. Thilip Duke ofB nrgundy not only got mod 
of the Princes to fall off from Felix, but likewife perfwaded Charles the 
French king to do the fame: hereupon Charles fends Ambalfadors to Home., 

1 4 4 6. Bafil and Savoy , to mediate for an accord between the two Popc$$ in the mean 
time Fugcnius fills fick and dieth, the 15. year of his Pontificate, and the 6c. of 
his age, to whom fuccecdcd Nicolaus the fifth. Lcwis,the fonne of Felix the 
Pope, labours much with the French king to (land for Pope Nicholas , that fo 
peace may be eftablifhed in Chridendome* for he was forry that the blame 
of this fchifme fhould be laid on his father,who deferved it nor,bcing as all his 20 

J progenitors ever were, a (lout champion of the Roman faith. Charts upon this 
enas his Ambafiadors to Lions , wifhing Lewis of Savoy to do the like, and to 
procure fome Legats from Bafil, that meeting together they may confult how 
peace might be fetled in Chriftcndome. 

The next fitly after, there arrived at Lions, befides the Kings Ambafladors, 
the A rchbifhop ofTrcvers, and Legats from Colen and Saxony 5 Pope Felix lent 
Lewis Allcman the Cardinal: thefeconfulted till November } at lad it was a- 
greed, they fhould give Felix a meeting at Geneva 5 thither when they came, 
they met with other Legats fait from France, England , Sicily , and other parts. 
Felix, wh > againd his will accepted of the pontificate by the perfwafion of 30 
Tanormitm the Abfiot,and fome Cardinals who were unwilling to be depofed, 
doth refolve willingly to deved himfclf of it 5 therefore openly in the Synod 
of Laufanna (for that of Bafil was diflolvcd by the Dolphin ) Felix aiming 
more at the general good, then his own honour and emolument, renounceth 
the papacie, transferring all his right he had to it upon Pope Nicholas 5 which 
fad was highly commended and admired by the Synod, as may be feen by the 
tedimony they gave him,and which they left upon record to all poderity, the 
fumtne of which was this: Having bleflcd him, and wifhed him all happinefs, 
they commend him for his piety, modedy, love of peace, and liberality to¬ 
wards the Church, who in luch a time of aidra&ion would rather differ him - 40 
felfthcn Ore fhould differ, who by his humility hath advanced her peace and 
dignity 5 therefore they thought good to nominate and create him Bifhop of 
Sal> ini a, Cardinal of the Church of Rome, perpetual Vicar and Apodolical 
Lcgat over Savoy, Vicmont,Montsfetrat, Salujjes, Jficn, the province of Lions, 
Jujpurgb , Laufanna, Bafil, Strasbnrgh , Confiancc , and feme other neighbouring 
cities and diocefies, and withall to appoint him in the Church of God the 
fecond place a dcr the Pope, who was to rife whenfoever Felix came into his 
prefence, and to prefent his mouth (not his foot)tobekifled: And becaufe 
he preferred peace to the greated honour on earth, they decree therefore that 
lie (hall w ear the Pontifical habits and arms, except theFifhers ring,the Crofle 50 
on his Sandals, the Canopy, and the gedation of Corpus Chrifii mud be 
left for the Pope $ befides, whenfoever he pafleth beyond the borders of his 
own Legatfhip, hemayufe the Arms and power ora Legate * they exempt 
him alfo from his perfonal appearance in the Court of Rome, or at a General 
1449. Conncel. Thefe honours and priviledges the Synod thought him worthy of, 
for hi? excellent parts, and chiefly for removing the fchifme and caufiug peace 
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by his vnluntary refignation of the higheft place on earth. After this he re- AnXhrifti. 
turns to his Cloyfter, where he fpent the reft ofhis life in devotion, and then 
refigned his foul to God, anno 1452. feme Write 1459. 
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10 A pr oft-cut ion of the Savoyan Hiftory, from the yeare 1452. till the

T O Amadeus fucceeded hisfon Lewis, a great follower of his fathers Ver- 
tues. He performed exemplary juftice upon Bolomcrius the Chancellor 
of Savoy, a wicked and covetous man, who had made himfelf extream 
rich byoppreffion , who for his own ends and gain kept Lclix longer in the 
Pontificate then he was willing, for had it not been for this wretch he had re¬ 
figned it long before. Lewis commands him to be apprehended, whobeing 
convi&cd ofhigh crimes, is condemned to be drowned in the lake with a 
20 great ftone at his neck, to the great content of the Nobility < to whom he had 
been a main enemy. About this time, rhilip Maria Duke of Mi IIan died : He 
had beheaded his former wife, to marry with Mary the fifter of this Lewis.. But 
the people being weary of tyrannic, which they had fufFered under him and 
his predecdlbrs, refolve now to aflert their liberty 3 therefore they choofe a 
Government of twelve men in their city,overthrow the cattle, and tear rhilips 
latt will in peeces 3 and withal they fond to Frederic^. Emperor a Cup of gold 
of great price,with promife to fend him everyyear fuch another,that he would 
not fuffer any to bear rule over them hereafter. The Venetians upon this took 
occafionwith a great Army to feife upon Placentia, Cremona, and other cities 
50 belonging to the Dutchy of Mil/an. Francis Sfort ia, Philips fon in law, after 
their example falsupon fome other places in the fame Dutchy 3 which Lewis 
of Savoy perceiving, he feifeth upon Valcntia a city neer to him,and fome other 
places. About this time alfo a war was raifed by Charles y. of France, againft 
this Lewis of Savoy and Philip Duke of Burgundy, becaufc Lewis had betrothed 
his daughter Carola without his knowledge to the Dolphin his fonne, and 
bccaufe Philip had received and entertained the Dolphin when he fled out 
of France 3 and withall the King fends him this meflage, T hat in entertaining 
his fonne , he c her if led a F oxe in his bofome, which would hereafter devour e his 
Chickens, which proved a true prophefie. The Dolphin being impatient of 
4odelaycs, deals with the Burgundian to fend to Savoy, that he might at latt 
enjoy his wife, being now kept off from her full five yeares. When theAm- 
baflador came to Savoy, Duke Lewis thought his meflage very juft and rea- 
fonable, therefore fends his Daughter with a great train to the Dolphin at Na- 
mirs , where (he was prefently married to him. 

The French king was much troubled at this match 3 therefore the Army 
which he had provided for taking in fome Towns of Picardy, and fome places 
from the Burgundian, he turns againft the Savoyan 3 the rather, becaufo he 
could do no good againft the Burgundian, who had forefecn and prevented 
the French plots: befides, the King pretended that the Dutchy of MiUan 
- 0 belonged to the French Crown, therefore by a Herald demands from the Sa¬ 
voyan Valcntia and other towns which he had taken there 3 he alloaccufcd 
the Savoyan for making incurfions upon France, and fome write that the Sa¬ 
voyan Nobility underhand ftirredupthe French againft Lewis , becaufehe 
ufed them roughly for advillng his father to retain his right to the Papacie: 
but atlaftthccontrovcrfie was taken up bv the Popes Legate at Lions, -who 
was fent to make peace between France ana England* 
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Lewis the fecond fon of this Duke Lervh, married with Carola the onely 
daughter of lohn King of Cyprus, by whom lie obtained that Kingdome: but 
James the baftard brother of Carola, oeing affifted by the Sultan of Atgypt, thruft * 
Lewis out of his kingdome, and overthrew his army, which Duke Leivis and 
the Knights of Rhodes had fent thither 5 and fo this wicked baftard obtained 
the kingdome. Queen Carola fled to Rome, where flic was entertained by Pope 
Tins the fecond, who faid, that juftlyher husband had loft that kingdome, 
whofe father Duke Lewis had been fo averfe, and (low in fending aide againft 
the Turks and Sarazens. Amadeus the eldeft fon of this Duke Lcir/f,refcmbl in g 
much his father and grandfathers qualities, delighting more in peace then *0 
wars, in a retired and monaftick life then in publique employments,was (ligh¬ 
ted by the people, whofe eyes and hopes were fixed upon tne youngeft fonne 
r bilip, a youth of a comely prefence and ftature, and of an a&ivc heroick 
fpirit: DukeLcir/f the father underftanding how his peoples aflfeftions were 
fet upon Vhihp, began to be jealous of him, the rather bccaufc he himfelf was 
grown infirm and unweildy, his fon young a&ive and lufty ^ therefore he un¬ 
dertakes a journey toLewis the eleventh of France his fon in law,with his eldeft 
fon Amadeus , and being highly inccnfed complains grievoufly of his youngeft 
fon: King Lewis wifhed his father in lawnot to trouble himfelf, he would take 
a courfe to fecure his fon Philip, to whom prefentlythe King fends a young 70 
Noble-man, and one of his fervants, upon pretence of imparting to himfome 
matter of weight from the King, who wasdefirous tofpeak himfelf with him. 

P hilip fufpefhng no hurt, goeth prefently to the King, by whom ( againft his 
promife) he is detained , and fentto the Caftle of Lotfxfta , where he was kept 
as a prifoner two years together,to the great grief of the S4WM//Nobility,who 
loved him and hated the father: About the end of thefe two years Duke 
Lewis died at Lions, whether he came to fpeak with the French King, the twen¬ 
ty (ixthyear of his government 5 for he took not the (file of Duke till his fa¬ 
ther was created Pope : His heart was buried in the Church of the Caleftines, 
which there he built by the command of his father 5 his body was tranfported 33 
to Geneva, where "he lieth entombed with his wife Anna, 

His fon Amadeus the ninth, and third Duke of Savoy fucccedcd, a prince 
in goodnefle and integrity nothing inferiour to his Father and Grandfather, 
but of an infirm body, and oftentimes fubjeft to the falling-ficknefl'e: He de¬ 
lighted no way in war, but having fettled all at home, he went to the French 
king with his Sifter who was fled to him, being driven out of Milan by 
the tyranny of thcSfortii, The king entertained him courteoufly, and with 
fo much rcfpefr, that his fubjefts of Savoy obferving fo great a king did thus 
honour him, were content to live quietly and obediently under him * he was 
fo open-handed to the poore, and fed fo many every day, that his Nobility 4 ° 
complained of his prodigality, to whom he anfwercd, that the prayers of the 
poore were the chief wals and bulwarks of his dominions: thofe poore men 
lie ufed to call his fcllow-fouldiers, & to feed and cloath them fometimes with 
his own hand, to confer with them, and to fir among them. One day a certain 
Amballadour asking him where his Hounds were, he caufed all his poore 
men to be brought into a great Half filled with tables and good meat, to which 
when they were fet down, he brings in the Ambafladour, and told him, that 
thefe were his hounds with which he hunted after heaven, and that to feed 
thefe poore people was food to]him more excellent then any Manna. He had 
n long and tedious ficknes which he bore patiently, comforting and confirm- 50 
ingthofe Noblc-mcn that came every day to comfort him , (hewing them that 
God was never fo neer to us as in afflictions, which were the fafeft remedies 
againft our fpirituall difeafes* at length, after a long conflift with death, he 
delivered up his charitable foule to God. 

To him fuccccded rhilbert his Son,the firft of that name,and fourth Duke of 
Savoy 5 he was but four years old when his father dyed : His mother Jolanda 
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a wife Matron, and Sifter to Z.«r/*theeleventhihe French Kimr, undertook /tn.cbrif, 

his tuition 5 at which Lewis of France and C harks of Burgundy a^imed being’ J 
potent Princes both, and both having an intereft in Savoy by divers affinities 
but they were of different mindes and difpofitiohs: John da prudently kept 
them both off, by making fair weather with both, till Charles was overthrown 
in the battell at Granjon ,where he loft above thirty hundred thoufand crowns- 
then (he changed her minde, which had been till now more inclined to Claris 
and fides altogether with her brother of franco : This being obferved by 

Chari f, who loft another battel about three weeks after the former, andcon- 
10 fidering with himfelf how much he was now weakned, and what prejudice 
it would be to him, if jf olanda (hould make the French King Protetftor of Sa¬ 
voy 5 by the advice of the Bifhop of Geneva , and of his brother the Earl of Rho+ 
montUim ,he feizeth upon lolanda , and commands her to be brought with al her 
family into Burgundy, where (lie was kept as a prifoncr. But when Charts 
thought he had been furc of Vhilbert and his mother, he found that their 
keepers had deluded him by convey ing the Childe to Camerinutn , a place our 
of all danger, whither the Bifhop of Gtoietw came, a wavering and covetous 
man, and who upon the incitements of a Knight of Rhodes, imployed by the 
French King to work upon the Bifhop, for fakes the Burgundian, andwithall 
70 delivers up to the King both the Childe Vhilbert , and hislittle brother Charles , 
with the Caftles of Camerinutn and Montmelianyhcn feifeth on the place where 
lolanda $ Treafure and Wardrobe were, which he referves for himfelf: This 
highly difeontented the Burgundian , confidering what Ioffe he had fuftained 
in the \var which he undertook for the Earl of Rkomontium brother to this 
Bifhop, which waratlaftcoft him his life at Nancy , by the treachery of one 
Campobarhiuf $ and fo he found that the French King had truly prophefied of 
his fon, that he would prove a Fox. 

In the mean while, lolanda defirous of liberty, and to fee her children, em¬ 
ployes a Nobleman of Piemontitx a meflageto her brother of France for that 
3oP ur P°f e 5 who though he had no good correfpondency with his Sifter, yet 
fends her word, that ere long he would fend for her into France , who accor¬ 
dingly fends Charls Amboife govemour of Campagnie with fome forces, who 
patting without rcfiftance through the Burgundtantcomuy, enters the Caftle 
of Rovcretia which was carelcfly kept, and brings away lolanda with her fami- 
ly into&fv^neertothe French Territories. King Lewis goethfrom Lions to 
7 urot* , there to receive his Sifter, where having provided fair lodgings for her, 
fends divers of his Nobility to meet her, and he himfelf with all his train at the 
town gates receives and falutes her merrily by the title of Lady< of Burgundy . 

After lome complements* he brings her to her lodging, giving order that ftie 
40 ffiould be ufed with all refped and accommodations: yet for alb this, they 
were jealous of each other, and (he longed to be out of his claws, but a league 
at laft was made between them, and confirmed by Oath 5 fo after eight dayes 
entertainment, he difmiflcth her with her chilaren. After this he defires his 
Sifter to permit her fon Vhilbert to be inftru&ed in the Delphinat by Luijius a 
Noble-man there, in the French tongue and manners, that fo he might have 
the greater affettion to France: To this the mother allented* but when 
the King perceived that the Savoy an Nobility intended to exdud Luijt,us, and 
' to undertake the care of the Childe themfelves, he caufeth him to be removed 
from Turin (called of old Taurinum, a City in P iemont, and which anciently 
50 was the feat of the L ongobardsj to Grenoble or Gratianopolis , fo Called from the 
Emperour Grattan that enlarged and beautified it 5 now it is the chief City 
of the Delphinat, arid honoured by Lewis ii with a Parliament. There 
Vhilbert Was married to Blanca Maria daughter to Ga leact us Duke of MiUan, 
being both young and of the fame age: therefore Gakaciur undertook the tui¬ 
tion of his young fon in law, which he performed carefully, and with great 
commendations, inlpightof lohannes Ludovicns Bifhop of Geneva the Childs 
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An.Chrifti. Uncle, who by finiftrous ends endeavoured to get him into his cuftody} but 
Galeanus by a plot feized upon this turbulent Bifhop at Vercellis , and fent him 
prifoner to Turin } fotheChilde efcapcd this danger, which the year after he 
could not avoid : for having made a journey to fee Charles the eighth of 
trance , his Uncles fon at Lions^ he fell fuddenly fick, not without fufpition of 
Poyfon given him by foine of the Bifhops friends , and fo died the fourteenth 
1481. year of his age, and the tenth of his Principality, to the great grief of his 
people } for he was a young Prince of great hopes, and of a fweet aifpofition. 

A blafing Star about that time prefaged this fatality. 

To Philbert fuccceded his brother Charles the firft, the fifth Duke of *0 
Savoy , a young Prince no lefle eminent in vertucs and naturall endow¬ 
ments then any of his predecefi'ors $ but in the flower of his age and fortunes, 
having fcarce been Duke feven years, he was taken away by untimely 
11 3 8 death : It was fufpe&ed that Lewis Marqueflc of SaluJ/cs had fecret- 
* ' ly caufed him to be poyfoned , becaufe he had got a great viftory over 

him } for the Marguefle refufed to doe the homage due from him according 
to the cuftome of his predeceflors to the Dukes of Savoy , therefore Duke 
Charles made war upon him, overthrew his Army , and confifcated his 
whole eftate as a Rebel} but three years after ( Charles being now dead ) he 
recovers by the Duke of MiUant means his eftate again. This young Prince 
alfofubdued the Gabiens, a people inhabiting the Alpes of Liguria: he left 
behindc him one fon called Charles the fecond, or Johannes Carolus , being yet 
fcarce one year old } his mother Blanca , becaufe ofthe Dukes infancy, retain¬ 
ed the government of Savoy , to the great content of the people} for (he 
was a vigilant, milde, and juft Princefle, whofe chief care was to breed her 
fonne in vertue and piety, therefore fuffered none to converfe with him 
in his minority, butluchas were eminently pious and prudent, knowing 
how dangerous it is for young Princes, being yet but tender plants, apt to 
receive any impreflion, to be ill fcafoned} and how prone they are by na¬ 
ture to drink in the poyfon of evill counfell. About this time Charles the 3 ° 

1494. eighth of France undertook his Expedition into Apulia, againft the king- 
dome of Naples } as he was pafling through Savoy , Blanca in her beft equipage 
met him, and prefentedhim with a goodly Horfe, which did him great fer- 
vice in that war, and carried him out of many dangers} fhe beftowed alfo 
upon him towards his charges great famines of gold and filver. The year 
after Duke Charles died, the fevemh year ofhisDukedoine. 

To him fucceeded Philip Earl of Brejja , and govemour of the Delphinat un- 

1495. der King Charlets this was a wife man, whofe counfcll Blanca alwayes fol¬ 
lowed. He was the fon of Lewis, and grandchilde to Amadeus the eighth Duke 
of Savoy } being now aged, he accepts the government of the Dutchy} he 4 ° 
had been alwayes a great warriour and a wife counfellour, and very inward 
with the French King, who made him knight of the order of Saint Michael , 
and great Steward ofF ranee: having governed this Dutchy one year and fix 
months, he died at Camerinum, and left for his fucceflbr his fon Philbert the 

x g -. fecond, firnamed the Faire} he was bred in the Court of King Lewis of France , 

^ ' J ' with his fon Charles the eighth, for Lewis had married his Aunt Carola: he 
waited on King Charles in the Neapolitan war} he ruled his people with 
great moderation and wifdome} he aflifted King Lewis the twelfth in the 
war9 of Millan with two hundred Couriflers, whileft as yet he was but young. 
When Philip Arch-Duke of Aujlria returned owtoispam, and was come to 50 
Lions, where peace is concluded between the French and Spamards, between 
C<efar and the Arch-Duke, and their confederates, He went to vifit Margaret 
1503. his Sifter, wife to this rhilbert , by them both he was entertained fumptuoufly 
as he was returning to the Netherlands. At laftthis Philbert died, the twenty 
fifth year of his age, about the fixth year of his government; this year where¬ 
in he died was fatal to multitudes of people, by reafon of the great infeftion 
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of theairc; this was a rich prince, for befides thedominions and revenues of An.Ckriftr. 
his PredccdTors, he added a yearly revenue of twelve thoufand Ducats, paid 1 ^^ ' 
him by th tMillanois : His vertuous wife Margaret erefted a ChappcI after his 
death, in which (he entomb’d him. H is fucceflor was Charles the third, bro¬ 
ther to rhilbert by the father, but not by the mother, \vhich was the occaficn of 
great wars afterward. 3 " \

The Helvetian Hijlory, from the beginning till th year 1481. 

T He Switzers in the Romans time were a warlike people , which they 
(hewed by the overthrow they gave to L; Cajfius the Confuh they inten¬ 
ded to have forfaked their country,and to feat themfelves elfwhere* but 
Ctfar then being Proconful of France , puts a ftop to their probeedings,by hew¬ 
ing down theBridgeofc?ewm?,andraifingaFort between thcLakeand Mount 
'Jura ^ fird, by intreaties, then by their ftrength, they (hove to move Cafar for 
apaflage$ but when they faw they were dill defeated by the Romans , they 
cad themfelves at Cafars feet,who upon delivery of Plcdgef,commanded them 
to return home, and rebuild their demolidied Cities, which they did,and lived 
20 afterward in obedicnce,and within their own Borders, till the comming of the 
Sarazens into Italy 5 then their aid was defired by the Pope(as we have already 
faid) which was aflented to, conditionally they might freely enjoy their tows 
andantientcuftomes: To this the Pope willingly condefeended, and withall 
fent them a red Banner with the Crucifix on it, in token of their valour and 
good fervice againd the Sarazenr. After this they lived quietly at home, im- 
ploying themfelves in Husbandry, untill fuch time as their .Nobility began to 
tyrannize bver them j then being confeious of their antient valour and conti¬ 
nued liberty.made refiftance. About the year 13CC.the Counts of Anfpurge(af- 
terward Dukes) had placed a debauched Gentleman in one of their Cadies of 1300, 
2 0 Vrania in Valjlreet , wfio having done divers infolcncies, and ravilhed a young 
* Lady, was By her two brothers (lain. The Count offering to doe judice on the 
"murtherers,wasrefidedby the people, who overthrew three of his Cadies in 
one day, and flew divers of his Officers. The Vnderwaldians by thitf example 
were animated to the like outrage, complaining alfo of their Nobility: Here¬ 
upon the Suavi with thofe of’LV^, Zurich and Vndervald, entred into confede¬ 
racy: the, Nobility,to fupprefle in time this increafing power, raifeallthe 
forces they can, but with ill fucCefle i Leopold Duke of Anfiria was defeated by 
them, aha fo hot long after was Charles Duke of Burgundy : Thus for their va¬ 
lour they were courted by divers Princes,chiefly by the French^ for whom they 
. 0 did good fcrvicc againft the 'Spaniard,*. both in Italy and France ■> fince Lewis ti. ' • 

they have been penfioners to that Crown, receiving yearly thence forty thou¬ 
fand FlorenS, twenty thoufand to the Cities,' and twenty thoufand to paiticu- 1 
tor persons.-, Thefe Cantons are ho.w fo divided, that eight of them are of the 
Catholick Faith, and in penfiori with the King of Spain , the other five are of 
the Proteftaht Religion, and ferve the French King 5 who ivhen he demandeth 
any forcCs,they call a Diet at the kings charges,who alfo defraieth the fouldiers 
wages. Albert us of Auflria had many bickerings with the Switzers, after they 
had Cantonized themfelves, andivas preparing ^ great army againd them, 
but being imirthered by.fome aflatfinates, and his children bufie in revenging 
5 C his deaththere was nothing a&ed againd the Switzers. Henry the feventh 
of Lutrelb'nrg who fticceeded, confirmedthe priviledges of the three Cantons, 
who were fo vigilant to prevent the plots if Albert us his foils, that they could 
do them no Burt. Thefe three had firft made a league for ten years, but upon a 5. 
great viftory over their enemies, they made a perpetual league, with which 
ihcy'actjuVjntedZleir/f the Emperoiir by their Agents,and with their tote victo¬ 
ry : lipdn this, in a Diet at Norinberg, the Princes of Aujlria are condemned of 
trcafOn,St their whole eftate they had in thefe Helvetian Cantons are confifcated 
4 • v SC to 
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An.Cbrifti. totheEmperour, and the Cantons liberties confirmed, and then they fwear 

wrvS«> homage to him * who fent ’John Albergius to be their govemour: he promifed 
to defend them from the power & claim of Aujlria , and that they fhould have 
their own Courts of Judicature in. their own Country ,both in civil and crimi¬ 
nal cauies. The Anflrians having received fo great an overthrow by the Swit¬ 
zers , and finding the Emperour railing war againft: them, they were forced to 
make a Truce with thefe Cantons , whom fhortly after the Pope and Bifhop of 
Confiance excommunicated* and Fredericko( Aufiria ^who named himfelf Em-’ 
pcrour,profcribed them: but by command from Ludovicbj .he Emperour, they 
j - 2 were abfolvcd by the Arch-bifhop of Mentz. The Pope having excommuni- 10 

~ * cated Ludovicbj the Switzers make a league with thofe Cities of the Empire 
which ftood for Ludovick. againft Frcderick ^of Anfiria * and upon this, Lucernx 
an ancient City upon the river iOjp, entered into league with the three Cantons , 
which highly difpleafed the Aujtrians , under whofc jurifdi&ion hitherto this 
City had been: In it were divers Citizens that favoured the Aujirtans , thefe 
had plotted to let in the Aufirian horfe by night, but the vigilancy of the other 
party difeovered and prevented the plot: divers skirmifhes the Lucernans had 
after this with the Anjlrians^ in which thefe were frill worfted * who feeing 
, they could doe no good with open hoftility, fall to perfwade the Townfmen 
to break off their league with the three Cantons , (hewing there was more help 20 
to be had from a Prince fo potent and ncer, then could be expected from thefe 
towns. But when this way they could doe no good, they refolve to murther 
1 the,chief abettors of the Canton League* a folemn Oath is taken by the plotters, 
and they wore a badge of red upon their fleeves to be known by * the maflacrc 
was to be afted the 29 of June , but was difeovered by a Boy that very night it 
fhould have been put in execution 5 for being affemoled in the dark, the Boy 
paffing by, over-heard their difeourfe, and that they were to kill the Watch, 
and open the Gates to an Army of Horfe,that came to affift them : the Boy ac¬ 
quaints fome Butchers with this, who were making merry together * they in¬ 
form the Magiftrates, who fudcnly with a ftrong guard feife upon the plotters: 30 
a meflenger is fent to the three C4^»i for aid, who difpatch 500 louldiers 
for Lvcema, to guard the City 5 the plotters are brought to their iryal,but be- 
caufe divers men of quality were among them, the three towns interceded for 
them, who folemnly fware, never to ftir againft the Helvetian League : It was 
alfo.ordered^o clandeftin conventicles or private oaths fhould be hereafter in 
that City.. About this time,the Aujlrians were reconciled to Fredcricbjthc Em¬ 
perour, to whom they complain againft the confederate Cantons * thefe excufc 
theirrevolt, as being thereto ncceluta ted: at laft, Cdfar orders that theCities 
ofTigiirun/^Bernc^and Bajil, fhould makepeace between them * who by their 
1334. Legatsmadca Truce of thirty moneths, which after this was renewed : fome 40 
hoftilities were afked during this time, but no open war, till Tigurum confede¬ 
rated with thefe Cantons , and fhortly after Jkrn 9 with fome other towns. 

Tigttrtm at fnft adhered to Frederickpf Anflria^^\x\{i Ludovick^of Bavaria^ 
but after fell off to Lttdovic^ when the other hadrefigned the Empire for a 
great fum of mony,for payment of which Tigurum with three other towns were 
pawned by Lndovick. The 1 igurans to free themfelves, promife to be no leffc 
i aithfull to the Bavarian , then they were to the Aujirian: this fo offended the 
Aujlrians and the Pope, that the town was cxcommunicated,and continued fo 
18 years together, the Priefts having forfaken it, with the Monks, onely the 
Francifcans went out at one gate, and entred at the other: In the mean while, 50 
they take and demolifh fome Caftles that annoyed them 5 and the year after 
they alter their form of government, choofing 1 2 chiefmen, and 12 inferiour 
Magiftrates under them,to rule their City,which occafioned much trouble 5 for 
the Commons difliked their government, and accufed themofoppreffion and 
briberies* wherefore fome of them being guilty, fled out of the City* 
others laid down their offices.* thefe were fined and banilhed for fome 
time, and Magiftrates chofen out of each Tribe. And becaufc the town 
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RapcrfvtU who had a harbour for all Tigurin fugitives, who there being but An.Chrifth 
twenty miles dittany did much annoy the Magiftratesof ligttrnm 9 therefore 
they raife an Army and lay {iege to Raperfvila , which they were forced to 
rai(e again* becaufc their provifion failed * and hearing that the Earl of Habef- 
purg a great Patron of the fugitives was gone to Gnnovium a Cattle at the 
head or the Tigurin lake, they haftened thither under the conduct of Earle 
Toggius ^ in the firft encounter the Tigurins were worfted * and T oggius taken 
piifoner} but after they had better manned and fitted their (hips, they fell 
again upon the enemy, and gave them a great defeat, in which Earle Habef- 
purg was ilain, with clivers Gentlemen, in revenge of whofe death, Toggius at 
RaperJvil is cut inpeeces : the next year a peace was concludeded between 
the Tigurins and the enemy, that thebaniftica Citizens (hould pay fix hundred 
marks of filver, and fliould continue in exile five years ^ but this peace held 
not long, for thebanifhed performed not the Articles, therefore by the Em- 
perours leave, their houfcs and eftates are confifcate^ the year after, by the me¬ 
diation of Agnes Queen of Hungary , daughter of Albert I. of Aujlria , the 
peace is renewed, but foon after broken , becaufe divers of the Nobility of 
Germany did iking the Tigurin popular government, affifted and encouraged 
the banifhed Citizens, therefore the Tigurins to make themfclvcs the ftronger 
20 made a league with the Citizens of Conjfantia and S >Gall 9 as likewife with 
theBifhopand City of Bajil, they made alfo divers Knights of the Rhodes 
free of their City, to indecr the Nobility more to them , becaufe moftof that 
Order were Gentlemen $ this much difheartned the exiles who defpair- 
ing now to recover the City by ftrength, plot with' Earle Habefpurg ( his 
fon whom the Tigurins flew not long before) and fome other of the Nobility, 
and with thofe of their own fa&ion within the Town, and fuch as were dif- 
contented, and delighted in innovation, to furprife fuddenly the Conful and 
his adherents in the night, and fo to feife on the City, but the plot was difeo- 
vered the fame night it fhould have been a£tcd, by a fervant which acquainted 
2 0 the Conful 5 whereupon prcfentlv the great Bell of the City is rung out, a 
3 fign alwayes of danger, the people ran prefcntly to Arms, great execution is 
made, partly with weapons, partly with ftones and bricks upon the houfes,thc 
Butchers with their axes did good ferviee, in memory of which a brazen Lion 
as a badge of their valour is beftowedon them 5 this they ufed afterward in 
theiranual folemnity to carry about the ftreets. 

The Inhabitants of the lelTer Town upon the left fide of the River,fougbt 
ftoutlyagainft the enemy upon the bridge, which they had prepoffcllcd by 
means of a Filher-man who difeovered the plot to them 5 this Fifhcr-man 
carried fome of the plotters in his boat, and having overheard a whifpering 
-o that they meant to kill him left he fhould betray them, overturned the boat 
and fo left them in the River, he got on Ihore and alarms the people $ the 
enemies after a hot difpute were worfted, fifteen of them were (lain,37. taken, 
among whom was Earle Habefpurg^ the reft by means of the darknefs cfcaped, 
the dead bodies were kicked and trod upon three dayes together} the day 
after, feventeen of the prime plotters were broken on the wheel, fome be¬ 
headed, the Earl was imprifoned, and his Army without the Town in fear 
and confufion ran home. Shortly after the Conful Brunt us with an Army bc- 
liegeth Riiperfvil y the neft and harbour of the plotters, the Town on the third 
day yeelded, fome of the plotters in it were killed, fomeefcaped} theTownf- 
50 men (wear the fame fealty to Tigitrum^ which they ufed to give to their Earl: 
after this they fall upon Marchia the Earls Country with fire andfword, fo 
that the Inhabitants were forced to fwear fealty to the Tigurins , but when 
they’ heard that Albert of Aujiri a. was railing forces to aid the Habefpurgians, and 
tokccptheir Rcndcvouzat Raperfvil , they burn the Town to the ground. 

Some Towns of Alfatia made league with Frederick^ of Aujlria againft the 
Tigurins, who had taken an hundred and feventy Townfmenof that Country 
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An.Chrifii. prifoncrs, the Alfatians to recover their prifoncrs railed an Army by the 
help of their neighbours, the 1 igurins wifely declined this war, being already 
exhaufted, and therefore reftored the prifoners: After this the 7 igurins fend 
a petition to Charles the 4. Emperour, complainingof the wrongs done them 
by Earl Habefpurg and his confederates , excufing their own adions, (hewing 
their innoccncy, and defiring his affiftance for the maintenance of their liber¬ 
ty, being willing to fubmit to his Imperial commands, if fobe the Aufirian 
would be quiet* the Emperour anfwers that he would endeavour to pacific 
the Aufirian , and their other enemies, but could not force them , being their 
power was greater then his, therefore wifhes them to ufe fome moderate IO 
tranfadion with their enemies 5 upon this the Tigurins fend Legats with pre- 
fentsto Albert of Anfiria , who at firft gave them good words, but at the 
fecond meeting was rough with them, being incenfed by the Nobility, accu- 
fing them for deftroying both the old and new Rapcrfivit , for wafting Marchix 
which belonged to him as fupremeLord, therefore wiftics them to reftore 
what they had taken, to rebuild what they had demolifbed, and to make pe¬ 
cuniary fatisfadion for what they had wafted, and fo he would pardon them s 
the Legats rcplicd^that their City had fuffered much wrong by thefe places in 
harbouring and aiding the fugitives and rebels,therefore they humbly befcech 
him, that he would^not urge them to fuch inconveniences ^ the Prince in 20 
anger told them,that if the Tigurins did not make reparation for thefe wrongs 
willin gly,they (hould be forced to do it. 

The 7 /^w/wjunderftanding by their Legats the Princes icfolutions of his 
forces now railing, of their great danger and weaknefs, and that there was no 
hope of help from Ctfar^ they rcfolvc to enter into a confederacy with the 
Helvetian Towns, feeing they all had the fame common enemy the Aufirian 
and Tignntm , by reafon of the Lake lay fo fit for commerce with th*< 5 b 
1 3 5 1 • y OW n$ ^ upon this Legats are font who are kindly entertained, and the league 
ratified , in which the firft place in all publike adions is given to Tigurum, 
though it was the fifth that entered into the Helvetian league, becaufc of the 3 ° 
dignity of that City : The report of this new league, haftencth on the Ah- 
finan to befiege the Town, fearing left by their example more Towns would 
combine ngainft him, therefore with an Army of 200. horfe, and aocoo. foot, 
he fits down before the City , which the four confederate Towns had fuffici- 
ently manned and filled with provifion^ after fome light vifitations, they came 
to a parly by the mediation of fome friends, in which it was agreed they both 
(hould refer their caufe to the Queen of Hungary , this was not liked by the 
four confederate Towns, bccaufe the Queen was the Aujlriant fifter $ yet the 
Tigurins confiding in her integrity, perfwaded the four Towns to aflTent, 
which was done, and pledges given by the City 5 with the Queen arc joyned 40 
two A (feflbrs or Judges, thefe gave (entence in behalf of the Anfirian, wiftiing 
the T igurins to give him fatisfadion for his lofl'es, they alfo laid fines upon the 
other confederate Towns for revolting from Aufiria : this fentence was rati¬ 
fied by Queen Agnes , the Switzers promife to ftand to the verdid , though it 
was un juft j but the Duke not content with this, demands Joint of Habejpurg 
of the Tigurins without ranfbmc, which was denied by them, wherefore 
againft his promife he imprifons the Tigurin hoftages, and renews the war. 

The Switzers finding no hope of peace, refolvewith joynt forces to feife 
upon Glarona a Town and valley of twelve miles in lcngth,encompafled with 
the Alpes except in one place, which after this expedition was fortified with 50 
a wall and trcncb : the people here being weary of the Anfirian government, 
fubmit thcmfelves without rcfiftance to the confederate Towns, and fwearto 
be firm in their league with them ^ mean while the Tigurins fend an Army a- 
gainft Rada a garrifon of the Atfirians , which had done them much hurt, tney 
fire the Suburbs , and plunder the Country thereabout} but as they were re¬ 
turning with the booty, they were encountrcd by 4000. Aufiriaus , whom 
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they ovett hrew.be ing thcinfclvesnot above 13cc.ftrong,thcy flew yoo.of the An.chrifiii 
enemy. The next year the Attfirian in hope to recover Ghrona , is defeated 
by the Inhabitants, the likefuccefs hehad in Suitia $ divers places on both 
fidesarefpoiled : about this time alfo the City of lugium made league \Vith 
the Switzers : this Town Hands between the 7 igtirins and Suitians, and ufed 
to do them much hurt $ at laft being weary of the Anfirian government,after 
fifteen dayes fiege furrendered, conditionally fwearingthat if the Aufiriari 
within fomany dayes fhould fend relief, they might return again to his obe¬ 
dience, therefore they fend to the Duke for help, but the Legats found him 
10 more careful in providing food for his hawks, then aid for his people s> there¬ 
fore having obtained his good will to furrender the Town to the Switzers, 
they made league with them : prefcntly upon this Tigurnm is befieged again 
by the Aujlrian $ but ambnthafter by the Marquefs of Brandeburgs means a 
peace is made on thefe Articles, Thatjf ohn of Habefpnrg now three years d 
prifoner fhould be rcleafed without ranfome, and that the Anfirian fhould 
freely difinificthe imprifoned hoftages^ that Glarona and Tughtm fhould be re- 
leafcd from their oath, and return to the obedience of Aufitia, in other things 
the Switzers league fhould Hand : Habefpurg:us is releafed without ranfomc 5 
but fo were not the hoftages, who were forced to pay 1 6c o. crown s^JCiperfivil 
20 is fortified with a garrifon which invaded the Tigurin Teritories, and killed 
fifty of thei r men; this bred a new war, Ticgium is again taken by the Switzers, 
ana Bern fidcs w ith them. 

Bern built by Berchtold Duke of Z er/ngia, who meeting with a Bear in that 
place, called it Bern in Dutch } this City he befiowed upon the Empire, which 
Frederick the s.Empcrour endowed with divers priviledges} afterward it be¬ 
ing oppreHed by Earl Kybttrgius, it took the Earl of Savoy for its prote<ftor$ 
he reftured to this City her former liberty for the good fervice the Beruats had 
done the Savoy an againft the Burgundian : After this they had divers wars 
with Godofrid and Rodolph of Habefipurg , with the Tut'kifi) Aufinans^nd others 
g 0 of their neigbours, they beat the Vnderwalds in a battel: afterward they both 
made a league with the confederate Towns of Switzerland[ upon which 77 - 
gururn is the third time befieged by Charles the 4. Emperour, and Albert of 
Anfiriu : the 7 igitrins petition Charles that he would not perfccute them 
being an Imperial City, defiring nothing but the confervation of their 
liberties, and willing to yeeld to any reafonable demands=, Charles upon this 
deals with the Aufiriun for an accord, which being by him refufed, thefiege 
was raifed without doing any thing, and five years after peace was concluded 
between the Aujirian and Tignrinr, on thefe A lticles : 1. That rcHi tut ion be 
made on both fides. 2. That none of th z Anfirian fubjefts be made free of 
j^ 0 Tigunw/. 3. That none meddle with the Fee-lands of others. 4. That the 
Tigurinr hereafter make no leagues with the Anjirian fubjefrs. 5. That the 
Switzers injoy their own confederacies. Some controvcrfies after this .arofc 
about Tteginm whether that was the Anftrians , or included within the Switzers 
confederate : Charles his opinion was, that Tugium was not in the confede¬ 
rate, the Suit i were of the contrary minde} the matter was long debated, at 
laft a T nice of a 11. years was made, during which t ime, Tugium and Glarona 
remained in the Helvetian league, yet they yeelded fubjefrion and fealty to 
the Aufirian, who placed govemours over them yearly $ this Truce was con¬ 
tinued for more years after : Albert being dead, his fon Leopold who hated the 
50 Switzers , and durft not himfelf make war, fet the Enghfi) of Angles upon them} 
thefe wafted both the Anjirrau and Helvetian Territories, but were at length 
beaten and driven home : After this Earl Kyburgius made war upon Berus, 12^6 
% but being worfted, was glad to make his peace with him. Some yeats after 0 / 
the Aufirian fell out with the Lucernxts ,. and hanged their Legats which ‘they 
fent for reparation of wrongs done by the Govemours^ upon this they de¬ 
fire the help of the confederate Towns, who joyning their forces, feife 
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upon Rottenburg belonging to the Aujirian , and deinolilhthe walls and forts 
thereof. 

The Aujirian Governours willing to fid) in troubled waters, forced the 
confederate Switzers to rife again in Aims, for great maflacresand outrages 
committed upon fome neighbouring Towns and Cadies of the Confederates* 
a great battel is fought, in which Duke Leopold fon to Albert is (lain, and with 
him 676. of his Gentry 5 the Helvetians elated with this viftory, fall upon the 
enemies Forts and Cadies, divers of which they demolid), and take fome of 
their Towns* upon this a Truce is made for one year, which being ended, the 
Aujirian with 80co. men falls upon the Helvetian Territories with fire and 10 
fword, but were by the Confederates again defeated, who Hew 200c. of the 
enemy,befidcs 500. that were drowned in the River, the bridge over which 
they were flying being broke down with their wcight*after this fight the Con¬ 
federates took divers Towns and Forts from the Aujirian : at lad a Truce of 
(even years was concluded, which was afterwards continued for twenty years* 
and at lad a peace of fifty years was agreed upon. The Abbot of S. Gall made 
wars upon Abbatifcclla, a Town under his jurifdiftion, now one of the con¬ 
federate Towns of Switzerland : thecontrovcrfies between the Abbot and 
the Town, were often debated, but at lad tried by the fword* the Abbot was 
overthrown* upon this the Aujirian takes his part, but dill the Town pre- 20 
vailed, and made a league with the Suitii , who took in divers Towns and 
Forts* at length the Abbot was fain to fue for peace, andleavethe Townf- 
men to enjoy their liberty. Seven years after this war, the Auftrians and 
Helvetians renew their old quarrels, and withall the wars* for Frederick^ of 
Aujlria having convey ed Pope John 22. from the Councelof Conjlance , he 
was proscribed by the Emperour, and excommunicated by the Councel: 
hereupon the Confederates arc by the Emperour and Councel abfolved from 
their cath, and willed to break off the fifty years peace. Vcrbigenuw, Bada , 
and fome other places of Aujlria were taken by the Switzers. 

Intheyear 1427. the Sir/tor/ fent an Anny over the Alpes to recover the 
Town Lepontium taken from them by the Duke of Jllillan * fothey did 
in the year 1425. and the year after, but could not recover the Town, 
yet they waded the vallics belonging to the Duke. In the year 1436. a grie¬ 
vous Civil war by the Aujlriaus procurement arofe among the Switzers, fird 
between Tignrum and Sun inns * this was aflided by the Confederates: but in 
the year 1444. that memorable battel was fought near Bajil between the 
Trench under the Dolphin, afterward Lewis the 11. and the Switzers, who 
beat the Trench that came to raife the Councel of Bajil, as wehavefaid : 
a fter this a peace is made. Not long after, the Aujirian war followed againd 
Duke SigijMttnd , whom Pope Vius excommunicated, and ftirred up the 4 ° 
Switzers againd him* but after many skirmiflies, by the means of Ludovic of 
Bavaria, a peace is concluded, and fix years after the Duke of MiUan makes 
peace with the Switzers $ two years after this, the Aujirian war is renewed, 

- and eight years after began the Burgundian war, which continued three years, 
and ended with the death of the Duke : this war was caufcd by the Aujirian$ 
for Sigtjmund Duke of Aujlria, being forced by bad fuccefsto make difho- 
nourable peace with the Helvetians, morgageth the lands which he had 
near them, to Charles Duke of Burgundy , a proud and potent Prince in thofe 
dayes, purpofely thatoccafion of quarrels might be given between him and 
the Switzers, wno fern for a renovation of fi iendfhip, and the old league be- 50 
tween the Burgundian and Switzers * but Hagenbachns govemour under the 
B urgundian of thofe morgaged Provinces, hindered the Helvetian Legats from 
having acccfs to the Duke, befidcs many affronts were put by him and others 
of the Nobility upon the Helvetians * the people under his government, being 
wearied with opprefiion, petition Sigiftnund of Aujlria their ancient Lord, to 
redeem his lands again, which was obtained eafily from the Duke, being of a 
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gentle and eafie nature : but the Burgundian Would not part with the hold An.chrijlil 
he had of thefe lands , befides that tfaggnbachirrs did ftill more and more 
opprefle his people, divers wrongs were done by the Burgundians to the 
Switzers. . 

In the mean time Lewis 11. of France , who hated the Burgundian under¬ 
hand ftirs them up againft him, and fumilheth them with mohy * to this end 
he makes a league with them, and by his means alfo Sigifmund is reconciled tb 
the Sihitzers * Rcnatus Duke of Lorain , the Cities of Sifasbttrgh and Bajrl , withl 
their Biftiops*, enter into a league with them, and'fo doe many other Towns, 

10Mean while Hagenbachius is taken prifoncr, and beheaded* The Aujlrian 
having paid the mony he borrowed, recovers again his lands. In the interiiri 
Charles makes war upon theBifhop of Colen ,claiming a title to that Bifhoprick* 
againft him Frederic/xthe Emperor raifeth an army,and commands xhcSwitzcrs 
to hold the Burgundian play at home * but no fooner had they entred Burgundy 
and defeated the Burgundians , but the Atijlrian makes peace with the Bnrgnn~ 
diarty out of which the Helvetians were excepted. Upon this, Charles turns all 
his forces againft the Confederates* in the firft battel the Duke was beaten^ 
who a little before had againft his promife hanged the fouldiers in the garifoA 
of Gramfon 9 who upon quarter had furrendred to him: In a fecond battel the 
20 Duke was again defeated, having loft 26000 men : In the third conflift at 
Haney in Lorain^ which Was then befieged by the Burgundian, (againft wliota 
Rcnatus D.of Lorain was aflifted by the Helvetians) Charles was killed in the 
flight, and fo by his death the war ended. The next year after this Burgundian 
war, the Duke of MiUan and the Helvetians fell at odds, about (bme wrongs 
done by his fubje&s to the inhabitants of the V alley of Lepantium * in this bat* 
tel the MiUanois were defeated, but the next year Dy means ofthe French king 
were reconciled to the Switzer^ with whom the fame year Pope Sixtus made 
a league, and granted them large indulgences and priviledges. About three 
years after this, Tigurum , 2 >er//, LncertutJFriburghjand Salodorum tnadc a private 
30 league among themfelves, becaufe in thelaft Burgundian war they thought 
they were partially dealt with by their fellows, who took an equal fhare in 
the booty, but were not at half the charges and trouble that thefe forenamed 
Towns were: At this league the other Towns were offended^hewing that the 
Lucernates and their fellowes had not power to make a league without the 
general confent of all the confederates: The matter after much debate is re¬ 
ferred to Nicholas Vndtrwald an Eremite of great eftetm among them * who 
difannulled the new league,and perfwaded them in a fr6e Aflembly or Parlia¬ 
ment to end the controverfie, and withal that F riburgh and Snlodor (houldbe 1481. 
received among the Canton towns * and fo by this means there are now ten 
40 confederate towns of SwstzerUnd^nd fo this Commonwealth of ten Cantons 
’ continued for twenty years, till Bajrl 8c Scaphujium, and after thefe Abbatif :ella 
wereadded* The former eight, called the old Cantoris, had continued before 
this addition of F riburgh and Salodor , 125 years, fb that all that time the Swit* 
zers commonwealth confifted of eight Canton-towris only* . «: 
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F faburfr was built by Bcrchtold 4. Duke oF Z cringhtm^ fome few years be¬ 
fore Bern: after his death, Bern fell to the Empire, and Fri burg to the 
Earls of Kyburg^ by whom afterward this Town was fold to Ralph the 
Emperor, and finceit hath continued under the houfc of Auftria a\mo(t two 
hundred years: yet in the year 1403. being opprefled by the Auftrian Nobi- . 
lity, they made a perpetual league wither#, but yet continued under the 10 
Auftrian dominion : for though the Helvetian Cantons made a league among 
thcmfclvesforone anothers aid and fupportation againft their enemies, yet 
they did not abridge or abrogate the juft and old rights of their ancient Lords: 
this league of Friburg with Bern lafted 45 years 5 but afterward in the wars be¬ 
tween Savoy and Frtbnrg , the Bcrnats adhered to the Savoy ans , with whom 
they had been a long time in league 5 but a year after the war bqgan, the Fr/- 
hurgers being worfted, were reconciled to Savoy , by the mediation of the 
french , Burgunclian^nd Helvetians. The next year after this peace was made, 
the Auftrian comes to Friburg , to fee if he could perfwade them to make war 
upon Bern } which when he could not do, but perceived that they began to 20 
incline to the Helvetian league, and fearing he fhould not long retain them 
in his obedience, he fends thither the High-Steward ofhishoufe, to acquaint 
them that lie was to be there (hortly himlelft therefore a jl the gold and lilver- 
Plate,with rich Hangings and other Ornaments,were borrowed ofthcTownf- 
men, to adorn the State-houfe where the Prince was to be entertained: All 
this wealth privately the Steward conveyed out of the town, and on the day 
named tor the Princes coming,he with his attendants and chiefeft of the town 
went out on borftback to meet him 5 the Prince came not, but fent fome 
ftorfc-mcn,'who having met the Stesvard and histrain, aftop was made, and a 
lpeech by him to thcTownfmen, (hewing. That fince their affe&ions were 3 ° 
more inclined to the Bernan and Helvetian league then to their antient Lord, 
he thought good:to reap fome benefit by them 5 And fo he departed to the, 
Prince with his plunder. Upon this the Friburgers made a league with Bern , 
and the 5^// ^£9 therefore thefe in the Burgundian war fent a garrifon of a 
thoufand men to guard Friburg. After which, Satoclore ntred into aconfede- 
ijdck with’the [Cantons. 'b;r.,r / ’ 

ISalddor^ an antient City, as appears by the Roman monuments in it, was up- 
y 3 K t onltheincurfions of the Hum ana FrJttconf into France demolifhed $ but wherr 
the French grew great, this Town.was rebuilt, and placed under the Bifhop of 
Geneva*, Under the German Emperors, this hath alwayes been one of the 40 
Imperial cities. When Ludovic!^ the Bavarian, and Frederic k^thc Auftrian were 
in competition for the Empire, Salodor adhered to the ' Bavarian * whereupon 
they were excommunicate by the Pope, and befieged by the Auftrian} in that 
war the Bemats fent them a garrifon of four hundred foiildiers: they had 
war alfo with Earl Kyburgitts , and were by him defeated : atlaftin the year 
1351. they made a perpetual league with Bern 5 there the /uftrian war being 
ended, in which Leopold was (lain, they were reconciled to the Auftrians. 
Laftly, after the Burgundian war,thcy were with the Friburgers admitted into 
the Helvetian lcaguc;after which the Helvetian Army was overthrown by the 
1 4 ® 7 - Millanois upon the Alpes : the next year after they aided Sigifmund Dukc of 50 
Auttria againft the Venetians, after this they ferved the French King in his 
wars againft the Duke of Britany, and in Italy againft the Neapolitans and 
the confederate Italian Princes* 

1 4 9 c * About three years after this,a Civil war arofe among the Switzers by means 

• of t he Abbot of S. Gall, who had begun to ereft a new Covent} at which the 

fubjc&s of the Abbot were offended, as fearing that the rdiques of S. Gallus 

would 
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would be removed from the place where they had continued fo long* befidcs An.CbriJlh 
they doubted the trade of Linnen-cloath which was made there, would be, 
tranilatcd to liofacum where the new Covcnc was begun } therefore fuddehly 
having confpired together, they'fall upon the new building, and overthrow 
it* at this the Abbot being inccnfed, dclircs the aid of the four Towns whidi 
were in league with him, with whom fome other Towns alfo jovned } but this 
war ended without blood,for the Abb.tt if cell aits made peace with the Switzers-, 
after this the City of S.Ga//being befieged, they alfo made their peace with 
the Helvetians , a fine was laid upon the Abbots fubje&s, and fo they were ie- 
IO ceived into favour.The laft Auftrian or Suevic war followcd,begun by Frederick 
theEmperour, butpurfued by his fon Maximilian after his fathers death : 

Frederick^ had caufed a great league to be made among the Princes,Cities,and 
jhanyofthc chief Nobility, purpofely to overthrow the Helvetian libjjxy* 
he was the head of this league himfclf: Lewis-n. of France , claiming 
title to the Dutchy of Millan , did carncftly defirc to be in league with the 
Switzers, which they willingly imbraced. All means of accord being tried* 
buttonopurpofc, aoattel is fought near Conflantia, in which the Switzers 
were worftea, but the fight being renewed the fame day they beat their 
enemies, and fo they did afterward in eight feveral battels } the Auftrians 
2 0 being broken with fo many defeats, at length by the'mediation of 
Lewis Sfortia Duke of Mil/an , a peace is made, in which the Helvetian 
liberty,.and pofieflion of their places taken from the Auftrian is confirmed. 

This was the laft great war which they made againft forreign Pi ince^in de¬ 
fence of their liberty, except that they made againft James Medices Lord of 
AfljjfiuM. 

As foon as the peace was made, Galcacius Vifcount of Millan raifed five 
thoufand Switzers againft the Magiftrates will, who told them they were 
bound by league to aid the French , but by the help of thefe Switzers Duke 
Lewis recovered MiUan , yet afterward the Switzers not being able torefift the 
great forces of the French before Havana a Town of no ftrength, they made 
4 their peace and went home} Duke Lewis thought to efcape in the habit of an 
Helvetian common fouldier, but he was difeovered, taken, and carried away 
prifoner into France : the fame year Vlricus, Duke of tVirtenberg, makes a 
league of twelve years with the Switzers : Maximilian alfo the Emperour 
makes an hereditary peace, or renews rather that which was made before by 
his father Duke Sigifmund, with the four Cantons oft Tigyrum , Bern, Vrania , 
and Vuderwald . The next year after, Bajil and Scaphufa were taken into the I 5 0 " 

Helvetian confederacy, both thefe Cities are upon the Rhene } Bajil is the 
biggeftof all the confederate Towns, and very ancient, for we read of it in 
Ammianns Marccllinns , it was honoured with divers priviledges by the 
German Emperours, alfo with a Bifhoprick aud Univerfity} it firft was in 
league with Tigur^ Bern , and the three firft Cantons, in th c German troubles 
when Ludovic the Bavarian was excommunicated by the Pope 1527. then 
afterward with the Tigurins particularly, 1347. When the Engl if) plundered 
Alfatia under Leopold of Aiftrja, and were preparing to befiegc Bafil * the Can¬ 
tons fent a ftrong garrifon to defend it, fo that the Englifh were fain to leave oft' 
their enterprife, and the rather becaufe Charles 4. was marching with his 
Army againft them. In the Auftrian war , which Katherine of Burgundy the 
wife of Leopold made againft them, they received aid from B trn and Salodor , 

50 an.i^oyfin the Councel of B<*//)with fixteen hundred men they defeated the 
whole French Army} they ailifted alfo the Switzers againft Charles of Bur¬ 
gundy, but in the war between Maximilian and the Switzers, Bu// 7 ftood neuter, 
in which City at laft peace was concluded between the Emperor and Snv/fcer/ 
by the mediation of Lewis Maria Duke of Mantua } in fine , being hated and 
wronged by the Auftrian , and the Nobility, they made a perpetual league 
with the Switzers, anno 1501. Scaphufa fo called from S capha a buat, 

T t becaufe . 
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An.chrifti. becaufe the boats that coinc from the lake of Conjlance along the Rhette^ do 
W^VV unload here, by reafon of the great precipice of the. River from high rock^ 
thcTownrcccivcthby this means great cuftomes : at firft the Abbot of that 
.place was the chief governour, afterward obtaining divers priviledges from 
thcEinperours, they ihook off the Abbots power, but it was fold afterward 
by Lewis of Bavaria to the Aujlrian, under whom it remained eighty five years, 
till theCouncelof Conjlance , where Frederick^ of Auftria for conveying away 
pope ‘John 22. was proferibed by Sigifmnnd the Em per our, and hiscftatccon- 
fifeated, and fo th is Town was added to the Empire : afterward Frcderidl^ 3. 
of the Aitjlrian family, being Empcrour, bellowed it upon Duke Sigifmnndio 
of Auflria, who fent his Lcgats to take the oath of Allegiance to the Aujlrian, 
which they refufed, except they might retain their priviledgcs* this would 
nbtbegrantcd} whereupon they made a league with the Switzers, an. 1454. 
which they cohflantly obferved after, wherefore they w ; erc divers times af- 
faulted and moleftcd by the Aujlrian, and ntiaft prolcribed for aflifting the 
Helvetians a gain (l Sigijwund of Aujlria, by the command of Pope Fins, but 
they were afterward releafed from this profeription at the Aujlrians charges: 
About the year 1479. the league between the Switzers and Scapbt/Jia was re¬ 
newed for 25. years, in which the Urii and Vnderwaldtns were comprehen¬ 
ded : At laft having aflifted the Helvetians both in the Burgundian and Suevian 20 
war, a league between them and the 11 .Cantons is concluded for ever,a;/.i 501. 

After the Switzers had made a league with France , they aflifted Charles 8. 
and Cewis in the Neapolitan wars, which proved unfortunate to Helvetia$ for in 
the firft war they loir their health, being infefted with the Neapolitan difeafe 
or French pox, and in the fccond they loft their lives bythefword of the 
enemy, w ho in two great battels overthrew them. An. 1507. they aflifted the 
French againft the Ligurians, and refufed to aid the Emperour Maximilian 
againftth c French. An. 1509. they aided the French in the confederacy they 
nude with Spainfiopcjttliw and the Emperor,againft the Venetians. The next 
year after. Pope Julius a.madc a league with the Sir/ffcer/,who fent him 6000. 30 
men into Italy againft the Duke of terraria, who had feifed on fome Church- 
lands, but indeed his aim was to drive the French out of Mi Han, which the 
Switzers perceiving forlook the Pope, and returned home without their pay: 
next year 1 5 11 .a perpetual league is made between thcSjr/fz,fr/,and the houfes 
of Auftria and Burgundy the French upon the expiration of their league de- 
fired to renew it again with the Switzers , who were unwilling becaufe they 
feared the Popes anger, for the French then were his enemies $ befides,the 
French had refufed to continue the Switzer c pay, after the league was ex¬ 
pired $ they drowned alfo the Suitens Poll with his letters, and fold in open 
Market the Cantons Badge, which the Polls ufe to wear. 40 

The trench having beaten Pope Julius at Ravenna, the Switzers fend into 
Italy for his aid twenty thoufand men, who joyning with the Venetians (then 
reconciled to the Pope)took Cremona and Ticinnm , and drove the French quite 
out of AliUan , fothat they had nothing left them but the Caftle$ upon this, 
Pope jf nhits honours the Switzers with the title of Q Defenders of the Church 
Then font to them Banners adorned with certain Images, with a fword and 
Cap of maintenance, the Enligns of liberty : Maximilian Sfortia by them 
being icftorcd to his fathers dominion, makes a league with them , and with- 
all beftowsonthem Lugano , Locame, Afendrife , and the valley of Madict, he 
gave-alfo to the Confederate Rheti or Orijonr the VaUTelin, or Volturene . Jo 
Charles alfo Duke of Savoy, whole Anceftors had made a private league with 
fome of the Cantons , makes now*a new f league for five and twenty years, with 
the twelve Cantons : The French alfo defired their amity, which was refufed, 
becaufe they kept Hill the Grille of Millan, and were found to corrupt fome of 
thein W’ith bribes ; wherefore the French Legats are Commanded to depart out 
cf their Territoi ics : Hence the war is renewed, the trench befiege Sfortia in 
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tfovaria with a great Army, in which Town were four thoufand Switzers, and 
eight thoufand more were fent to them j thefe obtained a great victory over 
the French, whom they drove out of Italy , in this battel fourteen hundred 
Switzers were loft ; after this vi&ory Maximilian Emperour falling off from 
the French Covenant, raifed an Army of fixteen thoufand Switzers, with 
whom as many more voluntaries joyned, thefe were conduced into Bur¬ 
gundy againft tne French, to them Ctfar added fome Regiments of horfe under 
the Prince of Wirtenberge $ thefe befieged Divio or Dii<?n, the capital Ckyof 
Burgundy^ Trimonil the Govemour not being able to hold out, made his peace 
io with the Switzers on thefe conditions, that the King fbould quit his claim to 
the Dutchy of MiUan , and Ihould at certain times .pay them fix hundred 
thoufand crowns} for performance of this four Noblemen are given fqr 
H oft ages, yet the King would not ratifiethis agreement, bccaufe he woulcjl 
not part with his claim to MiUan $ whereupon the Switzers refolve to put the 
Hoftages to death, if the King did not the fooner confirm the agreement, and 
withall intended the next winter to invade France ^ the King upon this fends 
Legats to conclude a perpetual peace with the Switzers , but the Kings con r 
ditions were fo unreafonable that nothing was done,fave onely that he gained 
time,andhindredtheinvafion of France : in thefe meetings AbbaiiJcelU or 
10 Appcnzel was added as the thirteenth Canton . 

Abbatifcella is the name of the Country, and chief Town thereof 5 the 
Country is feated above the Town of S. Gall, among high mountains upon 
the frontiers of the Grifons, it hath eight principal Towns or Parishes, the 
chief is Abbatifcella, that is the Abbots Cel or Chamber 5 for the Abbots of 
S. Gall, Lords of this Country,made their chief refidence in this Town : thefe 
of Appenzel made themfelves free firft by the fword, then by their money to 
the Abbot * they had feven years war with Cnno Abbot of S. Gall, who was 
aided by the Inhabitants about the lake Acronium or of Conftance , asalfo by 
Frederick^ Duke of Aujlria, theBifhopof Conjlance, the Earl of tFirtenberg, 
2 0 with divers Others of the Nobility : thefe were defeated by Appenzel, which 
* at laft the Inhabitants of S. Gall afiifted againft the Abbot ^ they took five 
Towns, and above fixty Caftles, fome of which they demolifhed 5 in this war 
the Abbatifccllaiif joyned league with the Helvetians : at laft Rupert the Em; 
perour made peace between the Abbatif Allans and their enemies, at Conjlance 
an. 1408. after which they became a Commonwealth, the form whereof 
they retain till this days before this every Town had their peculiar Enfign,and 
A fTembly or Parliament, now they have but one Enfign, and one Aflcmbly 
for all. Three years after this peace,the Abbot of S. Gall began to trouble the 
Appenzellians with new procefs, whereupon they make a league with fix of 
40 the Cantons } therefore upon complaint made by the Abbot, they arepro- 
feribed by the Emperour, and excommunicated by the Pope, for which they 
cared not, being naturally fenced with mountains,and having little commerce 
withftrangers* the Priefts that refufed to do their office, in obedience to the 
Popes command, were fome banifhed, and fome put to death by them. The 
Abbot complains again to the Imperial Eleftors, who wrote letters to the 
German Princcs,and Helvetian Cantons, to force the Appenzellians to their duty: 
theSrritzers utterly refufed to make war upon their confederates,but they me¬ 
diated for a peace,which was concluded the fourth year of their excommuni¬ 
cation , after the Earl of Toggenburg had defeated them in two feveral battels: 
50 this peace held not long, for the Gentry that were their neighbours about the 
lake Acronium, or of Conjlance, intended to invade the Abbatifcellians with 
their Cayalry, but they could do no good this way, for the Abbatifcellians 
feifed upon Kinecl^, and the valley of Regufce, 1///.1445. the Lords of thefe 
places got them again to be proferibed, but gaining nothing by this, they fold 
them their rights for fix thoufand Crowns : after this an. 1452. they made a 
league with the feven Helvetian Cantons againft: the AuJlrians , Burgundians, and 
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An.Chrijti. the Siteviant or Sttanbeans : At laft an. 1513. they were received in the number 
of the Cantons. Now the five laft Cantons, except B^/, were long before 
their admifiion into this rank, confederate with the old Cantons $ and this 
priviledge the Cantons have above their confederates, that they can give 
their advice and fuffrages in all publike aflemblies, they govern with equal 
authority thofe that are under them , and are equal ftiarers in all booties got 
in the wars. 

Francis of Valok fon-in-law to Lewis 12. of France , having fucceeded to that 
crown, refolvcs to profecutethe war againft Millan , begun by Lervk. Againft 
him Maximilian the Emperor, Ferdinand King of Spain^Sfortia Duke of Millan , l Q 
with the Switzers, enter into a league, to whom was joyned Pope Leo 10. 

1 5 1 5 * The Switzers Army confifted of 30000 foot* the French unwilling to en¬ 
counter with them, labour to draw them to a peace, which was cafily obtain¬ 
ed, becaufe they doubted the confederate Princes were not finccre to them, 
feeing they received not their promifed pay, befides the Emperor fent not the 
horfe to guard the foot, as he was bound to doe, he fuffered alfo divers of the 
German foot to ferve the French king} the Popes and Spanifti armies would 
not pafle over Vo, nor joyn themfelves with the Switzers : therefore being 
deftituteof help and pay, they made peace with the French, upon which 
twelve thoufana went home, tne reft prepared to follow the next day: but 20 
Sfortia difliked the conditions of peace, therefore with the Switzers that were 
of his guard and fome others he rals upon the French about the evening, and 
withall the Switzers fend to call back their fellows that were marching home¬ 
ward, lhewing them in what danger they werc^ upon this they return, a 
cruel encounter enfues, in which divers of the French Nobility loft their lives, 
at the firft the Switzers had the better, but in the next encounter were defeat¬ 
ed, and fo retreated to Millan , where they left for the Duke a garrifon of 1500 
in thecaftle, and then return home. Upon this defeat of the Switzers, the 
French feife upon the Dutchy of Millan, which the Emperor fought by force 
to recover the year following, but could not. In the interim,the Frcnch make %Q 
peace with the Switzers for ever, which was confirmed, an. 1521. All the 
1 5 2 I# Cantons joy ned in this league, except the Tigurins, who could never be in¬ 
duced to alient to it: for Matthew Cardinal of Sednn or Sion had diverted 
their minds from the French : Zuinglius alfo their Preacher told them, how 
bafe it was for them to be mercenary fouldicrs, and for pay to fhed innocent 
blood $ how far this was againft the mind of Chrift, and the praftife of their 
anccftors,and that this mercenary way was an expofing of their liberty to fale$ 
befides, that this new league abridged them of their power, for not they, but 
the King was to choofe his officers, andthefc to raife the fouldicrs at their 
plcafure $ again,this league was in divers things deftruftive of former leagues 5 40 
moreover they had no reafon toaffiftthc French with fouldiers, having re- 
fufed to affift Maximilian the Emperor 5 and for any benefit which by this 
league would accrue the State, they could find none, only fome private per- 
fons might be enriched by the French penfions, the love of which, and the 
wickednefle which attends upon a military life, might occafion much mifehief 
in their country, as effeminatenefs, cx)vetoufnefs,diflblutenefs,neglcttofhuf- 
bandry & good arts, idlenefs, luxury, drunkennefs, whoredoms, blafphemies, 
which are the fruits of wars, and weeds that grow in military camps 5 it was 
urged alfo, that the French afliftance could do them little good, that the re¬ 
lying upon pay and penfions was a diftruftingofGods providence, and that 50 
moft of the former leagues they had made with foraign Princes did turn to 
their prejudice, lofle of their men, and inteftine difeords. For thefe and other 
reafons the Tigurint could not be drawn into this league: But the other con¬ 
federates were of a contrary mind, affirming, that all war is not condemned in 
Scripture, for divers holy men have been fouldicrs, and have afiifted their 
friends 3 that the Helvetian fouldiery is not mercenary, feeing they arc to 
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fervc but oncKin ? and that by covenant; if the Kingenjoin ;,n unlawful war" 
it was m the Magnates power to deny h.m aid* if the caufe was doubtful the 
common fould.er was not to enquire into it; bcfide S) the Switzers CountrV i 
populous and barren, and obnoxious to many enemies haters of their libel™ 
therefore they- fhnd in need of forreign employments and afliftants * neither 
was it a rejection of divine providence to make ufe of fecundary means- their 
youth alfoby this employment (hould be trained up in military difeipline fo 
needful for defence of the Country 5 and though fome forreign leagues hive 
not proved fucccflcfu!,yet their leagues with Lewis 11 . Charles 8 . and Lewis 1 2 
10 of France, have been advantages to them. Upon thefe reafons the Cantons 
grounded their perpetual peace with France* 


' Chap. VIII. 

Of the Helvetian Confederates, till tfo year 1602. 

H Avingfpokenof the Helvetian Cantons, we will now briefly relate the 
Confederates and Allies of Switzerland : And i. of the Abbot of 
S.Gall* Callus was a Gentleman of Scotland, difciplc to Co l nm ban us the 
20 Abbot, with whom he travelled into France , and thcncc into Germany $ he 
preached the Gofpel, and converted many from Idolatry, at a place called 
T uggen near the head of the Lake of Zurich , and then at Brcge?tts at the head of 
the Lake of Conjlmcc^ nd in other places of Switzerland fixteen years: being 
invited to the Biflioprick of Conjlancc , herefufedit* recommending one of 
hisdifciplestoit, and fo he retired himfclf to an Hermitical life, *>7.630. on 
the mountains above the Lake of Conjlance , where ndw is the Town and Co¬ 
vent of S. Gall $ there with fome of h’is difciples, he built a Cell 9 and in holy 
meditations fpent his dayes^theic did his difciples remain,whofe pietv was re¬ 
warded with rich gifts from the French Kings, and Dukes or Mem an or 
3 0 Suaube : at lad the fraternity incrcafing in number and wealth, S.<?4#/Cel! 
is turned into a Monadery, eighty years after his death, Tipinns the fonof 
Charles Martel made Otbontar a Pried, the fird Abbot of S. Gall, t who with his 
brethren began to profefle the rule ofS.Benedi&.Thc wealth and power of this 
Monadery did foincreafc, that the Abbot thereof was reckoned among the 
Princes, and was of old under the prote&ion of the Emperors, who out of the 
Gentry of Snaitbe or Jlen/anofcd to fend governours ofthat Abbeys but after- 
tvard being negle&ed in the troubles between the Popes and Emperors, and 
tpiarrcls arifing between the Abbot and Appcnzel, to which the Town of 
S. Gall was joyned, and fome of the Abbots own vaflals,and therefore dood in 
40 need of fome powerful prote&or, C afpar Landenbcrg the 52. Abbot defired to 
be joyned in league with the four Helvetian Cantons of Tiguruvt oxZurich,Luctrn 
Suits^ndGlaris or Glarona: whom they chofe for thei r prote&ors and defenders 
their liberties, rights, cudomes, and poflcfiions : This power alfo is given to 
thefe Cantons, that all places in that feign iory belonging to the Abbot, foall 
give free accede to the Cantons when they plcafe, and that in all controverts 
the Abbot fhall dand to their verditt : Aobot Vbricus,Landenbcrgs fucccflour, 
ordered that each of the four Cantons in their order, fliould fend one oftheir 
Councel to day with theAbbottwo years, and to be Captain of allhisCoun- 
trv,and to be prefent at all pleadings, and that the half of allmul&s and fines 
5c fliould belong to the Switzers, likewife that all the Abbots fubjefts ftould 
adid the Cantons in their wars ^ this league was renewed by Ulricas, whefi the 
Townfmcn of S. Gall and Jppenzel had pulled down the begun Monadery 
of Kofac , who by the Cantons were foppreded , and reduced to the Abbots 
obedience, this league continues yet ^ and though the Abbot and Cantons be 
of different Religions, yet they fend according to their league a Captain to 
govern his fubjects in civil affairs, and to maintainthc Abbies rights- 
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The town of S.G all oweth her original to the Abby, and her privilce* 

sfubjetts, with whom lc 


e$ to 

:he Emperors her prote&ors, though the Abbots fubje&s, with whom u>me- 
:imes the Townfmen ufc to quarrel about their privileges and liberty whidi 
:hey were forced forfums of money to redeem of the Abbot. Afterward the 
town of S.G<i#,in imitation of Abbot Landenberg, united themfelves in league 
to fix Cantons, namely Zurich , Ber>/, Lucerne , Suitz, Tuginm or Z ug 9 and Clark. 
This league was made perpetual and confirmed by oath, ^.1454. They had 
made leagues before this time with forne of thefc Cantons,which was only foif 


fome years. 

' The Rhcti or Crifons arc antient: for before Chrift,the Tnf :ans being driven 10 
from their homes by the Gauls under the conduft of their Captain Rhetus ? 
they poflefied the Alpes, and from his name they called themfelves Rhetians } 
in the Remans time there were two Countries called Rhetia 0 the firft and 
fecond,and not onely the Alpes, but a great part of Suevia or Suaube and Ba¬ 
varia were called Rhetia 5 the firft and old Rhetia containing the fprings of 
Rhone, a great part of the Alpes, with the neighbouring valleys on both lides, 
is called now Crifons , and of old Carti : there arc three leagues of the Grifons , 
the firft is called the High-league, and it contains nineteen Commonalties, ten 
of which are loft* the fecond is called the League or Covenant of Gods houfc, 
becaufeof theBifhopof Curia or Coin who is comprehended within it, this 70 
centains nineteen Commonalties, two of which fpeak Dutch, the reft broken 
Italian $ the third is called the League of the ten Jurifdittions, bccaufe of the 
ten Commonalties in it} thefe people have divers times made leagues with 
their neighbour Switzers 5 the two former have made a perpetual league 
withfevenof the Cantons $ the third entertains conftant friendlhip, though 
notafolemn league with them : the upper League or Grifon, entred into 
a confederate wiih the feven old Cantons forever } the next year after, the 
league of Gods houfc joyned themfelves to the fame Cantons 5 thefe had long 
controveriieswiththofeof the County of Tyrol , by whom they were much 
wronged, and finding no redrefs, though the Emperour Maximilian had ap- 3 ° 
pointed firft the Bifhop of Confiance , then the Bilhop of Auspurgto arbitrate 
the biilineft, yet nothing w T as done, but wercftill put off with delayes till the 
Aufirians had put themfelves in Arms with intent to invade the Grifons un¬ 
expectedly} whereupon they fend Legats to liguram where the Switzers were 
then aflttnblcd , to have a perpetual league confirmed between them, which 
was gladly entertained by the Cantons and ratified : the next year after thi$ 
followed the Sttcvian war, in w'hich the Crifons ftoutly defended their borders 
againftthc^/// 2 r/ t /;//, w hom they oftentimes defeated by the Switzers help} 
at laft having got the better, both the Switzers and Crifons made their peace 
with Maximilian , ever after the Grifons helped the Switzers in their wars in 4 ° 
Italy, when John lames of Medicos , afterward Marquefs of Marignan , had ta¬ 
ken the Caftle of MuJJe\x^>ov\ the lake Larins or Come , and Claventie from the 
Crifons 5 the Switzers fent them aid, by which the enemy was driven out of 
their Territories : at this day the Crifons as well as the Cantons are in league 
with the French , and ferve him in his wars, but they have their Commanders 
and Regiments apart from thofc of the Switzers. 

. The Valejians are three diftintt people, inclofcd with high mountains, and 
inhabiting the valley between the fprings of Rhene and lake Lemant, thefc were 
called anciently Vibcri or jf uberi, Seauni, and Vcragri } the two former are now 
called the high Valejians, Scare divided into feven Diocefes^the Vcragri or lower 50 
Valejians arc fubjeft to the other} but the Bilhop of Sedttn or Syon is their chief 
both inChurch and Statc-afFairs,hc is called Count andGovernor of/ alak^thoy 
made their firft league with the three Cantons of Vri , Lucerne and Vnderwald 
an. 1417. when they had wars with WiUiam liaromus the Bifliop, and his father 
Guifcard whom the}' had banifhed, Ban helped the Bifhop} the other Cantons 
who were neuters, fearing left this fiding of Bern with the Valejians might 
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Vntife a quarrel between Bern and the three above-named Cantons, they ivith An>Chrifti* 
much adoc made up a peace, in which the Rirouii were refidred: after this 
war the VaUJsans made a temporary league with Kern, which in the year 1475 
was made perpetual 5 two years before this, they joyned themfclves to the 
three above-named Cantons, ann. 1533. At Frilntrg a league is concluded be¬ 
tween Bifhop ofsiin, and feven Dioceflcs of the Valetians , with feveri 

Cantons, to wit Luc erne,Vri, Suit sfVude rrvald, Ztt £, Fribtirg, and Salodor or Sa^ 
leurre, to defend the Roman Religion againft all oppofers. 

llotvil is fcated beyond Danube in Germany , on the left fide of the river 
l 0 Were: It is an Imperial Chamber or place ofiudicaturc,whither the neighbour- 
ling countries make their appeals * which if any contumacioufly do rcfift,thcy 
are liable to the Imperial Ban or profeription. The firft league tliefe of Rotvil 
made with the Switzers, was for fifteen years,under Frederick ^the third Empe- 
xoxxy, ann. 1463. which afterward they renewed upon occafions: atlaft,thc 
league is made perpetual with all the Cantons, ann . 1519. Now becaufe Rot- x ^ j 
vil is fcated far from the borders of Helvetia, fo that an Army cannot be edn- ' 
dufted to them 3 they are tied not to make any war, but upon urgent neceffity, 
and that not without the Switzers confcnt, withbut whom they are to make 
no league. . „ ^ .. ... 

20 Mtuhoufe a City in the County of Fcrrat or SajUana,\s thought to be the fame 
that Ariabinum of old 5 it was anciently an Imperial City, yet governed by 
the Bifhop of Strdsbnrg 3but in the wars between Ralph (yfHabfpurgand theBi^ 

(hop of Strasburg , Mnlhoufe was taken from the Bifhop, and his Caftle in the 
Citydemolifhed$ fince which time it hath been one of the Cities of the Em¬ 
pire: Their firft league they made \yjth the Switzers , was in the year 1464. 
for this City being infefted by the Nobility ^ to be freed of their ty ranny,they 
make a league of fifteen years with Fritwrg, Bern ^ and Salodor 3 ana by the me¬ 
diation of Bern,xhc other fcven Helvetian Cantons receive them into prote¬ 
ction. This fo incenfcd the Gentry thereabouts,that they took up arms againft 
this City 3 bur the Cantons fo aided them with garrifons within, and forces a- 

* broad, and fo ftraitly befieged tValJJ/jout a jown of Aujiria, that the Gentry 

were glad to make their peace. Then in year . 1506. the Mulhoufians were 
united to Bajtl 3 nine years after they made a league with the whole thirteen 
Cantons. 4 

Sienna, ftands pleafantly, uppn a Lake full ofFifti, and befet with Vines, 
and is under the Bifhop of Bafils jurifdiftion, but enjoys her own priviledges. 

In the year 1303. this City made league with Bern, Strasburg, Bajtl , Friburg, 
and Soluerre,\o fupprefle the highway-robbers which infefted all that country* 
three years after, they made a particular confederacy with Bem\ their third 
. 0 league was made ann. 1532. and fifteen years after they renewed it,whcfi John 

* of Vianet Bifhop of Bapl, a man of an unquiet fpirit,made war upon his neigh¬ 
bours, and being offended at this Union of Sienna with Bern, falls fuddenly 
upon the Town, and imprifoneth the B ernois that were authors of this fociety* 
but theB ernois in revenge, fall upon theBifhps Caftle in the Town, and freed 
their Citizens: then they made war upon the Bifhop and his confederates the 
Salodorians, wafting many places of his bifhoprick. 

Geneva the laft City of the AUobroges , of which Ctefar fp£aks, lieth neer the 
SwitzersupomLike Leman, at the headofft/;<w$ it hath been fubjeff often 
times to Fire 3 in the time of Heliogabalus it was burnt down : Aurelian re- 
50 paired it, and endowed it with divers priviledges, and called it by his name 
Aurelian 3 it was wafted by the barbarous Nations that made irruption into 
France : About two hundred & fcventy years ago,it was twice burned.The Bi- 
Ihoprick had great immunities, and fo had the City 3 yet they kept goodcor- 
fefpondency with the Bifhop: The Earls of Geneva were great enemies to her 
liberty, who notwithftanding were the Bifhops Vaflals, and held their Earl- 
dome froin him in FeeShe was al fo often troubled by the Earls of Savoy, fo 
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An.chrrfti. that ann. 1420. Amadeus Duke of Savoy ftrove to obtain of Pope Martin the 

'hT\^v right of fuperiority over Geneva by way < >f exchange, but jf ohn who was then 
Bifhop 5 agreed with the Citizens for himfelf and fucccflors, that the liberties 
ofCto/mithould never be exchanged or alienated $ if any {hould endeavour 
an exchange, that he be accounteda traitour. A fterward, when the Emperour 
Maximilian had made rbilbert Dukeof&rt^ and his fon in law,Lieutenant of 
the Empire in thofe parts, he and his brother Churls endeavoured upon this 
title, to fubjeft Geneva to them, pretending that the priviledges of Lieutc- 
nantfhip wae granted to the Princes of Savoj by Charls the fourth } who not- 
withftanding had taken away from Amadeus their Earl, all power over Geneva: 10 
Thefe troubles made the City enter into league with Ber/?, apd Friburg^ which 
was renewed and made more firm ann . 1536. at which time, the Duke of S.t- 
voy and Biftiop of Geneva raifed war againft the Town, for changing their Re¬ 
ligion. There hath been oftentimes intentions to confederate Geneva with the 
Cantons, which hath not yet been effefted. 

Neocomum or Hcufchaficl is in the Country of Avanches . on the Lake beaiing 
the towns name. In the war between Lems the twelfth of France and the Si rit- 
zen , Bern in behalf of all the Cantons fcifcd upon the town and the whole 
County, placing a governour there, which the other Cantons did in order, 
except thofe 01 Zurich, at hit joan Flcochbcrgia Duke Longovils widow, upon 20 
certain conditions procured tne County to be reftored to her ( for it belonged 
anciently to the Earls of Hoocbberg ) which was done in the year 1529. before 
this time it was annexed to the Cantons of Bern, Lucerne^ rihtrg, and S olicurre, 
on certain art ides,which upon th|s rendition were confirmed. At this day the 
Lords of this County arc by a peculiar league allied to Bern. 

Befides thefe confederate Towns, there be others belonging to the Helvetian 
common-wealth, which may be* called ftipendiary, becaufe they ferve the 
Switzers in their wars upon their own charges ^ thele have their own laws and 
Mngiftrates,but thfc foveraignty remains in the Cantons, whofe publique E- 
ditts they are bound to obey } ihcfe towns, anciently belonged to the Aufirian , 3 ^ 
but the Sir/ 7 zerj in their wars with Aitjiria obtained them, upon certain con¬ 
ditions , that thcyihduld enjoy under the Cantons the fame priviledges they 
had under the Aufirian $ thefe are five in number, namely IW*, Bran gar tan, 

F rauvenfelcf, Mellingcit, arid liaperfvil. 

Bada on the river Li wag is fo called from the hot bathsthere, it is therefore 
named 'fhennopohs $ this town is mentioned in Cor.Tacitus , it had anciently 
two caftlcs, the one upon a high rock, dcmolifhcd by the Switzers, the other is 
garrifoned by them 5 it had alfo Earls of old, who are now extinft, to whom 
(uccecded the Lords of Habfpurg, who joyned this and other things to the 
Houfe of Aujlria $ at laft,it fell from them totheSnv/z*rx,tn the council of Con - 4 ° 
fiance , bccaufe F rederickpf Aitjir/a maintained Pope John 22. againft the Em- 
perour and Council therefore he is excommunicate, and proscribed, S igifi 
unmet the Emperour with the Prince of Bavaria made war againft him: the 
Switzers are commanded to war againft him alfo, notwithftanding the fifty 
years peace they' had lately made with him, becaufehe was excommunicate 
and an enemy to the Church and ftate5 ifthey rcfiife to break the peace, they 
lhonld be excommunicated alfo with the Aufirian : the breach of this peace 
was alfo warranted by the Princes Lcgats at the council, and the Jurifconfults* 
l>ccaufe the Empcrours fubjetts, in all their aftions, muft except cither expref- 
ly or tacitly the Emperours Majefty and Rights. The copy of this Decree was 50 
lent them, and withall is fhewed them^hat whatever they have pawned to the 
Attjlrian heretofore, doth now belong to the Empire, and that the Emperour 
will make no peace with the Anllrian,exce pt he confirm the Helvetian peacc:to 
this war at laft they aflented 5 but withall they defired pay, bccaufe they were 
poor $ the Emperour told than his money wasfhort, but ne would beftow on 
t hem whatever goods of the At/Jlrians they pofl'efled, or (hould obtain in this 
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them that Auftiian Country beyond Mount Albits in perpetual] Fee: Upon 
this the ‘ligun ns in the year 1415. befiege Mcllinga , and the third day take 
it : thence they went to Brcngarten^ where the Cantons of S///// and Zitg 
joyned with them, to whom this Town alfo furrendred it fclf, undet the 
prote&ionof the Empire } divers other Towns the Switzers took from the 
Aufirian . Then the ligurins by the help of the other Cantons, except tern. 
befiege Bada the ftrongeft place belonging to the Aujirian , and which had 
often done them much hurt by cxcurfions ; ^after three weeks fiege, the 
Town furrcnders$ the Caftle held .out feme time after, tilt all iiccefiafies 
began to fail them: atlaft, they capitulate to, furrendcr if the Aufirian d o 
not relieve them at fuel) a time5 mean while, the Aujirian riiakesnigpcace 
with the Empcrour, and command isfent to the Switzers to disband their 
Army, but they would not give off the fiege of this Caftle till they took 
and burned it, oecaufe of the much mifehiefe they had heretofore (uffered 
by it $ the Gentry (formed at this, but could not now tell how to help ic*

both on the Council and on his wars, he ingaged Bada with.fome other 
20 Towns and Lands to them belonging, for afummeof mony to' Zurich $ Jikc* 
wifero Bern he pawned the Country of F.rgow , which they at this day doe 
folely pofieffe. The next year after, Zurich made the Cantons of tucerncfofis^ 
Vnderwald,Zug,ar\d Glaris, fharersof this Pawn or Mortgage but thofe of 
Vri at firft rcfiifcd to (hare, thinkipg it a breach of the peactj; but being bet¬ 
ter informed of the lawfulneffe thereof, grounded on the Empcrouts and 
Councils authority, were content to pay their money and (hare with the reft, 
andfodidBensalio.. j ^ • V 

Ytremgartcn one of the mortgaged towns, is feated on the rjver fotjfe, two 
German miles below Lucerne it was firft under the Empire, then it came to the 
30 Habfpttrgs, from them to the Aujirian Princes,who derive their beginning from 
them. Alcliingen another of thefe pawned Tovyns on the fame river, cne Ger¬ 
man mile below Brcmgartcn, it belonged to the Earls of Habffjirgi thefe two* 
Towns with Bada were taken by the Switzers for the Emperour: Now they 
are under the eight Cantons, who fuffer them to retain their ancient privi- 
ledges. Rapcrfvil (lands on the Lake of Zurich or ligurum y, it firft belonged to 
the Earls of Rapcrfvil, then to the Habfpwrgs $ it fell to the Switzers ann . 1458* 
Here were twofaftions, the one Aujirian the other Helvetian^ of thefe Duke 
Sigifound carried away feme prifbners to Oenipont or Inf true, which made the 
other joyn with the Switzers > but the prifbners were reftored by the Switzers 
4 ° threatningsand interceffion ; After, the Switzers war ^infiConJlance^thofe 
of Vri, Suits, Vnderwald , and Clark, obtained leave to march with their Army 
through Raperfvil , who when they came, feifed on the Town $ which by rea- 
fon of the Helvetian prevailing fa&ion there, fworc Allegiance to thofe foure 
Cantons, under whom they are yet, and enjoy -their ancient priviledges 
which they had under the Aujirian. Two years after the taking of Raperfvil, 
the feven Cantons feifed on Frawenficld , the chief City of Turgea or Turgow, 
in their war againft Sigifound of A ujlria? to this war the Cantons were inci¬ 
ted by Pope Vius or JEneas Silvius , who excommunicated Sigifmund for im- 
prifoning Cardinal Cufan, Bifhop of Brixia or BreJJe. Vito durum or H'interdur,\s 
5 ° a town in Kyburg belonging to the Canton of Zurich, it was then under the Au¬ 
ftrian -•> this town fufpeaing that the Tigurinr Would furprife them, (hut their 
Gates on the Fare-day ofS. Gall againft the Country people, and would not 
open them upon any intreaties of the Govcrnour ox Zurich : Hereupon Zurich 
forbidsall commerce with thisTown, and the Aufri,/v ftrengthens it with a 
garrifon: The ligurins with the other Cantons befiege Vitodnrum $ foat Jaft 
the Switzers obtain, ann . 1460. the Country of Turgow with the Towns of* 
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AitJCbytflu Diejfenhow on the Rhine, and Yrawenficld: this war alfo of the Cantons with 
the Akjtrutn was haftned on by two brothers, Vigil and Bernard Gradlers , who 
being opprefled by S igifmund i appealed for jufticc to the Cantons. ' 

There are alfo under the Switzers nine Bailiagcs or governments, to wit, 
the County of Bade, the free Provinces, Turgotr, Sarunetcs or Sargar/s, Kbcgujci 
or the Valley of Rbin, Lugano, Locarne,Alendrife, and the Valley of Madiey 
die laft four arc beyond thCAlpes in Italy, and fpeakItalian, the reft fpeak 
Dutch. B ada is fubjeft to the Cantons of Zurich, Luccrn, Vri, Suits, Vnderwald , 
Zug y Claris, and hern * thefe arc alfo Lords of Turgow, except Bern: the Ju¬ 
dicature of criminal caufes was taken from Frederick, of Aufiria intheicr 
Council oi Conjlance, and pawned by Sigifmund tire Einperour to the City of 
ConfiancO * but ann . 1490. Maximilian Emperour beftowed it on the Switzers* 
the free Provinces are thefe Caftles and Villages upon the left fide of the river 
Rtifs above and beneath B regmarten * thefe are called free Provinces, becaufc 
the three Villages of Mcgenberg, Richtnfer ,• and Ergow or Villa Verbigena had 
their feveral jtirifdidions and officers, as diftinft provinces, but now are made 
one. Thispartanfcfently was called the County of Rore, it is now under the 
Cantons, namely Zurich,Lucerne,Vri,Suits,Vnderwald, tug, and Claris * it was 
taken by Lucern in the war between the Helvetian and Fredericfof Aujiria * but 
the other Cantons claimed an equal (hare in the government with Lucern,1,20 
according to their ancient agreement, that all ftiould be common, whatfo- 
ever was taken in that war 2 the matter was referred to Bern, whofe verditt was 
fof the equal (haring of the jurifdi&ion by the other Cantons: The Country 
is final,therefore the govern our who comes hither fome times in the year hatn 
Bis refidence in the Abbey of Maw. Sarrtuctcs or Sargans , fo called from the 
rivet Sate hard by them* this Town and Country belonged anciently to the 
Earls of IVerdenberg, then to the Aujlrian * who fold it to the Earls of Tog, from 
Whom the Earls of Sarg.ins or Wcrdenberg redeemed it : At laft, ann. 1483. 
Cdor^ dOf erdthbcrg fold it to the feven ancient Cantons, who fend thither go- 
Vei'ntnirs by turn, under whom the Town enjoys its old priviledges. Rhegu - 30 
fei oh the Rhene, are a part of the Gnfons , they that dwell on the right fide of 
the Rhenc,2Lrc under the Aujlrian', but the inhabitants gd the left fide belong 
to the Switzers . FrederickTdgg took all this Country from the Aujlrian by the 
Emperours command, at the Council of Conjhnce . Afterward this Country 
was divers times fawned and fold, till at laft the Cantons of Znrich,Luceme , 
Suiis,Gldrk, Vri, Vnderwald , tug, having aided the Abbot of S. Gall againft A- 
penzel, obtained for their pay this countrv : afterward they admit the Abba- 
tifccllatts the ancient Lords thereof to a ware in the government, fo that now 
it is Under eight Cantons. 

Beyond the A lpes,the Cantons have four Bailiages or Governments in Italy-, 40 
the JirfVis Lugano,upon the Lake* the fecond is L ocarne, where was a ftrong 
1513. Caftlc, not inferiour to that of MiUainx, the third is Alendrijt * and the four is 
the Valley of M adiar-, Maximilian Sfortia Duke of Mi/lain beftowed thefe upon 
the Cantons, for their fervice in beating the French out of Italy , by the com¬ 
mand of Pope Julius : he beftowed alfo on the Grifons the Val-Tcltn: but three 
years after* w’hen Franck the French King had defeated the Switzers at Marig - 
nan, and driven the Duke out of M tllain, he confirmed this gift, and fo have 
the fncceeding Dukes of Miliain done: All the Cantons (end Governours 
thither* except Appcnzel, becaufe this was not then one of the Cantons, when 
the Stvitzcrs obtained this gift. Bilitonium is under the three Cantons of Vri, 50 
Suits, and Vndcmald: this town belonged to the Earls of Mi fair k^ till the 
Duke of M il/ain took it by force * but being retaken by the Earl, he fold it to 
Vri and Vnderwald * from whom the Duke recovered it by treachery: Since 
W’hich time the Switzers have had many battels for regaining this place, the 
poficfiion of which at laft they obtained, almoft eighty years after they had 
1 t * cc ’ loft it: For whileft the French and Millainois were in continuall wars, the

ToWnfmen for quietnefle fake furrcnder themfelves to the Cantons of Vri> An.Cbriftfc 
from whom the French have often attempted to recover it, but in vain, it is 
novv divided into three governments under the three Cantons; 

The Switzers have made divers leagues with their neighbours: with M Wain 
anti . 14 66. between Gal cactus and Blanca Maria his wife,and the eight Cantons} 
then between Galcacius M aria Sfortify and thofc of Vri about the Valley of Le¬ 
ft on tt a or Ltvintr : the Duke grants to^r; the civil jurifdiftion of that Valleys 
who were for this to pay the Duke a yearly tribute, four Hawks and a crols- 
Row. F&rdinand Gonzaga ann, 155a. gbvernOur of Millaik, in the name of 
j 0 Churls the fifth Emperour, renews the league with the Switzers , which was to 
continue four years: after the death of Charls the fifth, this league hath hot 
been renewed by the Kings of Spain, now Lords of Millain, with the Helvetian' 
though amity Is carefully entertained between them 5 yet Philip thefecond of 
Spain made a confederacy' with the fix Catholick Cantoris,to wit, Lucent, Vra- 
nia, Suits,Silvanid, Zug, add Friburg, for maintenance of the old Faith} this 
was confirmed at M illain y ann, 1588. the Catholicks of Appenzel were admit¬ 
ted intOthe fame fociety, ann . 1597. ' , 

Si lift*unci of Aujlria made a perpetual league with the Switzers , which was 
confirmed by the Erhperours Maximilian, Charles the fifth, and Ferdinand. 

2 0 This Sigifmiind was the fori of Frederick , who carried away Pope John from 
the council of Con (lance : he had many battles with the Switzers * by whom 
being often beat,he labours to draw aid from King Lewis of Ftrance } but he who 
had tele the Switzers valour at the council of Yitjil , would not meddle in the 
bufines : then he implores the Burgundian, to whom he mortgageth fome 
countries neet Helvetia thathe might purpofely quarrel with the Switzer*} 
but the Burgandian govemour was fo tyrannical, that S igifound was glad 
upon the earneft entreaty of his oppreflea fubje&s to redeem again the mort¬ 
gage* and to make a league, that was to be renewed every ten years with the 
Switter againft the Burgundian, whole power was too great for either of 
2 G them apart. Ann, 1474. hot onely Sigifound Of Aujlria, but alfo Renatih of Lor- 
rain> With the Bifhops of Strasburg^aji^ and divers cities, entred into confe¬ 
deracy with Helvetia againft the Burgundian: but after he was llain, Sigi found 
being childleflc, refignes his principality to M dxmiliah the Emperour*, refef- 
vihgonely to himfelfaii ahhualpehfion } this EmperOiir renews the Aitjlrian 
league with Helvetia fotr. 1511. iri which was comprehended the houfe of Bur- 
gnndy, and his Nephew ChatUs how under his tuition, with the twelve Can¬ 
tons, Apftenztl, the Abbot and Town of S. Gaik Maximilian alfopromifeth fot 
his Nephew Chdrles’, that he w'ril yearly pay to each Gantoh tWO hundred 
cfowiis as a p'refent irt Zurich } to the Abbot arid ToWri <rfS.Gal!,md to Appen- 
40 zd, to each of them ICO/ crowns,* till charts be of years that he can martage his 
Dominions himfelf, who was alfo to confirm this League, which he did, ann, 

1543. fo far as concerned the houfe of Burgundy, for Aullria was then under 
the government of his brother terdinand. 

The Dukes of Savoy did anciently entertain amity with Bern , Fribisrg y and 
Soluarc } and Charls father to Philbert made a league of twenty five years witK 
all the Cantons , ann . 151a; during which, the Duke was to pay yearly to each 
Canton at Bern two hundred crowns: about the end of this league,Duke Charls 
loft the greateft part of his Dutchie to King Francis of France } in this war Bern 
in defence of their confederats of GencvaXe ifed upon fome part of the Dutchy: 

50 the renewing of this league was interrupted by the wars of Charls 5. now pro- 
teftor of Sdwy, againft the French in Piemont } but afterward Philbert fon to 
Duke Charles being reftored to his Dominions by the French , made a perpe¬ 
tual league with fix Cantons of Lucern,Suits y Vri , Vnderrpald 9 Z#j,and Solucrre, 
and after this, the other Cantons joyixed in thisconfcderacy. - ** * • 

Of the French kings, Lewis 11. was the firft that made a league with, and 
paid to the Switzers an annual penfion : this was after he had tried their va¬ 
il u 2 lour 
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An.Chrijh Jour at Bajil, where he loft £ooo men by 1 6 oo Switzers * In hatred alfo of the 
Enrgnndian, by whom he had been lately beaten, he makes this league for ten 
years, promifing to each Canton a ftipend of 7c co Franks. Charles 8. fonne 
rothis Lewis, renewed the league an. 1483. and imployed the Switzers in his 
war againft the Duke of Britany , whom he overcame, and alfo in the Nea¬ 
politan war. Lewis 1 2 f his fucceilor made a league oftwelve years with them, 
that by their help he might again recover MiUan. This war being ended, 
Lewis refufeth to pay any more the Switzers penfion, wherefore they in anger 
make a league with Pope Julius latn.i 5 to. by this means Sfortia is repolieiied 
of MiUan, and the French beat out. Francis Falois fon-in-law to Lewis fuc- 10 
ccedcd, who beat the Switzers , and carried the Duke of Mill an prifoner into 
France * but fhortly after he made a (table league with the Cantons, confider- 
ing how conduciblc their amity was to France, and promifeth to pay yearly 
to each Canton 2000 franks, and as much to the Valejiant * to the Grijons as 
much as Lewis 12. paid them, and 2000 franks over and above5 to the Abbot 
of S.Gall and to his fubjefts, and to thofe of Toggenbnrg, 600 franks * to the 
City of S.Gall, \ 00. to Mnlhoitfe, 400. to thofe of the County of Or Her, 6 co. 
and it is agreed, that the places heretofore under the prote&ion of Ahllan 
Qiall enjoy now under France their ancient privileges: many other articles 
were concluded between them, and ratified at F rtburg, in the yeare 1516. 20 
It w as further agreed five years after, That the French king might at his 
pleafurc, when he was threatned with war, raife fix thoufand Switzers zt 
leaft* and nor above fixtecn thoufand without the Magiftrates permiflion* 
thefe levies the Cantons muft not hinder or call back, except they be 
in danger themfelves of invafion * but the French king is not to imploy 
the Switzers in any fca-fcrvice, but on the land onely* if the Switzers be 
invaded, the French king is to fiirnifh them on his own charges with two 
hundred men compleatly armed, or elfe two thoufand crowns every three 
moneths, befides twelve pecces of ordnance, and a thoufand franks yearly 
to each Canton during this league, which was to continue three yeares after 3° 
the death of King Francis : his fon Henry w ho fucceeded made a new league 
with the Switzers, on the fame articles which were agreed upon by his fa¬ 
ther* this continued five yeares after his death* in this the Switzers were 
not to aid the French in recovering their loft dominions in Italy , but were to 
help him in regaining the town and province of Bolon in Picardy : this league 
wa^ made at Salodor , an. 1 549. in which all the Cantons were included except 
the 7 igmm and Fcrnois . Laftly', Charles 9. fonne to King Henry , renewed the 
former league* fodid Henryk whopromifed to pay the Switzers for their 
1622- arrears due to them, a million of gold. The fixe Catholikc Cantons are al¬ 
lowed to continue their league with Millan and Savoy. 4 ° 
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S Tgifmnnd fon to John is declared King of Swcthland, an. 159c. He return* 
from his kingdom of Poland^ and is crowned at Vpfalu king ofS wet bland. 

Francis Malafpina Biffiop of Vrbiti and the Popes Legat, was earned to 
inaugurate the King after the Pontifician manner, hoping thereby to reduce 
the Roman religion into that kingdomc $ but he wasoppoled by the Purlin- 
10 ment, chiefly by Adam Andracan Archbifhop of Vpfalia , who told the Legat, 
that it was againft the cuftome and lawes of that kingdom, for any except the 
Archbifhop of Vpfalia to fet the Crown on the Kings head, befides (faith he) 
the King muft fwear to maintain the Auguftine Confeffion exhibited to charls 
5. fixty four years ago, and no other Religion in that kingdom but that w hich 
was eftablifticd by Gnjlavus and John 3. the Kings late predeceflorSj in the 
Parliament of Vpfalia. The King perceiving that all the Affembiy Tided with 
Adam^ he was content to receive his inauguration from him } his Coronation- 
oath was given him by the Chancellor of SwethUnd , by which he promifeth to 
maintain juftice and truth, to fupprefle vice, to govern the kingdom^ with 
20 F.Charles and the Swedifh parliament, to admit no ftrangers into his counfels 
or chief offices of his kingdom} that he will lay no taxes on his people except 
he be thereto neceffitated by wars, or the marriages of his children, or repa¬ 
ration of decayed caftlcs} that he will maintain the priviledges of the Nobi¬ 
lity, Clergy and people,and their peace and welfare. Then in the Parliament 
(bme lawes were ena&ed for governing of the kingdom in the Kings abfence, 
who the next Jtwe after returned to Tbtand. But within few vears after, in the x ? g g. 
Parliament held at Stockholm he wasdepofed by the States of SwethUnd } and ' 

the next year 1600. in the Parliament at Lincophen^ he with his children and 
pofterity are totally excluded from the kingdom of Sweden , becaufc contrary 
2 0 to the will and admonition of his Grandfather he fell off from the Proteftant 
to the Roman religion, and invaded Sweden his native foile with an army of 
ftrangers, to the great danger of undoing his Uncle Charles , the Nobility, 

Clergy 3 and whole Kingdome, which is grieved for that his Majefty hath In 
this violated his promifesandCororiatiori-oarh, for which caufe they were 
forced to renounce all fealty and allegiance to him: yet in regard of their 
love to him, they are content that his fon fhallfit upon his throne, if To be his 
Majefty will refolve within fix moncths to fend him hither to be inftru&cd in 
the Proteftant faith, under D.Charles his Majefties uncle, and the other Peers 
of Swethland 5 but if the King refufe to perform this within the prefixed time, 

. 0 they muft difinherit him and his pofterity; therefore they befccch his Ma¬ 
jefty not to flight the humble petition of his Kingdom, nor welfare of his 
pofterity. t 

The fix moneths prefixed for the Kings refolution being paft, and no an- 
fwer from him, a Parliament is called, in which Duke Charles is defired to un¬ 
dertake the kingdom, which herefufed, till the other fix morteths were ex¬ 
pired, in which the young Prince was to be Tent to be inftrufted in the new 
religion and laws of the kingdome, that when he fhould attain the full age of 
24 years, he might be crowned^nd not before. In the mean time they defire 
Duke Charls to manage the State-affairs during the Princes minority, whether 
50 he come or not 5 and withall they are rcfolved^if D.Charls die before this time, 
to choofe three eminent men to govern the State, and to breed the young 
Princes in the Proteftant faith } it isalfoenafted, that if Sigtfmunds fon fuc- 
ceedsto the crown, he (hall provide an honorable maintenance for his Uncle 
Duk cjohn , in his Dutchy of Oftrogoth , and that he (hall permit D.Gnftavvf 
Adolphus fon to D. Charles to inherit without moleftation his fathers Duke- 
dome in as ample manner as his father poflefled it} it is likewife ordered, that 
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An.cbrijii. if the King fuifcrs himfclf to be dethroned, that Duke Charles (hall fucceed} 
and if he die before any of the young Princes be tit for government, he (hall 
be govemonr whom Duke Charles (hall name in his kill will and tcliamcnt} 
but if he neglect to name any, then the State will chufctwoor three faithful 
governours, till the young Princes defeended of Prince John , or of Duke 
1 Gujlivus Adolphus (hall be of years, it being in the power of the State to chufe 
which of them they (hall think fitted for government. In the meanwhile, 
bccaufc King SigrJ/unnd had falfified his oath, departed twice out of the 
Kingdome without leave, lent Armies of aliens againft his native Country, 
and hath refuted to give anyanfwerto their petition, therefore they dif- 10 
inherit him and his poftcrity } they alfo order that Prince John lball have for 
his maintenance the Dutchy in 0 thro goth , which once was poilefled by Duke 
Magnus, except fuch Territories as belong to Duke Charles by patent, indead , 
of which Duke JohnfhaW have other lands of the fame value, fo that Duke 
John lhall content himfelf with thefc, expe&ing nothing clfein this King- 
dome, except what he can claim by right of inheritance : It is alfo ordered 
that the Duke (hall entertain none that goeth about to fow difeord between 
the Regal and Ducal families, but fuch only asftudy the peace and welfare of 
both families fo nearly linked in blood} withall they humbly befeech Duke 
Charles for the pi efent to accept of the Crown, as being moft worthy th*%>f 20 
by reafon of his many good olficcs he hath done to this Kingdome, efpecially 
in promoting the Proceftant faith againft: all oppofition, to the hazard of his 
life and eflate} and this they make known by their Legats to foreign Princes, 
that Duke Charles ufed not any 1 niftrous means to attain this Crown, but was 
again and again urged and preiled bv the joynt importunity of Peers and 
people to accept the fame, and therefore they refolvc to admit of none other 
for their King, but Duke Charles , to whom they fwcar allegiance, and refolve 
to give him all the rights and honours belonging to the Crown of Sweden, 
though he (liould refufe the ceremony of Coronation : They alfo enatt, 
that after the dc?ath of Duke Charles , his fonne Gujtavus Adolphus (hall 3 ° 
fuccecd to the Crown , and afrer him his lawful heirs male fucceffively } but 
if Duke Charles' his heirs, male fhould fail, then Duke John and his heirs 
(hall luccced (b long as that line lhall remain 5 which John and his fucccfiours 
(hall fvvear never to make any league or vinion with King Stgifmund, or 
his heirs, tending to their obtaining any .foot again in the government of ' 
this Kingdome : John aUbmuft take heed that he never go about to pro¬ 
mote Papacie, except he with his whole progeny will loft* their intcreft for 
ever in this Kingdome : They alfo ad vile Duke Charles , that during his 
fonnes minority, he would nominate a faithful and prudent Govcmour 
and Tutor, who after his death might wifely admin ifter the Kingdome, till 4 ° 
his fonne attain the age of four and twenty, and that this govcTnour (hall be a 
Swede, and no alien. , 'j? 

After the States had fworn fealty and allegiance to Duke Charles the fon of 
Cstjiavui Duke of Sluder man, Kerjcsa , and Hcrv/eland^ he undertook the go¬ 
vernment of the Kingdome, but without the name or title of King, and (b 
continued till the year 1607. when by the joynt confent of the States, he was 
crowned King of Sweden , to whom, and to his (on Gujlavus after him, andto 
his fncceilours the inheritance of the Crown is confirmed by a folemn oath of 
Parliament. He had before this taken from the Folonian a greatpart of Livo? 
n;a. Upon his fecond fon Duke Charles rhtlip they confer his fathers Dutchy 50 
of S udernun, Ncricta and IVcrmeland , with other fpiritual and fecular juris¬ 
dictions poflefled by Duke Charles his father , before he attained- the Crown } 
Duke John (hall .inherit the Dutchy of Duke Magnus : If Duke Gnjiavus 
Adolph:*s dye without ifliic male , then his brother Duke Charles Philip , and 
the males of his body lawfully begotten, (hall fuccecd to the Crown } if thefc 
fail, then Duke John and his heirs male lhall inherit the Kingdome} in default 
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of thcfc, he (hall fucceed that is next to them in blood : but if the whole An.chrifth 
Guftavian mafculine race fail, then the females fhall poftefle the Crown iii as 
ample manner as the males - 7 and it lliall be lawful for them to chufe their own 
husbands, fo that they are not Papifts, nor enemies to the State,nor ftrangers* 
but of fome Noble family of Sweden, or foihe Germak Prince defetnded from 
Gujtavus,ot the Augstjlan faith * if the Queen (hall do btherwife,fhc mud look 
tobe dethroned : they promife alfo to provide honourable maintenance for. 
the other Royal or Ducal daughter's , who mud not marry without confent of 
Parliament * neither mud any of the Kings or Dukes fonstaketo themfelvfcs 
j 0 wives of another Religion, or marry of their own head, without acquainting 
the States, and if any (hall perfvvadc or counftl them to doOthcrwifej or 
to change his Religion , he (hall be guilty of High-treafon* andwhofoever 
refofes to imbrace the Augujlan confeffion, (hall forfeit liis edate to the next; 
of blood, and (hall be banidied the Kingdome : It is alfo cnatted, that none o£ 
the Blood-royal of Sweden (hall inherit this Crown, if he accepts of any for- 
reign Kingdome, except he make his perpetual refidence in the Kingdome of 
Sweden'^ feeing Sigifmunds accepting of the Kingdome of Polarfd • and residing 
out of this his native Kingdome, hathoccafioncdfo much mifehief, as hath 
almod ruined it. 

The Kingdome being edablifhed in King Charles and his heirS, he reigned i 6 I to* 
four years, in which time he had war with the Danes * in this he fell into 2 
difeafe which killed him, the 6 1. year of his life* he left behinde him two fons, 

Gtftavus Adolphus, and Carolus Vhihppus 7 W\xh one daughters he had wars \Vith 
the Polonian in Livonia , where he Was defeated : He had better fucccfs before 
he was King, when he killed two thoufand of Sigifmunds Army, feifed on his 
camp and money, andcaufcd him to deliver up the Chancellour, and other 
incendiaries to punilhment : nor was he fuccefllfol in his wars againft the 
Danes , for chrftianus 9. of Denmark having fent a Herauld to Charles fot 
reftoringof the Danilh (hips he took, wasflighted, and noanfwcratall re- 
turned s whereupon the Dane befiegeth Calmaria a ftrong Town in Swethland, 
and at laft takes it by (form, in which men women and children were put to 
the fwordby the inraged fouldiers though the Town was taken, yet the 
Caftle held out. In the interim the Swedes took Chrijlianopolis from the Danes 
byaftratagem : • for this Town had fent letters to the King for fome Auxili¬ 
aries 5 thefe letters being intercepted by the Swede , a garrifon is fent with 
Danilh colours lately taken* fotheTownis furprifed, burnt, and tnoft of the 
Inhabitants (lain * the Dane takes divers (hips from the&w 4 e, aiid beats him 
again out of Calmaria , after he had retaken it : upon this the govern our of 
the Caftle furrenders that alfo to the Dane , Where were a hunefted and eight 
braffe Guns,and fix war-fhips, with all their furniture* divers other Caftles alfo 
furrendred to the Dane , which fo incenfed Charles th.vt he fends a challenge 
to Chrifiianus fora duel, which was rejetted and laughed at by the Dane , 
wherefore King Charles with grief and age fell fick and died the next moneth* 
about the end of that year moft of the Swedifh (hips were taken by the 
Danes at Elsburg , the other Key as it Were of Sweden , and five-months after 
the Caftle is furrendred. 

To Charles fucceeded his fon Gujtavus Add)pi jus , he was crowned at four j 5 
and twenty years of age * three years after he married with Mary Eleonor fiftcr ' 

to George William Elettor of Brandenburg , (he bare him a daughter thrift iana by 
50 name, who died the fame year (be was bom m* then (he bare him another 
daughter called alfo Chrftiana , who now reigns, (he was declared heir to the 
Crown in the Diet at Stockholm * for Duke Charles Philip hef editary Prince of 162 7 « 
Swct bland, and Duke of Suderman, died childlcfle in Livonia. The Danes ha¬ 
ving taken Calmaria and Elsburg, the two chief Forts of Sweden upon the 
Baltic, and Hefperian fca, divers cruel battels being alfo fought 7 and the 
plague raging among them , a peace is concluded, in which the Swede was to 

. . leave 
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Ari'Chrijlr* have off the titleanci claim he had to Lapponias he was alfo by Articles to pay to 
the Dane towards the charges of this.war 12 Tuns of gold, till which be paid 
1020. Fjjfarg (hall be ] e f t j n pawn. ‘GuJIovhs after divers hot difputes with his uncle 
of Poland ^whom many times he ioilcd,at laft made an honourable Truce for fix 
years y he took in Ncrvburg and Strasburg^ being aided by Leather-guns, inven¬ 
ted then by one Flias Tripur y the Polander recovered again Newburgh who laid 
fiege alfoto Strasburg , but was beaten off by Oxenjiern the Chancellory from 
Aleva he was driven back by the King of Swede, notwithftanding the Polan* 
der was affifted by the Imperial forces, therefore he was forced to make peace 
with Gttjiavur, wno reftored to him Strausburg , Dirfavi and Fraeberg ,, but re- 10 
tained what he took in Livonia and Borttjfia, fome Towns were fequeftred 
into the hands of Brandenburgs the two Kings prom ife mutual affiftancc to 
each other againft any third party that lhall make war upon either of 
them. f . ^ 

Gujlavns being angry that the Emperour Ferdinand 2. had fent aid to the 
Polander againft him in Borttjpa , and had reje&ed his Amballadours at the 
Treaty of Lubec y he complains by his Legat to General IValjlctn^ of the Army 
lent againft him under Arnheim : IValjlem anfwcrs the King fcorn fully,that be- 
caufc Ctfir had fo many Armies,he was forced for want of other employment 
to fend this to his frieno the King of Poland againft the Swedcy befides GuJUvur 7Q 
was earneftly invired by thebanifhed Princes of Germany , and chiefly by the 
Proteftants who daily complained of the wrongs they fuffcicd, to come to 
their affiftancc y he was alfo jealous of fomc plots intended againft his King- 
dome, when Duke Albert of Fridland , in the Emperours right, arrogated to 
himfelf the title of High-admiral of the Ocean and Baltick leas, which title 
never any Emperour had before ufurpedy the pyracies alfo cxercifed upon the 
Swedifh fhips did much afflift and grieve him, therefore he complains to the 
Imperial Elcfrors ( who in right ot the Empire were to take notice of the 
differences between Princcs)but when he fawno redrefle, nor hopes of peaces 
he fends abroad his Declaiations, that all might take notice how he was ne- 
celfi tated to take Arms y therefore having prepared a Navy, he enters the 
1 6 3 °. jfl e 0 p n U gj a on Midfummer-day,where as foon as he came on fhore,he fell on 
his knees, giving thanks to God for fo happy a beginning of his expedition, 
praying for a happy furoefle in his counfels and actions y and then prefcntly he 
falls upon If'olgtjt) which he took, having driven thence the Imperialiftsy they 
who were in Can/tnum and JuUnum , fet fire on their Towns, and went their 
way; then he makes St el mum the other Metropolis of Pomerania to fide with 
him, (hewing that he meant not to withdraw Pomerania from the Empire, or 
to bring it under the Scepter of Sweden, but rather to defend it againft un¬ 
juft violence and tyranny y upon this Duke Bogijlans enters into a league . 0 
with him r this Country at that time was in a woful condition, being worfe^ 
ufcd by the fouldiers that quartered amongft them, then by an open enemy. 
Stargand was feifed upon by the Swedes in the night, who drove thence the 
Gefarians. Pafevalcttm being exhaufted with contributions, and robbed of all 
hci prime men, receives gladly two rroopsof Swedifh horfc or Dragoons $ 
upon this Gotztut fends thither fuch a multitude of Imperial fouldiers, that 
the unarmed and fearful Town was not able to refift, and fo the Swedes faved 
thcmfclves by flight, the Townfmen were maflacred, the women abufed,their 
wealth plundered, and the Town with the Churches, nqtwithftanding the 
intreaties of the Clergy, were confumed to afhes y this was in 'September: the 50 
'July before ,Pccttnum received the fame mcafure from the Imperialifts, though 
itwas not tainted with rebellion. 

About this time a Diet is called at Rat i shone s the Proteftant Eleftors of 
Saxony and Brandenburg refufe to be there in perfon, but fend their Ambafla- 
doursy the Popes Legats were there, by whom the league is renewed y and it is 
ordered that a great Army lhall be raifedto force the Princes to make 
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rcftitution of the Church-goods; the Emperor by his Edi& complaining of An.chrifti • 
the wrongs done him by the swede , whom he never offended , in making an v ^ r Vv. 
hoftile invafion upon Germany , threatneth profeription of all thofe who (hall 
any wayesaffifthim; he commands alfo that all (hall be leady with men; 
money and provifion dgainft the Swedes : The King on the other fide proteHs; 
that he defires nothing more then the peace of theClvurch,and that the Empe¬ 
ror would admit a Treaty to that purpofe;but in the meau while he profeeutes 
the war, for he takes in the Caftle of fVolgaJleti , and by that means got a great 
part of Vomxranra to fide with him 5 then he fells upon divers other places 
10 which made refinance, as Tratfnnd y Barth , and the Caftle of Damgart 9 which he 
tookbyftorm, and put theGarrifon to the fword; upon this RabbenitTM a 
Town in the Dutchyof A/egapobs on the confines of Pomerania, opened her 
gates to him : then the King by his Edidwifheth the Megapolitans to forfeke 
the Fridlanders 9 and to receive again their lawful Dukes Adolphus Frederic^ 
and John Albert , unjuftly driven out, otherwayes he will proceed againft them 
as Rebels with fire ana fword ; this his demand being grounded on Juftico, 
Confanguinity and Religion : The fame Edift he fends to Rojloch three 
miles off, but there he was prevented by a thoufand Imperial horfe, who de¬ 
filing leave to pafle through* the City ftaid there, and feifed on it for the Duke 
20 of badland , and fumilhed it with all kinde of provifion $ but Francis Charles 
Duke of Lavcnberg , having rnifed feme forces about Albis^ took in Bonfciibnr& 

IVinJben: and other places for the Sweden but the fudden Comming of Remacrus 
Colonel of a thoufand Imperial ife, made him retreat to Racebitrg , where be¬ 
ing denied entrance into the Caftle, is taken prifoner by Count Pappenheim 9 
who purfued him with fome troops. Colberg mean while, a Sea-port in Tome- 
rania, is befieged by the Swedes ; 7 orq tut us General of the Cseferian forces iri 
thofe parts did what he could to raife the fiege, which continued all that bit¬ 
ter Winter till the end of February , during which time there was great exe¬ 
cution on both fides, but at laft the King took it by Gnjtavus Horn , iind put to 
30 flight the Impcrialifts: iri the interim the Diocefle of Magdeburg which Chri - 
Jlian JF/Zk*>//governour thereof had recovered, is again invaded by the Im- 
ptrialifts, who with their multitudes over-ran many places thereabouts, and at 
length laid fiege to Magdeburg Metropolis of Saxony ; thither the King fent 
7 heodoricus Falkcnberg to affift the governour; all the provifion and Arms 
that were in Alensleb lately taken, were tranfported to Magdeburg ; but 
being befieged by rappenhem , he is forced to give up the Town, who 
with his fouldiers fwear never to bear Arms thenceforth againft the Em¬ 
peror. 

Theruincof this City was prefaged by the fell of one of the Towers of 
40 S. Katharines Church, and (hortly after, Novem.26. by the overthrow of the 
other Tower caufed by a-jviolent wind; about the fame time the Tower of 
S. Johns Church fell, and with its weight beat down the roof of the Church; 
the feme mine befel the Churches of S.Ann, Gertrudis 9 and Sudenburg ; the 
afebed Gallery or Cloyfter from the Biftiops Palacfe to the Cathedral Church 
fell do>vn at tne feme time;' five Wind-mils, and fix Water-mils were over¬ 
thrown by the winds 5 befides great hurt done to divers houfes:Thus God doth 
ufeto ftiew his fword before he ftrikes, that he maywexcite us to repentance, 
prepare us with patience, or make us inexcufeble if we flight his warnings. 

Germany at this time was in a fad condition, being torn in peeces by fo 
5 ° many Armies. About the end of this year, the King of Swede had twelve \ 6 ^ 6 * 
thoufand horfe,and four and thirty thoufand foot, his Army then confifted of 
Germans, Swedes^ Finlanders ,' beliaes three Troops of Laplanders who iri the 
midftof Winter came to him iri skinsj theft were all Archers; the Emperors 
Armies were fer more numerous, but lefferdifciplined, and more rapacious.' 

George Elcttor of Erandeburg 9 being prefled on the one fide by the Emperor; 
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, on the other by the King who married his fitter, within his Provinces mo- 
Jetted by thceves and robbers, without affrighted with the Northern guefts 
who fought to quarter with him 5 to favehis Country from ruine,he com¬ 
mands his fubjefts to be in Arms, and to feife upon all lvigh-way men, 
though in fouldiers apparrel. On Chriftmafte-day the fame year, the King 
takes by, ftorm Gnjjenhage of Pomerania , fo that this Country is now cleared 
from the Imperialifts, who were all killed or fled, and forced to leave their 
plunderings bchindc them : the King upon this giveth folemne thanks to 
God at Stetin , andcaufeth his Army in their camp to do the like, to whom 
he preferibed certain forms of prayer, all praifing God for this former years i<p 
fuccefle. ■* . 

About the beginning of the next year, Lewis 13. of France fends Hercules 
tie Chary act Amballador, to take up the difference between the Kings of 
Poland and Swede , and to make a league of five years between France and 
Swethland , for defence of the Ocean and Ealuck-feas, for rettitution of the 
afllifted and banifhed Princes of Germany , and for dcmolifhing the Forts 
which have been built among the Grifons fincethe beginning of this German 
war* for this end the Swede (hall maintain thirty thoufand foot, and fix 
thoufand horfe, towards the charges of which the French will pay him 
yearly forty thoufand Imperials* that levies of men fhall be permitted in 20 
cither Kingdomc, and that the Religion in Germany lhall be exercifed as 
hitherto it>w;is by the Imperial Edifts* King Charles alfo of Britain fends 
fomc Forces under the conduct of MarquelTe Hamilton into Pomerania ; 
About this time the charge of the Imperial Army is taken from Albert 
Duke of Fridlantl , becaufe the Catholick Princes aid fufpeft him, and is 
conferred upon Count Filly ^ who ismadeGcneralifiimo of all, both Caefa- 
rian and confederate Armies* he presently views the Armies, reforms the 
Military difcipline now grown loole, buyes up all kinde of provifion, and 
furnifheth fuch places as he found weak with Men and Arms : the King 
fends feme Regiments to Gujiavus Horne for taking in of Landsberg ,3 3 
hee marcheth himfclf with fixteen thoufand to Demmin , and in his way 
takes upon fqrrcnder New-Brandenburg , withfome Cattles : Trcptovia is for- 
faken by the Imperialifts : Malcbtn is furrendred to the Swedes. About the 
inidft or February , Demmin is befieged, feated in the confines of Afcrchlenberg$ 
fo \s Colberg \\\ Pousa\mia , and Lands berg in Alerchia , all three at the fame 
time by the Kings Forces : Demmin not being able to hold our, is furrendred 
by the Governour \vith,the Cattle, where was good ftore of ordnance 
and viftuals* the Governour with the Garrifon is permitted to march 
whither they will. About the end of February , Colberg yeeldcth , the Go- 
vemour with nine companies of foot, and fix of horfe, have leave to 4 ° 
inarch away, but without their colours, to Landsbcrgs, in Colberg was great 
ttore of Ammunition, but no viftuals, fo that the Garrifon was forced 
by famine to yecld 5 five dayes after the furrender, fome Forces were com- 
niingwith provifion to relieve the Towne, thefe narrowly efcaped from 
Ixing taken by the Swedes : Ldndsberg held out the fiege till the end of 
April. A ttrange thing fell out at Kojtoch * for one Vap»eier a Townfman killed 
/ Dlz.field the Govcrnoufcwith a blow of an axe in the neck, affirming he was 
induced thereto by an Angel* neither would he acknowledge any fault he had 
done in this, though he was tortured with divers torments to death. 

Count titty > to retaliate thefe lottes, takes New-Bran deburg by florin, 50 
and nuts. the Garrifon to the fword* he takes kniphus the Governour 
with his wife and daughters prifoners* in the very Church was the Conful 
with the Townfmen murthered, nine Colours were takentheTown expo- 
led to pi under , and then forfaken * he loft in this iiege and ftorm about two 
thoufand of his men : thence 7 illy returnes to Magdeburg , becaufe hee 
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could not fet upon the King being intrenched} in his march He loft fomeof his An.Cbr(j}i* 
men by theSwedifti horfe, which took LicbemvAd and Ncrc-Brancltburg dif- 
armed by the TiIlians } the Magde burgers in Tilly r abfcncc had made feme ex- 
curfions, and fumiftied their City with Arms and Vid'uals 5 but whim he re-^ 
turned about the end of March , they were quickly driven out of their works 
which they had made without the Town, therefore finding they were not 
ftrong enough to oppofe Tillys forces, they fet fire on Sudenburg , arid 
the new City, which were their Suburbs} mean while the S wed ifti King be- 
fiegeth Francofurt upon the river Viadrus, whofe Suburbs alfo the Garrifori 
10 burned down, but the King unexpc&edly taketh the City by force upon 
Palmfunday, where he found much provifion and wealth, two thoufand 1 m- 
perialifts were here killed, and eight hundred taken prifoners, Scaumburg y 
Ticjf'enhacb , and Monti cacitlus the chief Commanders, with the Common foul- 
diers fled} the City was fo miferably plundered, that the enemy was 
forry to fee it, who with much ado made the fouldiers give off} feventeeh 
dayes after, Landsberg is furrendred to the King, five and twenty companies 
of foot, and twelve of horfe, went out with their colours flying r Si/ejia i? 
now laid open to the Swcdifli fouldiery} Old-Brandeburg about the end of . 

April is forfaken by the 77 Ilians^ the Eleftor of Brandcburg is fummoned by the 
ao King to deliver up the two chief holds of his Elc&orate Gujlrinum an <4 
SpandavU to the Sircde , who promifeth to reftore them asfoon as he fhall 
raife the fiege from Magdeburg } to this the Elcttor would not aflent till he faw 
Berlin uni befieged, and then he was content to give up Spanel avia , where the v 
Garrifon took the oath of Allegiance to both Princes, the Elettorof Saxony ' 

John George is defired by the King to let him have free paflage through his 
Country, and to joyn his forces with him in raifing the fiege from Magdeburg^ 
the Ele&or would yeeld to neith demand, fearing to make his Country the 
feat of warre, which hitherto had been quiet, nor did he think it either 
fafe or warrantable to maintain the Magdeburgerf againft the Emperor, 

30 though they complained of the wrongs offered them by Ctfar, notwithftand- 
ingthey (Hewed all obedience to him} therefore now they were in hope to 
be aflifted by their own Prince, and the Sivedifti victorious Army, but their 
fecurity deceived them, forwhilft the King was doubting whether hb might 
fafely relieve the Magdeburgers or not, Count Vappenhent comes with more 
forces to the fiege} if the Town had forefecn this, they would have 
ftrengthened their Garrifoii with more men, for now they had not above 
two thoufand foot that were found, and two hundred and fifty horfe, 
yet they made divers fallies out of the Town, even three in one day, to the 
lofleof the befiegers : Tidy fummons them to furrender, orelfethey fhould 
40 look for no mercy} their anfwer was, that they would fubmit if fo be they 
* could have liberty to fend to the Electors and confederate Cities for their 
advice herein} mean while the Imperialifts draw nearer with their works 
totheCity, and prepare to ftorm, at the firft theTowftfmenand Garrifon 
ftoutlybeat them off, but their power failing them, they could make no 
ufc of their great Guns: theCaffarians on the tenth of May , the fatal day of 
that City, perceiving the works towards the new Town, low, and the watch 
afleep, who did not think the enemy would haveftormed fo great a Town, 
that day,being already paft feven of the clock, refolvc to fall firft on there} 
then was the Bifhop with Falkgnberg and the Senate in the Councel-houfc, 

5 ° conferring about fending of a Trumpeter toTir/^, who proffered to fave 
the Town, and procure their pardon, if they would deliver up their Biftiop 
and Miniftersto him, and receive thirty I^oman Catholick Doctors, pay a 
hundred thoufand Dollers, and admit a garrifon} but this was rejefted, where¬ 
upon Tdppcnbem with his forces fells upon that part of the works which was 
weakeft} his word was Jefus Maria. 9 their mark or badge a white-ribbon 
^bout the arm} in the very firft Encounter, Falketiberg who came to make 
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the City is loft b theGarrifon andTownfmcn fought ftoutly fo long as they 
were able, till the Caefarians to quiet them fet the City on fire, which proved 
as prejudicial to the befiegers, who thereby loft their plunder, as to the 
Townfmen who loft their habitations^ for the fire was fo violent by reafon of 
the wind, that this great and ftately City was in the fpace of four and twenty 
hours burnt down to the ground,in which fixParilh Churches were confumed 
in the fame fire, all the Churches, ftreetsand htgh-wayes werecovered with 
dead bodies, in the Cathedral of S. Catherine were found three and fifty mur- 
thered, the Governour being wounded in his head and thigh is carried away jq 
prifoner, withmoftof the chief men and Minifters} the barbarous fouldier 
fpares neither fex nor age, abufing even young girles to death 5 yet the High- 
church, and the Monaftery of S. Mary were faved from the fire, and fo were 
139. houfes, but all the inhabitants were either (lain or taken, the number of 
the flain is not certain, but it is reported that two and twenty thoufand were 
flung into the river Allis which flows by the City 5 fix hundred Townfmen 
were chained, though they were able to ran fome t hem fclves$ fome made an 
efcape by a fudden fire in the enemies camp, a great many being ftript of all 
were forced to beg, moftof the Minifters were preferved and provided for 
by their Fellow-proteftants } the deftru&ion of this City ( which had now 
flood, and been a Metropolitan about feven hundred years fine tOtho the 
firft, who fenced, adorned, and honoured it with this dighity ) was prefaced 
by a Throne fet in Cajjiop£a y by founds in the air like tne diicharging 
of Ordnance, by ftrange obfeurity in the air, by the fall of divers Towers $ 
and by a monftrous birth which was taken out of the dead mother, 
the childs head was covered with a peece of flefh like a helmet which 
could be eafily taken off, he was cloathed with a skin like a fouldiers 
Jacquet, with round kernels like bullets in it, he had alfo boots on his legs:. 
Goa by this would let us fee, that as the birth of this Monfter was the death of 
the mother, fo that Town or Country which breeds armed fouldiers within 
* them, are at laft deftroyed by them. 6 


Chap. X. 

The profecutionof the Swcdifh Hijlory under Guftavus, from 1631. tiU the 
widjl of 1633. 

T He fame day that Magdeburg was buried in her own afhcs,the Cxfarians 
burnt down the bridge of Dejjavia , with the Fort joyningto it, to 
hinder the Swedes paflage that way, who were much perplexed for the . 
eftate of that City which they negle&ea to relieve, the King being bufie upon 
a Treaty with the two Ele&ors of Saxony and Brandenburg, whofe confede¬ 
rate he defireds a great part of his Army took up their quarters about Crofna 
and GlogoDe in Silejia: GuJLtvus Horn was railing new forces in Marchia , there¬ 
fore Spandavta is again demanded by the King, Cujirinum is delivered up to 
him 5 upon Marchia is laid a monthly taxeof thirty Dollers towards the 
charges of the war. In Renews was brought to the King that ohryphiswald N 
which he meant to take in, was already fubdued by the Stvediflj horfe who 
were riding up and down the Country, about the Town, for fodder: rerujius 50 
the governour,Knight of the Golden-fleece, hearing fome Mulquets (hot off, 
runs out to kflow what the matter w as, and was fuddenly killed with a Muf- 
cjuet bullet, not thinking he had been fo near the enemy, upon this the Town 
isprefentlybefiegedby the Swedes^ who fend a fummons to the Townfmen 
andGarrifon tolurrerider 5 the Souldiers within, though they had loft their 
Captain, yet venture to fally out upon the enemy, but are beat back again 
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into the Town, who defpairing ofany fuccour, rcfolvc to prefevve theinfelveH Jn.Cbrifti 

therefore Jttnc 1 6 . they deliver up the Town tothe Swedes, who found in it 
great ftore of military provifiou. So now the Imperialifts are quite driven out 
of Power ania. 


This Country being now fecured j the Swedes march into 'Marchia, where 
they feife upon Verbena, a place fit for their encamping , and for allYortsof 
provifion. The Imperialifts under Gotzsus invade the Town Cotbu* in the 
dark which they take and plunder. lilly s^Army quarters at Mansfield\ and 
plunders the neighbour country of 7 huringia. The Ele&or of Saxony cals a 
lo Diet at Lipfick , of both the Saxon xe^MarchiajHajfiafFranconi ifit Suevia, where- 
in was propofed, what was the beft and next expedient for reftoring peace into 
Germany: There were prefen t the Legats of the two Dukes of Me gap oik, A- 
dolphus Frederick and John Albertus, whom CtJ'ar had driven out of their an^ 
cient poflcffions > thefe raifed an Army, and being aflifted by the Swedes, tc- 
folve to retake their poflcffions again. Albert took in Sevcrbi, Adolphus Frcde - 
nckfritzovium a Bifhops feat being forfaken by the Wallenfienians who as they 
were going to Rofloch with their booty, were ftript of all. The King hitiifelf 
did accompany the two Dukes his kinfmen, in great (late to Gufirevta, where 
he gave them pofleflion of their ancient inheritance: thence he marcheth td 
20 Magdenberg^nd by the way feifethon Tangermund $ then he pitches his Camp 
ncer Verben, and gives charge to fome Commanders to take in Haver berg , and 
refolves to be revenged for the lofle ofM agdenberg, with all the ftrength he 
hath 5 in the mean time. Queen Maria Blenor ariives at Volgajl with fome 
young fouldiers out ofSwcthland > Marquette Hambleton . an d Alexander Lcjly 
Dring eight hundred Scots and Englifh into Pomerania. At Lipfick it is ordered 
that the Imperial Army,which made but a prey of Germany, (hould not be ad¬ 
mitted within any of their Towns, Cattles, or Towers $ and withall, they rc- 
folve not to part with any of the Church-lands now in pofleflion of the Evan¬ 
gelical Princes, becaufe the Pope claimed them not by way of juftce and law* 
3 ° but by violence and the fword $ befides, it was a bufinefle to be decided in a 
full Diet of Princes, and not by the Emperour alone, therefore, William La nt- 
. grave of Hajjia raifeth an forces for the defence of his borders .* to hinder this 
levy, Tilly haftneth to Frford , which he fo affrighted, that the town prefently 
openeth the gates to him ^ then he draws ncerer to the borders of Cat tie to h in- 
der the railing of the HaJJians-■> but rappenhem 9 whod\d yet remain about Mag¬ 
deburg, got him to divert his army elfewhere, for the King had marched over 
old Marchia, where he took divers Towns, and was come to Vl'olmarfiadto 
feife upon the ftrengths of M agdenburg, but that he was kept off by a greater 
, power. 

4 ° 'TiUy perceiving there was no other way but with his whole Army to fall up¬ 
on the King, fends a part of his Horfe before, he follows after with the body of 
his Army 5 Guftavus having intelligence of his march, and not being ableto 
encounter with fo vaft pn Army, intends to weaken fome part of it * therefore 
he fends Rkeingravius, with fome other Cornets of Horfe, who fell upon and 
difeomfited three Imperial regiments, and return with rich booty, but churls 
Ludovick ^the Palatine, who in this war ferved under the King, was ttiot, to the 
faid Kings great grief. Tilly, to recover his lofle, began to draw neer the Swe- 
dilh Camp, but could not draw the King to fight 5 yet for three dayes toge¬ 
ther there wasdifchargingo(Ordinancc,and divers fharpvelitations: at laft, 
5 ° Tilly recedes with fome lofle. In Mansfield,Eggo Furfienbcrgivs with his Italian , 
forces joynshimfelftoT/Z^ 2 he compels Suevia, and Franconia, to renounce 
the League of Lipfic , and to pay tribute to the Emperour. The Swedilh Kings 
army is increafed 1 >y the addition of thefe forces under Horn and Tottus .-He 
gives two regiments to IViUiany the Lantgrave for Hajfia , which Was courted 
by the Imperialifts to fide with them. But to my purpofe:at Franckfort on the 
Main an aflembly was held of both parties Lor an accommodation, which 

proved

jin.cbrijii' proved f ruitlcflc. Tilly to incourage his drooping fouldiers,fals upon the Duke 
of Saxony , whole afiiftance he demands, and requires alfo an abolition of the 
decrees of Lipficfe this being denied by the Duke, 77 /^ fals upon Afercsbnrgjk t$ 
frebrng on fire, and plunders Alifnia far and neer , to the undoing of the inha¬ 
bitants. The Eleftor nccufeth Tilly for thefe wrongs } (hewing how he had 
violated the Imperial Laws: he commemorates alfo his good fervicesto the 
Emperour,and manifeftsthat he hath been faithfull to him hitherto in every 
thing that belonged to him as Emperor, who therefore ought not to do any 
thing contrary to juftice and his oath, which if he doe, he (hall not efcapc the 
hand of a revenging God 5 but when the Duke faw that this way he could not 10 
prevaile, he makes a firm league with the King of Sweden, and lets him enter 
his provinces} he openeth the gates Wittenberg for him about the beginning of 
September: The Ele&or of Era tide berg having his Country exhaufted with 
contributions and plunders, promifeth to aid him with alltne provifion and 
money he can raife } in this interim Tilly lofes no time,but encompaflcs Lipfiri^ 
wafting all the Country about it,' and fummons the City to open thegaxes to 
him 5 which returned anfwer, they could not without the confent of their 
Prince } whereupon Tilly prepares toftorm, the Townfmen burn down their 
Suburbs, and make all things ready for defence: but the frefh example of 
Magdeburg; deftru&i on, which was threatned to Lipjtck, fo terrified them,that 20 
they yeelded 5 the publique Faith is given to preferve Religion and the Com¬ 
monwealth 5 new garrifons are put in the City and Caftie, the EJedtoral gar- 
rifon is difeharged : But Fortune which hitherto fawned upon Tilly y begins 
now to frown, for the Saxon perceiving that he had loft a great part of hi s }u- 
rifdi£Hon,held it nccdfull for him to fight 5 for he thought with himfelf that if 
Sax onv,Thuringia^ and Alifnia fhould maintain three Armies all the Winter, 
they mould be undone 5 he knew his caufe was juft, andrefolves to rely on 
Gods Providence. 

But the King thought it not ftfe to halard upon one battel two Eleftorats, 
nor to venture the new and rawibuldiersofS^^againftthe old and beaten 30 
Imperial Troops 5 therefore held it better to procraftinate: yet at laft, being 
overcome by the Dukes importunity, prepares to fight, and firft having . 
folcmnly called upon God in his prayer, he exhorts his Souldiers to piety and 
fortitude } his word was (God with us) his bage or mark, a green bough faft- 
ned in their Helmets 5 he undertakes the leading of the right wing himfelf, 
the charge of the lcfr,he commits to the Dukes neer rodelvitza a Village, fourc 
miles from tipjick , is the place defigned for the Battle 5 the Imperialifts took 
the advantage of the ground, fun and wind, which the Sweds by degrees 
gained of them by wheeling about } the King mingled his Horfe and Mus- 
ketiers fo, that they galled the Cefarians and beat them off* the Swedifh left- 40 
Wing, confifting moft of the new levied forces of Saxony , began to give 
ground, and to put Tilly in hope ofviftoiyr} but they were opportunely aided 
by Homs foot, which lay in ambufti in a little wood, that upon the cncourage- 
ment of Anrulxim the fight is renewed, and the Cefarran horfe put to flight, fo 
that in a fhort time, the whole Army was routed : the night comming on, and 
theayre being obfeured with duff, and the fmoak of powder, made the king 
forbear purfuing of the enemy, fearing leaft there might be fome treachery or 
ambufh, therefore refolves the next day to fight again} but when the morn¬ 
ing came, they found the enemy was totally defeated, by his Ordnance, ba& 
and baggage left bchmde, there were found about fifteen thoufand flain bo- 50 
dy’$} Tilly himfelf was wounded, both Armies were almoftcquall in number, 
in allfixty thoufand } the moft of Tilly a force were old fouldiers. This victo¬ 
ry was prefaged bya white-Dove that lighted upon one of the Saxon colours: 
fome report that before the fight,watcr was turned into blood at / W/an <3 Mcr- 
feburg : above one hundred Imperial Colours were taken} TiUy fhot with a 
Bullet, which onely bruifed his skin, but could not peirce it, being made im¬ 
penetrable

penitrable, as theChyrurgion thought, by diabolical art 5 hecfcaped,not tvhh- An.Chrifiu 
out great pain of his bruife, to Hamelia. The King feifed prcfcntly after this 
upon divers towns, and the Duke upon L ipjick, who gave publique thanks to 
God for recovering fo foon again his loft territories: then it was agreed, that 
the King fhould march into upper Germany, the Duke into Silcjta and Bo¬ 
hemia. 

The King in his march takes in divers Towns and Caftlcs, as Stteinfurt , Her- 
bipolk, forfaken by the Biftiop, with the Tower well furniftied with all things, 
the garrifon were all killed for refiftingfo long, but the women by the Kings 
I0 Proclamation were preferred both from death and abufe : the Biftiop of Bam- 
berg out off fear, (hakes of his catholique confederacy, and bindes himfelf by 
oath to the King, andtokeepoff plundring pays a great fumme of money > 
divers other places alfo were taken by the Swedes and Haitians, moft towns of 
Francony fware allegiance to the King,who permitted to the fubjc&s liberty of 
Confcience. In November alfo Hanovia is taken in fortheKingby Chrijlopher 
HaubaU/ss.Thc Ccfarian forces of lowerSaxony are much dejedted upon the re¬ 
port of theLipJiciivi&ory'-JliJlech is delivered up to the Megapolitan ^here Were 
live hundred horfe, and fourteen foot companies, which made their peace, 
and marched away : VVifmaria held out a while, and made feme (allies upon: 

20 the Swedes * but at laft, on St, Thomas day, Grammutus the governour was 
forced to furrender, who marched out with three thoufand fouldiers towards 
Gryphifwald , divers of which fwear allegiance to the Swede. The Imperialifts 
every where take their flight*, fuppofingT;^ had been dead of his wounds, of 
whom there was no news a long time 5 at length it is reported, that he was re¬ 
covered, and had raifed a new Army. At Rottenbcrg another battel is fought* 
in which the Imperialifts are again worfted, hereupon divers other towns fub- 
mit to the Swedes 5 even frank fort, famous for its Mart, and theEmpcrours 
Inauguration, opened her gates for the Swedifh Armytopafle. Upon the u- 
nitingof the Hajfianf orces,divers other places furrender,the Biftiops ofM entz, 
and Worms, with Anjhebx^ Cap wire, retire to Co ten. About the 7 of December 
the King fends his army over the Rhenc ^five hundred of the firft that got over, 
fet upon fourteen troops ofSpanifti horfe and chafed them ^ which made the 
King thank God for the danger his men had efcaped: Having palled the 
Rhenc, he takes in Op pen hem } Static is forfook by the Spaniards, and Worms by 
the Lorrenois . Aientz after a fierce ftorm for divers dayes is furrendred to the 
King, with the Tower and Fortifications, December 23. where he kept his 
Chriftmafle with great folemnity, and heard a Sermon in the Qiftle-Church: 
many other towns alfo (hortly after the furrender of Mentz , fubmitted to the 
King, vvhofe viftorious Army over-run almoft all Germany from the Baltick 
40 Sea to Mentz ha one year $ in which alfo fell out a great Earthquake in the 
kingdome of Naples, the eruption of flinging great ftones twenty miles 

off, and the ruine of the towers on the Jefuits Church in Vierttia by the wind, 
even in the Eir.iperours prefence. 

The next ycar,Ambafladours are fent to the Swedifh king, from Francc,Eng- 
land , and JUgoXzius the new Prince of Tranffhania $ the French Embaffie was 
for a truce between the Swede and Maximilian Duke of Bavaria , with the Ca- 
tholick confederats, which wasgranted >for thefe made fhew,as if they meant 
to ftand neuters, but Pope Vrban was againft this neutrality 5 therefore he 
raifeth great fums of money upon the Clergy of Italy ,which he fent to the Em- 
50 perour, and makes a league between the Elettorof Bavaria and the Germari 
Prelats. What the Englifh Embaffic was, we know not$ but fhortly after Fre¬ 
derick the fifth,Palfgrave, was furniftied with Gold out of England , and Soul- 
diers out of Holland for the recovering of his Patrimony, for which end, he 
joyns himfelf with Gnftavw . Ragotzius had difeovered a plot intended againft 
- him by the Ccfaritns, which made him fall off and to feck occafion of excur- 
fion upon Hungry and Silejca , if he could have found any aide from the con¬ 
federate 
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An.Chrifli, federate Proteftants. In Bohemia, the Saxon Army under Arnhem takes Prague 
w^V'S*' * and divers other Towns thereabout 5 the Elector himfelf repaires thither and 
fets up again the Protcftant religion $ the heads of thofe which were fet upon 
the bridge at Prague, he caufed to be taken down , and decently buried 5 the 
bzmiheS Bohemians return to their homes again, and great joy eveiy where 
- there was, but of ftiort continuance $ for Albertilallenjlcn Duke of Fridland^ 
whom the Emperour had laid afidc upon the Petition of the confederate Ca- 
tholiques,is now made Gcneraliflimo 3 and fuddenly furnilhed with a great Ar¬ 
my- jacobus Gallas and Count Sultzen joyn their forces with him, waftcand 
plunder all the Country about Prague, which caufed great dearth and fcarcity jo 
ofViftuals: fo fudden a fear feifed on Bohemia and Silt fit, that both Countries 


became a prey to the Imperialifts, who could not for the Snow doe any great 
hurt tnWfniatthc cold winter could not refrigerate the fouldiers courages the, 
Swedijl) forces brak in upon Alfatia^ the Cfjariatts plunder the country about 
Strasburg , whom a party of Horfe from the City defeated and plundered s the 
fear of the conquerour over-ran the Dukcdomc of VVirtenberg , and the Mar- 
quifat of Bada : the Imperialifts are killed and chafed every where 5 Frank”’- 
dalm the Lower Palatinate isbefieged, and fundry other places are taken by 
the Swedes. 

In lower Saxony,thc people rife againft the Roman ifts Cjohn Frederick.^ orm- 20 
ing that he fhould have the title of Archbifhop of Brem :,and all the revenews 
ofhis Diocefle to be taken from him by the C&farians , raifeth fome forces, fals 
upon Verda. and Burg which he took, and (hortly after he loft, and again reco¬ 
vered thems fo miferably were thofe placestofled to and fro, like tennis- 
bals. ravfcnhem alfo raifeth new forces,and takes in divers places. The ruines 
of Jlfagdebnrg arc left to the Swedes, who place a gairifon there: many parts 
of Germany are laid wafte by the rapacious fouldiers on both fides,many towns 
taken and retaken s A peace in the mean while is in agitation at Torgave , but 
to nopurpofe: thcDukeofSrfx<w/c/ daughter is betrothed to chrijlianns 5. 
Prince of Denmark 3 her eldcft lifter was married to the Lantgrave of Hejjen $ 
and Mary the fecond, to the Duke of Holfatia : Viviens brother to this Chriffi- 
anus the fecond, conduced a regiment to the affiftanceof the Elettoral pro¬ 
vinces. Filly is now again recruited, and marcheth towards Bavaria. FJoriberg 
had received within their gates five troopes of Proteftants, Vim alfo joyns 
with the Swede: at Ausbnrg Tilly is furnifhed with Ammunition, Victuals and 
Money, by which he is made able to rage with fire and fword upon Horthga- 
via, and the higher Palatinate. Horn takes Bamburg , the Bifhop efcapes to Ba¬ 
varia , thither Tilly marcheth: whereupon Horn withdraws his forces in the 
night, but not without fome Ioffe to the Tilfians, and marcheth to Sueinfuri$ 
whither alfo the King comes with his whole Army, and is royally entertain- 40 
ted atNoriberg: His comming hither made Tilly remove back to the upper 
Palatinate , wafting all the Counties and Towns through which he marched. 
The King goeth to the Danovo , and taketh by ftorm Donaverd $ Tilly follows 
him at the heels, and takes the ltrong Tower Raina on the river Lycus, over 
which the King makes a bridge: the Tillians took poflcflton of a wood hard 
by,whencethey difeharged their great Ordnance on the Swedes,to hinder 
their making of the bridge $ but they were fo intrenched, that they did more 
hurt then received, for in letting play their Cannon againft the wood, fo 
tore the Trees, that the boughs and fplinters of them fpoiled many of the ene¬ 
my , fo that Tilly received a hurt in the thigh,and A It ringer in the head; there- 50 
fore in the night, the)' flie to Newburg and Jngoldjlad , having loft one thou- 
fand men. 

The King having finifhed the bridge, and tranfported his A rmy,fent a party 
to take pofteflion of Ncwburg, for fa ken by Maximilian cf Bavaria and Tilly. 
Then fummons Anfpurg to open their gates, where were eighteen Companies 
of foot, and two of horfe, placed there by Car far and the Bavarian, to keep 
r under 
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under the Proteftants, whom they had difarmed, and forced to leave off their An.Chrifti, 
publike exercifes; the Citizens defire the King to propofe honourable tearins 
totheGarrifon , otherwayes it was not in their power to force them, nor to 
open their gates to him* four dayes after, Articles being concluded be¬ 
tween the King and the Garrifon, they march away with bag and baggage, 
with their Arms and Colours flying : Asfoonasthe King had entred, he re¬ 
moves all the Pontifician Magifrrates, and commits the government of the 
City to the Proteftants, having taken of them the oath of allegiance: from — 
thence he marcheth towards Ingoljiad, where Tilly lay lick, and by the way 
10 rakes in fome Towns: mean while the Danes and Swedes were like to break 
out into an open war, by reafon of fome infolcncies committed by fomc 
Swedifh fouldiers in Ho/fatia , as well upon the Kings as the Dukes fubjefts* 
but the Svvedilh Commanders making it appear, that rhefe wrongs were of¬ 
fered by fome private fouldiers without the knowledge of their Captains, or 
of the King, the former league between thefe two Crowns was renewed by 
their Amballadors. In lower SaxonyfTott us the Kings Lieutenant there took in 
Rnxtehud, and intended to fall upon Stada , but that be was hindred by Tappen - 
hern, who with his flying Army over-runs all Saxony and IVeJlphalia , with the 
Dioceflc of Brcme , wafting all with fire and fwQrd, who having received fome 
20 oppofition and Ioffe by T ottus, returns into higher Germany : Tottns is fent for 
by the King. Arnheim General of the Electoral Armies in higher Germany^ 
was almoft intrapped by lVallcnjien , under pretence of making peaces 
for he had recovered Tragne about the beginning of May , whence hedif. 
miffed the ga r rifon with their fwords by their fides, being two and twenty 
companies of foot, and two troops of horfe, they matched to LeutmeriVz, 
where the ftrength of the Saxon Army lay 5 but if Arnheim had not de* 
parted the fooncr thence, he had been cncompafled by Duke Fridlands 
Army, therefore he efcapcs over the bridge of Leutmeritz in the night, and 
comes to Tima . \ 

30 W hi 1 ft thefe doings were at A Ibis, there was much aft ion upon the Danotr 

between the Swedifh King, and the Eleftor of Bavaria , who having left Filly 
at Jngolftad^ cunningly encompafTethiU/^^e: he makes fhew of muftering 
one of the Garrifon troops without the gate} but whilft the Citizens were 
going to Church, that Garrifon feifed on the gate, and fuddenly nine troops 
of horfe enter the Town, who plundered the Townfmen of their beft goods 
and money : the Bavarian afterward made this his chief feat $ in the interim 
Count Tilly dieth at Jngolfiad of the wound he received at Lyons : the King 
begins to lay fiegc to Ingolfiad\ but as he was viewing of the works, his white 
horfe was fhot under him $ Chrijlopher Dwrlacenus * a Marquefle, was killed 
40with a bullet, and one of the Kings chief Commanders was mortally 
wounded, wherefore the Swedes held it beft to give off their enterprifej fo 
they march from thence to Monachinm 5 the Bavarians chief feat, which with 
fome other Towns fubmitted to the Swede ^ in Monachinm were found a hun- 
deredand forty brafl'e Ordnance, and other great Guns, in one of which 
were hid thirty thoufand Crowns 5 the Country people were fo inraged 
againft the Swedes , that they cut off the nofes and ears of divers ftraglers, and 
killed many of them} the Boors rife in great numbers and kill divers garrifons* 
but they were quickly fupprefTed by the fouldiers, and their chief incendiaries 
put toacathibut when the King underftood that the Ratlsbonians made divers 
5 °excurfions, and had taken IFeiJJenburg^ he leaves Bavaria^ and returns to Do± 
naverd , into which he puts a ftrong garrifon, the like he did in Ansburg aiid 
Raina. And now the Imperialifts being ftrong, all Germany is in a flame 5 Ofla s 

the Emperors Lieutenant rageth with fire and fword through Alfatia , fome 
Towns he burns down to the ground $Spirc is taken,and plundered : Oxenjlern 
at Ncwjhd falls upon a party of the Caefarians, from whom he took three 
colours and fome part of their plunder 5 Duke Fridland having taken in Fgra 
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and Ehcnbog, prepares to unite his forces with the Brv.ni.inst, Pappenhcni 

having wafted the borders of Hajftn, threatens ‘Ihunngt.it, strasbnrg _which 
now fided with the Smde, fends to King Gufirvtn three troops of horfc and 
fix hundred Mufquetiers : the Bavarian having left a garrifon in Ratssbone 
marcheth with an hundred thirty four Comets of horfe, and eight and 
fifty companies of foot, which he joynedtothe Ualejline forces^ this made 
the King, being now near Nonberg, to intrench, and to fend for all his difper- 
fed forces^ in the mean time Tupatchus one of thcSwcdifh Colonels was in¬ 
tercepted by the IVallaJien forces,who took him prifoner, and cut in pceces his 
whole Regiment, at which the Kinggricved exceedingly^ at length in fuly, I0 
upon the drawing near of both Armies, divers skirmifties and light encoun¬ 
ters were made, neither of the Commanders being willing to hazard the 
whole Army} Fridland endeavoured to keep off provi lion from the Swedes, 
but the Swedifh Auxiliaries who were comming to joyn with their main 
body intercepted theCefarian provifions. 

About the end of j ]uh , the Caefarians had laid up great ftorc of corn and 
other provifion in Freiftad, which when the King knew by a Captain whom 
he took prifoner, he fends 7 hpatelius lately difmitled by IValleftinc withfome 
Dragoons thither, he breaking open the gates with petards, enters the town 
in the night, burnt all the corn, and drove away the catteH the King comming^ 
to aid Tupatelius with more forces, makes anambufti for the Canarians who 
were comming to revenge their lollcs, out of which he fuddenly Tallies, and 
put the enemy to flighr, having killed divers. About the midft of Augufi, , the 
King of Sweden was fifty thoufand ftrong, fo that they dared the Caiarians 
who were entrenched 5 after the Armies had thundered three dayes together 
with their ordnance agnind each other, the IVallcjlenians began to march 
away^the King therefore Attgnfi 24.falls upon the Impcrialid$,all that day they 
fought till the night parted them 5 of the Imperialids wercllaina thoufand, 
of the Swedes feven hundred: FriJlands own horfe was (hot under him : at lad 
about the eight of September, Gujtavus for want of vi&ua Is was forced to rife 
firftand march away to Ncwjtad* at Noriberg were left three hundred horfe and 3 ° 
eight Regiments of foot: tridland being out of hope to recover Noriberg, 
fets fire on the neighbouring villages, and marcheth to Forchcim , whofe rear • 

was fet upon by the garrifon of Non berg. 

Out of the Dioccileof Trovers i fiftieth a new Army,which Off* and Monticn - 
cuius joyn to their own forces, with thefe they wade and fpoil all the Country 
about, but they were redded by Home, who purfues them into upper Alfatia, 
where he took Benfcld and other places} the Duke of Saxonies forces had 
been fent away, fume to SdeJ/a, others to the Swedifh camp: hereupon Holkjttf 
oneofthc Gefarian commanders, with 8ccc. refolute men, falls with fire and . 0 
fword upon Saxony, Jlfifnia and Narijli, burning and plundringas far as * 
Drefda the Dukes feat 5 he exa&cth great fums of money from the Town of 
Anneberg, and puts a garrifon in Z uiccaviarfLValftan divides his Army,and fends 
the bavarian forces into Bavaria, Gallos with a party is fent into Bohemia, and 
Franconia IFaljlein retains to himfclf} Gallos fubdues all the places he went 
through to the Emperor, and wades Noricum } IFalfiein takes in Columbac and 
Coburg , but the Cadlc held out for the Duke of Saxony : the King alfo divides 
his Army, a part whereof he fends to attend the motions of Fridland: 
Rcina was delivered up to the Bavarians by Mutfefatt the Swediili govemour, 
wherefore by the Kings command helofcthhis head, and the Town is re-50 
taken by the Swedes in Ottober 5 Bernhard of yinaria falls fuddenly on the 
Cafarian Croats, defeats them, and takes ten colours from them, which 
made Fridland change his refolution, who thought to break in upon 7 htt- 
r/ngia 5 the King cuts off th e Bavarian Auxiliaries that were going to relieve 
laufna, which at length Kniphujtus took for the Swede : in Saxony, Gallos aud 
Hoik, wade all, who take in Freiberg for the Emperor, the Citizens were forced

ward he loft his head. Many otherTowns* to avoid prefent mine, fubmitted 
to the Imperial yoke in Saxony-, which Pappeiilxr/;/ alfo threatens with fire and 
fword, being now returned from his fruitlelTe expedition to Vtricbt, the King: 
ic perceiving that his confederate Duke of£*x<w/was in danger to lofc all his 
Country, makes hafte to relieve it before the two Armies of IValjicin^nd Tap- 
penbem were con joy ncd.

The fatal battel was fought at Lutzen the 6. of November^ after fome light 
skirroifhes, the next day as foon as the * Sunnc had difperfed the clouds, the 
King having called upon God, and refufingto eat any thing, leads out hi? 

Army, which the enemy encounters with great fury 5 the heat of the battei 
was about ten of the clock} the left wing of the Csefarian Army began to give 
ground, which the King obferving, prcllethon them the more eagerly, and 
purfueth them fo far in their flighty that he received divers wounds, of 
ao which he died immediately the eight and thirtieth year of his life, to 
the great grief of his Army, but to the encouragement of the Croats; 
who wheeling about the Kings victorious wing,.fell, upon the Swedtfh 
carriage, but were beat back with loITe : Bcrnebard who had the charge 
of the left wing, behaved himfelf fo bravely, that he put the enemy to 
flight: and now the battel feemedto be at an end} but Pappenhe'm ? to his 
ovvne mine, makes hafte from Hall, rallies again the difordcrcd and run¬ 
ning Caefarian Troops, with whom he joyns his owne forces,* and be¬ 
gins a more furious conflict;in the darke, then that which was fought 
by day-light, in which he loft his life honourably} the fight cohtinued 
jo till eight of the clock, and then the Cadarians gav^ ground, retreating 
to Lipfic,\ they! left behinde them fome part of their Ordnance and 
baggage} about nine thoufand of both fidcs were killed, and two of thebeft 
fouldieis of their time, King Cnfiavus and Pappcnhem ^the King prefaged his. 
own death, and wilhed his friends not totruft in him, whofe breath was in 
his noftrils , but rather in drift Jefus' 9 who promifed he would be with his 
Church to the end of the world. / ju - u.iJ: v: . 

. jDuke Fridland the. next day after the battel left Lipjrc, and being 
highly difpleafed that fome of his officers.had forfoken their colours, and 
plundred their fellow-fouldiers, he afterward at Prague condemned them to 
40 death by* a, Cbuncelof war* Fblk^ delivers up the City-keyes to the. Senate 
of Lipjtc , of which the Saxons , Navew.'ic. took pollcflionbeing fur- 
rendredtathem. The Kings Army,.though their head was gone, yet rc- 
folve to profecutc the work, they take Chemnitz , Fleijffcnburg and Ztuccavia ,• 
under the command of Bernhard , Knipbus and Horne } the fame Horne took 
nlfo the Imperial City Colmaria , which had been taken five years before by 
the Imperialifts, the Proteftant Religion is there fet up again, and their 
liberties confirmed by Articles. * Haggenove admits a Swedilh garrifon: 
Frankendale^iS' reftorea Nov cm. 26. tothe raifgravefthc Spahilh-garrifoii 
is thence tranfported to Lucemberg. Frederic ^ the Falf ( grave , having by 
59 the Swedifti aid.recovered a great'part of his Patrimony; departeth 
this life at" Mentz 9 November 19. heei left tenne Children behinde 1 him^ 
begot of the Lady Elizabeth daughter to King ' James t, hisr brother 
tndovic Philip!, .who had alfo loft his eftate undertakes the adminiftra-' 
tion of the Eleftorateikmds : Oxenjiern Chancellour of Swctbldnd ; isl 
made Protcftor of that Kingdome, and of Cbrifliana the Kings only daughter; 
and heir; being now feveri years old. About this time the Diocefie of Colcti 
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An~chrijii . which had been the fanttuary of the exiled Prelates, is now much molefted 

by William of Hajjaw, and Henry Bandit, who took divers Towns there } a cer¬ 
tain fouldier being a prifoncr in St. 'Urban s Church, fets fifetofome barrels 
of Gunpowder there, which was the death of 300. perfons} the Duke of 
Luneburg having an Armv of 16cco. falls fuddenly upon the Imperialifts, of 
1 6 3 3. which he takes 400. prifoners, the reft being above a 1000. he puts to flight, 
whom the Swede and Saxons purfue, killing and plundering many of them* 
Anderac is beGeged by Count ifenbnrg , and hisOefarian forces, who were 
ftoutly repul fed by Rantzovivs the Holjhtian governour, who Tallied out three 
times upon them 5 at laft Baudk comming with new fupplics forced the Impe- j 0 
rialifts to raife their fiege after they had made breaches in the walls by their 
ordnance, and were ready to enter the Town : Hamelia is befieged by Lttne- 
burg, but the Town had within it fix foot companies, and two troops of 
horfe, with all fort of provifions which made the fiege longer then was ex- 
petted * William Landgrave of Hajfia defeats the Gefarians that were com¬ 
ming to the relief of the Town, of thefeycco. were killed, the reft fled, and 
Hamelia at length is taken. Horn this year did great fetvice for the Crown of 
Swede by taking in divers Towns in Germany , but in Alfatia the .Boors made 
another infurrettion , in which divers fouldiers were killed and tortured by 
them, but Rheingraviuf fupprefled 4000. of them, and hanged uo 130. At 70 
Bibrac were feen two 'fwords in the Aire, the one was bloody, ana the other 
fiery $ fo the year before in Germany , the Lakes were feen all bloody } in their 
bread,and on their trees blood was feen} a two-headed calfe,and a two-headed 
• childe were ingendcred in March . Raina is by the treachery of the Townfmen 
delivered up to the Bavarians again. Horns and the Vinarian forces being joy- 
ned make up 28. thoufand foot, and 12000. horfe, with thefe they fall upon 
Bavaria , they defeat John de Werds horfes, and take in divers Towns 5 mean 
while the Gcfarian ana Bavarian forces do joyn near Ratkbone: Fridlandwith 
a great Army enters Silejta, the Polonian forces are overthrown by the Swedes : 
Vlricus the Danifh Prince defeats 2000. Cxfarian horfe, and takes Braura 
from them } the King of Denmark and the new eletted King of Poland * 
VUdijlaut 4. (on to sigifmuttd labour much for a general peace in Chriften- 
dome} fearing left the Turk having defeated the Perfian, ftiouldfall upon 
them} but the French and Proteftant party in Germany would not hearken to 
any till the liberty of Germany ftiould be reftored} Oxcnjlern is made Prefident 
of the Councel or war: the French renew their league with the Swedifh party. 
Heidelberg with the Caftle is retaken by the Proteftants. In Swethland the att 
is renewed for dif-inheriting Sigifmnnds heirs from that Crown, and the 
Angnftan confeffion is again confirmed } the care of the young Queen is com¬ 
mitted to the chief officers of thatKingdome, and the waragainft the Caefa-^Q 
rians is continued till a firm peace be concluded, for this purpofe the taxes on 
the mills and houfes are eftablifliCd} the Kings corps is fent home to be inter¬ 
red in his Anccftors tombe. 


Chap. XI. 

T he Savoyan Hijiory from the year 1504. till the year 71580. 


C Harles the third, the ninth Duke of Savoy, fucceeded to his brother Phil- 
bert, he was fon to I>uke Philip the fecond : the firft year of his govern¬ 
ment was accompained with fuch a plague through all Savoy , that there 
wanted men to bury the dead, and Till the ground : the firft ten years of this 
Duke, Savoy enjoyed much peace } till he made tifeof the French army againft 
the Sn?7f2^j,which had made excurfions upon Savoy, and plundrcd fome parts 
of the Deiphinat: this army Franck the French king and Nephew to this 
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Charts by his fitter, had raifed for recovering of the Dukedome of Mitian 5 the An 
Sreivurs were angry with Charts for permitting the French Army to paile tho- ^ 
row his Territories, and aififting them with neceflarics, which favour the 
Switzers had denied them by the Duke, though they were beaten, and Mil]art 1 
furrendereds yet they ftill hated the Duke, ftormiilg that their Citids in Sa¬ 
voy and Piemontvvere open to the French, and fhutagaintt them 5 and that 
the Duke had fumifhed the French with Viftuals and great Ordinance. Fran¬ 
cis returning from MilJan , walks on foot with all his train to Catomniw* in per¬ 
formance of his Vow, and is magnificently entertained by the Duke in his 
10 houfe divers daiestogether, after many complements and thanks given by 
the king to his Uncle, he returns to Lions 5 but thefe courtefies were afterward 
forgotten by king Francis , when he fent againft Savoy a great army, under Phi¬ 
lip Chabot Admiral of France, who ftript the Duke of a great part of his Dut- 
chie, notwithftanding he had the help of the Emperour Charts 5. the caufe of 
this quarrel proceeded from the claime which branch laid to theDutchieof 
Savoy by his mother, the daughter of Margaret of Burbon , firft wife to Philips 
father of this Duke Charts $ tonis faid mother Francis alledged the Dutchy be¬ 
longed, and not to Charts , becaufe Ihe was the eldeft * and upon the Articles of 
marriage between Philip their father,and the friends of Margaret yt was agreed, 

20 that without difference of fex, the children of their bodies fhould fucceed. 
Whereupon, for ten years together, Ambafladours were fent to demand that 
Dutchy, which Francis faid belonged to him in right of his mother, notwith-* 
ftanding the woman was excluded by theSalique law among the Savoyens: 
at laft, he defired fo much of it as lay m France , on this fide of the river of Ro¬ 
han , being given to his grandmother Margaret of Bskbon, .in right of her mar¬ 
riage : He demands alfo Brejfa, and forty years arrears, amounting to i8oood 
crowns with all the intereft 5 befides, feme part of Piemont as belonging to 
Province; he complains likewife that T anrinum and other towns beyoncT the 
To, were annexed to the Dutchy of Savoy, during the heat of this war, and 
30 after the death of Robert king of Sicily, Count of Province^ and Prfade ofPie- 
monty befides, he faith, that the county of Nice, and Haven of VilleFranc. did 
alwaies appertain to the county of Province, but now by the treachery of the 
inhabitants, under the power ofSavoy 5 that divers places alfo of the Marqui- 
fato( SaluJJes were violently taken away from the Dolphin by th^ SaVoyen r 
moreover, that the Duke had fcomfully rejetted the badge of St. Michael, fent 
to him by the French king,with the Captainfhip of 100 Courizers,and a penfi- 
on of twelve thoufand crowns^and laftly,that in hatred of the French D. charts 
had afiifted the Spainard and Burgundian , and had alwaies been in league with 
the Emperour Charts 5. and at that time too when he was unfortunately taken 
40. prifoner by him, at the battel of Papia: For thefe reafons,&m>/ is madd a prey 
to theFrench, who fcife upon the high countries thereof 5 to the Lernok who 
invade the low and fruitfulleft parts $ and to Charts thd Emperour, who takes 
poffeffion of the chief Cities. J:r' • * * , • • 

Others doc give thefe reafons, why Francis was fo offended with D. Charlesi 
r. Becaufe he pawned his Plate to zSib Charles of Burbon, then a Rebel and 
enemy to the' crown of France . 2. Becaufe he preferred the counfels of his 
wife, a Lufitan iafi, and fitter to Charles the fifths wife, before Francis his uncle; 

3; For fending gratulatory letters to Csfar, after his viftory at Tapia. 4. For 
endeavouring to break oftthe league between France and Helvetia . 5. Becaufe 
5o he rcceived'thecityofy(/?tf, the French patrimony above a hundred years, in 
Italy: thtST C<efar gave to the Duke, to keep out the French from ever entririg 
again into Italy. 6. Becaufe he would not paTt with the city Niuea, a Colony 
of the Majfiliansm Province, which the French had pawned to him forafum 
of mony, though the mohy was tendred by the King, who was not willing to 
part with that town, both becaufe of its ftrength, harbour, and fituation, as 
parting Italy from France »- y 1 . Becaufe upon intreaty Ife would not give way 
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An.CbriftL that the Pope fliould give the French king a meeting there. 8. For denying 
* paflage through his country to the King, when he was haftening to Afilfan to 
be revenged on the Duke of that place, for caufing his Ambailador to be put 
to death. 

For thefe caufes the Duke fo incenfcd the French king, that he rui¬ 
ned his country. His policie had been better (fay fomc) to have held in 
with France , both by reafon of its vicinity, of its power, and alfoofthenccr- 
neffe of blood between the King and Duke, then to hearken fo much to the 
Emperor, and to be led away by him, who was too far off to do him either 
hurt or good. The Switzers alio, upon therequeft of Geneva , threaten war'io 
againft Savoy , if the Duke offer to trouble that city, which was in league with 
them. Charles having fent a crabbed anfwer to the Switzers , and perceiving 
what danger he was in, fends privately to Charles the Emperor, being then at 
Tanomum after his viftory at'/»«//, for aid: but the matter was not carried 
foclofely, astoconcealeufromthc French king, who was the more enraged 
againft D .Charles, becaufe he demanded of the Emperor fome places in Italy, 
promifing him in lieu thereof all that he poflefl'ed in France behind the Alps, 
with the city of Geneva , fo that he might have eaGc acccffc to the confederate 
countries. If this had fucceeded,F™#a had been undone,the Emperor having 
an entrance made for him: but the King a while took no notice of this, till he 20 
had anfwer from thcSavoyantohis demands, which were, That he might 
have a free paflage to Milan. This being denied, he claimed the Dutchy of 
Savoy as his due} and the rather, becaufc he could not truft the Duke with 
fuch places, as might let in his enemies upon him when hepleafed. Mean 
while, becaufc the King fufpetted he (hould receive no good anfwer from the . 
Duke, he makes ready aftrongarmy under rhilip cbabotiu* his Admiral 5 he 
firft feifed on the tranf-alpin towns then having paffed the Alps he takes in 
fome of the fub-alpin places. But the French vi&orics had a check given them 
by the Millanois y who ftaid his progicfle, otherwife Vercclliz and a great part 
ofthefubalpin territories had been brought under the French yoke 5 behdes,^ 0 
Thilif was ftopt by John Cardinal of Lorain , whom the Emperor had fent 
with pro pofit ions of peace, and therefore wiihed rhilip to go no further then 
the river Daria > and. that helhould not offer any ad of hoftility to hinder the 
peace, left he incur the Emperors difoleafure. Philip did as he was counfcllcd,^ 
thinking the Emperor therebywoulci be the more tradable,and that he would 
not ad any thing diftionorable to him : but a little while after, the war broke 
out again, and in a fhort time, by the valour of Count Fan us Paulin us , Francis, 
obtained almoft all Savoy. • * 

The French writers ftrive to cxcufe king Francis his invafion of Savoy ,and to 
blame the Duke} but indeed, the kings reafons were but fpecioiis pretences, 40. 
and the true reafon was his unbridled deGre of domination $ otherwayes he 
would have preferred that neerneffe of blood with the Duke to any title} but 
indeed it feems he had none f> for it’s unlikely that .either Duke Philip wouldr 
have aded any thing againft the Saliquelaw, or that, his people Would have 
alien ted thereto, being carefully from the beginning bbferved by !them > fo, 
that with much a doe would they fufferat any time the mother, during the 
nonage of the Duke, tojrule that Dutchie: neither can Duke charts be blamed 
for entertaining a league with the Emperor, conGdering his power and great- 
nes, as alfo the many and long leagues Detween the Houles ot Burgundy and So- * 
voy , and that faithfull correfpondency bet ween the Empire and Savoy s be-150 
fidcs, Duke charts thought there needed no other league with king’Fraitcjs 
then that which nature had already made, to wit, confanguinify. The lofie 
therefore of Savoy cannot be imputed to the Dukes want or policy,or any neg¬ 
ligence, but rather to that all-ruling Providence which hath picfcribed cer¬ 
tain periods oftime to all powers and principalities, Which are no lefle fubjed, 
to change and mortality then the men themfclves of which they arc com- 

pofed.' 
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pofed. And although King Francis was a good Prince, yet in this he was no An.chriftL 
good man, toinvadennd challenge anothers right * and much Idle could he 
be a good Chriftian,who would make a league with that great Antichrift, and 
call in the Turk upon Chriftcndomc, becaufc he could not otherwayes be re¬ 
venged on the Emperor > this was an ad ill-befeeming the moft Chriftian 
King. 

Duke Charles made no refiftancc to the French forces, for indeed he could 
not,havingexhauftcd all histreafury on the Genevan wars for that City took 
occafion to rebel upon this difeora between trance and Savoy , therefore 
10 the Duke did what he could to reduce them to obedience, which he could 
notbecaufeof tow which took the Genevans part 5 befides the Duke relied 
on the Emperors power and authority, thinking the French would have fub- 
mitted to what agreement hefhould make : the Emperor indeed was* much 
incenfed againft the French, of whom he complained to the Pope in the 
aflembly of the Cardinals, that Francis had invaded the Territories of a 
Prince joyned fo nearly to the Empire by affinity, and under the proteftion of 
the Empire, yea the Empires Lieutenants the hainoufnefle of which aft he 
aggravates, in that it was againft the Kings own Unde: having complained,he 
marcheth towards France with his Army, whence enfued a long war between 1536. 

20 the two great Monarchs of Chriftcndotne, to the great deftruftion of 
Viemont s the fuccefle of this war was various s at laft the French King having 
recruited his Army, and raifed the liege from Taurittum and Vignerol , a truce 
for three moncths is concluded, and after them for three moneths longer, 
which being expired, and all hopes of peace blafted,thc’war is renewed. 

Charles the Emperor had called a Diet at Ratisbone (anciently Angufia Ti- I S 4 r; ; 
leria) for compoiing the differences of Religions in this the Duke of Savoy 
complained of the wrongs done him by the French King without any ground: 
the French Ambaflador there, anfwcrs by a writing, which caufed great de¬ 
bate and different opinions among the Princes,fo that nothing was concluded, 

30 whereupon the war (as is faid) was renewed s mean while the Turkifti fleet of ^ .. 

150. Gallies which the French king fent for, arrives into the harbour of Mar - 
files , under the conduft of Hariadcn Acnobarb a notorious Py rats thefe having 
foent moft part of the Summer in that harbour, upon the French kings defire, 
for whom Solyman had fent them, befiege Nic£a a haven Town in frovince 
both by fea and land s hither the Biftiop of Geneva being driven out,t ran Hated 
his feat: 'this Town,after the great ordnance had battered down the walls and 
forts,fought ftoutly againft the Turks,whole ftandard they took,the ftandard- 
bearer being killed s but at laft the Town is taken, plundered and burned, yet 
the Caftle Handing on a high diffe, held out by .the valour of Paul Simeon the 
4 ° governour thereof, and one of the Knights of Rhodes . Alphonfus Gujlavus 
hearing that the Town was befieged, but not taken, (he was the Emperors 
Lieutenant in Italy, and Vice-royof MiUan) makes haftc to relieve it, with 
him were joyned D.Charls his forces, thefe feeing the Town deftroyed,relieve 
the Caftle with all neceflaries for a long fiege, commending the valour of £/- 
meott and the fouldiersthat held out,and preferved the Townfmen s Acnobarb 
now out ofall hope to gain the Caftle,returns to Marfiles : Guajlins mean while 
layeth liege to Afontevic one of the chief fub-alpin Cities j whofc defeftion 
from the Empire had drawn many others after it s at laft after a long fiege the 
Town yeelds, and fhortly after 85. Caftles fubmitted to the Imperial yoke. 

5 ° Acnobarb fends out of the Port of *1 bo Ion (of old Tarenta • which is towards 
Marfiles ) two paflaee-Barks to Solyman at Confiantinople laden with captives,' 
among which were divers boyes and handfoine maids,thcfc had been perpetual 
flaves to the Turk and Devil, had not GarciasToletamts the Vice-roy of Naples 
his Ton with fome Gallies fallen upon the Turkilh convoy, which he overdime,' 
and fo refeued the two Earkss thefe he fent home with a iirong convoy j and fo’ 

Solyman came Ihort of this booty ,as alfo ofthe rich prefents which Acnobarb had 

appointed . 
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An.Cbrifli. appointed for him, all which were taken by Garcias : About thistime Z.//.W/- 
burg which Charles D. of Orleans, and fon to King Francis had taken two years 
before, wasretaken by theCaefarians, with divers other Towns. TheFrench 
lay liege to Cangna which Guajlus endeavoured to raife* a hot skirmilli lafted 
an hour, in which the Marquds was worfted, and hardly efcaped with his life} 
in this fight 900a were (lain, and almoft 2000. were taken 5 the Town being 
1 5 44 * tired out with continual duty and famine, at laft furrenders. The fame year 
Carfare alls a Diet at Spire , thither King Francis fends his Ambaffadors with 
fomc inftruftions in Print, but they were not permittedto enters and withalL 
Francis is declared an enemy to the Empire, for invading the Duke of Savoys 1 o 
Country,and for calling in the Turks upon Chriftendome,who had taken from 
the Savoyan the Town and haven of Nicaa or NijJa, therefore they order that 
war be denounced againft him, and that the Duke be refcored to all his goods 
and eftate } An aft alfo palled for fix months pay towards the maintenance of 
of Carfars Army, con filling of 24coo.footand4coo.horfe} All French foul- 
diers are banifhed out of Germany, and punifhment threatned againft thofe that 
(hall harbour or relieve any : Thus a great Army being raifed, the Emperor 
invades France on the one fide, and the Fnglifh on the other} many Towns are 
taken, much blood fhed, and a great fear at Paris , but an unexpected peace is 
concluded} yet fome years after the war was renewed, feme Towns are taken 20 
by the French in Turnout, but they are forced to forfake Vercello: after they had 
taken it, upon the report of Carfars Army that was marching thither : At laft 
Duke Charles ended his’troubles, which he bore with Angular patience, by de¬ 
parting out of this turbulent life into a more peaceable and calm, and was 
Duried at VercelU. 

To Duke Charts fuccecded his fon Emanuel Philbert: he was bred from his 
childhood in the Court of 1 Charles 5. Emperor, who loved him exceedingly 
for his eminent parts, and nYadehim Captain of his Life-guard, confifting of 
Aooci'horfe : afterward when the Emperor charts transferred all his King- 
1555. domes and power upon his fon Philip , the fame Emanuel was by rh/lip mane 30 
goveniour of* the Low-countries, in which office he fo behaved nimfelf for the 
time he was in it, which was four years, till he returned to his own dominion, 
that he left bchinde him a good name} he bare his fathers Ioffes fo patiently, 
that Cod at laft reftored him to his inheritance: King Philip made him Gene¬ 
ral iflimo of his whole forces, by whofe valour he obtained that memorable 
vifiory over the French at S. gtuintin, and withall took the City it felf. Two 
t years after, peace being made between king Philip and king Henry of France , 
Emanuel was reftored to his full eftate, and withall married with Margaret 
Henries After} but the French retained a while in their hands Turin, ViUanova , 
Ajlcn, Gtttafc and chivali , which at laft he demands by his Legats from King 40 
Charts 0. of France , who fucceeded his brother Francis } but the French loth to 
part with them, put off the Duke with long delayes andexcufcs, alleadging 
that N/cerf and Villafranca, with their depenaances, were anciently annexed to 
the County of Province, and fubjett al wayes to the Counts of Province , and that 
Queen Joan Neece to Robert king of Naples and Earl of Province , and after her 
Lewis the firft Duke of Amdes whom fhc had made her heir, did pofleffc thefe 
now when the houfes of Amdes and Arragon fell at variance for the kingdome 
of Naples,the Savoyan upon this took occafion to feife on Nice* and ( / illafranca M 
having no title to them, and would never fince that time be induced to part 
with them} but the French kings have right to them by the laft will of Charles 50 
Duke of Amdes , Earl of Province, and king of Naples, the laft of that family; 
This Charles bequeaths his whole eftate to Lcwr iv. of trance, and to his fon 
Charles, whom withall the fucceeding kings of France he makes his heirs} 
therefore the Savoyan muft part with thefe places to the Frcnch,before he can 
have poffcffion of the Towns which the king holds from him} fo likewife the 
Principality of Picmont did of old belong to Province , and was poffeflcd by 
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the above named Q Joan. The French alfo prove the County of Aftcn belongs An.chrjdu 

to them, becaufe John Gakacius Vifcount of Millan gave it in Dowry with his 
daughter Valentine^ when (he married with Lewis D. of Orleans grand-fa¬ 
ther to K. Charts * this County charts 5. Emperor injurioully feifed upon,and 
the Savoy cn againftall right hath hitherto enjoyed it5 they lhcwalfo that 
there hive been many debates between the’ French and Savoyenjabout the Mar- 

S uifn t of SaluJJes^ that the Counties of Genevaznd Foucignitmi depend upon the 
>elphinat, and are held in fee of the French , therefore the Savoy en ought to do 
homage to K. Charts for them, as his anceftors had done heretofore. Laftly,the 
10 French Ambafladorsfhew, that whereas Philip of Savoy having married with 
Margaret of Burhort , and that Ludovico, mother to K. Francis was the daughter 
of this Margaret 9 and that it was agreed upon, articles of marriage, that the 
children of Philip and Margaret (hould have fhares in their eftate* that there¬ 
fore the French king had reafon to lay claim to fome parts of Savoy . 

Thefc and other reafons were alledged why the French king might retain 
thefecontroverted towns 5 yet forquietneffe fake, becaufc France then had 
many enmies, both inteftine and forraign, King Francis the fecond brother to 
King charts fends to Burdiloun Govemour of Piemont to deliver thefe towns to 
the Savoyen,conditionally that he will part vtxthSaviUianum^d Pigtterol with 
20 the adjacent Abbey B nfdiUonius * upon this he cals together the chief Captains 
and Governours of thofe places,acquainting them with the kings pleafure, it 
was at laft agreed, not to obey prefently the kings command, but to ftay for 
further order, feeing he was as yet under age, not fit to meddle with the af¬ 
faires of the kingdom, and that this was a matter of great concernment, chief¬ 
ly feeing it was agreed upon in the laft meeting at Lions between the Kings 
and Dukes Ambaffadors, that Nicea with the tower and fubjacent places 
(hould bereftored to the King,and that Fojfanum with theadjacent places, as 
likewife the County of Auften^ and whatfoever by right of inheritance belong¬ 
ed to Francis the hrft’s mother, likewife the Marquifat of SaUtJfcs^ and alt 
30 places appertaining thereto, which the. Savoyen heretofore took awav inju- 
riouflyrrom the Earls of Province, whiled: they were imployed in the holy 
wars all thefe they held fit (hould be reftored to the King. As for Turin , when 
the inhabitants faw themfelves forfaken by D. charts^ they of their own accord 
fubmited to the French kingFm/dr, petitioning eameftlythey might here¬ 
after be under the prote&ion of France, which was afiented toby king Fr*i«- 
cis : Upon thefe confiderations, Bnrdillonus thought it fit to acquaint king 
Charts his mother, the king of Navar then Lieutenant over all France , the: 

Princes of the Blood, the Conftables, the Mar dials, and Chancellor, and the 
kingsCounfellours with thefe paflages, And humbly befeecheth tnemthat 
40 the kings Patent might be mended, and all their names added to it, that the 
blame may not lie on him, if hereafter any thing (hould fall out amifle * with- 
all he defiles, that what (hall be concluded by them concerning this bufinefic, 
inay be confirmed alfo by all the Parliaments-of France , chiefly that of Paris : > ^ 

This was the fum of his Petition, which to mod of the kings Councel feemed 5 

unreafonable, feeing the reftitution of thofe controverted Places to the Savoy¬ 
en was agreed upon at the laft meeting of the Span ifh and French A mbafla- 
dours at Lhw/: therefore the French king hadfent anexprefle Mandate for 
their reftitution 5 and to this purpofe, Margaret king charts his Aunt was mar¬ 
ried to Flannel Philbert Duke of Savoy 9 by which marriage they .have chil- 
50 dren to inherit thefe lands. Therefore the opinion of the Councel was, that 
reftitution (hould be prefently made to the Duke without any further delays* 
for this caufe a new Order is fent, which confirmed the former, (hewing with- 
all that what was concluded by the Councel of State,alwayes attending on the 
king, was not to be ratified or queftioned by any Parliament of France , fee¬ 
ing by the cuftom ofthat kingdom,the kings Councel is of greater dignity and 
authority then any French parliament. ' 
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An.ChriJii. The king to fat is fie Burd/llon , caufed the king of Navar and the reft of the 

Senators to put their Hands and Seals to the kings order, though without pre- 
fident or cuftome $ he is commanded therefore prefently to reftore the contro¬ 
verted places,condition ally that the king be put in pofleftion by theDukeof the 
places, agreed on in the lafb conference at Lions, to wit, Savillan, Petroujie, Tyne- 
roll, and Ginolh, but the two former were reftored by Henry 3. at Turin, where 
he was magnificently entertained by th cD.Fmanncl in his joumy from Poland 9 
when he was comming to receive the Crown of France , his brother Charts be¬ 
ing dead $ this he gave as a gift to his Aunt,the Dukes wife,and her fon charts . 

1574. About fix years after, Emanuel Philbcrt departed this life at 1 nrin , whofe body 1 o 
was buried at Vercedes, in his fathers tomb. 


To him fucceeded his fon Charts 4. fimamed Emanuel, he was bom the 61. 


1 S 8 c. y car °f l hi$ Century,and in the 80. year fucceeded. In the 8 year of his govern- 
5 ment, he invades and takes the towns of Carmanioh and Salujium, which were 
in jurioully detained by the French from hinvfor in the conference at Lions the 
French King promifed the Spainard, that the Savoyat fhould have reftitution of 
all places taken from him by the French in the laft war between them, which 
lafted 23 years, except fome towns,among which werethefe two now named, 
thefe the king would retain till Margaret fhould bring foith children to her. 
husband,and then would rcliore them: But he did not, though often follicitcd 20 
after the birth of D. Charts , Wherefore he takes them by force, being there-. 
to animated by Philip 2. of Spam his father in law 5 and.finding a fit opportu¬ 
nity thereto by rcafon of the diffraction of France , by their civil wars.

T Hc H//#/a people of Scythia, tranfported themfelves into this part of 5 
Panonia , which from them is called Hungary $ it was inhabited by the 
Coths, who by the Huns were driven out thence: Many of the Ofirogoths 
joyned with the Huns, and fo made up one Nation : the Vejtrogoths went into 
Jllyjta and T hracia, by, the confent of Faience the Empcrour, conditionally that 
they (liould defend the borders of the Empire from the Huns , but the cove- 
toufneil'e and negligence of the Roman Governour® gave occafion both to 
Goths and Huns to invade the Empire, fo that after divers battels, the Romans 
were forced to let the Huns enjoy all Panon/a quietly, whereas foon as they 
werefctled,they chofethemfelves a King, AttiU by name, .who much 1110-4Q 
lefted the Romans: in his abfence he left his brother E uda to govern his king- 
dome, whom after his return from the wars of Myfia, Thrace,Macedov, and ill 7- 
ricum, he caufed to be ftrangled, upon fufpicion that he affefted the kingdom. 
After this, he invadeth Germany and France, with a numerous Army, fpoiling 
all before him with fire and fword, but was met and overthrown by jEtius, 
in this battel i8cooo Huns were flain,* AttiU fled by night into his Camp, com¬ 
manding thofc that were about him to burn him, ifthe enemy fhould obtain 
the Camp, becaufe he would not fall into their hands alive: But when he 
fow the enemy was retreated,he fals furioufly upon all the neighbouring conn- 
t ties, (paring neither fex nor age \ then he gocth to Sicambria z now called B«- 50 
cit , where he gave himfclf to his delights ^ but he could not be long without 
aftion: therefore aiming at the Empire of the world, he invades Italy with a 
hugh Army, which ftruck ftich a terrour there,that after he had taken Aquilei* 
after three years liege, man jr out of all parts of Italy fled tothelflandsofthc A- 
driatfek fca, where they built them a City, now the Queen of the Sea : many 
other Cities of Italy fubmittedto him $. h«;abftained from Rome upon thein- 
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treaty of Pope Leo. Being returned to Panonu r, hedied of an Apoplexie, and An.chrif}' 
fudden errnptton of blood. After his death, his children ftriving for his Do- 
minions, loft all: fothat the Goths feifed upon Panonia, whofe power after 
this grew fo great, that they had got almoft the whole Empire of Italy. Odoa - 
cer the Gothilk king made Anguftulus refigne the Empire * fo that he, and eight 
Gothifh kings that fucceeded to him, enjoyed the Wcftem Empire with Pane - 
nia, whom the Lombards d rove out of Panonia firft, then out of Italy : Thefc 
being wholly addifted to Italy , left Pastonia to the remainder of the Huns , con* 
ditionally, that if their affairs fhould not fucceed in Italy , they might be rccei- 
xo ved again into Panortia $ they under their King Albonius erefted a kingdome 
in Italy* The Huns make eruptions upon divers parts of Germany, with great 
lode to both Countries. 

In this mean time, two hundred and fixteen thoufond Scythians breakein 
upon Panortia through Mufcovia and Sarmatia . In Dacia, Aim us defeended of 
Attila, did reign : to nim being flain fucceeded Arpadius , who fends to Suater 
then Prince ol Sannatia, a horfe richly trapped, and a requeft, that he would 
• fpare fome of his wafte lands to his people, who wanted ground , States at firft 

ailented, but hearing of the rapacity and multitude of that people, refafed 5 «* 

whereupon he raifethan Army: but the ftrangers challenging that land as 
io due to them, and bought by the horfe that was lent, march out againft Suates, 
whom they defeated and drove into the Danow , where he was drowned. Ar- 
padius feifeth on the Country, and divides it among his Captains: thefe being 
fetled,andthe Stythian yoke caftoff, they call themfelves Hungarians , and 
had divers wars with the Polottians Bohemian r,and Moravians. Charls the great 
being molefted by the Hungarians invades their Country, and by his fon Pipin 
drives them out of all the higher Hungary . Gaba their King, at Buda, in the 
midft of his jollity and pleafurcs is taken and imprifoned,where hekilled him- 
felf. Charls caufeth the idols of Mars and Hercules there to be deftroyed, and 
Chrift to be preached> he difarmed the people,difmantled the towns, and laid 
30 heavy taxes on them. When Chads was dead Undentus a potent and fattious 
man, endeavoured to (hake off the yoke, and to reftore Hungary to its ancient 
liberty ^ therefore Lewis the Pious, to whom Hungary and the adjacent Coun¬ 
tries were bequeathed by his fathers Will, raifeth an Army againft him $ L in- 
dentus marcheth with his forces, having wafted Carinthia , Dalmatia , and Bava¬ 
ria : but he was defeated and driven to the mountains by Lewis, to whom at 
laft hefubmitted, and was pardoned. After this, the Hungarians were quiet 
for fome years $ but they break out again, invade Italy , and made Berengarins 
who came againft them, to buy his peace. After them the Sarazens fall upon 
Italy , whom Albert Duke of Etruria defeated * but being flighted for hi s good 
4 ° fervice, he cals the Hungarians again into Italy, which they miferably affii&ed; 
and made BeretJgarius tributary the fecond time5 thence they fell upon Ger- 
many , and having defeated the German forces, they plunder Bavaria and 
Franconia $ thehavock and wafte they made in Germany , broke the heart of 
Lewis the Emperour : Conradus his fucceflbr became tributary to Hungary^ 

Henry his fucceffour denyed to pay this tribute, wherefore they lay wafte 
many parts of Germany $ but at laft they are overthrown, and their Cap¬ 
tain taken, whofe life they would have redeemed, but could not. Then a 
peace of nine years is agreed on 5 but before thefe were expired, they demand 
their tribute of the Emperour, who inftead thereof fent them a latneand 
50 mangie Dog: they to be revenged, fend three hundred thoufand men, whofe 
cruelty in Gennany was unfpeakable 5 at length Henry defeats the* mone hund¬ 
red Sc fifty thoufond are flain, & fifty thoufand of them taken prifoners: thus 
Ge/vz/.n/^refted a whiles then they return into Italy , and are quieted by a fiiver 
fop from B erengarius 3. Toxk their K. not forgetful of their overthrow in Ger- 
manyjk hearing that Henry was dead,refolves to foil upon Saxony, but Otho the 
Emperor kept them out thcnce:fome years after,whenOf/w was diftrafted with 
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civil wars, Texts invades Germany in divers places; but when the Princes were 
reconciled, Oiho raifeth a great army, and overtakes the Hungarians laden with 
fpoile necr Aujpurg, where a cruel battel is fought, aud the Hungai ian army 
quite routed, 'multitudes of them were drowned in the river, fome that had 
efcaped were burned in the houfes where they hid ihcmfelves; king ‘ioxis is 
taken with four other Princes, who all afterwards loft their heads. 

The kings of Hungary , after they received theChriftian faith, were thefe : 
Gayfca , who was baptized by A cl0 1 her t Biiliop of Prague ; Steven his fon was 
baptized by the fame Biiliop, and afterward canonized; the Emperor Henry 
married his lifter to this Steven, .and fo all Hungary became Ch rift ian. This king 10 
lived a holy life; he built a fair Church on the hill Strigon, and endowed it 
he eredted alfo the Monaftery of S. Martin, and another goodly Church, the 5 
burying place of the Polonian kings, with divers other monuments of his pie¬ 
ty; he was buried in his temple at Strigon. To him fuccecded his lifters fon 
Peter, who for his tyranny is depofed.His fuccefibr was^/Af,who having reign¬ 
ed three years, was depofed for his tyranny, and Peter reftored again; in his 
time Hungary began to fall off from ChrifHanity; he reigned five years and 
fix moneths. Andrew K.Stevcnskinhnm fet up again the Chriftian faith; he 
had two Tons, Solomon and David ; hecaufed Solomon to be crowned at five 
years old, which occafioned a war between Andrew and his brother Bela, in 20 
which Andrew is killed, and buried in the monaftery of S. Amian, which he 
built himfelf. Bela his brother fucceeded, who had 3 fons, Geicza , Ladijlaus, 
and Lampertus : He was the firft there that ufed filver-coyn, weights and mea- 
fures, and fet prices upon wares ; he built a Monaftery in Z ewkzare, in which 
he was buried; he defeated Henry the Emperors forces,which were fent to aid 
his brother; he died in the year 1065. Solomon K. Andrews, fon fucceeded, 
but is driven out of the kingdome by Geicza and Ladijlaus the fons of Bela, 
therefore he lived an Eremitical life in fjlria, where he died. Geicza Bela's 
eldeft fon fucceeded; in his time Hungary was vifited with a great famine. His 
fuccefibr was his brother Ladijlaus , called the Saint, for his innocenrie; he ad- ^ 
ded D aim at /a and Croatia to Hungary ; he had many wars with the Scythians ; 
he diedchildlcfle. Colomannus Geicza' s fon fuceceaed; he was firft a Biiliop, 
and while he was king a cruel tyrant, he put out the eyes both of his brother 
and his brothers fon, his brother Aim ms afterward was by him murthered in 
the church ; he had two fons, Ladijlaus and Steven who fucceeded to his fa¬ 
ther, being ns yet young; he was called the Lightning by his fubjetts ? becaufe 
his aftions were ludden and rath; having no children, and weary of govern¬ 
ment, he betook himfelf to a Monaftery, where he died. 

Bela Q. called the blind , becaufe Colmannus had blinded both him and his 
father Almus, fucceeded; he was a good, though a blind King: he had four 40 
fons : He overthrew and put to flight Colmannus his baftard, who had raifed 
forces againft him : He died an a 141. and was buried at Alba regalis or Stulu - 
neijfenburg, the place where the Hungarian kings areufually crowned and 
buried. His fon Geicza 2. fucceeded : he fupprefled the Saxons,AuJlrians 9 2 nd 
Bavarians , who had invaded Hungary ; he was a pious Prince, and built divers 
Churches,leaving four fons behind him; he died an. 1 1 6 1 .his eldeft (on Steven 3 
fucceeded; he had wars with the Venetians in Dalmatia, with Emanuel the 
Greek Emperor, and with LadiJJaus and Steven his kinfmen, by whom at laft 
he was expelled the kingdom; he died childlcfle, and is buried at Strigon . 
His throne was ufurped by Ladijlaus 2. fon to blind Bela ; he reigned 6 months, 50 
and after him his brother Ladijlaus $ moneths; himK.S/cw/3. overthrew, 
they died both the fame year. Bela 3. brother to Steven 3. fucceeded, who 
cleared Hungary of Highway-men; his fuccefibr was Fmcricus the eldeft of 
his two fons, who died fhortly after his father; he left one fon, Ladijlaus 3, 
who reigned but 6 moneths. Andrew 2 d fon to Bela 3. fucceeded : he made an 
expedition into the Holy-land, where for his good fervice againft the Sultan

of Babylon, he was honored with the firname of Jcrufalcm : his wife Gertrud r, An.Chnfli 

of whom he had four Tons, was wounded mortally by the Palatine or Viceroy ^- J 

o(Hungary,fox folliciting the Palatines wife to unclcanncile with her brother. 

After K .Andrews return from jf erufalem, he married again; he beftowed on 
the Nobility of Hungary divers priviledges. His fon & 7 </4. fucceeded ; in his 
time 5COCO0 Scythians wafteall Ruffia and rodolia , thence they fall upon 
Hungary, where a battel was fought , and the King with much ado efcaped in 
a fervile habit, many prime men of Hungary were then (lain ; Great cruelties 
on all fexes and ages were exercifed for three years together by thefe Barbari- 
loans, who returning to Mtotis the Lake, imbrace Mahumetanifme. KingJ?e/.r 
by the afiiftance of the Knights o i Rhodes was reftored to his kingdom 5 he was 
buried in theGrav-Friarsat Strigon. To him fucceeded Steven <5. his fon; he 
overcame Othocar king of Bohemia, and the king gf Bulgaria alfo, and made all 
Myfia tributary to him; he left a fon behind him Lad?flam , and Mary who 
married with Charles king of Sicily , by whom he had Charles Martel father of 
that Charles who afterward was king of Hungary. Steven was buried in the Ifle 
luda^ his fon Ladiflavs^. fucceeded ; in his time the Scythians again invade 
Hungary , wafting all with fire and fword, and two years after returned home 
with great booty. This king was murthcred by the Cum an h Andrew 4.. fuc- 
20 cccded ; he was the fon of $ teven Venet/n, , and grandchild of Andrew 2. father 
of this Steven ; he fubdued Auftria , and died at Buda , where in the Church of 
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5 John the Evangclift he was buried. He being dead,the Pope declares the fon 
ot Charles Martel king of Hungary ; but the Hungarians chofe IVcncejlaus or La- 
diflatn the king of Bohemias fon for their King, whom afterward his father 
called home into Bohemia, Hangar} at this time was divided into three facti¬ 
ons; feme were for Chirls, fome for IVenceflasn, and a third party for Otbo D. 
of Bavaria , who was crowned at Alba regain, and reigned almoft three years ; 
but Ladiflaus Vayroda carried him away prifoner to jaz>ygum or Tranfifvania, 
and fpoiled him of his kingdom. Charles Robert fon of Charles Martel and Mary 
30 daughter of K .Steven 5. is crowned : He was a great fouldier, and amplified 
the kingdom of Hungary by addition of Bulgaria and divers other places; he 
married the lifter of Cflimirkmg of Poland, of whom he had Ludovic : He was 
in danger to be murthered by a Gentleman of his Court, on Eajter- day, who 
ran at him with his fword; but he was faved,and the Courtier executed 
Caflmir king of Poland made a journey tovifit this king Charles his kin (man, 
and becaufe he was childleffc,he names Ludovic (fon to K .Charles who married 
his fifterj to the kingdom of Poland , fo that this Ludovic became king of both 
kingdoms; He had two daughters only, to wit Mary who married with Sigif- 
f/tundk ing o (Bohemia, who by her obtained the kingdom of Hungary, and Hcd- 
^orvigaQ^cox\ of Poland. This Ludovic was a great warriour, he drove all the 
7 ewes out of Hungary ; he was buried at Alba Regain, in the Chappel which he 
built. To Ludovic fucceeded his daughter Mary, who married with Sigifmund 
king of Bohemia, and afterward Emperor; fhe with her mother hliz<ibcth go¬ 
verned the kingdom, becaufc Sigifmund was as yet too young, andfufFercd 
herfelf to be totally ruled by fome Peers of the Empire; which being ill re- 
fented by the Nobility of Hungary , they invite Charles king of Naples to the 
crown of Hungary : Not long after, this Charles was murthcred by the two 
Queens, as he was at a conference with them; fo the Italians were driven out 
of Hungary , and the Queen recovers her kingdom. John governour of Croatia 6 
50 to revenge k .Charles his death, feifeth on the Queen when fhe was in progrefs 
with her mother and Peers; he cuts off the head of the Regicide, drags the 
Queen with her mother by their hair upon theground, then drowns the mr- 
ther,and imprifons the Queen,and withal abufes all her maids of honour; but 
afterward out of fear he fets the Queen at liberty, who having returned home 
is met by her husband Sigifmund with a great army out of Bohemia, he without 
oppofition iscrownedking of Hungary, the 20. year of his age; then hemakes 
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An.Chrifti, an expedition into Croatia , where he befets the govemour, takes him,and cuts 
woff his head. charier 2. fimamedthe Leffe , King of Naples , fonto Andrew 
1 5 8 5* brother of King Ludovicys chofen King of Hungary yn oppofition to Sigifound 
and Mary ; but he was murthered at £//<& in the Caftle, at the inftigation of 
Queen Elifabeth by one Blajtus. Queen Mary dying childlefs, leaves the King- 
dome wholly toSigifbttmd > , wh\ch he enjoycth,and marrieth with the Countefs 
of Cilia, by whom he had one daughter Elifabeth. Not long after this, the 
1396. Turks invade Bulgaria , a Province of Hungary, a part whereof Sigifound re¬ 
covered, but not without much bloody in that cruel war there fell 20CCO. 
Chriftians, and 6cooo. Turks,the Chriftians were beatcn,and the King efcaped 10 
by flight: after this overthrow the Hungarians imprifoned king Sigifound \ 
who afterwards was reftored to his liberty and kingdom; this king in a fecond 
1409. battel is beaten by the Tiirks^and the next year after is chofen Emperor; twice 
in his time the Boors of Hungary rofe up in Arms againft him, and twice he 
fuppreffed them. He reigned with his wife in Hungary 5 1. years, and died the 
, 437 * 71. year of his age. 

Albert Arch-duke of Auflria , by manyingKing Sigifounds oncly daughter, 
obtained both the Crown of Hungaria and Bohemia , and befides is chofen Em¬ 
peror; he had two daughters, Elifabeth wife to Caj/mir King of Toland, and 
Anna who married with William Duke of Saxony : The year after Sigifounds 30 
death, Amurath the Turk invaded Hungary ; Albert intending to give him 
battel, pitched his camp beyond Danubius , where being taken with a loofnefs, 
1439. hafteneth for Vienna , but lie died by the way thither 3 he left his wife with 
childe, who intended to marry with Vladijiatn the King of Volands brother 
and Duke of Lituania ; mean while (he is delivered of a boy called Lad fans 
heir of Hungary , whereupon fhe alters her minde concerning her intended 
marriage, and refolves (now having an heir) not to marry the Duke, which 
bred great quarrels and troubles in Hungary ; the childe is crowned the fourth 
month after his birth; notwithftanding Vladijlaus enters Hungary with an 
Army, and by fomc is falutcd King, he beliegeth and taketh Strigon ; the Queen 3 ^ 
with her childe flies into Auftria to his Prote&or Frederic 4 the Emperor, and 
carried with her the Crown of tf/wgar/,which 23-years after king Matthias was 
fain to redeem with a fum of money; mean while Vladijlaus is crowned with 
fomc of the reliques taken from the head of $. Stephen. The Turk took oc- 
caiion by thefc jars tofeife upon Rfcia : Tour years after JOladiJlans is defeated 
in a great battel by Amur at h , in which befides the king, there were (lain many 
Princes and Prclates,and 3COCO. Chriftians. At this time king Ladi/laus Alberts 
fon was five years old,then at Vienna.John Hunniades or Corvinus is made Vice¬ 
roy, and by Ladijlaus for his valour deputed Vayvod of Tranjtlvania , for he 
had beaten Amurath-, when the young king, being twelve years old, came to 4 ^ 
1455. Hungary , he made the fame John , for his good fervice,Earl of Bijlria . After this 
John put again Mahumct toflight,took from him a hundred great field-pieces; 
but he died the next year after,to the great loflc of Hungary, which by the facti¬ 
ons of the Nobility was much affli&ed/LVr7f///Earl of Cilia is killed by Ladijlaus 
and Matthias, the two Tons of //;/# ;//We/;whereupon Ladijlaus is bcheadcd,and 
Matthias who was King afterward,is imprifoned at Prague 5 King Ladijlaus after 
this beat the Sultan, and kills many thoufand Turks : In the nineteenth year 
of his age, at the very nuptial foiemnities with Magdalen the daughter ofl(ing 
Charles of trance, he died. 

Matthias Corvinus Ion to John Hunniades is ranfomed out of prifonbythe 5$ 
Liihop of Waradcn for 60000 Scrutati, and withall isclefted King of Hungary. 
Freder/ck 3. Emperor Iayeth claim to the Kingdome, as being next heir to the 
defunft King: Matthias now was 17. years old^ind capitulated with Frederic 
that the houfe of Auftria fhould by his laft will inherit the Crown of Hungary 
1462. if he died childlefs; his firft marriage was with the King of Bohemias daughter. 
This Matthias was fortunate in his wars againft the Turk, which lafted two 
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after he had redeemed the Crown, it was put upon his head with great folem- 
nityrftf.1464. whiKJhcagain is iinployed in his wars againft the Turk ,the Bo-, 
liemians befiege Tyntavia on the borders o fMoravia, but were fain to raife the 
liege again. The next year after Afatthias calls a Diet tor aid againft the Turk 
and Bohemiamthen he mnreheth to rofonia, and fubdues almoft zWMoraz'ia and 
Silejfa. Not long after Cafn/ir fon of CtpmirfLof rolattdfi invited into Hungary 
by feme of the Priefts:but when he was come to Nitria, there Alatbiat befiegeth 
him 5 CaJjmir perceiving his danger efcapes by night and returns to I'oFwd, a- 
gainft him and the Bohemian Matthias makes war,which at laft was compofed 
10 in the year 1476. Beatrix thek. of Sicilies daughter is crowned at Alba regain, 
the marriage is kept at B udar? in the interim the Turk fubdues Dalmatia, makes 
inrodesupon Hungary,and carries away above 3cede, captives, he waftes alfo 
with fire and fword Dacia , by which name Malachia , MoldaviaBulgaria, or the 
lower My ft a, Scrvia or the higher Afijia, at\<\Tra?tJilvania were meant of old : 
when the nuptial folemnities were expired, Alatthiafinvades Aujiria , becaufe 
he was flighted by Frederick the Emperor when he was a Suiter to his daughter 
Knnegundt) here he takes in fome Towns and Forts : the Gefariansarc over¬ 
thrown at Haymbnrg by Matthias , which prefently after he befiegeth, the Em¬ 
peror Frederick fends 30’co. horfe tb raife the fiegc, a battel is fought, in which 
.20 the Gefarians had the better ^Stephen B athor one of Alatthias his Captains being 
. carried away prifontr by two fouldiers,watching an opportunity,pulls out the 
fword which was hanging at one of his keepers fide,with which he runs them 
both through,and fo efcapes to his fellows:ttywWgon the confines o (Hungary 
and Aujiria is furrendred ip Matthias, and Co is the Caftle for a fum of money : 
after this he takes Fruck. a ftrong Town on the river of Leythr? having taken in 
many Towns and Forts about Vienna, he forced) it at laft by famine to furren- 
dcr, after 7.months fiege he takes Ncujiad. At laft betaking himfelf to his reft a 
while, and to be meriy, upon Palmfunday at table after his mirth, he fell into 
fuch a paffion ofanger, becaufe the figs which he called for were not fochoife 
30 as he expedfed, that he fell fuddenlv into an Apoplexy, tumbling and roaring 
like a beaft on the ground fpeechlels,and fo died:He was buried at Alba regalis 5 
he was both a good fcholler, and a lover of fchollers, with which he fumifhed 
his kingdome $ he ere&ed a great Library, and took much delight in the corn- 
pan y of Regi-Montanas. 

Ladijlans 2.who was K.of Bohemiaynaxwth with Matthiasl iis widow,and fo 
becomcsK.of Hungary.About thefe timesMaxb/trlian 1.recovers Vienna,Neujlad 
and rrucl{ , with almoft all Aujiria 5 then he takes Alba, with fome other Towns 
and Caftlcs,which afterward he reftored to Ladijlans,vthok former wife being 
dead, he marricth a French Lady, of whom he had Lndovic and Anna •? it was 
40 agreed between Maximilian and him ’ that if the K. fhould die childlefs, Maxi¬ 
milian and his pofterity (hould fucccffively enjoy the Clowns of Hungary and 
Bohemia. After this a great fedition was raifed in Hungary ?forwhilft the Cardi¬ 
nal o (Strigon was preaching the Crofs for railing of Forces againft theTurk,the 
Ambaflador of Ladijlans at that time was making peace with Solyman: many 
had taken Arms againft the Turk,which they would not lay down again, but 
elefted for their K.ing,Captain George Zeck, who had heretofore given fome de¬ 
feats to theTurk^thefe like mad men run through H»« c ^rr,demolilhing divers 
Forts and Mcnafteries, tnurthcringthe Gentry with their wives and children, 
plundring their goods,and defiouring of virgins^they hale the Bifhop of Chona,, 
50 with which death they threaten the Archbim.ofand others^but (liortly 
after,thisncw K.(?^rge,with his Captains,were apprehended byCountjfota the 
Vay vcd,\vhoufed them with deferved rigor,he caufeth a burning iron Crown 
to be fet on his head, then two of his veins to be opened, the blood whereof he 
prefents to his bi othef Luke to drinks befides he caufed 30.Boors who had been 
kept from food three daies, to fall upon their yet living king with their teeth, 
whofc flefti they tore and eat^but the king feemed to be no waies dejefred or 
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An.Chrifliv* afraid,heon!y defircd his brother might be excufed,being by him compelled to 
this war:,at length when all his limbs were torn,they bowelled him,and having 
cut his body in pieces,they roft fomc part$,and boil the rtft'which they prefent 
to his fouldiers to eat, who having filled themfelves were tortured to death 
1516. with Luke Zer^. King Ladijlaus died at lW<*,and was buried in Alba regain. 

Tohm fucceeded Hisfon Ludovic 2. in the Kingdoms of Hungary and Bo - 
herniai in his time Solyman the Turk invadeth Hungary with a great Army, wa¬ 
fting all before him 5 the place that lay firftoren to his fury was the Arch- 
bilhoprick of Colonza, therefore the King by the Popes aid makes Faul 
Tomori ("now a Francifcan, but heretofore a publike and ftout Champion 10 
againft the Turk) Archbiftiop of that place, for thofe times required fuch a 
man there. King Ludovic married with Mary , Maximilian the Emperors kinf- 
woman, who afterwards was governefs in Belgium : King Lndovickj fifter 
1526. Anna was beftowed on Ferdinand, who afterward was King of Hungary . King 
Ludovic underftanding that the Turk was again comming upon Hungary with 
another Army, he meets him in perfon with ftrong forces, being urged thereto 
by the Nobility, whofe priviledge was, as they faid, not to go to war without 
the Kings own prcfencc, in this unhappy encounter there fell on the Chriftian 
fide nineteen thoufand, befides divers Piinces and Prelates, among which 
were the Archbifhopof Strigon , PaulTomori the Monk } the king having efca- 2 o. 
ped, fell with his horfc into a bog,where he died miferably 5 two months after 
his body in armour, with his horfe were found $ he was carried and buried in 
Alba regain: theTmk purfues his viftory,raging with fire 8c fword till he came 
to Buda the Metropolis,which was quickly furrendred to him,the Queen with 
the chief of the City being fled to Vienna : the Caftle held out, in which was a 
garrifon o^Ccrmam^ho perceiving that the 7 #r 4 r went about to fpring mines, 

„ articuled that they might depart with their baggage } this was aflented to, but 
promife not kept, for all of them were cut in peeces by the Turks cimitcrs, 
onely the Captain efca ped, becaufe the fouldiers againft his will, had delivered 
up the Caftle to the enemy 5 into the woods were fled above 25 thoufand 30 
Cnriftians, befides women and children , againft whom the Turks difeharged 
their great ordnance, and almoft deftroyedthem all/ After the Turk had 
wafted higher Vancnia^ he returns unto Conjlantinople. After the death of 
Ludovic , j( hn the Vay vod of Tranjtlvania i*> by fomc elefted king, againft the 
will of the Palatine of Hungary , and the chief Prelates, who had called in Fer¬ 
dinand brother to Charles 5. Emperor, fo that now* there were two kings ele¬ 
fted: theVayvodfenttothe French king for aid againft king Ferdinand, of 
whofe injuftice he complained by his letters to the Emperor Charles and the 
Eleftors, protefting that if he fhould be forced to feek for aid elfewhere, that 
he was not fo be blamed, wherefore when he faw no help, he fwore allegiance 40 
to Solyman , defiring hi^proteft ion,which he had long fince propofed, if Ferdi¬ 
nands power ftiould be too great for him. 

Ferdinand Archduke of Aujlria and king of Bohemia is elefted king of 
Hungary , he with a ftrong Army marcheth to Buda 9 which hetaketh, with the 
greateft part of the kingdome 3 after this he is crowned at Alba. Cajimir Mar- 
quefs of Brandcbnrg his General, in this expedition dieth at Buda , where he is 
1529. honourably interred. The Vayvod invites Solyman the Turk into Hungary , 
who takes byftorm the Town and Caftle of Buda after eleven attempts : 
Johnthc Vay vod, whom the Turks call Erdelban^ meetstheTurk with rich 
prefents, and kifleth his hand, by whom he is confirmed in the kingdome of 50 
Hungary , andreceivcth from him Buda the royal feat, which he held till his 
death, an. 1 540. After this Solyman takes in divers Towns upon the Dnnow: 
the 26. of Scptcmb. he fate down before Vienna in Aujlria with 2c©coo.Turks, 
for twenty dayes together he playeth upon the Ci t ty with his ordn^pcc, and 
oftentimes aflhultedit, but in vain} he loft in that fiege above 8occc. at 
laft being forced with cold, he raifeth his fiege, and returns by Buda to 
Byzantium. ' Chap.

olyman being enraged for his great lofs at Vienna , and that he An.Chrifit 
was forced to raife his fiege, returns with a great power , 
to wit, 300000 men* and 120 great Canon. He firft be- 1 5 3 *• 
fiegeth the little Fort and Caftle of Gunta * which he affaul. 
tea thirteen times, and thirteen times was beat off with 
great Ioffe At laft perceiving the courage of Nicholas 
tfwritb , an Hungarian, and Governour, who would not yeild, though the 
Town was almoit battered to the ground with great Guns, invites him to 
afurrenderuponfairtearms* Thathefhould remain Governour as he 
was* and that all the Inhabitants (hall flay and enjoy all that they ow 
without any hurt. The Hungarian accepts of the conditions : Then 
the Turk removes to the borders of Stiria : He permits his chief Bafhai, 
with fifteen thoufand, to waft and plunder the Countrey before him * but 
00 as he was returning to the Army with his fpoiles, he was fo circum¬ 
vented between the Mountains by fome Cafarian Horfe going for Vienna , 
that fcarfe two hundred of fifteen thoufand Turks efcaped. The Empe¬ 
ror in a (hort time raifeth an Army of thirty thoufand Horfe, and two 
hundred thoufand foot, which when the Turk underftood, he retreats 
with all fpeed to his own confines. About five years after , Ferdinand 
raifeth an ocher Army of eight thoufand Horfe,and fbttcen thoufand foot, 
under the conduft of Catrian , who perfidioufly betrayed the Army to 
theTurk. Not long after, this Tray tor labours to perlwade Count Ni¬ 
cholas of Serinum , with whom he was intimate, to fide with the Turks* 

30 But Nicholas caufcd his head to be cut off, which he fentto King Firdi* 
nand as a prefent, for which, he was rewarded with all Catrians E- 
ftate. 

tfohn, the Vayvod of Tranfylvania , dyethat Buda: he leftbehinde f 
him a young fon, in whofe Non age, his Mother undertook the Govern¬ 
ment. Ferdinand lieth Siedge to Buda , whieff the Turks underftanding, 
they make haft thither with a great Army, under one of the Baiba’s. Ftr- 
dinancTs Forces beat day and night againft the City with their Ordnance, 
but to no end* for they were forced to raife the Seige, with great lofs. 

The Turk enters Buda , and Pejlha *, the Government of both places he 
40 commits to the Bellerbeg , and lends away the Widdow and her fon to 
Tranfylvania About two years after, a numerous Army is fent by Fer¬ 
dinand into Hungaria , under foachim Elefror of Braudehurg * with 
whom the Pope joyns three thoufand Horfe * thefe befiege Peftha, playing 
continually with their Ordnance on it * but to no purpofe, for the Plague 
fo raged in the Army, that it fwept away many thoufands in a ihort time. 

That fame year there died at Vienna eighteen thoufand of the ficknefs. 1 54 3 - 
The next year Soliman takes in Hungarian the City and Caftle of Strigon, 
after many affaults. V Then three munths after* he takes Alba Regalit up¬ 
on furrender : It was Articled, That the Inhabitants ihould be dilmiffed 
50 without hurt: but Soliman caufeth them all to repair to the Caftle, where 
he difirms them * then picks out the ftrongeft bodied of them, the reft 
he commanded to be hewed in pieces : Then he makes Mahomet ZAoglis 
Governour of all Hungdria . Four years after, Anna, Queen of Hunga¬ 
rian King Ferdinands wife , died in Child-bed. The next year attei 
^ing Ferdinand took i^dgria, and divers Forts: Shortly after, in upper 
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Panonia, by the Earlot Salm, Anno , 1550. Teufel, Ferdinands Gene¬ 
ral is (ideated by the Turk , who takes divers places this year from the 
King 3 and beiiegeth Atria , an Epifcopal Seat,withall the ftrengthhe 
could make: But the Inhabitants united themfelves by a folemn Cove¬ 
nant, fubfciibed with their own bloud : fo that the Turks Army was 
forced with fhame to raife the fiege, havingdifeharged againft it twelve 
thoufand bullets out of their Ordnance: Not long atter a peace is made at 
Conflantinoflc, between Ferdinand and the Turk. About fix years after, 
the Tranfylvanians revolt from Ferdinand their King, to John Sigifmund y 
ionofthcabovenamed Vayvod: and two years after, Ferdinand ischofen 10 
Empeior of the Romans. 

After the Turk had taken Felica, a ftrong Town in the higher P£ 
nonia: a peace is concluded between Ferdinand and Soliman. Four years 
after Ferdinand died at Vienna , and was buried at Prague. Hisfon Max¬ 
imilian thefecond, fucceeded in "bohemia* and Hung aria , and like wife 
in the Empire. He was crowned King of Hungaria , with Mary his wife, 
before his Fathers death. Thenextyear after, Sigifmund the Vayvod, 
and Vaflfall of Solyman , violates the pe^cc, and takes Zativar 2 which 
fhorrly after was recovered bv Maximilian , with divers other adjacent 
places. After thi6, the Vayvod iollicits Solyman to make an expedition 20 
into Hungaria: upon this, a command is lent to the Baftiai of Buda ^ to 
be in Arms, and to begin the War. Mean while the Vayvod , who called 
himfclf King of Hungaria , (ummons a Diet of his people, telling them 
that his molt Clement Patron, Solyman, had enjoyned all the people of 
Hungaria to fubjeft them (elves to the Scepter of his Vaflal, the Vayvod: 
and not long after, Solymon enters Hungaria , whom the Vayvod met with 
rich prefents, in hope to obtain from him that Kingdom : but he was de¬ 
ceived. The Bafhai of Buda befiegeth Palota, which is ftoutly defended 
by George Thurin , and relieved by George of Hclfcnflein. The Turks 
feeing new Forces comming, run all away, leaving behind them their go 
Ordnance, and all their Provifion, after they had full eight days together 
battered the walls, which are now again repaired.The Chriftians lhortly 
after take Veffrin , and put all the Turks, except five, to the fword : 
they take alfo fome Caftles. The fame year the Scythians upon Solymans 
invitation and the Vay vods, fall with fire and fword on the higher ?ano~ 
nta , carrying thence many Chriftians * but Lazarus of Schrvend with 
fome fmall Forces defeated ten thoufand of them, and then takes divers 
places from George Bebec an Hungarian Peer , who had revolted to the 
Turk. Mean while the Emperor makes an expedition into Hungaria , to 
relieve the lower Panonia which the Turk was now wafting: he fortifi- 40 
eth fome places which were in danger to be furprifed at Taurinum , where 
♦he Emperor was: there happened fucha fire, that the whole city was ah 
moft burned down} the fouldiers inftead of quenching the fire, carryed 
away the Merchants goods: but the Emperor raifed a great fumme to re¬ 
build the town again. 

Anno 1567. At Confiantinofle , a peace for eight years is concluded 
between Maximilian the fecond,aad Selymru Sultan . One oft he Articles 
was. That each one fhould keep quietly what he had gotten : this pacifi¬ 
cation was afterwards prolonged* John Sigifmund the Vayvod dyed 
without ifluc , but not without fufpition of poyfon. To him fucceeded 50 
Stef hen Bathori , who waste continue the annual tribute to the Turk. 
This is he who afterward by the Sultans recommendation, was eletted K. 
of Poland . .* 

The Turk before the peace wa9 expired, fell upon Hungaria , where 
he killed above one thoufand Ghriftians, and returned with great booty

About rhe end of this year died Selymus at Byzantium : and two years af- An. c hrtfli 
ter Maximilian at Ration. To him fucceeded Ralph the iecond , his 
fonne: he was King of Hungaria and Bohemia before, and afterward was 
clewed Emperor. 

i^inno 1 5 7 p. The Turks fall upon a great many unarmed Chriftians, 
being at a fair in Sixo: Some they hacked and hewed with their Cimi- 
ters, others they led away captive, with their goods: they tyed two 
thoufand of them together like Horfes, whom 39 they were carrying a- 
way, the Hungarian Rufticks in great companies purfued, delivered the 
10 Captives, and killed many of the Turks, carrying away the red pri foners. 

The like cruelty in higher Panonia was exercifed by the Turk, and the 
like meafure they received from the Chriftians near Agria . The Empe¬ 
ror had a conference with the Hungarian Peers at Pofonium , about fecu- 
ring the Kingdom from the Turks. 

Anno 1582. During the peace, an Army of fixty thoufand Turks, un¬ 
der Sanzacus , broke in upon the higher Panonia , wafting with fire and 
fword all that lay in their way : but as they were returning home with 
theirfpoiles and plunder, the Cafarian Forces fet upon them near A- 
gria i killed moft of them, and recovered the Plunder. The news of 
20 this oveithrow did highly move and incenfe the great Turk at Byzantium: 
but when he underftood how the T urks without any ground or provoca¬ 
tion began the quarrel, he was fatisfied and appeafed, and of his own ac¬ 
cord defireda continuation of the peace, which was effc&ed between 
Rodolfh the fecond. Emperor, and Amurath the third, for eight years,be¬ 
ginning the firft of January, iMnno 1584. Yet three years after the Turks 
robbed fifteen Villages, and carried away many Chriftians^ but George Se¬ 
lin recovered the bootie, with the Ioffe of two thoufand Turks. 

Some few years after, Matthias, the Emperors brother,with a great Army 
out of Germany, fell upon the truce* breaking Turks of Hungaria : Novlgrad 
30 isfurrendred to Mathias.Serin, takes divers caftles. 77 ^/r»^r^,having (laugh- 
terd divers Turks, took Jafprln by affault. Mathias fell upon Strigon, and 
took the old town • but whilft he was beleaguering the new town , and 
hearing that Swathe Turk wascoming, he rifeth with his Army againft 
the GermansWkW. 

This Sinan , with one hundred thoufand Turks,and fixty thoufand Tar¬ 
tars, befiegeth Javernum. A terrible battle is fought, in which Sinan loft 
one hundred thoufand men. But Hardeckins, notwithftanding he was pro- 
rnifed by Mathias to be relieved within two days .delivers up Jaurin to.the 
Turk : For which fad, afterward he loft his head. In this ftrong town 
40 were one hundred fifty great guns,fix thoufand of the Garrifon were kil¬ 
ted, three thoufand difmiffed. The Ifland Ow*r4,over againft the town 
was ftoutly defended by the Germans . Sinan being dead with griefe for his 
many lodes, Mahumet the Sultan prepares to invade Panonia with a great ar¬ 
my. Mean while the Chriftians take Hatuana, ufing there all manner of 
cruelty, which upon the coming of the T urk, they plunder and burn.But 
the Sultan revenged himfelfc upon the Agrians , whom he put all to the 
fword. Poppa is delivered up to the Turk by the Chriftian Garrifon, for 
want of pay : which town, whilft Swartzemburg afterward befieged, he is 
lulled with a musket bullet. J lederus purfueth the Traytors, fome of which 
50 he tortured and put to death. Philip Emanuel of Lorrain imployeth his ar¬ 
my againft the Turks, from whom he took by force Alba Regalis, but the 
fouldters dtfaced and ranfacked the town, not fparing the ancient Regal 
bones and Monuments of Hungary. The Turks (hiving to regain the 
City, were beat back with great lofs, but the next year the Conqueror 
being dead, they retake the place. 
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Georg e Baft* , growing bold upon the Turks weaknefs , (for the Sultan 
was yet a childe, and the P erftans had over-run his Dominions as far as Ba¬ 
bylon ) raifeth an inteftine War between Hungaria, and Dacia. He forceth 
the Proteftants to hear Mafle , Plundering tnofe that refufed.* but the 
Turks took courage, and withall, Pefla, being forfaken by the Chriftians , 
out of fear: afterward they take Strigonium, after it had been ten years 
under Rodolphus. Bethlem Gabor , having married the Widow of Moyfes , 
the Civilian , was in hope to become matter of Tranfylvania, but his hopes 
were blafted by the victory which Tampirius had over him. S thephen Botfca- 
tns, akinfeman of Battors , flood up for liberty of Confidence, in defence of 10 
the Proteftants: acknowledgeing Cafars right no otherways, then upon 
this liberty. But the inteftin Wars caufed fuch fterility and devaluation , 
that for want of other food, parents did eat their children 5 which was 
prefagedby anewftar, as Kepler obferves. Mathias being eftablifhed in 
Hungaria, makes peace with the Turk , and enters Bohemia with a great Ar¬ 
my, where he is Proclaimed King, and by the confent of his brother the 
Emperor, is Crowned. F orgatzias the Palatin of Hungaria , marcheth in¬ 
to Dacia $ where he brings Claudtopolu , and other tewns into the obedience 
of King Mathias : but fhortly after he is beaten by Battorlus, and hardly ef- 
caped with his life through the woods. Battorius in T ranfjlvania, attempt- 20 
ing to take Cronflad by ftorm, fends Andrew Gietz,ius to the great Turk tor 
aid • but Andrew promifeth to the Sultan fome Caftles, if he would con¬ 
fer the Principality on him : order presently upon this motion,is given to 
Mahnrmt Baflai, that he ftiould turn out Battorius, and fettle Gietrtus in his 
place .• Which Battorius perceiving defires aftiftance from the Palatine of 
Hungaria . and Protection from King Mathias 3 at which the Turk was offen¬ 
ded, ana expoftulated with Mathias , yet was notin capacity to make War 
againft him, becaufe of the Arabian Rebellion. Gabriel Bailor , willing to 
retain Dacia. , halted fo long between the Emperor, and Turk, that Btthletm 
Gabor rebels againft him, and at laft by the Turks aid utterly defeats him, 5© 
who the year following was murthered by his own lervants. Gabor alfoto 
keep what he had got, fwears fealty both to Cafar, and the Sultan. The 
Turks break the peace, and burn fome towns in Hungaria. Gabor in Hunga¬ 
ria and Dacia , fubjetted Lippa , and fome other places to the Turkj and 
would alfo have delivered up IVaradin to the Sultan for a reward of his 
protection 5 about which, he and Humanoius fell at variance. Near Agria, 
theTurks making excurfions,are defeated by theHeiducci^bm in Polonia they 
have better fuccefs being aflifted by the Tar tar suborn the Coffacks had pro¬ 
voked by their dayly plunderings, 

Mathias, Ktngoi Hursgari a, and Bohemia , who was alfo Emperor, caufed 40 
his Colin Jerman, Ferdinand, to be declared King of Hungaria. Bethleem 
Gabor , the Turks VafTal, having by letters imparted his rcfolution9 to the 
Bohemians , and gaping after the Crown of Hungaria , enters that Kingdom 
with a great Army, and takes Caflovia, Pofon , and other places , fome by 
ftorm, fome by furrender : he affumes the title of Prince of Hungaria, ana 
feizeth on the Crown , which was ufually kept at Pofon , and ufeth the Pa- 
pifts with all extremity. Not long after, he calls a Diet of his FaCtion (the 
Clergie, and chief Peers of the Kingdom, being abfent 5 and divers Cities 
whole Legates were there protefting againft it) by which he isprodaim- 
ed King of Hungaria : then he makes an incurfion upon Auftria , and fends 50 
aid to the Palfegrave. Dampier , attempting to take Pofon , is killed. The 
Emperor fends out his Declarations againft Gabor, for invading the King- 
domeof Bohemia, for delivering to the Turk fome Forts of that Kingdom , 
and for afiiiming the title of King. Notwithftanding Gabor had pofiefllon 
of the C rown, which he removed from Pofon, to a more fecure place , vet 
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refufeih to be Crowned. And the rather becaufe Bucquoi was entereg Hun- An. Chrijli 
garia with an Im per foil Aimy, with which many of the Princes and Cities 4 
joyned and fell off from Gabor, Eefides that, Bucquoi had taken Fofon , with 
divers other towns. So that now Gabor was in danger of lofing Hungaria 
* - totally : but the untimely death of Bucquoi put him in frefti hoptes again, 
therefore he recovers fome loft places, befiegeth Pofon , but is repul fed 
with great lofs: at laft, he is reconciled to Cdfar, and is enjoyned to reftorc 
the Regall Crown, and to govern thofe places now in his poffeflion,in c*. 

/err name. The next year after this, the Crown is reftored to Cafar, and 
10 Gabor fends an extraordinary Ambaltador to the Port , to acquaint the 
Turk with the reafqns why he made peace with Cafar, (hewing he was ne- 
cefiitated thereto by the defection, famine, and ncknefs of Hungaria , his 
fouldiers not being longer able to fubfift there: befides, he feared a revolt 
ofhis own people in Dacia , by the inftigation of Cafar , and the Polander. 

Laftly , feeing che Sultan had concluded a fudden Peace with the Poles , he 
was afraid the burthen of the War would be left upon him alone, but 
wichall he (aith, that his Mafter meant not to keep the peace long, there¬ 
fore defires full power from the Sultan that he, with the Bafhai of Btsda, 
might when they faw caufe invade the Empire or Poland. This motion 
20 was fleighted by thz Sultan, who now was unfit for a War abrode, and per¬ 
ceived that Gabor aimed holy at his own ends. *Yet the next year an Army 
was granted by the Turk to Gabor , for fubduing of Hungaria , to the wonder 
ofthofc who knew the 7 «r/b weaknefs at this time. Gabor being then at 
Caffovia , receives the Turkifti Forces, which he joyns with his own, but he 
wanted Artillery and other neceffaries : his chief hope was in a generall 
revolt of Hungaria, and afliftance from the United Princes of Germany : 
but the States of 2)^/4, affembling at Alba Julia (hewed how unwilling 
they wear to break with the Emperor 5 therefore they fend to him, who 
at Vienna receiveth the Commiflioners kindly, and fends the Bifliop of Ni- 
30 t/ia to Dacia, where a new peace is concluded between Cdfar , and Tranfjl - 
vania. , 

But not long after, Gabor with an Army of 6cooo. over-runns Hungaria, 
at laft he makes a truce of ten monthes with the Imperialifts. The next 
year, Cdfar raifeth an Army of 50000. to invade Hungaria , which made the 
Turk ;ealous,but Cdfars Ambaflador aflured him,that the Emperor intend¬ 
ed no hurt to the Pore, but onely to recover what Gabor had taken from 
him. Yet fome fupplies were fent to Gabor by the Turk : mean while, the 
Prince fearing C-c/an greatnefs, makes an abfolute peace with him, de¬ 
claiming all title to Hungaria , and confenting that Cdfars Sonne (hould be

40 presently chofen King thereof 5 that the Prince of Tranfjlvania , (hould 
ferve him in all his occafions } that Gabor (hould remain quietly. Prince of 
D4a4,.Earlofthecyr»/;,andLordofC4/Jiv/4, which after his life (hould 
return to the Crown of Hungaria. This Article much troubled the Sultan, 
who defired not that Dacia (hould depend on the Empire. After this Ga¬ 
bor fends to the Port for a confirmation ofhis Lady in the fucceftion to the 
Principality of Dacia , which the Turk put offjbecaufe ofhis troubles with 
thoPerftan. Yet fearing leaft the Prince (hould take a confirmation of the 
Emperor, the grant is difpatched. 

ThePrince joyns his Forces with the Baftiai of Buda. mljleln endeavor- 
50 ed to keep them from joyning with Count Mans felt,but could not: (o af¬ 
ter divers skirmifhes, the Imperialifts are beaten. But fhortly after, <74. 
bor fends to Cdfar, to excufe his taking up Armes, becaufe fome Articles 
were not observed. „ ^ 

Then he fends to the Port, to excufe his making of peace with Cdfar , 
becaufe the Ba(haiof5^4 was called away from him by the Sultan. So 
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An o brttti f^rms like, he looks both ways. Yet underhand he aids the confederate 
princes, and ftirs up the againft Cafar, fearing too much his great- 
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neffe. 

For this caufe , the Bafhaof Buda is continued in his place, and order 
given, that when occafion ferved he fhould aid Gabor . Cafar fends a private 
Agent to the Port, complaining againft Gabor, and that he was the chiefe 
difturber of the peace : tnefe Letters were intercepted by the Vlfitr, and 
not fuffered to come to the Saltan, but fent to the Bafhai of Buda, to ma¬ 
nage things as he thought good. The Turk at laft, upon Cafars fccond 
complaint, checks Gabor for his double dealing. At laft, after all his jug-* 10 
glmg tricks, death, which cannot be deluded ieizeth on him. 


C H A P. X I V. 

The affaires of Germany, Hungaria, Poland, Turky, Bohemia, Auftria* 
Millan, Naples, Cyprus, W Boruflia, Albert ^Frederick, 
Emperors , from the year one thoufand four hundred thirty eight, till the year 
one thoufand four hundred eighty . 

2 ° 

Lbtrt , fon in La w to Sigifmund, in the fpace of a few months, 
being but Duke of Aufiria , became Duke of Lucemburge, 
Marquefs of Moravia , King of Hungaria, and Bohemia , and 
withall, Emperor oi the Romans. He fcarce fate two full 
years in this dignity: for the fecond year of his Empire, 
he was taken with a dyfentcrie, by a furfet of Musk-millions, and dyed in 
Hungaria, near Strigon. 

He was fain to fight for the Kingdom of Bohemia - For fbme of the NoJ 
bility had called in the Polander , againft whom, the Emperor imployed Al¬ 
ien, Marquifs of Brandtnburgt , who defeated the Polander, and made him 30 
fue for peace, and leave Bohemia : to which Kingdom, ^Albert had a two^ 
fold Title 5 one by his Wife Elizabeth, of the Royal 1 blood} the other ' 
by vertue of a Covenant between the Auflrians, and Bohemians } That when 
in either Houfe the iffue Male did fail, the other fhould enjoy the Crown. 
The Hungarians were not content that their King fhould meddle with the 
Empire, becaufe that wh'Aeft Sigifmund was bufie about the Imperial af¬ 
fairs, Hurgaria was expofed to tne fury of the Turks, The reafbn why 
Ptarfco, Chief of the Hufsites, called into Bohemia,Caftmir^ Brother to Ladl- 
Jlaus of Poland, was, for that Albert was much addifted to the Roman faith, 
and a bitter enemy to Y\uffe : therefore he fortified all the Cities of the 40 
H ufsits, and joyned the 7 hahorits with the Colanders, but they were ( as we 
have* {aid) defeated, and divers H ufsits carried away prifoners by Frede¬ 
rick, Elcfior of $axortj. 

1 Cafv having left a Vice-roy in Bohemia , falls upon Poland with Fire and 
Sword; but his ficknefs caufed a peace. He left two daughters behinde 
him ; Anna, who married William , Duke of Saxonies and Elizabeth, wife of 
Cafimi*, King of Poland: he had alfo a Poft-humus fon, Ladiflaus , whom 
his Mother Crowned the4. month of his age, which Crown (he had fe- 
Cietlv conveyed,and hid for that purpofe. 

But the Coronation ofthis young King, could not keep H angaria from j 0 
troubles } For Atmtrath , who lately had deprived George Defpot of SnvU, 

(v vhofe daughter he married) both of his Principality, and two fonnes , 
vv hum he left at S anderovia, which town the Turk cook,and the two Tons 
hi •'aufed to be both emafculated, and exoculated, pretending they were 
abuut toraife new Forces for their Father: I fay, this Amuraxh invades 
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Hungaria, with Fire and fword: the Hungarians to encreafe their ftrength, An. Chrifli 
propofe a Treaty between their Queen and Ladijlaus of Poland* The 
willing to preferve the Crown entire for her fon,rcfufeth to marry,which 
occafioned a great Wars For divers of the Hungarian Peers fided with 
Ladijlaus, others with the Pojl-humsas King. 

The PoUndtr by the help of the Hungarian Peers, take .many places in 
Hungaria : the Queen on the other fide was bufie in retaking the fame pla 
ces. Mean while Amurath was not idle, but brings his Army through 
Myfia, and Triballia, and fits down before Belgrade of old Tanrurum , the chief 

10 Fort of that Kingdom 

Ladijlaus gave the charge of Tranfylvania , to $obn Huniades, to keep off 
the Turks on that fide. George , he fends to the border?, to keep the Turks 
at Belgrade from excurfions. The Chriftian Princes underftanding their 
danger, drove to take up the difference between Ladijlaus and the Oneen 
Motherland withall, to beftowher two daughters on the two brothers,C4]£- 
mer and Ladijlaus : in the interim, Hnniades defeats the Turks, recovers all 
Moldavia^ and a part of Servia, with Bulgaria , by the hel p of Ladijlaus . Htt- 
rJades in one day, defeated the Turks in five feveral Battels, and towards 
night, he utterly routed th cBajhai of Anatolia, A/nuraths his kinfman. 300CO . 

20 Turks were here loft. 

Amurath , to repair this lofs, fends Carambeius the Bafha of Phrygia, with 
a great Army,which Ladijlaus by the prudence of H*wwW«,totaIly difeom- 
fited in the Valley of Hemus. This fo affrighted Amurath ,that he was about 
to have killed himfelf had not H aiibaus Bajha, who fucceeded Carambeius en¬ 
couraged him to raife a new army, and to elude, Fabius like, with long de¬ 
lays, the courage of H unlades, by (huttingup the Screights of Mount Redo- 
pe , which Ladijlaus perceiving, returns in a tryumphmg way, but againft 
the will ofUuniades, to Bclgrade y (hewing his booties to the people, and 
with them,captive Carambeius . 

30 Upon the reporte of thefe Viftories, Caramannus , Prince of Cilieian en¬ 
couraged to invade Vcntus, and Bithjnia, the Turks Provinces in Ajia , A- 
muraths being unable to undertake two Wars at once, and fearing the 
gteatnefs ofthe Europaean enemy, fends Ambafladors to treat with Ladi¬ 
jlaus for peace, upon what conditions he pleafeth. It was agreed, that A- 
mnraths fhould depart out of Scrvla - deliver up all the Towns and Garri- 
Tons he had taken there, and reftore to George , the Defpot , his fonnes, and 
whole Eftate, and for the time to come, fhould offer him no wrong: and 
that he fhould not meddle with ^Moldavia, and that part of Bulgaria which 
was loft. 

40 Amuraths defired, that he might onely retain Bulgaria 9 to which Lodi- 
jlaus affented, and fo the peace was concluded for ten years, and ratified 
by a folcmn Oath. But Ladijlaus , a fiery fpirited young Prince, more Am¬ 
bitious of War-like glory, then of peaceable fecurity , foon after ^yimu- 
rdths was gone into Jfta 9 breaks the League by theinftigation of Pope Eu- 
gtntus, and Julian the Cardinal, who perfwaded him he might lawfully 
violate theOath he took to an enemy of Chrifl , and that he fhould have 
Abfolution, and withall the affiftance of the Pope, Philip Duke of Burgun¬ 
dy, and the Venetian Fleet, which fhould flop Amuraths from conveying aid 
by the H tUtfpm, out of Afia into Europe. Upon thefe perfwafions and 
50 hopes, that Ladijlaus fhould recover again the Greek Empire, and prefu¬ 
ming on his former fortunes, marcheth with his Army through Walachia , 
and Bulgaria, till he ftayed at Varna, of old Vicnyfifpolis, a town in Bulgaria, 
where he fell fick, 

Amuraths upon thefe news,leaves Caramannus ,and returns to the Hellefpant 
with all fpeed, and at CaUttpolu, tranfmits his Army into Europe , in the 
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An. Chrifii fight of the Italian Fleet,which perfiduoufly fuftcrd them to pafs. The 
(hips that tranfported them, were thefeof Gent* a. The Turks with an 
incredible celerity, march towards Adrianovolu y and before Ladijlatts knew 
of any thing, lying yet at Varna\ They pitch their Camp clofe by him :the 
Chriftian Army was fo ordered by Unmade *, that one fide of it was defen¬ 
ded by a Lake, the other by Waggons and Chariots, chained together 
like a Wall: the hills behind them guarded the Rear : the fight continued 
three days and nights together with fuch violence, that the fields run with 
bloud. TheViftory was inclining to the Chriftians, for the Turks began 
to give ground, and to fly away diforderedly : the Prelates tooralhlyio 
drew the reft of the Army to purfue farther then was fafe > for the Turk 
perceiving that now the Chriftians lay open, who before were in a man¬ 
ner endofed with Fences,. he caufeth all his Archers to let flie at them,by 
which means they were prefently difordered, and inclofed by the Turks 
Legions. 

The young King having got into the Turks Life-guard, had his Hotfc 
(hot under him, and he himfelf was (lain, with many wounds. The Pre¬ 
lates in their flight fell into Bogges, and were drowned. Huniadee , with 
much difficulty cleaped, and tbat part of the A rmy that fled, dyed mifera- 
bly : fome with cold and hunger in the Woods: fome with .toyl and 20 
watching, and many drowned in Lakes and Pools. Julian, the Author 
of breaking the Oath, was found dead in the way,of many wounds .* fome 
think he was murthered of his own party. Huniades y thc feourgeof Turky, 
thedefendor of HungarUyand BulwarkofChriftendom, waspreferved by 
Cod for more work: He after this defeated Idahumety Amuraths fucccffor 
at the fiedge of Belgrade , where forty thoufand Turks were (lain 5 but ha¬ 
ving overwearied himfelf,wirh two days fight, he fell fick,who commen- 
in gthc care of his Coun trey to Ghrift* and exhorting his Tons to virtue,dc- 
parted this life. 

LadiJlauSy Alkertus his Vo(l-humty was educated by Frederick the Empe- 30 
ror, who would not fuffer the Hungarians to enjoy him, though they had 
often Petitioned, till he was of years and understanding, fit for Govern¬ 
ment } in which he was altogether ruled by Ulricus his kinfman, Earl of 
QilUy which cncreafed the peoples ill opinion of the King, and their old 
hat red a gain ft Ulricus % who alwaies envied Huniadet for his valor and hap- ^ 
pinefs, and ufed all opportunities he could, to difgracc and murther him • 
and being neither fatisfied with his virtues, nor content with his death,he 
perfecutes his Children ,Ladijlaus and MatthiaSy whom by falfe calumnies he 
thought to opprefs. 

Therefore one day Ladijlaus coming to cxpoftulate with the Earl, from 40 
words, they fell to blows: Ulricus , that began the quarrel, and drew firft, 
was killed by Ladijlaus y who cleared himfelf to the King, and upon that re¬ 
ceived the publique faith, and a pardon, with a purple garment: yet af¬ 
terward upon new calumniations, the King caufeth both the Brothers to 
be apprehended : He put Ladijlaus to death, caufing his head to be cut off 
in that purple Garment he gave him. He was three times ftruck by the 
Executioner, and three times he lifts himfelf up, though his hands were 
boun^calling upon God,and pleading his innoccncy,but the fourth ftroke 
cut oft hb head. 

The King perceiving how he was hated of the people for this murther, 50 
and finding no fecurity for his abode in Hungarian goeth to Bohemia , whi¬ 
ther he carried with him MatthiaSy the other fon of Huntades s fearing lcaft 
the people might have in the Kings abfcnce tumultuoufly fet him free^be- 
fides he could put him to death more fafely in Bohemia , then in Hungaria f 
where he was fo well known. But before the King had pronounced 
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fentence of death againft Matthias , as he was celebrating his Nuptials with An . C hrtfli 
Margaret, King Charles the fevenths daughter of Thrace, at Vrague, he was 
poy foned, of which he died within few hours. Botcbracius , one of t he 
greateft men in that Kingdome, feized on the Crown : who reftored up¬ 
on the defire of the Hungarians, Matthias to his Liberty, and beftowed his 
daughter on him, with many rich gifts, by u hich he was fitted to receive 
the Crown of H angaria , which was fet on his head by the general con- 
fent of the people, who had not forgo: what his Father had done for 
them* 

10 But though Matthias was thus Honourably dealt with, by the Bchtm'uv, 
yethefufferdhimfelftobeperfvvadedby fhe Pope, 10 take up Arms a- 
gainft him, to the great prejudice of Chriftianiry. 

To Albert in the Empire fuccecdcd Frederick the third, of K_yiuflria, 
whofe inauguration was accompanied wiih fome Attftrian troubles : for he 
had after the death of Albert^ undertaken the tuition of Ladiflans King of 
Hung art a, and BoUmia , and Arch. Duke of Anflria. But llhicsa, Earl of 
Cilia, great Uncle to the Childe, challenger h the right of Tuition: with 
him Albert fides: He was Fredericks Brother who demanded a fhare of his 
Fathers inheritance $ but the two brothers were reconciled by tbe Gcr- 
20 man Princes, and Vlricus is commanded to lay down his Arms. After this 
Frederick: endeavors to compofe the fchifm railed by Pope Ettgenius , in call- 
ing 3 Synod at Florence, againft that of Bafil } but when the Dolphin brought 
his Armeniac Forces, (To called from the Earl of Armenia in Gafccin , who 
was their Leader) againft Bafel, he did not ftir, becaufe he hated the Srvit - 
tys , whom he fuffers to be all cut off, being 1600. in number, by the 
French. Nor did ftir in that War which was between Albert the Marquifs, 
and the Noribergers. In 8. battels, Albert had the better , in the 9. he was 
beaten, and then he made peace with the confederat Cities. 

Frederick having perfwaded Fal'tx , to refigne the Pontificat to Nicholas, 

50 and him to confirm the decrees of Bafil , he repairs to Rome for his Co¬ 
ronation, with Albert his brother, and L adijlaus the young King. In his 
journey he beftowed many Dignities, and titles of Honour upon the Itali¬ 
ans, by which he procured much love among them. He entertained his 
Spoufc, Lonora, King Edwards daughter of Portugal, at Cert a-, thither file 
came by fea, and from thence he conveys her to Rome, where he \vh& 

Crowned firft King of the Lombards.(For Millan was fallen to.Franck Sfortia 
upon the death of Philip Maria Vifeccunt, which fucceflion Frederick would 
notallow.) Two days after, with his new Bride, He was Crowned Em¬ 
peror of the Romans. Upon his return homeward, the Venetians, and Fer- 
4 ° rarians did Royally entertain him .• for which he made the Marquifs of 
Ferraria, Duke; and with the Venetians he made a league. Mean while, 
there were po fmall troubles at home by the plottings cf Cilian , and the 
A nflrians, who demand the young King Ladiflaus to govern them: fo that 
hewasforeced , being fuddainly befet with an Army, to difmifle £4- 
diflaus. *• 

Frederick alfo had much trouble with A Ibert his brother, and Sigifmund 
Exercb of A uflria, about the Principality, of that Countrey: for thel'e were 
Cofin Jermans, or fons of two brothers, and claimed an equal right: but 
aftera long War, the Emperor at laft obtained all A uttri*.. After this he; 

50 had troubles with Matthias Huniades, about the Kingdom of H ttngarta : this 
was like to break outinto open War, had not the differences been com- 
pofed by the German Princes. For though fome of the Hungarian Peers 
defixed Frederick to be their King, Ladiflaus being dead, yet the major part 
were for their Countreyman Huniades , who yet could not obtain the 
Crown, which was delivered to Frederick with the tuition of the child, by 
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An, Chrifti Elizabeth the Mother, till he had redeemed it for 80000 Crowns. Mean 
while, the fecond, the Pope, who had been Secretary to Frederick the 
Emperor, had depofed Ifeberpus, Bifhop of Mints, for refitting the Levies 
of Money in Germany ft njoyned by the Pope for theTurkifh War: and be- 
caufe he refufed to take the Oath impofed on him, which was, That he, 
nor his fucceffors fhould not without the Popes leave aflemble the Princes 
for ele&ion of a new Emperor, or for any thing that concerned the ftate 
of the Empire : this occafioned matter for a new War. Frederick Count 
Palatiu of the Rbene, and Ludovic of Bavaria , both hated by the Emperor, 
fide with the Bifhop againft the Pope : but Albert , Marquifs of Brandeburg 10 
with divers other Princes,take part with Adolphus, the new eletted Bifhop: 
who in a battel were defeated by the old Bifhops faftion, which was leffe 
146 1 numerous then the other. 

This War was fcarfe ended, when a more dangerous arifeth between 
the Emperor, and Matthias Corvinus, King of Hungaria,about the Kingdom 
of Bohemia , which the Pope had bellowed on Matthias againft B oiebracius, 
the Unfits Patron. 

But the Emperor would not aflentto this grant 5 whereupon Mat* 
thias is highly difpleafed, and the rather becaufe the Bohemians and Empe¬ 
ror , had chofen Ladijlaus , fon to Cafimer , King of Poland, by Elizabeth , 20 
daughter to Albert of A ujlria. In this War Matthias had got almoft all 
A uflria from Frederick . But Albert, Duke of Saxony , recovered it all again 
to the Empire, except Vienna, which Albert was loth to meddle with, 
becaufe of the ftrength and power of that City. 

In thefe troubles of Germany , Frederick , makes a journey to Rome,that 
he might perform his vow: but Pope Pius was dead, and had for his fuc- * 
ceffor, Paul the fecond, a man of an evil report. After this,Frederick had 
troubles with Charles Duke of Burgundy , that high fpirited and turbulent 
Prince, who was much incenfed becaufe the Emperor would not confer 
on him, the Title, Crown, and dignity of a King: nor would he confent 30 
that Charts fhould be Lieutenant, or Vicar of the Empire. Upon this , 
Charles raifeth an Army, with which he befiegeth Novefmm , or NeuijT , a 
confederate City four miles below C olen. Frederick on the other fide Le- 
vieth 80000 men, among which were mod of the Imperial Princes. The 
Duke of Saxony was Standerd bearer. But whilft both armies were pre¬ 
paring to fight „ Frederick and Charts having had privat conference by the 
mediation of the Belgic Princes, peace is proclaimed in both Armysj and 
1475 it is agreed, That Charles his onely daughter, fhould marry with Maxi¬ 
milian, the Emperors fon , who was to enjoy all the Provinces belonging 
to Charles, if he fhould dye without ifTue male. But out of this peace were 40 
excluded, Lewis, King of France,Sigi[mundExarch of Auftria, the Emperors 
Cofin Jerman, JtoJ4rw;,Dukeof Lorrain, and the Switzers, who had broke 
in upon Burgundy by the inftigation of King Lewis, and had taken two 
Towns. 

Charles then removing his Camp from Mui/f, fell upon the Lerrainer , 
whom he drove out of mod part of his countrey. Then he falls upon the 
Switzers, Lcrrains Confederates, and takes from them the town and Caftle 
of Gran fon j but at laft his Army is totally routed by them,fo that he hard¬ 
ly efcaped him fe If. 

The next year he was overthrown again by the Switzers: and the year 
after that, being the 3. Warre he had with the Helvetians, he both loft his 
Army and life by them. The perfidioufnefs of Camtobafins, the Neapolitan , 
! 477 who forfook him, was the caufe of his overthrow, tnus revenging himfelf 
for the cuff the Duke gave him on the ear heretofore. Thefe troubles 
were accompanied by two Commets, the one appeared five years 

before

before the death of Char Its , and the other, in the fame year bee An.^hrrfli 
dyed. 

The death of Charles bred a new War between Maximilian , and the 
French, He claimed the marriage of Mary, Charts his Daughter, accord¬ 
ing to the Articles of pacification : andwithall, the Provinces belonging 
to her. 

The on the contrary, afiiftcd by fome Belgic Princes , whofe 
Chief was Philip Raveften, waited Burgundy and Flanders, and changed the 
Dukes Provinces: but at laft Maximilian prevailed, though often times 
10 in danger by his feditious Subjefts, chiefly at Bruges, where they had be- 
fet him. In 8. years fpace he recovered all his Father in law s Countries* 
chiefly by the help of Albert, Duke of Saxony. Raveflen is driven into 
France, where he was made Admiral of a Fleet, which he loft in a Sea- 
fight with the Turks near the Iflcof Lesbos. 

Frederick,2ftev the death of Mathias, returns to Auflria , where he fup- 
prefled the High-way-men. He was much troubled with a running Can¬ 
ker in rhe Foot, called by Phyfitians, Phagedena, and having overthrown 
his ftomack with Mmk* Millions, he fell into a loofenefs that killed him 
the78.yearofhis life, andofhis Empire, the 54. He left onely two 1493 
20 Children behinde him, Maximilian, who fucceeded, and Cunigunda, that 
married with Albert of Bavaria. 

In Bohemia, Boiebracitss, againft whom the Pope had incenfed Mathias of 
Hungaria, being dead, Ladijlau* is made King, who makes War with the 
Hungarian for Moravia, and Silefia 9 which in hatred of the Bohemian Reli¬ 
gion , fubmittedthemfelvestothe tf#/;£4^4tf. But the controverfie was 
taken up by the Princes, without effufion of bloud : and it was agreed 
that a part of Silefia, lying next to Bohemia , with both Lufatias , fhould be¬ 
long to Laiijlaus , but Matthias (hould pofiefie the reft of Silefia, with M0- 
rarvia, conditionally. That if he died without an Heir Male, it {hould re- 
50 turn to LadtfL'Ut * if he had an Heir, That then it (hould be free both to 
him, and to L adislant , either to leave, or buy thefe Provinces for 200000 
Crowns. 

In Italy, the differences about the Principalities of Millan, made way 
for Francis Sfortia, a Mercenary Souldier, to invade it. For Philip being 
dead , in whom the ancient Raceof Vifcounts, from Matthew the great, 
failed $ fo that none of that race was remaining, except Valentina, Philips 
fifter, whom 5 fohn GaUatius the Father, had married to Lewis of Orleans , 
fon to Charles the fift of Frances with whom he gave the Citie \yitta for her 
portion, with this condition, That if her Brothers fhould die childelefs, 

4 ° her children (hould be lawfull Heirs to the Principality of Jnfubria. This 
grant was not Confirmed by the Emperor, but by the Pope. Duke Philip 
had another Daughter , Blance , named by his Concubin, whom he be- 
ftows upon Francis Sfortia, and withal ),Cremona for her portion : many laid 
claim to this Dukedom. 

Frederick the Emperor by the Law of Feuds, which gives Title of Lands 
to the Lords, when there is no Heir* Charles of Orleans , by the right of 
h\s mother Valentina, to whofe Heirs that Dutchie belonged by the will of 
Galeatius ,Confirmed by the Pope^ Alphonfusof Arragon,who feifed on JV4- 
ples, iayeth claim by the laft will of Duke Philip, who named him Heir 
50 for afiifting him againft the Venetians,when they threatened MtHan. Fran¬ 
cis Sfortia in the right ot his Wife, the Baftard of Philip, and by his laft Will 
challenges the Dutchie. Mean while,the M illanois aimed at liberty .Frederick, 
being troubled with Domeftick broiles. Heights his Title. Charles of Or¬ 
leans fends an Army into /taly , under the command of Reinaldus, but he 
was taken, and his Army overthrown by the MiQanois and fo he loft that 
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An.Chri/h Principality. Alphonfus, finding it too far from him , and befct with fo 
many Competitors, lets fall his claim. Meanwhile, the Vemtians finding 
divers Cities of that Dutchie, unwilling to be under M illdn, begin to fifil in 
thefe troubled Waters. 

Placentid and Lauden, freely fubmit to Venice. Papia and Dert horns, receive v 
F.Sfortid . Navarr, lying next to Vercelle, come under the Savojen: but 
S fort ia being hired by the M id amis , took PUcentia and L anden from the Vr- 
netisns, whom he overthrows in a great Battel: then they make peace 
with him, and afiift him againft the M \illanois, and afterward they help the 
M iHanoi! againft him, aiming at that Principality themfelves: but S fortia jo 
deceived thei r hopes, for by his Arms and Fame, he made all the Cities of 
that Principality lubmit to him. Then he called in Bdja^et theTurk.a- 
gainft the Venetians: but at laft,the French King apprehended him at No- 
'1/4W4, as he was railing of Forces out of Germany, Switzerland , and the Gri- 
fons Countrey. Hecanied him into France,where he imprifoned him: he 
died miferably, and was juftly punifhed for his parricidand ambition, the 
5.yearof his imprifonment. 

Frances , alfo, Grand-childe of fohn Galeacies , was brought into France , 
and there (hut up within a Monaftery. So Lewis the 12. obtained the 
Principality of Infubria^ and to corroborat his Title, he bribed fome a. 20 
bour the Emperor Maximilian with gold, to get his approbation, That 
Lewis with his pofterity, and Succeffors, (hould hold the Dutchie of M Man 
in Fec of the Emperor. » 

Lraw obtained to this purpofe, the Emperors Patent , but with this 
claufe , That he (hould hold this Dutchie in Fee, fo it might not preju¬ 
dice anothers Title: upon this, Pope Julius ( that he might drive the 
French quite out oflcaly,who had already overthrown theL igmlan, & V>- 
netidn power by land) joyns his Forces with the Venetians and Switzers,and 
reftores Maximilian to his Fathers Principality, which he held til the com¬ 
ing of King Francis , who having taken Profperus Columnus,zt the foot of the 33 
Alpes,and beaten the Switzers near Mi#4*,ne takes the City,and by a drift 
Siege, forces Maximilian to furrender, who by poyfon loft the ufeof 
his underftanding.He was carried to France , where he dyed of Melancholy 
and a Fever. 

There now remains his Brother Francis , whom Charles the 5.Emperor> 
brought back 5 having in two feveral battels defeated the French, and ta¬ 
ken King Francis prifoner, But after Charles had put Francis of M \iHan in 
pofTcfiion of his principality, he difpoflefleth him again upon fufpitionof 
Treafon .* Pope Clement, the Venetians , and the French alfo, upon this are 
made friends- for they thought it not fafe, that Charles the Emperor^ 
(hould have too much footing in Italy : therefore they refolve to main¬ 
tain Sforttas caufe, but finding that Charles was coo potent to be forced by 
Arms to this, they work upon him by intreaties to reftore Sfcrtia to his 
principality , to which Charles aflented. Sfertia is invited to Benina, upon 
the publick faith, where he receives his Dutchie, and withall the Empe¬ 
ror be troths to him his Necce by his Sifter, to wit, the Daughter of C M- 
fiiern , King of Denmark . By this double knot, S fortia was tyed to the Em¬ 
peror again ft the French ? but the Duke dyed (hortly after his marriages 
then,when Cdfar having taken Tunis, was returning to Naples, and from 
thence, in a triumphant manner to Rome: the Sfortian race being extinft in jo 
this Francis of Mill an. King Francis demands from Cdfar, the principality 
of M/Am for him and his Heirs, being his right by inheritance, and Maxi¬ 
milians giant. This wasdenyed by Charles, except Francis would reftore 
theD. of Savoy to his Lands which were violently taken from him by the 
F/rwA,moftof which Lands were reftoredj but Cdfar in the mean time 
. parts 
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parts not with his Hold of M tlian , which he enjoyed whileft he lived,anb An. chrijli 
then transfers it upon his fon Philip. 

About thefe times Apulia is in great trouble, by reafon of the Wars be¬ 
tween An Agon and Anjou , which lafted twenty years, occalioned at firft by 
the impudent lecheiy of Queen Joan, whom Pope Martin , and Lewis of 
Aniou , did purfue with all Hoftility. Hereupon Jean implores the aid of 
Alphonfus , King of ^Arrayon, now in Corfica : he upon her intreaties arives 
at Naples , with a Fleet of twenty fail, and beats the Forces of France , and 
* thofe of Sfortia • for which fervice, (he adopts A fphonfus : he was the Son 
10 of Ferdinand, and Grand-childe of John, King of Capile,Arragon, and Sicily. 

This A Iphonfus being the wifeft,’and leamedft Prince of his time could not 
endure the infolence and impudence of Queen Joan, therefore he force- 
ably drives her out of Naples , who prefently repairs to the Pope,nccufing 
^ A/phonftu of h\s ingratitude, and impiety 5 therefore fhee cuts of her for- 
' mer Adoption,and makes Lewis of Anjou her Heir, whence arofe great 
Wars, in which fometimes the Arragonianfomtimes the A ndegeven, was 
mafter of Naples. 

Upon the death of Lewis, his brother Renatus undertook the War 5 but 
he \yas fo employed in the vVars of Btitanj, that he left the Neapolitan War 
20 to his fon John , who for divers years, but with ill fuccefs, had Wars with 
Ferdinand, the Baftard fon of A Iphonfus, whom he made heir of Naples by 
his laft will. At length near Troy John was quite defeated , having loft 
both the Kingdom, and the Ifland Aenaria , now Ifcla. Not long after, be- 
ing conveyed to France in a (hip, he dyed of a Fever- his Father Renatus 
dyed (hortly after, childelefs 5 his Heir was Charles Main, his brothers fon, 
who being alfo childelefs, made Lewis the 11. of France, Charles the 8. Fa¬ 
ther, his Heir, who could never be perfwaded to recover his right of Na - 
pies by Arms, affirming, that he would firft quiet all at borne , pull down 
the greatnefs of the Princes of the bloud, and leave the Kingdom to his 
30 fon, free from trouble and fear. 

Alphonfus dyed at Naples the 6$. year of his age: he left the Kingdom of 
Sicily and Arragon to his Brother John, then King of Navar , for his Wife 
Blanca, againft his Baftard fon Ferdinand, King of Naples. Charles the 8- 
made War, but before any a<ftion, Ffr^/ 7 ?Wdyed, having left two fons, 

Alphonfus his fucceflor, and F rederhk, and a Grand-childe, Ferdinand of A /- 
phonfus. 

John of Arragon, Brother to Alphonfus, the elder, left Sicily to his fon 
Ferdinand, of a fecorid venter, and married him to the lifter of Henry, King 
of Capile, by whom he had afterward, upon the death of Henry, and 
40 his fon Alphonfus , the.Kingdom of CaPtle,Henris daughter being excluded, 
becaufe (he was born in Adultery. So Ferdinand is now King of Sicily, and 
of both Spains. Shortly after by his conquering Arms, he added the King¬ 
dom of Granado and Naples, all which he transferred upon Charles the 5. 
his Grand child by his daughter. 

This is that Ferdinand who fubdued and drove out the Moors, by the ad¬ 
vice of Cottfdlvus the great, after they had inhabited Spain almoft 700. 
years, from the time that Miramolinus, King of the Moors, was called in a- 
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gainft Roderick, King of the Goths. For this Service, and for caufing the 
Moors that remained in Spain, to imbrace the Chriftian faith , he obtained 
50 the title of Catholick. The diflention of two Kings in Granado,on of which 
fubmittedhimfelfas Vaflal to the other fled into Mauritania, 

made this Conquefteafie to Ferdinand, who had both the afliftance and 
councel of Coufalvns in obtaining this, and recovering the Kingdom of Na¬ 
ples from the French.Thefe great changes and troubles of Europe were ac¬ 
companied with 3. great Comets, which appeard in the (pace of 16,years. 

About 
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An. Cbrijtt About the year 1454. the Borufftans fell off from the M arian Knights, to 
Caftmir, King ot Poland, who foinc years before had much weakried the 
power of thefe knights by divers vi&ories he had over them: :he caufe 
of their defe&ion, was the Tyrannical Government of the M arsons, occa- 
Honed by their often Wars, [of which when people grow weary,they kick off t fair 
Governors.*] 

The Boruffims joyn themfelves to the Polander,on thefe conditions,That 
they (hall be equally capable of all Honours, Offices, and fltces iti the 
Kingdom : they (hall have the fuffrages in Parliaments, and in cleftion 
of the King 5 That their Merchants (hall traffick in Poland fafelyj That all 10 
Culfomes and impefh impofed by the M arsons, (hall be abolifhed $ That 
no Grangers be admitted to be Governors in their Towns or Cattles: 
they (hall enjoy their own goods, as heretofore, and (hall be ruled by their 
own laws. But the Borufftars cunningly to cut of all occatton,either in the 
Po/onian to let up, or in the Marian, to renew their Tyranny, difeharge all 
their Garrifons, and deftroy all their Forts, Caftles, and Cittadels, before 
they made this union with Poland. This defection of the Borufftans , was 
the occalion of 12. years War, between the Marians, and Polonians $ at 
laft a peace is concluded between Cafimir of Poland and Lewis Er lings hufs 
Matter of the Marian Family, on tnefe Articles, That the Cattles and 20 
Towns of Mariehurg , St urn a y and Chrifehurg • with fome other places and 
To vns lying upon Pomerania^fhoM be delivered up to the Polander , the 
Ma>ians fliould retain the reft fo long as they would be faithfull and fub- 
je&to Poland , 

This was the 250. year fince firft the Marians under Hermanns" c alcenps y 
were called in by Conradus Mafovius^galnfi the rebelious Borujfans on this 
condition, That what they did fubdue by force of Arms, (hould be their 
own. Since thattim'e then that they began to deftroy the inhabitants,and 
their Idolatry, and to replenifh the Countrey with Germans, it became 
a part of the Empire under Frederick , till now the Polander hath ob- go 
tained it. 

About this time, John, King of Cyprus , married his daughter Carolota , to 
Lewis of Savoy, to whom he promifed that Kingdom for her portion: after 
King Johns death, James , his Baftard fon feizeth on the Kingdom : fhort- 
ly after, upon the invitation of the Cyprj ms,Lewis arrives, and James a- 
voyds the Ifland. But fhortly after he returns with an Army out of Egypt , 
and drives Lewis, with his wife, and Rhodian forces, out of the Ifland : to * 
make his Title the furer, he marrieth with Aecatarina, daughter to Mark 
Cornelius the Venetian , to which the Senate aflented, and withal 1 , adopted 
her for their daughter,that by her they might have the eafier accefs to that 40 
Kingdom. Not long after the marriage, James, dveth, and leaves his wife 
great with childe to the Senat s this childe dyed alfo fliorly after his birth, 
whereupon the mother returns home, and delivers thcpoflefiionofCjf- 
prus to the Senat. 

In the year 1440. when Frederick began his Empire, the Art of Printing 
was found out at Mintz in Germany . In rhe year 1477. Eherhard , Earl of 
Wtrteberg , whom afterwards Maximilian made Duke, eretted the Uni- 
verfity of Tubtnga. 
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CHAP. XV. 

The wofecution if the affaires of Germany, Italy, France, Spain, and the fi¬ 
tter neighboring plac fsounder Maximilian the Emperor, with the Coronati¬ 
on of Charles the fifth , from the year one theufand four hundred eightj fix,till 
one thou[and five hundred twenty. 

Aximilian was made Coleagu with his Father Frederick in the Em- ^ chrifli 
IO k|m 11 ^ rC b y the Ele&oral Suffrages. He was a wife Prince, a great 

Scholar, anc ^ a g°°d nian.In his time the Univerfity of Wittcberg i486 
was ere&ed by Frederick of ^4Ar^wy.*and that o fFranckfort on Via- 
drus , by Joachim of Brandeburg. He had 8. years War with the Belgians , 
who had rebelled. Thefe at laft he forced to fubmit to the Imperial yoak, 
by the Valor and councel of that brave Commander, Albert , Duke ot Sax- 
ony , who having fubdued Gelderland , falb upon F rifta, which Maximilian by 
the confent of the Imperial Princes, bellowed on him, for a recompence 
of his valor and charges. Some part of this Countrey he fubjugated, but 
being prevented by death, he leaves an \mperfed Vi&ory to his Sons,who 
20 though they mattered them a while, yet could not long retain Frieflandm 
fubjedion : for not long after, the Cities and Nobility confpire together, 
and (hake off the Saxon yoak. 

Inthebeginingofthefe Belgick Wars, Maximilian found much difficult 
ty for two years after his eledion : he was taken and kept a clofe prifoner 
in Bruges, where he was difgracefully ufed, and forced to look upon the 
tortures, and cruel deaths of his fervants, till he was fet at liberty by his 
Father,and the whole ftrength of the Empire: after the death of lMos- 
thias , Maximilian makes War upon Hungarta , but at laft is contented to give 
way to the Eledion of Ladijlaus JLingof Bohemia, referving the right ofluc- 
30 cefliontohimfelf, and fucceffors , if Ladijlws fhould die without ifiue, 
male. 

After this, he makes War in Italy, but with ill fuccefs, fo that he loft 
all he poffeffed there. Fir ft, he Warred in Hetrurla in defence of Pifa, a- 
gaioft the French and Florentinsj being invited thither by the Pope, Lewie 
Sfortia, and the Venetians. He was carried to that expedition in a Fleet of 
Genua, but finding that he could not take the Town and Port of Liburnum , 
though he attempted it to the lofs of many of his men, he fent away his 
Army to Lombardy , and he followed after, and fo returned into Germany : 

But greater wars were kindled by Charls the 8.of Frances high fpiritedand 
40 hot young prince. He hoped to gain all Italy by his right he had to Naples* 

Lewis Sfortia had onortunely implored his aid againft the i^irragonians. 

Charles , to make all Cure at home,makes a League with two of his enemies, 
to wit,with Maximilian, whom he had incenfed by repudiating his daughter 
Margaret, and by carrying away Ann of Britany( his Spoufe)by Lewis Sfortia, 
v&obetrothed Blanct M ary ( fifter of $ohn Galeacitu ) to hiro,after he was 
defeated of his Rriti/h marriage: then he ingratiated Ferdinand of Spain,by 
reftoring the rich City of Perpennian , in the very entry of Spain,and thofe 
lands which his Father John in th eCeltiherian War had mortgaged for mo¬ 
ney to Lewie the 11. 

50 Charles then enters Italy with a formidable army, and fets at liberty Pi- 
fa, from the power of the F lor trains and thefe from the M edicts, and Sena 
from Pandulphus Petrutius. He alfo brought his Army intoRome, and cau- 
fed the Pope enter into League with him,and to deliver up Gemes, the bro* 
tber of BaUfyt: thence he marched with unexpected celerity to Naples, 
upon whofe approach, Alpbonfus, with his fon Ferdinand , ana his Unckle 
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Frederick, retreated * fo that he without great difficulty obtained the king¬ 
dom, and entered Naples in Triumph the firft of January. 

The neighbouring Princes, aftoniffied at this unexpefted fucceffe , en¬ 
ter into a league againfl the French : chiefly the Pope, Maximilian Cafor* 
the Senate of Venice, Lewis Sfortia, with Ferdinand of Spain-, which made 
Charles retreat 5 and perceiving that the way by which he was to return, 
was (hut up by the Venetians and Sfcrtia, (whom Lewis of Orleans in the in¬ 
terim had invaded, and feized onNwjr/4 ) he makes his paflage by the 
fword, and fo having overthrown them in a bloudy battel, near the River 
Tarrns , he returns fafe into France, 10 

But Charles continued not long tnafter of Naf/w, for Ferdinand, fon of 
Alphanfus, renews the War, being affifled by Conjalvus, whom Ferdinand of 
Spain had fent with a ftrong Fleet to defend Sicily : but in t he midde A of 
his victories, about two years after the Vi&ory of Cbarles,he dyed of a Fe¬ 
ver, the right to that Kingdom being transferred upon his Unckle- Frede¬ 
rick. Againfl him a league is made between Lewis Sfcrtia^F ope Alexander , 
Lewis the 12. of France, fon to Charles of Or leans , fucceflor to Charles lately 
dead, Ferdinand of Spain, the Venetians ^nd Florentines, on this condition. 
That M til an fhould be reflored to King Lewis, who claimed it by right of 
inheritance^ and Cremona to the Venetians: That Cafar Borgia, Pope A- 20 
lexanders fon, fliould be affifled to deftroy the Flaminian, iEmilian, and 
Umbrian Noblity, by which daughter he aimed at the Principality of 
Cifalpin Gallia, and that Ferdinand and Lewis fhould divide the Kingdom of 
Naples between them, Ferdinand preferred a Kingdom to Confanguinity, 
in refpeft of which, he fhould have aflifted Frederick . The hatred of the 
Venetians againfl Sfortia, caufed this League : for the Pope a little before, 
with S fortia, and Venice , were in league againfl France and Florence , in de¬ 
fence of Pifa: for which caufe they drew in Maximilian the Emperor} but 
when fuccefs failed them, and the Venetians aimed at the fuperiority of Pi- 
fa , Sfortia fell off, and oppofed himfelf to the Venetians 5 which incenfed 30 
them, and made them enter into league with the Princes againfl him. 
S/^rfMbeingnowinagreat ftrait, and finding no help from Maximilian , 
whom the Switzerj andGrifons had made War upon, he mofl wickedly in¬ 
cited Bajazft againfl Venice , which was his ruin : For when he returned in¬ 
to Lombardy, having the afliftance of the Foot, and Burgundian 

Horfe, he was betrayed to Travulius the French General, and by him 
conveyed into France to perpetual imprifonment. His brother alfo, Af* 
cantus , the Cardinal, as he was flying to P lacentia, was intercepted by the 
Venetians, and delivered up to the French } and fo M illan within one year 
changed her Lords thrice. 46 

Frederick of A rragon, who was now in the Kingdom of Naples, being ig¬ 
norant of the league between the two Kings of Spain, and France, and 
that they had parted this Kingdom between them, fent to Confaivus for 
aid} but in vain, for he was fuddenly furprifed by the French, who were 
come down into Campania f fo that he was forced with his wife and chil¬ 
dren to get over into the Caftle of Aenaria for fafety : Naples being fur- 
rendered, he obtains leave of M amurcius and obegnius , the French Gene¬ 
rals, to repair by fea unto King Lewis of France, hoping to finde fome fa¬ 
vor from him. This rcqneft was quickly granted, for they knew that he 
fhould be there imprifoned. He left his young fone Ferdinand at Tartntnm, 
to keep it with a ftrong Garrifon, who furrendered both the town and 
himfelf to Confaivus , who fent him into Spain to partake of his Fathers 
fortune. 

According to the agreement, the kingdome of Naples was divided be¬ 
tween the two Kings; the two Provences of Campania, or Terra laberia, 

s Aprn- 
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Aprutta, or P racutina, fell to the French, with the City of Naples, the tie- 
gall feat of C amp an id. Theother two, namely Bruits, and Afuha , to the 
Spaniard. But aftervyard$,becaufe one kingdome could not fatisfie two 
Kings, the French and Spaniard fell out about the divifion, and fo the S^4- 
nlard having quite expelled the J>r/i^,obtaind the who lekingdom.C/f/ar 
Borgia, having nefarioufly murtherd the Italian Nobility 9 and poy Toned his 
Father Alexander by a Cup, which he had prepared for the Cardinals, but 
by themiftakeofthe Cup bearer, was prefen ted to the Pope , by com¬ 
mand from Ferdinand of Spain was apprehended, and there imprifoned 
103. years in the Caftle of Medina, whence he efcaped by ropes,out of a win- 
dow, and fled to $ohn, King of Cantabria , in whofe Wars, with Alarinus , 
he was fliot with a musket bullet, and fo dyed. Upon the irruption ofthe 

* Trench into Italy, Maximilian calls a Dyet of the Princes at Worms, for ma¬ 
king War againft the Turks 5 but he could not effett any thing: fhorly af¬ 
ter he makes War againft: the Helvetians, in which aooco men were confu- 
med. Eight battels were fought, in which Maximilian had the work, 
whofe aim was to fupprefs the growing greatnefs Ofthe Switzers, to reco¬ 
ver the Territories taken from Attflria by the Snit^ers, and to reduce them 
to the obedience of the Empire. Atlafta pacification is made at Bafil . 

20 Then began the Bavarian War, occafioned by Rupert the P aUtin, fonne to 
Philip the Eleftor, who married Rupert to George, Duke of Bavaria's 
Daughter, with whom he obtained from George ,a part of the Dutchy of Ba- 1 5°4 

Daria for her portion. C afar would not ratifie this grant of Bavaria , be- 
caufe it was againft the Cuftom of the Empire, and Laws of Fees, and pre- 
f udical to Albert , Duke of Bavaria $ yet the Pope approved it. After the 
death of George , Maximilian would have a 3. part of the lands granted to 
beaflignedoverto Albert of Bavaria , another 3. to Rupert for nis Wifes 
portion, and the reft to the Palatines Family for the Ioffes they had re- 

* ceived from Lewis of Bavaria. Philip refufed thefe conditions,therefore 
30 he takps up Arms: Maximilian prefcribes him,and raifeth an Army which 

much weakened the Palatine Family: Rupert was affifted by the Bohemians , 
aooo of whom were (lain. At laft, the Palfgrave being worfted, Frederick , 
Ele&orof Saxony, reconciles him toCafar, caulinghim atthe Dyet ofC<?- 
/ano make his fubmifiion to Maximilian, for which he incurred a while 
the Emperors difpleafure, in that he would mediate for fuch an enemy of 
the Empiieryet Cafar pardoned the Palatin,and gave to Ruperts fon$,a part 
of that controverted countrey. 

The Venetian War was undertaken by almoftali the Kings of Chri- 
ftendum, at the inftigation of Pope Julius, who had lately driven out of * 5°8 
40 Bcnomia , lohn Bentivolus , being now 70. years old. Their power, began to 
be formidable to the other Princes: but after they had punifbed the Ve¬ 
netians fufficiently, the fame Iulius raifeth another War in defence of them. 

Two years before this, PAy//p thefonof Maximilian, Prince of Bohemia, 
is invited to Spain by the Nobility, to undertake the Kingdomeof Ifa- 
beda his Mother in law : Ferdinand perceiving his peoples affettions more 
inclined to Plrpllp then to himfelf, in anger he fades to Naples : but P/7- 
lip being unacquainted with that hot climat, fed too plentifully, and fo fell 
into a fever and dyed the 28. year of his age. He left by his wife two Tons, 

Charles and Ferdinand,sir\d four daughters. Before his death , a Commet 
^ 0 wasfeen. 

y When Ferdinand underftoed his fon in law was dead, having fetled Na¬ 
ples, he returns into Spain, and by the way meets with the French King, 
with whomheconfultsaboutthe Venetian War, which the Princes were 
willingto undertake, that they might curb the growing eftate of that Ci¬ 
ty, which uled to raife her felfe by the fall of othcrs,and aimed at the Do- 
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Afi'Chrilh minion of all Italy. Therefore Maximilian C afar, PopeJ ulius, Lewis of 
France, F erdinand of Spain, and A Iphonfus of .F trraria, enter into a Confe¬ 
deracy againft them. Cafar was willing to be revenged on Venice, for 
flopping his paflage into Italy, when he was travelling to Rome for his In¬ 
auguration. He took from the Venetians by Ralph Prince of A nhalt, his 
General, Vincentia, Verona, and Padua, and defeated the Venetian Ar¬ 
my , whereof poco. were Gain- But fhortly after they poyfoned him at 

I 5 i 3 Verona, and fo the Cities revolted to the V cnetians again. Lewis of France 
took from them, Cremona , with fome other Cities : A Iphonfus of Ferraria 
feized upon divers of their Territories: Pope lulius took Ariminum,Ra- 10 
venna, and other Towns .• and they were Fleeced alfo by Ferdinand. Thus 
being exhaufted of their mony by this War, and robbed of their Cities, 
and Territories, they humbly beg peace from Julius, which he granted 
them, but could not perfwade the French and Germans, nor’the Ferrarian 
to lay down Armes, which occafioned a new War, in which the French 
take Bononia , from the Pope , whereupon he excommunicates Lewis , the 
French King, and pretends to bring back Maximilian Sfortia unto his Fa¬ 
thers principality, whence he was unjuftly expelled. The French King 
on the other fide, fleightingthe Popes curfes, calls a Synod at Ptfst, in 
which, after the example of the Synods of Cenftance and BafiD, he defires 20 
* the Popes aftions may be queflioned: to this the Florentines at firft afien- 
ted, but fhortly after they recanted 5 whereby the Cardinals and French 
Garrifon by a popular tumult are expelled the City, fo that they repair 
to Mi Dan. 

The Pope was afiifted by the Venetians , Swtt\er$,md Ferdinand of Spain, 
who expelled out of Cantabria, John, King of Navar , being of the French 
Fa&ion. Behinde, France was invaded by King Henry of England. The 
French and German A rmy defeat the Venetians near Athefis, then they march 
to Ravenna, where they totally rout the Popes army , of whofe men there 
were Gain fixteen thoufand the reft flung down their Armes and fub- 30 
tnitted. « 

After this, the Emperor calls home his forces, and makes a league with 
Spain and England , which furniftied the French with work at home : 
wherefore the French At my is called out of Italy , but as they were march¬ 
ing, they are fet upon by the Switzers and Venetians upon the Popes infti- 
gation, and driven quite out of Lombardy. So the Pope recovers again Bo - 
mnia, and carts out the Beutivoli. Genua aflerts her own liberty : M axi- 
milian Sfortia is reftored to the principality of M iRan, and fo are the Medicet 
brought back into Flortnce, whom the French had driven out: and fo end- 
eth the Confederate againft the Venetiant. After this, Leo 10. takes from 40 
Sfortia, Placentia, and Parma, extending the Churches Territories as far as 
Po . 

Lewis of France, and Ferdinand of Spain , fecretlymake a league , con¬ 
firming Cantabria upon the Spaniard, and Mi/lan upon the French: but the 
French King dyeth not long after, and the year enfuing, the Spanifli fol¬ 
lowed: in whom ended the race of the ^Arragonian Kings , which had 
reigned from the Berengary Earls of Barcelona, 370 years, and23oinS/W- 
/jr. His death was portended by a Commet. To Ferdinand fucceeded 

1515 Charles the lift, his Grandchild by his daughter. To Lewis fucceeded,Ff4«- 

1516 Duke of Angonlefme , his fon in law: he began his reign with the Hall - 50 
an War, in which, breaking through the Alpes, he defeates the Switzers , 
fighting for Maximiliansfortip at MiDan : the battel lafled two days 5 of 
25000 men, fcarfe one halfe efcaped. He takes from the Pope Parma and 
Placentia, reftoring them to the ancient jurifdiftion of the Infubrians : the 
Caftleof MiDan is furrendered to him, and Maximilian conveyed into 

France . 
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France. Upon this fuccefs, Francis intends to invade the kingdome of An.Chrijti 
Naples , had not Maximilian Cafar called him out of Italy; by ftirring up the 
Switzers and Enghfl) againft him. The Venetian VVar begun by Maximili¬ 
an , was ended by Charles , in the league between him a id F raacis, on thefe 
Articles* That Charles fhould ieftore the kingdom of N^r to his fon 
Iohn, if the Arbitrators fhould think fit, and withal! ioocco crowns yearly 
to the French Kingout of the Kingdom of Naples, for confirming of hi9 
right to that Crown .• alfo that Verona fhould be reftored to Venice upon 
the payment of aoooco crowns to Cafar at two times. Maximilian being 
10 now old,confirmcd thefe Articlcs,and the rather,becauf he had no hope of 
aid from Switzerland.Rut when Charles was ele&ed Emperor,which Francis 
aimed at, this league was broke, and great Wars fell out between Cbarls 
and Francis, in which the pofTflion of Naples, and M iUsm was recovered 
by C bar Us. About this time, Charles Duke of Gelderland, upon the infti* 
gation and charges of the French, made Wars againft the Brabantins, in ha¬ 
tred of the houfe of Burgundy. 

About thefe times in the Diocefs of Spire, the people began to mutiny 
for their liberties, after the example of the Switzers: but this fparkle 
hid 25 years under the Cinders, brake out into a flame through all Ger- 
30 many. At Vienna there was a meeting between MaximtlianCafar ^adiflaus. 

Kin got Hungaria and Bohemia, and Sigi(mund y King of Poland,who renew 
the old league, which they confirm by mutual marriages,That M4ry,Neecc 
to Maximilian, fhould marry with L twis, the fon of Ladijlaus : Anna the 
daughter ofL idsflisss fhould chufe either of his Nephews for her Husband, 
with hope of fucceflion to the Kingdom of Hungaria, if Lewis fhould dye 
without ifiue male:That after the death of Ladijlaus,Maximilian and S Igif- 
mund fhould have the protection of the children and kingdom, but the 
Hungarian Nobility, after the death of Ladtjlaus , which followed fhortly, 
ncgletted both thefe Guardians, and fell into Factions about the Tuiti- 
3 ° on of the young King, fcarfe yet ten years old $ dividing his Revenews 
and power among them, which gave occafion to the Turk ( Maximilian 
being dead, and the Polonian involved in a three-fold War, to wit, the 
Tartarian, the Ruffian, and Borufnacetu) to invade Hungaria, and take 
Belgrade, the chief ftrength of that kingdom. Maximilian held his laft 
Dyet at Aufpnrg, in which a confutation is had about the Turkifh Warre, 
for S eifmus having overthrown the Sultans kingdom, did threaten Chri- 
ftendom. He recommended his Nephew Charles to the Princes to take 
ca re ot him after his death, which followed fhortly after, having fallen in- 
toaFever, and loofnefs the 59.year ofhis age, and the ^a.of his Empire. 1 5*9 

40 He had two wives, the firft was Mary of Burgundy, by whom he had Phi¬ 
lip, who by marriage added the kingdoms or Spain, Sicily, and Naples 
to the Houfe of Auftria : His other two fons dyed young* his Daughter 
Margaret was betrothed to Charles the 8. of France, but by him repudia¬ 
ted , having taken by force Ann of Britany, the onely Heir of that DisscIjj , 
after (he was promifed to Maximilian . Then Margaret was betrothed to 
the Prince of Arragon, who dyed before the marriage} at laft fhe marri¬ 
ed with that unfortunate Prince, Philbert of Savoy. Cafars other wife 
was Blanca M aria. Daughter to Cade act us of Millan, and After of fobn <74- 
Uas , by whom he had no iflue. 

j 0 Some few years before Cafars de2th,S/gifmtsnd,Ji\ng of PoIand,and Con - 
flantine, Duke of Rofs, or Roffia, defeated the great Army of the Mufco- 
vits, having killed about 40000 of the enemies near Boryfthenes. About 
this time arole the quarrel between the Franciscans , holding the Virgin 
Mary to be conceived without fin, and the Dominicans , who held the con¬ 
trary : which troubled the world,till fome Monks were burned for fpeak- 
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An.chrifti ing through hollow Images of the Virgin, and deluding the people. An . 

1517. Martin Luther began to oppofe the Popes indulgences: 100 years 
alter, the burning of fohn Huffe at the Councel of Conftance, being encou¬ 
raged thereto by F rederick , Duke of Saxony, and feconded by Erafmus, Mr- 
Un&hon, Bugcnhagfas, and others. His intention at fird, was onely to op¬ 
pofe the abufe of Pardons, but being exafperated by Tecelius the Domini¬ 
can, who burned his papers, anddirredup other Monks to write inve- 
ftivesagainft him ; he writes to Pope Leo , and A/£m,ArchbifhopofMag» 
deburg. Piimat of Germany, that he would fubmit his Thefes to the 
Judgement and Cenfure of the Homan Churchy and at the lad Dyet of 10 
Maximilian, held at Ausburg, he promifeth to Cardinal Cajetan that he 
would be filent, if his adverfaries would be quiet: but they dill incenfed 
his fiery Ipirit, with more oyle, fothat now he proceeds further in oppo- 
fing Image worfhip. Purgatory, Tranfubdantiation, and other controvert¬ 
ed points. 

After the death of Maximilian, the T urk having fetled Syria and Egypt, 
prepares to invade Panonia : the French King having beat the Switzers, 
and poflefled himfelf of Millan, aims at Naples, and drives to tranflate the 
Empire from Germany to F1 ance: Therefore he raifeth an Army,makes 
way with Pope Leo the tenth: defires the Title of Emperor of Condanti- 20 
nople, and promifeth to make War againft the Turk. For this purpofe, 
the Venetians are invited to joyn with him: Ambafladors are fcnt into 
Germany to treat with the Eleftors for the Empire. The Arch Btfhop 
of Mints fends to acquaint the Elettors that the Emperor was dead, and 
that they fhould meet at Franckfort about his fucceflbr, who all met at the 
day appointed, and place, in the Church of S. Bartholomew, where the Pat- 
tent called the Golden bull, was read, the Decrees of which, the Eleftors 
danding at the Altar, fwear to obferve. After this, they go from the Al¬ 
tar to the Chappel, where the Ele&ion ufethtobe* there the Arch-Bi- 
fhop of Mints having prayed for direction from God , and a blefling on 50 
their proceedings, he makes a fpeech to them, fhewing the weight and ne- 
ceflityof that bufinefs they were now about 5 of that concord which 
ought to be amongft them : how didenting (uffrages have heretofore 
caufed much civil War: how much blcud had been died about the luc- 
ceffion of the Empeior, till Othoihe%. by the Popes approbation edabli- 
fhed this Electoral Colledge, by which thefe 500 years, the Imperial pot 
feflion hath remained in this Nation ; Healleadgeth many examples of 
mifery and dedruttion in Germany, by difagreeing Ele&ions* and how 
needful at this time concord is, when Germany hath fo many enemies, 
and the Tuik is threatningChridendom : when the eyes of all Nations^ 
are now fixed upon this Lleftion .-When the Eifliophad ended his fpeech, 
the Eleftors commended him for his wifdom and eloquence, and promife 
to follow his directions. Mean while the Ambaffadors of Charles , King of 
Spain, Arch-Duke of Audria and Burgundy, with fome German Princes, 
come to Mints, recommending to the Electors, the wifdom, courage, mo¬ 
deration, and other virtues of this Prince $ likewife his power and ability 
above othe Chridian Kings, which Maximilian perceiving, recommend¬ 
ed him to the EleCtors: this fo wife a Prince, fo loving to Germany would 
not have done had he known the contrary. But the French Legates at 
Confluence, with great promifes, drive to procure the Eledors fuffrages, 50 
fhewing that they fhould not prejudice the Laws if they Elefted Francis 
frr their Emperor, if they confider the great union heretofore of the 
G rman and French Nation, under the Family of Pipin and Charles , almod 
ico years: how by their united drength they fupprefled the Lombards, 
Sarazens in Italy and France:how needful their union is now to fupprefs 
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the Turk* greatneb $ how much Francis was afte&ed to t he well-fare of An Chrtfli 
Italy, whereof he had now a good part , which being uuiied with France , V ^V^ 
and Germany would rnafter the Turk both by Land and Sea. Befides that, 
no Prince in Chriftendom was fo fit to be Emperor as Francis, both in rc- 
fpeft of his power, as of his Militarie skil, valor, and happinefs, whereof 
he hath given good experience in recovering of Infubria • and that the 
Geimans fhould lofe nothing of their Liberties by this Election, but rather 
increafe them by obtained offices and places of Command in Franck, pro- 
mifing that no French Garrifons fhould be kept in Germany, but the natives 
10 of Germany onely. 

The Eleftors thanked the King for his good will to Germany, promifing 
to proceed in the Eleftion according to their Laws, and Oath which they 
had taken. Not long before this, the Frwr/;King had fent Legates to the 
Snvf£rr/,fhewing them how needfull it would be to the peace of Chriften- 
dome, and deftruttion of the Turk,if Francis were chofcn Emperor,that 
therefore they would be no hinderance to this Elettion , which was fo 
muchdefired by the Chriftian Princes,and the Pope himfelf for fuppref- 
fingof the Turk who was aiming at the total fubverfion of Chriftian laws, 
and religion .• He promifeth alfo that the Switzers fhall be great gainers by 
20 this Union. To thistheSiwV^rj anfwer, That they would not hinder 
or moleft the liberty of the Eleftors in their choife. They fend Letters 
alfo to the German Princes, fhewing how the French were bufie to procure 
fuffrages, and withall difTwade them from Elefting Francisfox that would 
caufe much trouble in Germany , and that there was no need to chufe (Gran¬ 
gers, having fo many able men of their own Nation fit for that high im- 
ployment, They write alfo to Pope Leo the to. That he would not per. 
fwade the Elettors to chufe Francis, for that would caufe great Wars be¬ 
tween France and Germany , to the great prejudice of Italy. The Pope 
by his anfwer feems to be inclined rather to Charles, then Francis , though 
30 he nameth neither. 

Mean while the Eleftors proceed to the Eleftion, the Bifhop of Mints 
fpeaks firft, fhewing that it was againft their Oath , the liberty. Honour, 
andfafety of Gtrmany to chufe Francis being a ftranger,6c wohfeaim was to 
transferre the Empire into France, which could not be poflcffed in Germany 
heretofore by Charles the Groffe, and the Othos, without great Wars. If 
then Frances be chofen , the French will domineer in Germany, and will fet 
it all on fire of Civil Wars; for he hath already denounced War againft 
Charles, and hath broken the old league between France and Burgundy $ and 
threatened War againft Naples 5 befides, the Auftrians and Belgians have al- 
40 ready refufed to be under the French yoak : and there is no more reafon 
for France to demand the German Empire, becaufe they derive thcOrigi- 
nall of their Kings from the Germans, then they have to demand Troy 
from the Turk, becaufe they derive themfelves from Hefiors fon. If F ran* 
cis (faith he) be chofen, then muft the Ele&ors make war againft: A uftria, 
fo well deferving of Germany , and violate the Will of Maximilian. They 
will arm Francis, who is too ambitious of domination, with power to raile 
War in the bowels of the Empire. As for his fuppreffing of the T urks, in 
that he can do nothing, except firft he fupprefs the Belgians at home , and 
the Neapolitans in Italy. He concludes then Negatively, againft the Eledi- 
50 on of Francis c as for Charles he isdoubtfull, becaufe Spain is fo remote 
from Germany, which by reafon of the Turks , or of civil 1 diffent ions, re¬ 
quires the Emperors prefence. Befides,it is to be feared that Spain having 
once got the Empire, will not part with it again, nor will they ever fuffer 
Germany to enjoy MtUan , which they have conpueredby their bloud. 

Therefore he thinks it might be fafer to chufe one of their own German 

Princes 
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An. chrifli Princes , if any one had power enough to buckle with Spain or France- 

^V\J but if thefe two Kingdoms fall out, Germany will be wronged for want of a 
potent Emperor: which was the caufe that in F rederiik the 3. time , the 
Burgundians inarched without controle through a great part of Germany .• 
Philip Maria domineered in Italy-, and the Emperor himfelfe was befet 
even in A nftrta , who was beholding to Bohemia for his liberty : and laftly 
he was driven out of Auflria by the Hungarians * befides the late controver- 
fies in Religion are like to make great broiles in Germany, which cannot be 
fupprefled without a generall Councel, and a prince more potent then a- 
ny of the German Peers, who muff both affemble and defend the Coun 10 
cel; and no fmall power is required againft the Turk * therefore he con¬ 
cludes in the Affirmative, that in refpeft of power, char Is is the fitteft for 
the Empire ^ and the rather becaule he is a German prince , as Arch- 
Duke of Auflria, and not a ftranger : and befides, a prince of excellent 
parts and temper for government, whereof he hath given ample teftimo- 
ny in fetling Spain, and compofing the differences thereof : difeended 
alfo of brave princes, if you look upon the virtues either of Philip his Fa¬ 
ther, or of Maximilian his Grand-Father : He is alfo of an age fit for A 61 - 
ion and Government* not a childe, nor an old decrepit man. As for his 
remotenefs from Germany, he may be fo Jdealt with, (in refpeft of many 20 
urgent occafions, and of his large principalities in Germany,and Belgium) to 
make his oftneft refidence there, feeing he will finde employment enough 
in driving the French out of Italy,in keeping off theTurksfrom Auflria, and 
in fetling Religion. 

Having finifhed, the other Elettors defire the Bifiiop of Trevers to 
fpeak, being a man of learning, judgement, and experience, as one accu- 
ftomed to publick employments both in Rome and Germany, and well ac¬ 
quainted with the eftate of France. He therefore having commended 
the Bifhop of Mints for his wife fpeech, fheweth, That if his opinion be 
followed, the old prophefie will be fulfilled, which was, That Maximili - 30 
an fhould be the laft German Emperor. But faith he, there fhould be no 
need of a fonreign prince, if the princes of Germany were not idle and la- 
fie, but would imitate the valor of their progenitors : Yet if there mu ft 
be a forreign Emperor, he prefers F ranch to Charles , becaufe Spain is far¬ 
ther off, which having got once the Empire,will hardly part with it again* 
befides,if Char Is fhould be elefred, becaufe of his principalities in Germany, 
then Francis may be chofen,who hath the Dutchy of Millan,and Kingdom of 
Arles, anciently belonging to the German Emperors. Again, the benefit 
that will redownd to all Europ, by the Union of France with Germany is 
very great * for fo Italy will be quieted, the pope fatisfied, and the Turks 
fupprefled : the French alfo, and German natures do fympathife in 
love, manners and opinions * but Spain as it is more diftant in place , fo it 
is more different in qualities, and in refpettof longinquity, lefs able to 
help Germany at a pinch, and to endure our cold climat: befides, That 
Spain will have theglorie of all our Viftories, and make us their flaves * 
whereas the French will (hare with us : if Francis be Emperor, M ill an will 
be as well ours as theirs, and the Belgians will be lefs able to ftir againft 
him, and he will have the lefs caufe to War againft them, or to trouble /- 
*4/7 feeing Fr4;?ctfenjoyethJMP43 quietly* fo that he will have no thing 
to hinder him from falling on the Turk. But if weehufe the Spaniard , 50 
troubles will arife in Italy, and fo the Turkifh War will be hindred. The 
French will fall upon Naples, and if he prevail, will force the Pope to an¬ 
nihilate our Ele&ion, which will caufe unfpeakable troubles- befides, 
how hard it will be to get the Empire out of the Spaniards hands having 
once hold ofit, may be conjefturcd by the Carthaginians, who having

once got fooring in Sicily, could not in many years be driven out thence , 

northeS/aw/Wroutof Naples, nor can the Turks yet be expelled Eu¬ 
rope* 

If we compare thefe two Kings together, we will finde that Francis is 
the better Scholar, the wifer man, and more experienced, becaufe more a- 
ged : in Charles there is butan inclination and difpodtion as yet,to prince¬ 
ly’ and military arts 5 but in Francis there is a habit who hath with fuch fe¬ 
licity managed his Wars in Italy , as to overthrow the Switzers , and fubdue 
Millan : Therefore he concludes in the affirmative, forF rancis, lhewing 
10 what inconveniences will arife to Germany , by the remotenefs of Charles : 
but he prefers to both a Native Prince of Germany , who is fuch in Habita¬ 
tion, Language, Manners and Original: fuch a man may be potent e- 
nough,faith he,if there be but worth and courage in him,and unity among 
us: for when one told Lewis of France , That Maximilian was butjConful of 
Aufpurbg fignifying his weaknefs, true, faith the King, but when he beats 
his Drum all France trembles y intimatingthe Emperors power, which is 
formidable to the neighbouring Nations, for (faith he) inferior Princes, 
(xichzs Albert Duke of Saxony, Albert Marquifs of Brandeburg , the 
Bavarian and others , have upon occafion raifed great Forces , why 
20 then fhould we miflruft the Emperors power, or prefer a Granger to a 
Native. 

After he had fpoken, the Eleftors fat filent a while, mufing what was 
beft to be done: at lafl Frederick , Duke of Saxony, delivered his opinion. 
That Francis by their law could not be chofen : that Charles was a German 
prince, and that they flood in need of a powerfull Emperor in thofc tur¬ 
bulent times, and that Charles was in this refpeft to be preferred before 
all others: but yet that certain conditions for the liberty and fafety of 
Germany , muft be propofed to him. To this the other Eleftors afTented. 
The Biffiop of Trtvers told them, that he forefaw the Fate ot Germany,znA 
50 change of the Empire, therefore wifhed them ferioufly to confider, but 
withall for quietnefs fake, he would joyn his fuffrage with them, fo that 
day was fpent in debates. The next day they meet to confult about the 
conditions to be propofed to Chiles his AmbafTadors then zt-Mints, which 
being accepted,a day for the eleftion is fet inS. Bartholemews chappel:M/#f* 
is firft asked whom he thought fit fhould be Emperor, anfwers Charles 
Arch-Duke of Auftria, then he asks the reft, they all anfwer the fame. 
Thefe fuffrages were indorfed and fealed,aod then publikely proclaimed: 
whereupon the Arch-Bifhop of Mints made a fpeech to the Nobility and 
people, thanking God for phufinga Prince fo eminent in Virtue , fo 
40 excellent in power, fo fweet in his own nature and difpofition, who being 
now of the fame age with Alexander when he began his Empire, was fit 
for great Aftions, and Heroick exploits. He thanked God alfo for the u- 
nanimous aflent of the Eleftors 3 whereas heretofore their difagreeing 
Eieftions have been the caufe of much bloudfhed and Civil Wars in Ger¬ 
many 5 therefore he wifheth the people to be thankful, joyful, dutiful, 
and obedient to fuch a Prince, who is no flranger to them but of the Au- 
ftrian Family,which for above 80. years haddeferved fo well of Germa¬ 
ny, who hatn given already teflimonies of his princely Virtue$,by fetling 
and uniting the faftions and warlike fpirits of Spain, which now was to be 
50 united to the German Empire. When the fpeech was ended, all gave a 
(hoot, and with joy fill acclamations allowed the Eleftion, and prayed for 
the profperity of the Emperor. 

TheEmbafladorsof Charles are fent for, and their advice is required 
about fetling of the Empire in quietnefs from the French Faftions , till 
Charles (hould be ready to come hirafelf: upon this Cafimlr , Marquifs of 
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An chrifti Brandeburg is appointed to place Garrifons where there was fufpition, and 

to have an Army ready if need fhould require: fome Ele&ors were joy n- 
ed with him as his councellors: the Ambaffadors arc accompanied by the 
Ele&ors to Mintz, who returning to Franck ford, fend Frederick , Palatine 
of the Rhen, with fome other Princes, as their Ambaffadors to Charles, one 
of whom made fuch haft that he came to Barcinum, or Bareliona from 
Franck ford in nine days : He found the King in Bed, in the morning, whom 
he acquaints with the glad news of his Eleft ion, for which he isre warded 
with good ftore of Gold : thePalatin is met with by the King almoft 
three miles without the town, to whom he delivers his letters, in which io 
the Princes exprefstheir good will to, and great hopes they have of him, 
whom they humbly defire to accept of the Empire,and to haften his com¬ 


ing into Germany 

Char Us, by his Orator M ercurinua, anfwers the Ambaffadors , That he 
was very joyfull for the good will of his Countrey towards him, and their 
gcod opinion in conceiving him onely worthy of that high employment, 
and honour, therefore promifeth to return mutual love to his countrey, 
and perpetual good will to the Princes his Cofins. In the mean while, 
Charles was perplexed within himfelt, when he confidered the great 
weight that lay on him if he accepted the Empire, to wit, Wars both with 20 
France and the Turks, and the offence he (hould give Spain in for faking 
them: on the othet fide, he thought it hard to refufe what God, and the 
free Elettion of his Countrey had caff upon him, tending fo much to the 
honour of his Family. and well-fare of Chriftendom: Therefore he 
wifheth Frederick to acquaint the German Princes, that he v/ould accept 
the Empire: then he calleth to God for wifdom, with Solomon to rule his 
people, Grace to imitate the virtues of Trajan and Thecdofius, twoSpanilh 
Princes called to be Emperors .• then having writ his Letters to the Prin¬ 
ces, promifes to a& nothing without them, and to be with what fpeed he 
can in Germany. He difoiffech the Palatine, after he had befinwed rich 30 
gifts on him. 

In the begining of the fpring, Cafar fet fail, and arrives in England , 
where he is Royally entertained by King Henry the 8. who promifed to 
wait on him at his Coronation : fo a league is confirmed between them. 
Then he comes into Belgium^ where he is received with joyful acclamati¬ 
ons, finding him now a man , who went from them a chiide. He made 
fome flay there io fettle the Countrey , and to receive King Henry who 
came not, being hindred by the French , with whom he enters into a 
league. A t laft Charles comes to Ate, attended by the flower of the Bur¬ 
gundian, and Belgian Nobility. He w as met by the Eleftors, and reft of 40 
the German Princes: by the Prisfts alfo, carrying the Monuments of 
Charles the greet. The next day, being the 12 cf Ottober^* was crowned, 
though the p’ague wus in the town. M bats and Colen put on his Robe, and 
led him to the Altar, the Palatine carrying before him the Globe of the 
w.orld 5 Saxony, the Sword, and Brandeburg , the Scepter: 7 revets An- 
noyntedhim: Colon and Mims Crowns him. After he had fworn at the 
Altar, then the Sword and Scepter were delivered to him .• after this,the 
great Feaft is prepared, in which Mints flandeth with the great Seal in his 
hand v Brandeburg with the Scepter $ the King of Bohemias Ambaffrdor 
is Cup-bearer * and the Palatine, Sewer. Mean while,the Duke of Sax- 5# 
ony di (tributes Hay in the Market place to the Horfes: awhole Ox, fluff¬ 
ed with all forts of Birds, is rofted, of which the firft di(h is prefented to 
1520 the new Crowned King of the Romans : after the Coronation, C afar, 
\yith the Princes go to Colcn 9 to confer about the next Dyet, which was 

appoynted 
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appoyntcd to be held at the firft oi January : this being don t ^An.thrifii 

'Charles returnes too into Belgium , and the Princes to their own 
homes.

7 he affairs ef Italy, Germany, Netherlands ^with theattionsof the Popes 
of thofe times , and the Councel of Trent, &c. under Charles the 5. Fer- 
10 dmzndanst Maximilian, fromtheytar cnethotifand five hundred twenty 
till one thoufand five hundred [event j fix. 

[Maries the fifth being Crowned (asisfaid) in his firft 
Dyet held at Wormes^ proferibes Lather to ingratiate 
himfelf with Pope Leo : but Frederick the Elettor hid 
him at IVartberg till the troubles were paft over, rai- 
fed by C arolofiadius for breaking down the Images^ 
then Luther returns to yitebergMean while the Pope 
makes a League with Charles to drive the French 
out of Infubria , and all Jtalj^ which was eafic to be 
done,by rcafon the Switzers had fallen off from the French for want of 
pay. M illan is reftored by C afar to Francis tfortia, brother of M aximili- 
an.? Parma and Placentia to the Pope , who (hortly after dyed not without 
fufpition of poyfon given him by his Chamberlain, in vvhofe place was 
fet up Hadrian^ Bifhop of Wfr*V£r,fometimes C afars School-mafter,but then 
Governor of Spain : He gave way for a general Synod to fupprefs the dif¬ 
ferences in Religion, and to correft the corruptions of the Clergie. He 
made a League between Charles Cafar y Henry of England, Lewis of Hun- 
garia, and fome of the Italian Princes, having excluded the French, from 
whom the Venetians fell off: in the interim, Adrian dyeth the fccond 
5 ° year of his Pontificate. In his time the Inquifition begins to burn Luther¬ 
ans as Hereticks : two Monks were burned at B ruxels. Luther rageth at 
Henry the 8. for writing againft him,and afliiming from the Pope the Title 
of Defendor of the Faith. Zuinglitu , a Canon of Tigurum, caufed the Se¬ 
nate of that City to caft off the Roman Religion. King Francis of France 
taking occafion upon the Commotions of Spain , feifeth almoft all Navar , 
and fends a great Army againft Millan : but Cafar drives the French again 
out of Italy, and fends Charles of Burbon into Province, who in vain at¬ 
tempted Majfyles. Francis retakes Ui!U* % being forlaken by Sfortia , but in 
the liege of Papia is taken himfelf prifoner, having feperated his Army by 
40 the advice of Clements 7. who fucceeded Adrian. Hereupon Clements fear¬ 
ing that Cafar would be too great in Italy, makes a League with the 
French 6c Venetians,to reftore Sfortia.Cafar fets Francis again at liberty on 
fuch conditions as he would not perform, and being angry with the Pope 
abolifhes his power throughout all Spain. He takes the Caftle of M iRan % 
and the Columnii invade Rome, where they befiege the Pope in his Ca¬ 
ftle of S. Angelo^ and plunder his Palace of the Vatican. The Churches 
are fpoiled,the priefts abufed,the rich men plundered,the Pope forced to 
yctld upon Cafart conditions, and the Cardinals Caps are openly fold. 
Thus was Clement puniftied for breaking his League with the Empe- 
5 °ror. . •' ’ - ? 

• Mean while the Florentines turn out the Medices,znd fet themfelves free: 
Cr»tt4isforcedtofubmittothe French power , which after this layeth 
fiege to Naples, but the fickncfs foraged in his Army, that it confumed 
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AnyChri/U 20000. therein were dilpcrfed. Neither was their French Fortune better 
L/VNJ in IflfubrU, for they lofe Genua again with the Caftle, and are driven out of 
Savona, and Burbon taken prifoncr,fo that the Confederates are now forced 
to think of Peace with Cafar: but Germany is much troubled now with 
Controverfies of Religion .♦ the Proteftants are divided among them* 
felves* Carolojladitss , with Zuinglins, and OecoUmpadius, in poynts of the 
Eucharift oppofe themfelves to Luther: many Lutherans are burned for 
Hereticks: the Rufticks and fervants, under (hew of Evangelical liber¬ 
ty, rebel againft their Lords and Matters: Luther w ith all his preaching 
and writing, could not reclaim them, but they in great flocks drive out 
the Gentry, pull down their Caftles, kill ana butcher all that make refill- 10 
ance. At laft by the confederat Stvevians are overthrown near U\me,Fran- 
comt , and other place. About 50000 of them are (lain, and their Ring- 
leader is rolled alive at a gentle fire .• yet fliortly after they fly out again 
by the inftigation of one Thomas Lfttunzerw, a mad Preacher, but are ut¬ 
terly defeated by Philip, the Landgrave : M unT^rus preaching is fpoiled 
by the lofs of his head. Another Rebellion againft the Bifhop of Tre- 
vers, is quieted by the punifliment and death of their Captain Skein* 


gus. 

Mean while Luther goexh on boldly in his Reformation. He fets out 
the New Teftament, and Pfalms in Dutch , and caufeth Divine fervice to 
be performed in the Vulgar tongue, whofe labor in this is commended by 
•jWwDukeof Saxony, who fuceedcd his brother Frederick by George of 
Brandebnrg , by Erneftus and Francis of Luneburg , by Philip the Landgrave f 
Philip of Pomerania, and fome others. Thele protefted againft the de- 
' ’ 1529 crces Spire, in prejudice to religion : hence came the name 

of Proteftants. Albert, Maftcr of the Teutonick order, and Duke of Boruf- 
fia, marrieth with Dorothy , Daughter to Frederick, the firft King of Denmarkj 
then did the Rhodian Knights obtain the Ifle of Malta,and at the fame time 
the fweating ficknefs brake out in England\ 

Charles preparing againft the Turk, makes a League with the Pope at 30 
BareeHona, wherein it was agreed, That Cafars Daughter Margaret , (hould 
marry with Alexander of Medices, and that he may be reftored to his anci¬ 
ent Dominion of Florence . The Venetians alfo joyn in this League, and 
delivered up the towns they had among the Samnius, in Flcenuw, and Apu¬ 
lia. 

It is alfo agreed,That Francis paying 200000 Crowns,(hould receive his 
Children again which were his Hoftages. Then after Cafar had beaten 
Solyman, he is Crowned at Bononia with great (late by the Pope,to whom he 
fwore to deftroy the Lutherans, who a c Mar purg t ryed to be reconciled to 
Zuinglius, but could not. Shortly after in the Dyet at Aufpurg, they exhi- 40 
bited the confeflion of their faith ,from the place called Auguflana , which 
was openly read, but then reje&ed by Cerfar . The Lutheran Princes are 
eojoyned to reftore all to the Church again, under pain of profeription, 
and not to write or fpeak againft the Roman Doftrinc. But Luther pub- 
lifheth a book, exhorting the Germans to rej eft that impious Edift of the 
Dyet, and to oppofe the Roman Tenets, and to defend the Proteftant 
Princes by the fword. C arfar, to retain the Empire in his Family, caufed 
his Brother Ferdinand, at C olen to be proclaimed King of the Romans.Thc 
fame year Florence , after a long fiege is furrendered to Carfar, and according 
to the Agreement between Car far and the Pope, Alexander of Medkes , the 
Baftard (on of Laurence, is made Duke of Florence > but Charles finding the 
Turk preparing againft him, makes peace with the Lutherans, by the me¬ 
diation of filbert. Arch- Bifhop of Mints, and Ludovick , the Palfgrave. In 
his Army arofe a great mutiny for want of pay, which made him alter his 

refolu-

rciolution, and return by Isa y into Spain. The Turks waft and plunder An. Chrifli 
nil where they came * but in theirreturn lofe both their fpoiles and lives 
in Helvetia. 

The Bemoii after the Example of Zurich and Bafilfl take off the Roman 
religion : whereupon by the inftigation of F erdtnand and Clement , great 
troublesare raifed, which the French endeavoured to compofe, butcould 
not. At lad they come to a Battel, in which Zuinglm is killed, and his 
body burned, oecolampadins grieving for the lofs of his friend, dyed. The 
Tigurins recruit again, and try anorher Battel, in which there was fuch 
*0, lofs on both fides, that they agreed to live peaceably one with another, 
notwit hdanding their differences in religion. In IVtflfbalia a War is raifed 
by ^obnof Leyden, theTaylor , whobeing infefted with the madnefs of 
M»/rtzfr,and back’d by Bernard Rotman, Minifter of Monafter , cavilled a- 
gainft Baptifme of Infants, braging much of Enthufiafmes and the Spirit i 
A great part of Menafler fided with him. No deputation nor councel could 
work on thefe men 5 but to ftrengthen themfelves they call in many 
ftrangers, they thruft out the old Senate, and choofe new Senators* they 
call the City zferufalem, and dream ofnew Apoftles, Kings, and Judges .• 
but the Bifliop by the German forces fo befieged their new zferufatem ,that 
ao it was vexed with as great a Famine as the old,and all kinde of calamities 
and outrages. At length after fixteen months fiege the Town is taken $ ' 
theSouldiersareputto the fword. King $okn, Knipperdolting,Berub, and 
their Minifter Kretchting , are nipped with hot burning pincers,and hanged 
upon a high tower. . . . * .. s . •,/* 

Pope Clement confirms a new Order of Capuchins, and procraftinate* 
the promifed Synod, leaving that burthen by his death to Alexander F<r- 
nefius his fuccefior, whofe pontifical name was Paul the third ; he feemed 
verydelirous to have a general councel: He makes his Nephewes Car¬ 
dinals : Mantua is the place firff named for a Councel, then Viantu. Fif- 
30 teen of the proteftant Princes, and 30 Cities do remonftfate to 
his EmbafTador Vergerius ; That a general Synod^s the Tribunal! of the 
whole Church, not of the Pope alone * and that the Pope was a party,there- 
fore no competent Judge: that he ought not hrft ofhimfelfto condemn 
Luther, and then force the Synod fo do the like. Luther at Smalcald ,frames 
fome Articles, fubferibed by certain Divines , which he exhibits to the 
Synod at Mantua. • _ * . - 4 , , ... - 

Mean while Cafar makes an expedition mtoAfrJ(a y to reftoreMa/^ij to 
his Kingdom of Tunis, being turned out by BarbaroJ?, the pyrate of M iiy 
lene, whomS olyman hadfurnifhed with a fleer, himfelf being employed 
4 ° in the Perftart War. Barbarofs is overthrown , the Moor reftoredto his 
Kingdom, and the Caftlc Guleta built by Charles, which made the Chrifti- 
ans Navigation the more fecure. The Turk took SeleHcU^bvit in his return 
loft the moft part of his Army by Famin and Want. When Csefar was re¬ 
turned from Afric, he feizeth on M Ulan, (now void by the death of S for- 
tia') as being Lord of the Fee. The French King on the other fide 
claims it as his inheritance, and becaufe the Duke of Savoy adhered to the 
Emperor, he drives him out of a great part of his Territories, which fo 
moved Cstfar , that he made a great complaint to the Pope at Rome again ft 
theFrench,and withall fends an Army into France : but Pope Paul,un- 
50 derftanding that the Turk had taken Cliffa in Dalmatia, Qorcyra from the 
Venetians, and fubdued Moldavia, makes a peace of ten years between Ge- 
far and the French at Nicsea, a town of Province, where he procures for his 
Nephew Opavius, the Widow of Alexander Medices , who for his intempe¬ 
rate Letchery, was murthered by his Cofin Jermin, LawrenceCofmus Me- 
dices , is by Coe far made Duke of Florence , but againft the Popes Wil 1 . The 
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An.ChriJli fleet which the Emperor, Pope and TTnejhw fent againft the Turk , isover- 
thrown by Barbarojfa and ftormy weather. Luther tranflates the Bible into 
1 5 3 ® Dutch , and prints it *, whofe example in this ? was followed by divers other 

Nations: At Straisburg a Collcdg is ere&ed, the lefuits focietic is inftituted by 
Loiola a Sf award •, the Proteftant Princes make a league among thcmfclvcs, 
to whom is joyned the Dane, who had lately changed his Religion : Cafar up¬ 
on the intrcatic of his brother Ferdinand, calls a Dyct at Franeford , for re¬ 
conciling the differences in Religion, where a truce is given the Proteftants. 

Cafar not long after this, having buried his Emperefs Ifabel, King fohn 
of Portugal? s After, makes a journey into France, where lie is royally recei- jo 
ved by King Francis at Paris, and Eleanor his filter, King Francis his wife; 
he fends Ambafladors to Venice to incite them againft the Turk, whofe metro¬ 
polis Confiantinofle was almoft burned down *, but the Caftlc of Gtileta was 
recovered by Barborofsa- y then Cafar haftneth to Belgium to fupprefs the rebel¬ 
lion of Gaunt, whole old Privilcdgcs he took away, and put to death the fe- 
ditious Authors, he appoints a conference at Wormes, between the Catholicks 
and Proteftants, which was interrupted by the Pope fearing a Schifme. Af¬ 
ter this Charls growing more mildc towards the P rote ft ants, indeavoured to 
have a conference of moderate Divines at Ratisbon, for reconciling fome con- 
trovered points $ but Catarenus the Cardinall fearing the Popes difpleafure, a- 2® 
verted the Emperors minde,who refcrrs it to the general Synod,for he was then 
preparing of a fleet for i^dlgier in^dfrick againft the T%rks, which came to no¬ 
thing, tor the winds and ftorms fo moiled the fliips before Algier, that they 
were forced to return into Spain with great lofs * fo likewife Ferdinand s pre¬ 
paration in Germany againft xhcTurks did mifearry, by the ficknefs in the Ar¬ 
my > and for want of difripline: About this time alfo, Francis finding that¬ 
ch//deluded him about the reftitutionof Millan, and that he had put to 
death his Legats going to the T*rks y breaks off the league, and drawes Willi - 
am of Cleveland, to whom Charls had denied the pofleffion of G elder land, to 
fide with him, who therefore endeavoured to feife upon Antwerp . for Charls 3 ® 
of Egmund heir of his fathers quarrell with the houfe of Burgundy , left Gel- 
ierland by his laft will to William of fuhers, and to his onely daughter Ma¬ 
ry his wife, whofe fon William became heir of fuliers, Cleveland, Getter- 
land, and other places •, this wealth, that he might the more cafily enjoy and 
retain, againft the great power of Cafar , he thought ithisfafeft way to en¬ 
ter into a league witn France , which caufed afterwards great warrs. Charls to 
ftrengthen his caufc againft France, ftrives to make the Pope on his fide, 
therefore he labours to fupprefs the Proteftants; yet he would not part with 
Parma and Placentia, parcels of the Dutchie of Millan, to OElavius , Farnefi- 
us, Pauls Nephew. He prepares then to make warr upon France and Cleve- 40 
land, for this purpofc he reftores to Cofmus Medices his Caftles for two hua- 
dred thoufand crowns: The French arc affiftedby Chr if i an 3 d . of Denmark % 
and Guftavus the Swede, for fome wrong they had received from Charls •, Bui 
v Francis unwifely divides his Army into parts, and falls upon y. feveral Im¬ 
perial! Territories, by which he weakned his power, and loft quickly the pla¬ 
ces he took • Cleveland loft fo many of his Townes, that he was forced to 
fubmit to Cafar, and to content himfelf with the lofs of Gcldcrland: But the 
French take Laudrefs and Luceburg, and a (Tift the Turk in the fiegeof Nice a , 
and defeat the Cefarians in Piemont *, wherefore Cafar at Spire gives peace to 
the Proteftants till the next Dyet: Shortly after he recovers Luceburg, and 
takes divers Townes from the French, wafting all his Countrcy almoft to 5 ° 
Paris, fo that Francis was glad to fuc for peace, arid.to rcftorc Savoy. 

During the quietnefs which the Proteftants had under Charls, they ereft in 
divers places Colledges,and Schools for learnings but thole Halcyonian days 
held not long *, for Cafar and Francis combine together to reftorc the old

Religion, and to fupprcfs all ga inCaycrs: Therefore Proclamations are made An. chriftl 
through all their dominions againft Proteftanifme: One reter Brulius for op- 
pofing the Roman Faith, is burned at Turns) The Waldenfes are maflacred 
in Provence ; Their extirpation was urged in the Dyet at Wormes . Paul af- 
fcmbleth the Synod at Trent ♦ with him Cafar, the French , and Polonian joyn 
in league, Caj.tr is reproved and tbreatnea in a flurp Letter, which Luther 
anfwcrcd, for conniving fo long at the Proteftants. Henry of Brnnfivig-, for 
railing new troubles, is taken prifoner with his fon by the Land-grave *, the i 6 
next year after this Luther died , 29 . years after he began this fatall quarrel] * 
ic The conference at Ratisbon is diffolved , the Proteftants complaining of their 
hardufage* and refilling to ftand to the decrees of Trent. Mints and Tre- 
vers fall off from Herman of Colen, and Frederick Palatine, who were lately 
turned Lutheriam : Cafar raifeth an Army , Colen is proferibed by the Pope, 
a t nice is made with Solyman , left he fhould hinder the warr intended againft 
the Protcftants : The Pope promifeth to affift Cafar with 12 thoufand Foot, 

Joe Horfe, and good ftore of' <>old. Charts declares that his railing of For¬ 
ces was not againft the Cities, duc feme Princes who obftrutted juftice and 
thcpcace:The54x^and Landgrave,whom aimed at, remonftrate that 

they were free from all crimes except Hcrcfic, which was the oncly caufe of 
20 the Popes war: moft df the Princes fide with the Emperor. Denmark was 
now in league with Charts, and the houfeof Burgundy * therefore to avoid 
offence, Chrijiian the third , would not aifift the Protcftants. The Saxon 
and Landgrave are proferibed by Cafar , who hath now a great Army of 
Pontipcians, Spaniards, and Germans, with which,great Forces of the Belgi¬ 
ans do joyn near Ingoljla notwithftanding the Protcftants endeavoured to 
hinder this conjunction: Cafar to dirtract the Proteftant Army, affifts Mau¬ 
rice the Saxons Cofin German , with Forces againft the Elector, with whom 
beforehehadaquarrell: Hereupon the Protcftants arc ncceffitatcd to tranf- 
ferr their Army into Saxony, and to leave aGarifon in Sucvis : The Land¬ 
grave returns home with his Forces, unwilling to fight againft Maurice his 
3 ° ion in Law •, So it was eafic for Cafar to fubdue the Sueves and Noricks . Fre¬ 
derick Palatine, a friend but lately to the Proteftants, now reconciles him- 
fclf to the Emperor, fo many others fubmit to him : In the mean while the 
Proteftant doctrins'of traditions* Apochriphabooks,originallfin, juftifica- 
tion by faith alone,and their opinions of the Sacraments are condemned in the 
Councell of Trent. 

The Saxon recovers what Maurice had takefi from him, and withall furpri- 
feth divers of his Towns, hedrawes to his fide the Bilhopricks of Halberfiad 
artd Magdeburg , Cafar puts a mulct upon Ausburg and Strasburg, and receives 
them into favour •, But Herman Bifhopof Colen , upon perfwafionof his 
40 friends, rcfkncs his Bifhoprick; His lucccfTor Adulphus prcfcntly abolished 
the begun reformation: Cafar takes in divers Towns in Saxony , in the inte¬ 
rim his great Enemy King Francis dies, a friend to the Proteftants, not out 
of love to them, but of hatred to Charts , therefore he ufed fomctiines un¬ 
derhand to fumifh them with money : Sax on being now deftitute of the 

friendftiipof France, is expofed to the Emperors fury, who with the Forces 
of his brother Ferdinand and Maurice , falls upon his Countrcy *, the Duke 
had fent moft part of his Army into the Cities, therefore makes hafte to ihel- 
ecr himfclf in Witteberg, but Cafar foording over A Ibis, overtakes him, and 
forceth him to fight: In this conflict the Duke is wounded arid taken, and by 
5 ° a Counccll of Warr condemned to die, but he redeems his life by refignati 
on of hisElcctorlhip, and by futrendring Witteberg and Gotha to Cafar/y his 
eftate was confifcate, and bellowed upon Ferdinand and Maurice * a yearly 
penfion was allowed him. At Dracenburg, though the Protcftants had the 
Dcctcrof the day from the C efarians, yeethev were much 1 dejected for the 
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An.Chriftt afBiftion of the Saxon. The Landgrave by perfwafion of Maurice his fon 
in Law, and Brandeburg humbly fubmits himtelf to Cafar , who detained 
him prifoner: Cafar carried away out of Germany into his Provinces, about 
500.piece of Ordnance, andexaftedof the Proteftant 160000 thoufand 
crowns *, Ferdinand alfo punifhed the Bohemians , for not invading , but rather 
defending the Saxons Territories: The Proteftants are forced to ftibmit to 
the Counfell of Trent in many places * but fome jarrs arife between the Pope 
1 54 S and c*far,fo r indcavourin** to moderate the Counfell upon the Proteftants re- 
queft i and for flighting tnc Papall dignity. Pope rani being told by his 
Phyfitians, thattncaircof Trent was not wholfomc, transfers the Synod to IC 
Bononia, againft which, Cafar by his Ambaftadors complains. 

Maurice , for his fidelity to Cafar, is made Eleftor of Saxony, he repairs 
the Univerfity of IVitteburg •, in all other places of his Jurifdiftion he caufeth 
the Proteftant Minifters, to be either dcpofcd, banifhed, or killed : The exam¬ 
ple of Francis Spier, who falling off from Proteftanifmc, fell into difpair at 
Padua, was the occafion that divers were converted. Baser, Fagius , and 
Martyr, pafte over into England: Brentius, Mttfcnlus, aud others, are ftrange- 
ly preferved. The Captive Saxon , Brandeburg and the Palatine, favour the 
Proceftants. Magdeburg, Brem, and fome other places of Saxony, fond up¬ 
on their libertie .• Flaccns Illyricus leaves lVitteburg , where he condemned 20 
MeUntfhons Faith, and goetn to Magdeburg •, which City Cafar proferibed, 
and commanded the Eleftor Maurice to befiege it. The Eleftors arc 
wrought upon to transfer the Title of King of the Romans upon Philip, Cafars 
fon* by Mary of Portugal , but they would not recede from their firft Aft. 
The Magdeburgers overthrow fome Forces of their enemies,among which were 
aoo Gendcmcn. Mean while Paul 3 d dicth with grief * his fon Peter Loifius 
being (lain before by FerdinandGon^aga. After three months alteration,™ Paul 
fucceeded Julius y* whofe name before was Johannes Maria Montanas, he had 
been Prcfiaent or Moderator of the Counfell. Henry i d of France, fon to 
Francis, drives to ftir up the German Princes againft Charts, chicflly Maurice, 3 ° 
who was offended for the imprifonment of his Father in Law the Land¬ 
grave*, Maurice combines with ^Albert of Brandeburg , and the Mcgapolitans 
with France •, for the German liberty, he is leader of the Magdeburg Army, 
who having made his peace,leaves thcMagdeburgers to Cafars mercy,who lay- 
eth a heavy fine on them, leaving them to their Religion and Liberty. Tnc 
Proteftant Divines exhibit their Pofitions to the Counfell of Trent 3 but they 
were rejefted. The Elcftor Maurice having often Petitioned Cafar for the 
Landgraves libertie, but ftill in vain, makes war againft Charts, feifeth upon 
Aufpurg x, and having affrighted the Trent Fathers, with the report of his com¬ 
ing thither, they all fled. Crefcentius the Cardinall, Prcfident of the 4 ° 
Counfell, was affrighted in the night by a black dog. The French take 
fome Townes of the Empire, and by Lorrain break in upon i^Alfatia , and ex¬ 
torts provision from Straisburg . Maurice propounds a league with Ferdinand 
and the Bavarian. 

The French King underftanding that the Cefarians out of Belgium , were 
got into Champany, wafting all with fire and (word , turns afide to Lucem- 
turg. The Saxon having taken the Ipin Straits, kills and takes about 3000. 
of the Cafarians, which fo affrighted Charts and Ferdinand, that by the light 
of their matches, they ftolc away from Oenipont to Villacum by night: Oenipont 
being taken, all goods belonging to Cafar or the Spaniards , were plunder¬ 
ed, but the goods of Ferdinand and Germans, were not touched. . A truce is * 
made at laft, and then peace. The Landgrave is difmified from his Belgick 
prifon. A free and perpetuall exercife of Protcftanifme in Germany is gran¬ 
ted, and allprofcriptionsareabolifhed. Before this tranfaftion, Ulme, No - 
riberg, with the Bifhops of Bamberg , Herbipolis , and Mints, had fuffered

much lofs and dammage by si lb erf who had alfo fubdued Worm's and Spire y An. Chrifii 
and taken Trivers by furprifall. Maurice fends his Army into Hungary againft 
rhe Turks, who had taken there divers Towns in revenge of Cafars taking cff 
Lephs in Affrick againft the peace. Ferdinands lofles were fo great, that lie 
was forced to buy his peace from Solyman for an yearly penfion of 30060. 
owns. Cafar socth againft the French , but lofeth mod part of his Army 
by ficknefs, and nis fortune began ftill to decline ? he made war againft Par¬ 
ma and Mirandula } being affifted by the Pope , where he loft many men, but 
did no good. Sena fell off from Cafar to the French , becaufe the Cafarians 
$o built a Caftle in that Town. The Territories of Sena with long War was 
laid wafte, and at laft fubdued by Cofmus Medices , who by Fa min took Se- 
na y and added it to his Principallitieby Cafars permiflion. Henry , by the 

Turks alTiftance ,took the Ifle of Qorfica from the Germois , and wafts With fire 
and fword , Cafars Territories , who on the other fide deftroyeth fomc 
French Towns. 

About the beginning of the year 51 of this Century, the Pope dieth , to 
whom fucceeded Marccllus 2 d he alfo the two and twentieth day of his Pen- j ^ j 
tificate, is fuddcnly taken away by an Apoplexie, in whofe place came 
fohn Peter C arajfa y now called Patti A lh a great Antilutherian and promoter of 
aothe Inquifition, the confumcr of 150 thoufand Proteftants in 30. years 
fpace : ne impofed heavy tributes on the fstves , and caufcd them for diftin- 
tfion fake,to wear yellow caps, being angry with Cafar for oppofing his E- 
leftion, he raifeth an Army againft Naples , his own Countrey, but Chads 
being weary of the world, after the Example of Dioclefiah . layeth down his 
imperiall dignitie, leaveth his hereditary Kingdoms to Philip his fon j and the 
Empire to Ferdinand his brother, then retires himfelf into the Monafteryof 
S.Hieroms Order ; dedicated toS .Laurence by his fon Philips in memo¬ 
ry of the great Vi&ory he had over the French at S. Quint ms \ this Covcht 
is in the Efcuriel near Madrid . Here Char Is fpent two years in devotion, and 
30 then died the 38 year, or as fomefay, the 40 of his Empire, and the 54 
of his life, his death Was pre&ged by a Commct: Mean while the Pope 
aflifted by the French , makes war againft Philip i who in revenge , ftrips the 
Pope of almoft all Latium. wherefore he finding Philip too potent to buckle 
with, now the French being defeated, and the mod of their Nobility taken at 
S.Quintins , and that Oft wins Fernefiut was in favour with Philip from whom 
he had received Placentia , admits of peace which was accompanied with the 
innundation of Tihris , that did more hurt then the war. In Charts his time, 

Ferdinand Magellan found out the Strait,' fo called from his name , and in two 
years fpace (ailed about the world, and returned again to Sivill. In the fpace 
40 of 20 years Ferdinand Cortes , took multitudes of Towns the chief wnerc- 
of is Mexicoy with many Provinces; The Country alfo of Peru is fubjuga- 
ted by Varga and Ptigarus, in which is the great City Cufco: The Portugalls 
alfo take many places in the Eaft Indies . C aflrius obtains a great Victory a- 

gainft the King of C ambaia y and withall takes Dio, the rich and great City of 
that Country, which became the chief Seat, of the PortugalU under King E- 
manuel y and King fobs who looked more ftri&ly to the Government of that 
place, then Charts did to the Government of America, being intangled with 
the wars of Europe which occnfioncd the Spaniards to Tyrannize over the poor 
Americans . 

50 To Churls fucceeded his brother Ferdinand , King of Hungary and Bohe¬ 
mia. He confirms the peace of Germany , advanceth the Unimfity of Sena t

Yet the peace of German) was not by this interrupted: But Livonia, a 
province of the German Empire, is much fhaken by John Baft tides D.of Mtt- 
fcovia , beciufe upon their civill Warrs they had ncglc&cd to pay the tribute, 
they owed by promife to the Mufcovtt *, therefore he takes Narva by furpri- 
fall, laycth waftc the Countrey of Derhat , and threatens the ruinc of Livonia, 
which at Iaft paid the gold , but yet could not pacific the Tyrant. There¬ 
fore the Rivaliens defired Chrijtian 3 1 of Denmark to be their protestor againft 
1559 the R us ft an by reafon JZftonic had anciently bcenfubjed to Denmark * but he 

wifely refilled* affirming he had more land then he could well govern * vet 
he helps them with money and arms , and die next year died : after he had 1 o 
caufed the Bible to be tranflated into Danijl ? , and had fet up preaching Mini¬ 
fies in his Kingdome: This year alfo was fatall to Queen CM ary of England , 
King Henry of France, the D. of Venice, and Pope Paul 4 th whofe Marble fta- 
tue the Romans contumelioufly ufed , by cutting off his hands and head *, they 
deface all die Scutchions, or Arms of the Family of Caraffa , they open the 
Inquifition prifon, and let out the prifoners , and then fet the houie on fire. 
Tins year alfo AdolphusD. of Holfi fubdued Dithmars by the help of Frederick z d 
King of Denmark , fon to Chrijlian 3 d : This Duke having utterly defeated 
the Dithmarfians , they were forced to fend their 1 riefts with white ftaves to 
beg pardon for their rebellions, which was granted conditionally they would 20 
give up their arms, andfubmit to his Government*, which was aflented to: 
and withall , they were contented to pay yearly a Florens for every acre of 
land they enjoyed. The Livonians by reafon 01 their continuall oppreffions, 
were forced to defirc the Kin<* of Polands protection, who made CowardMa¬ 
tter of the Knights, Duke of C urland, when that Livonian order had con¬ 
tinued 358 yeas. 

After 4 months debate, Pius 4* called before John Angel of the houfc of 
Medicos , is made Pope. At his Inauguration 18 men were killed, as they were 
fcrambling for the money flung that day among the people,and about 40 hurt, 
an ominous initiation to nis Pontificate: he pardoned thofe that abufed his 30 
prcdcccfibrs , but was very rigid againft his friends and nephews. He put 
CardinallC araffa to death, and divers other prime men, upon fufpidon of 
Trcafon. He confirmed Ferdinand in the Empire, abfolves Charts 5* and 
his fon Philip from Pope Pauls criminations. Abdiftt Patriarch of the Ea- 
ftern Chriftians came to him , with a refolution to imbracc the Roman Faith, 
which he did,and was fent back into Affrica with rich prefents.Hc ordereth the 
general Counfell to fit again at Trent , and fent his Legats to invite the Pro- 
teftants thither*, but the Palfgrave and Saxon with fome other Teutonick 
Princes, meet at Natnhburg, and return this anfvver to Ferdinand Qafar • that 
they would willingly yeila to a nationall or gcnerall Counfell if it were free, 40 
which they could not acknowledge this to be: And they tell the Popes Legats,. 
that he had no power over Princes, nor authority to call a Synod. When 
they came to Lubeck , they were reje^ed by the King of Denmark , becaufc 
the Pope had accounted him an Heretick; ButPA/ 7 /p King of Spain , and 
Francis z d of France , perfecute the Protcftants*, under whofe fucceffor 
Charts 9 th they had fome reft, and withall a new name, for they arc now called 
HugonitSy from oneHugojn whofe houfe they ufed to have their meetings. In the 
Counfell of Trent there is fome debate between the Pope and Spanijh Bifhops, 
who would fcarcc ycild that their dependance fliould be from him. The 
Kings alfo of Spain and France, did ftrivc there for precedence, the one pre¬ 
ferring the Title of Catholick, the other of moftCnriftian: The matter be- 5 ° 
'• mg referred to the Pope , he gives the precedence to France . There was alfo 
much altercation about the refidence of Bilhops, and the peculiar care of their •

S tephanits againft the Turks^Sc affignes for their habitation the Ifle Ehufa : Up¬ 
on the Petition of William of Orange , Fgmund and Horn. K. Philip removes 
2 0 from the Government of Belgium , Antony Perenot , and Atrelacius the Car- 
idinall, and gives a Filler power to his fitter Margaret of Parma. Ferdinand 
having ruled the Empire 6 years in peace, died, leaving his fon Maximilian 
to fuccccd.

William being affrighted at his 
comming, departs thence to his Teiitons .* Fgmund and Horne are cunningly 
apprehended and beheaded. A Garrifon and Caftle are forced upon the Ari- 
twerpians . * Orange wanting help, obtained Conde s Army, who had lately ex- 
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An.Chrijli torted peace to his Hugonots from Charts, By the affiftance of ffohn Cafimer . 

Alfa rxroferibes OrMge *s a Traitor, and puts many of the Nobility to death; 
lie al(o overthrew in a battellLw/V of Naffau Orange his brother. An Army 
is fuddenly raifedby-tIds William, intending to win or loofe all. Alba an old 
beaten Soldier knowing fo great an Army could not be fuftained without 
pay, avoided fighting; * io that William is forced.to lead his Army into France 
for paywhich, in theinterim inouldrcd away . The Belgians , having pai’d in 
Taxes twentie Iiund red thoufand crowns, labour to cafe thcmfelves of this 
burthen, and to avoid the Tyrants crueltic; therefore divers undertook a vo¬ 
luntary exile; where confulcing with Orange , who- was alio banilhed, they firft ip 
feife upon Br;>/ in Holland , then they make Ulujhing, Enchufen , and other 
Townes to take their part. Lewis of Naffau by a Scratagem , takes (JJ fonts in 
Henault. William obtains Ruremund , Lovan , and Ulfeeblin . , whilft Alba 
was befieging of Monts But William not being able to ra ife the fiege and re¬ 
lieve his bronier, finding alfo that the French , wholly intent in perfecuting 
of the Prpteftants, were about to delert and betray him, he removes prcfcnt T 
ly to Holland i which with Zeland he makes his own : So Monts is reftored to 
Alba,. Mean while the Ulujhmgers and Encnjers beat the Spaniard by Sea. 
Harlem is befieged 7 months*, at laft being forced by Faniin yeilds to the Spa¬ 
niard . In the-mid ft of r thefc troubles, Alba is called into S pain, after his arr 2 Q 
rivall into; Belgium 6 years. Lewis llequiefenfiuj fucceeded him; who fhortly 
after loft Niddlcburg , the Metropolis of Zeland *, but by Avila and Mandra - 
gon he defeats the Belgian Auxiliaries ar Neomag , and befiegeth Leyden , which 
being almoft tuniibed, Orange relieved by opening the banks, and letting, in 
the water, by which alfo provifion was brought; after this , he honors the 
Town with an Univcrfity. 

Requefenftus being dead, and a Commonwealth to be guided by States, is 
felled, till the coming of $ohn of Aujlria , the Belgians refolvc unanimoufiy, 
by force of Arms to drive out the Spaniard: tbds Statues areabolifhea;

with otlicr rich fpoileskills and beats th z Spaniards out of Africa . 40 . Years „ 
after Char Is 5 th had added Turns to his dominions. .

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rick the youriger, Duke of Saxony, for aiding fomc whom Cafar had profcri- 
bed was proscribed himfelf, and imprifoned , where he ended his life : Ham- 
burr is fined in ioo thoufand Jochims to King Frederick for (polling the Free¬ 
dom of Trade. Rofioch by their inteftin difeords, is fubje&ed to the Mega- 
nolitan Dukes * But upon acknowledgement of their fault, isreftored to 
their freedom:In Maximilian's time the Protcfhnt Faith is propagated through 
France England, Scotland, Hungary, Poland^ and Belgium, in the Biihopricks 
alfo of Magdeburg, Halberjlad , Ferdava , and Dukedom of B runfmek : But as 
they began to increalc in wealth and cafe, they fell into divers Fadlions cau- 
ic fed by ncedlcfs difputcs and controvcrfics, with which the world hath been totf 
Ion" troubled * at which the Elector of Saxony was fo vexed, thathethruft 
out of his Univerfity of Wittebergdlvcrs profeftbrs, and imprifoned Cafpar Peu - 
Urus his Phyfitian, with Cracovius his Secretary.

The Affairs of Portugall, AfFrick, Germany , Netherlands, Spain, Po- 
ao land, Hungary, Tranfylvania, Bohemia, RutTia, Venice, ^c.under 
Rodolphus 2 d Emperor , from the year 1576. till 1612. 

odolphus 2 d fuccccdcd to his Father Maximilian , both in 
J his Kingdome and Vertues.

' Lovocountrey wars under John of A uftria, and William of Haffau, was porten¬ 
ded by a Commct 2 tfohn had deluded the Gantots with hopes of peace 5 but 
they being impatient of Tyrannic and mock’ry, reject the Spaniards , fend for 
French and Germans , and refolve to make a Commonwealth of their own j 
they invite into B elgium, Mathias brother to Ralph the 2 d Emperor, and who 
afterward was, Emperor himfelf, to be their Governor, hoping thereby to 
finde the Emperor Ralph more favourable towards them •, till he came Willi* 
am difeharged his place, who.took in A mflerdam, Mechlin, Veventry , and o- 
ther. Sconces, whilft the Aujlrtan was bufie in fubduing Brabant, fliortlyaf-» 
jo ter they fend for ffohn Caftmtr the Palatine with an Armv, and then fall uport 
v robbing and defacing of Churches , and invading the Clergies Revenues: 
but;fhortly after peace is proclaimed between the Catholicks and Proteftants 
throughout Belgium, with Liberty of Confciencc*, but the people of tie- 
nault and Artois upon this were offended, and therefore called themfeftes 
Malccontcnts, for they would admit no other Reiigon then the Roman. 
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The Attftrian being dead of a Fcaver , his Nephew Alexander Farnepua, 
Duke of Parma and Placentia fucceeded in the Government, whole begin¬ 
ning was accompanied with an Epidcmicall difeafe i n his Army, which by a 
loofnefs fwept away 12 thoufand: He reduced Utricht to the Spaniard^ and la¬ 
boured what he could to foment the intedin difeords among the Belgians in 
the mean while Cafar fends into Colen 3 Bifhops, and 2 Princes to treat with 
the States Ambafladors about a peace between the Spaniard and them, but 
to no purpofe ; for Orange would not hearken to any peace without the enjoy¬ 
ment of Liberty and Religion *, Wherefore he is proferibed by the Spaniard. 
Mean while F rands A Ianfon the French King’s brother is invited into Belgium, i$ 
who gaping long for that imployment, hadneth thither, but whild Orange and 
he were together at Antwerp, adefperat young fellow fet on by the Spaniard , 
fhoots Orange with a bullet through the cheeks , fo that he hardly efcapcd 
with his life. Alanfon having got fupplies from England , promifed much in 
defence of Belgium , but performed nothing, having more regard of his 
French, then of thofe whofc defence he undertook, and fworc to i which ap¬ 
peared in B rah ant and Flanders, where at Antwerp he received a notable de¬ 
feat*, by means of the French , his jugling was much more detc&ed at New¬ 
port ^ Dunkirk^ and other places, which give occafion to Parma to recover 
Newport , and divers other Towns for the Spaniard. Hereupon the Go- 2d 
vernment is taken from him by the States, and nc returns into France with his 
French Forces *, but not long after, Orange and the States were ncccflitated 
to fend for him again , who died before he nad done any thing for the Com¬ 
monwealth*, ’tis thought he was poyfoned, becaufe they found he was forry 
for his former double dealing with the Statcs.About a month after, the Prince 
of Orange is murthered bv a Burgundian ft*>althafar Gerard,who had been lately 
received into Orange his fervice, he foot nim with a musket at Delphi not with¬ 
out the knowledg (as ’tis thought,) of Parma , the murthercr was cruelly put to 
death: Shortly 5 ter this, B rugtSy Gaunt , and all Flanders almoftis reduced 
to the Spaniard. 30 

Iii Germany the Prptedant Princes and Cities, drive by Conferences and 
Synods, to.uke up the controverfies among themfclves : Gebhard Bilhop of 
Colen , profelfing himfeif of the A uguftan confcffion, permitted freedom of 
the Gofpel to his people, and falls in love with Agnes Mans fields whom he 
intends to marrie * but he is upon this depofed by the Pope, and forfaken by 
mod of his Diocefle* Erneft of Bavaria being fet up in his room: Gebhard in 
maintenance of his righL and Erneft on the otner fide, railed oppofit Forces. 
They fight upon doubtfull terms divers battels, in one Skirmilh Erneft loft 
aooo old Soldiers, at length Gebhard is worded, and upon the taking of Bon - 
na y totally defeated of his Bifooprick by Erneftw . A nationall Synod of 49 
Protedants is defired in Germany , but hindred by famous fpirits, Steven 
"Bator the new Polonian King makes war again tt bantfick, for refilling to fwear 
Feakictohim, till fird he confirmed their Privilcdges .* after much daughter 
onbothfidcs, at lad by a friendly tranCwdion, their differences Wert compo- 
Ccd : The Polander to requite the Mufcovits wading of Livonia , falls with fire 
and fword upon his Territories, and takes from him many Towns^ fo that the 
Mufcovit is forced to renounce all he had taken in Livonia : The Swedes alfo 
take divers places in Livonia from the Mufcovit , which B atorius defired might 
be redored to the Polander , but could not prevail *, about this time an Epide- 
micall infcvtion run through all Em op , accompanied with a colde, and a 
cough, called the weathers maladic, becaufe ftieep are mod troubled with it: 
Few died of this difeafe. A little before this, the Mufcovits having had 
fome contcdations with the Swede in Livonia , whofe O tficers he put to death, 
for caufing fome Towns fwear Fealtic to Magnnt , not to the Ruffian , died 
the fame year that the Jcfuits were obtruded upon Livonia. Then it was

The&me year thePnrcopit Tart art fof tlie Turks confedrates becom tbeirflaves. 

Pope Gregory the 17 th about this time reformed the Calendar, by throwing io 
days out of the month of Ottober : Amurath the Turk , began to fufpe<ft fortie 
ioplot upon compliance between the Pope and Bi^antin Patriarch, therefore 
banifheth the Patriarch , and takes away from the Chriftians two of their 
Temples in ConfiantinopU -/for approving this reformation of the Calendar - 
which caufcd fome troubles at Aufpurg in Germany , and Riga in Livenia ■ di¬ 
vers Proteftants, rather out of pride, then Judgement rejected it: This 
Gregory crewed divers Colledges of Jefuics, whofc learning and holynefs be¬ 
gan to be held in admiration : In Rome is inftituced a Colledg or Seminary of 
all Nations, to propagate the Roman Faith. 3. Ambafladors of $apon fent 
by the Jcfuits, arrive at Rome, after 3 years travel, offering their fervice to the 
Pope who having royally entertained them,died within the fpacc of two hours 
20 of a Squinzcc 5 who all his time could not fupprefs tlx: infolcncies and robbe¬ 
ries committed daily by-his Soldiers , ahd thofe that had been proferi^ 
bedBut B atorim King of Roland^ by putting to death fome of his Nobi¬ 
lity, curbed the infolencids of the gteat men in his Kifigdome. So Frederick 
2 a of Denmark brought the Rofiokers tdfubmit to Ulfictis the Neapolitan. 

The Famefian Family of the Dukes Of Rarma , grew fantous by the hippie 1 5$5 
fucCcfs of Alexander Governor of Belgium, who after he had befieged Antwerp 
one whole year, at laft upon compofitiort, took it *, ,4 years were granted to 
the Protcftants, to fettle there, or to depatt, whereof many went and fetlcd , 
in Hamburg. Mechlin and divers Other Towns fubmit to the Spaniard : A 
jo great ftorm hung over Riga , for refilling King Sevens edicts of Poland, 
who threatened it with fire and fword for oppcmrig the Roman Religion, and

of his privat Coffers; Crave Maurice mean while feifeth upon Breda his na- IC 
tive towne in Bra bant Joy a turf boat, within which lay hid many armed men. 

And ihortly after he takes divers other Towns. To Gregory 14* fucceeded 
$ohn Antonins or Piemont, who afiumed the name of Gregory 9 th *, he was of 
the Spanijh Fa&ion againft France, and lived but two months in the Pontifi¬ 
cate. To him fucceedcd Hippolytus Aldabrandinas or Clement 8 h : Grave 
Maurice attempteth to take the Sluice and Utricht , but could not; yet he takes 
Steinvici) and Coverd, and divers other places upon the death of Parma . To 
whom fucceeded Peter Frnefi of Mansfield y whofent his foil Churls into 
France 5 to aflift the Spanifh fa^ion there. 

About this time Sigifmund Bator the T ranfylvanian denies to pay the pro- 20 
mifed tribute to the Turk , and fo by the Jefuits perfwafion incurs tne difolca- 
furcof a potent enemy, to the grief of his friends*, fomeof which he kills for 
diflvvading him. The Defpots of Walachia and Moldavia revolt to him: The 
Walachians fight the Tttrks and beat them, Strigon and Vicegrad are taken by 
the Chriftians: Lip pa alfo fubmits to the Tranjylvanion , and in a battell Sinan 
loofeth ioooo of his men. Bator being now allied to the Emperor > is ai¬ 
ded by.-him to.take Tergoviftia ^ the feat of the Princes of Walachia . After 
many defeats given to Sinan, he chafeth him beyond the river A grim ^ where 
he died with age and - grief. Albert Arch Duke of Aufiria, Cafars brother, 
of a Catdinall becomes husband to Ifabe/U Clara Eugenia, Philips daughter, 3 ° 
and enters Belgium in great date. Upon the death of Frnefius be befiegeth 
and takes it v A league is made between England,France and Holland , 
agaivA Spain, and confirmed by a victory obtained by th eEnglijh and Hoi- 
land Fleet, againft the Spaniard at Cadi\. The Hollanders fend a fleet to Ben- 
faw,‘aTownin^4V4thclefs: And another to findcoutthcNorth-eaft paf- 
fage; to no purpofe^ except to their own hurt, having loft the mod of their 
men with cold. In the mean time Albert takes Hulfi from the confederates, 
and they beat his Forces at Torvahut , having taken 38 Colours of foot, and 
twoofhorfe with their baggage and money: About this time died Philip 
the 2 d of Spain , as they write of the lowfic difeafe: To whom fucceeded 4 ° 
Philip p i who married Margaret daughter to Churls the Arch Duke; and 
then alfo died Theodor Prince of Raffia in whom ended the Bafilidan race. 
Boris Federovit^ius the Queen of Raffia's brother $ dealt fo with the people,- 
that they preferred him to the Nobility in competition for that Scepter,which 
by their favour he obtained, and after this confirmed it by his fuccesfuli ex¬ 
pedition againft the Tartars-, but afterward his government proved Tyrannt- 
call: Palfias and Barnefiein * Imperiall Commanders defeat the Tartars in 
Panoni*) and befiege favarin, but upon the coming of the Turks, thefiegeis 
raifed. The Popes Forces which were levied againft the Turks mPanonia,xvcrc 
imployed-againft; Atefijnas barftard,fon to Alphonfus of Terraria , who 
by the (word fought to obtain the antient Titles of rhdt Dutchie, though he * 
was Anathematized by the Pope , *yet he fights the Romans and beats tnem: 
but at laft finding hisfriends fall off-from him, heirfignes Terraria to the 
Pope; fo the,war is continued againft the Turk, and faverin taken by S roart- 
T^mbwrgy with the lofs of 1600.

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Sigifmnd fiaforius for fear of the Turks, delivers up Dacia oz Tranfylvania An.Chrifti 
tpCafar afterward his minde changed, upon the perfivafion of ^Andrew Ba- 
tor Cardinall, his kinfman, on whom he confers this Principality, and the ra¬ 
ther, becaufe the promifed penfion was not paid him. - Hence aroic . wars be¬ 
tween him, and Maximilian, Cafars brother, • whichincouraged the T arks,

Such devaluation was every where in tlte fields, that thirty 
thoufand people died with cold and famin, which perfwaded fome of them to 
eat their on children.

Pope Clement dilpenccth 
with Sigtfmitnd of Poland , formarying two fillers of the A ujlrian Family, 
and perlwadcs King Henry of France to call home again the banifhed Jefuites. 
Chrijlian 4 th of Denmark , vifits in his own perfon the remoteft parts of Nor* 
W4y, giving Order for fctling of Minifters in thofe ignorant and remote cor¬ 
ners. Hamburg , the raoft flouriftiing City of the S axons , docth homage to 
: ?. him, as Duke of Holfatia , with great folemnity and magnificence: He er- 
re&eth a new Town from the foundation, whicn by his name he calls Chri - 
fiianopolis , upon the borders of Stvedland. To which he added upon the 
fame borders afterward , two ftronger Fortifications •, to wit, Tychopoils and 
Chrijt/ana; In Belgium there is great joy for the birth of Philip the 4 th , heir 30 
to the Kingdoms of Spain: Friejland is now made the feat of the war: Com¬ 
mand is given to Count B ucquoi y to raife Forces about die Rhene , which be¬ 
ing parted over by Spinola, divers Towns are taken for the Spaniard: Ma* j 
rice attempts Antwerp^ and Spinola Berg upon Som y but in vain: Bncq*oid\to 
takes fome places. Peace again is propofed by the A ujtrians, but rejected by 
the Hollanders , as not daring to truft the Spaniard. The nntient City of A ix, 
as alfo Marpurg of Heffia , were much fhaken and weakned upon the change of 
Religion, and admittance of Calvinifme. Brunftvig was atfirftlikc to be 
betrayed, but the Plot was difeovered and prevented : Then Henrictss folittt 9 
the neighbouring Prince,thought to have furprifed it by hiding of armed men 40 
in Waggons within the works, but the Townfmen defeated and flew them : 
at laft this broke out into an open war. The Duke befiegeth Brunjmg^ dams 
up the river that it had almoft drowned the Town, till a ftrong wiridc broke 
down the banks, and gave way for the water to return into its old channel: 

At laft by Cafars command, a truce is made, and the differences referred to 
Arbitration: In Rome Pope Clement 8 :h being dead, great conceftationa- 
rifeth about the cle&ion ot a new Pope •, The French faiftion flood for Cafar 
Baronius the great Annalift •, but the Spaniard oppofed him, becaufe he had no 
good opinion of his claim, and Title to Scicily: Some were for Bellarmin the 
great Catholick Champion, but he was withftood by the Mont alt an Faction: jo 
At length Alexander Medices being 70 years old, is chofen •, who calls him- 
felf Leo y but he died the 25 day after 5 whofe fucccflbr was CamiHus B*rge~ 
fus; afterward called Paul 5 th . 

In Rufifia great commotions were raifed by one Demetrius , who gave out 
be was the fon of Johannes Baftlides , who was thought to have been mur- 
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thercd by V>oris Ftdrovitzitts long agoe .• He appearing on the Scene, ga \zAn.Chrifli 
oacthnt he was hid in Monaftcrics, and educated by the Jefuits, that he 
might be the more inablcd for Government: The King of Poland believed 
this had been the true heir, therefore affifts him with an Army , and beftowes 
his daughter on him. Shortly after he mirchcth with his Forces into Ruffia, 
gets the Co/facks to fide with hum. Many Towns and Caftles fall off to him, 
in hatred of FedrovitTfua his Tyranny / In his fir ft Incountcr with B oris he 
was worfted, but in the fccond he got the Victory, and withall the life of B o- 
ris , who was (lain and his children poyfoned. Demetrius with the great ac- 
IC clamationsof the people, enters CMofqua^ where he is Crowned-, then he 
makes a league with the Polander y whofc daughter he brings in great ftatc 
from Poland and married her : But the Ruffian Nobility (forming at the Po - 
Ionian infolcncies and pride, confpire againft them , and the rather, becaufe 
they arc perfwaded that this Demetrius is a counterfeit: The people aifo fi 
ding with the Peers, fall to murthering of the Potonians, whereof 1200 were 
mauacred , befidcs 400 Ruffians difguifed in Polonian habits. Demetrius is 
wounded in many places of his body, and difgracefidly ufed his Bride ftript 
of all her wealth and ornaments, and fent back to Poland in a poor habit. B a- 
ftlius tfohanides, the chief man of the Confpirators, is by the confent of all 
20 the Peers, proclaimed Prince. And Demetrius his carcafs drawn naked 
up and down by a rope tied to his privities. -. 

At Venice fomc ancient Xaws were renewed among the reft, that none 
fhould erc& Churches or Monaftcrics, nor beftow lands or houfes on 
the Clergy, without the Sena t$ approbation-, they had alfo imprifoned fomc 
fcandaldusPriefts. The Jcfuits acquaint Claudius Aquavit the Generali of 
their Order, with thefe proceedings. Pope Clement 8 h being a moderate 
man, winks at the bufinefs But Paul 5 th of a more violent fpirit. Commands 
the Venetians to abrogate thofe Laws,which they refuting to do, were excom¬ 
municated, and their whole Territories put under an interdict .• Yet moft of 
the Clergy took no notice of the Popes anger, but officiated as before. The 
5 ° Jefuits offended at this, remove thence to other places, and write bitterly, 

(chiefly B tllarmin and B aronius) againft the Venetians , whofc caufc is maintai¬ 
ned by Francis Paulis Servita , and Johannes Marjilius : Ac laft they fell 
from words to blowes. Armies are raifed on both fides , the Spaniards affift 
the Pope, and the Hollanders the Venetian \ at length the concrovcrfic is taken 
up by the French King : The ’Venetians arc injoyned to fet free the prifoners, 
and not to ftrctch the execution of their Lawes, further then their Anceftors 
intent and meaning So the Pope’s curfc was revoked , and the Jefuits ba« 
nifhed out < 5 f the Venetian Territories. 

In Poland , $ohn Samoifcius had thrown the Jefuits out of his Collcdge * 

4 ° after whofc death they grew very great with the King,flopping his cars againft 
the Proteftants complaints, whofe Church at Pofomium they burned*,upon this, 
the Nobility calls a Parliament, and (hortly after thefe Parliamcntier s,or Ra- * 

chofians (for fo they were called) take up arms againft the King-, one thou- 
fand of whofe men they killed , and put the reft to flight, and had not moft 
of the Parliaments Army fallen off to the King , they had been abfolutely 
vi&orious. Then arms being laid down on both (ides, the differences arc 
referred to a free Parliament •, meanwhile the people tumukuoufly thruft the 
Jefuits out of their Monaftcry of S l B riget at Gedamm and at Thorun they 
50 take the great Church from them , and the Nobility urgeth their banilhmcnt: 

Words are alfo caft abroad about ele&ion of a new King * but whilft the 
Parliamcnticrcs (called in their language Rachoftans) were too fecurc and con¬ 
fident the Kings party falls fuddcnly upon them , kills many, difheartens 
the reft, and diflolves the Parliament: Thefe troubles of Poland wefe for the 
Swedes advantage, who in the interim ftrengthneth himfclf againft Sigtfmnd , 
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Anlchrifji whofe efteem was daily lcflcncd in Sivsdland: Thefe troubles o f reland mo- 
ved Mat hi as the Arch Duke, to fettle with all fpecd the commotions of Hun- 
gxria, by aligning over Tranfylvania to Bet [cadns 5 and giving Liberty of 
Confciencc : The Profultan uponthe defection of Alefo , Damascus , and 
Tripolis, wa s willing to make peace with the Chriftians, therefore it is refol¬ 
vcd there (hould be peace' for 20 years , during which time A Achmet Sultan 
(hould call Cajar Father-, and he Achmet his fon: That likewifeboth Cafars 
(hould every third year entertain friend (hip, by faluting each other with prc- 
lents: Botfcadtts the chief promoter of this tranfaftion, lliortly after died. 
Ragotfcins is cle&ed , whole help the Rachokans of Poland required , but he 10 
rtfufed , holding it unlawfull for them to rife againft their Prince: And to 
(hew how little he regarded dominion , he laid down again his Principalitie, 
and trafmitted it to Gabriel Batorius - y at which time the Perfian Ambaflador 
at Prague, highly commending the power of his Matter, and (hewing how re- 
folvcd he was to overthrow the Ottoman Family, made Rudolf b flow in entring 
into league with the Turk. Mean while Mathias grew gracious with the Hun¬ 
garians^ and makes way with the Nobility for his elc&ion. 

This, fame year was feen a Commct over Germany , portending enfuing trou¬ 
bles there for at Donavcrd, a Town in Suevia upon the Danotv , the Towns 
people contumeliouflyabufed the Abbot, as he was carrying the Banner and 2 o 
Crofs in proccffion: For which caufc they arc proferibed by Cafar ,, and fub- 
dued by Maximtliah of B avar/a, < though they had proferred fatisfaction to 
the Abbot. This oteafioned fome differences among the Princes of the 
Empire •, the Protcttants defiring the Town to be reftored again to its 
liberty, which the Catholicks Would not hearken to. Mean while, in B elgiuns 
the War continues, and divers Towns are taken and re-taken A militay fedi- 
tion is raifed irt Alberts Army ; which could not bee appealed, till Diefta was 
pawned to them for their pay, which they received fliortly after. Divers of 
the Mutineers were bartifhed, and fome that flay’d bchinde executed. The 
Hollanders prepare a Fleet for the Weft-Indies y which made the Sfaniard and 3 ° 
Archduke propofc a peace, to which the united States were inclined, if they 
could have been fecured of their Liberty $ but that they may not be furprifea 
with expedlatiou of peace, a fleet is fent to Cal \^ under Hemshirk , which infe- 
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fted the Sfanijh Coaft, and fpoiled the Kings Navie, 2000 Spaniards were 
killed , and lo was Hemskirk himfclf * a truce then is refolvcd upon, and the

to nothing •, yet at laft a truce of 12 years was concluded , by the mediation 


of the French, Englijb , and other Princes Ambafiadors , in which libertie 
of commerce was left to the pleafure of the Sfaniard in his dominions with- 
out Europe-, Yet he was not to debar the Hollanders that were imployed by 
Forraign Princes, in their commerce to the Indies . In Germany , ^Mathias 
Cafar s brother comes with an Army into B ohemia y todifappoint (as it was 

S ivcn out ) the Sfanijh intent, who had refolvcd to fettle Ferdinand the Arch- 
uke in Hungary , and the other Principalities of Auftrsa , bccaufc he was more 
addicted to the*Pope then the reft. The Bohemians ptomife to maintain Ca- 
far's Title with their arms, if he would after the example of Maximilian , 
permit them to injoy their confciencc, this their Petition was deferrcd,there- 5 * 
fore Mathias was to receive Hungary and Attftria , who prcfcntly forbids tire 
cxcrcifcof the Protcftant Religion: The Bohemians take arms with in¬ 
tent to defend themfelves, but withall, they humbly petition that they might 
have the fame liberty in Religion which Hungary and Aujlria injoyed .* To tnis 

the 


united Provinces declared to be free from all claim or title, either of the King 
or Archduke *, but withall its required that the Weft-Indies (hall not be med- 
lcd with by the Hollander , or Zelander : This difeeptation held out fome 
months, at laft fohn Naius a Francifcan , is fent to King Philip , but he ftaid fo 
long, that the French and Danijh. Agents went away-, and lo the peace came 4° 
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the Prince allotted, and the Emperor tw liis Letters Patterns confirmed ; who An. Cbrifii 
alio committed to them the ordering of the Univerfitic of Prague. The not v-<' r V"*vj 
obferving of this Grant, was the occafion of future warrs. 

Shortly after followed the troubles of Juliers, tor Johannes Gulielmm dy- 
in<» childlcls, The Elector of Brandcburg, the Palatine of Netvburg, and divers 
others laid claim to it in right of their marriages with the fitters of John de- 
iumft-, but the Emperor pretending that it was in his power to decide the con- 
troverlic, fends Leopoldc of Attflria , to rule Juliers in his right, and in the 
name of the Empire. Leopold's part is maintained by the Catholick Princes, 
lobutl frandeburg, and Ncrvburg, by the Protefhnts: Hence were divers mee¬ 
tings of C a tli clicks and Proteftants, a part; at Hal a in Suevia the P rote - 
ftants nicet,at Herlipolis the Catholicks .* hence confederacies with forraign 
Princes to the ruine of Germany, Brandcburg and the Palatine raife Forces, 
and take in moft Towns of that Dutchic, except Juliers , the City which Leo- 1 10 

fold held but this alfo was taken by Grave Maurice , after two months liege; 
at length both fides lay down arms, who choofc certain Judges at Colen 
to decide the controverfie , but to no purpofe. 

About this time Gambalot theS atrapa of Alepo being defeated by the 
Turks and defer ted by his friends, obtains pardon from A cfsmet , upon pro- 
10 mife that he would turn his Forces againft tne Perfian ; who notwithftanding 
continues his expeditions , and defires tlie Pope s aid , by promifing him 
power over all the Chriftians within his Dominion^ .* He follicites Cajars af- 
liftance by fbewing what advantage it will be for him to joyn with fo potent a 
friend as tnc Perfian , againft the Turk: For this caufe the Pope injoynes the 
Religious houfes to maintain fome profeffers of the Hebrew and A rabick 
tongiies,that he may imploy them among the Eaftem Chriftians.The Polander 
having compofed his differences with the Rackofians , prepares to be revenged, 
both on the Ruffian and Swede, for the wrongs received from them; and with 
. prosperous fucccfs he defeats the Sweds in Livonia ,and the Ruffians in Lituania . 

30 He befiegeth alfo Smolenfcum, the Metropolis of Lituania , and after two years 
fiege, takes it, where 200 thoufand c Mnfcovits loft their lives. Novograd 
fubmits to Sigifrnund, and fo doth the Chain of Tartar . Vilna is burned by 
the CMufcovits. 

In Holland Arminius being called from his Minifteriall charge in Amfierdam, 
to be Divinity profeffor in Leyden , conferred with Junius by Letters , about 
the‘point of Predcftination, and fome other Articles , he was oppofedby 
Gomarns die other Divinity profeffor, who with Iunius ftood ftifly to Calvins 
doifrine: Divers difputes and conferences were held about thefe points, fo that 
Schollars, Magiftratcs, and inferior people fell out into fa&ions, Arminius y i 
40 Difciples were called Remonfir antes-, Calvins Contraremonfir antes. This con- 
troverfic was like to have rumed thefe Provinces, fo violent was the conteftati- 
on between them. Arminius mean while died, the 9 th year of this laft 
rentury. About whofe fucceffor Vorjlius , there was no fmall trouble , fome 
ftifly maintaining him , others accufing him as a Schifmatick and Hcretick in 
his opinions of die divine attributes, but at length King James got him to be 
removed from Leyden ; threatning to renounce all friend (hip and league widi 
them , if he were not depofed ; So he was fent to Gauda , and Arminianifme 
by degrees fuppreffed. This year 1 61 2 , died Cafar Rodolphus , in whofe 1 & 12 
life-time Mathias his brother cunningly obtained A ufiria , and Hungary , to 
50 which he added a few months before his death; for Leopold's Soldi- 

diers who were raifed for defence of Juliers , confiding of 9000 foot, and 4 coo 
horfe, invade Bohemia, B uduife is taken by Stratagem , and the leffer Prague 
by ftorm. Mathias comming to aid the 'Bohemians, obtains that Kingdomc 
from Cafar , upon promife oi payment of a yearly penfion. Leopolds army 
fearing the power of Mathias , having received their pay, remove from thence. 
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An.Chrijli Bodolphus died as the Civill wars of Germany were beginning to break out, 

^ having reigned 35 years, he left behinde him a rich treafure, he was a good 
Prince, but too much additted to women, vet without Leg itimate children : 

His 3 brothers Mathias , Maximilian, and Albert, were alfo childlefs * There- 
fore his coufin German was his heir: So theedatc of Maximilian is devol¬ 
ved upon the children of his brother Charts , who by Mary of Bavaria had 5 
1612 Ions, and 1 o daughters, the elded fon Ferdinand , after Matthias, obtained the 
Imperiall Crown. In Tranfyhania Bator/us loft the greaced part of Vala- 
chi a-, but he overthrew ThorgAfcius,who drove to make King Matthias Mailer 
of Tranfylvania , but he was defeated by B atorius , ana driven into the jq 
woods, there he lived in great mifery, till he went to Poland , where he ex- 
petted preferment, Sntfcius being fent thence with an army againft M ufcovia, 
which was overthrown by the Ruffians , and withall the Polander loft Smolen- 
fet/m: Bat on us in hatred to the Turks , applies himfelf to the A uflrians, fo 
that Gabor by the Sultans ailidance, makes way to invade that Principalitie. 

A conference between the Roman Catholicks and Protcdanrs was held at Ra- 
tisbon , but to no purpofe , for the one would have the Church, the other the 
Scripture, to be judge * 7 the one would have traditions with Scripture, theo- 
thcr Scripture alone , to be the rule of controvcrlics. About this time, the 
brothers of the Rofie Crofs, bragging much of their perfettion and know-ao 
ledge appeared awhile, and then vaniflied. In Africa, Feffe and Maroco be¬ 
ing vvornc out with mutuall wars, are both fubdued by Mule Sidan King of 
Ptffe, who had been driven out of hisKingdome by his brothers. This 
mans Unde Schcanasjvci recompcncc of the money and aid he had from Sfain , 
delivers over to the King of Spain , the drong Fort l Marachia on the ^/ffri- 
can Ihorc, near Hercules his Pillars. Philip drives out of Spain the Moores , 
who had been ancient Inhabitants, upon pretence that they had invited the 
Africans , and Tarks into Spain. Thefe being dript of all except a little Vi¬ 

aticum, are (hipped atfundiy times ( for there were 900 thouland of them) . 
and expofed on tne African (bore to hunger, cold, and the fword. 3 ° 


CHAP. XVIII. 

The affairs 0/ Germany, Denmark, Swedland, Holland, Ruflia, Italy, Hun¬ 
gary, Bohemia, Tranfylvania, Poland, Grifons, France, Switzers, &c. 
unaer Matthias and Ferdinand Emperors-, from theyeare 1612. till 162

At tbias fucceeded to his brother Rodolphus in the Empire .* 

3 He calls a Diet at Ratisbon , at w hicn were prefent all the 
Protedant Princes, except the Elettor of Saxony , who 
had lod the pofleflion of ftdiers: And Lodomck of Haf 
fa , who by his coufin German, Maurice was dript of 
the Government of Marpurg -, therefore were both dif- 
contcnted. Here the protedants complain, [that in Spire, 

* Vienna , and other places of Judicature, the Judges 
w r cre all, or mod of them Catholicks, and that therefore the protedants 
w ere fubjett to all inconveniences, having no other Judges but their enemies. 
They defirc then, there might be the fame number of protedants as of Catho- 
lick Judges and votes but in this point nothing was concluded • the prote¬ 
dants depart in anger, and nothing done but onely a decree to raifearms in 5 ° 
defence of Tranfylvania againd the Turk for complaint was made to Ach - 

mat Sultan , againd Butorins, for Tiding with Cafar , and indcavouring to deli¬ 
ver the pofleflion of Dacia to him. Upon this the Turk drives to make 
Bethleem Gabor Fiduciarie Prince of Tranfylvania under him. Butorins having 
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weakned himfelf by his cruelty upon the Saxons in Dacia , putting to death An.Ckrifli 
pronufcuoufly every one that was but fufpcfted of treachery, was for want 
of fl length defeated by Gabor , aflifted with the Turks Forces, and at laft was 
killed wiVaradinnm, by the treachery of his fervants. Gabor fatisficth the 
Turk by giving him Lippa with fome other Forts, and pacified Cefar by fwear- 
ing fealty to him. Achmel had a great mind to pick a quarrel with the Pano-. 
nans , but was hind red by the Arabian (edition •, in which the Sultan loft A- 
Acnum ; the Governour alfo of Damafctu was overthrown in a great battcl,by 
the fon of Rwcris Saida, who derived his pedigree from Godfrcd of Bullion, 
to After Chriflian of Denmark , had taken Calmas ia and Elsbttrg ,, the Swedes 
two chief Forts, upon the Baltic and the Hefpcrian fca, a great mortality by 
the plague enfued, which occafioned a peace * wherein was articled that the 
Swede ihould relinquifii his title of Lapponia , and fhould pay 12 Tuns of gold 
to the Danc y for his cxpenccs on the laft war * till the payment of which fum, 

Elsbnrg ihould be left in pawn. 

The Hollanders at Confiantinople 5 make a League with the Turk for com¬ 
merce. At Aix and 0/e#,a fcdition is railed againft the Catholicks* at Franc- 1614 
fort y and Wormes againft the fetvs. At Aix the Protcftants had been along 
time debarred the cxcrcife of their religion, and punifhed for the fame, which 
20 the Townfmcn thought was a great oppreffion, therefore in a popular tumult 
they feize on the City, and turn out the Jefuits; but by the F rench Agcnts,and 
thofe of fullers, a patcht peace is made up, to which the Catholick Senators 
would not aflent. 

At O/e# many who were forbid theexercife of their religion, remove to 
Mulheim two miles from the City •, they of Colen fearing left that new Town 
of Mulheim fhould out-run in wealth, inhabitants, and priviledges, their anci¬ 
ent City, they labour to hinder the building and increafe thereof. Brandeburg 
and Newburgh are inhibited by Cefar from the building of thatplace* and the * 
inhabitants are threatned with deftru&ion. Mean while, Wolfgangs* Gultel - 
mns of Newburgh and Georgius Gulielmus Marquefs, the Electors fon. Princes 
5 ° near of kin, fell out about the pofleffion of their mothers lands* and withall 
differed in religion: for Newburg having married Magdalen of Bavaria , be¬ 
comes Catholick the other a Calvanift, who by the atfiftance of Hollandfo r- 
tifies f niters y as Newburg had done the fame at Duffeldorp. Cefar proferibes 
Aix for turning out their ancient Senators, and the execution of this Edift is 
committed to Albert Cefars brother. Newburg puts Cefars fentence in execu¬ 
tion concerning Mulheim y which he deftroyetn*, the hle&or of Brandeburg 
complains of thefe Edi&s, as being againft law * in the interim, Spinola fei- 
zeth upon AiXy and reftores the Senators-, the Proteftants fly, they that re¬ 
mained, were punifhed *, he overthrows the remainders of Mulhem, and brings 
40 under the fubje&ion of Netvburgy ye fait ay upon the Rhen , and other Towns of 
the Principality of frliers. Maurice being called upon by Brandeburg takes 
in Emerec and fomc ocher places. Newburg upon the death of his Father Phi - 
lip Ludovicl r, fets up the Homan Religion in his Dominions, and Brandeburg 
advanccth Calvinifm in his Lands •, that he might remove as much in opinion, 
as he was in affeftion from Newburg. At Berlin the people mutiny for chan¬ 
ging Lutheranifm into Calvanifmy which they hated. The fem for their great 
extortion are d riven out of Francforty but brought back again in great pomp. 

At Wormes alfo fome fexvs are banifhed : at Saltna in ThuringUy one Ezekiel 
50 M ethy gave himfelf out to be. the great M ichaely and Immortal Word of God 5 
but by experience, he found himfelf to be mortal and miferable. Sntalcm a 
S ociniany denyeth Chrifts Divinity, which blafphemy is entertained in Sar- 
mafia and Daddy at this day. ‘ r. 

About this time Ruffia is much infefted by the Polander and Swedes , many 
Ruffians did now ferve the Polander in this war,in hope his fontaudijlaus fhould 
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An.Chrifii be Prince ot Mufeovia : but thofc mutinying for want of pay, gave occafion 
to the Tartars to invade Podolia. Butthefc Mufeovites being pacified by gold 
and large promifes, overthrew three fevcral Armies of their Countrey-mcn. 

1615 Neteda^Plefcovia, and other Ruffian Towns, arc taken by the Pdander and 
Swede . Mofifua is burned by the Pohnians , the Ruffians relenting thcfc Ioffes, 
begin to lay afide all private grudges, and the Nobility chofc a Prince of their 
own rank, Michael Federovitms , who fends Embafi'adorS to Cefar and the Vo- 
Under lor peace* to which both affented. T he death of Francis Duke of M ant ha , 
caufed a war in Italy * for Cardinal FerdinandGon\aga^ the defunfts brother, 
puts afide his hat, thinks of marriage, and laycth hold upon his Anceftors 10 
Principality * from him Charles Emanuel , of Savoy , demands his daughters 
Dowry, who had been married to Francis : anti withal! the Marchionat of 
Montferrat the CMantuan , being aflifted by the vice Duke o fMil/an, who was 

a Spaniard, did claim Montferrat for himfclf* and having raffed an Army of 
Spaniards , oppofeth the Savoyen , who ft out ly made rdiftance, till a peace 
was made, and die Mantuan promifed to pay the Dowry or portion to Mar¬ 
garet •, the other differences were referred to arbitration. But when the Spa¬ 
niard propofed hard conditions to the Savoyen, the war broke out more vio¬ 
lently then before, to the great effufion of blond * the French and Switzers 
held with the Savoyen , the Italians and Spaniards , with the Mantuan . r I he 20 
Vice Duke gains VercelU for the Spaniard , when in the interim the Savoyen 
wafts many places in the Dutchy of Mi/Un. At laft, the eighteenth year of 
this Century, refticution was made on both fides , and a peace concluded in 
Germany . Henry of fuliers^ offended with Brunfvick , obtains a proferip- 
tion againft.thac City, from Ralph the Emperor •, the Dukes fon Frederick had 
made peace with them, if they would have delivered him a key to open their 
city gate at his pleafure * this being denyed , he befiegeth them. During 
•which time, 12000 of the befiegers, and 20ooof thcbcficgcd, were (lain. 

At length about the fourth monetn after the fiege began, a peace isitiade, in 
which it was agreed, that the City, as their Anceftors had done, fliould fwcar 30 
Allcgcance to the Duke. The profeription ftiould be canccllcd,thc old com¬ 
merce between the Duke and City ftiould be renued b and that future contro- 
verfics (ball be decided by Law, not by the fword. 

1616 The Venetians were infefted both on fca and lancL by the Croats plundring 
oftentimes with fmall Boats, the Venetian great Veftels. Complaint is made 
to Perdinand the Arch-Duke , againft theft Pirats, but nothing done, where^ 
fore a cruel war enfued. In which Cefar and the Spaniard ftood for Ferdinand, 
the Hollander under fohn of Najfax^ for Venice *, but they being unacquainted 
with the Italian way of fighting, returned dillionourably home, without do¬ 
ing any thing. Mean while Ferdinand , as it were adopted by Matthias Cefar , 40 
is made King of Bohemia, by the confent of his two brothers Albert and Maxi - 
milian , on this condition, that whilft the Emperour lived, he fhould not med¬ 
dle with the government. Hereupon he is crowned, nobly entertained by the 
Saxon ^ and fealty fvvom to him by the Moravians . Silefians , and Lufatians. 
After a bloudy war between him and Venice , a peace is concluded *, and the 
mercenary Croats, thieves rather then foldiers, rnuft avoid Senga , in which 
Town Ferdinand was to place a Garifon of Germans . The confederate Belgi¬ 
ans had now redeemed from the Englifh Flijjing and Brief which were pawned 

to Queen Elizabeth, At Amfttrdam and Delph great troubles about Armi¬ 
nt anifm. The Excifc of Wine being diminiftied, and of Com cncreafed, fo 5:0 
enraged the people, that they brake in upon the State, or Councel-Houfe flung 
the Excifc money up and down, and forced the Senate to take off that Excifc. 

In this feuffle, the women there plaid the Amazons, and no wonder when one 
of them had been married fucccflively to twenty five husbands. 

The Arminians finding their adversaries too ftrong, and that a Synod was 
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culled again ft them, were advifed by Barnes tide , Gr otitis and others, toraife An.chrtjli 
forces at Utricht, Leyden and Harlem, for their defence, alledging that each 
Congregation had power to clioofe their own Paftor: but Crave Maurice 
foonci then was expefted, came upon Utricht , feizethon the watch, difarms 
the Citizens, impr.fons tlie confpira tors,and placeth diere Calvinian minifters* 
which muchdilhearthed the Remonftrants. In this mean while, the Holland 
flaps finde out another paflage to the Moluccas beyond the Strait of Magellan : 
in two years fpace they pafs the Line five times. In Raffia before the peace was 
made, the Polonians out of S molenfcttm^ made an irruption on the Ruffians, of i 5 l l 
ic whom they flew eight thoufand, and took two thouland piifoncrs. By tire 
mediation of King fames, a peace is concluded between the Ruffian and Swede . 

It was agreed that Novograd a nd fome other Towns taken from the Ruffian, 
ihould be reft^red to Michael the Exarch • and that Guffaws Adolphus King 
of Sivede, iliould retain five Towns: that neither of them fhould aluft the Po- 
lander with arms. In Livonia fomc Towns arc taken by the Swede, but by 
the treachery of Furncsbec they arc furprifed by the Polander . 

The proteftants in Germany celebrate a Jubilee this year 1617. being a full 
Century fince Luther began to oppofe indulgences. At this the Roman Ca- 
tholicks did much ftorm, and indeed this Evangelical Jubilee (as they call it) 

20 hath occafiortcd much (orrow in Germany ever iince: for then the Pope and 

Princes began to confult about fuppreffing of Luthcranifm •, the brand was fet 1 $ l $ 
on fire in Bohemia, which caufcd that woful conflagration in Germany, prefa¬ 
ced by the fatal comet feen that year, by the fall of a hill among the Crifons , 

On the Town of Plura, which was fuddcnly overwhelmed, fo that neither the 
place, riot face of a Town, could there be any more feen, but a Lake where 
the Caftle ftood. This Earthquake fell out the 2 5 of Augufl , that fame year. 

The palace at Paris was fet on fire by Lightning from Heaven, which confu- 
med the ancient Monuments and Statues of the French Kings. About that 
time 1 being then at Salisbury, in the Dcanry, was called out into the Court 
5 c to behold (with multitudes of people, being then nine of the clock at night) 
divers Moons or Meteors like Moons, within a bright cloud befet with divers 
croffcs. j 

4 . The Papifts in iLmgary and Bohemia, taking offence at fomc Churches late¬ 
ly ere&ed by the Proteftants, fhutS them up, or defaceth them. The Prote- * 
ftants complain to the Bifhop of Prague and Abbot of Bntnonia } that this was 
again ft the Laws of Rodolphns and {JWatthiat^ it was anfwercd that none had 
power to build Churches in their Territories, without their confent, and that 
therefore the proteftants were juftly punifhed. Then they appeal to Cefar, 
who gave them no fati$fa#ion: he being now gone from Vienna , to be necrer 
40 Ferdinands Coronation in Hungary , the proceftant Princes call a Diet, to con¬ 
sult about preferving of their religion: upon this , Cefar is made believe that 
fuch conventicles as they called tnem, were of dangerous confcquence, tend¬ 
ing to the Emperors overthrow* and that therefore under pain of his higheft 
dilplcafune, they fhould be diflolvcd. At this they were io exafperated, that 
they flung their Scribe, and two more out of the Caftle window, accufing 
them as betrayers of their countries liberties, in appealing to Cefar, yet their 
lives were faved* They fet a guard of foldicrs upon Sternberg , the Governor 
of the Caftle and Kingdom •, they fecure Prague, and throw the Iefuits out of 
Bohemia •, andprcfently by their letters to Cefar, and their publick dcclarati- 
jcOns, they juftinc what they had done. But Cefar condemns their procee¬ 
dings as feditious, exhorts the Princes not to countenance them , and forbids 
levying of foldiers, promifing that if the Boftemians would be quiet, he would 
notftir, otherwife he would raifefuchan army as fhould chaftife their con¬ 
tumacy. With this the people were contented, promifing to be peaceable, 
and defiring no force might be raifed. Nor was Cefar averfe to peace, but 
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An.Chrifii fome turbulent fpirits who could place no fecurity in peace, being guilty of the 
~ breach thereof, and fearful of Cefirs difoleafure, ’ rcfolve to make war. Here¬ 
upon Cefar by Tam fir and Bucquoi, raiieth an army, Bohemia draws the Site - 
pans and Lufatians to joyn with them •, they befiege Budvife a Town wholly 
Cefarian , and place a Garifon in Crum avia. Tam fir takes in Bifiricium, and 
being repulfed from Nervboufc, plunders die Suburbs, then takes Pilgron : Count 
Bucquoi comes with a bigger army to Safiavia, where a doubtfull battell is 
fought, many (lain on both Cdes * the Palatin and Saxon Electors would fain 
have hid the fparkles under the allies. But it was now too late, for the fire 
was broke out into a flame. Mansfield takes Pilfna for the Bohemians , Buc- i o 
qttoi fights him * and comes to ’Budvife , takes Crumavia: Tam fir returning 
with great plunder to Vienna , is met by the enemy, and plundred of his plunder. 
Turren makes excurfions upon Aufiria * the proteftants there being angry with 
Cefar, for undertaking fo raih a war, without their knowledge. The Saxon 
Elc&or laboureth for a ccffation, till peace be concluded: the Bohemians 
1619 doubtof Cefars fidelity in keeping the peace. Divers Commanders at Vienna 
undertake a new order of Militia asainft Hercticks. Cefar proferibes c Mans¬ 
field, and in the mean while fals tick of a lingring difeafe, whereof he died 
the 62 year of his life, and the 7 of his Empire. The Grifons Ihordy after the 
Earthquake, fall into divifions, proferibing and killing all that wereagainft 20 
their democracy, the exiles require forain aid, and make way for ftrangers, 
to invade that countrey. The Venetians found out the plot intended againft 
them,- and punilhed the plotters. 

Ferdinand i d , fuccecdcd in the Empire, he was grandchild to Ferdinand fir(t 
by his fon Charts . In his firft Letters Patents he eftablifheth the priviledges of 
Bohemia , and the publick Officers of the kingdom, fetting by Matthias, buc 
now thruft out by the Peers. This was difliked by the Bohemians , therefore 
they rcfolve to Band upon their guard. The inhabitants whom B ucqwi affrigh¬ 
ted with divers irruptions, arc commanded to be in arms. Turren breaks in 
upon Moravia, and forccth them to fide with Bohemia. Wallenfiein' gocth to 3 ° 
Hungary for aid from thence. Turren having ovci-run Aufiria , faces Vienna* 
and takes the Suburbs, where he quartered fomc days as it were in the Kings 
prefence. But whilft he is drawing the Hungarian } and Aufirian proteftants to 
confederate with him, Bucquois army increafeth by new fupphes from Italy, 
Hungary , and Belgium: With thefe he fights Mansfield,md defeats him.Upon 
this divers Towns open their gates to him, who laden with fpoil enters trium¬ 
phantly B udveift * this caufed Turren to haften his return into Bohemia. Buc - 
quois army now confiding of 17c 00, takes divers Towns upon furrendcr. 
Tampir is fent againft Moravia. Turren being beaten back from Vienna , King 
Ferdinand comes to Francfort , where the Elector of Mint^ y calls a Diet for * 
inftaliing of the Empcrour. This troubled the Bohemians , that Ferdinand 
tvhom tncy went about to un-King, fhould fit among the Electors as King of 
Bohemia : therefore they fend Agents and Letters, to keep him off from vo¬ 
ting, whom they held to be no King. But their labour was in vain, for not 
only was he acknowledged one of the Electors, but alio was chofen and con- 
fecrated Emperor. Tne Bohemians on the contrary , kill the Tampirtans in 
Moravia , and throw the #efuits out of Silefia, Moravia, and Hungary. Be- 
fides, the very next day that Ferdinand was made Cefar , they depofe him at 
Prague, and in his place chofe Frederic the Palatin . When as the Electors had 
cited them to Ratisbon , for deciding of the differences* the Palatin though 
he was diffwaded by the Electors, yet unadvifedly accepts of the Bohemian 
Crown. Bucquoi being inraged, beleaguers Pijfeca, ftorms it, and puts all 
the.Townftnen to the {word. Mansfield \% proferibed by the new Cefar, who 
rsgeth up and down the Country, doing more hurt to innocent people , then 
good co his new king Frederic that employed him. Gabriel Betnlem, or B cth- 
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Icem Gabor l?i\o(Tranfjlvania did moft hurt to Ferdinand, who confpiring An.Chrifti 
with the Bofsemians y and gaping after the Kingdome of Hungary, took Lajfovia, 

Pofo?tium , and other places*, he ufed the Cathoiicks barbaroully, and trans¬ 
ferring the Crown of Hungary to him Self, took upon him the title of Prince 
of Hungary : Afterwards meetings were held among the Correfpondents (Tor 
lb they were called whp fided with the Palatin and Bohemia)at Norimbcrg^ and 
of the Catholicks at H erbipolts , about the way of promoting , their (cverall 
intereftsand religions. B ucquoi being pinched with want, and forfaken of 
the Hungarian robbers,went afidc into Aufiria , where the Proteftants fepera- 
10 ting themfclves from the Papifte, had an eie on the fortune of Bohemia. 

In Holland a Synod is called at Dort , at which were prefent Divines out of 
Great Britain, Switzerland, Palatinat y Haffia , Geneva^ Brem y and Bmbden^ 

In which thcfc 5 controverted Articles were debated. 1. Whether Elcdion 

and reprobation were abfolute, or had refped to faith and infidelitic. 2 d . If 
C.hiift died for all. 3 d . If in God there are two contrary wills* to wit, re¬ 
vealed and fecrct. 4 th . If cffcduall Grace can be relifted. 5*. If the faith- 
full can finally, and totally fall from Grace. The Remonftrancs refufed to 
ftand to their verdid, who were both Judges and Parries, exhibiting acon- 
feffion of their Faith with a protefhtion, would not recant their op inion,there- 
20 fore they were condemned of error, divers of them imprifoned , and moft 
banilliccl. , 'fob# Berne vild above 70 years of age , and who had been a good 
patriot, loofeth his head, for favouring tlu Arminian dodrin and plots, for 
violating the Belgick Laws * for accufmg Maurice as if he afpired at the Sole 
dominion of BelgiumLedenborows one of the plotters killed himfelf: Groti - 
us and Hogerbetius condemned to pcrpetuall imprifonment* and their goods 
confiscate^ but Grottus by his wife was conveyed out of priSon in a chcft. Cx- 
far by his declarations doth nullific the Palatins Coronation, becaufc it was 
noc done by-them 4 who had the power to do it, nor was it done [folio vacan - 
te ] much lefs did it become the Palatin to take his Crown, whom he had ac- 1 20 
30 knowkdgcd to be lawfiill King of Bohemia y and had with the other Eledors 
choSen him Cxfar: He fliewed alfo that the Aufirians had an hereditary right 
oyer Bohemia , which the Bohemians in their printed books refuted. But Fre¬ 
derick the wew King by abolishing the Roman Faith in the Caftleof Prague , 
and the Lutheran in ocher places,procured on himfelf mueh hatred*, the begin¬ 
ning of his rcigne was ominous , for he fent one Slavata to take pofTcflion of 
the Town Gutjcinum with the Caftlc, .which was blown up with gun-powder 
by S mirfit^ia the wife of Baron War tenburgins , there perifhed ilitc 5 and S la- 
vata y with certain Judges, in all about one hundred perfons: Whilft Frede¬ 
rick is bufic in making the Moravians y Cile(ians y and Lufatians Swear Fealty to 
•40 him. CM.\rad as conduds fromt Cxfar new Forces into Bohemia y Bucquoi 

falls upon the Mansfieldians out of order, for want of pay in the night, and 
makes a great flaughtcr. among ft them. The T ranMvanixn makes truce with 
Cxfar for fome months. Bucquoi is forced by tne Bohemians to retreat to 
Cremfa : The Coffacks which were the Polonian Auxiliaries, fpoyle all the Lu¬ 
theran Countries with fire and Sword, multitudes of people arc driven into 
the woods* .where they are killed with cold and hunger, or the mercilefs cnc- 
mie. T hefe alSo were fometimes beaten by the S ileftans and Moravians . B a- 
ron Felfins '2$ he was purftiing thofc Cojfacks y fell unwarily into Bucquoi*s 
quarters, where he loft his life, with many of his Soldiers. The Elcdor's 
5 ° pittying che mifery of Germany labor (except B randeburg) to perfwade the Pa¬ 
latine to renounce his Title of Bohemia y otherwife they threaten to take arms 
againft him. Frederick replies chat the cognizance of the Bohemian caulc 
was not in a fcw fcledors', nor in Ferdinand Archduke of Aufiria y but in the 
Kingdome .of Bohemia ^ : or rather the whole Empire: Neither had he any 
quarrel with Cxfar , bi\t with the Archduke * therefore faith he > forraign 
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An.Chrijli Princes defirc the matter may be heard in a full Diet .* But the B ohemians were 

fo little moved with the Ele&ors threatnings, that they named Henry Fredericks 
eldeft fon now fix years old, fucceffor to his Father in the Kingdomc of 
'Bohemia, 

Cafar to vindicate this w rong offered to his Family , follicices the Pope to 
furnifh him with money, Spain and Poland with Forces. The Palatine finds 
not that fupply from England which he expe&cd, The Trench King thought 
it bed to reconcile the differences,therefore fends Ambafl'adorsto defire them 
to be reconciled: Maximilian of Bavaria, who had a great army of Papifts, 
agrees with the l roteftant army under Joachim Erne(l , that the feat of the i c 
war fhould be contained within the borders of Bohemia, and the Provinces 
unite to it ♦, prcfently the Bavarian marcheth againft the y^Anflrians that were 
in league with Bohemia, and forcech them to renounce their league. John 
George Elc&or of Saxony, who had exhorted before Bohemia and the Palatin 
to fubmit to Cafar •, is by him imployed againft the upper and lower Lufatia , 
both of which he fubjugates to the Emperor, which greatly advanced Cafars 
caufe. At the fame time Spinola with an army out of Belgium, by the King 
of Spain$ command invades the Palatinat.The Prince of Orange with a ftrong 
army marcheth into Vefalta, his brother Henry Frederick into the Palatinate. 

In Hungary, Gabor is proclaimed King by a Diet of his own Fa&ion: Thcncc 20 
he falls upon Aujlria, and fends aid to Bohemia, he (hoots Tampire dead, as he 
was attempting to take in Pofoninm. Bavare having quieted Aujlria, joyncs 
his whole Forces with Bucquoifs *, many towns by them arc taken, multitudes 
of the inhabitants (lain, many of the countrey-peoplc take arms againft their 
land-lords, wafting their Mannors, and plundring their houfes : the Bohemian 
army conduced by the King, did fomewhat retard the enemies proceedings, 
fomc light velitations there were, but the Soldiers were unruly for want of 
pay, whereas the Imperial armybyrcalon of their great plunders, and the 
wealth of i^faximilian the Bavarian, was ducly payed 1 The Palatine then 
marcheth with all his Forces towards Prague ,and cncampeth but in a tumultui- 
ry way on a hill not farr off, with a purpofc to fight the Enemy, and to drive 
him out of Prague *, but moft of his army put more confidence in their heels 
then hands, for vvhilft they were intrenching themftlvcs, Count Ttdy, with the 
Bavarian and Cafarian army haftneth towards them : prefcntly about 9000 
Hungarians laden w ich plunder, run away 5 in the very firft incounter of the 
two armies , the Regiments of Turrin and Hollach are cut off, which fo dif- 
heartned the *rclf, that they began to grow difordred, and inaconfufcd w r ay 
being ftruck with a panick terror, run towards the City. ^Anhalden and 
Count Hollach , prevent the reft, and bring fad newes to the King that the , 0 
day was loft, and that his chief fafety confided in his horfe-heels. He pro- * 
cures with much difficulty truce for 8 hours,either to renounce his claim of Bo¬ 
hemia, or to fight again: He found it unfafe to put all on the hazard of another 
incountcr, therefore having put his wife, children, and beft things in coich- 
1620 cs and waggons, he haftneth into SiUJia : The Crown and Records of the 
Kingdom being left behindc. This victory fell out the 8 th of November af¬ 
ter tne Roman account 5 the Oofpell for which day is , Give to Cafar the 
things that are Cafars . The next day, the Impcrialifts enter Prague in a tri¬ 
umphantway. foinafhorttime B ohemta fubmits to Cafar: In this batteli 
were killed of the Bohemians 8000. and 2C00. Cafarians The Palatin Sol¬ 
diers being deft itute of chcirpay, and forfaken by their Commanders, curfe 
Bohemia tnat ever they faw it * and foby flight every one fliifts for him- S° 
fbif. 

Shortly after this, Maximilian of Bavaria, returns home, the charge of 
the army, is Committed to Tillie, and of the Kingdom to Lichtenflein. Of 
the Protcftant fide, Mansfield had fomc Soldiers in ft If no, Hermanns Franc us 
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in T/ubor, and old Turret* in Moravia, in Valachia and Moldavi a , Grattan , at An. Chnjli 
this time was Vaivod whom the Polonians protc&cd , the Turks and Tartars 
op poled, becaufc Ik had confpircd with the Polahder again ft the Turk % two 
battels were fought * in the firft the Polanders , in the lecond the Turks had 
the better, in wUicli Grattan witli his Auxiliaries were cut off. Hereupon Of - 
man having made peace with ihc Parthian , turns out of his Court the Poland 
Ambaffador, and denounced! war againft the King, who hardly efcapcd with 
his life, being aflfaultcd by an dffaftn , as he was going into the Church* 
by providence the blow was averted , the Hffajiti tortured ,. and open war a- 
lc gainft the Tark is proclaimed, /n the Valt din, Ralph Plant being proferibed 
by the Grijons , enters into a fccret.plot with die Catholicks, to kill all die 
Proteftants there, as well ftrangers, as natives, which mafia ere was effcftcd 
accordingly: Then being aififted by the Duke of Feria, Governor of Millan 
with 4000 Soldiers,feifecn on the whole valley from Lake. Cornon to Tirol ,and 
beats off the Grtfons united .with the Valtebinois : The Duke of Ftria mean 
while builds in fit places ftrong Forts. The Venetians could not endure that 
the gate of 7 /^/y fliould be Hint up, againft the French and S withers $ The 
French King by his Ambafladors, defires the King of Spain to open the paf- 
fage again. Upon this, divers confutations were held , but diverfly interru- 
20 pted In the interim Pomp) Plant with his friehds are murthered in his pwn 

Caftle. * *’ • j l tf 2 i 

t In the beginning of the next year Frederick r the Palfgrave is proferibed by 
Cafar for accepting the Crown of Bohemia ; and fo are all thofe that aided 
him. , Turren who could not perfwadc the Moravians to conftancic, fliethto 
Bethlctm Gabor,w\\o(t elefhon to theCrown of Hungary ,C afar maketh nnl.Thc 
Palatin of Segtberg fucth for aid from the Dane and Saxon , but in vain* 1 for 
Cafar having declared he would maintain the peace and liberty of Germany * 
neither the Dane nor Saxon would ftir, onely Cbrijlian of Brunfvick * - Biftiop 
of Halberd ad raifeth an Army, which he conduced into the Countrey of 
go ^Mints, the Pallatin now was gon for Holland. * B ucquoi had fubdued Mora - 
via * the S axonS deft a, which was pardoned upon acknowledging of their er¬ 
rors , the Moravians were left to Cafar* s mercy.: Spinola broke the league thar 
was between the Princes of Onolt^bac , Wirtenburg , Durlacen , and Haffe with 
fome others that were united * thefe procured peace for their own Territories, 
and truce for the Palatinat, till means was ufed for a tranfa&ion. Mean while 
Tilly in Bohemia fights with Manffidd , who had yet the pofteflion of fomc 
Towns there, and of the upper Palatinat. But for want of money, the Cap¬ 
tains fold their Towns to Tilly • c Manffidd bcin£ reduced to great {freights, 
upon promile of pardon, money and honours, {ubmits to Cafar * but having 
40 flrengthned himfelf, lie revolts and violates his faith, and fo through the B4- 
vart an Territories , * he breaks in upon the lower Palatinat , and raifeth the 
fiegc of Yrankenthal * then he plunders the Territories of Spire and Straif- 
burg, and poflefleth himfelf oh Hagenoa: The Palfg rave'pub fiftieth a.decla¬ 
ration, wherein he flicwcth thccauleswhy he accepted the Crown of; "bohe¬ 
mia, and withall, how.defirous he was of peaceif it could be obtained upon 
terms of honor and fafety. \ t A . 

Count B ucquoi having fubdued Moravia , marcheth towards Hungary jubext 
Gabor cunningly refufech to be Crowned. Pres burg , Pofonium , and other 
Towns, arc taken in by Bncquoi, who perfwadesS* 4 ptf George to fall off from 
50 Gabor, he under-hand reconciles himfelf to Ca far , and doth a great dfcal of 
mifehief to Gabor , vvhilft he was expelling aid from the Turk * for he inter¬ 
cepted the Auxiliaries that were fent to him : Gabor at this time was in : a low 
condition, when Bucquoi bcCxcejng Neufolum was killed with i6 wounds; the 
recovering of his body from tnc Hungarians , coft the Cafartans much blood* 
his death save occafion to Gabor to regain many of his loft Towns and forts:

An.Chrifli />ut about the end of this year, at die Diet of Niclasbnrg^ an accord is made 
between Cefar and him, and the Crown of Hungary is reftored to Ferdinand . 
Divers Towns arc left to Gabot, to be governed by him under Cefar . He ob¬ 
tains alfo fome places in Silefia, and the title of a Prince ol the Empire. Reli¬ 
gion is left in the fame condition it was,when Ferdinand undertook tne Govern¬ 
ment of that kingdom. In the interim Silefia is much infefted by fegerndorff, 
who laycth heavy Taxes on them, and fights the Saxon with divers fucccls. 
Twenty five Incendiaries are apprehended by the Saxon , and for Trcafon arc 
condemned at Prague. Whileft the Polonian is at war with the Turk, the 
Swedes take Riga in Livonia , an d Mitovia, which afterward was re-taken by i© 
th cPolander, and then a Truce was made. 

The twelve years peace between Spain and Holland , is this year 21, expired 
in April . The Arch-Duke by his Agent, wifheth the Hollanders to return to 
the obedience of Spain ,they anfwer. that it was too late to cxpe<ft obedience of 
them, whom Spain had confcfTcd to be free States. Hereupon Spinola in Sep~ 
tttnber fits down before $alters , and takes it the next February, notwithfhn- 
ding Orange did what he could to help the befieged. Wnilft the Grifons 
ftrivc to defend, the Valtclin arc beaten thcmfclvcs by the Spaniard * by which 
means Leopold of Aujlria on the one fide, and the Duke of Feria on the o- 
ther, took occafion to plant the Roman faith there. The King of Morocco in 20 
Africa, about to take the Fort, built by the Spaniard neer Alarachia, is bea¬ 
ten off with the lofs of his army, by the Svanijh Fleet, which in the Straits of 
CadtZ, took 3 2 Holland ihips. Out of tnc Molucca Iflands the Spaniards and 
Englfh beat the Hollander . This year died Pope Paul 5 th ,of an Apoplexy,the 
69 year of his life, and of his Pontificat the 16. To him fucceeaed Alexan¬ 
der Ludovifius of Bononia , who made the peace between Spain and Savoy , 
l £ 21 whom after a few days Co[mas Exarch of Hetruria, followed* he left many 
children behind him, his cldeft fon Ferdinand ^ct a child, fucceeded * he was 
under the tuition of his Grand-mother of Lorrain, his Mother of Aufirta , 
and his Uncle the Cardinal. The lad of March died King Philip 3 d of Spain, 30 
the 43 year of his life, and of his reign 23. Philip the 4 th , being 16 years of 
age luccccdcd, who thruft out of his Court fuch as had abufed his Fathers . 
lenity * fome he imprifoned, and fome he put to death. 

In fuh after died Albert the Arch-Duke, and i ^September following, Bel - 
larmine that famous Divine, being almoft 80 years or age: he was fifters fon 
to Pope Marcella* 2 d . Gregory 15 made a Law that the Pope ihould be cho- 
fen by the Cardinals only,without any refpeft had to the Letters of Kings and 
Princes. Brunfrvic did much mifehief this year in Weflphalia, he took in ma¬ 

ny Towns, pcrfecutcd the Roman Catholicks, abufed the Clergy, defaced 
Churches,and made mony of confecratcd Ornaments thence he gocth into 4a 
Eisfeldia and Waiteravia, and other places thereabout, fpoiling all with fire 
and fword. Mean while the Palatin returns into his own country difguifed. 
Mansfield and the Marquis of Baden, defeat Tilly near Wijfoch: but afterward 
the fame Tilly did totally rout the Mansfeldians , and took all their Artillery, 
Faggige and Mony. Shortly after, M ansfield takes Ladenburg , and defeats 
the Leopoldians, as they were befieging Hagenoa. Then he haftneth tojoyn 
with Brunfrvic , but Filly did fo hotly purfuc him, that he retieats to M anhetm. 
Then Tilly Cedes out Brunfrvick, where he finds him with a great Army, but 
without Ordnance, near the River Moen, where he forceth them all to fly. 
The Duke cfcapes over the Bridge, and was fo eagerly purfued by the Tillians, j© 
that with the weight of the folcfiers the Bridge broke, and many were drown¬ 
ed in the River. Brunfxvicks other Troops were cut in pieces by the Ccfan* 
ans: fcefidcsthofe that were drowned, three thoufand were killed 5 Hocbfia 
was regained prcfently. 

The Palatin wanting mony to fiirnifh Mamf eld and Brunfrvick, and finding 

that 
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that his condition was deplorable, hefupports his hopes with the agreement An.Chrifti 
at B ruffels^ then in agitation by Digby Embaflador for King tf/cmcs ',he cafbicrcd 
^Mansfield, being aefirous of the fame, many Towns & forts fubmit to Cefar-, 

Wormes and Spire admit Garifons *, Heidelberg is befieged *, the Palatin is con¬ 
veyed to Sedan by the Mansfieldians , who joining with Brttnftvicks Forces, 
brake in through France upon IJenault, where they had a (harp encounter with 
Confalvus of Cordoba, in which Brunftvicks arm was fo torn and (bartered,that 
the Cfrirurgions were fain to cut it off. Thence they make their way towards 
Breda in Brabant . (harp Skirmiihes there were, and many flaih on both fides. 

10 Brunjtvick was like to cary the Vi&ory, had not the Mamfitldians for want of 
pay , refuted to fight. Not long after on thefixtof September Heidelberg 
after a ft out defence, was taken by Tilly, the Garifon all put to the fword, 
the Town miferably defaced and plundrcd, fo thatT>//y was fain to com¬ 
mand the foldierstoj*ive off. The King of Denmark fends an Embaflador 
to the Emperor, denting him to pardon the Palatine temerity, for publick 
peace fake, and to reftorc him to his Elc&orat, upon his renunciation of the 
Bohemian Crown.But Cefar refers the Embaflador to the agreement of Brujfels, 
which went on withfo (low a pace, that in the mean while the Palatin loft all 
his Country*, for Horace yeredify2\nx\§ of any aid, delivers up Manheim 
30 toTz/Zy, upon honourable tearms. In Oftobcr following, Leopold iubdues the 
Territory of Spire , and other parts. The Lands of the Marauifae of Baden 
fuffered all kind of hoftility by tnc Bavarian foldiers, chiefly the Croats 9 and 
Cofacks . Thefc Cofacks for their cruelty are cafiiiered by Cefar *, for wherefo- 
cver they went, like mad dogs, they raged on all forts of people, fe* and 
ages, their cruelties, rapacity, and leachcry, which Germany fuffered is un- 
fpeakable. But they were met fometimes by the Sileftans, and rewarded ac¬ 
cording to their merits. TheM ansfieldians were litdc better in Weftphalitt > 
and Eaft Friejlartd: plund ring and fpoiling all places as they came, ana impo- 
fing Taxes at their plcafurc 5 whereupon the lower Saxony by Ccfars content, 
jetake arms for their own defence. All the Protcftant Miniflcrs arebanilhed 
out of Bohemia, and Moravia. In France the Pacification is broken by the 
King, who not without great (laughter takes Montpelier, and other Protcftant 
Towns, with which afterwards he makes an agreement. > 

The fame year the Pope Canonizeth//Wor, Ignatius Loyola , F rancis Trf„ 
fia, Foundrcls of the bare-footed Carmelites , and one Philip Author of the 
Congregation of the Oratory. He decrees it a fin, to fay, the Virgin M*- 
ry was conceived in fin. He erc&s a new Collcdge for propagating the faith. 

He fends into Denmark forae Parfonatcd Divines, to feafon the Schools and 
Pulpits with their DoSrinc of Rome , but with fmall fucccfs s two Danifh 
40 (hips richly loaden, return that year home from Ceilan in the Eaft- Indies. S pi* 
noU before Bergen ap Zom, lofeth 8cro men, and at laft is forced to break up 
hisfiege. Maximilian of Bavarian honoured with the Palatin Ele&orat, a- 
cainft the will of Mints,Sax on, and Brandeburg , but with this caution,that here¬ 
by the Palaxins fons and kindred fhould not be prejudiced. This was done at 
Basisbon the i5of F ebrnary. The Popifh Do&ors are detefted in Denm^k, 
and banilhed. A filver Mine is found in Norway, and a new Academy erefb* * 
ed in S eland. In Holland a Trcafonous plot is dilcovered againft Maurice , and 
the Anti-o/f rmimans •, the Ring-leaders, were Barnfelds two foo$,on« of which 
efcaped, the other with his complices was executed. The King of Denmark 
jo and the Saxon Princes drove Brvnfmck out of their Territories into F rjeftand, 
wfierc Tilly falls upon his Rear, and by an ambufli fuddcnly furrounds his Ar¬ 
my, which was very numerous *, the TiIlians were but jocn , who put tp 
/lightthe Brunfwickians, killed (n»en hundred on the place, took mod of the 
chief men prisoners, with all the Ordnance, Baggage and Provifion. trunf 
wick himfelfefcaped, with fome Troups to Brcvord. Mcppcna j£ .furrendred to

An.ChrffiiTtlly. Frifia is (till moleftcd by the OWanffildians , till Count Oldenburg obtai- 
ned their pardon from Cafitr : For Tilly did not meddle with thefc cunning Har- 
fits , yet ionic of them return to die Province of Munjler in Wefiphalia where 
they loofc 15 Colours. Limbaus with moft of his Commanders furrender 
thcmfelves : From that time the Manffcldians fell off daily, their Commander 
accompanied with a few, flics*back to Holland , and Brunfvick to Saxony. This 
year died Gregory 15 th of tlie Palfitfat Borne: His fucceflor was Cardinall Ma- 
pktus Barberinus , who took the name of Urban 8 h . Old Tirrren aflifted by 
the Turks, did much mifehief in Moravia . fo did Gabor , till the Turks fell off 
from him, and his German aid not appearing , he was forced to make peace I0 
with the Emperor, who afterward took from the tide of Princes of the 
Empire. The Turks returning heavy with plunder, arc killed every where 
by the Cafarians , and ftript of their fpoylcs : The next year peace is renewed 
between Cafar and TranfylvanU v fo at lafl fegerndorffis turned out of Silc- 
fta , Turren out of Moravia^ and Gabor out of Hungary . u. 

This year ftrange things were feen in Germany, portending yet more trou¬ 
bles. For in divers Poles water was congealed into blood, drops of blood 
foil from the beams and rafters of fome houfes, the bread, the tables, and 
books in fomc places fweat blood : Armies fighting were fecn and heard in 
1624 theaire, and corn grew upon trees. Shordy after this the fparklcsof war 

begin to break out in Denmark and Saxony . Count T My places fome Garri- 20 

fons'in Saxony ,though Branfivick was fled intoDenmark^nd had disbanded the 
remainder of his Army : Thefe Garrifons fo opprcfTcd the Saxons with exacti¬ 
ons, and want of provifion, that they complain to the Date , and he to the 
Emperor, that Saxony his neighbour Countrey was much opprefled, though 
they were no enemies either to C afar or Bavare: It was anfwered, that thofe 
forces in Saxony belonged to the Bavarian ^who could not with fafety disband 
them, becaufc he feared the S axon ftrength; yet if there were any within the 
Kings Territories, they (hould be removed. This anlvver was fent by the 
King to Tilly, who returns him this feoff. That his Soldiers had no wings to 
flyeinthe aire , therefore muft have fomc ground and earth for their feet to 30 
(land upon. This highly incenfed the King , who was now invited by the 
Kings of great Brittan^ France , Srvethland, and the Netherlands , to Hand up in 
defence of Kingly right. The Hollanders fend a great fleet this year into o/- 
merica, which feifing upon fome Spanijh VefTcls, take the B ay or port of All 
Saints, with the Town, where they met with rich booties .• Sfinola about the 
end of Augtift, fits down before Baieda. Maurice takes the antient Town of 
Clive , with fome other places •, he aimed alfo at the Cittadell of Antwerp, 
but his Stratagem failed. 'Breda having held out fiege 9 months, in which 
time fujltn of Najjau made many eruptions, and Henry Frederick with a great 
army ftrove to raife the fiege, but could not, therefore the Town was forced 
by ficknefs and famin, to yeild May 16. the Soldiers marched out with their 
arms, and the Towncfmen had their liberties granted, but not their Religion, 
after fuch a day. A little bdott,Frederick of Toledo , recovered again their Bay 
of Brafil to the Spaniards. Philips inhibited commerce between the Spa- 
162% w*rds y and his fubjeCh of Belgium . : ' 

5 About the beginning of the 2 5 th year, the (forms and windes were fo vio¬ 
lent in Denmark and Golfatia , that not onely trees were rooted up, but alfo 
many houfes, towers and Churches blown down, bulwarks, banks, and ram- 
pires overthrown by the fea, and land-floods, fore-runners of the enfuing 
troubles. About the end of c March at Lavenberg , a meeting was between 5 0 
the Princes of lower Saxony , the King of Denmark , as Duke of Holfatia , the 
adminiftrator of Magdeburg , theBilhopof Brem , the Duke of Brunfwick, 
the Megapolitans $ where it is agreed, that the Regiments raifed awhile ago for 
defence of Saxony be increafcd , and a ftrong Army levied, over which the 
\ ' King 
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King fhould be Generali. The Grifons war in the Faltelin is renewed. For An.chrifti 

Erancc^Venicefmd Savoy vexed that a Province, fo convenient for them, Ihould 
be wholly fubjeil to any other .* Therefore they enter into a Confederacy for 
regaining it : To whom 4 Towns and 2 Counties come in and fubmit. Ma¬ 
ny that had betrayed their Countrey were put to death, but the Catholick 
Spritzers put themfelves under the protection of Aufiria. Prefently Cl eve be¬ 
ing taken, the whole Valtehn falls off to the confederates. There is alfo war 
made againft Genua , for fumifhing the Spaniard with money and provifiohs • 

This War was eagerly perilled in the beginning by the Yrench and Savoy erf , 

10 in which the Ligurians were fometimes worfted: Pretort and Albingazxe furren- 
dred, but the French were diverted by an inteftin War at home, between the 
Papifts and Hugonots s in which Duke Son lie beat the King’s (hips at fea, and 
(liortly after is beaten himfelf, and driven into England . Rochel is befieged 
both by Sea and Land: Pope Urban confirms the new Militia, which began the 
19 th year of his age at Vienna , and gives it the name of Saint Marie's Concep¬ 
tion. In Aujlria, Bohemia^ Moravia , and elfewhere, the Proteftant books 
arc burned, their Church-fcrvice difturbed, and the profdfors of Reformati¬ 
on bamfhed. In France , books were caft abroad that the Hugonots inten¬ 
ded to kill the Kingand to recover their Liberty. Marcus Antonius de Do- 

70 minis , who had wrote againft the Church of Rome , whilft he was in England , 
is inticcd over to Brnffels by the Spanijh AmbafTador, upon great promifes, 
but from thence he is fent to Rome where he died * fome fay he was ftranglcd 
in prifon, and in the beginning of December was burned. Shortly after the 
Pope began his Jubilee 5 at which was prefent UUdiflans the Prince of 
Poland. * * 


Ferdinand the Emperor having made truce with the Turk for 11 years, 
fends Tilly and FridUnd with their Armies to invade the lower Saxony , al¬ 
though the King of Denmark had conducted an Army of 24thoufandtofVy&- -■ Cu 
roar without hutting any man ^ but declaring that his indent was onely toaer 
fend the Saxon Li berries. Till the 10* of inly there paffed no A<ft of hofti- 
3 °lityoneitherJSde: The Tillians made the firft breach by feifing upon a Fort 
of Saxony , built near Huxaria. 1 o Days after the King riding carclefly upon 

the Ra mpire, feU with his horfe into a cavC 29 foot deep, where powder was 
kept 5 onely covered over with deal-b cards, where after two hourcs he was 
found alive,but for three daies together he was accounted no better then a dead 
man, wherefore the Enemy drawing near, chc Danes retreat towards the Di- 
oceftof yerdana : Mean while Tilly with all his Forces breaks in upon Bran-* 
/fv/V^,notwithftandingthe54Xw by their Agents deprecated the contrary: 
fieplacechGairifonsTn divers Towns, and makes havock of the Inhabitants 
of Brunfrick , who therefore cake Arms in their own defence The King alfo 
40 requires in C*fars name, that he would remove his Army out of Saxony , but 
in vain *, i or Till) befiegeth Niemburg , which the King being well now recove¬ 
red defended fo ftoutly, that Tilly was fain to give oft the fiege with the lofs 
of ^oooof his men: Yet Stoltfenavia revolted to him, by means ofacertain 
Captain who was bribed. In the interim Manffield gets recruits from England, 
which now was ft lien out with Spain fornotreftoringthePalatinac. Thefe 
Forces (but much dimini ihed by the way) with fome french and Flernins , 
he condu&s into Saxony 5 where he takes up his quarters at Lavemburg upon 
Albis , when a little before ,Brunfmck with good fupply of horfe, joynes with 
n the King. In this mean time Fridland enter? the Diocefs of Magdeburg , where 
5 ° hefeifech upon #<*//, his Soldiers alfo make inroads upcni the Territories of t6*6 
Hatberftad without refiftance * but that chc flame of this war rni^ht fpread no 
further, by tbc mediation of the Electors of Saxony and Brandehurg , a Trea¬ 
ty for peace was held in O&ober at Brunfcoick p after 4 months difeeptation , 
the Treaty' broke Off-without effecting any thing-, for Tilly would not part 
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An.Chri/li with Mind a and Huxaria , neither would he nor Fridland confirm the rights 

which the Nobility of Saxony purchafcd over the Church-lands. So the 

War brake out more fiercely then (xfore \ in which Brmtfmck overthrew a 
Regiment of High-way Robbers, with, too of Fridlands men. But M ans- 
feld plnndring fomc Villages of the Ltibchers , was fetupon by thcTownf- 
men who Tallied out, killed divers of his Horfe, and ftript him of his plunder. 
fahn Erneft of Vinaria , the Kings Lieutenant, takes in divers Towns. 

Leopold upon the death of his brother Charles in Spain ^ refignes hisBifho- 
pricks of Strasburg and Padua , and marries with Claudia ot Medtces , the 
Duke of Ur bins Widow-, the younger ton of Sigifnmnd , King of Toland^i o 
obtains the Bilhoprick of Uratijlavia. About this time died King fames in 
March , and CM auric e Prince of Orange, the next April after, both ot a Fea- 
ver,\vhofe deaths was accompanied with a great plague and mortality through 
Great tritain^ and many other places of Europe. The King of Sweden falls 
upon Livonia fuddcnlv, and takes divers Towns from the Polander, who la¬ 
boured to recover Riga, with the lofs of 600 Citizens, by Turren the yongcr* 
the Swede alfo alarms Borttfta in faly with a Fleet of eighty Sail. He takes, 
in there divers Towns*, he injoins the Dantifcans to put away the Po Ionian 
(hips, and to pay him the Tribute due to the PoUndcr^, but this City refitted 
him ftoutly, i and retarded his proceedings.

' H E flame of the Saxon war did this year break out into a great, 
conflagration. The Cefarian Army being too numerous to be 
•cncountred vVith, th c Saxons ftrive to keep off provifions from 3© 
them. The Mansfeldians therefore the 15 of April a (fault a 
Fort of Fridlands upon the Albis y by which he had provifions 
brought him by water. The attempt was defperate and rafh 5 
for the Mansfeldians were but 800c, whereas there was above 3*000 Cefa- 
r'uns ti The Mansfieldtan Horfe fainting, left the Foot to the mercy of the 
Enemy, who cut off the Holland Auxiliaries, which were about 4000, the 
reft fled. Thirty colours were taken, yet they write that of the Mansfeldians 
not many above 1500 were (lain. In Haifa tne Country people rife in Arms 
againft the foldiers, many whereof they killed and plundrcd. Brunfivick fais 
upon die Province pf Gmbenbag , in the abfence of George Lunebarge poffefTor 40 
thereof, who was raifing Forces for Cefar y and fortineth divers places with 
Garifons-, befidcs, he beats in Haffia George his new Levies. The Emperor 
by;a Herauld proclaims at Magdeburg profeription againft all of the Roman 
Empire, that fhall affift the Dane. Tilly takes Munda the key of Brttnonia , and 
puts all tothefword, except a few that hid thcmfclvcs in Vaults, or on the 
Houle tops, who after the fury of the foldiers was paft, ranfomed theii 
lives for mony. This was in the end of May \ and about the fixtof^W 
Yrunfrvick died, fomc think he was poifoned: the 19 of faly his mother fol¬ 
lowed him, the Dane Garifons, the Cattle of For da. Tilly delivers Haft a to 
WHltarn the Land-grave y and marcheth to Gottinga , which was furrendred to 50 
him, though the Dane was coming with all his Forces to raife thefiege. The 
two Armies meet the Kings firft vclitations were fuccefsful, Tilly haying loft 
above fix hundred of his men, vvith fome Colours. The King purfuesT/ 7 -- 
lies Rcare, and had now at Loitera found a fit place for defence , where he was 
advifedto hault, and not to follow the Enemy . who had got the vvindc and 
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advantage of the ground. But he would go on, with a refolution to fight the An.chrifil 
Enemy. The Avant Guard advanceth fo couragioufly towards Tillies Artille- 
ry, put him in fome fear, till he Was ftrengihried with George Lwdurgs 
Auxiliaries$ then falling with all his Forces upon the Kings Fo6r,fo gals' 
them* that the Horfe pretendiug want of pay, wheeled about,and refu- 
fed tofighr,* notwithftanding they had received their pay not long be¬ 
fore. The King did what he could to make them fight, but in vain,' 
for they ftmni fully rid away, and left the Font naked $ whereof 1200 
were (lain by the.Enemy, and i8co taken prifoners, with al C olours. 
ioMahy prime men were fiain, Lottera forced tdfurrender} many alfo of 
the Tillians*\vcre lkin: the King efcaped narrowly from being taken V 
this Battel was fought Augufi 1. Tillies Viftdi;y was greater then his 
Booty, for he durft n6t venture too far in the purfuit, bccjujfe he feared 
Ambufcadoes. Two days after Duke Brunfroick renounceth the Aflocia- 1 
tion cf saxony, and furrendersall Brunonia to Cefar . Tift) underftanding 
that fVolfcrtjt) whither the King retreated in his flight, was ftrongly for¬ 
tified, would not befiege it, for fear of lofing too much time,* but falls 
to taking in of other places. In the interim the King recollefts his difper- 
fed Forces, and provides another Army for a frefli encounter with Tilly. 

20 The Vinirien and Mansfield having joyned their Forces,which confided 
of 16000, brake in upon S tie ft a, whom Bichman followed, blit could doe 
no good, becaufe the Sileftam by reafon of his violence, Were 'alienated 
from him s therefore divers places fubmit to the Vinarien': ^hd now 
Mansfield being encouraged by the addition of Gabors Forces, and the mar. - 

riageof Kathcrin of Brandeburg, in a rche thin to Moravia 5 ahdtrudingto 
the Turks aid, being animated by one of the Bajfais. enters Hungary. Thi¬ 
ther Fridland being fent with an Army, is repulfed at Neutra> by the 
Turks, and hath divers doubtful encounters with Mansfield $ ivho fea¬ 
ring fome collufion between Fridland and the Tranfylvanian , relolvcs to 
30 go tot Venice, with the choiceft of his mens the reft of his Army he de¬ 
livers to the Vinarltn. But in his journey he fell frekof the bloudy flux, 
at Bofnia y (its thought he was poifoned) and there died. Th e Vinarien 
alfo grieving that the Tranfylvanian had fain off to Cefar , died fuddenly, 
the 32 year of his age. InMoravU the Bores rife againft Count Htrberf- 
derff ’ for abufing them 5 they firft flung ftones at him, then they fall 
upon hi# guard of 1500 men, and killed moft of them s then they take 
in divers Towns, and the mean while Petition Cefar for a free en joyment 
of the Gofpel. At laft they grew fo ftrong by the confluence thjfher, of 
the baniftied Gentry, and others that hadfuffered in thefe Wars, that 
they became Mafters of all i^Auftria, above Otnus. But their Viffories 
made a flop at Lintfyum, for they could not keep off either provifion or 
men from the Bavarian Army. At length they were fo prefled upon by 
Her hers dorff y B vtnne r, and £,*£*/,and encompaffed by their Forces, that they 
fubmitted and flung down their Arms. Butfhortlv after being incenfcd 
by the cruel puniftiments, which many of them (uffered, andthe burn¬ 
ing of their Houfes by the Duke of Holfatia's Regiments, they fall upon 
them betimes in the morning, difperft, and kill above 4000. They de¬ 
feat the Bavarlari divers times, fome of wbofe Captains they killed* 

Lobel and Brenner are beat to pieces by the B tores iron cudgel?.and above 
fo 2090 men were deftroyed. Cefar being much troubled at tHefe jdffafters, 

* promifeth liberty of Religion to the Aufirians y and by his Proclamati¬ 
ons at Prague , calls home the Bohemians that were baniftied for their con- 
fcience. Afterward whilft thefe B cores labour to bring others into their 
fociety, they fall to quarrelling and deftroying each other, till Pepftn- 
helm came upon them with a Brigade of 8ooo, difperfes,kils,and destroys 

Phh ' % them* 
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An.Chrijli them } loinc clcaped, and fome were taken and referved for publick pm 

niftiment. 

Mean while the Wars remove from the Grifons to the French, who fell 
out among themfel ves about matters of Religion. B arbarinus the Cardi¬ 
nal perfwades the French King to make Peace with Sfain , and that the 
Valuhnbt left in depofito with the Pope, and that a Paflage in the Grifons 
Straits, be opened for both Kings. But the Venetians ana Saveyen were 
at enmity with the Genuoir . Th e French and Englifh fall out about fend* 
ing away Queen Maries Priefts, which hindred the pay promifed to the 
King of Denmark -) to wit, 140000 Joachims monethly from the Englfh^ IO 
and 100 thoufand Crowns from the French } yet the King not willing to 
be a meer fpeftator of the German rnifery, gathered again 6000 Foot,and 
4GOoHorfe 5 and fuddenly affaults Hoia, which he took, though he was 
fhot through the arm with a Bullet. Chrtfiian 5. Prince of Denmark, haft- 
nethprovinonintoi\T/rjn6«/£} then the King goeth into Holfatia, where 
he calls a Diet at Rcdtmbu'g, about continuing the War. RmT^vius the 
Vice Duke, promifeth his beft aiTiftance. Chrifiianus Tbomates,\s fent Em- 
baftadorinto Belgium and France, but is taken by the way, andfet at 
liberty again by Ijobella. He obtains from the confederate Belgians 
fome Forces for the Dane. The King hadexhauftedagreatTrealure, 
and borrowed large (urns of his people, in maintenance of this war, 20 
which tended both to the defence of Denmark and Saxonji Mean while 
the Vice-Duke died, whofe Funeral the King in his own perfon honou. 

1627 red: Then he builds Forts upon Vifurgis and ^/te,tokeep off provifions 
from Fitly, whofe men offering to take the Ramfiers, are beaten off with 
lofs.

Mean while the TiBians are pinched for 
want of provifions, by reafon the Rivers Albis,Vifargis, and Havila were 
guarded by the Danes : Therefore 7iffy to open a way, marcheth towards 
Albis , takes in fome places by the way. Aoout the end of $uly, whilft 
the King is at the Diet of Redensburg , Tilly obferving the negle& and 
paucity of the Watch upon Albis, before break of day. Ferries over 40 
a Company of foldiers, with as great filencc and privacy, as could be, 
when he perceived the Watch did not ftir. He fends over another

Hamburg vhftualleth the Cefar ian Camp.From Hamburg 
they march to Pipperiberg, a Caftle in St or mart a, where Tilly was dangcroufly/ 
wounded with a Mufquet bullet,yct took the Caftle, by realon its powder was 
fpcnt.There were not m Stormaria above 2 Towns that could hold out a while, 
ind in Hilfatia only Redensburg^ fo that the ftrength of Holfttia confifted in the 
Marckiamnd Si left an T roops,moft of which were gone from their own homes- 
to Denmark,Holland^Frifl and,Lubcc)Aambi<rg.gr\d thofc of other p laces .Thofc 
.of Mercbta had neither powder,nor fiioc,nor hearts to tight-, yet the H olfattan 
Horfeyind the Scots Foot,fought ftoutly,t:ll they were cut off.’ The K. of Den - 
ac mark finding Gods judgments fo heavy againft him,and his people,caufed a faft 
foi* 3 days*, oefides daily prayers and fupplications to be had through his two 
K ngdoms. In the interim at Rcndensburg the Enemy received fome lofs;the K. 
be ng forfaken by moft,betook himiclf into F/iwM,heperttfit$ the town to make 
an honorable furrender. The Ca ftle of B redenberg held out a great while,to the 
Iofs of 400P of the Enemies*, at laft its taken by ftorni, and the whole Garifon 
put to the jfword by F ridland. Mar ft a and fut.a are expofed to pillage/iotonly . 
of the Enemy* but even of their own Country men ;y which made moft of the 
Gentry take flipping v and remove farther into Denmark, or clft to Norway * 
thinkingit fafer and more honorable'to forfake their houfes and lands,then their 
Allegiance and confidence.

K. of Denmark was by Sea, did wifely decline fuCh tin Union, yex fliewed their 
rcadincfs tO ferve Ce/ir againft Demhatk and H olfdtia , by carying to them all r . rbr 
kind ofprdvifion, "and perfuming fuchi offices asthey were injoined : yet fomc 
40 Hans either inveigled by promifes, or affrighted with ihreainings;fub- 

niit their necks to the Imperial yoak fuch were Roftok, Wtfmaria , and all thc 
Towns pf Pomerania , except Stralfound, and Stetin, which vvith thof« mighty 
cities of SaxQ/tf Lubec ,H amburg , Brunfmek,Magdeburg , and Brem, retain their 
ancient privtledgcs. Pomerania,Mahhia, and Eaft Frifland , with all the lower 


Saxony, are fubjeift toheavy Taxes, and domineering foldicrs. Hamburg was 
careful to give all content ^(fible to the Ceprian Army. ’ia 



a Garifon r ini 'Femarid? Th£ Imperialifts impofe a heavy Tax upon Stral - 
found •, whereof though they offered a part, yet a Garifon is put upon them by 
'Arnheim anlmperiatCommander; -'He under pretence ofPeacejaboursun¬ 
der-hand to' feizc uponD enbolm, but the Townfmcn perceiving his treachery, 
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An.Chrifti prcfently feize chemfclvcs ot the place, and infift upon a new agreement. At 
laft, not being able of themfelvcs to refift his ftrength , they admit into their 
Town the Damf1> Auxiliaries * by thefc they ftoutly refitted all his aflaults,and 
flew many of his men. Hoik the Commander of the Danijh Auxiliaries, un-. 
derftanding, that Arnheim had been tampering with fomc to betray the town 
to him, he caufcth Letters to be fenc, intimating to Arnheim what hower, and 
into what place he fliould come. Arnheim not knowing his plot, was. dete¬ 
cted , came at the hower appointed , when the Townfinen broke out upon 
him, and drove him back to his great lofs. Theyalfo fprung a Mine under 
his works, which they blew up with many of his men. Hoik being one day IO 
abfent at a Wedding, the Senate had almoft yeildcd to furrender the Town j 
which he underftanding, returns and breaks off the Treaty, as foon as it be¬ 
gan-, which the Town was the more willing to break off, becaufc a Fleet of 
Dottes was now in fight of them. In one night during this fiege, there were 
5 fevcralaflaults upon the Town-works, by Fridlands whole Forces, and (o 
many repulfes •, prefently the King with his two fons, Prince Chrifiian and 
Duke Frederick, came to relieve Hoik . Whereupon FridUnd broke off the 
fiege, ’• leaving his Works for the Danes to poflefc $ who in a fbort time took 
divers places, fo that Pomerania now was in hope of liberty, till the 2 2 of Au- 
gnjt, when Yridland routed the Kings Army, and flew 400 of them* Upon 
this the King, with the remainder of his Army, takes (hipping and returns to 20 
Denmark , and Fridland to thc.fiegc this being the third year fincc it began. 

At laft a Gariton of the Stoedey is admitted into the Town by the perfwafion of 
Ox infer n Chancelo.ur of Swcdlojid, who for that end was fent into Denmark. 
Tychofolis is ftoutly deferred by Kant\oyius ; but the Forts on the River 
Store, which the French carelcfly loft tothc,Cefarians, fo kept off all provifi* 
ons, that the Town Cremui, after 13 months fiege, was furrendred by AlefeU 
dius the Governour, to Fridland, upon tearms of fafety for himfelf, the towns¬ 
men and Garifon^ But Tychofolis notwithftanding the plague was in it, held 
out fo long, that in a ihort time fridland loft above three thoufand of his 
men, and was fain at laft to burn his Hues, and raife the fiege. • 30 

The Cefawns Augafi 18., arc beaten at C elm aria, where they loft many 
men, befides a thoufand wounded. In Storm an a, and D ithmarfta, all places 

‘J far and near, r are wafted by the Imperial Garifons there. A ftrangc thing 
fell out at It^eko \ the Gate of the Monafteiy which rhe Cefarians took, 
flew open, with a terrible^jnpife and clamour in the night. Theplundred 
Oxen kept there, were fuddetily ftriinglcd, their necks 1 being turned round, 
their horns foftned in the ground. * "f 

1629 In the 29 year of this Century^ the D antjh King held a Diet at Hafnia,zhout 
reforming tne Church DifcipUne, and making Peace with the Emperour. 

For this caufe Embaffadors are fent to Luhec. The Cefarians atfirft would 4 ° 
treat with them no other ways, then with a conquered people, but theEm- 
baffadors ftood upon the honor of the King and Kingdom. Five months were 
fpent in Debates v in which time the Danes had railed an Army , and rigged 
out a ftrong Fleet, with which they took the Iflc Stranda, with fome otner 
places;* ' Hereupon Fridland and Tilly fend to their Deputies, who were at 
the Treaties of Luhec , tOuhaften the Peace, for iearc of greater mi£ 
chiefc. A Peace then is concluded, .in which Cimbria Slefvigia, HoL 
fatia, and all Hereditary places, belonging to the Holjatian , taken from 
him in thefc laft. Wars, are reftored to me Dane. The King renoun- 
ceth all the other Provinces of the Saxons. The day before the Peace 5 
was made, Wilflria is taken by the Danes, who by a meffenger fent from the 
King, are commanded to lay down Arms. The news of Peace was joyfully 
welcomed by the people, and folemn thanks given to God * efpccially by the 
D ithmarfians, who the year before, ftrove to vindicate their liberty , but 
j - z .. could 
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could not for finding no end of their exaftions, and other preffures, in a rage An . c hrtjli 
took Arms, biokc in upon fomc Garifons, and killed above an hundred of 
them. The Country people rifing , flew many of the Cefarians , which 
brought greater mifery and fervitude upon them-, for the inraged foldicr 
fiackt fomc, drowned others, and (hoc divers with poifoned bullets,by which 
they were tortured to death. They were glad then to be eafed of fuch cruel 
Matters, but forry that the Saxons, Pomeranians, and Megapolitans , for whofc 
defence they took Arms, did not enjoy the fame happinefs of Peace * for the 
Megapolitan Lands were taken from Adolphus , Frederick, and fohn Albert, 
i 0 brothcis, and depofited in the hands of FridUnd at firft-, but now their in¬ 
heritance is taken away, as if thofe brothers had been guilty of Treafon, for 
joyning their Forces and Conned with the Dane againft Cefar : but they 
made it appear, they entred into League with the Dane, for defence of Sax¬ 
ony only, and withall that they (hewed their obedience to Cefar , by lea¬ 
ving the Dane , when by the Emperours Letters, they were called away. 

The Proteftants were much troubled about Cefars Edift, whereby he reftorcs 
to the Roman Catholicks all Lands withheld and taken from them, fince 
the tfanttwttion of Pajfavia, that is 75 years. 

Tile Hollanders feized upon 22 Spanijh (hips belonging to the Plate Flcct,and 
20 ioaden with American wealth 5 thefe they fpoiled,and brought with them into 
Holland fo much plate and other things, as was efteemed worth 2^0 talents 
of Gold. This lofs difbeartned the Spanijh foldiers, as much as it encouraged 
the Hollander. The Prince of Orange layeth fiege to Sylva Due#, or Hertogen - 
hofeh, by the French called RuUuc, which had been often heretofore attemp¬ 
ted in vain 5 but now after 4 months fiege, it was fain to yeild to the PrinCe, 
but not till fomc of the Gates were blown up by Mines. It was furrendred 
upon honourable tearms about the beginning of September. A little before 
this, Vtfalsa a rich and potent Town upon the Rhene , was taken by the Hol¬ 
lander, with one thoufand two hundred Foot, and eight hundred Horfe in the 
5c night. Some bold fpirits fwimmed over the Moat, get into the Fort not yet 
finiftied, and kill the watch-, then they broke open the Gates, and let in the 
foldiers. Lofanus the Governour, being fuddcnly furpriftd, was fain to deli¬ 
ver up the keys. The Townfmen who nad been dif-armed before , and were 
angry with the Spaniards for abridging their liberty of confluence, did not at 
allaflift theGarifon. There was taken much wealth-, the foldiers were dif- 
mifled, but the chief Commanders detained prifoners. In fane,Hein vtho 
feized on the Plate Fleet, had a Sea fight with the D unkarkers , in which he 
loft his life by a Bullet, but got the Vi&ory, which not he, but his Country 
in joyed. -t A* 01 

40 The Magdeburgers having ftudied to pleafe the Cefariarts in the Saxon War, 

and permitted the bones ot Norbert an ancient Arch-Biihop, to be taken out 
of ms Tomb, and caned to Prague - yet they were wronged by the Cefarian 
foldiers, who feized on their Farms and Villages near the Town, and are kept 
off from all proviGon, even from the benefit of the River Albts. Hereupon 
fomc of the Townfmen in a rage bring away into the Town fomc Veflels laden 
with Corn, and put to flight the Croat Thieves, which were driving away 
the Town-Cattle. Hence arofe a War, though unknown to Cefar , as that 
was of S tralfwnd : Magdeburg is befieged, FridUnd commands them to re¬ 
ceive a Garifon, adding high threatnings -, but they behaved themfelvcs fo 
5c ftoutly, and killed fo many Cefarian by (allies, that by the intervening of 
feme Princes and Cities, the Duke was quickly p3cified,and the City reftored 
to her liberty. Stralfound drives alfo to defend her freedom, though (he was 
much weakned by fickncft. H atfjield makes an attempt upon the City,but is 
beat off again with loft. The King of Swedes having obtained divers Victo¬ 
ries againft the Polander, at laft concludes a Peace for fix years with his Uncle, 
t he 
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An.chnjti he had the year before fubdued Newburg , and Straisburg , with leather Ord-* 

^ nance, the invention of one Flias Tripus. The Polander recovered Newburg, 

but was beat from the fic^e of St mis burg by Oxenftern the Chanceller, and 
from Meve by the King himfeif .• For peace-fake the Swede reftorcs to Poland, 
Straisburg , Dirfavia, and Frauberg, but retains what he had got in Livonia, 
and BoruJJia *, fome Towns were left in the hands of Bmndeburg , as it were in 
depofito fo an offenfive and defenfive peace is made about the end of this 
year 1629. The Hollanders take divers places from the enemy ^ and drive the 
Spaniards out of Velavia : They take alfo Farnambuck in Brafil, with much 
bootie , and defeat the Spaniards at Mulheim , whofc Commander Johannes lo 
Najfovius was mortally wounded. 

Charts Duke of Nivern about this time, by the death of Vmenttus his cou- 
fin German , takes poiTe/Tioii of Mantua , by right of confanguinitie , and by 
will alfo, but without C efars knowledge, who is Lord of the Fee. The 
Spaniard and Savoyn Storm at this, wno have had old quarrels with the 
Dukes of Mantua about Monsferrat fo the old Fadlions between France and 
Spain are renewed. The Savoyn takes the Spaniards part. Genua in the in¬ 
terim is full of intcftin plots and treacheries, which lighted heavy at laft upon 
the contrivers : To Mantua's fide are joyned the Venetians , the Viceroy of $/- 
r/fyand Naples, with the Vice Duke or Mi Han *, thefe troubles were attended a o 
on by terrible Earth-quakes in Apulia , which devoured above 17C00 people, 
there were alfo prodigious innundations and blood gufoing out of iprings. 
Gafatl the cliief City of the Marquifat of Monsferrat was by Confalvus 
Vice Duke of Millan ftreighdy befieged , till he was forced to rife thence by 
the innundationof Po , having loft above 6oeoof his men-, the Mantuan is 
content to refer his caufc to Cejar , conditionally arms be laid down on both 
fides: This was rejected by the Spaniard, who could not endure that the 
French fhould have any footing in Italy : . And by the Savoy en alfo, who had 
obtained almoft all ^Monsferrat. Upon this Nivtrn fupported by France , 
goeth on more coragioufly : Meanwhile the Grifons fubmitto the Austrians , 3 ° 
flighting the Switzers friendlhip, at which they were offended but afterward 
pacified by the Grifons Agents, (hewing that Cafar atted nothing that was 
prejudicial to the ancient league. Merodius was Generali of the Imperial for¬ 
ces-, which went from the Grifons to (JHonsferrat , but the Plague confumed a 
1630 third part of them * * yet recruits came daily out of Germany , by which they 
fubdued a great part of Mantua , and befieged the City it lelf. *, but the Citi¬ 
zens being ftrengthned by the Venetian Auxiliaries, made a Tally upon the 
farians,oi whom they killed about^ooo/o for that time the lieg was raifed.But 
returning afterward in $uly, they tooVMantua for the Emperor , after that the 
French King had fubdued SavoyiThc Plague at this time raging throughout all 4 
Italy. 
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Tranfylvama upon thededth of Gabor , feemes to be more inclined to the 
Sultan, then to Cafar. The French , Engli/h, and Hollander , urgeeameftly 
for the reftitutioh of the Palatin. . The Belgian Forces increas ftill, and in- 
croach more and more upon Germany. ^ The Swede is angry with th cCajari- 
ans , for making war upon him- therefore by his Manifefto (hews*, he hath 
juft caufe to invade Germany : He inhibits all importation of vi&uals into the 
Sea-Towns of Pomerania and Megapolis, being poffeffed by the Cafar / an Sol¬ 
diers: At t>antfick , a Treaty for peace was begun, but before the AmbafTa- 
dors could meet, it was broke off: The.Famin in Pomerania and Rttgia , was 
alfo great, that fome like Caniballs fed on mens flefh. Whilft things were 
in,this condition r the Swedijh King enters upon Rugia, having defeated in fome 
battels the Cafarian Forces:, and GarriFons .* Then having feifed on fome 
Ports, witli his fleet comes to 'Stetin f* 1 the Governor delivers up the Town to 
him, coaiplaining how Pomerania had fuffered by the Cefartan Soldiers , ta¬ 
king 
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king no csrc of the fafecy of thofc that were under them, Cejar drove Prd- An. Chrifii 
tcftanifme out of Bohemia , Aujlria, Moravia , Glogovia , cnaiw Principali- t/V\J 
ties of SiUfia ? Stir in , Carinthia, Croatia, gutters, Cleve , Grijons * Buvare 
doth the like in both Palatinats. The Spaniard having deluded King $&tnet± 
retains Frankinthal to himfelf > which was depofitat in tbc hands of ffabel, 
Archdtitchcfle s thence Calvinifme is baniflied , and Manheim deftroyed. 

The Towns of Juliers^Weftphalia, and the Grijons under the Spaniardjectivt 
Poperic *, The Lutheran Cities are fpoyled ana plundred by Cefar . Epifco- 

pall rights pofltfled by the Proteftant Princes many years, are demanded by 
10 the firft owners: Away is making for creating Ferdinand 3 d ; King of thd 
Romans , he being Cefar*s eldeft fdn by his Lady Mart of Bavaria • and two 
years befdie this was Crowned King of Hungary and Bohemia . Ccfar's o- 
ther fon Leopold is made Bifhop of Magdeburg , C hrifitanus Gulielmns being 
thruft out. In this diftempered Condition was Germany , when the King of 
Sweden came into it. 

The King of Denmark had 3 ftiips in the River Otlbis , or fclvt , which 
with the great Ferric-Boat , were feifed upon by the Hamburgers , preten¬ 
ding that the King had begun to exa&ancw Cuftom at Tychopolis from the 
Sea-men, trading in that River, which they held to be theirs by ancient right? 
a o whereas indeed the Dukes of Holfatia are Mailers of that River, as Princes of 
the Empire, and Lords of Hamburg : The King fclfo declares that he impofed 
no Tribute or Cuftom upon Ships, but required fatisfa&ion for the hurt done 
by the Hamburgers againft all right, upon the Holfotians , by eXa&ing a new 
Excife for vendible commodities and visuals. Shortly after this, tneKing 
fou^hts 3 battels on ^Albis with the Hamburgers , in which he had the vi&ory, 
and drove them out of that River* the benefit whereof they had kept 4 months 
from the Tychopolitans . 4

A continuation of the Affairs of Turky, Pcrila, jEgypt, Greece, Armenia, and 
0 ther adjacent parts under Mahumec i ft , Amurath 2 d . Mahumct 2 a , Barnet 
and Selymus, fromtheyear 1412, f/tf 1J20; 

f E have clearly (hewed that Baiazer the Turk, whom Fa- 1412 
merlan overthrew, had 5 fons , fomc fay 6 % and fomc 
but two.* However, the Hiftorics record they deftroy- 
ed one another, the laft furviver was Mahumet i ft , who in 
a battel defeated his brother CMoyfes or Mufa , drov£ . 
him into a bogg, where he hid himfelf avvhile, at laft 
found him out and ftrangled him ; this Mahumet made a! 
perpemall peace with the Greeks , by whofe affiftance he obtained the Empire. 

He impofed a Tribute on the Trdnfjlvanian , in his war with the Venetians for 
the Iflands of the Ionian Sea,’ he was worded, and forced to part with Lamp - 
f tcum . The Walachtans were defeated by him, he regained many places taken 
by Tamerlan. Adriannoclis the chief City of Thracia was his feat. 

T0 him fuccceded Amurath the 2 d , fon to Mahumet: His chief care was to 1418 
fuppreftthc Chriftians? but theBj fyntins to hinder his proceedings, take 
50 Muftapha his Uncle out of prifon in Lemnos , where he had been kept by the 
Greeks , after his efcape out of his brothers prifon, an <4 fumifli him with an Ar¬ 
my : But in his incountcr with Amurath , he was deferted by the Turks, who 
revolted to Amurath $ fo he fell alive into his enemies hand, by whom he was 
ftransled, the 3 d year after he had railed this war : Upon this bad fucccfs the 
Greeks Petition for peace, which being refufed by Amurath _ they fend for 
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An.Chrtftt Muftapha his brocher,now 13 years old, and an exile in Cilicia under the tuiti- 

on of Altbaus B off a to whole care he was committed by his father Mahumet # 
The Grcef:s having fumifhed him with an Army > he takes Nicea of Bithynia y 
where he was betrayed to Amur at h by his Guardian , and then ftrangled : 
Thcfc competitors being gone, Amurath refolves to be revenged on the Creeks 
their abettors * having therefore overrun Thr acid , and taken the remainder of 
thofc Towcs which belonged to the Creek Emperor,!* layeth fiege to Theffalo- 
^/recommitted to the Venetian care and protection, which he takes by ftorm 
and utterly defaces * prcfently upon this, he fubdues with incredible celerity, 
phocis , Attina y boeotia y Aatolia, Acannania , and the whole Countrcy from Pelo- lQ 
ponnefus to Corinth . John C aft riot did then reigne in that part of Macedon 
whicn lieth upon the Adriatick r, at this day known by the name of Albania ; he 
considering his own wcaknefs , and ther#rfoorcatnefs, makes his peace. by 
delivering up the Town Croia , and giving for noftages his 3 Ions 3 Conftan- 
ttn, Rep oft us , and George , who for his comely perfonage, and other excellent 
parts, was in high account with Amurath , who gave him the beft breeding 
Turky could afford, and called him Scandorbei y or Scanderbeg , that is, Alexan¬ 
der the great ♦, before he was fcarce fit to bear Arms, he is imployed againft 
Carmannus the Cilictan y which war he managed with great dexterity,and with- 
all, killed two of the chief Combattants, who provoked him to a Duell: a® 
The one was a Scythian Foot-man, the other a Pcrfian Horfc-man , relying on 
the Turks favour, upon the newes of his Fathers death, he Petitions Amurath 
for his ancient Inheritance, which was granted him. But Cewge'doubting 
the Turk was not real], makes ancfcape into Epirus y where by counterfeit 
Letters he gets Croia, with other places of Epirus and Macedon. For many 
years togetner he fo defended his Dominions againft A murath y and Mahumet ,• 
thatftillhedefeated th cTurkiJh Armies. > Amurath having fubdued partly, 
and partly wafted lHyrus y Albania y and Bofna , marcheth againft the Bulgarians , 
Walachians , and Servians , upon hopes to fubduc Hungary . George Defpot of 
Serve a humbly Petitions Amurath for peace, proffering his daughter to him 30 
in marriage, which he accepts, and makes peace * which fhortly after he 
breaks, and drives him out of his King dome, taking from him his chief towns, 
and his two Tons, whofc eye-fight he barbaroufly put out; by holding near 
them a hot burning brafs bafon : George flyeth into Hungary to Albert or Au~ 
ftria , who having raifed an Army died of a diffcnteric: Hungary being full 
of inteftin broyls, calls in Laudiftaus of Poland. The Turk fets upon Belgrct- 
da y but is beat off with great loiflc. 

Amurath by his two Baffais wafts the places about Belgrada y and makes in¬ 
cur lions into Tranfylvania •, boththefe were defeated and cutoff by Join 
Hunniades , who recovered a good part of Scrviaznd all Moldavia. The 40 
Turk alfo is beat in Panonia , fo that he is forced to fuc for peace, and to reftore 
George Defpot of Servia. Then he marcheth againft Carmannus in Ctlicia y but 
is called back into frtrop upon the breach of the 10 years peace by Ladiftaus y 
who by the perfwafion of Julian the Cardinall, \n the Turks abfcnce hadinva- 
ded his Enropian Dominions: The Chriftian Army was defeated, and Lodi- 
flans flam, as we have already faid. Amurath puft up with this Vi&ory, 
marcheth into Peloponnefus , to be revenged on the Greeks who animated La^ 
diflatts againft him, there he breaks down the ftrong wall Hexamiliumjbuilt by 
the Greeks and Ven etians y with 5 Caftlcs on it,to divide this Ifthmus (6 miles of 
length between the two Teas ) from the main land of Greece. The Empc- 50 
rors brother of Byzantium,with his whole Army appointed to guard this wall, 
are overthrown by the Turk . After this Conftantin Paleologus the Greek Em¬ 
peror, repaired this wall, which fhortly by command from Amurath , he 
pulls down again. Here divers Forts and Towns are taken by the Turk , who 
upon a Petition for peace, made the Countrey tributary, and withdrew his 
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Army thence to their winter-quarters. George Cafiriot fo manfully maintained An. Chrijli 
the Epirotick war and his fathers patrimony againft Amur at h, that during this 
fpace, he overthrew feaven feverall armies Cent thither under the command 
of fo many Baffaics, and at laft forced Anmrath himfelf, who had 
Beleaguered Croia with a formidable^ army, toraife h’s fiegc, having loft 
multitudes of his Turks. After this difafterthey write that Amur nth vow¬ 
ed a folitary life , with a few Priefts in a Cave of Bithynia, where he gave 
himfelf to Contemplation, committing the care ot his Dominion's to 
Halt BafTai. But he was quickly called off from his Contemplation by 
x o Huniadcsand Scanderbeg * The one having raifed a vaft Army of Hun¬ 
garians , Bohemians , and Germans to repay the lofs of Chrtftians at 
Varna * The other had fubdued all Macedonia , and reftored to Bfifna, 

Bahia , and Illy is ^ their Defpots , and thrown out the Turk's Garrifons , 
which Plunder Illyricum and Ifiria^ to the affrighting of Venice. George that 
pcrfidcous Defpot of Servia , forgetfiill of the help Hungary afforded him , 
betrays all the Counfclls of Huniades to the Enemy , fo tnat by this means 
he loft two battels, yet was ftrangelv preferved himfelf* for being taken by 
two Turks , he killed one , and maac the other fly * and when he was inter¬ 
rupted by the fame George , he was reftored by him to die Hungarians , 
a 0 which occafioned a new war between the Turk and him*, but Huniades to (hew 
his gratitude, came and affifted him when he was almoft defeated, and obtai¬ 
ned a fignall victory over the Turks. Afterward in Epirus , Amur at h received 
fo many Ioffes, that he fell melancholy and fick, then being removed from 
the Camp to Adrianopolis , he became mad , and fo died, having reign¬ 
ed thirty two vears, and lived feventy five. He was the firft of the Ottomans 1 450 

that inftituted the Vr&torian Guard after the example of the Macedonion Pha¬ 
lanx: This Militia as the Mamaluch of Egypt , was made up of Chriftian 
children taken violently from their parents, brought up in the Turkijhdifcl- 
plinc and fuperftition, and forced to renounce Chriftianity, by receiving 
jo circucmifion * thefc the Turks call Janizaries, they guard the Sultans perfon: 

At firft they were but 8oco armed with arrows ana fpears, now they arc al¬ 
moft double that number, and their arms arc mufquets. 

He left behind him three fons, Mahumet , T urjln y and Calcpin , Mahumet be¬ 
ing fpeftator himfelf,made Moifes Baffai choak TVJfo ( bein'* but 18 months 
. old) in the water, when the cnikTs mother cried but upon tnc barbarous Ty¬ 
rant, uttering many curies againft him, he to plcafe this his ftep-mother, 
delivers into her - hand the author of this paricide bound*'(he in the prefence 
of the Tyrant, thruft a knife into his heart, - and ripping up his body* pulls 
out his liver, which (he flung to the doggs: Amnrathcs had committed Cale - 
40 his third fon , to Halt Baffai, a man of great efteem with him: Mahu¬ 
met caufcd the childe delivered up to him by Halt , to be ftrangled. Afterward 
Hali himfelf was ftranged, being -firft tortured by CMahumet^ upon pretence 
that he held corefpondencic with the Chriftians * but indeed he was exceflive- 
ly rich, which is ciime enough to a covetous Prince. Some think that this 
Cale fin whom Mahumet killed, was fuppofititious, and not the fon of Amu* 
rath , who was conveyed to Byzantium , and from thence where it was taken, 
to Venice , thence to Borne by the Order of Pope Calixtns -, who caufcd him 
to be baptized, to take a Chriftian name, and to be inftrutted in Chriftian 
do£trin * afterward he went to Frederick the Emperor, who ufed him honora: 
jo bly : The reft of his life he fpent in Auflria. - '• * -1 ! ■ ^ J 

Mahumet then the fccond, began his reigne with parricid, after the exam¬ 
ple of his Anccftors', arid continued in his barbarous cruelties* his mother 
who was the Defpot of Servia's daughter * had inftrufted him in the Chrifti¬ 
an faith, but he adhered more to Mahumetani[me^ at laft turned-plain Athcift; 
fcoffing at providence, and acknowledging n o other dcitie but good luck •* He 
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An.Chrifii was moft acidified to Militaric parts * and firft of the Ottomans that made 
l/vVj ufeof fea-fights, and (hips of war, by which he ftrove with Venice for 
command of the lea * his firft and moft terrible warlick exploit was that a- 
gainft Confiantinofle , which after fifty four days fiege he took the apof 
May. Within the walls bcfidcs the Townes-people, there were but fix thou- 
fand Greek Soldiers, and three thoufand Venetian and Gentian Auxiliaries 5 
whereas Mahumets army confifted of four hundred thoufand men, moft of 
which were gathered out of the Chriftian Territories, he aflauked the City 
145 * both by land and fea, he made three fcverall breaches in the walls, where 

* the Turks gave furious aflaults,buc were ftoutly refifted by the Chriftians , till r0 

they were overpowred with multitudes : The Turk had brought out of the 
Aegaan and Euxin fcas two hundred and fifty (hips, to block up the har¬ 
bour againft thefe feaven (hips of Genua , three of Crete , and fome of Chios 
were imployed : The Harbour alfo was chained againft the Turkifh Fleet* 
which the Chriftians fet on fire and fb fpoyled, that it was ufclefs a great 
while, till by main ftrength the chain was burft, and fo the Turks got 
within the Harbour, and battered the walls on all lidcs. The Tyrant flood 
upon a hill hard by, exhorting his men to be coura<nous* and fending fome 
Troops of his own Guard to (lay fuch as were fainthearted, promifing that 
he who did firft venture upon the breaches, ftiould have command of the 
greateft Province in Europe, and if the City betaken, the Soldiers fliould 20 
have the pillaging of it for three days .* And withall he threatens death to 
any that did turn their backs : CMahumet had provided great battering pie¬ 
ces of brafs, one whereof was fo big, that it could not be drawn but by 
70 yoke of Oxen, and 2Coomen: With thefe Ordnance he played againft 
the walls forty days together*, then having injoyned a faft for three days, he 
bids them all be ready to live or die together: Confiantin perceiving fmall 
hopes of defending the City againft fo great a power, defires a parly, which 
was granted, and peace proffered, if he would pay yearly to the T#r*onc 
hundred thoufand crowns, or clfc prcfcntly furrender, and depart with their 
goods. Thefe conditions were difliked-, therefore they fall to battering 30 
a^ain: fufiinian of Genua , who with three hundred ft out men fuflained the 
firft brunt, was forcly wounded, fothat he gave back, and with him the 
reft alfo * notwithftanding Confiantin cameftly laboured to have him hold out, 
his wound not being mortall: Upon his going away, (by which that Tower 
where he flood was left naked, Confiantin and thofc about him began to 
fly-. The Turks perceiving this) ruftit furioufly into thofe places *, the gates 
were fb baxricadocd with dead bodies , and the , keyes purpofly 
flung away, that few or none could efcapc : Paleologus vvas (lain, ortroad 
upon in the prefle, ftriving to get out at one gate, where were found eight 
hundred dead bodies, yufiinian cfcaped to Peru , and thence to Chios ,40 
where he died of his wounds and grief together : The Victorious Turks 
rage like bloudy Wolves through the City , fparing neither age nor fex. 
The murthers, rapes , plunderings, and infolencics committed, both a- 
gainft the living ana dead , againft the Pictures and Images of our Saviour, 
and his Saints, and other Monuments of Chriftianitic , arc inexprcfiablc. 
Above fixty thoufand Gentle-women, Matrons, and virgins, were carried 
away for (laves, ifidor the Cardmall who had been fent thither by the 
Pope, to reconcile the Creeks to the Roman Church, which he had ef¬ 
fected but too late, vvas taken and folde* yet difguifing himfclf fhortly JO 
after made an efcapc. 

Peru over againft Byzantium , which the Lattins had in pof- 
fleffion, is furrendred to the Turks. Three days after, Mahmnet enters 
the City> and pacificth all Tumults : Hee made fearch for fome 
Prime men who had concealed themfeves, thefe he commanded to be cut in 
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pieces. In their fcafts, they abufed divers matrons and virgins, and then bar- An. Chrijll 
baroufly murthered them : This end had that famous City wherein the Go- 
Ipd flourilbed from the firft, to die laft Conftantin , about eleven hundred 
and twenty years • that light went out, being overwhelmed with Mahometan 
darknefs, which was prefaged by diat flame from heaven, fliining one night o- 
vci the City, and die next vaniihing away, as the Turks in their fiege obfer- 
ved. Yet Mahumet invited the Chriflians to dwell there, and to ufe their Re¬ 
ligion, foi that caufe he confirmed their Patriarch which they had chofen, bv 
delivering to him die Paflorall ftaff openly : This he did that fo great a City 
i might not licdefolatc for want of Inhabitants. 

Three years after, Mahumet (bnt not with the like fuccefs) attempted Bel¬ 
grade, where after two days fight he received a 'wound under the left pap, and 
was carried for dead out of the camp, which the Turks loft with all their bag- *45 
gage and Ordnances, befides 40000 of their men (lain there •, when he came 
to himfelf, lie was fo inraged at this lofs and difcracc, that he would have 
murthered himfef: After this he provides to invade the ^Aegxan Jflands, but 
he was taken off by Ujfumcajfanes of the Affimbeian Family of the Turks, Lord 
of Cappadocia and \Jfrmenia , who having lately killed Demorus the Perjiun 
King, and feifed on his Kingdomc 5 puft up with this fuccefs, he fends rich 
:r Perftan prefents, to fliew the fruits of his Vi&ory, to CMahumet , and by his 
Ambafladors , defires that the Turk would not meddle with Trape^und and 
Cappadocia , which lie had in marriage by his wife, Defpina daughter of David 
Comnznus. The Tyrant offended that an inferior Lord ihould give him the 
Law, and envying his new obtained happinefs, provides an Army both by 
land and fca againft him: A part of his fleet he fends before to Pontus , and 
Syvope towards Trape^und 3 and follows himfelf by land •, he overruns a great 
part of A fa with wonderfuil celerity, and before he was dreamed of, pitch- 
eth his camp near llfnmcajfancs : Two great battels arc fought near Euphrates, 

Aimtrath Ba[[ai the Turks Generali, a Greek bom, was here killed, and the 
- 0 Turks Forces much weakned •, but the third battel that Mahumet fought , was 
more fuccefs full, for in it the Perfi.ws , with the unacquainted noyfc of the 
Ordnance were difperfed , and Ufnmcajfanes forced to flyc, having loft his fon 
Zeinald who was (hot there: Shortly after this Vidory Mahumet fubducsS)- 
7iope , and all Paphlagonia , then he bcfic^eth both by Sea and Land , T rape- 
\ufld the Royalf City, and takes it, with the Kings Trcafure * King David 
in m*elf, his two fons, and Coufin German Calo Johannes, whom he Cent before 
to Byzantium , arid there in his triumph cruelly murthered , and with them the 
whole race of theOwnw/.Then having of thefcKingdomes made Provinces,he 
fubducs Carom annus jind takes Cilicix from him,thencc returned to Byzantium-, 145 P 
4c by his fleet he takes the Iflands of Lemnus and Lesbes , deftroys the City Mjti- 
lene,znd tranfplants the I(landers. Catalupus Prince of Lesbos a Genuan, was 
by his command cruelly put to death : Then by his Land Forces, he invades 
Dracula , Prince of Walachia , by whom he was like to have been furprifed 
and his Army, but that Mahumet Baffai , who fucceeded to HaIi Ba(fai in Of¬ 
fice and dignity, got off the Army, but with great lofs. Then’having recrui¬ 
ted Ins Army, he falls upon the upper My pa, undlllyricum , and drives Steevert 
King of Brfua out of his Kingdome, and kills him : But this Kingdomc was 
fhortly after recovered by Mathias Qorvinns , with divers other places in Dal¬ 
matia and Croatia 3 ^ poffeffcd by the-T//r/b. Before his AJiatin expedition, 

50 he entred Peloponnefis, v here lie took away the Principalitie of the Paleologi 
from the two brothers, Thomas and Demetrius , being then at variance: Deme¬ 
trius complied with the Enemy, to whom lie married his daughter: Thomas 
having loft all, fled to Rome * In the interim die Venetians repair the wall Hex- 
amilium , to keep their pofleffions in Peloponncfus from the Turks incurfions; 
which he perceiving , breaks in upon them with 80 thoufand men, wafts alt 
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An.ChriJtt the Countrey about defeats the Venetians \ takes in the whole Peleponnefe , and 
throvyes down the wall v fhortly after he cafts the Venetians out of Lesbos, 
having flain 5c : oo mei^for; they rtacl lately.recovered it with Lemnus . He takes^ 
alfo thedfle Eubao from them, having made a bridge over Eurypus , then takes' 
Chalis the 30 day itceV/t was befieged / th z Venetian Gallies not daring to , 
give alfiftance ? jvho. having the wiode favourable, might have feifed on, 01 
dcmolillud the bridgV Ae Tyrant being enraged at thclofsof 40ocoof his 
army flain this iiege in divers skirmifhes, commanded that all in the Town 
above 20 years old, Ihould be put to the Sword. 

This Tyrant not yet glutted enough withbloud, fends Horn Arts and Malre- | Q 
civs, 2 armies into Dalmatia , Horn or is being a Gentian by his father, naturally 
hated the Venetians. In this invafion Novellas the Venetian General was flain : 
Stir id and Corinthia a re not free from the T itrks fury. The truce being ended 
between Mahumet and Scanderbeg • he fits down before Cro'u and Scodra , and 
after a long liege, takes them both. Scodra was furrendred by the Venetians , 
at which tunc S oilman Sajfa takes Cap ha the head City of Bofphorus^nd a Co¬ 
lony of the Genuois in T duraca Chemfonefus y he makes alfo the Pra?copit Tar- 
tars fwho had thence driven out the Goths) cributarys to Mahumet : He cut off 
the heads of two Gothijh Princes that were brothers *, the reft of that Nation 
afterward! %iia\er fubdued. Sc an deb erg being d riven out of his Countrey, 20 
went to Italy , where he took part with Ferdinand King of Naples againft the 
French : After this he died of a Feaver , as he was confulting with the Veneti¬ 
ans about renewing the war againft the Turk . he died the 6f year of his life : 

1467 death-bed he commended the care of his young Ion $ohn to the Sc- 

' nat of Venice . It’s recorded of this Scandcrbeg , that out of the vchcmency 
of his Spirit, ftill when he was going to fight, his lips would cleave and burft 
out with blood, he never turned his back, never was wounded , but once in 
the foot With,aii arrow: His army never confifted of above 3000 foot, and 
6000 horfe ^ he killed with his own hand above 2000 men , nis ftrengtli was 
fuch, thatAvjtfr one blow he could cleave a man to the Na'viJ. Machmet be- 39 
ing freed from the fear of Httniadcs and Scanderbeg , Having alfo fubdued his 
neighbour Princes of Peloponnefus , M yfia and Illyicum , makes peace with the 
Venetians on thefe conditions *, that they Ihould deliver ap to him Scodra , Fe- 
narfts a promontorie of Laconia , with Lemnus , and pay yearly 8 thoufand 
crowns,Toiythejr trad ing in the black Sea. After this he undertakes three ex¬ 
peditions at' the fame time, gaping at an uni verfal Monarchy * to wit, againft 
Rhodes by Me fit hes Bajfai of tne race of the PaUolegi , by Acomathes Bafsai y 
againft Italy and Rome , he him (elf marched into Afia . M efithes after many and 
bloody attempts ( but in vain ) upon Rhodes , returned with the lofs of 30c00 
anddifgrace Acomathes onc\y affrighted//^, and made the people flyc out ** 
of Rome.''Mahumet Himfelf at Nicomedia\ fell into tormenting fits of the 

1481 Colick, which in three days put an end.both to his life and victories, the 5 
year of liis age, and of his reigne 31 : He fubdued the two Royal Seats of 
Byzantium and Trape^und • 4 Kingdomcs, Syria^ Peloponnefus , Armenia , and 
Sclavonia . He. took from the Cnriftians 20 Provinces, and two hundred 
Towns, he was a moft cruel and bloody Tyrant *, For when he took Hydrun- 
turn in Apulia , he caufed the Arch-Bifhop of that place to be cut v irh a woo- 
dci>’faw 5 and tortured many to death * he was a notorious whore-monger, 
ar\d $piJomiti it's thought he caufed above twenty thoufand to be put to death 
at times", befidcs thofe that were killed in the wars •> at laft he was poyfoned, 
who himfelf Wva^ the greateft poyfon of mankinde, chiefly of Chriftians and 5 ° 
Chriftianity. TheT urkijh Garifon in Hydruntum, underftanding Mahumet 

was;dcadj* .delivered up the Town to Matthias Corv inns and thz Italians, that 
beGcged it, upon condition they might have their Jives 5 though they knew 
Acdmathis was returning with 25 thoufands Tutks : The Greek Mufes which 
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were banifhed by thefe barbarous Scythians^ found an habitation for. them \i\4n.chr 
Italy , and other Weftem Countries, being t ran fplan ted thithcr'by Chryfokr^ 
Erape\untiu4jGa , fj, ArgyropiluSyCbalconayles, Laffjraf&c. ) ' • ’: : >Y 

To^Mahomethccccdcd his (on Bajaget, who was when his bather dred, at 
his charge in Cappadocia , being their Governour. His Brother Gernes alfo 
was thenat/rw/#/#-, the chief City of LacaonUy that Province being under 
his command. The elder brother Mujtapha^ who had been employed by hi* 

Father againft Vfumajfanes, and had put to flight tfofeph the Perfian General, 
the g rcat fupporter of King Cartnanntis , was dead at Icomttm , by intemperance 
1 o and letchcry. Some difference arofc among the Bajfaies and $avifares ffoout 
the fuccefuon, fo that the quarrel broke out into blowes: at laft the jfantfares 
or Pratorians proclaimed Bajager Emperour, by means of the Beglerbegof 
Gracia, and the Aga or Captain of the Pratonans, Bajazets fons in Law.Some, 
of the prime Commanders of the Horfe let up Corchatus Bajagets fon , by pla¬ 
cing him in the Throne, and delivering to him the Trcafures and Caftlcs of 
the Empire. Achmet Bajja , who lately took Hydruntum, joined with thefe.. 

Bajdget rides poft from Cappadocia, complaining with tcars,of the wrong done 
him, by debarring him ofhis right. But he could not prevail till his young 
fon ofhis own accord fubmitted the Government to his Father. The jpanifarcs 
20 whom the Baffais out of malice had Birred up, were pacified by large bribes. 

G ernes alfo makes hafte out of Lycaonia , a neer Province, but being preven¬ 
ted by Bajaget y is kept out of Bigantium *, wherefore he makes War, being af-> 
lifted by CarmanmtSy and th t Egyptian Suit arty againft his brother 5 who over¬ 
threw liim in three Battels .* whereupon out of defpairs, lie fled to Rhodesy 
leaving at Carr a his mother, and his fon and daughter, chat were Twins, 
whom Bajaget put to death. The Knights of Rhodes fenc Gernes to Rome, upon 
the defire of Pope Innocent 4. Lewis 11. of Yrance&nd Matthias King of Hun* 
garj/y in hope ot fome great Victory againft B ajaget. He lodged in uie Vati¬ 
can , and was given as an Hoftagc to Charles 8. of F ranee , with Valentin Borgi- 
aSy the Popes fon v by Alexander 6 . when Charles marched out of Rome to the 
3 ° fiegc of Naples But Gernes died by the way, being poifoned by Pope Alex¬ 
ander y fearing ? left Charles in delivering him up to his brother, (hould thereby 
obtain. Baja^ers.favour, .^Achmet Bajja , who had preferved che Empire for 
Bajaget againft his brother, was for his good fen'icc ftrangled by the fame Ba- 
Jdget y pretending that he meant to advance Gemes to the Throne: but indeed 
Achmet had great Treafures, which caufed his rulnc, but to the good of Cha¬ 
dians, whofe mortal Enemy he was. v’» . \ t \ 

This Bajaget. delighted more in Scholarfliip, then Arms-, yet to maintain 
the power he had got, makes war firft againft the Chriftians, and in the third 
year ofhis retgri fubdued Walachia . Afterward transfers his War into Afta, 

40 to punifh the Sultan of Egypt, foi; aiding his brother Gemes with Vi< 5 luals, Men, 
and Money, againft him. For C/irmannus of Cilicia was already fubdued,and 
his Country made a Province. Caithbajns at this time was Sultan of Egypt, 
by b'uihzCircajfian, and by condition a fervant. From his childhood he 
was inftruSed in the Arts, and Manners of the Mamalucs , and by the Law of 
Mahomet was made free. Thefe ^Mamalucs were Chriftians of the Mufcovitc, or 
Roxaian pjrofeflion. Out of them the Sultans were chofen out of the Ctrcajpan 
(laves, who dwelt upon the Fuxin Sea, and were cholcn after the extirpation o( 

Saladitu poftcrity. Now , thefe Mamalucs arc the children of Chriftians, and 
5cmuft be baptized , and educated in Chriftian Religion, which they arc tp a- 
bandonand for (wear, before they can be Mamalucs . This Catthbains was 
made Sultan for his Valour*, the Egyptians (landing in need offuch a man, for 
fuppreffing the Arabian Thieves, and curbing the Perfians, who made divers 
* ifruptions upon Qomagene and Syria *, and keeping tlie Turks from breaking 
out of Cilicia upon the Egyptian Territories. AII thefe Wars he happily un-

An.Chnjti dcrtook * tor he fubdued the rahians , and made them Tributai ics. Then 

in two battels drove back the Per fans beyond Euphrates , and maftcrcd the 
Turks twice in Cilicia by the help and councel of two Italian Mamalucs, the 
two chief Tiukifli Commanders, Mefthes PaUologus, andC herfeogles, were 
taken. This was the fon of Cbetfechists, Prince of lllyricum y who took away 
his fons wife from him, which fo exafperated his fon, that he renounced 
Chridianity, and betook himfelf to Baja^et , whole daughter he married. 

In this Battel of Tharfts^ fcarcethe third part of an hundred thoufand Turks 
efcapcd. Baja^et being weary of th c AJt an wars, returns back into Europe, 
, 4 p ^ where he takes Djrrachium, and in the large fields of Liburws , in Croatia^ over- l0 

? threw the united Forces of Illyrium , Panonia , and Croatia. Then he made 
War againft the Venetians, for defending the caufe of John Caftriot , Scantier- 
begs l on, who had defeated the Garifon foldiers of baja^et in Croatia , and 
driven the Turks out of his Territories. Befidcs, the Venetians had prohibi¬ 
ted Baja^cts (hips in his Syrian Expedition, to harbour in Cyprus , though he 
camcftly intreated them. Alfo Lewis Sforfta , a great Enemy of the Veneti¬ 
ans, egged him on. The beginnings of this war fucceeded well to the Turk * 
for Scbcnderus Bajja, by Land made cxcurfions as far as T arviftum y and Deu- 
— q ches the Turks Admiral, by Sea, entred even to ffadram Dalmatia, and ci- 

^ ried thence a great multitude of captives. He was once in danger to have been 20 

taken by the Venetian Fleet, about Peloponnefus y among the Sporade Illcs, but 
Criwannus y the Venetian Admiral, either for want of courage,or skill, fuffe- 
red him to cfcapc to the Bay of Corinth here he took the Town Naupaflum, 
or Lepanto, within the Bay of Aetolia, having a little before taken from them 
Dyrrachium in Epirus. * 

Two years after fl^j^nvith an hundred and fifty thoufand men, brake in 
upon Peloponnefus ♦, he divided his Army into three parts about UWetbon. After 
divers Skirinifhes on both fides, he gets within the Town , when unhappily 
theTownfmen fpying three Venetian Gallics, coming towards them with 
Arms, Menj and Provifion, forfook their dation, and went down to the. 30 
fhoar, to receive die Supplies fent them, t They were all taken prifoners,be¬ 
ing above a thoufand of them, and in the prefence of the Tyrant maflacred, 
except fome patricii, whofe lives were begged by Cherfeogles y B aja^ets fon 
in Law. Some other places being affrighted at this cruelty, yeilded to the 
Tyrant, one of thofe was Piltts y where Neftor of old lived. Baja^et after 
this, returns as a Conquerour to Byfantium , but Spain and France refolve 
to aid Venice . Pifaunus the Venetian Admiral, by the advice and courage of 
Confahtts the Spaniard, took Cephalonia , in the Ionian Sea, having a double 
Harbour, and a nch Soil. He took alfo by (form Leucade y and Nericum, and 
put the whole Turkifh Garifon to the Sword. But the French Fleet at Lesbos , 40 
attempting Mitylene y had not the like fuccefs, for the (hips were fo torn, feat- . 
tered, and wrackt by a dorm, that much adoc they had to efcape to T arentum . 

At lad a Peace is concluded on thefe conditions, that Cephalonia Ihould conti¬ 
nue in the Venetian )\}n(d\€t\on y as it was before the Turkifh Empire. Leu- 
cas and Nericum fliould beredored to the Turk. This Peace was the more 
cafily obtained, becaufe in Perfta ifmael the Sophi y defeended from Ufumcajfa - 
ties by the motner, had made himfelf King upon the death of $acttppus y the fon 
of Ujumcajfanes y whom his libidinous wife perfidioudy murthered. This 
change of the State came in With the change of Mahometan fuperdition,which 
by the wavering and credulous multitude, was greedily embraced. Thele 50 
new Scftaries, with great fuccefs, over-run Cappadocia, and L ycaonia , kills 
baja^ets two Nephews, Orchanes and Mahumet y two Ba(fais y the Leglcrbeg of 
Afia y and Ilali, and overthrows two Armies , before Baja^et knew of the 
danger. Ifmael was the fon of H or due (Us ^ a P erf an Prince, anddf Martha 
the daughter of Ufumcajfanes, who was the fil'd of the Afsh/tbaan Turks, that 
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after the mitrther of MaUonches , the Per ft an King pofiefled himfelf of that An.Chrifii 
Kingdom. HardticHcs the Father, would have the Mahumetan Law expoun- 
ded after the mind of Halt , that was Mahumets Interpreter, and Companion-, 
and not after the way of Homer, whom the other Turks followed. liar due lies 
by his afteded holinefs and ftridnefs of life, above all other men, drew admi¬ 
ration, and innumerable Difciplcs after him, which eagerly maintained his 
Didates, rejeding the ancient Rites, Ufumcaffanes being yet fcarcc warm in 
his Kingdom, began to fufped thofc great Meetings, and Aflemblies of peo¬ 
ple , who many times under pretence of Religion, plot Innovation* when 
io therefore he finds, that by force lie could not fupprefs Harduelles , he makes 
himhisfon in Law, by marving him to his daughter* of which manage 
came this fon Ifmael: but ffacuppus Ufumcaffanus his fon, after his Fathers 
death, by fome Ajfafins murchcred Harduellis , and banifhed or killed his fol¬ 
lowers, thinking this way to free himfelf of fear and danger. Ifmael being 
yet a child, got out of his Uncles reach, into Hircania * and one of the chief 
Difciplcs Techedes, (called from his red Cap, or Turban Cufclbas, which he 
wore for diftindions fake) efcapedover Euphrates unto the lefler Armenia. 

Thefe two overthrew the poftcriey of Ufumcafsanes,zs\A fo bulled the Turks, 
chat they could have no leifurcto profecute their Victories in Europe, ifmael 
2 o by maintaining his Fathers Dodrinc, obtained no lefs love and admiration, 
then he * fo that f acuppus being poifoned by his wife, he rcfolvcs to recover 
his Fathers patrimony, and his Mothers Dowry * to this purpofe, he arms 
his Followers, and procured Auxiliaries from Vyrchales, a Prince of H ircania y 
to whom he had fled. So in a Ihort time he recovered his Fathers Eftate, and 
daily increafing in ftrength, took by ftorm Sy mac hi a, on the borders of Media . 

Then upon hopes of obtaining the Kingdom of P erfia , marcheth with his 
Army to Tmrifium , or Tour a , a flourilhing City of the P erftans in the 
greater Armenia , where Ah antes the fon of facuppus (who drove his bro¬ 
ther Miratchamns out of Armenia and Per ft a) dwelt. He was hated by the 
3c Citizens, bccaufe he murthcrcd many of them for adhering to his brother- 
This City upon the flight of Alvantes thence, yeilded without blowcsto If¬ 
mael, with the Kings whole Treafure. Then hearing that Alvantes hadrai- 
fedan Army, he fights him. Alvantes \oP. both his life and his Army. Upon 
the fame of this Vidory, the neighbouring places and people fubmit to his 
Law and Government. Thence he marcheth into Mefopotamia againft Morat- 
chamus , the other brother, who had an Army at Babylon, but he fearing ifma- 
els pover, and his own weaknefs ^ flies with his wife and children, and all 
the wealth he could convay, into Arabia. Ifmael having with his conquering 
Army over-run a great part of the Eaft, he marcheth out of Ajfyria into 
40 Media, where he takes in fomc Garifons of Alvantes, and returns into Arme- 
Thc Albanians, Iberians, and Scythians, beyond the Cafpian Sea, being

Tributarics to the P erf/an, had not paid their Tributes in four years, nor haa 
they fent all this while any EmbalTador to congratulate the Sophies Vidories, 
therefore he reduced them to their duty by force of Arms. 

- In this mean while Techelles by Preaching and Prophecyin*, drew Cappa¬ 
docia to join both in Arms ana Dodrine with him * and by the P erf an 
help, he breaks in upon Lycaonia , a rich and populous Country, where he 
overthrew Orchanes and Mahumet, Ba)a%ets Nephews* then he marcheth 
through lefler A fa, where Corchntus, Baja^ets fon, was with an Army,but 
50 refilled to fight.- then through Galatia , he breaks in upon Bithynia , where 
he met with Caragitts bafsa , Commander of the Afiatick Horfc, whom 
they call Belerbei , himTechelles put to flight, and purfues him to Cauthia, 
a town in the mid ft of A fia minor , and tncrc beleaguered him. At laft he 
takes the town, and C aragius alive in it, with his wife. From thence he 
intended to take in P rufta, the Metropolis of Bithynia, but was hind red 

by 
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An.Chrifti by Baja^tts new Forces under Halt Ba/Ja, the Mutant:an t unuih, whom 
jcchtllts unexpe&edly meets, and to keep him ofF from fighting, took 
Caragius the Btglerbeg, whom he caried about in chains, and paled him 
in the High-way, that they might be affrighted at this fad fpeftacle ;but 
indeed Halt Ba(fa was fo inraged at this fight, that bccaufe he could not 
overtake him with his whole Army purines him eagerly with eight thou- 
faud Horfe, and lights him. In the lirft encounter, TecbeDo was worfted, 
but (hortly after, he got the Vidory, and killed Hal: B affa. To whom 
fuccceded Junm Es/fa, of Epirus, whom Achmet , Baja^ts fin , fijrnifhcd 
with Forces. Heatlaft drove Techtlles out oiAfia: Thus doe the Ene- J0 
mies of Chrift deftroy each other. Bajazet being much troubled with 
thedifafters of this War, with the Gout, anti old Age, likewife with 
the great calamities of that time, caufed by Earth-quakes, and the 
plague, began to confult with his Baffats about his fuccellor, which oc- 
calioned Civil Wars * for Eaja^et had three Tons alive, Achmet, Qorchut , 
and Selymas , beftdes divers grandchildren. Achmet was beloved of his 
Father, but the Baffais and Jan zaries inclined in their aiTeftionsmoft to 
Selymus, by their incitation and affiftance of the Pracofit Tarter, (whole 
daughter Selymus had already maried againft his Father Baja^ets will) Se- 
lym/t* takes Arms moft unnaturally againft his Father, but was defeated, 
and by the intercdfion, reconciled again to him : yet afterward 20 
in fpight of his Father, he was proclaimed Emperour by the foldiers, 
who fworo Allegiance to him; He began his Government from Paricide^ 
for having thruit his Father out of his Empire, poifoned him by one Ha- 
^ lz w4»a Je iv , the 66 year ofhi$life,andofhis reign 32, he was a better 
Philofopher then Soldier. 

Selymus began his Reign, not only from the murther of his Father,but 
of his two Brothers alfo, and their children. He ftrangled Achmtx and 
Corchtit , his two Brothers, having firft overthrown Achmet in a battel, 
and treacheroufly feized upon Corchut, thinking no hurt: .but following 
His privat ftudy t, onely when he heard that his life was (ought after, he 30 
endeavoured to efcape into Rhodes. Muftuphus Baja, by whofe hclp£f f 
lymus had got the Empire, was for this his good fervice, firft ftrangled, 
and then flung to the dogs 5 his crime was, that his affeftions feemed to 
incline more to Achmet , then to himfelf. Achmets two fons, Amuratb 
and AUdi both fled y Amttrath to I (mad the Sophi, and Aladin to Campfo 
Canrius the Egyptian Sultan } whence arofe new Wars, which kept Se/y- 
mus off from invading Chriftendom. Amurath with a Perfitn Army, 
breaks in upon Cappadocia ■, Ifmael coming foftly after, and was like to have 
caried all this Country, the people came in fo faftto him, had not Chen- 
demus B aja, Governour of Afia % fupprelled them with a great power. 40 
Whereupon Selymus paflcth over into Afia, where he fell upon the uni¬ 
ted Forces of Amur at h, the Turk, and Ufiaogle the Perfian Commanders, 
with whom alfo Ifmael joins his Army. When he heard that Stlymua 
was corner bloudy battel is fought, ill which Ifmael was (hot in the (boul¬ 
der s, andfo was forced to withdraw himfelf out of the Army, whom 
the foldiers followed 5 by which the Turk obtained the Viftory, but to 
1514 the lofs of thirty thoufand of his men, whereof many of them were of 
great accompt with him 5 the P erfian Army confifted but of thirty thou¬ 
fand. Horfc, whereas the Turks were an hundred and fifty thoufand 
Horfe and Foot. After this Viftory, S elymttt befiegeth Taurifta , the Perp - 
ans Regal Seat, which being by the Citizens furrendred, he wafted and 
plundred. Shortly after, he brings back his Army into Cappadocia, fear¬ 
ing that Ifmael was returning with a frefh Army of / her/an , and Alba¬ 
nian Horfe men, who at this day are called Georgians and M angrtUiam, 
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In Ca ppadxta the Turk takes up his Winter Quarters, at Trapcfynd, and An.Chrifi 
Amujl*' The next year underftanding that ljmaelh troubled with into- 
(line Wars, and that he was gone againft the Hyrcanians, and BaHrians, and 
fome other places upon the Cafpian Sea } though he-was willing to weak¬ 
en the Perfian, yet he intends to aft nothing in Armenia, till he have firft 
droven King ^ladelus out of that Country, for the wrongs he differed 
by him in his former Expedition againft Jfoael. The Kingdome of Ala- 
doltts bordered upon the Egyptian Sultan ac Alepo , on Jfoael the Sophi by 
Armenia the lefs 3 on the Turks by Orpha, or Edeffa, famous for its Springs 
io againft Leprofies, and for the Tombe of Balcrvin, Godfrj of Bullions 
Brother. Firft, then Selymus takes the Town Cyammaffus, iheKeyof^r- 
mtnia , on the farther Bank of Euphrates. After that, he fubdues the Ga- 
rifons that kept the narrow paffages between theHils, then he fights 
Aladelus , who being affrighted with the multitude of Mufqueteers, flies 
with his Forces into the next Woods. s^Aladoltts was betrayed by his 
neighbours, and a kinfmanof his to Selymus , who caufed him to bee 
drawn out of the Cave where he hid himlelf, and his head to be chopped 
off, which hecariedabout upon along Pole, through Afa, inoftenta- 
tion of his Viftory } then tranfmits it to the Senate of Venice . Aladolus 
20 his eldeft fon efcaped to Egypt. Selymus divided his Kingdom into three 
Lieutenamfhips. Then he returns into Europe , to defend the borders of 
his Dominions from the Hungarians, whom he quickly fuppreffed,in two 
incurfions he made upon them. The fame of his Viftories, and prepa¬ 
rations he was making for fubduing of Chriftendom, caufed Maximilian , 

Ctfar , Laudijlaw of Hungary, and Sigifound of Polonta , to call a Diet for 
railing an Army through all their Dominions for the defence of Chrifti- 
anity. But the Turk underftanding, that the Chriftians meant only to 
(land upon their own defence, and not to invade, returns to his Army in 
Lycaonia , with a refolution to profecute the Perfiab Wars, and utterly to 
overthrow Ifoael. \ - * ‘ 

50 The Egyptian Saltan being follicited by the daily prayers and tears of 
the exiled Princes,chiefly of Aladin, the (cm of Achomat , and Aladols eldeft 
fon, had raifed a great Army of Egyptians and was now,on his 

March neer the River Orontes, ready to join with the Perftan. The Turk 
fends Embnffadors to defire either his amity, or at lead neutrality. At 
this time Campfo Gaurua was Sultan by the Votes of the Mamalttckt,* after 
divers tumults and (laughters raifed by Calthbei and his Arabian wife 
Vultiba , who would have had the Kingdom confirmed on their fon, a- 
gainftthe Mamaluc Laws, which made the Sultans Eleftive, not Heredi¬ 
tary } this Law Calthbei abrogated, after whofe death his fon Mabumtt 
invaded the Kingdom, whilefttwo prime men Achbardin and Campfo,6\C- 
* puted for it. The Mamalucs being offended that their Law and Privi- 
ledge was thus infringed,caufed Mahumet at a Fcaft to be murthered. Up¬ 
on this divers (laughters of the prime men enfued. At laft the Mama- 
lues conferred the dignity on CampfonGaurius , a man of great worth : He 
lemembi'ing the Viftory he had over the Turks at Tar/hi,anfwcr3 threat, 
ningly t6 the Turks requeft, that he wotild not lay down Arms, except 
Stlymus would reftore the fon of A ladolus, to his Kingdom, and forbear 
to meddle with any of Ifoaels Provinces^ he alfo defires «tp be Arbitrator 
of the differences between him and the Sophi • this fo exafperated Selymus 
that he diverts his Wat from P erfid, and falls’unexpcftedly uponOww- 
gena , an Egyptian Province, and incamps himfelf not farre from A lepo 9 
Camp fon brings his Army from Damafcut and encounters with the 
Turks } but Cajerbeius Governourof A tepo and Cmagtna, hot only per- ' * (* 
fidioufly forfook, but alfo purfued Camp fon, io that the iMamalucs were 
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An t chrifh defeated , and Campfon himfclf being heavy with arms, and troubled with a 
rupture in his belly, fell with his horfc, and was troad to death in the dull. Of 
the Turks 30c o were killed, of the Mamalucks 1000, among which were the 
Governors of Damafctss and Tripoli, but a great (laughter was committed in 
1515 the flight whilfl the Peercs and Gentry were polling towards Hierapolis , fin¬ 
ding themfclves betrayed by Caierbejus • thefc Selymus perfues , who under- 
(landing they were got to Damafcus , takes in Hierapolis , and fends $unus Baf- 
fai with a partic of norfe to Damafcus , but the enemy was gone thence* where¬ 
upon the Tftrk marchcth thither with all his army, to whom the gates are pre- 
fently opened * Tripoly,Berytus y Sydon, Ptolemais , and other places did fiib- 10 
mit to Selymus. 

Selymus having obtained Syria fo fuddcnly, refolves to purfuc the remainders 
of the Mamalucks , who having cfcaped to Memphis y had made T omumbejus 
the Cireaffian Sultan there.in the place of Campfon . The Arcadian high-way 
robbers are fupprefled by Sin an PafTai, who opens a way to Ga^a.Tomumbqus 
had fent Ganelins thither with an army, who were defeated by Sdymus y all the 
Egyptian Colours were taken, the Governor of Alexandria , thcPrxtorof 
Memphis , one thoufand horfe, and great numbers of Arabians were (lain, Sinan 
Baflai loft aoco hor(e , and many prime men. But the Arabians recruiting 
fell upon the Turks at Ga^a y and killed many of them, till Selymus brought 20 
his whole army into fade a, where he joyncs with Sinan Baffai, and takes Ga\a 
upon furrender : Then he marcheth. within fix miles of Memphis y where he 
is enCountrcd by T omumbejus , whofe Counfels were betrayed to the Turk by 
(ome Fugitives * fo that Selymus <*ot the vi&orie, moftof the Egyptian prime 
men being loft: Thcchoiccft of their horfc affrighted with die Turkijh Ca¬ 
nons, fled and got into the Citv, the ftreets whereof they Barracadoed 
with great pieces of timber * but this could not keep out Selymus , who 
breaks through all impediments, and in three days fight deftroys in a man¬ 
ner the whole race of c Mamalucks: Some that had efcaped into a Church 
and fubmitced thcmfelves to the Turks mercy, were all by his command 3 ° 
cut off. 

T omumbejus beyond Nibs recruited his Forces, another battel is fought, 
and in it the Egyptians quite defeated, T omumbejus was found lurking a- 
mong reeds up to the middle in water , after the Turk had a long time tortu¬ 
red him, to make him confefs where his treafurcs lay * he let him on a 
poor Jade which carried him about the City * then he caufethhim robe 
ftrangled, and hanged up on an iron hook in one of the Gates, for a (pc- 
1 * 17 <ftaclc to all paffengers, of the one’s Viftory , and the other’s miferie: And 
thus ended the Kingdome ol the Mamalucks in Egypt , which from the extir¬ 
pation of Saladins Pofteriue in OMelechlala , had continued about two hun- 4 ° 
dred forty three years. 

Egypt and Syria being fubdued , Caierbejus for a reward of his 
Treachcrie at Alepo , is made Govcrnour of Egypt-, and Gaelics , who 
upon the overthrow of the Mamalucks , fubmittea to zhe Turk , isfeto- 
ver Syria : Out of Memphis or Ale air , above 500 of the chicfe Fami¬ 
lies , befider multitudes of Women and Children of the Mamalucks 
Progenie , and all that could be found of that race, arc at Alexandria 
cut in pccccs by Selymus his Command. 

Then he returnes in Triumph to Byzantium and threatens Chriften- 
dom * But in his preparation for Warrc, he is arrefted by a Cankering JO 
Ulcer in his Kidneys, which fpreading , putrified his whole body , (o 
that he died miferably in that fame place of.Thracia y where he endevouredto 
o intrap his Father Baja^et. He lived forty fix years, and reigned eighr. As 
5 he was breathing out his cruel foul, he commended his fon Solyman to the care 

of 
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of Pyrrhus Baffa, of Cilicia, , injoyning him to forbear the Perfians y and to An* Chrifit 

make war upon the Chriftians. He was a moft barbarous Tyrant, who fpa-, 
red neither Father, Brothers, nor any of his kindred, nor his chief Com¬ 
manders, that did him beft fcrvice nor his own fon , whom he would have 
inurthered with a poifoned Coat, which the mother fufpe&ing, gave it not 
to Solyman, but to one of his Chamber, who by it was quickly killed. £>

CHAP. XXf. 


The Tttrkifh Htjfory under Solyman, Selymus, Amurath Mahumet 3 d ,Ach- 

mat, Muftapha, Ofman and Amurath 4 th , from the year 1520, till the end 

of 16^6. \ T 

S olyman the only Con of Selyrtous, fuecceded Gazelles, Governour 
of Syria, thinking himfclf now freed from nis Oath by the 
deatn of Selymus , revolted, intending to make himfclf Ma¬ 
tter of Syria 3 for this caufe he entertains all the remainders of 
the Mamalucs , and the inhabitants of that Country, which 
flock to him in great numbers. He infinuates himfclt alfo in¬ 
to the affections of the great Matter of the Rhodes , from whom he defired 
fome Artillery, Arms, and Gallics. He fcnds alfo privately to Cajerbeius in 
Aleair , Governour of Egypt , exhorting him to joyn, and to revenge the 
blood of the Circafsians , and to re-eftabliih in the aeftrudion of the Turks^ 
the old government by Sultans . But C ajerbeius confidcring the difficulty 
of this bufinefs, andtnat no credit was to be given to an old Enemy, kills 
the Agent, and makes the Turk acquainted with the plot. Whereupon So - 
go lyman fcnds Farates Ba/fai , with an Army into) Syria , which fo affrigh¬ 
ted Gazelles , that though he had taken Tripoli , and other Garifons from the 
Turk , yet he betakes himfclf into Vamafcus^ hither Forates repairs, with all 
fpeed. refolves to hazard all in one battel, and either to get the vi¬ 

ctory, or elfe todie honourably .* both Armies joyned-, in this confli&, both 
he and his Maynalucs were cut off by this vi&ory-, Syria is recovered, and the 
fidelity of Cairbeius is confirmed. 

The next year after this vi&ory, by the perfwafion of the $ani\aries,Soly- 
man refolvcs to fall upon Belgrad in Hungary , where were fet up many Tro¬ 
phies taken from the Turks 3 Solyman fends an Army to Sophia , a City in Str¬ 
ep via , and he haftencth after, fo that he was come before the Hungarians knew 
any thing. Ludovick the young King, was totally ruled by others, fo that he 
was in effect but a titular King: Hence an Army could not be fuddenly raifed* 
whereupon Solyman took Belgrad without oppofition 3 who after this vi&ory 
retted a year, then he refolves to try his fortune upon Rhodes , though he was 
diflwadca by his friends who were not unmindful of the loflc, difgrace, and 
rcpulfc Mahumet received there, befides the danger that might enfue to the 
Sultans own perfon by the Chnftian Fleet. Notwithftanding Solyman would • 
in this be ruled by none, but by his own Genius • therefore about the end of 

he repairs thither \Vith 400 (hips, and 200000 T *rJb,with great ftorc of 1 5 n 
5oBrafic Ordnance placed upon twoHils, which the Turks made themfelvcs, 

. fhoveling up Earth for the fpace of two miles from the City into a wonderful! 
height. So great was the multitude of workmen,that in a fhort time they came 
to the Townc-Ditches, working under ground for fpringing of Mines. 
Villadam the great Matter , a French man born, behaved himfclfe 
ftoutly, playing continually upon the Turks with his great Ordnance, that 
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At'Chnfti the Ditches wer? filled with dc^d bodies • yet Solyrfiari would not give over, 
though ht had loft above thirty thoufand of his men by the bloody Flux. At 
laft tne

had no fiipply from Chriftendom , though the Turk had received Re¬ 
cruits from Egypt and Natolia , for Cajerbeius lent forty fhips with ail manner 
of Warlike provifion. Mean while Pope Hadrian arrived out of Spain into 
‘ Italy, with fome (hips and Gallies, and about three thoufand Foot. Thefe 
he was advifed to fend to Rhodes , and joyn with the fifty Venetian Gallies rea- Co 
dy at Crete , but he refufed to fend them : wherefore the Rhodians having nei¬ 
ther help, nor hope, furrendred themfeives to the Turk, conditionally they 
might enjoy their lives and goods, except the brafs Ordnance- which was 
granted, and carefully ohfctved by Solyrhanf who would not fuller the foldicrs 
to touch any confecrated thing belonging to Saint joints Church, when he en- 
tred Rhodes with thirty thoufand men there was not a word heard fpoken a- 
mdrtg them , but as filent as Carthaftan Monks. When Villadan. took his 
lCflVeof S Hyman. he was difitiilfed with all cOnrtefic , fo 'that Solpify turning 
about to one of his Bafsais , faid, It grieVcs me tfaixh ht) to fee thi$ unfortu¬ 
nate old man driven from his habitation, arid to depart hence with fo fad a 20 
countenance. So this Bulwark of Chriftcftdom, to the honour of Solyman, 
and difhoriour of Chriftendom, Was furtvndred after fix months fiege. In 
Egypt Cajerbeivnl ied, to whom fucceeded com at h Vxifsa, who thought to 

have made himftlf Sultan, but his plot was dete&ed , arid he juftly punched 
vviich death. Habraim B*fsa> Solymans Favorite, is fent to quiet Egypt, which 
hedid with great wifdom^ wherefore he was ftaortly after called home to Con- 
ftantinople , by Solyman, and honoured with the Title of Beglerbeg, or Lord 

of Lords. ' • . it: .. 

After this, Solyman proclaims war ajgainft Hungary: King Ludorvic raifes 
an Army of twenty four thoofand Horfc and Foot, of raw and unskilfoll men-, 3 ° 
neither had he any fupply from the Chriftian Princes, except from the Pope, 
who on his own charges raifed for him fome German and Bohemian Foot. 
The Turkifli Army confifted of two hundred thoufand men, which made So- 
lymAn admire the Kings folly, that would with an handful of men oppofc him- 
felftofuch a mighty Army*, but the unfortunate King was advifea to fight 
by Paul Tomor, Arch-Bilhop of Colloeen , who had heretofore in fome light 
Skirmifhes, beat the Turk, but never encountred him before in anyfet Bat¬ 
tel. * In the end, this unfortunate King, as We have laid already, was drowned 
in a Bog, not being able by reafon of his heavy Arms; to get out from under 
hisHorfe* the thoufand Horfe, his Life-guard,in defending the Waggons and * 
Baggage, were cut off, the Arch-Bifhop, with the odier Bifhops {Fain, and 
the whole Army utterly defeated, fo that few efcaped with their lives, notwith- 
ftanding that the Turkilh Ordnance did no hurt for the Gunners being Chri- 
ftians, ihot purnofcly over their heads. The Battel being fought, Solyman 
marchethto/Wd, where the Caftle was furrendred to him, thcGarifon dif- 
miffed with life and goods. Two brazen Statues fetup by Matthias, were 
caried thence to Conftantinople as a Trophy of Solymans Vi&ory, who flayed 
not long after in Hungary, bccaufc of the Winter, but returned home-, nor 
did he after this make any more War upon the Chriftians, only he laid fiege to 
Vienna , which with Ioffe and difhonour he was fain to raife again. He alfo 
beat the Spanifi Fleet, and took from them the Iflc Utfeninges , over againft 5 ^ 
the African Syrtcs , the Caftle whereof was defended by the Duke of Medina, 
Viceroy of Sicily: Pi alts Bafsa, defeated the Spanijh F(eet, that befieged Tri¬ 
poli, and forced the Caftle to furrender, for want of water and visuals about 
18 thoufand Chriftians were (lain and caried away prifoners to Cofjftafttino- 

fit. 
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pic, where at that time Busbeqahts Ferdinands' EmbafladortVatf Refident'/ and An.tibrifti 
relieved many of them with ncteffarics. But as Solynan was* happy in his Vi- 
dories abroad, fo he Was unfortunate in his affairs at home' • "for he commit¬ 
ted Paricidenpon thefalfedccnfation of BijfJd or koxiUmi^ his beloved wife, 
who hated CMnJlapha■ Self mans fon by another venture this Mttftapha had 
done excellent fervice for bis Father a^ainft the Verjiart y iind was generally 
well beloved for his excellent parts ; especially by the g Parities , wherefore 
he was accufed for affeding the Empire, \v :h His Father was too apt to believe, • 
therefore marcbeth towards him with an Army : fends for Mttjtapha irfto His 
1 c Pavilion, who tntftin^ to his own innocenty 1 , cittie boldly. 7 'Sotymafr gave 
order to fome Mutes that were ftrong men, but,dumb,to fall upon him,' and 
ftrangle him, which they did at laft not without much ftrtigling for* 
pha being young and ftrong, made refiftance a lon£ time $ the cruel Father,

alfo was much afflided by his other fon, which he had of Roxolaaa. hi$ name

:r Provinces, which lay ncer together \ x this neighbOurHobH pave dccafion oF 
quarrels, which coming to S olymans prs, r [wit^coinglaipts of fome who' ha¬ 
ted Baja^et, that he intended to invade the Emptfe , fo*-defttoy .his brother 
S’dymtts , that he might not be destroyed by him, when' lice fbould come to 
reign, ahcl that He meant alfo to depofe his old Father. 1 Patently cfomma,rifl 
is given by Rplym&n, that the two brothers fhoulcl \k removed ftjom their Pro¬ 
vinces, ‘ ind two other afligned them, that might beofa greater'diftance. 
lytnus\n obedience to his Father, accepted of his ppv Tjroyinqe, which'Ri)4- 
ytt refufed to do, and withal fetupa ralfe Mupaptia agamft.his Father, where; 
by he incurred h i Fathers difpleafure, and dangcjr of urangUng y but by jh? 

^ointreaty oYRoxella/ta,' he' was reconciled; to his fon, .who fending for Him p 
chcckt him fevercly for his infolency,* both agoing him 4n'd hi£ brother, wilh- 
jnghim not to ufc any finiftrous means to obtaiij.the Empire ^ which if God 
had appointed for him, it fliould be his in fpigHt pf alfthc \yorlc( •, but if God 
had other wife determined , all his labour in attaining tqit,. would be. in vain > 
with this Stoical Doifrinc, did he wo^lc upon his fon, $ while/then after, lie 
had acknowledged hisfaglt, and begged pardpn^cupofj liquour vva$ pre- 
Tented to him which he was fearful to drink, t thinkjng it had been poifon yet 
perceiving h:s mother looked cheerfully on him , aid drink thereof, and hi? 

Father pledgcd'him inthefamecumBut afterward this Baja^tt flew, out a- 
gain,in rebellion, and was forced to flic intofyrfu for fheltcr, where he was 
apprehended and iraprifoned *, and at laft upon the Turks intreaty^ the jP 
having received fatisfaftion for the hurt he had fuftained by B4j4^fr,with arieh 
prefent from S olynah, deli vers him up to Half* /?, the T urks Agent, who caried 
him thence away by a Turkifh Garifon, and ftrangled him. The fame fate of 
the Father fell upon hi^ four fons alfo,’ f who were all flain. This S olywafl alfo 
having hs^lgood fuccefsagainftiiW^, attempts Malta,w\ ith a Fleet of 205 
Sail*, but fohn Valet chcgrcat M after, fo ftoutl/jiyith his forces defended.it, 
by the aflifhncc of C areas, the Sparrijb Admiral,that the Turks after fix ninths 
jQffiegc, and. the lots of, twenty three thoufand men, were forced with ftame to 
depart, wt)0 wrackt their anger upon the Ifle Chios ^ which h?d been in He pof- 
f^flion of (jewa ,above :oc, years-, now. it is broughtander the'Tuiid/h yo}cc by 
?tails Bafsa. And though Soljmans body grew weak by agc^ing.now almoft 
fourfcorc 7 ,yct:his arrtbSious thoughts were no;at all wcaknedj but even then 
being fblicitcd by th tTranfjlvaman, beflegeth Sigethum^ a city in Hungary^ 

with 
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with 200 thoufand men, bat in the midft of his vain hopes , death cuts 
him off, having reigned 47 years, he was a Prince temperate in his diet, 
comely in perlonage, carefull of his word, and generous in his a&ions : 
his death was concealed by M ahum# Baflaifrom the Soldiers, leaftthey 
fhould be thereby difheartned. About this time the Tartars Leaking in 
upon Haw try, kept Lazarus Sutndtus from relieving the belieged Townti 
which atlaft was taken , but not without the lolsof 30000 Turktin a 
Tally made by Nicholas S erinius , who in that aftion was cut off with his 
Garrifon. 

To Solyman fuccecded his Ton Selymus 2*, he alfo fends aid to the Tran- IO 
fylvaman againft Hungary $ mean while Sitendius takes divers Townes 
from the Tartar, whom he beats quite out of Panonia, then takes Tome 
Townes from the Turk , and enlargeth the Territories of Cafar IV Uximl - 
Hatty with whom Stlymus makes a peace for 8 years $ about which time Cj - 
frus fubmits to the Turkifh yoke: For Selymus pretended that this Ifle was 
a member of the Kingdomeof Egypt, whereof now he was fupreme 
Lord y and that the Venetians in that regard paid a yearly tribute into his 
Exchequer * but now having falfified their faith to the Turks, they were 
bound to make reftitution. The Venetians though much troubled at the 
burning of their Arfenal lately, yet refolve not to loofc that noble Ifland 
which had now been one hundred years in their pofTeiGon * therefore so 
they enter into league with Pope Pius 5* and the King of Sf ah , who 
rigg out a ftrong Fleet into.the fea * but the ambition and quarrels of the 
Commanders flaying at Crete, loft all opportunity of doing goods for in 
this interim Cyprus is wafted by Muftapha and Pialis the Ttorktjb Generals: 
Then the City Nicofsa , after a months fiege is taken. Famagujld, called 
Salomu ofdde, having for eleven months ftoutly fuftainea all the Tnr- 
kifh aflaults, at laftyeilded upon honorable conditions, had they been as 
honorably obferved by the barbarous infidel Muftapha , who though he 
promifcdlife, liberty and goods , yet moft wickedly murthered.thofe 
whom by his Oath he fhould have protefted, he caufed Antoninus BragatU - 
mus his ears and nofe to be cut off, his body to be flead alive, and his skin •. 
to be ftuft with ftraw , and hanged at the main yard of his Galley : Of 
the Venetians that were bound for Crete* he made Gally-flaves, the chief 
prifoners and fpoiles are fent to Stlimus, but a Cyprian Lady appointed for 
th cSultans luft,fet fire by fome barrels ofgunpowderon the two fhip$,that 
neither (lie, nor the other prifoners, nor fpoiles, were ever feen or enjoy¬ 
ed by Stlimus. This Ifland the Turks bought at a dear rate, for they loft 
about 60000 men in this War befides what they loft the year after, in the 
battel of Lepanto, at the Iflands called Echinadx , fought by the Chriftian 
Fleet,under the command of Van $ohn of Auftrja, Char Is tne 5 lh> ‘ baftard. 49 
Scbaftian Veneras , afterward Duke of Venice , and M .Antonias Column a ,25 
thoufand T*rib were then flain, and 4000 taken } 14 thoufand Chri- 
ftian flaves were releafed , the whole T urkijh Fleet of 250 Saile, 
was either torne or taken j onely Ulu\al with 30 Gallics efcapcd. And 
theyear enfuing theTurkifh Armado appeared whole and intire s fo 
that a Turk compared wittily thelofsof Cyprus, tothelofs of an arm, 
which could never grow again * but the lols of L tpanto to the (having of 
oneshaire, which will increafe the thicker. Not long after the Turks 
take Coletum in Africa , from the Spaniard by Shan Baflii, befides the new 
Fort, 500 pieces of Ordnance, and rich booties, upon the report of which * 

S oodnewesatC onftanthoplt, SiJjwiwdicd, having reigned 8 years * alit- 
e before his death he took Moldavia by treafon, killed the Vayvod and 
annexeth it to Walachia . 

To Selymus fuccecded his fon A mttraih 3 a [ wb o began his reigne with 
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the parricide of his 5 brothers, whom hecaufedtobe murcheredin his An.Chrifll 
own prefence .* He intends to make vVar upon the Perftans * over whom 
reigned lfmael the fon of Techmafes , who alfo flew hi9 brothers: He for 
his crueltie is poyfoned by his own fitter, and fo Mabumet Hodabandes ob¬ 
tained his fathers Kingdome. Againtt him Amurath was incenied, be- 
saufe he fomented and maintained the Adrians againtt the Turks $ Be- 
fides, A nwrath had fome Dreams animating him to raife arms againtt the 
Per pans as Hereticks. The Tartars and Georgians, or Iberian Chrittians took 
pare with the Parthian againtt the Turk. Thefe Iberians aided by the Celebs, 

Armenians and Medes had divers and doubtful! incouniers with M nflapba 
that cruel Turkifh Generali : The firtt year of this War yothoufand 
Turks loft their lives by the fword, famin, and water, befides the Europa- 
an Tartars, the 7 *rif Auxiliaries were all cutoff* wherefore Muflapha 
is removed from his Generalfhip , andSinan BaiTaiis made chief Viiier 
or Couneeller, whofe fucccfs in this War was no better then Muftapba's, 
who fearing publick punifliment, put violent hands on himfelf, his e- 
ftatc by this, fell to the Sultan . Sinan Baffai alfo for his bad fuccefs is put 
out of his place and banifhed* neither was the luck of his fucccffor Ft- 
rates much better. About this time alfo the Pnecopit Tartars, who in¬ 
habit Taurica , Cher fontftss , of the Turks confederates are made their flaves, 

20 which is the effeft commonly of the Turks friendlhip. For becaufe Ma - 
fjumet the Tartar, would not upon A murath's perfwauon affift Prince of- 
man in his Wars, but went home pretending to fupprefs the Cojfacks, wa¬ 
fting and robbing by the Euxin fea, therefore by Ofman Baffai, and IJlan 
the Tartars brother, now let out of prifon, he deprives Uahumet both of 
his life and Kingdom*, and caufed both his fons to be ftrangled with 
their father * So Jftan is made Fiduciary King of thefe Tartars . 

But this Mahumet had one fon who efcaped, he raifed an Army and re¬ 
covered from ijlon a good part of his fathers Kingdome : Amur at h in the 
interim fends Ofman againtt the PartkUns, who in his journey had many 
3 ° difaftures, at laft he efcaped into Tauriftum, which he fenced , and 5 days 
after died of a Difenterie , whilft in the mean while A muratb being ta¬ 
ken with a fit of the falling Sicknefs, to which he was fubjett, had al- 
moft brained himfelf by the beating his head againtt the ftones. In Car - 
ne$la, Amurath is beaten by the Chrittians, therefore is forced to renew 
the peace with Cafar. The Turks alfo in a battel with the Parthlans 
which lafted 3 days and 3 nights,loft about 80 thoufand men,and Taurifi- 
um, one of the Parthian Regall Seats is recovered again by them: After this 
Vidory , the Parthian King betakes himfelf to a privat life, and fhortly 
after died. Ibrahim the Egyptian Baffai, fubdues the Maronttt of tibanus, 

4 ° and the Trufi of the Chriftian profeffion, who were never till now 

brought under the Turks yoke * but the Pamnian Turks, whilft they break 1587 

in upon Croatia , are all cut off by the Chrittians: Near Sijfeea 12 thou¬ 
fand Turks were killed or drowned * but the Grecian Praetor to be reven¬ 
ged , camebefore Sijfeea with a great Army and tookit.• Divers other 
places are taken by them from the Chrittians, and divers from them by 
the Chrittians: Whilft Matthias, Tiefeubaehim and other Chriftian Com* 
manders in Hungary make War againtt the truce breaking Turks under St- 
rinius and Sinan , Amurath weakoed with leachery and fits of the [tone, 
was conveyed by death to Mahumets Paradife, tnere to fatiate himfelf 
jo with all kinde of carnall pleafures * he reigned 21 years, in his time the 
Turks break the league twice with the Hungarians, for which the Baffai of 
tuda is ftrangled, and Sinan his fucceffor difplaced. Poland alfo was by 
them invaded , with whom a peace is concluded. In a mutiny among the 
Janifariesat Conftantinople 1 5thoufand houfcs are burned: Fafcla,Vala- 

tbia and Moldavia fall off from the Turk. _ 

To 
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An.Chrifii To ^yirntratb 3 d fucceeded his fon Mahumet 3 d , who was circumcifcd by 
his father : He initiated his reigne with the enurther of 18 of his brothers 
whom he ftranglcd. The Valachtans who had revolted , fought fuccef- 
fully againft the Tttrks^ Strigon and Vicegrade arc taken by the Chriftians: 
Feratm was ftrangled tor his wealth , and bad fuccefs together. Lippa is 
taken by the T ranfylvanian : S inan in a (harp conflitt is beaten, and lofeth 
tothoufandof hisinen^at lift after many difaftures he is driven beyond 
the 'river Agrius^ where he died with age and grief: Upon whofe death, 
Mahumet the Sultan marcheth toward Hungary with a great army , where 
he takes A gria y and defeats Maximilian at Cajfovh , this great vittory was to 
obianied 2CO years after that other at Hicopolti: After this he returns 
triumphing to Conftantinople 5 this vi&ory coft him 50 thoufand Turks. 
v Maximilian loft 2 ooco with 1 20 pieces of Ordnance and all the baggage. 

Omat Baffai with 60 thoufand Turks befiegeth Varadin , from whence he is 
beat off by the Chriftians with lofs, Mafmmt being informed that his 
Sulianeffe did enquire of fome Sooth- fay eft ;what fhould be her Tons fate, 
firft caufed his fon to be ftrangled in her prefence, and then commanded 
her to be flung into thefea , with fuchas wereconfcious of her curiofitie^ 
but the next year he paid dearly for this his crueltie 3 for the Perjian took 
Tattrifam from him. The Knights of Malta deftroyed Naupattum and Pa 20 
trd : Rupuormtm having cut oft theTwrifo at Pettum ^ recovered Hatuana: 
The Sultan with his overgrown bellie , and goutieleggs, amongfthis 
concubins and Catamits was furprifed by a peftiientiali feaver, of which , 
he died the 34 year of his age , having reigned 8 years: He had caufed 
before he fell fick,all the wines in Conjantinople to be ftaved, except thofe 
that belonged to the French, Engli(h > and Venice Ambaffidors,upon a fedi- 
tion of the Janizaries. 

To Mabumet fucceeded his fon A chmet being yet underage. Upon 
inteftin Wars between the Hungarian and Tranfylvanian , raifed by George 
Bajla 3 Peflum is regained by the Turks , and (o is S trigonittm which had 3 ° 
been 10 years in the pofieffion of Rodulphus. hchmet made 20 years peace 
with Cdfar : Mi tthias having obtained Hungary , confirmed the peace. 
aoocoTVibare overthrown by theVerftans atBabylom they havedivers 
encounters,}and various fuccefs in the Mediterranean fea with the Florenths 
and Malteses 3 Batorius being accufed before the Sultan , that he held cor- 
refpondence with Cdfar , and purpofed to deliver up Datia to him, there¬ 
fore the Turk refolves firft to fet up Andrew GretTjus , then Bethleem Gabor 
as Fiduciarie Prince of Dacia 3 then he makes a truce for a time with the 
Parthian He alfo renewes the 20 years peace with Cdfar , that he might 
be without difturbance, revenged on the Coffacks , who having wafted ^ 
the chief Cities of M ufcovia, and many places in Tartary , they burned 24 
Turkifh Gal lies in the Black fea : And being threatned by the Sultan, 
grew more infolent} fothat they over-run T hracia, plundring all, even al- 
moft to the Walls of Byzantium 3 they wafte alio Bithynla and Paphlagonia , 
and deftroy Trapezund y with it’s Harbour , Gallies and Arfenall} they 
burn Sinope of Pontus , and fo laden with rich bootie, return to Sarmatiaot 
Poland . A chmet fends to the King of Poland to have reftitution for thefe 
Ioffes, whofe anfwer was that he was ignorant of thofe paffages : But 
that the Turk could not revenge himfelf upon the Polanier , vvas,byrea- 
fon of the Perjian , who prevailed mightily in A fa for by the revolt of a 
Turkifh Baffin, he did wafte with fire and fword the Sultan’s Territories 50 
far and near 3 and had almoft driven the Georgian King out of his Domini¬ 
on, for adhering to the Sultan. 

In the fixteenth year of this laft century, the Turks had many difa- 
fters both by fea and land 3 for in the Mediterranean they vvercbeaten by 
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the Spaniards, Florentins , and Malteses inMoeotis by the Coffacks , in Afia by An.Chrifi 
the Perfians, where they loll 4C000 by the plague and thciword : But being ^ 
shifted by ihtTartarsvhzy invade Podolta, and drove thence great booties. Af¬ 
ter this Achmet died in the 14 year of his government : In his time there died 
of the plague in one year at Conftantinople 200000. The Florentin put to flight 
and took 42 Turkijh Gallics *, In one of which taken by them v;crc 300 flaves. 
ADervifiaris {lain for throwing a ft one at the Sultan: The Caftlcof Lango 
was Liken by the Florentin : The Jews expelled Peru, Traffique granted to the 
Hollanders out of l\\zTurks ill will to Spain : yTurkijh Galles taken by the 
1 o Viceroy of Sicily. The Baflai of Si don for favouring the Florentin , is purfu- 
ed by Achmet , whereupon he flyeth to Florence with 14^ 00 weight of gold. 

Nafluff Baflai is executed for holding intelligence with the Per fan. vfacaia, 
thefuppofed fon of Mahumet 3 d , joyned with the Ajiatick rebels,hoping there¬ 
by to recover his right : Achmet befides his Circafian Sultanefle , maintained 
400 Concubins, he died the 30 year of his age. 

Achmet dying, refignes the Government to his brother Mufiapha , who 
had been (hut up in a Cell to follow his devotions * fo being preferred to his 
brother Achmets fons performes his Funerall Ceremonies, but hewasen- 
vied for his auftcrity , and held unfit for fo great a burthen as the Govern- 
ac ment of that Monarchy, therefore after three months is font back to his old 
Prifon : And ofm.tn being now twelve years of age, is made Sultan * a 
youth of a fervent fpirit. 

The Turks to be revenged on the Cosfachs , break in upon Podolta , where 
they defeat the Governor of that Countrey with three thoufand men. In 
Afta they had a great battel with the Perfians , which was fo bloody to 
both parties, that though the Perfian had the better, yet was contented to 
fuc for peace, which was granted upon the payment of an yearly Tribute 
ofiilk fluffs to the Turk-, who now being fecureof the Parthian , falls up¬ 
on Falochia and c Moldavia , by the afliftance of the Tartars , bccaufe the 
Vayvod Grattan , had confpired with the Polander again ft the Turks , there¬ 
to fore Ofman endeavoured to deftroy him •, for this cauic he lends Campagius as 
his Lieutenant. Two battels are fought, inthefirft the Po Ionian prevailed, 
and Campagtut is killed *, In thefecond the Turks have the better, and Gra- 
*/4*with his Auxiliaries cut off : Hereupon ofman turns the Poland Am- 
baflador out of his Court, and dcnounceth open war againft him , who 
at the fame time was like to be murthcrcd by a Villain. In CMildavian 
battel 1 is fought, wherein the Turks defeat the Polander: Eutthc next March 
Prince Ladt/Utu with fifty thoufand falls furioufly upon the Sarbarians and 
utterly defeats them : ofman being highly inrag cd at this, brings an army 
of three hundred thoufand into CMoldavia, but againft: the will of nis friends. 

. 0 Ladiflans with fixty thoufand Polanders and Germans , defends the borders of 
hisKingdomc, untill his Father Sigifmund Ihould bring the.whole body of 
the Pol onion horte : The two armies facing each other, ofman aflaulcs the 
Polander , andftrives tofhutupthc Cofjacks ; So great was the (laughter on 
bodifides, that the Turk being out of hope to proceed any further, propo- 
feth peace upon equall conditions, which the Polander gladly accepted of, 
all his provifions being fpent, fo that he had fcarce enough letx for one day. 

Of the Polanders and Germans were {lain about 12 thoufand, befides many 
that died of the ficknefs : Of the Turks were killed about one hundred thou- 
5cfand, and as many more that died by other accidents. About two years 
i after ofman the Sultan being fufpe&ed that he would change the Militia and 
undertake a tedious pilgrimage to Mahumets Sepulchre, is forfaken by his 
Janizaries, and his Uncle Mujlapha reftored to the Government*, whofea- 
ring leaft he mijght be depofed again as before,, caufed ofman Drcfcntly to be 
Branded; which done, he fends to Cafar anEmbaflador for confirming 
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Cbrtit the peace * and allies Turren the elder to wa'teand plunder Moravia , but 
fhortly after he is forced by the Janizaries to quit his government, and to 
give place to Amuratb^. Oftnans brother being 16 years of age } fo in the 
{pace of 16 months, Turkic faw three Sultans, whofe large bribes exhau- 
ftedthe treafury : For the Spachi and Janizaries efteem their Emperors 
according to their bribes and donatives. 

The tumults ofTarki fell heavie upon thegreateft and wealthicft men, 
whofebaggs were emptied and eftates plundered. Ar^ironim Baflai to 
punifb the Janizaries infolencies, in offering to put their Lord to death, 
raifed a formidable army in A ft*, with which he threatned and affright¬ 
ed the Royall City : The Perfians layinghold on this opportunity, brake 10 
in upon the Turki/h dominions, feifeth on Balylon, layeth fiege to Ed([fam 
of Mefopotamia. Arziron befiegeth Pru/ia and A ugeronia: A great army is' 
fent againft thePtfrnfow,. which by him is much weakned and (haken. 
The Tartars to be revenged on the Cojfacks, for the wrongs done by them 
to the Hungarian Turks break in upon Podolia: Their fir ft expedition fuc- 
ceededwel-but in the fecond they were drawn into an Ambufcado by the 
Polander , who killed multitudes of them. The Sultan underftanding that 
Siaa A has the Parthian King, and huzband of 800 Concubins was dead, 
refolves to make a lafting Sc firm peace with the Partbians: therefore cau- 
fed A rzinnius to fubmit, whom he made Governor of Bofnia then he (ets 
Zpambetfu Ctrain at liberty from his prifon at Rhodes , and having defeated 20 
his competitor, makes him again King of Tortary, The French Ambaf- 
fador who was imprifoned by Mufiapha upon the cfcape of Prince Coresky 
the Moldavian out of the Black Tower, was releafed by ofman. About 
which time the Turks take Manfrcdonia in Sicily, and Vats in Hungary , not- 
withfbnding the peace } Prince Coresky is apprehended and ftrangled in 
prifon : After two years of durance, he was a Lord of Poland, taken pri- 
fonerinthelaft war, The Turks Gallies return from the Black Sea with 
170 poor Ccjfacks tn triumph: The great Defterdar or Treafurer of Tar* 
ky is ftrangled anti flung out in his fhirt into the ftreets* for being foo 
rich. The Sul tan flatters the Tarter to enter Poland, but could not pre- 3 ° 
vail: The Gtcrgians defeat the Perfians , and lend many of their heads to 
the Port} wherefore prefently a league is made with thofe Georgians: 
8cco Perfians defeated by the Turks neare Msful, or Ninivie 5 at the fiege 
of Babylon were killed between 5 and 6000 Turks : Newes alfo comes 
to the Port Irom Babylon, that the Perfians had befieged the Viziers camp 
now in great diftrefs for want of provi fion , which caufed at Conftantino - 
p/egreat diftempers; the Janizaries alfo mutinieagainft Befiangi Baffai, 
for bearing one of their order by the Sultans command, who could not 
be appeafed by the Sultans intreatie, till the Baffai was difplaced. Tar¬ 
tarian by the Turks inftigation invades Podolia •, but returning thence 4 ° 
with much bootie,is defeated,with lofs of his army.The Ceffacks upon this 
prepare 7Q3Frigots to fall upon the Sultans armado, which caufed great 
fear in Conflantinople ; but by the mediation of the Kingof Great Brltains 
Ambaffador, who had made a peace between the Polanders and Turks, 
the differences were taken off: Another mutiny this year i$ railed a- 
mong the Janizaries againft the old Chimacham George Mebemet Baffai, 
whom the Sultan ("who would fain have prote&ed him) was forced todc- 
liver up to their fury, who firft ftrangled him 3 and then cut off hisearcs 
and nofe, carrying them about in Triumph 5 fome other great Officers r 0 
arlfo they execute in fpite of the grand Seignior- nor were they yet pact- 1 
fied , for thofe Janizaries who had no hand in the death of thefe 
men, in a tumultuous way flock to the Seraglio petitioning with 
threatnings that the Sultan would do Juftice on Segman Baffji, Lieute¬ 
nant to their>ff 4 ,and others who had bin authors of the laft murthers and 
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mutinies y, the Sul tan.is bfought out into his Court, and placed in hi's Tfy’6he^ Ah.chi’tjl 
who at la ft with good words and wholfome advice pac jfieth the .tumult,' Stgl 
'man Baffin 1 ? head is cut bff before the Court doore,by the Sultan s command, 

afterward divers Spachiand Janizaries, were ft rang led and Hung into the

io King of Great Britain a Ifq, fends a Letter to the Great Turk , .concerning-, the 
Treaty of ^Algier arid finis y complaining alfobf divers wrongs done to 1 his 
Sub;e<fts , and requiting Jtiftice. To which the Turk by his L^te^ahTwtfsL 
that there ftiall be nothing wanting in him towards the maintaining o( pcayC 
and union between tlicmfelves and their Mcrthiuiti, ‘ tb^t faUsfadionJljair 
be madc'for wrongs done, and prevention ufed fit the future / Overtures of 
peace are made by the Viceroy of Nagles in the King of Sgainers narnc’^wkh 
the Great Turk , and promifes to fet tree all Turkijh' (laves, to fecure'the out-; 
tan’s SubjcdH in th c Mcfiterraman Sea " to ferve Turk ry with Ea h-lndia Cotri- 
moditics , bv the Red Sea, and to .procure the King of Tolaridtb rc-, 
20^ ftrairi the Coffeclcs , from making e^turfiortsInto tlbe Black‘Sea*.' ^but'this ne¬ 
gotiation came to nothing , 1 being found fraudulent^ 2nd .qjicly t6 J affright 
Gabor , and to divert the Tarks Forc&‘ from aiding the enemies ofthe houfc 
Xnftria. ’ At Babylon the Turks fled in the night, bftrned their .Tents, and flun^ 
their Artillery in Euphrates *, the PekJJan purfuing, killed multitudes of then?/. 
The next year Gemots in Arabia revolts from the Turk ': J*l great .fleet is fent in¬ 
to the Euxin Sea to fhut in the Co(facks , in the interim fix Gallics of the DL 
of Tufcany took a- Gal lion with fomc lcffcr Ships bf the Catrt fleet with rich 
boot e, which caufcd 12 Gallics to be recalled . from'tKeJMack qca, topurfue 
the T ufcans * which they did, overtook them, and recovered thjir Ships witfp 
3 c the bootic: A Perftan Ambaffador arrives at the Pott with overtures of peace, 
and complaints areVnadc againft the Engliflj for fome wrongs done by them 
zb fomc Turkijh Ships in tne Red and Perfi art Seas/ whereupon the 
Ambafthdors fent Letters to the Englijl) for.rcftitution : Mean While the 
pans befiege <^ 4 chifca , take it, and kill 30c o Janizaries. The newes of the. 
King of Denmarks defeat, th cCefarians haftned both the Turk and Gabqr , to 
make their peace with the Emperor, it w as articled that Gabor Ihould be truer 
and faithfull to the Emperor ♦, that he with his Army (lull depart out of Ca- 
fars Territories, that reftitution be made to C*\ar of places, goods, andper- 
fons taken lately by the Prince < and that the Princes Subjects fhall do ho*' 
4c mage to the Emperor. In the peace between Cafar and the Sultan, it was a- 
grecd that the new Forts built on the confines of Croatia fhould be demolifti- 
ed , that all complaints be laid afide, no wrongs offered , fatisfaftion for Iof¬ 
fes made, and captives to be reftored, and Merchants to have free trade. Ha¬ 
lil Baffin, Generali of the Turk's Forces in A pa is raifed from the fiege of Ar- 
fyrttm, with the lo(s of his rear Canon and Baggage, and with a mutiny in his 
Army: This defeat was given by ^^Baftai 5 the Sultan Was much dif- 
contcnted at this report * yet rcfolves to profecute the w’ar 5 therefore fends a 
new Generali, and caufcth new Ordnance to be caft in his own prefence, ho¬ 
ping now to bring Abaffa Baffai the revolted Turk to obedience. Not long 
5c after the TartaHan is openly declared a rebcll and enemy to thcT urki/b Empire: 
Sir Thomas Roe the Englijh AmbafTador at the Port is called home, after fomc 
contcftations between him and the French Agent, about the Jefuits, which by 
his procurement, and the other Romijh Orders in Turky were banifhed the 
Turk's Dominions, except two which the French Ambaffador retained for his ‘ 
own FamiHc : The Jefuits order had been i> years at Galata, they firftquar- 
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rv\j of the Creek thurch, (which the Pope by his Emiflaries out of the Greek 
’ Cplledge in koriic, created by Gregory endeavoured to fubvert) procured the 
depofitionof Cyril , and the inftalment of another. *1 hen Cyril being refto- 
rea to ' his place, they got him to be baniflied and imprToned, who afterward 
clearing himfelt, was re-eftabliflied*, upon this the French Ambaflrdor, got the 
ftimp brought from £; gland , for Printing of Come Bookes of the Greek 
faith,to be plundred : but this being rcftoied again by the V;^;Vr,npon com* 
plaint made by ihc Englifi, the Jefuits are feizecl on, and fent away in (hips, 
with all their books ana goods. t io 

1 6zp The new cre&ed Vizier Huferuph Baffa l in the place of Hali Baffa , palfeth 
over *ich his Army into where his fuccefs was fo bad before Bagdad 

thatlie loft the third part ot his Army; whereupon a new Vizier y Halis Achmat 
B off* is made: fome contcftation fell out this year between the Engltfh 
an dTurks, at Sea, which procured fome intercourfe of Letters, and Comple¬ 
ments between the Turk and King Charles of Great Britain ♦, and fo the diffc- 
r&fas were reconciled* The old /^Vrisdifplaced, and a CdTation of the 
War with Perfu for two years, is publifhed. Halts Achmat Bajfa is made 
Vi\icr y to .thcdifcontentof the jpani^aries who hated him, therefore one day . 
163c they knockt him down,from his Horle with ft ones •, and though the Sultan 

came in perfori and interceded for him,, yet nothing would fatisfic but his life-, 20 
which in the fulfas prefence, they barbaroufiy took away, by tearing him 
in pieces. And the next morning they enter the Seragl o y and demand the 
v 1 Muffii , with fome other of their Officers of State , to be delivered up to them, 

whofc lives by the Sultans intreaty, were fpared, but their places taken away. 
Thefc tumults were raifed by the inftigation of Hufreff Baffa j\\\o was difeon- 
tenied for being depofed : He was well beloved of tnc foldiers for his bounty, 
therefore Mortcfa Baffa hath fecret inftruftions given him by the £#//** to 
ftrrng’e Hufreff, and to fend his Head privately to the grand Seignour * which 
was done accordingly, yet not fo fecrctly, but that the knowledge thereof 
came to the foldiers ears, who prcfently affemblc, and rudely enter the houfc 3 ° 
of the Vifitr Regeb Baffa , who fhewing that he had no hand nor knowledge 
in the murther, is forced to go with them to the Sultan , and to know of him 
who were the murthcrers of Hufreff: they ftay all the while in the outward 
Yard •, he in the Evening returns and allures them, that the Sultan would fa* 
\6yi tisfic them the next Morning, T hen they gave out that the Sultan had mur- 

thered his third Brother*, but when they were brought forth alive before them, 
they were for that night quieted. The next morning they aflemble again, and 
demand the Sultans Favorite to be delivered to them , which was done $ him 
prefcntly they tore in pieces, bccaufe the Sultans affeftion was greatly towards 
him*, then they fall into a new fufpition, that the Sultan had caufcd his three 4 ° 
brothers to be murthcred, after he had prefented them to the foldiers ; and up¬ 
on this they break into his Chamber, expoftulating with him for the death 
of Hufreff , and defiring the fight again of his three brothers, whom when 
they law, they rejoy ced, recommending them to his favour, and the care of 
his Officers. The next Morning, the Aga of th c#ani aries y who had hid 
himfelf, being found, was delivered by the Sultan to them, who tore him in 
pieces, and hanged up divers of his limbs in fcvcral places of the Town. All 
Grangers during this ftorm, lay clofe within their own Houfes. The Dutch 
AmbafTadcrs Houfe was aflanlted, and fo was the French, about fome Tnrkijh 59 
x 63 1 ftiips taken and made Prizes, but the matter after fome debate, is referred to a 

Trial in Law. 

About this time FJeas Bajfa rebelled againft the Sultan , and fpoiled all 
the Country near Smyrna , fo that the Conful and Merchants were forced 
to Tranfport thcmfclves, and goods to Seio . This Rebellion* w; 
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prefled by an army fcnt thither from the Sultan. Regeb Baflai the Vifier, An. Chrifli 
who was thought the fii ft after in thefe troubles, is ftranglcd in the Setaglio , 
without any mutiny of the Soldiers,becaufe moftof them were abroad upon 
fcrvicc. The year following was memorable for the fight between two T>;- ' 
g/ijh ihips in the Bay of Cajjandra^ and 30 Turks Gallics. 

In this fight the Enghjh Ships took fire and were bumed,divers were killed 3 
the two Matters, Harris and Wilde with 60 more, indeavouring to get to 
ftiore, were taken and put to theOarc. Of the Turks were flain 1700. the 1 63$ 
Captain Baflai hurt, and many Gallics made unferviceable. King Charts up- 
10 on the earned defire of the Englijh Ambafladors, wrote to the Sultan in be¬ 
half of the Captives, and for punifliing of the Captain Baflai, but to little 
purpofc 3 tnc King therefore to pacifie the Tnrk y ordered that no English fhould 
trade in corn within the Levant : Mean while the two Captains died. A great 
fire this year hapned in Byzantium , which confumed fome thoufands of hou¬ 
fes-, and the Perfian war is renewed : The great Vifier is fent forth with a 
part of the Militia, who durft not encounter the Perfians , but withdrew 
iwnfelf by the way of Aleppo , where he fhewed his Jufticc upon a corrupted 
Judge or Cadec , whom for his wealth and briberic he fenc in fetters to be a 
(lave in Cyprus *, having firft cut his hairc , then he confifcatcs his great eftatc 
2 o for the Sultan sufc : A great fear fell upon all the ft rangers in ty^wr/w/nhis 
year*, for their houlcs were fuddenly fealedup : A Venetian Merchant was 
carried up to the Turret on his houfe, and there hanged , a red Flag being put 
out to let the Sultan know that execution was done : The 4 Ambafladors of 
Trance •, England , Venice and Holland , were carried to the Arfcnall, and accu¬ 
sed for building new houfes with Chappcls without the Sultan’s leave 3 where¬ 
fore the French Chappel is commanded to be pulled down, which was done 
the next day : The Merchants are impiifoned, and are forced to pay icoo 
dollais apiece for their ranfome .* The Englijh payment came to 200c o dol¬ 
lars, the 4 Ambafladors are again converted , and defiredto deliver up what 
30 arms they had in their houfes upon pain of death -, all other forts of people 
were exafted upon, but at laft the Sultan perceiving his error, and danger he 
was brought in if thisTyrannicall aft fhould be known abroad, promifed 
to make reftitution of other arms,though not of the fame that were taken(this 
not confifting with his h:>nor)ind fatisfaftion for the monys feifed on,excuGng 
hisfaft, as being done of want, urged to raife money for his neccflitic. Thefe 
troubles at laft were known to proceed from the French Ambafladors debts, 
which they ncglcfted to pay, though money was raifed in Marfelles to that pur¬ 
pofc 3 this made the Creditors call to the Sultan for Jufticc. 

The Sultan fearing a new infurreftion of the Janizaries, caufcd the Muffta 
40 who had all this while protefted himfelf under the great Turk , from their fii- *^34 
ry, to be put to death 3 whereby they were quickly appeafed. The Sultan 
prepares a preat Army againft Poland , for fome outrages committed by the 
P clicks zndCoffacks • this great army marched to Adrianople^ where they ft aid 
40 days, till the meflenger returned from Poland , whom the Sultan fent with 
certain Articles of peace; which were hcarkned to by the Polander , and fo the 
Army is disbanded. The French Ambaflador for fome mifdemcanors is 
fent home by the Sultans command, with his Declaration that he meant to 
keep all fair corrcfpondency with the French King , and the other Princes, 

' whofe Ambafladors lay at Confiantinople. The Captain Baflai is preferred 163$ 

50 and fent Baflai to Buda : The Sultan refolves with all the ftrength he could 
make to weaken the Perfians preatnefs , therefore goeth in perfon with a nume¬ 
rous army * intending alfo by this to weaken his unruly fani^aries , and to 
keep them from mutinies by fuch imployments : In this expedition he took 
Reivan , a place of confequence •, then marching as far as rageth with 
fire and (word without refinance 3 fo having loft divers men with want and 
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An.Chrtfh fickncfs, returns with more triumph then conqucft. The Sultan was no (bon- 
cr returned, but news came that the Perfian with a great Army befieged Bet- 
van. An Army is difpatched to raife the fiege, but oefore they came, being 
hindred by their Byram^ or lcnt,tbe Town is taken, and the Turks in it put to 
1636 the fword, orranumi. The fani\aries finding that the Suit an was notafFcft- 
ed to them, by employing them againft: the Perftans , from whom little was 
to be had,but blows *, ana that by thefe means lie meant to weaken and wear 
them out, they refolve foon to depofe him , others to put him to death. The 
Sultan perceiving this, flings a fop among them to keep them from biting or 
barking.- He diftributes large Turns, and fo mitigates their anger, and pro- ic 
cures hisown. fafety.

E have (hewed how during the indifpofition of Charls the 20 
fixt; The Duke of Burgundy caufcd the Duke of Orleans 
to be murchcrcd, and how he fled into his own Coun¬ 
trey of Flanders , wlierc he found an Army ready,which 
he conduced againft the Ligeois , becaufe they would 
not receive the Bi/hopwho being of agreathoufc, and 
near in kin to the Duke of Bavere^nd brother to the Earl 
of Henault and Holland , would not receive any higher order, thcnofaSub- 
deadon , abhorring the title of Pricft , upon hopes of attaining fomerich 
poiTeflions, which fo troubled the Ligeois , that rather then they would ad¬ 
mit him, they gave battel to the Duke of Burgundy , who killed 17 thou- 3 ° 
land of their men upon the place, and utterly defeated them. Mean while 
the Duke of Orleans his widow makes lier addrcfTes to the King for Jufticc on 
the Duke of Burgundy , for the murther of her husband the Kings brother: 
Burgundy hearing of this, rcpaircs to Paris with a great train of armed men, 
where he pleaded for the Jufticeof hisaif in killing him, who endeavoured 
to kill the King , and had by witchcraft or poyfon brought him into this dis¬ 
temper , purpofly that he might attain the Crown 5 The King though he 
1409 difliked the murther, yet pardons the murtherer becaufe of his greatnefs, 

** which was fo much the more in that the Dolphin had married his daughter* 

wherefore in a manner he governed both King and Kingdom. The young D. 4 ° 
of Orleans fortifies Burges , which Burgundy attempts to take, but could not, 
a little while after, a peace is made between them and the Englijh who came 
to aid Orleans , arc difmifTed without their pay: They in anger caried with them 
the young Count of Angolefme 5 Orleans his brother into England , where he 
was kept 32 years. Mean while France is full of troubles by rcalon of the 
King’s weaknefs, the Duke of B urgundie's greatnefs , the heavy taxes laid on 
the people, which the Duke promifedto takeoff, and the Englt[h Forces in 
Normandy , who had already taken Caen , and Cherbourg 5 and were now 
• % More Bohan. Burgundy having got one of the gates of Paris by the treache¬ 
ry of John do Villiers , to be opened to him , enters with a party of horfe, and 50 
feifeth on the King 5 the Dolphin cfcaped , a great maffacrc is committed , 
for all thofewho had not the Saint Andrews Crofs (which was thebadgof 
Burgundy) were murthercd, among which were Count Armignac Conflable * 
and Henry de Marie Chanceller * who there loft their lives: This taking of 
Paris caufcd almoft all the reft of the Kmgdomc to fide with Burgundy . The 
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Dolphin finding the troubles of Trainee could not end without the death ofthc An.Chrifli 
Burgundian .made means to have a Parley with him * which being granted, 
the Duke is prefentiy miirthered by the Dolphin 5 whereupon PAi//p, B drgun- 
die si bn, to be revenged for his Father’s death , enters into* league with the 
King of England, who at that time had taken Rohan by Famm, after 7 
months ficge, and withal! delivers up to him Pans, CbartersTroy in Champ a- 
nie, the King, Queen and their yong daughter Catherin * then he cites the 
Dolphin to appear at Paris , there to dc tried for this murther, but he not ap¬ 
pearing, nor any for himis declared unworthy-to fucceed to the Crown, ha* 
fovingtreachcroufly murthcrcdfo greata Prince againft his Oath, and under 
pretence of friendftiip and union * befides he married Princefs Catherin by 
tier Father the King’s confent to King Henry of England , and was contented 
that if King Charles dic t King Henry (hould fucceed to the Crown of France , 
and his fons by Father in after him. 1 •. * *: 

King Henry as Regent of France takes in forne Towns, and leaves his bro¬ 
ther the Duke of Clarence, to guide the kingdom, till he fhould return from 
England , whither he was going 5 the Duke upon this, marchech out of Roven, 
with an Army, and fits down before Anglers, which he ^rould neither induce 
to fight, nor to yeild. At laftfetting upon fome Troops of French 3nd 
10 Scots, who held with the Dolphin, is (lain in the place by them, and many 
of his men taken prifoners, the reft fled, and faved themlclves by carying the 
White Croftc, the Colours of France, till they came to Normandy . King 
Henry upon the news of his brothers death, returns mexprance, where he 
fhoitly after'died, and King Charles followed about fifty three days after. 

Katherin King Henries Widow', maried with Owen Tudar , ‘a Welch Gentle* 
man. In this Charles his time , th e French reduced the MiUanois that had 
rebelled, to obedience of the Dutchefs his brothers wife^ This King gave 
the Dutchy of Nemours to the King of Nevar. The Dolphin and fobn his 
Brother died, and Charles the youngeft fuccedcth. This mad King reigned 
3c forty tw o years. { i > 

To him fucceeded Charles '7. at the age of 21. He contained himfelf fome- 
time within Berry * wherefore in mockery, he was called by his adverfaries. 

King of Berry: yecheufed the Title and Seal of France , though not as ye c 
confecrated at Rhemes . - Whiled he was in his chief troubles with xh&Eng- 
lijh , a maid eighteen years of age, born in a Village of Lorrain , wherefne 
tiled to keep Sheep, came to him, /having him that flic was fent by God to 
raife thefiegeof Orleans : the King wofldringat this, caufcdher to be exa¬ 
mined by his Clergy,' who perceiving her conftant and refolute, perfivade the 
King to give her Arms, and fome Troops of Horfe, which W as done accor- 
40 dingly •, with thefe fhd relieves the Town, raifech the Sie^e, which had con - 
tinued feven moneths/and defeats th cErigltjh, after they had taken divers 
Towns, and in fundry Skirmifhes beaten tb e French. About this time the 
Burgundian marieth with ifahel, daughter to King $ohn of Portugal - y and 
King Charlsot France at Rhemes, is confecrated, whence he marcheth with his 
Army to Paris : the Duke of Bedford did good fervice for England, but loft his 
life before Orleans with a (hot from the Town* the Maid alfo received a wound 
in relieving the Town. After this, (he u r as taken by the Englijb at the fiegc of 
Cowpend , which fhe had relieved *, but as Ihe {allied out, fell into the hands 
of her Enemies, who burned her. for a Witch. After this, the Engli/h are 
50 defeated by the Paftard of Orleans * but the next year they take Pontarfon,zt\& 
the French Tumay, the Mafculine Prophetefs, that was burned by the Englifb 
is honoured by the Orleahois with a brafs Statue on their Bridge. The Eng - 
lifh to countenance their caufc, fends for Henry the fixt, fon to Henry 5, of Fa¬ 
ther in, and Crowns him at Paris, being twelve years old. Mean while King 
Char la takes Camutes , or Chartres, by a Stratagem. AnAmbufcadoe was 
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Att.Chrifli made in the dark,dofc by the gate: in the morning a Carter is fent with Fi(h, 
w ho offering to fell them to the Town, got the Porter to open the gate in 
break, they that lay in Ambufti, and made way for the reft of the Army, who 
put all to the Sword that bore Arms, even the Biiliop of that place, becaufc 
^Burgundian. ' 

• Charles being nothing difmayed at the Englifh proceedings, goeth on in ta¬ 

king in of Towns, and the rather becaufc he finds Duke Vhilip grow flack in 
maintaining the E nglijh caufc. France in the interim is in a mifcrablc conditi¬ 
on. Multitudes fall off from the Yinglijh to the Burgundian , whofe anger 
was now pretty well fatiated with blood and rfiifcry. A Peace therefore is \o 
i _! 35 now propounded at Artebates , or Arts, the French Gentry remonftrating that 
they had no hand in the death of the Dukes Father, and that France had now 
fumciently (marted for that murther. The Duke wa^ willing to hearken to 
Peace, but the Engl/fl) in regard of their Title to France , could not be fatisfi- 
cd 5 fo their Ambafladors went away without effc<ftmg any thing: it was 
then agreed between the King and Duke, that the King fhould build a 
Church in the place where tnc Dukes Father was killed* fhould pUcc Ca¬ 
nons in it, to doferyice, and appoint fufficient maintenance for them. BeGdcs 
the King beftows on him and his heirs, the Cities *of Mafcon , and S. Cengon, 
with all their priviledges and dependances * The County of Auxeure to him 
and his fon Philip oncly, for which they were to fwear fealty, and do Homage 
to the Crown of France. Upon the fame conditions, he and his fon fhould 

have the Towns above the River of Somme-, fo low was the French King 
brought, and fo Potent a Prince was this Duke, that he was glad upon any 
tearms to disjoin him from the Enghjh * divers alfo of thefe places were in 
the Englifh pofTeffion. Upon the report of this agreement, the Parijians un¬ 
der-hand, lend to the French Commanders abroad, that if they would pro¬ 
cure their pardon, the City Ihould be delivered up to them*, which being 
promifcd,and at the time appointed an Army ready at the Gates, the chief Ci¬ 
tizens crying aloud in the Greets,JV4we ? France , all the people prefendv take 3 ° 
Arms: the Fhglijh bcin£ amazed at this, and feeing the French Army break¬ 
ing in aU the Gates, preiendy fiy forfhelcer to the Bafiile. The Greets arc 
chained, all th c Enghjh, and their adherents, that could be found, men,wo- 
men,aiid children,were mafTacrcd. Thcfc in the Bafiile vcilded uponpromife 
of life, and fafe conduct to the next Towns held by tnc Enghjh. Burgundy 
befiegeth Calice , but could doc no good, becaufe of the unrulinefs of his 
own foldicrs, and fomc differences that fell out between him and his fubje&s 
atB rugest, wherefore he brings his Army Graight thither. He was let into 
the Town, and fo many as tncy thought they could maGcr-, the rcG were^ 0 
excluded-: but the foldiers within, breaking open one of their Gates, got out 
again, and fo kept the Town from all provifion,thae they were forced to beg 
pardon of the Duke bare headed, and bare footed, and withall to pay him 
a great fumof money. In the interim, the French are now in cafe to fend 
Forces into Italy , for recovering of Naples , albeit the Englifh as yet were 
not quite driven out of France. 

About this time Lewis 3 d , whom Queen fane of Naples adopted, died,and 
5 fane her fdf the year after. Ferdinand of Arragon , is advifed by his friends 
to go for Naples •, but they who Good for snjou, counfcl the Duke of Bar , 
Brother to the faid Lewis, is wifhed to ha Gen thither, upon hopes he might 
prevail before the rcG, becaufc Queen fane had named his Brother heir to 
the Crown. But he vas prifoncr to the Burgundian , who hadraifedhis ran- 50 
fome to a greater fum then was at firG demanded, becaufc now he was Duke - 
of Anjou, and Earl of Province , by the death of his Brother Lewis. There¬ 
fore tr.at he nv.ght take the fpeedier order for his ranfome, is fet at liberty up¬ 
on his Parol, wnich he was careful to perform. But his wife ifabcl, a Princcfs 
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of great courage,goeth into Province with her two fons, raifeth men, and pro- An.Chrifli 
videth Veflcls for hcrTranfpomtionto Naples *, from whence Alphonfus was 
repulfed by the contrary Faction to the Ifie of ifehia . But recruting nimfelf 
with more fupplies, he befiegeth Cajet both by Sea and Land. The Genuois 
who had great Bore of wealth in that Town, and who flood for Anjou, de- 
flrc help from Philip Duke of UK Man , under whofc proteftion they were. 

Philip (ends help by Land, the Genuois by Sea: Alphonfus raifeth all the 
ftrength he can in Spaftt, Sicily, and Naples 5 to wit, nineteen great fliips,threc 
Gallies, and one Gallion : the Genuois were fcarcc half fo many , either in 
!0 number, or greatnefs ol Vcflels : the fight was fliarp, and doubtful at firft, but 
at length, fome of the Genua fhips getting the wind of the Enemy, fell fo furi- 
oufly upon the rragon Admiral, where the King and his Brother, the Kin^ 
of Navarre were, with fix hundred foldiers $ that both the Kings were forced 
to ycild. So the fiege upon the report of this defeat, is raifed from Naples : 
the two Kings and three hundred Donns, arc led away prifoners toe JMillan, 
where they arc moft magnificently received, entertained , and difmifled with 
rich Prefents by the Duke, to whom King Alphonfus fheweth reafons why 
(Jlfillan fhould rather hold with rragon then Anjou, bccaufc at laft France 
will become M afters of Mi Han, whofc difpofitions doe not fort fo well with 
20 the Millatiots, as thofc of A/ragon do, as was obferved by $ohn Galeas the 
laft Duke of Millan. 

Meanwhile Jfahel Dutchefsof Anjou, arrives at Cajet, and from thence 
at Naples , where fhe aflcmblcs all the chief of her Faction •, but Burgundy 
would not releafe Duke Rene her Husband, till he had delivered up Caffel for 
his Ranfom. At which the Genuois ftormed, who were in good hope die two 
Captive Kings fhould have paid the Dukes Ranfom, therefore were mad, that 
they fhould. obtain a vi&ory to their great coft and pains, and Duke Philip 
fhould have the honour of it $ of whom they complain for difmifling the 
prifoners without Ranfom, and for ufing the Genttois (hitherto a free people, 

30 and who had made the remote Princes, and Kings of the Eaft afraid of them) 
as (laves. Hereupon they revolt, and aflumc their former liberty •, then with 
their Gallies they accompany Duke Rene to Naples , where they made him to 
be Crowned prefently. Which Ad was approved and ratified by Pope Eu* 
genius , for which caufe he was hated by the Duke of Millan, ana Alphonfus 
King oi.Arragon^ who befiegeth Naples again, and in it Duke Rene of Anjou^ 
but the City was fo ftoutly defended, that^rr^# wasfaintoraife the 
fiege, having loft his brother by a Canon Bullet from the walls. But before 
the fiege was quite raifed, a Runegado out of the City (hews Alphonfus a paf- 
fage through a common flioar or kennel 5 by this the t^Arragonians enter die 
40 City, Anjou flics to the Cattle, where having little hopes, makes his Compo- 
fition with Alphonfus , and fo returns by Florence , where he faluted the Pope 
into France . There he finds his brotner Prince Charles in fo great favour 
with the King,jhat the whole Kingdom was ruled by his Councel, which of¬ 
fended divers great men, who advifed the young Dolphin to take Arms a^ainft 
his Father *, but this plot was quickly quaflied, the Cotmfcllors puniftied, and 
the Dolphin pardoned, who not long after caufcd the Engilfr to raife their 
fiege from Deep. The Duke of Burgundy to take away all occafion of future 
broils in France, rcfolvcs to reconcile himfclf to the Duke of Orleans, now a 
prifoner in "England twenty five years * for this caufe he imploys his wife, the 
50 daughter of Portugal, who made means by her Ambaffadors, to have a par¬ 
ley with the King of England, on the borders of Flanders. An overture was 
made of Peace, but could not take effei! .• At length fhe obtains fo much fa¬ 
vour as to fee the Duke of Orleans who was prefently fent for to Cal ice. There 
ftiewroughc upon him to forget all by-paft injuries, and to marry with Mari 
daughter to tne Duke of Cleve , and one of Burgundies fitters .• by which 
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An.ChriJb means Orleans recovered four hundred thoufand Crowns to pay for his Ran- 
Com and a perpetual friendihip is procured between thefe two families. 

About this time Retie, or Renat us of Anjou, returns from Italy, whofc 
daughter Margaret is maried to the King of England, and a three years Peace 
concluded between the two Nations. The County of Main is reftored again 
by the E nglijh to the French, and tome other places : during which Truce,fup- 
plics arc fent to the D. of Millan againft the Venetians,, and the County of Aft is 
hrft promifed, then rendred by the Duke to his fitters fon the Duke of Orleans : 
and the fame day Duke Philip of Millan died, of ficknefs and grief 5 the Duke 
of Orleans claimed the next fucccffion to CMitUn, by his defimift Uncle, Duke i 0 
philif . The Millanois aimed at their liberty - 7 Rcgnauld the French Comman¬ 
der tnere, before fupplies could be fent him from France, bcficgc.th Bofto, but 
being beaten by the Millanois, was forc’t to rife and retreat to Aft, withlofs 
and difgrace : but Francis Sforfa , who had maried Blanch , Duke Philip of 
Millans daughter, and received with her the City and Principality of Cre¬ 
mona, who defeated the Venetians, enemies to Millan, doth now fall off from 
Millan to the Venetians , and taking opportunity by the divers Fa&ions of the 
Citizens, befiegeth the City , which for want of viduals ycildcth, and rccci- 
vcthSfofra for their Duke, before France could fend any Forces thither, for 
their Truce with England was now broke by the Englijh, who took Tongeres . 20 
Upon this the French took divers places from the Englijh1, an dRrnn among 
the reft, with the Duke of Sommer jet in it, who to have his liberty was forced 
to deliver up five Fr<w£ Towns, which were in his pofleflion* and upon the 
furrender of Falaife to the French, Talbot is delivered out of prifon.- A Bat¬ 
tel is fought between Bayeux and Carenton , in which the French beat the Eng- 
lijh , and by degrees got all Normandy again from them. Then the French 
King mafeheth with his Forces into Cuien, w here he laycth fiege to four Towns 
at one time. Mean while Bordeaux fends to capitulate with the King, and is 
furrendred on their own conditions, which oc cafioncd the other Towns to 
furrender alfo. And fo all Gnienne returns again to the French, except Bay on- 3 ° 
ne *, which at laft upon the fight of a white Croft in the Clouds, or a Meteor 
like a white Crofs, which is the Arms of France, as the red is of England,i\\zy 
deliver upthcmfelves to the French, preferring the white Crofle to the red. 

Not long after, Bourdeaux falls off again from the French, and fends to 
Talbot , who coming with five thoufand Foot to the gates, was let in. Up¬ 
on this report the King fends Prince lohn, the Duke of Burbons fon. with an 
Army; A battel is fought, in which both Talbot and his fon, loft their lives, 
and Burdeaux withall, which the King by building two Cattles, did fo bridle, 
that they could not afterward revolt to the E nglijh, who were all difmiffed by 
1453 the King, andfuffered quietly to return home, having loft all their holds in ^ 
France, except Calice, and fomc places thereabouts. Prefcntly after this, the 
Dolphin upon fome difeontenc, takes leave of his Father for four months, but 
intending to return no more again to the Court, whilft his Father was alive, 
becaufc ne irtore hearkned to his Favorites, then to him. 

About this time the Garrtois rebelled againft their Duke , becaufc he ex¬ 
acted ofthemanew Gabel of Salt, and increached on their liberties * 7 there¬ 
fore they cruelly kill their Governour, but they were defeated by the Duke in 
-a battel, having loft twenty thoufand of their men, and were at laft, content 
to pay a great fum of mony , and to accept what Laws the Duke would im- 
pofe on them. In France, the King was forced notwithftanding the wars 
were ended, to maintain in Garifons five thoufand Foot, and fifteen hundred 5 ° 
Horfe, to fupprefs the rambling foldicrs, who went to and fro plundring the 
Country people. At this time King Alphonfus made war in Tujcany, upon the 
Florentws, for their aid* the King raifeth two thoufand Horfe, intending that 
if Alphonfus were worfted, to march to Naples for the claiming a title to that 
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Kingdome : the Duke of Savoy at firft denyed him paflage through his conn- An. drift 
try,bccaufe he was in League with Alphonfus and Venice , againft Mi/tan , and 
the Florentins • but the Dolphin, his fon in law, wrought fo upon him, that 
at laft he yeildcth a paffage. But this Expedition came at length to nothing * 

For upon the fad news thelofsof Confiantinople , the Italian Princes made 

Peace among themftlves. $ohn Duke d* Alan^on is declared by the King 
guilty of High Treafon, for folliciting the Englijh to return into France , 
but afterward is pardoned : The Dolphin was now in (lead of four months,ab- 
fent four years from the Court, carying himfclf like a King in his own Coun- 
10try, by making Laws, and receiving Ambaftadors *, the King fends an 
Army with command to bring him to the Court *, the young Prince fearing 
the word, flyes to the Duke of Burgundy, who cxcufcs himfclf to the King 
that being his Vaffall, he could not refute to intertain his fonne. Peter Fre- 
gofe Duke of Genua, being crofted by the contrary Faction, and fearing the 
greatnefleof Alphonfus, King of eyirragon, conveys himfelf and his eftate 
into France . Mean while Alphonfus dieth, and leaves his Fathers king- 
domes to his Brother tfobn, but Naples to his Baft a rd fon Ferdinand *, but *4)6 
Pope Calixtus would not yeild that a Baftard fliould be King of Naples . 

Ferdinand alledgeththat Pop tEugenins on this condition crowned Alphon - 
*>/»» that Ferdinand might fuccccdhim, which was confirmed by Pope Ni¬ 
colaus. 

Pope Puts who fuccccded Calixttss, to avoid further trouble, fearing left 
Sfor^a and Ferdinand who Were very intimate,, fliould joyn their Forces, 
and raife a new War in Italy, Crowns Ferdinand King of Naples , conditio¬ 
nally that this fiiould not prejudice thofe that could (hew Title to that 
Crown. 

Upon the report of this Coronation, $ohn fon to Rene of Anjou, pro¬ 
cures a great Fleet from Genua and "Province, to make War againft Fer¬ 
dinand at Naples , complaining againft the Pope for Crowning his Enemy. 

30Not long after ifohn obtains a great Vi&oryupon Ferdinand, fo that nc 
was like to conquer Naples, had he not delayed too long till Ferdinand had 
recruted himfclf. In tne Interim the Gemots revolt from Duke $ohn, and 
the Vrench , who had nothing now left them but the Caftle with Savonne . 

Upon this King Rene marchcth with a F rench Army againft Genua •, but 
being defeated, and two thoufand of his men cut in pieces, was fain to 
retire to Savonne . 

Upon report that the Turk had taken Trape^und, that great and rich 
City in Pontns, the people fends to the Chriftian Pnncesfor aid againft the 
Turk, bewailing the mifcrable condition of Chriftendome. The Dolphin 
40 being in the Burgundians Countrey, rcfolves to goe againft the Turks : His 
Father fends firft to have him come and fpcakwith him-, which hee refu- 
fed to doe, wherefore the King fends to the Pope, to know which way 
he might difinherit this difobcdicnt fon*, the Tope commends the Dolphins 
real, and removes the King • he alfo animates the Vrench to ftand by the 
Dolphin in this his noble intentions, (hewing to them the valour and devo¬ 
tion of their Predeceftors, in fubduing theft barbarous Infidels: the Duke 
of Burgundy alfo proieftsto make a Voyage himfelf, orro fend an Army 
againft die Turks. The Dolphirhzd then a fon bom to him, whom hee 
called Duke of Normandy : The King miftrufting he had been poifoncd,rc- 
50 fiifed to touch any Vi&uals; At laft being importuned to cat by his friends, 
tried, but could not fwallow, the paftages were fo narrow, and clung 
fo together. And in this cafe hec died, thanking God that hee would 
take him away out of this wretched life , on that day which was kept 
in memory or Mary Magdalen , that great (inner, defiring a (hare in her 
Repentance, as lice had in her Sinnes. Hee Reigned thirty and eight 
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dn.ChriJH years. This was he that confirmed the Pragmatical Sanction, by which the 
Popes power was much weakned in France . In his time the Parliament of 
Tholofe was erected for Languedoc, and another was fet up at Grenoble in Dol- 
pbiny. 

To Charles fuccceded his fon Lewis u. who had been along time out of 
T ranee • he changeth all the Govemours and Officers of the kingdom,and is 
made Umpire of a difference between the King of Cajlile , and Eland , 
daughter and heir to the King of Navarre , and wife to the King of Arra- 
gon. To obtain the Popes favour, he renounceth the Pragmatical San&ion, 
and labours to make the Duke of Millan his VafTal •, he demands of the Duke I0 
of Britary, that he forbear the title of (_By the Grace of God Duke of Britany] 
and that nis fubjefts acknowledge the french King for their Sovcraign and 
Lord. War aifo is threacned, if the Duke fliould rcfiifc * he being aftonilh- 
cd at this , dcfircs of the King fomc time to afTemble and confult with the 
States of his Dutchy, about Rich weighty matters. Mean while he finds 
his Agents difguifed in divers habits, to the King of England, and other Fo- 
rain Princes * he makes alfo a ftrait alliance with Charles Count of Charolois , 
Duke Phihfs fon of Burgundy y to whom the King fends Ambafladors, accu- 
fing his fon for allying himfelf with the Duke of Brit any, a great friend to 
England * and withall they caft divers foul afoerfions upon him : the Duke 
fuftered not his fon to fpcak , fearing his rafhncls , but fpoke himfelf, cxcu* 
fing his fons aftions, and accufing the Kings breach of promifes. The 
next day the Count fpoke for himfelfthat though he had entertained amity 
with the Duke of Brit any , yet it was not to prejudice Vrance, but to advance 
the pnblick good. But lhortly after it appeared, that the Princes were much 
difeontented, among the reft Charles Duke of Berry , the Kings brother,who 
had all confpircd to reftorc the Gentry and Clergy of F ranee , and generally 
the whole people, now groaning under heavy preflures, to their ancient privi- 
ledges and freedom. For this caufe the Count of Charolois enters Piccardy , 
with an Army, as Lieutenant General to the Duke of Berry-, he marchctn 3 ° 
towards Farts , and by Boats on the River Seine, feizeth upon the Bridge of 
Saint Cleve. The Duke of Bur bon chafethaway all the Kings Officers out 
of that Country, and feizeth on the Mony, that was railing for die King* 
who was nothing dejefted at all this, but raiieth what Forces he can, and en¬ 
counters with Count Charles at Mont V Hen , where a (harp Skirmilh is 
fought, tothclofs of above two thoufand * the Count was wounded in the 
ftomach and throat: it was given out that the King was (lain, upon which the 
Count d' Main fled, but that report was falfc•, for when the King uncovered 
his Head, and (hewed himfelf, his foldicrs took courage again, and fought 
ftoutly. / 40 

After the Bat tail was fought at Mont 1 Hery, the King returns to Corbeil f 
and from thence to Paris , where he ingratiates himfelf by fair words and pro¬ 
mifes, with the Citizens 5 forfo SforJ'a Duke of M»llan, who had ftnt ninr 
fomc Auxiliaries of Horfe and Foot advifid him. By his affability he got 
the good will of the Parisians , and then he goetli into Normandy to raife 
ftrength there alfo. Mean time the Dukes, Counts, and Barons, had fate 
down in three feveral places before Paris, whether they fent fomc Heraultsto 
defire them to find fome of their wifift men , to know the rcafons why this 
Army fate down there *, and withall to deliberate about a way of Accom* 
modation. The City having met and advifid upon this, fends the Biffiop jo 
of Paris, with fomc other prime men *, to whom the united Princes (hew, 
that the Kings infoient Government, his changing of the Laws and Cuftoms, 
his defpifing of the Nobility, and oppreffing of the people, moved them to 
take Arms, that things might be righted, which would be done the fooner, if 
Paris the chief City, would by joy ning with them, (hew good example to 
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other*. Hereupon the Pan funs thought it fit the City Gates ftiuu'd be An. ^hrtjsi 
opened to the Princes , conditionally that their foldters would doe no 
wrong, but pay for what they cake 5 and that the Kings confent may 
be required in this matter. The King being advertifed ot this, exrream- 
ly wa> inragtd, and repairs to Pirn with fomeFoot Forces, where hee 
reproves the City in general, and particularly the Bilhop, for offering to 
entertain a Parley with his Enemies: For this caufethe Kinghnt* d him 
ever after, andcaufed his Epitaph over his Tcthb to be taken down. The 
Princes failing of their intentions, and of the Cities sflifhnce, refolve 
to to give the King Battel, which he altogether declined, not willing to 
hazard all upon an uncertain Battel, asSforft advifed hiin . but he man?, 
and fortifies ail the Gates, Walls, and Towns of the City > great hurt 
was done at Charenton, by the Ordnance* fome Sallies and Skirmifhes 
were permitted by the King, and Fortifications are raifed onbothfides. 

Charoloti makes a Bridge of Boats, for Tranfporting his Army, which 
prefently after feizeth on fome of the Suburbs,and drives away the Kings 
men from thence.Then a T ruce for two days is agreed on,the King fends 
his Chancellor to know the Duke of Berries tninde , whom nothing will , 
content but the Dutchy of Normandy * then the King defires a Parley 
jo with Charoloti , whom he flatters, and makes believe, that he was forry 
his Chancellour, whom he fent to his Father had ufed any diffaftfull 
words, having no fuch Commiffion. By this hegained more of Cbaro- 
loti, thenhecould doeby force. The Truce is from day today renued* 
fothat now there is intercourfe between the City, and the Camp, and - 
revolting on both fides, chitfly from the Kirtg, whofe pretences were 
not fo lpeciou$,as thofe of the Princes,which aimed at the publick goods 
therefore the King gives order to (hoot all fuchasfhould either come 
from, or go to the City without leave. A falfe report was brought t6 
the Princes, that the next morning the King meant to give them battel, 

-Q which prefently ahrumed them, fothat all night they (food in battell 
Aray, for fear of furprifal. but this was only a falfe fire. It wasalfo 
given out in Normandy, that the King and Princes had made a Peace 5 and 
that Berry the Kings brother, Ihould be Duke of Normandy, which gladed 
the Normans hearts, who longed to have a Duke. Mean while the Duke 
oi Bu>bon enters Rohan , and takes it in the name of the Duke of Berry. 

Upon this, the King defires another Parley with Count Charolois, where¬ 
in he offers Normandy to the Duke of Berry, fatisfaftion to the other Prin¬ 
ces * the payment of his lifters mariage portion to the Duke of B urban, 
and afiiftance to the Duke of Lorrain , for recovering of Naples * fo a 
40 peace is agreed upon, which the Princes willingly accept, becaufc of 
Winter drawing on. Sforfas Forces underftanding that the Peace was 
concluded, returns home, having done much hurt in B urbens Country: 
thus the begun War ended, but not the private grudges. 

The Duke of "Britain grew angry at this peace, by which charoloti ob- 
tained all the chief Towns on the River of Some, and the Kings brother, 

Normandy for Berry * whereas he who had been at more charges in this 
War, then any other, except Charoloti, had nothing advanced himfelf, 
either in his eftare or honour * therefore he with divers Lords, begin to 
look on the new Duke of Normandy, as a rifingSun, and to exped ad- 
| 0 vancement by his means. The King who was cunning to fow the feeds 
of difeord among the Princes, caufed a report to fly abroad, that whilft 
the Duke of Normandy was lodged upon S. Katherins Hill noer Rohan, till 
the City wa$ firted for his reception in States the Britaios meant tocary 
him away into tbeir Countrey, whereupon the Rohaners before the 
day appointed for folemnity, brings in the Duke without any flare at

all, favc onelv that the Clergy waited on him with the Crofs. B ritifiy 
fearing that this people would be moved againft him, returns home, ta¬ 
king fome towns of Normandy by the way, which he fortified with Ga. 
rilons : Mean while the King comes with an Army againft his brother in 
Robin*, who now being forfaken by Brittany, zndcbarolois employed in a 
war a gainft the Liegeois , was forced to fubmit, and part with both his 
Dutchiesof Btrry and Normandy, and to retire again into Brittany, where 
he had his firft affiftance in this late war. 

The Government of Brittany is reftored to Bnrbony for his good fer- 
vice in recovering Normandy to the King: J terrain having received men io 
and mony from the King towards the recovering of Naples, did wave that 
enterprife, in regard his father and other friends, had fobad fuccefs in 
it heretofore } he intends therefore to recover the right his anceftorS 
pretended to the Kingdome of Arragon , having crofled the Pyrenians , he 
began to profper well in Spain , till the Plague feifed on his Camp , of 
which difeafe he died : The King prefently upon this calls back his Ar¬ 
my , and imploys it againft the Duke of Brittany, whilft Charolois is hin- 
dred by the Lieges tan war $ for upon the death of his father Duke Phi • 
lif of Burgundy, who held the Liegeois in great awe, impofed a tribute on 
them, and took divers places from them, for refuting to obey their <■ 
young Bifhop L,twis of Burbots, the Duke of Burgundies Nephew,whom 20 
the Pope had confirmed in that rich Bifhoprick upon the intreaty of his 
Uncle,and promife he made to raife an army againft the Turk , young 
Bifhop could not in a long time be induced to take on him the Order of 
Prieflhood : 1 fay, Duke Philip being dead, the Liegeois began to reaffume 
their liberty , therefore they turn the Burgundian Garifons out of their 
Towns, which fo exafperated Char Is, that he enters their Countrey with 
fire and fword, defeats them in a battell,takes Leigt , and difmantles it,and 
impofeth on them heavier burthens and taxes then ever his Father 
did. 

In this mean time King Lewis forceth his brother Charls and the Duke 30 
of Brittany to make their peace with him, promifing his brother an year¬ 
ly penfion of 35 thoufand crowns, conditionally he quit his claim to the 
Dutchie of Normandy ^ at which time the Duke of Burgundy, having 
quieted Liegeois, and Gantois, prepares toaliift hisantient friends, Berry 
and Britanny. As he was on his march , newes came that they two were 
reconciled to the King, which he did not at firft believe, fuppofing 
this newes had been given out by the King, to hinder his march 5 but at 
laftby Legatsfrom the King and thefe two Princes, he was allured of 
their reconciliation : The King defires Burgundy to meet him at Ptronne, 
for finifhing this laft peace with all the Princes: They met according- 4 ° 
ly, and as they were in treaty about the peace 5 newes came that the 
Liegeeis had again taken arms : Moftof the banifhed men being retur¬ 
ned half ftarved , and like favages in their overgrown haires: They 
firft take Tongres an antient City, where Lewisof Burbon their Bilhop, 
was w ith the Pope’s Legat, who fo afiwaged the furie of the Soldiers , 
that little blood was (bed. When Duke Charls underftood that this re¬ 
bellion was taifed by the French King’s Ambafladors 3 in a rage he accu- 
feththeKingof his treachery and hypocrifie , andcaufeth theGatesof 
Veronne to be fbut, and kept with a ftritt Guard, that none might goe 
out or in, pretending that a Budget with Letters of confequence was 5 
loft: So the King was kept prifoner two days in great doubt, what would 
become of him, for he had Doth in his minde and eie,theTowerclo(e by 
him , where Cbarh the fimple King of France was fain to renounce his 
right to the Crown. The Duke fat in Counfell two days to know what 
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ibould be done tothe King ; Some thought it fitting that he /hould te-An.ChrM 
dare himfclf an enemy to theand afliy the Duke with an Army^ 
others would not have him to be releafed at all , fearing he would re¬ 
venge this wrongs a third fort would h*ve his brother fent for, to have 
2 con-firtnation of the Conditions in the peace of C onflans : The Duke 
was content to let the King.goefree, if he wouldfend his Ambafladors 
to Liege for a peace 3 which the King fwore to do, and promifed alfo to 
give the Counties of Brie and Champagne to his brother, which pleafed 
the Duke well , becaufe thefe Counties joyning to his, would make 
him tbeftronger, torefift future quarrels with the French King. 

The King accompanies the Duke to the fitge of Leige: The Citizens 
at firft made fome Tallies on the beliegers 3 but perceiving their prefent 
dangers, and (trengthof thcenemks , fend iheir young Bifhop to h|$ 

Coufin , to mediate for them*, with condition he mould return if he 
c< uld not prevail 3 but the Duke was fo incenfed, that neither would he 
hearken to any pardon, nor would permit the Bifhop to return, though 
he was tied by his Oath: Then the Pope’s Legat inurccdeth, defiring 
the Duke to remember the Pope’s goodnefs, whotipon the earneft re- 
queft of his father, conferred this Bifhoprick on young Burbon; that 
therefore he would be pleafed to beftow this City upon the Pope, and 
30 fpare their lives : But this the Duke refufed, accufiog the Legat for pre¬ 
tending to the Bifhoprick of Leigt : So at length the City is taken, plun- 
dred, and burned, and all the inhabitants that coulc} be found, cut in pie¬ 
ces : Immediately after this, the King returns into his Kingdomc, and 
deals fo cunningly with his brother, by fuch as had an intereft in him,that 
he got him to refufe Brie and Cbamfaigne bordering upon Bur gundy ^ and in 
lieu thereof, to accept of Gnltnne farther off. Not long after this, a fon x * 7 ° 
is born to King Lewis > Churls by name : The King willing to pick a quar- 
rell wiihBargWy, got fome difeontented perfons to Petition him a- 
gainft the Duke’s injuftice and oppreffions, fhewing alfo that he had in- 
3 °croacheduponthe King's Territories, and broken the peace : The 
King upon this, calls a Coun fell, where it is declared that the Duke had 
violated the peace 3 wherefore he is fummoned to appear-, which he 
took fo hainoufly that he imprifoned the Meffenger, but afterward fent 
him home: In the interim Aliens and Saint ^ninths return to the Kings 
obedience : Whofhortly after began openly to force other places. Here 
upon the Duke fends to his friends and allies for aid : The Duke of 
Guitnne fends him Letters privatly, that he would fend him fupplies, the 
King perceiving how earneft Burgundy was to recover miens 9 and S. 
guintins, fends to him, that he (hould have them again if fo be he would 
4 ° renounce alliance with the Dukes of Brittany and Guienne , and not af- 
fift them fo long as*ie had wars with them : To this the Duke conde- 
feended. The King in the interim fends under-hand to the Govemours 
of thefe two places, to keep off the Duke with fair words, andnotto 
furrender the Towns: Burgundy underftanding that the King meant to 
cheat him, and that he had already begun to make war upon the Duke 
of Guiennt , enters France with his Army, and firft befiegeth Beauvais y 
but could not take it 3 therefore he marcheth towards Normandy tojoyn 
his Forces with Brittany againft Rohan 3 but on the way newes came that x 47 x 

the Duke of Gnltnne was dead : And the Duke of Brittany would not 
JO now joyn with Burgundy. Seeing now Guienne was fallen to the King by 
the death of his brother, the Duke of Burgundy was fomad with the 
King, that he gave outtne King had noyfoned his brother by fome of 
hisiervants; and furely the hatred be nad towards him, might caufe fu- 
fpition. 

The Conftablc was the Duck’s great enemy, and he was fufpc&ed to 
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An.Chrifh biuw the coles tor this Hame, and to be the chief fomenter of this war* 

for he entring into Ewg/wd^caufed all places to be fet on fire, whether he 
1616 came: Ac a meeting he gave the lye to the Duke’s Ambafladors ^ which 
procured him much hatred. The King and Duke being both willing 
to be rid of hicn,confpirc his death^but he was fo potent and cunning,that 
be would truft neither of them, but flood oq his own guard * therefore 
he turns the Kings Garifon out of Saint j Quintlns , and puts in a Garifon 
of his own. When the King fent to Ipeak with him, he refufed to 
come without his Guard, and aflurance offafety* therefore a bridg 
was fet up over a river, and a bar like a lattice in the middle, that they 10 
might have the fight and fpeech of each other * at laft the bar was bro¬ 
ken down, and they after privat conference departed good friends* A- 
bout this time Purpignan one of the Trench Towns revolts to the Arra* 
genian i but it was furrendred again upon certain conditions. Peter of 
Burbon , Governor of Guienne , is taken prifoner by Count*/? Armignack , 
who not long after is put to death for inceft with his fitter, and they were 
hanged who betrayed B when. 

The Duke of Nemurs is condemned for Treafon,and beheaded. Anne 
the King’s eldett daughter, is married to E urbon , and zfeant the younger 
who was crooked ana deformed , to Lewis Duke of Orleans , afterward 
Lewis 12. About this time the Orderof Saint ^Michael was inttituted 
by King Lewis 11 which he fent to the Duke of Brittany , but he refufed 
it, fearing to offend the King of England, and Duke of Burgundy, bis 
true friends : This the King took ill, that a Duke (hould (corn to be 
his brother in that Order: This Duke of Burgundy helped to eftablifh 
King Edward of £*g/Winhis Throne, to make himfelf by this the 
ftronger againft King Lewis. The Duke of Gelders at this time is impri- 
foned by his own fon , but fet at liberty again by C harls of Burgundy , 
wherefore Gelders difinherics his fon, and makes Burgundy his heir: Who 
having obtained this rich Dutchie, fends a fummeof money to Siglf- 
mund Duke of Auflrta , the Emperors brother, who mortgaged the 30 
Countie of Ferrefte for this money : Then he enaeavonrs to obtain all 
the land lying between the Dutchie and Counties for this caufe 
propofeth the marriage of his daughter to Maximilian the Emperor’s fon, 
and labours what he could to be Lieutenant of the Empire * but the 
Emperor perceiving his ambition and covetoufnefs forfook him, at the. 
meeting in Trtvers without bidding him farewell ; Yet the Duke profe- 
cutes his defigne. 

There was then great conteftation about the Bifhoprick of Celen\ he 
ftrives to put in Robert his kifman, who had been driven out by his adver- 
faries : This was not well refented by the Emperor, chat aftrangcr^o 
fhould meddle with the affairs of Germany . Then having called a Diet, 
he fendsaid to Naz , at that time befieged by Burgundy: In the interim 
King Lewis by his Ambaffadors reconciles Auflrta and the Switzers , fo SZ- 
gifmurj by their help recovers his Countie of Ferrette without paying the 
lumme borrowed. At the fame time alfo Rhenatus , or Rhent , grandchild 
to Rhence , King of Stilly had obtained by right of fucceffion the Dutchie 
of Lor rain: He by the French King’s inttigation, declares war againft 
Burgundy , and pillaged a party of Luxemburg which belonged to him. 
The Burgundian is now full of troubles, for the French King takes divers 5c 
of his Towns : Mean while the Conftable of France loft nis wife, the 
King’s fitter, by which he began to be more in danger of the King 
1622 then before, who for his fitters fake winked at many things. Where¬ 
fore to procure the Duke of Burgundie*s favour, he defires the Duke to 
fend him fome Forces, to put within Saint guintins , which he promi- 
/ . ,. * feth 
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(etffto deliver up to him^ but he could not be lo good as his word,though An.Chrijt 
Force *%vere'fetit. 1 

The K’ng invites the Conftable to make war upon Htnault^ which he 
refilled todo, beca life lie knew King Lewis meant to take away his hfc* 
the King upon this defires to fpeak with him * he returns anfwer , that if 
the King would fwear upon the Oofs of Saint Lath which is in the 
Church of' Angers, to do him no harm by himfelf or any other, he would 
come. Now the Traditu n was, that whofoever fwore on that Croile, 
and perjured himfelf, fllould die within a year after* the King would 
ID upon no tearms fweare, which increafed the Conftables jealoufie. Mean 
while the King of England comes with an Army to Callis upon Burgundies 
invitation, who had now laid fiege to Nuz a whole year, but at la ft he ri- 
feth upon the perfwafions of the King of England, and the Popes Legate 
who procured that during the difference concerning the Bifhoprick of 
Colen,Nu^ fhould remain depofitat in the Popes hands, thenBurgundj (ends 
his Army to quarter in Lorrain , purpofly to vex DukcJto**/ Burgundy 
is invited again by the C onftable to feife on Saint £*intln * fome Englijh 
to this purpofe are lent before, who being beaten off from the Town 
with great Ordnance,difheartned King Edward From any further attempt. 

0 *In the interim whWR Burgundy was gone to Lorrain for his Army, tojoyn 
QG with the Englifh : a peace is propounded between Frame and England, 
which fo much difquieted the Duke of Burgundy that he fends Letters 
totheKingof England full of gall, accufing his ingratitude towards 
him, who of a poor baniflied man had made him King. The French 
King mean while Courts the Conftable with fmooth Letters: One time 
theConftable fent a meflenger to the King , who being called into the 
Kings Chamber, where fome of Burgundies chief fervants were hid be¬ 
hind the Hangings, told the King openly that the Conftable had wrought 
fo wiih King Edward , and Duke Charts, that they were quite parted, and I 4®3 
that ill language had been given by the Duke to the King : At laft the 
30 peace between the two Kingdoms is confirmed, in which B urgundy is alfo 
included. After King Edward was gone home, King Lewis and Duke 
Char Is plot together to be revenged on theConftable for abufing them 
both. He remonftrates to the French King how carefull and faithfull 
he had always been to preferve the King* Towns i The King fcemingly 
acknowledged it, and commends th£ Conftable, telling hismeflen- 
ger that in his Counfelshe wanted the Conftables head-piece* which 
the King meant otherwife then the Meffenger underftoodit: For the 
King meant tohavehishead. Therefore it is agreed between the King 
C;\andDuke, that the French Ihould have his body, and the Burgundians 
his goods and Saint guintin. So that the poor Conftable is now for- 
4 ° faken by all his friends, and knows not whether to goe, nor what to 
doe. J % { */• 

At laft after long deliberation, he refolvcs to caft himfelf upon the 
Duke of Burgundy , as being eafier to bd appeafed then the King , there¬ 
fore retires himfelf into Uenault to thofe that commanded there under 
the Duke, who was then before Nancy , hoping to take it, and to be 
Mafter of all that Dutchie: Thither came fome Meffengers from the 
King, demanding according to agreements, the Conftable* the Duke 
-^who alfo underftood that theKing had now an Army upon the borders of 
50 Campaigns, was in doubt what to do : To deliver the Conftable was 
Treachery, to retain him, dangerous, andameanstoloofehis hopes of 
Nancy , therefore fends order, that on fuch a day the Conftable fhould 
be delivered to the French,hoping before that time, Nancy would be ta¬ 
ken, and then he would recall bis Warrant * but the day being come, 
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I the Conftable is delivered up, and carried away 3 and within three 
hourcs after, Newes came that Mirny was taken: The Conftable who 
had delivered up Saint ^gintin, and other places to the Burgundian, 
is Beheaded at Paris 5 But after this , the Dukes affaires never pro- 
fpered. 

Sigifmund Duke of \yiuflria , had by the help of the Switzers reta¬ 
ken K trrtth from Duke Charts : Wherefore he denounceth Warre a- 
gainft them. They humbly defire peace, and promife all faithful! fer- 
vicetotheDuke, if he will entertain them 3 They affifted Sigifmund , 
onely to recover his Right 3 they fhew alfo the poverty of their i<j 
C ountrcy , not worthie to be Conquered3 But he goeth on in his 
relolutions, and would not be difTwaded from this Warre 5 he raifeth 
a formidable Army, hoping not onely to fubjugate the Switzers, but 
alfo to make himfelf great in Italy , becaufe Frederick, Prince of Taren- 
tum, fon to Ferdinand, King of Naples, was come to marry his daugh¬ 
ter } befides old Rene of Anjou, King of Sicily, had promifed to quit 
his right in Sicily to Duke Charles, and would alfo put into his hands 
the Countie of Provence, having now nofonnes of his owne. The 
Duke of MiHan fearing the Burgundian greatnefs, fends to confirm his 
League with France. * 

The King of Portugal! nearly allied to Duke Charles, comes to France 
to procure a generali peace. The old King of Sicily alfo comes to fee his 
Nephew King Lewis. Meanwhile the Duke of burgundy takes Laufan- 
ne from the Switzers 3 and fhortly after Cranfon , where he hanged 
five hundred and twelve Switzers , which foinraged the reft of that Na¬ 
tion 3 that they raifed a great Army , fought and defeated the Duke, 
took all his Baggage and ammunition, regained Granfon , unhanged 
and buried their Countrey men, and hanged as many Burgundians as 
they found in the Towne- 

Thc Duke having recolle&cd his difperfed Forces, and raifed new, 3 ® 
fends to F landers tor a fupply of money , which was promifed if the 
Dukes perfon or Dominions were in danger, but not on a Warre fo re¬ 
mote and needlefs : Notwithftanding he returns with a new Army, and 
befiegeth Norat. Rene Duke of Lorrain then in France, is made Generali 
of the Switzers, againft Duke Charles their Common Enemy, having ob¬ 
tained money and men from KingLew?3 becaufe be was to pafs through 
the Burgundian Territories to the Switzers. A fecond battel is fought, 
and a fecond overthrow given to the Duke , ax days after the hrft. 
The Dukes high fjpirit could not be broken with this misfortune, but 
fwelled bigger, raging to be twice beaten by ayoung unskilfull Prince, 40 
and a bafe beggarly people as he called them$ whereas he had beaten fo 
great Potentates heretofore, refolves to have the third incounter with 
them. In the interim , by the Switzers help, Lorrain is reftored again 
ro his own Countrey with great joy : Duke Charles could not bedif- 
fwaded by the King of Portugal, nor his other Friends, from fighting 
again with the Switzers, nor beleeve that King Lewis had all this w hile 
contrary to the peace aided Lorrain with men and money , obftinate- 
ly goeth again with a FreCh Army, and befiegeth Nancy in the dead 
of Winter, where he loft both his Army and life. 

The newes of which was fo welcome to the French King , jo 
that he gave the Meffenger one hundred and fifty Marks of Silverifier 
his death, rhe Prince of Orange beeingof great Power and wealthic, 
puts into the Kings hand, both the Dutchie and Countie of Burgundy, 
for the flower of the Nobility was killed in the laft three Battels: 

So 
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fo little refiftance could be feared: TheKing comes with an Army into Pic- An . Chrsfti 
CAtdie^tid regains his Towns there,which the Duke had kept from him. 

Mean while Mary the Duke's heir and onely daughter , lends Ambafi 
fadors to the King, defiring him to remove his Army from her borders, 
and (hewing that by the Salique Law of France , (he could not be exclu¬ 
ded from the Counties of Flanders , Artois , and the adjacent places, 
that he ought to proteft and not injure a young Lady and Orphan, who 
would make a fitter match for his fon the Dolphin, then the daughter of 
England can. Thefe Ambafladors having goods and lands in thoie places 
io which the King had taken, in favour of themfeves complyed in fomc 
things with the King. 

Philip Crevecure Governor of Artois is abfolved by King Lewis from his 
Oath of Allegeance to Duke Charts \ Co that he becomes now fervant 
wholly to the French , by his means the Xing recovers Arras , an 6 Bou- 
longue. The .Ring fends to Princefs Mary his Barbar, one Oliver , to per. 
fwade her privatly to put her fclf under the prote&ion jof France , 
from whence (he is both by the Father and Mother : The Princefs was 
then at Gaunt , of whom the Townefmen were focarefuH, that they 
fufferednone tofpeak with her in private wherefore the Barbar being 
20 fufpe&ed, was commanded to depart thence, who prefently retired to 
Tarnajy where he carried himfelffo cunningly, that he got thirty of the 
ftouteft there to aid him upon all occafions, wherefore he w rites iecretly 
to the Captains of the next Garifons, that they fail not to be ztTurnay by 
break of day the next morning, which was done $ fo one of the Gates 
was opened, they were let in , and the Town taken. Upon this the 
Cantois aflemble the States of Flanders , who appoint a Counfell forgo- 
verning the Princefs: Then they fend Ambaffadors to France , to acquaint 
the Xing, that the Princefs hadcondefcended to be ruled altogether by 
their Counfell. The Xing willing to make diflention between the Flemins 
and the Princefs ^Mary's Counfellers, aflures the Contois that their 
° Chancellor Hugonet , brought him Letters from their Lady quite contra¬ 
ry to what they faid, wherefore when the AmbafTadors were returned 
to Qaunt y the Chancellor hugonet is accufed of Treafon, and of the lofs 
of Arms , and fo is beheaded. * 

Shortly after this, the Gantois fets at liberty the Duke of Celders fon, 
who had been imprifoned there by Duke charls of Burgundy , him they 
imploy to regain Tournay * But the King’s Garifon there fallies out upon 
him,defeats his Forces,and kills him on the plac c.^Arras hoping to be ai¬ 
ded by theGantois, rebelled againft the King, but he (hortly reduced them 
a 0 again,and fends away the Inhabitants to another part of the Xingdome, 
and planted French men there. About this time, Maximilian the Empe¬ 
rors fon comes 'mtoFlandcrS) and matcheth with the Princefs Mary. A little 
before the Prince of Orange who had hitherto complied with the F rench 
upon hope to recover by the King, his Grandfathers lands detained 
from him by Duke charls $ and now perceiving he was deluded, raifeth 
Forces, and fights the Governor, one thoufandmen are (lain on both 
fides : hereupon a great part of the Countrey revolts from the King, 
but Charls of Ambois the new Governour fent by the King, recovers m 
a (hort time the Towns that had rebelled, and burned Dole -■> and now the 
• 0 Xing began to entertain the Switzers , 6000 whereof he kept in pay con- 
* tinually, and put down the Archeis inftituted by Charls 7. Greattrou- 
bleMrife in Millan upon the death of Duke Gaheas , who was murthered 
in a Church : He left one fon very young, Robert of Saint Severin the 
Duke*s next kinfman, labours to perfwade the French Xing to' attempt 
Italy , but he was unwilling, becaufe the French could never enjoy any 
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An.Cbrilh thing they got there, nor could he ever lend Forets to aid the Flortntins 
his allies, but ftill they were fetupon by Pope Sixtus , and Ferdinand 
King of Nspits ; vet to intimidat the Pope, he calls aGallican Synod at 
Orleans, to advifeabout the reeftablifhing of the Pragmatick Santtion 
in France, and abolilhing the power of lending money thtnee to Rome 
for bulls ? but here was nothing concluded : The next year they meet 
again at Lions $ mean while the Pope revokes his cfcnfures againftthe 
Florcnuns , abfolves and makes peace with them. The Kings Ambafia- 
dor returningtrom Florence, goethfor Millan, where he reccivethin the 
Kings name the homage due to him from Bonne, the Dutchefs in behalf of IO 
her young Ton, for Genua, whereof he was then Lord, and which held 
of the Crown of France. 

At that time Province fell to the French King by the death of Rote Aing 
of Sicily . in whom the male kinde of the houfe of Anjou failed, where¬ 
fore Anjou and Man return to the A'ing and Province alfo^by the laft will of 
Rene, of which young Rene Duke of terrain complained. In the inte¬ 
rim Maximilian fights the French at Tcrovenne , defeats them, and be¬ 
comes Mafterof the place : King Lewis not willing to hazard any more 
u pon uncertain battels, defnes peace, which was obtained by the death 
of Mary the Dutchefs, Maximilians wife, who left two young children, 
Philip and Margaret , the Gantois who undertook the tuition of the young 20 
children, offer the French King, that if he would quit his alfyance 
with England,, young Princefs Margaret now three years old, fhould be 
conveyed into France to be betrothed to the Dolphin, with whom in 
marriage fhould be given the Counties of Artois and Burgundy : To this 
the King aflented. _ The peace is concluded, and the banifhed Artoipens 
returned again to Aras, which fince the banifhment was new-named 
French Town : Not long after this, King Lewis being fickly and 60 years 
1483 old (an age which none of his predeceflors fince Hugh Capitl the firft King 
of that race have exceeded) departeth this life, having afted the Fox 
rather then the Lion all his reign j he was defirous before his death to fee 30 
his fon Crowned, therefore lends to Reims for the holy oyle, which ar« 
rived at Pleffis in the Suburbs of Toures , as he was giving up the ghoft.

CHAP. XXIII. 

The Profecution of the Hijlory under C harls 8. Lewis 12. Francis 1 • Henry 2.. 
Francis 2. Charls8. Henry 3. Henry 4. Lewis 13 .from theytar 1483. 
till 1633. wherein the lives of the Popes, the affairs <ff Italy, Spain, and 0 • 4 ° 
tier bordering Countries are touched . 



O Lewis 11. fucceeded his fon Charls 8. at 1 j years of age, 
whom his Father would fuffer none to fee, but his ao- 
meftick fervants, nor learn any more Latin but this (en- 
xcnct t ejuintfcitdiffimulare,(^c. He that cannot diflfemble, 
cannot reigne. In the beginning of his reigne he calls a 



with the Taxes laid on them. Among other things that were defired, 
the Pragmatick San&ion is much urged, and received* It is ordered-that 
Anne the Kingseldeft fitter fhould have the charge of his perfon, anda 
Counfell of twelve men to rule the Kingdome* fome would have had 
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Lewis Duke of Or leans firti Prince of the blood,to be Governour^but that mo- An.Chrifti 
tion was rcjcClcd,bccauft he was too young,being twenty four years old oncly, u^Y\j 
and under hi smothers tui tion: He thinking himfelf wronged by being re- 
jc&ed from the government, endeavoured to force it, therefore began to raife 
men at his own Town of Orleans , and to make that the leat of the War-, which 
the Townfmen perceiving, (hut their Gates againft him: fo he was forced to 
retire , and raile forces cl few here, which when he had done, were prefent- 
ly flattered by the Kings Proclamation: therefore this was called the foo- 
lifli War. 

10 In Britany Peter Lxudais the Dukes great Favorite, wasextreamly hated, 
both for being fufpefted of the Chancelors death , and for his greatneft with 
the Duke-, therefore the Nobility of that Province confpirc againft 
whom they thought to apprehend in the Dukes Bcd-chamber, but he had e- 
fcaped by a back door *, a great commotion is in the Town, thinking »the D. 
had been (lain •, but it was appeafed, by his prcfencc exhibited to the people. 

Things being quieted, thefc Noble men that occafioned this uproar 5 arc ba- 
nifhed $ and Landais in greater favour then ever: So that an order is made 
for pulling down the Houfcsand Caftles of all that had a hand in this confpU 
racy * For effecting of which, an Army is raifed: The banifhed Lords un- 

20 demanding this, return to Britany , and raife an Army of their faftion. But 
when the two Armies met, they bethought themfelvcs to be all of the fame 
Country and Language, fling down their Arms iri pity, and lovingly im- 
brace each other, turning all their Hatred againft Laudais^ whom they under- 
flood was in the Caftlc of Nantes ; they refolvc then to pull him out of the 
Dukes Arms *, yet by general confent they choofe a new Chancclour, whom 
theyfentto acquaint the Duke, that the peoples fury could not bee fatisfied 
\v;ifoout the life of Laudais , yet promifing that hefhouldhave a fair Triall 
according to Law. So he was apprehended, imprifoned, and attached'of 
mapy hainous crimes, for which he was condemned, and hanged,before the 

30 Duke knew his Trial was begun, who otherwife meant to have pardoned him* 
this exafperated the Duke more then before .• fo be choofcth a new Chancelor. 

About this time the Duke of Orleans comes into B ritany^ with a great Train, 
which fo much difmaid the Lords, that they repaired to the French King*, then 
went out a report, that Orleans meant to repudiate his crooked wife,the Kings 
After, whom he was forced to mary, andrcfolved to have for his wife, Anne 
the Duke of Britain's only daughter and heir. 

The exiled Lords ftriving to live fccurely in their own countrey, provoke 
the King to raife Arms againft the Duke of Britany , promifing their beftfer- 
viceandafliftancc, which they did fo well, that fuddcnly entring Britany , 

40 they caufed many Towns to ycild to the King , taking many prifoners , or 
\yhom they exacted great ranfoms. The Britains that were for the Duke, 
having made a Body of fix hundred Horfc, and fixteen thoufand Foot,were 
marching againft the Enemy, to relieve Plermel , then befieged ; but in their 
marchj one of foe Army flood up, and wifhed them to cpnfiderthat their 
Jpuke was altogether ruled by the French , and yet they were marching againft 
the French *, and that therefore it were belt every man fhould return to his 
own home, and live quietly. Upon this they all disbanded. Plermel is 
taken fo is Venues , without blow. Nantes is befieged forty fix days * from 
which they rife, having done nothing, and with fire and fvvord they ra^c 
50 over all the countrey, driving away all the cattle; at which the Britain Lords 
murmurc, faying, they were hettcr return to their Duke, who had proffered 
pardon to them, and enjoyment of their goods , then to be fous>uled by the 
F rench. So then they began daily to fall off from the Kings army. Divers 
Towns alfo revolt from the King, to the Duke - 7 . fome of which arc re-ta- 
ken again by the French, This mifcrablc condition of Britany made the 
' * • Duke 
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An.chrijh Duke fend Embafladors to the King, being then eighteen years of age. They 
found him at Angers, to whom Count Vunois remonftrates the miferable con* 

*488 dition of Britany , and that the Duke never intended any War againft: France^ 
but was contented rather to luffer his countrev to be over-run by the Kings 
army , then to make'rcfiftance. They confefs the Duke of Orleans, and 
Prince of Orange , had been in Britany, not to raife arms againft the King, as 
was falfly given out, but to vifit ana comfort, the Duke being much afflifted 
for the untimely death of his eldeft daughter, which they were bound to doe 
in refpeft of their near confanguinity. They grant alfo,tnat the Brit aim took 
Arms to relieve Plermel, but when they underftood it was the Kings Army 10 
thatbefieged the Town, they prcfently disbanded: Befidcs they fay, that 
the Duke hadreftoredto the exiled Lords, all their Lands again, therefore 
the Duke humbly defired Peace* which the King granted*, vet he put it off 
awhile, till hefawwhat became of Tongeres, which was beneged by Engltjh 
Brit aim *, the Town at laft was furrendred upon Articles, that the Garrifon 
fliould depart w ith their lives and goods. Then followed a Skirmifh, be¬ 
tween the French and Brit aim, in which one thoufand two hundred on both 
lidcs were killed, the Duke of Orleans , and Prince of Orange are taken pri- 
foners. At laft the Peace is concluded, upon this condition, that the Trench 
fhall retain what Towns they had taken in Britany. Shortly after, the Duke 2© 

1 49 1 died, whofc only daughter King Charles of Trance afterward maried, having 
firft put away his former wife, Maximilians, daughter, which was one v rong, 
and the other was, that he would mary with Maximilians Spoufc. 

1492 About this time, Chriflophcr Columbus, a Sea-man of Genu 4, underftood 
by a Shipwrackt Mariner, that in the Weftern Sea there were fome Lands 5 
wherefore he on the King of Sfains charges,undertakes a Voiage thither, where 
he difeovers fome Iflanas. Mean while King Charles is now in hope to ob¬ 
tain Sicily, and Apulia , being heir by the laft Will of Anjou , whofc race was 
nowextinft. The banifhed Neapolitans, Lewis S fortia, and Pope Alexander , 
now angry with l stlphonfus, incourage King Charles to make an Expedition 3 ° 
into Italy, which he undertakes, with an Army of twenty thoufand Foot, 
and five thoufand Horfc, having no oppofition $ for Maximilians anger was 
pacified for the loftc of the daughter of Britany , by marying with Blanca 
Maria , fitter to John Galeas , Duke of Millan. Terdinand of Spain , was be¬ 
holding to the Trench for reftoring Perpenian *, the cities of Italy were not a- 
gainft him $ the Tlorentins help him with mony $ohn Galeas Duke of Millan 
was now dead, and his Uncle Sfortia fucceedcd, who made no rcfiftance*, only 
Pope Alexander being reconciled to Alphonfus , entertains his fon Terdinand , 
with Ids whole Army at Borne : But underftanding that all things fucceedcd 
well with Charles , and that he had gotten \iterbium , he difmiflcth the Nca- t 
politans, and reccivcth Charles into the city *, having firft for fafety retired to 
the Caftlc of S. Avhelo ,being guilty of his own crimes, which he redeems by 
large Bribes given, and promifes made to King Charles , to whom all the 
kingdom of Naples fubmits, except the Caftlc, which held out a while. Al- 
phonfus being hated by his people, refignes the king dome to his fon Terdi¬ 
nand, and betakes himfclf to a Monaftic life: but the Italians could not brook 
long the Trench pride and rapacity ♦, therefore Alphonfu* and the Pope, fbli- 
cite Verdin and, the Venetians , and Ctfar, to make a League* in which, Lewis 
Sfortia is included, for he was now angry with the Trench for the lofs of No- 
varia, taken from him by Lewis Duke of Orleans . Charles hearing what pre¬ 
parations were againft him, haftnethoutof Italy, having exhaufted the king- 5 ° 
dom of Naples -, but before his departure , Terdinand of Spain had fortified 
Bhegium in Calabria *, and fliortly after the Arragonians, with fome Sicilian 
Forces, recover all Calabria , and Apulia. Charles his Army now confifted 
but of nine thoufand, apart where of'he Cent to Sc/w, fora Garifon, and fome 
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Troops he difmiffcth for Genus, The F lorentins now were; angry with him, An, Chrift 
becaulc he would not reftore the Towns thev put in his hands v the Venetians 
and Sfortians fight him, but are worfted. Charles indeed got the Victory-, but 
jhortly after loft all his booty, being caried away by the Mercenary Greeks ; 
under the Venetian : fo the French return home, having brought nothing with 
them but the Neapolitan difeafe, which the Spaniards conveyed thither from 
America, N ovaria is befieged by the confederates, where two thoufand 
F rench loft their lives by famine. At laft the Town is ftirrendred, upon con¬ 
dition the befieged fhould have their lives, and peace fhould be made with Sfor- 
x o tia, and the Venetians, A Peace indeed was made, but of no forcefor Sfor - 
tia did not according to the Articles fend aid. into France , but rather aftifted 
F erdinand, Nor would the Venetians ad mil any other conditions then thefe, 
to wit, that Charles fhould make War againft tire Turk, and leave the King¬ 
dom of tuples to Ferdinand, he paving-an yearly Tribute* ■ * The French that 
were left in Italy, fell off to Ferdinand, to whom* they delivered up their 
. (hong Holds 3 fo that of twenty five thoufand, few returned home, ana thofc 
very infirm.- Ferdinand at the fiegc of Cajeta, died of a Feaver, having loft 
his father not long before, whofe brother Frederick undertook the government 
of "Naples-, fo that in two years Naples faw five Kings-, to wit, Ferdinand, 

20 Alphonfus, Ferdinand 2. Charles of France , and Frederick- m&riy -difafters . 1 
befell tne Houfe of Spain in a fhorc time. Ferdinand of Sfjih his onely Ton 
died, his fons wife, Maximilians daughter, 1 is brought to bed of a dead Child, 
his fon in Law Alphonfus, the King ofPonugals fon, is killed With a fall from 
hisHorfc* his daughter, who was maried to Emanuel, coiifin German of 
Alphonfus now named, died in child-bed: fo the inheritance falls ttifodh, 
v ho was maried to Philip, Nor did King Charles profper with his unlawfull 
mariage-, for he left never a child to inherit his Crown: He died fuddenlyoF 
an Apoplexy. At Amboife his death was foretold by Savenarila , whom thi 1493 
Florentins burned, for being too free in reproving (he vices of the Clergy. At 
3c this time Pope Alexander 6 . fate in Rome, who tyrannized Over the Cardinals, 

* which had fold him the fuflrages 3 he made War upon the Urfms, and fhortly 
after received them into favour. 

To Charles 8. fucccedcd his coufin German Lewis 12. who laid claim not 
onely to Naples, but to Millan alfo, by his Grandmother, the daughter of 
$ohn Galeas -, therefore he makes a League with the Pope, Venetian , Florentine 
and Ferdinand King of Spain , againft Lovis Sfottia of Millan , and Frederick 
of Naples . It was then agreed, that if Lewis obtained Millan , Cremona fhould 
be delivered to the Venetians, and that Cefar Bor pa, the PopesTon, who by 
raarying Carlotta, the French Kings' Coufin, had laid afidc his Cardinals Hat, 

40 fhould obtain Aemilia, Flaminta , Picenum , and Umbria, totheruinc of the 
right and ancient owners, and that the King of Spain and France , fhould 
divide the Kingdome of Naples between them. Thus Charles , with a puif- 
fant Army, drives Sfortia out of his Dukedom : fo Borgia by turning out, or 
killing the Princes of Aemilia, and Hetruria , obtains a large dominion in Italy, 
under whofe tyranny many execrable oppreflions and villanies were perpe¬ 
trated . This Pope Alexander beftowes on Ferdinand of Spain, the Weft,and 
on $ohnof Portugal, the Fad-Indies: t ofohn in Portugal!] fuccccded Ema¬ 
nuel, fon to his Uncle Ferdinand. A meric ns Vefpntius, a F lorentin, difeovered 
then the continent of America, fo called from him, for the ufe of Ferdinand 
•50 of Spain. Sfortia with the Pope, and Venetians, defires Ctfars help againft 
the infulting French -, he upon promife of mony, marcheth unto Italy , but 

• for want of pay, fpeediiy returns again, and makes peace with King Lewis, 
v'hoemring Millan , in great fplendor, was called Duke of Lombardy y but 
Afcantns the Cardinal, Sfortia's brother, in fhort time recovers what was 
loft, by reafonth clnfubrians could not endure the French infolencies. King

The Second Part of the Book. VI. 

An.ChriJlt Lewis upon this raifeth a new Army, among which were fix thoufand Switzers 
Cefar counfcllcd Sfortia to ufc no Helvetians, but Savoyens in his Army, which 
yholefome advice was rcje&ed, and he thereby ruined ? for when tile two Ar¬ 
mies met, the Sfortian Switzers would not fignr againft the Trench Switzers, 
their Countrey men, but lliook hands, and left Sfortia for a prey to the Trench, 
who took him prjfoner, as the Venetians did his brother the Cardinal, both 
15C0 thefc pined away in a Trench prifon. 

Pope Alexander this vear keeps his Jubilee, and Lets up again the Angel on 
1501 his Caftle at Rome, wfiich the Thunder had beat down *. the next year after, 

divers Croflesvere feen, fomcof a bloodie colour, upon the garments and 10 
'skins of people, fore-runners of the troubles of Europe, and of great ficknef- 
fes, which fbortly after followed, to the deftru&ion of many thoufands. Di¬ 
vers lflcs in the Eaft-B raftl, and Calecut in the Weft arc detefted. The 54- 
racens arc expelled Spain, and Terdinand is honoured by the Pope, with the 
title of Catholic. Lewis of Trance, and Terdinand of Spam, fend Forces 
iecj againft Tredcrick of Naples, whom they quickly defeated-, but the two con- • 

^ quering Kings could not accord long, tncy fell out about dividing, and boun¬ 
ding their (haics in Naples , till at laft the Spaniards beat the Trench quite out 
of that Kingdom and City, having firft overthrown-them in a Battel, and 
1504 ftarved the remainder in Cajeta . So the Spaniard obtains all, and for a Tri* 20 

bute fends every year thence a white Horfc to the Pope, who was not long af¬ 
ter poifoned by a miftakc of the Cup-bearer , who prefented him that Cup, 
which he had provided for Adrian the Cardinal, and fomc others. Borgias 
by caufing himfclf to be fowed within the belly of a Mule, lately unbowcl- 
Icd, difeufled the force of the poifon, but could not perfc&ly recover his 
health. Alexander died the 11 year of his Pontificate. Borgia feizeth upon 
all hisTrcafurc, and befets the Vatican with twelve thoufand armed men, to 
- force the Cardinals to vote for him. Prcfently the people take Arms ? Bor - 

gias being yet infirm, is caried thence in a Litter, and Piccolominy iscle&ed, 
and named Pitta 3. who died the thirtieth day after his F.lc&ion,as it is thought 
of poifon. Borgias is detained in the Caftle of S. Angelo . Cardinal Julian 3 ° 
is elected, who calls himfclf Julius y, a man fitter for Pauls fword, then Pe¬ 
ters keys .* He ftrips Borgias of all his Towns, Caftles, and Wealth $ and at 
laft gives him his liberty, who going to Naples, was taken by Confalvus ,and 
fent over to Spain . Thence having efcaped prifon, he goeth to the King of 
N<n/4w, and is killed in the Cantabrian War. Julius defiring to enlarge the 
Churches patrimony, thrufts Beutivolos out o( Bononia, andconfpires againft: 
the Venetians with Cefar, Spain, Trance, Terrara , and Mantua *, but afterward 
upon their humble (ubmiflion, without Cefars knowledge, and againft the 
Trench Kings will, be departs from the League, and makes peace with the 
Venetians, and withall falls upon A Iphonfus , Duke of Terrara, for fiding 40 
with the Trench, Cefar 2nd King Lewis raging at the Popes infolencic, by 
means of the Cardinals, call a Synod at Pifa, whether lie is cited to appear? 
and withall they take from him Bononia, and CMirandula. He again to crofs 
thefc Cardinals, convocates a Synod 21 Rome, and excommunicatesthofc 
that refufe to come? he ftirs up alfo Ferdinand againft Cefar and the French, and 
calls him off from his African Vi&ories, who having impofed a Tribute upon 
the Numidians, tranfports his Army into Italy, where he took in fomc ftrong 
Forts? with him/torj 8. of England, isperfwaded to join, being the Spa¬ 
niards fon in law ? but Henry intends to recover his right in Guien : on the o- 
ther fide the Spaniard thrufts John of Navarre out of his kingdome, becaufc 
being in League with France, he denyed paflage to the Spaniard , and his Ar- ' 
my. Pope Jnliw alfo calls the Switzers into Italy, ana makes John Medices, 
baniihed out of Florence, his Legate ? he caufcd a rumour to be fpread, that 
Maximilian, and the Venetians, were agreed purpofely that the Brtxians, who 
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hated the French, might deliver the Town to the Venetians, which they d id, An.drift i 
not without a great maflacring of the French: But fbortly after, the French 
recover the Town again, kill the Venetian Garifon , and make a facrificeof 
the Townfmen. King Lewis finding his kingdome vexed on both fidcs by the 
Spamfh and E inglijh, he refolves to make Italy the feat of the War . therefore 
he befiegeth Ravenna, h the Pontiftcians and Spaniards come to raife the fiege $ 
a great battel is fought on Rafter day, which proved vi&orious to the Cejari- 
ans and French , who flew nine thoufand of the Enemy, and loft three thou- 
fand of their own party. The Viceroy of Naples fled, fohn CMedices is ta- 
io ken, Foxi/a the French General, was killed, in whofc Funeral eightc:n Co¬ 
lours taken from the Spaniards , vvere caried*, divers Towns fubmic to the 1 ^ ll 

French. 

Not Ion® after this, Pope Julius caufctli the League between Cefar and the 
French , to be broken. Maximilian fidcs with Julius and Ferdinand, herai- 
feth an Army of Switzers, who were inccnfcd againft the French, for killing 
of their Agent $ by their means the French lofc CMtllan, which they had pof- 
fefled thirteen years , and bring back Maximilian Sfortia, the fonof Lewis. 

The French King is proferibed by the Pope, who notwithftandmg returns to 
Mi/lan with a frerti Army, which was utterly defeated by the Sw/tiers , and 
20 the French driven quite out of Italy. The Fathers of the Counccl of Pija, for 
fear of the Switzers , remove to Liens: Mean tv hile the Pope and his party 
feize upon divers Cities of Italy, by the Helvetian help. But when Venice rc- 
fufed to reftorc to Cefar , Verona and Vicentia , then tne Pope makes a League 
with him againft the Venetians , and they with Lewis againft the Pope and Spa¬ 
niard. But when Julius faw that the Spaniard and Ireneh were 1 ike to agree, 1 5 1 3 

he died for grief* to whom fuccecded JohnMedices, the Popes Legat, who 
had beenbanifhed Florence , and taken prifoner in the late wars at Ravenna. 

He is now called Leo the tenth * it was this Julius who flung Peters keys into 
Tibris , and drew Pauls fword. Leo gave way that the ftones which were hewn 
30 by day, for repairing Saint Peters Church, begun by Julius, lhould be cari¬ 
ed away in the night for the greatPalacc of the Medices at Florence. He procured 
Lewis 12. to leave off all Reformation of the Church, and to fubferibe to 
the Councel of Later an • he reconciled the Cardinals that fell off from Juli¬ 
us he was much indebted to his filter, but paid her out of the indulgence 
mony. About this time Lewis makes Peace with England, repudiates his wife 
Anne of Brit any , and maricth another, and Ihortly after died. 

To Lewis (ucceeded by the- Salic Law, Francis Valois, his nextkinfman 
and fon in Law : He enters into League with England and Venice, and obtains 
Millan , having firft defeated the S withers: the Pope having loft Parma and 
40 Placentia , makes peace with Francis, and condefccnds to confirm by his Bui, 
whomfoever the Kin® ftiould name in France, for Biftiop or Abbot. King 
Ferdinand the Catholick, being dead, and his heir Charles ,Prince of Belgium $ 
Maximilian knowing how needful the fricndftiip of France was, gives off the 
Venetian war, and makes peace with Francis. The Pope takes Ur bin from 
Francis Feltrius, caufeth Petruccius the Cardinal for plotting againft him, to 
be ftranglcd, and thofc that knew the plot,to be depofed : for compleating 
the Senate, he makes at one time thirty one Cardinals, by which means he 
enriched himfclf. Upon the falling oft of the Switzers from the Frencb,Mil- 
lanwzs rc-taken, and reftored to Francis Sfortia , Maximilians brother. The 
50 Pope recovers Parma and Placentia ,with joy of which, or rather with poifon, 
he (uddcnly died • to whom fuccecded Hadrian 6. of Utricht , Charts Cefars 
Tutor-, but the next year after his Ele&ion, he died. King Francis upon the 
commotions of Spain , regained almoftallthc kingdom of Navarre , and 
fends great Armies into Italy, for recovering of CMillan , which he took,and 
is not long after taken himfclf. . Having befieged Papia , and feparated his 1525 
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An.chrijh Army, by the advice of Pope Clement 7. who fuccceded Hadrian, the Pope 

forhiscovetoufncfs, is befieged in hisCaftleatitow*, his PalaceinthcJ^ti- 
C4/*isplundrcd * Rome by the Duke of Burbot for the Popes perfidioufnefs 
to Cejar, is taken, andexpofed with all her wealth, Priefts and Temples, to 
the fury of the foldiere. The Pope being familhed, yeildeth to what condi¬ 
tions Cefar plcafed : Mean time the Florcntim made thcmfelvcsfree,by cart¬ 
ing out ihe Medices. Genua fubinits to the French, who befiege the Viceroy of 
Naples , being then in Naples-, the Viceroy of Sicily is defeated by Attria-, 
butwhilftthc French were in hope to take Naples, they werefo wafted 
with ficknefs, which fwept away 20000 of them, that they were forced to 10 
be gone who were left ♦, their General alfo Lautrccus died. 

To Pope C/ewe/w fuccecded Alexander Farnefius, who took the name of 
P-w/j. he excommunicated and profenbed Henry 8. of England-, calls the 
Counccl of Trent , and urgeth Charles the Emperour to fupprefs the Lutherans 
in his Dominions. To Paul fuccceded John Marta OMontanus , who called 
himfclf Julius 3 d . King Francis holds a Treaty at Cambrey, where his ran- 
fom is paid, and his hoftages reftored •, he inftigateth the Turk againft Charles 
the Emperour, and about the fame time advanceth Learning in Paris , by al¬ 
lowing and maintaining new ProfcfTors in that Univcrfity. He makes war 
with the Savoyen , and lofcth his fon the Dolphin , whom the Earl of Mon - 23 
tecucullo poifoned, for which he was drawn in pieces with wildc Horfcs* 
then Ire makes Truce with the Pope and Emperour for ten years. The Rot- 
chellers rebcll againft him, becaufe he placed a Garifon there 5 then he invades 
Piemont,Luxcnlurg,d.r\d Roufsillon becaufe his Ambafladors were killed as 
they were going that way, to make a League with the Turk. He takes many 
Towns in riemont } having fought a great battel therewith the Imperialifts,of 
whom fifteen thouf?.nd were (lain. He recovers Bollen , and invades England, 
with which at laft he made Peace, and then died, about three months after the 
death of Henry ihe 8. of England, whofc differences were reconciled a little 
before * he reigned 33 years. 

To King Francis fuccecded his fon Henry 2. by Katbartn Medices : He falls 3 ° 
upon the Imperial Territories, and takes divers Towns *, the Impcrialifts out * 
of Belgium over- run and watte Campania-, the Pope for grief that the Catho- 
lickcaufc in England d\cd with Queen Mary, falls fuddenly fick, of which di- 
feafe lie died *, to whom fuccecded Marcellas 2 d , who the 22 day after his Ele- 
&ion, died of an Apoplexy. Petrus Caraffa fuccceded , and called himfclf 
Paul 4. About thefc times Ferdinand Corte\\n twenty years (pace, fubdued 
all the parts of America about Mexico-, Varga and Pi\arus, all Peru, with the 
City of Cufco : fo did the Portugals take divers places in the Eaft- Indies. 
Charles the Emperour being dead, the French renne the war with his fon Philip * 
therefore a great Army is fent under Francis Duke of Guife, into Campania and 40 
. Naples : at S. Quint in a cruel battel is fought, in which the French arc utterly 
defeated, and moftof their Nobility taken, upon which the Town prefently 
furrendred. Biirdeaux rebels for the taxes laid on them, but the Conftablc 
forces them to fubmit, and to bum their priviledges. The fame Conftablc 
appeafeth a rebellion in Gafcony, raifed upon the cuftom of Salt. About this 
time died Henry of Navarre, vvhofe fon in Law Vcndoftne, feizeth on a part of 
Navarre. Mean while Cafal is taken by the French, but arc beat at fca by the 
Belgians . The French befiege Dotvay , but in vain, and arc defeated at Grave¬ 
ling : At laft Picmont and Savoy being reftored to the Duke, the Dolphin ma- 5 ® 
ried to the Queen of Scotland , and peace made with Spain , by the mariage of 
Elizabeth, King Henries daughter to King Philip . In the Nuptial folcmnitics. 
King Henry at a Tilt, is wounded in the right eye by Montgomery , of which he 
died in great torture, God letting him feel fome part of thofe tortures, with 
which he tormented the Protcftants: he died the forty third year of his age, 
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and of his reign the thirteenth : not long after died Pope Paul 4 th , who An.ChriJlt 
fet up the Inquifition at Rome, againft the L utherans, but after his death, 
the people in a tumult, brake open the prifon door, and let out the pri- 
foners, burnt the houfc, and for three days together, abufed the Popes 
Marble Statue, and all Monuments of the Carajfx in the City were de¬ 
faced. 

ToHw}2 d , fucccedcd his fon Francis 2 who though he was young, 
yet was beginning to be ascnicl againft the Hngonets, as his father was, 
by burning Annas Bar gins his body, after it had been hanged : At which, 
xothe Proteftants were fo inccnled, that they confpirc to feizc on the King, 
then at Amboife , andtocary him away* but the plot was difeovered and 
prevented. L tivis Burbon Prince of Conde , is fulpe&ed to have had a hand 
in this plot, therefore is imprifoned .♦ But whilft at Orleans , the King and his 
Peers there aflemblcd, were about to bring him to his Trial, the King fell 
lick and died, not having reigned full two years * his mother is made Regent. 

To Pope Pad 4. fuccceded John Angelas Medices , who took the name ot 
\ ins 4. King Philip of Spain , caufeth Gentlemen of great families, to 
be burnt for their Religion : He giveth 30000 Duckats towards the Prin¬ 
ting of the Bible called Complatenfts. 

20 To Francis 2 a , fucceeded his brother Charles 9. under whom the Proteftants 
enjoyed fome quietnefs, till Be^a, Martyr , and Mar lor at, had exafperated the 
Pontificians by their writings* then Pens were turned into Swords. Francis 
of Guife flood up for the Papifts, and Lems of Conde for the Hngonets . 

A battel is fought, in which were (lain on both fidcs about nine thoufand. 

Conde was taken prifoncr,and Gnife fhortly after killed by a Piftoll fhot. Up¬ 
on this, the Queen Rcjgent gives way for the Protcftant Nobility to cxercifc 
their Religion in their houfes, and the people in the fuburbs. Pins 4. died, 
to whom luccecded Michael Chiffer ins, called by the name of Pius 5. Conde 
againft the promife made him when he was taken, is (hot to death. Shortly 
jc alter at Monconture , another battel is fought, in which the Hugonets were 
defeated, but not fubdued * for they bore Arms fo long in Gafcony, and took 
fo many Towns, that at laft they forced a peace for thcmfclvcs Mean 
while the King of Spain marieth the fourth time, with his lifters daughter. 

The Duke of Alba tyrannizeth in Belgium , and turns ouc the Enghjh 
thence. The Netherlanders weary of oppiclfion , begin to vindicate tneir 
liberty. Pins 5. dieth, to whom fucceeded Gregory 13. France having refted 
a while from Civil broils, falls to Clandcftin butcheries. At Paris the 
Nuptials of Henry of Navarre, with c Margaret the Kings lifter, are fo- 
lemnized and befprinklcd with Protcftant blood : The chief Proteftants 
40 are invited to the Wedding* fuddenly by command from King Char Is the 
ninth, all the Proteftants in Paris arc maflacred, without refpeft of age or 
fcx. Caspar Caftilios head is fent as a prefeat to the Pope, and letters 
from the King, who writes, that in few days he put to death above feventy 157 * 
thoufand : For this llaughtcr was not only in Parts , but alfo in other 
Towns of France . This Maflacrc was committed on Saint Bartholomews 
day, betimes in the morning. The next year after, Henry King Charles his 
brother, befiegeth Rochtl, pofTelfed by the proteftants * but being eleded 
King of Poland, he leaves the Siege, and goeth into Poland * where having 
reigned fix months, he is called home to poflels the Crown of France by 1574 
50 the death of his brother Charles, who reigned fourteen years. Philip of 
Spain , underftanding that his fonne Charles was grieved for the cruelties 
exerciled on the Netherlander $, puts him in prifon, where he loft his life, 
upon fufpition that he intended Trcafon againft his father. 

Pope Gregory reformed the Calender, which occafioncd fome troubles 
in divers places 3 but in Trance , by Proclamation , it is commanded 
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Afi.Cbrijli generally to be received : Divers Collcdges of Jefuits are erc&ed under Pope 
Gregory and in Rmt for (Grangers * he was fuddeni v taken with the fquinzy, 
which fuffocatcd him in two howres. Henry of Navarre drives to have a Na¬ 
tional Synod of Proteftants,for fettling of their differences *, for this caufc he 
fends his Ambaffador to the Princes, who gave him good words, but nothing 
1583 could be done by rcafon of the troubles of thofc times. The Cardinals of 
Btirbon and Guife, with other Pontifician King-leaders, confpire againft Henry 
of Navarre, utterly to deftroy him. A great Army therefore is raifed •, Hen- 
ry procures for his aSfiftancc, out of Germany , ao thoufand Foot, and five 
tnoufand Horfe : but thefe were wholly overthrown by the Gujfuns,b6n° firft 1 o 
forfaken by the Helvetians . The fame year King Henry 3 was fo curbed by 
the Guifian faction, that his fubje&s began to Height him * wherefore to be 
rid of their power, he under (hew of great friend (hip and ferious bufinefs, in¬ 
vites the Guifian brothers to a Conference, whom he prefcntly caufed to be 
1388 (lain, and the reft of their confederacy to be imprifoned. Father in Medic cs^ 
the Kings mother, called by fome the fourth ftiry of France , as being the fo- 
menter of feditions, died with grief. The Parifians declare Charles Main 
brother to the Gutfts , Govemour of Paris of the Jfle of Fr^re^eaving out 
the Kings name: but the Sorbonijls were againft tJMain . He having raifed an 
Army, declares he will maintain the Roman Religion. Lions, Orleans , Ro - ao 
han, and other places, fide with him. King Henry was alTiftcd by the King of 
Navarres forces, and the Nobility 5 by which the Pontifician Army is defea¬ 
ted, and Paris fo ftri&ly befieged, that they were like to ftarve within. When 
in the mean while Jacob Clement , a Dominican, under pretence of fpeaking 
with the Kin^, run him in the belly with a poifoned knife, whom the King 
killed immediatly with the fame knife. King Hemy died of his wound with¬ 
in fourteen howres, having firft named for his heir Henry of Navarre * to 
whom the Nobility fworc Allegiance, conditionally, that he would permit 
Liberty of Conscience •, then he falls prefcntly to weakning the Cuijtan fa¬ 
ction, and taking in of Towns. In the time of King Henry the third, the 3 ° 
order of the Holy Ghoft was inftituted. The King of Navarre and Conde 
arc by the Pope excommunicated: CWeatlaft is poifoned, and Navarre ex* 
eluded from iucceffion. The Battel of Conrtrey is fought, in which Navarre 
158? was victor, and the Duke Joyeufe (lain. 

In Henry 4. King of Navarre, after feven Civil Wars, the Crown of 
France is transferred to the Houfe of Burbon , which Henry as yet could not 
quietly enjoy •, for Be Mam troubles him, till he was defeated at Arauc. The 
Parliament of Rohan pronounce all thofe Traitors, who fide with the King. 
The Popes quarrel with him for his Religion 5 to wit, Gregory 1 3. and his fuc- 
ccflbr Felix Mont alt its, or Sixtus 5. who from obfeurity, was elevated to this * 
high dignity ; yet he woud be at no charges in relieving Paris , when it was 
again befieged by the King , fearing to make Spain, (which now gaped for 
France) too great. Yet King Henry out of pity to his people, permits Alex - 
under Farneftus, to cary in provisions. Pope Sixtus having procured the Spa¬ 
niards difpleafure, for not affording hisaffiftancc to them , fell into a deep 
melancholy, and fodied , having before (hewed great joy for the conversion 
of the Marquefs of Baden to the Roman faith •, which Marqucfs , James by 
1 59 ^ name, Shortly after died of a dySfcntery, in the flower of his youth. Prcfently 
John Rapt fa Caftanaus , is elefted, and called Urban 7. whofe ele&ion was 
accompanied with an Earthquake that Shook AufirU , M or avia,\xnd Bohemia, 
with an extraordinary dry Summer, that the Rivers were like fcaiding water. 5 s 
This l/r£4# being taken with afeaver, died within thirteen days, leaving the 
Chair to Nicholas Sfondratus, or Gregors 14. he was born the feventh month 
after'his conception, and died the tenth month after his cleftion." About 
which time the plague and famin fo raged in Italy, that at Rome in one year

there died fixty tboufand people: yet this Gregory fpent on the French wars. An. Cbnfli 
five hundred thoufanc* Crowns of the publick Treafury, and forty thoufand 
out of his own coffers. King Henry perceiving that Yarnefus would not fight, 
caufest his Army to take up their Winter Quarters all about Paris. Varneftus 
after four ferrous aikults, takes Corbilittm upon Sene , which by the Kin<> is a- 
gain retaken. The Spaniards are defeated by the Mower Andes , and tfie Sa- 
^wprepartions in Province , hind red by Digvier. The Gcrmanes plunder 
Country, and arc now on the borders of France. Parma returns to 
the Netherlands, having enough to do with Grave Maurice . The Popes Army 
10 under Sfondrat , the Popes Nephew, did no great matter* for Parma not be¬ 
ing able to come and join with tnem, they retreated, upon the report of Pope 
Gregorics death} to whom fuccccded Johannes Antonius of Piemont, called by 
the name of Innocent 9. he (ate but two months, and was of the Spanijh fa¬ 
ction .* to him fuccecdcd Hifpolitus Aldobrandinns, or Clement the 8. King 1591 
Henry befiegeth Rohan, which at laft is relieved by the Duke of Parma Di¬ 
vers skirmilhes and encounters there were, rothe lofs of much blood. Parma 
leaving the greatcft part of his Army in Vranee, returns to Belgium, and de¬ 
ludes the King by delays. At laft as he was returning now the third time to 
drive the King from the liege of Paris, he was taken in Artois , with fudden and 

20 fharp tortures in his body, of which he died : Maurice drives to take the Slucc 
but could not * yet he takes Steinvick, and fomc other Towns. King Henry 
letsoutaRcmonftrancc, whereby he declares that he is no enemy to the Ro¬ 
man Religion, as the world thought, but that his intentions and indcavours 
were to maintain and preferve it in all places, where hitherto it hath continued* 
for this caufe the Parliament of Turon condemns the Popes Bull, in excom¬ 
municating King Henry for hercfic, andcaufethit to be burnt by the Hang¬ 
man, as a dditions and impious Libel: The Popes Lcgat is alfocommandcd 
to appear before them, that he might be tried by Law, and receive due punilh- 
ment for hi^tcmcrity. 

3 ° The Trench beinjg weary of their Civil wars, an alfembly of the Guifian fa* 

(flion, or the holy Leaguers* is called, for electing of a new King. Some were 
for ifbcIU ,the Infanta of Spain * but that election was againft'the Salic Law : 

Others for Erycjltsa the Arch-Duke, Gpvcrnour of Belgium, Tarnefius the 
Duke pi Parma being dead y which Ernejlus was alfo appointed Husband for 
the infant a : but this motion was generally rejected. Others again * will have 
him to be King,.whom the Spaniard (hallnominate, and that hefhall mary 
the Infanta. Henryfon to Guife that was killed, is nominated' King by fome*, 

Main ,feeing they could.not agree about the Election, procured three months 
T nice with Navarre, tog a in fo. miich time for fettling die kingdom. This 

46 Truccwas.diflikedby tlic Popes Legat. Upon this.the Nobility perfwadg 
the Kingtoprofefsthe Roman Faith, ihewing it was againftthcS 4 /fV Lawj 
that an Heretick fliould. be King of France, ana againft rcafon, that he lliould 
be called the moft Chriftian King, who was the chief Patron of Herefic, and 
an enemy to that Chriftian profdfion which hath continued in France hitherto 
fince the beginning of Chriftianity. The King fearing all would forfakc him, 
if he continued a Calvinift, defires a Conference with the Bilhops, and other 
Doctors of the Church. At length after fiye hours difeourfe , the King in 
white, with a Ihining Taper before him, gpethto S. Dennis Church, where 
being asked by the Bifliop of Fiturix, what his defire was * anfwcred,his dc- 

30 fire was to be received into the bofom of the Catholick, Apoftolick, Roman 
Church, and to live and die in that religion: So being lea to the Altar, he 
isabfolvccf, to the great indig nation of the Popes Lcgat, and tfie Monks, 
eftefcming this reconciliation of no validity: but to phe great joy, and con : 
tent of the people. The King fends Lewis Gonfyga, Ambaflaidor to the Pope, 
who in all humility and fubmiffion, defires the Popes Benediction : who an¬ 
swers. 
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An.Chrifti fwers, that he fhail never be perfwaded the Kings reconciliation to the 
Church to be (incere, till an Angell from heaven come down , and tell it 
inhiseare* but the Guiftaos to pacific Pope Clement , caufe the Counfell 
o ['Trent^ purely, and without any condition to be proclaimed and obfer- 
jrn, ved,and ftrengthen their own fide as well as they could} but fome Monks 
J ^ iaborne one B arteriu* to kill the King, who was prevented at Melodunum y 

and put to death : The Truce drawing to an endi, the Pope, Spaniar ^and 
HUw ,are deviling new plots. Mean while Meux, Orleans , Bourgts , and 
others tall off from the League to the King, who is inaugurate at Chartres 
by Thuanus Biftiop there. io 

In the abfence of Majne , Briffacus Governor of Paris openeth the gates 
and delivers the Towne to the King with fuch order and care , that there 
was no killing nor plundering at all j TheGarrifonis difmiffed without 
the Icaft affront offered them. Rotten followes the example of Paris , fo 
doth Poitliers and many more Townes 5 but other places that refufed, 
are forced by Arms to fubmit. Henry of Cuife reconciles himfelf to the 
King, who perceiving that the Spaniard did ftill foment Fa&ions in his 
Kingdome, upon the perfwafions of Henry of Bullion , he fends fupply of 
men and arms to Grave Mairice again ft the Spaniards* Shortly after one 
John C aft el being perfwaded the King was yet an Heretick, and not true- 
Jyabfolved, gets into the crowd at Paris where the King was, whom he 
ftruck at with his knife, and beat out two of his teeth, intending to 
have-Aabbed him in the throat: The fellow is prcfently apprehended 
and examined, he confefied his intention, and that he was bred in the Je. 
fuics Colledg at Paris , but was forty he had not killed that Heretick 
King*, whercuponheis condemned and tortured to death. The Jefuits 
arebanifht France, and it’s made Treafon for any to fend their children 
out of the Kingdome to be inftrutted by them. The young mans father 
isbanilhed for 9 years, and his g6ods confifcate, his houfeis levelled 
with^Ke ground,and a Pyramide of Marble erefted with a golden Crofs, 3 ° 
andfhe 4 Cardinall vertues on it, as a perpetuall monument of this bold 
The Proteftants Pattent is alfo renewed, whereby they are made 
1 595 -capable of all honors and dignities equally with Catholicks. Erneftus be¬ 
ing dead at Brojfels, Peter Gufman undertakes the Government of Belgium , 
and regains Hoi , lately taken by Henry r. He fights a great battel with 
Bullion , near Durian which betakes with divers other Townes. After 
this the King is entertained acZ/wi with all folemnity, and at Rome by 
the interceffion of Bilhop Perrone } and many other Prelats whom he had 
fent thither, he obtains the Apoftolicall Benediftion, and is abfolved 
from his Curfe s fo being received into the bofome of the Church, is 40 
honored with the Titled \moft Chriftian\ Charles Mayne, Henry of Savoy 9 
foyeuje, and other great men are reconciled to the King, who freely par¬ 
dons them, and undertakes to pay their debts, but to the grief and op- 
preffion of the people. Caffal Conful of Mirfjl/es is fiaine, for inten¬ 
ding to deliver up that Citie to the Spaniard : So all now is quieted ex- 
1597 cept Britain. 

A peace net ween France and Spain is at laft concluded. Mercurian with 
his Spanilh Faftion in B ritany fubmits to King Henri , to whom King Phi¬ 
lip reftores CaHis , Capel 9 and divers other places, and he to Philip the Prin¬ 
cipality of Carolotons 5 and fo all old quarrels are compofed. Savoy hereaf- 50 
ter is to remain free of it felf, but whereas the difference about the do¬ 
minion of S aluffes between France and Savoj y was not yet decided, but left 
j -qq to the Popes arbitration 3 two years after the War is renewed, in which 
the Duke lofeth his Cifalpin Jurifdi&ion, his Fort of Saint Catherin which 
threatned Geneva^ isdemoliihed, and divers other Towns furrendredto 
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the French. A Divorce being made between the King and his Queen An.CbrjJli 
Margaret , fifter of Henry the (econd, becaufe of their confanguinity, to 
which Divorce fhe willingly afl'ented, onely defiring that in (tend of the 
Kings Wife , flic might be called his Sifter : I fay, this Divorce being 
made long fince, the King is defired to marie again for procreation. 

Therefore Mary the daughter of Francis Duke of Ylorcnce , is betrothed 
to him, by whom he had Lctvis % with oiher children. The King was by 
Pereme accufed of divers fall quotations in Pbilrp M*;wj5Books,purpofe)y 
to difgrace him and his profeflion:The edift of Nanis concerning the Pro- 
I0 teftants Priviledges, procured much hatred againft the King, by the Pon- 1600 
tificats ^ therefore divers defperat plots againft him were contrived, and 
difeovered, for which conceived and intended regicide Churls Ridicove 
of Gaunt, Peter Angere , and Nicholas Englifh juftly fuffered death. At this 
time was feen in Paris , a Cornuted Monftcr, fome Virgins alfo in France 
and Germany , were known to endure hunger three years and more, a (bid 
Law is made againft Duels, and death threatned to the challenger. To 
Clemens the 8 at Rome , fuccceded Alexander Medices , called by the name of 
Leo y who died 25 days after, his fuccefibr was Lee Camillas, or Paul 5. Duke 
Joycufe entreth the Order of Capuchins , after a while takes arms, and then 
c returns to his Monaftery. Cardinal Aldebrandin comes into France to make 
qo the Duke of Savoys peace, whom the French had fubdued for not refto- 
ringtheMarquifat of Salnjfes, according to the Articles of peace at Ver - 
vrque. Mar/hall Bjrwnntendeth Treafon againft the King, is fent for, and 
denieth all that Fincus his accufer laid againft him 5 but the proofs were 
fo manifeft, that he was condemned and privatly executed 5 on the Scaf¬ 
fold he opened his breaft, and (hewed the wounds he had received in the 
Kings Caufe. By Father Cottons means the Jefuits are reftored to certain 
places. Count Avergr.e isimprifoned for newpra&ifes: After this the 
Duke of Orleans is born to the King, and the year after was bom the g 

Kings third fon, the Duke of Anjou, and two years after, Mary was born, ~ ' 

who married to King Charles of Great Britain. King henry after he had 
fetled his Dominions, and maintained them divers years in peace, ha- 
. ving placed a great Army upon the confines of Germany, which caufed 1609 
divers fufpitions amongthe Catholick party, is at laft murthered by Ra¬ 
vi Niacin his Coach, as he was viewing the preparation that was making 
for his Queens reception, who was Crowned the day before .• He was 
ftabbed twice in the heart * the murtherer being apprehended would 
confefs nothing •, neither for faire words nor tortures, nor did he (hew 
any fignes of (orrow, affirming that he was fet on by none but by inward 1610 

or, motions, and the dilates of his continence, having put on this refolution 
three yeare a goe .• So he was put to death by exquifit tortures of bur- 
4 ° ning pincers, and his body tome in funder by horles : In this Kings time 
the making of filk Stuffs was brought into France . The Jefuits Pyramid 
was demoliflied, and a fountain ere&ed in its place. The Order of Car- 
melit Nuns is fet up by Catberin of Longtvil in the Suburbs of Saint facob. 

A French Colonieis tranfported into Canada in America. 

King henry the fourth of France being dead, his Queen is made Regent 
during her fons Minority,who is publicity proclaimed heir to the Crown 
of France, and fo the great Army is disbanded, which fome thought had 
o - been intended for Cltvt,, others for ^Ar to is, others for the Empire. The 
50 Queen Regent brought much obloqui and envy on herfelf, by preferring 
Marquis her favourits and of the Florentin Familic, before all the 
Princes of France: It was (aid he ufed inchantments, he held indeed the 
young King, the Queen, and the whole kingdome in fubjeftion : Hee 
exhaufted the Exchequer, made Laws, and unmade them as he plea(ed^ 
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An.Chrifli Which cixiicd Henry of Bur bon, Prince of Conde, Henry of Ball Ion, Nivern, 
and others to forfake theCouit in difeontent, and to raife Tumults. 
The Decrees of the Counfell of Trent at laft are divulged, by the impor- \ 
tunity of the Italian and Pontificiall Parties but the Parliament of Paris i 
ordered that the writings of Mariana , Snare B elarmin and others con¬ 
cerning the Popes power ofdepofing Kings,(hould be fupprefled. Cardi¬ 
nal Feme with theC!crgy,and moft of the Nobiiity ftand up in defence of 
* 6*4 the Counfels Authority 5 but King fames by his writings declared he 
was of a contrary minde. Conde s and lucres Forces had a (harp encoun¬ 
ter, but Ancre prevailed, which Viftory was at laft his deftruftion , and xt 
Condts captivity : For when LongueviRe, Bullion, Mayne , and other Princes 
underftood that Conde was detained as a prifoner in Paris by Ancres means, 
they fuddenly depart the Court, and are proferibedby the King: The 
Part/tans being madded at this, fall prefently to plundringof Ancres ttzz- 
fures, and fpoyling his houfe, fo that with much adoe were they pacifi- ■ 
ed at laft by the Kings Guard. The Princes publilh a Remonftance, to \ 
let the people know what corruptions were now maintained, both in 
Court and Kingdome, and that therefore they were neceflitated to take 
armes tofupprefs thefeabufes* they alfoby their friends, privatly ac¬ 
quaint the King of the dangers that would fall on him and his Kingdome,^ 
iffuchabufes were tolerated, and Ancres treacherous attions countenan¬ 
ced 5 therefore they humbly befeech him that he would not hazard his 
own fortunes, and the welfare of a moft floriftiing Kingdome for one 
mans fake. Upon this, Order is given to Vitrlsts Captain of the Guard, 
to difpatch Ancre , who one dav (tops the proud and great Favorit, as he 
was entring the Palace. Attnis, Ancre prefently began to draw upon 
the Captain, but before he could pull out his fword, he is (hoc dead on 
the place with a Piftoll : When his death was known in the City, the 
people exceedingly rejoyced * and to fhew their hatred on him (though 
now dead) they found out his corps which was privatly buried, this they 3® 
draw out of the grave, and having with all manner of difgraces abu- 
fedit, at length they flung it in a great fire, and turned it into afhes: His 
wife being condemned for witchcraft and other diabolicall arts is han¬ 
ged, and her body burnd} thus by the juft punifhmcnt of a few, the 
whole Kingdome is preferved, the Kings anger a ppeafed, the peopls fury 
fatisfied, and the Princes willingly reduced to obedience: But the Queen 
in difpleafure, having laid down her Regency went to Bloir, and Conde for 
his unruly tongue is detained in cuftody. 

After thefe fad paflages, fonae joy follows in France upon the marriage 
of Victor Amadeus, ihe Duke of Savoys eldeft fon. Prince of Piemont , with 40 
Chriftina the firings fitter, theming was married already to the Infanta 
of Spain* The Queen-Mother being weary of her abode in B lots, got 
Duke;/; Efpernon to convey her thence to Angolefme without the /Tings 
knowledge, who took this ill, and as a flighting of his Authority,there- 
foreheraifeth an Army purpofely to be revenged on Efpernon \ but be¬ 
ing 3t laft pacified by divers meffages from Efpernon and the Queen-Mo- 
1620 l ^ er t0 ^ Permitted to ftay at Andes', and Conde is fet free. A cer¬ 

tain Italian being found teaching of Atheifme at Tholoufe, is by the Zings 
command apprehended, his tongue cut out, and he burnt alive. Mean 
while the French King is courted by Ambaffadors from the Emperor, 50 
and likewifefrom Frederick Count Palatin, nowin conteftation foxBohe- 
mia. King Lewis (ends Ambaffadors to Spain for opening the Valtelln , 
which being the mouth of Italy, was now ftopped and (hut up againft the 
French and Switzers , divers conteftations were held about this bufinefs, 
but ftill interrupted. At this time dc Luine the Kings Favorit,was in great 
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power on whom he had conferred all i^Anfres eftate : This was ill refen- An.Cknfli 
ted by the Peers, chitfty by Longuevtl % Nemours^ M4jne 9 and Rohan^ who 
betake themfelves to. the Queen Mother^ but the King preventing them 
by the faithful! fcrvice of Comity poflefleth Cain in Normandy , before the t 
Princes could unite their Forces.More of their towns fubmit tothcKing:* 

At length the Queens army being defeated, the Princes were brought to 
fuch a ftrait, that they were fain to Petition for pardon, and the Queen 
Mother to acknowledge her fons milde Government: then the Kings ar¬ 
my is turned upon Gafcony^ thofe of Beam were commanded to reftore to 
10 the Roman Clergy, their old Rites and Revenues, which they refuling to 
do, were fuddenly furprifed by the King, who having changed their 
Garifons, reftorcs to the Catholicks their Churches, Honors, and Reve¬ 
nues, and fo annextth that Province which hitherto had enjoyed much 
freedosne, to the Crown of France . This put the Proteftants to new

hebringsunderhisfubje&ion, not without great (laughter of fuch a9 
made refiftance, for many skirmifhes were fought* Montalhan alfo is i 
befieged a long time, but in vain 3 for ficknefs and the winter floods for¬ 
ced the befiegers to rife and be gone : Among divers that loft their lives 
here, Henry of Mayne^ Viceroy of Gafcony was one. After this,whilft the 
King was beleaguering Mugvrt^ Duke d' Luin y Mafterofthe Horfe (which 
place Ancrt had before) in the midft of his honors and wealth, which was 
exceeding great, died in December: A fudden fire having in Oflober before 
burned down the two bridges of the goldTmiths, and the exchange, to 
30 the great lofs of the Merchants. 

. Pope Paul 5 died of an Apoplexie the 69 year of his age, and the 1 6 of 
his Pontificat: K.Letvu ,the pacification being broke,befiegeth and taketh 
Montpelier with fome other Proteftant towns, at Uft upon the fight of fo 
much bloud fhed, and fo many flaughtered men , he comes to anew a- 
greement, at which divers of the Pontifician fide were offended. At 
Rome Gregory 15. called before Alexander Lodoifmi , who fucceeded Pope 
Pauly. died ofa Palfie:To whom fucceeded Cardinall Mapbxus Berberin^hc 
took the name of Urban 8 In France things being fomewhat quietcd,King 
Lewis enters into league with the Venetians and Savoytns again# Spain , for 
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40 regaining of the Valtelin , which after many skirmilhes and towns taken, 
falls wholly into the power of thefe Confederates, whereupon the French 
ScSavojens enter 7/4/7,and make war again ftGenua y for furnifhing th eSpani¬ 
ard with money and provifions3but a new fire of civil war breaking out in 
France , calls home the French fotces out of Italy . The Duke of Sonltze with 
the Rotchellers had defeated the Kings fleet in a fea-fight 3 whereupon un¬ 
der Montmerancy the King renewes his lea-fight,and heats Sonli^e ,who pre- 
fently fled into England. Rotchel is befieged both by fea and land, divers 
Forts being erefted again ft it, divers eruptions are made from the town, 
divers Petitions are exhibited for peace, but all in vain 3 the Proteftants 
50 complain that the Articles of the laft pacification were not kept by the 
King, that they had not as was proraifed the free* ufe of their Religion, 
that the Forts fet up againft Rotchel , were not as yet demolilhed, that 
the Synodicall meetings of the Minifterswere hindred^ hereupon the 
two brothers, Rohan and Sonli^e , the chief of the Proteftant Party in 
France, implore the afliftance of England ^which now ftood not upon good 
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An.Cbriflt terms with France Ji nee the lending away o; Queen Manes Frtuh Clergy, 
for being too bufie about her confeflions and penances •, the Englifk alfo 
• had taken fame French Snips carrying provifion for the Spaniard, and the 
French had made a flay cf all Enghfb goods there, for fatisfying their lof. 
fes : Hereupon a fleet under the Duke of Buckingham is fent to the Ifie 
ofjfre, lying over agiinft Rnchel } at firfthe drove the French into the 
Cattle,but afterward out ofcarelcfnefs he fuffered his forces to be cut off, 
and fo returns home with lofs and difhonor. Vendcmt the Kings baftard 
brothtris imptifoncd.Z»/£«;Vrr lately converted to the Church of R r me, is 
made Matter of the horlc,Cardinal Richelieu being Admirall of France , is j o 
imploycdagaiKift&fifo/. Condc rageth with fire and fword againft their 
Protettant towns of Gafcony , putting all ages and fexes promifeuoufly to 
d ;ath}but at lafl hath a defeat given him byRohan$he Rcuhc/ers ftoutly re- 
1620 jided the fit*ge,fo long as their hopes of Englijh aid , and their provisions 
cotinued,but when both failed them,*kfamin began to prevail,their flout 
hearts were forced to yeild, for the harbour was fo flopped and barrica- 
doed, that (hips could not get in to relieve them, nor return the provifi- 
ons which B nchingham had borrowed from them, therefore they furren- 
der the Town, promife to pay the fine hid on them, and to maintain 
the Kings Garrifon there, till they build him a Caftle within the walls, 20 
on their own charges} upon this they obtain their lives, eftates, and Re¬ 
ligion .• In this liege there died by famin and the fword, 15 thoufand of 
the befieged, the. plague alfo raged in the Kings camp : R ohan and Son - 
lize are both comprized withip thefe articles of R otcbel conditionally 
they reflore what they yet withhold from the King 5 Mentalban aHo 
with fome other places are included in the fame peace,ifwithin 5 months 
they lay down arms, and fubmic to the King} upon this peace between 
the King and his Proteflant fubje&s : a peace alfo is concluded between 
. - England and France , by the death of Ruckinghaip , who began and fomen¬ 
ted this war. 

France being now at peace with England , is better able to aflift the 30 
1629 D u ke of Nivtrne,Charts by name, to recover his right in Mantua , which 
he claimed (his coufin German Vinccntiu4 being now dead ) as his due both 
by will and propinquitie of blood: this Principality he feifed on with¬ 
out acquainting Cafar Lord of the Fee} the Spaniard and Savoyen ftormed 
at this, who had an old quarrel with the Dukes of eMantua about Monlf 
ferret }fo now France and Spain renew their oldflrife. The Savoyen fides 
. with Spain, xht.VtMtiant with Mantua^ Naples , Sicily, Mi linn prepare for 
1 * 2 ° war. The quarrel in France between Gaflo Duke of Orleans , and Cardi¬ 
nal Richelieu, took rife from the defire the Monfieur had to coyn money 
with his own ftamp, as being next heir to the Crown , and a priviledge 
equally belonging to him, and to the King} this was denied and 
refufed by the C ordinal!,wherefore the Duke in anger leaves the Court. 

t .The King by the Cardinalls advice, fet a Guard upon his Brother ; 
this the Duke confidering to be both dangerous and difgracefull, wirh- 
drawes himfelfe privately thence , and raifeth an Army of Malccon- 
tents .• A battel is.fought, in which the Duke is defeated, and Mont - 
\6'2 rnorancie taken mtheskirmifh} the King toappeafe all civill differen- 
ces, is content to pardon his brother, and his Courtiers} he com¬ 
mands allforaigoe Souldiers todepart the Kingdome , Montmorancie is 50 
required by the King,, to be left to his mercy} pardon alfo is pro- 
mi fed to the Genttie and Judges of the Dukes parde, upon their humble 
Petition } the Bifhops of his Fa&ion are put over to the cenfurc of the 
next Synod, fo peace upon thefe terms being,.fetled, the Duke 
enters Lyons in great State; but Montmerancit , with whom the King 
• was 
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was more implacable, is condemned of HighTreafon. Much intcrccflion An.Chriftt 
was made for him , but in vain. His head is cut off at Toloufe the thirty 
fifth year of his age. Gafto being ftruck with this rigour, departeth the king¬ 
dom, and wrote back to the King, that he was not now tied to any Articles 
or Covenants, yet promifeth that he will a & nothing to the prejudice of his 
Native Countrey. 
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Profecution of the Englifh Hiftory, under the reigns of Henry the Hen¬ 
ry the 5 th , and Henry the 6 th •, from the ye nr 1399. till the year 14 6?. con¬ 
taining divers faffages of the French and Scots affairs . 

Enry the fourth of Bnllinbreok, Duke of Hartford , fon and 
heir to John of Gaunt , the yonger brother of Lionel D. 
of Clarence , is elected and Crowned King, hispredc- 
ccffor King Richard being depofed as is already faid. 
Which depofition is condemned by John Bifhop of Car¬ 
lisle, in that firft Parliament affemblcd by King Henry 4. 
wherein he Ihcws the King Was wOifc ufed then ordinary 
Malefactors, bccaufe they are not condemned (as the 
King was) before they have anfwered to the AbjcCted crimes. But the Bi¬ 
fhop for this fpcech was attached by the Bari Marjhal , and imprifoned in the 
Abbyof S.^Albons-, then was the Crown intailed to King Henry and his 
heirs, and forthwith Henry the Kings eldeft fon is made Prince of Wales ^ D. 
of Cornwall , and Earl of Chefter . Afterthc Parliament was ended, the K. 
is invited to Oxford , w'here folcmn Jufts were to be holden, by E dw. Plantagi- 
net Duke of Aumarle , Thomas Holland Duke of Surry , John Holland nis 
30 brother Duke of Exeter , both half brothers to King Richard y John Monta¬ 
gue Earl of Salisbury , Hugh Spencer Earl of Glonccfter , with others, who pre¬ 
tending a Triumph, intended the Kings deftrudion privately, by Indentures 
under tjieir hands and fcals. All thefe plotters met at Oxford \ attended with 
a ftrong guard of Archers, only Aumarle was abfent, bccaufe his father the 
old Duke, having found out the plot, by the Indentures, which by chance 
he fpied in his fonsbreaft, made hafte to acquaint the King therewith, which 
the young Duke perceiving , being w r ell mounted, out-rod his father, and 
came to Windfor Caftle, vvnerc the King then wa$ 3 preparing for his Oxford 
journey, which he diverted by revealing the Treafon, and fo obtained his 
40 pardon. The King prefently raifeth an Army to fupprefs thofc confpirators, 
who being informed that their plot was difeovered, they difeuifed one Mag¬ 
dalen (wno was one of the plotters, and much rcfcmbled the depofed King) 
in royal robes,giving out he was King Richard and fo with all their Troops 
they march towards London , againft the King, v ho was now on his march 
with twenty thoufand men towards them. The noife of the Kings approach 
fodifheartned the companions of thefe traiterous Lords, thatchey ran away 
and left their Lords helplefs, and comfortlcfs, who fhortly after in their flight 
arc taken and executed. . 

The King being delivered from this danger, caufed Richard to be murthe- 
5 ° red (as is faid) left in his name the like Treafon might be attempted: Charles 
the fixt of France , Father in Law to King Rickird , hearing of his fufferings 
and wrongs, but not as yet of his death, raifeth an Army to relieve him,and 
to be revenged on King Henry . He was marched as far as Piccardy, where he 
underftood that King Richard was dead, whereupon he chang eth his rcfoluti- 
on, knowing he could do the dead no good, arid disbandeth his Army: Yet 
• %’ Ppp 2 fhortly 
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foordy after, purpofmg to be revenged on King Henry, by taking his towns 
in Aauitan, raifeth another Army 5 but before he was ready, King Henry 
was landed in Trance with an Enghjh Army, conduced by Piern Earl of 
Worcester •, which caufcd Xing Charles alter his minde, and disband his forces. 

Yet Henry diftrufting the wcaknefs of his Title, defires that ifabel Xing Charts 
his daughter, and wife fometime to Xing Richard, fliouldbe maried to his el- 
deft fon Prince of Wales *, which Charles refufed to do, wherefore (lie is con- 
veied into F ranee, and maried to her coufin Charles , her uncles eldcft fon, the 
Duke of Orleans. 1 henoife ofthelateTreafon, of the French preparation, 
of the murthcr of A'ing Rtchard $ animated cheSwr and Welch againft him. io 
Owen Clendor fpoils the Marches near him: The Lord Grey of Ruthen , and 
YJrnuud Mortimer, rightful heir to the Crown, are fent againft him •, but they 
loft the battel, and are taken prifoners ; E dmnnd is kept in a dark Z>ungcon,on 
hope the A'ing would ranfom him, which was leaft of his thoughts, knowing 
it was more lafe for him, to have Edmund a prifoner, then at liberty. The 
Scots invade the Northern parts, but arc repulfed by Xing Henry, who purfues 
them with fire and fword into their own Country. But he was no fooner gone, 
when they return with twenty thoufand fpoiling Northumberland • Sir Henry 
Hotffur fon and heir to Henry Piercy, fell upon them, killed ren thoufand,and 
took five* hundred prifoners * among which were four Earls. The next year 2© 
following , one thoufand two hundred Gentlemen arefcnttoC/e^or, from 
France , to be Leaders of his difordered Rout: But twelve of their beft (hips 
were drowned in a ftorm, the reft returned home with much difficulty. After 
this, tv'clv thoufand French are fent into Wales , whofafely landing, joyned 
with the Welch forces, confifting of ten thoufand. Xing Hew; in his own 
perfon marcheth with a ftrong army into Wales : Upon the report of which, 
the French doubting more of the Welch inconftancy, then of their own 
power or valour, return to their fhips without ftriking ftroak. Hereupon the 
Welch fled and Vanifhed, fo that the Xing finding no enemy to fight with, re¬ 


turns in peace. ■ 3 ° 

King Henry to [Lengthen himfclf with friends abroad, againft his troubles 
at home, maried with fune, Widow of $obn, Duke of Brit any, and gave 
his eldcft daughter Blanch in manage to William Duke of Bavarr, fon and 
heir apparent of Lodowick Emperor 5 then he matched Philif his youngeft 
daughter to the King of Denmark . After this, Picrcy of Northumberland , Pier - 
cy of Worcefter, and Henry Hot [pur, are required by the King to deliver up to 
him their Scots prifoners. This they refufe to do, as being againft the Law 
of Arms, which caufcd fome diftafte: fo that difeontent daily riling, the 
Piercics defire the King to ranfom Edmund ^Mortimer, Earl of March, their . 
imprifoned Coufin, hoping thereby to reftore him to his Crown 5 this is dc-^ 
nyed by the King as dangerous to his ownfafety, giving out that he volunta¬ 
rily become Owens prifoner, to countenance the Welch rebellion , and treache¬ 
ries againft his Crown. Upon this, the Piercics in anger paid his ranfom,and 
fet him free on their own coft, and withal made a League with Owen Glendor , 
todepofc Henry y with whom alfo joyned th t Scots, the Earl of Stafford , 
and Scroop, Arch-Bifhop of Fork, the beheaded Earl of Salisburies brother, 
with many others * then they publiflied and fent him thefeenfuing Articles: 

1. That againft his Oath he took after his banifhment, never to meddle with 
the King nor Crown, hath wickedly feized on the Crown, and made himfclf 
King. 2. That he had imprifoned King Richard, and caufcd him to be mur- 
thered. 3. That he hath ever fincc unjuftly kept the Crown from Edmund 5 ° 
Mortimer , the true heir, as being of Clarence the elder brother to $obn of Cant, 
father to the ufurping King; 4. That he had impofed on the people divers 
ncedlefs and heavy Taxes. 5. That againft his Coronation Oath, he had 
procured Burgylhips for the Parliament, : of fuch as would ferve his turn. 

; . tf.That 
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6 . That he hath hitherto denyed to ranfom his Coufin, giving ontfalily he AnJCbrifit 
was become a voluntary prifoncr, to colour the Welch Treafon and llebelli- 
on* And foupontheieArticles, theydefiethe King, vow his definition, 
and the Earl <Jl(ortimers reftitution. Hereupon Armies areraifed on both 
liues * and near Shrewsbury a battel is fought, in which a great part ot the Scots 
who bravely aflaulted the King, are cutoff^ Hotfpur^ with fome other prime 
Leaders, and many thoufltnds more are flain, Worccfier is taken prifoner, the 
reft fled : On the Kings pare were loft onethoufand fix hundred , of the c- 
ncmies lixthonland , of which, thirty lix the King flew with his own hand. J 4°4 
Earl for his valour in a duel with the King, is fct free without ranfom. 

K The next day thanks are given to God: IVorceJler is beheaded, and many ol 
th: Ring-leaders arc hanged, drawn, and quartered. 

The King to profccute his Vi&ory, fends his Army under the Prince or 
Wales, ngamft the Rebels, but they were fled : Glender torfuken, and at laft 
famiflied in the Woods, many of whole conforts were taken, and executed. 

Piercy of Northumberland voluntarily fubmitsto the Kings mercy, protefting 
his ignorance in that Treafon 5 the King for that time gave him good words, 
with liberty to come and go, becaufc He had the Caftle of Barwick, and fome 
other ftrong holds in his pofleflion. After this, Lewis Duke of Orleans fends 
2 challenge to King Henry 5 to whom he returns this anfwer, that his former 
20 aftions could acquit him from the name of a coward* that Kings ought not 
to expofe thcmfelves to danger, but when ncceffity required 5 that the Duke 
was not his equal,& that noewithftanding he would at all times be ready to rc- 
prefs the Dukes infolcncics, or rafh attempts on him or his people. The Duke 
hereupon in a raih paflion, befiegeth the Town of Vcrgien in Guien, where ha¬ 
ving loft many of his men after three months fiege, was forced to rife and de¬ 
part with diflionour. The Duke of Bnrgoin alfo, by the French Kings leave, 
raifeth fix thoufand.men at one thoufand five hundred Crofs-bows, 

and twelve thoufand foot men, for regaining of Callice. But the French King 
hearing what preparations arc making i n England, and conlidering the ditn- 
~ c cultic of this attempt, requires the Duketodefift from his intended enter- 
prife. This he conceived to proceed from the Duke of Orleans , who was 
jealous of Bourgoins valour. # King Henry having efcaped two dangers by re¬ 
bellions, is now like to fall into the third, plotted by Piercy of Nor thumb rr- # 
land , Scroop Arch-Billiop of 7 orb, Mowbray Earl Marjhal, and by the Lords^ 

Hajlings , Yaulconbridge , Bardolph , and others. But tnc plot in the infancy of 

•• it, was difeovered 5 therefore the King comes uncxpedcdly into the North, 

witluan Army, furprifed the Lords, and ftruck off their heads, but Piercy 
and Bardolph fled *Picrcy afterwards returns from France into Scotland, where he 1 408 

is promifed aid againft the King-, to prevent which,thc Prince of Wales Is fent 
4c with an Army thither,where he ragetn with fire and fword, recovers thcCaftlcs 
of Barwick,z nd Anwick, and makes the Scots imbrace a peace. After this the K. 
croffmg the Thames from Kent, to Ejfex, under tlic conduit of the Lord of 
Camois, was like to be taken by French Piracs. The Lord was fufpedted and at¬ 
tached of Treafon,but was cleared by his Pcers- 5 thc Scots enter Northumberland 
with Piercy , and Bardolph , doing much mifehief. A'ing Henry upon this, levi¬ 
ed a ftrong Army, but Sir Ralph Rokesby then Sheriffof that County, had 
defeated the Scots already, and had fmote off the two Lords heads, which he 
fent to the A'ing for prefents. In the eleventh year of his Reign, a Parlia¬ 
ments called,lomc good Laws arc enaded*, the A'rn^s three younger fonsare 
50 \mdc Thomas Duke of Clarence , John Duke of Ledford, and Humphry Duke 
of Gloucejler. The reft of this Alngs.life was peaceable 5 he intended vvarres 
againft the Turk, and was for that purpofe providing {hips, men, mony, and ^ 

other requifits * but was hind red by an Apoplexy, which at laft killed him,t:ie * 
forty fix year of his life, and 14 or his reign. On his death-bed he caufed the 
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An.ChrUU Crown to he placed by him on his pillow, fearW fome other might take it 

that lud better right. The Prince thinking he had been dead, takes away the 
Crown * whereat the ring darted up, asking who had taken away the Crown: 

The Prince anfwcred, that it was he * then falling back into his bed,fighcd and 
1412 My Son, My Son, Cod knows what right! had to this Crown, and how 

^ * I have enjoyed it: to whom the Prince replyed , good Father comfort your 
fclf* the Crown you have, and if you die, I w ill take it, and keep it with my 
fvvord, as you have done 5 and then the A'in , died : In this A'ings time Guild - 
H aII in London was built. 

A'ingHe#rj 5. fuccecdcd, who of a wild andloofe young Prince, became *,o 
a wife and folid A'ing, after he had put away his lewd conforts. He begins his 
Reign W’ith the honourable Tranflationof king Richards body from Langlie, 
which with pomp he interred at W ejlminfter by Queen Anne his fird wife. The 
x next year he calls a Parliament at Leicejler, where he is Petitioned to fupprefs 
1 ** * the Religions houfes of the kin. dom, becaufe they w r crcabufed 5 the Reve¬ 
nues of which houfes were proportioned to ycild to the king the annual rent of 
twenty thotifand pounds,and would alfo maintain fifteen Earls, fifteen hundred 
kni. hts, and .above fix thoufand men at arms, befides almf-houfcs for the 
poor. But to divert this violent dream, Chichly Arch-Biftiop of Canterbury 
being foliated by the Abbots, difeovers to the king his right and title to the a© 
Crown of France, (hcw f ing the Clergies willingnefs in furthering his regain¬ 
ing of it, by offering to him a vadfumof mony .* Thisfpcccn dafhed the 
Petition 5 and now all mens defires are bent on France: for this caufe the 
Duke of Exeter, the Kings Uncle , the Arch-Bilhop of Dublin, the Lord 
Grey , High Admirall of England , and the Bifhopof Norwich, attended 
with five hundred Horfc, were fent to Charles fixt of France , to demand that 
Crown, with the Dutchies of A quit an, Normandy,and Anjou, with the Coun¬ 
ties of Poytou and c Main * which if they may be delivered up peaceably, then 
King Henry will mary Katherin the French Kings daughter, and endow her 
with all the laid DutchclTc and Provinces * others ife he would gain them by 3 ° 
thefword. The French King amazed at this mclfagc, defired fome time to 
deliberate, promifins to fend Ambafladors of his own to King Henry, whofc 
youth the Dolphin fo (lighted, that he fent him a Tun of Tennis Balls as a pre¬ 
sent, fitter for him to play w f ith, then the Conqueft of France. King Henry 
‘ was fo incenfcd at this feoff, that he fworc he would ere long tofs fo many Iron 
Balls in France , that the ftroneeft Rackets there fliould not be able to return 
them. The Dolphin hearing of the great preparations in England , fends to 
King Henry, that if he W'ould live peaceably with France , and! take to wife his 
filler Katherin, then he fliould have with her a'large furii of mony, with fome 
fmall Territories in that kingdom 5 the French Ambaffadors were honoura-^ 
blyufcd and entertained at the Kings Table, who at laft depart with no other 
anfwer, but that King H enry will have his Provinces and Seigniories which 
he demands. With this he prepares for his march, having firft fortified the 
borders from Scottijh invafions, and made his mother Queen Regent of Eng¬ 
land, in his abfcncc. Then he fends Letters of defiance to the French King 5 
but in the mean while Richard Earl of Cambridge, brother to the Duke of 
Fork, Henry Lord Scroop , and Sir Thomas Cray, upon great rewards promifed 
them by the Dolphin , confpircd either to kill king H enrj in his Tent, or to de¬ 
liver him unto the French King * but theTreafon is dilcovered, the Traitors 
apprehended, arraigned,and executed the next day. 

The King being landed in Normandy, neer War flew upon the Sein, befieged 5 ® 
it thirty feven days $ which the Dolphin not being able to relieve, was furren- * 
dred to Uenrie, whofackcdic, and ranfomed the inhabitants, which mony, 
andgoodsjicbcftowedonhis foldiers. Then having left his uncle Thomas 
Duke of Exeter 7 as Covernour there, with thirty five Knights, and one thou- 
, fand 
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(and five hundred foldicrs, refolves to go to Calice by Land, for the Winter An. Cbnj}} 
coming fooner then ufually, caufcd fluxes, feavcrs,and great mortality in his 
Army *, for there died above one thoufand five hundred men, befides the Earl 
o f Stafford, Bihop of Norwich, and fomc other Lords; the Kings ftrength 
then confiftcdonly in two thoufand horfe, and thirteen thoufand Archers: 
yet the French du& not adventure upon them, though the Dolphin who ma¬ 
naged this war, by rcafon of his fathers infirmity, hadaflcmblcd above thir¬ 
ty thoufand men: So that the English burned and ipoiled all in their way,with¬ 
out refiflanec. The French( then at Rohan ) being unwilling the Englijh Ihould 
i c pafs through France linfoughtwith, advifeth with his Counccl what ne (hould 

do*, after fomc debate, he was advifedto fight, who prefently fends a defi- ^ 1 ^ 

ance to king Henry , whofc anfwer was, that his men were nowfick, and in 
want, yet ftrong enough to repel all violence, if he were interrupted in his 
march. A great Army of French being aflemblcd, they intend to fight the 
Enghjb^ who therefore place themfelves in good array near A gencom-, the 
nConflablcof France accompanied with ten thoufand horfc-men, befides foot¬ 
men, pages, and other attendants, draw near to the Englijh Army *, that night 
was (pent by the French in jollity, prefuming an abfolutc vi&ory the next day, 
becaufe of their multitudes, and the Englijh paucity: fo that before hand, they 
20 caft lots for theirprifoners. The French Army is divided into three battali- 
acs, the firft connfting of about itfcoo, was led by the Conftablc, the fccond 
or middle being bigger then the other, is commanded by the Dukes of Barre , 
and of Alanfon: tne third was Mar dial ledby the Earl of* Mark, Damp, and 
others. A'ing Henris Vaunt-guard confifting of Archers only, is conduced 
by the Duke of Tork. The main Battel is commanded by the ATing himfelf, 
in which w ere his ftrongeft Bill men; with him were the Duke of Gloucefler , 

Earl Mdfjhal Oxford 2nd Suffolk : the rear-ward is dirc&ed by Thom** Duke of 
J?xr/fr,thc A'ings Uncle. And to keep off the French horfe from the Eng- 
lijh foot, they are all invironed with flakes headed w ith (harp irons at both 
3c ends, for the eafier pitching of them in the ground. An Ambuflialfo of 1415 
Englijh Archers is placed within a new-caft hedge, which galled the F rench 
horfe ; fo that their firft battail is overthrown, not only of the horfe , but of 
die foot alfo, who were wounded and troden to death by the difordcred horfe; 
many of them alfo were knockt down by the Englijh Axes and Bils. Then 
the French main battail is aflaultcd by th c Englijh, who being courapoufly 
charged by die French horfe, retreated orderly, and quickly flipped behind 
"their flakes, to train the French horfe upon t^cm *, who ignorantly rufliing for¬ 
ward, goaretf their horfesfo, that the main battail was put out of order, and 
vanquifhed. In this encounter the Alng fought hand to hand with the Duke 
40of Alanfon , whom he felled to* the ground, whofe life he would have faved, 
but the Guard unadviledly flew him. * The third battail confifting of greateft 
numbers, but word men, cowardly ran away, calling down their arms, and 
'many on their knees craving mercy*, the A'ing gave order they (hould be re¬ 
ceived as prifoners; but wbilft he was purfuing the chafe, 600 French horfe 
entred the Xings Camp, weakly guarded, riffling all that they could,and flew 
many of the Guardcrs, which caufed a great out-cry: the A'ing hearing it, 
flippofed a frefh Army had been come to fight him again * whereupon Procla¬ 
mation is made that all ordinary prifoners (hould be (lain, left they (hould in- 
danger the Army in the new conflict. A pitifull (laughter is made among*. 

5c them, which coft theX. many fighs and tears, when heunderftood that no 
frefh Army was come. 

Though the A', and his men were tired with that days fer vice, yet fearing 
the worft,' he puts his whole Army in Battalia , when prefently the Earls of 
Marie and Faulconhridge , aflailed him with fix hundred men, but they were 
quickly overthrown and (lain. Towards the Evening of this day, the Afing 
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An.chriftt with his Army gave folemn thanks to God for his Viftory, and then gave 
leave to his foldiers to riffle thofc they had (lain. Which being done, he mar- 
chcth into edict , where he is received with great joy. Tn this battail were 
{lain the Conftablc and Admiral of France , the Duke of Alanfon y the Duke 
of Brabant , the Duke of Barre , with divers Earls, twenty five Lords, eight 
thoufand Kniahes, Efquircs, and Gentlemen, bcfidcs multitudes of common 
foldiers*, the Duke of Orleans , the Duke of Burbon, with divers Lords, ma¬ 
ny were taken prifoners. On the Englijh fide were (lain the Duke of Fork, the 
Earl of Suffolk^ with fix hundred others: So after the King had rcfrcflied him- 
felf and Army fome time in Calice , he returns with much fpoii and wealth in- 10 
to England y and is received into London with much triumph. Not long after 
this battail, the Dolphin died * the Earl of Arminack is made high Conftablc 
of F ranct) and none put in offices but ftout men. At the fame time Thom* 
I 4 1 ^ Duke of Exeter y Governourof Harfltrv , iflfucd out of the Town with three 
thoufand men, fpoilmg all the Country, till almoft he came to Rohan . The 
new Conftablc with five hundred horfe, made the Duke retire, but orderly * 
the Trench were fo hot in the purfuit, and came fo near Harfletv, that the reft 
of the E ngliff within iffued out, and being joined with the Dukes forces, put 
the Trench to the flight for two miles, taking divers prifoners, which they 
difmifled, not without ranfom. The EmperOur Sigijmnnd came into Eng- 20 
land to mediate for peace, but could not: After great entertainment. King 
Henry accompanies him to Calice> whether Henry of Burgos* upon hoftages 
repaired. A Peace is concluded between them concerning Tlanders and Ar¬ 
tois only this peace made the Trench jealous of the Duke, as of a fccrct ene¬ 
my to Trance. Not long after Harden is befieged by the Conftablc, both 
on fca and land: but this Fleet of five hundred Trench (hips, is defeated by the 
E nglijh Fleet of two hundred fail, under John Duke*'of Bedford , King Henries 
brother: Many Trench were killed, and many fent prifoners to England. Up¬ 
on this the Conftablc raifeth his fiege, and die Duke of Bedford new vuftual- 
led, manned, and fortified the Town, and fo returned to England. 

Kin ° Henry underftanding that the Trench Peers were fallen out into divers go 
fa<ftions, upon private grudges, he calls a Parliament, flicwing his rfeht to 
Trance^ his opportunity now to regain it, his good fucccfs hitherto, the nn- 
ny wrongs done by the French upon the E ttglijh y and withall his want of mo¬ 
ny. Thefe motives were fo inducing, that mony is prefently granted, and 
with chcarfulncfs levied. Hereupon J>ohn Earl of Huntington fontothat D. 
of Exeter , beheaded under King Henry the 4. being fent out to feowre the 
feas, fell upon nine Carricks of Genua y hired for the French Kings fcrvicc * 
fix of which he funk , the other three he took with great ftore of mony and 
mony worth. King//rwjfliorcly after landeth with his Army in Normandy^ 
before the Caftlc of Tonque y wnich lie took 5 the report of this madetne^o 
Hermans flyc all to their ftrong Towns, fo chat the E ngliff without refiftancc, 
march, and pitchbcforcC^e, which after long and ftout refiftancc by the 
N ormanS) and many furious aflaults by the Englijh is taken, theTownf-m^n 
having flung down their arms, find fubmitted to mercy. The Arms being 
heaped together in the Market place , and kept with a guard of Englifli, the 
King enters the Town, and in the great Church gives folemn thanks for his 
1417 via ° r y- Thcnhcaflcmblcs the inhabitants at their Senate, where hcccnfu- 

* red the chief of thofe who refufed his mercy, fome to death, fome to ranforas, 

which he divideth amongft his foldiers. The Dolphin and Conftablc, finding 5 ® 
want of mony, hindred their actions * they take from the Qycen Mother a 
great mafs of mony, which fhc had fc raped together, which fo ex afpc raced 
her, that flic got f John Duke of Burgoin y their mortal enemy, to be protettour 
of the King during his infirmity, and Regent of France. Hereupon grudges 
and quarrels arife, the two factions ot the Dolphin and Regent labouring to 
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undocfcach other * fo the publick good is ncgle&cd, and the Englijh anima- An. tjij 
ted in the Conqucfts, cfpccially in Normandy, where the people for want of 
aid from France ,arc willing to fubmit to the English . therclorc the King pro¬ 
claims that all who would ycild and become his fubjc&s, fliould enjoy their 
own, and receive his protection: Whence moft of the greateft Towns there 
yeild themfelvcs into the hands of King Henry, and his two brothers, Clarence 
and Cloncejier. All yvhich the King ftrongly fortifieth* E nglifl) officers are 
placed alfo in Cane . 

Whilftthc King is thus imployed, he underftands that Rohan is manned, 
and ftrongly fortified, and that the whole wealth of the Country is conveyed 


thither-, therefore he lay cth fiegc to that City, and chains the River, having 
made a Bridge alfo over it, to keep off all relief by water. The Earl of War¬ 
wick with an hundred good (hips enters the mouth of the River, and cauf- 
cth the Town of Caodeback give them a quiet paflage towards Rohan , pro- 
mifing to yeild it to King Henry , if he took Rohan, otherwife to let him return 
peaceably: fo he gocth for Rohan . At this fiegc one thoufand fix hundred /- 
rijl) under the Lord of Kilmay repair to the King, and are entertained by him. 
The King at firft aflaulted the City, but to fparc his men, refolves to ftarve 
it ^ for there were at that time in it, above two hundred and ten thoufand 
20 fouls: therefore he keeps in the Townfmen by his Archers, and a deep Dirch. 
This fiegc continued above 5 months • in which time , many were forced to 
cat Do^s,Cats, and fuch vermin-, multitudes of the poorer fort were thruft 
out of the gates, and fo perifhed with famin. At laft fome Commiflioners 
arefent to defire a conference, which was granted-, fo the next morning four 
Knights, four learned men, and four Burgcfles, all eloathed in black, repaired 
to the King, and told him, that it ftood not with the honour of a brave Com¬ 
mander to fubdue people by famin, but by valour -, that therefore if he would 
permit the fick, with the women and children, to pafs through his Army, and 
then aflault their walls, he (bould find men to buckle with. The King being 
offended at this boldncflc, rcplyed, that he was not to be taught, neither when 
to aflault their City, nor witn what weapon fire, f\vord,and famin, being e- 
qual inftrutnents of definition, and indifferently made ufe of by the beft 
Commanders of all ages therefore he tells them, that neither will he fuffer 
their wcakyeople to pafs through his Army, nor will he relieve them, as he 
hath done fomc already, being uncharitably thruft out, and expofed to all mi* 
fiery. Laftly,he cells them,that he who hath ventured chrough all their Coun¬ 
tries, and taken their ftrongeft holds , daref aflault the Town, and take it, 
when he thinks good. Thus having fpoken, he commanded they fhould dine 
with his Chief Officers of State., After dinner, they repair to the King a- 
40 gain, hiimblydefirin^'a Truce for eight days; to refqlve upon the bcftcourfe* 
which was aflented to by the King/ 

During the eight days Ceflation from Arms, many confutations were had, 
but nothing done. One day more is defired,. and granted mean while the 
commons do mutiny in the Town, accufing and tlircatning their Magiftrates, 
and Commanders; who fearing the worft, made them all meet in the Market 
place, and demanded what they would have* they anfwer , a rendition of the 
City to King Henrf. - So after four days Truce more, the City is furrendred. 
burgundy fearing infiung dangers', ftrives to reconcile the two Kings," hoping 
thereby to avenge himfelf upon the Dolphin , and the Conftable. Many par- 
50 lies were had, but to no end. The King at laft told the Duke, that either he 
would have Katherin the Kings daughter, with all the Scignories demanded,or 
elfe he would dnvc both his Maftcr* andhimfelf out of that kingdom. The 
Duke replyed, that the thing wa : s not fofoon’done as fpoken.- Hereupon the 
Duke reconciles himfclf to the Dolphin, at leaft in outward fhew; which was 
agreathindcrancccoKing Henries refolutions, who to fhewhc was not dis¬ 
mayed. 
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Afi.ChriftittMd* created fomc Earls, and fuddcnly takes Ponthoys, with one thoufand 
five hundred men-, thence he marched to Paris, and fate down before it two 
days, but left it again, by rcafon of his paucity: Meantime, all the Towns 
of Normandy ycila to King Henry, except Mount S. c Michael, which was 
never beficgca. But whilft Burgundy fought to reconcile himfcli more fully 
to the Dolphin, is treacheoufly murthcrcd by the fame Dolphins procurement. 

At which, Philip ExAof Carolois is fo grieved for his fathers death, that he 
1 4 1 9 meant to put away Ills wife, the Dolphins fiftcr, but that he was dilfwadcd by 

his friends. At length he drives to make peace-between the two Crowns, 
which after much adoe, was concluded, and King Henry maried to the Lady IO 
Katberinjn whofc right he is proclaimed Regent and heir apparent of France. 
The Articles of Peace were thefc: i. King Charles and Queen Jfabcl his wife, 
ihould be ftylcd the Father and Mother of King Henry, a. King Charles , and 
Queen ifabel , during their lives, fliould enjoy their Regall Dignities and 
Revenues. 3 That Queen Katherin fhonld have in England a Dowry of 
twenty thoufand Marks. 4. That King Henry fliould not be ftylcd King of 
France, during the life of King Charles. 5. That after the death of King 
Charles , the Crown of France inould come to King Henry, and to his heirs. 

6. That King Henry fliould be Regent of France 1 bccauie of the Kin« infir¬ 
mities. 7. That the Court of Parliament in France , fliould enjoy their ac- 2° 
cuftomcd Priviledgcs. 8. That King Henry fhould aflift, defend, and proteft 
the Peers, Clergy, and people of France. 9. That he fhall fupprefs inteftin 
broils, and admmifler jufticc. 10. That he fhall place none in otfices of Ju* 
dice and Government, but fuch as arc every way able. n. That he (hall 
drive to reduce the Dolphin and Condablc to the obedience of King Charles. 

12. That he (hall caufe all to fwear obedience to king Charles , during his life, 
and after him to king Henry and to his hciri. 13. That all pofleffions won 
from rebellious fvbjc&s (excepting Normandy) fliould be converted folcly to 
the benefit of the French King, except the oftendors fubmic. 14. That Nor¬ 
mandy after king Charles his death, fhall fubmit to the Scepter of France. 3 ° 
15. That the people of Trance, be not burthened with Taxes, nor undue le¬ 
vying thereof. i'. That after king Charles his death, France and England 
fliould be governed by one man only, without fubordination, each kingaome 
retaining tneir priviledges. 17. That the fubje&s of both kingdomes live 
quietly and lovingly together. 18 T hat neither the French , nor Englijh king, 
fliall make peace with the pretended Dolphin , except they two concur in the 
fame with the Duke of Burgundy. 19. That none but French attend the per- 
fon of king Charles. 20. That both the kings, with their people, fliall ratific 
by their hands and feals, and fwear to thefe Articles. 

Thefc Articles were proclaimed iriEngland and France,zr\d ratified by oaths; 4 ° 
then both kings accompanied with young king fames of Scotland , the Duke 
of Burgundy , the Prince of Orange, twenty one Earls, forty f ve Barons, be- 
fidcs multitudes of knights and others, make war in Burgoin , taking in all pla¬ 
ces that had fided with the Dolphin. The murthcrers of fobn Dune of Bur¬ 
gundy, arc apprehended, (ent into Paris, where fliortly after they were fenten- 
ccd and executed. A'ing Henry is proclaimed Regent and heir apparent to 
the Crown of France, firft at Paris, then at London. At Paris the two kings 
kept their Cbrijlmajs: Such was king Henries entertainment and bounty, that 
he wins the love of the French. The late murthcred Duke of Burgoins wi- 

and feveno- 50 
appear, who 

are proferibed, that is, banilhed, degraded, and divefted of all their 
Eftatcs. The Dolphin hearing this, gocth to Languedoc, where be is aided 
with men and mony, by Artninac, the Condablc that was. After this king 
Henry and his wife, go to Rohan , where they receive homage of the Nobles

dow, before both the kings at Paris, complains of the Dolphin , 
thers, as murtherers of Her Husband. All thefe are cited to 
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of Normandy for that Dutchy then having lefe his brother Thomas Duke of An.Chriftj 
Clarence, General of France and Normandy, and Salisbury the fa id Dukes De- 
\my\ he well his wife po to Calice, and foto London, where they are recei¬ 
ved with much joy: and fhortly after, the Queen is Crowned at W ejlminfter. 

Mean while Alanfon the Dolphins Lieutenant General, levied a great Army, a- 
gainft whom Clarence marcheth with his Normandy Garifons, and pitched 
near Anglers in Anjou, One Forgufa a Lumbard, to whom Duke Clarence 
cruftcd too much, betrayed him, by making him believe that the French Ar¬ 
my was (mail, difordered, and inconfiderable *, wherefore he marcheth with 
his horfc only, leaving his Archers behind, and falling into the Ambufliments 
" of his enemies unawares* was forced to fight upon great difadvantages, ha¬ 
ving four for one aeainft him * and at laft after he had ftoutly a long time de¬ 
fended himfclf, was totally overthrown. 

In this battel wereflainof the French , above ioco two hundred , of the 
Englifh the Duke of Clarence, the Earls of Tankervile, and Kent, the Lord 
Rofs, and about two thoufand more. The Earls of Somerfet, Suffolk , and 
Perch, the Lord Fittyatcr, and many others are taken prifoners * Sir Thomas 
Beauford, Commander of the Archers, underftanding that Clarence was be¬ 
trayed, haftned to fuccour him, but Came too late, the battel was fought: 
the F rench upon the news of Beaufords comjng, were fled, with their prifoners 
2c and booty. So finding the dead bodies, lie buries than, and fends the corps 
of Duke Clarence into England, where it was buried at Canterbury, near his 
Father -fifing Henry 4. The news of this defeat being come int6 England\ the 
King grieved much for the lofs, chiefly of his brother. Then he fends into 
Normandy, as fucccflbr to Clarence, the Earl of Mortaign, brother to Somcr* 
fet, lately taken and withall calls a Parliament, flicwing how needful it was 
to fend an Army againft the Dolphin: For undertaking of which bufinefs, he 
wanted not men, but mony. Whereupon the Temporally gave him one fif¬ 
teen, and the Clergy tw6 ^ and for avoiding cxpence of time, the Bifliop of 
W inchefier, the A r ings Uncle,disburfed twenty tnoufand pounds, which were 
£ C repaid him out of the fifteens. An Army of four thoufand men at Arms, 
with twenty four thoufand Archers, is railed and fent to Catice, under John 
Duke of Bedford\ the Kings brother, whom the Kins in his own perfon fol¬ 
lowed. Who underftanding that the Dolphin 'with feven thoufand men had 
befieged Cbarticrs, he marcheth diroftly thither-, in the way he was met by 
the Duke of Burgundy, who brought four thoufand men to’him. But the 
Dolphjn diftrufting his ownftrength, raifeth hisfiege. Hereupon the King 
fends Bin'gundy into Vlccardie^ to iupprefs S. Jacques Harcourt • King James 
of Scotland in the mean time, befiegeth the Town of Direx\ and byftorm 
takes it. King H enrie purfucs the Dolphin from Tours ‘to Burgys in Berrie, 
but being unwilling to tire out his men inlong purfuits, he returns over the ri- 
^ verof Loire, taking in Towns and Caftlcs by the *Vay. Mean vhile news is 
brought that Queen Katherin was delivered of a young Henry at W indfor, of 
wliom the King fpakc thus .• “ [1 He/try, bom at Monmouth, ihall remain but 
a fhort time, and gain much but Htnrie born at Windfor, ‘ fliall reign long, 
and lofeall.] After this^ the King takes by force the Town of Meux, in 
Erie*, hereupon the other Towns ycilded. In tHe interim, the Dolphin falls 
with fire and fword upon Rurgotns Country, and befiegeth Cofncy * the Duke 
lends to the king for aid, who himfelf in perfon marclictji thither with great 
Forces-, but .by the way he fell fick, andfowasfaintofcn^hisbrothcry^ 

50 Duke of Bedford: whereupon the Dolphin raided his ficgc,and retired into Ber¬ 
rie-, the King is caried unto Bo is in Vinccnnis, where he died * before his death, 
be called to him John Duke of Bedford, and Hump hrie Duke of floRccJlcr, 
bus brothers; he makes John Regent of France, and Lieutenant General of 
Normandie-, and Hump hric Protestor of England } and ofhis Tons perfon. 

\ * Then 
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An.Chrifii Then exhorting them with his Nobles that were preicnr, to keep triced- 
(hip with Burgundy, unity among themfelves, loyalty to bis young Ton* 
to t3ke care of his afflifted Qtieen, to maintain what he had conquered, 
toprofecute the waragainlt the Dolphin and Alanfon-y he thanked God 
j 42 2 tor all his conquefts, and fo departed the 58 year of his age, and the 10 of 
^ * hisreighe, his body is conveyed into England, and honorably interred 
at Weftminfler. The Queen afterward married to Owen Vendor, by whom 
{he had three Tons, Edmund Earl of R ichmond, Father to Henry 7. King 
of England. 2 d . J afper Earl of Pembrok. And 3 d . Owen. In this Kings time, 

Sir John oldcajlle , who in the right of his wife, w as called Lord Ccbhjm, 10 
caufed great troubles in the Kingdome, by maintaining JViclliffs opini¬ 
ons, which could not be fupprefled till Sir R obert A&ojj, and divers ethers 
were condemned by the Clergy for Herefie * by the laiticfor Trealbn, 
and fo were hanged, and then burned gallows and all. 

King Henri the 6. at his Fathers death, was but9 months old, the 
French King being dead , the people there began to fhakeoff the En- 
glijh yoke , and to adhere onely to their new King Charles The Lord 
Grandvyle is fent to Pont-Melance, which he furprifed ^ but not long after, 
Montacute Earl of Salisbury regained it to the Engl/fl. The. Pari pans fend 
to EngUnd for protettion, which is promifed. The league is renewed 20 
between the Regent, andtheDukesof Burgundy and Britany : The Re¬ 
gent marrieth Kjinnt Burgundys brother, but the wavering Parifians , divi¬ 
ding in the Englijh prote&on, defire King Charts to receive their City in¬ 
to his hands 5 which the Regent undemanding, comes upon them fud- 
denly with his Army s feifeth on the Citie, puts to death many of the 
chief plotters of this revolt, and Matters the Citizens with Englifb Ga- 
rifons. In the mean time the Lord William Stewart Conftable of Scotland > 
with a ftrong Army befieges theTown of Cravant in Burgundy^wh ich fiege 
UraifcdbytheEarlofSa&fo/y, with the lofs of 2 1 hundred of his men, 
and8oco of his enemies. After this the Earl is made Vicegerent of 3 ° 
France , B/y, and Cbampaigne , and Sir tfohn Fafiol/e Deputy of Normandy : 
The King of Scots is ieleafed and ranfcmed, who marrieth with fmot 
the Kings Coufin German , and daughter to the deceafed Earl of Smerfet . 
The Protestor fends 10000 men with money to the Regent in France : 
Divers Towns are taken and retaken 3 the Duke of Britany revolts to 
the French , and fo did his brother Arthur Earl of Richmond, whom Henry 
5 had made Earl of Fury in Normandy , and Governor there ; whereupon 
the Regent befiegeth the Town, which promifed to yeild, if help came 
not from the French King at a certain day : Meffengers are permitted to 
goe and acquaint the enemy of all things. Alanfon (hortly after with * 

1 6000 French made fhew to raife the fiege, but did nothing, then he fits 
down before Vernoyle , giving out that ne had defeated the Regents Ar¬ 
my , which was falfe, yet by this falfhood he got the Town ; and by his 
retreat fuffered the Regent to be Lord of Yurie : Then the Regent gave 
bztteM to the French and Scots at Vernoyle : the fight lafts three hours; in 
1 5 the end the Englifb got the day, who loft of their own men 2 1 hundred, 

of the French wereflain 7000, of the tar/ 2700, befides 5 Earls, aVi- 
counts, and 21 Barons: Alanfon with divers prime men taken prifoners, 
Vernoyle is furrendred too, and fortified by the Regent, whothence go- 
ethtoRoban > where he is joyfully received 5 then he fends icooo men 
* to efttyne under Salisbury , who won Maunts, and divers other Towns in 5^ 
that Province. R ichmond notv Conftable of France with 40000 Scots, 
French , and Britans , befiegeth Saint -fames in B enycn defended onely by 
doo Enzlifc but ..this handfull (allying out furioufly on the enemy, and 
crying nidioufly Saint George, Salisbury, prefently defeated this great Ar- 
; my „ 
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my , fuppofing Salisbury with his Forces had been got into the Town 5 AnXhrtfli 
many of the enemie were drowned, more flain, fome taken prifoners, 
but moft ran away, leaving behinde them 14 piece of Ordnance, 40 bar¬ 
rels of powder, with match, wine, and other provifiong} The new 
Conftable to redeem his loft honor, burneth a few Villages in Anjm, ha¬ 
ving recolle&ed his difjpcrfed Forces. 

But at home fell out a dangerous difference between the Prote&or . i 
and his Uncle Henry BifhopoT Winchefter , and Chancellor of England: 

For appealing of which, the Regent makes a journey into England, 

10 whereby order of Parliament, the differences are compofed and en¬ 
ded ; in honor whereof the King kept a folemn feaft. In the interim 
the Earl of Warwick the Regents Lieutenant in France , takes many pla¬ 
ces in Mayne, and is threatned by the French Bravadoes, to no purpofe, 
for having made (hew to fight, they run away.* Things being quieted at 
home, the Regent with his Uncle, theBiftiopof Winchefter returns in¬ 
to France • and upon burgundies intreaty he fets Alan fen at liberty for 
the ranfomc of qco thoufand crowns 5 which money he might have had 
again if he would have fworne allegiance to King Henry of England, which 
he would upon no terms confentto. About this time the Biftiop of 
20 winchefter was made a Cardinall at Callice, more for his wealth then for 
his learning, for he was a rich Prelat, but a poor Schollar. tranches 
an Enghfh Garilon in Normandy is befieged by R ujlian Marfliall of Brita- * 
ny} but the Englifh fallied and defeated the Army, and took theMar- 
fhall prifoner. Pontorfon is befieged by the Englifh under Warwick and the 
Lord Scales, who forraged the enemies Countrie there about } and being 
encounered by fome French Lords, and 6000 other Soldiers, he defeats 
them, and takes fome of thefe Lords, with one thoufand more prifo¬ 
ners The Garifon of Saint Sufan furprifeth the Caftleof Ra/w/irfjwhich 
twenty thoufand French appointed to raife the fiege of Pontorfon, regains 
30 from th t Englifh, when in the mean while Pontorfon is taken by Warwick, 
the City of Mount\s betrayed by fome of the Clergy and Magiftrates • 
within , who in the night murthered the Englifh Guard that maintained 
the firft watch, opened the Gates, and let in five hundred French men, 
who committed great (laughter there, the Earl of Suffolk, Governor of 
the Town, with mod of the Englifh Soldiers enter the Caftle, and held 
out a fiege, till the Lord Talbot in the night with feaven hundred men, 
by the affiftance of Suffolk and the others in the Caftle, regained it 5 the 
Englifh crying S. O torge Talbot fo amazed the fleepie French in the dark, 
that many broke their necks over the walls, thirty Citizens, twenty 
|o Pricfts, and fifteen Friers who had betrayed the Citie, were tortured 1 7 

to death as Traitors. 

About this time died the Duke of Exeter , the Kings Tutor , which 
charge was conferred on Warwick, and in his room was fet up Thomas 
Mont acute Earl of Salisbury , who is fent into France with five thoufand 
men, to which number as many more were added} with thefe he march- 
eth againft Orleans, feated on the River of Loyre, it was ftrongly fortifi¬ 
ed by the Baftard and Bifhop of that place, a Bulwark was erefted on the 
Bridge, out of which iflued the Baftard of Orleans , but was beaten back 
into the Town with the lofs of his men, and of the Fort : About two 
50 months after the Town was befieged, the Earl of Salisimry looking into 
the Town out at a window of the Tower within the Bulwark, was unhap¬ 
pily killed with a great {hot , whofe death was fatall to the Englifh, who 
began now to decline in their vi&ories. Suffolk is made Generali in that 
fiege, whom the Regent furnifheth with new fupplies by Sir John Fal~ 

[tolphy who in his return towards the fiege, is fet upon by 9000 French, 
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An Cbrtftt timier DtUbreth, and Steward, now Conftable of France, who with 

five thoufand five hundred of their men are (lain, and eleven thoufand 
taken prifoners. 

This was called by the French the battel of herrings, becaufe the 
Englifli chief provifion then vas (uch Lenten Stuffe. Orleans being 
wearieof folongafiege, and finding the French aid failed them, fent 
totheDukeof Bargain, to take than into his protection , to which 
heafientedif the Regent would fo agree thereunto 5 but herefufed, 
thinking it a dilhonour for King Henry to beat the Eufh, and another 
tbcatch the Hare.* Wherefore the Duke’s affettion to the Englifh o 
began to grow colde. • 

° At \zi\Alanfon in the night time (the Englifli Watches beingcare- 
lefle) conveyed many Regiments of men, and Provifions are con¬ 
veyed into the Townc , fo that fliortly after they Sallied out, (lew 
fix hundred of our men, and tooke two.Bulwarks. They ail juI ted 
alfo Taiboat , in the Baflile , who beat them back into the 
Towne with Ioffe of their men. The next day Suffolke auitted the 
Siege j and was himfelfe within few dayes after Befiegea, and ta¬ 
ken Prifoner , with his Brother, and many more, in the Towne of 
1428 Iargzaux, by Alan fen , who kills all his Prifoners,except the former two. 20 

AUnfons Army confiding of twenty three thoufand men, was in- 
• creafed by the comming of Arthur of Brittan , Gount Vandomt, and 
many more, who fall upon Talbot, Scales, and Hunger ford, as they 
were conducing five thoufand men to Fortifie the Towne of Utum , 
thefe three are taken Prifoners after fome Bloudie blowes, and twelve 
hundred of their Company flaine. The Report of the French good 
Succeife, made many Townes and Forts revolt to them : Hereupon 
the French King with a great Army enters Champ eigne, takes Troys , the 
Cbiefe City of that Province 5 Chadons and Rhemes revolt to King 
Charles■> upon this he is prefently Crowned there } the report of whofe 
Coronation,caufed many places to rebell,and fubmit to the French King; 30 

The Regent finding the French fo fortunate in recovering their 
Townes, meanes to trie them in a Pitch’d Battell, therefore Sum¬ 
mons King Charles to a Fight, who accepts of the Challenge } but 
when itcametotheupftiot, he raifed his Camp in the night, and run 
away* the next morning the Regentpurfues him, but could not in¬ 
duce him to fight} wherefore he returncs with his Army to Parte, 
where hearing of dayly revolts, marcheth out againe with his Ar¬ 
my of ten thoufand men , hoping to make the French (whofe num¬ 
ber was more then double) to ingage, But could not} about this time 
King Henry was Crowned. The Regent perceiving that the Townes of^ 0 
France generally revolted, refolves to make Normandy fure* therefore^ 
he repaires thither, colls a Parliament, and lets them know, the right 
King Henry had to that Dutchie, the miferies they endured under the 
French, and their happinefs under the Englifli Government, and 
withal 1 promifeth them a further addition of immunities. Mean while 
King Charles labours to win the Duke of Burguoin by great promifes, and 
fliewes of grief, for the murthering of the Dukes father, .with which paf- 
fages the Duke acquaints the Regent} the King perceiving he could not 
win the Duke, fets down before Paris with his whole Army, feales the j 0 
walls, and think's to take it by (form, but is beat back by the Englifli Gar- 
rifons there.Kmg Henry underftanding of the daily revolts in France,fr6m 
him, comes to Caliice with a great Army, and by the way of Rohan mar¬ 
cheth to Paris, where he is anointed and crownedKing of France,rccc\y\ng 
homage and fealtie from the nobility and Citizens. At length a peace be¬ 
ing urged by Pope Eugenia: 4-both Kings condefcend to a truce for 6years, 
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which laftcd but awhile,for fhortly after King Htnrjs return into England, An.Chrifli 
Ann the Regents wife,and fifter to the Burgundian died,whereby theDukcs 
affe&ionsto the Regent grew cold daily ; the truce lately concluded, is 
broken by the French, who by fecret underminings pofleft themfel ves dai¬ 
ly of towns andcaftles^ they fecretly convey 20ofoldiers into the caftlc ,, 
of Rohan, hoping to furprize it,but the treafon is dete&ed, and the confpi* 
rators driven into the dungeon,whence fome are hanged,fome tortured, 
fome imprifoned,and a few ranfomed. John Lord Talbot is now redeemed 
out of prifon,who brings from England 8co men,and joynes with the Re- 1 
10 gent,he challengeth the French co fight,but they refufed. About this time o i 1 
tn cPefants of Normandj rebel,who marching towards Cane, ufed much cru- 
eltie,but they are quickly fupprefled by the Earl of Arundel , and the L'. 

Willoughby, wno flew above 1000 of them, and put their ringleaders to 
death by tortures.The E. of Arundel as he was befieging Gerberj Caflle, is 
{hot with a Culvering,and being taken prifoner fhortly after dieth. The 
D.of Burbon after iS years imprifonment is ranfomed for 18000 pound* 
but died in London the fame day he intended for France : The Regent and 
Dlof Bmgoin being exafperated againft each other by fome tale-tellers, 
were again reconciled by their friends,and fo far as to meet at S.Omcrs for 
20 a conference, but whilft they both flood uponpunftiliosof honor, the 
Regent claiming fuperioritie as the fon,brother and Uncle to Kings, the 
Burgundian as Lord of that town,they departed difeontented 5 and forth¬ 
with B orgutin makes a league with the French King, the murtherer of his 
father; about this time S .Dennis was betraied to the French by the baftard 
of Orleans, and fhortly after recovered again by the Englifh, who beat 1434 
down the walles and towres thereof, fonmia alfo rebels, and thrufts the 
Englifh garifon out of the town* mean while the Regent dieth, and is fo- 
lemnly buried in S. Maries Church at Rohan in a rich monument, at which 
the MraidtfNobility flormed, who not long after intreated K •Lewis 1 i.to 
30 pluck it down,and caft the Regents carcafs into the open fields, which he 
refufed to do, holding it bafenefs in them to infult over his dead body, 
whom they durft not look on whilft he was alive. After him the Duke of 
York is made Regent,which place was aimed at by Somerfet the Kings cou- 
dn.Paris revolts with divers other places, ufingthe Englifh cruelly and 
fcornfully : The Normans alfo rebel and infult over the Englijh, till they 
were fubdued again by Talbot an d Scales, who flew 5000 of thefe rebels. 

The new Regent with 8oco foldiers lands at Harfiew, and from thence 
comes to Rohan, but his proceedings were much hindred by the D. of Som¬ 
merfets privat grudgings* the D.ofB urgundy pretending a title to Callis^ be- 
40 fiegeth it with 40000 men,by 3 aflaults he attempted to win it, but is ftill 
beat off* with lofs* then he tnought to fubdue it by famin, but could not 
becaufethe Englifh Navy was mafterat fea*at laflhe tries tofhut up the 
harbour, by finking 4 great hulks filled with maflie ftone9 cemented with 
iron and lead,that they might not be beaten afunder by the fea shut being 
they were not funk in the channel, at low water the (hips lay dry, fo that 
the Callifians tore them afunder for their own life* the Duke had built a 
ftrong Baftyle,and placed400 men it, which annoyed the towfi much* 
but it was aflaultfed and won by fome troops of horfe out of the town ,the 
Prote&or being landed with his forces, fo affrighted the D. who lay now 
50 between the town and Englifh army, that he removes in the night, lea¬ 
ving his ordnance,tents, armor,and provifion to the Prote&or, who ha¬ 
ving 2 5000 men in his army, falls upon Flanders and Artois with fire and 
fword,and then returns with rich booties to Callice, and from thence into 
England , being in much trouble about the Scots invafion with 30000 men 
under K f ames 1. who befieged the Caflle of Rosburg * which the Scots left

An.Chri&i and retreated into their own country , upon the coming of the Earl of 
Northumberland with his army. About this time Qi Catherin the Kings mo-

1437 E of Warwick is put in his room , who after 7 times imbarking arrived in 
Normandy pad icndsTalbct^Faulconbridg , and fir Thomas Kyriel with 50eo 
men to raife the fkge from Crotoy , afore which Burgundy lay with icoo 
men.The D.upon this flies into Alfavyl^ and from thence into Amiens^ the 
Engli/h finding that he would not fight,enter Piccardy and Artois^ fpoilmg 
all before them, and carrying away much bootie } Kyriel furprized the 

1438 Dukes carriages and ordnancc.The E.of Mortayn^ Somerfets fon, took the jp 
caftle of S.Auyan in Maj»> where he flew ;coS«//,and hanged al the French 
men therefor their revolting. The Englilh begin to have fome hopes in 
regaining of Par# upon the rebellion of the Dolphin againft his father, 
therfore a great army is prepared , but the £)olphin was reconciled again 
to the French K- and fo the Englifh hopes were ftranglfcd in their birih. 
John L. Clifford in a froftie and fnowie night clothes himfelf and followers 

1 439 allm white, and fo having paffed over the ditches of Pont bob , they fcale 
the walls, and take the town , in which they killed the moft part of the 
men found ihere,fome ranfomed themfevles } upon this the French King 

in ptrfon befiegeih Ponthois it many furious aflauhs,but to no pur- *0 
pole : mean while Richard Beauchamp E.of FFatwick and Regent of France 
died}fo Richard D.of York is made Regent the ^time^who \yith a great ar¬ 
my repairs to the fiege^daring the French K into the field, which he refu- 
fed}fo leaving his Ordnance in the Baftyl of S. Martin which he had ere- 
fted,raifed his liege in the night,and went to Poyfy •, the Englifh next mor¬ 
ning feife thtmfclves of the tents ard provifions left behinde , fo having 
fortified the town , the Regent with his army goeth towards Poyfy ana 
dares the French King}who finding it good fleeping in a whole skin, refu- 
fed to fight} whereupon the Regent forfakes him,and marcheth to Rohan } 
when the French K. heard that the Englifh were fo far off, hebefiegeth30 
P^f^7/the2 d t!me,3fTaultingit almoft every hour,he loft before italmoft 
3000 men,and in the end he won the town,where he flew 400 Englifh.At 
Jaft both Kings being weary of war, defire a parley, for which Cadis was 
appointed,becaufeC/^r/; o (Orleans who had bin a prifoner in England ever 
fi;ice the battel of Agencourt, was to be conveyed thither-the Ambaffadors 
could not agree,becaufc KMeprys demands were thought unreafonable. 

1.In demanding:300000 crowns for his ranfom,too great a fum. 2. For re¬ 
quiring the poflellion of Aqaitan and Normandy^ without acknowledement 
of homage to the crown of France. 3.For defiring al Townes and Forts in 
France to be delivered up toYLtitnry, which the Englifh had enjoyed with- 40 
in the laft;oyears,fo the parley is diffolvcd}yet fhortly after Philip of B*r- 
gundy paid the D.of Orleans his ranfom. In the interim the Regent divides 
his forces into 4 troops,which in feveral places invade France and Norma*, 
dys the French on the other fide being 6cooo. fall upon Aquitan and Cuian^ 
taking in many towns and forts, which fhortly after were retaken by the 
Englifhcabout this timediffention arofe between the protettor&his uncle 
the Cardinal ofFFincbejter^nd the Archbifhopof 7 *r*,whom he accufeth 
for doing publick things for their privat gain, the matter is referred to 

1442 the counfell, but no redrefs was had,becaufe moft of them were Clergy 

men} and to vex the Proteftor the more, they accufed and convifted his - 0 
wife of witchcraft^and that (he hadconfpired againft theKings life,wher- 
forc fhe is forced 3 times to do publick penance in London , and then com¬ 
muted to perpetual imprifonment}divers of her affociates were executed. 

King Henry made the L .Talbot Earl of Shrewsbury,and lent him into Nor¬ 
mandy wiih3ooo choice men. ThcE.ofArminac to'ftrengthen his title of in¬ 
heritance to the Countcfs of Comings lands,offers his daughter in manage 
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to King Henry, with much money , and a iurrender of all the lands in An.ChriJh 
^Aqnitan belonging to him} this offer was willingly hearkned unto 5 but 
the French King prevented the match , by making nimfelf owner of the 
faid Earls dominions $ So King Henry will think no more on that match: 
Aftermuchcffufion of blood, a peace is made between the two King- 1443 
domes for eighteen months 3 in which time the Earl of Suffolk without 
any Commiifion or acquainting his aflociates, fcllicits a match between 
King Henry and Margaret, Coufin to the French King, and daughter to Rey • 
ner Duke of Anjou, and titulary King of Sicily, Naples and ferufalem. He 
10 demands no money, becaufe ih: Djk? was poor, healfo confentsthat 
King H(fi*y (Vi ill freely releafe to her Father, all his right to the Dutchie 
of Anjou , and Countrey of Mayne : This motion was well liked by the 
French Lord?, and King Henry ; but oppofed by the Prote&or , becaufe 
the Duke was poor, hishonor but titular. 2 Th it the King was inga- 
ged to Mary , Arminacs daughter. 3. That his loft would be great to part 
with his intereftin Anjou and Mayne ^ but thefe reafons were rejected, 
the King refolves to have her , and therefore beftowes new honors on 
them who were inclined to thi< match } among others this Earl of Suffolk 
is nude Marquis, whom the King fends richly attended into France, to 
20 receive the young Queen from the French King , and Reyner her Father 3 
within few days after her arrivall (he was married, and Crowned. The 
time of the truce is almoft expired, great preparations in France for re¬ 
newing the War, King Henry to incounter thofe preparations, calls a *445 
Parliament, in which the Marquifs of Suffolk makes a fpeech highly 
tending to his own commendations, in commemorating his former Cer¬ 
vices, which he defires may be recorded} this was confented to with 
great applaufe, and he is made Duke of Suffolk . 

Such was the condition of Francs at this time , that within few years 
the whole Kingdome with Aquitan and Norm.andy is loft to the Engl$(b$ 

.q partly by the wife Counfels of the Duke of Orleans , who had he been 
kept a prifoner ftill, it had been better for England, and partly by means 
of this unfortunate match between the King and Queen , whereby he 
loft Arm'tnac , and other friends, nor did this Lady bring either money or 
new friends to ftrengthen his caufe : Bcfides, the giving up of his right 
of Anjou and Mayne , loft him both Normandy and A quit an. The murther 
alfoof Gloctfler his wife Counfeller, and the Kings own mildeand peace¬ 
able diipofirion, were main caufes of the lofs of France \ now the Queen 
being of a haughty and revengefull (pirit, fcorned that the King flbould 
be altogether ruled by Gfocefler the Proteftor, therefore (he being incou- 
raged by Buckingham, Suffolk , the Cardinall of Winchejler, andtheArch- 
* Bimopof 7 ork, all enemies to the Proteftor, calls him in queftion, 
for the treafure fpent in the French Wars * then in Parliament they con¬ 
demn him to imprifonmcnc, for high Treafon} and the next day he was 
found dead} thus was that good Duke of Glocefler rewarded for his 
faichfull fcrvice. Upon his death the Duke of Fork begins fecretly to 
let on foot his Tide to the Crown, the Duke of Suffolk fills his Coffers 
with the peoples money. The Souldiers are negletted, the Kings Coun¬ 
fellers difabled, and the people difeontented. The Truce with Franct 
is violated on the Englilh fide, by taking the Town of Tongyers on the 
- 0 Frontiers of Normandy , belonging to. the Duke of Brittny 5 without fatif- 
fa&ion given to the Duke, and on the French fide, by taking Pont-Larch 
12 miles from Rohan, where the Englifli were cruelly (lain, and their 
goods rifled} fo within a few years after, the moft Towns in Normandy x * 4 g 
andGuyan are delivered up to the French among the reft, H or flew, and 
Rohan , by S ommrrfet and Shrewsbury :Thefe difafters went not alone, but

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An.Chrifit were accompanied wuha rebellion \n Ireland 9 which drew timber the 
Duke of Turk with an Army, who both fupprefled the Rebellion, 
and by his wifdome, courtcfieand valour, obtained the love of the 
Nation. 

The Irijh expedition hundred the affiirsof Normandy-) yet Sir Thomas 
Kyritl is fenc thither with 1400 men, who regained forne loft place?, and 
0 then joyned himfclf to Matthew Gough and others , lo that now their ar¬ 
my confifts of. 5000 who encountring with 7000 of the enemies march¬ 
ing to the fiegeof Cam Were overthrown, 40CO of them being (lain : 
Cane is elofely befieged, and aliaulted by the French, but lo ftoutiy de- 16 
fended by the Englifh, that many French men loft their lives there $ at 
laft the Englifh being tired out, an d Sommer fet importuned by his wife, 
and clamours of the meaner people, refolves to furrender it, though he 
was much oppofed in this by Sir David Hall, Captain of Cane , who af¬ 
firmed that this Town belonged not to the King, buttothe Duke of 
York, and that therefore Sommer fit though the Kings Lieuter ant there, 
could not furrender it $ but at laft it is yeilded upon Articles : Andfo 
now all Normandy is loft. Sir David Hall in anger fades into Ireland , and 
incenfeth York again ft , whom he persecuted fo , that at laft

porting that his daughter in Law, heir to Iohn Duke of Somerfet ,was next 
neir to the Crown , if the Kings iffue failed.

The Queen to prevent the Dukes further perill, who could not dear 
himfelf of thefc Articles, caufed him to be lent to the Tower, and 
then concluding the Parliament, reftored him to high favour with the 
King; the people repine at this, and then openly rebell, under Blew- 
heard their Commander, but this rebellion was nipped in the bud , and 
the Ring leaders executed. Upon this a Parliament is called ar Lelce- a 0 
(ler 9 where in the lower Houfe Juftice is required to be done on Suffolk , 
whom the King to pleafe the people exiled for 5 years, but as he was fai¬ 
ling to France, he is taken, landed on Dmrfands, and his head cbopt 
off on a boats fide : Thus was the blood of Humphry Duke of Glocefter re¬ 
venged. Mean while the Duke of York in Ireland , fets on foot here in

his aimed crew marched towards Greenwich , where the King theu was, 
to whom he fen t ineffengers, to inform him, that he meant not to hurt

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his perfon, but to remove his evil Counccllors, who had opprefled the peo- An. Chrifti 
pie. The King upon this is counfellcd to encounter thefe Rebels, not with 
words, but (words * therefore an Army is fuddenly railed, the Rebels re¬ 
treat, whom the Kings Forces under Sir Humphry Stafford, and his brother 1 , 
pitrfued: the Rebels taking advantage of place and time, confronted ando- 
vercatac many of the Kings Forces^ After this victory, Jack with his 
gracclcfs rout, came to black'Heath, thence to London , where they did 
much mifehief} but at length the Kings pardon is proclaimed to all, except 
to the Ring-leaders*, fo the fearful multitude left their Captains, fade is 
j ^ proferibed, and a thoufand Marks promifed to him that (hall bring him dead 
or alive. In the end he was found,and (lain * as he fought defperately for his 

life, his head is prefented to the King, who paid the reward. 

The Duke of Tork being advertifed by his friends, and fuch as difliked the M 5 1 
prefent Government, that a Parliament was at hand, left his Deputation in 
irdandy and returns home, where he advifeth with 5 Pohn Duke of Norfolk, 
and his other friends, how he might without iifurpation, or treafon, fet forth 
his Title to the Crown. After long debate, it was concluded, that the Duke 
of Tork iliould raife an Army, under pretence of removing the Duke of So - 
merfet from Court, for miftruling the King and Queen, for opprefling the 
people, for occafioning the lofs of France, and for other -treafons. The 
2C King upon this raifeth alfo an Army, who undemanding from the Duke of 
Tork r, that he intended nothing againft his perfon and Rate, but only the re¬ 
moval of Somerfet*, the King Cent Somerfet (Tor a (hew) to the Tower. Here¬ 
upon Tork diflolves his Army, and privately repairs to the King, where un¬ 
expectedly he meets with Sotnerftt, and is accuied by him of treafon, for rai¬ 
ling an Army to deftroy the King * wherefore he is detained prifoner : but be- 
caufe the Kings Councel thought it unlikely that he aimed at the Crown, fee¬ 
ing he had difmifled his Army upon Somcrfets commitment, he is fhortly af¬ 
ter releaftd. In the midftof thefe troubles, the Lord of ^Acquitain offers 
fecrctly tofurrendcr that Dittchy again into the hands of King Henrie. Here- 1452 
5c upon Talbot Earl of Shrewsbury , is font over with three thouland choice men, 
who received the Dutchy to the Kings ufc* But the Trench King with two 
and twenty thoufandcame fuddenly and fought the Englift-, here the Earl, 
and almoft all his Army, was (lain, and Aqnitain regained. Shortly after M 53 
Prince Edward is born, Edward Tnthar King Henriet brother by the mother 
fide, and father to King Henry the feventb, is made Earl of Richmond. The 
Duke of Tork complains to divers of the Nobility, of the Trcafonsand 
Treacheries of Somerfet, and ftrengtherts himfelf by the alfiftancc of the 
Earls of Salisbury and Warwick then he caufeth Somcrfet to be arreted of 
High Treafon in the Qjecns great Chamber, whence he was conveyed to the T454 
4c T ower, and fhortly after accufcd in the Parliament of Treafon. 

The Parliament is adjourned byreafonof the Kings cither rcall or feigned 
ficknefs : Shortly after, Somerfet is inlargcd,and made Governor of Calice , to 
the great difconte’nt both of Lords and Commons-, the Duke of Tork , and his 
aflociats, raife another Army within the Marches of Wales , both to be re¬ 
venged on Somerfet, and to fet the Crown upon Torks head * fo they march 
towards London. The King to prevent his coming thither, meets him with 
anochcr Arfny at Saint Aliens a bloudy battail is fought, on the Kings part 
were (lain Somerfet , Stafford, Buckingham, Clifford , and more then eight 
thoufand Lords, Knights,and others. The King is taken prifoncr,and brought 
to the Duke of Tork r, who having power to kul him, yetufed him with all 
rcfpeCI, and brou.ht him with honour to London 5 whereupon the Dukes re- 
queft, a parliament is called, and Tork made Protestor of the Kings perfon, 
and kingdom. Salisbury is made Lord Chancelour, and his fon Warwick , 

Captain of Cal ice anafo the kingdom governed, to the content of all 
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Av. drift good men *, but Humphrie Duke of Buckingham, who loft his cldcft Ton in 
^ v _ Vie battail of S. Albons, and B canford, the new Duke of Somerfet , v ho then 
*455 loft his Father, inform the Queen, that for all this fair (hew, thefe Trium¬ 
viri would bring tnifery on her, and on the King, whofc Crown they meant 
to fet on the head of Y ork r, if their plots be not prevented. 

Hereupon the Queen and they in a preac Coimcel held at Greenwich , re¬ 
move Tork and Salisbury from their government: Hence divers broils arc 
bred •, the Merchant-ftrangcrs in London , for growing richer then others, 
becaufcof their parcimony, and vigilancy, are robbed, but the chief offen¬ 
ders in this were put to death. The French burn and rob fome Frontier lo 
Towns in this kingdom. The Scots alfo did much hurt in Yorkfhite, till 
the Duke came againft them with a great Army, then they retreated into 
1456 theii own Country. 

The Queen made great (hew of love to Fork, but meant his ruinc ; therefore 
flic got the King to make his Progrefs to the North,Hunting and Hawking by 
the way : Mean while by her letters (lie requires the three Lords to come to a 
fpeedy Conference with the A'ing .* whereupon they came, fufpeding no hurt, 
and were kindly uled. But being advertised of tneir danger, the Duke of 
York fled to Wales, Salisbury to his own Country, and his fon Warwick into 
Cahcc. The A’ing fearing that thefe jars among his Nobles, would occafion 20 
_ his enemies abroad to attempt mifehief againft him and his kingdom, caufed 
5 all his Lords to meet at London . The Lancafirian Fa&ion lodged in the Sub¬ 
urbs, the York/Jh within the walls, the Citizens fearing blows, remained 
Neuters; and to keep the Kings Peace, guarded the ftrects night and day 
with armed men. But at length the Arch-Bi(bop of Canterbury , with other 
Clergymen, prevailed fo with their Rhetorick, that the A'ing, Queen, and 
Lords, met, and friendly fat leaft in (hew) intcrtained each other. This 
union is honoured with a Religious proceflion through the City; in which 
the A'ing wore the Crown, the Queen was led by the Duke of York , the 
Lords of each Faftion, went hand in hand, at which the people much re- 30 
joiccd. But fliortly after,upon a falling outbetveen a fervant of thcA'ings, 
and a Oentlcman of Warwicks , in which the Kings fervant v as wounded, the 
Kings guard aflaultcd the Earl and his followers, as he was taking horfc; 
much bloud was (bed, but no man killed. The Queen who hated the Earl, 
x 45 ^ commanded he (hould be apprehended, and fent to the Tower; which he 
hearing of, pofted away into York (hire, where he complains to the Duke of 
York , and to nis Father, of the wrongs done him by the Kings fervant, and 
the Queen notwithftanding the late friendfliip; but fearing he mi^ht be outed 
of his government in Calice, he pofts thither, his father the Earl of Salisbury , 
marcheth to the Court with * ve thoufand men , complaining to the A'ing 0^40 
the wrongs done by his Servants to his fon, and of tnc Queens diflimulation. 
The Queen upon this, caufcththc Lord Audley to incounter him on his way 
with ten thoufand men, and to bring him dead or alive; (lie alfo came af¬ 
ter with another Army. The two Lords fightdefperately on both (ides: at 
laft, the Lord Audly with two thoufand four hundred of his men arc llain, and 
Salisbury remained Mafter of the Field. 

The Duke of York perceiving that his life was fccrctly aimed at, raifethan 
1459 Army, and claims his Title to the Crown in the open Field. Therefore he 
with Salisbury , march into 'Wales , where Warwick repairs to them, with 
Trallop and Blunt , two expert Commanders in the French wars. Their 50 
Armies meet the Kings Forces neer the Town of Ludlow : the two Captains, 
which pretended they were for the Lords , and had intended to invade the 
Kings Army, bct.mes the next morning, (being chcckt in confidence to fight 
againft their Soveraign) fccrctly fled, came to the King, and acquainted him 
with the Enemies project; for which fcrvicc they ar:~pardoned, and rewar- 
dcd. The 
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The Lordsunderftanding their twochief Captains were revolted, and dif - An.Chrifli 
fiding in their caufe, fled from their Army inthedark* thcDukcinto W ales, 
and tnence into Ireland , the other two into Devonjhire , and from thence to 
Calice . The Xing glad at their flight, purfucsthem, but too late-, he par- 
doncth the ordinary foldicrs of the Torktff Fa&ion, but their Captains were 
executed. The Lords arc proclaimed Traitors, their goods and lands con- 
* fifeated, the government of the North is committed to the Earl of Northum¬ 
berland, , and to the Lord Clifford.' Henry the young Duke of Somerfet , is 
made Commander of Calice, who £oing to take porfeilion, not thinking his 
to Enemies were there, was beat off by the great Guns from the Cattle. The 
Queen hearing of this, prepares to fend a new Fleet, which lay ready at 
Sandwich 3 but the Mariners, who favoured the Torkijh Fa&ion, boarded thefc 
Ships, as they lay at anchor, and conveyed them with the Lord Rivers, ap¬ 
pointed Admiral of them, to Calice-, Warwick fails in them to Ireland, to 
confer with the Duke of Tork. In his return, the Duke of Exeter , Admiral 
of the Seas, intended to take him, but his Mariners , Favorers of the Tor - 
kijh Faction, were cold in the purfuit: (o Warwick returned fafe to Calice . 

The King upon advice of his Parliament, attainteth all the Lords of the Tor - 
h[h Faftion. of high treafon, and fills all the Sea Ports with Garifons, for 
1 o fear of Invauon: But the Earls at Calice had fccrct notice of every thing done 
in the Kings Chamber $ they manned divers of the Kings {hips, which Dyn- 
hamlud brought thither, in which they arrived within the haven of Sand- 
whh y and took Sir Simon CMountfort prifoner, Warden of the Cinque Ports, 
vanquifhed the Town, and caried away fuch of the Kings Ships, as they 
found there. They arrive at Sandwich the feeond time, and arc aflittedby 
the Lord Cohham, with twfcntjr five thoufand men, who march towards Lon - 
don , whither the Lord Scales is fent to fecure it for the King: but the Lord 
Major would not (uffcr him to enter, {hewing he had power futficient to keep 
the City for the King •, fo Scales in anger, poffcfleth the Tower, and annoies 
30 the Londoners . 

The King marc heth with Buckingham and Somerfet, and with many other 
Lords, and a ftrong Army, againft the Enemy: the two Armies met near 
Northampton •, the A'ing is for Peace, the Queen for a Bactail, who therefore 
incourageth the foldicrs. The fight began, and latted two houres very furi- 
oufly : At laft the A'ing is overthrown, two thoufand of his men flain,among 
which were Buckingham, Shrewsbury , and many others. The Queen with 
Somerfet and the Prince, fled to Durham , hoping to raife a new Army, or 
clfe to {helcer chemfclvcs in Scotland. The King is taken prifoner, and caried 
honourably to London. The Tower is delivered to the Lords by the foldicrs, 

40 againft the will of the Lord Scales, who ttriving to efcapc dilguifed in a wher¬ 
ry,is taken and beheaded. The Duke of Tork hearing of this Vi&ory, repairs 
to London,c*\\s a Parliament in the Xingsnamc, and fate downintne Kings 
feat in the upper Houfe, where in an eloquent fpcech, he difeovered his title to 
the Crov n, being heirto Anne daughter of Roger Mortimer, fon and heir to 
f hi Up, the only daughter of Lionel Duke of Clarence, the third fon of Ed¬ 
ward the third, and elder brother to John of Cant, who was Father to the U- 
furper. King Henry the fourth. He related alfo the feveral calamities that fell 
upon this kingdom, underthat unlawful government. Laftly, he requires no 
favour, but what jufticc will afford him, nor other poffeflion, then what his 
50 defeent and title will allow him. The Lords and Commons after long de¬ 
liberation, enafted, that King Henry {hould continue King for his life •, that 
the Duke of Tork {hould be proclaimed heir apparent of the Crown; that he 
{hould be Protestor both of King, and kingdom 3 and that the prefent poffef- 
fion of the Crown, {hould be delivered to him, if at any time Xing Henry, 
or his friends, (hould attempt to infringe thefc A&s, now confirmed by 
Oaths. The 
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The Duke of Tork, being now Protcdor, fends to Scotland in the Kings 
name, to the Queen, Somerfet , Exeter, Devonjhire, Clifford, and Rofs, and 
the reft of the Lords fled thither, to repair to the Kings orcfcncc * but they 
inftead of obeying this command, come to the Court with an Army of eigh¬ 
teen thoufand E nglifh and Scots . Hereupon the Duke of Tork, with his youn¬ 
ger fon, the Earl of Rutland, and the Earl of Salisbury, leaving the King 
with the Duke of Norfolk, and Earl of Warwick, march with five thoufand 
men, and met the Qjccn at Wakefield. The Duke in expedition of his cl- 
deft fon Edward, Earl of CMarch, with a great Army, would needs fight, 
which unfortunately he did, for there he was (lain, andalmoft three thoufand *0 
of his men. Rutland being but twelve years old, kneeling, defired mercy, but 
was cruelly ftabbed by the Lord Clifford . Salisburies head, with divers others, 
are ftruck off, and fet upon the walls of Tori r, in fright of the Torktjh Facti¬ 
on. The young Duke of Tork after this, with three thoufand men, fights 
Pembroke, the Kings half brother, and fomc other Lords, with their compa¬ 
nies. In thciirft incountcr, Pembroke , and the Earl Ormond fled, four 
thoufand of their friends arc (lain, Owen Tuthar Father in law to King Henry, 
is taken prifoncr, with many others, and put to death. Mean while the Q. 
Army beats the Duke of N or folk, and refeues King Henry from his power. 
But when flic heard of young Torks vidory, (be retreats Northward, and rai- 20 
feth fixty thoufand men, and near Towton, is met by Tork, Warwick, andal¬ 
moft forty nine thoufand men * a cruel battail is fought, in which above thirty 
fix thoufand E nglifh are (lain t among which, were divers Earls, and Lords, 
the two Dukes, Somerfet and Exeter fled, Devonjhire, with many others, ta¬ 
ken prifoners * the King, Queen, Prince Edward , and others, are fled into 
Scotland, where they are friendly intertained by the young King* inrccom- 
pcnce of which favour, Barwick is delivered to the king of Scots. The Duke 
of York being Vidor, rode triumphantly into Tork , took down the heads 
of his Father and Friends, and in the fame place caufes the heads of Devon- 
fhire, and fome others, to be fet up. A'ing Henry fends his Queen, with Prince 5 
Edward, to her Father Rcyner, defiring him to procure aid from the French 
king : In the mean while he rcfolves toftay in Scotland, inexpedation of 
better fortunes. Thcfe troubles were prefaged by a blazing ftar, divers pro¬ 
digious births, and a monftrous cock out of the (ca. A Porcland crowed 
three times, turning his head to the South, North, and Weft. In kinj; Hen- 
ries time/Wrftceplc was fired with Lightning , and Leaden Hall in London 
built. Upon a League with Sfain , our Sheep arc cranfported thither. The 
white and red Rofcs began to be the badges of Tork and Lane after. Whit¬ 
tington Collcdgc, and Newgate are built. The Bilhop of Salisbury is pulled 4 ® 
from the high Altar, as he was faying Mafs, and on the top of a Hill near 
E dington, is barbaroufly murthcred by the >Niltjhire men. Each one of his te¬ 
nants carying away in triumph, a piece of his bloudy fhirt* In this kin^s 
time aifo, France, Normandy , and Aquitain , arc loft, five main battals 
fought between the two great Fadions: i. At Saint Albons, in which the 
Torkijh prevailed, a. On Mloar Heath, wherein the confederate Lords are 
Vidors. 3. At Northamfton, in which king Henry is overthrown. 4. Ac 
Wakefield, wherein the king was vidorious. j. At Towton, in which the new 
Duke of Tork prevailed. 
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vf Projection of the Scottilh Hiftory under Robert Duke of Albany, andMsr- 
do Earl of F ife Covernonrs • alfo under James the ftrfl^nd James the fecond , 
Kings, from the year the year i\6o\ 

E E • (hewed before, that the peace being broken by Tienies 
invafion of Scotland, open war is denourtced by the Scots 
againft England. Archibald Dugins , with ten thoufand 
men , rageth with fire and fword as far as Neiv Caftle . 
Henry I ierq , and George Dumbar , meets him with a 
ftrong Army*, a battail is foujit, the are defeated, 

__ and Dnglashmny loft one eye, is taken prifoner, with 

fome othei Lords. This battail was fought at Hamtldon in Northumberland 5 
About this time died Annabclla the Queen, and Trale Arclt-Bilhop of S. An¬ 
drews, who kept Prince David, a lafeivious and unruly youth, in fome awe * 
but when they wefe dead, he flew into all kind of diforders, complaints came 
daily of him to .the king his father, who defi res his brother the Duke of AK 
2c bania, Lord Protestor, to keep a find hand over the young Prince : he wil¬ 
ling to extinguifh his brothers race, makes Davids, clofe prifoner, purpofing 
to ftarve him *, but he was relieved a while by a maid, the keepers daughter of 
the prifon, who through* the window conveyed unto him thin Oaten Cakes, 
which (lie hid in a Linnen Cloth caft over her head, to keep her from the heat 
of the Sun. A Country Nurfe alfo fometimes gave him fuck out of her breads, 
which he received by a cane * fo his life was prolonged a while : but the kee¬ 
per upon fufpition, watched the prifon fo narrowly, chat-he caught both thefe 
women, who were punifbed * the cruel keeper execrating his own daughter, 
differed the young Prince at laft to eat his own flefh,for want of other food,and 
fo he died mifcrably. No man durft acquaint bis Father with this fad and bar- 
° barous ufage,nor with his death a long time, for fear of the Proteftor.. But at 
laft by fccrct whifperings, the king hears of it, fends for his brother, and ac- 
cufeth him, he layeth the fault upon others, and is ready to clear both himfclf 
and fervants. Mean while he corrupts his accufcrs, produceth fome malefa¬ 
ctors out of prifon, but free from this crime, whom he cruelly puts to death. 
Yet the king could not but intertain the fufpition ftill of his brothers treachery, 
but durft not punifh him, becaufc of his grcatnel’s: Mean while being much 
grieved for his fon David, takes care for his younger fon f ames, now under 
the tuition of the Arch-Bifliop of Saint Andrews , who with others of the 
4c kings friends,advife him to fend the Prince to Charles the (ixth King of France, 
fo he ihould be educated by him, and out of harms way. Upon*this, he is 
fent with Stnclar Earl of Orkney, his Governour, towards France • but flops 
at F lambnrg, by rcafon of the wind,or his own fickncfs, where he is detained 
by the E nglijh, and fcnc up to the King, who retains him as a prifoner,againft 
tne Law of Nations, and-Articles of Peace,.made lately for eight years. 

The king of England having received Letters from the Scots King, (hew¬ 
ing the caufes of his foils going to France , and withall defiring he may not be ’ 
detained in England , defires 10 be advifed by his Counccl, what he Ihould 
do in this cafe •, fome were of opinion, that feeing this Prince was fent away 
50 tofccure him from danger, and that there was now a p?ace with Scotland, the 
Scots Prince fliould be fetfree, and hofpitably ufed *, and that there was no 
policy at that time to exafperatc the Scots : but others affirmed,that his deten- 
iion was juft, becaufc the Srott had aided Piercy againft the king, and that old- 
Ptercy being a traitour, is maintained and iheltred by the Scots king. This o- ’ 
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Jn.ChriJH pinion prevailed * Prince fames is retained, and care taken for his education. 

But when news' came of his captivity to king Robert his father, being then at 
Supper, he fell fuddenly fo ill, that they could fcarcc keep life in him * fo grie¬ 
ved he was, that within three days he died , the itf year of his Reign. The 
14.06 Government of the kingdom is committed to his brother Robert. In the five 

* following years, divers incurfionsof Englijh 2nd Scots upon each other were 

made, and d ivers places taken and re-taken. The battail of Harlan among 
the Scots themfelves, was memorable. Donald Lord of the Ifics, laid claim to 
the Country of Rofs, as being next heir,and which the.Governor wrongfully 
detained from him •, therefore having raifed ten thonfand men in the Ifics, cn- 10 
ters Rofs , where none made refiftance, all acknowledging him for their 
Lord. Having had fuch good fucccfs here, he attempts Morray land, which 
alfo fubmitted to him 5 men having plundrcd Bogie, nc threatens Aborden 3 the 
Governour againft this fudden and unlooked for enemy, prepares an Army,but * 
before he could be ready, the Earl of Marre,md\ raoft of the Gentry ofthofc 
parts, encounters him near the Village Harlan $ a bloudy battail is fought, 
which continued till the night parted them : fo great was the lofie on both 
fides, that neither party brag of thcVi&ory. More Gentry were loft in this 
inteftin quarrel, then before at any time againft a Forain Enemy. About this 
time the Univerfity of Saint Andrews was crc&cd. , 20 

For ten years after this, no memorable a&ion is recorded between the two 
kingdoms •, cither becaufc of the Truce, and the Englijh imployments in 
France , under Henry the fifth, or clfc becaufe the Governour of Scotland durft 
notftir, fearing left the king of England fhould fend home the right heir to 
the kingdom Some inroads the Borderers made now and then upon each o- 
ther, but not by publick Authority .* The Dolphin of France being difinheri- 
ted by his crazy-headed father, fends to Scotland for aid , according to the 
old League. A Parliament is fummoned, and feven thoufand Voluntaries un¬ 
der $ohn Earl of Buchan arc fent, who got the French a memorable vi&ory 
againft the Englijh , for which, he is made.High Conftablc of Trance , the 30 
higheft office next to the King. # Mean while, . Robert Protc&or of Scotland 
dicth, fifteen years after the death of king Robert the third. In his place is 
fet up his fon Mordacua , a man unfit for Government; which called the Earl 
, 4 J0 of Buchan home from France , who fhortly after was invited again by the Dol¬ 
phin into Trance , whither he hafteneth, with five thoufand Scots, and lands 
at Rotchel. King Henry of England caricth over with him into Trance , young 
King fames of Scotland , purpolcly by his means to alienate the Scots from 
the French, which he could not do •, for when the Scots A'ing did prefs them 
to forfakc the French , and joyn with their ifing *, they anfwcrcd , that their 
King being now under another jurifdi&ion, had no power over them : where- 40 
fore King Henry having found in Meldtn which he took, twenty Scots , he cau- 
fed them to be hanged, pretending they fought againft their King. Two 
years after, the Englijh having got a victory at Fernet , Earl Buchan , with o- 
ther Lords, and two thoufand Scots befidcs, were there flain. And three 
years after this, the Scots had another overthrow , as they were conveying 
provifions to Orleans . Scotland in the interim, is untowardly governed by 
c. Mordacus , and his tfiree unruly fons, who freighted their old father. W at- 
■ ter the cldcft, being in love with one of his fathers Falcons, begged him, but 
having received a denial, in anger wrung off His neck*, to whom the old man 
thusfpakc : Son, (faith he) becaufc thou wilt not obey me, I will fend for jo 
one whom both thou and I (hall obey. Wherefore hcrefolvesto fend for 
his C onfin German Alng cfames. 

A Parliament is called at Perth , where it is unanimoufly concluded, that 
the King.muft befentfor. all men-being weary of the prefent Government. 
Ambaffadors are difpatcned into England , the Duke of Glcwejlcr being then 
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te&orofthe young King, calls a Parliament*, in which it was refolved the An.chnjli 
Scots King fhould be fent home, and to indear him the more to England^ the 
Duke of bornerfets daughter is given to him in manage) her portion fhould 
be retained for half of the Kings Ranfom, for paiment of the other half, 
fomc Hoftages fhould be left: So fames returns home the eighteenth year of ja 2 , 
his Captivity, to the great joy of the people, who complained of their grie¬ 
vances differed by Mordaos three fons, and others, who to facisfie the people, 
were font to prifon till the next Parliament. 

The King and Queen arc Crowned about the twentieth of ^ydprif Mor- 
io dac fet the Kinp in his Throne, a ceremony belonging to the Earls of Fife . A ' 
Parliament is held," and fome good laws cna&cd for fupprefling of high-way 
men, who were become very bold and numerous, according to the loofenefs 
of the former times. Subfidies arc alfo granted, for paiment of themoity 
of the Kings Ranfoin, which bccaufc it was unpleafing to the people, fome 
part thereof was remitted by the King. In this Parliament, Mordacw Duke 
of Albany, with his two fons, Walter and Alexander , and divers others,’ are 
apprehended, and fent to feveral prifons 5 the Dukes Caftlcs are feized on for 
the King, fames the Dukes youngeft fon, feeing the mine of his Fathers 
Family, in revenue, raifethfome Forces, and bums Dnn-Britton •, then having 
ao murthcrcd the Kings Uncle, with thirty more, flics into Ireland , where fliort- 
ly after he died. Divers prime perfons alfo fled with him. Shortly after, a 
Parliament is held at Sterling, where CMordac with his two fons, and his 
wives father, arc arraigned of HighTreafon, and beheaded. Not long af¬ 
ter this, Ambafladors come from France , to renue the old League, ana to 
make a match between Charles the fevenths fon, and King fames his daugh T 
ter, being as yet children. 

The next year after, the King makes a Progrefle into the Northern parts, 
for fupprefling fomc turbulent fpirits there. Divers of the fa&ious Ring-lea¬ 
ders are apprehended, and put to death. Alexander Lord of the Ifles, upon 
$oincreatyof friends, is pardoned, and conditionally that he will be quiet, and 
fubjewt to the Laws, is fent home: But he was fo far from acknowledging the 
Kings favour, that he thought himfelf highly wronged for being imprifoned 
folong. Therefore he raileth fome Forces, and fuddenly falls upon Inner - 
nefje, which he fir ft plunders, then fets on fire. He befieged the Caftle, but 
could not take it * therefore lifcth, upon the report of an Army fent by the 
King againft him. He was now ten thoufand ftrong, but two of the Clans ^.o 
wit, Chatan and Chameron y upon the news of the Kings Forces coming, for- 
fook him. Hereupon, miftrufting the fidelity of the reft, disbands his Forces 
and flics into the Iuands, and thence intends for Ireland . but finding no fe- 
4Ccurity, except in the Kings wonted clemency, procures fome potent friends 
to make his peace with him, to which the King would not hearken, till he 
come himfelf*, therefore he comes privately to Edinburgh , and in a white fbect 
upon Eafter day, cafts himfelf at the Kings feet, and fubmics to his mercy 5 
the Q^cen and Lords then prefent intercede for him: he is commanded to 
flay till Divine Service was ended. Mean while the King thinking it fit to 
yeild fomewhat to the Queens requeft, and yet not fafc to fend home fo potent 
and factious a man, without fome punifhmcnt, he fends him to TentaUon Ca¬ 
ttle, and his pragmatical mother to the Iflc Atmona : the C lan-Cat arts , and 
Clan-Chamerons , deftroyed each other by their fewds. In the Ides, Donald 
$oBaloc, to revenge his Alexanders wrongs, makes new ftirs. Againft 

him the Earls of Mar and Cathneffe , raife fome Forces, whom "Donald fuddenly 
overthrew, Alan Earl of Cathnefrjvas killed: Alexander of Mar^ fled with a 
few. Donald upon this good fuccefs, goeth with fire and fword, through all 
y^lhria, or Lochabor * but hearing the Kings Army was coming, haftncch to 
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sfn.ChriJli clear their innoccncy, but he will admit of no purgation, till they bring to 
punilhment, the Ring-leaders of thc’fc Rebels. Upon this, they go home, 
where they apprehend many of them, whom they put to death, and three 
hundred they Cent in chains to the King, whom he commanded to be hanged*, 
Vonald\\\m(cVt couldnotbe found. There were fome other of theft Clans left, 
who by their private quarrels, deftroyed each other. <JUack Donald , a nota¬ 
ble Rebel, for lhooing a widow, whom he had robbed, with horfe flioos, was 
fo (booed himfelf, and caricd about the ftreets in that manner, with twelve of 
his companions, and then hanged upon Gallon s near the high-way. Mach 
Von Aid the Iflander, hid himfelf in Ireland h where his lie ad was cut off, and io 
fent to the King for aprefent: and fo the kingdom was pretty well quie¬ 
ted. 

140 After this, the King fends divers wife and fmccrc men about the kingdomc, 
to hear complaints, and to look to weights and meafures. At this time he 
had two Twins born to him, which occafioned much joy, and the inlargement 
of Duglas and Kennedy out of prifon, who had been fent thither for fpcaking 
roo kvifhly againft the prefent Government. He advanceth learning , and 
fends for fome skilful in all forts of Manufa&urc out of Flanders . He had a 
inind alfo to reform the abufes of the Clergy, but dnrft not adventure, be- 
cauic of their power and exempt jurifdi&ion: Yet he was blamed for the lux- 20 
ury and exccfs of his Courtiers, in diet, and apparel, though he himfelf was 
very moderate, both in the one and the otlicr. He was difliked alfo for penu- 
rioufnefs, having a greater Revenue then his brother, by the addition of the 
Earls of Marr and Buchans patrimonies, who were dead. Whereas his Un* 
clc Robert , and this Roberts fon, his Coufin German Mordacm > thelaft Go« 
vemours of Scotland, had been very bountiful to the people,whofc inheritance 
alfo fell to the King, againft whom the Gentry grumbled* alfo for keeping 
all the Wardfhips in hisown hand, which ought to be given as Rewards to 
well deferving men. The King cxcufed his parcimony,by (hewing how poor 
his Revenues were by the profufenefs of the former Governours and Kings* 30 
and that he was forced to raife Taxes for defraying of publick charges. Mean 
while an Ambaftador comes from France to bring away Margaret, who had 
been betrothed to Lewis, Charles the fevenths fon. This Ambaflic is crofted 
by another out of England , defiring an union of the two kingdoms, which 
is more natural, then with France , that neither fpcaks the fame language, nor 
is con filed within the fame Ifland. This union was then earneftly defired, 
becaufe Burgundy was fallen off from England , and France was beginning to 
grow too ftrong. Banviclc,Rofsburg£nd the other places, now controverted, 
arepromifed to the Scots , if they will aflent to an offenfive and defenfive 
League with England. The matter is referred to a Parliament, wherein it 40 
was conceived , that Englands aim was to make the Scots forfake their old 
friends, to the end they (hould be wholly fubjetf to the Englijh . Therefore 
they refolvc tobcconftant to their old League. This being denyed, the 
Ambaftador threatneth war againft Scotland , (hewing there was already a 
Fleet prepared to intercept the Lady and her company. Notwithftandins 
thefe threats, the King fends away his daughter, who cfcapcd the Englijh 
Fleet, beeflufethatwasineagedinpurfuitof fome//0//W Veflcls, laden with 
wine from Rotchel , which they took for Prize, (England and Burgundy be¬ 
ing now enemies^ but this Prize was re-taken by the Spaniard. The Scots 
fbips arrive fafely at Rotchel, from whence the young Lady is conveyed by jo 
the French Nobility, to Turon, v here (he is maried , to the content of both 
Nations. 

The King of England had now twice provoked the Scots to make war* once 
by labouring to intercept the Scottifh Lady * and then by fending Piercy with 
four thoufand men to plunder the borders of Scotland, who was met by Du^- 
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las Earl of x^ingM, between whom was a hot Skirmifti, and many killed on An. Cbrijli 
both (ides, fome fay about aor, of the E nglifh wcic taken 150c. K. fames 
raifeth a great Army, and befiegeth Roxburgh but w hen he was in hope of a 
fnrrender,thc Q. comes port to him, & in a great fright allures him, that a plot 
was intended againft Him, fuddcnly to take away his life : Upon this, he ri- 
feth from the ficgc, and disbands the Army, for which he was much blamed, 
in that he would be fo uxorious, as at his wives report to difmiflc an Army 
raifed with fo much trouble and charge. The King in his return, retires him- 
fclf into the Dominicans: Covent at Perth , to try what he could learn there 
IQ of this plot. Mean while the Traitors {the chief of which was Walter of 
Athol, the'Agings uncle) haften to bring the Treafon to maturity. One of 
the Kings ownfervants. makes way for the Traitors entrance into the Kings 
Chamber in the night, who prefen dy affault him * the Queen by interpoling 
her fclf to keep off the fwords, received two wounds * but being forcibly ca- 
ried away, and the King left to himfclf, he is murthered , having received 1437 

twenty eight wounds. The fad news of the Kings death being fpread a- 
broacf, inquiry.is made every where for the Traitors, who were all found out, 
and in lefle then forty days juftly executed. Walter Earl of Athol , had his 
limbs disjointed the firft day, by the Strapado * then he was fet upon a Pil¬ 
lar, and there Crowned with a burning Crown of Iron, to accomplifti what 
20 the Witches had told him, to wit,thatne fhould be crowned in a great Aflem- 
bly of people: the next day he is dragged by a horfc through the ftreets of E- 
dsnburgh upon an Hurdle. The third day his bowels arc taken out,and burned*, 
he being yet alive * his heart is pulled out, and his head cut off, and advan¬ 
ced upon a Pole. At lafi his body is quartred, and fee up in four fcveral pla¬ 
ces : Some others of thcfamcwickcd crew, arc roitured to'death, with hot 
pincers* and others with other puniftiments. ;This King reigned thirteen 
years, and lived forty four: he was buried in the Charter Houfc of Perth * 
which he founded. ( ' . .* # - *■* 

'Yo.fatnesxhciAuccecdcdfa/nesdK andyfcungcft of the Twins, for 
50 Alexander the other died. This King is Crowned at Holy Roods in Edinburgh. 

During his minority, ; Alexander Levifion is madeProcedlor or Regent. Arch¬ 
bald Earl of, DugLs , being angry that this honour was not conferred oh him, 
fuffers, orrathcr encourageth the Ananders under his jimfdi&ion, to fpoil and 
plunder the Country. Complaints are made againft him, which he flighted, 
commanding hispcople hot to obey the Kings Edi&$, alledging he Had Re¬ 
gal power himfelr. Befides there were private quarrels between the Regent and 
.Chancelor, eroding each others power, to the great difturbancc of the peo¬ 
ple * which at laft broke out into publick hatred, to pillaging, and burning of 
Houfes and Villages. The Q. being much'irbublcd at this diftemper, and wil- 
4c ling to get her young fon out of the Chancelors cuftody, who kept him with 
himfclf in Yjitnburgh Caftle, cunningly infinuates her fclf fo much into his 
good opinion,as that (he got leave to lie in the fame Caftle with her foiyvhom 
at length (he conveyed away in her Trunk, where (he kept her Linen, to Lieth , 
and from thence in a fhip to Sterlin, where the Regent rcfidcs. Thither the chief 
of his party came to fee the King,and to confult, how the Kingdom ihould be 
freed from the Chancelors tyranny, who had abufed histruft, wronged the 
King, oppreffed the people, and filled his own Coffers with the wealth of the 
kingdom. There the Queens wifdom and care is highly commended* and its 
0 agreed, that an Army be raifed , and E dinburgh Caftle befieged, before the 
Chancclour know any thing. Prefently the Regents Fa^ionarm thcmfclvcs 
and beleaguer the Caftle. The Chancelor knowing his own danger, fends to 
DugLs for aid, affuring him that the Regent aimed at the mine of them both. 

Duglas who hated them both equally, anfwers him that both the Chancclour 
and Regent were perfidious, and aimed at nothing but their own private good, 
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An cfoifo and that therefore the Kingdom ftould-bc happy if they were both dcad.Up- 
on this anfwer, the Regent and Chancclour make Truce for two days, and 
came to a parlv, in which th<y made known to each other, how dangerous it 
would be for tnem to jar, feeing Duglas defired the ruinc of them both, aim¬ 
ing at the foie rule of the kingdom, which he would cafily obtain, if either he 
could ruinc one or both of them. Thus they two agreed : The Chancclour 
delivers the keys of the Caftle to the King, where he fupped that night, and 
the next day confirms the one in his Chancclodhip, the other in his Regency. 

But not long after, BugUs their mortal enemy died, whofe {on being fourteen 
years of age, by reafon of his great wealth and power, and pum up alfoio 
with flatterers, took more ftate on him, then became a fubjc<ft. His Court 
outvied, the Kings *, his Guard confiftcd of two thoufand horfe, he madcf 
A r nights-,ind Counccliors, and Officers of his State ^ then he fends Ambaffa- 
dors to th z French King, mentioning the merits of his Progenitors to the 
Crown of. Trance, and fo he obtains the Title of Duke of Turon, or Tours . 
Which honour his Grand-father received from Charlsrj. and his father til! 
that time enjoyed it. So formidable was the power of Duglas, that the Re¬ 
gent and Ghancelour committed the Queen and her husband fames Stuart of 
Lorn to pi ifon, upon fufpition that they complyed with him. Nor were they 
fetfree , till they had cleared themfetves, and promifed not to meddle with 2 ® 
publick bufmefs, without the Regents knowledge. 

Wfnlft the kingdom was thus diftfa&ed, the Iflandersland with great For¬ 
ces upon the main land,and with fire and fword,fpoil all before them, fparing 
neither fex nor age. To thefe miferies were added a great famin and peftileiicc; 
the caufe of all thefe calamities is aferibed to the Regents tyrannical govern¬ 
ment, who fleighting the Chancclor jruled all by himfclf. But the Chancclour 
feeing how difcontent the people were with the Viceroy, feizeth himfelf of E- 
, dinburgh Caftle, and then watched an opportunity, to get the King out of the 

Regents cuftody." One day the King was hunting in the Woods near Sterling 
with a fmal company, the Regent alfo then was out of the way 5 the Chan- 3 ° 
cclor with fome Troops of horfe lighting on the King, dcfircs him not to fear, 
they were come to take him away from nis Imperious Tutor,and to fet him at 

* g, and ftrivc now to 
1 as cannot be cured 
the Kings Horfe by 

the bridle, to a place not far off, where four thoufand horfe were ready to 
convey him to Edinburgh, where he is received with great acclamation. The 
Viceroy being much pcrplexcd,that he was thus overreached by the Chan- 
celor, and not knowing whom to truft , refolvcs tocaft himfelf upon the 
Chancelour: therefore with fome of his retinue rides to Edinburgh , and * 
by the intcrccflion of the Bifhops of Aberden and CMurrej, procured the 
Chancelour to give him a meeting in the church of Saint hegiditu - where 
having’met, the Viceroy, dcfircs there might be no difference between them, 
feeing they both aimed at the fame thing, which vvas the good of the 
King, and Kingdom, though in the manner there might be fome diverfi- 



tics. 


He wifheth him to confidcr how many enemies they had, how glad they 
would be (faith hej of our jars, how happy might both we and the Kingdom 
be, if we accord, \yhich if we doe, we fhall fccure our fclvcs, difappoint 
our enemies, advance the Kings, and Kingdoms good * therefore if by either 
of us, any thing hath been done amifs, lee it be forgot and forgiven, for the 5 0 
publick goods fake h .he having faid and confcffed his error in carying away the 
yon^ K .(whofe tuition was by his father committed to the Chancclor alonc,& 
w ch he had found to be no honor but a burthen to him)& the Chancelor being 
glad of this friendly overturejays hold on it,& fo they arc rccocilcd,& refolvc 
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to concur equally in government of the kingdom. Then a Parliament is cal- An.chrifU 

led, in which many grievances and complaints arc exhibitediby chofc who 
had fufttred in the late aift raft ions. The Regent told them that DngUs might 
quickly remedy there evils, if he would comply \Viththc Parliament, which 
can do but little good in fettling of affairs, fo long as fo potent a man Rood 
out againft them. Upon this, an Order is made to invite him to the Parlia- 
ment^ that he with the reft might a& for the publick goods that he would 
not degenerate from his noble Progenitors, who had been alway faithful Pa¬ 
triots *, tlrat if he plcafc to come, nc (hall have what (hare in the Government 
ic he will defirc. 

Upon this invitation, and perfivafion of friends , and defire alfo of more 
power, he comes. The Chancclour met him divers miles from the City, and 
entertains him for two days together at his houfc, called CrichtAn Caftlc; 
where he dcfircs him to acknowledge the .Rings power and govemmcnt,and td 
fubmit thereto $ that he would put away from him all lewd perfons, and not 
protc& high-way men, nor opprefs the Kings fubje&s. W hat hath been by 
him hitherto a&cd, (hall be imputed to his ill Counccllor$,and his own inex¬ 
perience and youth. By thefe fair words, he was allured to go, who alfo had 
brought with him his brother David : Butfomcofhis wifeft friends fufpc&ed 
:o treachery, and therefore wifircd him to return, or at lead to fend back his 
brother, thatrhc whole Family might not perifh together. But thefe men 
were quickly filcnced by the Cnancclor; and the two young Gentlemen went 
in chcarfully, fufpeding no hurt. Asfoonas Duglas was entred Yiiinbirgh 
Caftle, the Vice-Roy meets him, and makes much of him, caufing him to 
fie down at the Kings own Table. About the midft of Dinner, fomc of the 
A'ings Guard in Arms, brings into the room a Bulls head in a Difh, which 
they fetdoWn before him. In thofc times, this was a fign of death to chofc 
that were to lofe their heads. The young Gallant being affrighted at this 
fight, began to withdraw from the Taolc 5 but he was presently laid hold on 
;r and caried out into the Caftle Court, where he for his intemperate youthful* 
nefs, is beheaded, with his brother. When the King heard of this executi¬ 
on, he wept, but was chcckt for ic by the Recent, (hewing, that in the death 
of Dugltf, confided the Kings fccurity and nappinefs. DugUt dying with¬ 
out iffuc, the Farldom being intailed, fell to fames, nick-named Crajpu, or 
Groffe^ and his other Patrimonies, which were very great, to [his After 
Beatrix. 

Grojfe died within two years after, and his cldeft fon William fucccedcd,who 
marica with his Uncles daughter, heir of many Countries * which brought 
much envy on him, both fcccaufc of the great power and wealth was fallen 
4c to him, and likcvrife the propinquity of bloud between him and his wife * of 
thefe things he being conic ious, rcfolvcd to procure the /Tings favour upon a- 
nytearms, who now was of years, and had undertaken the Government of 
the kingdom 5 therefore he beftowes large gifts on fomc Courtiers, to fpcak 
for him * and withall comes in perfon to tnc King, acknowledged* his for¬ 
mer errors, and promifeth for the future to be loyal to his Majefty. Upon 
this the King receives him into favour, and imparts his councels to him *, out 
the Vice-Roy and Chancclour fearing left this infinuating of Duglas into the 
A'ings favour, aimed at both their mines* refigned up their places, and took 
leave of the Court. The one retired himfelf to his own Country Manfion \ 

5c the other to Edinburgh Caftlc: and as they feared, fo it fell out *, for Duglus 
fo infinuated himfelf into the Kings affeftion, that he intending to be revenged 
on them for the death of his two Coufin Germans, pcrfwadcs the King ta 
call the Regent and Chancclour to an account of their Government * hoping 
by thefe means to opprefs them if they came, or to have their eftates confif- 
catc, if they came not. Upon this they arc fummoned, but came not, ex- 
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Jn.Chrifii cufing their abfence* not for any crimc.thcy were guilty of, but bccaufethcy 
had too many enemies at Court, to whofe ccnfure they fhouldbeloth to fob- 
mit*, therefore they would lefcrvc th^mfelvcs for better times. 

Upon this anfwcr, Duglas got a Parliament to be called at Sterling , in 
which the Regent and Chancclour are proclaimed publick enemies to the 
State, and their.efhtcs confifeate. To this purpofe, Forces arc fent to demo- 
lilh the Caitlcs, or to new Garifon them *, which was done accordingly*: the 
Chancclor in requital, raifeth fome Troops, and commits great fpoilinthc 
enemies Country., being aided by Kennedy y Arch-Bifliop of S. Andrews^ 
George Earl of Angale 3 and fahn Earl of Morton . Upon thefe Dug !as wracks I0 
his anger, one quarrel begets another * fo divers Forces arc railed by thefe 
parties^ and diners Skirmifhcs there were, not without much fhedaing of 
bloud. Mean while the Chancclour Crichton ^ is beleaguered in Edinburgh 
Caftle by D nglas. At length, after nine months liege , Crichton is pardoned 
for all offences of his againft the ifing, and is permitted to march away 
with his Forces*, lb the Caftle is furrendred. Not long after, Crichton is 
a«^ain made Chancelour, but he left the Court, and all publick imploimcr.es: 
every one knew that Duglas was the caufc of all thefe civil broils♦, yet fo great 
was his power v» ith the King, that no man durli accufe him : fome great ones 
hecaufcd to be put to death, fome to be baniflied. Having done wfot hc a0 
could againft Crichton , he tries what he can do againft Levifton the Regent, 
whom he caufethwith hisfon fames, and divers others,robefummoned to 
the Parliament at. Edinburgh, where they are accufed of high crimes. The 
Regent, and the two Dundaffes , are fent to prifon in D i:nbarton Caftle, the reft: 
are beheaded, fames the Regepts fon, on the Scaffold, complained much 
againft the inconftancy of Fortune, ana vanity of worldly Honours? (hew¬ 
ing, that notwithftanding his Father had been Vicc-Roy of Scotland \ and 
had done fo much pood fervice for the King and kingdome, yet all is forgot, 
the Kings pardon lleightcd, the intreaties of the Nobuity for nis life reje&cd $ 
therefore wifheth all men to beware of publick imployment%and honours, be- 3 ° 
ing the deceitful fmiles of flattering fortune: and having fo faid, laid down 
his neck on the block, to the great grief of the Spedhtors. 

In the mid ft of thefe Civil broils, Crichton the Chancclour is fent Ambaf- 
fador into France, to renue the old League, and to get a wife for the King, 
About this time Cameron, Arch* Bifhop of Clafgow, for his cruelcies and op- 
preflionof his tenants, was called upon by a ftrange voice to appear before 
Chrifts Tribunal *, being then afleep, he avvaketh in-fear, and calls up his 
7 fervants, who fate down by him: He calls for a Book, and as he was begin¬ 
ning to read, the voice fummons him again , to the amazement of his icr- 
vants*, but when the voice called the third time, he gave a hideous groan, 4° 
thruft out his tongue and died. And now the Truce with England is expired : 
whereupon incurfions arc made into each others Territories, fire, and (word, 
raging on both fidcs * fo that the Country for many miles is laid wafte .* 
therefore a new Truce for feven years is concluded *, before the expiration of 
which, the Borderers begin to fpoii and rob each other. Complaints being 
made on both Tides, Armies arc raifed* a bactail is fought, in which the 
Scots had the better *, threethoufand of the Engltjh being (lain, and of the 
Scots fix hundred only *, many were taken prifoners, and much booty is caried 
into Edinburgh. This battailwas fought at a place called Sore. Upon the 
news of this overthrow at London , a new Army is appointed to be fent a- 5 ° 
gainft the Scots, for rc-gaming of what was loft .* but this Expedition was 
hindredby the inteftin commotions in England therefore Ambaffadors arc 
fent to Scotland ', with Propofitions of Peace .* upon which, when they could 
^ not agree, a Trucc is made for three years $ and prelcntly after a Mclfenger is 
fent from the Chancclour out of Elanders, about the manage of the Duke 
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of Gcldrrt daughter, fifter to the Duke of Burgundy, with King fames. She An.Clmfli 
the next year is conveyed into Scotland, with a great company of Lords and 
Earls, and is Crowned at Holy Roods . . 

After this, Earl Dvglas undertakes a journy for Rome, being the year of 
Jubilee, accompanied with many Lords and Gentlemen * who in his abfence 
is complained of by his enemies to the King, who durft not in his prefence, 
whifper againft him. He is accufcd of divers opprcffions. The King was 
not w illing to hear any complaints againft: him, being abfent •, yet to (lop the 
clamours of the people, he lends to the Earls Pro&or, to appear, and to 
I0 take notice of theciimes obje^ed againft his Lord. He refufeth to come, 
wherefore he is imprifoned for contempt *, but atlaft: he fubmits, and comes 
into the Court, who Petitioned, that the Trial be put off, till the Earl come 
himlclf. But a fencence pad for fatisfa^ion of fils debts. To this pnrpofe, 
Commiflioners arc appointed to take up his Revenues, who were (Lighted 
by the Earls Tenants and Vaffak-, therefore the King fends an Army into . 

Galloway to force them. The Earl hearing of thefe paflages at Rome , was 
much perplexed * hewasalfoforfakenby divers of his followers: fo that he 
returns home with thin Attendants. * 

Before he came to the King, he premifes his brother pomes to found out 
20 how he was afft&ed towards him 5 and finding he flood right in the Kings opi¬ 
nion, returns home ; and upon promife that he would fopprefle the Amanjlers, 
who were notable Robbers, he is fo highly advanced in the Kings favour, that 
he confers on him the Title of Vice-Roy of Scotland ; which afterward he 
forfeited,by having fecretcorrefpondcncy with the King of England. Crichton 
the Chancelor was again advanced ,which fo arjgerd Duglas, that he let fome 
of his followers in the high-way one night, as he was going home from Edits- 
hsrgh^Q murthcr him • but being a flout man, he cfcapcd/by killing one, and 
wounding another, but he was wounded alfo himfelf. Shortly after, being re¬ 
covered,he returns unexpe&cdlv to Edinburgh^ with a great Train of hi's friends 
30 and fervants, and had almoft nirprifed Dtsglas^ who havingefcaped ihe dan¬ 
ger, to make his party the ftronger, enters into league with the two richcft 
Earls of that time-, to wit, of Rdfe, and Craford. $0 that now he began to 

fleight the King 5 for one Sir pohrt Harris of Galloway complaining to T)teglas 
of the wrongs he had fuffered by the An&nders , his VafTals, and finding no 
redreffe, falls himfelf upon them with fome Forces, which he had raifed,ho- 
ping to recover his Ioffes. Blit he with his Tram was furprilcd by the Earls 
Forces, and hanged, notwithftanding the King by his Letters intreated his 
pardon. This made people give out, that Dtsglas aimed to be King hitn- 
fclf-, for when the King had interceded again for a chief man of the Maclel - 
40 whom D ughs kept in prifon for killing one of his name, he (Lighted 
the Kings requcft,& executed the Gentleman. The King being llirred up by the 
clamors of the people againft Dssglas> fends for him,wno bccaufc of his guilty 
mind, refufethto come, knowing that he had many enemies at Court. Yec 
atlaft, upon the publick faith, confirmed by hand andfeal* he adventures 
to come to Sterlin witli a great Train, where he is kindly ufed by the King, 
yvho after Supper, calls him afidc, and reproves him for his ingratitude, and 
infolencics $ yet promifeth to pardon all by-paft offences, if he will break off 
the league with Kojfe and Craford, which could not confift with the Kings 
fafety or honour. At this tne Earl began to boggle, and ufe tergiverfation, 

50 faying,he would adyife with his friends, and chat the King needed not to befo 
hafty orpreflmg. At thk he was fo inccnfed, that he told the Earl plainly, 
if vou will not (faith he) break off this confederacy, I will, and with that 
(labs him in the bread with his dagger. The Courtiers hearing a noife, pre¬ 
sently brake into the room, each one giving the Earl a wound. Upon the re¬ 
port of this (laughter, a great tumult in the Town is raffed by the Earkfouc 1451 

bro- 
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An.Chrifll brothers, and his faction^ bucthctumult was atlift appeafed. The Earl- 

dom falls to fames the next brother, who fpeaking bitterlv againftthc per- 
fidioufnefle of the Jung and his Court, defircs fus brothers, friends, and 
followers, to befiege the Caftlc; but they wanted ftrength enough for that 
enterprife, therefore they take the Kings Patent containing the Publick Faith, 
and tics it to a horfc tail, dragging it up and down the ftrccts, andufingall 
opprobrious fpeeches againft the King and his Court. Then in the Market 
place the King and his adherents are denounced Perjurers, Truce-breakers, 

f and enemies to all good men, by the found of five hundred horns: at laft 

they plunder the Town, and fire it. ro 

Within few days this inraged multitude falls to fpoiling of all the Kings 
lands and tenants; they befiege alfo Dalketh Caftlc, but could not take it. In 
the interim the King raifeth an Army, butbecaufe theD ugUfsians were too 
ftrong for him, he refolvcs to forbear action, till Alexander Cordon come with 
-his Northern Forces-, the Earl of Craford to keep thefc from joining with the 
Kings Southern Forces, encounters with Cur don at Brechin in Angufe. A fierce 
Battail is fought, in which the Crafordians arc defeated, many prime men 
on both fideswerc killed, Cordon here loft both his brothers, and was for¬ 
ced to return home with his victorious Army, to fupprefs the Earl of Murry, 
who was raging with fire and fvvord in Huntlies Country of Bogy ; but the 20 
Gordons beat him not only thence, but alfo out of his own Country of Murry . 
Mean while a Parliament is called at Edinburgh , to which Earl D uglas and tnc 
Lords that followed him, are fummoned to appear, who refufe to come. 
The Earl alfo caufcd a paper to be faftned the next night on the Church door, 
wherein he rcnounccth all Allegiance tothcA'ing, faying, that he will never 
trufthim, who murthered his Coufins at Edinburgh, and his brodicr at Stcr* 
lin , being allured thither upon the publick faith; for this contumacy, this 
fames, with his brothers, and Beatrix, his dcccafcd brothers wife, with 
the Earl of Crarvford, arc proclaimed Rebels. An Army is raifed to purfue 
them; their houfes are plundrcd, fields wafted, barns fired, and their cattel 50 
driven away. Earl 'fames in the mean time to keep the wealth once gotten, 
ft ill in his Family, marieth with his defiuuft brothers wife, and deals 

with the Pope for a difpenfation, which the Kino by his Letters hindred. The 
three enfuing years arc (pent in deftroying each otner with fire and fword;whcr- 
upon followed the famine and pcftilcncc. Some of the Earls wifeft friends, 
ad vife him to fubmit to the King, rather then ftand out to the mine of himfelf, 
family, and friends .* but he is rcfolved never to truft thofe that had murthered 
againft their faith, his Coufins, and brother; Earl Craford being weary of 
tnewars, and of the inj 11ftice of the caufe, refolves in time to fubmit to the 
Kings mercy*, therefore one day bare-footed, and bare-headed, he comes"* 0 
and^afts himfclf at the Kings feet, defiring pardon for what was paft, and 
promifeth his fidelity and loyalty for the future. The King upon this (ub- 
miflion, and perfwafion withall of Arch-Biibop Kennedy , his wife Councc- 
lotir, confidcring alfo that Crafords falling off from Duglas , would weaken 
that party Receives him into his favor, which Craford ever after retained till his 
dying day. Duglas perceiving his Forces to grow weaker daily, had little 
hope left him now, but in the King of England\ from whom he expeAed 
help; therefore fends Hammilton to London , who receives this anfwcr from 
the King, that he would not make war upon Scotland, cx^rpt the Earl will be¬ 
come a fubjeft of England, and truft the King w^th his perfonand eftate: , 

This hope failing him, and being weakned every #ay by the Kings Forces, 
who plundrcd his Countries, and beat down hisCaftlcs; he is rcfolved up¬ 
on the advice of Hammilton , to venture his Fortunes upon a battail. Abrecorn 
Caftlc was now befieged by the A'ings Army. The Earl raifeth all the ftrength 
he could to relieve the Caftle ; but when he came within view of the A'ings 
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Army, he made a halt, and kept oft his foldiers fo long from fighting, An. Chrtfil 
that they grew weary with delays. And Bammilton one night revolted to 
the King,who after he had imprifoned him a while,receives him to his fa¬ 
vour. Others alfo following the example of H ami It on, forfook Duglas, 
fo the Caftle at laft is taken by the King, and demolifhed. The Earl be¬ 
ing forfaken by moft of his men, flyeth to England ^ with a few of his 
friends : but fhortiy a fter,* he got fome ntw Forces, and with them en¬ 
ters Annandel , but is beaten by the Kings party 3 he efcapes again with 
his brother fobn 3 Arcbbald Earl of Murrey is fiain, and George is wound- ' j 
10 ed, and afterward beheaded. Then a Parliament is held at Edinburgh, 

in which the Duglaffes, fames and fobn ) with Beatrix , are piofcribed. I4 - 
Earl fames having loft his brothers, forfaken by his Soldiers, flighted 
by the Englifh; betakes himfelf at laft to DonaldL ordofthe Illes, and 
Earl of Rofs , with whom he enters into a league •> they fall firft upon the 
Kings lands next to them, then upon Argile , Arran , Lrchaber and Murray, 
which they wafte with fireand fword, they took the Caftle of fnnerntfi 
and fired the Tortn. .Mean while the Englifli invade the Scops borders, 
and carrie away great booties. Beatrix who had married two bfbtfiefsj 
being checkt inconfcieftce, fubmitsher fell to the Kings merdy, 

20 doned her : The like did the wife of Donald 5 and the like favtyirthe bb* 
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(edging his faults, and promifing all fidelitie and allegeance for thefu* 
tme, prefuming his Majeftie would be no lefs gracious to him, then he 
had been to Craw ford and others: The King upon the importunity of his 
friends, and the neceflity alfo that lay on him then, to fettle his diftra- 
ftedKingdome, fends him a pardon 3 and fo all being quieted at home, 
he prepares now to make war upon England. In the interim the confe- 
30 derate Lords, namely the Duke of Tort, the Earls of Salisbury zndWarwick, 
with the reft, fend Ambafladors to defire the Scotsaid againft King Henry 
their enemy, who had loft JFrance 9 oppxcBed his Kingdome, and injured 
the Scots , withall they promife reftitution of what had been lately taken 
from the Scots 5 this proffer is accepted by King fames , who having rai- 
fed an Army, and being now on his march, is met by an Englifh Importer 
who had lived long in Italy 5 hefeignes himfelf to be the Popes Legat, 
fent from his holinefs, to forbid him to make war upon England, for the 
Pope was refolved to make a general peace in Chnftendom 3 this being 
believed, the King disbands his Army, not knowing that this Importer 
40 was fent by Kingtill afterward 3 when he. fawhewas deluded, 
he affembleth again his Forces, and marcheth ftraight to Roxbttrg Town, 
which he took and demolifhed 3 then he fits down before the Caftle, 
where an Ambafiie from the Englifh Confederates allures him, that their 
King was defeated j and the war ended 3 therefore haying thanked him 
for his good will towards them, defires him to raife his fiege from Rex- 
otherwife an Army will be fent againft him : To thefethe King 
anfwers, that as hitherto he hath not made ufe of the Confederates fa¬ 
vour, fo for the future he will not fear their power: He fet down before 
a Caftle built on his own ground, from which he is not to be removed by 
jo words, but by arms : Mean while Donald of the I Acs with frefh Forces 
repairestothe King, preferring his ferviccand fidelitie, which the King

tPon the overthrow of King Henry 6. Edward Duke of 
1 York is proclaimed King, and Crowned: He begins 
his Reign with many good Afts ? Repeals the lafi: 
Kings Statutes, concerning Trcafon, and puts the 
Earl of oxford with fome other of King Henries Coun- 20 
cellour$,to death. His two brothers George and Ri* 

_ chard net made Dukes 5 the one of Clarence, the other 

ot Glsrtctjler } divers other Lords alfo are created. The Duke of J#- 
rmrftt, Sir Ralph Pery , fubmit themfelves to the King, who pardons them; 
but afterward they revolted. When the Queen had returned with new 
Forces from France, and \nSc0tlrndh2d raifed an Army to invade Nor¬ 
thumberland, King Edward fends a Fleet into the Northern Teas, and an 
Army by land under the Lord Montacute j he follows after himfelf with 
another. Montacute is incountred by the Lords Rofr> and Hunger for J, and 
Pitrey. The Lords fled, and Piercy was killed. Thefe being defeated, 
CMontacute marcheth againft the King and Queens Army, who before K* go 
Edward came up with nis Forces , difordered and routed the Queens 
Army. Somerfet with divers other great prifoners are taken, and execu. 
ted. King Henry with many more fled into Scotland } an A Any is fent in- 
to Northumberland , where divers Cattles were taken } in one of which, 
was Sir Ralph Grey> who was degraded by leaving off his fpurs, renting 
his Coat of Arms, and breaking his fword over his head, and then 
beheaded. Montacute for his good fervice, is made Earl of Northumber¬ 
land } the Earldom of Pembroke is given from Tuthar to the Lord H erbtrU 
But fhortly after, Northumberland upon fubmifiion, is reftored to his po C- 
feffions and honours } and Montacute was contented with the title of Mar* 
queffe. Then the A'ing rewards his Captains and Soldiers with the ene* * 
mies lands; he new (lamps the Coin, pafleth a general pardon,and builds 
many Cattles on the Sea Coaft, to keep off Piratg, and on the main land, 
tofuppref* Theeves and Rebels. Mean while King H enry difguifed, and 
coming fdt London, is taken and imprifoned in the Tower. King Edward 
being defired by his Councel to mary, fends the Earl of Warwick Am- 
baflador into France , to procure the Lady Rona > daughter to Lewis Duke 
of Savoy , for his wife. In the interim, this young King being almott out 
the age of twenty four years, and impatient of long delays, falls in love 
with the Lady ElvUbtth^ the Widow of S.fotn Grey , who was (lain in 
the battel of S .yyubons^ as he was fighting for King H<wy, and atlaft 
mariethher} then he makes her Father the Lord Rivers , an Earl, and 
High Conftableof England . Her fon. Sir Thomas Grey^ is made Marquefs 
Dorfet-? this match was the occafion of much raifehief, as will appear. 

The 
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1 he news ofthis hafty manage highly difplcafed the Eatl of Warwick, who An.Chrtftl 

took this as an affront *, yet diflcmblcs his anger, refolving to depofe the king, 
when time ferved. The King fearing the power of this Earl, indcavoured fo 
cretly to abridge him of his Authority. Warwick gets leave to go to his Caftle 
forhisrecreationsfakc, where he hatchcth fomc plots againft the K. About 
which time was bom the Lady Elizabeth, afterward the wife of K. Henry 7. 1^55 

and mother to K. Henry 8. K. EJward to make himfclf the ftrongcr againft 
Lewis the French K. who was offended with his manage, taking it as a frump 
on him and h;sQ^ fitter, makes peace with Scotland for 15 years-, and to in- 

1 o gage the A'ings of Arragon and Caftilc , he fent them as fomc think,many fhcep 

to the prejudice of this kingdom. This A\ alfo marieth his fifter to Charles D. 
of Burgundy, as he had formerly maried two of his fifters to the D. of Exe- 1^66 
ter t and Suffolk. Warwick aiming to reftorc I<.Henry s got his two brothers, the 
Arch-B. of Fork and Marq. of Montacute, to join with him*, yet the Marq. was 
ftill a fecret friend to K. Edward. The D. of Clarence alfo being offended with 
his brother the A', joins with die Earl of Warwick y upon the Earls perfwafions, 
who complained of the K. forfleighting his own kindred, and preferring the 
kindred of his wife : the D. alio marieth with the Earls daughter, being then 
at Calice *, and a rebellion is made in Torkjhire by the Arch-bilhop of Fork and 

2 o Mont acute, caufing the country people to believe that the yearly alms of Com 

which thev gave to the poor of S.Leonards Hofpital,was converted by the Go¬ 
vernor and Pricfts thereof,to their ov n private benefit: Hence the Colleftors 
of thefe alms were beaten by the Rufticks, with whom divers good people ti¬ 
ded : at length they fly to arms, more then 1 jcoo, who came and faced Fork) 
but in the night Montacute rallied out upon thefe Rebels,killed many,and ftruck 
off their Capt. head. The Rebels weary of the fiegc,march to London,c ondu- 
<ftcd by S. John Conyers. Herbert Earl of Pembroke, and Humphry Lord Staf¬ 
ford^ with 9000 Welch men and others, march againft thefe Northern Rebels, 

2:00 Archers are utterly defeated by the Forkjbire men. A divifion alfo fell 

30 out between Pembroke and Stafford , fo that Stafford departs with his Archers 
from Pembroke, who being hcreat troubled,but not difmaid,fct upon the Rebels 
the next day, and was like to prevail *, . but one Clapham carying the Earl of 
Warwicks banncr,and accompanied with 500 Northamptonians, crying a farre 
off, a Warwick , a Warwick , fo affrighted the Welch , fuppofing Warwick had bin 
coming with another Army, that they ran away, and were utterly routed, to 
the lofs of 5 000 of their company. Sir Richard Herbert,and 8 more, are behea¬ 
ded at Banbury, by the rebels *, fo was Earl Rivers, the father,and S r tfohn 

his fon, being apprehended at Grafton, without any legal proceeding. The Lo. 

Stafford is executed by the K. command , for deferting the Earl of Pembroke . 

At laft,the K. marchcth on with his Army againft the rebels, with whom were 
joined the D. of Clarence and Earl of Warwick , 

A Parly is propofed for peace, and many meflengers for that purpofefent 
to and fro *, this made the K. feeure, who in his bed was feized on by the Earl 
of Warwick uniting with a good Guard into the Kings Camp,flew nis watch¬ 
es,and took him, whom fecrctly he conveyed as a prifoner to the Arch-Bifhop 
of Fork his brother, who gave the K. fo much liberty to hunt, thathc made 
fhift to efcapc to London: at which Warwick was much troublcd,with Clarence 
and the confederates, who had upon the A\ Captivity difmiffed their Army, 
but they prcfcntly raifed another,and fo did the A'ing*, all things now were in a 
_ 0 combuftion,injufticc and violence ra^red every where. At length by the medi¬ 
cation offeme great and peaceable Lords, a parly was granted between the K. 
and the confederates in VVeflminfier Hall, but to no purpofe, fuch bitternefs 
there was on both tides. The K. alfo brought much envy on himfelf, by cut¬ 
ting off the heads of the Lord VVcls, and his brother in law Sir The. Dymock, 
becaufe they could not perfwade Sir Tho. VVells, the Lords fon, and General of 
the rebels, to forfakc them, and feive under him, Sir Robert to revenge his 

fathers 
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An.Cbrifli fathers and uncles death, ventured too raflily upon the K. great army, with his 
handful of men,the confederates not being come yet with their army, fo that 
the K. got the honor of that day .In this battel of loofe coat$(fo callcd,becaufe 
the rebels flung off their coats,that they might run the more nimbly J were flain 
icooo men-, Sir Rob. Wells, with fome other prime men loft their heads. Upon 
the report of this overthrow, W anvick and Clarence fled to Exeter, from thence 
to Dartmouth ,& fo to Calico, the K.was much grieved that they cfcaped.But to 
prevent their landing in England,with forain forces, the K. intreats his brother 
in Law the D. of Burgoin-, to hinder all aid from the faid Earl, and to furprife 
him with a Navy to which the D. was willing enouih,being angry with the lG 
Earl for hindring his mariage with Margaret the K. After * for fiding with K. 
Lewis of France, tht D. mortal enemv, and becaufc the Earl was more belo¬ 
ved of the people,then the K. himfclfT But when the Duke and Earl came with 
their wives and friends before Calice , the Earls Deputy Fancier beat them with 
his Ordnance from the Caftlc, not permitting any help or fuccour to be affor- 
dedfromtheTowntothe Dntchefs, who was brought to bed on (hipboard. 
The A'ing was fo glad of this, that he made the faid Deputy chief Captain,and 
u \09 Burgoin gave him an annual penfionof too? Crowns-, yet the Deputy incou- 
ragcci the Earl to ask aid if Franceo , and Calice fliould be his, when time ferved. 
Upon this tlK Earl puts to fca,takcs fome of Burgundies fliips richly laden,then 20 
lands at Deef. Upon invitation,he repairs to the A*, who ufed him and his com¬ 
pany gracioully and bountifully ,foi the hatred he bare to K. Edward, and the 
D. of Burgundy. Upon the report of this intertainmenc, Q ^Margaret, and Pri. 
Fdwardhev fon,with fome others,repair to the confederates, and confult about 
reftoring of K .Henry, they <>ave their folemn oaths to each other,to (land firm, 
and for the more ftrcngth,tne Earl.of Warwick maried his 2 d daughter to Pri. 
Edward, xvhkhmzdc Clarence a fccrct enemy to Warwick, fearing that this 
match would be the undoing of the family of Tork therefore he gave private 
intelligence to his brother K. Edward of all Warwicks proceedings. 

The Englifb Lords being fumifhed with all ncccflaries from the French K. 30 
make ready for their voyage, but are met with by a Burgundian Fleet in the 
mouth of the river Sene^ which the next evening a fudden ftorm drove into the 
fea, drowned many,and difperfed moft of them. Warwick glad at this mifliap 
of the Burgundian , and underftandirtg by Letters that he was' howrely expedled 
in England, where he (hould be fufficicntly backt, makes hafte, leaving the Q. 
and Prince behind,and fo with great celerity lands at Dartmouth . The K. mean 
while trufting to the Burgundian Fleet,which he did not know was fpoiled, nc- 
gle&ed his own Fleet, and gave himfclf to dalliance with Ladies. Warwick 
lends out Proclamations,commanding all in K. Henries name, to aid him, and 
to oppofe Edward the Ufurper and 10 in a (hort time, his army mightily in- ^ 
crcnfed,and marched towards London. K. Edward alfo levied a (Long army, 
but underftanding that the people every where affe 3 cd K.Hcnry and Warwick, 
his heart failed him,fo that he miftrufted his own army, wherefore he left his 
army in the night,and with 800 of his beft friends, pofts to Lincolnjbtre, thence 
to Holland,] rcfolving to (lay with the D. of Burgundy till times were better $ the 
Kentijh men hearing that h. Edward was fled, aflfembled tumultuoufly in great 
numbers,and would by force have entred London Gates,but being refilled,they 
Are and riffle the fuburbs, and murcher much pcoplc,but were at laft fupprefled 
and puniftied by the Earl of Warwick^vtho prcfcntly goetli to the Tower, fets 
K.Hcnry at libeity, and condu&s him triumphantly^hence to Pauls , where 
having performed his devocions,he keeps his Court in the Bifhops Palacc^thcn 5 ° 
he calls a Parliament, in which his chief adherents arc attainted of high trea- 
fon, and their eftatesconfifcatcd. The Dutchy of Tork is fettled on the D. 
of Clarence, though the fecond fon * the Crown is intailed to K.Hcnry, his 
heirs male, and for default of fuch ilTue, to Clarence and his heirs. The and 
her fon Pr. Edward* offer divers times to come over by fea, but arc hindred by 
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crofs winds and dorms, which the people conftrucd as a judgement on her, An.Cbnh 
for her cruelties in caufing To much bloud (hed. Burgundy was lothatfirft to 
furniihK. Edward with (hips and mony, fearing left Warwick would make d 
new war on him * yet underftanding that K. "Edward was invited by his friends 
into England, and that there were great hopes, he furniflieth him with 500^0 
Florence of gold, and 18 tall (hips, with aooo land foldiers: He lands in Fork - 
Jhire , where he found cold welcome, the people being more ad ditfed to King 1470 
Henry . Yet he marcheth to Fork, where he pub lifheth,that he made no claim to 
the Crown, but to his Dutchy, of which he was unjuftly deprived* and (hews 
10 that in this, they were in equity to aid him. Upon this, he took his oath * that 
he would be a true fubjeft to K. Henry , therefore he was let in,intcrtained, and 
monyed •, but before two dap were at an end, he plants a Garifon there, and 
forceth the inhabitants to fumifh him with all things needful for an army-, then 
he hires foldiers every where, and many Gentlemen came iri to him. His old 
friend Montacute, who had a ftrong army,gave him free paflage to march. War¬ 
wick comes to the City of W<inr/r£,with his forces,('and writes to Clarence , to 
haften thither with his Arnw for he meant to give the K. battel but Clarence 
made no hafte,which bred (uipition in Warwick, that he meant to fail him in 
his nccdj therefore he gocth to Coventry with his army. K.Edward dares War- 
10 tvlck into the ficld,who kept clofc within the Walls,to try what Clarence would 
doe. 

K.Edward went thence towards his brother Clarence, who likewife refufed to 
fight: Hereupon the D. of Gloucefter , brother to them both, reconciled them 
and their armies: then the 3 brothers ftrivc to win Warwick to their fide, but 
he curfing the D. perfidioufnefs, would not unite with them. Wherefore King 
Edward to increafc his ftrength,repairs to London, which excluded him a while; 

But when they confidered his juft title, his abilities for government, arid his 
great army, whereas K .Henry was weaker every way,chiefly in the gifts of the 
mind,thcy open their gates,lets him in,and falutes him K . then Was K. Henry 
30 feized upon again, and committed to the Tower. Warwick thought to have 
furprifed the K. in his march towards London, but was prevented-, therefore he 
marcheth to Barnet 10 miles from London purpofirtg to venture: all upon one 
battel. K. ¥Jw. army being fiirnifhed with all things needful, by the Londo¬ 
ners, marcheth alfo to Barnet . The right Wing of Warwicks army was com¬ 
manded by his brother CM ont acute fivA Oxford. The left Wing by himfelf, 
and the D. of Exeter the main battail by the D. of Somerfet. K.Edw. Vant- 
guard Was led by the D. of Cloucejler , the main battail by himfelf, & Clarence+ 
in which was K. Henry * the Rereward was conduced by the Lord Hajtings. 

A cruel battail of 5 or 6 howres is fought, and it was not known a great 
while,\vho had the better-, at laft Warwick perceiving that his men and friends 
could not hold out long againft the A'ings freftt Forces and Supplies , prefixed 
fo far among his enemies, killing multitudes of them, that at laft he was killed 
himfelf, ana fo was Montacute. The death of thefe two was the overthrow of 
the whole army, who ran away, and left the Victory for K. Edward , who that 
afternoon enters the city triumphantly with his prifoner K; fienry. In Pauls he 
offered up his ftandard,with thanks to God for his Vi&ory* in this battail were 
flain almoft ten thoufand men. 

The K.gricved much for the death of c Montacute, his true friend * both he 
and his brother Warwick are brought to London , where in Pauls Church they 
50 lay open faced for 3 days,that the people might fee they were truly dead-, then 
they were both buried with their Anceftors in one grave. Margdret landed 

at Wafmouth , with fome Forccs,before fhe heard otK.Edwards Vi&ory-there-- 
forc with her fon the Prince,(lie takes fan&uary in the Abby of Beaulieu , whi¬ 
ther the D. of Somerfet Earl of Pembroke , Earl of Devonjhire , with divers o- 
thers reforted, refolving to raife a new Army: the and Somerfet levy for- 1 
ces about Briftoll and Cloncefler , intending to joyn themfelves with Pernbrokcs 
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Welch men •, but the /^prevented thofc dcfigns,who fent his brother the D. of 

Cloucefler with an army,who overthrew the D. of Somerfets forces in one hour, 
of whom above 30:0 were flain, among which, was the Earl of Dcvonfhirc, 
with fomc other prime men. The Q^and Pr.are taken prifoners,with divers o- 
thers,who the next day arc beheaded, except the Ci. the Pr. ismurthcred by 
Clarence,Cloucefier^ Dorfet , and Ha flings. Not long after JRcyner fold Naples 3 c 
Sicilj^nd with the mony of that iale ranfomed his daughter Q. Margaret. K. 
Henry in rhe mean while was found dead in his Chamber in the Tower, being 
murthered by K. Fdw. brother, thcD. of GlouceJler.To afiurc the people he was 
dead,his body isexpofed to the public view one whole day in S. Pauls Church* l0 
his two brothers Clarence & Gloucejler for their perjuries & mitrthcrs, afterward 
imbrewed their hands in their own bloud. Two or 3 years afterK.fi/nMvas fet¬ 
tled his brother in law the D. of Burgundy, perfwades him to renue his wars 
with F ranee, w* h he did, becaufe of his title to that kingd. and for that the Fr. 

K. had aflifted Q^Margaretand Warwick^ againftK. Edw. and for that the 
JFr. K. made war upon the D. of Burgundy. Now becaufe mony was wanting, 
a benevolence is demanded,and paid,but grudgingly. One old widow,though a 
niggard,gave the K.io /. for which he kiffed hcr,me being proud of this kifle, 
gave the K.20 /. more,(hewing that 40 1 . was little enough for a kings kifs. 

The K. having at Dover 500 (hips and boats, 1 500 Horfe men, and 1 5000 20 
Archers landed at Calice •, but the D. of Burgundy failed him,who promifed to 
meet the K. with 20C0 Horfe, who after he had triffled away much time in the 
fiege of Nuycc, fent his forces to Berroys in Lorrain , to be revenged on Reyner , 

Q. Margarets father,fpr fome ill language he gave him. Yet K .Edw. marcheth 
by Bollert to Perone , where he had no provifion of the D. for his Army^thencc 
he gocth to S.guintinsjbut is beat back from thence,contrary to promife. At 
laft a peace is concluded with the French K. for 9 years,on thefe conditions:i w 
That the Fr . K. pay to Edw. 75000 Crowns, ana 50000 more for an annual! 
penfion. a. That the Fr.K. within one year mary the K. of Englands daugh¬ 
ter to the Dolphin,allowing them for their maintenance yearly 50000 crowns 30 
and then (hall deliver the quiet pofleflion of Cuyan to them. 3. That the Lo. 
Howard and S Sfohn CbenyJ lionld ftay with the Fr. K. as Hoftagcs til the Engl. 
army be landed in England : The D.of B urgundy dorms at this peace, fhewing 
it was a diflionourable aft in K.Edw. who rcplyed that it was more diihonoura- 
ble in the D.to call him in,and then to fail him.So the D.went away in a chafer 
The Fr. K. to confirm his amity with England, fends to the' E nglift) Army 100 
Wagons of wine, and gave them leave for 3 or 4 days to folacc themfclves in 
Amiens, where they found good chcar provided for them And becaufe they ca- 
tied themfelves civilly to the Townfmcn, the Fr. K. fends to the chief Com- 
mandcrs,platc and mony. Shortly after, K. Edw. by gifts, intreaties, and pro- ^ 
teftation$,that he would mary one of his daughters to the yong Earl of Rich¬ 
mond, got him to be delivered to his AmbafT. by the D.of Britany, whom pre- 
fently they conveyed to S.Males-, but the D.bcing informed that a mariage was 
pretended,but his death was intended ,and fearing this delivery would be a per¬ 
petual (lain to his Honor,fends one Peter Landois to S.Malos, where the young 
-Earl was,expetting a fair wind. This Peter by his cunning, got the Earl into a 
San<ftuary,(o was the (heep delivered,and the woolf deluded of his mony. But 
the D.promifed faithfully to retain the Earl by him as his prifoner, w ch in fomc 
fort contented K.Edw. After this the D. of Clarence, K. E drv. brother, was 
condemned of Trcafon, againft the K. life, and is imprifoned in the Tower. 
But not long aftcr,hc was drowned in a But of CM aim fie. not without the kings 5 ° 
knowledge. 

This K. the 5 laft years of his life,grew extream wretched and covetous, fo 
that with his exadions, he loft his peoples affc^ions. In the 10 year of his^ 
reign,he fends into France to have the mariage accomplifhed between the Dol¬ 
phin and his daughter. But K. Lewis dcMed him with frivolous excufes, and 
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maricth him to CMaximilians daughter, which ^Maximilian was the fonof An.Chnjli 

Frederick the Emperor, ngainft his oath and articles tfames 3 1 K.of Scots defires 
a match between his Ton and K.£*/tv. daughter, which was willingly aftented to, 1 4 ^* 
and good fums of mony disburfed afoichand, conditionally it ihould be repaid 
if the match broke off. But the Scots K. after things were concluded, lends an 
Army to invade England^ which fpoiled all before them with fire and fword 3 
againf^whom Gloucefter is fent with 2 iccc men,who took the town of Burwic, 
and befieged the Caftle,but could not take it*,thence he marchctli into Scotland, 
wafting all in his way,and forced K $ times into Edinburgh Caillc^theNobility 
10 defire peace,and obtain it,onchefe conditions, that a full amends be made for 
the hint done-, 2. That K .James would reftore his brother the D. of Albany to 
his honors and poffcffions* 3* That the Caftle of Barrvick be delivered up-, and 
That repaiment be made of K.Edtv. mony lent to K .fames. The 3 laft con¬ 
ditions were aftented to •, K.Ediv. being deluded by the Fr . K, about the mari- 1 
age of the Dolphin,and like wife the tribute of 50c 00 Crowns,which was to be 
paid him yearly during his lifc,was denied •, rcfolved to invade France with a 
Royal Army. But in the midft of his preparations, he fell fick, as fomc think 
of a furfet, or as others of melancholy, and Ihortly after died the 23 year of 
his reign. 

2 o To K.Edrv.) . fucceedcd his fon Edip. 5. at 13 years of age. His uncle the 
D.of Gloucefier( a man as deformed in body,as crooked in conditions,who had 
murthered both K.Henry , and his fon Pr. E drv. and his brother alfo the D. of 
Clarence) rcfolvcs with the D. of Buckingham , and Lord Haftings , to rcmoVe 
from the yong K. all his mothers kindred,being mean people,and to undertake 
the charge of government themfelvcs. Therefore when he underftood that the 
CL with her brother the Earl Rivers, and her fon the Lo. Grey , intended to con- 
dud with an army the yong K.out of Wales, towards London^ there to be crow¬ 
ned. He wrotetothcCLadvifinghcr not to come up to London, in that po- 
flurc/or fear the people would grow jealous, and raife Civil wars therefore 
30 wiiheth her to put afidc that Train,and to disband her Army : he fwears with- 
all, that this his advice proceeded from his good will and love to her and hers. 

The CL being too credulous,and thinking he had fpokc as he me ant,follows his 
ad vice*, which he alfo by his lecters gave to the Earl Rivers find the Lord Grey . 

So the army is difmifled,and the K. is accompanied by Rivers , Grey, and fomc 
Other friends to Northampton , and thence to Stony Stratford , which little town 
not being capable of the whole train,the Earl with his followers remained that 
night in Northampton. But Gloucefter,md Buckingham, with (ome refolved at- 
tcndants,borci?/^wcompany that fame night *, but withal in the nighttime, 
the two D. feized upon all the keys of the /w*,and caufed all the ways between 
40 thefe two towns,to be guarded,and none to pafs that way 5 then they fell upon 
the Earl,who was confident of them till now,and commits him to fate cuftodv. 

The 2 D. rode to Stony Stratford^nd prefented their fervice to the K.which he 
accepted,having no fufpition of what was done*, then they feizc on the Lo. Grey, 
the K. half brother,and fome others, whom they fent to Pomfret Caftle,where 
without any judicial proceedings, they loft their heads*, they remove alfo the 
K. menial fervants & officers,giving out that the Earl with the reft of his con¬ 
federates, meant to deftroy all the Lords of K. Edwards bloud, and to rule all 
themfelvcs. The CLbcing then at Weflminfter, hearing of thelc tragical paf- 
fages, took ftn&uary there,and repented fhe had advifed upon Glottcefters cun- 
50 ning letters,to difmifs the army. The if.alfo grieved much, but the 2 D. pro- 
• tefted, they a<fted nothing but for his weal* and that they would be faithful to 
him till their lives end. Then they brought him to London, where he is met by 
the Major and his brethren, in whofe prefence Gloucejler demeaned himfelf fo 
fubmiflively to the king, that they all, and moft of tne Nobility and Councel- 
iors of State,were pcrfvvaded of the Dukes real intentions for tnc kings good 5 
fo that he was made prote&or of king and kingdom, 
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Art.Chrifti Glotfuftcr having obtained his chiefeft defire, labours next to get the young 
D- of York into his hands * f<?r that end, he complains to the K. Counccl of 
the wrong the Q. did both to the K. in that (he would not permit him* to en¬ 
joy the company of his only brother,and to the kingd. in detaining the faid D. 
in fandhury, as a malefactor in prifon * by which all Counccllors & Officers 
of State, arc fcandalled. This motion fo well plcafcd the Lords, that presently 
they employ the Cardinal Arch-B. of York, who was gracious with her to de¬ 
fire (lie would fend the yong D. to his brother the K. to folace him, for thefe 
rcafons : i. Bccaufc it was difhonourablc to the whole kingd. that a childc fo 
near to the A'.fiiould be kept in prifon* for what elle is a fanftuary. 2. Bccaufc ro 
that place was only for fuen as by their cOnlcicnce were accufed of (ome crime, 
which an innocent child could not be guilty of. 3. Bccaufc he wants diferetion 
to demand fuch a privilcdgc.Laftly,they tell her that any perfon may be taken 
out of fan<ftu;uy,for his good and welfare * and therefore if (lie refilled to let 
him go, that he muft be taken thence without her leave, and the rather becaufe 
it is fufpefted (lie meant to fend him beyond feas.The queen allcdged,chac none 
was fo fie to tutor fo yongjtcndcr^nd fickly a child, as the mother, & that both 
their fafetics Confifted in being feparared * but perceiving they meant to have 
him by force,after (he had wept,ki(Ted, and embraced die child, praying for his 
tafety,lhe delivers him to the Arch-B. from whom the Prote&or in the Starre- 20 
Chamber attending then the queens anfwer, took the child, kitted and hugged 
him* protefting that from his fouI,nothine in the world was fo dear to him, ex¬ 
cept die king*, whereas indeed he meant the deftru&ion ofthem both * then he 
brought him to the K. who was exceedingly joyed with his company; but 
(liortly after, he conveyed them both through London in great pomp to the 
Tower,pretending lie did this out of his care to them during the troubles of the 
kingdom-, whereas indeed there were no troubles but by his procurement, and 
the other Lords who adhered to him. 

The Proteftor having fccurcd the tWo young Princes, next bethinks himfelf 
how he dial obtain the kingd. which he knew would be difficult without the D. 3 ° 
of Buckingham, who was a powerful man * therefore he acquaints him with his 
intention, defiring his affiftancc,promifing to mary his fon to the faid D.daugh- 
tcr,to give him the Earldom of Hartford , to which the D.prctcndcd a right,but 
never could obtain ic,from Edxws, . and laft ly,to (hare with him in the K: trea- 
fury. Upon thefe tcarms Buckingham affented to, and affifted him in the plot: 
but the Lo. Hajiings, whom the Protestor had made Chamberlain, could not 
be Won to this wicked defign*, for one Catesby a Lawyer, and a Favorite of 
Hajiings; was employed by the Protceftor to found his inclination, which when 
lie had craftily done, he informs the tyrant there was no poffibilicy to win him- 
Hereupon the Prote&or calls a Counccl of the Lords at the Tower, under pre- * 
tcrtcc of fitting all things for the K. Coronation,which he leaft meaned. When 
the Lords were fit, the Proteftor at laft came,and chcarfully falutcd them all: 
Chiefly D r Morton, B. of £/ji,whom he hated,yet imploys him to procure fom 
Strawberries out of his garden, which Were very good. The Bifh. glad to plca- 
furchim, haftneth home* the Prote&or alfo prcfcntly went out, and returns 
within an hour, but with a difeOntented countenance, and troubled minde. All 
wondred at the fudderi change * at laft after fomc filencc, he asketh what 
puniftnnent he deferved, that intended to ftiurthcr the K. uncle and Proteftor. 

At length Hajiings anfwered ,that he deferved the greateft punifhmcnt imagina¬ 
ble. Then faith the Protestor, that forccreft the and that ftrumpet Shores 
wife, have cohfpired againft itiy life * of which that you may be fure,you fliall 5 ° 
fee my arm,which is already confumed,and with that he (hewed his naked arm, 
as if they had not all known, that his arm had been ever fo from his Nativity. 
Bcfidcs,ho man could bclieve,thai the Q.fo vertuous a Lady,would intend fuch 
a fnifehiefi or that fbe would have conforted U ith her deceafed husbands con¬ 
cubine, Shores wife. Hajiings who after K. Edtv: death, converfcd with Shores 
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wife, was beginning to cxcufc her; but prefcntly the Protedor interrupted An. chnjti 
him, calling him traitor for doubting of that which he fpokc, and with that 
clapping his hand rudely on the table,the chamber fuddcnly was filled with ar¬ 
med men, one of which, knockt down the Lord Stanley under table with his 
Holbard,but killed him not. Haftings is arretted by the Protestor, accufcd of 
Trcafon,and without any other proceeding,caried out into the Green,where his 
head is chopped off. This execution was done that very day,and hour,that the 
jEarl Rivers,Lotd Grey,2nd Sir Thorns Vaughan, were executed in Pomfret Ca¬ 
ttle,without legal proceeding. 

10 After the execution,the Cardinal of York, the Bifli. of Ely, and the Lo. Stan¬ 

ley y arc committed thereto fcvcral prifons. The Protedtorand Buckingham, 
put themfeves prefcntly into arms,and fends for the chief Citizens * to whom 
the Prote&or complains, that his death was confpircd that morning by Ha¬ 
ftings and his complices •, therefore they are required to ccrtific the City of the 
true caufc of this broil and execution in the Tower. Two hours after the exe¬ 
cution^ long Proclamation is read by an Herald of Arms,which was thought 
to have been written and fealed fome days before. Then was D r Shaa imploid 
to Preach the next Sunday after at Pauls Crofs,a Sermon in commendation of 
the pedigree,vcrtucs and valour of the Protcdk>r,and in detettation of the laft 
20 K. EJtv. lafcivious ads, and familiarity with Shores wife, and others * alfo to 
fhew his children were baftards,and bom in adultery, bccaufc he was contract¬ 
ed to the Lady Lucy, before he maried the Lady Grey , and was alfo affied to the 
Lady Bona, fitter in law to the Fr . K. he alfo accufcth the Protedors own mo¬ 
ther of incontincncy,in the generation of K. Edw. and the D. of Clarence . Ac 
laft,hc hoped the people would receive the Protedor, as their Lo. and K. But 
the Dodors eloquence could not prevail with the people,to accept Richard for 
their K. yet the next day in Guild-Hall, Buckingham labours by arguments to 
make the Protedor right heir and inheritor of the Crown, and with much rc- 
luctancy,got divers of the townfmen to go with him to the Protector at Bey- 
50 nards Cattle ,wherc they prayed him to undergo the office of a K.which he refu- 
fed to do at firft ^ but upon their importunity,he affented to that, which moft 
of all things in the world he deftred. 4 

K. Richard being Crowned,to infinuate himfelf into the good (pinion of his 
enemies, makes Stanley whom he imprifoned, Steward of his houfe, and inlar- 
ged the Arch-B. of York : but Morton of Ely, he fcnt prifoncr to the Duke of 
Buckingham . Then he creates his only child Edw. Prince of Wales, John How¬ 
ard is made D. of Norfolk,hh eldeft fon Sir Tho. Howard; is created Earl of Sur¬ 
ry, the Lo. Barkley is advanced to the Earldom of Nottingham , and the Lord 
XW is made Vifeount X<we/. He fends alfo Ambaffadors to King Lewis ok 
40 France, to conclude a peace-, but Lewis would not admit any of them into his 
prcfcncc. Upon this he began to think, that fo long as the two young Princes 
lived, his glory would bceclipfcd * therefore he makes a progrefs to Gloucester, 
appointing that the children lhould be murthcrcd in his abfence, thinking this 
would cake off all fufpition from him. He firft writes to Brakenbury Lieutenant 
of the Tower,to execute his bloudy fentcnce,which he refufed to ao. Where¬ 
upon curling the Lieutenant, he writes to one Terril , promifing him great re¬ 
wards to execute this murcher, to which he affented,and by the K. command 
takes the keys of the Tower from the Lieutenant, and then the next night he 
fends two wicked executioners into the childrens chambcr,wherc they fmothe- 
5- red them in their beds,and buried them at the ftairs foot. The news of the two 
young Princes found dead in their bed, much perplexed the Nobility and peo¬ 
ple,but moft of all the dying Queen*, great foriov was expreffcd every where, 
except amongft the Tyrants confederates. But this wicked Tyrant is croffed 
and torturcd,not only with continual fears and jealoufics,and torments of con* 
fcicncc,attending on his bloudy foul,but alfo the next year, by the lofs of his 2 4 84 
only child the Princeof W ales. V*'Merton, a witty and learned man, being 
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~4n Chri(ii Buckinghams prifoner,obfcrving the D.ainbitious humour,infinuates fo into his 
favour, that they began to be inwardly familiar, and to impart their fecret 
thoughts to each other .* withal, the D r fliews, how ungratefully the Ufurper 
had ufed the D. by whofe means lie htd obtained the Crown,in not rewarding 
him, nor reftoring to him the Earldom of Hartford, but rather labouring to 
fupprefs him, being jealous of his greatnefs. He complains alfo of the kings in¬ 
gratitude to his mother,in making her unchaftc in the conception of his two 
elder brothers, K. Edw. and the D. of Clarence. Laftly, of his murthers com-, 
initted on the Lo. Rivers, and the reft ; chiefly of Pr. Ediv. fon to Henry 6. and 
of the murthcr of the fame K. and of Clarence his own brother,and of the mur- io 
thcring of his innocent Nephews, whom lie baftardized. Therefore he advi- 
feth the D. for his own fatety, and his Countries,to make ufe of his own great¬ 
nefs, and goodnefs, and of the peoples affections, that fo he may either make 
himfclf K; or elfe further the uniting of the two Houfcs of Tori: and Lancafler , 
by beftowing K.E^v.cldeft daughter on the Earl of Richmond^ekcndcd from 
John of Gant the 4 th fon of K. E Jn>. the third -, by which means the kingdom 
lhould be quieted,both from Civil wars, and this monfter of men. 

The D. though ambitious enough, yet he knew there was much envy, but 
litdc fecurity in ufurpation *, he therefore thought itbeftto make the Earl K. 

The Bilbop was dctirous to go into the Ifle of E/j,promifino to furnifh the D. 2 o 
with men and mony *, but the D. fearing left the Bifliops elcape fhould be re¬ 
quired at his hands, was loth to let him go, nor was he willing to part with 
fuch a friend and Counccllor •, but the Bi(h. knowing his head was in danger of 
the Tyrant,whilft he was a prifoncr made an cfcape in a difguifed habit to Ely, 
where having fumiflied himfelf with mony, fails prefently into Flanders , ani¬ 
mates the Earl of Richmond then in Britany, to mary K. Ediv. daughter, to dc- 
pofc the Tyrant, and to make himfclf K. He alfo by letters ftirs up the Gen¬ 
try and Lords to aflift the Earl, who fo prevailed with the D. that he inlargeth 
him, and meant to give him aid, notwithftandingK.fl/r/;Whad imporcuned 
the D. to deliver up the perfon of Richmond to him,for jewels, mony, and large 30 
promifes. This plot was not fo clofely caricd,but K. Richard knew of ^there¬ 
fore he means either to win Buckingham, or to difpatch him: for this caufe he 
kindly invites him to the Court * but the D. knowing Richards bloudy difpofi- 
tion,excufeth his not coming by the indifpofition ofliis body j the K. writes a 
(harplctter.commanding him to come-, the D. returns a peremptory anfwer, 
that he would not come to fuch a monfter and tyrant,who was no K.but an U- 
furper. With this the D. haftneth into Wales, where he raifeth an Army*, for¬ 
ces alfo are levied in Devonshire by the Courtneys . fome in Kent, by the Gentry 
there, and fome in Torkfhire, by Grey Marq. Dor jet. K. Richard to fupport his 
bad caufe,raifeth another Army,by which he meant to fupprefs the D. forces, 40 
before they were joined with their friends. The D. (hiving to dare the K. de¬ 
termines to lead his whole Army through the River Severn, atalowFoord; 
but God for his aflenting to the muither of the two young Princes, croflcd 
him fo with continual rains for ten days,that both his paflage was hindrcd,and 
the Country thereabout almoft drowned, to the great lofs of the inhabitants 5 
the Vfelch men run away ,and left him alone. The D is inforced to harbour 
himfelf near S hrernbury ,at one Banaflers, who was his fervant. The D. friends 
hearing of his bad fucccfs,difpcrfc their companies,every one fhifting for him¬ 
felf-, divers of them took (hipping for Britany the Courtneys ,Z> orfit ,and ma¬ 

ny knights. The K. proferibes Buckingham , promifing ico^ pound to him 50 
that (hould take him. Upon this,his faichlcfs fervant Banajler betrays him to 
the Sheriff of Shropjhire , who with a ftrong guard, conveys him to the King 
then at Shrewsbury. The D. upon examination confcflcd all, & without farther 
proceeding loft his head. In the meanwhile the Earl of Richmond w it h 500 
enters the fca,not hearing of his friends arrival out of England , nor of their o- 
verthrow* but by a fudden ftorm, his (hips were feattered, and driven back. 
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back, foinc upon Normandy f ome on Britany • the {hip in w ch the Earl was, kept An. chrijtl 
the fea, with one more. The next day the Earl came before Pool, but finding 
the Coafts all alon<* filled w ith armed men, doubting they were his enemies, 
though they laboured to train him in, returns, and lands fafely in Normandy^ 
whence he folds to Charles 8. for a free paflfage into Britany, which the K.gran- 
tcd,and withal fent him ftore of mony: fo having come into Britany , he meets 
his exiled friends,vvho acknowledge him for their K. conditionally, that he 
mary with K. Edwards daughter, which he promifed by folemn oath to do.So 
they make ready a Fleet by theD. of Brit antes help, and levied whatfoldicrs 
ic they could [ er. 

Mean while K.-R/V^ityrannizcth over Richmonds friends, he makes him 
a Traitor by adl of Parliament ^many Loids he puts to death, and feized upon 
their whole eftates as Traitors. He"executed one for this diftich. 


The Rat, the Cat, and Level the Dog, 

Rule all in England under the Hog. 

That is, Ratcliff, Cateshy , and Level , the Tyrants $ Favorites, ruled all under 
K. Richard , who gave a Hog for his fupporter, to make himfelf the ftrong- 
cr. He toncludcfs a peace with K. fames of Scotland, and matchcth his Niece 
- 0 the Lady \_Annc with the Prince of Rothfay , the faid K cldeft fon. Hcalfo 
labours again with large bribes and promifes,to get the Earl of Richmond into 
his hands,but could not *, for the D. of Britany was then fick, and Peter Lan- 
dois,v\ ho at S. Malos had freed the Earl heretofore ,ji6w difpofed of all bufinefs 
in that Country. He being greedy of fo great a prey as was promifed,to wit, 
great ftore of mony, and all the Revenues of the Earl and his confederates,- 
promifech to betray the Earl * but D. Morton hearing of the danger, prefendy 
acquaints the Earl therewith,who hafteneth out of Britany into France , where 
he was welcomed with his friends by the French King, and help promifed him. 
Landois had appointed fome companies of armed men to attend the Earl into 
0 O England • but indeed to furprife him. Now when it was given out, that the 
Trench K. would aflift the Earl, divers Commanders from Calico fecretly re- 
7 pair to the Earl,who courteoufly received them. But K. Richard underftanding 
of preparations in France to aid Richmond, he devifeth a new plot to keep him 
off from marying with the Lady Elizabeth, as he intended * therefore he gets 
the Mother upon large promifes made to her,to deliver into his cuftody,hcr 

five daughters, hoping hereby to hinder the uniting of the two Houfes. So out 
of covetoufiicfs, flic delivers her daughters to him, vvho had killed her firft 
husband, executed unjuftly her brother, and her fon, and had baftardized and 
murthered her two other fons. Having got them into his cuftody, he intends 
40 to mary the faid Eli^aiethhis brothers daughter, but that was hindred by 
Anne his wife, who within a few days after is found dead in her bed fomc 
think fhc waspoifoned •, others, that it was grief killed her, becaufe (he per¬ 
ceived the dengns and plots of her wicked husband. 

The Queen was fcarce cold, when King Richard makes love to the Lady 
'Elizabeth ; but {he kept him off with fair words, defiring him firft to fubduc 
the Earl of Richmond, and to fettle himfelf and kingdom. Mean while falfe 
news comes to him, thatR ichmond and his friends were out of hope to re¬ 
ceive any aid from the French King. Upon this, King Richard began tobefc- 
cure, and to difebarge his Garifons on the Sea Coaft. When news was brought 
jo to Richmond , that his Lady,and her fitters were by their mother delivered into 
K. Rich. hands,that the wife of this Richard was found dead,and he now made 
love to the Lady £/£(. his chief hopes. This news haftned Richmond to come 
fot Englandt therefore having obtained of the French King mony, (hips, ar¬ 
mor, artillery , and 2000 men, he arrives at Milford Haven in W ales. The 
Welch underftanding that he was the fon of Owen T nthar, their Country man, 
and that his mariage with the Lady Elizabeth, would fettleand unite the king- 
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7 ; dom, they flock to him from all parts. Befides thefe, Thomas Lord Stanley , 
Vachcr in Law to Richmond t came to him with 50^0 men*, S\x George Talbot 
alfo,came'Mththe power of the young Earl of Shrewsbury , (then in Ward ) 
which confided of 2000 men. All thefe had been levied for King Richards 
fervice, but were now revolted to a more lawful power. King Richard grie¬ 
ved much at this revolt * yet raifeth an Army of 20000 men, purpofingto 
venture all upon a battel. The D. of Norfolk could not be drawn away from 
K. Richard , but remained loyal till his death. The 12 of duguft, and third 
year of this Tyrants Reign, at Bofvorth in Leicefierfhire , the two armies met, 
and fought for two howres (pace. King Richard perceiving his men to fight 10 
coldly s and that many revolted , and many flood by as Neuters, he rufheth 
furiodly amons ft his enemies, and was ftoutly encountrcd by Sir William 
Brandon , the Earls Standerd bearer, whom Richard flew. He alfo knockt 
down Sir fohn Cheney , a flout man,and gets to the Earl, whom he fights,but 
is at laft killed by him,and fo by the death of this Tyrant, the long quarrel en¬ 
ded. RichardXoR the Duke of Norfolk , and Jocomore. The Earl loft not 
ab^ve 100. King Richards carkafs was found naked in the field, filthy with 
dirt,and gory bloud, which was caft on an Horfcs back, and caried to Leicejler 
like a Calf, his head and hands hanging down on the one fide, and his legs 
on the other, and fo was bafely interred, as he had buried his two Nephews. 20 
The Crown was found among the fpoils, and brought to Richmond , by the 
Lord Stanley his Father in Law. There in the field Henry is Crowned,witn the 
14S5 acclamations of the people. And then he gives folcmn thanks to God 5 and 
fo ended this Tyrant Richard , who in his life was monftrous, in his death cou- 
ragious: He had a deformed body, but a cunning brain, an eloquent tongue, 
and a ready hand.

10 is made Earl of Derby , and divers other honors he conferred, Stafford the 
Duke of Buckinghams elicit fon is redored to his fathers honors and pofleffi- 
ons. Then he calls a Parliament, wherein all former A&s prejudicial to him, 
or his, are cancelled 5 the Crown is entailed on him and his heirs. He make$ 
alfo good Laws, and pardons his enemies upon their fubmiffioit. He bounti¬ 
fully recompenced the Duke of Britany for his former favours, and fo he did 
the French King, thereby redeeming hisHodagcs, the Marquefs Dorfet and 
Sir John Bourchter. But King Henrj was not fullered to enjoy long quictnefs, 
by reafon of unruly fpirif$,fuchttsthe L.Lovel, Humfrty Stafford , and his bro- 148 g ; 
therT homos, who leaving their Sariftuary at Colchcfter, made many people in' 

20 the North take Arms againft the King*, who upon this news fuddcnly fends 
againft them his Uncle the Duke of Bedford with three thoufand men, whofe 
breaft-plates were made of tanned leather, for want of better Armour. But 
hovel perceiving that the King would force him to fight before he was ready,- 
and that a better drength was comming with the King himfelf, his fear maac 
himflieto Sir Thomas Broughton in the Norths the two Staffords took fan- 
ttuary in Culnham Abbey near Oxford , and the Rebels Army left to the Kings 
mercy, who upon their fubmiffion pardoned them. The Staffords are taken 
out of the fan&uary, which muft not proteft Treafon} Humfrty was put to 
death, the younger brother fpa red, becaufe he was inftigated by his reftlefs 
36 brother Humfrty. , _ 

Shortly after the quenching of this fire, breaks forth a new flame blown by 
Simond a Pried, who knowing that Edw.Tlantaginet Earl of Warwick, , fon and 1 4 ° 7 ' 
lidrtoCe^Dukeof Clarence, brother to King Edward the founh, had beeri 
kept by the two lad Kings a prifoner in Torkrjhirc ever from his infancie, and 
that King Hen. had fecretly removed him to theTower,this Pried(I fay)got the 
tuition of a witty boy, one Lambert , but of mean parents $ him the Fried in- 
drufted in all manner of literature and court-fhip, makinghim believe that 
he was the onely fon and heir of the Duke of Clarence^ the boy being now 
feventecn years old, (the true Tlantaginets age) and made fit toaa: his part, is 
40 tranfported by the Pried into Ireland , who quickly works tiport the fickle 
wilde-Irift] j to accept him For their King. Shortly after, the Nobility and 
Commons, Gerardin the Chancellor are all drawn into this net. Gerardin con¬ 
cludes from hisperfon, feature, gedure, fpeech,' and other Princely qualities 
in him, that he was the Duke of Clarence his heir, and therefore fumifheth 
him with money and other neceflaries, fo did the other Lords of Ireland : he 
informs alfothe Lady Mirgaret King Edward the fourths fider, daughter td 
Charles Duke of Burgundy , and fuppofed Aunt to this counterfeit,of his being 
there, which (he knew to be falfe,yct entertained the conceit out of malice to 
Henry of the houfe of Lancafler, ((he being of the houfe of TorJf) therefore 
50 (he gives out that the true Tlantaginet was in Ireland, that thelrifhhad re¬ 
ceived him fortheirKing, and that (he would fumidihim with arms, men 
and money; this report carric over into Flanders totheDutchefs DoWager, 
her nephew the Earl of Lincoln , Francis Lbrd Lovel , with feme other, prime 
irten, at whofe comming the Dutchefs caufed to be levied tWo thoufand men 
in her Country under Martin Sward ; thefe fail for Ireland, and joyn with Sir 
'i ho. Gi far din the Chancellor who had raided two thoufand Irifli ready to pafle 
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AnJChriftu for England. Wife and vigilant King Henry caufcd the true Tlantaginet to be 
brought from the Tower through the ftreets, into ranis Church there to be 
feen by the people. Then he prepares an Army to encounter Lamberts forces 
who were arrived near to Lincolne $ the two Armies couragioufly joyn battel, 
butinleffefpacethenanhour, the naked Irifhare (lain with their Comman¬ 
ders, Lovclficrardine, Sward and Broughton, the reft fubmitted, and arc pardo¬ 
ned, the Prieft is fent to perpetual imprifoments his perfonated Pupil is firft 
made a skullian, and afterward the Kings chief Falkoncr. Then the Qpeen is 
crowned^ Archbifhop Bourcbier dicth * Morton Bifhop of Ely fuccceded in that 
See, and was alfo made Lord Chancellor, who fhortly after received from io 
Pope Alexander 6. the Cardinals Hat. 

1488. T he troubles between the French king, and the Duke of Brit any did per¬ 

plex King Henrv , for they both had been his friends, therefore was unwilling 
to fide with eitner, but rather to mediate a peaces the Duke being ruled by 
his French guefts, the Duke of Orleans and his complices refufed to hearken 
tothofe conditions of peace which the French king propofed. About this 
time the Lord Woodvife, Captain of the Ifle of Wight , and the Queens Uncle, 
without the Kings knowledge failed into Eritany with four hundred expert 
fouldiers to aid the Duke, who was then ready to fight the French king near 
to Tongiers. Fifteen hundred Britains were clad in coats with red crofles, as if 20 
they had been Englijbmen $ but in the end the poor Britains are (lain, with 
the Lord Woodvile, fo that the French got the day. Upon this King Henry is 
advifed by his Parliament, rather to adhere to the Britains , then to the French , 
becaufc he had been more beholding to that Duke, then to King Charles } be¬ 
tides i f the f're;/f£{hould get Britany from the Duke, thev would prove bad 
neighbours to England. Hereupon an Army of eight thoufand men is fent 
under the Lord Broods', but as foon as they arrived, the Duke died, and 
the war ended by the affiancing of the Lady Anne the heir of Britany to King 
Charles. 

The Northern Rufticks of Tork^ and Durham, refufing to pay the tax gran- 3 5 

1489. tC( j to t h c Kj n g f or maintenance of the Britijh war, rufhed turioufly upon, 

anduiurthered Henry Earl of Northumberland, for diftraining the goods of 
fuch as would not pay, and not reftinghcrc, they grc.wto a great body, and 
force the Gcntiy of thofc places to take their parts: Hereupon the King fends 
an Army under Thomas Earle of Surrey , who was taken prifoner at Boftvorth 
field, but is now fet free by King Henry, and received into his favour. The 
king had another Army comining after, which fo affrighted the Rebels, that 
they all fled every man to his own home 5 but the king made ftrift enquiry 
after the Ring-leaders, who being apprehended were executed, the meaner 
fort were pardoned. # 

1490. King Charles having corrupted the Brittifh Nobility, obtained the Lady 
Anne for his wife, and returned the Lady Margaret to her father Maximilian 
king of the Romans, who fcoming thus to be flighted,refolves to be revenged, 
therefore lie defires aid from king Henry , who by advice of his Parliament 
concluded to aflife him, becaufc France by the addition of Brittain would be¬ 
come too great. A benevolence is demanded and granted by the Gentry, but 
grudgingly. A fleet of (hips is prepared to transport the Army under the 
kings Uncle Jafpcr Duke of Bedford, and John Earle of Oxford, but when the 
Army was ready to be imbarked, the king is informed that Maximiltanhad no 
military preparations at all, which vexed king [Henry, fearing left the people 50

Mean while the Dutchefsof Burgundy , a mortal enemy to the houfo of 
Lancajier , devifeth a new trick to vexe king Henry : fhe had got a Dutch boy, 
to comely, learned and witty, his true name#was Peter JVarbec 4, but nicknamed i 1 
Perkin, which in Dutch'fignificth weaknefs^he waseducatcd by this Lady in,all 
Princely qualities, fo that he was thought by moft to be of a Noble extractions 
he was io expert in the pedigrees of the houfes of Torkjb. Lancajltr, that bo man 
could exceed him $ for (he made him believe that under the name of Richard 
D.of Ttfr^fccond fon to King Edward the^her brother,(lie meant to make him 
King^then (he fends him over into Ireland, where he was received as their Lord - 
and King: the French king alfo.willing to divert the Englijh Army intended 
againft him, and to remove King Hi'/;7,fends for thisTcr^/* Warbechrcfo lving; 
to make him King, as foonas he was come to the French Court, he was fe- 
20 ceived and entertained as if he had been born to a Kingdome,but on a fuddeu 
his honours vanilhed into fmoak, for a peace was concluded between the t\Vo 
Crowns,and rcrkjn ran away fecrctly to the Dutchefsof Burgundy, and fearing 
left the French would have betraied him to King the Dutcheft receives, 

him with great joy, giving him all the accommodation befeeming a Prince, 
with a guard of thirty Gentlemen> then foe caufod it to be pubiifhed in 
England , that her nephew Richard Duke of Fork. lived in her Court, there¬

The report is ftiddenly believed by thofe who were willing to fifh in 
go troubled waters, who delight in the change, who were difeontented with the 
houfe of Lancajier , and complained they were not rewarded by King Henry as 
they deferved. Upon this Sir Robert Clifford is font into Flanders to enquire 
the truth of things, who having conferred with the Dut chefs, and feen the 
behaviour of this Mock-prince, certifies his friends in England,, that this is 
thetruefonof King Edward the^. The perfwafion of which grew fo gene¬ 
ral, that King Henry prepares for future ftorms^nd Per fans invafion* he guards 
all thcSea-coaft, and by his letters informs the Burgundians and Flemings of 
the vanity and foolery of this device } he fends alfo privately fome politick 1 4 9 
heads to findcout of theDutchefs and Perkin, who of quality in England 
fided with him, upon whofe information fome were put to death. King Henry. 
finding that Maximilian King of the Romans and his fon rhilip Archduke of 
ylnftria and Duke of Burgundy fecretly favoured the attempts of* the Lady 
Margaret concerning IVarbeck, removed the EngliJJj Mart from Flanders and 
Callice , prohibiting all importation of Flemijb wares into England 5 Maxima 
Han alfo forbad all FnghJI) commodities in his Countries : Upon this, great 
difeontentarofe among the EngliJI) Merchants, who could not keep fo many 
Apprentices and Joumy-men as formerly, therefore a multitude of Joumy- 
men and Apprentices run furioufly into the Still-yard, broke open ware- 
houfes and (hops3 rifling all in their way, andabufirigtht Eafterlings, till the 
^ 0 LordMaior with his forces difpdrfod them 5 the Ring-leaders being about 
eighty,were with many others imprifoned, but at laft: they pbtained the Kings 
. pardon. ' •? , . , # 

Sir Robert Clfford repenting of his journey into Flanders , obtains the Kings 
pardon, and leave to return home, who in tne Tower before the King and his 
Lords, difeovers the whole pra&ice and purpofe of the Lady Margaret and 
\Varbeck. The King alfo enjoyns him to difcover the Confpirators, that if 
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Jn.ckrifti* they were great ones, they might be prefently feizedon, without further 
'✓W trouble, being already in the Tower. Sir William Stanly onely is accufed, 
whom the king had highly loved, and made him his Chamberlain; but now 
having nothing to fay for himfelf, is imprifoned, and a few dayes after be¬ 
headed. Yet for all this, many out of feveral ends were fo defirous of change^ 
that they could not keep their tongues from fpeakingdcfpitefolly of theking; 
but he curbed their tongues by ftridf puniftiments, and ftrengthened himfelf 
againftallaffauJtsorinvafions. . . 

King remembring the aide which the wilde-Irifti gave to Perkin two 
1 4 9 5 * years ago, fends an Army thither under the command of Sr. Edward Poynings , 10 
who could doe but little good upon that wild people, (heltring thcmfelves in 
Bogs and Woods ; nor did the Nobility there give any aide to-Sir Edward, for 
which the Earl of Kildare was fufpefted, being then the greateft man in that 
Ifland,and the kings Deputy .He being falfly accufed,is brought over intoE»£- 
land ; but he fo cleared himfelf before the King, that he is aifmilfed with ho¬ 
nour, and leave to continue in his place: Meanwhile, Perkjn with theoff- 
feum of divers Nations, came upon the Kentifh coaft, fomc of them landed to 
try what the people would do tor Perkin ; the country people cunningly trai¬ 
ned them further intotheland, with their fair promifes to live and die with 
Perkin againft the King, till finding opportunity, they fell upon them, and kil- 20 
led many; one hundred and fixty they took prifoners, whom the High-Sheriff 
fern bound with ropes to London, where they were tryed and executed in 
divers places of the kingdome. Perkin in difeontent returns to Flanders^ where 
he recruits himfelf with more rafeals, and with them he fets faile for Ireland ; 
where finding men, but no arms, he leaves the Iri(h,and comes into Scotland, 
imploring the help of king Jantes the fourth, being then young. The Scots 
taking opportunity by this to invade England , raifc an Army and enter Nor- 
tbumberland , wafting, burning, and deftroyingall before them with much in¬ 
humanity and cruelty ; and after they had left that Country defolate, finding 
rioEnglim aid comming to their new king,they return home with their booty, 30 
and let Perkin ftiift for himfelf. 

Upon the great dcfolation of the Northern parts, king Henry raifeth a puif* 
fant army to be revenged on the Scots ; for the maintaining of which war, a 
tax is granted: No fooner was this Army on foot marching northward, but it 
is fuddenly recalled 5 for theCornifti-mcn refufed to paytheTax, and were 
in arms, pretending that the king and kingdome were abufed by Archbi- 
ihop Morton 7 and Sr. Rcinold Bray , the kings two faithfulleft Councilors ; that 
thefe two polled the people, to enrich themfelves. One jf ofeph 2 Black-finith, 
and flamock* lawyer, were the two main men of this fadhon ; thefe being in 
• a great body, preffe forward towards London ; and by the way they make 4a 
the Lord Dudley their cheif Commander ; the king gives them leave to march 
on, bccaute the farther they are from their own home, the lefte help they (hall 
have* and the long march alfo will tire their fouldicrs. Now when they 
came into Kent , the help which they expetted there, failed them 5 and not on¬ 
ly fo, but were ready alfo to refift and fuppreffe them. Wherefore the Cornifb- 
men being no ways daunted,retired to Black-heath,intending to try their for¬ 
tune. The king having divided his Army into three parts, chargeth the Re¬ 
bels in the face with his own part, the other two on either fide ; the Cornijh re¬ 
fift ftoutly, fo that the fight lafted fome houres, in which the Lord D'awbcny 
was taken prifoncr by them, but prefently let go again, hoping thereby to 50 
findc favour; at laft, the king won the field: of his fide were loft three hun¬ 
dred , of the Rebels above two thoufand, their chief Commanders were ta¬ 
ken prifoners; the ring-leaders of this rebellion were executed as traitours: 
their heads and quarters difperfed in divers Towns and Caftlcs, for the greater 
M 97 * terrour of Rebels. 

Whileft king Henry was bufie about the Comifhmcn, left the Scots (hould

And now king Henry had 
peace every where, except with Perkin, who being turned out of Scotland ,fails 
with one hundred and twenty ragged fouldiers and four-fhips into Cornwall } 
the difeontented Corn i(h flock to him, and aid him withthree t hou fa nd men} 
with thefe he marcheth towards Exeter } which becaufe they within would 
20 not yeeld upon his entreaties, hebefiegeth it round} and for want ofArtik 
lery to batter the wals, they caufed them to be fealed in many places at once: 
but ftill he is repulfed with thelofleof many of his men in the Town-ditches 
and Trenches. Then they try to fet the City-Gates on fire, but the townfmen 
made greater fires within, till with Banks and*Bulwarks they fecured thole 
places} then Perkin fels to his fealing again, but to no purpofe, whereat he 
was much difheartned: Mean while, the King refol ves with his Army to raifc 
the fiege}. but before he came, Courtney Earle of Devohjhire with a good Army 
forceth the Rebels to give over the fit-ge, who march away thence to Taunton , 
which they befiege: The king diretts his march thither j upon the report of 
30 whofe cpmming, Perkfn flies away with fixty horfe to Beauly Abbey, where 
they take (anftuary} the refidue of them were taken prifoners, ana divers of 
them executed : but the meaner fort falling On their knees,begged for mercy,

After this, king Henry goeth to Exeter ■* where having thanked and commen¬ 
ded the inhabitants for their valour and loyalty, gave to them hisfword from 
his fide , commanding that hereafter it (hqutd be born before the Major 
publiquely, as formerly and for the like purpofe king Edwardihc fourth had 
done.

from. Windfor, and. within half a mile, king Henry with his Nobility welcomes 
them, with all thcjpy.and folemnity that could be conceived * after fome fray 
at Vhiidfor y the king coodufts his Royall Guefts to London with all imaginable 
magnificence* where, aftermuchmirtlvthe League is renewed* andfo ha¬ 
ving parted with much lpye., Philip and hisQyeen embark themfelves for 
Spaing where they bpth died not long after. Within awhile king Henry be¬ 
gan to grow weak and fickly,and fo EmpCon and Dudly took more liberty to 
opprefle the people then before./ But as’tne kings time grew fhort, fo he grew 
better*, for he remitted all offences againft his penal laws, he enlarged pri-- 
foners (" except traitours and murtherers) and paid the fmal debts of thofe that * 
were in Wards * he gave alfo.money to thofe that had been wronged by thefc 
two wicked Cormorants * He repented heartily. for the wrongs he had done, 
and lent money gfatn to divers Merchants. At laft he died, having lived two 
and fifty years, andreigned three and twenty, and was buried in his Chappel 
which hehaderettedat VFeJfo/ixfter. * *ti* ;\fn z 

Henry the eighth fucceeded ,at the age of eighteen years* he married Ca - 
/ hcrine daughter to Ferdinand of Arragon , Prince Arthur his. brothers Wife, by> 
difpenfation from Pope Julius: In the beginning, of his Reign, to pleafethe 
people,he caufetjh the heads of Empfon and. Dudly to be chopt. off ' for their 40 
oppreffions, and punifhed inferiour offenders in that kinde with Stocks and 
Pillories. His Wives father Ferdinandof Arragon) got king Henry to aid him 
againft tike JUoors 9 which he did *,He hclped.alfo Pope lull us againft the French 
king, who had invaded the Churches Patrimony, and proclaims war againft 
him for detaining from him Guy in and Normandy) and his other lands in France^ 
For this hisafiiftance of the Pope, both againft the French fword, arid Luthers 
pen, he obtained the title of Defender of the Faith.. Ferdinand alfo his father 
in la yv promifeth to help king Henry againft France, if he would land his men 
in Fife a , fromwhen.ee they might march tp Guyen. King Henry accordingly 
fends ten thoufand men under Grey Marqueffe of Dorjet , who being landed 50 
in Bifcay did no good at all* nor had they any aid from hr dm and) whofe in¬ 
tention was oncly to furprife Navarre for his own ufo, which he did* for ha¬ 
ving raifed an Army under Duke D' Alva 9 which he pretended to joyn with 
the Engl ifh forces, he fodder) ly rufheth upon Navarre, furprifeth Pampalona , 
and feifeth himfelf a great part of that kingdome: nor did Ferdinand at all 
nlfift the Englilh as he pronnfed,but fuffered them for foure moneths to perifh 
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, with want and Gckncfs, fo that the Souldiers rcturne to England in dif -Jn.chrifth 
content. L/'V^vj 

Whilft things were afted thus by the Spaniard, the Englilh Admiral Sir 1 5 1 2. 
Edward Howard takes. divers French vefiels, burns and fpoiUB ritany in divers 
places 5 the Britains dared indeed the Admiral, and he came into the field 
with two thoufand and fix hundred men againfl ten thoufandj but when they 
perceived the Englilh courage, they ran away. King Henry upon this fends 
more aid to his Admiral both of fbips and men ^ with theft he encounters the 
French fleet: the Regent of England, in which were feyen hundred fouldicrs, 

1Q and the great Carrick of Breji wherein were nine hundred, both thefe (hips 
being fall grapled together, were unfortunately burnt and drowned in the fca, 
with all that were in them; the French kingincreafeth his fleet, andfentit 
with all necefl'aries into the Haven of Brejt. King Henry alfo inlargeth his 
Fleet, with which th cEngliJb Admiral rcfolvcs to fet upon the French at 
Brejt, but as he wasentring in , the formoft Ship was fplittcduponaRock, 
which made the reft forbear to proceed. The Frenchmen upon this fortifie 
the Haven, placing in the mouth thereof four and twenty old Flemijb hulks, 
which were to be let on fire when the E^W&Shipsdiddrawneerthcmj they 
raifed alfodivcrs Rampircs and Bulwarks for their great Ordnance. 

20 The Enghjh Admiral fearing the Haven was too (hallow for his great Ships, 1513: 

entreth into the harbour with oared Barges, and manfully aflailed the three 
great Gallies of Rhodes, brought thither by a knight called Prior John $ but 
when the EngliJ!) Barges were gone, the French in great numbers ruih into the 
Gallies, and with continual frefti fupplies overmafter the Ehglijh, the greater 
part whereof being (Iain, the Admiral with a Pike is born over-boord and 
drowned, the reft are taken prifoners^theLord^w^Hi?^^, brother to 
the deceafed Admiral, is put in his place. Talbot Earl of Shrewsbury is lent in¬ 
to France with eight thoufand men, and S omerfet Lord Htrbert with fix thou- 
find, thefe befiege Tyryoin > (hortly after the king himftlf with eleven thou- 

« 0 fand comes over and jpyns himfelf with the two former bodies, having left 
the care of the South part of the kingdome to his Queen, and of the North to 
Howard Earl of Surrey, becaufeof the Scots : At Tyrwyn there were divers fai¬ 
lles of the French upon the Englifi), and many skirmilhes, till the French king 
came with a great Army to raife the fiege 5 after many bravado $ and threats, 
the battels joyn with great eagemefs, but atlaft the French are beat, many 
whereof are (lain, many taken prifoners, the reft fled, Tyrwyn is furrendred, 
pillaged, and burnt down, onely the Biihops Palace was preferved with the 
Cathedral Church $ In this fiege Maximilian the Emperour ferved under king

KingMww? to reward the fervice of thofe whohad fought for him againft 
the French and Scots, confers on them divers honours. Thomas Howard Earle 
of^r^ is made Duke of Norfolk, andhisfon the Admiral is made Earle of 
Surrey. Brandon Vifcount Lyjle* is filled Duke of Suffolk Summer Jet Lord 
Herbert is created Earle of IVorceftcr . Stanly is made Lord Monteagle , and 
Thomas IVolfey is Bifhop of Lincoln. About the end of this year the cnclofures 
near Ijlingtown are thrown down by the Londoners, as hindring their recrea¬ 
tions. The French under Trior-John land in Suffex in the night‘time, and 10 
1 5 1 ^ burn a village there, but he is beaten to his gallics, with the lofie of many of 
his men, and with a wound in his face * to requite this, Sir John Wallop from 
the Admiral lands in Normandy with eight hundred men, where he burns 
and fpoils one and twenty villages. After this a peace isco^ eluded between 
France and England ,, upon a match between the French King Lewis the 12. and 
A/rfrjKing Henries fifter. Hereupon the Duke of Longuevil , and the other 
French prifoners taken at the battel of Tyrwin* are releafed } the Lady with a 
great train is landed at Fulloign* where the Dolphin with the French Nobility 
receives and brings her to Abuylc , where (he is married, and fhortly after 
. < . * crowned at Baris $ but within twelve weeks after the marriage King Lewis acr 
1 5 1 5 * dieth, and Queen Mary is brought again into England by the Duke of 
Suffolk?* vvho with the kings confcnt married her. Francis the nrft fucccflbr to 
Lewis* renews the peace with England. 

About thefe times, Thomas Wolfey born in Tpfwich of mean parents, became 
the moft potent man in the Kingdome } Firft be was the Kings Almoner, then 
Bifhop of Lincolne , then a Privy-counfellor ,at laft Archbifhopand Cardinal 
of Yorke } yet not content with all this, he gets the King to take the great Seal 
from Canterbury , and to give it him, whereby he became alfo the Chancellor 
of England , fo that now without him no matter of Church or State was man- 
, aged. He demands accounts of all officers in the lafi wars, and thereby en- 30 
1 5 1 richeth himfelf, cither fharing with them,or receiving great bribes from them} 
they that had nothing were punifhed} Hcercdcth alfo new Courts of Judi¬ 
cature, by which he enriched his coffers : Such was his pride, that he would 
not fufifer Cardinal Campeius the Popes Legat here for England to land, untill 
1 5 1 7 * he had fent back to Rome for a new Comipiffion, in which IVolfey is made 
Campeius his Collegate} fo at lafi both the Legats repair to Greenwich , where 
the King was} before them were carried two filver Crofles, two filver Pillars, 
two guilded Axes^ and two embroidered Cufhions} their meffage is delivered 
in an Italian fpcccli to the King, for his aid, with the other Chriftian Princes 
againft the Turks} to this the King required fome time of confideration : then 40 
did IVolfey by his Legative authority without the king, ereft a Court, in 
which he vifited all Bilhops and their Dioceffes, inriching himfelf by bribes, 
and fcqucftring for his own ufe the probate of Wills} and fuch was his pride, 
that before ana after meat when he wafhed, he was attended on by Dukes 
and Earles. # - * ‘ j ' j 

The King and Queen, the twelfth year of Henries Reign, refolvc to paffe 
1 5 2 c * over into France , for which caufe great and rich preparations are made by Sea 
and Land} they came at lafi with all their train to Cal/ice.fnd the French King * 
with his Queen and attendance to Ardc. Cardinal Wolfey is fent before with 
a large CommifTion to treat about a further peace with king Francis'* the Lords 
and Genrry that attended on IVolfey wcrecloathed with erimfon velvet, and 50 
wore chains of gold, the yeomen and grooms were apparrelled in fcarlet: 
when he came to Arde , the French king-royally entertained him, and having 
fecn his large Commiflion, gave him the like under the great Seal of France : 
Then did both the Kings with their Queen and train meet in the valley of 
Andrea ^where they feafted and rejoyced fome dayes togcthcr,and then friendly 
departed to their own homes} and becaufe there was like to be wars between 

the 
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the Emperor and French, King Henry being in league with both, mediated for 
peace, thereforeCommiffioners from thefe three Princes were to meet at 
Calice 5 theCardinal is employed by king Henry , with the Earle of U'orccjief 
and fome others in this Commiffion} he with his Colleagues ride proudly 
through London, where he is met by the Maior and his brethren, and the 
Companies in their feveral Liveries^ thence he pafleth in Barges to Graveftnd 
and thence to Canterbury , where he is met by the Archbifhopand his Clergy 
with a folemn proceflion $ from thence hegoeth to Dover, and foto Caller 
where he meets the other Ambaffadors, a conference there was had, but no- 
io thing effefted : IFolfey to {hew his greatnefs, would needs go to the Emperors 
Court, carrying with him the great Seal of England, which no Chancellor be¬ 
fore durft do} he is accompanied with four hundred and fixty horfe, being in 
all places met and faluted by the Gentry. At Bruges he was met aU)ut a mile 
from the Town by the Emperor himfclf, who highly honoured him, both be- 
caufeof his large Commiffion, and of the broad Seal of England which was 
carried before him in great date* but the want of the fame in England hindred 
the paffing of writs and patents.

the fword in vain in the Magiftrates hand, but that by it he was to man tain 
his hereditary rights againft ufurper$,and regain by violence what by violence 
was detained, and therefore he doubted not of his Uncle king Henries help, 
feeing all Princes were bound tofupport right,and fupprefie wrong* he com¬ 
plains alfo of the wrongs done by the French to him,in repudiating his daugh¬ 
ter the Lady Margaret, in detaining from him his Towns and Caftles in ricardy , 
in getting treacherouily from him his wife the Lady Jane the young Dut- 
chcfsof trittany, in mantaining his rebellious fubjeft the Duke of Gelders> 
againft him, and laftly his furprifal of the kingaome of Naples from the 
30 houfe of Cajhle, The Cardinal could reply but little to what was faid, there¬ 
fore he took his leave, and returns for England , where he is welcomed and 
feafted by the king. 

The proud Cardinal, under colour of the kings aid to Cdfar againft France , 
grants fort hCom millions under the great Seal of England for every man to fet 1 
down the true value of his eftate, and to pay four (hillings in the pound 5 the 1 
fame fum is alfo demanded of the Clergy: this proceeding was moft diftafte- 1 
ful to all men, as confiding neither with law, nor the peoples liberty, nor with 1 
the welfare of thofe whofe credits exceeded their eftates, befides that thefums 
demanded were not payable^ notwithftanding IVolfey would not (though gc- 
40 nerally petitioned ) mitigate this rigors and though in Han/pjbire Vifcount 
Lyjle wrote to the Cardinal the danger that was likely to enfue if there were 
no mitigation, feeing the people were ready to rife, yet he received no other 
anfwer, but that it (hould coft him his head, for offering to differ from his in- 
ftru&ions, but at laft when he faw how heavy this burthen was to the people, 
newCommiflions are fentoutto demand the fixth part of each mans fub- 
france* bu t the people inftead of paying the money curfed the Cardinal: fo 

f reatwasthediftemper everywhere, and danger o£ infurre&ion, that the 
ing was much grieved thereat, and caufcd thefe Commiffion $ to be recalled, 
protefting they were fent abroad without his knowledge, and that he 
would require nothing of his people but by way of benevolence. 

^ TheCardinal perceiving how the king had laid all the blame upon him, to 

ingratiate himfelf with the people, he calls the Maior of London with his 
brethren before him, to whom he protefted that he had kneeled to the king 
to perfwade him to revoke the Commiffion, and to relie on his peoples bene¬ 
volence * to this purpofc he dirc&s his letters to all the Shires, but this policic 
could not get the peoples good opinion of him $ then Commiffions are made 
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An.Chrifti. for the benevolence, but they alfb did not take with the people, fomeplea- 
ding poverty 5 others, that demanding of benevolences was againft their li¬ 
berty, and the ftatute made in the firft year of king Richard the third. 

About this time, the Cardinal procures a licence from the Pope to pull 
down fome fmal religious houfes, for appropriating their lands and revenews 
to t wo Colledges which he had eretted, the one at Oxford, the other at Jpjioich: 
this gave a hint not long after to king Henry to demolifh all fuch houfes. Then 
this bufie-headed Butchers dog (as the people called him ) took upon him to 
reform the kings houfe $ therefore he put out fome of his menial fervants, 
and puts worfe in their rooms: He bellows on the king his Mannor of Hampton 10 
Court, for which he hath leave of the king to keep his court in his Palace at 
Richmond.The French king,about this time, defires in marriage the Lady Mary, 

1 > 2 7 ' king Henry's onely daughter s but this motion liked not our Statesmen, who 
forefaw that if king Henrv died without iflue male, France being the greater 
kin gdome, would make tnis but an attendant upon that. The Cardinal alio 
made a fcruple of the lawfulnefle of king Henry s marriage,and it was difputed 
at Tar is , whether Alary were legitimate,being king Henry s daughter by Cat he - 
rhie his brother Arthurs wife. This doubt the Cardinal firft railed inaifplea- 
fureto Csefar, becaufc he had not ufed his utmoft power to make him Pope. 
Dr. LonglandV)\(hopof Lincoln and the kings confcffor, told him that he had 20 
lived almoft twenty years inceftuoufly with his Queen, and that therefore he 
Ihould now leave her bed, and repent for this great (in. 

The King prefcntly upon this, imploys the Cardinal in an Embafiie to the 
French king, the fubftance whereof was onely known to the king and him * 
at his departure, the king takes his leave of him, as of a familial friend : when 
he rode through London he Was attended on by twelve hundred Horfe. At 
Calice. and Bnfloin he is received with great honour, and flattering Pageants are 
prefented to him at Bulloin: as he rode towards Amiens, he is met by the Pro- 
voft and chief Citizens, and within half a mile by the kinghimfelf, who in 
great ftate conduced himto his lodging, on the gates whereof was written 3 ^ 
in fair letters Cardinal/ s Vacificns: after much entertainment and divers confe¬ 
rences, a Peace is concluded, and fealed with a fcalc of gold : of which after¬ 
ward the Cardinal bragged in rhe Star-chamber, and that he had made an 
everlafting peace 5 but the people muttered , that France never kept peace 
long wit h Englands and that a peace with Cafar and the Flemings (which the 
Cardinal kept off) had been better. 

1428. The nullity of the kings marriage being fmothered a while, is revived a* 

gain 5 and the king upon this refrains her bed: VFolfey procures a Commit 
(ion from the Pope, to be direfted to him, and his brother Campeitt* $ that be¬ 
fore them as fupream Judges the matter might be debated: the Commiffion 4 ° 
being granted, IFc/fey acquaints the Queen therewith, who accufeth him as 
being chief caufe oft hefe troubles, becaufethe Emperour her Nephew had 
not made him Pope , and becaufc (he had gently told him of his tyranny, co- 
vetoufnefle and lcachery : The king permits the Queen to choofe her own 
Counccllours, who named four Do&oors, two of the law, to wit, tVarham 
Archbifhop of Canterbury , and IPcJl Bifhop of Ely > and two of divinity, namely, 
Ftjhcr Bifhop of Rochejir , and stand/Ji ) Bifhop of Ajjaph : a (lately Court is 
1 5 2 ere&cd in the great Hall at Blackrfriars , where were placed two Chairs, and 
two great Cufliions, covered with Cloth of gold * the Leears took their places, 
Woljcy the right hand: The King and Queen are cited\ He by his Prottor 50 
acknowledged the Lcgats power from the Pope, but the Queen appealed 
from them to the Court at Rome, which appeal was not allowed: the pro¬ 
ceedings oftheOjurt were fo tedious, that the King with the Queen came in 
perfon, where he defircs a quick end, and withall protefts how much he lo¬ 
ved the Queen, and yvhat an excellent wife (he had been to him 5 but that 
now he was troubled in Confcience to keep her company.

At Rome, there U a cuftom that all legal proceedings ceafc from the laftof An.Cbriliu 

*]nly till the fourth of 08ober$ which the two Cardinals willing to obferve, 
relolve to adjourn theirCourt, at which the king is troubled, and fends the 
Dukes of Norfolk and Suffolk^ with other Lords to theLegats fordifpatch of 
their fentence, but could not prevaile, which made Suffolk cry out in open 
Court, That never any Legator Cardinal did good in England. The king re- 
folves to wait till 0 &oler$ but underftanding that Campe/uf was bound for 
Rows, being font for by the Pope, and that this bufinefle was to be determined 
in the Court of Rome , which would prove both tedious, chargeable, and 
10 troublefomc: He began to be fenfible of the jugling of thefe two Legats, and 
vvithall to hate Ifolfiy , whom of nothing he had raifed to fuch honour and 
greatneffe. The kings Counfel and Nobility being glad that ffoljey was like 
to fall, help to further it, by framing articles againft him, for his pride, tyrany, 
opprtflion, andfecret correfpondency with the Pope, by which the kings 
power was diminiihed } therefore they conclude he incurred a prdmnhire and 
forfeiture of all hiscftate,and promotions, and liberty to the king ; thefear- 
ticlcs were delivered to the king and fubferibed, who concealed them fora 
while} then Camfcius takes his leave of the king at Hoodjioc^ ll’olfcj is com¬ 
manded by the king to attend him into London , not knowing what had pafled} 

20 as they were joumying from thence to the fea-coaft, by order. Cam pa us his 
Trunks are opened, and fearch made for Wolfe/s letters to Horne i but they 
were fent away a day before by the poft. 

The Cardinal was inditted tnenext Term in thd kings Bench, upon the Sta¬ 
tute of Vramunire^ by Hales the kings Attumey $ and the Indi&ment being 
found againft him, the Dukes otNorfotli and Suffolk^ are required to take the 
great feal from him, which was beftowed on Sir 7 homos Moon $ then the 
Cardinals goods by command are fci(edon,and he is confined to Ajlser neer 
Kingston: then being required to plead to his Indi&mcnt, bv his Atturney he 
confeffed all} his places are taken from him, and conferred on others} yet 
30 the king left to him theBiftiopricks of 707*4 and VVinchejier , and fent him alfo 
much of his plate and houftiold-ftuffe. And now the king begins to manage 
the affairs ofthe Church and State himfelf, the charge whereof hitherto he 
committed to VRolfey* 

In Parliament a complaint is made againft the Clergy for cxa&ing large 
fums as fees for the probate of Wils. a. Fordemanding Mortuaries of poorc 
houfe-keepers. 3. For becommingHusbandmen, anaGraficrs,and Fanners. 

4. For keeping Tanning-houfes,for being Grocers,for ingroffing Wool,Cloth, 
and other commodities. 5. For enjoying great revenews and benefices, in 
which they neither preached nor kept hofpitality. 6 . Becaufe fome dunces 
40 kept above twelve benefices. This complaint is much oppofed by the Bifhops, 

^ chiefly by Rochcjtcr, who told the Lords, that thefe proceed in g$ of the Com¬ 
mons'were like thofe of the Bohemians, which proceeded not of'Faith : The 
Commons complain to the king againft the Biftiop for counting them Here- 
ticks and Infidels} the king fends tor the Bifliop and accufeth him i who clears 
himfelf that he (poke that phrafe ofthe Bohemians , not ofthe houfe of Com¬ 
mons. Then (bortly after this debate between the Bifhop and Commons, in 
which fome uncivil words were ufed, Articles are preferred againft Wolfty, 
which are thefe} 1. That he got himfelf by finiftrous means to be made the 
Popes Legate,to the kings prejudice in ecclefiaftical things. 2. In writing ftill, 
\oE&&Rcx*****b as ifthe king were his inferiour. 3. For calling the Church 
of England a reprobate Church, in his letters to the Pope. 4. For carrying be¬ 
yond feas the great feal of the kingdome,without leave. 5.For fending a com- 
miftion under the feal, without the king, about making a Peace betwixt his 
Majefty and the Duke of Ferrara. 6. For prefuming to come necr the king and 
breath upon him, when he had the French Fox. 7.Forcaufinga Cardinals Hat 
to be ftamped on the kings coyn. 8. For inhibiting the kings Clark of the 
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AnjCbrrfti, Market to execute his office in St. Albans , being a parcel of his Abbey. 9. For 
conveying in fixteen barrels two hundred and forty thoufand pounds to the 
Pope j befides other fums at other times, and for exacting by his commiflions 
infinite Turns of money from the people, purpofely to difturbe the kingdoms 
peaces all thefe articles fW/yr confefled, and fubmitted himfclf to the kings 
mercy. 

The king underftanding that the Emperour and Pope were together at Bo- 
nonia y fends an Ambaffadour to them, to let them know, that it was not out of 
any diflike he had of his Queen that he defired a divorce, but becaufe the Pre- 
fident of Park and many grave Divines conceive this marriage unlawful!} 10 
therefore he defires, for (atisfa&ion of his confidence, that a fpcedy fentence 
maypafife. TheEmperorfaid,hewouldbe fatisfied by the judgment of the 
Law in that point. The Pope promifeth an end, when he came to Rome } but 
he meant no fuch thing: for if he fiiouid give fentence againft Pope J ul/us his 
difpenfation , he would make all future aifpenfations of no validity} and if 
hefhouldgive fentence againft the Queen, he would make Cafar his enemy. 
King Henry feeing nothing but delayes, imployes the chief Divines of England 
to travel into all liniverfities to know their opinions about this match : thefe 
returning, brought twelve Inftrumcnts fealed by fo many liniverfities, all con¬ 
cluding the Kings marriage unlawfull. At this time IVolfey gets leave to live 20 
within his Dioceile of Yorky> one Cromwell a fervant of his, left him, and got 
into the Kings fervice and favour alfo. The King was content, that the Cardi¬ 
nals Col ledge at Oxford (called then Kings-Colledge , now Chrijl-Church) fhould 
be endowed with the Lands which were forfeited} but he deftroyed his Col- 
ledgcs at Ipfwich , as being nccdleflc. 

The King underftanding that IVolfey had got a Bull from Rome to curfe him, 
if he did not reftore him to all his goods and places, caufetha Proclamation 
to be publUhed, That all Appeal?, Provifions and Inftmments procured from 
Rome againft the Kings power, within one year next before that time, or to 
be procured hereafter, to be be void, and the procurers thereof to be punifti* 3 ^ 
able. Mean while the Cardinal by his Letters animates the Pope and Clergy 
againft the King, and they on the other fide encourage him to conftancie, pro- 
mifiug his reftoration : It olfey being puffed up upon this, makes great prepa¬ 
ration for his inftalment in the Archbifhoprick ofTor 4 , inviting the Northern 
Gentry thither, meaning to feaft them magnificently} heerefted his feat in 
the Cathedral-church, in height and ftate like a Kings throne. The King un- 
derftood of ail thefe proceedings, that they were done to affront him } there¬ 
fore to prevent his inftalment, a Commiffion is fent to the Earl of Northumber¬ 
land to arreft him and commit him to Sheffield-caftle} he flood upon the pri- 
vilcdgcof a Roman Cardinal, and that he was exempted from the fecular 4 ° 
power} yet he was feifed on, and his goods alfo, his Officers were difeharged, 
and his Phyfitian fent to the Tower, whither alfo the Cardinal was to be 
brought, but that he fell fuddenly fick, upon the fight of the Captain of the 
Tower that came to apprehend him } he took a ftiong Purge, which in two 
nights killed him. 

The Clcrgic being guilty of a Pr&mttnire , by maintaining the Cardinals 
Lcgantinc power, paid to tne King an hundred thoufand pounds, to prev ent 
further mi {chief} and by a publike Inftrument acknowledged him Supreme 
Head of I he Church of England. So IVolfey being gone, the Kingcaufeth the 
Opinion of the liniverfities to be read openly in his Parliament, and then to 50 
be fent to the Queen, who for all this will not relinquifti her Appeale to Rome , 
whereupon the King gets her to be divorced, and the Archbilhop to pro¬ 
nounce the marriage null } and then he fals in love with the Lady Anne Eullen 1 
whom he made Marchionefleof Vembrocf z and afterward married her. 

In this Kings time, on May-day^ great outrages were committed upon Mer¬ 
chant d'trangers and their goods, by multitudes of unruly Londoners } but they 

were 
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were quickly fupprefied by the Lord Maior, and divers of them executed, the An.ChrijU . 
reft were pardoned by the king who fate then in Guild-hall. 7 ottrnay is deli- 
vered up to the French by king Henry for fixty thoufand crowns, which was 
difliked by fome, becaufe it was a curb to the French, and a nurcery for train¬ 
ing the Englifh youth in martial difeipline. Charier after the death of Maxi- 
*////**,comming from Spain to receive the Empire, by the way is royally en¬ 
tertained in England King Henry being told by his Frivy-counfe), that fome 
Gentlemen of his privy-chamber were too familiar and bold with him, the 
king thanked them, and left thofe gallants at the Counfels difpofing who rc- 
IO moved them . and put wifer men in their room : King Henry as lie returned 
from vifiring the French king, by the way gave the Emperor a vifit at Grave¬ 
ling , and a peace is concluded between thefe three Princes. The Duke of 
Buckingham being made believe by a Monk that he fhould be King, becaufe he 
bragged of it, and feemed to rejoyce thereat, was arraigned at lEeJiminJlcr be¬ 
fore the Duke of Norfolkc High-fteward of England ± and was Beheaded on 
the Tower-hill. 

The peace concluded between England and France is broken by the French} 
t. In fending “John Duke of Albany into Scotland to raife new wars. a. In de¬ 
taining from King Henry the yearly tribute due for Normandy, and Aquitain &c. 

20 3 * By fefing on the Englifti Merchants goods, and committing them to pri¬ 
son. 4. By fpoiling and taking the Englifh (hips at fea. 5. By refufing to pay 
to Queen Mary Dowager of France her yearly penfion. 6. And by refufing to 
‘ pay the money promifed for Toxmay. For thofe wrongs King Henry prepares 
his Navy, which he delivers to the charge of the Earle of Surrey *, then he re- 
ftrains tne French Ambafiador of his liberty, feifeth on the French mens 
goods, (except fueh as were Denizens^ and imprifoneth them. The Englifh 
Admiral lands fome men in Brittany , whom he condudeth to Morley , and 
having beaten open with great fhot the chief gate, enters the Town, rifles 
and bums it. Forces alfo are fent to Scotland to prevent the comming in of the 
aq Scots hither. The Admiral having ranfacked divers Towns in France , returns 
with great booty into England . John Duke of Albany by the French king9 
procurement raifeth a great Army in Scotland to invade England , againft 
them two Armies are fent, the one under the Earle bf Shrewsbury , the 
other of eight and twenty thoufand under the Lords KoJJc and Dacres ,♦ 
but thefe Armies onely viewed each other, and fo parted without blows. 

Charles Brandon'D ukeof Suffolk is fent into France with thirteen thoufand 
men, where he makes great havock, and takes Bell Caftle. From the Emperor 
to the Dukes fervicecame three thoufand foot and five hundred horfe, with 
thefe the Town of Bray is taken by aflault, then theypafle over the river 
40 Som.e into France i and do much hurt 5 but the winter approaching, and the 
Duke of Burbots who was revolted from the French to tne Emperor came not 
with his ten thoufand men as was promifed, as alfo becaufe the Englifh had 
not carts as the Burgundians to carry away their booty, they were refolved to 
disband 5 Suffolk fends to know the Kings pleafure^ who would not aflent to 
their return, but fends the Lord Mountjoy with fix thoufand men, yet 
notwithftanding the fouldiers without the Dukes leave disband them- 
felves. 

Mean while the Duke of Albany raifeth an Army of eighty thoufand Scots^ 
againft whom the Admiral and Treafurer of England march with forty thou- 
50 fand, but there was no blow at all given, for the Scots retreated^ then the Scots 
Queen,KingH f -»i*/« eldcft fifter^obtains a truce till a peace could be concluded; 

Albany perceiving that the Scots Nobility could not endure that he being a 
Frenchman bom, and (next to the king ) inheritor of that Crown, fhould 
have the rule of their king and kingdome, and fearing fome mifehief, fled 
fccretly into France } upon whofe departure a peace is concluded, and a match 
propofed between the Lady Mary king He nrks daughter, and young king 
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An.chrijii . James of Scotland , the Emperor alfo fends to have the fame Lady Alary for his 

wife, on whom he proffers tobeftowfor her dowry the Low-countries 5 he 
ddired alfo that her portion-money might be prcfently disburfed for Csfars 
wars, and that king Henry would in perfon with a royal Army invade France 
which wasan enemy to them both : the king being offended with the Em¬ 
peror for raifing the price of his gold within his Provinces, anfwered, That 
his daughter was too young to marry. Then the French king fends to have 
her for his fon the Dolphin 5 but this motion was eroded by the Duke of 
bons Army, and the Marquefs of rifeary , who took thcFrcnch king and his 
children prifonersashelay atthefiegeof Patna, About this time king 10 
in his hawking, fell with his head downward into a ditch, which he offered to 
leap over, andhad been fmothcred in the mud. if his foot-man Moody had not 
plucked his head out of the mud : Not long after this, the kingbeftows di¬ 
vers honours $ he made his baftard-fon begot on Elizabeth Blunt , Henry Fitz - 
toy Earle of Nottingham*) Courtney Marqueis of Ex* ter 5 Brandon Suffolk, / el deft 
fon by the French Queen Mary his wife, is created Earle of Lincoln $ Manners 
Lord Roffe is made Earle of Rut lan d 9 with divers others. 

Ambaffadors are lent from the Queen Regent of France for concluding a 
peace, with the proffer of twenty hundred thoufand crowns for arrearages 
of the tribute,whereof fifty thoitund pounds fterlinglhould be paid in hand, 20 
and fecurity given for the reft 5 they promife alfo to pay Queen Mary her 
dowry : upon this a peace is made, and now the King by the means of Thomas 
1532. Cromwcl (whom of ll olfeys fervant he had made a Baron andCounfellor of 
State) curb by degrees the Popes authority here, in making a law that all 
fliould incur a premunire, who appealed to the See of Rome , and procured 
thence any prooefie or judgement whatfoever^the Clergy freely fubmit them- 
felves to him in fpiritual affairs, the Pope is utterly deprived of his .Anuates 
and firft-fruits^ the lawfulncfs of his marriage with Queen Anne is eftablifhed, 
and the unla wfulnefs of his former match with Queen Katherine , the Crown 
is entailed on him and his ifl'ue $ 1 o this Aft all fwore except Sir Thomas More , 
whodiflikingthe Kings proceedings againft Queen Katherine and the Pope, 5 
had delivered the great Seal into the Kings hands 5 Dr. Fijber alfo Biftiop 
of Rocbejier refilled to fwear, and both protefted againft the faid Aft of Par¬ 
liament , for which caufe they both loft their heads. The next year the Kings 
lupremacie is confirmed by Parliament. 

The Lord Dacres about this time is fufpeftedof treafon, and acquitted. 
Elizabeth Burton the holy Maid of Kent with her complices were executed 
for con fpiring the kings death, under the (hew of devotion. The next year 
the kings fuprcmacie is again confirmed,and the Popes power banilhed 5 firft- 
1 534 * fruits alfo, tenths and benefices, with ail Church-dignities are granted to the4o 
king. Not long after Queen Anne and the Lord Rochfard are beheaded un- 
juftly for fufpicion of carnal commerce 5 within twenty dayes after hemar- 
ricrh with Jane Sir John Seymours daughter, mother to king Fdvpard > but 
1 5 3 5 * fliortly after his birth Ihe died. The Lord Thomas Hoirard is beheaded for mar¬ 
rying without the kings confent, Margaret his filler,and wife firft to king James 
the 4. and then to Archibald Douglaffe , by whom fhehad a daughter called 
Margaret. Two and thirty Commiffioners are named by the king who were 
to make Fcclcfiaftick laws,and by the fame Parliament all religious houfes not 
exceeding in revenue yearly two hundred pounds, were diflblvcd and given 
to the king 5 a book of Articles alfo concerning % Church-govcrnment is publi- 50 
(bed by the Clergy: thefc proceedings againft the Popes power,occalioned the 
Lincohfiire men to rife in a body of twenty thoufand, the king levieth a great 
Army, and marchcth againft them } they humbly petition that the religious 
houlcs may not bediflolved, nor the old Church-government altered : but 
the king would hearken to nothing, except a hundred of their Pving-leaders 
were'lent to him to be punifhed 5 upon this every one fufpefting himfelf, they 
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all forfook the field and went home 5 bnt Captain Cobler (indeed Dr.Mackerel) /tn.CbnJH. 
with fomc others were fhortly after found out and executed. This was no 
fooner appeafed, when another Rebellion ftarts up in the North of forty 
thoufand men, complaining alfo that the old Religion was changed and 
wronged: Againft thefe the Dukes of Norfolk^ and Sujfoll^ are fent with a 
great Army 5 but their intended fight was hindred by the fudden fuelling of 
a fmall Brook that lay between them,upon a {bower of rain* which fo wrought 
upon the Rebels, that a general Pardon being promifed, they all went peace¬ 
ably home. 

I0 In Cumberland a third Rebellion breaks out, by Tilby and Mufgrave , with 1536: 
eight thoufand men againft the King* but they were defeated by the Duke 
of Norfolk, feventy four of their Commanders are taken and executed. The 
Lord Darcy is put to death for a murther * the Lord HnJJcy with divers Knights 
and two Abbots, and many more, are executed for denying the Kings Supre- 
made, and fo was Friar Fcrrejl £01 herefie. Divers honours are likewife con¬ 
ferred : Vifcount Leauchamp is made Earl of Hartford , Fitth-Wittum Earle of 
^ Southampton^ and among the reft, Sir 'I homos Crcmwel CounfellorofEftatc, 

Knight of the Garter, Lord Privy-Seal, Lord Cromwel , is made the Kings Vice¬ 
gerent in all Church-matters , and had the preccdencie of the Archbilhop of 

20 Canterbury $ and to frew how officious he was, he deftroyed Images and 

Shrines, the Begging Friars and Nuns. About this time, the Marquis of Fxeter 1 537; 
Henry Poole, with divers Gentlemen, for confpiring with Cardinal roole (now 
beyond thefeas) to reeftablifhthc Popes authority, are executed, and fo are 
divers Abbots and others for denying the Kings fupreinacie. Shortly after this 
a Rebellion brake out in Ireland by O-Neale , but is luppreffed by the Lord Grey 
Deputy. The Lord Cromwell is made Earle of Ejjex , by whofe advice the 
king quarrels with the Rel igious houfes, pretending their vices and idlenefte, 
but indeed aiming at their wealth and revenues, which amounted to more 
then two hundred thoufand pounds yearly * all this wealth was given by the 

g 0 Parliament to the King,who exchanged tnefe lands with Noblemen for other 
lands. 

Cromwell having made havock of the Church, perfwades the King to marry 
the Lady Anne ot cleve , a good woman, but no wayes lovely, except in her 
flattering pidures* which made King Henry, after he had been married foure 
moncths, toflighther. Hereupon the Clergy, to flatter the King, pronounce 
this marriage to be null, becaufe fhe confcfled the King could not afford her 
that benevolence due from a husband to a wife: The like fentcnce is pub¬ 
lished by the Parliament, and withall, that it was lawfull for him and her to 
marry when and whom they pleafed* it was alfoenafted, that whofoever 

40 fpake or wrote to the contrary, ftiould be held as traitors. King Henry being 
now flee, within twenty dayes after marrieth Katherine Howard the daughter 
of the Lord Howard, brother to the Duke of Norfolk: And withall he began to 
caft off his favourite Cromwell * which his enemiesperceiving , prefer a Bill of 
High-treafon againft him, wherein he is accufed ofdivers things in genfcrall* 
fothenbeingby Parliament attainted pfTreafon, and of Herefie alto in fup- 
porting thcLutberanf,he is beheaded with the Lord Httngerford on the Tower- 
hill. About this time alfoGre^ the Deputy of Ireland, for procuring the Irifti 
Rebels to enter and make havock within the Englifti pale $ iscondemnedof 
treafon and beheaded. 

50 Queen Katherine being accufed for her unchaftc converfation before her 154 r ; 
marriage with one Francis Dyrham , and after with 'ihomas Culpeper * the two 
Gentlemen fufferdeath at 7 )W/*$ the Queen, and the Lady Rocbford whef 
brought Culpeper into the Qjecns chamber, are beheaded; In this Parliament 
the King is proclaimed King of Ireland , which title his predeceflbrs never 
affumed. Then the King married Katherine Vane the Marquis of Northampton! 
fifter, the Lord Latimtrs wifefbmetimes, who had not efcaped with her head, 
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jin.chrtjit. had king Henry efcaped death. About this time Oneal and his ion repair to the 
Kings Court 5 fubmiffively confefiing their rebellions, for which the King 
1 5 4 2 * pardons them, and made the father Earle of Tyrone t and his fonneLord ot 
Duncan, 

And now the Scots , who had been quiet a while, begin to ftir again : there¬ 
fore king Henry fends to Wmgja/ucs 5. his Nephew, that he may do homage 
for Scotland, which was flatly refufed $ then king Henry demands fume terri¬ 
tories due to him on the Scots borders, for which he had old evidences to 
fhew,thefe are rejected by the Scots commiflioners as fained: then king Henry 
deiires to meet and confer with king Jams in friendly manner upon the bor- 10 
ders of either kingdome^ for this caufe king Henrv goeth to Tork* where he 
underftood king jams would not meet him but by his Commiflioners,where¬ 
upon king Henry leaves Commiflioners there, and returns home. But during 
this Treaty, a party of Scots invade the Weftern inarches, fpoiling and burn¬ 
ing all before them $ complaint is made, and fatisfa&ion promifed, but no¬ 
thing performed b neither had the Scots commiflioners fulh'cient authority 
from their king to conclude any thing but what was dishonorable to king 
Henry: wherefore he is forced to fend an Army of twenty thoufand into Scot¬ 
land under the Duke of Norfolk* who was accompanied with divers other 
Earls, Lords, Knights and Gentlemen, who march into Scotland burning and 20 
fpoiling without rcfiftance, and fo return home laden withfpoiles. Upon 
this the Scots king raifeth fifteen thoufand men,who invade the wefl-marches, 
fpoiling the Englilh ground, as the Englilh army had done the Scotilh before: 
but Da c res, Mufyrave , and the Lord IFh art on > with open forces, and a fecret 
ambufli defeated the Scots, being in mutiny among themfelves, there were 
taken prifoners the Earls of Cafjcls and Glencarn , the Lords Afaxirel , Fleming, 
and others, with two hundred Gentlemen and eight hundred common foul- 
diers, with 24 peeces of ordnance, and four carts laden with fpears$ four and 
twenty of the chief prifoners are fent to the Tower, and two dayes after dif- 
perfed and committed to 1 he charge of divers Lords and Gentlemen. This 30 
overthrow fo much vexed king j \antes, that he died with grief a few weeks 5 
after, leaving behind him one daughter Queen Mary, newly born. Upon his 
death, a motion is made for a match between king Henries onely fon, and this 
king ’jams his onely daughter $ the Scots prifoners promife their beftaflift- 
ancc for the furtherance thereof, for which caufe king Henry fetthem all at 
liberty without ranfome, and befides beftowed on them divers rich gifts. 

Mean while the Englilh and French Merchants fpoile each other at (ea$ 
complaints are made, but no redrefle$ wherefore king Henry tranfports an 
Englilh army into f ranee, which being landed befiege the Town of Landerfey 5 
upon this the French king comes with a ftrong army, raifeth the liege, relieves 40 
the town, and in the night-time (being not willing to fight) they Leale away 
into their own countries, and the Englilh return home. 

The match between Prince Edroard and the Infcnt-Qucen Mary of Scot¬ 
land, is concluded in their Parliament, and ratified bv the feals and oaths of 
the Nobility} for that purpofe the Queen fhould have been fent into England, 

But (hortly after, the French king by cunn ing plots alienated the Scots from 
that match : fo that king Henry is forced to make unwonted preparations a- 
gainft both kingdoms $ he firft then fends a mighty Army againft Scotland by 
lea in two hundred Ihips under Lijle the Admiral, and by land under the Earl 
of Hartford: The fleet having landed all the men, they feife in the Firth $0 
on many (hips , then thev befiege Lieth, and being a while refifted by fixe 
thoufand Scoi ilh horfc, they took the Town andplundrcd it: thence they 
march towards Edinburgh , where theProvoft ana chief Citizens met them, 
who delivered to the Earl of Hartford the City-kcycs, conditionally he would 
prcicrve it from fire, and fuffer the fouldicrs to depart with their baggage out 
of the town : Hartford the Generali anfwers them, That their Nobility by 

falfifying 
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falfifying their oath had drawn thefe Armies on them 5 if the fouldicrs and An.chrijlh 
inhabitants would come difarmed into the held, and yeeld thcirlives and 
goods to him, he would do as he thought good, otherwayes they mud cxpc<ft 
all extremity^ the Citizens upon this return difcontcnted,with a refolution to 
refift, which they did,till the gates and walls were battered $ the Englifh enter 
the Town, a part whereof they burned, and plundered the reft : mean while 
four thoufand Englifh horfe more are fent by king Henry, great fpoils and 
booties are carried away by fca into England'^ Holy-roods, Leith , Haddington, 
with divers other places thereabout are defaced. Then King Henry fends two 
I0 ftrong Armies into France, the one under the Duke of Norfolk?, which befieged 
the Town Mnttrcl, but after much lode of time, were fain in the end to leave 
it} The other under the the Duke of Suffolk?, who beliegcd Bnlloign } to this 
fiege King Henry himfelf came, who fo battered the wails > that the Town 
was fain to yeeld, conditionally the inhabitants may depart with bag and 
baggage, which was granted} there came out fixty feven horfe, one thoufand 
five hundred fixty three foot, eight hundred Gunners, eighty feven hurt 
men, befidcs multitudes of others, the whole number was four thoufand four 
hundred forty four fouls. 

Whilft King Henry is thus employed in France, C£far underhand makes a 
20 peace with the French, whereat King Harry was much troubled, therefore 
leaving order for repairing the Town and Caftle, he difmifteth his Army, and 
returns into England, where becaufe of his daily wars he demands a benevo¬ 
lence of all his fubje&s, which was granted, onely Alderman Read refufed, 
therefore was forced to ferve the King in perfon againft the Scots, by whom 
he was taken prifoner, and at Jaft ranfomed } after King Henry was gone, the 
Dolphin in a dark night fuddeuly furprifed Rafe-BitUoign, but was fain to quit 
it again, being beat out by thofe of thcupperTown ; fhortly after Monfieur 
de Bees came with fifteen thoufand men to cre<ft a Fort before the Town, but 
Hartford, Lijle and Gray pit them to flight, and forced them to leave behinde 
2 0 their ordnance, tents, and other provifions : The French king to be revenged, 

* fends in a fleet of two hundred (hips, and feven and twenty gallics, with lixty 1 5 4 <5: 
thoufand men, which caft anchor before the Illc of Wight 5 but as the Englifh 

fleet pafled out of the harbour of rortfmouth , the Mary-rofe one of the Kings 
beft (nips,with Sir George Carerc, and above four hundred men in her, were all 
fuddenly funk under water, byreafon the ordnance were left untrigged, and 
the under port-holes open, fo that when the fhip turned the ordnance ran 
back to one fide, and bare the port-holes under water. The French Admiral 
hearing of King Henries preparation, hoifed anchors, and returns into France 
without a&ing any thing. Whilft the King is abfent in France, the Scots in- 
0 vade England, making havock of all before them : the Earle of Hartford with 

* twelve thoufand men , in requital, commits the like outrages upon the Scots 
territories} Lijle the High-Admiral lands within the haven ot Treport , the 
Suburbs of which he burned, with fome other places thereabouts. After all 
thisftir, at laft a peace is concluded between England and France, Bulloign is 
reftored for eight hundred thoufand crowns: but the Duke of Norfolk?, with 1 5 4 
his fon the Earl of Surrey , after many brave fervices done by them, are fud- 
dcnly apprehended and fent to the Tower,becaufe they bare in their Efcuchen 
certain Arms which were pretended onely to belong to the King and Prince, 
which Arms notwithftanding their Anceftors had born timeout of minde 
without controlmcnt} for this foie caufe the Earle loft his head, but the Duke 

50 his father efcaped this fate by the Kings death. 

When the King perceived that hisficknefs was incurable, hecaufed the 
Gray-friars Church of London to be opened again after he had fupprefled it, 
and to be made a Parifh-Church, the revenues whereof he gave to the City 
towards the relief of their poor, and withall gave five hundred marks yearly 
of lands towards the maintenance of the Divinc-fervicc, and reparations of 
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An.Ckrifti. the Church: he ordained his children to fuccced each other, if iffue failed 3 
he ordained a thoufand marks for the poor, and twelve pence a day for twelve 
poor Knights at IVindfor, with a white-cloth Cown yearly, an embroidered 
Garter, with S. George his CrofTc, and a mantle of red-cloth to be worn thcrc^ 
on 3 fo having reigned feven and thirty years and nine months, he died in the 
fix and fiftieth year of his life3 he had fix wives, 1. Queen Katherine king 
Ferdinands daughter of Spain . 2. Queen Anne the daughter of Sir T horn as 
BttUcn Earle of Wiltflme . 3. Queen 'jane Sir john Seymours daughter. 4. Queen 
Anne fitter to the Duke of Cleve. 5. Katherine daughter to Ecln/und, and neece 
to 7 horn as Howard his brother Duke of Norfolk, 5. 6 . Katherine daughter to Sir 10 
Thomas Varrc of Kendal , and fitter to William Parre Marquefsof Northampton 3 
byhisfirftwife hehadtwofons that died young, and Queen Mary^ by his 
fecond Queen Elizabeth by his third King Edward, and by Elizabeth Blunt he 
had a baftard called Henry Fitz-roy , whom he made Earle of Nottingham , 
Duke of Richmond and Sommerfet, Lord Warden of the Marches agaiuft Scot¬ 
land, and Lieutenant-General of the North of England. He was a Prince more 
eminent for his vices, then vertues, for he was counted ambitious in affetting 
the title of Spiritual fuprcmacie 3 covetous, in appropriating the revenews of 
religious houfes to his own ufes, and extraordinary exaftions from the peoples 
he was alfo prodigal, in wafting fo great a treafure as was left him fo quickly 
and necdlcfiely 3 He was likewife cruel in condemning two Cardinals, in put¬ 
ting to death two Queens, twelve Dukes,Marqucfles, Earls, and Earls fons,i8. 
Barons and Knights, feventy foven Abbots, Priors, Monks and Priefts, and of 
the common fort huge multitudes 3 hisluftand wantonnefi, his wavering in 
Religion,his revengeful and impotent difpofition,were too eminent in him. 


Chap. XXVIII. 

The affairs of Scotland under King James the 3. and King James the 4. front 
the yew 1460. till the year 1513. 

K ing the 2. being fla in in the camp, his fon being nine years old 

fucceeded,by namc^wexthe3. There was much contefting between 
the Queen-mother and her party, with Angus and the reft of the No¬ 
bility, who fhould have the government of the young King and Kingdome3 
a Parliament is called, and arguments alleadged onbothfides3 the Queen 
pleads the right of a mother, the Lords the ancient cuftomes of the King- 
dome. At laft to prevent all animofities which were like to arife, it is ordered 
that two able men of each faftion fhould be named to govern the King and 4 ^ 
Kingdomc during the minority of King James : of the Queens fide were 
ebofen Gramc and Eoydc, who was then Chancellor 3 of the other party, Robert 
Earl of Orkney , and John Kennedy , to thefc w r ere added two Bifliops, r of Glafco 
and Dunkgb> to the Queen was permitted the tuition ofher fon,but (he was not 
tomeddlewith the affairs of State 3 fhehad alfo leave to educate her other 
children, to wit, the Duke of Attain, and the Earle of Afarr, with the two 
young Ladies. Things at home being thus compofcd,the Englifti Ambafladors 
who came to make peace, had audience, and a peace for fifteen years is con¬ 
cluded, the next year the Kings mother died 3 Alexander the Kings brother 
14^3. returning from France is taken by the Englifh, but rclcafed again upon the 50 
Scots complaint of the breach of peace. 

Scotland continued not long quiet 3 for Donald Lord of the Ifies, hearing 
the King was dead, caufed himfelf to be proclaimed king of the Ifies, threat- 
ning death to all that (hould acknowledge any other King there: being invited 
by the Captain of InncrneJJe-CMe to a feaft., he feifed on the Cattle, and thruft 
out the garrifon3 then having gathered an Aimyof malccontentsand loofe 

perfons 
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perfons, he falls upon Athol, and feifethonthe Earl and his wife, who had An.chrijlt 
taken fanttuary in S.Frigets Church} but Donald violates the Sandhiary, carries 
away the Earle, his wife,and many others,with all their wealth,which tor fccu- 
rity was laid up there, and then fets fire on the Church, and killed divers of the 
Priefts for making refinance: but as he was returning home by w ater with his 
facrilegious booty, a fudden ftorm funk moft of his vcflels, and he narrowly 
efcapcd with his life, and after that time till his death continued mad 5 thus 
Goa ufeth to reward facrilege. . Many of his followers being touched in 
confcience,went bare-footed, and in white fiiects to$. 2>r/^/jChuich,ofFering 
IC gifts for their attonement. At Court Robert Boyd a potent man, and great 
with the young King,to whofecounfels he too much hearkened,by his brother 
Alexander Boycl advifeth the King to (hake off his governours, and to manage 
the kingdome himfclf: Kennedy a grave man^nd one of the kings governours* 
for adviling the king the contrary, and for offering to hop him from hunting 
at an unfeafonablc time, is abufed by this Alexander , who with his bow which 
he had then in his hand broke Kennedy s head, thiscaufed a great fewd be¬ 
tween the fe families, to the difturbance of the whole kingdome : fhortly 1 
after Kennedy died to the great grief of all good men, for in his life and do- 
ttrine he was exemplary and powerful} he had been a great benefattor to the 
Univerfity of St. Andrews: ratrick^ Grasue is in hisftcad eletted Bifhop by the 
Canons, who repairs to Rowe, for confirmation, which was a while h jndred by 
the Archbifhop of Torkp , claiming a power over the Scots.Bifbops} but at lalt 
it is decreed at Rome that Grame fhould be Primate of Scotland, : and the Popes 
Legat alfo for three years, that the Priefts might bereformed, andChurch- 
difciplineeftablifhed, yet Grame durft not return home folong as the Boyds 
continued in their greatnefs, which came to that height ,, that Robert Boyd 
the elder was made Viceroy by the king during his minority, his fon alfo 
Thomas is honoured with the marriage of the.kings eldeft lifter, which 
brought much envy upon Boyd and his family, for the people began to repine 
„ 0 at his greatnefs, and to aferibe all the diftempersof the Kingdom to Boyds 
0 mifgovernmcnt, thefe coals were blown by the Kennedies . 

Mean while Ambaffadors are fent to Denmark^ for a match between the 
young King and the Danes daughter, with inftruttions for removing the old 
controverfie between the two Kings about the Iflandsof Orkney and Shetland , 
the chief Ambaflador was Andrew Stewart Chancellor of Scotland, who fends 
word to King James that the match was concluded , and thefe Iflands given 
to him for his wifes dowry, fo that the Dane upon this parted with all his 
right: 7 horn as the fon of Robert Boyd, and Earle of Arran, is fent with a great 
train of Nobility and Gentry to bring home the new Queen} in the interim 
the Kennedies begin to work upon the kings affeftions, and to draw him from 
^ the Loyds , againft whofe infolent government the people did much complain} 
the tims was fit for their purpofe, Thomas being ament longer then was ex- 
petted, becaufeof the winter which makes the Northern Teas unnavigable, 
and the two elder Boyds by reafbn of infirmities, were not able to frequent the ^ 

Court as they were wont} for this end a Parliament is called at Edinburg , to * 
which the two Boyds Robert and Alexander are fummoned \ Robert out of his 
guilt, and perceiving the kings minde was alienated, and that his enemies 
were grown very powerful, fled into England? his brother Alexander not being 
able toflie,becaufc fickly,appears}it was there objetted that he and his brother 
bad by their own private motion made the king come to Edinburgh from 
50 sterling againft the will of his governours} he replied, that they had the kings 
pardon under the broad Seal, and defired alfo the Records might be fearchea, 
which was denied him, and fo having received the fcntence of condemnation 
for abufing the young kings authority, is beheaded} Robert a few years after 
died with grief ztAnwick in England } his fon Tlwmas though now employed 
upon publike fervice,is before being heard proclaimed traitor , and his eftate 
eonfifeated. Xxx 2 The

l ^ / °‘ bad befallen his family, the alienation of the Kings minde, and the 
power of his adverfaries} though fome of his friends would have had him re¬ 
pair to the King, from whom in this publike joy he might obtain pardon, yet 
durft not venture, therefore fails back again into Denmark^ , from thence he 
travels through Germany into France , and from thence he gocthto Charles 
Duke of Burgundy , whom he ferved in his wars, and was highly honoured by 
hitn : the King fends into Flanders to his After Boyds wife, to come home,upon 
hopes that (he might fo far prevail with her brother as that he may again re- 10 
ceive her husband into favour} but when (be was come, the King endeavours 
to make a divorce, which w as effetted upon thenot-appearingot her husband 
within (ixty dayes after his citation} fo the marriage is di(lblved,and the forced 
to marry to another husband, James Hamilton fox inferiour in birth and wealth 
to the former, her children alfo are called home by the king} mean while he 
dieth with grief at Antwerp , and is honourably buried theie by Duke Charles 
of Burgundy: fo that family of the royds in a few years flour ifhed and feded}and 
they that overthrew it , were in hopes that things both in Couit and Country 
would have mended, but it fell out otherwayes, for the king gave himfelf alto¬ 
gether to his pleafures,and his Courtiers to rap ; ne and opptellion}among other QO 
abufes there crept in one in choofing of Bifhops, whereas hitherto they were 
elected by the Prebends and Canons, the covetous and facrilcgious Courtiers 
never left, till they got the king to aflume that power to himfelf, peifwading 
him that by thefc means his power would -be Co much the greater, not onely 
in punifhingof vice, but alfo in rewarding of vertueand learning} whereas it 
cametopafl'e that now Church-dignities by the Courtiers were ordinarily 
fold. { 

1472. Gram* the A rchbifliop being now at Bxsme , and hearing of the great abufes 
crept into the Church of Scotland , rcfolves to come home, and fends before 
him the Popes Bull for being Lcgat} which procured to him much envy, 3 ° 
chiefly by thofe who had made or might make benefit by the falc of Churcn- 
preferments, fearing this gain would be pulled from them} therefore they 
confpire together, and complain totheking, that by Grama power from the 
Pope, the prinlcdges of the Church of/ Scotland were infringed, and that the 
king himfelf (hould be brought into fubje&ion : Upon this,me(fengers are feat 
to Grame i not to meddle with his function , untill the king had received fatis- 
faftion about fome complaints exhibited againft him} who was therefore 
fummoned by fuch a day to appear in Edinburgh } who being come, and ha¬ 
ving produced his Patents forthc Arch-biftioprick of St. Andrews , and Prk 
maev of Scotland, and for being the Popes Legate to reform the Church abu^ 4 ° 
fcs,his adverfaries appeal to the Pope, during which time the king forbids him 
to meddle with the Arch-bilhoprick : mean while his enemies got one Sevefr 9 
who had ftudied Aftrologic at Lovan^ to be made Arch-deacon ofSt. Andrews , 
whom the Eifhop would not admit } hereupon he combines with the Reftor • 
of the Univerfity to excommunicate the Arch-bifhop, which he (lighting,was 
by the king inhibited from medling with any Church within his Di6cefle,and 
all his goods are confifcatcd } befiaes, the Popes A uditors fend out an Excom¬ 
munication againft him, for non-payment of his Fees in the Court of Rome, for 
his Patterns or Buis: then they macle him abjure his Bilhoprick, andimpri- 
foned him in a Cloyfter within a remote Ifland or rock rather, called JEmom } 50 
Three years after, he is tranflated to Dumfermlin caftle, and from thence to 
Lake Lomntond^ where he died of grief: thus was that good man perfecuted 
for his pious intentions. 

1 4 7 About this time, the Lord of the Iflcs underftanding of great preparations 
making againft him both by fen and land , comes humbly to the Court-, ac¬ 
knowledged! his faults, and is pardoned : Onely Rojfe , Kjntyr , and Knapdale

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arc taken from him 5 the command of the Ides is left to him. This year the An.ChriJlU 
peace is renewed again with England * which wsts like tobreak out into an L/Spw 
open war 5 becaufe the Englifh had feifed on a great (hip which was built by 
Kennedy, being driven in by dorms: King Edward gave otder * (Hat the value 
of the goods taken (hould be eftimated* and fatisfaaion made. The king was 
much addi&ed to the ftudy of Aftrologie $ therefore underftanding by the 
Scots Merchants in Flanders, .of one Andrews Phyfitian ’and Mathematician* 
who had foretold the Duke of burgundies death * he fends for him, and pre¬ 
fers hidi in his Court: by him he underftood of bis own danger* and how the 
I0 Lion (hould be killed by his own Whelps $ wherefore he became very tyrani- 
cdl,fufpefting every man that was neer nim: He was jealous ofhis Lords alfo* 
and therefore conferred honours on mean men * which angered tlic Nobility, 

The kings younger brother John * for fpeaking too freely againft the corrup¬ 
tions of the Court* isimprifoned* condemned, and by the opening of a Vein is 
forced to bleed to deaths It was given out that he had confulted with Witches 
againft the King * and chat it might appear the more probable*twelve Witches 
are condemned and burned: The other brother Alexander upon fufpition 
alfo is imprifonedin Edinburgh Caftle 5 but he having feafted his keepers and 
made them drunk* efcaped with his man by his fhects* which he faftned to the 
20 bars of the Window , his man broke his leg in the fill, fo that his mafter was 
fain for a mile to carry him on hitffhoulders* fo having a bark ready* and a fair 
winde* they fet faile to Dumbar Caftle* which he fortified* and from thence to 
France. 

Not long after this an Ambafladour comes from king Edward of England to 
renew the peace, and to conclude a match between his daughter and king 
pauses his fon* when they (hould be both of years $ but this correfpondency 
held not long, for the borderers made divers incurfions upon each other > Be- 
fides ,Douglajje an old exile*and Alexander the kings brother* lately being retur¬ 
ned from France into England, blew the coals of fedition : King Lewis alio fends 
2 0 intoSc0//W*toroufeup their drooping fpirits againftthe Englsjh, who under 
^ Glocejler were preparing an Army : but the Nobility being more difi. 

contended with the mifgovemment of their own king* then with theEnglifh 
preparations* aftemble* and are by Archbald Douglajje Earl of Angus animated 
firft to reform the abufes of the Court before they invade England $ For he lets 
them fee* how carelefle the king was in his Government * how much addict¬ 
ed to Magick and unlawfull ftuaics} how the chief officers at Court were mean 
men* how the Nobility was (lighted* how the kings own brothers were ufed* 
the one being murthered* and the other ban ifhed* and now by the Englifli em¬ 
ployed in the head of an Army againft them ^ therefore he wilheth them to, 

40 confider how much more dangerous a domeftick enemy was then a forreign* 
and what condition they now were in under fuch govemours * whofe avarice 
(Taithhe) is neither fatisfied with our wealth, nor their cruelty with our 
blood : Upon this a great tumult arofe in the Aflembly * and a rcfolution to 
break in upon the king and his guard * but that motion was difliked* for fear 
the kings perfon might be endangered, who hearing of an aflembly of Lprds 
in the Church near the Court * fends Cocheran one of his Court-officers to fee 
what the matter was $ as he was comming * Douglajje apprehends him by his 
gold-chain which hung about his neck*and delivered him to be fecured} mean 
while Douglajje with fomeofficers of his Army breaks into the kings bed- 
50 chamber, and there prefently apprehends all fuch fervants that were there* or 
within the Court-walls * whom the fouldiers fuffered not to come ro a 
triall, but prefently hanged them up in their horfc-bridles for want of 
ropes. , 

Whilft thefe things were thus afting* the Duke of Gloccfier enters Scotland 
with his Army, and demands reftitution of the portion-money which was 
dbburfed by the king of England upon hopes of thcmatch'and thefurrendcr 

of 
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An.Chnui. ofRww/WiCaftle-, It was anfwercd, That the children tvcrc not fit for mar- 
ringe , nor was the day of repayment ofthat money come $ as for Barwick,,tht 
Englilh fhould have it,if they could take it. Mean while,yfrg/fc 3 with the Chan¬ 
cer and two Bifhops, of St. Andrews and Dumb lam, fend to Alexander then 
in the Englifh Camp to return home, and to enjoy his eftate, which in the next 
Parliament fhould be eftablifhed on him. This bufinefle he imparts to Ghee - 
(hr, who kindly difmifleth him, who being returned home, a Parliament is 
called, in which he is made covernour ot the kingdome ^ and becaufe the 
1482. State of Scotland was then unfetled, it was held dangerous to make war with 

England 5 therefore they refolve to deliver fjarwici{, after one and twenty 10 
years poflefiion, to the Englifli. King Edward fearing left the Scots (hould 
disinherit their kings Pofterity, with whom they were highly offended, fends 
to Scotland to difannul the match between the two young Princes 5 and to de¬ 
mand back the portion-money} which at a day appointed, was repaid. 

Alexander, out of his affedfion to the king his brother, fets him at liberty 
out of Ediubnrgh-CaftU, andrcftorcsto him the government: But the king 
being more mindful of old injuries,then of new courtefies, intends to difpatch 
his brother, being thereto animated by his enemies, who accufed his popu¬ 
larity and affedfation of the kingdome : therefore by the advice of his friends, 
he flics into England, and delivers up Dunbar Caftle to king Edward . Where- 20 
upon he is condemned of treafon, tor fending underhand meflengers thither, 
for go ; ng thither himfclf without leave, and for combining with the king 
againft his native Country. William Crichton alfohis chief Coun- 
fellorand Abbettoris profcribed,atid hiseftate corififcated: after this, Alex¬ 
ander and Douglajje with five hundred Englifli horfe fals upon a party of Scots, 

1 4 ° 4 * vvho defeated them, and took Douglajje prifoner> Alexander efcaped again. 

The Earle of Richmond having got the crown of England, makes a progrefie to 
Newcajile , whence he fends Ambafladours to Edinburgh to conclude a lafting 
peace, or truce forfomc years: King James returns anfwer,that the Scots being 
a warlike people, would not hearken to any long pence 5, yet he would pre- 3° 
yailefofar, as to procure a Truce for feven years, which was accordingly 
effc&ed, and fo king Henry returns Southward. Not long after, the king loft 
his Qjccn at home, and his brother in France, which two kept him in fomcaw} 
but now they being gone, he returned to his old waves, in flighting the No¬ 
bility, in pillaging of the people, infilling places of truftwith new upftarts: 
Among the reft, was one John Ram fey, whom he made fteward of hishoufc* 
this man fearing the Nobility, which was beginning to raife arms, caufcth a 
Proclamation to be made, that none neer the Court fhould bear arms, except 
Run fey and his followers $ which incenfed the Lords fo much the more againft 
him : the king in the interim ftudieth by all means to fupprefle the Lords. * 1 ° 
Therefore one day he openeth his mindc to George Earl of Angus, telling him 
that he meant fuddcnly to feife upon, and cut off the chief Lords and heads of 
this faft ion : the Earl diflwades him from this, ns being difhonourable, to cut 
off trtachcroufly fo many great perfonages, being reconciled to the king,and 
having the publique-fnith 5 but his better way were toarreft them openly, 
one after another, that they may in open Court plead for thcmfelves. Tlie 
king being (atisfied with this advice, difmifleth the Earl, who prefentlv ac¬ 
quaints the other Lords with the kings intention : Upon this, they take armss 
the king finding his own danger, takes (hipping, and gets over to Fife fide, 
where he raifethan army out of the Northern parts: The Lords feife upon 50 
the young Prince, whom they make the head oftheir army: the king, in the 
interim, fends to the French and Euglijh kings for aide againft his rebellious 
Lords, IK wing the like danger may befal themfclvcs^He fends alfo to PopeFw- 
geuius the eighth, that he by his Apoftolical authority would command them 
to obey their king * but the Lords who knew of all thefe meflages, haften to 
fight the king before either forreign aide or Ambafladours fhould come; the 
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King contained himfclf in Edinburgh- Caftie, till his Northern forces were An.Clriftk 
come ■> but upon the perfwafions of fome,he was content to remove thence to Ur/vj 
Sterling Caftlc hoping there to be more fecure and nearer his forces* but when 
he came thither, the governour being made by the adverfe faction, denied the 
King entrance, wherefore not knowing whither to flie, and being followed 
dole bv the enemy, he was forced to fight withfuch forces as he then had^ 
which being defeated, and the king having his horfeflain under him,fied into 
a water-mill near Sterling , hoping from thence to efcape by fame (hips that 
lay near the place, but he was purfued fo eagerly, that he and fuch as fled with i 4 8 & 
IO him thither were flain* this death of the king was adjudged juft in the next 
enfuing Parliament: he died the eight and twentieth year of his reign, and of 
his age the five and thirthieth. 

To James the 3. fucceeded his fon Janies the 4. being fifteen years old* i 
Parliament is called,at which few were prefent except thofe that had a hand 
in the kings death * the belt of the kings (hips held out againft the new king, 

Edinburgh- Caftle is fummoned to furrendcr to the young king which it did, 
andfolikewifedid 5 r fcr//^-Caftle* many grumbled at the kings death, com¬ 
plaining that things were not thereby bettered, but worded, for the young 
king did not command, but was commanded. by thofe who had a hand in his 
20 fathers death : mean while the Englifh took occafion by thefe inteftine broilcs 
of Scotland to invade the kingdome * the young king labours to reconcile the 
Sea-men,left they might caule troubles in his abfence, therefore he wins with 
fair promifes Andrew Wood an expert Sea-captain, who had the command of 
two men of Warre, with which he furprifeth five Englilh (hips before Dumbar 
and brings them all to Lieth * mean while the adverfe faftion cries out, that the 
kingdome was abufed by a company of traitors, who had murthcred one 
king, andkepttheothcrasaprifoner* withall Alexander Lord Forbes , chief 
of tnat family , carried about the ftreetsof Aberdene , and fome other chief 
Towns, the kings bloody Ihirt, exhorting all good people to take Arms, and 
- 0 to revenge the kings death * Matthew Stewart alfo Earl of Lenox endeavoured 
to raife what forces he could in the Southern parts: in the interim the Englifli 
were mad that five of their beft (hips Ihould be thus furpriled by two Scots¬ 
men of war, therefore they furniftiS/e®e#£H#with a fleet, promt ling a great 
reward if he could bring Andrew tVood dead or alive* Bull watcheth his oppor¬ 
tunity, and fets upon Woods fleet furioufly, they fought fo long till the n ight 
parted them * the next morning they fell to it again with fuch eagemefs, that 
they perceived not the tide fail them, wherefore the Englilh (hips being of a 1 4 9 
greater bulk were forced to yeeld, being ftuck on the fund* Bull with the other 
Englilh Sea-captains arc brought by If ood to the king, who reftores both the 
40 Captains and Ships to king Henry ot. England, who took this very kindly, and 
returns great thanks to king James. 

About this time a ftrange monfter was born in Scotland , which beneath the 
navel was one body, but above two diftind bodies, having different fenfes, 
fouls and wills* any hurt beneath the navel is equally felt by.both bodies 
above, but if any oft he upper members were hurt,one or the bodies onely felt 
the pain : this monfter the kingcaufed to be inftrufted in Mufick and divers 
languages* one of the bodies died fome dayes before the other, which alfo 
fhortly after pined and confumcd away,it lived eight and twenty years. A Par¬ 
liament is held in Edinburgh , there all differences are compofed, an Att of ob- 
50 Avion pafled, and friendlhip between the great families confirmed by mutual 
marriages, fo that after great ftorms follow halcionian dayes : and that the 
King may teftifie to the world, how his father was killed without his confent 
and knowledge, he wore an iron chain inftead of a girdle fo long as he lived,? 
to which every year he added a linkcor ring. About this time If'arbecl^ the 
counterfeit Dime of Torl{ comes into Scotland, inlinuates himfclf into the 
Kings favour,obtains in marriage the Earle of Hnntly s daughter,and an Army 
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An.ChriJin againfl: England, bv which all Northumberland is wafted and fpoiled, and great 
booties are carriecl into Scot land } this wrong king Henry meant to repay, but 
that he was retarded by the Cornifh rebellion^ after this the Scots invade Eng- 
land again, but are hindered from doing any great hurt by Fox the Bifhop of 
Durham, and the E. of Surrey who enter Scot Lind fit having burned fome places, 
return home} In the interim an Ambaflador comes mxoEngland from Ferdinand 
and jfabdla of Spain about the marriage of Katherine with Prince Arthur^ the 
fame alfo is fent into Scotland to negotiate for a peace with England } the Am- 
1497. baflador with Bifhop Fox , could not draw the Scots Commiffioners to deliver 

up It'arbeckyo King Henry, for King jf awes did not think it could ftand with his 1 o 
honour to expofe to the enemy an humble fuppliant who had caft himfclf 
upon his protection, who was of the Royal blood,and affianced to him, having 
palled his word and faith to the contrary, vea a truce for fome months is 
made, that JFar beet; might in that timcfhift for himfclf as King James advifed 
him to do. 

It'arbeckbcmg gone, a peace is concluded, which was like to break off a** 
gain, upon a quarrel between fome of the borderers} but upon complaint 
made by the Scots, fatisfa&ion is promifed by king Henry. The Bifhop of 
Durham is fcnt into who there advifcth with king James about his 

1 5 C °* marriage with king Henry s daughter, which three yearcs after was confum- 20 
mated, after which followed peace and plenty for divers years, the Court and 
Country began to abound with riot and luxury} the King gave himfclf to 
building of (lately houfcs, monafteries, and great fhips, one whereof was laid 
to exceed anv that had been built before: Francis the French king, and Henry 
the 8. of England drove to exceed this fhip in greatnefle, but both their fhips 
proved unferviceable. The king having exhaufted his coffers upon thefe 
ncedleflcexpcnccs, is advifed by Elph/njion Bifhop of Aberden, to make the 
Gentry compound for their Wardlhips, and fuch alfo as had fold half of their 
lands without their Lords content. This and fome other wayes propofed be¬ 
ing diftaftefull to the Gentry, the* King rcfolvcs ( partly to leffen his charges 33 
at home, and partly to make fatisfattion for taking arms againtt his father) 
to make a journv into Syria: for this purpofe a Fleet is made ready, a great 
many bind thcmfelves by vow to wait thither on the king,who had acquaint¬ 
ed the neighbouring Princes with his refolution. 

Mean while a war was breaking out between France and England: For ? 
Pope jf ul;us, Fcrdtnand of Spain, Maximilian the Fmpcror, the Venetians and 
Switzers, with the ^nglifh, v crcentring into a league again!! France , the affairs 
of which had lately fuccecdcd well in Italy. King James was not willing to 
fide with either party, yet was eameftly importuned by the French fa&ion, 
who to pick a quarrel with king Henry, fends the Bifhop of Murrey to demand 40 
a great fum of money due to his Queen by legacie from Prince Arthur. King 
Henry knowing this mcflnge was a preparative for a breach, returns this an- 
fwer, That not only this debt, but whatfocverelfeisduetoking James, fhall 
be truly fatisfied : upon this he rcfolvcs not to invade England, yet to help 
France, therefore fends his fleet thither which he had lately built, of which 
James Hamilton Earl of Arran is made Admiral} but he in (read of going into 
France, got th into Ireland, and takes Knockfergsts, which he burned, andfo 
returns home. 

In the mean time letters from France come to the king, complaining he was 
not fo good as his word, and that the promifed fhips were not come} whereat 5° 
the king was fo difplcnfed, that he fends ArchibaldDouglajje Earle of Angus to 
take Hamilton 1 Commiffion from him t and to fuccccd in the Admiralty} but 
he underftandir.g the Kinds mind beforehand, hoifed anchor and was gone to 
fen, w here his fleet by ftorms is torn and fluttered, and the great fhip is made 
unferviceable and left in Sritany. Echdcs fome private quarrels fell out among 
the borderers, about killing of Sir Robert Caking James his favourite,by three 
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Englifh-men , and tbc taking of fome Scots fhips by the Englifh, without A?j.chr;Jli, 
making fatisfaftion, occafioned a breach between the two kingdoms: The 
Englifh borderers began to drive booties out of the Scots ground, where A- 
lexander Httmc Governour of the three Scotifh Marches, with three thoufand 
horfe enters England, and plunders the fevennext villages before any help 
could come 5 the booty was carried fafe into Scotland, but Alexander with 
fome part of his forces (hid behind , and were fet upon by three hundred 
Englilh which lay in ambufb, divers of the Scots were killed^and two hundred 
taken prifoners. In the mean time the King calls a Parliament,to advife about 
l 0 making war againft England $ the wifer part were againft it, but the French 
Amballador and hisfa&ion mainly for it ^ the King inclines to the French 
party, and fo open war is proclaimed both by fca and land againft England $ 
a Herald is fent to King Henry then before Tournay, to denounce war againft: 
him, for the wrongs done by the Englifh without fatisfaftion, as alfo for mo- 
lefting Lexok the French king his ancient friend, and Charles Duke of Gelders 
his kinfinan. King Henry returns anfwer, That he heard no more then what 
he expc&ed from a King who kept covenant neither with God nor man 5 
His threatenings fhould not make him give off his enterprife, nor fhould he 
care to lofe his friendfhip,who was fo inconftant in his affe&ions. 

2 0 Mean while, vvhilft the King was at Divine fervicc in his Chappel, an anci¬ 

ent man of a venerable afpett, with long haire, a long garment, and a linnen- 
girdle, came bare-headed to the king,’ and leaning on his cliair told him. That 
ifhe proceeded in that war, he and his Army fhould repent it 5 and with that 
vanifhed away, nor could he ever after be found, though diligent fcarch was 
made for him. But the Kingnotwithftanding marcheth on with his Army, 
and entring England takes divers Caftles and overthrowes them, Northu/nher- 
pillaged ^ he wasadvifedto befiege which then might have 

been eafiJy taken, but he flighted that opportunity. In the interim Heralds 
come from the Englilh, to know of King Raines what day and place he would 
3 0 appoint for a battel: the King was ad viled by his friends to return home with 
his Army, rather then to venture himfelf with fo few (for many of his forces 
had forfaken him ) againft fo numerous an Army of Englifh, which was in- 
creafed by fix thoufand old fouldiers fent thither out of France $ and if he will 
fight, he were beft fight upon his own ground, where he will find more provi- 
fion and advantages then in the enemies country. When the day appointed 
for the fight came, the Englifh appeared no^ wherefore the King is defired 
again to retreat home, foi the enemies policie was by delayes to increafe their 
own Army, whilft the Scots did daily diminifh 5 and that it was no more 
fhame for him to retreat, then for the Englifh to fail of the day appointed: 

40 but the King was fo obftinately bent on a battel, that he told his Lords,if there 
were an hundred thoufand Englifh, he would fight them. Thisrafh anfwer 
did much difplcafe the Lords, chiefly Douglaffe Earl of Angus, who told him 
that he had done fufficiently for the French king, to divert a great part of the 
Englilh Army from France hither } and that it was unreafonable,vvhy to pleafe 
the French Ambaflador, he fhould ex pofe himfelf and his handfull of men to 
fix and twenty thoufand expert Englifh fouldiers: The king bid the old Earl 
go home, ifhe was afraid $ who anlwcred, That his former aftions in defence 
of his Country fbew how little afraid he was, but now being aged and weak 
. he was content to take his eafe, yet was willing to leave his two fons behind 
50 as pledges of the love he bore his Country 5 and fo departed. 

The 5 r<?fr now arerefolved to fight, and by realon of their paucity take 
the advantage of the ground 5 which the Englijl) perceiving, to draw them 
upon even ground, make fbew as if they were refolved by the way of Barrcicl^ 
to enter Scotland, which the Scots fearing left their advantage, and fo the 
Armies encounter: Alexander Gordon who commanded the Scots right-wing, 
defeated the Englijb left-wing} but the Scots other wing,in which were Lenox

An.C brill i. and Argile, was utterly routed by the Englifh^ the body of the Scots Army 
where the king was, fought ftoutly, till night parted both Armies j great 
* (laughter on both (ides, of the Scots were loft above five thoufand, ofthe 
Englifti about the fame number, but thefe were of the meaner fort, the moft 
of the Scots that were (lain were Gentlemen , this battel was fought neer the 
1 5 1 3 * hill Fluddon : what became of king James is uncertain $ fomc think he was 
killed there, others, that he efenped, and afterwards was murthered by the 
Humes 5 but whatever became of him, he was a brave Prince, had he not been 
too head-ftrong, who for his zeale in the Chriftian Religion was ftiled by the 
Pope, rrotcifor ofthe Faith . i o 


Chap. XXIX. 

The Scotilh Hiflory\ under King James the fifth , and his young Daughter 
guecn Mary, from the year 1513. till 1544. 

K ing James the fourth left his Queen Margaret , and two Tons behind 20 • 
him $ the elder was two years old,* whom the Parliament at Sterling de¬ 
clares King 5 Hume is made govemour of all that part ofthe kingdome 
on this fide Forth ^Gordon Earl of Huntley of all beyond. The Queen is Regent, 
for fo King James had ordered it in his laft Will, which he had made before he 
went tobattelU This dignity (he was to enjoy fo long as (he continued un¬ 
married, which was not long, for within few moneths (he married with Archi~ 
baldDouglaJJe Earl ofAngus 9 a Youth endowed with all the parts of fortane 
and nature. A great part of the Nobility being (lain, the Clergy began to rule 
in Parliament. Stcivart Arehbiftiop of St .Andrews being killed at Fludon , three 
fell in competition for that place, one named DouglaJJe y \vho was chofen by the 3 ° 
Queen,bcing of her husbands family 5 the other was Hepburn Abbot of St. An¬ 
drews , whom the Monks (as they were wont) ele&ed for Archbifhop} the 
third was Forman Bifhop of Murry , on whom alio Lewis the eleventh of Franco 
beftowed the Archbiftioprick of Biturix 5 befides, the Pope conferred on him 
the Archbilhoprickof Sr. Andrews , with the two rich Abbies of Dnmfermling 
and Al/erbroth^md made him alfo Legatus a latere. Alexander Hume upon promile 
ofthe AbbyofC^m^rw to his youngeft brother, caufcth the Popes Bull for 
elefting of Forman to be proclaimed in Edinburgh, which occafioncd much mif* 
chief, for Hepburn fought by all means to be revenged on the Humes for 
this. , 4 ° 

The Queen perceiving the diftra&ionsofSr^AW, wrote to her brother of 
England , to forbear making war againft her and her children, who were fuffi- 
ciently troubled already with domeftick broils5 who returns this anfwer,That 
he will not quarrel with the Scots 9 if they quarrel not with him. And now the 
Queen by her marriage having loft the Regency', the kingdome is divided in¬ 
to two fa&ions: the Douglajfes would have the Queen continued, pretending 
that would bo a means to keep peace with England $ but the Humes would 
have another ele&ed, bccaufe the times were troublefome 5 The Queen had 
loft her Regency,and it was not the cuftome of Scotland to be ruled by women* * 
at laft after much debate, John Duke of Albany being then in France , is chofen 50 
by moft fuftrages, he was the fon of Alexander brother to king James 3. Franck 
the Freaking was glad ofthisele&ion, for he knew it would be forhisad- 
vantage* therefore he furnifheth him with men and money for his journey: 

In the interim, for want of one head, the kingdome is much vexed with high¬ 
way men .Forman fearing left Hepburn would croffe him in his title to the A rch- 
bilhoprick, remits all the profit he made of it, during the vacancy; befides. 
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he refignes to him the Bifhoprick of Murry , and promifeth to alJo vv him a large An.chriftt 
yearly pen (ion out of the Cnurch-revenues. . * . 

The Duke of Many upon his arrival into Scotland^ declared Earl of March 1515. 
and Vice-roy during the kings minority: King James ^ his baftardfon is made 
Eailofv?/«rry ; Hepburn infinuates himfelf into the Viceroys aflfeftions, and 
difeovers to him the humors, greatnefle, and factions of the Scots Nobility ^ he 
acquaints him being a ftrangcr in Scotland, with the qualities of each family,’ 
chiefly of the Douglaffes and Hums, which he hated 5 therefore wifheth the 
Viceroy to fend for French forces, to fupprefle in time the growing factions of 
I0 thefe great families. Hume perceiving which way the game was like to go, and 
that Hepburn had accufed him to the Viceroy, as if he had murthered king 
James * repairs to the Queen, and makes her believe that the Viceroy in ten¬ 
ded tomurther theyoungking, that he being nextin blood might transfer 
the Crown to himfelf: therefore how dangerous and unreafonable it was, 
that a ftranger, and the fon of him who would have murthered his brother the 
king, and hath therefore lived ftill fince in exile, fhould have the cuftody of 
the young King * he wifheth her therefore to flieinto England with her fon, 
and caft her felfupon her brothers protection. This comming to the Regents 
ears, he prcfently feifeth on Sterling Caftle,where the Queen was,and removes 
20 her with the Douglaffes from the king, whofe tuition he committed to three 
of the Nobility, whom he mofttfufted, with ’a fufficient guard. The Humes 
Upon this flie into England, and fo doth the Queen fhortly after with her hus¬ 
band Douglaffe * whom king Henry ordered to flay in Northumberland, till his 
furtherpleafure was known. The Regent troubled at their departure, fends 
Ambafiadours to king Henry yo affure him, that neither the Queen nor her fol¬ 
lowers had rcafon to leave their country,but their caufelcflc jealoufies * he alfo 
deals fo with the Douglaffes and Humes with large promifes, that he perfwaded 
them to return home : the Queen was fain to flay, becaufe of her great belly * 
for fhortly after, fhe was delivered of a daughter Margaret : When fhe was fit 

30 to travel, king Henry fends for her. . 

The Regent banifheth the Earl of Angus his Uncle, with fome other prime 15 16: 
men * and fummons Alexander Hume to appear in Parliament, which he refu- 
fing to doe, is condemned, and his eftate confifcated : Upon this, he fuffers or 
countenances the highway-men to doe much mifehief * for fupprefling of 
whom, and taking of Hume , ten thoufand horfe and foot are railed 5 but be¬ 
fore they come,he fnbmits himfelf to the Regent,who fends him to Edinburgh , 
and confines him to the Earl of Arrans houfc his filters husband, Hume per- 
fwades^mw to undertake the government himfelf,bcing the fillers fori ofking • 

James 3. and fitter to be Regent then a flranger, and a banifhed man : Upon 
this, they go away* the Regent prefently takes Hamilton Caftle upon furren- 
dcr * Hume deftroys with fire and fwora a great part of the town of Dunbar: 

To thefe,the next 1 pringy was added John Stewart Earl of Lennox * thefe feife 
upon Glafcow Caftle, which upon the comming of the Regent they forfobk, 
and afterward all of them are pardoned anil received into the Regents favour, 
but not long after,upon new lufpitions, are condemned and beheaded 5 they 
were accufed of the kings death, and of treachery in Floden battel* but Hep - 
burn the Abbot was their cheif perfecutor, ever fince they crofled him in the 
Bifhoprick of St. Andrews . Alexander had three other brothers, two of whom 
were banifhed, and the third was murthred by James Hepburn. 

56 The December following, the Regent brings the king from Sterling to Edin¬ 
burgh , where having obtained leave of the Nobility, he fakes fhippingfor 
France: The charge of the government lyeth Upon the Earls of Huntley, An¬ 
gus, Arran, and Argile , with the two Arch-bifhops of St. Andrews and Glafcow . 

The Queen about a year after her departure, returns into Scotland; where i 5 ij, 
new troubles arife upon the killing of the Govcmour of Dunbar by David 
Hume, whereupon the Vice-roy is fent for: quarrels alfo arife between the 
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An.Chriftj. Earl of Angus and the Kars . A Parliament is called at Edinburgh , where 
complaint is made againft the greatnefle of Angus , who falling foule with 
1 5 7 °* the Hamiltons in the ftreets of Edinburgh , a great daughter was made, fothat 
about feventy two were killed $ among the reft. Arrant brother,and Eglentons 
. (bn: The Hamilton* to be revenged on the Douglaffes , befieged one of their 
Caftles, but to no purpofe. The next year, Dougjajje with the two banilhed 
HunreSy enter* Edinburgh , and take down the heads of Alexander and # 7 /- 
liam Humes , which had been fet up all this while on an eminent place of the 
City. So the whole five years of the Regents abfence, was filled with (laugh¬ 
ter and rapine: When he was come, he intended to weaken the power of the io 
1 5 2 DougUjffcs } therefore banifheth the Earl of Angus into France , his Uncle the 
Biftiop of 4 /// he fends to the Pope, to be puniihed by him, but by the 

way he died of the plague in London, 

The next year after the Regents return , a Parliament is held at Edinburgh , 
and an Annyraifed, which is lent into Annandel , with an intent to invade 
England: When they were come within three miles of England , Gordon Earl 
of Huntley dilTwaded the Nobility from entring, pretending it wasunfafcto 
provoke a forreign enemy, when they had fo many enemies at home 5 but this 
was indeed to crofle the Regents defign, who to pleafe the Frenchy intended to . 
invade England. The Regent to fave his credit, had a party with Mufgrave 20 
and fome other Englifh, in which a Truce was agreed on: The Regent fhort- 
ly after goeth over into Francey where he ftayea fome moncths longer then he 
expe&ed, becaufc the Englilh fleet lay in wait for him r Therefore he fends 
five hundred French fouldicrs before with a fleet, which falling upon the Eng¬ 
lilh neer the Ifle oiMan beat them. In the \nterux\yHoward Earl of Surry is fent 
with an Army of ten thoufand mercinaries, belides others,into Scotland , where 
having no rclfiftance by reafon of the Regents abfence, and the domeftick di¬ 
ffractions, they wafte Marcia and Teviot $ upon his return , the Scots borderers 
plunder Northumberland , fo that Howard is forced to come back again} who 
.with much lofle to his own party, tot k Jadburg. About which time, five hun- 3 d 
dred Englilh horfe being fuddcnly affrighted in the dark, broke their halters, 
and run away as if mad, at laft they became a prey to the Scots , three dayes 
after the Englifh Army disbanded. The Regent perceiving that the Englilh 
fleet lay ftill in wait for him, gave out that he would not remove from France 
till the next fpring .* Whereupon the Englilh fleet returned home 5 but as 
foon as they were gone, the Regent claps three thoufand French foot befides 
one hundred couriers in fifty (hips, and arrives fafely in Scotland . 

King Henry of England at tnis time did much court the Scots for an Union, 
alledging divers reafons why their union with England would bemore ad¬ 
vantages then with France , in refpett of vicinity, identity of language, 4 °^ 
foilc,aire, conditions, countenances and habit of bodies: (hewing alio that 
the marriage of his daughter Mary with king JameSy would make aperfeft 
Union, and much incrcafe the happindTe of Scotland, Notvvithftanding all 
this, the trench faftion being bribed, carried it againft king Henry 5 for they 
alledged that this was not the firft time the Englilh deluded them under (hews 
offriendfhipand union : Edward thefirft, againft his oath, by which he was 
bound to end the controverfie between the two kings, Bruce and B allioly he in- 
creaftd it, by making B alliol king 5 Edward the fourth alfo pretended to marry 
his daughter C'tcil to kingjamcs the third’s fon, but when it came to theup- 
fhot, upon fome divifions in he fell off* therefore king Henryes aime SO 

was not to inrich, but'toimpoverilb and enllave Scotland , being deftitute of 
all forreign aide: they deny alfo that greater benefit can accrue to Scotland 
by their union with tnglandy or more fecurity, then with France : Therefore 
they advife them not to exchange without a caufe, their old trurty friends, for 
new and flipery pretenders. The news alfo of the Regents being landed with 
forreign forces,confirmcd the Frenchy and cooled the Englifh faction. 
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The Regent having made his Rendezvous at CUfco > and from thence bc 7 AnJChrifli. 
ing come to Edinburgh , he aflembleth the Lords, highly commending their 
conftancietotheFrench,andtheold league^and exhorting them to unity: then 
having refrelhed his Army, and united the Scots forces with the French, he 
marcheth into England with the French; but the Scots would not follow, 
knowing this expedition was onelyto gratifiethe French king 5 the Regent 
with his French befieged , and battered down the dutward wall 

with their ordnance, but they were beaten off again * the Regent feeing no 
good could be done by the French, and that the Scots wpuld not fight, hear- 
10 ingalfo of an Army of forty thoufand Englifh comming againfl him, return¬ 
ing home, the fnow having done much hurt both to his rnen and horfe, whiefi 
made the Englifh alfo return without aftion : the next Spring the Viceroy 
prepares again for France , defiring the Lords to keep the King at Sterling, , ana 
to make a peace with England before his return* but in his abfcnce all growing 
out of order, the young king by divers of the Lords is conveyed to Edinburgh; 
where at Holy-Roods he undertook the government himfelf, and all took the 
oath of allegiance to him, mod officers of State were changed fora while, he 
rode in date to the Parliament * fhortly after the Bifhops of S. Andrews and 
Aberdene for difliking this change are tmprifoned, who to be revenged, curfe 
70 all within their jurifdi&ion with bell, book and candle, but all are reconciled 
again within a moneth * Archibald Douglajfe who Was banifhed into France , 
returns home through Fngldnd , and is kindly ufedby king Henry > purpofely to 
erode the Regent * Lenox and Argile who were out of publike employment, 
are glad of his comming* but the Queen whofe affe&ions were alienated from 
him, an dArran^ which two ruled all, were much troubled at it, fowas alfo 
Hamilton who feared his greatnefs, thefe with the King kept thcmfelves in 
HdmW^-Cadle* but the adverfe fiwdion of Lords chofe DonglaJJe * Lenox and 
Argile, prote&ors of the King and kingdomc, thefe prefehtly feifeupon Ster - 
//w£,and thence without oppofition enter Edinburgh , the Cadle being unpro- 
30 vided then for a fiege is yeelded up to them, out of which all are difmiflcd ex¬ 
cept the king * thefe Triumviri were to rule four months by turn, but this 
government laded not long 3 for under the Douglajfes fuch corruptions and 
diforders crept both into the Church and State, that the other two fell off,and 
the king grew weary. - r 

Whilfl Douglajfe waited on the king into Tetoiot ? there to fupprcflc the 
Bandito's or high-way men/ who having fummoned the chief of each family 
injoyned them to find out and apprehend thefe robbers, which they did ac¬ 
cordingly, and many of them were put to death: I fay, at this time p plot was 
laid by Lenox and the other Stewarts to get away the king from the Douglajfes , 

40 which becaufe they could not effettby fecret plots, they refolved by open 
hodility to get him away, therefore on afudden news are brought that the 
Stewarts were in Arms, the Douglajfes with their friends in a great tumult flic J - 2 ' g. 
alfo to their Arms, a hot skirrnifh followed in which the Stewarts were wor¬ 
ded, the king all the while flood as a fpe&ator : after this the DongUffes to 
flrengthen their fa&ion, procured the Hamiltons (who had been a great while 
kept from the Court) to enter into league with them* the Stewarts bnthc 
other fide,’got divers Lords and Bifhops to joyn with them, and in the kings' 
name to call a Parliament at Sterling , and to fet upon the Hamiltonian forces; 
before they joyned with the Douglaifes* Lenox with his party being too haflyy 
50 fell upon the Hamiltonians having the advantage of the ground, by whom 
they are defeated, and Lenox to the kings great grief was flaifi* the Douglaffi- 
ans were hading with their forces, and the king from Edinburgh * but the king 
faining himfclTto be ill-difpofed, came fo flovvly; that George Douglajfe fuC 
petting he did this purpofely to retard them from joyning with' HamiUon^xold 
him. Sir, rather then the enemy fnall take you from us, we will cut you in two 
peeces, and referve the one half for our felvesr thfs fpeech made fodeep an? 
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jiti.Chrijii . impreffion on the young king, that he could never after be reconciled to 
him, though he was to others. 

The work being done before the Dottglajftans came, inquifition by them is 
madeofehofe prime men that took up arms againft the king, among the reft 
the Earl of Cajjels is fummoned to appeare, his kinfman Kennedy appeared for 
him, (hewing that the Earle fought not againft, but for the king, and by his 
command, ,tnd with that he produced the Kings letters, James Hamilton the 
Baftard was To mad at Kennedy , that not long after he caufcd him to be mur- 
thered: DouglaJ/e takes the murthered Earls fon. in to his protection, and be- 
ftoweshis daughter on him } he alfo plunders Archbifhop Betons Caftle, for 10 
his complying with Lenox . Beton , that he might not fall into DougUJJe his 
hands, was glad to hide himfclf, and fo was the Queen, who both feared and 
hated her husband. Shortly after,one of jf antes Stewarts Grooms, being grieved 
for the death of his mafter, dabs Hamilton the Baftard in fixefcvcral places of 
his body, in revenge of his mafters death: This fellow, though pinched all 
over with burning irons, (hewed no manner of griefeither in word or gefture. 
Not long after this, the King in the night-time, accompanied with a few horfe, 
made an efcape out of Falkland ,and came to Sterling , where being now out of 
the power of the Donglajfcsjac fends for the Lords,who counfel him to remove 
the Douglajjians from all government, and that neither they, nor any of their 20 
friends, kindred or fervants come within twelve miles of the Court upon pain 
of death : t h is kept off the Earl and his brother George from comming } aPar- 
1 iament is called at Edinburgh , out of which the Douglafiian faftion removes, , 
when they heard the King was coming with an Army: the Earle of Angus is 
ordered to be bani(bed beyond the Spey, his brother George and Archibald his 
uncle are to be imprifoned in Edwburgh-caftle } but they refufed to obey this 
Order, therefore they are fummoned to appear in Parliament, in the interim 
the Chancel lorfh ip and Treafurerfhip are taken from them: but when the 
King was gone, they thought by the aid of their friends to take pofleffion of 
Edinburgh' and to hinder the meeting of the Parliament } but the City was fo 
well guarded, they could do no good 5 upon this, Douglajjc goeth to his Caftle 
of TantaJlon , fourteen miles fre m the town. 

In this Parliament the DoitglaJJes are proferibed, and their eftates confif- 
cated } whereupon they flic out into open hoftolity, and let loofe the rejns.to 
all high-way-men, fo that much mifehief and robberies are committed. The 
king befiegeth Tan tal/on-ca{[\e,but could do no good on it: 4rgilc\$ imployed 
by the king to fupprefle the Bnnditos: the DoitglaJJes being forfaken by the 
Hamiltonsj flie into England . King Henry of England preparing to make war 
againft Charles the Emperor, fends to make a peace with Scotland, and to have 
the DoitglaJJes reftored: king James would not heare any thing of reftoring40 
Douglajjc, and fo the peace could not be concluded, only a truce is made for 
five years , in the mean while lantaUon-ca&\z is delivered by DonglaJJe to the 
king. The next year, the king makes James Earl of Murrey Viceroy, whom 
he fends to the borders to meet the Earl of Northumberland , concerning the 
peace, and reparation for wrongs, but nothing was concluded : The king 
(ends the Earl Bothwcll and fomc other Lords into Edinburgh- caftle , upon in¬ 
formation given, that they were underhand railing war againft England } then 
he goeth in pci foil with eight thoufand men to fupprefle the rebellious bor¬ 
derers, whofe Chief Maxwell with divers others he caufed to be apprehended, 
and hanged, at which the Englifh were glad, for he had done them much $0 
mifehief: (hortly after this, the king relcafeth the imprifoned Lords out of 
the Caftle. . , 

1531. About this time,one John Sect a mean man in Edinburgh, grew famous with 
Fading} for when hepleafed, he could abftain thirty, or forty, or fifty dayes 
together without meat or drink: Experiments of this he gave both to king 
lames in Scotland, to the Pope at Rome, to the Venetians so the Englijb in London, 

where 
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where he was imprifoned for preaching at JWx-Croflc againft king Hettry's An.ChriJiu 
divorce, and falling off from the Church of Rome : when he was asked by 
what means he farted fo, he ftill anfwcred, By the help of the Virgin Mary. 

The Duke of Albany obtained of the Pope, that the Clergy fhould out of their 
revenues allow an yearly falary for Judges to end controverfics baween man 
and man about bargains or pecuniary matters : Dunbar Bifhop of Aberdene in 1 5 3 -• 
this point appeals to the Pope, &nd then at Edinburgh was fetup'the Co! ledge 
ofjuftice: the king topleafe the Pope, makes ftrift inquifition againrt the 
Lutherans, in recompenceof which, the Pope bertows on him all the Tithed 
io for three years. This year the Englifh having entred into a league with France 
againrt Cajar , are willing to pick a quarrel u ith Scotland, therefor^upon fomet ‘ J 
fmall pretences they invade the Scots borders, and did at firft much harm, till 
they were beat out, and then they were contented by mediation of the 
French to imbrace a peace* David Beton is fent into trance to complain that 
the old league with Scotland™* neglefted} an Ambaflador is fent from France 
to compofe the differences between the Scots and Englifh $ C<ejar fends, ah 1534^ 
Ambaflador from Toledo by the way of Ireland into Scotland, to draw the Scots 
into a league with him againrt England and France , complaining of the 
wrongs done to his Aunt Katherine by King Henry ^ then a match is propofed 
20 either with Mary of Hungary , or Mary of Portugal, or Mary of England $ but 
King Janes inclined rather to the king of Denmark^ daughter by Jfabel 
After to Charles Cfifar. About this fome time was required for deiibe- 
ration. ^ " ’!• : 

Things being fetled at home, the King refolvcs to fail about Scotland , for 
reducingthe Iflanders to obedience* firft he failstothe Orcades , which he 
fetletb, and putsgarrifons both in the Kings and in the Bifhops Caftles $ then 
he fettles the other Iflands, and fertds away their chief diftuibcrs to Edinburgh 
and pumbar- Caftles $ the Lutherans are feverely enquired after ? and feme 
burnt : the Earl of Murry , andtheBifhop of Aberdene , are fetitinfo France 
« 0 about a wife for the king, to whom king Henry of England fends by one of his 
^ Bifhops a book containing the Articles of the Reformed Religion, which 
king Jantes upon perfwauon of his Clergy rejefted as heretical : then king; 

Henry fends to defire king James to give him a meeting about fetling of both 
kingdomesinone, which was by marrying king Henries daughter, whereby 
king James after king Henries death fhould be hei re of both, inaflurance of 
which, king Henry proffers to make him Duke of Torke , and his Deputy or 
Viceroy of England : king James intended to give king Henry a meeting, but 
was at laft diflwaded from it by th cHamiltons, who being next heirs to the 
Crown, would not have the king marry at all; by the Bifhops alfo,who preten¬ 
ce ded that king Henry meant to have the Religion of Scotland altered $ they at- 
leadged the danger that might befall the king if he fhould truft his perfon in 
Fngland, whereas king James the firft, Malcolme the firft, and his brother W'tl- 
liam kings of Scotland, were drawn into England upon great promifes, and 
then forced to afient and aft fuch things a$ flood not With the honour and 
fafety of their kingdome. , , 

With thefe realons, and with promifes of gfeat fums of money, king James 
bis minde was changed, and fo king Henry was abgred, which occnfioned new 
quarrels. King James being impatient of cadibatc, and finding that HisAm- 
balTadors in France trifled aWay their time; refolves to go thither in perfon, 

50 but without the knowledge or his Lords 5 the firft time he ftt to fea he was 
fbicred back by (forms, the next time he landed in Deep being accompanied 
with many or his Lords, who fuddenly comming to Paris before king Francis 
knew of his arrival, was moft courteoufly entertained, and a match prefently 
concluded between him and Magdalen the French kings daughter5 after 1 537 * 
much joy and folemnity they both failed into Scotland, but not long after fhe 
fell into an heftick feaver and died,to the great grief of all except the Priefte, 

who 
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An.ChriJli. who feared flic would incline the Ring to Proteftanifme, for fhe had been bred 
by her Aunt the Queen of Navar } after her death, Amballadors arefent to 
marry Mary of the houfe of Gt/ife , and widow to the Duke of Longc*hl: 
Bothwel for fufpc&ed treafon is banilhed out of Scotland \ England and t rance : 
the Lord Forbes is beheaded, being accufed by one Straughen of treafon, and 
perfected by Huntlies fattion : the Earl of Angus his filler was burned for 
confpiring with fome others to poyfon the king} her husband thinking by a 
rope to efcape out of Edinburgh- Caftle, fell and fo bruifed himfelf that he died 
prefently} the next year Mary of Guile is with great foleinnity married at St. 
Andrews by the Archbilhop to King fames. Many Protcftants that year fufle- 10 
1539. red either death or bnnilhment : George 'Buchanan cfcaped out of prifon : 

The Queen this year was brought to bed of a fon, and the next year of an¬ 
other.. Ring Henry fends again to have King fames give him a meeting at Torkc, 
which he refufed upon the difiwafions of his Clergy. Janies Hamilton for 
treafon is beheaded , and his limbs fet up in four fcvcral places of Edinburgh^ 
not long after, the King dreamed that this Hamiltons ghoft appeared to him in 
a ghaftly manner, brandilhing his fword againft him, with which he cut off 
his right hand, and theft his left} the king being awakened, and thinking 
much of the meaning of this dream, news is brought him that both his 
Tons were dead about the fame time, the one at St. Andrews , and the other at 20 
Sterling. 

Not long after this, the two kings quarrel, the borderers are wafted on 
both (ides} atlaft Armies arc raifed, the Scots Army mutined btcaufe the 
king had by his letters named one Oliver Sinclar for their General, and fo in a 
confufed manner were marching home, which the Englilh perceiving, they 
let upon them with their whole Army, and routed them} the news of this 
overthrow fo vexed the king, that (hortly after he fickned and died, having 
left one daughter heir to the Crown five dayes old, lie was entombed in the 
Abbey-Church of Holy-Hoods , near his fitft wife Magdalen. Thelollc of the 
Army, and the kings fudden death, put the Scots into a great deal of anxiety} 
the Havnltons were now in hope to obtain thcCrown,at leaft during the nonage 
of the chllde Mary : the Scots prifoners at London arc for two dayes Ihut up in 
the Tower, and ftonuhcncc being brought in folemnity through the ftreets 
to the king, were checked by the Chancellor for breaking the peace, and then 
were difperfed into fome private houfes} but when news came that king James 
was dead, having left one daughter, the prifoners arc fent for to the Court 
r 5 4 3. an d kindly ufed by the king, who having tried how they were inclined to a 
match between his fon and their young Queen, he fends them home into-Sotf- 
laud 0 the two DoughJJes return with them after fifteen years banilhment: The 
Cardinal of St. Andrews got himfclfto be made Viceroy before they came,but 
as foon as they were come he was thruft out, and James Hamilton Earl of Arran 
is named Viceroy. 

The next March a Parliament was called, whither Sir tLtlph Sadler is fent 
Ambafiador from king Henry to conclude a peace, and to make up the match, 
his propofal was much oppofed by the Queen, Cardinal and Clergy} the Car^ 
dinal is confined, and great hopes appear of a full union, fo that the Mer¬ 
chants begin again to traffique freely} but the Cardinal (being fet at liberty) 
with his Clergy and the Queen, ftrive what they can to hinder any union with 
England, therefore they caufe affronts to be put upon theEngiifb Ambafl'ador, 
and wit hall the hoftages which were promifed upon the fating of the Scots 50 
Lords free in England , were denied, for they feared this union would be pre¬ 
judicial to France^, and that it would bring in with it an alteration in Religion: 

Sir Ralph complains of the affronts, to whom the Pvegent promifeth repara¬ 
tion, but (hews it was not in his power to deliver aiiy hoftages : the Earl of 
Cajjjls' alone profefled openly, that he would return to England , and there re¬ 
main a perpetual prifoncr, rather then his two brothers which were his 

hoftages 
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hoftagesfbould differ for him, and fo he went (height to London } the Ring AtuCbriflk 
highly commending his refolution, fets both his brothers at liberty,and fends 
him alfo back again with fome rich prefents. Mean while Ring Henry ftayes 
all the Scots (hips that were within his harbours, threatning war and de^- 
ftru&ion againft thofe who had broke the peace, and violated the Laws of 
Nations: but the Queen and Cardinals faftion fends to the French king, that 
he fliould now or never hinder the Scots union with England, and to that pur- 
pofe (hould fend home Matthew Stewart Earl of Lenox , who was the Hamiltons 
great enemy,to fupprefle them and their claim which they laid to the Crown, 

I0 he being next heir by Ring 'James his laft Will} they promife alfo to marry 
him to the widow Qu^en, and to make him heire to lames Hamilton lately* 
dead,for the Regent was a baftard} befidesthe French king promifed his ai- 
fiftance to Lenox, if he would go home. 

The young credulous Earle upon thefe great proffers and promifes gocth 
for Scotland, where having faluted the Regent, he repairs to the Cardinal, to 
whom he fhews the caufes of this his journey, his friends to the number of 
four thoufand accompany him to the Queen : Hamilton to avoid blood, pro- 
pofeth fome Articles for peace, to wit, that the Queen fliould be tranfpoitcd 
into Sterling , and that me ibould be educated byfourof the Nobility which 
20 were of neither fa&ion} hereupon (he was crowned at Sterling : the Regent 
finding himfclf too weak for the other ft&ion , in the Gray-Friars at Stirling 
in the prefence of the Queen-mother, and chief Lords of the Court, recant 
ted his opinion concerning the controverted points of Religion, and totally 
fubmitted himfclf to the Cardinal, who was Regent in effed, the other onely 
in name} thus the Queen-mother and Cardinal having got the Regent to be 
at their beck, drive underhand to get Lenox out of the way, by writing to the 
French king, and defiring him to call back Lenox again, for he had done what 
they defired in diminifliing the Regents power, but they were afraid led his 
greatnefle may caufe fome fa&ion, in the interim the Queen-mother bare him 
50 in hand that fhe would marry him,and entertained him at Court with feafting^ 
masking and dancing} the Earl of Bothwel whom Ring James the 5. banifhecl, 
is now returned, and was a great fcrvant alfo to the Queen-mother, which 
bred emulation in Lenox , yetheatladgot Bothwel to for fake the Court} but 
when he perceived that the Queen and Cardinal did put him off with longj 
delayes, and that they went about to delude him,he grew angry, and with in¬ 
tent of revenge went to Dumbritton, where he rcceiveth from the French 
king a great fummeof money which he was to employ by the advice of the 
Queen and Cardinal, but he didributed a great part of this money among his 
friend?, and fome he font to the Queen} the Cardinal finding that no ttiarc 
thereof came to him, in anger complies with the Regent, and wifheth him to 
fend fpeedily an Army to Glafcow which might unawares feife upon Lenox and 
the money alfo} but Lenox underdanding of this plot, raifcth prefcntly feven 
thoufand Volunticrs, and with them he marcheth to Leith , and fends to the 
Cardinal that he was come to prevent his journey to Glafcow , and withall to 
fight his forces, the Cardinal puts him off from day to day with promifes of a 
fight, but when Lenox fawthathelod time, that his Voluntiers were be¬ 
ginning to hold correfpondence with the Enemy, and that he was not pro¬ 
vided to make a fiege, makes his peace with the Regent. 

Shortly after Lenox underftanding that a plot was laid againft him, he re- 
50 tired to Glafcow , where he fortifies and vi&uals the Bilhops Caftle} thence he 
gocth 10 Dumbrit ton. where he underftands that the Douglafes and Hamiltons 
were reconciled, and that Ring Francis affettion was alienated from him upon 
the calumnies of his enemies} in the interim the Earl of Angus, and Robert 
JUaxwel came to Glafcow, to take up the differences between the Regent and 
Lcnox^ mean while Ring Henry of England fends his fleet which was intended 
for France, againft Leith and Edinburgh , which had flighted his proffers, and 
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AnXbrifti. affronted his Ambaflador * ten thoufand men being landed they quickly teife 

on t he Town, mod of the Merchants being gone elfewhere * here they ftayed 
three dayes till their Artillery was landed, with which they battered tne walls 
of Edinburgh which they took and plundered, and having fetfireon fome 
houfes, they marched up and down that Country, wafting divers Gentlemens 
houfes and villages* and fo having done what fpoil they could, return to their 
fhips * Lenox in the mean time fends a niefl'engcr with letters to King Francis- 
clearing his own innocencie, and accufing his enemies of falfe calumnies 
againft nim 5 but the King was fo prepoflHled by the Qiiecn-morher, and the 
Guijran faCtion, that he would not admit the meflenger into his pretence* IO 
Lenox being much perplexed that he was thus abuted by the Queen and Car¬ 
dinal, and flighted by the French king, who had employed him on a defperate 
fervice, and then forfook him, underftanding alfo that the Regent was come 
into Glafcow with an Army, and after ten dayes fiege had taken the Caftle,re- 
folves now to comply witli the King of England * and having received fome 
encouragements thereto, intends firft to be revenged on the Hamdtons y there¬ 
fore with eight hundred Townfmen of Glafcow and others, he encounters 
the Hamilton forces which were far more numerous * in the firft encounter he 
beat off the enemy from their Ordnance, but frefti fupplics commingtothe 
Hamiltons got them that viftory, about three hundred were killed on both 20 
fidcs: Glafcow is plundered, and Lenox having left the Caftle of Dumbritton to 
George Sterling^ fet fails for England, where he is honourably received and en¬ 
tertained by the King who marrieth him to Margaret Douglajje , King garner 
the fifths filler, and daughter to King Henries After. 


Chap. XXX. 

A continuation of the Scottifh HiJlorjt under the two Regents , Hamilton and 
the Queen-mother, from 1544. till 1560. 

T HE Huniltons being glad to be rid of fo potent an enemy as Lenox , 
call a Parliament, in which he and his friends are condemned, and their 
whole eftates confifeated* wh'iteft Scotland is thusjpeftred with home¬ 
bred feditions, the Englifh invade it with an Army, to refift which,the Queen- 
mother with the Cardinal and Regent, raifebetween eight and nine thoufand 
men, but the Regent out of cowardife fled with a few to Dumbar , the Army 
upon his fudden departure began to disband : Archibald Douglajje Earl of 
Angus, with fome few of his friends, brought back the Artillery to Dumbar y 
even in the fight of the enemy, w herein hethewed great refolution and bold- 
ticfl'c} the Englifh mean while waftes all the Country to the Forth , and fo re- 40 
turn home ; 7 horn as Howard the Duke of Ncrforl 4 , with fome others, beg from 
King Henry in recompence of their good fervice in Scotland , all fuch lands 
there as cither they had, or fhould fubdue, and with all a fufficicnt Army, till 
the work were done* this wasafiented to, fo they return with three thou- 
fmd mercenaries, befidcs the borderers who were voluntaries, and warred on 
their ow n charges: the Earl of Angus whi feeftatc lay moft about the borders 
repairs to the Regent, (hewing him the danger the kingdome was in, and re¬ 
proved him for fuffering himtelf to be led by the Cardinal and his Clergy, for 
which he had loft the hearts of the Nobility* hereupon fummons are tent 
abroad to invite the Lords to a meeting, that an Army might be railed, they 50 
two in the interim with three hundred horfexide towards the Englifh quar¬ 
ters * feme of the borderers joyn their forces with the Regent, to whom came 
a fupply of three hundred out of Fife , and fome more forces under Walter Scoty 
thefe encounter with thcEngliJh who had both the fun and w’ind againft them, 
fothat being blinded with the fun now in the Weft, and the gun-powder- 
fmoak, they were pretently difranked and confounded, and fo fuddcnly flung 
*■ down 
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down their arms and ran n way 5 theSn?// purfued with great eagernefle and An.chrifli. 
lhadea great Daughter, oftheSatf/two onely were (lain, of the Englifha- 
bout two hundred, and a thoufand taken prifoners, eight hundred of which 
were Gentlemen. 

About this time, the Gonrdons under George Earl of Huntly , or rather the Kr- 
ginaldi'ns by his inftigation, fought a battel with the F raferr , in which the 
whole family of the Frajcrs were killed, fothat it had been utterly extin#, 
but that there were 8oof their wives left big with with childe, all which were 
brought to bed of fons, who lived till they all came to mens eftate. Five hun- 
IC dred horfe and three thoufand foot are fent out of France into Scotland, to re¬ 
tard the Englifh from invading France $ an AmbaiTadour alfo is fent to enquire 
into crimes obje&ed again# Lenoxr, that he fupprefled much of the French me- 
ney, that he fpoiled the publique enufe by falling out with the Cardinal, and 
of his going into England? he had alfo order to leavy an army in Scotland, 
whereupon fifteen thotifrnd make their rendezvous at Haddington, whence 
they march into England^ wafting for fix miles together all with fire and 
(word. So having fpent ten dayes in plundering, they return laden with fpoik 
Mongomcry the trench Ambafladour enquires and finaes that the Cardinal had 
wrongfully accufed Lenox ; arid forced him to flie into England 3 Then the Re- 
23 gent and Cardinal undertook a progrefle into Verth, Dundee, and other towns,* 
topunifhand fupprcficthe Proteftants, they take away the Provoftfhip of 
rertb from the lOrjens, in whofe family it nad continued many yeats, arid 
put one upon them , whom they would not admit, which caufed great 
troubles and tumults in the town„ fo that fixty men were flain, and many in

the confufedprefle of the people refilling their new Provoft and hi 
were trod to death. After this the Cardinal conveys the Regent to St . Andrew^ 


where having fumptuoufly entertained him for three weeks, he goeth to the , / , , 

National Synod then helaat Edinburg , where George Sephocard aMinifteris VvlJM*'™"'- 
accufed of Herefie* him they fetch away with a troop of horfe from John Cocke 
burns houfe where he was entertained, then he was carried to St .Andrews^ 

* where he was condemned by the Cardinal and his Clergie to be burned as an 
Heretick, for the Regent refufed to meddle with him : the Cardinal in great 
ftate with divers church-men fate in his window over again# the place otExc- 
cution : George , as the rope was about his neck, and the fire reaay to be kin¬ 
dled, told the Cardinal, that ere long, for all his great ftate, heftiouldbe laid 
as low as he ^ fo he was ftrangled, and his body burned toafhes: This feveri- 


ty procured much obloquie and hatred from the people and Nobility on the 
Cardinal, who to make his party the ftronger. marrieth his eldcft daughter to 


the Earl of Crafords fon. 

40 Mean while, the Cardinal \inderftanding that there was a great fleet from 
* Fngland comming to infelt the coaft of Fife , he fends to all the Nobility and 
Gentry of that country to meet him on luch a day, to confult about fortify¬ 
ing of that coaft. About that time the Earl of Rot hue fon , by the afliftancc of 
fifteen more that were of the plot, entred one day betimes in the morning in¬ 
to the Cardinals Caftle at Saint Andrews, the gate being opened to let in 
the work-men who were then repairing and fortifying of the placed thefe 
confpirators break into his bed-Chamber • and with many wounds they 
ftab him to death: then upon a tumult in the Town, his dead body is ex- 
pofed to publique view in the fame place where he beheld the Minifters 
50 execution $ the murtherers are fummoned to Edinburgh , who ftand upon 
their own guard in the Caftle, andrefiife to corner whereupon thfy are pro- 
feribed : The Regent by the Quefcn and Clergies inftigation takes arms, and 
layeth fiege to the Caftle almo#4 months, till the winter forced them to'raife 
the fiege and depart, but they in the Caftle being rid of their enemies ,• waftc 
all the Country about with fire and fword, arid gave themfelves to aflli- 
centioufneflc,- notwithftanding John Kjjox preached damnation to them; 
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An.chrif}/. The Englifti again invade the borders, and new levies are raifed to refift them, 
about which time a French fleet in which were 21 gall ies arrived* the French 
and Scots joyn their forces, and fuddcnly bcfiege the Cardinals caftle, which 
they batter with their bralfe-ordnance from the towers of the two next 
Churches, fo that at laft the befieged were forced to yield, being promifed 
their lives * in this caftle was found the Cardinalstrcafure, with much provi- 
fion, fiirnitureand houfholdftuffe, befidesmuch wealth hid there for fccurity 
by the Citizens 5 the caftle by command is pull’d down to the ground. 

About this time news came, that the King of England was preparing both 
by fea and land to invade Scotland 3 and to force the Scots to make good their 10 
promifc about the marriage of their young Queen with king Henries fonne. 
The Regent raifeth what torces he can to oppofe the common enemy 5 fome 
skirmifties there were, and divers both Englifti and Scots killed: at laft the 
Englifti perceiving the Scots army to increafe daily, they fend letters to the 
Regent and the Lords, defiring tnem to confider how unnatural this war was 
between Chriftians and neighbours, how happily and quickly it might be 
compofed, if they would ftand to their promife and league about the match, 
which would be fo advantagious to them * how impoflible it was to find a huf- 
band fo fit for their Queen, as one born of fo great a Prince, in the fame Ifland, 
of the fame language, fonccr in blood, and of fuch excellent endowments, 20 
befides what unhappinefte will accrue in matching with a (hunger : therefore 
if the Scots will confent to this match, they (hall have the education of their 
young Queen till (he be marriageable, and the Englifh will forthwith return 
home with their Army, promising to make fatisfattion for any hurt done on 
the Scots fide, conditionally they will not fuffer their Queen to be conveyed 
away to any other kingdom, nor fuffer the French to marry her. Thefe letters 
the Regent by advice of his Counfcllors fuppreffed, prefuming on an uncer¬ 
tain vittory, and giving out that the Englifh came purpofely to carry away 
their Qva.een.and to enllave the Nation : upon this they refolve to fight} Don - 
glafje Earl of^ Angus leads the Van, Gordon Earl of Huntley the Rear, the Regent 3 ® 
led the main body, the whole Army was about twenty thoufand: the Englifti 
being fcanted of provi(ions,were retreating 5 but feeing the Scots Van follow-* 
ing them fo eagerly, that they were a good way from the reft of their Army # 
they face about, and in the firft encounter are aifordered 5 but having again 
recol letted thcinfclves, at laft worffed the Scots Van, which the main body 
perceiving began to flic, which the Englifti horfc perceiving from the higher 
ground,purfutd,killed and took many of them * there fell ofthe Englifti horfe 
in the firft encounter about two hundred, of the Scots the number is not cer¬ 
tain, whofc Rear retreated homeward in fafety } all this while the Scots army 
futfered much harm by the Englifti fleet, which plaicd upon them with their 4 ° 
ordnance. 

This bat tel being fought, the Englifti wafte all the Country for fix miles to¬ 
gether , and take in certain Caftles: The Regent repairs to both the Queens 
at being fad for this difaftcr 5 but the Queen-mother was not much 

forry, though (he made (hew, becaufe (he aimed to difplace the Regent, and 
to get the government into her own hand: The young Queen is fecured in 
Dnwbrittou 7 vjh\\c[i the Lords confult about fctlingof thekingdome. AmbaP- 
fidours are alfofont toHcnryof France , for aide againft the common enemy, 
with hopes that the young Queen (hall be conveyed over into France , and 
married to the Dolphin > but the French aide came not fo foon as wasexpeft- 50 
cd: mean while the Englifti invade Galloway by the afliftance of Lennox , to 
whom a great part of that Country fubmitted 5 they wafte alfb the Country 
about Haddington : In the interim three thoufand German foot,two thoufand 
French,and one thoufand horfe, are fent from King Henry of France ; to thefe 
the Regent with eight thoufand Scots doe joyn, and bcfiege Haddington : A 
meeting is had of the Lords about tranfporting of the Queen * many were for 
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the union with England , cheifly thofe that defired a reformation of Religion^ AmChriJH. 
but theCatholicks, and all fuch as were bribed by the French, chiefly the Re- 
gent, who was promifed a yearly revenue of twelve thoufand Francks, befides 
aCaptainfhipover a hundred Curifiers 5 all thefe being the major part, vo¬ 
ted the Queen (hould be fent into ¥ranee : The fleet that waited for her at 
Lieth , failed about the coaft and took her in at Dumbritton f who after a ftor- 
my paflage arrived in Brit any , from whence (he is conveyed to the Court, 

Whilft the fiege continues at Haddington , the Scots lurprife HwsvoCaftle 
with fome other places from the Enghjb, James Stewart the Queens brother 
10 with fome forces in t ife^ fell upon twelve hundred Englifh lately landed, and 
drove them back again to their (hip$, with the lofl'e of fix hundred of them, 
partly (lain, and partly drowned, as they were haftening to their fleet 5 about 
one hundred were taken prifbners. Then the Englifh fleet refolves to feife 
upon the town of Afontroje in the night $ but the governour of the Town per¬ 
ceiving by the lights in their (hips where they were, placeth divers armed mexl 
in ambufti, who fell upon eight hundred of them as they were landing j and 
drove them back into the Sea, fo that fcarce the third part of them efcaped. 

The fiege atH addington continues (till: 1 homos Palmer with one thoufand 
foot and three hundred horfcfrom Barwick, < are fent to relieve the befieged, 

20 -but they were almoft all cut off by the Scots in ambufh * after thefe three hun¬ 
dred more arc fent with powder and (hot to relieve the befieged, for thefe 
the French lay in wait, but miffed them: Then news came that a great army 
was comming out of England to raife the fiege * whereupon the Scots army not 
willing to hazard all upon one battell, leave the fiege, and fend back the Ar¬ 
tillery to Edcnburgh 5 where the Provoft was killed with his fon and others by 
theF rench y becaufe he refifted them as they were entering the City, fearing 
left they (hould fall to plundering after their accuftomed manner. The French 
return again fuddenly to Haddington , where they killed the watch betimes in 
the morning, but as they were breaking open the gate, the Englifh arc a- 
30 waked, who difeharging the murthering piece before the gate, did fuch exe¬ 
cution upon theF rcnch^ that they ran away $ but not long after, they made 
incurfions upon England , and did much hurt there. .•, 

Not long after this, Dejfists theF rench (general is called home, upon the Re¬ 
gents letters complaining of his infolcnbics, and fedition raifea by him at 
Edenbnrgh : but by the way he retakes from the Englifh fo/£-Ifland, and puts 
moft ofthem to the fword. 1 ermius is fent into Scotland with fome more 
Fre«cAfupplies,whorcgainfomeCaftlesfromthe Englifh 5 and upon the de¬ 
parture or their Army into England ± fits down before Haddington , which at 1 $ 49 * 
faft, the Englifh garrifon for want of provifions were forced to quit, haying 
40 firft fet fire on fome houfes. Mean while, news is brought and proclaimed in 
Scotland of 2 Peace between France and England whereupon the French are 
(hipped away. Butin this fubfequent three veares of peace* many diforders, 
infolencics and oppreflions were committee by the Regent, and his brother 
the Archbifhop ot S. Andrewes , who was altogether ruled by his Concubine 5 
for which their government grew odious to the people: whereupon the 
Queen-mother makes a journey into France , for (he aimed at the government* 

Which (he hoped to obtain by the French affiftance: the French king willing 
to advance her without tumult, beftowes great petitions and offices oh the 
Regent and his fon,and on Huntly ^whofe fon had married the Regents daugh- 
50 ter, on others alfo that were of the Queens faft ion, who were implpyed to 
perfwade the Regent torefign his power to the Queen-mother 5 the Bifhop 
of Kn(fe an eloquent man did the Queen good fcrvice in this bufines, for which 
the French king rewards him with an Abby in France . The Queen-mother 
hoping now a way was made for heir greatnefle* returns hottie through Eng- 
* land , being accompanied with a French Ambaflador, who by their favourites 
perfwade the Regent to refign hisRegencic, fofull of troubles and care, and 
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AnXbrifii . which he could not keep long, by reafon the young Queen was almoft of age, 
and that the French king would recompencc him fufficiently* the Regent was 
contented to refign, conditionally that he might never be queftibned for the 
late kings goods which he had ufed. not for any aft he had done in his Re¬ 
gency, which was granted him, and withall the title of Duke of CaJieUtrot , 
rich prefents, and a yearly pennon of twelve thoufand Franks} it was alfo 
voted, that if the Queen clicd without ifl'ue, Ha/niltonQ\ou\d be declared next 
heir to the Crown } thefe Articles were fent to France , and there confirmed by 
the young Queen and her proteftors, to wit. King Ficnry'i. of France , the 
Duke of Guije , and his brother Charles the Cardinal} but the Regent repenting 10 
of his forwardnefs in promifing to refign, began to ufedelayes, untill he faw 
all the Lords fall off from him to the Queen-mother} then he refigns,conditio¬ 
nally that the Articles be ratified in Parliament, which was done accordingly* 

1 5 5 5 * the Scepter, Crown and Sword were delivered up folemnly by the Regent 
to the French Ambafiador, who received them in the name of the young 
Queer pud by her command delivered them to the Queen-mother,a thing not 
feenbeforc in Scotlandyhn a woman fhould govern that Kingdom^ but it was 
ordered that the Caftle of Edinburgh i hould not be committed to the French , 
left if the Queen (hould die childlefle, they would make it the place of their 
tyranny. . 20 

The Kingdome being fctled, Huntly is employed by the Queen-Regent to 
* fupprefs the hijgh-way-men, which he undertook, but performed not, where¬ 
fore he is imprifoned , and not releafed untill he had refigned his right to Mo- 
ravia , and his offices he enjoyed in the North, and then he was d ifmifled, and 
made a Privy-councilor 5 then the Queen-Regent makes a progrefs as far 
North as Innernefs , where (he caufed divers delinquents to be executed, and 
fent the Earle of Athol againft the Rebels, who brought with him their chief 
Commander Afndcrac with his whole family to the Queen, but (hortly after 
he made an efcape, and did more mifehief then before} foine of Cardinal 
Betons murtherersare advanced by the Queen 5 a new projeft is fet on foot by 30 
the French, for railing of monies to mnntain an Array of mercinaries, that 
each man (hould be rated according to his eftate, but this was wholly difliked 
and rejefted, as being both dangerous and needlefs} it was thought tnat Hnntly 
was the aurhor of this projeft, purpofely to bring the Queen-Regent in 
diflike with the people. 

j - - . The French king fends to the Regent of Scotland , that (he would according 
5 5 / 9 to the old league denounce war againft England , becaufe Queen Mary affifted 
her husband King rhilip againft the French} but the Lords would not confent 
to any war againft England at this time : then a plot was laid to build a Fort 
near Barwicky purpofely to induce the Englifti to quarrels, which fell out ac- 4 ° 
cordingly, fo tnat quarrel arofc, and war is denounced} but the Scots fallout 
with the French Ambafiador ofcllius, for taking upon him to rule the King- 
dome } at which both he and the Queen-Regent were offended, but know not 
how to hcl p it,except by haftning the marriage between the young Queen and 
the Dolphin,by which means the power of the Lords would be curbed : After 
divers excurfions, a great skirmlfti there was between the Duke of iW/0/4 
and Andrew Car , in which many were wounded and killed on both fidcs, and 
Citr taken prifoner: After this, a Parliament is held in Edinburgh , in which the 
French kings letters were read, defiring the Scots to fend away for con- 
fummatingof the marriage, and confirming of the old league, fome of their 50 
prime men} whereupon three Peers, twoBifhops, one Prior or Abbot p and 
twoProvofts were fent away, two (hips of that fleet were funk with ftormy 
weather, the Earl of Kothnfe , and Reed Bifiiop of Orkney faved themfelves in a 
Fillier-boat}when all theCommiffioners were come on fhore they haften to the 
Court} the Guifes who had now the command of all France , ufc all the celerity * 
they can to eonfummate the marriage} there were five brothers of them, the 
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cldeft was General of the French forces in France? the fecond of the Ligurian An.chrijif. 
forces} the third of their Army in Scotland*? the fourth commanded the Gallics 
at Marjicles } and the fifth who was Charles the Cardinal, had the difpofing of 
the whole treafure of France : after the nuptial folemnities were finilhed, the 
Chancellor of France defires the Scots Commiflioners that the Queens 
husband might be folemnly inftalled and created King of Scotland , and 
that it might be confirmed by Parliament, which motion was rejetted by 
them as unreafonable, and as no wayes contained within their CommifTion : 

Ihortly after four of the prime Commifiioners, with divers of their at- 
10 tendants died fuddcnly, not v\ ithout fufpition of poyfon 5 James the Queens 
brother recovered, but never perfettly, for he had mil after this an infirm 
ftomach. 

About this time the borders are infefted on both fidcs with mutual incur- 
fions, a fleet of Englifh wasfentto infeft the Scots coaft, which arriving in 
Orkney , landed many men to plunder and burn theBifhops feat, and Town of 
Ork/sey , but the (hips were fcattered and torn by (forms, and all that came on 
lhore were cut in pecces by the Iflandcrs: great troubles fell out in Sx. Andrews 
about the buming of one Milvins a revolted Prieft, whofe tombe was eretted 
and taken down again divers times, till at laft the {tones were quite carried 
20 away for other buildings: At Edinburgh on the feftival day of S. JZgid/us the 
Cities Patron, his ftatuc that fhould have been carried about in Proceffion, 
was ftoln out of the Church, and another little one being made, and carried 
about fo!emnly,was thrown down and trampled upon by the rude multitude, 
and all the Proceffion ornaments torn in pceces. Shortly after, Paul Me fan a 
Minifter, is fummoned to appear at Edinburgh , which he refiifed,being backed 
and fupported by Dundee? upon this divers prime men out of Fife and Angus , 
difoerfed themfclvcs through the kingdomc, exhorting the people to fbakc 
off the old Religion, and to fubferibe to the Reformation, and withall they 
fend to the Queen Regent, that the Divine-fervice might be ufed in the vulgar 
50 tongue, that the people might chufe their own Minifters, and have power to 
depofc them} this motion was rejetted by the Papal-Clergy with much indig¬ 
nation, but the Regent for quietnefs fake gave way that Divioe-fervice be 
faid in Scottifh, condit ionally that no M inifter be fuffered to preach at Leith 
and Edinburgh $ the Priefts notwithftanding ceafed not to perfecute the Mini¬ 
fters, and caufed fomeold Canons to be printed and fattened to the Church- 
doors, the copies of which, becaufe fold up and down for farthings apeece, 
therefore the people called the Roman religion, Tfse Fart king-faith. 

In the Parliament at Edinburgh the French Ambaflador, with his fattion, 
labour hard to have the Crown of Scotland fet upon the Dolphins head,which 
40 at laft after much debate was afl'entedto} the Earl of Argilc , with James the 
Queens brother, are appointed to Convey the Crown into France , but they 
fearing this would prove an enflaving of Scotland to France , put off the 
journey with long delayes 5 in the interim Queen Maty of Englandd ieth, and 
Mary of Scotland chimexh that Crown, Therefore aflumes the Title and Arms 
of Fnghnd , which her husband likewifedid: the Queen Regent alfo began 
to carry hcrfelf more imperioufly then before, petitions Were preferred to her 
in behalf of the Proteftants, which ftie rejetted} whereupon threatning 
fpccches arc given out of fhaking off her government. The Town of rerth 
publickly receives the Proteftant Religion, for which (he threatens Raven the 
50 Provoft} then (he fends to Hal/burton Provoft of Dundee , to apprehend Mcfan , 
and fend him to her, but he conveycs him away out of danger} (lie commands 
that the next Eafter (hould be kept after the Roman manner, but this her 
command was generally (lighted} wherefore in a rage (hee fummons to 
Sterling all the Minifters of Scotland , who at the day appointed came 
With multitudes of their own fide to guard them, fo that the Regent 
Was afraid, and difmifled them without r.fting any thing againft them^ 
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Jtt.CbriftL fave only that (he profcribcd fuch as had not appeared there, as contumacious. 

At this time Knox is Preacher at Perth, who with his knocking tongue 
beat down the quires and chancels of Cathedrals, with the religious houfes, 
beginning firft at Perth, where the mad multitude in a few dayes deftroy the 
the buildings of the Francifcans, Dominicans, and Carthusians ; The like fury 
wasfeenin Caper of Fife, and afterward like a Gangrene it crept intoother 
places. This fo highly inccnfed the Regent, that being aflifted by the Earls of 
Argilc and At hoi, with the French , (he fuddenly raifed an Army againft Perth : 
The Lords of the Reformation with feven thoufand repair thither to defend 
the Town} but by the mediation of friends, a peace is made without fheding 10 
of blood, and the Regent upon the disbanding of her Army is permitted to 
enter and (lay in the Town with her ordinary attendance during plcafure, 
but the French are not permitted to come within three miles of the place: 

But after the Regent had been there three dayes, fhe banitheth divers of the 
Townfmen, and divers of them fhe plunders, and changeth all the officers of 
the Town, and then having left a garrifon of Scots there, (he gocth to Sterlin . 
This much incenfed the people againft her 5 wherefore they afl'emble in great 
numbers, being countenanced by fome Lords 9 and fell upon S. Andrews and 
other Towns, fpoiling all the Rel igious houfes 9 fo that the Archbifhop with 
his guard were forced to flie: whereupon the Regent in a rage commands all 20 
the French and Scots of her fide to be in arms at the founding of the trumpet, 
about three thoufand Scots and French repaire to her, but the number of her 
enemies was far greater 5 wherefore (he fends to make peace with them,which 
they refufe, becaufe fhe did not u(e to keep promife with hereticks, and they 
knew alfo that the laboured to gain time, whereby (he might have forraign 
aid ; yet fome hopes appeared, iffhe would difmifle her garrifon at rerth, and 
fuffer the Town to enjoy her old liberties, which (he refufed todo^ where¬ 
fore the Proteftant army from Cupcr befiegeth Perth, which fhortly after is 
furrendred to them,and Raven is icftorcd to his Provoftlhips then they march 
to the town of Scone , which they burn, for murthcring a Proteftant againft 33 
their promife; after this they feife upon er/z^underftanding that the Regent 
was fending thither a French garrifon, and there they pull down the Mona- 
ftery, thence they march towards Edinburgh 6 which put fuch a terror in the 
French and Scots Catholikcs, that they flie to Dunbar $ the Proteftant Lords 
in the interim fet up preaching Minifters every where. 

15 5 9 * Mean while news came of the death of king Henry of France, which made 
the Scat/fecure, and the Queen doubtful left (he and her French (hould be 
expelled the kingdome: but hearing that moil of the Scots army was dif- 
banded, (lie hafteneth with her forces to Edinburgh , where being met with 
Duke Hamilton , and Donglajfe Earle of Morton, they obtain a truce for fome 4 ° 
moneths, in which it was agreed. That uo man (hould be forced againft his 
confcicnce to any ceremonies, That Priefts (hould not be debarred of their 
Tythes and other duties, That no garrifon fliouki be left in Edinburgh, That 
no religious houfes be demoliihed or converted to other ufes, That the Mint 
and Palace with all the Royal furniture be reftored to the Regent. Thefe 
things being agreed upon, the Regent caufeth ftrange reports to be fpread 
abroad, that the Scots Proteftants made religion a pretence of their rebellion, 
and that Jantes the late Kings baftard ftrove by undermining the lawful heire 
to ufurp the Crown : letters alfo are lent to him from king Francis and jgueen 
Mary, complaining of his ingratitude and defe&ion, to which heanfwers by 50 
pleading for his own innocencie and confcience. In the mean time a thoufand 
F rench mercenaries land in Lieth ; the Earl of Arran alfo fled out of France and 
came home, being threatned with death bv the Guifes for promoting the Pro- 
teftant'eaufe in France > He perfwades his father James Hamilt $>/,lately Regent 
of Scotland, to joyn with the Proteftant party, who now were preparing to 
befiege the French in Lieth,to whofc relief thcFrcnch king fends two thouiand 
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men 5 the Bifliop of Aniens alfo with three Sorbon Do&ors are lent to difpute /tn.Chriflh 
if need were } the Regent upon their commingwas fo lifted up, that fhe ~ 
vowed to be revenged on the Kings and Churches euemies, therefore divers 
of the Lords are fummoned to appear, who refufe to come, bccaufe they faw 
the Regent and the French were bent to enllavc the kingdome, by fortifying 
Leith , and filling it with garrifons of ftrangers} to thefeflic fends a Hcrauld of 
Arms, (hewing that her whole aitn was to man tain the ancient Religion, and 
to keep the kingdome in quictnefs, not for her felf, but for her daughter that 
was the foie lawful heir* therefore fhe commands them to lay down Arms,and 
10 appear to their fuinmons, orelfcthcy muft be proclaimed Rebels : the Lords 
return this nnfwc*r,That by reafon the Regent aimed wholly at the deftruftion 
of the kingdome and Proteftant Religion, therefore they forbid her to eic- 
ercife her power any more, but to depart from Leith with the Ambafiador, 

Sorbons and garrifon, or elfe they muft force her, which they are loth to do, 
by reafon of the league between Scotland and trance , and the nearnefs of 
blood between her and their Queen. 

Prcfcntly upon this it is ordered,that the Queen-Regents power and autho¬ 
rity was void, that the Embaflie from her daughter and foil-in-law was of no 
validity, and withall an Hcrauld is fent to Leith to command all the Scots there 
20 to depart within four and twenty hmirs, after this fome light skirmiftics there 
were} in the interim the Regent by fair promifes inticcth divers of the Lords 
to her fide, and for want of pay the Protefiant fouldiers mutiny, which 
much advanced the Regents caufe, who had fecret intelligenceot nil their 
confutations} befidcsthe Duke of Cajicllcrot was fearful and wavering to 
help thefe evils, chiefly to content the fouldiers, they fend into England. To 
borrow a fum of money, for they could not fupply fo great a fum of them- 
felves, nor could they coin their plate, becaufc they had not the command of 
the Mint} but Cockburn who was fent to bring money out of England^ is ap¬ 
prehended by Bothwcl , and brought to the Regent with his money $ the Earl 
30 of Arran and James Stewart thought to have refeued Cockburn , but were pre¬ 
vented by Bothwei The Provoft of Dundee , with his Trained-bands of foot, 
and fome mcrcinarics, as they were marching towards Leith , were driven back 
by the French horfc in great diforder} fo that many who feemed to be Pro- 
teftantSjflide back again to Popery} Arran and Stewart , with fome forces brake 
out of Edinburgh upon the French very raflily, by whom they were de¬ 
feated, and forced to forfakc the City, which they did in the night-time, 
and the next day came to Sterling # where Knox encouraged them to per- 
feverance. 

The Protelhnts perceiving the French fide increafc daily, refolvetofend 
4c to the Queen of England for aid, fhewing her the danger that might redound 
to England, if the French fnould have the command of Scotland : hereupon 
fuppliesarcpromifed} meanwhile fome part of the Proteftant forces flay at 
Chfcow % and the reft march into Fife*, the French before the Englifh came fall 
upbn thofe in Fife , plundering ana wafting all the Proteftant Towns, houfes 
& villages in their way. The Proteftant forces afiemble at the Town of Difert > 
and for twenty dayes together have light ski rmifhes with the French, and 
lying in ambufh apprehended about a hundred Savoyans, half of which they 
killed with their Captain, the remainder they fend prifoners to Dundee } in the 
interim a league at Berwick^ is made between the Englifh and them on theft: 

$c Articles,That they fliould help each other againft any ftrangers in either King- 
dome } That Queen Elizabeth fhould pay both the Scots fouldiers in England\ 
and the Englifh in Scotland } That the booties fhould be permitted to the: 

Englifh, but the Towns and Caftles to their right owner} and upon this the 
Scots were to give Hoftages. 
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T/je continuation of the Englifh Hijiory under King Edward the 6, and Queen 
Mar}', from the year 1 5 4 6. till 1 5 5 8. 


T O Ring Henry fucceeded his Ton King Edward the 6. over whole mino¬ 
rity and Kingdome , his uncle Edward Lord Seymour, Earl of Hereford 
and Duke of Sommerfet is made Proteftor: He began his Reign with 
altering of Religion} Mean while the Proteftor not obtaining the promifed 10 
marriage for King Edward, marcheth in perfon with a great Army to Scotland , 
and fends about by fea a ftrong fleet} the Regent of Scotland, caufed the Red 
or Firc-crofTe to be fet up, a cuftome ufed in times of fudden danger, thither 
all from fifteen to fixty muft repair} the place of Rendezvous is Alufjclbnrgh, 
there the two Armies meet, divers skiimifhes before the battel, fome killed 
and taken prifoners on both fides} the Earl of Huntley, to avoid effufion of 
blood, fends a challenge to the Englifh Proteftor cither to fight man to man 
fingly, or ten to ten, or twenty to twenty} this demand was denied and a 
battel is fought, in which the Scots firft encounter was fo furious, that the 
Englifh horfe were forced back, and in retiring bare down a part of their own 20 
foot-men, and the Englifh Standard was like to be carried away* divers 
Englifii Captains were (Jain, and the:Lord Grey hurt} the Scots hoping too 
much to a deceivable viftory, and being too couragiotifly forward uifranked 
themfelves for haftc, and fell upon the disbanded Englifh, who being brought 
again into array, prefied hard upon the enemy, who for want of (hot, con- 
fufcdly retired to the main body, which thinking the day had been loft,tumed 
their backs and fled, the chafe was followed almoft five miles, divers men of 
quality were1Iain, befides ten thoufand commons fouldicrs, and a thoufand 
taken prifoners. . Vf » 

The Proteftor upon his return, calls a Parliament at London,} n which all 30 
Chantries, Colledges, and free Chappels are given to the King. The fix Arr 
tides were repealed, and fome other Statutes againft heretical Tenents} In- 
junftions arc fent forth to pull down all Images in Churches, beginning at 
St. Tauls in London, which caufed great ftirs, chiefly in Dtvottjhiye and Cornwal, 
where one of the Comm ifiioners were (tabbed, and a great infurreftion againft 
the King is hatched} ten thoufand take Arms, and befiege Exeter, which, was 
in fuch diftrelfe, that theTownfmen fed upon bran ana horfoficlh, for this 
loyalty the Cities Charters were confirmed, their liberties inlarged., and the 
Mannor of Exilend beftowed on them } the Rebels mean while fpoil the 
Country, of which at laft grow ing weary, and not finding the aid they looked 4 ° 
for, fent their Articles of peace to the King : 1. That Baptifmc be admini- 
ftred in all times of need. a.That children be Bifhoped or Confii med. 3. That 
the Lords body be confecratcd and referved in Churches, and Made celebra¬ 
ted as i>cfore. 4. That holy-bread and holy-water be ufed. 5. That the 
Prit fts fing or fay Malle in the Quire of the Parilh-Churches. 6. That Pricfts 
live chaftc without marriage. 7 . That the fix Articles of King Henry the 8. 
be ufed. The King upon this fends them a general pardon, blaming them for 
their prefumption and folly, (hewing them that their deinands were not to be 
grantcd : and that if they did not fubmit,they fhould feel the dint of his fword} 
notwithftanding all this, they perfift in their rebellion till Sic John Kt/pf,^ 0 
Lord Privy-feal, was fent with fome forces ngainfrthem, with whom he en¬ 
counters near Honiton } a cruel fight was maintained by the Cornijh till their 
hearts failing them, they began to give back and flic} the Royalifts diforderly 
fall to the fpoil, which the Cornrfi perceiving, fuddenly returned , and gave a 
new oofer, a cruel encounter followed, three hundred Rebels are killed, and 
the reft take to their heels. 
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After this, the Royalifts being now a thoufatid ftiong, by the addition of dn.Chrjfli 
an I tali an-ban cl intended agavn(t Scotland under the Lord Grey of Milton $ the 
Lord Rujjel marchcth over the Downs to the relief of Exeter $ the Rebels 
encounter with him again, and are again defeated, with the loile of moft 
of their lives 5 the reft got into the Town of S. Mary Clift , who were aided 
prdently with multitudes of people, cariying into the field the Crucifix 
under a Canopy 5 another battel is fought wherein the Rebels are utterly 
defeated and ilain, their chiefe Captains arc taken and executed by 
Marftial-la w$ Boyen the Maior of Bodmin in Cornwall was commanded by 
10 the Pravoft-nuilbal to fet up a paire of Callows, on which he was im¬ 
mediately hanged himfelfe, the Millers man alfo who called himfclfe by 
his Maftersname was hanged upon the next Tree, being told by the faid 
Knight that he could never do his Mafter better fervice then to hang for 
him : At the fame time alfo there were great troubles in divers places 
about laying open of Inclofures, which the poor people began to put in 
pi attice themfelves, prefuming upon the Kings Commiflion 5 but the greateft 1 5 4 9 : 
commotion was in Norfolk,c raifed by 'John Flower dew , and Robert Ket, cafting 
down one anothers fences and hedges : At laft this Ket is made Captain of 
this commotion, to him multitudes flock, the High-Sheriffe made Pro- 
20 clamation for them to depart 5 but had not his horfebeen the fwiftcr, he 
had been killed by them 5 they make Monfiold the place of their Rendez¬ 
vous, their behaviour was very barbarous even to all their friends, for Sir 
RogerlKoodhoufe for his kindnefle in bringing them two carts laden with 
beer and vi&uals, lofeth both his horfes and apparrel, and almoft his life, 
having his body abuled and caft in prifon * to thefe the feum both of Norfolk 
and Suffolk^ aficmbled, who by ringing of bells, and firing of Beacons fet 
all in an uproar, they forced divers good fubjefts to dance after their pipe* 
in the Kings name they gave out warrants to apprehend and im- 
prifon whom they pleafcd, their number now was increafed to fixteen 
30 thoufnnd y Ket the Tanner fits as fupreme Judge in an old Tree, which 
hee called the Oake of Reformation, from thence hce delivered his 
oracles. * ' 

Thcfemen were now fohigh, that they fcomed the Kings pardon, which 
by an Herauld at Arms was proclaimed to them$ they batter the wallsof 
Norwich , and enter into it, feifing upon all the provifion and munitions, im- 
prifoning the Maior and other Citizens^thithcr Par Marqueffe of Northampton 
is fent by the King with one thoufand five hundred horle, to whom prefently 
the Magiftratcs furrendred the Cities Sword, and fo he enters $ the Rebels 
that fame night aflaulted it with the lofle of three hundred of them, the next 
40 day they enter the Town and began a bloody fight, in which the Lord 
sheffeild was cruelly flain , having fallen from his horfe, and the Marquefl'e 
forced to forlakc the City, Sir Thomas Cornwallis is taken prifoner, 
and at laft the Town is ranfacked and fet on fire by the Rebels : After 
this the Lord Dudley is made General againft them, who (hewing him¬ 
felfe upon the Plain before Norwich , lent againe the Kings pardon, 
which is rejefted, wherefore he platits his Ordnance againft Saint Steves 
Gate, which being forced open, the Earle of Warwick enters, and 
in the Market place, with fmall refiftance, executes threefcore Rebels 
by Marfhal-law} but they feifed on the Earls powder and (hoc, and 
50 conveyed it to their Camp, they manned the ftreets and kill many 
Rovallifts, but at length are forced backe to Monfliold , againft which 
place Warwick^ planted his Ordnance, but the Rebels fell with fuch 
violence upon his forces, that they gave back , leaving the Artillery to the 
Rebels. 

The Earl being over-maftered, wasadvifcd by fome to be gone, but he 
drawing his fvvord, caufed his friends to do the like, who with a mutual kifle 
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An.Chrifli. confirmed their couragc-and refutations $ then they flop al! provifions from 
the Rebels , but they arofc thence and entrenched themfelves in the valley 
called Dujjindale , upon a vain prophefie that [_Hob 3 Dicl^ 9 and HiclQ that is, the 
Rufticks with their clubs fhould fill that valley with dead bodies > the next 
day the Lord General prepares to fight, having received a fupply of one 
thoufand and four hundred Lances, but firft fends a pardon which they rtjeffc 
again ^ the Rebels place all their prifoners coupled in irons in the fore-rank 
of their Army* and with a (hot (truck the Kings Standard-bearer in the thigh, 
whereupon the Earl difehargeth his wholcArtillery upon them,and fo opened 
their battel that molt of the captive Gentlemen efcaped^ the Royal ids 10 
fought fo floutly, that the Rebels gave back and fled, the fore-moft of which 
was their Captain Ket^ the chafe continued three miles, with the (laughter 
of three thoufand five hundred Rebels, fome refolute men Raid to keep the 
Ordnance,to whom the General proffers a pardon, which they refufe, ehufing 
rather to die like men then to be hanged up like dogs, as was intended 5 the 
General fends again that he would come in perfon and confirm the pardon if 
they made any doubt thereof, which he did accordingly, and fo they flung 
down their A 1 ms and prayed for the King. 

Captain Kct the next day hid himfelf in a Dam, and was betrayed by two 
of his fervants, then with two hundred horfc was conveyed to Kortrich y nine 20 
chief Rebels are hanged upon the Oak of Reformation 1 William Kct the * 
younger brother was hanged upon an high fteeple, and Robert Ket the 
Arch-i ebel in chains upon the Caftle of Norwich^ theTownfmen folemnifcd 
yearly the day of their delivery. The North alfo was not a little troubled 
about Religion, divers parts of Tork-JJ'ire (landing up for the old Faith, the 
flame brake out firft at Seimcr in the Noith-riding, the Beacons are fired, and 
multitudes flock together, who firft murtheied it bite a Gentleman, with fome 
others, whole naked body they left upon the Wold before $eiwer 9 then they 
carried many prifoners away, and being now increafed to three thoufand 
began to grow formidable * but when the Kings pardon came, Ombler a 3 ° 
yeoman, and Dale a Parifli- clerk , the chief Ring-leaders, were forfaken 
by the multitude, and (hortly after with fome others were executed at 
Torkr . .... 

Not onely is the Country difquieted , but the Court alfo by the Kings two 
uncles Queen janes brothers, to wit, Fdward Duke of Sommer jet the elder, and 
Protc&orof the Kings perfon and Kingdome^ and 1 . homos Lord Seymour the 
younger, Admiral, who married Katherine Par King Henries laft wife : (he dri¬ 
ving tor precedcncie with the Proteftors Dutcheile, raifedfucha Tragedy, 
that Lord 7 bonus is accufed, attainted and condemned of Treafon, and 
under his brothers hand-writing, beheaded on the Tower-hill for purpofing 4 ° 
todeftroy the King, and to tranflatc the Crown to himfelf; (hortly after this 
feventeen Conn fellors, and many Lords accufe the Protestor of ambition, 
mifgovcrnment, pride, fedition, and divers treafons, for which they defire 
the Londoners help to remove the King from him 5 the Protestors party on 
the other fidc,de(ire the Londoners aid againft thefe mutinous Lords: in their 
affembly the Citizens were divided,till the Recorder ftood up, and told them 
what danger it might be to a& any thing againft the King, as the Londoners 
once did by aiding the Barons againft King Henry the 5. for which they loft 
their pi ivilcdgcs, therefore hcadvifeth them to petition the King that com¬ 
plaints may be heard againft the Protettor} whereupon the King is fentto, 50 
\he Protcftor commanded from his prefence and fent to the Tower, where he 
is accufed by the Kings Counfellors for afting without the aflent of the laft 
Kings Executors, for fubverting Laws, and (topping of Juftice , for releafing 
divers trnv tors and murtherers out of prifon , for making Captains under his 
ow n foal, for communicating alone with foreign Ambafladors about matters 
of State, for threatning the Privy-counfellors who diflentedin any thing 
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from him 5 for erefting a Court of Requefts in his own houfe* for felling of An.Chrijl 
Offices, Biihopricks and fome of the Kings lands without content* for coin- 
manding multiplication by Alonmijlry, to theabufe of the Kings Coyn* for 
fetting forth Proclamations againft inclofures, caufing thereby divers infurre- 
ftions* for giving Commiflions againft law, concerning Commons, High- 
wayes, and Cottages* for not fupprefiing the Rebels, and for encouraging 
divers of them * and for fetting forth Proclamations in favour of them* for 
neglctting the Forts of New-baven and Blackpeffe * for fowing difeord among 
the Lords, and incenfing the king againft them* and laftly,for accufing the 
I0 Lords of high-treafon, becaufethey confulted how to have thefe abufes re¬ 
formed. 

The protc&or notwithftanding thefe accufations, is by the king fet at liber¬ 
ty, though not reftored to his former dignity, and fo he remained untouched 
two years: Mean while the Lord Grey was not idle in Scotland , but took in 
fome forts * before him one Newton and Hamilton fought a duel, accufing each 
other for (bine opprobrious words uttered againft king Edward , Hamilton is 
llain,and Newton rewarded with a gold Chain and the Lord Grey s Gown : But 
notlong after, the Englifh by the Scots and French are totally driven out of 
Scotland, and all the Forts retaken by them. The French alfo attempt to fur- 
20 prife Bulloignebergh , but were prevented by one Carar an Englifh fouldier, 
who difeovered the plot 5 many of the French were fiain in the attempt, fo 
that fifteen waggons went away laden with dead bodies : after this they at¬ 
tempt the liles of jerfey and Gernfey , but were repulfcd with the Ioffe of one 
thoufand of their men, which made them afhamed to divulge this expedition* 

But not long after, the French obtain by furrender, Hamiltoune , Bfackneffe, 
Balloigncbergh , and BuUoigne it felf. About this time the fweating fickneffc 1550* 
raged fiercely in England , and on the Englifh onely beyond feas, which made 
them to be fhunned in all places. 

The Duke of Sommcrfet is now again apprehended, afrer he had married his 
joeldcft fon the LordL/y/e to the Earl of Warwicks daughter, which Earl had 
been his greateft enemy* who now by Sommerfets means is made Duke of 
Northumberland * but is accufed notwithftanding by Warwick^ and the other 
Counfellors,for wearing a coat of defence under his garment at the Counfel- l ** u 
Tabfe, as if he intended the death of fome Counfellour* wherefore he is at¬ 
tached, and fent to the Tower, with the Lord Grey of Milton and fome others* 
and the next day the Dutchefs of Sommcrfet is committed,all upon fufpicion of 
Treafon: The Duke was indi&ed of treafon and fellony* But having put 
himfelfupon his Peers, is cleared of the treafon, but not of the fellony* for 
which he is condemned to die* therefore is fent back to the Tower, where 
40 he kept a fad Chriftmafle: the 2 2 of February after, he was brought to the 
Scaffold upon the Tower-hill, where he acknowledged how willing and 
ready he was to dye; and to pay that debt, which God might on a fudden have 
exacted from him : Upon this a great tumult arofe among the fpettators,upon 
the comming in of the Hamblets to guard theTower-hil* fome fuppofing tncy 
were come to refeue the Duke* which was no fooncr quieted, but another en- 
fued upon Sir Anthony Browns riding towards the Scaffold * the people think¬ 
ing a Pardon had been come, for which they were glad* but the Duke de- 
lired them to be quiet, that he might die without trouble 5 and praying for the 
profperity of the King and his Counceklaid down his head to the Axe. 

50 The king takes the Dukes death fo much to heart, that he fell intoaCon- 
fumption: Mean while, to alter the fucccflion of the Crown, three marriages 
are lolemnized in one day: betwixt Dudley Northumberlands fourth fon, and 
'jane, Suffolk* eldeft daughter* the other was betwixt Herbert , Pembroke heire, 
and Catherine , Suffolk* youngeft daughter* the third between Hajlings , Hun¬ 
tington* heir, and Catherine , Northumberland* youngeft daughter, jane the 
ddeft daughter of Suffolki was thought fitteft for the Crown, to whom king 
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An.chrtjli. Edward left it by his Will, being perfwaded thereto by thofc who would have 
disinherited Mary and Elizabeth. This was fubferibed by the Kings Council, 
the Lords,the Bifhops, and Judges 5 onely Sir J^ww/to/wjuftice ofthe Com¬ 
mon-Pleas would not fubfcribe* fhortlyupon this the king died. He was a 
Prince, though young, yet of great hopes and parts* much enclincd to mercy, 
fo tha the could hardly be induced to fet his hand to the Warrant of Joan But - 
chers execution, a notable Heretick, till he was urged thereto by Cranmtr his 
God-father,and Archbiftiop of Canterbury s He was very zealous forthePro- 
teftant Religion, fo that he could not be moved by charls the Emperour, to 
give way that the Lady Mary fliould have Matte faidin her houfe, but w'ept 10 
when he was urged to it * and wrote a paffionate letter to his fitter, difl wading 
herto continue in her Catholick refolution. Upon a Sermon which Dr. Rid¬ 
ley preached before him, concerning mercy to be Jltewed by rich men to the poore , 
he was fo touched in confcience, that he conferred after dinner with the Do- 
ttor of fome w'ay, whereby he might doe mott good to the poore* the Doctor 
advifeth him to take direftions from London: The king upon this writes to 
the Lord Major about this bufineffe, and fends his letter by Bifoop Ridley , w ho 
having conferred with the Major and his Brethren, returns to the King with 
the Cities advice : Hereupon, he gives to them St. Bartholmews Hofpital by 
Smithjicld) and the Gray-Friers Church neer to it,with all its revenews * alfo his 20 
houfeof Bridewell ( new built by king Henry for the reception of the Emperor) 
to be a Houfe of Correftion for idle and diflolute perfons: He gave alfo the 
Hofpital of Saint 1 homos in Southward with feven hundred Marks by year 
out of the rents of the Hofpital of Saint John Baptitf or the Savoy , with 
1 5 5 3 * bedding and other furniture * other charitable works he alfo did, and then 
died at Greenwich the feventeenth year of his Age, and the feventh year of his 
Reign, and lieth buried at IVcftminfer , neer Henry the feventh. 

To him fuccceded his fitter Queen Mary * but the Statefmen concealed his 
death two dayes, intending Jane foould fuccccd, as being more firm to Prote- 
ttantifmc then Marys for this caufe the Counfel fends for the Major of London , 33 
fix Aldermen and twelve Commoners, who all fvvear for the Lady Jane: But 
the Lady Mary hearing of this news,writes to the Lords,accufing them for con¬ 
cealing her brothers death* for negle&ing her who was next heire to the 
Crow’11, ordained by afr of Parliament, and her fathers teftament * therefore 
wills them to Proclaim her Queen in London , and other towns: To thefe let¬ 
ters the Lords made anfwcr , that according to the latt Kings Will, Jane 
daughter to Henry Duke of Suffolk lhould fucceed to the Crown* they alfo 
put her in mindc of her mothers Divorce, and her own illegicimation * there¬ 
fore they wiftt her to defitt from any fuchclaimc: this letter was fubferibed, 
by the Archbi(hop,theChanccllour,and divers Lords. The Lady Mary upon 40 
reception of this letter removes to Freminfam Cattle, to'whom the Suffolk? 
men reforted firtt, hoping (he would eftablifb Protettantifme: The Lords at 
London Proclaim the kings death, and Queen lane his fucceflotir by his latt 
Will * but at Norwich Queen Mary is proclaimed, and aflitted by the Earls of 
Suffe: v, Bath, and Oxford , with the Lord Wentworth } and divers others: To 
encounter thefe,Queen Jane s father is appointed with an army to repair into 
Norfolk , which fo grieved Queen lane^ that with tears (he got him to flay* 
then was the Duke cf Northumberland affigned Lord Lieutenant for Queen 
latt\ u tv m his fon had married * he fearing the worft, wifoed the Lords to be 
careful! ofw hat they went about, and fo with fix hundred men he marcheth 5^ 
out of London through shonditch , the people (hewing no figne of joy at all, 
which the Duke obferved. 

Mean while the Lord IFindfore with others, raife the Commons of Bucking- 
h am-ft re , and proclaim Queen Mary * the like is done in Oxford-fire^ and 
Northampton-frrc * all thefe made forward towards Norfolk: befidcs fix tall 
(hips, appointed to have taken the Lady Mary if foe had (led, being driven by 
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florins into Yarmouth haven, revolted to Queen Mays at the report of this, An.Chn(h\ 
the Lords in the Tov\er began to be afraid, and their Tenants to deny them 
any aides Northumberland ft ill follicitcd the Lords for more aftiftance, but 
little came } Dr. Radiy Bi(hop of London by command maintains Queen Lines 
caufe in his fermon at Pauls Crojje , but could not work upon the peoples 
which the Lords perceiving, fell off from the Duke then at Bury y and proclai¬ 
med Queen Mary in London : the Duke willing to follow the ftream, returns 
to Cambridge, where being forfaken by mod of his fouldiers} he proclaims 
her Queen himfclf without Trumpet or Herauld, and in figne of joy threw up 
10 his Cap: yet all were pardoned by her, except thi$ Duke and Sir loin Gates 
Captain ot the guard : the Duke was firft arretted byaSergiant at arms,and 
the next morning by the Earle of Arundel , and thence was conveyed with his 
three Tons, the Earl of Huntington and divers others to the Tower, where alfo 
the Lady lane and her husband Ditdly were imprifoned. 

At the Queens entrance into the Tower, shomas Duke of Norfolk, wa9 re¬ 
leafed, who had lain there from the laft of Henry the eighth } fo was Edward 
Lord Courtney , whom (he makes Earl of Devon-firc^ Tunjull Bifaop of Durham^ 
and Gardiner of IP'incbeJicr are releafed alfo 5 Doftor Ridly and fomc ot her Pro- 
tettant Biftiops arc depofed, Ridly y and Cranmer Arch-bifhop, arefenttothe 
20 Tower} fo conftantly devoted (he was to the Catholick Religion, that her 
brother king Edward could never work upon her 5 nor any worldly refpc&s 
alter her refolution : The Duke of Northumberland upon the Scaffold renoun- 1 
ces the Proteftant Faith, and exhorts the people to tne Catholick Pveligion > 
yet he was beheaded with Sir Iobn Gates and Si r^Thomas Palmer . The Queen 
is crowned at Wcflminfter by Gardiner Bifhop 6f Winchejler } the Lady lane 
. with her husband are condemned in Guild-ball } (he was pittied,becaule (he 
was in a manner forced to accept the title of Queen 5 therefore (he had the li¬ 
berty of the Tower, and had been pardoned, but that her father the Duke of 
Suffolk, went about to hinder the Queens marriage, with king Philip of fyains 
30 and to this purpofe inftigates Leicejicr-(hire and IVarwickfbire againft the 
match : Upon this, the Earl of Huntington is fent who takes Coventry, and after¬ 
ward the Duke, whom his ownfervant betraied^ and his brotherLord 
Greys the other brother Lord 7 W/j^efcaped, but was retaken, and all three 
fent to the Tower : Lord Gilford Dudley is fitft beheaded, whofe bleeding 
body was in the fight of his fad Lady brought into theTower Chappel } who 
was the next that fuffered, and was much lamented for her innocency : Judge 
Margan that condemned her, fell mad eleven dayes after the Duke of Suffolk 
was executed on theTower-hil, and about two.moncths after his brother 
Lord 1 bonus Grey in the fame place differed. 

40 Gardiner , now Lord Chancellor, fets forth highly the match with Spaine , to 

the Lords in the Prefence Chamber $ yet many of them fo diflikedit, that 
combinations were made, and arms taken up by Sir Thomas Wyat of Kent , who 
at Maidfione publi(hed a Proclamation againft the Queens match} from thence 
he goeth to Rochefter, and breaks down the Bridge} divers fided with VPyat 
andmany in Kent were againft him, fothat the Country is much divided. The 
Duke otNcrfolk. is fent to Gravefend with five hundred Londoners to maintain 
the Queens caufe: when the two adverfe fa&ionsmet, a cruel skirmifhen- 
fued} but at length the Queens party prevailed; and the other fled} but 
(hortly after, the Duke by his own treacherous party was fo betrayed, that he 
5 ° was forced to flic, and leave behind him to VRyat eight brafle pieces of Old- 
nance } with thefe Vlyat aflaileth Corrling-Cajlle , but was refifted by the Lord 
Colburn: Shortly after, he had a Parly at Dart ford with Sir Edward Haitings y 
Mafter of the Horfe, and Sir Thomas Cornwallis , who demand of him the 
taufe of this Rebellion} he anfweFS, that he feared the Land would be over¬ 
run by (Grangers: Then they defire him to come and communicate the caufe 
before*the Queen, which he refufed except he might have the cuftody of the 
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An.ChriJli. Tower, and the Queen in it, with power to place and difplacethe Queens 

Counfellors} to which Hajlings replied, That Wyat and twenty thoufand more 
fhould die,before he fhouldhave his traiterous demands granted; fo they 
parted, and approacheth with his forces towards London , at which both 
the Court and City were afraid, who all take Arms, even the Lawyers in 
Wejhninjhr pleaded in harneffe. The Span ft Ambafiadors fteal away by 
water. 

Mean while good news came, that the feditious Carews and Gibs in Cornwall 
were defeated and fled} the Queen comes in ftate to Guild-hall, where before 
the Maior, Aldermen, and chief Citizens, fhe madea fpcech declaring her »0 
right to the Crown, the unreafonablenclfe of Wyats demands, making her 
marriage a cloak for his pretended purpofes againft her perfon and dignity, 
flic alfo"{hews her true love to them, and that lhe will not marry but by their 
confent, and for their good, therefore fhewifheth themtobc'as careful of 
her honour and fafety, as fhe will be of their weal and happinelle} the Queen 
having faid, returns to the Court, and makes Herbert Earl of ren/broke her 
Field-General, and proffers a hundred pound land by the yea 1 to him that 
fhall bring Wyat dead or alive, whounderftanding all pallages marcheth to¬ 
ward London with four thoufand men, at w T hom the White-tower fhot but 
did no hurt } he enters Southwark^ peaceably , the people there joyning with 20 
him} Winchcjier houfc is rifled contrary to his Proclamation. 

Wyat having got Southwark. comes to the Bridge, but finding the gate 
fhut, he planteth his Ordnance againft it} the Lord Maior aits down the 
draw-bridge, and fortifies the City every where, caufing the Ordnance 
in the Tower to be levelled againft the Bridge-foot ; much Artillery is 
planted again Southward, which made the inhabitants with tcares to be- 
fecch Wyat to be gone, who prefently marched to Kingjlon upon 'lhamcs, 
where finding the bridge broken down, he quickly .again repairs it, and fo 
marcheth to Eranforcb, the Queens A i my takes S.janses fields } Wyat marcheth 
towards Charing-croile, the Ordnance playing upon each other, but to little 3 0 
purpofe; the Lord Chamberlain atCharing-croflemade fome refiftance, but 5 
was forced back to the gates of W hite-hall, which were fhut, the Court being 
affrighted with a report that the Lord General was revolted to Wyat, who in 
the interim hafteneth toLudgate, but could not there have any admittance} 
fome of his ftraglers that had taken into Wefiminfter , comming before the 
Court-gates, (hot their arrows into the garden and into the windows, but no 
hurt was done: At Charing-croflcas they were going to joyn with Wyat s they 
areencountred by the Captain of the guard and defeated, twenty of them 
King (lain } Wyat returns aifeontented from Ludgate, and is ftaid at Temple- 
bar by fome of the Queens horfe, fome bickering there was, but upon the 40 
counlel of an Herauld at Anus, Wyat fubmits to the Queens mercy, who with 
Cobbans and fome others are carried to the Court,and thence to the Tower} in 
London 50 were hanged for 'Wyats confpiracy, and 400 more led through the 
Citv to Wcjin/tnjier with halters about their necks, who were all pardoned by 
the Queen; Wyat having acknowledged his offence upon the Scaffold, and 
exhorted the people to take heed they rife not againft the higher pow ers, 
fubmits his neck to the ftroke of the Axe. 

In Kent divers perfons were executed for this rebellion} the Lord Courtney 
and Lady Elizabeth the Queeens lifter are fufpefted as aiders unto Wyat ^ and 
therefore are fent to the Tower} the Lady Elizabeth being fick at Ajhridge, is 5 ° 
conveyed away by aTroop of horfe to the Court, where fhe was fora forth- 
night in the nature of a prifoner, none being fuffered to vifit her but they that 
kept the door; fhe was accufed by Bifhop Gardiner and ninemore of the 
Councel, that fhe was privy to Wyats confpiracy’, and the ftirs in the Weft, all 
w hich (he conftantly denied; then they told her fhe muft go to the Tower, at 
which (he was much troubled, defiring the Lords that they would mediate 
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for her} but about an houre after her attendants aredifeharged, except her AnJChrtfth 

Gcntlenian-uflier, three Gentlewomen, artd two Grooms of his chamber, and 
withall a rtrift guard is fet over her $ the next dayfhe is commanded to the 
Tower, and her Barge was ready for her 5 flic dcfircs to flay till the next tide,' 
which was denied her, then flie intreats fo much time as to write a letter to 
the Queen, one of the two Lords that came to her would not yceld to her re- 
queft, but the Earl of SuJJcx granted it, and promifed to deliver it with his 
own hand to the Queens in the interim the tide was fpentjand they duifl not 
trvrfl her to the next tide, which fell out in the night, for fear (he might be' 

I0 forcibly taken from the guard} therefore the next day being Palmfunday, and 
the Londonei 3 then all at Church, flie is conveyed to her Barge, carting her 
eyes towards the windows as flie palled through the garden, hoping (time 
would pity her 5 fuch hafle was made to have her away, that they would not 
flay till the water was level, whereupon as flic palled the Arch,thc flern of the 
boat flruck againft the ground, fothat Ihewas forced to flop into the water 
before flie could come to the flairs. 

When flic entred the Tower,(he refted her felf a while upon a cold ftone in 
the rain,and then was put into a room which was locked and bolted upon her, 
fo with her family (he went to prayer} the Lords would have had her been a 
20 clofe prilbncr, but the Lord ShJJcx would not yeeld to it} then after two dayes 
it was commanded flic fhould have Made in her lodgings: Wlnchcfter with 
fome others of the Councel examined here in the Tower of the talk (he 
had with Sir James Croft a prifoner, and of her removing from jijbridge to 
Dunnington-Caftle, and of fuch other frivolous matters, at which the Lord of 
drunclel was offended that flie fliould be vexed thus caufeleflcly: growing 
fickly in her clofe prifon for want of airc, liberty was given herto walk in the 
Queens lodgings , and in the garden, aM prifoners being inhibited to look 
that wav whilix flie was there} (he took delight in a little boy that brought 
her flowers every day, but upon fufpicion the boy might convey letters be- 
tween her and the Lord Courtney , he was kept from her} fome of her enemies 
had got a warrant to be figned for her execution, at which Mr. Bridges the 
Lieutenant being troubled, went to the Queen to know her further pleafurc 
therein, who denied flie knew of any fuch warrant, blamed the doers, and 
gave a contrary command : but (hortly after the Conftable is difeharged, and 
Sir Henry Bennrfield was placed iii his room} flie was not long after removed 
from the Tower to Richmond , where upon the removal of her fervants, and 
placing of fouldiers about her,(he thought flie fliould have died that night,but 
the Lord Tame who then attended her,affured her of the contrary. 

From Richmond (he is convey ed to If'oodjloc^ the people who wifhed her 
, 0 well, not being fuffered to falute or pray for her} fome were put in the flocks 
* for ringing the bells, hoping (he had been delivered : when (he was’at 
ll oodftocl\ , it was fufpc&ed that fome Ruffians had been fent to murther her, 
but they could not have any acceffe to her} one night ('whether accidentally 
or purpofely it was not known ) her lodgings took fire, to the great endange¬ 
ring of her perfon} fo comfortlefle was her life to her, that one day feeing a 
maid milking her kine in the Park, (he wiflied that her felf was a milk-maid. 

Queen Mary fhortly after her Coronation called a Parliament at ICeJiminJler , 
and a Convocation in S. Pauls Church, where (lie commanded a deputation 
to be had of fome controverted points of Religion} for fix dayes deputations 
50 were had, but to no purpofe, wherefore fhe by Bonner diflolves the Aflembly} 
not long after, Cranmer , Riclly and Latimer , lometime Bifhops, werefent to 
Oxford to depute upon the fame points, but thefe three at the end of the de¬ 
putation are condemned to die, and were burned as hercticks : at London a 
Rain-bow inverfed, and two Suns at once were feen,which were held bad pre- 
fagesof the marriage with Spain, much difliked by the people} but the queen 
gave order that London awd.othei places fliould be informed of the benefits 
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jri'Chrifti. which would accrue to this Kingdome by that match} the Earl of Bedford and 
the Lord Fi threat ers were fentinto Spain to conduft King rhilip, the Lord 
Admiral with eight and twenty fhips fecured rhe Teas , rbilip with a Navy of 
150. fail arrived in England , and lands in Southampton , he was the firft of the 
fleet that landed, all the way as he went he bare his naked fword in his hand* 
but before he went to his lodging, he betook hiinfclf to his devotions in Holy- 
Roods Church, the like he did at IVincheJler * the Earl of Arundel Steward of 
the Queens houfe prefents him with the Garter, and the Maior with the keyes 
of Southampton * the Queen meets him at IVincheJler, where thefe Articles were 
agreed on: i.That Thiltp (hould be ftiled King of Fngland during the Matri- 10 
mony, but not difpofeot any lands or offices. 2. That Afar/ihould be Queen 
of the dominions of Spain. ^.That her dowry fliould be yearly fixty thoufand 
pounds tL'MiJb. 4.Thattheir iiluemaleor female (hould fuccced according to 
the Laws. 5. That if Charles the Infant of Spain died ilfueleife, then the eldeft 
fon of this Matrimony (hould fuccced in all the dominions of Charles the Em¬ 
peror. 6.Tliat the dominions of the Lott- countries and Burgundy (hould be ex¬ 
cluded from the faid Charles his ifliie if they remained, and fhould be enjoyed 
by the eldeft born of this marriage, without further claim to any other domi¬ 
nions of Spain. 7. That the eldelt female of this marriage, for want of male^ 
(hould polfeflethefe dominions, provided (he marry a Nobleman either or 20 
Belgium or of England . 8. That the eldeft daughter of King Philip and queen 
Afor)' (hould fuccecd to the Realms ot England , Spain and Belgium . 9. That 
thefe feveral dominions be governed by their Natives. 10. That a firm peace 
be concluded betwixt thefe Nations for ever. 

Befides thefe generals,the King articles. That he will beftowno Englijh pre¬ 
ferments on ftrangers, That his Court (hall be rcplenifhcd with natives of the 
land} That he (hall not violate any priviledges of England 5 That he (hall 
not carry the Queen out of her Kingdome without her confent, nor her 
children,DUt by the aflent of the Lords} That if he die ifluelefic, the fucceflion 
(hall come to the nex heir. That he fuffer not to be carried away the Jewels of 20 
the Crown, neither guns, nor any furniture of war} And laftly, That he 
1554. (hall not entangle Fngland with the wars of his father, and the French King. 
Things thus ordered, the marriage is folemnized at IVincheJler on S. ^amjes 
day, w here C£fars Ambaffadors pronounced , That their Mafter in confidera- 
tion of this marriage had given to his fon rhilip the Kingdomes of Naples and 
Jerufalem * whereupon their titles were there fblemnly proclaimed} then 
they went from the Church, having two fwords carried before them. So dif- 
contcnted were fomc Piotellants’at this match,and advancement of th eRowin 
faith j that one Bourn preaching at Tunis- croflc, had a dagger thrown at him, 
which caufcd the Crofle the next Sunday to be guarded by the Queens 40 
guard } The next year Dr. Tendleton had a gun (hot at him* A maid was 
taught to fpeak in a wall, as if it had been an Angel, againft the Queen, 
the Prince of spam, and the Matte* a Cat was hanged on a gallows in 
Cheap, licr head thorn, and wearing a vefture like a Cope, and many other 
abufes were offered, which made the Queen and Bilhops ever after jealous of 
the Londoners . 

Queen Mari, to be better direfted in matters of Religion, fends for her 
kinfman Cardinal Pool , the fon of Margaret Countefle of Salisbury , the 
onely daughter of George Duke of Clarence, King Edward the 4. fecond 
brother, he had been bred in Oxford, and made Dean of Fxetcr by K. Henry, at 50 
Tadua he ftudied feven years, where underftanding the King had caft off the 
Pope, refufed to return into England, wherefore he is proclaimed Traitor and 
his Denary taken from him, to recompcnce which lode, the Pope made him a 
Cardinal; he did follicite foreign Princes againft King Henry, for which he not 
being able to be revenged on Tool, wracks his anger on his mother, being now 
eighty years old, whom he caufcd to lofc her head * then he was made Legate 
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of Viterbion , and is appointed.by Pope Paul, the third to be one of his Vice¬ 
gerents in the Council.of Trent } he was afterwards chofen Pope, but being acw 
cufed by Cardinal Caraffa ± as a favourer of Proteftants , he cleared himfelf, 
and was chofen again 5 but he not being nimble enough to (bike the Irori 
while it was Hot , the Cardinal^ Monte , afterward j Julius the third , r fteps be¬ 
tween him and the Papal-chaire,- who caufed C draff a to ask Toole forgivenefle} 
then Poole retires to . Verona , where in the Mdnaftery of Saint Bcnnet, of which 
order he was both Profeffor and Patron, he refides a while. 

Shonlv after this, Queen Mary fends for him into England , for (he had been 
IQ bred unaer the Countcfle his mother, and he wasalfo of the blood royal, 1 
which put him in fome hopes he might change his Hat for a Crown : ButC<£V 
far miftrufting his intent,kept him backfill the match was concluded-between 
his fonaiid Queen Mary. Caraffa being now Pope, (ends Friar PetQ jtb;difr 
charge Poole of his Lcgative power, which much incenled the Queens fo 
that the forbids Pcio to enter the land, till the Pope and Poole were reconciled! 
The queen caufed all the afts made by king Henty againft Poole to be repealed^ 
andthehoufe of Parliament Upon tneir petition to him is abfolved, andrcr 
ceived again into the bofomeof the.Church All the ancient Ceremonies of 
the Church are reftored again, and all Church-livings that had been affirmed 
2D to the Crown 5 The queen affirming, that Jbe preferred her fouls happinejje. to 
ten kingdoms. , \ .. , 

Though queen Mary was pious and zealous in her Religion, yet many bar¬ 
barous cruelties were by her Officers exercifed on ProteftantS, her power in 
this cafe being much abufed} fo thatfiveBifliops; one-ancLtyventy Divines, 
eight Gentlemen, eighty four Artificers, beiides.many other*; even'women 
and children, were cruelly put to death } many were forced to fly the land, 
amongft whom was Catherine Dutcheflc of Suffolk, . who had married Ui chard 
Bartie Efquire* thefe were perfecuted by Bifhop G/rdiner , becaufe(he had per r 
fecutedhim and other Papifts inVSng Edwards dayes} (he was forced to. go 
difguifed on (hip-board, with her young daughter, her husband being gone 
away before: (he fuffered much by ftorms at fea, and more by want; perfect 
tion,and cold on the land, in thole places'of Belgium and Germany wherelhe 
travelled} till (he was relieved with her husband and childe; by Perufel* Mi- 
nifter in tViefel: After this, they, endured much more hardfliip, till they got 
into Poland, where they ftaid till queen Maries death, .j ; 

Queen Mary being fuppofed to oe with childe, caufed Te Veum to be fung, 
and folemn prayers made for her fnfc delivery} in hope Of which, Mid-wives, 
Rockers, and all things elfe were provided. An aft was made, that king Philip 
fliould be Proteftor other iffue and realm} but yet king Philip had ho gieat 
40 confidence that his ouecn was with thilde, nor duft hetruftthe Engli(h 0 or 
think that they could be kind to (Grangers, who were fo cruel to their own 
Princes, for he found that the Lord Paget and fome others had confulted to 
cut off the Lady Elizabeths head} therefore incompafflbn to her, he never 
gave off, till he got the queen to fet her at liberty} fo (he is brought to Ham¬ 
pton Court, where after fourteen daies (he was admitted into the queens 
chamber} there falling on her knee, flic prayed for her; and declared her loy¬ 
alty to her Maiefty,which the queen queftioned; and checked her for not ac* 
knowledging her offence} but (he(fill pleaded for her own innocency: feverl 
daies after the Lady was difeharged of Benefield her Jailour* her maids are fent 
50 to the Tower } ana Gardiner died fhbrtly after. About this time , one Fether - 
fione a Millers fon gave out; that he was king Edward 6 . but being taken at £/- 
tham in Kent j he was brought to Hampton Court, where being found by his 
Ample anfwers little better then frantick, is fent to the Marfhalfip* and from 
thence with a paper-crown on his head to lVcfiminfier 9 and from thence whip¬ 
ped to Smith-field, and then baniflied into the North : but the next year fal¬ 
ling into the fame madneffe, is apprehended, condemned of treafon and hang¬ 
ed at Tyburna B b b b 1 The 
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An.Chrifti. The time of Queen Murk? deliverance being come* it was given out that 
a prince was born, which cau fed great joy and triumph, both in London and 
Antwerp \ but allthis came to nothing, tor (he was never with childc: Here¬ 
upon King Philips anger, went over the Seas, pretending to vifit hisfather, 

1 5 5 5 * and to take pofleflion of Belgium, where he ftaid oncyear and a half, to Queen 
AUries great griefs who met him on the way as he returned, and brought him 
with great pomp through London. In his abfence, fotne plotted td rob the 
Queens Exchequer at Wejlmmfier, toraife war in the land , but the plot was 
difeovered, and the plotters executed. One Clebeckj* School-matter,read pub- 
Iiqucly a traiterous Proclamation againft the Queen, perfwading the people ip 
to take arms. Thomas Stafford difperfed llanderous books againft the Queen, 
and by ftealth took the Cattle or Scarborough , incenfing the people againft 
her $ but he was fuppreifed by Thomas Piercy Earl of 'Northumberland t and 
fent to London, where he was beheaded. About this time, Charts Cafar called 
bis fon rbd/p into BruffeU, where he refigns to him all his dominions, counfel- 
1 5 5 7 * ij n g him to entertain peace with the Frcnch, for the general good of Chriften- 
domc} a peace for five years was made, but held not long $ for the Pope be¬ 
ing then befieged by Duke Alva at Home, fends to the French for aide, who 
by the Gnife made his way open into Rome 5 but the French falling away for 
want of pay, the Pope renounced his amity with France, and entertains it 2 p 
with Spain. Queen Mary to (hew her love both to the Pope and king rhilip, 
fallout srit\i prance, pretending divers wrongs from thence;, fo flie fends a 
Defiance untb King Henry of France, and proclaims wars againft him in Lon - 
doi tj contrary to her ‘promife and*articles, r King Philip pafleth over to Flanders, 
after whom the Queen fends one thoufand horfe, four thoufand foot, and two 
thoufand pioniers under the Earl of Pembroke as Generali, thefe joyned with 
king Philip , whileft the Dukes of Savoy and Lrunf vote 4 , with fome Lords,had 
invaded the French confines, and befieged St. gtuintinsa, which Atontmorancy 
Conftableof France ‘came With great forces to relieve 5 but he fo mifearried, 
that’he was hurt,and taken prifoner with eight Knights of the order: Shortly 3 ° 
after St. ghtintu* is taken by king rhilip ancl the Englifti. 

Upon the taking of this town,' the Englifh grew fecure, and negligent of 
Calice, fo that the Duke of Gnife with great celerity approached the Englifh 
frontier, under dolour to victual Boloigne and Ard , he divided his Army in¬ 
to two parts, the one he fends to Riccbank, whileft the other battered two 
forts at once, which they wan in twelve hourcs fpace $ Ricebank. is alfo aban¬ 
doned by the Englifh, and left to the Gutfez then the Duke batters the walls 
of Calice three dayes together, and made a great breach. He planted alfo 
fifteen double Cannons againft the Cattle^ they within finding themfelves 
too weak, thought to blow up the French with Gun-powder, as they entred, 4 ° 
but the train would take no fire, being wet with the drops of water that fell 
from the French-mens cloths, having waded through the ditch 5 fo that they 
got the Caftle,with the death of Ager Marfhal of the Town, his fon and heir, 
and eighty Englifh more. The Lord Wentworth, Deputy of the Town, fent to 
the Cattle for a pariy,which was granted,and thefe Articles agreed on. 1 .That 
the Town with the Artillery, Victuals, and Munition fhould be yeelded freely 
to the French. 2. That the lives of the Inhabitants fhall be favea. 3. That the 
Deputy with fifty others remain prifoners till they pay their rnnfom. 

The Englifh were (hut up in two Churches, where they remain a whole day 
and night without meat or drink. The Duke commanded that all their plate, 50 
mony and jewels be laid on the altars,upon pain of death;, fo the Town was 
voided of five hundred ordinary fouldiers, of townfmen women and children 
four thoufand and two hundred, and all thefe ftript of the wealth they had 
been long in gathering: In the fpace of eight dayes was this Town loft,which 
coft king Edward 3. eleven moneths fiege, and had been pollefied by the Eng¬ 
lifh two hundred and eleven years 5 fifty prifoners are fent away into France. 
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King Vhilip being follicked by Queen A/477 torccfcveii this loft honour, makes An.ChrifU • 
ail attempt upon breft, and takes 7 hermes thenewCaptuiivof Calice prifoner} 
yet Cal ice could not be regained, wh ich fo grieved Queen A lary, that fhe fa id. 

The Ioffe 0/Cal ice ir.w written in her. heart 9 tend fiitgkf'bc therein read when her 
body jhotild be opened The Ioffe of this T own, and longftbfcnce ofking Philipp 
in created her melancholy ; which ended in a feawrthat wa9 her death ,• at 1 5 5 
S.Jar»cs $ fhe reigned 5 years, 4 moneths^and 1 it daycs, 4 nd lived 4i‘years and 
9moneths. Cardinal Poola^dicd the fame day With Queen Alary, f

Q llcen Elizabethtocdededt being twenty four years old. She prefently 1 5 5 & 
orders that the Liturgy be faid in Englifh. As fhe was paffuig through 
Cheap in her Chariot, the Bible was prefented to Her, which fhe took 
and imbracedj profeffing to make it the rule of her government: then fhe af- 
furcs the Lord Maior and City of her care and love to them: thep being come 
toWtftminfter , fhe is crowned by theBifhop of Carlijle , the See of Canterbury 
being vacant. In her firft Parliament,the title of Supremacie,with the Tenths; 

Firft-fruits , and Benefices ate reftored to the Crown $ Queen A/arter A&s are 
repealed in favour of Catholike^ A Conference was held at Weftminfter con¬ 
cerning the Englifh Service-book, the changing of Ceremonies, and the Mafle$ 
but this Conference came to nothing. She was petitioned by her Parliament 
to marry; but fhe told them, that fhe meant to reigne, live, and die a 
30 Virgin. ' \ • 

* 1 A-peace being on foot between Prance w\A Spain , the Queen interpofeth 
for England , ana demands reftitution of Calice , being loft not in the quarrel of 
England , but ofking Thilip , againft the will of the Englifh Councel. It was 
alleadged, that great fums of money for arrearages were due to the Englifh 
from the French king, all which the Queen was willing to remi^conditionally 
that Calice may be reftored, without which refHtution no peace could be con¬ 
cluded between England and France 5 it was at length agreed,that Calice fhould 
remain French for eight years, and then return to the Englifh, upon forfeiture 
of five hundred thoufand Crowns, but neither the one nor the other were ever 
4 ° performed- The Lord Wentworth Deputy of Calice , was arraigned at Weft win¬ 
der for the Ioffe of the Town, but was acquitted by his Peers. The oath of 
Supremacie is offered to the Clergy: in place of Vodle deceafed, rorker is made 
Archbifhop of Canterbury: the Monafterics are again fupprefied, and Images 
abolifliedrthen care is taken for refining the Coyn,and for furnifhing the king- 
dome with munition, armour, and powder. The F rench king, in favour of his 
fon the Dolphin,and Queen Alary of Scotland , caufed their right to the Crown 
of England to be proclaimed at Park, commanding England to be put among 
their Titles, and the Arms thereof to be impaled with Scotland and France , in 
their Seals, Plate, and Tapiftry: but afterw ard upon Articles of Accord be- 
5 ° tween England, Scot land and France , it was agreed,that the Arms and Titles of 
■England and Ireland fhould not thenceforth be ufed by the French king, nor 
his Queen of Scotland . 

Gtftavus King of Sweden propofeth a Match between his eldeft Son Ericut 
and Queen Elizabeth, which fuit afterward was renewed by Eric us himfelfe 
being King, but is both times rejedfed by Queen Elizabeth . Who fends aid 
firft into Scotland for fupporting of the Proteftant religion, then into France 1560, 
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An.chrijli. for the fame purpofe: her Forces are received into New-haven 9 Roan and Deep 9 
under the command oiAmbrofe Dudley Earl of Warwick who is affifted by 
foine Scots forces from Deep: but New-baven, after eleven moneths poflcflion, 
was loft again by the Englifh, for want of water, which the enemy had cut off, 
and by reafon of the Plague which raged there, and afterward i n England re¬ 
ceiving infedtion from thence. About this time fell out the Maffacrc at Park, 
in which the Admiral was barbaroully murthered, mangled and abufed, be^ 
fidcs many thou fan ds of men, women and children. O ' ' y i 

About the fame time Ireland rebels under Shan or 7 ohn O-Neal, who claim¬ 
ed an hereditary right to the Province of Vljler , as tnc 0-Weals had formerly io 
done of all Ireland-, for when Edward Bruce named himfelf king of Ireland, 
Donald 0-Weal ftiled himfelfking of Vljler and heir of Ireland but the Englifh 
quafhed his title, till in the wars between Torl^and Lancajlcr , they forlook 
Vljler. At this time Henry O-Ncale railed his family, by marrying the daughter 
o( Thomas Earl of Kildare , from whom iflued Con 0-Weal 9 firnaired Bacco from 
his halting, who curfed hispoftcrity, if they learned the Englilh tongue, fow- 
ed wheat, or built houfes. But king Henry the 8. fo crufhed Kildare 9 that he 
fubmitted, and was content to hold his revenues in fee of the King, with the 
title of Earl of Tiron or Tir-Ocn to him, and to Man hew his falfe reputed fonnei 
and to their lawfull heirs. Skin 0-K ale, upon this, murthers. Matthew , ana 20 
drives his father Con Bacco out of his houfe and all his polleflions, fo that he 
died for want and grief. Shan being then chofcn,and inaugured by an old (hoc 
caft over his head, feifed upon his fathers eftate, and to fecure himfelf,he mur- 
thered Brian Matthews eldeft fon, the other two Hugh and Con-mac 4 efcaped 2 
fo being feated in Vljlcr 9 . there he playes the tyrant, declaring that he was the 
fon and heir of Con O-Weal lawfully begotten, and that Matthew his fuppofed 
brother was a Black-fmiths fon, and was obtruded upon Con by his Concubine 
the faid Smiths wife } he pleads alfo the Irifh law Tanijlry 9 whereby a man at 
his full years is to be preferred before a boy, and an uncle before a nephew. 

So bearing himfelf as abfolute king of Vlfier 9 he overthrew O-Raily in the field, 3° 
took O-Donel prifoner with his wife ana children, and committed adultery 
with her. ’ a t 

This Shan hearing of the Lord Deputies preparations againft him, went 
over into England 9 and humbly fubinits himfelf to Queen Elizabeth^ who fends 
him back upon promifes of allegiance,and for a while he carried himfelf loyal 
and civilly $ but afterward fell off again, fired Armach 9 befieged Dundalk , and 
fpoiled the Country. Againft him Sir Henry Sidney then Deputy of Ireland 
came with (even Companies of foot and a Troop of horfe$ 0-Weal in a pitch'd 
field is overthrown, and in divers other skirmifties fo foiled, that he purpofeth 
with an haltcrabout his neck to fubmit himfelf to the Deputy : buthisSecre- 4 ° 
tary advifeth him to try his fortune once more by the fword, in making amity 
with the wild Scots then in Clanchoy } this counlel he takes, and repairs witn 
O-Donels wife his Adulterefie-concubine to the Scots camp, where being at 
firft welcomed and entertained, was afterward hacked in peeces by Mac Gil¬ 
lette and Alexander Ogc two Scots Captains,beenule Shan haa killed heretofore 
this Alexanders brother^ a few of sham followers efcaped by flight} andfo 
Vljler is freed from its oppaffion under 0-Weal. 

The eight years being expired for reft itution of Calice to thcE.nglifh, Sir 
Thomas Smith is fent with Sir Henry Worris 9 to demand the Town and Forts a- ' 
bout it,according to agreement} but the Towns-governors will not be fpoken 50 
with} whereupon they repair to King Charles , who told them, That none had 
1 ight to Calice but himfelf} the Queen-mother alfo added, That the Englifh 
by invading Scotland and Ncw-haven , had forfeited Calice: Sir Thomas replies. 
That the French had loft Calice by fending forces into Scot land, and folliciting 
1 he Scots Lords to invade England\ which they refufed to do, as being againft 
t heir late treaty and league with Queen Elizabeth 5 the French alfo had armed 
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Normandy and Britany* and hired divers German forces a gain ft England, and An.ChrjJtL 
did beare alfo the Arms of England : 1 he Queen-mother replied, that the 
Englifh did bearc the Arms of France } but however (he affirms, that what the 
King of Scotland did in his Wives right, fhonld not be imputed to King charts 
her fon. Then the King willed the AmbalTadors to abfent themfelves a while, 
till he had talked with his Counccl } and fo after an houre they were fent for 
again, and told, That five thoufand French onely were fent \v \10 Scotland to 
fuppreffe the rebellion of the Proteftant Lords there, and not to invade Eng¬ 
land , whereas Queen Elizabeth had fent fifteen thoufand thither to aflift the 
IQ Rebels: Sir Thomas anfwcrs, That the Queen hearing of fuch great prepara¬ 
tions, was ncccffitated to fend great aid both by fea and land, not toaflift Re¬ 
bels, but to maintain fuch as were oppreiled for their conference. The Chan¬ 
cellor of France alfo tels him,thatCV///ce ftood upon French,not Englifh ground} 
and as the Englifh had right to h by the fortune of war, fo now the French 
have the fame, befides that they enjoyed it long before the Englifh took it^ 
who had alfo once pofiefled and enjoyed Jqnitain and other places, which 
lonji fince they have loft > theEnglifti claim two hundred years polleflion, 
the French above five hundred years} if prefeription then could ftand among 
Princes as among private men, the French can preferibe a far longer time then 
2 0 the Englifh: As for king Franck the 2. he did not therefore intend to invade 
England , becaufe the Englifh thought fb, for fufpitions and thoughts are no 
realities } but the Englifh Queen did really invade trance* upon a fair pretence 
of keeping the Towns for the Kings ufe, but (he kept New-havsn as a pledge 
for Caltce* whereby (he hath loft her right to Caltce: withall hefhews, that God 
having divided England from France by the fea, the Englifh Ihould content 
themfelves within their own confines: therefore he wilheth them to enter¬ 
tain peace with France , which will do them more good then the gaining of 
Caltce. To this Sir Thomas anfwers. That the Englifh made no invafion upon 
France , but were invited thither by divers of the Nobility and others then in * 

30 danger} nor when they were landed did they ufe any hoftility, or take an hen 
or egge but what they paid for $ and if that aid had not come from England* 
much of France had been ruined: As for the Queens keeping of Neve -haven* 

(he had reafon (o to do, having been at fo great charge and coft } (he deforved 
to have fome reafon offered her in her right to Calice. But(faith the Conftablc) 
fomuch provifion of viftuals, men and ammunition, and fomany (hips, could 
not be for Ncrv-haven alone } therefore the Queen muft have had further de- 
fignes : No (faith Sir Thomas ) it was onely out of providence that this 
provifion was had , becaufe fea and winde doe not ferve at all times. 

At laft after much debate, both the King and Queen-mot her, and all the 
4o Councel told him plainly, that they would entertain amity with the Englifh 
Queen, but France would not part any more with Calice . 

At the fame time the troubles of Scotland were fogrtat, that the King was 1 5 6 9 * 
(hamcfully murthcred,and the Queen banifhed} who fetting fail for France* 
was by contrary winds driven into Cumberland . Queen Elizabeth folliciteth 
the Scots on her behalf, but they could not be induced to admit her again, fo 
(lie is forced to ftay in England. Mean while the Earls of Northumberland and 
Wefimorland with fome others, pretending Religion, flie out into Rebellion, 
intending to furprife the Earle of Sujfex Lieutenant of the North} but they 
were prevcnted,and the Queen had notice of their intents, wherfore (he fends 
50 for Northumberland to the Court, who out of feare removed from his Caftle of 
Tofcltffe’m York-fhire, andgoethto Branjputb* where meeting with the Earle 
of Wefimorland , they command the Country to take arms, pretending it was 
to aid the Queen,and to reftore the old Religion} which if they (hould neg- 
left, forraigne Princes would do h, to the danger of the whole kin gdome; 

From thence they go to Durham* where they tore the Bible} at Riff on they 
heard Maflc} thence they went to Bramham-Moore , where they muftcred 
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An.Chrifii. fixteen hundred horfe and four thoufandfoot* then they fall upon Barnards 

Caftle, which in eleven dayes they took s they grew fohigh, that in their let¬ 
ters they called the queen, the late and pretended queen : Upon this 

they are proclaimed traitours 5 Carlile-Caftlc is kept againft them by the Lord 
Scroop and Earl of Cumberland. The E^-iil of Sufic x Lieutenant of the North with 
an army follows the enemy , who was both heartlefle and moneylefs, the one 
hundred thoufand crowns failingthem which the Pope promifed. The chief 
heads of thefe Rebels finding their inability to refift fogreata power as was 
comming againft them, relblve to flie into Scotland to thofe Lords that flood 
out for the Roman religion , which they did accordingly, and left their army 10 
to the mercy of Sufiex , who furprifed them without reliftance, fo that at Dur - 
ham and about in the country many were put to death. 

This execution made many defperate, who in revenge of their friends put 
to death, gather head under Leonard Dacrc thefe neer to Navoorth fought de- 
* 5 7 c * fpcratly with the Lord Hunfdon, who at laft C2ufed them to give back, and 
Vacres to flie into Scotland^ where Northumberland is taken by the Regent,and 
fent into England, and beheaded at Fork , declaring the Popes fupremacy, the 
Queens herefie, and thekingdomes mifery, being now in a fchifme. Wcjlmtr- 
lattd was fhiftea away into Flanders , where he died miferablv of ulcers. 

About this time, Nicholas Morton an Engltfh-man, made Bifhopby Pope 20 
Pius g)u ntus , procures at Rome a Bull againft queen Elizabeth , w hereby (he is 
declared an Herctick, an ufurper, and uncapableof the Crown 5 therefore all 
her fubjcftsareabfolved from their allegiance to her, and curfes denounced 
againft fucli as ftiould obey her : this Bull was hanged up at the Bifliop of Lon¬ 
dons gate , and had many patrons and abettors, who came to untimely 
deaths^ among whom was Dr. Story a Civilian, who having efcapcd out of 
prifon, got over into Antwerp, where being imployed by the Duke Alva to 
r 5 7 1. learch all (hips for Englilh-bibles, was catcht by one Tarver a Merchant, as he 
was (carching his fhip, and carried over into England , where he was executed 
j 575. at Tyburn. One Sommcrvcl intended to murther the queen, but was proven- 30 
ted, apprehended, imprifoned and condemned ,but in the prifon he ftrangled 
himfelfto death. One hundred and twenty Jefuits were apprehended, fifty 
three of which were banifhed, the reft executed , among whom was Edmund 
Caw pi an ^ Robert rarfons efcapcd. In Cornnal\ Cntbert Mayttc di ft wades the 
people from obeying the Queen $ In other places, Nelfon and divers others 
were imployed to the fame pur pofe: 'lhompfon brought holy-oyle to anoint 
the Priefts, and Hemford a difpenfation from the Pope: Haidock^ was imploy¬ 
ed to find out the fitted landing-place for fti angers , and to prepare aides at 
home : John rain with fifty more were encouraged to kill the queen by a vio¬ 
lent a (fault. r 4 ° 

Francis Throgmorton was imployed by Mendoza theSpanifh Ambafladour in 
1583* London , to colleft the names of the Englilh great-men who ftood for the Ca- 
tholick caufe 5 to whom was joyned Charls Paget: abroad divers were fet on 
woik, to follicitc the king of Spain to invade England: The Duke of Cuife un¬ 
dertook to Lx; the leader, if Rome and Spain would bear the charges. 7 hrog- 
morton delivers to Mendoza his chard of the Havens of Fn^<fia nd, with a lift of 
Catholick aiders} Arundel in Sufiex was held the fitted place for landing: 
but Throgmorton upon fufpition is apprehended,and his ftudy fearched, where 
were found the lift of his Catholicks, the Havens for landing, with pedigrees 
touching the Englilh Crown, and foinc libels againft the Queen ; but a casket 50 
with fomc other things unknown were fecretly conveyed to the Spanifh Am- 
ba(Tadours.This whole confpiracy Throgmorton confefleth,& fufTereth. William 
Tarry for burglary was to die,but obtained pardon from Qjhzabcthyyct after- 
1584. ward Ijc went about to take away her life, by pretending that he would difeo- 
ver the names of divers who had plotted againft her, but ftill his heart failed 
him, when he came to fpeak with her* At laft his treafon was difeovered by 
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one Mr. Nw/whomhe thought to be fure on his fide, which Trcafon he AnXhrifiL 

confeffcd himfelf, and by his letter to the Lords of theCouncel feemsto ab- 

hor it, and craves pardon for it, but when he faw he was to be executed, he <. 

denied his former confeflion. One Appletree (whether purpofely or cafually 

was not known) difehargeda bullet, andfhot the water-man in the Barge 

where the Queen was, within fix foot of her feat, *but (he pardoned the offen^ 

der. Henry Ycrcj Earl of Northumberland, .being of 7 hrogmortonr con fpi racy, 

was fent to the Tower, where he murthcreth himfelf by difeharginga dag 

with three bullets under his left pap. ^ , . , 

1Q There were befidcs thefe, divers other Trcafons hatched by the Earl of 
Arundel^ Sir John Perot Deputy of Ireland, Babington, 7 ichburn, Ballard f, and 
divers others, fume of thefe fuffered at Tyburn', Babington, Charnock ,and Savage • 
in Lincolns-Innc-hdds. Cullen an Irift Fencer undertook the death of the 
Queen for thirty pounds, he fuffered at Tyburn. Sanders wrote againft the 
Queen, fo did Crefppel under the name of Philopater , and Parfons under the 
title of Dole/nan concerning titles of the Crown. Dr. Lopez, the Portugal Phy- 
fitian for a rich jewel given him by a Spanijh Counfcllor, and a promife of fifty 
thoufand crowns,undertakes to poyfon the Queen by a potions but the matter 
was not carried fo clofe as was thought : Lopez was appointed to give the 

20 Q? ecn phyfick, purpofely to try him, the phyfick being brought, the Queen 
wiiheth him to minifter to the Treafurer Cecil who had more need of phyfick 
then (he $ when he came to Cecil he is apprehended for a Traitor, the ingredi¬ 
ents of his potion are examined by other Doftors, and it was found poyfon> 
fo he is arraigned, and with his two conforts hanged at Tyburn. 

After thefe, Xerk^ Williams and others, were animated at Bruxels by Holt the 
Fnglijb Jcfuitc to kill the Queen, but the plot was difeovered and prevented, 
and the plotters hanged. The laft that publikely attempted the Queens death 
was Squire, firft a Scrivener, and then a Purveyor in the Queens ftable, he be¬ 
ing taken at fea (as he was (ailing after Sir Franck Drakg) by fome Spaniards, is 
fet upon by Walepool an Englijk-nian, to poyfon the pommel of the Queens 
faddle, which he did as foon as he came into England , being exchanged fora 
Spanijh prifoner s but the poyfon had loft its vertue, for it did no hurt neither 
to the Queen, nor to the Earl of Ejfex , as was intended $ but Walepool hearing 
no news of his plot, fufpefted Squire for a falfe brother, and fearing he would 
reveal divers fecrets, prevents him, by difpatching one into England to inform 
againft Squire $ this Informer at fi# was not credited, yet Squire was examined, 
and fome paffages in his anfwer laid hold on, which made him be fuf* 

^efted, and fo upon advice of his friends he confefled, and accordingly fuf- 

40 The thirteenth year of her Reign an Aft was made that none (hould name 1 5 7 1 * 
any particular perfonto be the Queens heir or fucceffor : T homos Howard 
Duke of Hor folk , for favouring too much the Scots caufe, is beheaded on the 
Tower-hill This year was feen that ftrange Star or Comet in CaJftop£a, it was 1572. 
obferved to be higher then the Moon, and not much lefifer then t'enuf. Queen 
Elizabeth fends fifteen hundred men to aid the Regent of Scotland againft the 1 573 * 
other faftion^ Edinburgh -Caftle is battered with thirty Canons, and at laft for 
want of water is furrendred by compofition to the ufe of the young Ring. 1 5 7 
About this time the Royal-Exchange was built by Sir 7 homos Grejbam. Sir 
Martin Forbujher made fail into the North-Eaft-feas, fuither then any other 

50 had done ^ he* attempted the next year thirty leagues further, and a third time 

he allayed further. Sir Franck Drake with five (hips, and a hundred fixty four 1 5 7 7 - 
men part the- line three and thirty degrees of latitude, and in the fix and thir¬ 
tieth degree enters the river Platen with three ofhis (hips he paiTcd the ftrait 
of Magellan, leaving the other two as impediments to him, the Marrigold was 
nlfo loft, Mr. Winters (hipfhaken off by ftorms recovered England , but the 
Pelican, whereof he was Admiral, heid on her courfe upon the Weft of Ame- 
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An.Cbrifti.rica where he parted the line to the latitude 47 but finding no paflage by 
realon of fogs and ice, returned South-weft, and came to anchor eight 
1 5 7 8. an d thirty degrees from the line , where the King of that Country pre- 
fented unto him his Crown of feathers, admiring our men, and facrificing to 
them as to godsithis place he czWsNovaAlbiomzx his departure he erefts a Plate 
of brafle as a monument, wherein was engraven the Queens name, and her 
pifturc, with her Arms in a pcece of filver under the Plate* from thence he 
came to the Ifles of Molncco, and thence to Java Major , and fo to the Cape of 
Good-hope, and then he fell with thecoaft of Guinea, whence crofting again 
the line, he came to the height of the Azores , and then to England, having 10 
1580. been abfent three years wanting twelve dayes * his (hip was laid up in the 
Dock near Deptford, and the Captain Knighted. 

And now the Englifb begin to trade with the Mnfcovites andT/zr^r* the 
Sultan upon the requeft of the Englifb Ambaflador made peace with the 
1583. Eolunder, which Sultan by his letter to Queen Elizabeth inciteth her to make 
war againft Spain. Pope Gregory the 13. ftirs up the King of Spain , having ob¬ 
tained rcrtugal, to war againft England, in favour of the Irif h Rebels, offering 
to acquit him of the fruits of the Archbifhoprick of Toledo, long retained in 
his hands * the Archbilhopbeing fufpended, wherefore they two joyn in hope 
to conquer Ireland * the Pope (ends fixdmndred men under the command of 20 
Thomas Stuhgly, whomheftiled Marquefteof Ireland * the Spaniard bears all 
the charge, with the addition of three hundred Spaniards , and fends 
money to raife four thoufand men more* thefe landed in the County of 
Kerry, raifed their Standart, and built a fort * by thefe means Dcfmond hoped 
to be King of Ireland. 

The Lord Grey Deputy of Ireland , with his forces fell upon thefe ftrangers, 
and puts them to the fword, a few being referved for ranfomes; the Fort had 
ftoreof money, armour, fhot,powder, and other provifion * all the Irijl) there 
as well women as men died, and Dcfmond driven into the woods, was in a 
cottage wounded by a fouldier, who at length cut off his head. The Earl of 30 
Effex is fern over to reduce the wilde Irifb in Vljier, which had been pretty 
quiet after the Queen had enatted, That no man fhould aflume the name 
of O-Neale till Tnrlogh Lcinigh, a brothers fon of Con-More grand-father of 
Shan-O-Neal, of whom wc have fpoken already. This Tnrlogh difquieted 
the Scots of thelflands, and flew Alexander Oge, the flayer of shanO-Neal his 
fon in law*H»^/>Baron of Juncannon efcapcdTrom him into England, dn whom 
the Queen beftovved the command of a troop of horfe, and a thoufand marks 
per annum, and for his good fervicc againft Dcfmond he obtained the title of 
Earl of Tir-Oen-, upon this old Turlogh refigns to him the government of 
Vlftcr on certain conditions , chit fly, that they both (hould joyn their forces 40 
to maintain the Roman Religion. Mac-Guyre encouraged by Guar an Primate of 
Ireland, began firft toftir,but is discomfited by SirRrcbard Bingbaw^nd Guar an 
(lain in the field. Mac-Gnyre after this flies out into open Rebellion, whom 
7 ir-Ocn purfueth and recciveth a wound in his thigh, which made him gra¬ 
cious at the Englifb Court: he procured Fitz-willfams the I'deputy to be called 
home, in whole place Sir William Rjtfjcl is put, whom he flatters with fuch fine 
words, that although theMarfhal charged him with many fubordinations of 
Mac-Guyrc , yet he wasdifmifled,tothe great difeontent of theQuten, and 
difquietnefs of the land. 

King r hi lip of Spain had before this been inccnfed by Queen Elizabeth, for 5 ° 
entertaining the fugitive Netherlander his fubjetts in her Kingdom, whom (lie 
thought the could not in honour banifti, having fled thither for the fafety of 
their lives, and liberty of their conferences: She alfo defires that Wejlmerland, 
with others of her Rebels (hould be banifhed the Span/fl) dominions. The 
Netherlander! abhorring the spanijl) Inquifition , fend to Queen Elizabeth to 
protett them, which at firft (he feemed to be unwilling, as being loth to pro¬ 
voke 
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voke Spain againft her, butfent to King Philip to commifcrate his affli&ed 
people, which he refufing to do, {he fends (being follicitcd the fecond nine by 
th e Netherlander s') in Bullion the value of forty thoufand angels in part of an 
hundred thoufand pounds promifed, which made Donjohn of Aujlria then 
governour of Belgium interpofe himfelf in the Scott if) affairs to difturb Eng¬ 
land. The French to make England fnrer to them,fend over Monfieur Duke of 
Anjou the Kings brother, to marry Queen Elizabeth, whom flic magnificently 
entertained, but would not aflent to marry him. 

The fame of this Monfieur was fo great, that the Netherlander/ (having de- 
IO dared againft the tyranny of King Philip ) chofe him for their Proteffor} but 
he died not long after in France, and William of NaJ(aw is proclaimed Traitor, 
his eftate confiscated, and promifed with twenty thoufand crowns annual to 
him thatfliall bring him dead or alive, whereupon heismurtheredat Delphi 
therefore the Queen is follicited again , as nlfo Henry the French King for re¬ 
lief) the Queen fends the Earl of Derby into France in behalf of thefe Pro¬ 
vinces, but he being in danger of the Guife and the League, recommends back 
again their diftreftes to the Queen, promifing his relief) hereupon fhe under¬ 
takes their protection by advice of her Councel, becaufe fhe was bound ( fay 

S to defend the Gofpcl, to relieve the opprefled Protcffants, to keep off 
rength of Spain from fet ling too near, and to revenge the invafion of 
Ireland : hereupon Articles being drawn, Sir JohnNon'is is font over with 
five thoufand foot, and one thoufand horfe on the Queens pay during the 
war 5 for which money, Flujhing, Bril\ two Sconces, and the Caftle of Ramekins 
in Holland were pledged to the Queen. 

The Pope and Spaniard were highly difpleafed with the Queen, who in two 
books taxe her of ingratitude to K. rbilip who faved her life, and of intended 
murthering of the Prince of Parma , to which an anfwer was publifhed, and 
reafons (hewed why fhe undertook the proteftion of thefe Provinces, becaufe 
of their feituation and vicinity, becaufe of many ancient leagues between 
jo England and the Dukes of Burgundy , becaufe of the Spaniards tyranny, and 
the priviledges thofc Countries have to make choice of any other head^ 
when they are oppreffed bytheprefent governour, and becaufe Mendoza 
praftifed with Throgmorton to bring into England foreign power. 

Things thus ordered, Robert Dudly Baron of Denbigh , Earl of Leiccjler , and 
the Earl of Nort bum berlands fon, isfentoveras the Queens Deputy-Genera 1 , 
who at the Hague took an oath of the States to the Queen, and claimed ab- 
folute authority over them, at which fhe was offended,declaring fhe promifed 
to be their Proteftor, but not their Sovereign ) mean while all Englijl) ihips 
and goodsarearrcftedinS/><fof. Pope Sixtus 5. fends tothe Prince of Parma 
40 a confecrated Sword, with a Hat. The Netherlander arc put in fear that the 
Queen meant to make peace with the Spaniard without them, but by her let¬ 
ters fhe freed them from this fear. After this the Spaniards and Englijl) skirmifli 
near tuff hen, in which though the Spaniard was worffed , Sir rhilip Sidney be¬ 
ing (hot in the thigh loft his life: but the States grew difeontented with Leicc¬ 
jler their governour, for making Tork and Stanly two Spaniolifed perfons 
govemoursof Town?, to wit, of Deventer and Sconce, which afterward they 
fold to the Spaniard, and for fome other points of his mifgovcmment, but he 
hafteneth over into England to be prefent in Parliament at the handling ofrthe 
Queen of Scots caufc, who was beheaded at Fotheringhay- Caftle > Queen 
50 Elizabeth feeming much grieved at it, by punifhing her Secretary the chief 
aftor therein, with imprifoment, andthc lofleof her prefencc ana his place: 
the body of <gueen Mary was interredin Pctcrborough-Church under a heavfe 
of black-velvet, and was tranflated thence by her fon Kingjtaw to King 
Henry they. Chappel, and laid under white-marble. 

In Leicejiers abfence , many diforders were committed by the Englifh} 
wherefore Maurice the younger fonne of William Prince of Orange is chofcn 
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An.Cbrilli. Governor. Buckhttrfi is fent into Holland to examine complaint?, at which 
Leicettcr is offended, who recalls Sir 'John Norris, (to the dillike of the States) 
and fends him into Ireland j then he returns into Belgians, where he is blamed 
for the fun endring of Slttce^ fa&ions did increafe, and many Towns rejeft 
his government^ hereupon he is recalled into England by the Queen, and 
commanded to refign his government, which done, it is proclaimed through 
all the Provinces. Mean time king rhilip is preparing of his great Fleet, and 
withall bears the Queen in hand that he aimed at a generall peace , which (he 
believed, but could not perfwade the States to give credit that he intended 
peace, who was head of the Holy-league, perfected Proteftants, and was pre- i o 
paring of a Fleets therefore they to be in readinefle, fit their War-lhips, and 
1588. prefle a thoufand Sailers to aid her, if need be. Notwithftanding this, Corn- 
million ers are fent out of England to confer with Varna about the peace, with ' 
king Philips Commiflioners 5 much time is fpent about precedencic, and the 
place of meeting, at laft the Englilh have the priority, and the place is Oftencl. 

The Queen demands a CefTation of arms, a prefent Truce, a difmiffion of 
foraign fouldiers, a reftitution of the monies lent by her to the States, an 
enjoyment of their ancient Liberties, and a Toleration of Religion for two 
years, and a Confirmation of the Articles of Gaunt } fo fhe promifethto de¬ 
liver up the Towns again. All thefe demands are reje&ed by the Spaniards. 20 
Meanwhile Pope Sixtus 5*fcnd$ out his Bui to confirm the Excommunications 
of his two former Predeceflors againft the Queen ^ and Cardinal Alien fets out 
a bitter book, wherein he exhorts all to joynwith King rhihp and Varna a- 
gainft her : This book the Queen fent to Varmx , but he flighted it off with a 
complement. In the interim it is given out, that King rhihp had kept fifty 
thoufand men in pay almoft a whole year, by means of that Treaty: And at 
laft the great Armado begins to appeare, in which were 7 2 Gallions and Galli- 
afles, 47 Ships and Hulks, n Pinaces and Carvals, 2843 great Ordnance, 
8094 Sailers, 18658 Souldiers, 2088 Gally-flaves, 220000 Bullets for great 
(hot, 4200 Kintals of Powder, 200 Kintals of Match, 7000 Muskets and Cali- 30 
vers, befidesincredible ftore of other provifions, Bisket and Wine for fixe 
moncths, with Bacon, Chcefe, Flcfti, Rice, &:c. this Army coft king rhihp 
thirty thoufand Ducats every' day. The Generali was the Duke of Medina^ 
the Admiral Don Martinez* , Don Martin Alorcon was Vicar-general for the 
Inquifition, with whom were an hundred Monks and Jefuites * Cardinal Alien 
is Superintendent of Church-matters, hetranflates the Popes Bull into Eng- 
lifh and fends it away 5 In this Fleet were divers of the Nobility and Gentry 
of Spain md Portugal. The Duke of Varna alfo prepared a great Navy, with 
300 fmall Boats, and ;o fiat-bottom’d, every one able to beare 30 horfes, with 
a world of all fort of furniture and provifion : Neer Newport he had 30 com-40 
panics of Italians , 2 of Walloons , and 8 of Burgundians $ at Dyxmew lie had 80 
Companies of Netherlander /, 60 of Spaniards , and 60 of High-Diitch s befides 
7 of Englijh . The Pope fends forth his Crufado, and promifeth a million of 
gold, with a provifo that he (hould hold the Englilh Crown as feudatory to' 
thcSceoffaw/e. 

To prevent this ftorm, Charles Howard H igh- Admiral of England is fent in¬ 
to the Teas 5 the Lord Seymer with the (hips of Belgian kept betwixt Calice 
and Dover: The Queen being advertifed by the French king, that this fleet 
was for England , caufed all the Trained bands through the kingdome to be 
muftcred and in readinefle, the Earl of Leicefur is made Lieutenant over 5 ° 
them, Tilbury in Fffcx was the place for the Camp 5 there were two and twenty 
thoufand foot and fixteen hundred horfe* the Queens guard con lifted of two 
thonfindtwo hundred and fifty two horfe, and of foot thirty four thoufand 
and fifty. But the great Spanifh Navy is fo tolled with a ftorm, that the Duke 
of Medina is driven back into the Groinc , and eight other oftheir (hips difper- 
fed and tome, befides three Portugal gallics which fell upon the coaft of Bayon 
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and were fet upon by their own Haves, who freed theinfelves by the (laughter 
of many Spaniards. Sir Francis Drake Vice-Admiral goeth weftward, and 
joyneth his fleet with the reft, which made up an hundred faile. 

The Admiral hearing in what dillrefle the Spanifti fleet was, did bear faile 
towards Spain } but the wind turning South, he returns homeward and An¬ 
chored his fleet in Tlwiouth haven } the Spaniards put again to fea, and at laft 
caft anchor in the Channel of theNarrow-feas} fome Pinacesare difpatchcd 
to Parma # to forward his charge for the kings fcrvice: fudden news is brought 
to the Admiral, that the Armado was come, which by reafon of Gcknefle, and 
10 the former ftorm,was not expetted that year: Whcreforeall hands arc fet on 
work to warp out the (hips then in the harbour,and many of the men on ftiore} 
at length they got out to fea, and having advantage of the wind, difeharged 
their Cannon on the Spaniards, and wereanfwereain the fame language } the 
next day, the two fleets fought within musket-fliot} the Englifli Admiral 
fell fiercely on the Vice-admiral of Spain } a Gallion in which were fome Dons, 
was forcly battered by the Engl ifh , whofe (hips were lower and nimbler, 
whereas the Spanifti high Ve(Tels were fitter for defence then offence: The 
next day Drakjp commands this Gallion to yeeld, Don Pedro at firft refufed, but 
underftanding that it was Drakg> who had him in chafe,came on board his (hip, 

20 whereafter fome complements, he is kindely ufed by Drake, and lodged in his 
own Cabbing the reft of that company were fent to Plimouth, where they 
(laid eighteen moncths till their ranfome were paid } in that (hip were found 
five and fifty Ducats in gold: that fame day Oquendos great Gallion fell on fire, 
the upper part whereof, and mod of the perfons were confumed, the Hulk was 
brought into Plimoulh . 

Ncer Portland* fierce encounter was between the Englifli and Spaniards, 
wherein a great Venetian (hip with fome fmaller were furprifed. The 24. day 
ofM, a great fight was between four Gallia(Tes and the Englifh fleet,in which 
though the Spaniards were galled with chain (hot from our (hips, yet they had 
50 the advantage becaufe our powder failed* which being fupplied, our fleet is 
divided into four fquadrons, under four Commanders} namely, the Admiral, 

Drake , Hawkins , and Forbijher . jf uly 1 5. againft the Ifle of Wight , was a cruel en¬ 
counter, each difeharging their whole-fiaes. The 27 of jf#/;, the Spaniards an¬ 
chored in fight of Calice, intend in g for Dunkirk) there to joy n with the Duke 
of Parwa 9 to whom Medina fends tohaften fiis forces} but the Spanifti (hips 
were fo planked with beams, that Bullets could not pierce them} wherefore 
eight Englifti-lhips are filled with powder, brimftone, and other combuftible 
matter, which July 28 about midnight were let drive with Wind and Tidea- 
mong the Spanifti fleet} this caufed the Spaniards, being fuddenly affrighted, 

40 to cut their cables, or elfe they had been all fired 3 in this confufed hade,one of 
their Galliaffes of Naples fell foule on another (hip, and loft her rudder, and fo 
was a Haul ted by the Englifh on a (helve in the (bore of Calice } her General 
Moncado was (lain in the fight,and many more Spaniard$,many leaped into the 
Sea and were drowned : In her were four hundred fouldiers, and three hun¬ 
dred (laves, which were now freed from their fetters} and a booty found of 
fifty thoufand Ducats} the governour of Calice would not fuffer the veffel to be 
fet on fire. 

The 29 of July, over againft Grevcling, a fore conflict continued that day, in 
which a Gallion of Bifca perifhed, wherein the Captains in madneffe killed 
50 each others: T wo great (hips befides prefently funk} Francis de Toledo,, with o- 
thers,- committed themfclves to the Skiff, and arrived at Ojlend . The St. rhilip 
a Gallion of Portugal t in which he was, with the fouldiers in her, were taken by 
the V btjbingers, The St. Mathew, another Portugal Gallion was fo (hot, that her 
leaks could not be ftopt. Don Diego Pmentelii, refufing Medina's courtefie,who 
would have faved him in a skiff, was afterward taken on the coaftof Flanders 
by five men of war, and carried into Zealand } In the interim, Seymer with his 
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fquadron is fent to joyn with the 35 (hips of Holland , that lay on the coaft of 
Flanders to keep in the Duke of Parma $ but the Armado being weary of fight¬ 
ing, fpread their main-fails and put to fea, the Englifli Admiral following left 
they ihould put into Scotland, but they bent their courfe toward Norway fo 
about the degree of latitude 57. our Admiral left them. 

The Spaniards confidering with themfclves, how they had loft five thou¬ 
fand of their men, that many maimed and fick fouldicrs lay on their hands, 
twelve oftheir grtnteft fhips were funk, loft and taken, their tackling fpoiled 
and anchors loft, their viftuals failing and frefh-watcr fpent,which made them 
fling their horfes and mules overboard, knowing alfo that Parma could not, 10 
and Scotland would not help them, by rcafon of their correfpondencie with 
England^ they held it beft to return into Spain 5 fo failing between the Orcadcs , 
about Cast hues and the coaft of Ireland , kept weftward in the main ocean, and 
returned at length into Spain , where the Duke is depofed from all his autho¬ 
rity and confined to his houfe $ The refidue of the (hips, about forty in num¬ 
ber, were fo battered on the coaft of Ireland % that divers of them perifhed, 
amongft others Oquendo's great Galliafle and two great (hips of Venice , fome 
were driven on the Engliflyome on the French coaft,and were taken 5 (b that 
of 134 (hips only 53 returned to Spain , of the wholefleet were miffing 81 vef- 
fels, and of 3CCC0 fouldiers 135CO. above 2cco prifoners were taken in 
England 9 Ireland , and Low-Countries. 

All danger being paft, the Gimp at Tilbury is disbanded, and not long after 
Leiccjlcr died. The Queen on the 8. of September gives folcmn thanks to God 
for this Viftory in S. Pai ls , where on the lower battlements eleven Spanifh 
Enfigns are hung up, the next day they were fpread upon London- Bridge } 
the 19. day of November was appointed to be kept holy throughout the Land > 
the upon the Sunday following, being the 24. of November) went in 

ftate from White-Hall to S.rWr, where at the Weft-door (he fell down on her 
krees, giving foleinn thanks to God, and exhorting the people to the fame 
duty. The Zelandcrs on the irCuyn (tamped the memorial of this day and 3 ^ 
viftory, fo did the Hollanders. 

It being reported that king Philip was preparing a new Fleet to recover his 
loft honour. It was ref lvcd by the Lords ana Commons of England) That an 
attempt be made upon Spain 9 and aid given to Don Antonio theexpulfed King 
of Portugal) who was given out by king Philip tobeabaftard} after he had 
driven him out of Portugal) he proclaims eight hundred thoufand crowns to 
him that (hould biing him cither dead or alive, yet he was kept difguifed 
tight moneths in Portugal 5 then he fled unto the Court of France , where he 
lcccivedaid from the Queen-mother, a competitor alfo for the Portugal- 
crown. A fleet is fent to the Kies of Tmw/, which by the Spaniards is over- 4 ° 
thrown, eight ofthctalleft French (hips arc loft, and two thoufand men (Jain > 
divers Portugal Captains for this lofle were imprifoned as cowards.So Antonio 
having no more hopes of France , repaires into England , where he defires the 
Queen to land him fafe in his country $ \v hereupon fix of her (hips,and twenty 
more of war, befidcs others for tranfportation, accompanied Don Antonio 
from Plymouth) S i r Francis Dr a ke w a s Admiral, Sir John Norris Generali for 
1 and-fervice, with eleven thoufand fouldiers, two thoufand and five hundred 
mariners ; thefe landing in the Bay of Galicia ncer the Groin 9 were encountred 
by t he enemy neer the Town, who forced them back to their gates. 50 

Norris the next day, forced the Gallics which plaied upon his troops, to 
abandon the road} the Bafe-town is furpi ifed, five hundred that fled thence 
to the rocks were (lain} in this Town was an incredible magazine of mony, 
viftuals, and arms provided againft England \ the Fnglilh by immoderate 
drinking of wine,cau(cd a great infeftion and mortality in the army $ a great 
Gallionis fet on (ire by overcharging the great ordnance, thisburnedtwo 
daycs together, fo that of fifty great pieces, fixteen only were left ^ the higher 

town 
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Town held out, being built on a rock 5 the Miners attempting to blow up the An.Ckrtftu 
walls, overthrew a part of a tower, the other part falling down unexpectedly; 
flew Captain Sydveham with thirty fouldiers ; after this Hank with nine Re¬ 
giments met a Spanijh Army comming againft him,and a hot skirmifh enfiierty 
in which Sir Edward Norrfy with fome other Commanders are wounded, not- 
withftanding the whole Army of Spaniards was routed in this fervice, the 
Kings Standard is taken,which was difplaied before the Generals then return¬ 
ing to the Groine y the Englijh fired the bafe Town , and fo put again to fea, the 
Earl of Effex meets with the fleet, and they all land in Portugal^ under fhot of 
io the Caftle of Pcniche ; the enemy fell prefently on the Englijh, but arc beat fo, 
that they take their heels and leave the Town undefended, which prefently 
yeeldeth, and fo doth the Caftle upon fummons, undemanding that Don An¬ 
tonio was there. 

Seven Companies of foot beingleftto guard the fhips, the main Army, 
marcheth over-land to Lisbon , and took a Caftle by the way : many of 
the Englijh fouldiers were poyfoned with drinking of (landing waters, and 
eating of poyfoned honey left purpofely in the houfes. The 25. of May our 
Army came to Lisbon , whofe Suburbs were abandoned and ftorc-houfes fired; 
the enemy in the night time fwhilft the Engltjb were at reft., being wearied 
20 with fix dayes march and watching) (allied out, and killed Collonel Bret , with 
divers Captains and others; but the Earl of Ejfcx fell on them unexpectedly 
and drove them to the City-gates : in the interim Cafcu is fut prifed, the inha¬ 
bitants being fled to the mountains, who underftanding their King was 
come, profefled their loyalty to him, but the Caftle held out for the 
Spaniard . 

The Duke of Braganfa , Francifcode Toledo and others, promifed to aid 
Antonio w ith three thoufand horfe and other fupplies, but could make no 
head, becaufeof the Spanijh Commanders every where : Antonio hoping aid 
would come at laft, defired the Fngbjhto ftay before Lisbon for nine dayes, 
go which could not be granted, becaufe the Engl/p were fickly and much weak- 
ned, nor was there any forwardnefs in the Portugal*^ Antoniofefwes the Sub¬ 
urbs might not be fpoiled : Effex in a bravery run his fpear and brake it againft 
the gate of that City, challenging any Spaniard within to fight with him, but 
none appeared. The Caftle of Cafcak is rendred upon conditions. Sixty 
Spanijl) hulks laden with provifion for Lkbon are taken. 

The Englijh being at fea again, are overtaken in a calm by nine gallies 
which funk fome of our ftraglingihips; Captain Minfhaw fought to the laft 
after his (hip was on fire; fo continuing feventeen dayes on board, many d< ad 
fouldiers arecaft into the fea : Then they came to Vigo a Town, which with 
40 the Country forfeven miles compaffc they fet on fire : Then Drake arrives 
fafely at Plimouth June 21. and Noirk July the 2. after. 

Theftateof France at this time was much diftraCted and out of order* 
therefore a meeting at Bloys is appointed of the three Eftates for eftabli- 
(bing peace and union : For the Clergy appeared a hundred thirty four 
Deputies, among whom were four Archbiftiops, one and twenty Bifliops, 
and two Generals of Orders; For the Nobility, a hundred and eighty 
Gentlemen; For the Commons, a hundred ninety one Merchants and 
Lawyers : To thefe King Henry the third made a fpcech tending to union, 
w'hich was profecuted by the Chancellor, by the Archbifhop of Eourges, 

50 and by thePrefident for the third Eftate; whereupon an oath of union is ta¬ 
ken, but the Leagures in the interim difgrace all the Kings a&ions, and 
make his government odious, purpofely to fet the Guife in his Throne, who 
temporifed with both. The Clergy excommunicates King Henry of Navar as 
an heretick, and deprived him of the government of Guienne, but King H my 
woula have him to be fummoned, and again to be fwornto the union. To 
this it was anfwered, That he had been many times wrought upon to re¬ 
nounce 
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An.Chrijli. nouncc his hcrcfie, to no purpofe $ he was excoin muninate by the Pope, and 
therefore king wasbound to fubferibe thereto, other wife Gnife would 
diflolvethe allemblyj and fo Henry of Navar is pronounced incapable of the 
crown of France* 

The king to be rid of the Guifes, intended to deftroy them both * notice was 
given to the Duke of this, but he would not believe it, prefuming on his own 
greatnefle* but at laft, he was killed by the kings guard, and fo was his bro¬ 
ther the Cardinal not long after y which fo incenled the people, that they de¬ 
famed the King, defaced his furniture, brake his piftures, dragged his image 
through the ftreets of Park ,and beat down his arms: The Sorbonifts alfo con- io 
eluded, that the people were free from their allegiance to him* whereas the 
Duke of Gnife was highly commended and lamented. The Leaguers prevaile 
fo againft the Parliament, that all forts of infolcncies were permitted $ befidcs, 
one Clement a Jacobin, vowed to kill the King, which he did at Paris , where 
he delivered the king a Letter, and with a knife wounded him in the belly, 
which the king drew forth, andftruck the Jacobin above the eye, whom alfo 
the kings fervants ftabbed to death : So Henry died of his wound. 

Upon this, Henry of Navar is proclaimed by the Army, and named bv the 
laft Henry of Prance his fucceflbr,in his laft Will $ him Queen Elizabeth affifted 
* ' * againft the leaguers with twenty thoufand pounds, with (hips,Arms,and Pow- 20 
der, and with four thoufand fouldicrs at one time, and with three thoufand at 
another j and to refift Parma who was entred France , (he fends over Ejjex with 
four thoufand foot and two hundred horfe, thefe landing in Normandy , laid 
o to fohan , where his brother Deverenx was (lain : Henry finding the Lca- 

*9 3 * g uers too ftrong for him, and the Popes power fo great 5 at laft renounced his 
religion, and embraced the Roman Faith} fo he is abfolved and cfowned. In 
Brittany the Spaniards are worfted, with the lofle of Captain Forbtjher, and di¬ 
vers other Englifli: The Leaguer* by treafons lay wait for his life, andcrofs 
him what they can at Korney at laft, war is proclaimed between France and 
Spam. 3 3 

To Ernejltff in Belgium, focceeded Albert Arch-duke 5 who prepares againft 
the French, and fals firft upon Calice . Kicbbank L left unmanned, is feifed on by 
him, and the town at length upon compofition is furrendred : Queen Eliza* 
beta not willing the Spaniards fhould poflefle that Town, proffers aid to the 
, French king againft him $ but he weakened by war, was more inclined to har- 
1 ^ ’ ken to cond itions of peace s whereat the Queen was difpleafed, and prepares 
another fea expedition, with a Declaration, (hewing the caufes of preparing 
this fleet, to wit, for defence of her friends and fubjefts, All which .fhe wilsto 
forbear helping of, or trading with the Spaniards: Then about 150 faile of 
Englifh and Flcmmins met at Plymouth , under the command of Char Is Howard 4 ° 
Admiral, and the Earl of Ejjex : before they put to fea, the Queen prayed fo- 
lemnly for their good fuccefle: At fea, they met an IrifhBark ixom Cadiz 
• (hewing the ftrength of the Town , and (hipping in the Bay, to wit, twenty 
Gallies, ninety fliips, five great Gal lions, two Galiialles, with divers other vef- 
fels, all richly laden, and bound for divers places. 

On the twentieth of June the Englifli attempt to land on theWeft fide of Cad 
diz, but could not * the place was fo ftrong, the next day the Spanifli fleet 
prepares to fight: Lord 1 homos Howard, with fome Londoners , and a fquadron 
of Bclgicki hips began the skirmifh 5 Ejjex and Churls Howard fecondea them: $0 
Mink field the Gallies, which got paflage at the bridge: The Spanifh 

Admiral St. Philip is fore battered,ana fet on fire, and fo was the St. T homas\ 
that they might not come into the Englifh hands, the reft of the Spanifh fleet 
ran themfelves on ground. Then Ejjex lands his men } fome Regiments are 
fent to the Bridge to impeach all fupplics from the main, Ejjex with the reft 
took towards Cadiz , which at firft plaid fofore upon the Englifh, that the 
formoft began to give back, till Fjjcx caught his own Colours, and caft them 

over 
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over the wall into the Town, to engage his men : a furious afiTault is madc,the An.chrifli. 
Colours regained, and the Town furprifed, though with the loflc of many En- 
gliih, among whom Sr. John Mink field was (lain. 

The Town andCaftle being furrendred , the fury of the fouldiers is (laid 
by proclamation, great refpeft was (hewed to religious Perfons, women and 
children^ the Ladies were fuffered to depart quietly with their Jewels, the 
Generals (landing bv to fee them fafely (hipped.Thc Bifliop of Cufco is rdcafed 
without ranfome, tne fpoile of the town is given to the fouldiers, one hundred 
and twenty thoufand Ducats are promifed by the townfmen for their ranfom* 

1Q the (hips alfo that ran on (hore offered two millions and a half of £)ucatsfor 
their ranfotn* but the Duke of Medina. Sidonia^ Admiral of Spain, caufed them 
all to be fet on fire, yet the Matthew was faved, and fo was the Andrew : thus 
was that rich fleet fuadenly confirmed, the town ranfacked and burned, and 
the whole Illand wafted. 

TheEnglifti having abandoned Cadiz , fet faile Weft ward towards Faro, a 
town in Mgarva^ where the Earl landing his men,took what they found in the 
town forfaken by its inhabitants, and forraged the Country for three leagues 
about. Thence they put to fea again, and landed fafely at Plymouth, Atignji 7. 1507, 
The next year, the Earl of Effex is employed by the Queen , both as Admiral * / 

20 and General in another Voyage againft the Spaniard, with fix thoufand men, 
befides Mariners, in one hundred and twenty (hips, which July 9. fet faile 
from Plymouth for the Azores, but were driven back by ftorm $ they fet faile a- 
gain Angujl 17. and September 1 5. they arrived at thole Wes, which fubmitted 
prefeinly*chcy fackt the town ViUa-Franca, took a Erafil-inan, and three prizes, 
which they brought into England j. worth four hundred thoufand Ducats. 

Thetraffiqueofs/w//* failing by reafon of thefe wars, the young king of 
Tolind,sigifmund, fent an Ambafladour to Queen Elizabeth, who had audience 
at Greenwich * He complains that the Poland Merchants are hindred in their 
trade with Spaw by fca, which fhouldbeopcn to all $ therefore wilheth fome . " * 

go redreffe and reftitution be made, or elfe his Mafter who is fo neerly allied to 
the King of Spain and houfe of Aujiria , would feek fome means to right him- 
fclf: to this the Queen in latine anfwercd, That his Mafter was too young and 
unexperienced in negotiating with Princes $ and that his threatning fpeech fa¬ 
voured more of ignorance and arogance, then of judgement and good man¬ 
ners* She (hews him that it was not againft the law of nature for her to inter¬ 
cept military helps from any to her enemy: fowilhing him to wait for a fur¬ 
ther anfwer from her Counfel, (he rifeth in anger. ... 

Another Ambafladour comes from Denmark^ to intreat a peace between 
Spain and England , and amity between England and Denmark,, and a free 
40 Traffique between Spain and Denmark^ whereas hitherto the Danifti Mer¬ 
chants had fuffered by the Englifh * and laftly, he delivers to her the 
Garter , which the former King deceafcd had worn: For the peace with 
Spain , (lie told him, flic broke it not, nor would (lie fuc for confirma¬ 
tion of it , efpecially by fo young a King as the Dane was* as for peace 
with Denmark, 9 (he was willing to continue it* but for any wrongs done by 
her (hips on the Danifti Merchants, flic knew not * if any (hould appear, fatis- 
facrion (hould be made. Shortly after this, the Englifli Merchants are arrefted 
inth q Sound± for which caufe the Queen fends thither an Ambafladour, to 
whom all fatisfa&ion and content is given by the Dana 
50 Mean while T;>-0^/,whom the Queen had made an Earl, and pardoned 
twice, begins to ftir againft her* and firftheaflailstheFortof Blackrwatcr , by 
which the entry lay into his country, and got it by furrender* Then he writes 
to Kil&irCj to fide with him * and to Sir John Norm appointed Lord Gencral,to 
ufe him mildly, left he (hould flieout into difloialty : In this mean time, his 
guard confifted of one thoufand horfe, and fix thoufand two hundred and 
eighty foot o[Vljier , and two thoufand three hundred of Conanght * all which 
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An.ChriJli. are proclaimed traitours: The Queen willing to be quiet , fern Coinmiffio- 
ners to confer with the Earl , who complains of the Wrongs done him by Sit 
Henry Bagnal Marlhal: then he petitions that he and his may be pardoned,and 
reftored to their eftatess that they might freely cxercife the old Religion $ that 
no fouldier or Sheriff (hould meddle with the jurifdidtion of hisEarldome^ 
that he may be reftored to his pay, and Company of fifty horfe $ that the fpoi- 
lers of his Country be puniftied 5 and that Bagnal fhould pay him the thoufand 
pounds promifed him in Dowry with his lifter, Tirons wife: Then the Com- 
mifiioners propounded thefe Articles to him. That he would lay down Arm* 
and fubmit, reedifie the defaced Forts, admit the Queens Officers, reftore the 1 o 
fpoils, confefle how far they had dealt with forreign Princes, and laftly to dif*; 
claim all forreign aide. 7 ir-Oen would not hearken to thefe demands 5 there¬ 
fore Norris with the Deputies help, marcheth into Armagh $ whereupon T/r- 
Ocn forfakes Blak-n>ater Fort, fires the Villages aboutand plucks down Dun~ 
cannon town, with part of his own h oufe : Horris fets a garrifon in the Church 
of Armagh^ and proclaims Tir-Oen traitour. 

Tir-Ocn to gain time, prefents a feined fubmiflion, proftrates himfelf be¬ 
fore the Queens Pifrurc, ungirds his fword, and craves pardon5 wherein 
the interim he deals with Spain for aide, and mefltmgers thence are font him 
with promifes of men and arms: Hereupon he makes havock of the countrev, 
and then fues for pardon again 5 and withall lends king Philips letters, and tne 
caufes ofhisowndifcontent to the Deputy : In the meantime, moft of Con - 
naught revolteth, and all Vlfler rebelleth,except feven Caftles that kept for the 
Queen. ’Thomas Lord Burroughs fent Deputy into Ireland , and Norris upon 
difeoment dieth. The new Deputy makes forward to meet with the Rebels, 
who encountred him, but they Ioofe Blackyoater Fort again 5 and whileft they 
endeavoured to refeue it, Kildare interpofeth, and difeomfiteth them,but with 
thcr lofleof feme prime men, and dear friends 5 for which he died of grief. 

1 T;r-0e#rallieth his forces again, and in the Deputies abfence, bcleaguresit 

with all his ftrength': The Deputy hearing of this, haftneth to refeue it, but go 
by the way he dicth. Then was tne Earl of Ormond made Governour of /rc- 
Und. Ttr-Ocn again complains of the wrongs he fuftained, and oppreffions of 
Ireland under the Engliih, by which his difaffeftion to the English Nation was 
known : Bagnel is fent to raife the fiege at Blackpater with fourteen compa¬ 
nies 5 nee r Armagh the enemy meets him, where in a bloody conflict Bagnal 
is flarn, and the Englifti quite defeated: here thirteen Captains were flain,and 
fifteen hundred common fouldiers were routed and cut off 5 hereupon the 
garrifon of Bitckwatcr is furrendred, and 7 ir- 0 en fumiftied with all forts of 
prov i fiort and a rms. • / 

Tir-Oen puft lip with this fucccflc, fends four thoufand into Munfier , who 40 
profecutethe Englifh there with fire and fword, and after a moneth return 
richly laden : He fends letters alfo to king Philip of Spain , promifing to keep 
his allegiance to Spain , and enmity with England. In this fad condition of Ire - 
Und^ the Earl of Fjffcx is fent over with fixteen thoufand foot, and four thou¬ 
fand horfe $ being arrived thither,he fals upon the Rebels of Mitnjler , and cha~ 
feth them into the woods, with great lofiebothof men and time 5 thence he 
made into 7 e/w//er, againft the Rebels there, whom he vanquiftied > but Sir 
Conyers Clifford governour of Connaught is (lain,and his forces defeated, where¬ 
upon the Lord General enters W/kr; Tir^Oen defires a parly with him, which 
is denied : The next morning, the Earl defires a parly again, and is again refu- 5 ° 
fed 5 but upon his third petition, it is granted. He had conference with Ejfex 
for an hours fpace, then both returned to their Companies, and fomechoife 
men are appointed to confer with Tir-Oen , and Commifiioners for a treaty of 

1 5 9 pence. But the Queen was highly difpleafed, that fo much blood and money 
had been fpent in vain, and fo much time loft without fervice upon the Arch¬ 
rebel : Whercforc Ejjex having received (harp letters from her, who was alfo 

incenfcd 
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inccnfed by his enemies, he haftneth into England, where at Non-jucb, he had An.chrifiu 

accede to the Queen * bur fhortly after, is commanded to his Chamber, and 
then committed to thccuffrxly oftlie Lord-keeper. 

The news of this commitment gave occafion to Tir-Qvn to flie out again} 
who gives out, that he would rcftorc Ireland to her anticnc religion and liber¬ 
ty, and rapcll all the Englifb* he receives from «?/><//# money, and arms* and 
from Home Indulgences, with a plume of Phccnix feathers, for a trophic of his 
vi&ories: After this, in the midh of winter, he gocth on Pilgrimage to the 
holy-croilcin Tipperary, whence he fends Mac-Guire to fpoile the Country* 

IO whom Sir Karham Saint Legar ran with a Lance through the body; and was by 

him run through himfclf: Hereupon T ir-Ocn returns from Munjier . The Lord 1 6 o c* 
Montjoy at this time is made Deputy of Ireland, who in May prepares to in¬ 
vade Vljler'i where he forced hr-Octi to draw back into his old corners* He 
kils the chiefeft of the Rebels, he breaks through the Irifli Pallifadoes, beats 
the enemy back, and plants a garrifon eight miles from Armagh, which lie na¬ 
med Mount 'Norris, in memory of Sir John Norris * at Carlingford he gave a 
total rout to the enemies. In the midft of Winter he clears the Glinnes or Val- 
lies of Lcimjier from Rebels* he fubdues divers other places, fortifies Armagh, 
and drives Tir-Oen from Klackwatcr. 

20 In the mean time, king rhibpot Spain fends Don John de Aquila with two 
thoufand Spaniards and fome Irifh fugitives to help Tzr-t/e;/* thefe land at 
Kinfale in Mounjicr , where they publilh their Com million, and Queen Eliz 
hetls Dcpofitic n : The Deputy encamps neer Kinfale, and Sir Richard Lev if on, 
with two of the Queens fhips inclofeth the Haven * bur hearing of two thou¬ 
fand Spaniards more at flm’-Havcn, makes hafte thither, and finks five of their 
fhips* tothisnew fupply of Spaniards, rhe lebcls repair, who made up fix 
thoufand foot and five hundred horfe: Thefe intended to have put the Spa¬ 
niards and eight hundred Irifh into Kin fate, but they were prevented by the 
Deputies vigilancy, who followed the Rebels as they were retreating towards 
30 a Bog, where their horfe were routed by the Earl of Clanricard * the main 
battel was charged by the Deputy, who quickly put the Rebels to flight* 
many of whom were flain, with twelve hundred Spaniards, and divers com¬ 
manders taken prifoners, 7 ir-Qen flieth to his ftarting-holes in Vljler, and 0- 
donel driven into Spain. 

The General being returned to the fiege of Kinfale, and having mounted 
his Canons, is fent to by D. Aquila for a parly,complaining of the Irifh rudenes^ 
perfidioufnefie, and cowardife* and (hewing that he denred peace not out of 
want either in the town, or from Spaine: the Deputy willingly hearkened to 
a peace* and it was Articled, that D. Aquila fhould quit all places he had in 
40 Ireland, and {hould with his Spaniards depart, with arms, money, munition, 
and banners difplaied * that they lhould have fhips, and viftuals for their mo¬ 
ney, that they fhould be ufed as friends, if driven into any harbours of Eng¬ 
land or Ireland, that a ccflation fhould be from war, that their (hips fhould 
freely pafle without moleftation from Englifli fliips* Many of Tir-Oen s men 
weie drowned in their flight by the Winter floods,and he himfclf ikifted from 
one corner to another. 

The next Spring the Deputy marcheth from Dublin towards Vljler, where 
heforceth'/z^O^tofet his own houfeat Dunrannon on fire, who flies from 
place to place* then the Deputy waftes all his Country, and takes in many 
5 ° places, fo that now the Rebels exclaim againft Tir-Oen, and refolves to come in 
to the Deputy* which caufed this Arch-Rebel to beg pardon again of the 
Queen, who granted it * then he came in a poor array to the Deputy,and fell 
twice on his face before him, acknowledging the Queens goodneffc, and his 
own wickcdncflc in rebelling fo often , hoping he fhould findc her wonted 
clemency, and flie (hould not faile of his true loyalty * but when he began to 
cxcufe himfclf in fome things, the Lord Deputy commanded him to be lilenr, 
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and to depart the prefence, which he did, and had been fent over into England^ 
had not the news of the Queens death hundred this defigne. 

The Earl of Ejjex was ever held in jcaloufic, fince his conference with T»- 
Ocn, yet prefuming on his own merits and innocencie, carried himfclfe fo 
ftoutly and ftubbofnly to the Queen, that the Lord Keeper by a Letter pru¬ 
dently advifeth him to yield to the times, to fubmit to the Queen* and not to 
live fuch a difeontented life as he did, whereby he wronged his friends, his 
honour, his fortunes, his country, and his Soveraign, and withall encouraged 
the foraign enemy to rejoice and infult: He intreats him therefore to yield, 
ifhebe guilty, outofduty* ifnot guilty, out ofpolicie* for in this he would *o- 
(hew both his honour,prudence, and piety, and withall his true valour in con¬ 
quering himfelf. To this Letter the Earl anfwers, by laying the caufe of all 
his difeontents upon the Queens obduratenefle to him, who had deferved fo 
well of her * Hefticwes, that willingly he doth not wrong either his friends, 
honour, fortunes, country, nor Soveraign by his rctircdncflc, feeing he is 
forced thereto, and driven by the Queen to a private life, who hath difobled 
him from ferving his country in any publike way, but hath made him capable 
to ferve it by facrificing his life and caikaiTe to it: He is indeed bound to her 
Majefty in the duty of Allegiance^ ot of Attendances in the firft he will never 
fail,of the fecond there is no need: He yields to the time, for he faw the ftorm 20 
coming, therefore put himfelf into the harbour* but he will neveryield him¬ 
felf to be guilty, ortheimpofition laid on him juft * however he will patiently 
bear all, for Princes may erre, and fubje&s may receive wrong* no power 
(hall (hew more ftrength and conftancie inopprtfling, then he willftiew in 
fuffering. 

The Queen notwithftanding this Letter, which laid all the blame ofhis 
fufferings on her, was contented he Ihould be removed to his own houfe* 
then (he fends fome of herCounccllors to convent him about the manner ofhis 
treating with T/r-Oftf, and his leaving of Ireland^ contrary to the Queens com¬ 
mand : his anfwer was, That he had to do with bogs and woods, as well as 30 
with men, and forced to do things there, which he would not have done elfe- 
where. The Queen was contented with his anfwer and fubmiflion * yet he is 
fufpended from the exercife of his office for a while, and ftiortly after he is fet 
at liberty, the Queen hoping his fureft guard would be his own diferetion: 
But his liberty, without his offices and wonted power at Court, could not 
fettle his difeontents, which alfo were fomented by his followers * wherefore 
at Drwy-houfe they confult and agree to bring the Earl by violent hand into 
ihc Queens prefence, and to remove thence his oppofites: but the Queens 
jealoufies incrcafed, by the continual flocking of Lords, Knights and Captains 
to F/cx-houfc , by his refuting to come before the Lords of the Councel when 40 
he was commanded * therefore (he fends the Lord Keeper, with fomc others 
ofhis friends, to offer him jufticeforany griefs, and to aifmiflehisaflemblies. 
Thefc being let in , but not their followers, the Earle complains his life was 
fought after, and had been perfidioufJy dealt with: he was defired to exprefle 
the particulars of his grievances, and he ihould have juftice and facisfaft ion * 
and withall his Attendants are commanded to lay down arms and to depart: 
buttheEarlfhutupthe four Councellors in his Bed-chamber under fure cu- 
ltody, and in a tumultuous manner made into London, his followers crying 
that FJffcx ihould have been murthered by Cobk wr , Cecil, and Rairlcigh * fohe 
paft to Fancburch-Jircct , where he entred the houfe of a fuppofed friend, one 5 ° 
of the Sheriffs, but he abfented himfelf ; in the interim FfJ'cx is proclaimed 
Traitor* in Gracious ft reet he flood a while with a halbert in his hand, and a 
napkin about his neck , but no body came toaflift him* Then hepafleth to¬ 
wards tudgate, but there he is rclifted by fome Pike-men, and thruft through 
the hat, fome ofhis company were hurt, and young 7 racy (lain * So returning 
t hence to gjtccn-biie, he toqk Boat and lands at his own houfe, which he forti* 
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fied, and the Lord Amiral aflaulted$ upon refiftance fome are flain, which the An.ChriJti. 

Earl perce iving , prefently ycelded, defiring civil ufage and an honourable 
trial, fo he was carried to Lambeth-hou(e , and from thence, with fome others, 
to the Tower. 

Upon the 19. of February , Effex and Southampton are arraigned $ and Fjjex 
the 25. of February is executed on the Green within the Tower, having firft 1 ^°°* 
confeffed this great fin of Rebellion, but that he never meant to wrong the 
Qyeen , defiring all to think charitably of him, to hear the confeffion of his 
faith , to forgive him , and to pray for him, fo his head was cutoff at three 
I0 ftrokes,to the endangering oLthe Executioners life by the multitude: divers of 
his acceifarics died, fome at Tibnrn, fome on the Tower-hill , the Earls death was 
much lamented both by the people, and the Queen her felf till her dying day i 
Southampton was imprifoned in the Tower till he was relcafed bv King James. 

At laft Queen Elizabeth having fetled her dominions in peace, died the 24. of 
March, the 69. year of her age, and of her Reign the 44. She was a Queen of 
fuch eminent endowments,that to faylittle were to Wrong her,and to fay much 1602; 
were to flatter her, therefore let her own works praife her. She was happy in 
this, that never any Prince of this land had fuch wife Counfellors, fuch po¬ 
litick Statifts, fuch refolute and couragious fouldieis*

Chap. XXXIIL 

The Hijiory of Scotland under Queek Mary, from the year 1560. till the year 
1567. 


W Hilft an Army is preparing in England to aflift the Scots Proteftants, 
the French plunder Difert and Wimes, two Towns in Fife , then they 
march toward St. Andrews , and in the way they fpie eight great (hips 
50 afar offin the fea , who being in hope that thefe were (hips from France com- 
ming to aid them, difeharge for joy their great Ordnance^ but underftanding 
by fome fmall barks that this was an Englip fleet comming to aid the Prote¬ 
ftants , and that a Land-army was upon the borders, their joy is turned into 
fear and grief, and they prefently difperfe themfelves fundry wayes, the richer 
fort of thofe places (end away their wealth into remoter Countries. The 
Trench. plunder friends and foes, affirming that the Scots Catholicks were too 
fparing in helping their friends, for which caufemanyof themfall off from 
the French fusion, fo that all Fife turns Proteftants, the example of which was 
followed by divers other Countries in fhakingoff th t French tyranny 5 two 
40 ihips in the interim with a thoufand foot, and fome horfe are fent from France, 
the french were no fooner landed, but thetwo (hips are carried away by the 
Scots in the night : (hortly after eight French (hips more arrive with men, 
money and munition 3 but finding the Frith fo fall of Englipfaips, they re¬ 
turn home again} another Englip fleet comes, fo that now the llle of Keth is 
befet round, and all commerce by fea kept from Leith $ mean time the gover¬ 
nors of FifemcetHuntlyat Perth, where after three dayes conference, he 
with all the Northern parts come in to the Protcftant party. 

The Lords of the Reformation hearing that the Englip Army of fix thou¬ 
fand foot and two thoufand horfe were come, they go to meet them at Had - 
50 dington 5 the Regent with fome few of her fervants, to be but of danger, 
betakes her felf into Edinburgh* Caftle$ Areskintht governor, though he 
held the Caftle for the Proteftants, yet was content to admit the Regent, 
hoping thereby (he would be the eafier wrought upon $ being now in his 
powers to this purpofe the Protcftant Lords fend a letter to her, wherein they 
complain of the wrongs fuftained by her means in filling the Kingdome witn 
French, by whom the people are much alflidied, that they have often befought 
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An.Cbnfli . her to difmiflc them, which bccaufc (he will not confent to, they have there¬ 


fore intreated the Queen of Fnglands afliftance, not thereby to call off their 
allegiance to their own Sovereign, but to cafe their own necks from the 
Grangers yoke* therefore they befocch her to difmille the french forces, who 
fhall have fafc conduft by the Fnglift) cither by fea or land* if Ihe refufe 
this, they take God towitneffe, they are clear of the mifehiefs that will 
enfue. 

Upon the approach of the Fnglijb, thirteen hundred French came out of 
Leith t o feife thcmfelvcs of a hill not far off, there was skirmifbing for five 
hoursfor obtaining that place : at laftthe Scots horfe furioufly breaking in 10 
upon the t rcnch Army drove them back into the Tow n, and had the Engltjh 
horfe been in rcadinclTe, that t reach party had been all cutoff* feme parlies 
were held with the Regent about a peace, which took no effort, bccaufc the 
Scott would confent to nothing till the ftrangers were lent away* and now the 
FnghJIj having (hot often againft Leith to no purpofc,draw nearer to the Town 
with their Ordnance, a patt of w hich cafually fell on fire, and burned till the 
next day, fo that much of the French provifion was con furred; then the Enghjh 
let the water-mills near the Town on fire, which the trench would have 
quenched, but could no#: the befiegers aflayed tofeale the walls, but were 
beat off with theloflcof a'hundrcd and fixty of their men; whereupon the 20 
ficgcrifoth,andthe Fntthjh for bear to attempt any more till they have further 
direftions from the Queen * in the interim letters come from the Duke of 
Norfolk, wifhing the Fnglift to bccouragiou?, and to continue the liege, pro- 
inifing them aid enough , and his own prefence, if need required, withall he 
fends them his paviJlion, and Ihortly after two thoufand Auxiliaries, fo the 
fiegc is renewed again, and divers skirmifhes followed. 

In the mean time Queen Elizabeth fends fome /'^//^Commiflioncrs into 
Scotland to treat with the trench Cominiffioncrs for a peace* about W’hich 
time the Queen-Regent died of grief in theCaftlc of Edinburgh, a Lady of 
her own nature inclined to goodnefs and peace, but (he was over-ruled by the 3° 
King and Queen of France, and they' by the Gw/Je/* the Commiffioncrs at firft 
could not accord, bccaufe the trench ddired to carry home all their booty 
with them, which was denied * wherefore they broke out again into open ho- 
ftility, but the Frmcb finding their provilion almoft (pent ? and no hopes of 
fupply* the Fngl/fb alfo growing weary, and the scots louldicrs wanting their 
pay, tncy all inclined to peace, which was concluded on thefe Articles* That 
the trench fhould be gone within twenty dayes, and fomc F.nglijh (hips fhould 
be provided for them : That £f7//> fhould be reftored to the Scots, and the 
walls demoliflied : That the fortifications crefted by the trench about Dmubar 
be thrown down : That the tnghjh 11 ould withdraw their Armies out of 4 ° 
Scotland: And that an Aft of oblivion pallc. It was alfo agreed that fixty 
French Ihould keep the pofltflion of A>r//j-Ifiand and Dit/nbar- Caftle, left the 
Queen fhould think thatlhe is quite deprived of all government. 

After the French were gone, Scotland was very quiet till Queen Mary came 
over, a Parliament is held in Edinburgh, where the Proteftant faith is efta- 
blilhed, and fent to Queen Mary for her approbation : Ambafladors arc alfo 
font \x\toF.ngland\o thank thcQucen for herafftftance*and nowabout this time 
King Francis dieth, at which the Scots were glad, hoping now to be quite freed 
from the French yoke, j fames the Queens brother hafteneth into trance to his 
lifter, who with her uncles was retired in Lorrain from her mother in law’,who 50 
now took upon her the government of thcKingdome : Queen Mary fignifi- 
eth to her brother, that Ihe was willing to return into Scotland, and therefore 
appointed a day for that purpofe, defirous rather to command as a Sovereign 
in her own Country, then to live as a fubjeft to a mother-in-law in a foreign 
Kingdome * mean while Ihe lends back her brother into Scotland, with her 
Letters-patents for calling of a Parliament, that the French Ambaflador w'ho

with them, by endeavouring to infringe their liberties: as for the league with 
Englitnd y they can no wayes break without extream ingratitude to their deli- 1 
verere} as for thePriefts, they need none of their fervicc, being they know 
no ufeof fiichj but arenow better fupplied. '* • 

* In this Parliament an Aft was madefordemolifoingofall Monaftcries, and 
loCoinmiffions fent abroad for that purpofe} but the .gjueens friends advifed 
her, that at her firft comming in to Scotland^ foe foould not medle with matters 
of religion, till foe had got fure footing, and then foe might foew her powers 
ber Uncles animated her to reeftablifo the Roman Faith : charls the Cardinal 
counfolkd hertoleave inhwcuftddy herricheft houfhold-ftuffe, jewels, and 
robes, beenufe of danger by fea,} but foe told him,that her life was more dear 
to her, then her jewels, if then foe trufted the one to the fea, foe would not 
leave the other behind : An Agent is fent to Jgoecn Flizabeth to found her 
bow foewa* affefted, if queen Maryfh ould make her journey through Eng¬ 
land } It was anlwered, that none foould be welcomcr to her then queen Miry*

but queen Mary norwithftanding, by reafon of a great mift, got into Scotland^ 
upon the report of whofe arrival ^ the Lords and Gentry flock from all parts 
of the kingdome, fome for one end, feme for another: At firft it was agreed 
that the Religion foould ftand as it 1 was now eftablifoed in Scotland , onely the 
^ueen foould be permitted to have Mafib at Court for her felf and family. 

Shortly after,as the Priefts were going into the Queens Chappel,one fnatcht 
the Taperout of the hands of one^ which made a fudden hubburb, but all was 
pacified again by Jatnet the Queens brother 5 the Ekirl of Hww//^,whofe fami¬ 
sh ly hath been ever conftant to the Roman profeffion, took this affront in very 
ill part, and told the Queens Uncles ( who were then prefent) that he would 
reduce all the Northern parts again tothe old religion $ the reft of that year 
was fpentin feafts and masks to entertain the French Peers, who accompanied 
the Queen into Scotland : foortly after, an Ambailadour is fent by the Queen 
and her Lords to jgueen Elizabeth , for confirming of the league, and continu¬ 
ing mutuallove to each other} withalliheis defired to declare thejgueenof 
Scots to be her next heir, as being next in blood, if fo be foe have ho children 
of her own : To this foe nnfwers, wondring thatjgucen Mary and her Peers 
did not rather fend a confirmation of the league at Leith } this theAmbafla- 
40 dour excufed, that he was prefently fent away upon the jgueens landing, and 
that as yet foe hath had fcarce time to confcrr with her Lords about the affairs 
ofthe Kingdome, and fettling of Religion : But faith j^neen F.lizabcthftic was 
tied by her hand and feal to confirm that League} therefore foe needed no 
great time for that } to this the Ainbafladour could fay nothing, as being no 
part of his Commiffion: then faith the jgueen of England , 1 grant that your 
guccn is next in blood to me 5 and all the world knows, I never attempted 
to doc her wrong, even when foe wronged me, in ufurping my titles and 
arms} but I impute this rather to others, then to her felf} however, I hope,' 
foe will give me leave to enjoy my kingdome, whilft I live, and rny children 
50 after me, ifl have any, if I have none, I foall not any vvaies hinder her right ,* 
neither doe I know any (T fpeak in the prefence of God ) whom I foould pre- 
ferre to her, or who hath any right after me to my Crown,but her felf} and fo 
defiring fome longer time to think upon fo weighty a bufineffe, foe difmilfethf 
the Ambaffadour. 

A few daies after foe fends for him again,tond wonder^ what the Scots Lords 
meant, to fend her fuch a meflage, upon the landing of their ^uecn,and before 
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An.Chrifti fatisfaftion be made for former wrongs* I am not (faith fhej deftitute either of 
force at home, or friends abroad, to maintain my own right: the Ambaflador, 
anfwers, That their intent was only to (hew their affettion to their Queen,and 
to avoid the (bedding of much blood, and fetting the two kingdoms at odds, 
if any aueftion (hould arife about the title of fucceffion : I diflikenot their 
intent (faith (he) but what needs all this,feeing I never went about toqueftion 
her title? but however, I am not willing whilft I am alive to look upon my 
own winding-fheet * nor do I think it prudence in me to declare her my fuc- 
ccflbr, for that will breed many difputations according to peoples affcaions* 
befides, I am manied to my kingdomc, whilft I live this marriage cannot be IO 
diflolved, when I am dead let them fucceed that have moft right* again, my 
declaration in this point may occalion rather fome emulation between the 
two kingdoms, then confirm union* Princes ufe tobeleffe affefted to thofc 
whom they know fha 11 fucceed them, then otherwife* fo was Charles 7. of 
France to Lewis 1 1 . and he to Charts 8. and lately Francis to Henry his fucceflor: 
again, I know the inconftancie of this people, and how more do worfhipthc, 
riling then the fetting fun * my lifter Mary was not willing to hear that I (hould 
fucceed her * I know that many out of every difeontent, and becaufc I do not 
fatisfie their expectations, their covetous and ambitious thoughts will be apt 
to fall off from me to my fucceflor, who the more he or (he (bines in the peo- 20 
pies affeft ions, the dimmer will be my light, and the more I ftiengthenhcr 
title of fuccefliou, the more I (hall weaken my own fccurity: but I will take 
time to think more ferioufly of this bufincs, and (hall endeavour in this to 
gratifieyour Queen, when (he fhall confirm the League to which (he is bound. 

After divers other difeourfes, Commiflioners areappointedonboth fidcs 
to review the former League, and tobring it into thefe heads, to wit, That 
Queen Mary (hould forbear the titles of England and Ireland , and likewifethe 
Queen of Englands Anns** on the other fide, That Queen Elizabeth (hould 
not either by her fclfc or her pofterity go about to hinder the fucceffion of 
Scotland to the Crown of England. But whilft thefe things were in agitation, 30 
the Queen commits thcProvoftand Magiftrates of Edinburgh to the Caftle, 
for fetting forth a proclamation, That all Papifts muft avoid the City by a 
certain day. The Miniftcrsof Edinburgh complain againft the Queen in their 
Sermons, for celebrating Mafle with fuch folemnity upon All-Saints day, 
(hewing that it was lawfull for the people to force the Prince toobfervethe 
Lawcscftablifhed,and to abolifh Popery : but the Nobility were loth to heark¬ 
en to this do&rinc. In the interim the Borderers fell to (polling and plundring 
the neighbouring countries* againft thefe panics the Queens bafe-brother is 
fent with fome forces, whofuadenly furprifeth them, of whom he hanged 
eight and twenty, others upon hoftages given he difmifled. The Queen alfo 40 
made the people jealous of her, by fecuringher ielfwitha ftronger guard 
then her predcceflors ufed to have, which was occafioned upon a report that 
the Earl of Aran ( whom fhe did not affeft for his religion, being a rigid Cal- 
vinilr) intended to feife on her perfon, and to carry her to his caftle fixteen 
miles off * (he angered alfo the Priefts, by exatting of them the third part of 
their revenues for maintenance of Preachers, and the reft for her own ufe, 
ha\ ing wafted much of the Crown-revenues. To make hcrfelf more gracious 
with the people, (he creates her brother Earl oLMir * but this honour 
being found to belong anciently to the Areskjns , (he makes him inftcadof 
Mar Eail of Murry , and procures him the Earl-Marflials daughter for his wife * 50 
but Huntly ftorrns at this, having been governour of thefe two Provinces a 
great while, and challenged Murry for his inheritance * fo that at this time he 
was the richcft and powerfullcft Peer of the Kipgdome, and all the Northern 
parts were at his beck, only Mafyntofe a great man among the Highlanders 
refuted to befubjeftto him* which (o inccnfed Huntly , that he unawares 
feiled upon his perfon and imprifoned him, and in his abfcucehisCountefle 
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The fame litittilj was allb highly incenfed again ft the Ear] of Murrey^ whom 
heaccufed to the Queen that he aimed at the Crown, but his proofs were 
invalid. .The Earl hothwel at this time, having lavifhly wafted his patrimony, 
knew not how to live but by (idling in troubled waters \ thercforc*%o fet the 
Kingdome in a Civil!-war, he endeavours to makediflentibn between Murrey 
and t he Ha»/iIt ons $ fo he drives to perfwade Murrey that the Hwnitons aimed 
at his and the Queens deftruftion , and promifeth aflidance to cut them off, 
1Q which faith he, will be a work acceptable to the Queen,for fofhc (hall be lid of 
near kiniinen pretending to the Crown,befides that Aran is her great enemy : 
Murrey icfufed to meddle in fuch a bloody budnefic, therefore Koihvpehnccn- 
feth the Ham d tens againd him, accufing him as their great enemy 3 and that it 
was cade to (life upon him as he ufually walked alone in Falkland Park. Aran 
abhorring this plot, by private letters informeth Murrey with it 3 who returns 
anfwcr by the fame nieflenger 5 but Aran being abfent, his father opencth the 
letters, and withall imprifoncth his fon 3 w ho efcaped in the night to Falkjand^ 
where the Court then was, and difclofeth the whole plots whereupon Eothxrel 
an & Calvin Hamilton the chief aftors are apprehended and imprifoned, the 
20 one in Edinburgh^ the Other in Sterling Cadle 3 and Aran himfelt who faltered 
in his difeovery, is fent to St. Andrirps -Cadle 3 where he feignt d himfelf mad, 
led he (hould octe&his father who had a hand in the plot:buc he fo confrantly 
accufed It0thro cl 9 that he offered in vindication of the truth to fightaducll 
with him. 

Mean while Hnntly ufcthall the means he can to cut off Murrey his compe¬ 
titor, divers waves lie attempted, but all failed 5 ac lergrh he procures fome of 
his followers to fall upon him in the night-time as he was going home from 
tire Queen, for he ufually daid late with her $ but Murrey hearing of the plot, 
got fome of them who lay m wait for him to be apprehended in their Arms. 
20 kluntky excufed the matter, that they meant to 1 ide home in their Anns, anci 
bad 110 other intent, and fo the bufineffc was filenced} but the Guiles with 
Huntley and others,did altogether aim at Murries definition, not onely out of 
private rcfpc&s, but alfobccaufehc was a main fupportcrof the Protedants. 
The Queen is advifed to bear Huntley in hand, that me. would marry with his 
fon jM>*vpurpofely to further hisdefignsin promoting theCathoiickcaufc* 
for this end (he makes a progreflfe into the Northern parts : now (he hated 
both / tent Icy for his greatneflc,and Murrey for his religion^fhc tells Huntley that 
(he could not with her honour be reconciled to his fon John who raifed a tu- 
mulr lately in Edinbui'gh> till firfihewere imprifoned in S^rZ/wg-Cadie a 
4a while, tills (he intendedjbecaufe (he knew that during Johns abfencc,(he could 
* not be defired to marry $ but Huntley was not willing his fon fhould be com¬ 
mitted to. cudody, chiefly under Mar y Marries uncle, who wasgovernour of 
$7er/w£-Cnfde: hut '^ohn Gordon Huntlies fon. who had efcaped out of Edin¬ 
burgh* Cadle, was now near Aberden quartered with a thoufand horfe. 

. A bout the fame time Eothvoel by a rope efcaped out of Edrnburgh-CMeithe 
Qiieei; intends to gt> further North, the murt her was put off till fhecame to 
StrtzMogi* the Earls houfc $ but in the way when (he could not perfwade him 
to be content that his fon (hould be fent a prifoner for a while, (he turned afide 
and would not lie at his houfe, but went for Inncrnejjej when (he came thither 
(he is not differed to enter the Cadle which was kept by Huntlies forces,where¬ 
fore die. is djin to lie in the Town, which Ihe commands to be ftrongly 
guarded*, and the (hips which lay there to be ready to convey her away if any 
danger (hould be > w hen the Clanchatans , Frafers and Monroes, with divers 
other families underdood in what danger the Queen was, repaired all to her 
aid,and prcfcntly lay (itge to the Cadle, which for want of ncceflarics yecl- 
ded, and divers of the gari ifon w ere hanged;, from thence ihe returns to Aber- 
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An.chrijli de hc, where (he exp reflet h her indignation againft Huntley : he perceiving there 
was no way to obtain his will over the Queen,but by the deatn of her brother, 
he intended to difpatch him with all fpeed* Murrey underftanding in what 
danger he was raifeth what forces he could and marcheth out againft Huntley , 
a hot skirmifh enfueth in which the Huntlyans are difeomfited, 120. were (lain, 
and ioo.*akcn prifoners, among whom was Huntley himfelf with his two 
fon 5 John and Adam\ the father being aged and corpulent, died asfoonas 
he was taken 5 the reft are brought to Abcrden, where was beheaded, or 
rather mangled by the unskilful Executioner to the great grief of the fpefra- 
tors,and of thc^ueen herfelf, for he was of a comely prefence, and in the IO 
flower of his age * Adam is pardoned bccaufe he was young : many Gordons 
were either fined or banifhedjGeorg* Hunt lies eldcft fon fled to his father-in-law 
Hamilton , who came to the jguccn, now being returned from Aberden to 
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Terth, to beg pardon for his fon-in-law * the jgueen gave good words till (he 
had got him out of Hawthorn hands, then (he fends him to Diw/tar-Caftlc* 
the next year he is fent to Edinburgh , where he is condemned of Trcafon, and 
remitted to Vu/nbar. 

Things being thus fetlcd, Bothwel is fummoned to return to his prifon,which 
bccaufe he refufed, is proclaimed Traitor* Matthew Stuart Earl of Lenox, after 
tWo and twenty years banilhment returns home, and is reftored again * his ao 
fon Henry returns out of England: Mean while the Archbilhop of St. Andrews 
for faying Maflc i* imprifoned in Edittbnrgh-CaMt. The Queen falls in love 
with young Lenox , being her Aunts fon, and a comely youth, and equally 
allied to Queen Elizabeth as her felf, who feemed to approve of this match, 
thinking it fafer for her that Qyecn Mary take him for her husband then a 
foreign Prince* yet (he fends Ambafladors to Queen Mary 5 defiring her not to 
be too hafty in a matter of that confequencc* a Parliament is called at Sterling , 
fome of the Lords were for the match, fome againft it, chiefly Stuart of 
0chiltry , who faid he would never alient to have a Popifti King over them, and 
it was held fitter for the people to chufc a husbanafor one, then that ore 33 
(hould chufe a King for them all * at laft her fide prevailed, and to make this 
young Lord Darly the fitter for (b high a fortune as to marry a Queen, and the 
widow of fo great a King, (lie honoureth him with the titles of Duke of Ro- 
the{ay ,and Earl of Rojfe. 

The Queen fearing left her Uncles the Guifes would hinder the marriage, 
makes what hafte (he can to finilh it, being thereto afto advifed by David K/c, 
whom of one of her Mufitians (he had made her Secretary for the French - 
tongue, and who fowed the coals of diifention between her and Murrey , 
whom he intended to murthcr 5 who alfo advifed her to fend for Bothwel out 
of trance , George Gordon Earl of Sutherland out of Flanders (who had been 40 
banilhed for Trcafon ) and torelcafe George Gordon of Huntly out of prifon, 
Which flic did,and reftored them to their honours. Murrey was much incenfed 
at Botbwds return to advancement, (o that he forfakes the Court, and fueth 
Bothwel for the wrongs he had done him in feeking to murthcr him* but Botin 
wd picfuming on the Queens favour and his friends, flighted his citation, and 
did not appear : mean while the marriage between the Queen and Darly is 
luftenedby I^/Wfl/tforhisown private ends, and alfo for promoting the 
Religion, whereof both Earl Matthew and his fon Darly were (tout 
aflertors, and which the Guifes were driving to advance through all Chriften- 
dome. $0 

The marriage is performed about the end of July , and the next day Darly 
is proclaimed King, to the great offence of divers Lords, and of the people, 
who grumbled they ftionld have a King impofed on them without confent of 
Parliament* divers Lords abfented themfclves, who are therefore banilhed, 
and their enemies called to the Court * the banilhed Lords met at rajjet , the 
King and Queen with a guard of four thoufand goto Clafcow , Hamilton- 
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CalHc is fummoned to be delivered up to the Queen, which is denied : the An.Cbnfti • 
banifiicd Lords were of different minds ; the Hamilton s would have both the 
King and Queen to be (lain, faying there could be no fecurity for them biic 
in their deaths ; the other Loras ( who perceived the Hamilton s drift in aim¬ 
ing at the Crown as next heirs, by the death of the King and Queen ) would 
have all differences compofcd in an amicable way ; of this opinion were the 
Hamilton* at kift, except 'jawes their chief : thefe difeontented Lords repairc 
to Edinburgh to confult ot railing an Army, but were fo (hot at from the cattle, 

• that they were forced to be gohe thence towards Dnmfrize ; the Queen makes 
to the Earl of Lenox Lieutenant of the Weft 5 the goods of thofe are plundred 
that were fled into England , and an oath is taken of the Nobility of tife to be 
in arms for the defence of King and Queen A if any forces (hould come out of 
England. H 

The next year a Parliament is called at Edinburgh fo r fequeftrihg the eftates , - ^ 
of thofe Lords who were baniihed, for degrading of them,and tearing of their 5 

Arms, which the Prince cannot do there without confcnt of the Parliament. 

In the interim the Queen is advifed by David to raife an Army for fupprefling 
of her enemies; and becaufe (lie could not truft her own fubjefts, to fend for 
German fouldicrs 3 or Italians rather his country-mcn, who would beat his 
20 beck: thus divers ftrangers are brought in by parcels and privately,that there 
might be no fufpition. Divers difeontents and jealoufies are fown between the 
Kingand Queen, by which he became leffc gracious in her eyes, fo that his 
power was kffened, and his outward eftate and honour impaired : David 
blamed for being the caufc ofthis ; wherefore the King by the advice of hte 
friends confpired his death, which the Queen underttanding prevented, but 
the fecond confpiracie was carried moreclofely^ for as the Queen was one 
night at fuppcr,the King with lome armed men by the private ftairs enters the 
room, pulls David from thence, and held the Queen in his arms, till in an out¬ 
ward chamber the Favourite was ftabbed to death by the Earl of Mortons fer- 
30 vants, who were there waiting on their Lord purpofely for this execution, at 
which many were offended, becaufe the execution was not done publikely 
by the Hang-man,as a fit fpe&acle for the people. 

Upon this murthcr, a great tumult arofe in the Court: the Earls of Huntley, 

Athol and Kothrcel), being at fupper in the other fide of the Palace, as they were 
upon the noife going out of the chamber,are by a guard kept in : VatrickRuven 
a great a&or in this tragedy, comes into the Queens chamber, and advifeth her 
to be more carefull of her Nobility and Lawes, without which {he ought not 
to aft any thing, and not to rely too much on ftrangers; who arc altogether 
for their own ends, and which the Nobility cannot brook. In the interim, 

40 upon the fame of this murther, the Citizens take arms and come in great mul¬ 
titudes to the Court, to whom the King fpoke out of a window, defiring them 
ro return peaceably home, that he and the Queen were fafe, that nothing was 
atted but what he had commanded, and which he would at another timenc^ 
quaint them with i foth'ey departed peaceably, except a few that were left 
to watch. The baniihed Lords return, and are ready foanfwer their accufers,* 
but none appeared agninft them. The Queen in the night-time efcapesout 
at a back-door, where Set on with two hundred horfe was ready tq receive her, 
who firft conveyed her tt> his own houfe, and thence to Duntban, there having 
raifed fufficient ftrength, (he persecutes all thofe that had a hand in the death' 

50 of Dkvid f fome with banifhrtient, feme with fines, and feme with death; ftie 
caufeth Davids body to be transferred from before the Church-door where 
he was buried, into the next Kings tombe, which occafioned great obloquies’ 
among the people. Not long after flic betakes her felf to £^///W^Caftlc,' , 

where fhc is brought to bed 6f aSon, called James the fixth. . 15^6. 

James Melvin is fent to queen Elizabeth tofignifie the birth ofthis young 
Prince, who prefcntly fcnasHwry K/£^rext»tocongratulace\vith her for her 
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An.Chriftu fafe deliverance, and to wi(h her not to favour any more shan-Q-Neal the Irifti 
rebel, nor to entertain the Englifti fugitives, and to punifti the theevifli borde¬ 
rers. Not long after, the Earl of Bedford is lent from jgueen Elizabeth , being 
Godmother, with a Font of maflic gold for a gift y and commanded that nei¬ 
ther he nor any of his followers, ftiouldcall the Lord Dari) by the name of 
king: after the ceremony was linifhed, B cdford dealt with queen Mar) about 
competing the differences between her and her husband 3 and ratifying the 
treaty at Edinburgh : this laft Ihercfufed to doc, as being derogatory to her 
and her fons right unto the crown of England y yet (he promifeth to fend Com- • 
mifiioners to queen Elizabeth about this Treaty 5 and that (he will forbear to 10 
ufe the Arms and Titles of England^ whiled queen Elizabeth lived : But before 
thefe Commifsioners were fent, about a moneth or two after the Prince was 
1^6^. Chriftened, Dari) the ,guccns husband is in the dead of the night villanouf- 
' * ]y ftrangled in his bed, and caft into a garden , fo was his fervant that atten¬ 
ded on him in his chamber,and then the houfe is blown up with Gun-powdery 
a rumor isfpread that this was done by Morton^Murr^nd their confederats, 
who laid it from themfelves upon thc,gpeen. 

pothml being now reconciled to Murr), was the man who was employed to 
murthcr the king, in hope he might obtain the Queens marriage after: Murr) 
goeth home fifteen houres before the murther, to avoid fufpition y afterward 20 
he with theconfpirators perfwades her to marry Bothtrel , purpofely to over¬ 
throw her. Lenox the kings father a ccufeth Eothwel of the regicide, who is 
commanded to bring in his accufations before the Parliament, within twenty 
dayes, which he diuft not doe, having fo many enemies in the City, and Both- 
wv//fobackt with friends y (oBothwrll is acquitted, Morton maintaining his 
caufey and moft of the Lords under their hands and feals gave their confents to 
the marriage y Upon this he is created Duke of Orkne ),and a fufpition is raifed 
that the Queen was confcnting to her husbands death : wherefore the Con¬ 
spirators intend to kill Bothrvel and depofe the Queen y Murr) to avoid all fuf¬ 
pition goeth into France . Immediatly after, thefe men that perfwaded the mar- 30 
riage, raife arms againft Eothwel , willing him fecretly to be gone, left being ta¬ 
ken, he difeover the plot y and withall, that they might lay hold of his flight, 
as an argument to accufe the Queen of killing the King y but when they took 
her, they ufed hercontumeliouily, putting an old cloak on her, they thruft 
her in prifon at Lochlezyn , under the cuftody of Murr) s mother,king James the 
fifths Concubine, boafting that (he was kingjawes his lawfull wife y which in- 
folencies were highly refented by queen Elizabeth: Therefore ftie fends Throg¬ 
morton into Scotland).o expoftulate with the Confpirators for their infolencies 
againft: their Queen y (he detires her reftauration and juftice on the Regicides, 
and that the young king be fent rather into England then into France for his 4 ° 
fecurity. 

But fo much was queen Mar) hated, that neither the Englifti nor French 
Ambafladours could haveacccfle to hcry fome would have her reftored, and 
hoibrrel divorced y others will have her baniftied, others again defire (he may 
bepublikely arraigned and imprifoned y but Knox and his fellow.Minifters 
will have her deprived of life and kingdome, by a publike execution y at laft 
by threatning her with death, for tyranny,incontinent, and violation of the 
laws, they forced her to put her hand to the Lctters-pattents which fhc never 
read, wherein (lie refignes her realm to her fon , now thirteen moneths old, 
makes Murr) Regent, during the Kings minority, and if herefufed,then 50 
James Duke of Chajlclro), Mat hero Earl of Lenox , with Argtle , Morton, Glen carn 9 
and Marre. Five daies after this refignation, Jantes her fon was annointed, and 
crowned King, the Coronation Oath in his name was taken by the Earls of 
Morton and Hume, That he will maintain the Laws and Religion, as it is now 
cftablUhed, 
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A continuation of the Scots Hijlory wider King James/Ac 6 . from the year 
i 5 6 7. till i 6 o 2. 

W Hen Queen Mary and Eothvcel perceived that an Army was raffed to 
apprehend them,they make an efcnpc in difguifed habits to Dnmbar$ 
in the interim the confpirators repair to Edinburgh , where Hamilton , 
l0 Huntley , and other Lords of the Queens fide were 5 thefe are driven into the 
Caftle, being let in by Balfour the Captain, the City prefently fubmits to the 
confpiratofs* a great number of all forts flock to the jguecn, who having how 
madeupafufficient Army, marcheth prefently towards Lath } the fudden 
news whereof awakes Edinburgh , all the inhabitants are in Arms and in the 
field by break of day : As the two Armies were ready to joyn battel, Croats 
the French Ambaflaaor endeavours to makeattoriement, by (hewing them the 
uncertainty and danger of a battel, and the.gueens willingnelfe to give a 
general pardon, and her propenfity to peace : to whbm Morton anfwered, 
That he took Arms not againft the jgueen „ but the murtherers of the King, 
20 whom if ihe will either punifti, or put from her, they will lay down Arms and 
fubmit to her} Neither are we come (faith he)to defire,but to grant a pardon: 
So upon this refoluteanfvver, Croats takes his leave and returns to Edinburgh : 
Bothwel to end the controverfie,challcngeth any one of the confpirators Army 
to fight with him, three after each other prefent themfelves, but the <gueen 
would not give way : the Lords that were with her, finding the unwilling- 
nefl'cof thecommon-fouldierto fight in this quarrel, defire the .gueen to 
forbear fighting till fome other time, whereupon Botbwel perceiving his own 
danger, efcapes to Dumbar in great hafte and fear. 

Thejgueen underftanding that Huntley , and Archbifliop Hamilton were 
50 comming with fome forces, (he defires of the Army leave to meet them, pro- 
mifing to return, but this is denied, divers of her fouldiers railing againft her, 
and holding out one of their colours, in which was painted King Henry lying 
dead, and his infant-fon by him praying to God for vengeance on the pari- 
cidcs} at which fight the jgucen fwouned, who towards the evening was 
brought to Edinburgh in great contempt,theftreets being filled with people to 
fee her. That Banner we (pake of, was the next day prefented again to her as 
(he looked out at a window, complaining of her wrongs} the day after (he is 
fent prifoner to Loch-Levcn : Bothrvcl finding no fecurity for him(clf s nor help 
for the Queen, flyes into the Orcades , thence into Shetland, and at laft turns 
40 Pyrat. The Queen as we have faid, is forced to refign her Crown, and 
Murrey being lately returned from France , is by the confpiring Lords made 
Regent; . 

Shortly after the Infant-King was crowned, a Parliament is fummoned, 
where it was ordered that a fleet (hould be fent to catch Bothwcl, who did 
much hurt in the Northern-feas} but though fome of his fe!low-py rats were 
taken* yet he efcaped into Denmark, i where being known by fome Merchant^ 
is laid in irons, fo he continued in much tnifery for ten years;, and then falling 
' mad, died. Not long after this, an Ambaflador comes from France * (hewing 
that his Commiflion was to fpeak with the Queen, or clfc to return inftantly* 
50 the Regent told him, that it was not in his power to help him to the fpeech of 
the Queen without their confent that imprifoned her, but to gratifie him, he 
promifethto call the Lords together for that purpofe} in the interim the 
Queen having bribed a boat-man is conveyed over the lake, they in the Caftle 
made hafte to follow her, bnt could not, for all the boats were drawn on the 
dry ground, and bored through with many holes $ the jgueen had horfes laid 
for her, and fo gets to Hamilton a fmall Town eight miles from Glfcorc , where 
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An.Chrifli. fhe is guarded with five hundred horfe, and a great many more flock to her 
from all parts : the French Ambaflador goeth to and fro, pretendinga paci¬ 
fication 3 but indeed he encourageth the Queen to fight, who was now 6500 
ftrong, whereas the Regent was fcarce ^ooo. A battel is fought, wherein the 
Queens horfe had the better a while, till they were fo galled by the Regents 
archers, that they were forced to flie to the Queen, who about a mile off be¬ 
held the fight b (he with her horfe flie towards England. The Regent appoints 
a Parliament, which the Queens party do what they can to hinder, queen £//- 
zabeth alfo fends letters to him for that end, that he fhould not be too hafly in 
determining any thing againft the Queens party, whom (he would not fuffer 10 
to receive wrong from her fubje&s. 

The Regent, notwithftanding thole letters, calls a Parliament, in which it 
vvasqueftioned, Whether all they that aflifted the Queen fhould not be con¬ 
demned oftreafon, and their eftates confifcated ? At laft it was refolved, that 
fome fliouid bepunifhed for example fake. Shortly after the Regent raifeth 
an Army, and fubducth thofe parts that flood out tor the queen : but queen 
Elizabeths letters put fome flay to his proceedings $ for fhe was informed by 
the banifhed Lords, that queen Mary was extremely wronged by her fubje&s, 
and the Majefty of Princes flighted, if this power fhould be tolerated in people 
to depofe their Princes 5 therefore fhe defiles Commiflioners may be fentto 20 
inform her truly of his proceedings,and to cleer himfdfof the crimes objected 
againft him. Thisfccmed harfh to the Regent, that things already decided 
fhould be again queftioned 5 yet knowing that if queen Elizabeth fhould fall 
offfromhim,hethould beexpofedto inevitable danger, having Lorrain the 
queens uncle, who ruled the Court of trance , againft him, and divers of the 
Scotifh Nobility, therefore he appoints certain Commiflioners to go, but per¬ 
ceiving them unwilling, he goeth himfclf with two Lords, oneBifhop, one 
Abbot, two Lawyers, and George Buchanan , he takes alfo with him William 
Met land, fearing to leave fo publike a man,and fo wcll-affe&ed to queen Mary 
behind him $ his whole train was but an hundred horfe. At Tork he is met by 30 
the Duke of (who was thought to marry with queen Mary) the Earl 

of Sujfcx,and Sir Ralph Sadler } A few dayes after,qucen Mar/ex Commiflioners 
came to complain againft the Regents proceedings, who excufeth himfelf that 
he afted nothing but by confcnt of Parliament: queen Elizabeth fends for 
two of the Regents fide, to be fully inftrufted in the particulars } Atctland and 
Macgill arefentj and at laft the Regent is defired to come to the Court, that 
the queen might know what he could fay for himfelf or againft queen M ary. 

In this mean while rumours arc fpread abroad in Scotland , that the Regent 
went about to betray the kingdom and the young king to the EnglKh, where¬ 
upon great commotions anddiftempers began to break out 5 the Regent to 4 ° 
prevent them was willing to be gone, and fo was queen F.lizabith to gain the 
more time for queen Mary , therefore fhe advifetn him to leave one of his 
friends behind, that might anfwer to any crime that might be objefted againft 
him. But Hamilton now being returned from France , is fet on by the banifhed 
queens fide to ftand for the Rcgcncie, as being fo neer in blood to the young 
King} but his fuit is denied him, becaufeby many inftances it was proved,• 
that there is lefs danger for a young Prince to be under the tuition of ftrangers 
then of a neer kinfman whoaimeth at the Crown, as may be feen in king 
Richard 3. of England his cruelty to his brothers fons : Therefore Hamilton is 
detained in England , till the young Kings Commiflioners were firft gone, left $0 
new troubles might beraifed. But becaufe rumours were fpread of divers 
plots to kill the Regent in hisjourny homeward, queen Elizabeth gives order 
1 hat all the fufpefted wayes through which he was to travel fhould be ftrong- 
ly guarded. 

The Regent being returned fafely into Edinburgh , a great meeting enfued 
of the Kings Lords at Sterlm , who ratified all that was concluded and agreed 

upon 
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tipon with the Engltjh laft, Hamilton alfo being returned is forced to fubrnit to An.cbrifii- 
the Rings fide, for he found that help came not to him as he expected, and t/Yw 
that the Regent had an Army in tendincfs^ but when he undcrftobd that, 
queen Mary had more liberty ih England then before, and that (he was to* 
marry with the Duke of Norfolk he began to fall off again from theconfpi- 
xing Lords $ wherefore he is feh tvVithMdirzre/ to Edinburgh- Caftle. Argile is 
queftibned for comming to Clafcovo with fifteen hundred men, purpofelyto 
raife the Country for the ,gueen wfcilft the Regent wasabfeht* but he upon 
his fubmrflion , and taking the oath of allegiance is pardoned. Hunileyano is 
IO accufed in railing forces for the Queen, and in opprefiing of divers families, 
andhelikewifeis abfolved, butwithall is enjoyned to make reftltutiori to 
thofe whom he had wronged. 

After this the Regent makes a journey into Aberden , Elgin and Innerriejfc, 
for fetling of thefe places and the Northern Countries * thence returning in¬ 
to Perth 9 he receives letters froth the <gueen of England Which he imparts to 
the Nobility being furtimoned thither* the contents of thefe letters were* 

That either jguecn Attry fliOuld bereftored to her former dignities, orelfc 
that (he may be colleague with her foh in the goveromeht 5 or if neither of 
thefe could be obtained, that (he ihay live privately at home, and be made 
20 capable of fuch honours as might not be derogatory to the young Kirig* this 
laft claufe was affented to, but they would not yceld that the Kings power 
(hould be any wayes impaired. Then were read Jgueen Maries letters, wncrein 
(he defircs that if her marriage with Bothwel be unlawful, (he might be di¬ 
vorced : At .this the Confpirators were offended, in that (he (tiled her fclf 
gucen, and wrote to them as fubjeffs $ therefore they thought her letters not 
fit to be anfwered, (hewing that her beft way to diflolve the marriage, were to 
fend to the King of Denmark, to do jufticeon Bothrvcla s themurtherer of her 
husband, and fo he being dead, (he might marry with whom (he pleafed. Then 
an Agent is fent to igueen Elizabeth , with the Regents anfwer to her letters, 
jo with which (he was not fatisfied, but defires further fathfaffion* upon this 
Vet came is lent to acquaint her, that for divers reafons they could not admit 
sjueen Mary into any (hare of the government, fearing that (he who Was fo 
unnatural to her husband, would not be too kindfc to her fon, having obtained 
her Crown and d igriity from her. 

Mean while a plot is deteffed \t\EngUnd , that «gueen A/<*ry and Norfolk. 1569. 
were fuddenly to martyr and that they bright obtain both Kingdomes without 
oppofition, igueen Elizabeth and King James were to be murthered at one 
time* hereupon Norfolk, is fent to the Tower, and ,g>ueen Mary is appointed 
to be fent home to the Regent by fea* but this refolution is altered : About 
40 the fame time Aletlandand Balfour Captain of Edin W£&-CafUe,are conventcd 
before the Lords for holding correfpondcncie with <gucen Mary % but both are 
pardoned, onely Met land is confined to a private houfe in Edinburgh , wboni 
Kircady the Captain of that Caftle got into his cuftody* by feigning the Re¬ 
gents letters, as if he had written to Kircady to take Metland into his cuftpd jr^ 
at which the Lords were angry, the Regent fcndi for Kircady ^ whp rcfufcth to 
come 5 hence it was conceived that he fided with the Queen, who was now* 

(hid to be comming with Norfolk out of England * but it was otherwaves, for 
he is fent to the Tower, and (he is confined : the Regent notwithftanding 
hisrcpulfe, gbcthupriext day into the Caftle, arid having conferred with 
50 Kircady^ comes away thence well-pleafed, and marchcth towards the borders 
tofuppreile the Rebels there, which he did to the gTeat content of Queen 
Elizabeth , who alfo thanked him for apprehending Northumberland , whof 
fled til ither Cut of England , whom the Regent iinprifoned in Loch-Levin. 

Queen Maries faff ion perceiving the Regents power to iricrcifc daily, by 
thecnrrefpondencie he held with Queen Faizabeth , and finding that no good 
could be done fo long as he lived, they combine td kill him* therefore one day 
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An.Chrijli. ns he rock through the ftreets of Lithgo , he was (hot by one Hamilton out of 3 
private place through the body a little beneath the navil} finding hinifelf hur; 
he lights from his horfc, and is carried to his lodging , where he died (hortly 
after} Ham/ll on efcapes into France : upon the death of Mnrrey great difordei^ 
arofe, Wetland and other prifgncrs are let put of the Cattle 5 great debating 
1571. there was who fliould be Regent P and by what power he fliould be chofeij. 

C^rand Scot with feme forces they had raifed , invade the borders of England 
witlj fire and fword: Queen Elizabeth fends Randolph to complain, and to de-> 
fire the Lords to unite themfclves to choofe a Pvcgent, and to fettle the Kingt 
dome, that juttice may be done on thofc who had invaded her borders; but 1 ? 
when no rcdrelVe could be had, (he fends an Army under the Earl of SitJJex to 
afiift the Kings fide againft the other fadion who flood out for the 6)ycen} 
thefe undeiflanding that the Army was upon their march, write letters to the 
^ueenof Fjtgland to be conveyed by the Earl of SuJJ'ex 9 who is defired by 
queen M^r/rr fide } not to march farther till he fliould receive the «gucens an- 
fvver \ but he fufpefting that thefe were dclatoi v letters to gain time, and his 
charge being to make hafte, opencththem, wherein he findcs nothing but 
brags and threatningSp therefore he marcherh on. 

When the queens fa&ion heard that the Englijl i Army was on the borders, 
they remove prcfently from Edinburgh to Limimehan , where the Earls of 20 
Huntlej) /fran and Argile call a Parliament} the Kings ftftion fends to the queen 
of England to have her affi fiance in namingof aRcgcnt, (hewing they (hould 
be ready toimbracehim whom (he will nqinjpatc} in the interim the F.ngliJI> 
Army fall withfircand fword upon tjic Carsand of/Territories who had 
lately invaded England : Hume- Cafile. with much wealth in it, is furrendred 
to SujpX) upon hope tfiat he had been of Ngrfolkj fuflion. The Lord Scrupc^ 
on the other fide enters Anandel , and fbpifs the lands of the , johnjlons 9 who 
had alfo invaded England. Tfip Hamiltons upon the report or 1ihq Englijl) 
Armybattento GUfcorv to pulldown the Archbifijops Cafile, fearing lefl 
Lenox returning from England fliould make it the feat of the war} they befiege 30 
theCaftlc tonocnd, for it hylcjoqt folopg, that upon the commingof the 
Englfi A rmy to Edinburgh they rife from the fiegv, and haflen away} Huntley 
goetn hy me, Hamilton and ArgiU into Argile s Country} the Euglijh twodayes 
after come to Glafcojr 9 and fpoil all the lands belonging to the Hamilton 1 , or 
thofe who had a hand in the Regents <ka}h 3 or who had received any Englijb 
fugitives-, thev fet on fire the HwnUons Palace^ with thq Town,and beat down 
a part of the Cafile} fo the Fngljh retnrn lo.Lafvpick^ and the Scots who aided 
them to their homes. 

In the interim Tctcarne returns from tbq Queen of England x who wonders 
that after four mpneths they fliould upw acquaint; her with their bufincflc} fhe 4.3 
tells ^hem that the Ambafladors of Spain and France had importuned her to 
hear the complaints of Queen Afarj, vybichflie had promifcd to do, if in the 
mean while queen Mary, wifi give order that hci^ fide will forbear all atts of 
hoflility, and fufFer things to remain as they, were in the Regents time} but 
(he wilf have no hand in choofing them a new Regent, left (he (hould feem to 
wrong queen Mary , hqr caufl being not yet heard} bqt withallfiie wifiieth 
them to forbear a while the naming of a new Regent : At this the Kings fide 
was troubled , fearing left by this, delay the Queens faftion would gather 
flrength, therefore they refolvc to choofe an Inter-Rex, or Vice-Roy for 
awhile, till Queen Elizabeths bufinefleat homebcfctlcd , who was troubled 50 . 
about the Popes Bull againfl her, in procuring of which (To it was given out) 
the queen of Scots had a hand : Then they name for their Viceroy Matthew 
Fad of Lenox the young Kings Grandfather} meanwhile Queen Fliz»ibcth 
writes, that (he will not name ajry Regent for them, but (he thinks none fitter 
for that'place then Lenox , as being nearefi and dcareft to the young King } fo 
he is prcfently of a Viceroy made Regent. 
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He having taken Jm bath , gives order for railing of an A rmy to hinder the dn.chriftL 
Parliament appointed by the Queens fusion , and withal! fummons a Pallia^ i ^ 
ment in the Kings name to be held in Edinburgh: then he fends to the Gover- 
nour of Edtnburg/j-CnMe for fame Braffe-guns and other wailikeneccilaries^ 
at firft he proinifed, but afterward denied, {hewing he was for peace,not war 5 
notwithftanding the Regent with five thoufand goeth to Litnnuch, where 
hearing of fotne forces of Brechin placed there by Huntley, who was railing ail 
Army in the north, to hinder his defign fends a party to Brechin, at the news 
of whofe approach OgUbyand Balfour fi^d, leaving a garrifon,who maintained 
the Church-Tower and the Countefte of Mars Cattle a while againtt the Re¬ 
gents forces, but at length yielded, ai\d thirty of them were hanged : Huntley 
finding that fuppiies came not as he expefted , removes farther north} the 
Regent returns him to Edinburgh to the Parliament, where nothing was a&ed 
againtt the nuuthevers of the Regent, bccaufe<g. Maries caufe was not yet 
heard. Tn the interim the Queens fide follicite the Pope, Spain, and trance, 
to fend force sin to England for rettoring of gJMary. Montgomery Earle of Eg- 
linton with feme others fubmit to the Regent, who had lately hurt himlelfby 
a fall from his horfe. An attempt is made upon Dnnbritton- Cattle, which with 
much difficulty atlaft they took by fcaling-ladderss l Unting the Captain c- 
2C fenped into ArgiU^ but Hamilton the A rch biff op of S./Wren?/, with foine o- 
therpiimemen, and the French Agent who lay there as a Spy, are appre¬ 
hended. The Regent hearing that the Cattle was taken, in great joy hattencth 
thither, where he reftores to tlemings wife her plate and houfhold-ftuffe $ and 
wondring at the courage of the fouldters who could venture to fcale fuch an 
inacccfiible Rock, commends them highly. The French Agent is accufed 
for robbing feme Merchants, wheiefore he is fent to S./Indreres to anfwcr to 
their fnit, bur he cfcaped fromthence. There was alfo an Englifh-man taken 
and fent home, who afterward was found to have been fent by the Norfolfyans 
purpofely to poyfonthc young King. The Archbifhop being found guilty 
gc both of the Kings death and Regents, was hanged at Sterlin } his chief accufcr 
was a Priett, to whom one John Hamilton a principal adtor in the Kings death 
had confcffed the whole murtherfecretly. 

Morton being returned from his Englifh embaflie, gave an account thereof 
before the Lords at Sterling How they had exhibited in writing to gyiliz>abeth 
the reafons that moved them to depofe ,g. Mary, allcadging divers precedents 
out of ancient and modern hiftories, of the like depofition of Princes by their 
peoples but yet the Queen wasnot fully fatisfied of the legality ofthisfafrj 
therefore fhe defires there may be art expedient found out for compofing the 
differences betwixt her and her fubje&s 5 it was anfwcred by the Coinmiflion- 
^ ei5,that they had no commiffion to treat about any expedient, nor could they 
content to the diminifhing of their Kings power, nor if they did confent* 
would the Sects Nobility allow it } upon this the Queen checkt them for 
being fo ttiffc in their refolution$,in not harkeningto an accommodation,and 
wit hall fhc defires them to confer again with her Commiflioners, with wh^m 
they had conference the other day } tothis they condifcended, butthis con¬ 
ference took no effe&, wherefore the Queen wifheth that in the next Scotilh 
Parliament the matter may be difeufied 5 but fhc would hot permit the Scots 
todepart home, untill theBifliopof Rojfe who was one of Queen Marie t A- 
1 chtSj had received anfwer from his Queen of thefe paflages} at laft her 
c c unfwer came, wherein fhe complaines of the hard meafure offered to her 
by her fubjefts 5 theicfore Queen Elizabeth wifheth them ro {hew their 
duty to their Prince, upon her true repentance 6 and fo fhe difmifleth 
them. 

The Comm iflioners having finifhed their relation, a Parliament is appoint¬ 
ed to be held at Edinburgh } but becaufe the Queens party were matters of the 
Town* they refolve to fit in the fuburbsvin the interim it is proclaimed at 
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An.Chrifti Leith , that no provifions or arms either by fea or land be brought to Edinburgh 
upon pain oftreafon s the Herald was accompanied with about'an hundred 
horfe and foot, on whom fbmeCitizens Tallied out as they were returning 
home peer the walls,but were beat in again. Whilft the Parliament fate with¬ 
out the Town, they within call a Parliament of their own $ the Cattle in the 
interim plaid with theii Ordnance upon the Kings Parliament, but no hurt 
was done.When both the Aflcmblies were difmifled,iwo hundred and twenty 
musketiers, and a hundred horfe, with two field-peeces, are fen tout of Edin¬ 
burgh againtt Dalkcth , where the Earl Mortons houfe was, who hear ing of this 
prefcntly arms two hundied foot and fixty horfe $ askirmifh followed, in !0 
which the Queens men were put to run, which the City-garrifon perceiving 
fends out prefcntly frtfh forces, who put Mortons men to hie, fome were flain 
and taken on both fides, fome alfo of the Queens party were killed by a barrel 
of gunpowder accidentally having taken fire. Some Dickering alfo there was 
between the twofa&ions about a company of Scots fouidiers lately anived 
out of Denmark? thefe intended all to fervethe King, but fix and twenty of 
them were intercepted at Leith by the Queen? party,and carried to Edinburgh^ 
Cattle. 

When Drury the Englifh Agent, who had been mediating for pcaccj to no 
purpofe, was upon going away, a skirmifh fell out between the two factions, 
in which the Queens party was wortted by Mortons forces, who killed fifty of 
the enemy, and tdok a hundred and fifty prifontrs s almoft there were daily 
skirmifhes: the Regent kept Leith to intercept allprovifions by fea from the 
Edinburgers^ bnd-provifions could not be cut off, being fomany wayesto 
bring it: A French veflel laden with arms, in which alfo good (tore of mony 
is found, was taken s the mony paid the fouidiers, and the arms were carried 
to Sterling fhortly after another French (hip was taken with letters from the 
French, promifing fpeedy aid to the Queens party. The Regent being gone to 
Sterling the Edinburgers with all their forces march out into the field, to draw 
the Kings party oiit of Leith\ who Tallying out furioufly, drove their enemies 30 
back to Edhtburghfvf’ whom they killed and took divers. 

After this, the Queens party with two hundred horfe and three hundred 
foot march out of Edinburgh towards Strrhn^ by the way they prefle all the 
horfes they found, then betimes in the morning they enter the Town without 
refiftance, all being fccure and ailcep, they befet the Loids lcdgingswith 
armed men, Morions houfe they fet on fire, and himfelf having efcaped the fire 
they took prifoner, the Regent is alfo takcn,the Earls of Clettcarn and Eghnton 
arc fecurca : Arcs kin Captain of the Cattle fends fome companies ofmufi* 
ketier? to feife upon his own houfe,not then quite finifhed, which looked full 
upon the market-place poflefled by the enemy, who being fore galled by the 40 
musketiers fled confufedly to the gates, in the narrow ftreets (making more 
hattethen good fpecd) many ofthtm arc trampled upon 5 the Regents life 
was faved a while by David Spence , who to keep off the blows received them 
himfelf, and died the fame day of his wounds, two of thofe that killed him 
were put to death, the other prifoners in the flight efcaped, and the Regent 
himfelf alfo died of his wounds that day. Three Regents arc named till the 
next Parliament, to wit, Argile f panics DougtaJJc Earle of Morton, and Ares kin - 
Earle of Mar$ He by all the fuffrages is preferred to the reft, who refolves 
to befiege Edinburgh ? but it was fo (Vrengthened that he could do no good that 
way > after this fot divers moneths there were many cxcurfions and skirmiflies 50 
ana divers (lain on both fides. 

About this time the North was much troubled by the falling out of two 
great families, the Cordons and the Forbefes ; thefe were for the young King, 
but the Gordons for the Qpeen : the quarrel grew to that height, thotneer 
Aberdcn a great battel was fought, in which the Cordons had the upper hand * 
many other skirmifhes were between the two great faftions, till Edinburgh 
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was ftrifrly befieged by the Regent, who pulled down all the Mills neer, and An.chriflr. 

intercepted all the provifion that came thither , and made garrifons ofalhhe 
Noblemens houfes round about; Bhcknefje is betrayed to Hamilton, by which 
means all navigation between Leith an d Sterlin is hindred. Mean time the 
King of Spain fends from the Low-Countries feven great peeces of Ordnance 
with powder and arms to Huntley Lieutenant of the North, for queen Martet 
life, who fends the Lord Seaton to the Duke of Alba for his aid , and that he 
would forbid the Scotifh rebels to traffick there * he anfwers, That he would 
aid her with mony, but he could not hinder the Scots from trading, becaufe it 
10 was contrary to the liberty of the Low-Countries. 

The Bifliop of RoJJ'e Agent for the Queen of^//,is committed into cufrody 
of the Bifliop of London , becaufe he had fecretly kindled the Rebellion in the 
North: but being now delivered, deals with the French king, that he would 
life means with queen Elizabeth for delivering of queen Jldary , which queen 
Elizabeth would not aflent to, as being dangerous to her felfand kingdoms, 
feeing queen Mary afpired by all evil courfes (faith fhejunto the kingaome of 
■ England $ yet fheurgeth a confirmation oftheTrcaty of Edinburgh , which in 
part was affented to, fo far as concerned gK Elizabeths title, but the Scots could 
not be induced to break their old league with France, except England would 
30 allow them the fame priviledges and benefits they have in France . The Bifliop 
of Rofs is fcarched for letters lent to him from the D. of Alba about Jg. Mary r 
deliverance, and isfent away into the Ifle of Ely $ fome mony alfo which 
ary fent to her friends in Scotland is intercepted./^* being found to have 
often conference with jg. Elizabeths enemies, is committed to the Tower,after 
it had been argued by the Lawyers, that an Ambafiador loleth hispriviledge r 
whomifeth rebellion. The Regent Afor,having ruled 13 moneth$,aied* . 

To him in the Regencie fucceeded Jantes DougUffe EaYl of Morton, who e- 157 3; 
na&ed certain lawes againftPapifrs and Hereticks?: thecuftody of the King 
is committed to Alexander Anskjn , becaufe the Earl of Mar was under age, to 
3 ° whom by peculiar right doth belong the cuftodyofthe king in his minority 5 
and it was ordered that none fhould be admitted into the kings prefence but 
fuch as were unarmed, that Papifts and they of the Queens fide fhould be ex¬ 
cluded, that an Earl might come in with two men, a Baron with one,and other 
men alone. Hamilton Duke of ChaJlelroy,znd Huntley, are drawn by queen Eli¬ 
zabeths means to fubmit to the king and his Regent, and to acknowledge the 
religion eftablilhed 5 (he fends alfo Sir William Drury with forces into Scotland , 
to joyn with the Scots in reducing of Edinburgh- CafHe, which was at laft fur- 
rendred the 33. day of the fiege, Kircady the governour is hanged. The Bifliop 
of Rojfe is baniftiea out of England, who notwithfhnding leaves not to folli- 
4 ° cite foraign Princes in queen Maries behalf, who all gave good words, but did 
nothing. King Henry 3. of France 9 and his mother, labour what they can to get 
young king lames into France , fo did queen M ary, hoping thereby the Catho- 
1 ikes would be more mildly dealt with here. .gJMjry is blamed alfo for con¬ 
triving a marriage between Charles uncle to the Scots king, and Elizabeth Can - 
dip daughter to the Countefle of Shrewsbury . The Duke of ChaJJclroy and the 
Earl of Arran, who were gMaries faithful friends, died this year. Don John 
of Aujlria intends to marry with the queen of Scots i therefore deals with the 
Pope about the cxpulfion of Q^ltzubeth^nd follicites the king of Spain to in¬ 
vade England . Morton the Regent is removed from his regencie, and the go- 
50 vernment is delivered to the king being now twelve years old, and to twelve 
Noblemen, of whom three every three moncths fhould beprefent with the 
king to advife him, of thefe Morton was one , but he loth to leave his greatnes, 
drew all the power to himfelf, and kept in his hand the king within the caftle 
of Sterlin, wherewith the other Lords were angry, who made the Earl of Athol 
their Captain,and raifed an Army, whereupon Morton viclded and went home 
fecretly, and Athol died incontinently, not without fufpition of povfon. 
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An.Chrifii. Efmeus Stuart, Ton of jf ohn brother to Matthew Earl of Lenox the Kings grand- 
fatherland called Atibigney of a Town in Berry, which wasbeftowed upon John 
1 5 ? 9 * Stuart by king Charles 7. for defeating the Engliih at Uaugv 9 is now come into 
Scot land to fee his Couiln, who made him a Privy-Councellor, Lord Chamber- 
lain of Scotland,Qapmti of Dnnbntton , Earl of Lenox , and after Duke, which 
procured fomeenvy on the King as a favourer of the Guifes and Pvoman reli¬ 
gion }' therefore the M inifters and fome envious Lords raifed one James Stuart 
1 5 ® °- c f the family of Ochiltree, Captain of the Guard and Earl of Arran, to affront 
him f but the King in fhort time reconciled them: Then they accufe him to 
queen Elizibetb, asonefent by th c Guifes againft the Protcftantb, to free the 19 
Queen, and to diflolve the amity between England and Scotland } but heclcer- 
ed all objeftions, and fliewed himfelfa Protcftant: It was alfo feared, that by, 
DUnbritton he would either let in the French, or tranfport the King into 
France^ and that he perfwaded the King torefign to his Mother the Crown, 
and take it again by alawfull refignation : Hereupon Robert Lowes is fent to 
challenge Lenox before the King and his Counccl} but before hiscaufe was 
heard or known, he would have him removed from the Counccl, which was. 
denied as a thing not heard of} withall they defirc him to (hew his Inftru&i- 
ons, which he denied,and fo being unheard was called home. 

Upon this, Alexander Huwe 'is fent to queen Flizabeth , who admitted him 20 
not, but fends him to Burleigh, who complained that the Queens Ambaflador 
was flighted, and the Kings French coufm,a Papift, and who perhaps aimed at 
the Crown, w*s preferred to the Queen of England : fo Hunt e is fent back,with 
a caveat to the King to beware of the French plots and faftion. In the interim 
I $ 3 1. Morton is accufed by Arran of treafon, and imprifoned, though a great friend 
for England 5 therefore Sir Thomas Randolph is fent into Scot Unci to conferve 
amity with England , to defend Morton from wrong, and to remove Lenox $ 

He told both the King and his Counccl, what queen Elizabeth had done in 
freeing Scotland from the French, in defending their King and Religion,with¬ 
out taking a foot ofScotifh ground } that now Lenox hath diverted the Kings 3 ° 
mind from her to the French* flighteth the Minifters, and puts out the Kings, 
beft officers. The King told him, that he acknowledged) the Queens good 
will, but that Lenox was wronged } that in juftice he nrnft bring to trial a man 
accufed of treafon. Then Randolph ftrives to ftir up Argile and fome other 
Lords, tocflc&by niYns what they Could not do otherwayes , (hewing that 
Lngliih forces were ready on the borders, to joyn with them} but this took 
not cfTeft with thefe Lords. Angus a nd Mar dev ifed plots for Morton againft 
Lenox $ but the King banilheth Angus beyond the river of Spey, and the Caftlc 
of Slcrlnt is taken fiom I War. Randolph fearing danger to himfelf, got away 
fecrctly by fea to harwick } the Englifh forces arc called back from the borders} 4 ° 
0 o and Morton, as privy to the murthcr of the kings father, is beheaded} Angus 
* * * with others who ftood in his defbnce,fled into E ngland. 

William Rut hen, lately made Earl of Govrry, with Mar, Lind fey and others, 
in the abfence of Lenox and Arran, invite the king into the Caftle of Rut hen, 
where they detain him violently,and put away his beft (ervants, they iinprifon 
Arran, ana call back Angus , and lend away Lenox into France } they force the 
King to approve this his fnrprifc,by his letters to queen Elizabeth \ the French 
King hearing of this, fends two Ambafl'adors to fet the King free, and to con- 
(irmihe French faftion : queen M ary in the mean while in her letters to queen 
Elizabeth bewaileth the hard condition and miferies of her fon now detained 5c 
as a prifoner by Rebels, who had been the eaufe of all her miferies, and withall 
Llameth queen Elizabeth for countenancing and fupporting fuch, (hewing her 
lieedlefle jealoufics and fears, and how fhe had perfwaded her to refigne her 
kingdome , and had denied her afliftance when (he had efcapcd out of Loch* 
Icvnr , when (he fent back the Diamond which (he had received from queen 
Elizabeth as a pledge of her love, and how fhc fnffered her (when (lie efcapcd 
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to Yjighncl for fhelter its her kift allured anchor) to be intercepted and An.Chridi, 

guarded with keepers, and to be (hut up in ftrong places till now ; the clears 
herftlf alfoof any combination with Norfolk prejudicial to queen Elizabeth 
upon whole perfwafion Ihc had fuffered divers of her friends to be put tj 
death in SMland^ therefore lire defires that (he may have fome more liberty, 
however fomc Gn hoi: ck Prieft todireft her in Religion, a courtefienot de¬ 
nied to foreign Ambaftadors; as for the fugged ions of F&tl about her trans¬ 
ferring her l ight of Scotland to her fon, withoutquectt Elizabeths piomife, 

(he ddires that he may not be credited, and fd concludes, wifhing her to coin- 1583, 
I0 miferatcadiftrefied queen, and her nearedcoufin. 

Thefe letters much trouble Queen Elizabeth, who fends Benia Clerk of the 
* Councelto cxpodulate with her for her complaining letters; the Councel of 
England Was content (hefhould be delivered, conditionally, That (he pra&ice 
nothing againft Queen Flizabeth^Thn flic would difallow as unjuft what was 
done by king Francis her husband; That (he claim no right to England during 
the life of Queen Elizabeth $ That (he procure the king and States of Scotland 
toconfinn thefe, and give hoftiges withall; but the Scots of the FugLJh 
faftion rejected thefe propofals. About this time the Earl of Lenox died, the 
Airbafladors dCpait unfatisfied, and the kingefcapcth from the government 
70 of the three Lords rcftheCaftleof S. Andrews , and openly declares that this 
his furprifrl was traitcrous, yet thebufie-headed Minifters in their Synod pro¬ 
nounced the fame to be juft, darting out Excommunications againft the dif- 
approvers thereof. 

Gowry with (bme others confpireto take the King again, pretending his 
good,thefecurityof Religion, and amity with England: butGiipryis appre- 1 5 ^ 4 ; 
hended and imprifoned; his other confpirators fucfdenly furprife Sterling, , and 
as fuddenly quitted it out of fear and want of fitpplies from England. Marr , 

G la met and Angus fied unto queen Eliziibtth for her help and mediation with 
the King; in the interim dowry is arraigned before his Peers at Sterling, for im- 
- 0 prifoningthe King and confpiring againft him , for intending to(eifc upon 
6 Perth and Sterling, for refifting the Kings authority at Dundee, who being 
found guilty was beheaded : queen Elizabeth makes (hew of a treaty with 
queen Mary, if (he would mediate with her fon for the Scots fugitive Lords 
anddetett the plots of the Gut fes : for the firft queen M^ry was content to 
mediate, if thefe Lords would fubmit and turn loyal ; for thcfccond, (here- 
fufed till (be were fully allured of her liberty; for (lie will not lofe certain 
friends for uncertain hopes, therefore (he defires the fame nfage from her 
which (he had from her hfter queen KWy when (he was her prifoner, orthe 
King of Navarre from the French king; but this Treaty was put off, and came 
. 0 to nothing, upon difeovery of fomc letters carried by Crithton the Jefuitc, im- 
* portingthe invafion of England by the Pope , Spaniards and Guifes: then (he 
fends Ntrov* her Secretary with proffers of entertaining a drift league of 
amity with queen Elizabeth, of renouncing all claim to England during her 
life,of afting nothing againft her, orthe rebellious^//, and their Religion^ 
nor in her fons marriage without the privity of queen Elizabeth. 

Put the Prcsbytciian Minifters, and their upholders, crofted all means of 
pacification; fo the Pulpit being advanced above the Throne, all went as the 
Presbytery would have it, till this year they were curbed by fome whole- 
fomc 1 aws advancing the Kings power over them, and reftraining Presbyte- 
50 rial aftemblies, and abrogating equality of Minifters by reftoring theRifhops^ 
and condemning flanderous books againft the king and his mother; mean 
while Queen Mary is taken from the cuftody of Shrewsbury after fifteen years^ 
and is committed to Paulct and Drury , purpofely to make her fall upon defpe- 
rateattempts; ftrange whifpers went abroad about the depofition of queen 
Elizabeth, and the marriage of queen Mary with fomc Noble Englifti Catho- 
lick, but who this man (hould be could not be found out About this time 
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An.ChnJiiJlcnry Perch E. of Northumberland being a prifoner in the Tower, and fufpetted 
to j iave t> een a plotter againft Queen Elizabeth, murthered hiinfelf} upon the 
1 5 ° 5 * difeovery of Babbmgtons treafon, Queen Maries clofet is broken open whilft 
fhe was hunting abroad, and all her cabinets, desks and papers are fent to the 
Courts all her money alfo was feizedon, divers letters of Grangers were 
found, and about fixty kinds of cyphers} divers letters alfo of Englifl) Lords 
1 5 8 6 . offering their fervice to her, which the Queen diffembled} Queen Maries two 
Secretaries were examined, andconfeffed that fhe knew of Babbingtons plot, 
wherefore Commiffioncrs are font to Fodringhay- Caftlc to examine Queen 
lAarji and to pronounce fentence of death, if found guilty: when they came 10 
they delivered her Queen Elizabeths letters, which fhe read with great and 
Princely magnanimity, fhewingfhe wasa Queen, and not fubje&to their 
Laws, nor was fhe guilty of what fhe was accufcd} therefore refufeth to ap¬ 
pear or anfwer as a criminal, or to admit that law lately made againft her, yet 
upon perfwafions fhe appears, divers accufations were brought in againft her, 
of which (though fheftoutly defended herfelf ) yet fhe was found guilty. 
Shortly after the Parliament petitioneth that fhe might be put to death,which 
Q. Elizabeth fecmingly refufed to confent to,as being a dangerous prefident. 

Yet fhortly after Buckhttrfi and Beal are fent to Queen M ary to acquaint her 
with the fentence given againft her, and that therefore jhe fhould repent and 70 
prepare her fclf} upon this fhe anfwered, That fhe was exceedingly glad for 
being accounted an inftrument of re-eftablifhing religion in this Ifiand} fo 
fhe defires a Catholick prieft, then fhe writes a letter to Queen Elizabeth , de¬ 
firing her body might be fent into France there to be laid by her mother, and 
not into Scotland where violence hath been offered to theafhes of her An- 
ceftors , that fofhe may have reft after death, who could never enjoy any in 
her life. Secondly , fhe defires to die publikelv that fhe might wimefle her 
faith in Chrift, and her obedience to the Church. Thirdly, that her fervants 
might peaceably depart,and enjoy the.legacies fhe had beftowed on them. 

King jf antes being much affli&ed about the fentence of death againft his 30 
mother, fent divers Ambaffadors to Queen Elizabeth , fhe wing how much he 
was bound both in honour and nature to intercede for a Queen , and his 
mother, how difhonourable and dangerous it might be to Queen Elizabeth to 
flied the blood of a Queen fo near to her: but the Minifters of Scotland , and 
the reft of her enemies were fb earneft and prevalent with queen Elizabeth y 
that the Kings letters could not prevail, northeFrench kings Ambaffadors 
which he alfo fent to this purpofe, befides thegueen was affrighted daily 
with rumors of the Spanifh fleet, of the Scots invafion , of the Guifes prepa¬ 
rations, of domeftick rebellions, of plots to murther her, all to haften the 
Scots queens death, therefore fhe delivers to Davifon her Secretary letters 40 
figned with her hand, that a man date fhould be made under the Grcat-feal for 
her execution, and to be in readinefle if need (hould be. This mandate is pre- 
fently conveyed to the jgueens Counfellors by him , and difpatchcd away to 
shrcrvjbttrj 9 Kent, Derby and Cumberland, whicn four Earls came to her, willing 
her to prepare , for flic was to die the next day } fhe with a fctled minde an¬ 
fwered , That death was welcome to her, and that her foul was not worthy of 
eternal jov, whofc body cannot endure the Executioners blow} fhe defired the 
fpcech ot her Confefior which was denied her, yet file wrote to him that he 
would pray for her} that night fhe fupped, drunk to her fervants incouraging 
them, fhe read over her lafr will, then went to bed, flept a while, and fpent the 5° 
reft of that night in prayer. 

The next day (he came in a Majeftick manner to the Scaffold, carrying the 
Crucifix before her, where having profeffed her conftancieto the Roman reli¬ 
gion, and taking leave of her friends and fervants, laid down her neck on the 
block, repeating thefc words. Into thy bands, () Lord\ I commend my fpirit } and 
fo at two blows her head was cutoff, her body was buried in Peterburgh - 
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Church, and her magnificent funeral kept at Park at the charges of the Guife /, 
(he lived forty fix years, and was a captive eighteen : when Q. Elizabeth heard 
of her death (he was ready to fwound for grief,(he commauds her Counfellors, 
to come no more into her prefence, and bavrfon to be brought into the Star- 
chamber 5 then (he writes a letter to King jf antes ^ (hewing how without her 
knowledge his mother was put to death,and how grievous it is to her* withall 
file aflurcs him, none (hall be more affc&ionated to him , nor fo careful of 
him asherfelf* mean while Davifon is fharply reproved in the Star-chamber 
for his forwardnefle, and fined ten thoufand pounds, and imprifonmentat 
IO the Queens pleafure. 

The King was fo difpleafed at the death of his mother , that he would not 
fufferthe Englijt) Ambaflador to come into Scotland, and would hardly hear 
him by another man, or receive his letters * he called home his own Ambafla- 
dor out of England , and threatneth revenge $ theEftates of Scotland proffer 
to fpend their lives and eftates in this quarrel * fome perfwade him to require 
a Navy of the King of Denmark to whofe daughter he began to be a Suitor* 
fome would have him joyn with Spain and France, and the Pope, and that he 
fhould not truft Proteftants who had killed his mother, left they alfo kill the 
children * fome would rather havfchim ftand as neuter, but others advifcd 
20 him to keep peace with England , and be eoriflant to his Religion, jSJueen 
Elizabeth perceiving the French tampering with King James to withdraw him 
from his religion and amity with England , fends to him, to let him fee how 
dangerous it will prove to him and his Kingdome to fall out with England at 
this time, how uncertain the aids of France and Spain will be, how he may by 
this lofe his claim to the Crown of England ^ and how fhe v/ill be a mother to 
him* withall (he fends him the fentence againft and the Judges of 

E nglands opinion, (hewing that the fentence againft his mother was no wayes 
prejudicial to his right of fuccefiion. 

From this time till the comming of King James into England, fell out no 
30 matters of great concernment in Scotland , except the driving of fome Spanijl) 
fhips (after the Armado was defeated^ upon the Iflands of Orkneys the voyage 
of King jf ames to bring home his new married Queen Anne from Denmark 
the attempt that Bothwel made upon the King and Queen in their chambers, 
from whence he was repuKed and forced to flye, lome of whole Pages and 
followers were apprehended and hanged, for which treafonable attempt of 
his he is proclaimed Traitor, and becaufe he was harboured by the Earl of 
Murrey , contrary to the proclamation, Huntley by command feifeth on Murrey 
in his own houfe and kills him * Bothwel in the interim efcapes into England , 
where he lurked a while, and from thence returning is apprehended and con- 
40 fined, he endeavours to raife a/rebellion, but to no purpofe. This year 
Prince Henry was born * divers conteftations the King had with the Presbyte¬ 
rian Minifters about theBilhopsand Church-government, in which the King 
was extreamly vexed, perfecuted and preached againft by them, whofe power 
was at that time no lefie formidable then the Popes heretofore. About this 
time wasfought that cruel battel of Avinian between Huntley and ArgtU , in 
which (even hundred of Argiles fide were (Jain, and the reft put toflight*thefe 
ftirs were railed and fomented by fome rigid Presbyterian Minifters,as Robert: 
Bruce Super-intendentof Edinburgh , Balquankehna others, becaufe the King 
kept correfpondency with CatholicJc Princes, and was not cruel enough 
50 againft the Papifts in Scotland^ therefore they encourage Bothwel againft the 
King,though he had been proclaimed Traitor, and furniftied him.with money 
which they had gathered for redeeming of (ome Proteftant Scots from the 
Turks * Bothwel with three hundred horfc furprifeth Leith, the King defires 
the affiftance of the Edinbnrgers againft him, but they would not ftir, being 
forbid by their Minifters to help the King, fo that he was forced to conic up 
tothe Church of S.Giles, and .there publikly before the people held up his 
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An Chriili hand and proteftcd he would be an utter enemy to the Papifts* whereupon the 

Citizens take Arms, whereby Bothwels hopes were fruftr aicd, who curfed the 
Minifters for deluding him thus. 

Upon this the King was forced by the importunity of the Minifters, to 
make Argile (who was their great Proteftor) Lieutenant of the North, a man 
unfit for that employment, as being of too haughty and cruel a aifpolition, 
and befides weak in horfe, though powerful enough in foot-forces j the King 
alfowas perfwaded to beftow on him the Country of Lochaber which belon¬ 
ged to Huntley : Argile having received his Commifiion , raifethan Army of 
twelve thoufand, with which he intends to pvofecutc Huntley, ASrrol and to 
Angus, three Cathoiick Earls,with fire and fword* they hearing of this prepa¬ 
ration, raife alfo a thoufand horfc with a foot-army,l mean Huntley and jErrol, 
for Angus had an Army of his own to defend his Country, and could not 
come in time tojoyn with the other two, becaufe of the Rivers between. 
Argile placed two thoufand musketiers in his Van, again fi: which Huntlies 
great Ordnance did fo play that they forced them to give back, and joyn with 
the main body where Argile was himfelf, which /Errol perceiving, wheels 
about with his horfe, and falls upon them in the Rear, and withail receiveth 
two wounds with forked arrow's, one in the arm, another in the foot} to help 
him, hinntley breaks in furioufly with all his hoife upon the main b<>dy of 2 ° 
Argiles Army, and puts them with Argile himfelf to flight* the fight con¬ 
tinued two hours} of Hnntlies fide few were killed, but many wounded, and 
i 6 o o. above two hundred horfe {lain} of Argiles fide fome fay feven hundred, others 
five hundred. The next five years fell out no memorable accident,but Gowrtes. 
i 6 o I. Treafon, and not long after the birth of Prince Charles.

1 602. Ueen Elizabcth being dead about ten a clock in the morning, King 

l I J ames the very fame day ( Secretary Cecil reading his Title ana Queen 
^ m^Elizabethi Will) was proclaimed by found of Trumpet firft at White¬ 
hall, then in Chcap-fde , King of England, Scotland , France and Ireland. Sir 
Robert Cary , the Lord Hunfdons younger fon, pofted aw'ay unfent, to King 
James with the news of the Queens death, who afterward was made a Baron : 

A few dayes after, the Lords of theCouncel fend Sir Charles Percy and Mr. 40 
7 homos Sommerfet, and after them Sir 7 homos Lake Clerk of the Signet, to ac¬ 
quaint the King of the peoples affe&ions towards him, as likewife w ith the 
State of of theKingdome. Egerion Lord Chancellor, luckhurji Lord Trea- 
furer, Nottingham Lord Admiral, and Cecil chief Secretary are confirmed in 
their places: 7 homos Howard the brother, and Henry Howard the fon of Nor¬ 
folk v ho had fuffered for the Kings mother, are advanced by him, though 
they wereCatholicks, to let Fope Clement 8. fee he wasnofuch enemy to Pa- 
pifts as fome would have had him, and that his two Bulls fent out againft his 
lucceflaon to the Crown were needleflc. 

King jfcwe/ having fetled Scotland, on the fifth of April begins his Journey 5 ° 
1603. far England,and comes to Theobalds the third of May, where he was met by the 
' Lords of the late Queens Privy-councel, and entertained with an Oration by 
the Lord Keeper : Here divers Lords of Scotland are made Privy-connfeliors 
of England. The feventh of May he rode towards London , where by the way 
near lotnam-Htgh-croJJe, the Maior, Aldermen, and five hundred choice Ci¬ 
tizens all mounted with chains of gold, met him and attended him to the 
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Cbarter-honjc , where came forth Proclamations the fagie day againft Mono- AnCbwji 
poliesand Proteftions, and divers other abufes. All the way the King had w~vS*/ 
travelled,prifor.ersfor fmall offences were fet free, and he plentifully diftribu- r 
ted his favours, chiefly the Order of Knighthcod. Divers Lords and Coun- 
tefles are lent to condtfft the Queen, with Prince Henry now nine years old, 
and the Lady Elizabeth } the Ring meets them at Fajlon in Northamptonfhire : 

Charles Duke of Albany came not, being weak and fickly, till the next year: 

The king alfo makes divers Barons and Earls : Divers A baffadors arrive to 
congratulate his happy comming to the Crown, namely from the rjjgrave, 
j c the Hollander^ the Arch-duke, the Spaniard, the Venetian f the Florentine\ and 
the trendy for entertaining of whom a Mnfter of the Ceremonies is ordained: 

There were alfo made this year fourteen Serjeants at Law. Valentine 7 horn as 
forconfpiringagainfc Queen Elizabeth , was drawn, hanged and quartered. 

The Lord Alontjoy returns out of Ireland , bringing with him Tir-ocn whom 
the king pardoned, who fends to his brother of Denmark^ the Earl of Rutland 
with the Garter,and to be god-father to his fon Chrifriahm. The Lord Spcncci* 
alfo is fent with the Garter to the Duke of IVirtinberg. 

This year produced a plot againft the Ring and Prince Henry , by the Lord 
Cobhtvn , Sir Walter Karvlcigh, and divers others, upon fomedifeontents, they 
20 knew not what 5 they are apprehended in July , and arraigned in November at 
IVinchejier , becaufeof the ficknefie then at London , wherefore the Tcrme 
alfo was kept there. The Lord Grey is accufed for railing two thoufand men 
to defend the Loip-Cmintries , but indeed to feife upon the king and Prince: 

Cobham and Ravoleigh met in S.Martins^rA confulted about railing fedition,al- 
tcring Religion,Sc fettingup Lady Arabel/ayt was proved thatlVatfon the Pricft 
was defigned to be Lord Chancellor,and others for other offices: Rarvleigh was 
to treat with Count Aremberg for money, and Cobham with the Spaniard and 
Arch-duke for affifting Arabella^ thefe pleaded,the king not being yet crowned 
this could be no Trcalon, and that it wasonelydifeourfe, and net matter of 
facts but they were refuted and condemned, the Pricfts Waifcn and Clerk were 
^ executed, and Brook . beheaded s Cobham , Grey and Markham , at the point of 
their Execution were reprieved by the Rings warrant,and carried back to the 
Tower. After this the Ring keptthefcaftof S .George aUVmdfor, where the 
Prince with fome others are inftallcd s the Earl of Southampton is reftored , 
divers other honours are conferred, and on S. James day the King and Queen 
are crowned and anointed at tVeJlteinJler by Archbifhop IVkite gift s command 
is given for obfervation of Cowries confpiracy. The King calls in all letters of 
Mart againft the Spaniard , and concludes a peace with him, which was con¬ 
firmed by mutual oaths folemnly taken : the spanij)) Ambaflador held the 
Kings hands between his, and in like manner the Ehglifi ) Ambaflador at Valle- 
** dolid held the King of Spains hands, when they took their oaths: Nottingham 1604. 
Lord Admiral was Ambaflador for England , and Valefco Conftable of Cajhle 
for Spain : by Nottingham the king fent thefe prefentstothe Spaniard , fix 
liorfcs with faddlcs and faddle-cloiths embroidered, whereof three for the 
King and three for the Quccrh, two crofle-bows with (hcaffes of arro\ys, four 
fowling-peeccs inlaid with plates of gold, and a couple of lyme-hounds. 

The Earl of Hartford \$ fent Ambaflador to Albert and ifabella to take their 
oaths,whobeftowed on the Arch-dukes fervants three thoufand pounds,lb the 
Arch-duke prefented him with a Jewel of nine hundred pounds value, and a 
jo fair Of Arras worth three hundredpounds^nd bare his charges all the time o f 
his ftay at Bruxcls. . . . 

After this, the kings fecond fori Charles Duke of Albany is created Duke of 
Fork , beingnow four years old. Richard Haydock. a Phyfician, pretendingto 
preach at night in his fleep, acknowledgetli his forgery to the king who had 
dete&ed it. One DongUfJe a Scots-man, for counterfeiting the kings Privy*: 
feal to divers Princes in Germany , is fent over by the Palf grave , and in Smith- 
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An.ChriJli field hanged and quartered. A fecond Parliament is called at Wejlmbtjler^ 
--- four dayes before the fitting, the King, Queen and Piince rode folcimily 
through London , where divers Pageants were ere&ed, Prefcnts given , and 
fpeeches made. In the time of this Parliament was difeovered the Gun¬ 
powder-plot, contrived by Catesb ^ Verde and others, who hired a cellar under 
theParliament-houfe, laying in it twenty barrels of powder which they had 
under billets and faggots 5 their intent was to blowup the King and Prince, 
Nobles and Commons, to furprife the Duke of Torl{ , and to proclaim the 
Lady Elizabeth Queen} but the plot was detefted by a letter font to the 
Lord Montcaglc, which his foot-man received from an unknown man, the 10 
letter was to defire him to forbear being at Parliament, bccaufe of a terrible 
blow that was to be given} the letter was delivered to the Earl of Salisbury 
by Monteagle , who could make no fenfe of it} but the King when he read it, 
apprehended prcfently,that by the word ('blow) was intimated a blowing up 
with Gunpowder, therefore command is given to fearch all the rooms about 
the Parliament-houfe , in the cellar under the faggots were found fix and 
thirty barrels of powder} Lawk* upon fufpition is apprehended, in whofe 
pocket is found a peece of touch-wood,a tinder-box,and a watch, to try' the 
Ihortand long burning of the touch-wood : the plot being difeovered ,fome 
fled to Worcejterflnre^ where Catesbj Sc rerde weie llain by one (hot of a musket , 70 
both the Wrights J ohn and Chriftopher are likewife (lain, the reft: were publikly 
executed, except TrcJIjam who died of the Strangury in the Tower, whither 
Northumberland upon fufpition is fent} great joy there was for this delive¬ 
rance, fo that the Spflnifti and Arch-dukes Ambaftadors made bone-fires, and 
threw money amongft the people. 

About this time the King receives as a prefent from the Spaniard fix Jennets 
of An dalv.fia^ with embroidered faddlcs, and faddle-cloth of Tiftue, one of 
thefe Jennets was fnow-white,whofe main reached to the ground: the Queen 
of Spam alfo fenttoour Queen Anne rich prefents of embroidery, amber- 
greece,a rich cap and girdle in a bafon of gold to congratulate the kings happy 30 
ckliverance, in memory whereof the fifth of November is appointed to be kept 
holy , and the Lord Monteagle is rewarded with two hundred pounds a year 
forever, and five hundred pounds befidcs for his life. Shortly after a rumor 
was fpread that the king was flain at Ohjng^ which caufed great fears in Londo^ 
till within t wd hours after news came that he was fafe, to the great comfort of 
all} fo that the Spanifli Ambafl'ador gave Sir Lewis Lewhytor a chain of gold for 
bringing him the news. Henry Garnet Provincial of theEnglifh Jcfuits, fuffc- 
red death for concealing the Gunpowdcr-trcafon : Northumberland is fined 
to pay to the King thirty thoufnnd pounds, to forfeit all hisoffices, and to 
be kept pr.foner during the Kings pleafure for mifprifions of Treafon. 40 
At Hampton- Court an Aflembly of Divines is called by the King to confer 
about the Liturgy and Church-government} the firft fitting was in the privy- 
chamber , where in the prefence of his Privy-councel, he (hewed the cauies 
why he called thefe Divines, not that he thought there was any thing in the 
Church that required alteration, all things being fo well fetlcd already, but 
like a wife Phyfitian to make fearch into the fuppofed difeafes thereof, 
and to remove thcoccafion of complaints, that the mouths of complainants 
may be flopped, and fober mindes fatisfied: He acknowledged Confirmation 
after Baptifme, byEpifcopal benediction and impofition of hands, after the 
childc hath profelled his own faith, to be of great ufe and antiquity in the 5° 
Church, and fo the Bilhops made it appear to his Majcfty,that confirmation 
was no cflential part of Baptifme: for Abfolution they ftiew it isufedin the 
reformed Churches of Aujpurg , Saxony and Bohemia , and that Chrift gave 
power to his Miniftcrs to pronounce it: for pivate Baptifme, they fay. That it 
it is not to be adminiftred by women and Laicks, but by lawful Minifters 
onely : and as for Excommunication, they fay, That rheabufes being re¬ 
moved. 
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moved, ic ought to retain its vigor in the Church : ant! fo for that dav the Af* Jtn chridk 
fanbly of the Prelates was difmiflcd. > * 7 

The Mundny after, the King cAlls into his privy-chamber the complaining 
Dofrors, telling them, That he meant not to innovate the Churcli-govern¬ 
ment fo found and fo long eftablilhed, but to fettle uniformity and unity, and 
to remove abufts if there be any, therefore defires them to clcclaic their grie¬ 
vances : hereupon Dr. Reynolds the foreman reduced all the matters in debate 
to thefe four heads : i. For prefervation of truedoftrine. 2. For placing of 
good Pallors. 3 For fincere Church-government. 4. For explanation of fome 
Jc claufes in the Seivice-book. All thefe points were exnftly handled and cleared 
by the Prelates,and fo moderated by the King with that judgement and learn¬ 
ing, that all who were prefent were ravifhed with admiration. The Wednef- 
day foil owing.,being the third dayes Conference, the King declares what for¬ 
merly had pair, and fhuts up all w ith a godly exhortation, perfwading all to 
unity,and diligence in their charge, (hewing thedutics both of fuperiorsand 
inferiors, wifhingthem to build Gods Temple without the found of difeord, 
and to fhew their obedience and humility by a peaceable conformity, feeing 
the points in controverfie were matters of mccr wcaknelTc. After this the 
King gives order for a new tranftation of the Bible according to the originals, 

2C and then fend* fome learned and judicious Divines into Srotland to confer 
with the Divines there about an uniform government in both Churches: 

Then by Aft of Parliament he provides fortheChuichcs conftant mainte¬ 
nance, that none of her revenues or lands be alienated. 

The king,to fhew how willing he wastolinitethetwokingdomcsinto one 
cauftth one name to be given to both, and himfelf to be proclaimed king of 
Great-Britan?^ he caufcth another Proclamation to come forth for banifhing of 
JefuucsnndPriefh,and a third for confirming the book of Common-prayer, 
as it was in the late Queens time. 

Tn thefourch year of the kings reign, the king of Denmark arrives in the 1606. 

00 7 h'ames with eight (hips, and anchored before Gnrvefend, thither the King with 
D the Prince and Lords went in Barges to meet him, and conduced him to 
Londo??, where he (laved till the 12. of Hitguft, having landed the 17. of Jtdy 
before; after whofe departure arrived at London, Francis Prince of Vandemont 
the Duke of Lorraint third fon, accompanied with feven Earls,Ten Barons, 
forty Gentlemen, and fixfcore common perfons, who were for fourteen dayes 
together entertained by the king at Hampton* Court. The next year in May, 
fome malccontents in the Shires of Horibamf ton,Leccijler an dlFanvick in great 
companies began to throw down Tnclofures, whofe Ring-leader was one 
Reynolds, or Captain Voucb,fo called from his green-leather-pouch hanging by 
- 0 his fide, where he faid he had fufficient to defend them againftall oppofers, 
but when he was apprehended, there was nothing found there but a pcece of 
green-chcefe^ fome Lords, with Cook the chief Juftice, fuppreffed them by 
force of Arms, and punifhed fome of them by death, others by fines. In June 
follow ing the King dined with Wats the Lord Maior, who after dinner pre- 
fented him with a purfe full of gold, and then the King was made free of the 
Companv of Cloath-workers, to whom he promifed a brace of Bucks yearly 
for ever, to be fpent at the eleclion of their Mailer. 

In July following, the king dined at Merchant-Taylors-hall, where he was 
prcfcnted with a purfe of gold,and a Roll Ihcwed him wherein were regiftred 
50 (even Lings, one Queen, feventeen Princes and Dukes, two Dutcheftes, one 
Archbifhop,one and thirty Earls, fixty fix Barons, feven Abbots, feven Priors, 
with many Knights free of that Company $ the king being free of another 
Company, refilled to be of theirs, but gave way that the Prince Ihouid be free, 
and that he would fee the Garland put on his head, whereupon a purfe of gold 
is prcfcnted to the Prince,and he with divers Lords are made free. About this 
time ungrateful T/r-Oc;/, with fome other Irifli Lords went away to follicite 
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This year Virginia, is planted. George Jervk a Prieft, and 1 homos Garnet a 
Jefuite are executed 5 a pardon was offered to Garnet , if he would take the 
Oath of Allegiance, which he refufed. Divers Englifh Pyrates turn Turks. 
The New-Exchangc\$ ereded,where a long old Stable Hood before B by Salisbury 
theTreafurer, and is named by the King ("who with the Queen and Prince 
came to fee itj Britains-Burje. Foreigners are prohibited to fifli upon the 
Kings coafts without leave. Now Allom is made in F#g/aW,which heretofore 
was brought from other places $ This year alfo Silk-worms were brought in¬ 
to England 

The King having received aid for Knighting Prince Henry , and he being 
now come to the age of feventeen years, is made Prince of l Vales . Garter King 
at Arms bore the Letters-Patents^tt^exthe Purple-Velvet Robes, Huntington 
theTrain, Cumberland the Sword, Rutland the Ring, Darby the Rod, and 
Shrewsbury the Cap and Coronet j Nottingham and Northampton fupported 
the Prince, being in his Surcoat only, ana bare-headed: Thus he was con¬ 
duced to the King, and attended on by five and twenty Knights of the Bath * 
Salisbury read the Letters-patents, the Prince kneeling all the while befoie 
the Kins, and at the words accuftomed the King put on him the Robe,Sword, 
Cap ana Coronet, the Rod and Ring, and then kiffed him on the checks 5 fo 20 
then he was allowed to keep Court by hitnfclf. 

The King to keep peace at home, in his own perfon heard the differences 
between the Ecclefiaftick and temporal Judges,argued touching Pro ted ions * 
he heard alfo the complaints of the Viduallers ana other Officers of his Navy. 
Upon the news of king Henry 4. of France his death, king j James by proclama¬ 
tion commands all rriefts and Jefuites to avoid the land, and all Recufants to 
return home to their dwellings. The Eaft-India Merchants are made a Cor¬ 
poration for ever, who built a (hip of 1 aco Tun, which at Bant ham was loft: 
the King alfo builds a (hip of i40oTun, which he gave to the Prince, who 
called it by his dignity, 7 he Prince . 33 

About this time Mr.CVir,who had been one of the Kings twelve Pages,whom 
he difmifled upon taking fo many Footmen, was afterward made one of the 
Bed-chamber, upon breaking of his leg, as he lighted from his horfein the 
kings prefence, who ever after caft an affedion towards him} he made him 
knight, then his Secretary, then Vifcount liochejier, and a Privy-councellor, 
afterward he made him Earl of Somcrfct , and at laft Lord Chamberlain. Thefe 
great Honours made fome to envy, others to admire and flatter him 5 among 
the reft the Counteffe of Ejjex the Earl of Suffolk^ daughter, who fo much fell 
in love with him, that (he flighted her own husband,and procured Mrs .7 urner, 
one Grejham , and Dr.Forman, by inchantmcnts to difable him, and to procure 40 
Cars love $ places of meeting are appointed at Hammerfm/th, where much loofe 
behaviour was ufed between them, fo that Sir Thomas Overbury , Cars favorite, 
was much difpleafed with it 5 and Prince Henry hearing of his loofe kir.dof 
life with her,flightcd him, which fome think haftened the Princes death. 

The Lady Francis Howard complaining of her husbands frigidity, and that 
(he was ftill a Maid, procures a Divorce, which was granted upon a fearch 
made on her by twelve Matrons: then a marriage is thought on by Car and 
Howard , to which Overbury was altogether aver(e 5 upon this Rochejler and the 
Counteffe meet 3 and conclude the death of Overbury , who was a main obftacle 
to their proceedings ^ for the facilitating whereof,is removed from the 
Lieutenantftiip of the Tower, and Elvis is preferred} then the Counteffe con¬ 
fers with Mrs. Turner, complaining of Ovrrburies infolencie for defaming her 
name, hereupon they refolve topoyfon him, by one R’cjion an Apothecary 
fometimes fervant to Dr. Turner . And becaufe Ovcrbury was to be imployed as 
anAmbaffador into the Low-Countries to the Archduke, Rochcflcr diffwades 
him from that imployroect, promifing to take him off with credit j but in 
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(leadof fodoing, heincenfeththeking againd him, fhewingthat Overbuy 
was become fo infolent, tharhe fcorned that employment to the Archduke 
as too mean for him 5 therefore the king having received a deniall from 
Overbuy , fends him to the Tower * Northampton and Rocbejiet • his two great 
enemies,command the Lieutenant to keep him clofe prifoner, and Wejion is 
preferred to wait on him in the Tower $ Grejbam in the interim dies, and 
one Franklin is entertained in that bufinefle, a man fit to make poyfons. 

Shortly after , F/tw the Lieutenant was acquainted with the poyfoning of 
Overbuy by IVefton , as he was carrying a part of his fupper in one hand, and 
10 a glafie of blue water in the other : The next day Elvkhtent for by North¬ 
hampton, by whom he was encouraged to perfid, and a thoufand pounds pro- 
mifed him for a reward } he is alfo delired to lift out Overburics minde, how he 
is affe&ed to the match between Rochefter and the Countefle } in the interim 
more poyfons are fent by the Countefle, which by IVvJion are tempered with 
his broth and meat* fome poyfoned Tarts and Jellies alfo are fent by the 
Vifcount to Sir 7 homos Monjon, whofe fervant delivered them to IVeJlon, which 
brought the faid Sir Thomas to be fufpe&ed as having a hand in this a#} by 
this means Overbuy grew very fick, but by a cooling bath he received fome 
eafe : hereupon the Lieutenant is commanded by the Councel (as he gave 
20 out )that no man might ha\e liberty to fpeak with him. 

Now the intended marriage comes to light, much quedioning and de¬ 
bate there is about it} the birtiops arc divided, Canterbury and others againd it, 
Wincheftcr and Fly for it, at laft a nullity is obtained, and order is fent to Efjex 
to repay the portions of five thoufand pound : when Overbuy heard of the 
marriage,he grieved exceedingly both for the Earl of Sommerfet , as for him* 
felf, fufpe&ing it would caufe his death} therefore he writes to the Earl to be 
relcafea , who returns him fome Court holy-water, and a white-powder to 
eafe his pain, which it did (hortly after, for being given to him in a glider, 
proved poyfon, which the next day with exceflive pains in the guts killed 
30 him} after his death, it was fpread abroad he died of the pox by excefie of 
lafeivioufnefle. 

This year gold is enhaunfed} one Legate an Arian is burned} and the Lant- 
grnve or HeJJe commeth to vifit King James. The next year the Lord Z anchir is 
hanged for cauling one Turner to be murthered. The body of Queen Mary of 
Scotland is removed from Feterborow to Wejtminjler , where a Aatcly tomb of 
marble is eretted over it. The ralfgrave Eleftor commeth into England, who 
with Grave-Maurice are inveded with the Garter. The year following was 
fatal to this Ifland by the death of Prince Henry, and the marriage of his fider 
the Lady Elizabeth to the ralfgrave. 

40 The nullity being obtained,the match is made, and honoured by the Kings 
prefence, and a Mask} a few dayes after, the new married couple were feafted 
with the Nobility of thcKingdome, at Merchant-Taylors hall by the Lord 
Maior and Aldermen. Rumors are fpread abroad of a Span/Jb fleet, as if in¬ 
tended for England, and this fufpition increafed by a Proclamation againd 
Spanijf) money: the Scots in the Wcftern Iflands flic out into rebellion, fodo 
the Wilde-Irifh in Ireland , but were quickly fupprefled. In the Iflands of 
Orkney there was great commotions raifed by the Earl of Orkney then a prifo¬ 
ner in Edinburgh- Cadle, who wrote letters to his Badard-fon, and other of his 
friends there to take pofleflion of his houfes, whereof he accounted the Caftle 
50 of Kirkjvay one} whereupon the Councd at Edinburgh fend thither fome fhips 
of war, and land-forces out of Cathnejje , who befiege the Cadle both by fea 
and land, whi:li at lad yeeldeth to mercy} the Earls fon with the befieged are 
hanged up clofe by the Cadle, which is demolifhed, the Ordnance carried 
away,and not long after the Earl himfelf was beheaded at Edinburgh. 

The Earl of Northampton is publikly fpoken againd for countenancing and 
advancing the Roman Religion} a Bill is exhibited in the Star-chamber by 
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An chnfti him againft fuch as defamed him* but Canterbury maintains their caufe, flit w- 
ing there were never in his time fomany Piiefta in f nghnd as now: My Lord 
hereat being much troubled,went to Cre nwteh ,made his will, then returned to 
his houfe at London, where he died. The Cl oath-wot ker> obtain arlafttlut 
no more white-cloaths be carried over the teas tmel'ud and undreiled, the 
Dutch proclaim that none (hall buy any fuch cloaths fo d relied and died: 
hereupon wools are prohibited to be traiTported out ot the Kingdomei yet 
at laft it is ordered by theCounccl, that a cutam number of whiic-cloaths 
(hall be tranfported. 

- Sommerjh having loft Northampton his great friend, and fearing the dctccfi- t ^ 
on of Overburies death, proemcs a general pardev of a!* ireafon^ n.Opinions, 
minrhcrs, fel lonies, outrages whutioever, v. hicli the ftiogflgritd, but Chan¬ 
cellor tiger/** rcfiiuth to let it paiic the Stal , and ocoujiuts the King of ihe 
danger might aiilc thereby : whereupon the King lufpedling all was not wJl 
with Somerjer , withdraws his favour trom him, and begins to caft his affeftion 
upon a youngGentlcman lately come from t r. . uce^Xx.George Vi ll/eny in whom 
he beltows a thoufand poands, then Knights him, invefts him with the 
Garter, makes him Maitei ofThe horle, and afterward Earl, Mai quelle,' 
and Duke of Buckingham. 

Sommerfct being troubled in confcietiCeabout Overburies death, fendeth to 
France to have t he Apothecat y difpatched who gave the Glifter* he caultth 20 
all places to be fearchcd where he thought any letters were which concerned 
that mifehieft and by leafe n of his piide, coveioufncligand infolent carriage, 
he is everyday Idle in the Kings favour, and die pet > pies affections : At laft 
upon petition of v v buries man to my Lord Cook ?and upon the information of 
Sir Ralph /; imvooa to the King IFcjlonfn examined, and after much adocat laft 
confefles all, who with / ti mer, / ran kin and Fhis are condemned and hanged* 
Sommerja is committed to the Dean of It'ejlminjter , he ftcod ftill upon 
hisinnocencie, and.denied all, but hi? Comm He con fd led* whereupon his 
money, plate*and jewels-worth aoccco//. and his lands to 19C00//. per 
annum, are feifed upon for the Kings ufe, whobtftowed divers of them upon 3 ° 
the Prince* 

* About this time Sir If alter Raleigh , after ten years iir pi ifonment in tic 
T ower, was fet at liberty : he hated S<mr,n rjt 1 exceed in r Iv, bet a*;fc he had 
begged and got his lands * the C untefle ot Shrewsbury alii', who was privy to 
theefeapeof the Lady Arabella was releafed out of the Tower. 

In theyear 1^14. the Lngl Jh fends a Plantation to the Farm uric as the Lon¬ 
doners had done the year before into Ireland. The King of Denmark this 
year cninc privately into Fj^land again. Hugh Middleton brought the water 
into London , and Suttons Hofpital is founded. The next year alter, the Lady

foi liis aft (hum, a Seat-Royal is placed in the upper end of IFeJim/nJter- hall, 
the two pi iToners arc brought from the Tower* the Counttffe pleaded guilty, 
but Sommerfvt pleaded not guilty* yet being found guilty by his Judges, is 
condemned, and fentback to the Tower, they were afterward both pardo- 
; 6 1 C\ rted and releafed out of the Tower. This fame year the Archbifliop of Spa- 

l(to comes into Fngland , and the Cautionary Towns are reftored to the 5 ° 
States. About two years before this, the Order of Knight-Baronets was infti- 
tuted by King 'James , who were to maintain thirty foot-foul diers in Ireland 
for three'years,after the rate of eight pence a day, and to. pay the wages of one 
whole year upon the palling of their Patent, then they muft be Gentlemen 
of three defeents*, and ftiould be worth a ihoufand pounds per annum, the 
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number to be in Railed was not to exceed two hundred 
came from the Rujfian Emperor to King j lamer, defiring his amity, and to me¬ 
diate for a peace between him and the King of Smthland , and prefents him 
with rich Furs : and not onely the Rnjjian, but the rerfiandKo, admiring the 
wifdomc and happinefie of King James, fome time before this, fent Sir Robert 
Stxrlcy to defire his amity, and withall freely offers commerce to the Kings 
fubjefts through all the Perfian dominions : This Sir Robert was made an Earl 
of the Empire by Rodulphus Csfar, then having ferved the Perfian ten years, 
was made General of his Artillery, and married him to the Lady Terefia, 

10 whofe lifter was one of th e Queens of r eifia } flie was brought to bed here of a 
fon, whom the Queen and Prince Henry Chriftencd. About this time Moor - 
fields , before a ftinking place, were made out into picafant walks : Prince 
Charles is created Prince of -Wales, which aftion was accompanied with much 
joy, and the inftallingof five and twenty Knights of th cVath. 

This year the King after fourteen years abfence returns into Scotland for 
fetling both the Church and State there, whofe prefence was fo welcome, that 
every place and City whither he went did ftrive to outftrip one another m 
magnificent entertainment: having fetled all things, and confirmed the five 
Articles of Vert Rafter fix moneths abode there, he returns into England-, Sir 

20 Waller Rjirlagh being now at liberty perfwadcs the King to afford him fome 
Chips for City ana , where he thought was a Mine of gold, which would inrich 
him and the whole kingdome without any prejudice to the Spaniard , but 
when he came thither no treafure could be found} wherefore that he might 
not return empty-handed, he falls upon S. Thome , a Town of the Spaniards , 
which he fackcd, pillaged and burned : Gundomore the SpaniJI) Leiger com¬ 
plains : King James to avoid a breach between Spain and England , prefers 
the death of one man,already condemned, before the breach of publike peace, 
therefore he is newly arraigned and condemned to die, his head was cut off on 
a Scaffold in the Pallace-yard. 

§o Queen Anne, afterIhe had been married twenty years, died at Hampton - 
Court, whofe death caft the king into a dangerous ficknefle, of which he re¬ 
covered. In a Parliament at Wejiminfier (in which Chancellor Bacon for bri¬ 
bery was put from his place, andfent to the Tower, into whofe place Dr. 
Williams Dean of IVefim < njter fucceeded) Montpejjon and Michel are for abnfes 
cenfured: Sir Richard Wefton is fent Ambaflador to the Emperor to follicite 
the reftoring of the ralfgravc to his own Country: Gundomore afltires the king 
there was no readier way to recover the Pallatinate , then by making a match 
between Prince Charles and the Infant a of Spain , which might be effefted, if 
the Prince were fent thither} whereupon the king fends him with Buckingham , 

40 Porter and Cottington by land} in th'c way at Paris, , being difguifed, he fi w the 
Court, and Pr in ceffe^Atr^, whom afterward he married} Gundomore in the 
interim obtains of fome Ladies large fummes of money for places wirh the 
Infanta when (he came: The Prince being arrived in S pain, was received with 
as much love and magnificence as could be expetted, fo as the charge of his 
entertainment Rood the King of Spain in nine and forty theufand Ducats, yet 
he was fo reftrained from the Lady, that the eight moneths time he 
flayed in Spain he faw her very feldome, and that at adiftance, and never 
fpake with her but twice, and that before company, and was limited alfo in 
his fpeeches. 

50 This match was hindred by the falling out of Buckingham and Count 
Ohares the King of Spains great favourite : much time alfo was protrafted 
upon pretence of difficulties to obtain the Popes difpenfation} wherefore 
King James wearied with delayes fends for the Prince home, who having 
taken his leave of the King of Spain , returns by fca,and lands at Portfmouth , to 
the great joy of the people : the Articles of the marriage were fo ftrid and 
large for exercife of the Catholick Religion, and none at all for reftoring of 
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An.CbriJli the Palatinate , that King Jamesbrokc off all treaty of the marriage, and figni- 

x~v^v-. fied fo much to the Spaniard and other Princes ; wherefore a confutation is 
had for recovering it bvArms : to this end a great contribution byway of 
benevolence was collected for railing men. Then another match was thought 
on for the Prince $ for this caufe the Earls of Carlijle and Holland arefent into 
France to treat of a marriage with the younger daughter of Henry 4. which 
was accompliftred fliortly after King James his death. About this time the 
Archbilhop of Sf alalo was burned at Rome for apoftacie; he came into this 
1624. Kin gome petending Religion , as he fhewed in his writings by maintaining 

Proteftanifine, and was therefore made Dean oflVivdfor , and Mafrcr of the 10 
Savoys but being fickle-headed,after he had ftayed here five years,he retraced 
all he had written or faidbefore, and therefore is commanded by the King to 
depart the Kingdomc within three dayes , and fo he returns to Rome, where 
he inveighed as bitterly againft the Proteftants, as he did here againft the 
Papins. 

This year was fatal by the fall of that great Cedar King James, the wifeft, 

\C 2 5. Tortunateft,and moft peaceable Prince that ever was in this lane's under whofc 
two and twenty years government, this kingdome attained to the height of 
peace, plenty and happinefle; in whofe halcionian dayes, more works of piety 
were done then in any other Princes reign of the like continuance 5 fuch were 
the reparations of Pauls begun then, the endowments of S. Joint Coltedge in 20 
Oxford by Dr. Laud the Archbifbop, the Almf-houfe at Croyden by Archbilhop 
Abbot , and that in Sufjcx by Robert Earl of Dorfet 9 that of Sutton in the Charter- 
houfe, IVilhy Col ledge in Oxford by Mr. Nicholas IVilby, Dulwich Almf-houfe 
by Edward Allen the Player, the Hiftory-Le&ure at Oxford by Mr. C a widen, 
three thoufand and fix hundred-pounds given to good ufes by Mr. Vaiyn 
Grocer of London b Camden- Hofpital in Gloccjierjbire founded by Sir Bapttft 
Hicks, five thoufand pounds given by Mr. Thomas Teafdale for maintenance of 
feven Fellows and nve Schollars in Ballyol Collcdge, three fair Hofpitals 
founded by Henry Earl of Northampton,onc at Ryfing in Norfolk) a fecorid at Chtn 
in Shropfh'rrc, the third at Greenwich in Kent , 8cco //. given by IVilliam Jones of 3 ° 
London for a Free-fchool and Almf-houfes in Wales, and a ico //.for ever yearly 
to a preacher in Lon don Not tofpeak of C/w/fey-Colledge, divers Churches and 
Chappels by private men, and other fums of money left by charitable mens 
all which were the fruits of his peaceable government: and among the reft,wc 
may not omit the Plantations of Ireland, Virginia, Barmudas, and Ncw-Englands 
in Virginia, the firft Town that ever was built there bare his name; for though 
this was difeovered in the Queens time, yet it was not planted till the kings: 
thenext was the plantation of the Barmudas, and the laft of New-England, 
the patent whereof was granted by king James to Brijlol,Exeter, and Plimouth . . 
In his time alfo divers Schools , Churches and Hofpitals were trefted in Scot - 4 ° 
land, and a Plantation by the Scots was thought on in the north part of 
Canada, which in king Char la his time was fet on foot. This king James for 
liiswifdomc was admired of foreign Princes, for learning by tne Utiiver- 
fities* for his wife, juft, nnd peaceable government, by his fubjc&s. Protefta- 
nifme had never a greater Champion, as may be fecn by his books, by his care 
in caufing Conferences to be held in Scotland about uniformity of Difciplinej 
and unity of Doftrinc; about expelling I'orftius out of Leyden, and fending 
Divines to the Synod^of Dort, and his learned moderating of the Conference 
at Hamptofj-Couns fo that he was Plato s rrince,a Philofophical King, ora 
Kingly fhilofopher. He died the 27. of March , the 59. year of his age, having 50 
reigned overall Grcat-Britain 22. years compleat. In nis time fell out divers 
ftrange accidents; the great Plague, whering died in London above 38COO. in 
one year, the great Froft,great inundation? and fires,chicfly that of Dorchcficr, 
the falling of the room at Elack-Friars, n Whale within eight miles of London, 
the Blazing-ftar, the killing of a man by Archbilhop Abbot.

was made upon thefe conditions: That the Popes difpenfation fhould be pro¬ 
cured within thefpace of three moneths before} That the free excrcife of 
the Catholike Religion be permitted to the Queen and her Ten ants, and her 
Children} that therefore (he ftiould be allowed her Chappel, and Burial-place 
peculiar to herfclfand family, with 28 Priefts and a Biihop chofen by the 
French king, who ftiould be exempted from the Secular power} And that 
King Charles fhould fweare never to withdraw from, orperfwade her to inr*- 
brace any other Religion. Her Portion was 8cocco Crowns } her Dowry . 
i8occlib. fterling} befidesfo much Lands as fhould maintain her and her 
2oCourt,anfwerabIetoherGreatnefle. * 

Not long after the marriage was confummatcd, all amity with Spain is re¬ 
jected, and Commerce prohibited : a Fleet of 150 Sail, 1 with 10000 Foot and 
fome Horfe,are fent againft Spain $ they landed at Cadiz, but 1 were beaten back, 
into their (hips with lode, by Ferdinand Gironius } the (hips by ftorms in their 
return were much (battered, many of the paflengers died with ficknefle and 
cold, fo that few returned home. This unlucky Expedition hindred the 
League that was made between England, Denmark, Swetbland \ Venice and 
liolLtnd againft the Houfc of Anflria . . 1 

The next yeare, King Lerrk of France falls out with King Charles of Great - 
"JO Eritain,becaufe he fent back theFrench Priefts into France, upon (ome diftafte 
taken againft them for injoining an unfeemly Penance on the Queen $ and 
becaufc ne entertained Monfieur Subize, and armed him againft the French 
King: and however King Charles was content to allow the Queen twelve 
Priefts and one Biftiop, twelve Women, one Chamberlain, one Secretary, 
one Phyiitian, and three other Catholike ferVantS} yet he could not bedif- 
fwadedfrom defending Subize, and the Proteftant caufe $ which occafioned a 
warre between them} therefore the Englifti (hips and goods are arrefted in 
France , and the half of the Queens dower was retained: Upoa this, an Englifti 
I Fleet is fent to the file of Rhee, under the Duke of Buckingham, which took it } 
40 but not long after it was loft again, and the Englifti driven totheir (hips, not 
without the lode of many a brave man.Yet K .Charles being nothing difmayed, 

E repares another Fleet againft the next year, for relief of Kochcl now befieged 
y theFtench King} but whilft the Duke was ready to imbarqueac Tortfmonth 
where the Fleet lay, he was fuddenly dabbed by one John Felton, which caufed 
great difeontent in the King, and a tumult in the Dukes lodgings} the. French 
being accufcd as aftors in this murther} but Felton confcfling that he had kil? 
led the Duke, the tumult was appeafed, and he apprehended, who confelled 
he could not be quiet in mind till he had afted that tragedy, being perfwaded 
that the Duke was no good Patriot, having exafperated \hc King againft the 
5 ° former Parliament which was aflembled forgiving aid to the King in defence 
of the Proteftant caufe, which was then in great danger both in France and 
Germany, the King of Denmark^ being brought very low by the Emperor. 

Notwithlhnding the Dukes death, the Fleet was difpatchcd to the reliefe 
ofjioihd , but could do no good, becaufeit came too late} for the Town was 
begirt with impregnable Barracadoes and Circumvallations both by fea and 
land, fo that re infects it returned home. The next year a Parliament is called} 
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An.Chrijli Peace is concluded with France ; A new Plantation is begun in America, called 
Nerv-Enghnd. Not long after, on the 29. of May, Prince Charles was borne: 

1 6 2 9 * t he next day, the King at Pauls-Crojje gave thanks to God for the Queens fife 
delivery, and the birth of his Son. This year a Peace is concluded w ith Spain. 

1 631. In the year folio wing, the King fends to the Emperor for reftitution of the 
ralatine into his inheritance, but nothing was effeded. In the year 1655. the 
King about May began his journey into Scotiand, where he was Crowned the 
18. of jf une, with great folemnity. Not long after, as he was crofting the Ferry* 
between Leith and Brunt-Ijlancf, there arofe fo fudden a frorni, that he was in 
danger to be call away ; fome of his fervants were then drowned, and much 10 
of his Plate and houlhold-ftufFe was loft. He crcfted about the fame time a 
Bilhops See in Edinburgh , and fetled Mr .William torbes of Aberden (an eminent 
man lor learning) Bifhop there ; but he diet! (hortly after, being vexed by the 
people of that place, who could not endure to be fubjeft to a Biihop. The 
King having called a Parliament there, in which fome things in favour of the 
Church were cnatted, which pleafed not divers of the Great ones there, 

v t hereupon the King returns abruptly into England , which was ill refented by 
the Scots Lords, 

1654. The next year following, King Charles for maintenance of his Navy, raifed 

the Tax ofShip-mony, by which means the Sea-men were well paid, and fotf 20 
two years together the Kingdome was wcllguarded by the Royal Fleet. But 
this Tax was fo unequally laid by the Sheriffs and their Deputies,upon divers 
of the meaner fort, that it caufed great difeontent: ( For I know a Minifter, 
whofe Benefice was fcarce ico.I./w annum ,forced to pay 15.I. for hisTax the 
firft year.)This Ship-mony was at laft oppofed and voted down in Parliament, 

In the year 1636. the King fends again to the Emperor in behalf of the Pal f- 
grave, in which Embaflic much moiiy was fpent to little purpofe. In the year 
after, the Popes Nuntio’s are received and entertained at the Queens Court. 

In Scotland fell out the gTeat Tumult at Edinburgh , July 23. upon the reading 
of the New Service-book in S Giles Church, the Women beginning the fray 30 
by flinging their ftools and Bibles at the Deans head, as he was reading; who 
hardly cfcapcd, with the Bifhop, out of the Church with their lives: But the 
tumult was appealed by the Privy-Councellors then prefent, and the Bilhop 
conveyed away by the Lord li cents. So things remained quiet till the next 
Spiing, that new troubles arofe. A Generali Alleinbly, againft the Kings 
command, is held at Ghfcorv , in which the Bifiiops are cfepofed, cxcommuni- 
cated,and abjured; the Articles of Perth , Service-book, and Canons are re¬ 
jected by the Presbyterian Aflcmbly, who alfo impofe an Oath and Covenant 
upon the people, the chief promoters whereof were three Minifters, Hendcr- 
fou 9 Dtckfin, and Cant ; whocomming to Aberden, received fome ftop by the 40 
learned Divine's there, who would not condifcend that the Covenant ftiould 
be propounded or recommended in their Pulpits to the People under their 
charge, till they* were fatisfied in ihefe demands. 1. By what warrant or 
power they impofed a Covenant on them , feeing they were not author i fed 
by the King nor his Couneel, nor any cftablilhcd Judicatory or National 
Synod. 2. Whether they ought to fublcribe a Covenant of mutual defence 
by arms,feeing fuch Covenants are forbid by Parliamenr,.*w.i 585. 3. Whether 
they ought to fearcany danger oflrtnovation in Religion, feeing the King 
hath protefted, declared and {worn to the contrary, and hath removed all oc- 
cafions of fear, as the Service-book, Canons, and H igh-commifiion. 4. What 50 
reafon is there for them to abjure Epifcopacie and the Articles of rcrtb.and to 
hare an interpretation of the Negative Con fefiion impofed on them againft 
their judgments. 5. Whether the abjuring of the late introduced R ites,bc not 
an aflent that the foimer Rites are unchangeable; whereas all Rites according 
to times and occalions may be changed. 6. Whether the abjuring of Perth- 
Articles be not a contradi&ing of the judgment of moft modern Di\ incs, who 

hold 
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bold them in their own nature lawful! \ as alfo a Condemning of the ancient An.chrijii 
Church, which p raft i fed them. 7. Whether they can abjure thefe Rites as 
Popilb, which according to the light of their confcience and fincerity of their 
heart^they have praftifed as lawful! fo many years } And \\ hether thev ought 
not to have fome time given them to conlider of fo weighty a bufiricile. 

3 . Whether the Kings perfon ought not to be defended, though he pieferve 
not thetrne Religion. 9. Whether this can beronfiftenr 5 To iwcar to main¬ 
tain the Kings authority,and yet fwcar difobcdience to the Articles eftablifhed 
by his authority. 10. Whether the abiuration of rtr/j^Articles he not pre- 
io judicial to the libeity ofVotingin a National Aflembly. 1r, Whether the 
fubfeription to theProfcflion of Faith, regiftred an.i$67. in Parliament, be 
not fuflicient to fhew the fincerity of their Profeflion. 1$. Whether the late 
praftife of the Covenanters in contemning Authority, and Godsfervicein 
his own heufe, on his own day, as to lay violent hands on the Prelates and 
Pallors in time ofDivinefervice, whilft they praftife what the King and his 
Councel commanded : I fay, v hether thefc difprders are tolerable, or is it fit 
. that the Anticovenanters Ihould joyn with them. 13. How this Coverianfcuft 
befubfciibed without feandal* firft, ofdifienting from other Reformed Chur* 
che$$ fecondly, of difl'enting from Antiquity * thirdly, of perjury, having 
20 fworn obedience to the Articles of Perth , and to thcOrdinary at their admifii- 
on to the Mini fiery. 14. Whether thpfe Covenanting Minifiers can with rea- 
fon defire the ufe of our Pulpits, to withdraw (fay they) our Flocks from their 
obedience and allegiance, and that Doftrine which we in our confcience think 
to be true? 

To thefe the Covenanting Minifters put in their Anfwefs, but fuch 

as were not fatisfying to the Divines of Aberden , as may be feen in their Re¬ 
plies and Duplies. The Eilhops alfo protefted and declared againft the Af- 
fembly at Olafcovo 9 as being altogether unlawful], becaufe it met without the 
Kings warrant, becaufe it confified of more Lay-men then Minifters $ becaufe 
2 0 moll of thefe Minifters were fcandalous either in their lives or doftrine, or 
both 5 becaufe they were enemies and pcrfecutorsoftheBilhops, to whom 
they ow T ed Canonical obedience, and that it was unreafonable they fhould be 
both Judges and parties $ and becaufe they are fuch Minifters as have not 
fworn to the Articles of Religion, nor taken the oath of Allegiance, and ufurp 
more authority to themfelves then can (land with the freedome of an A (lem- 
bly 5 and as juftly might the Bifhops except againft this Aflembly, which hath 
already precondemned Epilcopacie, as Athanafus , Hof us of Corduba , and 
Maximus Patriarch of Conftantinop!c ? did except againft feme partial and pre- 
judicating Counccis, or Luther againft the Councel of Trent, becaufe he was 
ao precondemned by Popele^. But thefe Reafbns oftheBifhops were flighted, 
and the Aflembly notwithftanding proceeded, though the King fends the 
Marquis Hamilton to difiolve it: For the Presbvterial fide prevails more and 
more $ who made an Aft againft the Bifhops,and expelled tnem the kingdom $ 
whereat the King was fo angry, that hecaufed the Sntf/fhips here to be feifed, 
and their T rad in g with F.ngtand to be prohibited. ' •* 

Mean w hile, the Qu^en-mother of France , King Henry the Fourths wid- 
dow, came to London, Otfob. 31, whom the King received courteoufly, and 
entertained royally. In November Proclamation is made againft the Aflembly 
in Scotland , by the King: but it was fo flighted, that an Army is raifed by the 
50 Presbyterian Scots > againft whom the Bifhops contribute and raife among 
the Clergie great fums of mony, for maintaining of an Army againft the PreS ' 
byterians. .The next year, about the 27. of March , the King begins his joumy 1639, 
for Scotland , whom his Army followed under the conduft of the Earl of Arun¬ 
del, accompanied with moft of the EngliGi Nobility $ the two Armies pitched 
their Tents in view of each other, but there was no refolution or defire in 
either fide to fight $ therefore a Peace was concluded the fame year in June: 
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An, Chrijii but when the returned to London, the Articles of the Peace were pub- 
likely burned, which again incenfed the Scots , fo that the next year they raifed 
1 another Army } upon which the King fummons a Parliament in Aprils for 

railing ofmony and new forces againft the Scots $ but finding'his people a- 
verfe either to contribute men or mony, he difiolves the Parliament in May, 
which both difcontented the Englifh, and encouraged the Scots, on the 17. 
of Attguji following, to enter England 9 and poftelle themfelves of Ncwcajlle, 
Hereupon the King raifeth new forces to refift the Scots 5 but the new-raifed 
Souldiers grew mutinous 9 killed divers of their Officers, and would neither 
march nor fight: Yet theCleTgie defiftednot to animate both the King and | 0 
people again It these*?*/, and in their Convocation gave a great fumme to 
maintain the war. The Lords are commanded to attend the King in this 
Northern expedition. 

About the midft of October the former year 5 the Spanifli Fleet, clofe by the 
Englifh fhorc, for want of powder and ammunition ( which they ahead ged 
the King had promifed them ) were defeated by the Hollanders : There were 
*50 this Fleet 8oco Spaniards , which Ihould have been planted among the 
JVaUons , and fo many of them tobetranfported into Spain, About the fame 
time alio, a Bill is exhibited againft the Londoners , forfoine mifdemeanors 
committed by their Under-officers* about London-Dcrry 5 wherefore in the 20 
Star-chamber the Londoners arc fined, apd their Plantation forfeited to the 
King, whereupon the Citizens would not contribute or advance any fums 
of mony towards this expedition againft the Scots . When the King law he 
could raife no mony,and that the eommon-fouldicrs would not engage 5 upon 
thceameft intreaties ofthe Lords,he fummons a Parliament at IVeJlminftcrjLhe 

%.o£Nove?nber. 

But before we conclude this Hiftory, I will fpeak a little more fully of thelc 
fatal begun troubles in Scotland . When the King underftood what Forces 
l , w ere railing there, he fends to Marquis DottglaJJe, to the Earle of Nidfdale, to 
' 3 9 * Traquair the Trcafurer, to Roxburgh and other Lords of his fide, to be ready 30 
with their Forces: but the Covenanters feife upon all the arms and ammuni- 
on in Scotland, and fend icoco foot, with 40Cohorfe, and 30 pccces of canon, 
againft Abcrden , which held out for the King, and whither he meant to fend 
great forces. Of the Nobility that ftood out for the King, were about twenty 
l ords and Earls, ofthe Covenanters about eight and twenty. When the King 
was come to Banvick, he underftood that the Scots Army was divided into 
two bodies^ one under Hun/e, of* 8coc. not far from Satiric ^ the other of 
5COC. under JohnJion ncer Carltjlc, Tothelethe King fends his Heralds with 
a Proclamation, commanding them not to come ueer the borders of England, 
for then he will conftrue it as an invnfion : They on the other fide fend him 40 
a Petition, defiring their complaints may be heard, and grievances redrefled. 
Upon this, Arundel with other Lords are named by the King to confer with 
the Scots Commiflioners , and to know their grievances: They defire that 
the King would by Parliament ratifie the Articles of Glafcorv. 2, That all 
Church-affairs in Scotland may be determined by their Generali Aflemblies, 
and that all Civil matters may be decided by Parliament, which they defire 
may be held every fecond or third year. 3. That the King would withdraw 
both his Ships and Land-forces, and reftore to the Scots their Ships again. 

A - That all the Incendiaries and feditious pcrfoits who were fled into England, 
may be lent home to be tryed and punifhed. 5. That the King would confirm $o 
their Lawcs, Religion, and Priviledges. 

, The King was not well plea fed with thefe particulars; therefore the Lord 
low den del ires him , that he would but confirm their Religion and Liberties 
according to theEcclefiaftical and Civil lawes ofScotlaud^nd that fhould con¬ 
tent them : Upon this, the King declares, That he will confirm the Canons of 
the Afieinbly of Glafcow, concerning the abolition of the Liturgie, High-

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Cominiffion, Eook of Canons, with the five Articles of Vert b } That the Mini- A n.ChrtJl 
iters lhall be bound to take no other Oath at their admiifion , but what is pre- L/Y\; ; 
feribed in Parliament, and that theBifhops (hallftand to the confute of the 
General Aflembly oiGitfeow^ and that all things (hall be determined by the 
Aflembly and Parliament which (hall be held in Edinburgh the next A/tgttji, in 
which an Aft of Oblivion (hall pafle, and at which he will Ik* picfent hiinfelf 5 
and withall he promifeth to reftore their (hips and goods, and to recall his fleet, 
conditionally they will difarm and disband their Armies, and diiTulve their 
tables and meetings, and that they will reftore his Forts and Caftlcs, with their 
j 0 Ammunition, as like wife the Crown a Sccpter and Sword,with his other Royal 
ornaments^ and bclides, that they will (uffer his good lubjefts toeujoy their 
lands and liberties, which have been detained from them (ince the laft 
Aflembly. 

The peace being concluded, and the Armies disbanded, the King is received 
into Edtngburgh with great folemnity, and his Caftlcs arc reftored, on condi¬ 
tion that they (hall not be viftuallcd for above four and twenty hours at a 
time. But Ihortly after the King declared, that he would have the Bifliop^JIr^ —- * 
in the General Aflembly, which was denied} and the Bilhops were excomuni- 1 
cated, and withal two hundred thouflmd pounds is demanded to be raifed up- * 

*20 on the Bilhops lands andcfbucs, for fatisfaftion of the damages fuftained by 
the detention of the (hips in EngUnd: the Parliament then fitting, rather fa¬ 
voured the Aflembly then hindred it, or diCountenanced their proceedings, 
wherefore the King would have adjourned rhe Parliament till ytnc the next 
year, which could not be aflented to} but four Deputies are lent to the King to 
compofe all differences. In the interim, new forces are raifed both in England j ^ ^ o; 
and Ireland , whilft the Scots Commiffioners are kindly entertained at Court} 
but the Scots being jealous (becaufe their Commifiioners werefo long de¬ 
tained in fufpence ) that the King meant to keep them as prifoners, when his 
Army was ready to march, they feized upon two tnglijh Lords, whom they 
30 meant to detain till their Commiflioncrs were returned. 

The Presbyterian Scots underftanding that hoth the Armies of England 
and Ireland were ready to march, enter prefently into a Covenant which they 
•called National, and tax the tenth part of their eftates toward maintenance 
of the war} fixteen thoufand men are raifed under the conduft of Argile, to 
guard the Sca-coaft, and hinder the Irifh forces from landing: The like num- ! 
her is to be in readinefle againft the King begins his march. They would not 
luffer Generali Raven , governour then of Ed/nbargh-CMc, to repair a part of 
the>vall that was fallen down} nor would they fuffer the Gari ifon-fouldiers to 
go out and in, but at their devotion} thertfore thej place a guard of five 
40 hundred men before the Caftle gate, and raifed a Fortin the Town to keep the 
Cat tie in awe, and raifed a Rampart to keep off the bullets that might be diet 
againft the City. 

Meanwhile the Fnglifl) Fleet puts to Sen} and the Land-forces of England 
con lifting of forty thoufand, are divided into three bodies, under Hamilton, 

Goring and Northumberland. The Scots main body confifted of thirty thou- 
fand under General Lefly in Lothien , the reft of their Army was employed to 
guard the borders and coafts on all tides, to wit, fix thoufand under the Lord 
Lev?(ion near Keljbj Lothien and Johnfon had the command of eight thoufand 
on the Weft cm marches} Rothes and Lindfcj commanded fifteen thoufand in 
50 ttf ‘} Aloniroffe and the Earl Marjbal encamped near Abcrdeh with twelve 
thoufand, befides they had a garrifon of two thoufand within the City. Argik 
guards the coaftou the Irilh-leas with fixteen thoufand. In the interim the 
Lord Lcrrhn one of the four Scots Comrniflioners,isfentt6thc Tower, for 
having about him a copy of the Scots Declaration which had been burned. 

Tins incenfed the Scots fo much the more, complaining that the imprifoning 
of their Commiffioner was againft the Law of Nations} the King fends Com¬ 
miffioners 
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An.Cbrrfii miifi oners to examine him in the TcAver,to whom he would not nnfwer, being 
a lubjeft of Scotland , where he ought to be examined and tried by his Peers* 
and alfo told them,that what he was accufcd of was a&cd before the Pacifica¬ 
tion 1659. when an Act of oblivion pafled. Hereupon he is enlarged and im- 
ployed by the King in a new Commilfion into Scotland ^ to fettle the troubles 
there. 

Whilft thefe things are a&ing, Edinburgh raifeth two Batteries againft the 
Caftle, the great Ordnance play upon each other without any great hurt * at 
length the Governour is futmnoned to deliver up the Caftle within fifteen 
dayes* which time being expired, and the Caftle not likely to be furrcndrcd, IO 
the great Artillery from the lotteries plaid fo furioully on it, that a breach was 
made in the Wall * there were alfo two Mines fprung which did great hurt, the 
Governours (bn loft his arm by a canon*bullct* at late they come to a parley,the 
Governour defires to acquaint the King with the ftate of the Caftle before he 
deliver it up, which was granted by the City, and fo followed a celfation from 
hoftility. The Scots in the interim (whofe intention at firft was oncly to ftand 
' their own defence J to keep their fouldiers from idlcnclle, enter Fug! and 

( with thirty thoufand* fifteen thoufand march into Cumberland , and the 
other fifteen thoufand into Northumberland ^ with a Declaiation that they 
come in as friends, not as enemies, for no other end but to have a ratification 20 
of the laft years Treaty* they promife alfo to take nothing but what they (hall 
pay for. 

The King being at Torl^ with fix thoufand horfe, tind eighteen thoufand 
foot, underftood that the Scots were marching towards Ncxccajile , therefore 
fends fifteen hundred horfe, with a battalion of Infantry to dilpute the paf- 
fage over the 7 /»e* askirmifh followed, in which four hundred of the Fnghjh 
were (lain , and two hundred Scots, whofe Army being far greater then the 
other, eaufed them to retreat. Then the Scots for two hours lay fiegeto Ncw- 
cajile , which upon the firft fummons opened their gates. Then the Scots make 
themfclves mafters of Hart pool , and of two'Caftles on the Tlire. Upon this the ^ 0 
King fends to them to know their demands, and withall diffwades them from 
advancing any further with their Army * the Scots return a petition to the 
Xing, wherein they defire a free Parliament for ending of all differences, and 
letlingof a (olid peace * the Eugbjb Lordsbcing afiembled at Tork 3 defire likc- 
wife of the King that he would call a Parliament,which at laft was aflented to, 
and five and twenty thoufand pounds Sterling was nfligned to the Scots 
towards the defraying of their charges ^ in the mean time the Caftle of Fdin - 
burgh is delivered up, and fome Fnghfi horfe, with five hundred of their foot, 
("which were fent from Lanvick to Dunce , to carry away nine pceccs of 
Ordnance left there by the Scots) arc defeated and (lain by the Lord Had- 
dingten, 

Hitherto we have feen Xing Charles in his glory : but now, (jvfo* atra caput 
J irgil . trijU circumvoht umbra"] The bright day of his Reign is ovcrcaft with a dark 
and ditmal cloud. The morning of his day (hined out clear, but it was (hut up 
in a difinal evening:

In the tragedy of his life, we may fee the entaftrophe of humane fdidty. 
Kings are crowned with thorns as well as with gold * and with refer they 
walke upon the waters* their heads like Nebuchadnezzars fmage are 
of gold, but their feet arc of clay* they live like gods, but dye like 
men :

In the Church, Gregory the great fate 13 years; he was elcfted againft his will : he Riles 
himfc If, Servant of Gods fervants ; he added to the Liturgie Q Give peace in our time 
0 Lord j and {_ Lord have mercy on us ] and Hdllelkab : He confirmed Prayer to Saints, 
Purgatory, and facrifices for the dead : He redeemed many Captives, and kept dai¬ 
ly 3000 Monks. 12 Synods held within thisDecad. Gregory,upon a great Plagu'-,of 
which 800 died in an hourc, inftituted the feven-fold Lctany or Proccflion, called 
die Great, Roman, and Gregorian. 40 Virgins brake out of S. Radegunds Monaftery, 
who expelled the Abbefle, and beat the Bifhops and Monks. Gregory reproves Jol.not 
ConJIaniwple for afliiniing the title of [Univerfal Bifhop.] By Gregory the Britains and 
Lombards are converted. 


Mauritius will not redeem theCaptives taken by Chaganus , therefore they arcflain. Phocas 
is beaten for urging the Empcrour againft Commentiolus ; this Commentiolus with Prifcus 
kill Chaganus his 2 Tons,12000 Hum, and took 13000, at which Mauritius was offended: 
he was forewarned of his death i upon fufpition he imprifoncth Pbilfopicus, becaufe his 
name began with Ph. but Phocas flew him with his two ions, and fo fucceeded 8 years. 

' theodofius fbn to Mauritius is flain, 3she was going to Cofroes. Narfes fuffers him felf to 
be beaten by Cofroes , with whom he joyns, then is reconciled'to Phocas , and burnt at 
C onjiantinople. Mauritius his widow and daughters put to death. Phocas tyranr.ifeth 
over the Nobility ; attempts to kill his fon in law Prifcus ; he is at Lift cut in peeces 
and burnt. In France Pipin is brough t to Clotbayrs Court by C aroloman his father. Liu » 
ha Prince of the Vifigoths is (lain by Vitiericus. Padua burnt by the Lombards, upon 
which Vmice increafeth by new commers.j 

In the Church, Sabinian was Pope 2 years : he hated Gregory and his writings. Boniface 
3. fucceeded 1 year. He appropriated the name Pope, by P hoc# his means, to the Bi¬ 
ihop of Rome. Boniface 4fticcceds : He inftituted the Feafts of All-Souls,next day af¬ 
ter All-Saints: He confecrates the Pantheon to the Virgin Mary and all Martyrs. 

4 Counccls this Decad. The Agnott * held that Chrifts divinity was ignorant ct the 
Lift day. The T rithets founded by Johannes Grammaticus or Philoponus, made ihrcc 
Natures or Ellenccs in God. The Jacobites from Jacob the Syrian , were Eu- 
tyebians, Armenii fo called from their Countrey, held a Qimernicy in God;

IntheEaft, Heraclius reigns 31 years: he makes his fon Heraclius Emperor, andnew- 
names him Conftajitine. The Sclavi plant themlelvcs in Dalmatia and ijlria, now called 
Sclavonia from them. Pale fine and JeruJalem won by the Pertans, who fubdue Epypt, 
and takeDamaCcus and Carthage. Cofrees rcfwfith to make peace with Heraclius , except 
he will reje&Chrift, and adore the Sun* The Emperor is betrayed by Chaganus, and 
defeated in Thrace, Cofroes is adored as a God. EbaldKing of Kent becomes a Gentile, 
and marrkth his ftepmother, but is reclaimed by the A rchbifhop. Brunchild in France 
fets the Kings at variance; at lad being found guilty of the death often Kings, is tycd 
by the hairs of her head to a wild-horfe and torn inpeeC's. Vitfericus theVifigoth is 
flain by his own people at a feaft. Sifebutus his fucceflor and brother converted 900CO 
JtwcS: FJeutbtrius the Exarch ftileth himfelf King of Italy ; lie is flain by his fouldicrs, 
and his head fent to Conjlantinople. 


In the Church, Deus-dedit fate Pope 3 years: He ordained, that none fhould marry 
their godfathers or godmothers, and that none fhould anfwer for their own chil¬ 
dren in baptilme. Boniface 5. fncceedcd 8 years; He inflituted San&iuries. Six 
Counccls gathered this Dccad. Cofroes carrieth thcCroffeofChriftfrom Jerufalem 
to Perfia. The Jcwesflieout of Spain into France, wheie ftri&lawes are alfo made 
againft them. 


Heraclius robs the Churches, to pay tlie fouldiers in his Pcrfian expedition * He leaves the 
care of the City, andothisfon, to the Patriarch, and a Patrick n. Seventy Ambaf- 
fedors betrayed by Sacs the Perlian, and fent in chains to Cofroes. The Pcr/fa/w defeated 
by the Emperor, and the Temple of the Sun overthrown. Kinive is taken, m\dCofroes 
driven to Seleucia. Saxhorn with his forces revolteth to Heraclius , who retumeth with 
theCrofle and other fpoils to Jerufalem, and driveth the Jewts out of thr City. Cofroes 
flaiah his General Sties, becaufe he did not catch Heraclius. Shoes the eldcft fon of Cof 
roes, kills all his brothers firft, and then his father. About this time the Faith was in** 
braced i nNortbumberlattd , and the Archbifhoprick of Tbrf^founded. In Scotland , King 
Ferqshccrd, forPtkgianifme, is imprifoned by his Nobles, and then kills himfelf. 
In FraiKt,FipinCaroloman 9 s fon is made by Clothaire the 1 Duke of Brabant.Mahumet flicth 
to Mecha from his enemies; from this night the Twr^r begin their Computation,called 
Hegira : He becomes of a Prophet a Robber, and takes Mecha. 

In the Church, Pope Honorius fate 13 years: He built and repaired divers Churches; 
he covered S.Petcrj with brofle, taken from the Temple of Romulus. Heraclius the 
Emperor becomes a Monothelite; this herefiewas condemned in the 6. General- 
Conned held at Confant. The feaft of the Exaltation of the Crbflc,inftitutcd Sept. 14. 
being now regained from the Per fan. 


The Saracens being denied their pay, and called Dogs by the Emperors Treafurer, they 
make war againft Mauritius ; they take Gaza and other places, with Arabia , and defeat 
the Emperor twice, whofe garrifon they drive out of Damafcuf, then they invade 
Epypt y and take JeruJalem, which the Emperor fearing, plundered it before: It was 
held by the Saracens-, till Godfrey of Bulhigns time, 463 years.

Thei6$chifm, in which Leo 5. after 40 dayes, is im- 
prifoned by Chrifiopber, aided by theMarquis of Tufcany , and after 7 moneths, is fenc 
unto a Covcnt by Sergius 3. T1 beodora, the Marquifes Concubine, rulctb in 
Rome , Sergius makes her daughter Marofia his Concubine, of whom he begot 
John the 11 or 12. This Decad produced 5 Counceis. The Bohemians and Nor¬ 
mans converted to the Faith. Leo the Emperour takes a fourth wife, againft the 
Cnftomeof the Greek Church, therefore he is Excommunicated by the Patriarch 
of Conflantinople, whom for this, Leo banifhed. 


In iheEaft, to Leo fucceedcth his fon Confrantiue 8. .50 years, who ruled with his mother 
Zoe. Conflantinople befieged by Simeon Prince of Bulgaria , who is hired to return home. 
He breaks the peace, and takes Adrianople. The Italian Princes crave help againft the 
Saracens, who had invaded Calabria and Apulia. The Greeks beat the Bulgarians, and 
are beat by than. Zoe is fait into aMonaftery, and Romans rules with the Emperor 
his fon-in-law. In the Weft, the Emperor buyes his peace of theHi ngarians: hedieth

Conradus iickneth, and commends Henry 
Dukeo t Saxony to the Empire: This Henry reigned 17 years; He was fi* named the 
Falconer. In France a William Earl ofAquitain founded cheMonaftcry of Clotty. Robert 
Earl of Paris rebels againft the King tor hisinfiiHicieucie, who is ftirpriftd and im- 
prifonedby Robert Earl of Vermendoi*. In Spain, the Moors are beaten again, and the 
Rebels fiippreficd. The Navarrois are defeatedby the Caftiliaus. The Venetians ob¬ 
tain leave of the Emperor to coyn mo ny. The Hungarians invade Italy.

Civil Wars in France between the Kingschil- 
dren. Eobert Duke of Normandy die ill at Nice in Fithynia ; Wiliam his baftard foil fuc- 
ceeded. In Spain, Ferdinand takes divers places from the Moor?, and expels them. The 
j Quciii of roland flyeth with her young fon, the treafure, and two Crowns of ihe 
Kingdom, to the Empcrour; who fends the young King Cdfimire to Farit, who enters 
the Slonaftcry of Clugney. Tolmd being full of troubles lends to Cafimire, who being 
a Deacon was unwilling to return, till he wasabfolvcd by the Pope, upon the Po- 
landers pi omife to pay yearly, by the Pole, a half-penny to Sc. Peter, and to cut 
round the hairs of their head; the Nobles and Cleigy were exempted from the pay:

Andrew and Et 7 d,fons of LadiJUus the Bald , art 
invited by the Nobles, tlicy reflore Paganif me: Peter flyeth, and is reared again by 
the Emperour; at lad his eyes are put out, andhedycth. Andrew fuccccdeth, who rc- 
ftoruhChnftianity : He gives the 3. part of Hungaria to his brother Bela. Sueno the 
Dane is overcome twice by Magnus King of Norway, who was killed with a fall from 
his horfe.

In Flanders 
there was feme difference between Robert and Baldwin about St. Omars. Robert goeth to 
ferufalem, but is miraculoufly kept out of the Temple till lie had promiled reflitudon to Bald¬ 
win. The dileale caked Fryfpetas, or Ignis facer, followed upon the fight of a fiery Dragon 
in the Ayrc. Friesland oeftoyvcd upon the Bifliop of Vtrtcht by the Emperour. 

In the Church, Againft Pope Gregory is letup Clement the third, 21 yeers; which made up 
the four and twentieth Schifm, Rome taken by Henry, and burnt by Robert the Nor¬ 
man, whocarryed Gregory to Salernum, where he dyed.

Vitalis 
Michael, the Duke of Venice, is Gain, for futfering the Greeks to abide the State. Two great 
Pillars crcflcd at Venice by a Lombard, who defired that Cheaters might play at Dice be¬ 
tween them, unpuniflied. The Bank is licrc firft ereffed. Tlie Pope beflows a Ring on the 
Duke, to caft into the Sea, in figne of its marriage and fub/eftion to them: a Cuflom yet ob- 
ferved yecrly.

Hewarreth againft the Earl of Flanders , fornotayd- 
ing him againft King John oft Eh gland ; and is defeated at Silufe. Si won Earl of Mont- 
fort in battatl kills the Earl of Tholofe , and Peter King of Arragon. The French beat 
the Enghjh and Flemings at the battail of Bovines . Tl>c King of Cafrile winneth Calatra - 
t fa. The battail of Maradel, in which twohundredthouland Moores are {lain, and many 
places recovered in Spain. Henry King of Cafrile, as he was at play, was {lain with a Tile. 

Ferdinand luccecdea, in whom Leon and Cafrile are perpetually united. Poland appoints 
a Governour for Pomerania, and takes a hundred Marks yeerly thence. Marryed Pricfts 
forced to leave their wives, in Poland. In Hungary , the Queen is murthered by Count Pe¬ 
ter. The Danes take Stetin in Pomerania , and overcome the Livonians. King John of 
fubducth the Rebels in Ireland . London is appointed to be governed by a Ma¬ 
jor and two Sheriffs. The King refignes his kingdom to the Pope. Hence the French arc 
forbid to invade England.

In the Church, Innocent fits yet, who excommunicates Philip the Emperour three tunes. To 
him fucceeded Honorttts the third 1 o yeers : he made John de Columna General of the Sy¬ 
rian wars. This Decad produced two Councils ; one at Rome Sex the depofmg of Otho ; 
the other was the Latcran,of 400 Bifliops, againft the A\bigenf*s. Pope Innocent infti- 
tuted the Order of the Holy Trinity, for the redeeming of Captives.The word Tranfub- 
frami.it ion, fuftufedin this Latetan Council. The Fcaft called Triumphus Crucis , was 
mftituted in Spain, in remembrance of a great vi&ory over the Moors . The Order of poor 
women ir.ftitiucd by S. Francis and S.Clare. 
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In the Eaft, Robert of Confiantinople cuts oft* his wifes nofe, ami flings her mother into theSca: 
he lcieth many Towns. To him, fucceedcd Baldwin the fecond 3 4 yeers: whofe tuition was 
undertaken by John BrenK.ofJerufalem. In Adrianople. to La fearis fucceedcd John Du- 
cm his Ion 3 3 yeers : he defeated I fane and Alexins , and Robert of Conflant wopls, who 
aided them. Theodorus Anselm taketh T beffalonica, and makes h'tmlelfK. there : he is ta¬ 
ken and cxcculatcd by the Bulgarians. Ducas takes diver's Minds in the ^Egaan Sea. The 
Chiiflians that befieged Carre , are forced by the overflowing of Nilw y to rile thence, and 
to rcftotc D amt at a. Paleflina is recovered by F/edenck ^the Emp. He makes a Peace with 
cbe Sultan for 1 o yeers agair.ft die Popes will: Ire is crow ned at Jcrufalem, and makes Ray 
ttold D. ot Bavaria his Lieut. of Syria. In the Welt, Fre^r/ctexpeUeth the Saracens out 
of Sicily and punifheth Pope Innocents two brethren: he renews a League with France. The 
Bifli. of Colen mitrchered by Count Jfenberg ; for w hich he was broken on the wheel. Lom¬ 
bardy rebcllcth by the Popes indication , who excommunicates the Emp. for feigning himfetf 
flek in his Sytian expedition: tb?

Ti e Moors lolc much in Adalufia.s^ Major¬ 
ca alio. The K. of Scvil is made tributary to Cafiile. In Poland ,the Teutonicks being driven 
' out of Sj ria have pofleflions allotted them by Conrade the Kings uncle, to defend his Lands 
agairft the Pr^fftuns. TIkK. is mutthered by Suentoplucus Governour of Pomerania >vA\o 
makes himfelf Pr. thereof. Bol-jlaw is K. 51 yeers. Conrade puts the K. and his mother in¬ 
to a Monr fleiy. TheK. of Denmark is raniemed , with his fon. Lubeck^ rcvoltctb from the 
Danes. The Vuhmarkj w ho had revolted to Holfiy fubmit to the K. Wenceflaus the K. of 
Bohemia' $ fon wafleth /Juftria. Candta revolts from the Venetians, who recover it again.The 
rebels there kill Rayner tbcii Governour. The Venetians being beaten by the Greeks, make 
Peace will them. Many people ret fh in Frifia by inundations. The Bifh. of Vtricht is 
taken by his viflals ♦ and behcaacd.

Clement the fifth lucceeded 8 yeers : he 
removech lus feat ro Avtgnion, where it continued 7 2 yeers: at his Coronation. ,he loft a 
ttone out of his Mytre, worth dooo Crowns ; die French king was hurt, and the Duke of 
Britain (lain ; with twelve more.
